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Editorial 


OUR first Week of Prayer in 1973 begins today. May 
we urge all our friends to seek God’s face both indivi- 
dually and in the fellowship of the churches. 

We publish in this issue a thought-provoking article by William J. May- 
bin. In submitting it for your consideration, | fully realise that not all 
will subscribe to the views on prophecy included in the articles. The 
entry of the United Kingdom into the Common Market is an epoch- 
making event, however, and the article will serve to stimulate thought | 
and consideration. 


It has long been my view that our opinions on prophecy can become 
too stratified. Young people have undoubtedly been very confused by 
the seemingly expert references to the different and differing schools of 
prophecy, so-called. We have taken far too much for granted and have . 
perhaps been in danger of clouding issues which needed clarifying. 


It cannot be otherwise than that such a fundamental change as the 
enlarging of the so-called European Community should come to the 
forefront of our thinking and study. The definite reduction of national 
sovereignty is of great significance. The*feared domination of the 
Roman Catholic Church is another, though it must be seen that notably 
in France the influence of that Church has declined. 


For the time being and for better or worse, Great Britain is now in 
the Community. It is to be hoped that we change our attitude. Our 
politicians, if they have made any attempt much to “‘sell’’ the idea of 
the Common Market, have plugged the theme that they need us and 
look to us for our leadership. Does it seem possible at this late stage 
that they are really thinking that the original six, and especially Ger- 
many and France, are going to let the good old British Raj take over? 
The arrogance of the proclamations of some of our politicians must 
make strange reading on the other side of the Channel. 


We hope and trust that we shall be brought very much closer to our 
fellow-believers in the rest of Europe and especially in the nine as it 
has now become. We pray that we shall develop many useful contacts 
with our Pentecostal brethren. Whatever your opinion of the rights and 
wrongs concerning entry into the Common Market, you will surely 
agree that we should be alert and alive to every effort we can make to 
co-operate in extending the Kingdom. 


Church Reports 


WATFORD Pastor: R. Rees 
AS traffic roared past in busy St. Albans Road, Wat- 
ford, acrowd of people overflowing the pavement into 
the street saw their new Elim Pentecostal Church 
opened. 

In bitter cold the congregation and the Mayor of 
Watford watched a former Watford minister, Rev, 

Leon Quest, cut the white ribbon across the church 
doors, his words drowned by the noise of traffic. 

The outside of the church, near Leavesden Road, 
still looks much as when it was owned by the Metho- 
dists, but inside there has been a transformation. 

Some members of the congregation gasped as they 
went from the slightly forbidding outside of the build- 
ing to the beautifully redecorated interior. 

The church, with its walls of primrose yellow, ceiling 
of light blue with contrasting grey pillars, and royal 
blue chairs and carpets, was not finally ready fos the 
dedication service until the early hours of Saturday. 

From a centre pulpit the minister, Rev. Robin 


Rees, opened the first service in the new church, a ser- 


vice in the new church, a service full of memories of 
Elim Church’s past in Watford. 

Rev. James Kennedy, a former Minister, in an 
opening address, spoke of the early days when the 
church met in an old hall in Penn Road, a cul-de-sac 
off St. Albans Road. 

“During the depression of the early thirties I don’t 
think our offerings ever raised above fifty shillings, 
and we had to do an awful lot with that: but I sup- 
pose fifty shillings was worth more then that it is to- 
day,” he said. 

He hoped the congregation would ‘‘make its mark 
and everyone in the town will know you are here.” 

The Mayor of Watford, Alderman Robert Caton, 
referring to the large number of representatives of 
other churches who attended the service on Saturday, 
said: “I think it is quite magnificent the way all you 
gentlemen have come from all over the south of the 
country, and we thank you for coming on this very 
great occasion for all the people in this church.” 

_ He repeated two lines from a hymn which was sung 
when Watford gained its charter, and again when char- 
ter day was celebrated this year: “Now thank we all 


_ our God, with heart and hands and voices.”

Another former minister, Rev. Frank Shadlock, re- 
called that the first wedding service he ever conducted 
was in the new Elim church thirty years ago. The 
building then belonged to the Methodists, but the 
wedding could not take place at the Penn Road Elim 
Church as it was not licensed.

Mr. Shadlock was delighted when he asked the con- 
gregation on Saturday if the couple he married on that 
day were present, and a woman in the gallery called 
down that she was the bride of thirty years ago! 

Attending the opening was the Superintendent 
Minister of the West London Presbytery, Rev. Eldin 
Corsie. 

Earlier the congregation held a final thanksgiving 
service at their former church in Hillrise Avenue. The 
speaker was Mr. Quest, during whose ministry the

Christian Life in Russia 


by Fred Dodds 


I VISITED the Soviet Union to find out first-hand 
about the alleged persecution of Christians there and 
to see how the average Russian fared. Two-thirds of 
the world’s population is under Communist rule. The 
very few registered churches allowed to remain open 
in Russia (as a tourist attraction) are under the 
ownership and strict control of the Communist 
authorities. For every Russian Christian member in 
the permitted building, there are six that meet in the 
so-called “underground” church. In these meetings, 
sometimes in homes or in the forest, they can 
exercise more freedom in worship and talk over plans 
for witnessing. If discovered, these Christians can be 
heavily fined or their homes or property can be 
confiscated by law. Under Article 142 of the Soviet 
Criminal Code, parents who teach their children at 
home their Christian beliefs are deprived of parental 
rights; their children are forcibly removed and taken 
to a government atheistic boarding school. Bibles are 
very scarce; Russian Christians feel blessed indeed if 
they possess even a hand-written copy. 

Moscow, with its population of just over six 
million, has only one authorised evangelical church 
open as a meeting-place. I found this building in a 
small street in a suburb. A small door leads into a 
very large hall, where I was surprised to find a 
congregation of over two thousand people and all 
standing (there was no room for chairs). Six times a 
week these two and a half hour services are packed 
out; eager and happy faces listen to every word from 
several speakers. 

Many people were making notes, and when each 
speaker finished, someone would start singing a hymn 
in which everyone joined; their singing, with great 
feeling, was wonderful! Every hymn I recognized by 
the tune as centred on the trials, testing and victory 
in this earthly life. Very few had hymn-books and 
these were hand-written, as also were many Bibles. 
One English-speaking Russian told me afterwards that 
he had visited churches where the only two Bibles 
were on loan to members of the congregation. A 
person was allowed to have a Bible for one week at a 
time to copy and then it was returned the following 
week for someone else. 

Many Christians I have met in different parts of 
Russia can quote whole chapters from memory. 
These are not luke-warm churchgoers, but ardent, 
glowing Christians. Many have been imprisoned for 
witnessing for their Saviour. These are the heroes of 
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the faith. I was told of a Christian woman, Aida 
Skripnokova, who had just served a three years’ 
sentence in a labour camp for the crime of giving out 
a hand-written gospel tract. 

These persecuted Christians have good reason to 
sing as their closing hymn with both arms raised in 
prayer, “God be with you till we meet again.” Every 
member of the registered churches is under police 
observation; hence there are many secret gatherings 
of Christians in many other places. Many fathers and 
Bible teachers are in prison camps and_ slave 
government factories. Two young sisters are serving a 
five years’ sentence for organising a Sunday School 
(which is strictly illegal), thus poisoning the minds of 
the Soviet children, according to the Russian Press. 
Families suffer hardship and loneliness. 

I was able to take into Russia about two dozen 
excellent copies of the New Testament in Russian. 
These I passed on to individuals who I thought would 
value them the most. One sister followed me, walking 
right across the city to my hotel to obtain one. Some 
distance away I secretly gave her two copies. Her joy 
knew no bounds as she skipped quickly away. 

All travellers to the Soviet Union are sent to 
special “foreigners only” hotels; they have no choice. 
Westerners have to be watched and to see that they 
do not “go out of bounds”. However, I did manage to 
visit quite a few “unofficial” places and the dear 
saints were delighted to see me. About five miles 
outside the city of Leningrad, for instance, I found 
my way to the only evangelical church allowed to be 
open for services. Large crowds gather almost every 
night for a “normal” two and a half hours’ ministry 
meeting and fellowship (many appear to have come 
straight from the collective farms). Every Sunday the 
church is open at 5.30a.m. and is packed by 
7.30a.m.! There is no denominational barrier here 
and no clock-watching. You soon realise that the 
Christians are keen to hear more and more about 
their Lord and to praise Him together. If you meet a 
Russian Christian and ask him, as we so often do over 
here in Britain, “Where do you worship?” he would 
simply reply that he worships “‘within the veil”. 

Every Friday they hold a day of fasting and prayer 
for their fellow-Christians in the Soviet Union. With 
hugs and kisses everyone is greeted with a Russian 
greeting and the reply always sounds the same. I was 
told that the greeting translated into English was, 
“The Lord is risen,” and the reply was always, “The 


Lord is risen indeed.” 

Many pastors of registered churches in Russia have 
learned by sad experience to tell foreign visitors that 
all is well with the authorities, but individual 
members I talked to afterwards gave a different 
report and they ask for our prayers. When I suggested 
a visit to one of their homes it was quickly explained 
that it was not possible as the “informer” in their 
block of flats would ask awkward questions if I, as a 
foreigner, was seen entering there. 

In Britain, where there is freedom, we are terribly 
apathetic about gospel witnessing. If you meet a 
Communist you will know about it within 
twenty-four hours. If he is a trade unionist, he will 
tell you within a few days. If you meet a church-goer, 
it may be months before you hear about it, if at all. 
What is wrong with us? No one will report us or have 
us arrested for speaking for the Lord or prayerfully 
passing on a gospel tract. We claim to be His 
“ambassadors” or “spokesmen” down here. We are 
free to hold open-air meetings in Britain but how few 


are “brave” enough, or concerned enough, or will 
take time enough to make a stand for their Lord and 
Saviour. Philippians tells us that we are “heavenly 
lights on earth holding forth the word of life.” Are 
we? If you were put on trial for being a Christian, 
would there be enough evidence to convict you? 
Don’t keep the good news of the gospel bottled up 
inside, but bear in mind the Russian believers who, 


despite persecution, rejoice in the Lord because they 


witness for Him daily. At their request, please bear 
them up daily in your prayers. Though persecuted 
from all sides, the Russian Christians today are 
Spiritually rich in the Lord and many will receive 
from Him that “Well done” when they cross over into 
His presence.

“Having done all . . . to stand.” 


Romans, 
Chapter 8 


THE story of Greyfriars Bobby is well known in Scot- 
land. Bobby, a dog whose master was buried at Grey- 
friars Kirk in Edinburgh, sat at the grave and refused 
to leave the place where his master lay. He died beside 
the tomb. A dog was faithful unto death. 

It fits well into the life tapestry of this historic 
church. Here, in 1638, the anti-episcopal National 
Covenant was signed and proclaimed by leaders of the 
Scottish Kirk who resisted and condemned the king’s 
attempt to make episcopacy the compulsory mode of 
worship. The Covenanters of Scotland, men, women 
and children, paid dearly in standing for the faith. The 
heart is stirred, the spirit moved by the retelling of 
stedfast courage and simple trust which led them to 
martyrdom. The heritage of religious freedom, which 
they purchased for us with life-blood, tears and anguish 
is a challenge to every Christian to stand and, having 
done all, to stand. 

The New Year is traditionally more celebrated north 
of the border and so, with an acute sense of the occa- 
sion, we in Scotland bid a joyous, blessed and fruitful 
New Year to the Elim Family everywhere. 

It has been truly said, “Yesterday is gone, tomorrow 
may never come, today is all we have”, yet, as we stand 
upon the threshold of 1973, thankful for yesterday, 
rejoicing in Christ today, it is to tomorrow we look, 
for which we pray and into which we move, confident 
of the power and love of God to meet its needs. The 
New Year brings its demands, the unseen future and 
its challenge to stand and having done all, to stand.

that amazes. Hearts are drenched in the dews of that 
peace that passeth understanding: When hearts are 
stayed upon Jehovah they find that this grace is suf- 
ficient. Mountains are climbed, rivers are crossed and 
battles are fought. Having done all, we can stand in 
His sirength and power. 

We are influenced from within by two ruling 
au‘uorities: the spirit, born again, renewed and 
governed by God’s Holy Spirit; and the flesh, still 
tuled by the old sin bias. As Paul taught in Romans 
chapter 8, these are at enmity. Jesus said, “The spirit 
is willing, but the flesh is weak”. He knew what was in 
man. In giving, in duty, in following our Lord, the 
spirit is often more liberal, earnest, faithful, and sacri- 
ficial than the flesh, which we find so demanding of 
attention. In persecution, difficulty and suffering, the 
spirit is frequently willing for the Gospel’s sake, but 
the flesh is weak. 

One trembles to assess the martyr’s feelings in the 
moment of trial, yet surely, his flesh shrank and re- 
coiled, but, his spirit soared above flame and sword. 
Even Jesus cried “If it be possible let this cup pass”, 
but, above the almost unsearchable cry from His lips 
and beyond the sufferings, His omniscience beheld, 
His spirit rose in submission to God. “Not My will, 
but Thine be done,” He said. 

We must guard against finding in the weakness of 
our flesh the excuse for an unwilling spirit. If we 
yield to the flesh we most surely bring down the spirit 
to the level of the flesh. We must cultivate the willing- 
ness of the spirit by submitting to the rule of the Holy 
Spirit that we may be preserved from the snares in 
which walking in the flesh entangles us. 

The secret of the ability to stand and be faithful 
in the coming year is in walking after the Spirit. Here 
is God’s strength secured in minding the things of the 
Holy Spirit, for to be spiritually minded is life and 
peace. Belonging to God, our fear removed, we cry, 
“If God be for us, who can be against us?”’. Tribula- 
tion, distress, persecution, famine, nakedness, peril 
and the sword are powerless to separate us from His 
love and care. Walking in the Spirit, our spirits subject 
to Him, we are conquerors and are assured of His suf- 
ficient grace to stand, faithful until He comes or calls.

The existence of the European Community is an 
historical fact of great importance. History will 
record that the formation, development and 
enlargement of this Community was one of the 
greatest and most significant facts of world-history in 
the latter half of the twentieth century. 

Dr. J.M.A. Luns, the then Dutch Foreign Minister 
and Founder of the Common Market, writing in the 
Daily Telegraph, July 19th, 1971, with Britain in 
mind, asks and answers the question, “What is in it 
for us?” This is what he said: “The chance to profit 
from new and vastly increased economic possibilities 
as well as the chance to help determine the shape of 
the future, not only of one’s own country, but also of 
western Europe as a whole, and at the same time in a 
significant measure, of that of the world.” 

This vision of shaping the future of the world isa 
very significant one. Whether the Common Market is 
the forerunner of the revival of the ancient Roman 
Empire, or the federation of the ten kingdoms of 
which prophecy speaks, one would not state, but 
there are two points to make clear. First, an 
unmistakable resemblance exists between the 
prophetic picture drawn in the Bible and that which 
is now taking shape before our eyes. Second, the 
Roman Empire is to be resuscitated in the end time, 
and out of that federation will come a superman, a 
ruler, a leader who will eventually gain universal 
sway. 

The Economic Community exists for more than 
mere economic reasons. This is obvious from the 
words of the Commission’s former President, Prof. 
Dr. Walter Hallstein, State Secretary of Federal 
Republic of Germany. He said concerning the aims of 
the Community. ‘We are not in business at all — we 
are in politics.” 

Again, writing in the Daily Telegraph of November 
25th, 1969, Maurice Green said, “Unless we hope in 
the end to see that limiting word ‘economic’ struck 
out of the formal title of the E.E. Community, we are 
not accepting what the European idea means. It does 
not mean, as sometimes it seemed to mean during the 
period of General de Gaulle’s dominance, a bazaar for 
bargains in national advantage. For many of us a 
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political strategic community is the dominant goal; 
the economic community of rather less vital interest 
except as the necessary road to a unity of a more 
general kind.” 

Norman St. John Stevas, Conservative M.P., in the | 
Daily Telegraph of July 23rd said, “The Tory leaders 
hold, and rightly so, that although the letter of the 
Treaty of Rome is economic, its spirit is profoundly 
political.” 

In 1967 Britain made her second application to 
join this Community of nations, and the statement of 
her case submitted to the Council of Ministers on 
July 4th of that year said, “We are aiming at 
something far more than material prosperity. We see 
this leading to greater political purpose for Western | 
Europe. And if that purpose is to be realized, Britain 
must share it. We want, as soon as we can, to develop 
really effective political unity with our fellow West 
Europeans.” 

The effects of membership of this Community will 
be debated for some time to come, but I want to lay 
one or two of them before you now. 

The Community would have a fairly complete 
control of the commercial and industrial structure of 
member states. It will be the largest trading unit in 
the world. 

The Community aims at the mobility of labour, a 
feature that causes fear in many circles. Twenty-six 
articles (48—73) are devoted to the policy for the free 
movement of labour, the right of establishment and 
the abolition of restrictions on monetary transfers. 
Indeed Dr. Tatford states in his excellent booklet, 
Going into Europe, “Plans for a single Community 
currency were drawn up in 1970 and it is considered 
very probable that monetary union will be effected 
by 1980.” | 

Is it difficult to see in the future a complete 
centralisation of control of industry, with the 
Commission deciding, for example, the location of 
factories, the employment of labour, and the best 
means of production, and so on? 

The Community involves a considerable sacrificing 


of national sovereignty to the supranational 
authority.

Article 240 of the Rome Treaty makes no 
provision for withdrawal. Its unique provision means 
that, once in, no member of his own sole free will has 
any legitimate treaty right to withdraw. Legally no 
member of the Community can sever its connection 
with the others. This is a factor which causes much 
heart-searching. As far back in 1961—63 when 
negotiations took place, the then Prime Minister, Mr. 
Harold MacMillan, acknowledged that membership 
would involve what he described as “a pooling of 
sovereignty for all concerned.” And in Hansard Mr. 
Edward Heath is reported as saying, “We should 
frankly recognize this surrender of sovereignty and its 
purpose. We accept the Treaty of Rome 
unequivocally. On May 16th, a Parliamentary White 
Paper was circulated, which stated that H.M. 
Government was prepared to surrender its full 
sovereignty to a world government to be formed. The 
same day the U.S.A. and Italy made similar 


declarations. Since then nine other nations have made 


similar declarations.” 

Dr. Arnold Toynbee, British historian, said, ““We 
are ripe for the deifying of any new Caesar who might 
succeed in giving the world unity and peace.” Henri 
Spaak, Secretary General of NATO said in October, 
1957, “We do not want another Committee; we have 
too many already. What we want is a man of 
sufficient stature to hold the allegiance of all people 
and to lift us out of the economic morass into which 
we are sinking. Send us such a man and be he god or 
devil, we will receive him.” 

Such is the desperation of Europe today that they 


are looking for a man, a world figure who could 


command the attention of the world, the very type of 


man portrayed by the Bible as the future dictator of 


the west. 

Late Great Planet Earth, by Hal Lindsey, says, 
“We believe that the Common Market and the trend 
towards unification of Europe may well be the 
beginning of the ten nation confederacy predicted by 
Daniel and the Book of the Revelation.” 

There are now nine countries in a close-knit 
Community, which is surely destined to become 


either a union or a federation of states, economically, 


commercially and politically. Is there not a reflection 
of this in Bible prophecy? The Bible tells of a 


political union or federation of ten kingdoms in the 


last days. , 

Students of history have anticipated the revival of 
the ancient Roman Empire. World history for the last 
2% millenniums has centered in S. Europe, N. Africa 
and W. Asia. It is only within the last thousand years 


that Northern Europe and Great Britain have become 


principal actors, and still more recent is the rise of 
power in the United States of America. 

The Middle East by its very location is destined to 
play a leading part in the future. Indeed many 


non-Christian writers have not been backward in 


suggesting that this part of the world would again 
become the centre of world political and economic 
interest. 

As far as it is possible to piece together the 
prophetic foreview of the revived Roman Empire, it 
appears that from a geographical angle it will 
negotiate three stages. 

A confederacy of ten kingdoms within that 
ancient empire. 

The appearance of a powerful man to consolidate 
those ten kingdoms and possibly extend their 
influence. 7 

The final stage will be reached when things are 
completely awry within that confederacy and Jesus 
Christ returns to fight the seemingly losing cause of 
His ancient people. | 

In Daniel 2 Nebuchadnezzar saw an image of four 
different metals, and they deteriorated in value from 
the head downwards. The head of gold was Babylon, 
the silver breast and arms were Medo-Persia, the 
thighs of brass represented Greece, while the legs of 


iron depicted the eastern and western divisions of the 


Roman Empire. In its last stage this empire will be 
divided into ten kingdoms, depicted by the ten toes 
which were a mixture of iron and clay. |

Speaking in Tongues and Poetry

The similarities between speaking in tongues and 
poetry are unique. 

To read Holy Writ is to stumble upon a stream of 
Divine poetry from the soul of the Creator. God is 
the Poet and Christ is the theme. One cannot ignore 
the rhythmic mystery of Job, the singing of the 
Psalms, Solomon’s love songs and the elegy of 


Lamentations. The swing of poetic language is even 
encountered in the speech of Jesus. “He speaks with 
and poetic power, 


unparalleled originality His 
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language is that of the Psalms, and His style is that of 
classical Hebrew Poetry,” writes Stephen Neill in A 
History of Christian Missions. 

At the coming of the Holy Spirit, a tumbling 
aftermath of tongues became the peculiar poetic 
language of people captivated by God. 

Rhythm and harmony are vital elements in the art 
of poetic beauty. Dame Edith Sitwell says, “Rhythm 
might be described as, to the world of sound, what 
light is to the visible world. It shapes and gives new 
meaning.” 

Tongues seize hold of this mood of beauty in an 
isolated, exotic degree. The harmonic perfection of 
tongues is noticeable in the impassioned musical 
modulations of spoken messages, mystical, intense 
and penetrating, reverberations from an_ outside 
dimension, sounds soaked in significance and feeling. 
This musical harmony is excitingly evident when a 
congregation prays or sings together (the latter being 
an occurrence all too rare today), a multiplicity of 
languages, even different melodies but with rhythm 
and symmetry, so unlike the clash of a crowd 
speaking at once. 

Harold Horton paints the lustre of this poetic 


‘manifestation in a colourful manner. “The gift of 


tongues,” he says, “sinks a well into the dumb 
profundities of the rejoicing spirit, liberating a jet of 
long-pent ecstacy that gladdens the heart of God and 
man. Blessed fountain of ineffable coherence of 
inexpressible eloquence... This heavenly gift will 
loose the spirit’s tongue and burst upon the 
speechless heart with utterance transcending a sage’s 
imaginings or angel rhapsodies.”’ 

Poetry is also regarded as a condensation of 
speech, distilled from thoughts of things seen and 
heard. Tongues are a Divine structure of thought, as 
many interpretations given in the Church reveal. 
Interpretations are also a structure of poetsy, both in 
content and often in the lilt and swing of the speech. 

God had but to speak in the Beginning (Genesis 
chapter 1) and His words exploded into form and 
shape. Seas appeared, stars swung across silent space 
and man was sculptured in the image of His word. It 
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was a poetic beginning, for the “Morning stars sang 
together, and all the sons of God shouted for joy.” 
(Job 38:7). We could call Christ the “Poem of the 
Father”. When we speak in tongues, it becomes the 
poetic language of people enchanted by God. 

Then again, poetry is ageless, its message being 
applicable to all times. Speaking in tongues is ageless 


in the sense that its manifestations are often in. an 
ancient language or even in an extinct one as well as 
in present-day vernaculars. [ts sounds tremble across 
the entire spectrum of human languages, primitive to 
modern. | 

Edith Sitwell remarks that “Poetry ennobles the 
heart and unveils the meaning of all things upon 
which the hearts and eyes dwell.” Paul voices similar 
words in 1 Corinthians 2:9,10 (R.S.V.): “What no 
eye has seen, nor ear heard, nor the heart of man 
conceived, what God has prepared for those who love 
Him, God has revealed to us through the Spirit.” 
Eternity, in all its poetic wonder, is captured through 
the poetry of the Spirit. The blissful paradisaical 
realm of mystery. ““Howbeit,” says Paul referring to 
tongues, “In the Spirit he speaketh mysteries” (1 
Corinthians 14:2). At this poetical wonder that 
Thomas 4 Kempis sobbed, “I cleave to Thee in wild 
excess of joy.” 

On a similar theme, Sir Arthur Eddington said that 
one of the purposes of poetry is “To make all the 
days of our life, each moment of our life, holy to us.” 
This is vitally true of speaking in tongues. Praying in 
the Spirit and spiritual praise are evidences of 
devotion to Christ and a quest to attain His likeness. 
Because we love Him, sudden awareness of His 
presence forces a string of tongues from our lips. 
Having glimpsed Him, poetry remains our only 
medium of expression — poetry in the Spirit! 

Poetry, then, can give understanding. of the 
character of the gift, while the gift, when operative in 
personal devotion, becomes the embodiment of. a 
more profound poetry. 


Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


7 “The Lord shut him in” (Genesis. 7:16)

THERE began for Noah a strange and terrible experi- 
ence when the Lord shut him in the Ark, for, soon 
after the door was closed, the Flood came upon the 
earth. Noah had never before seen rain, but now it 
poured down in a deluge, while the earth was convulsed 
by frightening earth and sea quakes. The most awful 
tidal waves swept across the earth; all round the Ark 
terrified people and animals perished in the waters. 
For many months Noah was a prisoner in the Ark, 
living most of the time in the dark, his only light 
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coming from the window in the roof. It must have 
seemed to Noah that the Lord had forgotten him, but 
all the time the Lord watched over him and cared for 
him, eventually bringing him out to a cleansed, re- 
newed earth. ) 

What happened to Noah pictures what may happen 
in our experiences. There comes a time when we seem 
to have been “‘shut in’, circumstances so enclose us 


that, like Job, we feel that the Lord has hedged us in, _ 


while one blow after another beats upon our lives. 
Things become so terrible that it seems that the Lord 
must have forsaken us; to a great extent we live in the 
dark. At such times the Lord especially requires our 
trust. We can learn to have the upward look of confi- 
dence in Him so that we say, with Job, “Though He 
slay me, yet will I trust Him”! At last the Lord, Who 
shut the door, will open it again to bring us out to new 
opportunities of joyous service and blessing. 
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WE hear rather a lot today about “Mr. Rising Price”’. 
His activities are not confined to Britain. One thing is 
certain that, in Church life, when the time comes 
round for the preparation of the annual accounts, as 
in the business world, “the powers that be”’ are eager 
to receive a satisfactory statement. 
~ Mr. Rising Price causes great anxiety wherever he 

rears his ugly head and income and expenditure do 
not always tally as we hope they will. I have never 
envied the Church Treasurer having to prepare and 
read out the church accounts and sometimes explain 
the costs and figures which, with the complicated 
finances of today, is a difficult task. I well remember 
the rather jolly custom in one church where each 
statement of accounts was prefaced by a joke or 
amusing anecdote, probably to put the congregation 
in a cheerful mood. 

I have always had a tendency to consider money as 
a necessary evil. Whether we refer to the commodity 
as hard cash, pounds and pence, our bank balance, or 
financial assets, we all have to keep accounts and 
render a balance sheet at some time in life, even if it 
is only the housewife totting up the price of items 
after a shopping spree. It occurs to me that Zaccheus 
must have listened with great interest to the parable 
that the Lord told on the day that he visited Jericho 
(Luke 19:1—26). Zaccheus, so rich, the chief 
tax-collector, a wizard with figures, would surely 
appreciate the stern reality of the narrative and the 
contrast between the reliable steward and the fearful, 
lazy one. There is always a reckoning day, be it in this 
life, or in the life to come. As Christians, then, it is 
apparent that we must first be trustworthy and then 
diligent with the money and the assets we possess, 
and how much more so in handling and using the 
currency of the Kingdom of God. We must spend 
wisely for there is to be a time when we must submit 
an account. 

In 1 Corinthians 4:2 Paul reminds us “moreover it 
is required in stewards that a man be found faithfull” 
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Life's Balance Sheet 


and in Romans 14:12 he tells all believers to refrain 
from judging others and to prepare ourselves as 
individuals to stand before God for “everyone of us 
shall give account of himself to God”’. 

At the close of an annual church business meeting 
I have heard the remark, “Well, we’ve certainly got a 
healthy bank balance’’, but I wonder if it is always 
right to use such a phrase? It may be indicative of an 
unhealthy situation. Finance stored up perhaps for 
unnecessary luxurious furnishings and equipment or 
for the proverbial rainy day does not impress the 
Almighty nor look good in the light of His Son’s near 
return. Isn’t it true that the spread of the gospel is 
being hindered by lack of funds? 

Dear Pastor Joseph Smith, our veteran Bible 
teacher, has many times said that he never craved for 
a large bank balance either personally or in the 
churches that he pastored. The Lord emphatically 
condemned the servant who hid his master’s money 
in the ground and never put it to work. On the great 
accounting day, the tally will be what we have done 
with what we had, not how much is left unused.

Babylon, the bear was Medo-Persia, the leopard was 
the Grecian Empire, while the fourth beast was 
unnamed and stood for Rome. This fourth unnamed 
beast was more ferocious than all the others and, in 
keeping with the first phase of that empire, it 
“devoured, brake in pieces and stamped the residue 
with his feet. ee 

The final stage of this empire, according to Daniel 
7, is stated in the expression, “it had ten horns” 
(7:7), interpreted in v.24 as “ten kings.” At no time 
in the history of the Roman Empire did it exist in 
this fashion; the picture here alludes to its 
reformation in the last days. Out of the ten horns 
there appeared another little horn. This devours three 
of the other horns, and he is going to have the eyes of 
a man, and a mouth speaking great things (7:8). This 
character, whom we may safely associate with the 
“coming Prince” of Daniel 9, will be of a 
blasphemous character, and will be finally destroyed 
by the appearing of the Lord on the earth. Before 
that takes place, this superman, this world Fuehrer, 
will assume world domination. This is stated in Daniel 
7:23 and confirmed in Revelation 13:7,8. 

This final stage will take place at the beginning of 
the great tribulation. The very character of this world 
federation is such that stability is missing — it is to be 
a mixture of iron and clay. This instability will pave 
the way for the rebellion of major sections of the 
world described as leading to the battle of 
Armageddon (Revelation 19). 

Walter Farr, dealing with how going into the 
Common Market might affect ordinary people, says, 
“Many of the founders of the Common Market were 
deeply religious men. They hoped that as political 
divisions between countries are healed, the 
ecumenical movements will be strengthened.” 

The ecumenism of today is paving the way for the 
apostate church of the end time: all Christendom 
under the Roman banner. The two. beasts of 
Revelation 13 would appear as political and religious. 
They will go hand in hand for some time, but 
eventually, according to Revelation 17:16,17, the 
political ruler will turn upon the great religious 
organization and completely destroy it. 

What is to be the attitude of the Christian as things 
begin to unfold in Europe and the world? Every 
Christian has to make up his own mind whether he 
will be for or against, but if all these things are the 
forerunner of our Lord’s near return, then there is no 
doubt as to what our attitude should be in life and 
living. We are to watch, wait and warn. The signs 
around seem to point in one direction, the Coming of 
Christ.

SundaySchoolNurseryGroups 


IN view of the present trend in education towards 
nursery schools, make room in Sunday school for the 
nursery group. 

This would involve: 

(a) separate room 

(b)toys of various kinds 

(c) suitable supervision. 

Furniture could be minimal, but floor-covering is 
essential, for little ones like to sit on the floor. 

My own Headmistress once bequeathed a box of 
squeaky toys. I removed the squeaks and the toys 
gave just as much joy. Fat, chunky crayons and scrap 
paper or wallpaper will do for “art” work. Short 
periods of story and singing, then activity suit these 
little ones. 

Young Jenny aged 15 years is not the ideal here. If 
she is a sound Christian she would talk better with 
her own age group. A motherly person, who won't 
mind the occasional wet pants or needy nose, who 
can sing children’s songs and choruses, perhaps play 
the piano a little and generally love the toddlers for 
Jesus’ sake, will be very helpful. A second person is 
really needed in case of emergency. Imagination and 
love, stories told not read, can do so much. 

Having come to the Lord at an early age, I feel the 
need to catch them young. If the Catholics say “until 
seven” and the educationalists say most learning is 
done by five years of age, we ought to see and seize 


this opportunity. Having made the experiment in. 


Congo, where any child big enough to put his fingers 
into mother’s cook-pot could come to kindergarten, I 
can recommend it. I shall always recall going into the 
Christian compound and finding Ezekiel aged three 
and another batch of toddlers playing school. With 
finger raised to conduct them, he was making them 
recite, “Jesus said, I am the way, the truth and the 
life’. His father was my senior teacher. When he was 
called to witness it, he was amazed to think that we 
had not been wasting time with the babies. 

The other main point is training teachers. Not all 
trained teachers feel that they can teach in Sunday 
school, as well as in day school, but they could and 
no doubt would, give time to set out the guide-lines 
of teaching to the prospective teachers. 

In recruiting, there are parents who, having no 
interest in Christian education, can be approached 
from the angle of “knowing where Johnny will be for

an hour on two on Sunday afternoon.” 

Children are so often carried to day school and so 
will not come to Sunday school on their own feet if 
they do not have Christian parental backing. Where 
children are brought by bus, then the bus needs very 
careful supervision; escort duty is irksome but 
essential. Children should be taught to sit in the bus 
and this must be insisted on. A sudden stop can mean 
a nasty jolt or maybe a nose-bleed. 

Big brothers and sisters should be encouraged to 
hand toddlers over to the nursery group. One infant 
can wreck a class of older children, but could be quite 
happy in his own session or group.

When it is 
too late, the Churches may begin to repent and to 
think seriously about a common front, As things 
are, while they persist in making disunion their con- 
stitutive principle, the real enemy is at the gate, and

Monday, January 8th Philippians 3:1—11 

“IT have suffered the loss of all things, and do 
count them but dung, that I may win Christ.” (v.8). 
PAUL would have suffered spiritual shipwreck with a 
capacity cargo of self esteem had he not been willing 
to “lighten the ship” (Acts 27:35). His pride of race 
— “of the stock of Israel”’ (v.5); his zeal in religion — 
‘ta Pharisee”’ (v.5); his level of righteousness — ‘‘in the 
law, blameless” (v.6), were all counted and consigned 
to oblivion. | 

Lord, give me now a rundown on my personal 
cargo and a statement of my own profit and loss 
account. Lord, help me now to “‘lighten the ship’’. 


Tuesday, January 9th Philippians 3:12—21 
“That I may apprehend [grasp] that for which 
also I am apprehended” (v.12). 
IT is true of life that we possess only that which 
possesses us, that we master only that to which we 
subject ourselves. One musician has said, “I am a 
Master, only because I am a slave.”’ Paul writes, “I 
follow after .. . I press toward” (vv.12,14). 
Lord, let me follow you today in something new, 
and, Lord, if I am “otherwise minded” show this to 
me, too. 


Wednesday, January 10th 

“True yokefellow” (v.3). 
PAUL could call the Philippian reader “‘the-one-who- 
genuinely-shared-it-all” with him! (v.14: it was kind 
of you to share my trouble.” R.S.V.). 

Yoke — what a mixture of meanings the word 
presents! To some it speaks of a tiresome load, while 
to others it means a precious link. The same word in 
the Greek is: used of the beam of a _ balance 
(Revelation 6:5) and hence we get the idea of 
carefully apportioned burdens laid upon us with 
_ mercy and understanding and never greater than we 
can bear. 


Philippians 4: 1—9 


Thursday, January 11th Philippians 4:10—23 
“Therewith to be content.” (v.11). 
WHAT — “content therewith”, Paul says. Content 
with belittlement, lack of recognition, hunger, 
frustrated aspirations, poverty and limited ability, is 
he, or content because of popularity, prosperity and 
plenty? 
NO! — the mere interpolation “‘therewith”’ cannot 


so bind us, for we know that our rejoicing is in God 
(v.10), our assurance in His strength (v.13). Not 
“therewith”, but “therein” shall I be content. 


Friday, January 12th 2 Samuel 1:1—16 

“The Lord’s anointed” (vv.14,16). 

WHAT deep respect David showed towards the 
jealous, fearful, backslidden Saul! To David, Saul was 
ever, “The king”, “My lord the king’, “My father”, 
but most of all he was “The Lord’s anointed.” Only 
when the Lord’s rejection culminated in Saul’s death 
did David dare to call him simply, “Saul” (v.23). 

God grant to us such a respect and love in these 
days for the children of God, our brethren. They are 
not backsliding and sinful, as was Saul, yet we are so 
quick to “stretch forth our hand” against them. 


Saturday, January 13th 2 Samuel 1:17—27 

“How are the mighty fallen!” (vv.19,25,27). 

SEE the fallen, the mighty defeated, the strong 
destroyed. It is sad to see the child of God distressed 
through his own disobedience. David’s greater sorrow 
was that Saul’s disobedience had resulted in the tragic 
loss of Jonathan’s life also. There is surely no sadder 
sight than to see a child of God distressed through the 
disobedience of another. 

“Ye mountains of Gilboa” (v.21): it was while 
encamped at Gilboa (1 Samuel 28:4) that Saul so 
angered God as to hear his own death foretold. 

May the Lord keep us true! 


Sunday, January 14th 2 Samuel 2:1—17 

“David enquired of the Lord” (v.1). 

“DAVID inquired of the Lord saying, Shall I...?” 
(v.1); “But Abner ... took Ish-bosheth . . . and made 
him king.” (vv.8,9). 

Seven times we read that David inquired of the 
Lord — enough for us to recognise a pattern in 
David’s behaviour — and what a profitable habit! 
Abner had no thought for God — to his own 
detriment and to the eventual failure of his plans. Of 
Saul we read that, though he inquired of God, yet 
“the Lord answered him not” (1 Samuel 28:6). 

God help us ever to value and guard the privilege 
of prayer.

| William Tyndale 


Underground Evangelist 


WE read and hear news about the Bible being printed 
in the languages of communist countries, where 
restrictions are placed on the Bible being printed, sold 
or read. People run personal risk to get the Bible to 
these countries and many are imprisoned for 
obtaining it there. 

This kind of ministry or evangelism took place in 
our own country during the days of William Tyndale. 
He was born in Gloucestershire in A.D. 1471. He 
went to Oxford to study at the age of twenty-nine, 
and went on to Cambridge, where he met Erasmus 
the first Greek scholar of his day, who published the 
first Greek Testament to be printed. William Tyndale 
studied Greek and was enabled to read and translate 
the New Testament. 

In 1522 Tyndale visited London for the purpose 
of securing the sanction of Tunstal, Bishop of 
London, for the purpose of carrying out his work of 
translating the New Testament into English, but, 
quoting Tyndale’s own words, “There was no room 
or place in my Lord of London’s palace to translate.” 
Tyndale saw men led to prison and to death for 
offences far less (in the eyes of the then law) than 
attempting to publish an English New Testament. 

A wealthy merchant, Mr. Humphrey Monmouth 
became his helper, and enabled him by a promise of 
ten pounds a year, to set out for the Continent in the 
spring of 1524. 

Tyndale went to Hamburg and to see Martin 
Luther at Wittenberg. The only books he had to help 
him, in addition to the Vulgate and Martin Luther’s 
translation were one grammar, one Greek grammar, 
two Greek dictionaries, one Greek lexicon, and one 
Greek and Latin lexicon. 

May, 1525, we find him at Cologne, working very 
hard translating and preparing to print the New 
Testament. Some 3,500 copies of an English New 
Testament were in the press, when an enemy, John

Cochaeus, made his mission known.Tyndale and his 
team fled with the quarto sheets, printed in Cologne, 
up the River Rhine to Worms, where he printed an 
octavo edition. This was smuggled into England in 
bales of wool and cloth, in cases, in barrels, and in 
sacks of flour. Every secret way that could be devised 
was used to send the Bible to Britain. Despite great 
vigilance in watching ports, the Bibles arrived and 
were scattered far and wide throughout the country. 

Tunstal, the Bishop of London, ordered all who 
possessed copies of these editions to deliver them to 
the Vicar-General within thirty days under pain of 
excommunication. 

In the fourteenth century, before printing was in 
operation, it took Wycliffe some ten months to finish 
writing one copy of the Scriptures and cost some 
forty pounds in old English money to buy. Those 
who could not afford to buy a copy would pay a 
considerable sum to be allowed to read one for one 
hour a day. Sometimes a load of hay was given for a 
few pages. The price of William Tyndale’s Bible in 
1528, however, was half-a-crown. 

He stuck to his work of translating and publishing 
to the last. He was arrested in 1535 and on October 
6th, 1536, he was strangled at the stake and then 
burnt to ashes. 

When Tyndale went from Oxford to Cambridge, 
he felt an impulse in his heart and said to someone, 
“If God spare my life, ere many years I will cause a 
boy that driveth a plough shall know. more of the 
Scriptures than thou dost!” Forty years later, his 
dream became a fact. 

His prayer at the stake was “Lord, open the King - 
of England’s eyes!’’, a prayer which was nearer to its 
answer than the heroic martyr deemed, for by 1539 
the Great Bible was chained to the reading desk in 
every Parish Church in England. Its value was about 
nine pounds, yet some 20,000 copies were issued 
from the press. 

Our prayer is, “Lord, open the eyes of the rulers in 
communist countries!”

| have been studying vv. 10,11 again. We rightly take these words as 
a thrilling promise that God has a definite, scheduled, covenanted pur- 
pose in Gospel preaching. We do not have to ask that His Word will not 
return unto Him void. He has staked His Word that it will not.. Our 
view ought rather to be towards being in the right place to share in the 
Divine task of fulfilment. The descent of the rain and the snow is in- 
evitable, normal, natural, Divinely promised. So is the accomplishment 
of God's will in His Word. Hallelujah! 


There is:more to it than this, however. This is one more example of 
our promise box approach. We take out these two verses and fail to 
apply them to the whole theme and trend of the context. 


The chapter plainly is part of the great Messianic unveiling of the 
second part of Isaiah’s vast prophecy. The ‘’comfortable” words which 
begin at chapter 40 are reaching their ascending climax by the time you 
get to chapter 55. The certainty of the fulfilment of God’s Word in 
preaching the Gospel is not one wit greater than the sublime certainty 
that His Word will also be fully implemented in the grand design of 
the ages. God is on the throne. He is working to a Master plan. He 
formed the world. He created the universe. He has the whole in His 
hands. Rejoice in Him! Exult in His majesty! 


“Jesus is coming, sing the glad word’’. We do not hope in a pos- 
sibility, but in a certainty. Our hope is not surrounded with ifs and 
buts. He is coming! There is no small print, deliberately clouded in 
solicitor’s jargon to make you think that you are getting much when 
really your rights are being taken away from you, as in so many so- 
called guarantees. He tells us He is coming and it is quite enough. He 


is!

Pastors Gordon Weeks and David Ware, from churches 
in Belfast and Dublin respectively, were invited by six- 
teen assemblies from the Elim, Assemblies of God and 
Apostolic movements, and one independent church, 
to the “Rhondda For Christ Crusade”. We thank God 
for the move of His Spirit which we still are experienc- 
ing. Hundreds came to each Crusade service which 
were sealed by the manifestation of the Holy Ghost.

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Speaking in Tongues - 
The Historical Reality 


1 Early days

ECHOING and breathtaking in its impact, the 
prophetic fulfilment of Isaiah’s inspired utterance in 
712 B.C., “For with stammering lips and another 
tongue will He speak to this people’, (Isaiah 28:11) 
burst into fulfilment within an upper room 
somewhere along Jerusalem’s winding streets. 

Before the Day of Pentecost, many spiritual gifts 
had been apparent in the Old Testament era. On the 
Day of Pentecost, however, this new spiritual prodigy 
became uniquely associated with the Church of Jesus 
Christ. 

There are many in Christendom who assert that 
speaking in tongues was the heritage of the Early 
Church only. Exponents of this theory have 
constructed favourable fabrications to sweep speaking 
in tongues back into the exploded past. They declare 
that supernatural signs were given to vindicate the 
Deity of our Lord and to confirm the ministry of the 
apostles. Tongues, they say, should be regarded as 
transitory and that, when their object of establishing 
Christianity had been accomplished, they gradually 
disappeared from the pageant of Church history. 
Holy Scripture states quite emphatically, however, 
that the Baptism in the Holy Spirit is for all 
Christians in the flowing stream of the Church age: 
“For the promise is unto you, and to your children, 
and to all that are afar off; even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call” (Acts 2:39). 

Others have insisted that the manifestation of 
tongues disappeared by the end of the third century 
A.D. This is untrue, although historical occurrences 
were by no means as frequent as in apostolic days. 
There is no vacuum in its operation in the history of 
Church life, as we shall see. The Encyclopaedia 
Britannica endorses this: “Glossolalia recurs in 
Christian revivals of every age.” 

Fredrick W. Farrar D.D., former Dean of 
Canterbury Cathedral, in the preface of his book 
Darkness and Dawn, remarks: “Even for the 
minutest allusions and particulars, I have con- 
temporary authority ... the book is not a novel, nor 
is it to be judged as a novel. The outline has been 
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imperatively decided for me by the exigencies of fact, 
not by the rules of art.” Turning to page 167 we see 
his remarkable sympathy toward speaking in tongues, © 
which he so sacredly and dramatically describes. 
Enjoy its charm: “Britannicus stood transfixed and 
thrilled to the very depths of his whole being. For 
now a voice such as he had never heard — a sound 
unearthly and unaccountable — seemed not only to 
strike his ears, but to grasp his very heart. It was 
awful in its range, its tone, its modulations, its 
startling, penetrating, appalling power; and although 
he was unable to understand its utterance, it seemed 
to convey the loftiest eloquence of religious rapture 
and conviction. And in a moment or two, other 
voices joined it. The words they spoke were exalted, 
intense, impassioned, full of mystic significance. They 
did not speak in their ordinary familiar tongue, but in 
what seemed to be as it were the essence and idea of 
all languages, though no one could tell whether it was 
Hebrew, or Greek, or Latin, or Persian... The 
burden of the thoughts of the speakers seemed to be 
the ejaculation of ecstasy, of amazement, of 
thanksgiving, of supplication, of passionate 
dithyramb or psalm. They spoke not to each other, or 
to the congregation, but seemed to be addressing 
their inspired soliloquy to God... there was no 
disorder in the various voices. They were reverber- 
ations of one and the same supernatural ecstasy — 
echoes awakened in different consciences by one and 
the same motion. Britannicus had heard the 
glossolalia — the gift of the tongue. He had been a 
witness of the Pentecostal marvel, a phenomenon 
which heathendom had never known.” 


So, with the lamp of the Holy Spirit scattering 
pencils of light into the darkness of history, we make 
quest for evidence of speaking in tongues. 

Philip Schaff in his ‘History of the Apostolic 
Church’ writes: “The speaking in tongues however, 
was not confined to the day of Pentecost, together 
with the other extraordinary gifts... this gift also 
perpetuated itself in the Church.” 

We find traces in the second and third centuries, 
for Eusebius tells us that in 173 A.D. at Ardaba, a 
village in Phrygia, Montanus began to prophesy. He 
spoke in strange tongues in a manner unknown at 
that time in the Church. Montanus the reformer, 
heralded a revival by pleading with Christians to 
anticipate a new Pentecost and to expect the same 
signs and manifestations that had attended the first. 
It must be frankly admitted that Montanism 
disrupted into some fanaticism, but, in an era of 
apathy like the latter portion of the second century 
A.D., the zeal compensated for the prevailing 
religious gloom. 

John Wesley, in his diary insertion for August 
15th, 1750, while meditating on the early Montanists, 
writes: “By reflecting on an odd book which I read in 
this journey The General Delusion of Christians with 


regard to Prophecy , I was fully convinced of what I 
had long suspected: (1) that the Montanists in the 
second and third centuries were real, scriptural 
Christians; and (2) that the grand reason why the 
miraculous gifts were so soon withdrawn, was not 
only faith and holiness were well nigh lost, but that 
dry, formal, orthodox men began even then to 
ridicule whatever. gifts they had not themselves, and 
to decry them all as either madness or imposture.” 

It is quite possible that present day chanting 
evolves from “singing in the Spirit”, which appears to 
have played such a vital part in Early Church worship. 
William Smith in his Dictionary of the Bible asserts 
that some of the later hymns of the Early Church 
were marked by a strange blending of mystic names 
and half-coherent thoughts, as in one of the hymns 
written by Clement of Alexandria and in the earliest 
Sibylline verses. Some of these hymns were 
influenced by utterances in tongues in which 
powerful feelings of worship and adoration had 
originally shown themselves. 

Speaking in tongues was not extinguished with the 
passing on of the apostles, as we shall next observe in 
the writings of the Church fathers.

A FEW years ago, the chief cashier of a Midland firm 
embezzled some of its money because of personal 
problems. The moment of discovery brought the in- 
_ evitable consequence of instant dismissal with all its 
shame and lasting stigma. Any fair-minded person 
would agree with the punishment. The man involved 
had misappropriated legal properties. 

When Jesus cleansed the Temple, He was moved to 
execute Divine justice. The rulers had robbed God’s 
House of its rightful purpose. As God, Jesus had the 
tight instantly to dismiss the offenders and to restore 
the original function of this splendid structure to be a 
house of “healing and hallelujahs”. 

_ Alas, the blessed sounds of worship were soon lost 
again and Christ finally and irrevocably pronounced 
the Temple’s liquidation: “Your house is left unto 
you desolate”. A new spiritual household was to be 
brought into being. Christ Himself was to be the Chief 
Cornerstone. Peter wrote to Christians: “Ye also, as 


lively stones, are built up a spiritual house, an holy 
priesthood, to offer up spiritual sacrifices’. The tea- 
ching of the New Testament is that the bodies of 
Christians are the temple of God. Man was created 
to enjoy fellowship with God. Adam’s flirtation with 
sin not only denied him the blessings of Eden; it also 
robbed God of His prime creation. 

The life of any man on earth today is incomplete 
without God. Dr. Billy Graham says, “This world is 
not big enough to satisfy the true desires of a human 
soul.” Sin is the misappropriation of God’s legal pro- 
perty. Christians who are infected with the disease of 
backsliding are robbing God. Such lives are more con- 
cerned with goods than God. 

The disciples shared and assisted in many aspects of 
Christ’s ministry: the preaching of the kingdom, the 
ministry of healing, fetching asses and feeding crowds, 
but cleansing was uniquely a work of Christ.

Ulster Safari 


“I HAD better get you across the city before dark; 
things have been very tricky recently,” said the Elim 
minister who collected me from the airport. As we 
drove across Belfast he. pointed out bombed 
buildings. “I saw that one on T.V.” I said. “Why, 
they are in business again!” I exclaimed. “I was 
preaching in that Baptist church”, he pointed, “And a 
bomb went off there; my car was bombarded with 
debris.” | 

My first night was spent in the home of the genial 
host and guide of visiting Elim missionaries. At 
bedtime, I marvelled as he prayed for the city, the 
soldiers, police and firemen and his own flock. He 
then tuned his radio to the police reports. “I often 
check at midnight to see that all is well,” he said. 
“Once or twice I have gone out at dawn to a certain 
area. Some of my people have been in considerable 
danger.” 

The next day I set out for the first of the thirty 
churches I was to visit. My introduction to a 
beleaguered Ulster was embattled towns with centres 
sealed off, barricades, ramps and interrogating police 
and soldiers. Even villages have had at least one 
bomb. Saracens and troops are everywhere. You drive 
up behind one and the rifles are pointing at you. “If 
you want to show your sympathy with them,” said 
my host, ‘don’t wave. It might be mistaken for the 
start of a missile being thrown at them. I wink. I find 
that gets across often.” 

I approached a barrier after dark and identified 
myself. ‘We were expecting you; the Elim minister 
informed us,” I was told. I talked to Ulster Defence 
Regiment soldiers. “Many are praying for you,” I 
said. “We hope so, and we hope they are heard,” one 
answered. 

I pulled up at the burned-out remains of the Ulster 
customs post. A little farther away was an intact Free 
State customs post. I recrossed at another border post 
and found the same grim picture. I was fully provided 
for my identification at the many checks, but I found 
that my English accent disarmed many. The nights 
were dark and no time to be abroad, but in church 
attendance it was business as usual. } 

In besieged Belfast, there are nine Elim churches. 
“Our area is not too bad,” said one pastor. “A 
confrontation between the army and rioters worried 
us one Sunday. C.S. gas was used by the army, but we 
managed to get the Sunday school children clear. We 
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have taken an interest in the soldiers: tea and cakes at 
the billets, visits to the wounded in hospital. Some of 
them attended our services. Twice the C.O. came, but 
that meant a guard outside the church. I conducted a 
para-military funeral recently. Suddenly six men 
appeared and fired three volleys over the coffin. I 
found myself leading 700 men. They finally saluted | 
the dead and left us.”’ | 

Another drove me to his church through dark 
streets with troops lurking in the blackout. At a high, 
looming block of flats, he said, “Much of the sniping 
(sudden death for a soldier) comes from there.” He 
pointed. A gang of aggressive youths passed before us. 
“Tartans,” he ejaculated. “I have changed my car; my 
last model was a favourite with the gunmen. The last 
time it was taken I was thankful to see it again.” 

Said another leader, {‘We had a nasty do at the 
church recently; there were many rubber bullets — 
flying about. It scared the sisters, but they were all 
there as usual for the next meeting.” Suddenly he 
pointed ahead, “‘Looks like a riot”, he said. He went 
into reverse, through the red lights and then casually 
picked up the conversation again. 

“That’s the place,” said the driver, as we 
approached another church, “where someone was 
killed last night. One of our Sunday school children 
was present when he was shot. He would not support 
the gunmen even though he was a Roman Catholic.” 
“Lord comfort the widow,” the Elim people prayed. 

Another pastor said, “We have learned how to live 
with it, but it is a tremendous strain. God keeps us.” 
That night, too, we ran into a riot. Shield-carrying 
soldiers turned us back and we wove our way home 
by a devious route. 

Car-sitting (no vehicle may be left without an 
occupant) is the rule in many parts of the country. 
Penalty for non-compliance is £50 or having your 
vehicle blown up. I was car-sitting and found myself 
with a front seat at the latest car bomb drama. The 
whole tableau was suddenly enacted. The busy area 
became an oasis, but on the perimeter life was 
normal. After all, they have had nearly 2,700 such 
explosions. My host was anxious to get back to me. 
The girls in the office were anxious lest there should 
not be enough milk to give the soldiers (on the 
perimeter) a cup of tea. 

_It was daylight and a soldier had just died. My host 
tried to accelerate, but the ramps kept us to a crawl. 


Grim-faced the comrades of the dead man passed us 
on from gun-point to gun-point until we were clear 
from the oasis of death. 

Ulster, where thousands love the Lord, yet riots, 
robbery and maiming are daily present and death is a 
sudden fearful presence. Long inured to the wiles of 
the Roman Catholic church, they live by and are at 
peace with the followers of that church. These our 
brethren covet no man’s property, tote no guns, join 
no gangs, concoct no plots. They mourn when a

The dedication of 
those early pioneers, accompanied by such remarkable 
manifestations of the Holy Spirit, had to be seen and 
heard to be really understood. Much news about 
those early days has now been put into print. The 
effect is still felt by those who are alive today and 
actually saw the early revival. 

What was accomplished in a short time can only 
be described as supernatural. Since those early days 
and the resulting outpouring of God’s Holy Spirit, the

Part of the 


growth, strength andinfluence of the Pentecostal move- 


ments have reached unusual proportions. Those rugged 


pioneers led the way and demonstrated the flame of 
Pentecost, but most are now with the Lord. The sons 
and daughters of those early leaders are now deeply 
engaged in spreading the Pentecostal flame and mes - 
sage. It is no longer a one class movement, but. a cross 
section of the people of all countries, now deeply 
rooted and determined to spread God’s message. It 
involves business men, highly degreed men from our 
universities, men of high office in government circles 
and the vast mass of ordinary people. It is reported 
that there could now be between twenty and thirty 
million people who have joyously received the Bap- 
tism in the Holy Spirit with the initial evidence of the 
speaking in other tongues. The early Pentecostal con- 


verts were turned out of their churches and disowned 


by their local denominations. The inevitable result was 
that the Pentecostal people grew up in isolationism. 
Quite unaware of what the future held, and equally 
totally unpremeditatedly the Pentecostal people were 
driven to form themselves into denominations. They 


purchased empty churches and hired halls of all des- 


criptions and filled them night after night. They est- 


ablished Bible colleges, trained hundreds of ministers _ 


and sent out teams of missionaries around the world. 
Weekly magazines and books were published. 

In later years the Pentecostal people around the 
world, with no constitution and with no book of set 
tules, bound themselves into a strong Pentecostal fel-

~ lowship. Conferences are held every three years in 


various parts of the world. The Conference and Fel- 
lowship are bound together purely on the grounds of 


_the unity of the Body of Christ, the Lordship of 


Christ, and the experience of the Baptism in the Holy 
Spirit. This fellowship has developed into one of the 


_ Strongest bonds known in this generation. Men and 


women of all languages and of various cultures and 
backgrounds meet together around the central figure 
of Jesus Christ. Between Conferences, a World Pente- 
costal Advisory Committee, composed of twenty-five 
world leaders, deals with all correspondence and makes 


_ plans for future Conferences. A Chairman and Secre- 


tary are elected. World Pentecost magazine has be- 


come the official organ of World Pentecost. 
_ Inthe seventies a remarkable change has come over 


- the religious life of the world. Thousands of people 


from all denominations are now receiving the Baptism 
in the Holy Spirit in the same manner as the early 
Pentecostal pioneers. Those now receiving the Holy 


Spirit include Presbyterians, Methodists, Baptists, 


Brethren, Anglicans, and Roman Catholics. The out- 
Standing difference — and it has become a very strong 
feature — is that those receiving the Holy Spirit are 


hot turned out of their churches. They are remaining 
in their denominations and endeavouring to spread 


the truth of Pentecost within their denominations. 


_ This new policy is causing many questions to be asked 


and creating serious problems in the minds of many. 


_ We have to acknowledge what God is doing whether 


we understand it or not, but,equally we must be deter- 
mined to retain the doctrines of Scripture and be 
faithful trustees of what God has given to us. 

The remarkable penetration of evangelistic doctrine 
and Pentecostal freedom and fervour which have bro- 
ken into the historic denominations cannot be dis- 
missed as if they had not happened; they are too vast 
and too universal. In some sections of the world 
such as South America, including Brazil, and some 
parts of Europe where political power is strong, Pente- 
costal converts are still coming out of their denomi- 
nations. Thus we have the situation that in large sec- 
tions of the world, Pentecostal converts remain within 
their churches and in equally as large sections, Pente- 
costal people come out of their churches. : 

Pentecostal statesmen and leaders must recognise 
what is happening and regard it as anew phase of God’s 
Holy Spirit and power. Multitudes of young people 
today who are emphasising the Gospel and the Pente- 
costal message are to be regarded as another move of 
God’s Holy Spirit. In New Zealand and ° ,Australia 
there is a remarkable move of God’s Holy Spirit among | 
young people. In U,S.A. and in parts of Great Britain 
there is the involvement of young people with the 
same characteristics of a deep hunger and love for 
Jesus Christ with a strong allegiance to the Bible and 
the overwhelming urge to evangelise both at home and 
abroad. 

God delights to surprise us and there are more 
manifestations to come. In the Acts of the Apostles, 
the Jewish people were surprised, confounded, angry, 
hurt, and a little confused that the Gentiles received 
the Baptism in the Holy Spirit in exactly the same 
manner as they themselves had received. When they 
saw that what the Gentiles had received was genuine, 
the Apostolic Statesman, James, the Chairman of the 
first Christian Cotincil, recognised the hand of God 
and accepted it as such. This new outpouring of. the 
Holy Spirit is being called a new ‘dimension, and there 
must be an awareness of what God is doing. We must 
alert ourselves and not allow this visitation to pass us 
by. 
Between the established Pentecostal movements and 
the new outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon the tra- 
ditional churches there has developed a grave gap. The 
Pentecostal Movements have for many years been in 
isolation and it would seem the time has now come 
when we have got to emerge from our isolation, from 
some of the prejudices that have been built up over 
the years and extend our hand of friendship and fellow- 
ship to all who are saved and baptised in the Holy 
Spirit.. These brethren who are now opening their 
hearts to the Lordship of Christ and receiving the 
Pentecostal experience urgently need the wealth of the 
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experience of mature Pentecostal brethren. We owe 
them a debt which must be fulfilled. The last phase 
of prophecy is that God will pour out His Spirit upon 
all flesh. We are now entering into the latter part of 
the fulfilment of that prophecy. 

There are still many things we do not understand 


and some people are confused and a little frightened. 


We cannot, we will not, and we dare not sacrifice the 
doctrine of Jesus Christ as the Saviour of the World 
for any short time gain of status or popularity. The 
Assemblies of God in America have recently stated 
that they are recognising what God is doing among 
the older Churches. At all costs we must be careful 
lest any criticism of what is happening today resulting 
from the outpouring of the Holy Spirit follows the 
pattern of those who criticised the early Pentecostal 

pioneers of fifty years ago. This latter-day outpouring 
may be totally different from what we were expecting 
and therefore it is necessary that we keep our minds 
open and our spirits humble and that we be willing to 
accept all that God has for us. A lot of new terms 
and phrases are being thrown about today causing 
great confusion. They speak of the NEO PENTE- 
COSTALS, THE CATHOLIC PENTECOSTALS, THE 
TRADITIONAL PENTECOSTALS, THE CLASSICAL 
PENTECOSTALS. Those who are well acquainted 
with these terms understand them, but those who are

still on the fringe must surely be puzzled. It must 
quickly be pointed out that there is only one Holy 
Spirit, that there is only one Baptism in the Holy 
Spirit, and that our Lord Jesus Christ is the Baptiser — 
in the Holy Spirit. What the early Pentecostal leaders 
had over fifty years ago is exactly the same experience 
today. There is neither old or new; it is the one ex- 
perience. | : 


The tenth Pentecostal World Conference will be 
convened in Seoul, Korea, on September 18th-23rd, 
1973.

I AM sensitive regarding careless quotation of Scripture 
and careless allusion to Scripture. This feeling deve- 
loped in my very early teenage. when a mature Chris- 
tian informed me regarding Christ’s Second Advent 
that a sign of the times would be that “‘the seasons 
_ Shall not be known except for the falling of the leaf”. 
I was impressed, but even my concordance offered no 
clue, since such words are not in Scripture or anywhere 
else. Quickly I learned that, early in Genesis, God 
stated the very opposite: ‘While the earth remaineth, 
seedtime and harvest, and cold and heat, and summer 
and winter, and day and night shall not cease’. 

About the same time I heard a preacher relate how 
a young convert overcame great fear to give his first 
_ testimony. Expressing his inward battle he told the 
people that the Bible said, “Faint heart never won fair 
lady”’. 

By contrast I have heard a Bible text credited to 
England’s greatest writer. Presenting several books for 
the use of students training for the ministry, a layman 
declared, “As our own Will Shakespeare said, “Much 
learning doth make thee mad.” This mistake was as 
far from the truth as when Festus did really say such 
words to Paul. 

During an early pastorate in Armagh, N. Ireland, I 
made a visit to my home in Scotland and one day 
called tosee my aged grandmother who was so pleased 
to inform me that she had listened to a service broad- 
cast from Armagh. The preacher spoke on John 3:16 
Grandmother began to quote the verse, but referred 
to “God’s only forgotten Son”. Her failing memory 
_ Was a good excuse. | 

There are two accounts of the following, one attri- 
buting it to a negro preacher, but perhaps the claim 
that the evangelist Rowland Hill was the culprit is the 
correct one. It concerns a hair-style that had become 
very fashionable, called. “top-knot”. Rowland Hill 
took exception to it and preached a sermon on the 
Words, “Top-knot come down”. His text was, “Let 
_ him that is on the housetop not come down”. 

How often have you heard in prayer or preaching: 


“Where two or three are gathered together in my name 
there am I in the midst of them and that to bless”. The 
words in italics are not in the text, even if the Lord is 
in the midst to bless, | 

Even more frequently perhaps we hear that the 
work of the Holy Spirit is to reprove the world “Of 
judgment to come”. “To come” is just not in the 
verse and the context shows that this is more than a 
misquotation, it is a misinterpretation. 

Then there is a Scripture correctly quoted, but only 
part of the full text is given. The full text of 1 Corin- 
thians 2:9-12 completely transforms the erring mean- 
ing so commonly given to verse 9. To misquote here, 
is to miss blessing here in this life, blessing God wants 
to give us now. !

8. Giving Pleasure to God (Genesis 8:21)

OUR text tells us the remarkable, wonderful fact that 
it is possible for a man to bring pleasure to the Lord 
God! 

It was not the simple fact of the sacrifice offered 
by Noah that pleased Him; what gave God pleasure was 
the reality that lay behind the sacrifice. Three things 
seem to have inspired Noah tq offer sacrifice to God:

he could not approach the holy God by his own good- 
ness, but only by the life of another; his humble con- 
secration of himself to the service and worship of his 
Saviour-God.

“Pop” Warne, as he is affectionately called, began 
life as a brass moulder in the north Midlands, but 
moved considerably in following his trade. At the age 
of 16 he was working in Plymouth and was persuaded 
to attend a revival meeting at which the famous Dr. 

The 
gospel message did not affect him, but he was deeply 
impressed by the soloist who sang, “Open the heart’s

door to the Saviour”. The melody appealed to him 
and he often sang the hymn over to himself. He was 
not ready to obey the injunction of the hymn and he 
put all thoughts of God and church-going from him. 
As his voice was developing, he began to sing in 
concert halls, working-men’s clubs and public houses. 
Inevitably he began to drink and to go deeply into 
the ways of the world. 

At the age of 30, while living in Burton-on-Trent, 
his wife, who attended the Home League of the 
Salvation Army, persuaded him to go to.a musical 
festival in the local Citadel. He really enjoyed the 
programme, the band’s hearty playing and the joyful 
music of the songsters, but what impressed him most 
was the sight of so many clean, wholesome 
God-fearing men. Nevertheless, during the interval, 


much to his wife’s annoyance, he couldn’t resist 


slipping out to the nearby pub for a smoke and a 
drink. However, God was moving in his heart and he 
was unable to dismiss from his mind the picture of 
that group of men so obviously enthusiastic for 
Christ. Again he was invited to a special event at the 
Salvation Army hall and that night God spoke to him 
once more and he made his way to the penitent form. 
It was a Monday night and for the rest of the week he 
tried hard to live as a Christian, but found it very 
difficult. He never felt sure of his salvation. On the 
following Saturday, S.A. friends took him to the 
open-air meeting. He stood in the circle enjoying the 
music and testimonies, when, without warning, the 
Corps Officer announced, “a young man is a noted 
singer and has sung to large audiences and in many 
public houses and now I am going to ask him to come 
forward and sing for Jesus!”’. 

Poor Mr. Warne looked around, but there was no 
way of escape. He had to step into the ring, but what 
could he sing? He knew no hymns or gospel songs! 
Like a flash, the sweet old song that he had heard 
Charles Alexander sing flooded his memory and, after 
a lapse of fourteen years, he sang it with all his heart. 
As he sang, all doubts were dispelled. In full measure,

“Don't be a little Puritan!”

THE class became very quiet. There was a rather 
embarrassing silence. My daughter had stood to her 
feet, lips trembling, knees knocking. She had said to 
the teacher, “Please, sir, I don’t want to read this 
type of book; it contains moral standards which are 
wrong, swearing which I have been taught to refrain 
from, and it blasphemes the Name which I love very 
much.” The class were studying a book actually 
recommended for the C.S.E. exam called Billy Liar. \t 
was being read audibly to a class of mixed fourteen- 
and fifteen-year-olds. The teacher’s response was 
‘Don’t be a little puritan!”’. It was meant, of course, 
as a scathing criticism, but really, did he but know, it 
was a splendid compliment. ; 

On hearing the account of the incident and seeing 
the very obvious distress it caused, I contacted the 
school and requested a copy of the book. It is what is 
commonly known as “kitchen sink’ literature. If 
people of maturity desire to read this type of thing, it 
is their decision and loss, but I objected to it being 
read and studied at school. I read the book and 
catalogued the many offending parts. Some were 
swearing (appalling swearing in places) some parts 
were extremely vulgar, other parts were suggestive, 
and yet more portions blasphemous. 

On contacting the school authorities | was most 
courteously received and had a long interview with 
the headmaster. The book was immediately 
withdrawn and then the whole stock was burned in 
the school oven. The head had no idea that such stuff 
was being used. It is a large school with 1,000 pupils. 
He thanked me very much for taking the trouble and 
interest and expressed the wish that more parents 
would take an interest in their children. The teacher 
apologised and put matters right. I am now in 
correspondence with the Lancashire board concerned 
to get the book removed from the list. 

It is not easy to take a stand against the moral 
‘drift of our society. It is easy to smile at people like 
Mary Whitehouse. I for one would like to see that 
courageous lady openly supported by our members. 
She is a consecrated Christian and she often suffers 
the scorn of people greedy for gain from doubtful 
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films and books. For a while, my daughter was quite 
a laughing-stock, but perhaps she had God’s approval. 

The great Dr. Sangster tells of one young curate 
who became chaplain to the regiment. He followed a 
man who was of the “‘hail-fellow-well-met” type, who 
turned a-blind eye to the obscenities and cursing all 
around him. At the officers’ dinner, the commanding 
officer was cursing and blaspheming with great gusto, 
when, to everybody’s amazement, the pink-faced 
little curate was on his feet addressing his 
commanding officer. “Sir,” he spluttered, “Your... 
your... language is an offence to God and man!” 
The officer turned a vivid purple with rage and 
indignation, but then he gasped out: “The man’s 
right! The man’s right!” and he was changed as the 
result of the courage of one man. 

When the sordid, smutty joke is bandied around, 
when the precious name of Jesus is used as an oath or 
blasphemy, do you take your stand? Have you ever 
said to a person “That’s the dearest Name in the 
world to me; I wish you wouldn’t use it like that!”? 
We are the salt of the earth; don’t let us lose our - 
savour. We are the light of the world; don’t hide that — 
light under a bushel.

DO you remember the G.P. who wanted his fee on 
the spot for “beer money”? He came to the manse a 
fortnight later to ask why he had not had his money, 
as he needed it for some beer. I explained that the 
cheques were not issued until the first day of the fol- 
lowing month and contacted the agency in the matter. 
To them it was a source of amusement. I found it a 
source of sorrow that drink could so have a grip on a 
man. Iam sure that readers will make him a matter of 
personal prayer. 

I was pleased when interviewing the under-study to 
Sir Alfred G.B. Owen, the well-known Midlands indus- 
trialist, for I noticed that, in the foyer and the recep- 
tion area, were copies of the Bible, presented by the 
Gideons. I wondered whether the tattered condition 
of one copy was through mis-use, or continual use. I 

trust the latter. I commend the work of the Gideons 
to business men in our Fellowship. I have had repre- 
sentatives to speak at a couple of churches which I 
have pastored. It is a work worth supporting by our 
prayerful interest. 

After interviewing one of the management of Jaguar 
Cars, I mentioned my profession, and sought to give 
him a tract. The executive apologised for his language, 
I told him that if he read arid heeded the message of 
the tract, he would have little need in future to apolo- 
gise, for his language could be dealt with! 

Among executive and professional people, in indus- 
trial, business, and medical spheres, I would certainly 
not use cheap or free publications printed on news- 
print type paper. I discriminate carefully in my use 
of any tracts published abroad, particularly American, 
on the grounds that they no doubt have their appeal 
to that society, but I feel that-we have tracts produced 
in this country that take account of the British tem- 
perament. This is a valid point in tract ministry. 
Cheap, trashy Gospel literature does disservice to the 
Lord whom we serve. I prefer to buy tracts which 
can be prayerfully and carefully planted among this 
type of contact. I am at present using the “You need 
Christ” tract entitled, Seven reasons why you need 
Christ, for it is factual, though wordy, and it is pre- 
sented in logical sequence, a point people in this group 
readily appreciate and grasp. The Victory Tract Club 
produce admirable tracts, which I have used, but at 
the moment I cannot better the one I have mentioned,

in my judgment. If readers know of a better one do 
let me know! 

I have been asked, ‘“What do you say if you have 
to re-visit the one whom you interviewed after giving 
him a tract some time ago?” I find I rarely have to re- 
turn, although it does sometimes happen. Then, I 
simply exchange greetings, do another interview on 
another assignment, then ask the man if he has read 
the literature (not Gospel tract) I gave him. If he 
seeks to pass it off, as can be the case, I mention that 
it could be of great help to him relative to things that 
matter most. I leave it at this, unless I feel a convic- 


tion to press the point. If he has read the tract and 


shows some interest, then I take the point up, of course. 
Executives, like our own in Elim, are generally very 
busy men, so it must be “a word in season’’, and very 
brief! 

I trust that reading another “Slant” has encouraged - 
you to be a personal witness for the Lord Jesus Christ, 
wherever the door opens, for it will, if you keep your 
eyes open to the situation and your ears open to the 
Saviour’s voice.

They opened their home at Kumasi, 
Capital of the Ashanti region, to me and | felt myself to be one of the 
family.-Mr. Mills went out of his way to show me as much of the field 
as could be possible in a short visit of two weeks. We travelled by road 
well over 1,000 miles in Ghana. | preached at the Church of Pentecost 
churches at Korle Gonno (Accra), Koforidua, Bompata (Kumasi), and 
Konongo and at a Christmas service of the Bible Club for missionaries’ 
children at Grace Baptist Church, Kumasi, when the two older 
daughters of Pastor and Mrs, Mills also took part. In addition, | spoke 
at four Christmas conventions. These’are held under canopies construc- 
ted of bamboo poles and palm leaves. At Hwidiem over 1,000 were 
present, at Obuasi over 2,500, at Bobikuma over 2,500 and at Tema 
(twin city with Accra, the capital of Ghana) over 7,500. The enthu- 
siasm, spirituality, devotion and worship of the people were wonderful 
to behold. Convention meetings were short if they lasted for only 
three hours, and remember that the folk sat on backless benches in 
high humidity, this being Harmattan time when the prevailing wind 
brings dust clouds down from the Sahara desert. | was impressed with 
the delightful balance between absotute liberty and wise control. The 
brethren in charge of the conventions were manifestly presiding over 
the whole proceedings, but the infectious joy and liberty of the Spirit 
were gloriously there. 


God honoured the preaching of the Word in that ninety people came 
out for the Lord at the meetings at which | was privileged to speak. 


Elim is truly honoured to have a share in this magnificent work. | 
shall never cease. to be grateful for the marvellous opportunity of being 
your representative at the 1972 Christmas conventions.

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Speaking in Tongues - 
The Historical Reality 


_ The Testimony of 
the Early Church Fathers 


Part 2 


IRENAEUS (115—202 A.D.), was the Greek Bishop 
of Lyons, whose tutor, Polycarp, Bishop of Smyrna, a 
disciple of John the Apostle wrote: “Those who are 
in truth His disciples, receiving grace from Him, do in 
His name perform miracles, so as to promote the 
welfare of other men according to the gifts which 
each one has received from Him. For some do 
certainly and truly drive out devils. Others have 
foreknowledge of things to come, they see visions and 
utter prophetic expressions. Others still, heal the sick 
by laying their hands upon them. Yea, the dead even 
have been raised up. It is not possible to name the 
number of the gifts which the church... has 
received ... and which she exerts day by day. In like 
manner do we also hear many brethren in the church 
who possess prophetic gifts and who, through the 
Spirit speak all kinds of tongues, and bring to light 
for the common benefit the hidden things of men and 
declare the mysteries of God.” 

Tertullian (160—220 A.D.), a North African, was 
also an avid embracer of the Pentecostal gifts. He 
distinguished himself as a lawyer of great genius who 
possessed keen discernment. In challenging the 
cynicism of Marcion he declared: “Let him exhibit 
prophets such as have spoken, not by human sense, 
but with the Spirit of God, such as have predicted 
things to come, and have made manifest the secrets of 
the heart; let him produce a psalm, a vision, a prayer, 
only let it be by the Spirit in an écstasy, that is, in a 
rapture, whenever an interpretation of tongues has 
occurred.” 

Referring to the reality of spiritual gifts, 
Tertullian said, “The apostle most assuredly foretold 
that there were to be spiritual gifts in the church. 
Now can you refuse to believe this, even if 
indubitable evidence on every point is forthcoming 
for your conviction?” 

It seems apparent that speaking in tongues was the 
normal occurrence both in personal Christian ex- 
perience and Early Church life. Testifying also of a 
certain Christian lady, Tertullian said: “There is 
among us at the present time, a sister who is endowed 
with the charismatic gift of revelation, which she

Origen (186—253A.D.), who from youth 
upwards lived a life of purity and who in later years 
became a beloved teacher of many Christians, 
imparted information of his acquaintance with 
speaking in tongues when upholding the Christians of 
his day who were ridiculed by Celsus, a Roman 
physician. Celsus had said, “To these promises are 
added strange, fanatical and quite unintelligible 


words, of which no rational persons can find 


meaning.” Although we have no visible endorsement 
of Origen’s eager support for the utterance of - 


‘tongues, he nevertheless revealed the fact of its 


continuing function in the church. ee eee 

Justin Martyr (a title that has become a part of his | 
name) opposed the affirmations of the sceptics in the 
second century, who claimed that the miraculous 
gifts had died with the last of the apostles. He said: 
“It is possible now to see among us women‘and men 
who possess gifts of the Spirit.”’ 


The fourth century introduces Pachomius (292— 
348 A.D.), an Egyptian archimandrite who is alleged 
to have founded the first Christian monastery. 
A. Butler, in Lives of the Saints, first published in 
1756, declared that Pachomius, after seasons of 
intimate prayer, was able to speak in Latin and 

_ Greek, languages which he had never learned, further 

_ data that tongues had not been tossed away into the 

_ forgotten archives of time. 

Augustine (354-430 A.D.) insisted, “We still do 
what the apostles did when they laid hands on the 

Samaritans and called down the Holy Spirit upon 
them by the laying on of hands. It is expected that 
converts speak with new tongues.” 

Hilary of Poictiers (315—367 A.D.) was born of 
wealthy, distinguished parents. His sincerity for the 
gospel was most evident in 360A.D. when he 
declared in his appeal to Constantius, that he would 
willingly abandon his priestly rank and grow grey asa 
lay penitent if he had ever done anything unworthy 
of a Bishop’s sanctity or even of a layman’s 
uprightness. Writing on the Trinity, he said: “The 
next step naturally is to listen to the apostle’s 
account of the powers and functions of this gift: 
“Now to one is given through the Spirit the word of 
wisdom, to another the word of knowledge according 
to the same Spirit, to another faith in the same Spirit, 
to another gifts of healing in the one Spirit, to 
another workings of miracles, to another prophecy, 

| to another discerning of spirits, to another kinds of 

tongues, to another interpretation of tongues.’ Here 
we have a statement of the purpose and results of the 
Gift and I cannot conceive what doubt can remain.” 

The pressure of Hilary’s summons is seen in his 
encouragement to the people of his own day and of 
generations to come: “Let us therefore make use of 

this great benefit and seek for personal experience of 

this most needful gift.” 

: Ambrose (340—397 A.D.), son of the Governor of 
Gaul, a man educated for important civil offices, was 
to become one of Christendom’s greatest bishops. His 

treatise on the Holy Spirit clearly reveals that 
speaking in tongues was an uninterrupted mani- 
festation available to every believer: “See, God set 
apostles, prophets and teachers, gave the gift of 
healing, gave divers kinds of tongues; each according 
to his capacity receives that which he either desires or 
deserves.” | 

Chrysostum (347—407 A.D.), insistently wrote: 
“Whoever was baptised in apostolic days, he 

-straightway spake with tongues; they at once received 

‘the Spirit; not that they saw the Spirit, for He is 
invisible, but God’s grace bestowed some sensible 
proof of His energy; and one straightway spake in the 


Persian language, another in the Roman, another in 
the Indian, another in some other tongue. It thus 
made manifest to them that were without that it was 
the Spirit in the very person speaking.” 

The Early Church fathers of the 4th century 
discerned a significant difference between their 
Church and the New Testament Church of the book 
of Acts, namely, the dearth of spiritual gifts which 
were so excitingly evident in those early days. John 


‘Chrysostum, in his homilies on First Corinthians 


remarked: “Yes, the church was then in heaven. The 
Holy Spirit reigned as its master and inspired directly 
each of its ministers. Today, we have been left with 
nothing more than the symbols and signs of these 
gifts. In fact, in our own present day also, we speak in 
turn, two or three, and when one becomes silent, the 
other begins. But this is only the vestige and 
memorial of what used to happen.” 

Cyril of Jerusalem, in his study on 1 Corinthians 
14, produced an interesting clue as to why spiritual 
gifts were less evident in his age and to their 
remarkably wide return in this century: “When we 
shall have the proper dispositions of faith, hope and 
charity in regard to God and our brethren... we 
shall receive of an abundance of the charisms of 
God.” 

Cyril is saying that the near disappearance of the 
miraculous was the fault of the Christians, not of 
God. Faith, hope and love became alien virtues. 
Politics and cold legalism became substitutes for love 
and power. Consequently, there was no 
manifestation of the miraculous. Jerome remarked: 
“The church lost as much of its virtue, as it had 
gained of wealth and power.” Today, however, with 
increasing thousands receiving the baptism in the 
Holy Spirit, a new relationship with Christ is being 
found that is making possible repetition of Early 
Church ministry. 

Present available evidence of speaking in tongues 
between the fifth century up to the Reformation 
period is scanty, but this by no means signifies its 
absence. According to Alexander Mackie in ‘‘The Gift 
of Tongues”: “During the long silence of those weary 
centuries there was evidence however of those 
psychological tendencies and actions which we find 
go hand in hand with the appearance of the gift in the 
history of the Corinthian church.” 

The existence of speaking with tongues in the 
ancient tapestry of ecclesiastical history is 
undeniable. Even the swirling darkness of early pagan 
ages failed to smother the stirring of the Holy Spirit 
and the aspirations for God that leapt from the hearts 
of Christian men. |

“Mchungaji, Pastor, lam a man who has shed blood; 
some years ago I clubbed my wife to death. This day 
I have returned from prison. My house is an utter 
ruin, no-one has been near it since the death. I went 
to my relatives and they drove me away like an animal; 
no man would even come near me. I was about to 
give up, but, as I wept, I thought of you, the leader of 
the Wakristo. Perhaps you would allow me to draw 
near and give me a lodging for the night,” the old man 
pleaded. 


Yona (an Mbulu) answered, “‘Bwana Yesu has saved: 


me and He has helped me in this very matter. If in 


your heart you can realise it, God will forgive you 


this weight of sin.”’ 
Astonished, the man replied, “What are you saying? 


Task that you give me a place to sleep, a meal, to think 


what I can do.”’ 


Yona pressed him with salvation, saying, “Those . 


things — a bed and a meal — you can have, but you 
need the Saviour. You need to be cleansed in the 
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blood of Jesus. He died for people with sins like yours. 
He can forgive you and wipe out that sin of shecditis 
man’s blood.” 

Trembling with emotion, the man asked, “‘Did you 
say that this sin can be cleansed?” 

“Yes, if you give yourself to Yesu you will become 
a new man, cleansed from every stain, and your sin 
will be forgotten for ever.” | 

“Brother,” said the man, “are you telling the truth 
or folk tales? I have great trouble, please explain.” 

Yona replied, “Listen, Yesu died for your sins. 
This very day if you will believe you will be free of 
that sin. We even this day will count you our brother, 
a child of God.” 

The man drew near and said, “‘Bwana, I believe with 
all my heart. I have nothing that I can do. I know not 
how I shall live in this land. Guide me I pray.” 

Pastor Yona explained the gospel to him and the 
old Mbulu gave himself completely over to Yesu. Yona 
then called his wife and all three prayed together. 
Then Yona said, “Karibu, welcome, to my house for 
food and lodging; make your home with us.” Weep- 
ing with joy and marvelling at what had happened to 
him Mbulu was lead inside. 

It is now three years since he found cleansing in 
Yesu. When he was baptised, taking the name Gabrieli, 
he astonished many with his joy, as he said, “‘to taste 
the joys of life like other men.” So far, we cannot 
get him a wife, but we believe that God will grant him 
even this in his new life in Kristo.

J.B. PHILLIPS in his translation of the New 
Testament Epistles reminds us, by his title, “Letters 
to Young Churches” that they are just these. The 
young Church itself reveals so much of its primeval 
beauty as it emerges from the Pharisaic age of 
intolerance. The record of the Acts is the astounding 
account of the young Church in action, revealing that 
the Satan was defeated in his repeated attempts to 
slay the “Seed of the Woman” from whom the 
Redeemer would come to bruise the head of the 
serpent (see Genesis 3:15). “I will build My Church,” 
the Victor cries, “And the gates of Hell shall not 
prevail against it.” But for that mighty prophetical 
voice the young Church would have been doomed to 
failure from its inception. Instead it has become a 
mighty Army, terrible with banners. 

There are repeated cries today to get back to the 
days of the New Testament; this is impossible and far 
from practical were it to be granted to us. We are 
predestined to conform to the image of the Son of 
God and to serve our generation in the will of God. 
We can enjoy the same pristine glory of the Early 
Church when we are filled with the same Spirit and 
participate in the same life, the life of the risen 
Saviour. 


Priorities 

We are always keen to look out for men with 
ability but God is more anxious for availability. The 
key apostles in the Early Church were looked upon as 
“ignorant and unlearned’’, but they were always 
available to God. J.0. Sanders underlines a principle 
in the young Church when he says, “The mark any 
man makes on his own generation is determined by 
the things he puts first in his life. Achievements for 
God and attainments in the spiritual life hinge on the 
choosing of priorities.”’ It was not the prayer meeting, 
but the decision to attend, and at three o’ clock in 
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Court Christian Holiday and Con ference 


the afternoon, that sparked off the first healing in the 
New Testament Church. The lame man was healed 
and joined them, going into the meeting “walking and 
leaping and praising God”. Don’t long for the old 
days to return if business, or visiting friends, or a 
television programme keeps you away from the place 
of prayer. The amazing thing about getting our 
priorities right is that doors of opportunity open of 
their own accord and life becomes really exciting. It 
became easy for Peter to witness to the death and 
resurrection of the Saviour and to call the 
unconverted to repentance (Acts 3:12—19). Their 
integrity merited the privilege of preaching the 
second sermon of the young Church, and many 
believed. The number of the men was about five 
thousand. The great purposes of God are carried 
forward upon the obedience of men who know that 
they are not accountable to God for success, but for 
faithfulness. This was the secret of the growth of the 
Early Church — “We ought to obey God rather than. 
men.” 
Persecution 

When believers are filled with the Holy Ghost they 
become a special target for the Adversary. Having 
failed to destroy the “royal seed”’, the enemy became 
a defeated foe. Soon after the birth of the young 
Church he moved in against the Holy Ghost. It was a 
subtle move and in the midst of revival when great 
powers and great grace were upon the whole 
company of believers (see Acts 4:33). Satan filled the 
heart of Ananias and Sapphira and they conceived a 
dreadful thing in their hearts; this was the first direct 
attack of Satan upon the third Person in the Trinity 
recorded in the Early Church. He overstepped 
himself, as he had done in his attacks on the Lord 
Jesus. In this instance, he was put to confusion by the 
manifestation of that gift of the Spirit, the Word of 
Knowledge (Acts 5:3,4; 1 Corinthians 12:8). Genuine 


manifestations of the Spirit are given “severally as He 
will”, and are a profitable exercise for the Church (1 
Corinthians 12:7—11). We need to discern the wicked 
devices of the one who set himself against God from 
the beginning. His attention today is the purchased 
possession of Jesus Christ, the Church of the 
Firstborn, the Bride of the Lamb. 

The rulers of the people and elders of Israel and all 
the religious authority of the day rose against the 
infant Church. Their desire, motivated by Satan, was 
to stop its growth. Peter, filled with the Holy Ghost, 
could only answer by preaching the gospel: “Jesus 
Christ of Nazareth... Neither is there salvation in 
any other; for there is none other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby we must be saved”. 


Whenever the young Church was assailed. by the arch- 


enemy, the attack opened the door to the preaching 
of a red hot sermon. Paul writing to the Philippians 
says, “And I want you to know-this, dear brothers; 
Everything that has happened to me here has been a 
great boost in getting out the Good News concerning 
Christ. For everyone around here, including all the 
soldiers in the barracks, know that I am in chains 
simply because I am a Christian. And because of my 
imprisonment many of the Christians here seem to 
have lost their fear of chains! Somehow my patience 
has encouraged them and they have become more and 
more bold in telling others about Christ.” (Philippians 
1:12—14, Living Letters). 

Persecution often begins among unbelieving 
believers. They become disturbed by the moving of 
the Spirit of God and when, as in the Early Church, 
multitudes are added to the Lord, it fills them with 
indignation and they soon begin their campaign 
against. the true and oftimes new move of the Holy 
Ghost in revival. They examine the theology and, if it 
is not in line with their dead orthodoxy, they use this 
to sow discord among the people. The sect of the 
Sadducees, a very select religious society, were 
experts at this until they came face to face with the 
dynamic of the young Church. They did not believe 
in the resurrection, yet these ignorant, unlearned men 
preached this very thing with such authority. They 
did not believe in angels and an angel came right from 
heaven and opened the prison door releasing the 
servants of God that they might preach the 
unsearchable riches of Christ. The Pharisees who 
prided themselves in being custodians of the truth for 
so long, but who were really blind leaders of the blind 
- looked upon those men filled with a new power who 
filled “Jerusalem with their doctrine.” Prison and 
beatings could not stop the revival; they only caused 
‘them to rejoice that they were counted worthy to 
suffer shame for His name. 


Preservation | 

In “The Acts of the Holy Ghost through the’ 
Apostles” we have the account of over fifty years of 
seeking to spread the Gospel to the known world. 
The apostles lived in days of hostility, preaching a 
message Opposed by the Jewish leaders and without 
‘any of the means of transport or communication we 
pride ourselves in today. They even had converts in 
Caesar’s household. Every member became an 
evangelist, a witness of the things that they had seen 
and heard. They believed that, if every creature is to 
hear the gospel, then every believer must preach the 
gospel. They went everywhere preaching the gospel. 

This was their preservation — their passion to 
preach Christ whatever the cost. To this must be 
added the strength of fellowship — forbidding not the 
assembling of themselves together, In their trials, 
“being let go they went to their own company” (Acts 
4:23). What a meeting that was as, with one accord, 
they lifted up their voices to extol the majesty of 
their sovereign God and prayed for boldness to speak 
His Word and that signs and wonders would be done 
in the name of Jesus. The prayer lasted for about one 
minute (praying in public should not last much longer 
at any time), but with what tremendous results. The 


place was shaken, they were all filled with the Holy 


Ghost and their request was granted — they spake the ~ 
Word of God with boldness! The resurrection of the 
Lord was preached in great power and great grace was 
upon them all. This fellowship was the binding force 
of the Early Church. It is still the means of grace, the 
place where God’s honour dwells and where He has 
covenanted to meet with us. Slothfulness usually 
begins when we neglect meeting together as a church 
and our witness is always ineffective where there is no 
“household of faith” to which to return. . 

The Early Church had no time for idle, selfish 
souls. Every believer became a worker, a warrior, a 
witness. Within ten years of Paul’s ministry, with his 
fellow-workers he had established local churches, 
soul-saving centres, in all ten world provinces of the 
Roman Empire. The passion of these early days was 
revived in the fruitful ministry of John Wesley. He 
continually enthused his preachers by reminding 
them, “Ye have only one business and that is the 
salvation of lost souls.” 

There is again the “sound of a moving’; God is 
giving us the opportunity to work, to pray, to 
witness. He is waiting to confirm our endeavours with 
signs following. Holy determination will bring it to 
pass. We must arise and declare in the words of David 
Livingstone, “7 determined never to stop until I had 
achieved my purpose.’” Claim the heathen of our own. 
land for our inheritance! 
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What is the Fire of God?

SEVERAL years ago I asked Nelson Parr, “What is 
the fire of God? How would you define it?” He 
replied, “I would define it as love in the heart fanned 
by the Holy Ghost.” Many times afterwards I turned 
those words over in my mind and compared them 
with the Word of God and concluded that he was 
right. I thought on the words of Christ concerning the 
days in which we now live: “And because iniquity 
shall abound, the love of many shall wax cold.” Only 
that which has once been hot, or at least warm, can 
wax cold. Only those who have had the fire can lose 
it. Therefore, this love must be the fire. Solomon 
said, “Many waters cannot quench love, neither can 
the floods drown it.” 

It was said of Jesus: “He shall baptize you with 
the Holy Ghost, and with fire.”’, but are all those who 
are baptized with the Holy Spirit also baptized with 
the fire of Divine love? 

We know that all believers have love in their 
hearts, because it is a fruit of the Spirit, but surely 
the fire of God here referred to is more than this. 
Why did Paul pray for the Ephesian believers, who 
had been baptized with the Holy Spirit, that they 
might know the length, breadth, depth, and height of 
the love of Christ that they might be filled with all 
the fulness of God (Ephesians 3:14—19)? 

It would seem from his testimony that Charles G. 
Finney did receive such a baptism of the Holy Spirit 
coupled with that heavenly fire of Divine love, 
following his conversion in 1821. Here is his 
testimony: “I returned to the front office and found 
that the fire that I had made of large wood was nearly 
burned out. But as I turned and was about to take a 
seat by the fire I received a mighty baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. Without any expectation of it, without 
any recollection that I had ever heard the thing 
mentioned by any person in the world, the Holy 
Spirit de. nded upon me in a manner that seemed to 
go through me body and soul. I could feel the 
impression, like a wave of electricity, going through 
and through me. Indeed, it seemed to come in waves 
and waves of liquid love; for I could not express it in 
any other way. It seemed like the very breath of God. 
I can recollect distinctly that it seemed to fan me, 
like immense wings. No words can express the 
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wonderful love that was shed abroad in my heart. I 
wept aloud with joy and love: and I do not know but 
I should say, I literally bellowed out the unutterable 
gushings of my heart. These waves came over me and 
over me, one after the other, until I cried out, ‘I shall 
die if these waves continue to pass over me!’ I said, 
‘Lord, I cannot bear any more!’ Yet, I had no fear of 
death. How long I continued in this state, with this 
baptism continuing to roll over me and go through 
me, I do not know. But I know it was late in the 
evening when a member of my choir — for I was the 
leader of the choir — came into the office to see me. 
He was a member of the church. He found me in this 
state of loud weeping, and said to me, “Mr. Finney, 
what ails you?’ I could make him no answer for some 
time. He then said, ‘Are you in pain?’I gathered 
myself up as best I could, and replied, “No, but so- 
happy that I cannot live !” 

Now consider the results of this mighty baptism of 
the Spirit accompanied with such a realization of the 
wonderful love of God, which filled the life and soul 
of Charles G. Finney, and continued to burn in his 
heart to his dying day. It is written of him: 
“Following this experience with God, Charles Finney 
launched out with God upon one of the greatest 
revivals since the days of the apostles. During the year 
1857—58 over one hundred thousand persons were 
led to Christ. In some places where he ministered, not 
a dance or a theatrical could be held for years 
following his meetings.” 

Fire is a converting force. It will convert 
everything into its own nature. Just watch that great 
house when the fire gets a hold on it. See how 
everything — furniture, musical instruments, floors, 
walls and stairs — becomes a roaring flame. See also 
that little company in Jerusalem consisting of only 
120 souls become a great multitude in a short space 
of time (Acts 5:12—16). Why was this? Because they 
had been baptized with the Holy Ghost and fire! 

If you think deeply enough you will see the need 


for this double experience. Take for example, a 
young man who has been baptized with the Spirit and 
who goes to the mission field. He may have the Spirit 
of God in his life, but unless he has the great burning 
love of God in his heart for those people to whom he 
feels called to minister, he will never accomplish 
much for God. The man with the love of God burning 
in his heart will do and dare, will sacrifice and give of 
his very best and count it a privilege to have the 
opportunity of doing so in a way which the man 
lacking this experience will never do. The same 
applies to service for God in the home field. In fact 
this same principle applies to the individual members 
of all our churches. Because of the lack of this flame 
of Divine love in the hearts of so many there is a 
slacking off in service, in prayer, in witnessing, in 


service, 


seeking the lost, and in voluntarily sacrificing for 
God. 

No fire will keep burning for ever without fuel. 
Even the fire which God kindled in the temple at 
Jerusalem was kept burning by the priests who daily 
added the necessary fuel. The spiritual fuel for this 
Spiritual fire of Divine love is prayer, intercession, 
faith, the Word of God, consecration, whole-hearted 
joyfulness, devotion, compassion, 
thankfulness, gratitude, _ holiness, forgiveness, 
unselfishness, and self sacrifice. 


Burn, fire of God! Thy grace and glory knowing, 
My cleansed heart shall be all fire within:

9 The Covenant-making God (Genesis 9:9)

THE Scriptures show us a remarkable fact. Sin has 


made it impossible for man to have unconditional 


fellowship with God; indeed, unless God chose to make 
fellowship possible man would be cut off from Him 
for ever. Yet we read in the Bible that God delights 
to enter into covenant with man so that,by keeping 
the conditions of the covenant, man and God may en- 
joy fellowship! 


Our text tells of the covenant with mankind through - 


Noah. Genesis 15 describes that which God made 
with Abram. There was a special covenant with Israel 
through Moses in Exodus 19. There is one — yet 
future — spoken of by Ezekiel (16:60; 37:26). Speci- 
ally precious is the new covenant made through the 
Lord Jesus (Matthew 26:28). This is a most wonder- 
ful picture of Divine condescension: the eternal God 
desiring fellowship and union with men and women, 
willing to be bound to them by the sacred tie‘of a 
blood covenant! | 

In infinite love, the Lord God has entered into 
covenant with us, if we are Christians. Other coven- 
ants were sealed with animal blood, yet they were 
regarded as most sacred and binding. How much more 
sacred is the New Covenant sealed withthe precious 
blood of the Lord Jesus, the Son of God, the God-man? 
By this Covenant we are joined eternally to God; He 


is our Father, we are His children, and we live in con- 
stant fellowship with Him. We are no longer our own, 
but are brought back by Christ from bondage to sin, so 
that we may bring glory to God. Here and now it is 
our joy to reveal in our lives the benefits of this Coven- 
ant and finally it will be our privilege to manifest the 
glory of God to the whole creation (Romans 8:18-21). 


U.S. Youth aim - Soul winnning 


NEARLY 10,000 Assemblies of God (U.S.A.) young 
people participated in organized person-to-personevan- 
gelism in the United States during the summer of 1972. 

Under the Ambassadors in Mission (AIM) pro- 
gramme, the young people volunteered to give a few 
days to a few weeks in AIM programmes under the 
direction of district youth presidents. 

Some teams went from house to house, but many 
others simply went wherever there were people — on 
the sidewalks, on the beaches, in parks — witnessing to 
their faith in Christ and inviting others to share it. 
Thousands accepted the invitation. 

AlIMers are selected only after they have applied to 
serve ona team. They are trained for participation in 
person-to-person, Bible-based witnessing. They take 
responsibility tor their own expenses, but the Assem- 
blies of God Women’s Missionary Council assists with 
food, and the Men’s Department ‘underwrites literature 
for distribution. 

In addition to AIM witnesses in the United States, 
‘approximately 750 went as AIMers to other countries 
during the summer. One of the largest groups went 
to Munich, West Germany, to give their witness during 
the Olympics. There 118 AlMers teamed up with sixty 
five Christian European young people for witnessing. 
They recorded 252 decisions for Christ in Munich.

I believe that most of us instinctively despise the 
-double-tongued and double-talk. Insincerity and 
innuendo are loathsome. Nevertheless a cheap brand 
of double-talk is in vogue today, particularly in the 
world of entertainment. Lyrics and dialogue in so 
_ many programmes on T.V. and radio are deliberately 
“suggestive. They carry a double-meaning and can be 
easily exploited by the dirty-minded. A look, a 
gesture are enough and the audience rocks with 
mirth. Let me state forthwith that I stand solidly 
with Mrs. Mary Whitehouse in protesting against all 
forms of entertainment and publishing which include 
double talk with sleasy undertones. I believe Paul’s 
observations in Titus 1:15 is always relevant: “Unto 
the pure all things are pure: but unto them that are 
defiled and unbelieving, is nothing pure”’. 

Even in Christian circles there are those who are 
ready to read into one’s words and actions meanings 
that were never intended. A different viewpoint 
sometimes brings a_ barrier which creates 
misunderstanding. I wrote last year about the night 
when my husband and I attended the Mayoral 
Banquet at Salisbury. I received appreciation of this 
article from a number of people. Only today I hada 
very kind letter from someone mentioning the 
blessing that this particular article had been to them. 
These folk took my words at face value from my 
standpoint. We went as a matter of courtesy and 
respect for civic dignity and to honour the Lady 
Mayor, a very gracious hard-working doctor. We were 
able to talk to our companions at the table about our 
faith and our Pentecostal beliefs. The gentleman next 
to me thanked me for giving him a new slant on 
overseas work for God. What a contrast to the 
viewpoint expressed in an abusive letter I received 
from Essex which condemned us with scathing 
remarks about our worldliness, gluttony and

backsliding and which read into the words I wrote a 
meaning that was never intended. 

There is a story told of the great Mozart and his 
friend the royal huntsman. One day as they walked 
arm-in-arm through the fields the wind came up 
heavily through the trees in the nearby copse.

“Listen,” said Mozart “what a diapason on God’s 
great organ!’’.

He’s a real soul-winner. | 

I had an aunt, a typical city-dweller, who, because 
of her husband’s illness, was compelled to move south 
to the lovely countryside of Oxfordshire. When asked 
how she was liking living in the country she replied, 
“Not at all; I’m lonely. There’s too much waste 
ground around.” We took friends to view Stonehenge 
and one who shall be nameless said disappointedly on 
her return, “It was only stones and grass!” My

DR. Billy Graham recently announced that the Inter- 
national Congress on World Evangelization will take 
place at Lausanne, Switzerland, on July 16-25th, 1974.

According to Graham many 
alternative possibilities were carefully investigated in 
all six continents and it was eventually found that the 
Lausanne facilities are best able to meet the exacting 
requirements of the Congress at reasonable cost. Ease 
of access and freedom of entry from every part of the 


world, suitable facilities for hospitality and the daily 
work of the Congress, are all considered essential. In 
addition, it is intended to involve individual partici- 
pants to a major extent in small study and planning 
groups, thus necessitating the small halls.

Monday, January 22nd 2 Samuel 9:1—13 


“That I may shew the kindness of God unto him” 
(v.3); “for Jonathan thy father’s sake” (v.7). 
THOUGH Mephibosheth was crippled in his 
feet (2 Samuel 19:24) and was therefore ritually 
unclean, David accepted him for the sake of his 
beloved friend Jonathan. Mephibosheth was thankful 
to sit at the king’s table! Later, despite the slanderous 
accusations against Mephibosheth, David’s promise 
held firm, and the young cripple sat in his place of 
honour continually. David showed to others the 
kindness that God has shown to him. May the Lord 
help us to do the same! 


Tuesday, January 23rd 2 Samuel 10:1—19 


“T will shew kindness unto Hanun .. . as his father - 


_ Shewed kindness unto me ” (v.2). 

UNLIKE the weakened Mephibosheth, the proud 
Hanun did not avail himself of the kindness which 
David offered to him for his father’s sake. Here was 
Kindness unaccepted. By mistreating David’s servants, 
Hanun laid himself open to the judgment which 
swiftly followed. 

God forbid that we should ever refuse the loving 
Kindness that He offers to us daily. May pride not 
advise us wrongly. May no alliance with others steal 
God’s promise from us. “Father, I accept Your 
_ kindness!” is our cry. 


Wednesday, January 24th 2 Samuel 11:1—13 

“At the time when kings go forth to battle... 
David sent Joab... But David tarried still in 
Jerusalem,” (v.1). 
THE Lord Jesus wept over Zion, because, as He said, 
“Thou knewest not the time’. There is for us all a 
time to tarry and a time to go forth to battle. Of 
Christ Himself it is written, “When the fulness of the 
time was come, God sent forth His Son”, and 
elsewhere, “‘Jesus tarried.” 

We need that inner sense both to know God’s 
timing and leading and we should desire the wisdom 
to obey. 


Thursday, January 25th 2 Samuel 11: 14—27 

“Let not this thing displease thee” (v.25); “But 
- thing that David had done displeased the Lord” 
v.27). | 


IN Joab’s message concerning the death of Uriah the 
Hittite, king David certainly sensed his displeasure 
and possibly traced also a measure of rebellion. He 
therefore sought both to justify himself and to 
belittle his sin in Joab’s eyes. 

The utter blindness of a sinful soul was 
pathetically apparent in such an action, for there 
seemed to be no fear or thought of God’s displeasure 
and probable judgment. 

May the Lord keep us from such a blindness! 


Friday, January 26th 2 Samuel 12:1—14 
“I anointed thee... I delivered thee” (v.7); “I 
gave thee” (v.8); “Wherefore hast thou despised... 
the Lord . . . to do evil in His sight?” (v.9). 
DAVID’s shame was great. The peace of his house 
was to be marred by murder (v.10). What had been 
given would be taken away (v.11) and what had been 
done in secret would now be known in public (v.12). 
At last he realised that he had displeased, even 
despised the Lord and he cried, “I have sinned against 
the Lord” (v.13), a cry that is echoed in his Psalm: 
“Against thee, thee only, have I sinned” (Psalm 
51:4). 


Saturday, January 27th 2 Samuel 12:15—33 
“Then David ... came into the house of the Lord, 
and worshipped, then he came to his own house” 
(v.20). 
DAVID rose from his prayerful vigil to worship the 
God who said, “No!”. He worshipped the Lord who 
had judged as He had said He would and whose 
promised forgiveness David now counted to be just as 
certain. David quickly restored relationships in his 
palace, with the prophet and with his people. 
We worship God, for a sense of His forgiveness is 
great upon us. 


Sunday, January 28th 2 Samuel 13: 1—22 

“When king David heard of all these things, he was 

very wrath ” (v.21). 
WAS there nothing more? This was a far cry from 
those times when it could be said that ‘David 
executed judgment and justice unto all his people” (2 
Samuel 8:15). 

David’s own similar folly, forgiven by God but not 
forgotten by David, probably stifled any disciplinary 
action. Amnon went scotfree, unrepentant, and 
seemingly uncondemned. 

Under the chain-reaction of the law of the earlier 
evil of David was sin (James 1:14,15), shaping up for 
the great explosion, for “sin, when it is finished, 
bringeth forth death.” rage

GHANA still looms large in my thinking. The impact of my visit there 
for the last two weeks of 1972 is still strongly upon me. | would like to 
share three things with you. 

The superintendent pastor of one of the areas of the work of the 
Church of Pentecost is called Pastor F.D. Walker. It was delightful to 
see how happy the Ghanaian friends were to see their own Pastor 
Walker and Elim’s Pastor Walker sharing together in the work. 

Our Ghanaian brethren can teach us something by their devotion. 

At the convention at Bobikuma on Sunday, December 24th, we were 
told that the morning service began at 7.30 a.m. and ended at 2.15 p.m. 
On Christmas Day they had been all the way round the town holding 
open airs from 4 a.m. onwards. There was a time of prayer under the 
canopy attended by many hundreds at 5 a.m. and the service at which 
Pastor D.L. Mills and | spoke started at 8.30 a.m. and ended at 1.15 
p.m. At Tema on Christmas morning (before we arrived) there had 
been a special evangelistic appeal. The number who came forward for 
salvation was 210. They were all baptised in the sea that same after- 
noon. When a person comes out for salvation in Ghana, they have to 
stand on the platform and call on the Lord to save them out loud in 
public mentioning their names. No doubt the blessing on the work can 
be accounted for in great measure by the deeply-held belief in and prac- 
tice of prayer and fasting. | was told that the worry with some friends 
is that they may be in danger of fasting too much and too often. When 
we think of the desperate need here at home we must feel humbled and 
challenged by this example. When I tell you that many of the 
Ghanaians who come to the United Kingdom to study return home as 
backsliders because of the overwhelming worldliness of western civili- 
sation (so-called), our need is all the more highlighted. |! am glad to say 
that many are restored to the Lord on their return to their own 
country. 

| must pay tribute to the work of Pastor and Mrs. D.L. Mills. Theirs 
is the task of conducting refresher courses for the pastors and workers 
of the Church of Pentecost. Our Ghanaian colleagues went out of their 
way to tell me how very deeply their work is appreciated. At each con- 
vention to which | went Mr. Mills was immediately surrounded by 
“old boys’: of the refresher courses. It was a joy to see their loving 
greetings and to witness the high esteem in which our missionary and 
his wife are held. 

Pastor and Mrs. David Kilpatrick will be going out to Ghana next 
month. They will have a wonderful welcome.

Speaking in Tongues - 
The Historical Reality 


3,700 A.D. to 18th Century — 


by Philip E. Streeter 


Pastor of our Romford Ghurch 


OVER 1,200 years ago on a cold winter night, a poor 
Saxon cowherd boy lay curled up asleep in a stable of 
the famous Abbey of Whitby. Discouraged, he had 
come in from the feast where his masters and even 
some of his friends during the amusements of the 
evening had occupied the hours in the early 
alliterative rhyming of those simple days. But 
Caedmon could make no song, records the Account 
of Caedmon in Bede’s Ecclesiastical History, and his 
heart was very sad. Suddenly, as he lay in the warm 
straw, it seemed to him that a heavenly glory 
illuminated the stable, and in the midst of the Divine 
lustre, One appeared who had been cradled in a 
manger six hundred years before. 

“Sing, Caedmon,” He said, “Sing some song to 
Me.” 

“I cannot sing,” was the grieved reply, “for this 
cause it is that I come hither.” 

“Yet,” said He who stood before him, “yet thou 
shalt sing to Me.” 

As he listened, a Divine power seemed to come on 
him, and words that he had never heard before rose 
up before his mind. The vision passed away, but the 
power remained with Caedmon. 

The Encyclopaedia Britannica reveals that 
speaking in tongues was in ., eration “among the 
Mendicant friars of the thirteenth century.” 

The Waldenses of the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries, as well as possessing a passionate devotion 
for the readion of the Holy Scriptures, also practised 
healing and speaking in tongues. 

Vincent Ferror, who died in 1419, was recognised 
as being honoured with the operation of the gift of 
tongues. Like phenomena are related of Anthony of 
Pravda. 

Medieval belief was that speaking in tongues 
belonged to those who were possessed by evil spirits. 
No doubt many Christian women, wrongly accused of 
witchcraft, suffered the terror of the ducking-stool 
and burning at the stake because they were heard to 
_speak in unknown languages. 
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John Calvin (1509-1564) referring to 1 
Corinthians 14:1 in his Commentary on the Epistle of 
Paul the Apostle to the Corinthians, wrote: “There 
are at present great theologians, who declaim against 
them with furious zeal. As it is certain, that the Holy 
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Spirit has here honoured the use of tongues with 


never-dying praise, we may very readily gather, what 
is the kind of spirit that actuates those reformers, 


who level as many reproaches as they can against the : 


pursuit of them.” | 


The sunrise of the Reformation reveals the 


utterance of Martin Luther commenting on the 
Gospel of Mark 16:17;18: “These signs [including the 

speaking in tongues] should be interpreted as 
applying to every individual Christian. When a person — 
is a Christian he has faith, and he shall also have the 


power to do these-signs.” 


Souer, in The History of the Christian Church, — 
writes that Martin Luther was a prophet, evangelist, — 
speaker in tongues and interpreter in one person, — 


endowed with all the gifts of the Holy Spirit. 


In 1688 some five or six hundred inhabitants of © 
Dauphiny and Viverais also manifested prophetical 
and © 
manifestation of speaking in tongues extended so 
Roman — 


and supernatural powers. Their doctrine 
widely that, through three dioceses, 
Catholicism seemed reduced almost to nothing. They 


encountered powerful resistance, however, from the 


church and government of France. From the shirt © 


which they wore this group of people became known ~ 


: 


as “Camisards”, a shirt inscribed in the dialect of 


Languedoc. 
The ministry of George Fox (1624-1691), 


founder of the Quakers, and his colleagues was 


confirmed with visions, healing, discernment and 


speaking in tongues. Philip Schaff lists the Quakers 


with those who practised glossolalia. 


W.C. Braithwaite, in a description of early Quaker — 


meetings wrote: “While waiting upon the Lord in 


silence, as often we did for many hours together, we 


received often the pouring down of the Spirit upon 
us, and our hearts were glad and our tongues loosed 
and our mouths opened, and we spake with new 
tongues as the Lord gave us utterance, and as His 
Spirit led us.” 


John Howie, in his inspiring book The Scots’ 
Worthies, gives numerous accounts of the early 
Scottish Reformers, many of whom _ performed 
miracles as remarkable as those of the early apostles. 
John Welsh, born in 1570, a converted thief, was 


greatly used of God. Writing on Welsh’s prayer life, ° 


Howie says: “An honest minister, who was Welsh’s 
parishioner, many a day said that: One night as he 
watched in his garden very late, and some friends 
waiting upon him in his house and wearying because 
of his long stay, one of them chanced to open a 
window towards the place where he walked, and saw 
clearly a strange light surround him, and heard him 
speak strange words about his spiritual joy.” 


In 1731, the Catholic Jansenist population of Paris 
| practised tongues, healing and prophecy. This evoked 
strong persecution from neighbouring Jesuits. Like 


the Camisards, Jansenists believed their speech 
faculties to be governed by a higher power. 

John Lacy, a convert of a group of Huguenots who 
had fled to England during the French persecution 


-under Louis XIV, became leader of a group who 


manifested ecstatic utterances and who were 
subsequently ridiculed by Shaftesbury.Sir R. Bulkley 
declares that he had heard Lacy repeat long sentences 
in Latin and another speak Hebrew, though, when 
not in the Spirit, they were incapable of it. 

It was at this time that a revivalist movement was 
spreading through Silesia, the chief factor of which 
was boys and girls of early age who spoke and prayed 
with wonderful power. 

Supernatural evidences were abundantly evident in 
the Methodist revival. Thomas Walsh, one of Wesley’s 
most recognised preachers, wrote in his diary on 
March 8th, 1750: “This morning the Lord gave mea 
language I knew not of, raising my soul to Him in a 
wondrous manner.” 

The Divine syllables of New Testament tongues 
continue to tremble across the unfolding spectrum of 
ecclesiastical history.

Why make yourself ill? 


asks Joseph Smith 


WHY is it that, in this enlightened age, so many 
people do those things which the doctors say are 
responsible for so much of the sickness in this 
country? 

I was preaching in one of our Elim churches 
somewhere in the Midlands, and I gave a list of the 
things which, I said, were responsible for sixty per 
cent of the sickness in this country. I did not know it, 
but sitting in that meeting were a specialist, a sister 
and a nurse from local hospitals. At the close of the 
meeting, the sister said to some of our people at the 
door: “Your speaker was wrong tonight. He said that 
the things he mentioned were responsible for sixty 
per cent of the sickness in this country. He should 
have said seventy per cent.”’ I accept the correction. 

We know that behind all sin and sickness is our 
great arch-enemy, Satan. There was neither sin nor 
sickness in this world when God created man in his 
own image, and pronounced that all that He had 
made was “Very good”. To Adam God said: “Of 
every tree of the garden thou mayest freely eat: But 
of the tree of the knowledge of good and evil, thou 
shalt not eat of it: for in the day thou eatest thereof 
thou shalt surely die” (Hebrew ‘“‘dying thou shalt 
die’). The moment when our first parents partook of 
that fruit, a change took place in their bodies. They 
became mortal. They knew it and ran to hide 
themselves. Being mortal, their bodies became 
subject, not only to death, but also to sickness. 
“Dying thou shalt die’ has been the order ever since. 
Sickness is really death in slow motion; it will end in 
death if it is not checked. Sickness and death are 
partners: sickness lays you low and death comes and 
finishes you off, but, “When all around was sin and 
shame A second Adam to the fight and to the rescue 
came.” Thank God for One who came that we might 
have life and have it more abundantly! 

God’s divine life is healing in its nature. “The first 
man Adam was made a living soul; the last Adam was 
made a quickening spirit” (1 Corinthians 15:45). 
“Now if any man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is 
none of His” (Romans 8:9). Christ who is in you is 
the same Christ who healed all manner of sickness 
and disease yesterday, “Jesus Christ the same 
yesterday, and today, and for ever” (Hebrews 13:8). 

The Spirit of Christ is healing in its nature. The 
fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, temperance” 
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(Galatians 5:22). Any doctor will tell you that these 
are healing in their nature. There never was a tonic 
put into a bottle so good for your glands, stomach, 
nerves and heart as love, joy and peace. If the Spirit 
of Christ were allowed to reign in the hearts and lives 
of men and women what a change it would make. 
How subtle is our great arch-enemy! No wonder 
Paul wrote: “Put on the whole armour of God, that 
ye may be able to stand against the wiles of the 
devil”. Those things which he will press upon us to 


accept are destructive in their nature and are ruinous 
to our mental, bodily and spiritual well-being. Here is _ 
a list of them, though I do not say that the list is 
complete by any means: anxiety, hatred, envy, — 
jealousy, spite, bitterness, anger, fear, discourage- 
ment, self-centredness, frustration, resentment, bad 


temper, agitation, unforgiveness, revenge, murmuring, 
self-pity, ingratitude, bearing a grudge, dissatisfaction 
and despair. . 


I will now quote just one verse from the Amplified ' 


New Testament: “Let all bitterness and indignation 


and wrath (passion, rage, bad temper) and resentment — 
(anger, animosity) and quarreling (brawling, clamour, — 


contention) and slander (evil-speaking, abusive or 


blasphemous language) be banished from you, with — 


all malice (spite, ill will or baseness of any kind).” 
(Ephesians 4:31).

It is said that anxiety, or worry is responsible for — 
eighty per cent of those who have ulcers. The Bible — 
says: “Be anxious for nothing; but in everything by . 
prayer and supplication with thanksgiving let your — 
requests be made known unto God. And the peace of — 
God, which passeth all understanding, shall keep your — 
hearts and minds through Jesus Christ” (Philippians — 


4:6,7). 


I will now give you a list of positive emotions — 


which mean so much to us physically, mentally and 


spiritually: love, joy, peace, faith, kindness, mercy, ~ 


forgiveness, hope, trust, thankfulness, 


courage, — 
goodness, compassion, humility, truth, righteousness, — 


gratitude, cheerfulness, contentment and encourage- — 


ment. 


Paul said: “For the kingdom of God is not meat | 


and drink; but righteousness, and peace, and joy in 
the Holy Ghost” (Romans 14:17). When these — 


positive emotions reign in our hearts and minds, the © 


glands pour into the bloodstream soothing and 
revitalising fluids, but, when negative emotions 


prevail, the same glands exude into the bloodstream 
poisonous acids which vitiate the bloodstream and 
lower our vitality and consequently our resistance to 
any germ which is on the warpath. 

Dr. William Sadler, the eminent specialist on 
nervous diseases, says: “If people lived in a truly 
Christian way half the diseases would drop off 
tomorrow morning and we would rise up a new 
superior race of human beings.” 

Dr. Alexis Carrell, a Nobel prize-winner, says: 


“Envy, hate and fear, when these sentiments are . 


habitual, are capable of starting organic changes and 
genuine diseases. Businessmen who do not know how 
to fight worry die young”. 

Dr. S.I. McMillen says: “What a person eats is not 
so important as the bitter spirit, the hates, and the 
feelings of guilt that eat at him. A dose of baking 
soda in the stomach will never reach these acids that 
destroy body, mind and soul.” 

Dr. English in his book mentions fear, sorrow, 
jealousy, envy, self-centeredness, ambition, rage, 
frustration, resentment and hatred as disease- 
producing emotions concerned with protecting and 
coddling the self, and they could be summarized 
under one title — self-centredness. 

Billy Graham says: “Harbouring ill feelings 
towards people brings indigestion, nervous tension, 
and eventually ulcers. It robs you of joy, it hinders 


your prayer life; it affects and clouds every day you 


live.” 

The Yorkshire Evening Press (March 20th, 1972) 
reported a meeting held in St. Clement’s Church, 
York, at which Dr. Coggan preached: “Dr. Coggan’s 
message was forgiveness — the most powerful 
therapeutic healing method in the world. He said: 
‘There are a lot of people here tonight and a lot of 
people in York who need this kind of healing. Many 
of the beds in our hospitals would be empty tonight 
if many people knew what it meant to forgive and be 
forgiven. If a man knows what forgiveness of sin is all 
about and has the right relationship with God and his 
neighbours, then a healing process is set in motion 
which affects the mind, the body and the whole 
being.” 

Solomon said: “A merry heart doeth good like a 
medicine: but a broken spirit drieth the bones,” and 
“A calm and undisturbed mind and heart are the life 
and health of the body, but envy, jealousy and wrath 
are as rotteness of the bones” (Amplified Bible). 

I could go on and quote from many renowned 
physicians, but space forbids. There is, however, one 
point on which the medical profession in general do 
not go far enough. While they proclaim the virtues of 
such things as love, joy and peace, and their effect on 
the human body, they do not exhort their patients 


sufficiently to get the one and only tree on which this. 
glorious fruit grows, viz. the Spirit of Christ (see 
Galatians 5:22,23). I suppose they leave that for us 
preachers to tell them! 

I must confess that I read my Bible for years and 
never connected the things which the Bible declares 
as being essential to virtue as being also essential to 
physical well-being and the things which the Bible 
condemns as being detrimental to my physical 
well-being and happiness. 

He who formed our frame made man a perfect

Testimony Time

SOME months ago, my wife andI drifted into the Elim 
Pentecostal Church here in Bath. We have both been 
greatly blessed by the fellowship and the ministry of 
this friendly gathering. 

Three years ago the last place that I would have 
entered on a Sunday would have been a place of wor- 
ship. I might have been in a prison cell, or a pub or 
with other meths drinkers, stinking in some derelict 
building, an appropriate place for a fellowship of 
human derelicts. My dear wife would have been at 
home praying in desperation that God would do some- 
thing about this hopeless drunkard of a husband. 

No one else could help. Doctors and psychiatrists 
had tried and failed. Alcoholics Anonymous had 
failed. A succession of prison sentences and hospital- 
isation had failed. At one time or another the whole 
spectrum of the social services and prison reformers 
had tried and failed miserably. 

The open Bible, left around hopefully, had for years 
offered no easy answer. After all, had I not been a 
Communist Party member? I didn’t accept religion or 
anything spiritually slanted. 

Then one day, the Lord Jesus introduced Himseif 
to my mixed-up twisted self. At an A.A. meeting, a 
fellow meths drinker told me about an Anglican vicar 
who helped drunkards and suggested that I visited 
him. .I dismissed the whole idea. I was an atheist: 
visit an Anglican minister, the Church of England, the 
Tory Establishment at prayer? — not for me! But our

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IN introducing himself to the Roman Church, Paul 
opens his heart in an affectionate expression of his 
desires for them: “without ceasing I make mention of 
you always in my prayers... I long to see you, that I 
may impart unto you some spiritual gift, to the end 
ye may be established” (1:9,11). His letter is then 
packed with sound doctrine and practical advice, 
which includes in chapter 12 an appeal for full 
dedication to the will of God: “With eyes wide open 
to the mercies of God, I beg you, my brothers, as an 
act of intelligent worship, to give Him your bodies, as 
a living sacrifice, consecrated to Him and acceptable 
by Him” (J.B. Phillips). 

We are not long in the family of God before we 
find ourselves engaged in bitter conflict in the battle 
between good and evil, between carnality and 
spirituality. Goodness is challenged by hostile forces 
of badness; unregenerate men are activated by wicked 
motives and desires: “All have sinned and come short 
of the glory of God” (Romans 3:23). In that 
reprobate society it is recorded of our Lord, however, 
that “He went about doing good” (Acts 10:38), and 
our value to our generation is determined by our walk 
with Him: “He that saith he abideth in Him ought 
himself also so to walk, even as He walked” (1 John 
2:6). To this end all exhortations of Scripture are 
directed, and that is Paul’s purpose in drawing 
attention to Christian graces in Romans chapter 12, 
concluding with the command: “Be not overcome of 
evil, but overcome evil with good.” Conformity with 
the world is enmity against God. A daily exercise of 
consecration to the way of Christ is demanded of 
those who would live the perfect life. 

The Bible teaches that Christians are under 
constant pressure from the world which constantly 
strives to force our minds into an anti-God mould: 
“For the interests of the flesh are hostile to God; 
they do not yield to the law of God’ (Romans 8:7, 
Moffatt). The battle for the mind has become 
_ determined and intense. If the Devil can pressurise 
our minds to lust for the things of this crooked 
generation he will achieve a tragic end result. It is well 
for us to remember that worldliness does not merely 
consist of the seven deadly sins. Unfortunately, many 
religious people bow at the altar of Mammon, others 
are driven by “the Bitch goddess of Success”, while 
some wear the status symbols of a fallen society, 
forgetting that the heart of Christianity is relationship 
with the lowly Nazarene. 

Paul puts his finger on the most important aspects 
of the believer’s progress to maturity: “Be ye 
transformed”, he says, “by the renewing of your 
mind.” This is sound psychology, for studies in the 
realm of the conscious and sub-conscious have proved

No part of our anatomy has such powers for good 
or ill as the brain, that remarkable piece of fragile 
apparatus poised at the top of the spinal column and. 
operating at times with the speed of a computer. 
Shakespeare’s question, “Canst thou not minister to a 
mind diseased?” has been repeated to doctors and 
psychiatrists for many years, all too often to be met 
with a shrug of the shoulders and the excuse, “We're 
doing the best we can.” — 3 


On the physical side the brain can be explained in 
terms of millions of atoms and molecules, a grey mass 
of cells, but this would be an evaluation on the same 
level of measurement as that applied to an earthworm 
or a blade of grass or the pigment on a Rembrandt 
masterpiece, indeed, of any other part of the physical 
universe, be the part animate or inanimate. Such a 
materialistic analysis falls short of the real truth, for 
within this region of the body lies the genius of 
personality, here originate the factors that cannot be 
measured by the most delicate gauges or observed 
through the most powerful microscopes: love, hate, 
passions, abstract ideas, appreciation of art. From this 
centre signals command every part of the human 
frame, sometimes with dazzling perfection of control 
and amazing rapidity. Down through the nerve tissues 
of the spinal column the impulses of the brain speed 
along the tiny nerve paths, jumping across the 
synapses and along the intricate system to all parts of 
the body. Reflex movements through the action of 
the sensory and motor nerves can be immediate, as, 
for instance, if we happen to touch something hot, 
the hand is withdrawn before we have had time to 
make a conscious decision that protective action is 
necessary. These movements are 
“unconditioned reflexes’, they are instinctive or 


inborn.

were demonstrated by the Russian physiologist 
Pavlov. Experiments were made with dogs. It was 
noted that the animals at first salivated when food 
was brought to them, but, if food was always 
accompanied by the ringing of a bell, then eventually 
the ringing of the bell alone was sufficient to cause 
salivation. Probes of this nature have proved that 
behaviour patterns are determined by mental activity. 
There is no part of our makeup entirely isolated from 
the mind. 

Thus Paul’s exhortation becomes practical as we 
relate the Word of God to our modern enquiries. We 
can be changed in behaviour and even physically by 
renewing our minds. J.B. Phillips puts it this way: 
“Don’t let the world around you squeeze you into its 
own mould, but let God remould your minds from 
within.” One physician remarked that “some people 
are draining back into their bodies the diseased 
thoughts of their minds,” and later, when asked to 
amplify his ideas, he said of those thoughts, ‘‘Oh, the 
usual. Fear is one; so is guilt. Another is gloominess 
or despondency. Of course, one of the worst is 
resentment. That really makes them sick.” 

How can we transform the mind? It must 
obviously come by redirecting our thoughts. Just as 
people who brood become dull and uninteresting and 
suspicious, so people who direct their thinking to 
higher and nobler things become better in behaviour 
and health. A mind renewed is a_ personality 
advancing towards certain crucial objectives, and the 
contents of Romans 12 provide us with sound advice 
in reaching our goal. We are to have warm affection 
for one another (v.10); we are to keep the fires of the 
spirit burning in our work for God (v.11); we are to 
‘maintain the habit of prayer (v.12); we are to share 
happiness with others and bless those who try to 
make life a misery (vv.14,15); we are not to be 
snobbish but to take an interest in ordinary people 

(v.16); and further, we are to have a sane estimate of 
our capabilities (v.3). If we are tempted to think ill of 


our neighbours or of our state in life, we can turn 
resentment and sadness into gladness by keeping to 
the injunction in Philippians 4:8,9: “Whatsoever 
things are true,... honest,... just,... DULe ysis 
lovely,... of good report, virtue, ... praise . . . think 
on these things.” 

Is it possible that we have become so engaged with 
the care of our bodies that we have overlooked the 
significance of the mind in our spiritual culture? Two 
famous cities in ancient Greece were noted for body 
development and mind training: Sparta and Athens. 
The former placed emphasis on the care of the body, 
the latter taught us to care for the mind. Both mind 
and body have an effective role within the Christian 
economy, for our bodies are the temples of the Holy 
Spirit and as such they have a sacred function. Our 
minds control the whole process of direction and con- 
secration to a spiritual isolation from the world, there- 
fore the renewing of the mind will imply self-control 
temperance, the cultivation of right living. 

The Psalmist provides us with excellent advice in 
this search for better things: “How shall a young man 
steer an honest course? By holding to Thy Word” 
(Psalm 119:9, N.E.B.). And Jesus Himself prayed for 
His disciples, “Sanctify them through Thy truth: Thy 
Word is truth” (John 17:17). The way of the world is 
a crooked path, easy to the tread of ambitious men, 
but it is one that leads to ruin. We can be caught up 
in the confusion of secular notions until our love for 
Christ wanes and our desire to reach out for the lost 
souls of men diminishes, our newspapers become 
more important to us than our Bibles, and our glossy 
magazines clutter our minds with the impedimenta of 
a frivolous society. Our great need as Christians today 
is to read and study the Word of God with diligence. 
Dr. Billy Graham tells us in his preface to a book 
about the Bible: “One of the greatest tragedies today 
is that, although the Bible is an available, open book, 
it is a closed book to millions... the greatest 
document available for the human race, needs to be 
opened, read and believed. A recent survey indicates 
that only twelve per cent of the people who say they 
believe the Bible actually read it every day, 
thirty-four per cent read it only once a week, and 
forty-two per cent read it only once in a great while.” 

The Word of God directs us lest we deviate from 
the narrow way, it stimulates us to reach out to a 
fallen world, it gives us hope when despair would 
overwhelm us in gloom, it encourages us to higher 
endeavour, it warns us of the folly of strife and 
vainglory: it covers every aspect of life. The constant 
reading of the Bible must have a salutary influence on 
every part of our lives.

ON December 29th, 1972 America’s world famous 
magazine Life ceased publication. 8,500,000 were 
once sold weekly, but soaring costs put paid to the 
magazine when selling at 50 cents or 21p. 

The magazine you are now reading first appeared 

in December 1919 as a quarterly containing twenty 
pages at threepence in our old currency. Now the 
ELIM EVANGEL is a weekly, still containing twenty 
pages, but almost exactly twice the size of the early 
EVANGEL pages and costs 5p. After fifty-three years 
our magazine is twice the original size and four times 
the original price, though I must leave to you this 
apparent conundrum! Viewing the cost, the circula- 
tion, and the content, it seems value for money, espe- 
cially in view of the heavy financial loss of almost 
every national daily paper. The British Communist 
Party’s national daily, The Morning Star, isin the red 
financially as much as it is red politically. It costs Ap 
for a six-page copy and it has been hinted that it may 
tise to Sp and decrease to four pages, but the faithful 
following will still pay the price and contribute to the 
special fund that keeps it going. 

I think that television’s and radio’s speedy news 
coverage for ear and eye make the main news of our 
dailies almost obsolete. By contrast, their general in- 
difference to and insipidity of presentation of the 
evangelical gospel demands more effort to present the 

Gospel by the printed word. I have beside me an 
ELIM EVANGEL with George Canty’s article about 
ELIM NEWS, specially published for mass circulation 
and costing 1p per copy. Today I also received my 
monthly Victory Tract Club news folder and tracts. 

_ V.T.C. was the brain child of a highly-esteemed Elim 

member. The folder says: ‘A Poster a month for 
£1.50 a year”; “A Tract a day for £1.50 a year”. 

The priceless Gospel can be spread comparatively 
cheaply. There is need and opportunity to do this by 

the printed word, even by those who cannot speak 
freely or preach.

Writing in this strain has been sparked off by a 
letter from a Christian district midwife who was parti- 
cularly interested in a previous feature I penned about 
a missionary literature venture in which she shares. 
Her varied hours of work deny her much fellowship, 
but she finds opportunity to send literature to mission 
fields and to distribute it from door to door in her 
own town. Her closing words make a fitting climax 
for my feature: “Surely we must get out of our rut of 
leaving it all to the Pastor or thinking only of church 
activities. Anyone can spare an hour or two a week to 
put vital Christian literature through the doors of our 
own streets. It would cost very little to do this regu- 
larly. Every one of us needs to be involved in God’s 
work in some way.”

THE Christmas recess means a temporary cessation of 
work. Parliament goes into recess, the Law Courts 
close. The children break up for Christmas and on 
Christmas Day no newspaper offices open. No trains, 
few buses run, in some towns, none at all. 

For some people there is no recess. Men still have 
to man our lighthouses on the rocky parts of our shores 
so that the warning lights may flash out clearly and 
strongly. There is water in our homes and gas and 
electricity to light and warm us. Such utilities must 
work for us whether it be to cook our turkey on 
Christmas Day or prepare our ice cream on the last day 
of summer. While some have a recess, for others it 
means work, work, work. 

There can be no recess in spiritual things and espe- 
cially in the realm of prayer. We must stand like the 
soldier at his post, fully armed and alert. There can 
be no recess at Christmas, New Year or at any time of 
the year. To be weak in prayer lowers the guard of the 
shield of faith and our enemy is always alert to hurl 
his fiery dart. Remember that Jesus in the Garden of 
Gethsemane told the disciples closest to Him to watch 
and pray, for the spirit is ready, but the flesh is weak. 

This may be a timely warning to readers of this 
column. There are the parties at school at the office 
or factory where temptation can come to us in any 
unguarded moment. This can leave its mark upon us. 
A year or so ago, I was using the London Underground 
to travel to a hospital to visit someone and it was 
Christmas Eve. The trains were unusually full for an 
afternoon and many were standing. How sad it was 
to see so many young people, who apparently had 
come from office parties, who found it hard to stand 
in the swaying train becausé they had had too much 
to drink. 3 

Remember there is no recess in the Christian life 
and service.

AT the first sign of opposition, John Mark pushed off 
to his mother’s quiet home in Jerusalem. Mark the 
mouse he was — no fettered feet at Philippi for him, 
thank you very much. He was not going to play 
“Aunt Sally” for any Lystran stone-thrower. It 
seemed that people those days were picking up stones 
faster than some people pick up colds. 

While Mark resolved to remain unmarked, Paul 
refused to be found unfruitful. “I bear in my body,” 
said Paul, ‘the marks of the Lord Jesus”, and again, 
“That I may know Him, and the power of His 
resurrection, and the fellowship of His sufferings, 
being made conformable unto His death”. To Paul, 
the scourge was the sign of success, pain was the price 
of power. Paul was scarred; Mark was scared. 

Many Pentecostal pioneers, who have laboured 
long, are going, or have gone. Who is to take the place 
of these tenacious torchbearers who have broken 
both body and bank balance for the Lord? 

The manpower is in our movement, the answer in 
our ranks. 

If God has called you, do not crouch like a quiet 
cobweb in the corner of “Crusaders” waiting for a 
sign in the sky ... do something about it. May we 


never linger lazily like giddy Gideons, laying fleeces 
like lino, praying for the proof of the proof. 

Scared to be scarred are you? Opposition is to be 
expected. One should never enlist in the army if one 
never expects to be shot at. 

After the Great Fire of 1666, Christopher Wren 
was commissioned to design the building we know as 
St. Paul’s. It was to be erected upon the ruins of the 
old Cathedral that had perished in the flames. As 
Wren rummaged among the rubbled ruins, he came 
across a stone which bore the inscription, “I will rise 
again,” but what fell to the flames within minutes, 
took thirty-five years to rebuild. 

Like the great Cathedral from its ruins, so Mark 
rose from his misfortune. It was twenty-five years 
past Perga (Acts 13:13) before Paul could write to 
Timothy and say, “Take Mark, and bring him with 
you; for he is profitable to me for the ministry.” 
Mark the mouse had become Mark the mighty. He 
who had been scared was scarred, though his scars 
were the wounds of a wasted waiting: they were not 


‘the scars of war. 


Paul is renowned for what he did for the Lord; 
Mark is renowned for what he could have done.

Twelve months later, after a sixteen-week drinking 
bout, I took an overdose of drugs and landed in hos- 
pital fora weekor so. A tough time that was for self- 
ish little me. My wife was actually consulting lawyers 
about a divorce. I’d been trying to stop drinking for 
four years, really trying. I went for every known treat- 
ment for alcoholism. It was a completely waste of 
time, I continued to drink. 

On leaving hospital, this minister’s name came to 
mind. Id only heard it once twelve months before. 
God was starting to work. I traced this clergyman. I 
borrowed five shillings from the Probation Officer to 
get over to Bristol to this chap’s vicarage. Yes, the 
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financial situation was that bad. This was the turning 
point, but it has been hard. The Devil is a wily and 
cunning fox. I did drink afterwards, but, in the end, 
Jesus was victorious in my life. I suppose that, in His 
wisdom, the Lord decided that here was a hard man 
from the north-east who still wants to learn the hard 
way and Jesus knew that, for me, it was the right way, 
the only way.

“David [came] to the top of the mount, where he 

worshipped God” (v.32). 
THIS was a strange time to worship. In flight, 
weeping as he went, barefoot and with his head 
covered, as in deep sorrow he. was, yet David 
worshipped God as always. 

His relationship with Absalom left much to be 
desired, yet he kept in communion with his Lord. 
“Let him do to me as seemeth good unto him” 
(v.26). David believed that the battle was, as always, 
the Lord’s. Absalom would not figure, nor the 
treachery of Ahithopel, but rather the will and mercy 
of God. 

Lord, let me ever worship You and entrust my 
ways to You.

“And when David was a little past the top of the 
hill, behold Ziba... met him, with a couple of asses 
saddled, and upon them... bread... raisins...

Bible Distribution to Treble by 1980 

FIVE hundred million copies of the Scriptures to be 
distributed annually by 1980 is the goal which the 
Bible Societies around the world set for themselves at 
the United Bible Societies meetings in Addis Ababa, 
Ethiopia. The UBS World Service Budget, which sup- 
ports Bible translation, production and distribution in 
areas where Bibles are sold at subsidised rates, will in- 
crease from£3,750,000in 1973 to £5 ,000,000 in 1977. 

Several distinct emphases have been given to UBS 
work. To help in the fight against illiteracy, selections 
from the Bible which can be used in literacy pro- 
grammes will be prepared in thirty-two fresh languages 
each year. Twenty million such selections will be pro- 
duced in the first year of this new series. There will 
also be texts for children, youth, students, women, and 
special groups and situations as opportunities emerge — 
in each language area and society. 

To achieve these goals, Bible Societies will need 
the increased participation of the Churches in their 
work as well as the modernizing of their own distri- 
bution policies and price structures. uns

Paul was sent; we are sent. Notice that he uses the 
word “apostello”, to send forth or away as a 
messenger with a commission, to announce a joyful 
message. We must do this everywhere, in churches, 
public halls, from door to door. It.is said of the early 
Methodists that they gossiped the gospel. 

We have good news for a perishing world. Do we 
really believe that all the unsaved will perish — 
husbands, wives, sons, daughters? I am sure that a 
vision of Hell would give us all a greater desire to save 
souls. 

When was the last time you led a soul to Christ? 
We are not saved just to be happy, but to serve God 
and to be His messengers to lost souls. The whole 
world rests under condemnation, wrath and the curse. 
An unsaved man is a child of the Devil and not a son 
of God. He is lost and helpless and in captivity to sin 
and Satan. How dare we keep the message from man? 
Jesus said, “If any one of you has a hundred sheep 
and loses one. of them, don’t you leave the 
ninety-nine in the wilderness and go after the lost one 
till you find it?” (Beck). 

We spend so much time looking after the 
ninety-nine that we have little or no time to seek the 
lost. I have heard of church members staying away 
from church in order to force the minister to call on 
them. 

We are told that, on the eve of Waterloo, Napoleon 
warned his soldiers of forward marches in front of 
them. “Soldiers’’, he cried, “this is the anniversary of 
past victoriés which twice decided the destiny of 
Europe. Go up and forward.” This is God’s command 
to us all — “Reaching forth unto those things which 
are before” (Philippians 3:13), “Straining to those in 
front” (F.F.), “Stretching forward” (W.T.).

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EARLY in the nineteenth century, in a London 
church under the ministry of Edward Irving, founder 
of the Catholic Apostolic Church, many spoke in 
tongues glorifying God. Unfortunately, fanaticism 
crept in and distorted what could have been a 
phenomenal surge of blessing, yet there were many 
other incidents free of any of the wild error that was 
tragically connected with the followers of Irving. Two 
such events are as follows. 

In the book, The Life of Robert Story, an incident 
regarding Mary Campbell, a godly Scots woman, is 
mentioned. She professed that she was employing 
herself in language study as a preparation for future 
missionary work, and was “looking out every day for 
the gift of tongues being poured out upon the 
church.” At last, one Sunday evening in March, 1830, 
when a company of her friends was present, Mary 
Campbell began to utter sounds which were 
incomprehensible to them and believed by her to be a 
tongue similar to those which were uttered on the 
Day of Pentecost. 

The second account is in the Memoirs of J. and G. 
McDonald, where the following is recorded: “During 
a prayer meeting, George, in whom nothing 
supernatural had ever previously appeared, and whose 
natural caution had made him the last of the family 
to welcome the supernatural manifestation in others, 
began suddenly to speak in an unknown tongue. 
James followed him and thus commenced that 
speaking in tongues which never afterwards ceased.” 
Both these brothers died in 1833 after living 
consistent, blameless Christian lives.

4. The Nineteenth Century 


to modern Times

Dr. Henry Drummond, a preacher and professor of | 


high repute, became an early follower of the Irvingite 
movement. His two brilliant books, The greatest 
Thing in the World and Natural Law in the Spiritual 
World, have made his name familiar to many. 
Archdeacon Stopford had the opportunity of 
listening to the operation of tongues and had found 


it: ““A sound as I had never heard before, unearthly 


and unaccountable.’ He perceived precisely the same 
sounds in the Irish revival of 1859. 
The Curé d’Ars is another conspicuous character 


of the nineteenth century. We can assume that he — 
spoke in tongues, as the following quotation from his — 


life story reveals: “Soeur Marie Francoise came to his 
confessional in Holy Week, either in 1849 or 1850. 
When she had finished her confession, she said to 
him. ‘What does God want of me, Father?’ 


“Ah, my child,’ said the frail, sweet voice, And — 


then for the space of five minutes he seemed to be 
talking to himself in an unknown tongue. Anyway, 
she did not understand it. ‘Astounded, I looked at his 


face. He seemed beside himself. I thought he was | 
seeing God. Judging myself unworthy of remaining in — 


the presence of so great a saint, I withdrew, very 
much afraid.’ The Curé d’Ars knew only the French 
and Latin languages, so evidently in this event he 
spoke an utterance of tongues. 


In 1873, speaking in tongues was witnessed in the — 
swell of the great crusades of Dwight L. Moody. Rev. — 
Robert Boyd, a Baptist minister and intimate friend — 
of the famous evangelist, reported the following in his — 


book, Trials and Triumphs of Faith: “When I got to 


the rooms of the Y.M.C.A., I found the meeting on — 
fire. The young men were speaking with tongues and 


prophesying.” 
Speaking in tongues also occurred in the Russian 


and Armenian revivals. G.F. Atter writes: “It will — 


surprise many to learn that Pentecost fell in Russia 
over 100 years ago and that Russians took the 
message to Armenia about eighty years ago. People 
were filled with the Spirit. Prophecies were given by 
ignorant peasants, foretelling the time when peace 
would be. taken from the earth and that the 
Armenians were to flee to a foreign land to safety.” 

Remarkable examples of speaking in tongues 
occurred in the great Welsh revival of the early 


1900’s. The Yorkshire Post newspaper of December 


27th, 1904, declares: “Now comes the remarkable — 
the most remarkable feature of the present revival. 
These young Welshmen and Welshwomen, who knew 
little or no Welsh and who certainly cannot carry on a 
sustained conversation in their parents’ tongue, and 
who are supposed to have derived little or no benefit 
from the Welsh services, now, under the influence of 
the revival, voluntarily take part in public prayer — 
but the tongue is almost always not the familiar 
English, but. the unknown ... Welsh Biblical phrases, 
and the particular idiomatic expression connected 
with a Welsh prayer which they never used before, 
and which they were supposed hitherto not to be able 
to understand, trip off their tongues with an ease and 
an aptness which might be supposed to indicate long 
and familiar usage.” 

‘In 1900, the Holy Spirit visited the Bethel Bible 
College in Topeka, Kansas, where forty students 
under Charles Parham were fervently searching for 
understanding of the Baptism in the Holy Spirit. “A 
mighty spiritual power filled the entire school,” were 
Parham’s own words. Speaking in tongues was later 
witnessed. 

No.312 Azusa Street, an old broken down livery 


stable in Los Angeles, became a divinely-appointed 
centre in the early 1900s, where hundreds came from 
all over the globe to the receive the Baptism in the 
Holy Spirit. The power of God resided in this odd 
place in an amazing manner. It became a Bethlehem 
stable, a Jerusalem upper room where many stumbled 
upon Jesus the Baptiser. 

In 1907, Pentecostal manifestations burned within 
the hallowed walls of All Saints Anglican Church in 
Sunderland. “Strange revivalist scenes — Vicar’s child 


talks Chinese” splashed one sensational newspaper 


headline. 

A Baptist minister from Plymouth recorded in 
1913 the following that was occurringin his church: 
“Numbers have been baptised in the Holy Ghost with 
the Bible signs and come through speaking with new. . 
tongues.” 

1915 saw the birth of the “Elim Evangelistic 
Band” under George Jeffreys. This blossomed into 
the “Elim Foursquare Gospel Alliance” in 1918. 

The twentieth century is beginning to see a 
tremendous, unprecedented outreach of these 
miraculous demonstrations of the Holy Spirit that is 
world-wide in its manifestation. It has been estimated | 
that a global figure of approaching thirty million 
people have experienced this spiritual phenomenon of 
speaking in tongues, a figure far too large to ignore or 
dismiss. ; 

Adherents of many godly denominations are 
finding a new depth and realism in their Christian 
experiences after receiving the Baptism in the Holy 
Spirit and speaking with other tongues, a realism, as 
we have seen, that the heavy feet of pagan history 
have failed to stamp out.

11. Hindrances to the Call of God (Genesis 11:31) 


ABRAM and his family are considered to have been 
of considerable importance in Ur of the Chaldees, a 
city of moon-worshippers. In order to accomplish His 
purpose, the Lord called Abram to leave his family 
and city to go to a land which He would show him. 
When Abram announced his call, his family decided to 
go with him, but his father had had no experience 
with the Lord and no call. He was only a temporary 
enthusiast and, when the first excitement worked off, 
he settled in Haran and all the family settled with him, 
including Abram. Abram made no progress until his 
father died; only then did he enter Canaan. Not until 
the hindrance was removed could the Lord fulfil His 
plan. 

Christians are called to live for the Lord Jesus Christ, 
_ to be His witnesses. Satan will always try to hinder 


anyone who has been called to serve the Lord and he 
uses many things to distract us and to turn us from 
our purpose. Sometimes, as with Abram, it may be 
our own family. We can allow personal ambition to 
have first place in our plans. Perhaps money, or the — 
things that money can buy, so fill our life that we 
have little time to give to serve the Lord. 


In the parable of the Sower the Lord Jesus spoke 
of some folk being like seed sown among thorns. He 
said of them: “The care of other things entering in 
choke the Word and they become unfruitful.”

CATALYSIS describes a chemical reaction to a 
substance which is added but not consumed in the 
reaction. The Church of Jesus Christ is the Body of 
Christ in the world. From its beginning the presence 
of the Church has produced a reaction from the 
world. 

Jesus warned of this reaction in numerous ways: 
““For My sake” the world will persecute, hate, kill and 
react in other ways. Jesus also claimed that the 
powers of hell would not consume or destroy the 
Church. This describes the work of Christian 
missionaries at home and overseas. Our task is to 
plant in the world the Church, understanding that 
this will bring about reaction, but in no doubt that, 
no matter how severely the Church may be 
persecuted, it will prevail (Ephesians 5:25—27). 

During a recent furlough, we met a number of 
young people who felt called to serve the Lord as 
missionaries overseas, particularly in S.E. Asia. 
Mentally, I tried to put each one down in bustling, 
cosmopolitan Hong Kong, rapidly urbanizing Taiwan 
or slow-moving, Buddhism-saturated Thailand to 
visualize how they would ‘fit’. I recalled that the 
constantly changing phases of these S.E. Asian 
countries call for careful examination of the kind of 
missionaries needed. Not all our traditional concepts 
of either the right candidates or the best 
commissioning agency have proved valid. 

Having spent more than thirty years in Asia, I have 
become convinced of two things. We are fearfully 
insufficient in co-workers of the right type and we do 
not always know where to get them. 

New missionaries were sent to us in 1971, but 
people in our churches forget that those missionaries 
who are already on the field don’t last for ever. They 
wear out, break down, and sometimes, because of 
God-appointed responsibilities to parents and 
children, they must return home. 

If we divide the numberof missionaries who are 
withdrawn each year into the total number of our 
field force overseas, we will discover the average

length of service. This does not only mean that we 
have to replace those who are withdrawn each year as 
replacements of those retiring veterans or missionary 
casualties; we must also try to meet the 
urgently-needed requests from each field. New 
missionaries cannot be sent to one country until we 
have fulfilled our existing commitments to others. 
Thailand has only one Christian for every 1,000 
people and whole provinces are still unevangelized. In 
Taiwan Christians form 2.5% of the population. Where 
can we find the new workers that are needed? 

Not everybody who graduates from Bible School: 
necessarily has a contribution to make. Merely 
volunteering during a missionary convention does not 
mean that anyone has a contribution to make either. 

On some fields, the Christian Church shows a 
painfully slow rate of growth. One factor behind this 
has been the ineffective means used to communicate 
the Gospel. Even in the North American culture, we 
are aware of some earnest, sincere, dedicated 
Christians who use Reformation English, threadbare 
clichés and religious jargon that fail to make the 
Gospel relevant to those who need to hear and 
understand. It is desperately hard to find true 
evangelists who can speak to non-Christians in a way 
they will want to hear and really communicate the - 
Gospel to them. It is even harder to find missionaries 
who will understand a foreign culture and learn a 
language well enough effectively and relevantly to 
communicate the Gospel to other people. 

We have a personnel problem with missionaries 
who fail to find their niche in the Lord’s work 
overseas. There are others who seem to have the 
happy gift of finding a niche wherever they land! A 
whole family was recently lost to one of our Bible 
Schools in S.E. Asia because, even after three terms, — 
they had not got in with the local people. The former — 
type lack adaptability and an understanding of the 
basic function of missionaries, while the latter, no 
matter where they are put, always contribute 
something. Where can we find them? 


- Today’s missionary needs to be one who can train 
national Christians and develop indigenous leadership. 
Just to have more missionaries is not enough when we 
are setting out to train national leaders. Once there 
are emerging churches, however small, we must train 

their leaders to teach others. Missionary candidates 
who have given some kind of proof that they can go 
to places where no churches exist, establish churches 
and then leave them, are exactly what are needed. 
These are not usually young people, yet we have to 
bear in mind that 40—45% of Asia is under fifteen 
years of age. Thus it is imperative that abilities like 
these should be recognized early so that a correct 
sequence of training can be given. We must identify 
these potential church planters for overseas countries 
before they build mental ivory towers or become 
theologically set in our culture. Particular gifts and 
abilities are demanded, so that those who are taught 
and trained in a foreign environment will go on 
effectively to instruct. and build up the Christian 
Church in that place. This is the most urgently 
needed contribution missionaries must make today. 


How can we find people of this calibre? We have 
developed a formula for screening candidates; has it 
proved to be the perfect answer? Too often we place 
an over-emphasis on a person’s willingness rather than 
upon their aptitude or worthiness. All of us recognize 
that the Holy Spirit gives spiritual gifts to every 
believer. I am equally confident that in every 
congregation there are some outstanding people like 
Barnabas, Silas and Timothy in the Early Church, 
who are outstanding because of the contribution they 
have to make. These are our modern missionary 
candidates — CHRISTIAN CATALYSTS, the ones 
who can be put into almost any place and be effective 
and fruitful. 


Attendance at a School of Missions does not 
always bring to light every side of a candidate’s 
character, since they tend to put on a good front and 
they are in an artificial, set situation. The ideal 
situation in which to test the qualifications of a 
candidate is still the church-related or pioneer 
outreach, which in some respects resembles the one in 
which he or she will one day function overseas. It 
may take a year or two to establish a young couple’s 
potential for making a contribution overseas, but the 
testimony of those of his own assembly or district 
with whom he has lived and worked under normal 
conditions for a sustained period should be our 
measure. Barnabas had been a respected member of 
the Jerusalem church for some time. Silas was “a 
chief man among the brethren”’ and “‘a prophet also 
himself.” Timothy, we are told, was “well spoken of 
by the brethren that were in Lystra and Iconium.” 


One young man (and what overseas field is not 
asking for men!) with a university degree and nearly 
completing his Bible School training sat with me 
recently; he felt that there would be no problems 
with these qualifications. I found that he had made 
no contribution to any assembly and I could not 
recommend him as a missionary candidate until he 
had. He was counselled to prove his call in a local 
church for a period of time lest he become an 
unnecessary casualty overseas. 

There are still too many misfits stranded on 
various mission fields overseas who felt called as 
individuals and just went. We should seek together to 
make our contribution by sending those whom we 
appoint as the Lord guides. At local, district and 
national level they should meet the standards raised 
by the following questions: 

1. Can they lead people to the Lord? 

2. Are they people with initiative? 

3. Are they psychologically mature or taught? 


4. Have they been successfully utilized in 
church-planting? 
5S. Are they adaptable to new ways of 
communication? 


The Home-Call of Percy N. Corry

OLDER members and ministers in our Elim Move- 
ment will be sorry to learn of the home-call of one of 
our earliest senior ministers, Pastor P.N. Corry. He 
had recently been living with his niece in Nantwich, 
Cheshire. He passed away peacefully to be with the 
Lord on December 14th. ; 

Mr. Corry was a missionary in India when the first 
world war broke out. He then entered the army and 
served as a Captain in the Indian Army for some tim 
Afterwards he came into the Elim ministry in which 
he worked untiringly, not only as Pastor of our 
Clapham and Croydon churches, but also as Dean of 
Elim Bible College from 1926-1939. He was.a versatile 
leader, a good soloist, and a gifted lecturer and Bible 
teacher. 

Here is an example of his leadership. While serving 
in the army he was asked to lead a company of Indian 
soldiers to a specified place and to get them there by 
all means at a certain time. His general told him that 
he would never do it, but Corry knew how to lead men. 
He asked a corporal to lead his horse while he walked 
at the head of the company and set the pace for his 
men to follow. He got them there on time. 

Our sympathies go out to his loved-ones who 
mourn his loss, but we will not say, ““He’s gone!”’, but 
““He’s arrived!”’.

York Elim 
Pentecostal 


Church 


YORK is a city steeped in history, much of it 
ecclesiastical, a city proud of its 1,900 years of 
tradition, association with royalty, and magnificent 
cathedral. Here, in the shadow of the beautiful 
medieval Minster, lies the Elim Pentecostal Church. 
Externally it-is not imposing, but inside it is a hive of 
activity. 

The large building was originally the city’s Central 
Mission. Today, it is often referred to as York’s 
Conference Centre, as it is used by many Christian 
and evangelical organisations for large rallies. Many 
have sought and received their Pentecostal experience 
in our church, for we have never lowered the 
Pentecostal flag. 

It all started in the early 1930s when a Mrs. 
Pawson, along with a Swedish nurse, heard of the 
Pentecostal blessing and longed to know more of it. 
As a result, a small group began to gather in this 
lady’s home to seek enlightenment and to pray, 
“Lord, send us someone”. God answered! In 
February, 1934, George Jeffreys and his evangelistic 
team arrived to campaign in the Exhibition Buildings. 
Crowds of people queued for the doors to open. God 
moved. Souls were saved and bodies were healed. 
Revival had come, and with it a surge of mighty 
Baptisms in the Holy Spirit. The campaign finished, 
but the blessing went on. Part of the team stayed on 
to establish a church which then met in the Co-op 
Hall. From here the church moved to St. George’s 
Hall, but the people needed a spiritual home of their 
own. Again prayer prevailed, and the Central Mission 
became available. 

Much had to be done before services could be held 
as the building had for a considerable time been used 
as a warehouse. However, with God all things are 
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possible. Willing hands, hard work, still more hard 
work, and much prayer were the ingredients needed 
to convert the building back into a house of God. 
Pastors and people worked hard to make the church 
what it is today. 

Many of Elim’s finest pastors have contributed to 
its history. Today we have three strong Sunday 
schools which are staffed by fifty teachers and 
helpers, and eight youth departments in the central 
church and the branch areas. Most of the workers 
themselves have come through the Sunday schools 
and youth branches. Through the York Sunday 
school have passed three of our present-day ministers 
and two missionaries. Our veteran minister, Pastor J. 
Woodhead, is still actively working from our York 
Church of which at one time he was the Pastor. 

To what do we attribute the success? We are still a 
little old-fashioned! We have our weekly prayer 
meeting in true Pentecostal style, a weekly Bible 
Study, when only Scripture is expounded, and a 
convention every Saturday night. Sunday is 
“Son-day” from 10.20 a.m. often to 10.20 p.m. when 
there is an almost continuous programme of various 
meetings. A keen, active missionary work is another 
aspect of the spiritual balance and maturity of the 
church. We publish our own magazine of news and 
local items. 

A book could well be written of God’s blessings in 
the York church. Although we stand in the shadow of 
the Minister, we stand alive and active in the full 
glory of God’s pentecost. By God’s grace we will 
make our Church a landmark in the history of York 
and a beacon to the glory of God.

A Message from the Pastor: Rev. A. Brooks 


MANY of my twenty-seven years as a pastor anda 
few more as a lay preacher, have been spent in 
endeavouring to promote revival by prayer, 
campaigns, and various evangelical drives. One thing 
has stood out more than anything else in all my 
efforts, namely OBSTACLES. 

The greatest obstacle to revival is Stele 
themselves. They realise their own personal need of 
revival, indeed they pray,give and work to this end, 
but.then they blast to atoms the first signs of revival! 

IDOLATRY is a cause, for they forget that ours is 

a jealous God. He says: “No other gods before Me”, 
but how quickly in this modern age goods become 
gods, possessions possess us, creed no_ longer 
dominates conduct, belief does not behave. 

AN UNFORGIVING SPIRIT is a further reason. 
Many pray, “Lord, send a revival; start Thy work in 
me’’, yet pass without smile, word or handshake 
another brother or sister who years, or maybe only 
weeks ago, did them an injustice or said an unkind 
word, probably because they themselves where 
‘unhappy, harrassed or backslidden at the time. 
Revival means renewing, reawakening. Let us renew 
and reawaken old friendships and _ fellowships; 
forgiveness speeds revival. 

OMISSION needs consideration. We pray at home, 
yet we frequently omit to pray together in the prayer 
meeting. This deflates your pastor. Your presence 
would revive him. We omit the commands of His 


Word, like water baptism, the baptism in the Holy 


Spirit according to Acts2, and separation and 
holiness in our daily living. We omit the fruit and gifts 
of the Spirit, neglecting their operation in the 
Church. We pray for revival, but we omit things 
pertaining to it. 

How can we surmount these obstacles and bring 
revival? We must get more of God and let God get 
more of us. We need more prayerful heart-searching, 
forgiving and forgetting. So be it, Lord! 


Search ME, O God, and know MY heart today! 
Try ME, O Lord, and know MY thoughts I pray — 
See if there be some wicked way in ME; 

Cleanse ME from every sin, and set ME free.”’

ON November 9th, 1972, Anthony Jeffs, aged 21, 
was given a life sentence of not less than twenty years 
at Birmingham Crown Court. His crime was the 


cold-blooded killing of a policeman. He was described 


in court as a man with a ghastly animosity towards all 
policemen and that he had been known to boast that 
one day he would “get” a copper. Sadly, he is now 
paying for his crime, but his life has been marred. He 
is a convicted murderer and, unless God gets hold of 
him, he will become one in the ever-growing ranks of 
sullen, resentful and violent men who rot their lives 
away in our over-crowded gaols. 

How cheering, then, it is to turn to a story with a 
happy ending and yet with a similar beginning, from 
Foxie of Australia. “After being picked up by the 
police for many offences, while I was drunk, I 
developed one ambition, and that was to shoot a 
policeman. Thank God that ambition, like a lot of 
other ambitions, fell through.” Foxie, a one-time 
criminal came from a loving, over-indulgent family. 
He drifted into heavy drinking and eventually burned 
a police car and was found to be in possession of a 
revolver. He finished up in jail, but went on to burn 
two more police cars and so did a spell in J Ward, 
'Pentridge Gaol, Victoria, Australia. A few years later, 
he ended up in Ararat maximum security institution 
for the criminally insane. Foxie was eventually 
discharged and, cutting adrift from his wife and two 
daughters, he ran away, ostensibly to make a fresh 
start in a new town, but in truth he was trying to run 
away from himself. 

Destitute and despairing, he landed in Brisbane 
and, with his last eight shillings, he bought four 
bottles of methylated spirits. This seemed to be the 
beginning of the end and he was taken to hospital 
where, all unknown, God had his man waiting to 
meet Foxie on his arrival. For the first time in his life, 
he was made to realise his need of God. Alas, five 
weeks later, he was back in jail, but the Lord who had 
spoken to him earlier had another messenger waiting

for him. He carried a Gideon Bible and inquired 
kindly into the problem facing Foxie. With 
conviction he affirmed: “God is your only hope” and 
added, “Would you like me to read a few psalms to 
you?” This man continued to tell of the goodness and 
lovingkindness of God and the message of hope 
began to penetrate the poor tormented brain. So 
much so that, when Foxie was released, he actually 
smuggled a Gideon Bible out of the institution with 
him. 

He began to attend Alcoholics Anonymous 
meetings and was encouraged further by the emphasis 
they placed on the spiritual side of their programme. 
It was good to know that in seven of the A.A’s 
suggested steps towards recovery, God is implicated. 
Here in his own words is the description of how at 
last he found deliverence from sin and peace of mind: 
“So praying daily and being as humble as possible, I 
found that God began to show Himself to me in a 
way that I recognised for the first time. I found that 
not only could I humble myself and ask God to take 
away the desire for alcohol, but also to take away my 
defects of character. It was not until I had a spiritual 
awakening that I completely surrendered my life to 
the Lord Jesus Christ.” 


A new life began for Foxie. He started to work as 
a building contractor and, in the wonderful 
providence of God, met again the man who placed 
the Gideons’ Bible in his hand. Greatly strengthened 
by this encounter with God’s messenger, he went on 
into the deeper experience of the filling of the Holy 
Spirit and tremendous joy ensued. He is now reunited 
with his wife and family and is a keen Gideon himself 
and, from the precious Book he has learned to love, 
he points to Psalm 40:2 as his testimony. 


Once again we have up-to-date evidence of the 
wonder-working power of God to transform lives and 
to solve the problems of crime and alcoholism which 
are bedevilling society today.

AN Alsatian nearly bit me once, 

I could feel its hot breath on my foot when its 
owner shouted, “STOP!” It stopped. I didn’t. 

I suppose if he’d shouted, “Go!” I'd have been 
pedigree dog food! Though I was close to a severe 
heart attack, I couldn’t help but admire the animal’s 
perfect, instant obedience to its master’s command. 
One word and my sole was saved. 

God has never been one to waste words. 

He’s overflowingly bountiful, to say the least, but 
He is never wasteful. Jesus achieved more with one or 
two words, or with a short, punchy sentence, than if 
He’d entered into alengthy discussion. Men left every- 
thing they had at the sound of two words: “Follow 
Me”. He once tranquilised an angry sea with three 
words, “Peace, be still”. The word *““come”’ is used 
over 500 times in Scripture. Peter defied Isaac 
Newton’s theories by walking on the water when he 
heard from the Master’s lips that one word, “Come”. 
Peter was also sensitive enough to be moved by a look 
from the master. One woman had the greatest reve- 
lation she ever had when Jesus said but one word to 
here, only her name, “Mary”’. 

God gave all He had and told us all that we need to 
know about Him and His salvation when He gave us 
“THE WORD”. 

God speaks in a still, small voice. If He spoke to 
some folk by wind, fire or earthquake, they still 
wouldn’t hear Him, let alone obey Him. Very often 
our problem has something to do with our ability to 
LISTEN. Jesus, on one occasion, told His disciples 
concerning what He said about His death and resurrec- 
tion, to let His sayings sink down into their ears. 
Judging from their frightened, confused reactions after 
the crucifixion, they hadn’t understood, but in this 
day of the out-poured Spirit there’s no reason why we 
shouldn’t hear and understand. 

The disciples had it easy compared with Elisha. He 
never heard a word. Elijah just walked up and threw 
a cloak upon him. To Elisha that was the call of God, 
and he left all and entered God’s school. Today Elijah 
might have to use something a little heavier and harder 
than his cloak! He might need a brick for some! 

Hearing God’s voice surely applies to every realm of 
the Christian life. Little Tim, who lived in a slum 
area, attended a Sunday school and gave his heart to 
Jesus. Another boy, trying to destroy Tim’s new- 
found faith, asked, “If God really loves you, why 
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Have y

doesn’t He take better care of you? Why doesn’t He 
tell someone to buy you a pair of shoes? Tim stopped 
and thought and, as the tears welled up in his eyes, he

Surely we don’t need God to shout in our ears to 
see the need for individual involvement in God’s ser- 
vice. We just need to open our eyes. You don’t have 
to have a theological visitation from Gabriel to be 
called of God. You need an open ear. Whether it’s, 
“Feed My sheep” or simply, “Go”, if it comes from 
God, then one word is enough.

Monday, February Sth 2 Samuel 17:15—29 

“Came to a man’s house in Bahurim”’ (v.18). 
“BAHURIM” means “low ground”, and it indeed 
marked a low point of shame and ridicule in David’s 
life when he was cursed there by Shimei (2 Samuel 
16:5). Now the Lord used a woman of Bahurim to 
save the messengers and thus, very probably, to 
preserve king David’s life, Rabbah of the children of 
Ammon (17:27). 

Ammon, too, had been a place of avowed humility 
to David, but now it provided for David and 
comforted his people. 

How wonderful God is! He makes the low places 
of sorrow and the very places of cursing and enmity 
to become the high places of joy, blessing and peace. 


Tuesday, February 6th 2 Samuel 18:1—18 
“He took three darts ... and thrust them through 

the heart of Absalom” (v.14). 

THIS battle was not so much between opposing 

peoples, but rather between personalities. The loyal 

followers of David knew it and refused to let their 

king take to the field (v.3). Joab, knew it too. With 


the single-mindedness of a fighting man, he and his 


young bodyguard slew Absalom and then blew the 
trumpet for disengagement. Their fight was not 
against the people of Israel. God give us 
single-mindedness in the war against the devil. 


Wednesday, February 7th 2 Samuel 18:18—33 
“He is a good man, and cometh with good tidings” 
(v.27). 


WHAT a blegsed combination of character is found 
among David’s followers. On the one hand was the 
single-mindedness of Joab, who unrelentingly slew 
the enemy, and on the other hand were the pity and 
tender understanding of Ahimaaz. 

As well as a faces of flint towards evil, may God 
grant us hearts of tenderness and sympathy towards 
the people. 


Thursday, February 8th 2 Samuel 19:1—15 
“The king saved us ... Now therefore why speak ye 
not a word of bringing the king back?” (vv. 9,10). 
“Judah ... sent this word to the king, Return” 
(v.14). “And Judah came to ... meet the king, to 
conduct the king” (v.15). 


ISRAEL talked of bringing the king back to his 
rightful place in their lives, but they never got beyond 
mere words. 

Judah had not even talked of bringing back the 
king, but, when they were presented with the idea 
they were first to act. They invited the king, met the 
king and conducted the king into the city. 

May we always stimulate that sort of action in 
men’s hearts. 


Friday, February 9th 2 Samuel 19:16—30 

“And Shimei ... came down ... to meet the 
king.” (v.16). “And Mephibosheth ... came down to 
meet the king” (v.24). 
TWO men of doubtful allegiance these were, but 
notice that Mephibosheth, of the house of Saul, had 
boldly mourned for the king right through the period 
of exile and that he asked no blessing and required no 
gift, save that of receiving again the peace of the 
palace. Compare Shimei’s alleged confession and 
sorrow before David. Though David’s forgiveness was 
granted, yet later David found reason to command 
Solomon his son concerning Shimei, “Hold him not 
guiltless.” (1 Kings 2:9). “But the king spared 
Mephibosheth” (2 Samuel 21:7). 

We should earnestly examine our allegiance to the 
Lord and cry, “Come, Lord Jesus!” 


Saturday, February 10th 2 Samuel 19:31—43 

“Why should the king recompense it me with such 
a reward?” (v.36). 
BARZILLAI was a “very great man’’. He and his sons 
(1 Kings 2:7; notice the word “they’’) had protected 
the king and provided for his needs while he was in 
exile. What a lovable, grand old man was this! “‘The 
king kissed Barzillai’’ with real affection, yet Barzillai 
pressed no matter of recompense or “rights’’, merely 
asking a favour at David’s discretion. It was not so 
with Israel, who boldly asserted that they had “ten 
parts in the king” (v.43). 

We have no exclusive rights to God, but, in His 
mercy, we can serve Him. 


Sunday, February 11th 2 Samuel 20:1—26 

‘And there happened to be there a man of Belial” 
(v.1). . 
SUCH a man is always available! A “ship going to 
Tarshish”, or merely someone willing to “go 
a-fishing’’, are expedients always present to divide or 
to deflect. 

“So Amasa went ... but he tarried longer than the 
set time” (v.5). There is no time for delay in the king’s 
service. Amasa’s punishment was harsh, but David’s 
fears were realistic. and Joab’s zeal was 
commendable. 
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THE newest and most used word in our evangelical 
vocabulary is the word “decisions”. We frequently 
hear in crusade reports of so many “decisions being 
registered”, or we hear preachers encouraging people 
to make their “decisions for Christ”’. 

This word is not derived from Scripture. The word 
“Trinity” is not found in the Bible, but the doctrine 
of the Trinity is clearly taught in the scriptures. The 
danger in using the word “decision” lies not in the 
fact that it is a man-made word, but that it is a 
man-made. substitute that to a large extent has 
replaced Scriptural words. 

When Jesus talked of the miracle of divine grace in 
which a sinful man is reconciled to his Maker, He 
used such words as “repent” and “‘be converted” (see 
Luke 13:3; Mathew 18:3). Both these words imply a 
radical change. When a man repents and is converted 
he experiences a change in his direction and a change 
in his eternal destination. He turns from the broad 
road that leads to Hell and destruction and starts on 
the narrow road that leads to eternal life. To effect 
this great transformation a new nature is given to the 
sinner by the Holy Spirit and thus the converted 
man’s life is changed and he serves Christ and 
righteousness instead of self and sin. 

A decision often bears little or no resemblance to a 
conversion. A decision, by definition, is an act of the 
intellect, and perhaps the reason why some are seen 
to make decisions at crusades and are not 
subsequently seen in churches as spiritual Christians, 
is because their “conversion” amounted to no more 
than an intellectual decision. 

In our great desire to see people saved, we can 


make the mistake of diluting the gospel and making it 


easy for a person to make an acknowledgement 
Justification is by faith and in that respect it is easy, 
but it is also difficult for people to be saved. We 
cannot experience the joy of salvation without first 
knowing what it is to sorrow on account of our sin 
and we will never know the peace of God until we 
realise that, as sinners, we are enemies of God and 
children of wrath. The way to heaven and eternal life

lies beyond a “narrow gate”. 


A iich young ruler came to Jesus and asked, 
“Good Master, what must I do to inherit eternal 
life?’’ (Mark 10:17). The answer from many today in 
response to the same question would probably be, 
“Sign this decision card and believe a certain Bible 
promise.’ Jesus was not content to send a young man 
away with a false assurance of salvation. He saw that 
the ruler loved his money more than anything else, so 
He told him to give all he had to the poor. Sadly, the 
claims of discipleship, self-sacrifice and self-denial, 
were too great for the young man. At this point some 
would suggest that Jesus was asking the young ruler 
to be a disciple, and advocate that discipleship is 
something extra to becoming a Christian, but Jesus 
put the claims of discipleship in answer to the request 
for eternal life. It is wrong to think that a person can 
be a Christian without being a disciple. Some exhort 
people, who presumably have made a decision and 
have not progressed in the Christian life, to accept 
Jesus as their Lord and become a disciple, but this . 
assumes that the personality of Christ can be 
dissected and this false assumption is not Scriptural. 
Jesus is not Saviour unless He is also Lord. At his 
conversion on the Damascus Road, Saul said, “Lord, 
what wilt thou have me to do?” Christians must be 
disciples. It was not the Christians who became 
disciples, but the “disciples were called Christians” 
(Acts 11:26). 


We usually achieve the standard for which we aim. 
In the work of evangelism we should set our sights 
high. If we aim for and are content with decisions, 
then these are all that we shall have, with the 
superficiality that they so often bring, but the need 
today is for disciples, men and women to whom 
self-sacrifice is no hardship, and for whom service, 
however arduous, is a great joy. 

Remember the words of the Master, “‘All authority 
in heaven and on earth has been given to me. Go 
therefore and make DISCIPLES of all nations” 
(Matthew 28:18,19, R.S.V.).

THIS generation claims to be the ‘‘now”’ age, the ‘do your own thing”’ 


era. Sadly, but history shows that it is often the case when self-interest 


takes the paramount place, modern attitudes and philosophies are re- 
sulting in what promises to be an increasing breakdown in so-called 
civilisation. ? 


A discussion programme on the radio was taken up with the city in 
present day culture. It was a depressing exchange of views. The chair- 
man, a well-known journalist in the North of England, freely expressed 


his opinion that we are witnessing the gradual erosion if not destruction 


of values and outlooks which we have come to take for granted as the 
British way of life. The participants discussed the situation against the 
background of town planning and totally ignored moral, let alone 
spiritual, issues. 


Mankind never learns that when every man does that which is right 
in his own eyes there is an inevitable breakdown of law and order. 
Selfishness on the part of one implies deprivation as regards others. No 
man is an island. No individual lives in a vacuum. Since we live among | 
people, their opinions matter and they affect us, surprisingly so. Few 
grow such a crust around themselves that they are entirely oblivious of 
the ideas and comments of their neighbours.

The reading of some of the comments of the Bible are all the more 
startling against the modern set-up.

(2 Corinthians 12:15). Only the love of God in Christ could bring a 
man to the place where this was his very way of life. As you read the 
two Epistles to the Corinthians you soon get the feel of how those 
of Corinth had tended to despise him, even to the doubting of his 
apostleship. With hindsight, it seems incredible to us. He was able to — 
write as he did, however, because of the very reason for his ministry, “ny 
seek not yours, but you” (v.14). :

Dear Brother, 

THE death of one of your Evangel Secretaries, 
Mr. David Davies, of the independent Elim Pentecostal 
Church, Pontyates, near Llanelli, who died on Sunday, 


December 10th 1972, at the age of 74 years, has urged 


me to write you, for I knew David for over fifty years. 
He was one of the converts of revival services conduc- 
ted by the late Pastor Stephen Jeffreys in 1921, at 
Nazareth Church, Pontyates. Following this campaign 
an Assembly was formed. They worshipped in a barn 
at Plas Bach Farm. My father, Pastor W.J. Thomas, 
became their first shepherd. David Davies was present. 
Eventually a wooden structure was erected to house 
the young church at Christmas, 1921. David Davies 


accepted the office of secretary. He remained in that 


office until the day of his death. If he had lived until 
January 1973, it would have been his fiftieth anniver- 
sary as secretary. 

During this past twelve to eighteen months, the 
Pontyates Church has suffered great loss by the deaths 
of great men of God like Mr. Bryn Lewis (father of 
Pastor Wynne Lewis), Mr. Griff Williams (the pianist 
for almost fifty years), and Mr. and Mrs. Davies.

Speaking in Tongues - 
The Historical Reality 


The Fear of demonic Deception

“BUT I am frightened that, when I speak in tongues, 
Satan will enter and possess me, not the Holy Spirit!” 
is an unnecessary dread on the part of many seekers. 
Hurl this thought furthest from your mind! If your 
motives are pure in aspiring after this hallowed 
experience, demonic deception is an impossibility. 
Jesus ardently asserted: “What father among you, 
if his son ask for a fish, will instead of a fish give him 
a serpent; or if he asks for an egg, will give him a 
scorpion?... how much more will the heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to those who ask Him!” 
(Luke 11:11—13, R.S.V.). Nothing could be clearer 
than this. He emphatically stated that, if the heavenly 
Father failed to keep His word, He would be even 
worse than an evil man, for an evil man at least knows 
how to give good gifts to his children. God cannot 


break His word. If you ask blessing from Him, He can- 


never reply with Satanic counterfeit. 

There is a Satanic counterfeit to speaking in 
tongues. The mammoth flaw in Satan’s personality is 
his lack of originality. Many of his despotic deeds 
among the masses are but products of imitation, 
spectacular mock signs and magical wonders in crude 

attempts to copy God, a running of affairs on an 
imitation of how God runs His. As Geoffrey King 
says: “If ‘imitation is the sincerest form of flattery’ 
then Satan flatters God!” The existence of a 
counterfeit is always proof of the genuine article. 

Paul said, “Satan himself is transformed into an 
angel of light.” The original word for “transformed” 
is quite intriguing; it means “‘a change from without, 
not from within.” Satan may camouflage himself, 
taking on a myriad external, exaggerated likenesses, 
but internally, he remains the same — densely evil! 

His titles indicate an effort to impersonate even 
the illustrious Holy Trinity. In mimicry of “an angel 
of light”, he becomes the “god of this world”. In 
pretence of the “Prince of peace’’, he reveals himself 
as the “prince of this world” and, in semblance of the 
Holy Spirit, he is “the spirit that now worketh in the 
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children of disobedience.” Every dome and pillar in 
the temple of Christian experience is apishly copied 
by the sham of Satan, including speaking in tongues. _ 

Turning the crinkled pages of antiquity we observe 
the reality of this. 

The philosopher Plato (fourth century B.C.) was 
familiar with an utterance of speech definitely not of 
the same sacred source as that entwined in Scripture. 

Three hundred years later, Virgil, the Greek poet, 
describes a priestess on the isle of Delos. She reached 
an ecstatic state in a haunted cave where lonely winds 
made weird, eerie sounds. On finally blending in spirit 
with the pagan god Apollo, she began to speak in 
tongues. Phenomena like this are clearly not of the 
Holy Spirit. | 

Chrysostom, the early Church father, records that 
the Pythoness of Delphi did likewise, a fact affirmed 
by the classical Greek scholars. 

In the past, utterances of mysterious words were 
frequently regarded as a sign of possession by an evil © 
spirit. One of the accusations flung at Elizabeth © 
Barton, the Maid of Kent, notorious in the sixteenth 
century for her witchcraft, was her speaking in what 
was described as ‘‘a manner above her discourse”. 

For a common person to speak in other languages 
was not only considered to be a sign of Satanic 
possession, but a possession equal to a fever which | 
could often be cured by the application of drugs. — 
Pomponatious writes that the wife of Francis Maigret, 
sovetier of Mantua, spoke divers languages and was — 
cured by Calderon, a physician, famous in his time, — 
who gave her a portion of hellebore. : 
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Erasmus confesses that he made observation on an 
Italian from Spoletta who spoke excellent German 
although he had never visited Germany. On being 
given medicine the Italian ejected a quantity of 
worms and was cured never to speak German again! 

Much speaking in tongues in the ancient mystery 
cults was probably the product of psycho-suggestion. 
Historical enthusiasm for tongues indicates man’s 
awareness that speech is one of his noblest powers. 
God Himself places great honour on this small 
member, the tongue. 

Instances like those mentioned are void of that 
divine ring of truth that echoes from the Book of 
Acts. The Spirit of God is not the stimulating 
causation behind the utterances, but the coarse 
scrambling of Satan trying to duplicate Divinity. 
When the Holy Spirit speaks through stammering 
mortal lips, there is no “wild gibberish”. The 
Christian is in full control of himself. The spirits of 
the divinely inspired are under the speaker’s control. 
No trances, no working up into a frenzy as in 
Voodooism, but a drenching of the presence of Christ 
that bewitches the soul into finding devotional 
expression through speaking in tongues characterises 
true manifestations. : 

From the dawn of time Satan has struggled to 
copy the administration of God, but what does Satan 
care if Christians decline to acknowledge the 
imitation as legitimate, if they also disclaim the 
legitimate as imitation? To dash away from the 
dimension of the supernatural because of the false 
hazard of Satanic masquerade is -an_ explicit 
acknowledgment of defeat and in time this will be 
evident to all. Satan will be right there, leering over 
your shoulder, questioning the sanity of your quest 
for Pentecostal experience. Crude whisperings will 
inform that the words you speak are made up, 
senseless, silly and disrespectful. Nearly every 
recipient of the Holy Spirit who has spoken in 
tongues will testify of this impulse to retire from the 
experience when on the verge of reception. Scripture 
decrees, however, that we should not fear Satan, but 
resist him and he will flee from us. 

All fear, therefore, can be excommunicated from 
our minds. The gentle Holy Spirit never forces people 
to do things that cause their natures to revolt, nor 
does He change our human personalities. His living 
presence certainly moulds and inlays the personality, 
scattering sparkle, colour and brightness where 
dullness, fear and inertia existed. Not only is He the 
Comforter, He is also a perfect Gentleman, respectful, 
polite and refusing to crash in uninvited.

OVER the last eighteen months at Caerphilly, there 
has been one healing after another.

The remembrance was so overpowering, 
that Mr. Tyler refused to wait for repairs, but dashed 
home at a great speed, to discover that at exactly 
8.25 p.m. his wife had had a terrible haemorrhage. 

Mrs. Tyler, in the afternoon, had been unable to 
remove from her mind the Bible account of the 
woman who had an issue of blood. She staggered for 
help. In a tragic condition, she was finally helped up 
the stairs and had a vision of the Lord’s face; as she 
stretched out her hands to touch Him as the woman 
in the Scriptures had done she knew that the Lord 
would either take her home then, or that she would 
be healed. As she was not taken home to Glory, a 
_ great peace and certainty of healing entered her heart. 

Dr. Rees came again, and said “John, it is critical; 
whether malignant or not, I do not know. I would 
rather say no more at this stage.” 

Muriel was admitted to the new Heath University 
Hospital, said to be Europe’s largest. Professor 
Pearson examined her on October 14th and, after 
various tests and X-Rays, he told her, at her demand 
and request, that she had cancer of the womb, and 


would need two operations. Then Professor Pearson 
took John into a room and said “Mr. Tyler, your wife 
has cancer and it’s very bad. She is in a very weak 
condition and still losing blood. I am also afraid that 
it has not contained itself and has got outside of the 
womb. She has about two or three months to live.” 

John Tyler was utterly shattered, but somehow he 
held on to his precious Saviour. 

On October 21st, Dr. Haines sent Muriel home for 
a few days to prepare her for the great ordeal to 
come. 

At this time, I called the Epping folk to pray (for I 
was crusading there) and sent a prayer card to Muriel. 
The Caerphilly Church cried out to God, and about 
sixteen members were in attendance on Monday, 
October 23rd, at Muriel’s home, for a Communion 
service around the bedside. The Elder, deacons, 
friends, and my wife, were amazed by her joy, faith, 
and courage. At this meeting, Muriel believes, God 
performed the miracle. 

On Wednesday, October 25th, she went back to 
Heath Hospital and Dr. Haines came rushing to her 
with a beaming face. “Good news!” he cried, “Mrs. 
Tyler, our latest tests have revealed that all traces of 
cancer have completely disappeared. You are 
completely normal and can go home immediately.” 

The local doctor showed the letter from the 
hospital to Mrs. John Tyler, and said, “Well, whatever 
happened, it is a miracle.” A Matron said to them, 
“Big men like Prof. Pearson don’t make mistakes,” 
meaning, “If they said you were dying with cancer, 
then you were.” 

Muriel stood.in the Caerphilly Church on October 
29th, a woman whom I could have been burying in a 
few weeks, to declare the healing power of God.

FESTO had become seriously ill and felt that he 
would not recover. He had no fear of death as he 
testified, “I have no doubts. Yesu is my Friend. He 
chased the demons which had made my life a misery 
for years. Witch doctors, Moslem priests and the 
Roman Catholics all failed to help me , but, through 
the Elim Church, Yesu was able to touch me. How I 
love Him!

As the days went by, Festo often brought tears to 
our eyes as he continued to sing and pray.

Perpetua,” he 
turned his eyes on his wife, ““when I am gone, take 
the big bull and give is as an offering to the church. 
Also, Perpetua, when you have sold the millet harvest 
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give twenty shillings each to the two blind women in 
our church. Do not forget to do this. I have explained 
my wishes before Mchungaji and all here. I have faith 


in you that you will do all I ask.” He lay back and © 


spoke no more. An hour later our vigil was over. — 
The bull arrived at the church. The blind women 
had their gifts. The whole family go on with Yesu, 
God’s Son. They know from experience that there is 
no other Name by which men may be delivered from 
demons. Yesu alone has the words of eternal life.

Society in Tanzania and is in charge of our Kikilo 
work.)

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


12. Dangerous Compromise (Genesis 12:13) 
by F. Lavender 


THE Lord had commanded Abram to go to the land 
of Canaan to live there. When Abram obeyed, the 
Lord came to him and blessed him, promising that 
the land should be his. Later, a difficult time of 
famine came to the land and Abram went down into 
Egypt instead of trusting the Lord who called him. 
This act of compromise had some sad and bitter 
results. His wife, Sarai, was placed in a false and 
embarrassing position because Abram insisted that 
she be presented to the Egyptians as his sister instead 
of as his wife. Pharaoh and his household were 
plagued for her sake when Pharaoh thought of 
making Sarai his wife. Abram’s action was a denial of 
his faith in the rule of God (v.12). Most serious of all, 
what Abram did brought dishonour to the Lord in 
the eyes of the Egyptians. 

As believers we are assured of the blessing of God 
as we walk with Him in obedient trust. As long as all 
seems well we accept Scriptures like Romans 8:28 
without question. Then when a time of difficulty 
(“famine in the land”) comes to us, we are tempted to 
compromise and to seek an easier, more pleasant 
path. Abram’s act of compromise certainly seemed to 
pay off at first because, for Sarai’s sake, Pharaoh 
treated him as a friend, but in the end the harvest was 
bitter and brought great sadness and humiliation. 
Whatever temporary advantage we seem to gain by 
compromising our complete trust in God, in the end 
it will bring sorrow with the spoiling, and even the 
ruin, of our Christian testimony. 

Let us learn this lesson well, so that we trust our 
Lord in all circumstances of life. 
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My Testimony of Healing

God’s Smuggler and The Cross and the Switchblade, 
published as comic books by Marshall, Morgan and 
Scott. Price 13p each, postage and packing 3p each 
extra. 


IT will be better if I discuss the presentation, rather — 


than the contents. The latter is well known world- 
wide. The stories are presented in the same way as 
children’s comics and I think that they are absolutely 
first-class. There are scores of comics provided by the 
world’s presses and I have often wondered why so 
little has been done for Christian children in this field. 
These two comic books really deserve to succeed. 
They tell both moving stories clearly and correctly in 
this visual form and they can be read easily by even 
young children. The price might seem a little high if 
they are regarded as comics, but not when they are 
thought of as visual books. They could be read by 
many children and passed round Sunday schools among 
the nines to fourteens. I think “Book Comic” is per- 
haps a better description than ‘Comic Book”, which 
might be open to misinterpretation. They really are 
good, I commend them.

No Bronze Statue, by Phyllis Thompson. Published 
by WORD Books. Price 50p, postage and packing 7p 
extra. 

THE title does not commend this book. As the intro- 
ductory pages indicate, it is a documentary of the 
founding and continuation of the work of the Mildmay 
Mission Hospital in east London. Documentaries can 
be dull, but this does not fall into this category. It is 
an intensely moving record of the vision that brought 


this Christian hospital into being a little over a century 
ago amid the squalor and poverty of the east end of 
London and of the continuation of the ministry of 


healing and the presentation of the message of the 


Lord Jesus Christ as Saviour. The record tells of the 
personal devotion and zeal of the staff, many of whom 
trained at Mildmay for appointments to mission hos- 
pitals in many parts of the world. As one who was 
first introduced to this hospital as a patient following 
a breakdown in health after a term of missionary ser- 
vice, I read this book and exclaimed, “Thank God for 
Mildmay!”’ I heartily commend this well-written ac- 
count df devotion and sacrifice; it is a book well worth — 
reading.

The Charismatic Movement in the Historic Churches, 
by W.T.H. Richards, Published by Ambassador Pro- 
ductions, distributed by Marshall, Morgan and Scott. 
Price 20p, postage and packing 3p extra. 

THIS 32-page booklet is the paper presented to the 
1972 Conference of the British Assemblies of God and 
provides a balanced Pentecostal assessment of the 
Charismatic Movement by one of the A.o.G.’s most 
widely-esteemed ministers. To give a fair account of 
the “neo-Pentecostals” is difficult, as the subject is 
not “a denomination, but a movement of the Spirit 
within several denominations”. 

The problem of “Catholic Pentecostals’” gravely 
concerns the author, but he fails to mention that many 
Protestant neo-Pentecostals are equally concerned. 
Nor have the leaders of the movement ignored the 
other problems which Mr. Richards pin-points and 
which the traditional Pentecostals have also faced. 

Remarkably, on the Doctrine of the Baptism of the 
Spirit the author detects but one difference between 
the Charismatic and the Pentecostal movement — the 
highly-controversial Initial Evidence. 

On the whole the booklet is to be highly commen- 
ded and widely circulated.

FROM time to time I purposely refer to my acquain- 
tance with events relating to Northern Ireland chiefly 
that we may remember that troubled land and our 
Elim people dwelling there. I feel I ought to share 
(without having requested permission) the story of a 
weekly prayer meeting in our Armagh church last sum- 
mer. It may make many of us grateful for our winter. 
I was told the details on a preaching visit, but have re- 
frained until now to relate it. 

The church building is situated in length hard by 
the pavement of a comparatively narrow street. Dur- 
ing prayer time the front doors were closed but un- 
locked, in order to keep the noise out — and it could 
be to keep the noise in! With the long hours of day- 
light enjoyed in more northerly parts, there were no 
lights on in the building. This could well excuse the 
police and military overlooking the fact of any church 
activity, when all else around were warned and evacu- 
ated because of a fifty pound bomb planted against 
the wall of the building across the street. With only 
about three minutes to spare, a policeman thought of 
the church, rushed into the building and quickly en- 
ded the prayer meeting with his warning of seeming 
few moments of grace. James, the writer of the 
Epistle, would have appreciated their faith and works 
as the congregation left speedily. None who know 
our minister’s individuality will be surprised with the 
concluding episodes. 

Outside the building he stood, accompanied by two 
brethren and, with military and police personnel near- 
by, he joined hands with his brethren, and explaining 
that he would not leave the spot without asking God’s 
protecting hand, he prayed with his strong, clear voice 
that God might protect the building and that not even 
a pane of glass might be cracked. At least the final 
word might have set some unbelievers and doubters 
nearby thinking. From a point of safety all watched 
as the fuse effectively burned to the point of detonat- 
ing the bomb, but only one or two pounds of explosive 
detonated, the remainder continuing dormant. It is 
not uncommon for a fuse to burn only partially and 
thus fail, but it is a rarity and more for a detonation 
to begin without a complete explosion resulting. Yes,

not one pane of glass was cracked. God had answered

More than forty years ago the same church began 
an all-night prayer meeting for the healing of a mem- 
ber seemingly dying. I say ‘‘began”’, for, shortly after 
midnight a confirmation was given by the gifts of the 
Spirit that the man would be healed. The prayer meet- 
ing ceased then. The Pastor with others went to the 
house of the dying man and found him completely 
healed. God is just the same today.

walked the native paths and pleaded to be shown how 
they could be saved.

Black Grandchild for the Bulls!

TITO’S heart was heavy, but he cast his burden on 
the Lord and found Him well able to sustain. The 
young Tanzanian was refusing to let this latest blow 
from Satan cause him to turn aside from following 
Jesus. 

His mind travelled back to the time when he found 
a prospective wife. Moslem like himself, she had a 
special attribute: she could hoe well! 

In time, marriage was gladdened by the arrival of 
a little daughter. Then his brother, Pastor Filipo, ex- 
plained the cruel death of Christ on the cross where 
the Saviour took punishment for the sins of Tito 
(yours and mine also!). Such a love found a ready 
response in the African’s heart, but his subsequent 
desertion of Islam outraged his father-in-law, who re- 
moved the young wife and her daughter, although 
another baby was expected at that time. 
_ Months after birth, the infant became ill, and, as 
the grandfather insisted on witchcraft treatment only, 
the little one died.

_ Tito prayed passionately on, and, miles away, God 
stirred the young man’s wife to remembrance of her 
husband’s loving care. With daughter Tatu, she fled 
back to where he was working as gardener for Elim’s 
missionaries (the Bulls). 
Reunion brought joy at answered prayer, and later 
another happy event was imminent. 


Her infuriated father accused his daughter to the 


police and she was detained by them until they realised 


that there was no valid charge against her. Relentlessly, 
her father stirred up the tribal council and she was 
summoned before them, then subjected to extreme 
pressure to return to her parents in spite of the fact 
that the dowry had been paid and the marriage thus 
legalised. The girl remained adamant, thus enabling 
God to work on her behalf. She was again released. 

Further incensed, her father denounced her asa | 
“child of the Bulls”, and no longer one of his, and 
openly put a curse on her, saying that she and her ex- 
pected child would die at the time of delivery. He 
sought witchcraft to this end, so I determined to take 
care of the confinement myself. 

When the time arrived, it was obvious that, had the 
infant been born without trained help, he would have 
arrived in the membrane and thus (because of. tribal 
superstition) been killed as-an evil spirit. The mother 
would have haemorrhaged to death and her father’s 
curse would have been considered to have worked!

Big Romance didn't work out

SITTING in a smoke-infested double-decker ’bus, I 
found myself beside a fashionable young lady. The 
leading article of a newspaper had attracted her 
attention: “The big romance that didn’t work out!” 
She was interested in a famous thirty-two-year-old 
bachelor’s love life, especially as it was “the frankest 
story ever told.” 


Jesus was concerned about Peter’s love life (John, 


chapter 21). He asked, “Peter, do you really love 
Me?” Christ did not ask him about his prayer life or 
his outreach work; He asked about his love, 
something that goes far deeper than outward activity, 
a question that went right to his very heart. If love is 
misdirected, everything is wrong. 

Why do we wear Jesus stickers, march in festivals, 
ring door bells, teach children, run youth clubs, sing 
in the choir — for the church, to please the Pastor, to 
promote ourselves, or because we are in love with 
Jesus? 

David Wilkerson, speaking on love, said, “The test 
of genuine love is simply, ‘Has it grown with the 
passing of time?’” Put yourself to the test. Test your 
love for Jesus. 

If we love a person we are always thinking about 
them. “Fix your thoughts on what is true and good 
and right... think about all you can praise God for 
and be glad about” (Philippians 4:8). 

If we love a person we always like to please him. 
“For God is at work within you, helping you want to 
obey Him, and then helping you do what He wants ” 
(Philippians 2:13). 

If we love a person we always like to talk about 
him. “‘I will praise the Lord no matter what happens. 
I will constantly speak of His glories and grace. I will 
boast of all His kindness to me” (Psalm 34:1,2). 

If we love a person we like to show our love by 
giving gifts. “I plead with you to give your bodies to 
God. Let them be a living sacrifice, holy — the kind 
He can accept’ (Romans 12:1,2). 

If we love a person it is not a secret. Like sound, it 
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will be heard; like light, it will be seen; like heat, it 
will be felt. 

If Christ asked us the question, “Do you really 
love Me?” would our answer be, “Yes, Lord, You 
know that I love You’’, or would it be,“‘I am afraid it 
is not working out?” 

Is Christ in your every thought? Do you always try 
to please Him? How long is it since you talked to Him 
or read His love letter to mankind,, the Bible? Is your 
love for Christ still a secret? 

‘ig it is not working out, turn to the “Problem 
pages”, not in a woman’s magazine, for in every 
problem we should turn to the E ble. “There is one 
thing wrong, you don’t love Me as at first. Think 
about those times of your first love (how different 
now) and turn back to Me (Christ) again.” Maybe this 
is why things are not working out: your love for 
Christ has gone. 

Why not fall in love with Jesus again and recapture 
the glow of the day you first met Him?

Monday, February 12th 2 Samuel 21:1—14 

“There was famine in the days of David .. . and 
David enquired of the Lord ” (v.1). 

THERE isan answer to famine today, particularly that 
of the spiritual variety. It lies in the surrender of every 
vestige of staining influence. 

David refused to give vent to personal animosity 
against the house of Saul in the cloak of a God- 
commanded purge. First he spared Mephibosheth, 
then, prompted by Rizpah’s pathetic action, he accor- 
ded the remains of Saul the respect of Israel. 

“After that God heard and answered when His 
people prayed for the land” (v.14, Amplified Bible). 


Tuesday, February 13th 


“He ... came down” (v.10). 


ON an ever-mounting scale of glory, David describes 
His Lord as a foundation and fortress, his deliverer 
and Saviour, his castle-keep and refuge. In a dramatic 
minor key he personifies the wrath of God in shaking 
heavens and trembling earth, in smoking nostrils, 
flaming lips, in fire and darkness, cloud and winds. 

But sweetness is there too! In clear notes of praise 
the words ring out. 

We stand in awe at the might of the Lord, but we 
rise in praise for His mercy. He surely is a God who 
comes down! 


2 Samuel 22:1—16 


Wednesday, February 1 4th 2 Samuel 22:17—31 

“He delighted in me” (v.20). 

LIKE the sweet, sure notes of plucked harp strings, 
David’s words echo through the centuries. 

“The Lord took me,” he sings, ““He drew me and 
delivered me;stayed me and strengthened me;lightened 
me, lifted me and loosed me; and finally rewarded 
me”. Note his continual use of the personal pronoun. 

But sweetest by far are his words, “He dotenied in 
me!” (v.20). 

You do so much for my delight Lord - do I delight 
you? 


Thursday, February 15th 2 Samuel 22:32—S1 

“Thy gentleness hath made me great” (v.36). 

THE Lord’s gentleness, humility, condescension and 
patience with mankind make Him unique. “Who is 
like unto the Lord . . . who humbleth himself to be- 
hold the things that are . . . in the earth?” (Psalm 113: 
6). David rejoiced in the firm, nursing touch of the 
hands of God. 

So with Jesus Christ, we read that ‘““He humbled 
Himself” that we might be called the sons of God. By 
His gentle meekness, we are elevated to the inheritance 
of sonship. 

May the Lord teach us to be humble, that we may 
introduce men to greatness. 


Friday, February 16th 

“The last words of David” (v.1.) 
IS this the mature wisdom of the proud warrior king, 
the slayer of giants, brilliant guerilla strategist, the 
super politician? 

No, indeed, David classifies himself so differently. 
“Son of Jesse’’, he calls himself, an obscure shepherd 
from Bethlehem, the man whom God anointed and 
raised from nothingness, the harpist from the moun- 
tains of Israel. 

His claim to fame lay in that the Spirit of the Lord 
spoke through him, that God’s word was on his 
tongue. 

Lord, I, too, cherish that position; all else is secon- 
dary. Grant me your anointing today! 


Saturday, February 17th 2 Samuel 23:8—23 

‘The men of Israel were gone away” (v.9); ‘“‘and the 

people fled from the Philistines.” (v.11). 
THESE were great men, who fought when others 
fled, who trusted when others trembled. Theirs was a 
lonely glory, for they stood alone. Alone? — no, for 
then is it written, ‘““The Lord wrought a great victory” 
(vv.10,12). 

May we learn the lesson of true greatness and real 
usefulness. God grant that our hands might cleave to 
the sword of His Spirit, that our weakness may be sur- 
rendered to His hand of power. 


Sunday, February 18th 2 Samuel 24:1—14 

“That I may know the number of the people ” (v.2). 
“HEAD-HUNTERS” are not strangers to God! 

David, just a little proud of himself perhaps, falls 
into the statistics trap and orders a census of his giant 
domains. 

Israel is no longer an insignificant, second-rate 
power, for her borders now extend in every direction, 
and her glory is recognised at last. 

It is not in numbers that we should pride our- 
selves, not in might that we should boast. Rather let 
our boast be Thee,Lord, our trust be in Thy Spirit. 


2 Samuel 23:1—7 
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JESUS once told an intensely human story of loving 
kindness which is commonly accepted as a parable; 
but Jesus did not say that it was. 

He would not portray such an incident without 
complete justification, especially when speaking of a 
priest who represented Jewish orthodoxy, and a 
Levite, representing the Mosaic Law, who behaved so 
callously. 

His actual description expresses the account of a 
real experience, factual even to its topography. “A 
certain man,” said Jesus, “went down from Jerusalem 
to Jericho.” Jerusalem is built upon a mountain and 
the road down to Jericho in the Jordan valley drops 
steeply more than 3,000 feet in less than fifteen 
miles. He fell among thieves, who stripped him of his 
raiment, wounded him and departed, leaving him half 
dead. 

Ancient Jericho, notorious for its sin and 
wickedness, was the habitation of every brand of 
criminal, the centre of vice and unsavoury haunts. 
The road down to the city was wild, lonely, 
rock-strewn, winding through many gorges and 


infested by roving bands of robbers who stalked their 


unsuspecting victims as they passed along the eerie 
road. 

Presumably this man, friendly and neighbourly, 
had left the comforts of his little home in Jerusalem 
to indulge in a night out in the ill-famed city of 
Jericho. Perchance the road was familiar to him and 
he cared naught for the perils of the way. He was on 
that downpath similar to the Scriptural, “broad way 
which leadeth to destruction”’. 

Turning his back upon Jerusalem, the City of God, 
he wilfully turned his face towards Jericho, the City 
of the Curse. Lost in contemplation of the pleasures 
before him, he was completely unaware of the 
dangers surrounding him. Suddenly, without warning, 
the murderous marauders sprang upon him and, with 
the experience of long practice, dragged him down, 
slashed him with their long knives, snatched his 
money-bag from the folds of his outer garment, 
ripped the clothing from his lacerated body and 
vanished as quickly as they came, leaving him lying, 
half dead.

Scared, he didn’t even stop. He couldn’t get away 
fast enough, muttering to himself, “He looks already 
dead, there is nothing that I can do.”\He was soon 
gone. The cold formality of religion in this man was 
of no avail. : | 

Next to appear was a Levite, representing the law. 
Seeing that religion had failed, would the law come 
up with something practical? The dying man was not 


in need of legal advice, but he was in desperate need © 


of first aid. He got neither, because the Levite only 
looked at him and hurried on. 

Help was forthcoming however. “A certain 
Samaritan as he journeyed, came where he was, and 
when he saw him, he had compassion upon him.” Of 
a mongrel race, half Jewish and half Gentile, a 
Samaritan, good or otherwise, was in the eyes of all 
Jews a despicable character. Well aware of this, the 
Samaritan had compassion upon one who he knew 
detested him! It could be assumed that he was a 


medical man, because he was equipped with a first aid | 


kit, bandages, wine and oil, all medical necessities; of 
the day. With professional skill, he dressed the man’s 
wounds and, carefully lifting him upon his ass, he 
made for the nearest inn. The next morning, after 
redressing the man’s wounds, he gave ihe inn-keeper 
two silver pennies, saying, “Take care of him, and 
whatsoever thou spendest more, when I come again, I 
will repay thee.” 

In this good man we see a definite type of Christ 
Jesus, who was once accused by His own countrymen 
of being a Samaritan. Did He not first come seeking 
us? Where did He find us? Probably on the worldly, 
downward road. Were not our souls lacerated by sin? 
Did He not by His own sacrifice snatch us from a lost 
eternity? Does He not by the revelation of this story 
bid all Christians, ““Go ye, and do likewise!’’?

German professor slates the structure of the 

WCC Bangkok Conference 

PROFESSOR Peter Beyerhaus, an international auth- 
ority on mission, has strongly criticised the World 
Council of Churches’ conference on “Salvation Today” 
held recently in Bangkok. 

Speaking as a delegate, Professor Beyerhaus says 
that he feels that the conference, called by the WCC’s 
Commission on World Mission and Evangelism, was 
structured to fulfil the aims of the World Council in 
achieving a new world community of all races, classes 
and creeds, at the expense of the traditional under- 


standing of the mission of the Church to the non- 


Christian world and of the uniqueness of salvation 
through the atoning death of Christ. 

Writing for the German Evangelical Alliance weekly 
news service, IDEA, Professor Beyerhaus speaks of the 
value of meeting in Bangkok with Christians from many 
parts of the world and many persuasions, but, he says, 
“My impression was that participants were being in- 
volved in a well-planned group dynamic test instead of 
being able to work in a responsible manner to find a 

biblical understanding of mission in the seventies’. 
He feels that there was insufficient time to shape the 
conference reports in their final form. No action was 
taken on his request for the WCC to call an internation- 
al gathering of ecumenical and evangelical theologians 
to clarify the basic crisis of mission referred to in both 
the | Wheaton Declaration of 1966 and the Frankfurt 


Declaration of 1970. . 

In the light of his experience at Bangkok Professor 
Beyerhaus believes that the International Congress on 
World Evangelization to be held at Lausanne in July 
1974 will have an added importance. EA

sters and leaders are standing shoulder to shoulder in 
a city-wide crusade. United prayer meetings are to be 
held at St. Peter’s, Bilton Methodist, Rugby Elim, St. 
Matthew’s, Congregational, Presbyterian and Hill- 
morton Mission. Headmasters, headmistresses, and 
members of school staff from all the Rugby High 
Schools have extended invitations to crusade teams 
to take School assemblies, R.I. lessons and Christian 
Union Meetings. The Bishop of Coventry and team 
member have been invited to tour the G.E.C. works 
for meetings in the Canteen. 

The crusade is planned for March 31st — April 8th 
in the churches and for June 27th — July 8th outside. 


The Reproduction of Music 
IT has been felt advisable to draw attention to the 
fact that it is both illegal and unethical to reproduce 
music and other printed material by any means what- 
ever, whether by photographic or mechanical proces- 
ses, duplication or by handwriting. The copyright 
laws of today are very complicated and it should be 
noted that there is a test case now going through the 
Courts on the question of reproducing copyright music 
by way of photographic processes. _ 

Ministers, choir-masters and others will be well ad- 
vised to take very careful note of this matter.

Missionary — 
Biography 


Peter McCann B.Sc. (Honours) 
Inyanga North, Rhodesia 


BORN in Oldham on April 13th, 1946, I lived for 
twenty-one years in Royton, about two miles from 
Oldham. From the age of four, I attended Heyside 
Congregational Church, being a member of the Boys’ 
Brigade until I was eighteen. Although I had no real 
appreciation of the gospel at this time, I did at times 
lead the B.B. Bible Class and occasionally spoke at a 
junior church service. During this time I attended 
Chadderton Grammar School, from which, in 1963, I 
went to Salford University, where I finally obtained 
my degree in 1967. 

This period of my life was marked by many 
inconsistencies. On the one hand I was a church 
member with some experience of preaching and a 
gnawing anxiety about my personal standing before 
God, for I felt that there was some truth about 
Christianity that I had not discovered. On the other, I 
was putting on a gay front. In 1961 I took up playing 
the bass guitar in a beat group. Inevitably this meant 
a stifling of conscience and a lapse in my school 
work. Looking back, I can say that it was a token of 
the grace of God to an unregenerate sinner that my 
school and university work was unaffected. I began to 
lose interest in the church and, although I never 
altogether stopped attending, my church life was 
decidedly second-best. With a nightly round of 
drinking and playing in nightclubs, I was drifting 
badly. 

It was my university course that first turned my 
steps. God uses strange instruments to achieve His 
purposes! Faced in 1965 with a choice of becoming a 
professional guitarist and abandoning my studies, or 
continuing my studies for a much more stable career, 
I chose the latter. I resolved to suspend my group 
activities at least until after my examinations. Events 
dictated that I never returned. 
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In June of that year, free from the group, I was 
invited by my cousin to hear his gospel group at 
Huddersfield Elim Pentecostal Church. One of God’s 
“coincidences” is that, years before, this same cousin, 
then a non-Christian, introduced me to the guitar 
which was to play such a part in my life. This sparked 
off an interest in this church, which seemed to _ 
possess what I had been looking for. Gradually, the 
old life began to lose its appeal. One night, I suddenly 
put down a drink and resolved to touch no more and, 
a few weeks later, I severed my _ nightclub 
connections. 

I was still not saved; God’s work in my life was yet 
incomplete. In September 1965, Pastor E.J. Thomas 
re-visited our Huddersfield Church for a convention 
and there began for me a time of much 
heart-searching. I was resisting, but I knew in my 
heart that I could not resist for long. Finally, at the 
end of the month, two weeks after the convention, I 
repented. 

Now my guitar was used again, but this time in the 
service of God. The next few years were to prove a 
crucial period of my life. A girl to whom I was 
attracted in the Huddersfield Church became my wife 
on September 30th, 1967, in which year I began 
working at a Huddersfield chemical firm. I was 
baptized in water in Halifax in March, 1968, and 
almost immediately there came a time of testing as I 
began to have an unhappy time at my place of work. 
With sore hands as a result of the chemicals I was 
using, my work suffered, and I was forced to leave in 
August, 1968. God led me into teaching at Greenhead ~ 
Girls’ High School in Huddersfield, starting in 
September, 1968. Things now seemed secure. When 
my son, Paul, was born on 19th September, I was 
settled and fairly happy, but God’s plan was still not 


complete. Inexperienced as I was in teaching, I found 
the task difficult and, with my first one-year contract 
due to end in August 1969, I was puzzled as to why 
God had led me to teach. God alone knew how useful 
that one year’s experience would be in gaining my 
acceptance as a missionary-teacher in Rhodesia. 

In May, 1969, my wife Sandra returned from the 
Elim Conference full of Inyanga North Emmanuel 
Secondary School. ‘“‘Not for me”, I thought, but God 
had other ideas. Catherine Picken’s appeal for 
graduate teachers was repeated in THE ELIM 
EVANGEL. Now I began to sit up. Her text was 
Exodus 4:2: “What is that in thine hand?”’. Idly I 
looked at this passage in the Scriptures. “But Lord, 
[Tm no preacher!” I thought. Yes, but wasn’t that 
what Moses tried to say? Still doubtful, I put down 
the Bible, only on an impulse to raise it again and 
immediately find myself reading Joshua 1:5: “As I 
was with Moses, so I shall be with you”. When God 
calls, He allows no excuses! 

_ From then on, my call was certain. A term in Elim 

Bible College preceded my journey to Rhodesia on 
January 15th 1970, and the beginning of an exciting 
time of service for a wonderful God.

THE Hayes Church was founded following a tent 
crusade conducted by Pastors R.B. Chapman and Ken 
Matthew in 1939. After the crusade, services were 
held in a hired hall, Albert Hall, Albert Road, Hayes. 
This building was used also as a dance hall on 
weekdays. When Pastor Ian R. Moore (now at 
Clapham) came in 1940, he found the signs outside: 
“Elim Church”; “Dancing every Saturday”! 

Prayer meetings were held in members’ houses, 
and many wonderful times were had, with people 
being healed. Throughout the war years, between 
sixty-five and.seventy met regularly on Sundays and 
about twenty-five during the week. Not even the air 
raids could dampen the zeal of the Christians to meet 
together in the presence of the Lord. Later, the 
Albert Hall was bought by the Spiritualists, which 
meant that our Church had to meet in hired halls 
wherever they could be found. ' 

God was then, as now, the great Provider. He 
wonderfully enabled the Church to purchase a plot of 
land in Keith Road on which a new building was 
erected. The builder’s name was Mr. Pharaoh, an 
unfortunate choice perhaps! Unlike his predecessor, 
his building standards were rather shaky, resulting in 
much heartache, from that time right up to the 
present day! 

Pastor A. Lambie opened the church in 1951. The 
pulpit was made by the members of the congregation, 
and each member bought one chair which then cost 
23/- (£1.15) each. Pastor D. Beresford came to Hayes 
in 1968. By this time, the Church had fallen in 
number due to many folk moving away, the building 
was in serious condition and it needed a great deal of 
work to save it. A tremendous effort was made by the 
small congregation and, such was the enthusiasm with 
which the task was taken up, that when I arrived at 
Hayes earlier this year, a cavity wall had been built to 
defeat the rising damp, a false ceiling had been put in, 
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and fluorescent lighting installed. 

There is still a considerable amount of work to be 
done mainly in the back rooms and on the outside of 
the building. 

Recently Mr. Chapman returned to the scene of 
his crusade to spend a day at the church. In the 
evening he reminisced about some of the early days in 
the tent and then he preached the gospel. 

The numbers have increased as some folk have 
moved into the district. We now have a:number of © 
young families in the church. It is lovely to see 
complete families coming to the House of God! 

The hand of the Lord has definitely been upon the 
work here at Hayes over the years. Now we are 
seeking His blessing in the days that lie ahead. Please 
remember to pray for us.

(Staffs), the call to conduct evangelistic crusades proved overwhelming and for 
seven years I have devoted much, and latterly all, of my time to such work, I have 


no greater ambition than to continue.” 


ANDREW Bonar, the biographer of Robert Murray 
McCheyne, claims that in a brief life of twenty-nine 
years, the young preacher “stamped an indelible 
impress on Scotland” and then makes the challenging 
comment: ‘Jn the case of a faithful ministry, suecess 
is the rule, want of it the exception”. 

Men covet success. In any realm, achievement adds 
spice to life. The deep-seated urge to create needs to 
be gratified. Stephenson may say “‘to travel hopefully 
is better than to arrive”, but for most of us only the 
destination justifies the journey. Success is our goal. 

The be all of Christian service is the salvation of 
souls; we cannot, dare not, thankfully need not, 
content ourselves with less. In this, above all else 
while enjoying the journey, we must get there. We 
must count success as vital. 

The worn out excuse must be dealt with, that, in 
the parable of the talents, the reward went to the 
“sood and faithful servant”. This overlooks his 
success in doubling his original investment. He turned 
five talents into ten. The great virtue of faithfulness 
was a means to an end, not the end itself. 

Calling, opportunity and ability vary. Temporary 
set-backs test us all. Personal holiness is the priority 
of life. Sift real success from the ephemeral, the wheat 
from the stubble, as God eventually will, then, all 
qualifications accepted, appreciate both your right to 
success and your obligation to produce it. Had others 
not done so the Church would long since have 
dwindled into non-existence.

Bible history 
celebrates continual success, the “Acts of God 
through man’. Language is stretched, superlatives 
invented, to describe the power at our disposal. From 
“Whatsoever you shall ask” to “above all that you 
can ask’, incentive teems. The very command to 
“disciple all nations” is an implicit promise of 
success, for whoever yet was allowed to fail in a 
God-appointed task? 
So, take heart! We’ll get there! 


The Conditions 
The half-hearted never succeed at anything. 
Hudson Taylor, who tackled unimaginable difficulties 
to found the China Inland Mission and was himself a 
firm believer that Christian service ought to succeed, 
said, “The cause of want of success is very often that 
we are only half saved ourselves. If we are fully saved 
and confess it, we shall see results.” | 
Grant this pre-condition of complete dedication 

and the following formulae remain. 


Active Faith in the Sovereignty of God 

‘°Tis not in mortals to command success” says 
Browning with truth, but a sovereign God can! He 
holds sway over all. “With God nothing shall be 
impossible” referred to the hardest-to-be-won of all: 
the rich. If they can be saved, anyone can. 

It follows that faith may be absolute. When 
Moody said, “I believe that a man who is red hot and 
full of the Holy Ghost can have conversions anywhere 
and everywhere” he was logical. 

Such steadfast faith is the vital first step to — 
success. Expressed in prayer it both releases and — 
co-operates with God’s power. It is ultimately — 
irresistible. 

Nearly twenty years have passed since I heard Dr. 


Lewi Pethrus, Pastor of the 7,000-member Filadelfia 
Church in Stockholm, preach on prayer and conclude 
with a quaint definition of faith. “What is faith?”’he 
said, “Be optimistic! That is faith.” A thousand times 
I have remembered. God can! I am optimistically 
certain that He will. | 


Produce a Life that reproduces itself 

All life perpetuates itself; it reproduces. Life 
originates new life: indeed, only life can. Life 
develops to a pattern. A fruit tree, for example, 
germinates, grows, blossoms and bears fruit with the 
seeds of new life inside. The natural laws all have a 
spiritual application. Christ chose vine and branches 
to illustrate one point. Let man the branch remain in 
Christ the Vine, let union with Him be vital, intimate, 
unsullied, maintain a continual inflow of divine life, 
and fruitbearing becomes a spiritual norm. So divine 
life in us can be expected to produce divine life in 
others, life to produce life. In this sense, our converts 
will become our “‘fruit”’. 

How prodigal nature is! It makes superabundant 
provision for reproduction. Blow a dandelion “clock” 
and you sow a hundred dandelion seeds. Leave a pair 
of rats alone and in three years they will have 20 
million descendants. (Better not leave them alone!) 

Starting-point of soul-winning success for Peter 
was a haul of fish that sank a boat and, when the 
Carpenter caught the fish (Peter had failed himself), 
the fisherman quit the net, followed Christ and 


learned to catch men. He 
superabundantly. 


Defeat Discouragement: Work hard 

Ask a self-made man the secret of his success. The 
inevitable answer is: ‘Hard work!” This is rarely the 
whole truth but it is always part of it, and a part that 
we can all copy. 

Emerson, the American statesman, philosopher, 
author and journalist and, incidentally, an artist, had 
this to say: “There is no way to success in art, but to 
take off your coat, grind paint and work like a digger 
on the railroad all day and every day.” 

Quite so, but a danger lies here, for hard work saps 
energy. Total commitment to a cause can ravage the 
emotions. The tired worker is wide open to the great 
enemy, the demon discouragement. Study closely the 
thrice-repeated command to Joshua at the beginning 
of his work, “Be strong and of a good courage.” 
Forewarned is forearmed. Skirt the Slough of 
Despond, persist in your endeavour and wait 
confidently for results. 

When Christmas Evans, the beloved evangelist of 
the Welsh valleys, lay dying, he drew himself on to his 
elbow and, with his last breath, as if still travelling, 
cried, “‘Drive on! Drive on!”’ 

Drive on, Christian friend, drive on! You'll surely 
get there!

Thoughts on the Book of Genesis 


13. The Promise renewed (Genesis 13:14—17)

FOLLOWING an unhappy interlude in Egypt, Abram 
returned to the land of Canaan. Very soon, however, 
there was trouble between the herdsmen of Abram 
and Lot over grazing rights, the area being unable to 
support their growing flocks and herds. The lesson of 
Egypt seemed to have made Abram sensitive 
regarding the glory of the Lord and, fearing that a 
quarrel would dishonour the Lord before the 
heathen, Abram gave up his rights and allowed Lot to 
take the choicest pasture. Because Abram honoured 
the Lord, the Lord honoured him and promised 
Abram that his seed would inherit the whole land. 
The Lord told him to walk up and down the land. 
Everywhere he went would be his; even the land given 
up to Lot would be Abram’s. 


We must all be conscious that, at times, we have 
failed the Lord, yet, if we will, we can learn a vital 
lesson even from our failure, namely, that the glory 
of God is more important than our own apparent 
well-being. We should be very sensitive to the honour 
of our Lord, even if this means making decisions 
which seem to hurt ourselves. Even if the Bible gave 
no promise of blessing, we ought still to count it our 
greatest joy to honour the Lord and say: “We are 
unprofitable servants, we have only done our duty” 
(Luke 17:10). The Bible is emphatic, however, that 
those who humble themselves before the Lord shall 
be exalted by Him (1 Peter 5:6) and that those who 
honour Him shall be honoured (1 Samuel 2:30). 
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CHRISTMAS means the same to every Christian, 
wherever in the world he lives, but, though its message 
is the same, the temperature certainly isn’t! In South 
Africa, with the temperature easily up to the 100 de- 
grees Fahrenheit mark, Christmas is certainly cele- 


brated in a different style.

The Word in Action 


A report by F.H. Coleman 


“THE Bible is bouncing back again”, said Rev. Tom 
Houston at the Press Preview of the “Bible in Action 
Fortnight” organised by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. 

Today more copies of the Scriptures are being sold 
than ever before. As a result of this, the two main 
centres for producing the Scriptures, London and New 
York, are not able to cope with the demand, so a new 
printing plant has been opened in Dusseldorf in Ger- 
many. 

For years the emphasis of the Society has been on 
the word “Foreign”, but now it is on “British”. The 
Society feels it is faced with a challenge and so after 
much thought as well as discussion, they launched a 
“Bible Action Fortnight” in order to get people reading 
their Bibles. Asked why such a campaign as this was 
needed now, Tom Houston, Director of Communica- 
tion for the Society, said that he believed that we are 
reaching an end of an era of low expectation as far as 
the Bible is concerned. ‘People are disillusioned with 


the institutional church and with society,” he said, « 


“and increasingly they are discovering that guidance 
and help are to be found in direct contact with the 
Jesus of the Bible.” An almost identical situation is 
to be found overseas. Colonialism is past and new 
countries are seeking their national identities with in- 
tegrity and vigour. Here, too, people are open to 
Jesus and the Bible. 

Why is it essential to produce and distribute copies 
of God’s Word to all mankind? Because while others 
work to keep men alive, we must give them something 
to live for. So what is being done in Britain? The 
answer is much. Let me give you two examples. Nine 
thousand churches in the North of England from 
Nottingham in the south to Berwick in the North and 
from Chester to Carlisle, aim to place half a million 
copies of the Gospel of Mark in as many homes during 
Lent in 1973. A project like this cannot be tackled 
by one church or even by one denomination, but, 
happily, many denominations are involved in this pro- 
ject. Even the Roman Catholic archbishop of Leeds 
is giving great support in order that all the Catholic 
families in his diocese have a copy of Mark’s Gospel 
for themselves to read. 

A second example is the young people of the Lon- 
don Borough of Merton, who have raised money one 
way and another, and provided the Bible Society with 
ten cassette tapes containing Mark’s Gospel and play- 
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back machines for the blind and handicapped. It is 
good to know of the desire of young people to spread 
God’s Word, because eighty per cent of the supporters 
of the Bible Society are over the age of forty-five years. 

In a special programme on the Bible, the B.B.C. 
stated that this country earns 1% million pounds annu- 
ally from the sale of Bibles overseas. It is staggering 


to realise that the Bible Society produces 167 million — 


units of Scripture each year and expects by 1980 that 
the number will have risen to 500 million. A unit can 
be a whole Bible, a new Testament, a Gospel or a 
chapter. It could also be the Book of Psalms. Each is 
called a unit. 

Let me end this report by giving you a story from 
Denmark which is well known for the sale of porno- 
graphy. ‘‘Paperback Gospels prevail over porno- 
graphy.” said a newspaper. The Bible Society in Den- 
mark has been offering attractive editions of the Gos- 
pels to secular book stalls in Copenhagen. Can a 


bookstall selling magazines and papers of every des- — 
cription also find customers for the Gospels? The — 
answer, joyfully, is yes. In the central railway sta- — 


tion, the bookstall proprietor readily agreed to sell 
the Gospel paperback. Pointing to a selection of 


undesirable publications, she said, “I’d rather have — 


the four Gospels to sell to people.” 
Yes, the Bible is bouncing back and more people 
are reading it today than they were yesterday.

LISTENING recently to “Desert Island Discs’, I 
heard the unmitigated rubbish spoken by Johnny 
Speight, the script writer of the B.B.C. comedy series 
“Till death us do part’. He is the creator of the “Alf 
Garnett” character and, judging by the dialogue in 
the interview, his brain child is an extension of 
himself. I do not propose to comment on all his 
opinions, just on the one he expressed about the 
Christian Church. His pronouncement was that the 
organised Church has done very little to help 
suffering humanity. Well here goes, Mr. Garnett; I for 
one do not propose to let such a statement go 
unchallenged! 

From its inception at Pentecost we read in the 
New Testament of a new law of love and caring and 
sharing as taught first by the Lord Jesus and later by 
the Apostles. A good tree brings forth good fruit and 
so the companies of believers began to show concern 
for the needs of others. I know that, as the medieval 
Church began to flourish in our own land, she began a 
ministry of caring. I have evidence of this each time I 
board a bus and ride to the city centre here in 
Salisbury. Near to the gate of the Cathedral Close is 
the old grey St. Nicholas Hospital built by the Church 
in the thirteenth century for “receiving and 
supporting the poore” and dotted over the city are 
quite a number of almshouses built and endowed by 
Christians, all this long before “Shelter” was formed 
to meet today’s terrifying needs. The pioneers of 
child education emanated from the Church and to 
this day there are a boys’ school and two colleges in 
the shadow of Salisbury Cathedral. 

So I could go on. Who founded the first hospitals, 
orphanages and hostels for the homeless and the 
vagabonds? — the Church. Who cared for the sick, the 
widow and the poor, long before you had a welfare 
‘state? — the Church. As she grew and extended 
overseas she built more schools, clinics and hospitals 
and opened leprosaria and orphanages. Just think of 
household names such as George Miller, William

Quarrier, Charles Spurgeon and Dr. Barnado, all of 
whom were inspired by God to pray, sacrifice and 
struggle to care deeply for suffering children. As the 
population of Britain grew and the Industrial 
Revolution herded men into grimy towns in 
over-crowded factories, it was the men who had been 
set on fire in the Methodist revival who pioneered the 
first social reforms which led to the founding of trade 
unions. Lord Shaftesbury, a dedicated Christian, 
fought to rid children of the horrors of millwork and 
chimney-sweeping and William Wilberforce blazed a 
trail to drive slavery from the British Empire. David 
Livingstone, the great missionary, fought alone to 
abolish slavery in Central Africa. Elizabeth Fry, who 
worked so lovingly for prison reform, dedicated her 
life to God when she was a girl, and kings and queens 
of many countries acknowledged her worth and 
sought her advice. Who first put the nursing 
profession into a place of dignified dedication? 
Florence Nightingale, another servant of Christ, was 
the pioneer. 

Johnny Speight said that he came from Dockland 
where the Church had done nothing to help the poor. 
I only wish that he could have seen the hungry 
queues waiting to be fed and the needy to be clothed 
in the days of depression in the 1930s at the mission 
in London’s Dockland where my _ brother-in-law 
laboured for Christ. I only wish he could have seen 
the East End of London before General Booth 
commenced the work of the Salvation Army. I would 
invite him to examine this one great Christian 
organisation alone and then dare to make his 
derogatory criticism. In one year alone the Salvation 
Army served 23 million cut-price meals, supplied 11 
million hostel beds, found employment for 128,000 
men, helped 75,000 men released from prison and 
cared for 16,000 unmarried mothers, as well as 
carrying on a host of other social work. I would invite 
him, too, to examine the great programme of overseas 
relief being carried on by Christian Aid and TEAR 
Fund before making such rash statements. Knowing

Witnessing for Christ. 


MANY Elim young people will know that I have had 
the opportunity and privilege of witnessing to people 
in almost every walk of life. 

REMEMBER, above all, the words of the Master, 
“Witnesses unto Me’. We may mention our 
experiences, our joy, or other aspects of our Christian 
lives, but our testimony must be full of Jesus Christ. I 
much prefer Him to be referred to as the LORD 
JESUS CHRIST. I do not really feel happy about the 
undue ‘“‘Jesus” emphasis by young people. Make sure 
that you present the whole Person in your witness. 

No less important is the need for the power of the 
Holy Spirit, for witnessing is the paramount purpose 
of the Spirit’s infilling. You really need His power if 
you are to witness effectively. So often one finds that 
people who can talk at length on gardening, 
motor-bikes, or any other field of human activity, are 
tongue-tied when it comes to speaking of the Saviour 
whom they love. No-one can untie silent lips and 
tongues like the Holy Spirit. He who can use your 
tongue to glorify God in an unknown tongue can use 
you to witness effectively. 

Other factors are also necessary. We are told by 
some that just to receive the fulness of the Spirit is 
enough. I have found time and time again that we 
need the Holy Spirit to guide us in a practical 
manner. Because two young men thought that 
receiving the Holy Spirit was all that they needed, 
they went out one night, after eleven, knocked a lady 
up, and asked her whether she loved Jesus. “If not, 
you're going to Hell” was their warning. I was 
interviewing in that district and had an awful job 
trying to show the people the Gospel, for I had to 
spend a considerable time combating their 
unfortunate methods. For one who would respond 
through their approach I guess that a thousand would 
be turned away from Christ. 

Appearance is vital. You represent the Saviour 
when you speak of Him. Your dress can have a direct 
bearing on people’s response. You want people to 
remember the Lord. of whom you witness and not 
your sartorial presentation! 

I am an advocate of “natural witnessing’, i.e. using 
normal contacts for this purpose. Most people who 
see someone knock at their door, armed with a Bible 
and a brief-case, and with a colleague for moral 
support, react by shutting the door fast! My 
experiences in the interviewing field have given me

exceptional opportunities, for which I am grateful, 
but do you never meet anyone? Look for the point of 
contact and start from there. Only rarely will we find 
someone reading Isaiah 53 and wanting to know its 
meaning, like Philip in the Book of Acts, yet if we are 
in touch with Him, similar things will happen more 
often than we may think. I still prefer Seven reasons 
why you need Christ for witnessing, though I have 
used others. A point of contact means using some 
word or situation relevant to your contact, as when I 
was told by a millionaire of the investments he had. 
Quietly, after the interview had ended, I asked him 
what use his possessions would be five minutes after 
his death and then I told him of the rich fool in the 
Gospels, not calling him one, of course, but the 
implication was there. I am sure that, if you keep. 
your eyes open, you will find opportunities, for the 
Lord will put them in your way. 

Be careful that you are not side-tracked. Read the 
story of the Saviour and the woman at the well, and 
write down all the points relative to witnessing in this 
incident. Be diplomatic but determined, tactful but 
truthful. As a rule, the example of the Saviour in 
speaking to individuals is good. I am not too happy 
about having a colleague, notwithstanding the 
Saviour’s commission. There is something effective 
about meeting someone “eyeball to eyeball’, if you 
see what I mean! 

You may win an argument and lose the person. 


People can detect sincerity. Let your witness ring true 


every time. Never relate an experience that is not 
true. 

Do not get discouraged if there is no immediate 
response, for there must be a sowing and a reaping, 
though it is good to expect that some will respond. 
Many I have met who seem to be able to get their 
“victim” on his knees and wring out a “confession”, 
look for only superficial response. So often any — 
enquiry as to what followed is resented. Let the 
testimony be real and then the response will be real. 
It is a thousand times harder, as I have found, seeking © 
to witness where someone has “queered the pitch”’. 
Even sincerity is no substitute for lack of sense. 

May the Lord bless you and make you an effective 
witness and a winner of others for Him!

Monday, February 19th 2 Samuel 24:15—25 

“So David bought... and built... and offered 

burnt offerings”’ (vv. 24,25). 
“BRING forth therefore fruits worthy of 
repentance,’ cried John the Baptist. David 
anticipated such demands of the Spirit of God by 
some one thousand years and his actions brought a 
stay to the plague of punishment. The cost and 
currency of repentance are self surrender. 

We so often raise our altars and our hopes, only to 
find our bargain-basement, easy-to-give offerings 
unacceptable to God and totally ineffectual. 

May the Lord teach us how to give and what to 
give. 


Tuesday, February 20th 1 Chronicles 21:28—30; 
22:1-19 
“In my trouble I have prepared... gold, and 


silver... and thou mayest [“‘must” — Amp.Bible] 
add thereto” (v.14). 

THROUGH conquest and victory, David was able to 
bequeath a gigantic national fortune to Solomon for 
the express purpose of building a temple for God. On 
top of this, he later added his own personal wealth 
(29:3), because he had zealously set his affection on 
the house of God. To all this he commanded 
Solomon to add more. 

A greater David has bequeathed an even greater 
“fortune” to the Church, not silver and gold, but a 
unique, sinless sacrifice. To such a personal gift we 
-are commanded to add our own, that we might 
glorify God in the temples of our bodies (1 
Corinthians 6:19,20). 


Wednesday, February 21st 1 Chronicles 28:1—19 

“Then David gave to Solomon his son the pattern” 
(v.11); “The pattern of all that he had by the Spirit” 
(v.12); ‘“‘even the weight of the candlesticks” (v.15). 
THE smallest vessels were detailed in God’s perfect 
pattern and this blueprint was faithfully passed on to 
his son by David the king. It had been indelibly 
carved upon David’s understanding by the Spirit of 
God. 

May the Totes pattern for holy living be so 
impressed upon our personalities that its details are 
revealed to those about us. 


Thursday, February 22nd 1 Chronicles 28:20,21; 
29:1-19 

‘Who then is willing to consecrate his service this 
day unto the Lord?”’ (v.5). 
DAVID offered his personal fortune willingly and 
with affection for God’s house. Then. the fathers and 
princes, the captains and rulers offered willingly too. 
David asked for more than mere gifts for the service 
of the Lord, however, for he asked for consecrated 
personal service to God (v.7). No gift can compare 
with this. 

God grant that we, possessing nothing, may yet 
offer to Him the gift of ourselves in service. 
Friday, February 23rd 1 Chronicles 29:10—30 

“But who am I? (v.14). 
WITH so much talk of offerings, sacrifices and 
personal cost, it is good for us to remind ourselves 
that all that we have, we have from God, and that all 
we give is therefore His own (vv.14,16). The people 
gave willingly with pure motives of thanksgiving and 
praise and there was great rejoicing among them all. 

Note again David’s prayers for Bath-sheba’s son to 
have wisdom, understanding (22:12), purity and 
obedience to God (29:19). There was no plea for 
mere material prosperity and riches here. These, 
David believed, would assuredly follow. 

So it is today! 


Saturday, February 24th Psalm 90:1—17 

“Lord, Thou hast been our dwelling place in all 

generations’ (v.1). 
THERE is a sense in which we are building a temple 
to glorify God, a dwelling-place for His attributes and 
characteristics. It is ever a miracle of God’s 
condescension. 

In today’s reading, however, we turn to another 
aspect, whereby God Himself is revealed as our 
personal dwelling-place and refuge. This is the greater 
miracle of correlation. 

There are many mansions of mercy to satisfy us 
(v.14), rooms of revelation to thrill us (v.16) and a 
picture room of beauty for us to enjoy (v.17) in the 
person of our God. 


Sunday, February 25th Psalm 91:1—16 
“He that dwelleth in the secret place of the most 
High shall abide under the shadow of the Almighty” 
(v.1). 
THERE is at least one promise in almost every verse 
of this Psalm, making it a veritable treasure house of 
promises, but the promises are available only to those 
who dwell with God (v.1) and who have made Him 
their habitation (v.9) and their Beloved (v.14). 
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WE read, “The Lord hath chosen thee to be a peculiar 
treasure” and again, “Ye shall be a peculiar treasure 
unto Me.” I have prayed many times, “Oh God, don’t 
let us be more peculiar than we are”. When I come to 
think about it, we are peculiar! 

The Hebrew word translated “peculiar” also means 
“enclosure” and enclosure means separation. God’s 
people are a treasure separated, a special people, a re- 
deemed people, a holy people, a sanctified people, a 
purchased people, a people of inheritance, not an odd 
lot, a strangely acting and looking crowd. We have 
been acquired for a possession. Praise God, we are 
personal property! 

It is true, however, that in our work, we do meet 
some odd characters. One dear old lady always prayed, 
“Lord, bless our Pasture” and I added ‘‘Amen, and 
keep him green.” How lovely to know that God under- 
stands His peculiar people. Whether it be a peculiar 
situation or a peculiar person, God help us to keep our 
sense of humour. 

Sir Herbert Tree said, ““A sense of humour is a test 
of sanity’, and Douglas Jerrod wrote, “Humour is the 
harmony of the heart.” 


It is very difficult to keep cheerful in our work for 


the Lord. We experience either cheerfulness or de- 
pression; it is impossible to have both. May we be 
peculiar in the sense that, while all around us are suf- 
fering from depression, we are cheerful in every situa- 
tion. 

Charlotte Bronte wrote, “Happiness is a glory 
shining far down upon us from Heaven. She is a divine 
dew which the soul feels dropping upon it from the 
amaranth bloom and golden fruitage of paradise.” 
Heaven is a happy place and where Jesus is, it is hea- 
ven there. He came to give the oil of joy, in order that 
we might be known as “trees of righteousness, the 
planting of the Lord.” . 

How can I find this joy that is peculiar to His pecu- 
liar people? ‘“‘Thou wilt shew me the path of life: in 
Thy presence is fullness of joy; at Thy right hand 
there are pleasures for evermore” (Psalm 16:11).

Editorial 


INFLATION is a word freely bandied about these days, especially by 
politicians and by the news media. The last two years have certainly 
produced frightening evidences of the effects of this dreaded phenome- 
non. 


Did you see the case reported in a newspaper the other day of a man 
who sold his house just before prices spiralled, thinking that he had 
secured a house and a job in another part of the country. When plans 
fell through some little time later, he wished to return to where he had 
lived before, a post being available to him, only to find that the price of 
houses like the one he formerly occupied had doubled and more. He 
was completely unable to pay the mortgage repayments required for — 
the kind of advance he would have needed and he had to content him- 
self with part of a house that he was allowed to occupy in return for 
services rendered by his wife to the occupants. The terrifying change 
took: place in a matter of but a few months. 


It has to be faced that the costs facing churches have also rocketed. 
One has only to sit down and write out a few figures as to the prices of 
many items to see that this is so. The question is whether giving has 
kept pace. 


My recent visit to Ghana showed me how a nation can soon be 
seriously affected by price rises and unemployment, for the Ghanaian 
unit of currency has been devalued twice and revalued once in a brief 
time, resulting in tremendous loss of confidence internally and exter- 
nally so that imports into the country are at a very high premium, if 
they are obtainable at all, incidentally making the cost-of living for our 
missionaries very daunting and causing them not to be able to get many 
goods at all which we would consider indispensable. 


It must be plain to us all that no-one else is going to support our 
work but ourselves. Our contributor Ken Smith has written some 
trenchant comments on this subject which will appear in our next 
week’s edition. They are straightforward and inescapable. 


Giving is an essential part of our worship. This is yet another depart- 
ment wherein, if we save our lives, we lose them. To get we must give, 
not that we give to get, for this would be a wrong motive, but in - 
giving we can never outdo God who gives and gives and gives again.

Book Review 


Great Chapters of the Bible, by G. Campbell Morgan. 
Published by Marshall, Morgan and Scott. Price £1.50 
postage and packing 12p extra. 

THIS paperback is a further edition of the book pub- 
lished some time ago by the late Campbell Morgan. 
It is of particular interest to those who desire to study 
the Bible, but who lack the time to probe its teachings 
in depth. It contains expositions of a number of chap- 
ters from the Word of God, selected by members of 
the Westminster Friday Night Bible School, which had 
provided the basis for the weekly addresses. 

While emphasising the fact that every chapter of 
the Bible has its own significance, the writer points 
out that “there are chapters or sections which stand 
out in the appeal they make to the human heart. The 
greatness of such passages is created by human neces- 
sity, rather than by their inherent quality. In that 
sense these are Great Chapters.” 

The exegesis is typical of the Campbell Morgan 
style, which makes for easy, interesting reading. The 
reader is taken through the Scriptures from Genesis 
to Revelation as the teachings in these forty-nine chap- 
ters are highlighted and explained. Referring to the 
record in Genesis 1 and the argument about the length 
of the Creation days, the writer adds the comment: 
“When we are endeavouring to think in the region of 
the Divine, it is well to cancel our almanacs”. Round- 
ing off the chapter he adds: “To me, therefore, not be- 
cause I am a Christian, but because I am a rational 
being, the solution of the riddle of the universe found 
in this chapter is acceptable as being simple, sublime, 
sufficient.” He sees in the closing words of the Bible 
the profound importance of the Second Advent of our 
Lord. Referring to the statement: “Surely I come 
quickly”, he says, “These are the last recorded words 
of our Lord, and it is the seventh occurrence of the 
great declaration in the course of the unveiling.” 

The price of the book brings it within the reach of 
the modest pocket and thus provides an opportunity 
to recapture the value of these excellent addresses and 
restudy important themes which attracted thousands 
to Westminster Chapel week by week. It is a contri- 
bution to any Christian’s library well worth having.

Missionary Biography 


2. Mrs. Sandra McCann (Inyanga North, Rhodesia) 


I WAS born on December 30th, 1943. I spent the 
early years of my life in the moorland village of 
Marsden, about seven miles from Huddersfield, 
Yorkshire, where I attended a Congregational Sunday 
school from the age of three years. Although I 
attended church continually until I was fourteen, at 
no time did I appropriate the gospel; instead I 
believed that by going to church and by not doubting 
the Bible stories I was automatically a Christian. 

My first link with an evangelistic movement came 
in August, 1957, when, during a holiday at Whitley 
Bay, my family made contact with the Salvation 
Army. On returning home, we began to attend the 
Huddersfield Salvation Army evening services, while 
still spending time at Marsden Congregational Church. 
During this period of transition, my family moved to 
Huddersfield in October, 1958, and in December of 
the same year I left Colne Valley High School and 
started work as a soft furnisher in a large 
privately-owned store in Huddersfield. 

Salvation came to the family, when first my 
mother, then my father, sister and brother, all 
accepted Christ. I was the last to accept Christ, at a 
Salvation Army youth rally in Bradford in October, 
1959. Though I was sincere, I was still rather 
self-centred and, there being very few young people 
in the S.A. at that time, I began to lose interest. So it 
was that my mother, who, with my father and 
brother are still members of the S.A., introduced me 
to the girls of the Elim Pentecostal Church, 
Huddersfield, in the same street as the S.A. building. 
In January, 1961, I started attending this church 
regularly and became a Sunday school teacher and 
Crusader, but for the next three and a half years, my 
spiritual life was rather chequered. I wanted the best 
of both worlds, but only succeeded in getting little 
satisfaction from either. 

Then in September, 1964, during a convention at 
Huddersfield led by Pastor E.J. Thomas and after a 
struggle with my conscience, I reached the point of 
surrender to God and said goodbye to the things of 
my old life like the dances and cinema shows which 
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had attracted me so much before. My water baptism 
followed on Easter Saturday, 1965, at Sowerby 
Bridge, and I was greatly blessed by a visit to the 
Holy Land in August/September of the same year, 
with Rev. David G. Hathaway. 

About this time a guitar-playing university student 
came along to the church. “Not my type at all”, I 
thought at the time; in fact, I didn’t give him much 
thought at all, but God had other ideas, and he was 
destined to become my husband on September 30th, 
1967. Our first child, Paul, followed almost exactly a 
year later, on September 19th, 1968 and at this time 
we felt rather secure and at home in Huddersfield. 

In May, 1969, however, something. happened 
which changed our lives. Some of the people from 
our church attended the Elim Conference at 
Blackpool for one night. My husband unfortunately 
had to stay at home, but I found myself confronted 
with the missionary challenge in an appeal by 
Catherine Picken for graduates willing to teach in 
Emmanuel Secondary School, Inyanga North, 
Rhodesia. It seemed that God was speaking to me 
personally on behalf of my husband. I returned home 
with mixed feelings, being inclined to resist the call of 
God. After all, what had we got that God saw fit to 
call us? We sought the will of God, however, and God 
opened the door in a very special way. Things 
happened fast. In September, 1969, we entered Elim 
Bible College for just one term. In October, at the 
College, we were both baptised in the Spirit on the 
same day. In January, 1970, we flew from England to 
our new home in Rhodesia. 

We have been here for three years now, during 
which time we have shared in joys and sorrows and 
have seen the light shine into many lives. We 
sorrowed when the Lord took our Paul on April 21st, 
1971, at the age of two and a half years and then our 
only child, but we have rejoiced in the Lord’s 
goodness in sending another boy, Philip, born on 
August 26th, 1972. God is good and we are glad that 
we can share in the working out of His plan and 
purpose for the people of Rhodesia.

An Outline — Garments for the Spirit 
Judges 6:34; 1 Chronicles 12:18; 2 Chronicles 24:20 


“UPON” (Acts 1:8) is the Pentecostal word for endue- 
ment. The classic illustration is Elijah and Elisha: 
“Clothed with the Spirit”; ““Let thy mantle fall on 

me’. 

It would seem that the three Scriptures above carry 
the same thought, but the converse is true; see the 
Revised Version (1881) for the literal Hebrew. ‘““The 
Spirit of the Lord clothed Himself with’? Gideon, 
Amasai, and Zechariah. He who expresses His invis- 
ible presence in Creation (“Thou coverest Thyself with 
light as a garment” [Psalm 104:2]), and manifested 
that presence in the Incarnation (John 1:14), also 
makes Himself known through humble vessels of His 
choice. Gideon, Amasai, and Zechariah became 
“garments” with which the Spirit clothed Himself, in 
conquering victory, in sacrificial witness, and in simple 
personal loyalty. .

MANY Christians are disturbed and somewhat 
confused by modern theories on the subject of 
demon-possession. The existence of demons cannot 
be denied, nor can the Scriptural teaching of 
overpowering spirits be overlooked. The question 
which concerns us, however, is, “Can a Christian be 
possessed by an evil spirit?” 

Pentecostals believe the Bible to be the inspired 
Word of God, our all-sufficient rule for faith and 
practice. Our enquiry should not be directed towards 
what an individual has experienced, but to what the 
Scriptures say. 

OPPRESSION IS NOT POSSESSION. In Acts 10:38 
we are informed that oppression can be the cause of 
bodily sickness. Paul’s thorn in the flesh was certainly 
oppression, “the messenger of Satan to buffet him” 
(1 Corinthians 12:7). The afflictions and hardships of 
the Apostle came from the devil, but we could never 
concede that Paul was demon-possessed. All sickness 
is not necessarily the result of satanic oppression. 
Sickness can be the result of natural causes and very 
often it is. Isaiah reminds us that the One who bore 
our sickness and brought healing by His stripes was 
Himself oppressed and afflicted. He was as much 
oppressed by the devil as by those for whom He 
suffered, but He certainly was not, nor ever could be, 
possessed. 
DEPRESSION IS NOT POSSESSION. Can God’s 
people be depressed? Yes they can, and often are! To 
be cast down, for this is the meaning of depression, is 
no sin. See 2. Corinthians 4:7. The Psalmist David 
knew something of the state of depression (Psalm 
42:5,6,11). Paul was depressed (2 Corinthians 7:6), 
‘because he was troubled on every side, without were 
fightings, within were fears (v.5). Too often poor 
souls, who suffer from depression, have been cruelly 
told that they are possessed by a “spirit of fear’’. 
What a lack of compassion and Christian love this 
shows and what a total disregard for the Word of 
God! 2 Timothy 1:7 clearly, states, “God hath not

given us the spirit of fear; but of power, and of love, 
and of a sound mind.” 

Were the disciples of our Lord possessed by a spirit 
of fear when we read that they were in jeopardy 
(Luke 8:23)? They were scared stiff! Christ asked 
them, “Where is your faith?”, but He certainly did 
not reckon them to be possessed by a “spirit of fear”. 
OBSESSION IS NOT POSSESSION. People can 
become obsessed with a variety of things or 
experiences. The accumulation of wealth can become 
an obsession. The athlete can become obsessed by an 
overpowering ambition for a strong and healthy 
body. The musician can be obsessed by the cadences 
of sound until he thinks of nothing else. Even the 
preacher can harp on one particular doctrinal theme 
until his obsession brings him into spiritual bondage. 
Obsession and fanaticism are not too far apart! The 
exercise and development of self-control (2 Peter 
1:5,6), one of the graces of the Fruit of the Spirit, is 
the way to overcome an obsession. The incorruptible 
crown awaits those who are temperate in all things (1 
Corinthians 9:25). 

According to The New English Dictionary 
“‘nossession”’ means “‘to have ownership of, to own as 
property, to have full power over, to control’’. The 
New Testament asks (and remember that Paul is 
speaking to believers), “What? Know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye are not your own? For 
ye are bought with a price” (1 Corinthians 6:19,20). 
The purchase price of our redemption is the precious 
blood (1 Peter 1:19; Colossians 1:13,14), by which 
God’s people overcome Satan himself (Revelation 
12:11). In 1 Corinthians 3:16, Paul says, “Know ye 
not that ye are the temple of God and that the Spirit 
of God dwelleth in you?”. How can a foreign, 
demonic power rule in the temple of God? “What 
concord. hath Christ with Belial [Satan]? (2 
Corinthians 6:15). “What agreement hath the temple 
of God with idols?” (v.16).

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


14 When to fight and when not to 
(Genesis 13:8; 14:15)

A DISPUTE had arisen between Abram and Lot, but 
Abram refused to fight over the matter, allowing Lot 
to take the best land. There was plenty of political 
trouble at that time, too. The land had been overrun 
by Chedorlaomer, king of Elam, and the kings of 
Sodom and Gomorrah were planning to rebel against 
him. When Chedorlaomer again invaded the land, 
Abram refused to be involved, yet later, against great 
odds, he attacked Chedorlaomer and rescued Lot. 

The reason is clear why Abram refused to fight 
Lot or to be involved with the warring kings, yet 
attacked the victorious army with a handful of men 
at great personal risk: Lot and-he were witnesses to 
the true God. Strife between them would have 
dishonoured the Lord; Abram would rather suffer 
loss than permit this. Further, Abram would not 
allow himself to be drawn into alliances with ungodly 
men, for he had been called to be separated unto the 
Lord, yet Abram would fight, putting his own life at 
risk, in order to save his brother, even though he 
might have justly said, “Lot deserved what came to 
him; his selfishness hurt me!” 

We are called to be witnesses for the Lord Jesus, so 
Satan loves to stir up strife between us, not simply to 
annoy us, but rather to dishonour our Saviour, to give 
the world opportunity to sneer, and to cause earnest 
seekers to stumble. Knowing these things, we should 
be gentle in our dealings with other believers and not 
fight with them to defend or to obtain our rights. 
Like Abram, we should be willing to be wronged 
rather than dishonour the Lord. We should not enter 
into ungodly alliances, for thus we would 
compromise our testimonies. We should fight 
vigorously to defend other Christians when they are 
attacked, however, seeking their deliverance from 
distress, even if they have hurt us. In this way we 
shall show the true Spirit of the Lord Jesus.

The Gospel and Genesis Chapter 2

“THIS earth came into being by chance.” “Man just 
happened.” “The earth for one moment became a 
successful cosmic test tube.” Can we really believe 
these statements and theories made by scientists and 
held by those who seek to disprove or deny the 
necessity of God? For me Genesis chapter 2 is a 
thrilling account of what actually did take place 
when man became a living soul. 


Man — the Image of God | 

There is no doubt that man is the crowning art of 
God’s creation. The more scientists study man, the 
more complex he is seen to be. Even the psalmist, 
who knew nothing about genes and chromosomes, 
declared, “I am fearfully and wonderfully made”. We 
who do know something of them, marvel how such 
minute cells can so faithfully reproduce the 
characteristics of generations. 

Our amazing complexity is one of the strongest 
arguments there is for the existence of God. We know 
as we look at a complex piece of machinery, be it a 
computer or the flight deck of an airliner, that great 
intelligence was necessary to make it all possible. The 
more complex the machinery, the greater is the 
intelligence that is needed. Man, the most complex 
mechanism that there is, demands a super-intelligence 
to make him both possible and understandable. Our 
chapter tells us that that intelligence is God who 
formed man out of the dust of the earth. 

' He is the One who gave the dust, the base elements 
from which we are made, their worth, for we bear His 
likeness, not a physical likeness, but a personality 
likeness, so that everything that makes up the 
“essential you” is in God’s image. What tremendous 
potential we have for God as a result! 

Today, genetics in particular shows that we are in 
the image of our forefathers physically and as regards 
personality. Think back to Adam. He had all the 
characteristics of God, even the very outlook of God, 
and he lost them, but, since they were there, we can 
strive to regain some of that perfection and to know 
again some of the image of our first forefather.

Scripture teaches us that we may do this as we allow 
the fruit of the Spirit to develop in our lives and as 
we allow the glory of Christ to develop Christ-like 
lives in us, for the original perfection of Adam was 
but a preview of the ultimate perfection which was to 
come in Jesus, a perfection so complete that every 
word of teaching, every moment of living, every 
motive and reaction was a rebuke to sinful men, and 
they crucified the Lord of Glory. 


The Garden planted by God 

Years ago, as I walked amid the spring beauties of 
Kew, I felt so close to God, but the garden planted by 
God was better by far. It was the nearest thing to 
heaven upon earth, for God was not just close, He 
graced it with His very presence. It was indeed the 
garden of delight, which is the meaning of “the 
garden of Eden”. Adam delighted to live there and 
God delighted to spend time there. | 

No doubt every time God went there, and, if H 
went in human form, it would have been Jesus 
Himself who walked there, another garden which was 
to come would have been before Him — the garden of 
Gethsemane. It would also know the presence of God 
and it would know God’s judgment against sin. In 
that garden, God would require obedience from His 
Son, even as the one thing He required from Adam 
was his obedience. 

In one sense the garden of Gethsemane would also 
be a garden of delight, for Christ fulfilled the Father’s 
will, but how different were the circumstances, for 
Adam, with whom God spoke in the first garden,was 
going to make the second garden a necessity by his 
sin. Satan dared to challenge God’s perfection of 
creation in the first garden and he won, but in the 
second garden, as he challenged God’s perfection in 
Christ, he lost, and he has never recovered from that 
defeat. | 

The garden of Eden was watered by a river which 
divided into four rivers, the name of each being a 
type of the Baptism in the Holy Spirit. “Pison” 
means rushing waters; ““Gihon” means overflowing; 
““Hiddekel” means power; and “Euphrates” means 
sweet waters. As the Holy Spirit flows through our 
lives, they can be like well-watered gardens, © 
attractive, fruitful and a delight to those who share 
something of our lives. 


Adam — named by God 

It was not until the man God created was actually 
naming the animals, that he was called by his name — 
Adam. Because of Paul we know him as the first 
Adam, who was a pointer to Jesus the last Adam. He 
pointed to Jesus by contrasts and opposites, as 
evidenced in that great statement, “As in Adam all 
die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive”. 

“In Adam all die”, for, when he sinned, all 
generations were in his loins in the same way that one 
seed can hold a great forest. Adam’s body was a clay 
casket which held the whole family of man and the 
taint of that body’s sin was passed on to every 
generation. Since that body was condemned by God, 
every one born after Adam had to share that same 
condemnation, so that “there is none righteous, no, 
not one”. Adam was the parent of the whole family 
of disgrace. Through his sin he crucified the world 
and the world later crucified Christ. How would 
Adam have acted had he known that his original 
disobedience would send Christ to the cross? 

The first Adam brought sin, but the last Adam 
brought life. Jesus is the parent of the whole family 
of grace, for, as Jesus died, His blood was the seed 
which held great promise; instead of its being seed 
cast down as was Adam’s, it was seed looking up. It is 
not the seed of sorrow, but of joy. It is not the seed 
of condemnation, but of deliverance. It is not the 


seed of defeat, but of triumph. Our loss in Adam was 
great, but our gain in Christ is far greater. 

In the death of the first Adam we crumble in the 
grave and lie down in beds of darkness, but the death 
of the last Adam, Christ, is the gateway to eternal life 
and light. The two deaths were poles apart. We may 
have all died in Adam, but we are crucified with 
Christ and so enter into His lasting victory and the 
fruits thereof. Surely everything in life that Adam 
lost or lowered, and especially our place in God, Jesus 
has raised and restored. 

May none of us be found walking in the footsteps 
of the old Adam. A better way is offered in Christ for 
the “Son of God... loved me, and gave Himself for 
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me.

About India | 

EVERY seventh person in the world is an Indian. 
India, the great sub-continent with its nearly 600 
million people has a bit of everything. The Indian 
people, belong to most races known to mankind: 
Negroid, Polynesian, Dravidian, Mangolid, Semitic, 
Aryan. Some of them are blonde and blue-eyed, some 
are as ebony black as the Africans, some have slanting 
eyes, high cheek-bones and flat noses like the 
Chinese, while some have coal black hair and beaked 
noses like the Arabs and the Jews. More than 
eighty-three per cent are Hindus. The offshoots of 
Hinduism, such as Buddhists, Jains and _ Sikhs, 
maintain their separate religious identities. The third 
largest Muslim population in the world is in India. It 
numbers sixty-two millions and has a colourful 
variety of sects. Christians come third and have about 
fifteen millions. Besides, there are Parsees, Jews and 
Armenians. 

The alarming sign of the modern trend is that 
many of the younger generation subscribe to no 
religion and are atheists or agnostics. 

India has a variety of languages. Some are written 
from left to right and some from right to left. The 
Constitution of India recognizes fourteen languages 
and it is estimated that there are over 350 dialects. 

India and Christianity 

Christianity in India has been wrongly branded as 
a Western religion. It is in fact Asian in origin and 
India’s connection with it is believed to be one of the 
oldest in the world. As far back as 860 B.C. a 
flourishing trade existed between India and Babylon 
and Indian elephants were transported to the 
Euphrates Valley. This lends strong support to the 
traditional account that the Apostle Thomas, one of 
the twelve disciples of Jesus, travelled to India and 
preached the Gospel in the middle of the first century 
starting in the South Western India, now known as 
Kerala State. 
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A brief account of the ten years of work and progress 
of the Maranatha Evangelical Movement in the South 
of India and its present fellowship with the 
Elim Movement. 


Maranatha |

The discovery in March 1957 of a first century | 
Christian Church building in ruins in the 
elephant-infested forest of Nilackal in Kerala State, 
further supports the belief in the possible fruitful 
ministry of the Apostle. He eventually made his way 
to a small place in South East India, where he 
continued the ministry with great success until he fell 
by the cruel spear of a Hindu Brahman and spilled the 
blood of the first martyr of Christian faith in this 
land. 

During the period of 2,000 years, this small place — 
has developed into the city of Madras, with a 
population of about two million people, the fourth 
largest city in India and the capital of Tamilnadu 
state. The Mount on which the Apostle Thomas was 
killed has all along been known as St. Thomas Mount 
and a part of the city is called San Thomé and hasa 
Cathedral. 

In A.D. 339 a great company of Christians came 
from Syria and settled in the south and are known as 
Syrian Christians. Centuries passed by and it is stated 
that in the sixteenth century the Indian Christian was 
a person of consequence commanding the respect of 
his Hindu neighbours, but they lost all zeal for 
evangelism, waxed cold and came to be known only 
as respected citizens. 

With the coming of the Protestant missions to 
India in the 18th century, Christianity began to enter 
every stratum of Indian society. When India became a 
sovereign Republic, and had its own national policies 
in relation to industry, education, etc., the old 
methods of pre-independence days in spreading the 
gospel needed to be changed to suit present-day 
conditions. The Maranatha ministry with its 
headquarters in Madras has been designed that way. 


Maranatha Evangelical Movement 

That this movement should function as it does 
today in the preaching, teaching, printing, radio and 
children’s ministry, was indeed in the eternal plan of 


God. An ambitious young man, a government servant 
(auditor in the office of the Accountant-General) had 
one aim in his life — to become a successful 
cine-artist. He exerted every nerve towards achieving 
his cherished goal. Man invariably strives in his own 
flesh and rebels, but God always wins and that with 
His deep, unchanging love. This young man fell a 
victim of that constraining love. God saved him and 
filled him with the Holy Spirit. He was a 
Lay-Preacher, a part-time servant of God, as he was a 
government servant full-time, but it was the other 
way about. His ministry was largely among young 
people and the burden of them increased. The seed 
thought of training Indian young men for preaching 
the Gospel to their own people in their own language, 
was sown in the heart of this young man at this time. 

During a period of fifteen years he won many 
precious souls for Christ and some were led into 
full-time ministry. He was an active leader of a Gospel 
team and the secretary of the Pentecostal Fellowship 
of Madras. Seeing that one could not usefully serve 
two masters for long, God enabled him to enter 
full-time ministry in 1961 after serving the 
government of India for nineteen years, and led him 
to the International Bible Training Institute, Sussex, 

England. : 

_ The young man met a fellow-student from 
Northern Ireland and the two hearts were knit 
together for a greater purpose of which they were 
then not aware. After completion of training he 
returned to India with his Irish friend. In March, 
1963, the Maranatha Bible Training Institute came 
into existence with Pastor and Mrs. Henry Joseph and 
Pastor and Mrs. John A. Prentice as founders. 

Our first Bible class for four students was held 
inside a tiny palm-leaf thatched shed which was so 
weather beaten that it let in through its numerous 
holes in the roof the sun-rays to accord us a real 
welcome. With no regular financial support we looked 
to God for every need. We remember with thanks the 
tireless labour for the Maranatha work during this 
time by Mrs. A. McDermott, Mr. David Burgess, Mrs. 
Davidson, Mrs. Rowlands in the United Kingdom and 
Rev. Erich Theis in Germany and the late Rev. Karl 
Schneider in Switzerland. The Lord blessed the 
efforts of Maranatha and we moved into a bigger 
rented building where we have continued until now. 

In 1965, Pastor and Mrs. John A. Prentice left the 
Maranatha ministry to become Elim Missionaries. 
They went to North India to carry on the Elim work. 
The Lord continued to bless and prosper the Bible 
school and the other work in Madras. Over 120 
students have gone through the school during these 
ten years and are working in seven states of India and 


in the Andaman Islands in the Bay of Bengal. There 
are thirty Maranatha Full Gospel churches run mostly 
by young men trained in the Bible Institute. | 

The present position in India is that no new 
missionaries can enter and the existing strength of 
missionaries is gradually being brought down. It is 
feared that the time may not be far away when there 


_will be no missionaries in India. The only answer to 


that situation is the functioning of an effective, 
well-backed Bible School training the national young 


men to preach the good news to their own people. 


Maranatha Printing Press has been the medium of 
sending out millions of Tracts in English and in 
Tamil. Maranatha, an English monthly magazine, has 
been a God-blessed medium to many in different 
countries. 

In 1970, the visit of Pastor and Mrs. G.W. Gilpin 
to Madras and the return of Pastor and Mrs. John A. 
Prentice along with the Gilpins, and the visit of Pastor 
D. Henry Joseph to the United Kingdom in 
September to November 1972, opened a fresh 
chapter in the history of Maranatha. It was a great 
time. of fellowship, blessing and refreshing for the 
writer to be present with his wife and daughter during 
the Elim Missionary Conference with the leading 
brethren and the Ministers and several members. This 
was followed by a brief itinerary around London, 
Birmingham, Yorkshire, Scotland and N. Ireland, 
preaching in Elim Churches. After discussions with 
the members of the Elim Missionary Council, 
Maranatha, while continuing its ministry as hitherto, 
enjoys a very special relationship with Elim and the 
two are affiliated with each other. Pastor and Mrs. 
John Prentice represent Elim in the Maranatha work. 
Earnest prayers are solicited from all God’s people in 


_the British Isles that this link may result in a great 


harvest of precious souls in the coming days. 
“Maranatha”!

DR. Billy Graham gave the address at the first in- 
auguration of Mr. Nixon the Republican Party Presi- 
dent of U.S.A. He also preached at the funeral service 
of the former Democratic party President, the late 
Lyndon B. Johnson. Dr. Graham is a Baptist minister, 
but neither President belonged to the Baptist Church. 
Dr. Graham is, of course, directly thought of as an 
outstanding minister not confined to a denomination. 
Ina U.S.A. poll he has, for the second successive year, 
been next to Mr. Nixon as the man of the year. How 
different seems Dr. Graham’s standing from that of any 
other Protestant minister or evangelist, or more to the 
point, how different American attitudes are from, by 
way of example, British attitudes. Who is the non- 
conformist leader in our land who could be chosen to 
officiate on any such comparable occasion affecting 
the first citizen of our nation? The position of the 
Established Church cannot be over-ridden. We may 
criticise R.C.-dominated countries or “free-for-all” 
U.S.A., but our British structure is very questionable, 
despite the value many seem to place on age-long tra- 
ditions and ceremonial splendour. 

In his address at Lyndon Johnson’s funeral, Dr. 


Graham referred to the former President’s proposal to _ 


him to stand as a candidate for the American Presi- 
dency as a man who could unite the country. and pull 
it out of its problems. Billy Graham had answered 
that his calling as a preacher was the highest in the 
world. A point of interest is that, when Lyndon 
Johnson was elected as President, Dr. Graham had 
publicly supported Mr. Nixon’s platform. Two ques- 
tions arise. Would Dr. Graham be a successful Presi- 
dent because he is an outstanding evangelist? (C.H. 
Spurgeon contended that a successful minister would 
be successful at anything else!). More important: is 
it right for a minister to be an active politician? Billy 
Graham has decided in his own case to plough a single 
furrow, but this does not answer the basic question, or 
any other individual case. None can ignore that the 
greatest Protestant reformers were involved in most 
vital social and political affairs — Luther in Germany 
Calvin in Geneva, and John Knox in Scotland. Were 
these “men for their times’ wrong? Many Christians 
even in Ulster, query Dr. Ian Paisley’s position as a 
faithful gospel preacher and active politician. Perhaps 
active Christian political laymen could have made the 
latter capacity unnecessary. If he had the authority 
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to do so, none can say whether Dr. Paisley could cure 
N. Ireland of its ills. One thing is undeniable; Ian 
Paisley was foremost to see and to state the symptoms, 
to diagnose the disease, and to expose, as he believed, 
the weak physicians and the plague to come. God 
alone can cure N. Ireland’s sickness, but He requires — 


co-workers. 


Prayer and Praise

My telephone bell rang one morning, which was not 
unusual. On lifting the receiver, I heard the friendly 
voice of another Elim pastor. He told me that 
someone had "phoned him asking that an Elim 
minister would without fail that day visit an old man 
in a London hospital. Realising that the hospital was 
only about half-a-mile from my church, he asked me 
to visit the man. 

On arrival at the hospital I found that the man was 
in a private room. Before being allowed in, I was 
asked to go to the Sister’s office. She explained to me 
that the man had had a successful operation for the 
removal of his gall bladder, but that he was not | 
co-operating in trying to pull himself together. The 
doctor estimated that he had only twenty-four hours 
to live and I was their last hope. I asked quietly in my 
heart for help and wisdom and entered into the room. 

I asked the man why he had sent for me. He 
replied that he had not done so, but maybe his son 
had. He told me that, since having the operation, he 
felt “frozen” all over his body and, try-as he would, 
he could not pull himself together. I asked him why 
his son had asked for an Elim pastor. With this, his 
face brightened up and I was told that this good man 
had been an Elim member for many years, but that 
since retiring he had gone to live with his son in the 
country. So we talked together. He was saved in one 
of the great campaigns of Stephen Jeffreys at 
Barking. What amazing healings they saw! We talked 
of the good old days. Then the miracle happened. 
Life began to flow into the old man’s body, the 
frozen feeling left him and now he was glowing all 
over. 

Needless to say, a few days later he went back to 
his home to live a few more years for the Lord. 

It is worthwhile talking over with others what God 
has done. We sing a chorus: “Let’s go on talking about 
the Lord. I feel so much better talking about the 
Lord”. 

Let us talk of the wonderful answers to prayer. It 
will bless us and others as well. 


WE are still near the beginning of 1973 and if you 
haven’t adopted a motto for the year, may I suggest 
the words, “Try thanksgiving”. 

The following editorial comment appeared in The 
Pentecostal Evangel of America and was such a 
blessing to me that I want to share it with you. 

Transcendental Meditation (TM for short) is 
becoming a popular way to cope with everyday 
tension. 7ime magazine says that as many as 250,000 
Americans have now taken up the practice of pausing 
two or three times a day and meditating for fifteen to 

twenty minutes at a time. 

_ The practice seems to be replacing such things as 
Zen, Yoga and group therapy among non-Christian 
experimenters. People pay good money to learn how 
to meditate. Courses in TM have been taught for 
credit at Yale, Stanford, and dozens of other U.S. 
colleges and now classes are starting in hundreds of 
American cities. 

It is reported that each pupil meets privately with 
a teacher and is assigned a “mantra,” or meaningless 
sound. The teacher chants the mantra while the pupil 
listens, sitting upright with eyes closed. Then the 
pupil takes it up himself, first aloud and then silently. 
As a result, he relaxes and appears to be asleep, but 
he experiences a deep sense of rest and alertness 
passing through his mind and body. 

The practice has no moral or religious character. 
Whatever a person’s occupation, TM helps him to do 
it better. If he is a teacher he will be a more effective 
teacher. If he is a thief he supposedly will be a more 
successful thief. TM simply summons the natural 
powers within a person, makes them sharper, more 
active, and convinces him that everything is going to 
be just grand. 

Whatever value there may be in TM, itisavery 
inferior substitute for prayer. The Bible teaches us, 
“Rejoice evermore. Pray without ceasing. In every 
thing give thanks” (1 Thessalonians 5:16-18). 

What a pity that people do not know the God of 
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the Bible and therefore turn to Eastern philosophies 
for guidance and help. The practice of pausing at 
intervals throughout the day to lift the heart in 
prayer and praise to God is far superior to TM 
because it links the person with Him who can 
strengthen, sanctify, and guide unerringly in all the 
affairs of life. 

Daniel followed that practice. When he lived in the 
promised land he prayed three times a day and when 
he was carried away to Babylon as a captive he 
continued the custom. “He kneeled upon his knees 
three times a day, and prayed, and gave thanks before 


his God, as he did aforetime” (Daniel 6:10). 
David likewise paused to pray and praise at 


intervals throughout the day. “Evening, and morning, 
and at noon, will I pray,” he declared (Psalm 55:17). 
“I will praise the name of God with a song, and will 
magnify him with thanksgiving” he promised (Psalm 
69:30). 

Prayer is the pause that refreshes, especially if it is 
mixed with thanksgiving and involves meditation on 
the Scriptures. Prayer and praise are like the two 
wings of a bird. Both are needed. One without the 
other will send us round in circles, but prayer and 
praise together are a pair of spiritual wings that can 
lift us out of our troubles and bring us into the very 
presence of God. 

When the outlook is dark, try praising the Lord. 
Let us offer the sacrifice of praise to Him continually, 
that is, the fruit of our lips giving thanks to his Name 
— for the Lord is good, and His mercy endures for 
ever whether the situation be bright or threatening. 

Try thanksgiving. Make it a motto. Print the words 
on a card and place it on the wall, or in your Bible, as 
a constant reminder. It is true that prayer changes 
things. It is also true that praise changes some things 
that prayer alone cannot change. For praise is 
powerful. It expresses faith and fixes the heart on 
God’s adequacy to replace our inadequacy, whatever 
challenge we may face. :

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Building up the Walls

“Tet us build up the wall of Jerusalem” (Nehemiah 2:17). 


“KEEP sae tidy” is a sign which we have all seen. 
Ministers and councillors, governments and authorities 
are always on about pollution in our country. We 
breathe the dirty air from our chimneys and furnaces 
and the exhaust fumes from our cars. Our rivers, lakes 
and seas are polluted. We cannot have a decent swim 
in some places due to oil slicks. One sees the terrible 
eyesores in our cities, the tall sky scrapers and 
chimneys which tell us that this is the age of modern 
architecture. Even the lovely countryside is spoiled 
by the tall pylons and the slag heaps of disused pits. 
Many of our villages exhibit waste ground, derelict 
houses, broken-down churches, walls and buildings. 

It is very refreshing to come across the sign: 
“DANGER MEN AT WORK” and to see instead of 
machinery being used to destroy buildings, signs of 
reconstruction, restoration and preservation. It’s like 
a breath of fresh air. 7 

Perhaps you have returned to a former house, or 
church, maybe your old school, after being away for 
some years and have found nothing but ruins. What 
did you feel like — sad, remorseful, horror-struck, 
nostalgic? 

You will partly understand how Nehemiah must 
have felt when he heard the news concerning his 
beloved city, Jerusalem. Nehemiah was in exile; he 
was reared and lived in the Persian court. He heard 
that the place of his father’s grave lay in ruins. There 
was great affliction and the walls of the city and gates 
had been burned with fire. The walls of a city meant 
STRENGTH and SECURITY, but now they were 
broken, open to attack and plunder. 

Although Nehemiah had an important job as the 


cup-bearer to the king, he was deeply moved inwardly 
and outwardly to action. phe i 


Man of Intercession : 
For four months he prayed, wept, fasted. Even his 
countenance changed, because of his sorrow of heart 
(Nehemiah 2:2). He was afraid to appear before the 
king, because it was a.capital offence to go into his 
presence looking sad. He did appear and God was 
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with him. 

Are you saddened when you hear that churches 
are empty, that some Christians whom you knew 
have backslidden? Are you moved to prayer as you 
see the walls of this country being broken down, 
Sunday being desecrated, and churches becoming 
bingo halls or warehouses? 

Nehemiah was willing to lose his job rather than 
become willing to offend his conscience. Men can still 
do well in business and be out-and-out Christians but 
a good conscience helps towards material and 
spiritual success. | 


Man of Action aim 
He not only prayed, he went to Jerusalem. He was 

armed with royal authority, thrilled that God had 
overruled. He was wise. He planned the work and 
worked the plan (2:13). There were forty-two 
different work groups, yet we never read that he had 
industrial disputes. They all worked near their own 
house; this gave them a special interest in the work. 
OUR FIRST OBLIGATION FOR CHRIST IS 
ALWAYS OUR OWN NEIGHBOURHOOD. Does 
that wall need repair? 


Outside Opposition 

The child of God always gets opposition when he 
begins to work for God. They began to scoff, mock, 
jeer, sneer and say, “What do these feeble Jews think 
they are doing?” The world says tous,“You’re only a 
few people scattered in so many churches, saving one 
at a time while other organizations sweep them in.” 
Nehemiah answered his critics by praying for them 
(4:4-6). Has your wall of prayer broken down? 

The work continued, “for the people had a mind 
to work”. If you pray and witness then the devil will 
not have the last laugh.. The opposition then tried 
oh (4:7-23), so Nehemiah watched and prayed 
v.9). 

They then tried being crafty (6:1—19), using 
pretence, bluff and then treachery, but still the leader 
stayed firm.

The believer has been crucified with Christ and 
lives by faith because of the indwelling Christ 
(Galatians 2:20; Colossians 1:27; John 3:24). Can the 
living Christ be dethroned by any hellish foe? 

Jesus is stronger than Satan and sin, 

Satan to Jesus must bow, . 

Therefore I triumph without and within; 

Jesus saves me now. 
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AS ambassadors for our Lord there are three ways by 
means of which we can make our representation 
known in the locality where He has placed us: by our 
lives, by our lips and by literature. The last two will 
make little impression if our lives do not recommend 
the gospel. Above all else, prayer is the most 
important factor in our Christian witness. We must 
earnestly commit every day to Him for guidance and 
help as we mingle with the opposition in this world. 
A prayerful life and a good knowledge of the Word of 
God will help us to radiate Christ and boldly to 
witness for Him. : 

Not all of us are called to take the platform a 
meetings. Do not be disheartened if, after you have 
tried, you have realised fhat public speaking is not 
your gift. Personal contacts may be more in your line 
than preparing sermons. Questions and answers on 
the “ground floor” with the Scriptures in your heart 
can sometimes be more effective in leading: souls to 
the Lord. 

Literature is where every Christian can come in, 
yet, surprisingly enough, very few realise the power 
of the printed page. The. communists know its 
effectiveness as they saturate the world with their 
so-called gospel in attractive and challenging literature 
form. Jehovah Witnesses, too, publish in many 
languages and by these means are winning many 
converts. The enemy of souls himself, knowing full 
well the power of the truth of God’s Word, does his 
best to discourage Christians, thus to stop their 
prayerfully sowing such life-giving’ seed as gospel 
tracts. Oh, that more of us would take up this 
worth-while opportunity of service for the Saviour! 

In many countries abroad, prison sentences face 
those who are caught giving out Christian literature. 
The reason is obvious, yet, with no such persecution 
in this country, and with our responsibility towards 
our neighbours, surely more Christians should take up 
this golden opportunity. There are many Scriptures 
to encourage us to do so and the Lord always blesses 
the distributor who goes out for precious souls with 
the message of salvation. : | 

When the Lord says, “My Word shall not return 
unto Me void”, He does not promise that a soul will 
be saved through every tract, but none the less the 
invitation to accept His Son as personal Saviour is 
thus given through you. I have had tracts torn up in 
my face, but such action meant that my 
responsibility passed to those who thus refused the 
Lord’s offer of mercy.

There was too much débris (4:10). It was 
heart-breaking as well as back-breaking. Many a 
minister and leader has given up because of too much. 
rubbish. There was fear (4:11-14). They were looking 
at the opposition instead of at God. Nehemiah 
instructed them to look to the Lord and be ready. He 
placed a sword in one hand of each man and a trowel 
in the other. We must build up this wall. We need a 
Bible in our hand and the Spirit of God within. 

There was greed (5:1-13). Some Jews were buying 


up the land cheaply, grabbing all they could while the 


going was good. Many a time the work of God suffers 
because of self-seekers and wrong motives. So 
Nehemiah had to deal harshly with them. He rebuked 
them (v.7) and he appealed to them by his. own 
example (vwv.8-11), and the offending party admitted 
their blame and made restitution (vv.12,13). 


Victory | 

Within fifty-two days the wall was completed 
(6:15,16), because they perceived that the work was 
wrought by God. Despite the background and the 
problems, God overruled. | 

Jesus said that the gates of Hell would not prevail — 
against the Church. If the walls of your Christian life 
are broken down, then rebuild them. When God sees 
your desire, He will equip you for the task, as he did 
Nehemiah. If you do not know Christ as your Saviour 
then you need a wall of defence: you need Christ.

IT is twelve months since Pastor Bilby moved to Blen- 
heim with his wife Margaret and their three children.

A SURVEY of Esso petrol stations’ management and 
their attitude to stamps and promotions showed that 
they hate stamps, but in the society created by 
competition they are a necessary evil. I mentioned 
our Elim Missionary Society scheme for collecting 
Green Shield stamps for vehicles, but I got not one 
stamp, and that not for the want of trying. Green 
Shield has the overwhelming monopoly in this field; 
others tried too late to jump on the bandwagon. A 
permanent price cut in the cost of petrol would be 
preferable, but this is impracticable in the present 
economy, though I took some convincing, The survey 
ranged from one-man-pumps . to massive stations 
employing large forecourt staff. Each managing 
director and site manager received a tract and a word 
of witness. 

My usual quarterly architect’s review came round 
recently. It included private practitioners and local 
authority architects. Each donated his fee to their 
benevolent scheme, which I thought was gracious. 
Private architects spent thirty minutes or less with 
me. The others had all day, but I had other work to 
do, including hospital visiting. Incidentally, one 
hospital phoned me at 4.20 a.m. to announce that 
one of my members had died at 4 a.m. I appreciated 
their co-operation, but I felt that it could have 
waited. I concluded that the sister must have been 
unmarried. If she was married, she cannot have two 
young boys, like us. 

Getting round the Midlands interviewing and as 
evangelistic secretary, I am grieved by the closed 
churches. and others adapted for commercial 
purposes. So often church buildings are available, but 
the money to purchase them is not so readily 
received. I always felt that the Elim Buildings 
Development Scheme ought to have been more 
enthusiastically received. The present “Helps” scheme 
is excellent. Have you sent your latest response? | 
must check too! 7 

My experience must be multiplied time and time 
again by Headquarters brethren. I know of a beautiful 


church, strategically placed as to the overall pattern. 


of the Elim work in the centre of a nearby town. 
Finance is the great problem. It seems a pity that 
church authorities will not sell at less than the 
commercial price, but Charity Commission 
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regulations have to be borne in mind. 

Presbyteries exist for expanding our work and to 
me at least the expanding of Elim’s witness is God’s 
work and ours. Is your Presbytery fulfilling its 
function by seeking to expand? Write to your District 
Superintendent or tell your minister if you know of a 
building available or of Elim people in a district 
where they have no assembly. Allow me to add this 
plea: “LET’S KEEP OUR GIVING WITHIN OUR 
ELIM FELLOWSHIP!” This is not denominational 
selfishness or narrow bigotry. Numerous worthy 
evangelical causes seek support from Elim people, but 
they have a much wider field than our restricted 
Fellowship from which to draw support. There are 
causes which one would not feel it wise to support, 
however sincere their ministry. One knows that 
money given to any department of Elim’s work is 
acknowledged and accounted for. This may not be so ~ 
with some societies which seek financial support from 
Elim people. By keeping our giving within our own 
Fellowship we could provide the necessary equipment 
and finance for both home and overseas enterprise, so 
that other sources would not be needed. If Elim 
members and friends do not support our work, who 
else will? The frustration of looking for halls, 
churches and openings to extend our work for God 
only to find that development is financially 
impossible is something to be experienced to be 
believed, and not pleasant at that. 

For me, our Elim work, both locally and in its 
wider interests, is God’s “storehouse”. Money 
donated outside our Fellowship is that much less — 
available to our Movement which seeks to use its 
finances wisely as faithful stewards of the Lord’s — 
resources. |

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


15. Abram and Melchizedek 
(Genesis 14:18-20)

LOT had been captured by Chedorlaomer following 
the unsuccessful revolt of the kings of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, but Abram, with a small band of friends 
and servants, had released his nephew. Following 
this battle Abram was met by Melchizedek who 
brought him physical and spiritual refreshing. From 
the account in Genesis and the further information 
in Hebrews 7, we learn a number of interesting facts. 
“Melchizedek” means “king of righteousness” 
and the city where he reigned, Salem, means ‘‘Peace”’ 
so that he was literally ‘“‘king of peace”. He was 
without father, mother or genealogy and he had 
neither beginning of days nor end of life. He was 


made like unto the Son of God. His priesthood | 
was not like Aaron’s, which was ended by death. | 
Because Melchizedek did not die, he has an un.- | 


changing priesthood. He united in himself the 


spiritual office of priest and the temporal office of | 


king. Abram acknowledged his supremacy by paying 
tithes to him and Melchizedek showed his superiority 
by bestowing his blessing upon Abram, the friend of 
God. 

Melchidezek is at least the most remarkable Old 
Testament type of Christ. We are Abraham’s 
children by faith. The bread and wine speak of Him 
who is the “Bread of Life ” sent down from heaven. 
In our times of trial and strain He comes to our 
succour (Hebrews 2:18; 4:16). We are engaged in 
spiritual warfare and we could so easily falter and 
faint by the way, but in tender love the Lord Jesus 
Christ, our Melchizedek, ministers to us so that our 
strength is renewed.

King 
Canute

Pastor of our Ipswich Church 


CANUTE was the son of a long line of pirate chiefs, 
but the Viking spirit in King Canute scarcely outlived 
his youth. His father, King Swain, was a pagan who 
hated Christianity. He died trying to destroy the 
Abbey of St. Edmundsbury. 

Canute was distinguished as an earnest, devoted 
Christian sovereign. The absolute master of England, 
he reigned for nineteen years, not as a Danish 
conqueror, but as a patriotic Englishman. The 
outcome of the Danish conquest of England was not 
the establishment of a Scandinavian kingdom in the 
island, but the strengthening of Anglo-Saxon 
Christian power. England and Denmark became the 
most prominent and successful Christian nations in 
Europe. For nineteen years all was quiet and, for the 
first time for more than one hundred years, the 
Viking raiders were no longer dreaded. England 
enjoyed the blessing of profound peace for many 
years. | 

Kings make mistakes and Canute was no 
exception. He wrote, “I have vowed to amend my life 
in all respects, and to rule the kingdom and the 
people subject to me with justice and clemency and, 
if, through the intemperence of youth or negligence, I 
have hitherto exceeded the bounds of justice in any of 
my acts, I intend by God’s aid to make an entire 
change for the better.” I recall the words of 
Zaccheus, “Look, Lord, half of my property I’m 
giving to the poor, and if P’ve cheated anybody, I’m 
paying him back four times as much. Today salvation 
has come to this home, Jesus told him.” (Luke 18:18, 
Beck). All was changed for these two men. 

In The Letter to the English Nation a strict 
injunction was given to bishops and governors of the 
kingdom to take care that all church dues were paid 
punctually, i.e. God’s tithe and the first-fruits payable 
to every parish church. Canute’s Letter was worthy of 
King Alfred. It opened with the precept charging men 
to fear God and honour the king. Above all things, 
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men should ever love and worship one God. The 
observance of the Lord’s Day was earnestly pressed. 
On that day no popular assembly was to be held; 
there was to be no market and no hunting. Heathen 
superstitions were to be given up. How wonderful this 
is when we remember that Canute in his youth was a 
pirate chief and a descendant of a long line of pagan 
Vikings. 

King Canute died in A.D. 1035. During his reign 
the traffic in slaves was denounced, as it was in 
Alfred’s. English peasantry were commonly sold for 
slaves in Saxon and Norman times. Children were sold 
in Bristol market like cattle for exportation. 
Edward VI had a statute enacted that anyone who 
lived idly for three days should be brought before 
two Justices of the Peace and marked with a V witha 
hot iron. This vile trade was abolished by Austria in 
1782 and by the French in 1794, but not until 1807 
was slavery abolished throughout the British colonies, 
and not until 1834 was this act terminated and 
770,280 slaves set free, 759 years after the death of 
King Canute. 

There is another trade that I hate as much as the 
slave trade and that is the drink trade. It is holding 
and making slaves of millions of people. In 1971 this 
country spent over two thousand million pounds on 
drink. I would to God that our ministers and members ™ 
would stand together and denounce this monster with 
no compromise. A lead must be given to the nation and 
the best way is by example by our Queen and all 
members of the Royal Family, by the Ministers of 
State and all church leaders. 

It is said that, during the twenty-six years of the 
reign of Canute and his sons, no great Churchman 
arose in England. None was distinguished for great 
ability or originality, but plain, honest, God-fearing 
men did their duty quietly and unostentatiously. 
Their chief title to honour was the quiet influence for 
good that they exercised on the great Danish 
conqueror, Canute. 

Our duty is to influence others for good. I believe 
that we shall influence others more by example than 
by doctrine alone. Paul wrote to Timothy “These 
things command and teach”, the same word as in 
Acts 1:4, “Command ... but wait for the promise of 
the Father’. There would have been no Acts 
chapter 2 if they had not obeyed. Now we are 
beginning to see how important it is to obey. “Be 
thou an example in speech, conduct, love, faith and 
purity” (1 Timothy 4:12 Godspeed). In 1 
Thessalonians 1:6,7 notice that “followers 
[imitators] ” is said of Paul and of the Lord. God help 
us not only to be particular over our doctrines, but — 
also as to how we live and order our lives, so that 


history will be repeated.

Shipwreck by David Ayling 


One of a series of messages preached on Sunday evenings in the 
Ulster Temple, Belfast on the relevance of faith in the troubles 


in [reland, 


“T believe God, that it shall be as it was told me” 
(Acts 27:25). 


WHEN Paul stated his faith and conviction as the 
ship swung at anchor in the idyllic setting of the an- 
chorage at Fair Havens, it sounded as if he was whist- 
ling into the wind. The hearers shrugged their shoulders 
and put it all down to religious prejudice, but, when 
Paul stated his faith on the storm-washed decks of the 
same vessel, now stricken and breaking up off the 
rocks of Melita, he was so heeded that he was able to 
save everyone of his shipmates from a watery grave. 

So it will always be. We must give our witness in 
season and out of season. There are times when all 
seems to be going well and no-one seems to listen. 
There are times, like these times, when we feel the 
ship of state sinking under our feet, when men are 
casting overboard all that they have trusted in for a 
lifetime, and still cannot find a way out of the’storm. 
Then, too, we must raise our voices and cry in the 
face; of the furies, “I believe God!” 

Now is the time when men are looking for faith. 
Above the storm, let our voices be heard that, when 
everything else is giving way, we shout out the hope 
of triumphant faith. There is a deadly modern philo- 
sophy that suggests that it does not matter what you 
believe, as long as you believe in something. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. Paul was not the only 
one with cherished beliefs, but only his belief touched 
heaven. 

Consider some of the false beliefs illustrated in the 
_ vessel and then the ingredients of real faith. 

There were some who simply believed in established 
authority. 

“They believed the master and owner of the ship.” 
It seemed to be the most natural thing to do — to take 
the word of the ship’s owner rather than that of the 
upstart prisoner, who simply refused to recognise his 
position. They touched their caps to authority with 
the discipline of soldiers without question. 

The master and owner of this ship had very good 
commercial reasons for risking his ship. It was one of 
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the grainships plying from Alexandria to Rome, laden 
with wheat. The longer the voyage lasted, the lower 
the commercial value of the cargo. Their business acu- 
men demanded that they should sail. Everyone else 
fell in with their advice. | 

There are those who have established themselves as 
those whose word is heeded even when they speak on - 
matters of faith, when in these realms they are utterly 
out of their depths. In the matter of revelation, true 
faith can bow to no other authority, but God and His © 
Word. sag 

There were some who believed in majority decisions. 

“The more part advised to depart.” God does not 
work by majorities. The godly have always been in 
the minority; it always seems that the ranks of evil 
overwhelm the thin line of the righteous. History 
shows again and again, however, that it is the man who 
knows his God who will “‘be strong and do exploits.” 
If you are simply interested in hiding in the crowd 
and floating with the current tide of every opinion, 
you will never be able to say, “I believe God!” 

Some believed in expediency. | 

“It was not commodious to winter in.” 

It did not have all the amenities of Alexandria. 
Lasea was not much ofa city for spending time ashore. 
Fair Havens was its name but they wanted to find a 
better place than that in which to stay. | 

There are those whose whole interest is in lesser 
things. They would like to cast their anchors down 
somewhere, but there is always some reason why they 
should not trust God’s promises and warnings now. — 
The Church is too hot or cold. The preacher is too | 
loud or you cannot hear him. He is too old or too — 
young. The message is too general or too personal. — 
All the time the real reason is that they do not want — 
to trust God. : 

Some trusted in temporary advantages. : 

“The south wind blew softly”. It always does. To 
the wilful soul the devil always makes sure that things — 


seem to turn out well at the beginning. Jonah found 

_a ship going to Tarshish. The Prodigal found plenty 
of friends in the far country who were willing to spend 
his money. The rich fool found that his ground brought 
forth plentifully. 

They argued from the south wind that seemed to 
voyage that counts. It is the storm that is the test of 
your faith. “How wilt thou do in the swelling of 
Jordan?” 

Some trusted in superstitious omens. 

“They believed they had obtained their purpose”. 
They looked upon that wind as a sign from the gods. 
Do not scorn them from the twentieth century when 
our scientific world is loaded with those who, with 
equal superstition, study avidly ‘“‘what the stars say” 
and have an unhealthy interest in the occult. We show 
ourselves as pagan as any woad-covered worshipper 
bowing at Stonehenge. To them Paul’s words were no 
more than just another portent or omen that they 
should follow or dismiss. 

All their beliefs lasted until they reached the storm, 
when suddenly, ‘All hope .. . was then taken away.” 
That is, all hope but one. The storm that blew away 
their wispy beliefs like morning clouds, only brought 
Paul’s faith into its true element. Only in the storm 
did it reach its place of real usefulness. In the very 
storm in which they had given up hope, Paul enjoyed 
the visitation of the angel of God. Christ to the faith- 
filled heart is more real :in the storm than out of it. 

What are the ingredients of such a faith? 

When you believe God you face facts. 

It is the sinner, not the Christian, who is the real 
escapist when the storm breaks. The sinner has no 
answer, no anchor, no hope. He pretends that calamity 
does not exist. Do not think that finding real faith 
makes you abandon common sense. I notice that, 
after Paul had that remarkable vision on the boat, he 
set about sounding the depths, lightening the ship, 
preventing desertions, and feeding the mariners. He 
did all the things that they should have been doing all 
the time, but fear had robbed them of their senses. 
The man of faith should stand out in times of crisis. 
It should make you face the facts about the world, that 
without God, it is sinking, the seams are springing 
apart. In our Province we seek, as these mariners, to 
undergird the ship, to hold things together. We need 
a new vision from the throne to give us God’s answer. 

Faith makes you face facts about yourself, that 
you are a sinner and need salvation, that without God 
you have no hope 

When you believe God you face the future. 


The man with faith was the only one who could 
see a future at all. Where now were the eternal opti- 


purposes of God. 


mists? Where were those who relied on superstitious 
omens and signs? They were paralysed with the dread 
of the inevitable. Paul’s vision saw beyond the sinking 
vessel; he saw a future secure in the providence and 
“Fear not, Paul; thou must be 
brought before Caesar” God told him. 

The other Sunday evening we had a testimony here 
in the Temple from a young man maimed in the Aber- 
corn explosion. He is now without legs, but he could 
say that his first thought, while awaiting rescue in the 
rubble, was to pray for those who did it. So the valiant 


_in heart who trusts God sees beyond the storm the per- 


sonal, present and eternal hand of God. 

When you believe God you face God. 

It is because you have faced God that you have 
faith. Paul did not wait until the shipwreck and then 
take faith, like one of those insurance policy machines 
that fill you with foreboding in the airport lounge be- 
fore departure. Paul had faced God many years before, 
prostrate in prayer on the road to Damascus. The 
vision that filled his soul so long before still lingered. 
Everything that he had seen since, he had seen in the 
light of Christ’s face. 

Have you a faith that counts? Have you a belief 
that believes? Have you a Saviour who can make a 
storm a mere stepping-stone in following his purposes? 

If we have, it is our duty and privilege to go out into 
the storm and to cry in the face of the fear and the 
panic of our city and our age, “I believe God!”

HAPPINESS was the first subject of the best-known 
sermon ever preached. 

At the beginning of the Sermon on the Mount 
Jesus used the word “blessed” no fewer than nine 
times, and “blessed” simply means “happy’’.Perhaps 
this does not quite fit in with your impression -of 
Jesus, but all the evidence is that, wherever God’s 
Son was accepted, there was gladness. 

Picture the delight of parents whose children He 
healed, the joy of the lepers He cured, the sparkle in 
the eyes to which He restored sight. His presence was 
an Eden to those whom sin had robbed of pleasure. 
Bliss must have flooded a life when He spoke for- 
giveness. A sense of well-being encompassed His 
followers. 

This happiness is lavished, says Matthew 5:6, on 
those who “hunger and thirst after righteousness: 
for they shall be filled.” | 

By the river Ganges a young man asked one of 
India’s holy men how to find God. Seizing him, the 
guru held him for long seconds under the water. 
While he gasped fer-air on being released, the old 
man said, ‘“‘When you long for God as much as you 
longed for air when you were under the water, you 
will find Him” 

Hunger for God is the great essential to finding 
Him. “All of your heart” must long for God and then 
He will find you. 

True happiness is the consequence of a healthy 
spirit, and “‘a healthy spirit” is what our verse calls 
“righteousness”. Perhaps you have thought that a 
lack of blatantly wicked acts puts you “‘in the clear’, 
makes you free from sin. This is not so! Today in 
Northern Ireland there are some households whose 
members have never planted a bomb, or pulled a 
trigger, but they have harboured bombers and snipers. 


They have aided and entertained the guilty ahd must 


share the guilt for the murders and maimings. 

In the same way your mind may have harboured 
evil and entertained sin, and your mind and spirit are 
polluted by it, for bitterness is the harbouring of 
violence, envy is the prelude to theft, lust is the nurtu- 
ring of vice. “Why think ye evil in your hearts?” de- 
manded Jesus of one group of men. 
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To enjoy God’s happiness it is essential that we 
yearn earnestly for a healed, healthy spirit: that we 
long for it enough to pray: “Lord, heal my spirit, 
pardon my sin, and become my Saviour.” Only when 
this longing produces such a prayer can real happiness 
begin as our nature is healed of guilt and God comes 
into our life (John 14:23). 

To many unfortunates only alcohol or drugs seem 
to offer the promise of fulness, if only for a brief 
time. Without them life is dull and flat, and they so 
desperately want colour and depth in their experience 
that they end up hooked by habits which degrade. 


Others crave the applause of the crowd, the pat on the 
back. Only when they are popular do they find richness 
in their lives. 

Jesus stated that hunger after a healthy spirit leads 
to permanent lustre in life: ‘““They shall be filled.” 

The presence of Jesus in your soul gives the eternal 
dimension to life. Writing to people who had opened 
their lives to Christ, the Apostle Paul said, ‘““You have 
come to fulness of life in Him’ (Colossians 2:10, 
R.S.V.). 

Happiness is available now to all who receive from 
the Lord Jesus Christ this inward health. Won’t you 
pray now and invite the great Healer to come into _ 
your heart in all His fulness? 

“Ask, and ye shall receive, that your joy may be 
full” (John 16:24; 17:13). |

The Asokwa Sunday School

MANY will have heard of our Sunday school in 
Koforidua, Ghana. The blessing we experienced at the 
time was great. We questioned the affiliation with the 
Church of Pentecost at first because of the Koforidua 
Sunday school. This moving together meant that we 
had to leave and go to work in Kumasi, which 
involved leaving behind a Sunday school of 
approximately 250 children. After our move to 
Kumasi I travelled about 124 miles every weekend for 
ten weeks to supervise the Koforidua Sunday school 
until such time as Mr. Brian Cheal returned from 
leave when he and Stephen Tenobi took over from 
me. I am now convinced that what seemed an error 
was not one at all, for the Lord knew what He was 
doing and “we know that all things work together for 
good to them that love God, to them who are the 
called according to His purpose ” (Romans 8:28). 

When we settled down in Kumasi, Mrs. Mills and I 
decided not to sit down and remain idle. One Sunday 
morning we started the Kumasi Sunday school in the 
Asokwa Assembly with about seventeen children. 
Praise the Lord we now have 153 children and five 
members of staff. We have three classes. Class 1 has 
about seventy children, Class 2 has about forty, while 
Class 3 has forty-three. There is no doubt that the 
Lord has blessed us. Please pray for us that the Lord 
will supply more teachers in order that we may divide 
the school into smaller classes. 

We had our first anniversary last November. The 
programme consisted of numerous songs in both 
English and Twi (the local vernacular). Other 
activities included reciting memory verses:and action 
songs. Class 1 acted a play on the Bible story of the 
Ten Virgins. Class 2 acted a play on the theme of false 
prophets. False prophets are numerous in Ghana and 
we wanted to give a warning concerning them. 

On Saturday January 19th we held our Christmas 


party. Rice and stew were provided, the rice donated 
by an Elder from the Asokwa Assembly. Mrs. Mills 
and Mrs. Scott (Mrs. Mills’ mother) did the baking for 
the 153 children. Various games were played which 
the children enjoyed very much. These were followed 
by the eating and then a prizegiving ceremony. Prizes 
were given to children who had done well in their 


classes during quiz time and who were generally | 


active in class. The party finished with a film entitled, 
“The small Wisdom of feeding Vultures”, a Jungle 
Doctor story. Tired, but very happy, we said goodbye 
to the children at 7.30 p.m. 

What a joy when one knows one is doing 
something for God! One’s heart is at peace. Although 
sometimes, with the large number of children we 
have, the work is not at all easy, great is our joy when 
we see some of the children yield to the gospel and 
when we witness their lives being transformed. 

What a tremendous opening in Ghana to reach out 
for children for God! Thank God ‘the: Church of 
Pentecost is seeking to extend her outreach among 
children and young Ghanaians are realising the need 
and catching the vision of working among boys and 
girls. 

I extend my appreciation to all who have helped 
with prayer support or materials for our use. God is 
faithful because your efforts are yielding fruits. 


Emmanuel Norbi has lived and worked with Pastor 
and Mrs. D.L. Mills for the last five years. He has 
caught the vision of child evangelism and has proved 
to be very helpful in this part of the work. He is now 
working with the Bible Society of Ghana, but he still 
lives with the Mills and works hard in the Sunday 
school at  Asokwa, Kumasi, and_ wherever 
opportunities open up to preach the good news to 
boys and girls.

I PRICKED up my ears recently when I heard Rother- 
ham mentioned in a radio talk on the serious increase 
in the number of suicides. It was suggested that the 
threat of redundancy in an area of declining industry 
may be partially responsible. I was saddened by this 
news, for I have always thought that my fellow- 
Yorkshire folk were too hard-headed and down to earth 
to indulge in self-pity and the dire extreme of self- 
destruction. The problem not only exists in one area 
or among one class of people, but also among all types 
and all ages. We read in our newspapers of a success- 
ful T.V. actor taking his life by hanging and a capable 
business executive found in the Thames, yet both 
these men had security, good home life and satisfac- 
tory careers. 

I think of the clergyman who recently took his own 
life and of a teenage son of a doctor here in Wiltshire, 
who, it is suggested, was distressed because he had a 
low grade in his favourite subject in his school examina- 
tions and so ended his life. I do not wish to be un- 
necessarily gloomy, but we must face facts however 
disturbing and distressing. It is estimated that ten per 
cent of all hospital beds are occupied by would-be 
suicides. The stresses of life are such that many people 
are frustrated and fearful and others suffer from de- 
pression. I have sometimes wondered where is the 
point of no return for a poor tormented soul whose 
anguish can even over-ride the strongest humaninstinct, 
self-preservation. 

It seems to me that in this unhappy world, faced 
with such appalling problems, the believer must brace 
himself and reassure himself that in God there are 
ample resources to carry him through. We have been 
forewarned by our great Friend and Saviour that a 
time of stress striking fear in many hearts is to take 
place before His return. The Christian’s reactions must 
be unique, absolutely different from those of fearful 
unbelievers, Luke 21:25-28 contains no sense of dread 
or despair; various translations indicate the very oppo- 
site. We are to “hold our heads high”, we are to

“stand upright” and we are to “look up and lift up our 
hearts”. This isa contrast to the attitude of the un- 
believer! How comforting to have an uplifted heart 
instead of a failing, fearful one. 

By an act of our will and by strong faith we can be 
fearless in heart. David cried, “I will fear no evil, for 
Thou art. with me”. Paul wrote triumphantly to young 
Timothy, “Godhas not given us the spirit of fear, but 
of power and of love and of a sound mind.” Our 
faith backed by the Scriptures is able to stand up to 
the perils and pressures of today. In a world dominated 
by fear and gloom, we can by life and lip tell of our 
great hope. We can be good Samaritans in the truest, 
deepest sense. May we bring fresh hope and compas- 
sion to those who are sad and despairing and who need 
the good news of the Gospel.

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Self Help

ACTION! - that’s what we need! We live in a day 
when it is important to do, at least that is the impres- 
sion that I get. | 

It seems to me that ofennteatiotts for the betterment 
of man are on the increase, but do we get anywhere? 
More and more famine relief societies arise, yet there 
seems to be more and more famine, More and more 
helps for the homeless crop up and yet there are more 
and more homeless. More and more marriage guidance 
counsellors are available,but more and more marriages 
break up = one in four is the present running rate in 
Great Britain. We have more and more social security 
benefits and help, yet there seems to be more and 
more social unrest. Internationally there seems to be 
more and more talk about peace and how to stop war, 
and yet more and more war. The Psalmist in Psalm 60 
says, “Give ushelp from trouble, for vain is the help of 
man.” He was right then and he is now. 

The problems of man do not lie in the practical 
administration of the helps, nor do we face in these 
days the need for more or better organisations. In 
all organisations - even in the Church - the problem is 
not one of better equipment, more money or even 
greater technology. What is it then? ae 

The problem is that men are sinners. This makes 
us selfish. Selfishness produces exploitation of one’s 
fellow-men. The real problem is not famine, war, 
marriage breakdown. The problem is the failure on 
man’s part to recognise that he has a basic spiritual 
need. 


Many still complain that the Church is not as 
involved as it should be in the myriad: social helps of 
today. My complaint is different.. It is that, in the 
many social helps, there is a complete lack of insight 
into the problem of spiritual need. Recently, I 
pointed out to a senior youth officer of a county 
that .the county provides training in all sorts of skills, 
leadership, canoeing, filming, mountaineering, to 
name but a few. I asked, “What about meeting the 
spiritual needs of the youth of our county?” The 
reply was “That’s nothing to do with us.” 

In a way he was right. It’s to do with the Church. 
He is wrong, however, for unless the spiritual need, 
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SIN, is met then nothing else will be in the right 
place. The whole effort will have meagre success, 
as experience is showing. 

God has been given up as an out of date therapy. 
Some would have us believe that the Church should 
become a big welfare organisation. Perhaps this 
conception is due to our failure for we sometimes 
reduce God to just good advice. 

God expects us to use our common sense, but, 
when people came to God, He did not just give good 
advice. 

‘HE REALLY JOINEDIN! For Moses, the Red Sea 
parted. For Joshua, the walls of Jericho fell down. 
At another time, the sun stood still. For the children 
of Israel, he provided clothes that didn’t wear out ~ 
and shoes with everlasting soles. The Shunammite 
woman had her son raised from the dead. Elijah 
saw fire from heaven. Nehemiah witnessed the. 
softening of a heathen king’s heart. Peter had the 
prison gate opened. Paul didn’t die even when 
poisoned. Eutychus came back from the dead. 
The insane received their sanity. The sick were 
healed. MIRACLES were wrought for the people 
of God. 

They were not puppets. We are expected to use 
what God has given us - our minds, our common 
sense, His good advice, but where is the God of 
miracles? Where is the God who never changes? 

He is here! He is still just as able! He is wait- 
ing to be asked.

Monday, March Sth John 3:22-36 


“A man can receive nothing except it be given him 
from heaven.” (v.27). 

POPULARITY has always been a number one asset 
with most people. 

When John the Baptist’s followers began to go 
over to Jesus some became alarmed. John himself had 
no such ego problems. He was content to do what he 
was both called and equipped to do, using those gifts 
that he had received from heaven. — 

May the Lord grant us such a mind. Jealous. of 
none and seeking no artificial aids, let us ask for and 

use only the matchless spiritual gifts from heaven. 
Tuesday, March 6th John 4:1-15 
_ “Give Me” (vv.7,15). 

WHEN Jesus said, “Give Me”’, this lonely woman of 
Samaria bristled with opposition. The prejudice of 
race (v.9), the practicalities of human experience 
(v.11), and the pride of tradition (v.12) exist in 
-modérn minds, too. Indeed, it ever seems to the 
human heart that God demands too much of us. 
“How is it that thou ... askest ... of me?” is ever 
man’s indignant cry. Only when we compare God’s 
gift and promise are those obstacles overcome, and 
we also cry “Give me”! 

God give us today that gift of spiritual 
_tefreshment that shall ever be within us! 


Wednesday, March 7th John 4:16-30 

“Give me” (v.15).“Go ... and come” (v.16). 
THERE is no break in the narrative here. Jesus was 
speaking a spiritual language. As earlier with 
Nicodemus, he was bridging the gap between mere 
conversation and meaningful conviction. The bridge is 
called, “Condition,” and for the woman its message 
was first “Go’’, and then “Come”. 

The result of her startled obedience and final 
capitulation was her joyous use of the water that was 
already springing up into everlasting life, for “they 
...came unto Him” (v.30). 

We would tread that bridge today, for the 
examination of self leads to a new experience with 
God. 


Thursday, March 8th John 4:31-42 
“We believe ... for we have heard Him ourselves, 
and know” (v.42). 


Friday, March 9th 


IN these days, when men often glory in knowledge at 
the expense of faith, it is reassuring to read: “We 
believe ... and know”. Like Peter, we also declare 
that, “We have believed, and have come to know” 
(R.S.V.). 

Faith in God’s declared Word is not blind; it is 
reliance upon the character of One whose name is 
Truth. The more we trust, the more we are assured. It 
is faith first, assurance after! 

How much more is this true when we can say, “We 
have heard Him ourselves”, the One who said, “My 
sheep know My voice.” 


John 4:43-54 
“The man believed the word” (v.50); “He and his 

entire household believed ... on Jesus” (v.53, 

Amplified Bible). . 

WE read these meaningful words elsewhere: “From 

faith to faith.” 

In this report there is a joyous deepening of faith. 
The father first believed that Jesus would do as He 
said he would do; he later believed that Jesus was 
who he said He was! 

Strangely enough we, who claim to believe in 
Jesus, often doubt His word. Far from seeking only 
“bread” we often don’t even expect it at all! 


Saturday, March 10th John 5:1-18 

“Sir, I have no man” (v.7). 7 
IF Jesus was disappointed with this reply, He did not 
show it. . 

Were those words a polite invitation to Jesus to be 
that Man? He fanned into flame faith like barely 
smoking flax. To a trembling reed He gave the 
strength of eternity. 

“That I thirst not, neither come hither to draw” 
had been a similar misinterpretation, but again the 
Lord did not despise that meagre faith. He nurtured it 
to greater expectancy. 

We cry with one of old, “Lord, help my unbelief.” 


Sunday, March 11th John 5:19-29 

“The hour is coming, and now is” (v.25). 

THIS is a wonderful proclamation to a world that is 
rapidly running out of time. Now indeed is the 
fulness of time! 

Whether it is for salvation (John 4:22,23), for 
spiritual refreshing (4:10), or for bodily restoration 
and spiritual life (5:25),-the hour now is. Jesus came 
to change the past tense of divine promise into a 
triumphant present. 

May we keep the timepieces of our spiritual lives 
and experiences fully wound. May we ever live in 
God’s hour, in the continuous present perfect of His 
gracious promise. 
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A Pardon in his Pocket

The year was 1830. George Wilson stared blankly 
ahead as he thought of what would happen in the 
next few hours. His eyes met only the unsympathetic 
bars and locks which imprisoned him. He had been 
indicted for robbing the U.S. Mail and almost killing a 
driver, and, though he had pleaded that he was 
innocent, he had been tried and sentence had been 
passed ... death! 

The then President, Andrew Jackson, had received 
a recommendation for Wilson’s pardon and had 
granted it. It had already been delivered, but George 
Wilson refused to accept it and walked out to his 
execution with a pardon in his pocket! Why? Because 
he refused to acknowledge his guilt. He rejected his 
only means of life. 

The Bible says that the whole human race is guilty. 
All have sinned and come short of God’s standard 
(Romans 3:23). People resent being called sinners, so 
they plead “not guilty”. 

The Bible further states that God’s Son, Jesus 
Christ, died in the place of every sinner and that God 
is prepared to pardon everyone, because of that one 
death on the cross. 

According to the law books, a pardon is an act of 
grace (meaning that you didn’t do anything to 
deserve it), proceeding from the proper authority and 
freeing the guilty one from punishment. It must be 
delivered and accepted! It can be rejected. If this is 
done, there is no power in court to force it upon the 
individual. It is strange that people insist that they are 
“not guilty” (i.e. not sinners), because not one person 
in the world can say that he has not done wrong in 
thought, word or deed! 

History can call witness after witness to prove that 
humanity is guilty ... war, want, disease, envy, pride, 
lust, greed, malice, hate, and the list could be 
extended ... but God has made an offer so great that 
it is beyond description: ‘He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent me, hath ever- 
lasting life, and shall not come into condemnation 
but is passed from death unto life’’. 

God offers his pardon, but it is only in acceptance 
that the pardon becomes effective. The cross 
recognises no rival. It is not A WAY to God, it is THE 
way.

WHEN | visited the Devon and Cornwall Presbytery recently, | was 
privileged to preach at a fine rally at our Plymouth Church. A 
brother from Newquay gave a simple but very moving testimony 
of healing. Weight was lent to his words by the almost diffident 
manner in which he spoke. He had been wonderfully delivered 

of cancer, largely as a result of the prayers of his wife and 

himself and he is now rejoicing in his ability to live a normal life. 


Two things struck me very forcibly. One is that | am convinced 
that far more answers to prayer take place in our churches than 
would seem to be the case. Only a tiny proportion of those who 
are delivered in one way or another ever have their testimonies 
published or ever even think of submitting them for publication. 
Experience shows us that Church Reports is the most popular 
feature in our magazine and regular readers will no doubt have 
observed that they often include really outstanding answers to 
prayer. They reflect the normal, regular life of our churches. 


The other thing which dominated my thinking was the simplicity 
of it all. Lurid headlines, sky-shaking signs, noisy demonstrations - 
all such were totally absent and not even thought of. God had 
definitely moved, however, in a way which can only be described as 
miraculous, 


There is surely a great secret here. What is supernatural to us 
is natural with God. What is miracle to us is but the expression 
of His loving, ever-present power. The normal atmosphere of the 
Early Church is shown in so many places in the Acts of the 
Apostles to be one of expectant faith on the part of God’s own. 


We plead for more and more opportunities for people to come 
into touch with God's power. Our meetings are often characterised 
by wonderful movings of the Holy Spirit and our desire and heart- 
felt longing should be that every meeting should be like this. Merely 


going through the routine of services is not enough. We need the power 


and demonstration of God the Holy Ghost to be in evidence. 


We welcome very much the articles in this issue drawing attention 
to the authority of the Lord Jesus Christ. When He is lifted up and 
adored God is surely able to move.

WOOLWICH Pastor Lyndon Jones

In recent times, ministry was 
provided by Pastors J.J.B. Hounsome and A.R.T. 
Whittall. Our present Pastor has been here since 
September 1970. 

_ The celebration week-end started with a tea at 
which an inscribed clock and a lovely bouquet of 
flowers were presented to Mr. and Mrs. W.R. Laws 
in appreciation of forty years of faithful service. 
Mr. Laws has served as treasurer and deacon, and 
Mrs. Laws as missionary secretary, and both as Sunday 
school teachers. 

Pastor L.W. Green’s ministry was such a blessing. 
Even the smallest child understood the Gospel message 
at the prize-giving service on Sunday afternoon. 

The local newspapers The Globe and The Kentish 
Independent gave editorial space concerning our anni- 
versary. This co-operation has not been easy to obtain 
in the past. 

Regarding the local television channel, we feel a 
great responsibility, not only as Pentecostal Christians, 
but also as members of the Elim family. Since our last 
report, we have had several opportunities to take part 
in religious broadcasts. Each programme is recorded 
during the week and televised at Sunday lunch time. 
The Bishop of Woolwich, the Rt. Rev. David Shepherd, 
was interviewed in December about his mission work 
in East London, and our Pastor was asked to speak for 
a few minutes.

Brother 
Andrew, of the book, God’s Smuggler, declares that 
the thing to which the Communist countries are 
most sensitive is the weight of protest against their 
treatment of people, particularly foreign nationals. 
I would appeal through your good ofifces and our 
ELIM EVANGEL for a deluge of letters to Mr. 
Anthony Kershaw, Secretary of State for Foreign 
and commonwealth Affairs, House of Commons, 
London, SW1A OAA. 

Remembering the command of our Lord Jesus 
Christ to go into all the world (Matthew 28:19) 
and to be His witnesses to the uttermost parts of 
the earth (Acts 1:8), we should applaud the 
courageous action of our brother Hathaway. I am 
sure he would do nothing knowingly that had political 
overtones.

(2 Corinthians 6:17,18; Exodus 8:25-32; 10:7-11; 

24°29; 12:31,32) 

IN the compromises Pharaoh offered we are reminded 

of ‘“‘the wiles of the devil” 

In C.S. Lewis’s Screwtape Letters, the senior demon 
chides the junior for allowing the young man to 
become a Christian.

Thoughts from 


the Book of Genesis 
16. Abram’s Shield and Reward (Genesis 15:1) 


by F. Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon church 


SOMETIMES, as with the prophet Elijah (1 Kings 19: 
4), a great victory can be followed by a bad reaction. 
It seems that something like this must have happened 
to Abram. When Chedorlaomer realised how weak was 
the force which defeated him, would he return with 
his army to destroy Abram? Was Abram wise to have 
rejected out of hand the magnificent reward offered 
by the king of Sodom? Then the Word of the Lord 
came to strengthen and to reassure Abram. The Lord 
is the Almighty, so who could hurt Abram if the Lord 
was his shield and protector? If heaven and earth be- 
longed to the Lord, how rich was Abram if He Himself 
was his exceeding great reward? 

The Lord continually protected Abram from his 
enemies and He made abundant provision for Abram’s 
needs. 

The people around us are desperately anxious about 
protection for themselves and their families from things 
that menace their security, and about making all the 
money they can because of the things money can buy 
and the power it wields. Christians should remember 
that Abram’s God is our God and that He has promised 
that He will never leave us nor forsake us (Hebrews 
13:5). The Psalmist said: “The Lord is my Shepherd, 
I shall not want” and: “‘I will fear no evil; for Thou 
are with me”. We ought not to be dominated by the 
hopes and fears of the world, therefore, but our Chris- 
tian faith should be demonstrated by our constant, 
humble trust in the Lord, our almighty God. He will 
both protect us from all evil and supply our needs 
from His glorious wealth (Philippians 4:19). 


THE lordship of Christ is the central fact of faith and 
as such averts the danger of depersonalising doctrine. 
The Scripture describes Christ as the Healer and the 
Baptiser in the Holy Spirit and with other such titles 
which emphasise the lordship of Christ as the central 
theme of truth. His lordship is not in the future only; 
He is Lord NOW. It is a present fact and the future 
will be the total revelation of it. 


The Scope of His Lordship 

Jesus said that all power (authority) was given 
unto Him. When He taught He spoke with authority, 
for He is the total revelation of truth. Words did not 
fall from His lips like insipid platitudes of ethical 
values, but as powerful, living truth. . 

When confronted with evil spirits, His word was of 
supreme authority (Mark 1:29). He commanded 
unclean spirits and they departed. Even those dark 
fiends knew Him, His eternal character and their 
future judgment at His hands. 

There is no sphere in which the authority of Jesus 


is not recognised; even judgment has been given into 


His hand (John 5:26,27). Men marvelled at His 
authority over creation. He called to the winds and 
rebuked the sea and those who were with Him were 
astonished that even the winds obeyed Him. 

The lordship of Christ was never in question, even 
at His death. He said, prior to Calvary, “I have power 
to lay down my life and I have power to take it 
again’’. Jesus Christ did not enter the cold portals of 
death in order to become the Lord of life; as Lord of 
life He plundered that dark region of its victory. 

He conquered death before He died. When death 
touched an innocent child, He raised her to newness 
of life. When a young man in the vigour of health was 
struck down in the city of Nain, He stopped the 
funeral procession and raised the widow’s son. 

When death had begun to work out its natural 
consequences in the body of Lazarus, He requested 
that the stone be rolled from the mouth of that grave

Jesus is Lord 
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and, from the foetid stench of corruption, He raised — 
Lazarus. 

When Jesus Christ rose from the dead Himself, it — 
was to reveal His total conquest. He rose from the © 
grave to wave aloft the tattered shreds of what death — 
had been, “for it was not possible that He should be — 
holden of it’. Jesus Christ is Lord of all. This is the 
source of all strength, the pivot of faith and the 
centre of the worship of His Church. 


The Titles of His Lordship | 

The New Testament describes Jesus in many ways. 
He is called the Lord of the living and of the dead 
(Romans 14:9). His own victory and resurrection give - 
Him the title of “First Begotten of them that slept”, 
because, in His resurrection life, He will never again 
step into the darkness of death. He was raised after 
the power of endless life and as Lord He ensures that, 
for the Christian, to be absent from the body is to be 
present with the Lord. 

He is Lord of the Church. John on the Isle of 
Patmos saw Him as Alpha and Omega, the beginning 
and the end of all. To the Church, He is the Author — 
and Finisher of our faith. It is of great encouragement 
to recognise that our fellowship in Christ is in HIS 
Church and that our efforts in evangelism are in the 
context of His own statement: “I will build My 
Church.” The Church is described as a body, while 
Christ, who is its Head, is truly Lord of the Church. 

Peter describes Him seated at the right hand of 
God on high as the Lord of the angels (1 Peter 3:22). 
These bright beings clothed with eternal radiancy are © 
stated to be ministering spirits sent forth to minister 
to them who are the heirs of salvation (Hebrews | 
1:14). They are sent forth by Him who cares for and _ 
preserves His Church. Paul, writing to Timothy, 
encourages him by portraying Jesus Christ as the 
Lord of all things. 

The Church does not apologise for her obsession 
with the fact that Jesus Christ is Lord, for it is the) 
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totality of her hope and the might of her witness. 


The Greatness of His Lordship 

Although Jesus Christ has been described as the 
incomparable Christ beyond any human description, 
nevertheless the New Testament expresses His 
lordship by comparison. The total wisdom of His 
words and purposes sets Him out as being greater than 
Solomon (Luke 11:31). In the lifetime of Jesus, the 
glory of the Temple was to the Jews the superlative 
expression of majesty, but in Matthew 12:6 Jesus 
stated that He was greater even than the Temple. In 
honour He is greater than Abraham, in blessing 
greater than Isaac, in leadership greater than Moses — 
He is Lord of all! 

His nature and personality meant that He could 
not be anything else but Lord of all. He was Master of 
every situation in His earthly life. There was no 
disease that He could not defeat. There was no 
problem beyond His intelligence. There was no need 
that exhausted His power. There was no query that 
caused Him bewilderment. In His earthly life He was 
Lord of all. In His death He broke even the thraldom 
of sin and in His resurrection He trampled under foot 
all the dark design of evil. 

Peter on the day of Pentecost said that ‘““God hath 
made that same Jesus... both Lord and Christ”. For 
every Christian heart, the conquering Saviour is not 
only a future hope, the lordship of Christ is not only 
a truth for future eternity, God has made Him Lord 
NOW! 

In the spirit of this truth we reach out in 
evangelism for the souls of men, undeterred by the 
problems of our modern society, undismayed by the 
vastness of the task before us, unafraid of the 
Opposition to truth, for the One whom we serve is 
Lord of all. 

In the present-day outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
there is displayed the astonishing quality of the 
lordship of Christ as the Baptiser in the Holy Ghost.

Nationwide Festival of Light

MR. Robin Day reported on T.V. on February 11th, 
in “The Sunday Debate” programme, that only 20% 
of correspondence approved the “Permissive Society”’, 
55% rejected it out of hand, and 25% “‘didn’t know”.

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STRANGE though it may seem, this article must 
begin with a disclaimer. It concerns the title. Our 
theology as fundamentalists does not even conceive 
of such a God-dishonouring fantasy as is now popular 
among a small group of so-called radical theologians. 
There is no “Corpse in Paradise”, for the eternal 
nature of the Almighty is not a figment of the 
academy, but is the revelation of His Word. 

We have reached a phase of experience, however, 
where an aura of despair surrounds much modern 
religious teaching following the slanging match among 
those who profess realism of approach to the 
problems of our technological age. There is a smell of 
death in the air, as indeed there might be, for all 
around are reminders of decay and the final 
dissolution. A recent commentator on the BBC spoke 
rather lightly of the death of the £5 note, which, 
though passed over without discussion, reminded us 
sharply of the speed of inflation and of the danger to 
our way of life. Students of ecology tell us that life in 
the soil, in the sea and on the land is steadily dying: 
in the case of insect and marine life by pesticides and 
atomic radiation, in the case of man himself by 
self-imposed environmental asphyxiation. We are 
shocked as our morality has been given a death blow 
from the very centres of jurisprudence, where 
pornographic publications are no longer condemned 
as obscene. In one case Dame Edith Sitwell was 
constrained to write in The Times Literary 
Supplement: “The public canonisation of that 
insignificant, dirty little book’ was “a signal to 
persons who wish to unload the filth of their minds 
on the British public.” Even home life, once the 
bastion of honourable character, is dying as lax views 
on marriage and the ease with which divorce 
proceedings are hurried through the courts become 
more commonplace. 

Having noted the irresistible descent to doom we 
discover the whole human family huddled beneath a 
menacing shadow more horrific and widespread than 
has ever been known before. Here is the tragic 
paradox — with the death rattle in its throat, society, 
with the curiosity of the rabbit for the ferret, is 
fascinated by the very terror of impending 
destruction. Not that most of our loving mums and 
dads are entirely free from responsibility in the 
fearful education of their offspring. Imagine if you 
will the modern Christmas scene at the super-store. 
‘Benevolent Father Christmas stands at the door of 
the toy department, on the shelves of which there are 
often more guns, uniforms, "planes, in fact all the 
impedimenta of the mass murder business, than there 
are woolly dolls and cuddly animals, while in the 
background there emerges the sound of canned carols

Society is at the crossroads of time. In one 
direction is Utopia, in the other is annihilation. This 
is the climax of our performance in science, medicine, 
Surgery, and engineering. Man is master of all, even of 
his own body, which he is able to dissect to provide 
spare parts for other members of the human species. 
Knowledge has increased and spread its influence 
through lightning calculators and the mass media. 
Travel has advanced to the stage where the world is so 
reduced in size as to create a feeling of terrestrial 
claustrophobia, hence recent journeys to the moon. 
These adventures serve only to demonstrate man’s 
limitations in an area measured, not in feet and 
inches, but in vast light years. He begins to tremble 
with uncertainty; he is not so sure about that corpse 
in paradise after all. 

It is a4 strange anomaly, that, having studied 
theology for a number of years with the greatest care 
and critical acumen, we should have turned full circle 
in our discussions to find ourselves beside the 
centurion with his “God is dead” hypothesis. For let 
us make no mistake about it, if Christ is dead, God is 
dead, and, if God is dead, Christianity has no place in 
the universe apart from its moral codes, most of 
which are now rejected by a permissive generation. 
Like the bewildered Roman soldier our stab in the 
dark to explain our fading beliefs and miserable 
agnosticism leaves unanswered all the questions that 
man has been asking from the dawn of creation. 

To the observer at the cross it seemed a reasonable 
explanation of the Good Friday phenomenon. 
Something about the crucified Nazarene, His head 
falling forward as He gave up His life, touched a 
chord in the pagan’s mind. Jesus was no criminal, no 
ordinary man, no quack peddling useless nostrums, 
no political zealot stirring up His fellow-countrymen. 
There was only one category into which He could be 
fitted: He was the Son of God. He could not be the 
Son of God now, for He was dead! His deity must be 
described in the past tense! 


Pity the man in his confusion. Conflicting ideas are 
revealed in his brief confession. Jesus had been the 
Son of God: He had performed miracles, had taught 
ennobling ethics, and there was the ‘strange 
atmosphere with the fearful darkness of that terrible 
day, but now He was no more, He had succumbed in 
the encounter with death. As the soldier watched the 
drama come to its close, saw the Victim bleeding 
from the crown of thorns and the open side, and 
heard the agonising cry from His parched lips, “My. 
God, My God, why hast Thou forsaken Me?”’, he 
affirmed his belief in the great Teacher dying there as _— 
the late departed Son of God — He was the Son of 
God, now dead, martyr to a good but lost cause. 

If only we knew something of the subsequent 
history of this man! Did he meet Jesus after the 
resurrection? Did he ever hear that Jesus had emerged 
from the tomb? The blaze of that discovery would 
have dispelled all doubt and brought him the same 
assurance that sent the apostolic band shouting across 
the continents and made the growing Church the 
most explosive force in the religious culture of that 
age. 

In many of our theological seminaries there is the 
miasma of death, for, while pedagogues discuss the 
death of God, they are preparing the funeral of their 
own institutions. They bear the name theologians, 
but they are not theological. Without God they have 
no relevance within the orbit of the Church. The 
deity of Christ is the foundation of Christian belief 
and practice. His resurrection was vindication of the 
fact that God was in Christ reconciling the world 
unto Himself (2 Corinthians 5:19). Over and over 
again the disciples declared that God brought again 
our Lord from the thrall of death. The very existence 
of the Church is evidence of the activity of God in 
the world today. 

Never at any time was God absent from His world, 
no, nor can He ever be. Someone has said that the 
first essential of a quiet funeral is a willing corpse. 
God, though surrounded by mystery, can never be 
thus, for His nature is eternal. No ideas that in any 
way infringe this high vision of His glory must be 
tolerated. There are some phrases used by Christians 
that can be misleading. We have heard references to 
God’s self-emptying. One gets an idea of the great 
Creator as an expansive perimeter surrounding a 
vacuum. This is false. He did not empty Himself — He 
gave Himself. He did not shed His glory — He gave it 
in Christ, that we might share His glory. The fulness 
of the Godhead was unveiled to us in the redemptive 
sacrifice at Calvary and in the mighty power of the 
resurrection. Let the inspired words sink into our 
hearts: “That the God of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
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Father of glory, may give unto you the Spirit of 
wisdom and revelation in the knowledge of Him: The 
eyes of your understanding being enlightened; that ye 
may know what is the hope of His calling, and what 
the riches of the glory of His inheritance in the saints. 
And what is the exceeding greatness of His power to 
-usward who believe, according to the working of His 
mighty power, Which He wrought in Christ, when He 
raised Him from the dead, and set Him at His own 
right hand in the heavenly places, Far above all 
principality, and power, and might, and dominion, 
and every name that is named, not only in this world, 
but also in that which is to come: And hath put all 
things under His feet, and gave Him to be the head 
over all things to the church, Which is His body, the 
fulness of Him that filleth all in all” (Ephesians 
1:17—23). 

There are many Scriptures that become 
meaningless cyphers if we follow the “God is dead” 
school of thought. Paul tells us that “It is God that 
justifieth”, that Jesus Christ makes intercession at the 
right hand of God for us; that the bond of God’s love 
established in Christ is an inseparable union (Romans 
8:33,34,35—39). Moreover, eternal glory is His right, 
“For of Him, and through Him, and to Him, are all 
things: to whom be glory for ever. Amen” (Roman 
11:33,36). His word to the Roman church regarding 
the everlasting glory of God is repeated to Timothy, 
“Now unto the King eternal, immortal, invisible, the 
only wise God, be honour and glory for ever and ever. 
Amen” (1 Timothy 1:17). The writer to the Hebrews 
opens his Epistle with references to the union 
between God the Father and God the Son. and 
categorically declares their eternal nature: “And 
Thou Lord, in the beginning hast laid the foundation 
of the earth; and the heavens are the works of Thine 
hands: They shall perish; but Thou remainest; And 
they all.shall wax old as doth a garment, And as a 
vesture shalt Thou fold them up, and they shall be 
changed: but Thou art the same, and Thy years shall 
not fail” (1:10,11). In his apocalyptic vision John 
saw the last great judgment set, God in awful majesty, 
in final victory over evil. Moreover he saw God giving 
light from the throne of His kingdom, caring for His 
people and giving them eternal rewards, executing 
judgment both for and against the righteous and the 
evildoer. 


Of one thing we are sure: the finite cannot fathom 
the mysteries of the infinite. There are so many issues 
that must be left for the last great unfolding. “Now 
we see through a glass, darkly; but then face to face: 
now I know in part; but then shall I know even as 
also I am known” writes the apostle Paul (1 
Corinthians 13:12). In his Letter to the Ephesians he 
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see. its shock-value” which we may be forgiven for 


has a further comment: “Blessed be the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, who hath blessed us with all 
spiritual blessings .. . He hath abounded toward us in 
all wisdom and prudence; Having made known unto — 
us the mystery of His will, according to His good 
pleasure which He hath purposed in Himself: Thatin 
the dispensation of the fulness of times He might gather 
together in one all things in Christ, both which are in 
heaven, and which are on earth; even in Him: In 
whom also we have obtained an inheritance, being 
predestinated according to the purpose of Him who 
worketh all things after the counsel of His own will” 
(Ephesians 1:3,8—11). ) 

If there be a faint spark of realism in this effort of 
the moderns to adjust theology to the prevailing 
mood, it can only be in the admission of the original 
existence of God. We cannot help but look on this 
new fashion, however, as a further attempt of 
members of the Church hierarchy to shock our 
generation. Honest they may claim to be in their 
researches, but, as a danger to the souls of men and 
the whole structure of the Church, they must be 
rebutted with all possible vigour, for there are too 
many attempts to undermine the authority of the © 
eternal Deity. Malcolm Muggeridge may have been — 
too sweeping in his criticism of the clergy, yet there is 
an uncomfortable sting in his observation that, ‘Aa 
butcher who advocated vegetarianism would besdat 
rarity; but clergymen with strong atheistic proclivities 
are as common as blackberries.” The theism of those | 
who tell us that God is dead differs from the blatant — 
philosophy of the atheist only in the realism of the | 
great Creator set against the final void of His 
extinction. In the beginning God said, “Let us make | 
man.” Now Man says, “Let us bury God.” The | 
natural deduction from such a miserable idea is that, 
having written their obituary notices, it becomes — 
useless to seek the dead among the living. If God is 
dead our belief in future spiritual life and progress 
ceases to function. Christ even loses His credibility as 
a living Saviour, for the Bible sets His life force in rela- 
tionship to and dependent upon God the Father. The |

saying is a rather expensive treatment in its power to 
destroy the faith of multitudes of mystified people.) 
nor does it help when the notion is described as 
“Christian atheism”. W. Hamilton is more forthright 


when he refers to it in a magazine, “The phrase is, 
you might say, non-soluble in holy water, even when 
uttered with extreme unction.” The assumed death of 
God leaves the radical theologians with the 
responsibility of telling us where He has gone in a 
creation where He is omnipresent. To invoke a writ of 
habeas corpus would not be as facetious as some 
might imagine, indeed, where does one put a dead 
omnipresent spirit? 

Evil teachings begin with small perverted ideas. Is 
it possible that the “Jesus Only” cult now adopted by 
many Christians is a veiled attempt to isolate God 
from the Trinity, to leave us a human Jesus as alone 
appendage of a faded twentieth century myth and the 
Holy Spirit a mere indefinable influence? Such a 
thought may be declared abhorrent by many who 
accept the “Jesus Only” doctrine, yet a word of 
caution is necessary, for history teaches that the path 
to heresy begins at the seemingly innocent concept 
which assumes the garb of truth from an isolated 
verse of Scripture. 

Present-day fulfilment of prophecy provides 
evidence of the inspiration of the sacred Word of 
God, and the writings there know nothing of the 
dishonouring doctrine that God is dead. The 
predictions of the last days are important, for that is 
the direction in which we are travelling. They are 
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more relevant than all the garbled philosophies. It is 
more important for us to read the time on the 
prophetical clock than to explore the differences 
between the immanence and transcendence of the 
Almighty. Better for us to show our neighbours the 
positive signs of the times as they relate to the end of 
the day of grace and that all men must stand at the 
bar of the final judgment, lest we ourselves are caught 
up in the condemnation and banishment from the 
One we have ourselves banished from our lives. “For 
a person to risk damnation”, writes Richard Wolff, 
“to bet that God is dead, to live without moral 
imperatives, to gamble that the death of God leads to 
liberation and not to nihilism, to sanity and not to 
madness, reflects an unholy defiance and personal 
pride which the Bible calls rebellion that will fall 
under the judgment of God.” Can it be that the 
judgment is here already in the destruction of ideals, 
laws, values, truth, goodness, and that man by his 
own folly stands alone in the midst of an alien and 
self-destructive environment?

As for the other prominent symbol in Revelation, 
the number 666 given to the beast with seven heads 
and associated with the city on seven mountains, 
Rev. Beasley-Murray in The New Bible Commentary 
remarks: “Six hundred and sixty six is his number. 
The solutions of this riddle amount to almost as 
many.” Such solutions have been from Nero and 
before to Hitler and Mussolini. 

The following may be less known. I quote from 
The Diary of Samuel Pepys, 1666. “January 18th 
(Lord’s Day). Itbeingabrave day! walked to Whitehall, 
where the Queen and ladies are all come. Thence 
took coach and home calling by the way at my book- 
sellers for a book writ about twenty years ago in 
prophecy of this year coming on (1666), explaining 
it to be the mark of the beast. 19th. I am told for 
certain of a Jew in town that in the name of the 
rest do offer to give to any man £10, to be paid £100 
if a certain person now at Smyrna be within these 
two years owned by all the princes of the East, and 
particularly the Grand Signor as King of the World — 
and that this man is the true Messiah.” Pepys added: 
“Certainly this year of 1666 will be a year of great 
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action: but what consequences will be God knows!”. 
It was a year of action: the plague; war with the 


the Dutch and the French, and the Great Fire of 


London. | 
The possible if fanciful interpretations of such 


symbolic prophecies cause us to think of the contem- 
porary European Economic Community administered 
from Brussels (not overlooking the European Parlia- 
ment long established at Strasbourg). The E.E.C. is 
of the greatest import, but to assume it is the revived, 


or revised Roman Empire, as Dake’s reference Bible 
names it, is speculation rather than interpretation.

It was Christmas time when I purchased the book 
and, as I thought of the war in Vietnam and the 
violence in Ulster, the hatred and the sporadic 
fighting in the Middle East, a feeling of sadness and 
intense longing came over me. The message of the 
Manger was and is that God loves and so gave a 
Saviour, the message of the Angels was peace on 
earth, goodwill to men, yet, almost twenty centuries 
later, mankind still rejects that love and peace. 

We are well launched into 1973 and, at the 
moment of writing, despite the ceasefire, North and 
South Vietnam are at each other’s throats and all over 
the world the aggressiveness and lovelessness of the 
human race are on the increase. I wonder if even 
Christians have become conditioned to the sorry state 
of the world and are in danger of becoming 
insensitive? 

I ask myself the question, for I still remember a 
childhood incident. At my grandmother’s home was a 
set of books on the history of the 1914-1918 war 
and they contained many photographic illustrations. I 
ventured to look at the books one day and was 
horrified by the pictures. They haunted me for a long 
time, yet today through the medium of T.V. we see 
all the agony of war live on our screens and it seems 
just a killing game. i 

We read in our newspapers of muggings, murders 
and a wholesale increase in violence. I learned today 
that violence had doubled in four years among 
teenage girls, the so-called gentle sex. Knowing little 
of the tougher sporting pursuits a recent T.V. 
documentary was in every sense an eye-opener. I had 
to agree with the psychiatrist and author Dr.

Anthony Storr who concluded that man is naturally 
aggressive. Dr. Storr made his deductions after 
collecting and observing available evidence. 

How remarkable is the insight of the Lord Jesus. 
John the apostle describes it: “And He did not need 
that any one should witness concerning man — He 
needed no evidence from anyone about men; for He 
Himself knew what was in human nature. (He could 
read men’s hearts).”” (John 2:25 Amplified Bible). He 
did not mince His words. In Mark 7 He reveals the 
extent of man’s depravity: “From within, that is out 
of the heart of men, come base and wicked thoughts: 
sexual immorality, stealing, murder, adultery, 
coveting, dangerous and destructive wickedness, 
deceit; unrestrained (indecent) conduct; an evil eye 
(envy), slander (evil speaking, malicious misrepresen- 
tation, abusiveness); pride — that is the sin of the 
uplifted heart against God and man; foolishness (lack 
of sense, recklessness, thoughtlessness). All these evil 
purposes and desires come from within and they 
make man unclean and render him unhallowed.” 
(Amplified Bible). 

In view of the Saviour’s knowledge of the human 
heart how wonderful it is that He came to be the full 
expression of God’s love, to reveal the most profound 
Secret of the ages, that God is love. The very essence 
of His nature is love. A seven-year-old named Louise 
is quoted in the book mentioned. Her wistful words 
are surely echoed in every heart, “If only the world 
were made of love.” 

Every true believer knows that this age of war and 
hatred is going to pass away. Bible prophecy will be 
fulfilled and the weapons of strife will be destroyed. 
Men will not learn war any more. Who will bring all 
this about? Who else but our God of love when at last 
mankind will learn to be gentle and loving. Peace will 
overcome war, gentleness will replace violence and 
God-given love will obliterate hatred for evermore.

People try to run away from what they really are 
because they are so painfully aware of their 
weaknesses and failures. We are all like this. The Bible 
says, “For all have sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God” (Romans 3:23). The elusive reality for 
which they search is eternal life and they can never be 
fully satisfied until they have it. God has set eternity 
in their hearts (Ecclesiastes 3:11R.V.M.). 

The tragic truth is that, in reaching for the stars, 
many get only stardust. In the search for eternal life, 
men settle for the etceteras of life.

Have you found life’s missing ingredient? Are you

Stop running! Face what you are — a sinner in 
God’s sight.

“He Himself knew what He would do” (v.6); 
“There is a lad here” (v.9). 

HAD no one but Andrew seen the lad?: 

Jesus knew how He would feed that multitude, 
but only one of the disciples caught the cue of His 
glance, only one even half guessed the method He 
would employ. Like the servant of Elijah, who saw a 
cloud the size of a man’s fist, he voiced his vision 
with something akin to an apology: ‘‘But what are 
they?”

WAS there ever any doubt that Jesus was the Lord of 
life? Here He was promising not merely a full, happy 
life, but life that would triumph over death itself. 
While He proffered such life to men, however, they 
debated the finer(?) points of His claim to divine 
origins (v.41), His known human genealogy (v.42), 
and His mystical message (v.52). 

We haven’t changed even today. Many prefer to talk 
about you, rather than attempt to talk to you. May 
God help us today to take and partake of Him, that 
we might truly live.

“This is a hard saying; who can hear [listen to] 
it?” (v.60).

Can the intellectual listen — he whose mind 
acclaimed this Man as a great man amongst men? No, 
for they left Him. The mere flesh profits so little 
from this Man.

““My time is not yet come” (wv.6,8).

Thoughts from the Book of 
Genesis 


17. The Fruit of Unbelief (Genesis 16:3, 15) | 
by F. Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon Church 


SOME years before this incident, the Lord promised 
Abram that He would give him a son. It seemed to 
Sarai and Abram, however, that the Lord needed 
some help, so they planned that Abram should obtain 
the heir through Hagar, Sarai’s Egyptian maid. They 
lived to regret their impatience, as has Israel and the 
whole world, for from this foolish act has flowed all 
the misery of the Arab-Israel enmity. Even in our 
day this is a supreme source of anxiety to the world. 
If only Abram had been willing to wait patiently for 
the Lord to fulfil His Word, what sufferings could have 
been spared both to his children and to all the 
nations. 

The Lord has given a general promise that He will 
cause all things to work together for good to those 
who love Him and who walk in His way (Romans 8: 
28). Perhaps He has, in addition, given some special 
promise to our hearts. When His promise is not imme- 
diately fulfilled we, in this push button, instant-whip 
age, tend to become impatient and, in our impatience, 
we are tempted to do something foolish. We should 
recall what once-impetuous Peter said, “The Lord 
is not slack concerning His promise, as some men count 
slackness”. To be impatient with God will certainly 
produce evil fruit. He is the all-wise God who knows 
what is right and the right time to do it. Let us, then, 
“test in the Lord and wait patiently for Him” (Psalm 
37:7). In His own time and way God will bring His 
Word to pass and, when that time comes, we shall 
acknowledge that He knew best.

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Decisions

Elim Bible College Second Year Student 


BILLY GRAHAM was making an appeal at the close 
of one of his mass crusade meetings. He said, “The 
decision that you make this evening may determine 
where you will be 1,000 years from tonight.” 

Christians agree that.a decision to receive Christ or 
to reject Him will determine a person’s eternal destiny. 
Sometimes, however, we fail to understand that the 
decisions that we make after that all-important decision 
to follow Jesus Christ may determine how we will 
spend eternity. The apostle Paul, in his Second Epistle 
to the Corinthians wrote, “For we must all appear be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ; that every one may 
receive the things done in his body, according to that 
he hath done, whether it be good or bad”. (2 Corin- 
thians 5:10). 

The Bible shows that the child of God is in a fight 
(1 Timothy 6:12), a battle (Ephesians 6:12), and a 
race (1 Corinthians 9:24). There are prizes to be won. 

These are spoken of in Scripture as crowns: the crown 
of righteousness (2 Timothy 4:8), the crown of life 
(James 1:12), and the crown of glory (1 Peter 5:4). 

A solemn warning is given as to the possibility of 
our losing our prize: “Behold, I come quickly: hold 
that fast which thou hast, that no man take thy crown” 
(Revelation 3:11). 

It is good to reflect on our walk with and dedication 
to the Lord and to compare our lives with the lives of 
other great men of God. Most of all, we should com: 
pare them with that of the One who is our Saviour and 
great Example, Jesus Christ Himself (1Peter 2:21). 
Are we willing to follow Him all the way, no matter 
where He leads us, even though persecution or rejec- 
tion may come our way? 

During the Apostolic period, Rome was very toler- 
ant of foreign beliefs. The Greek gods had long been 
familiar. Even the strange cults of Isis from Egypt and 
of Cybele from Asia Minor were permitted. The Per- 
sian worship of the sun god, Mithras, took a wide hold, 
especially in the army. Mithras, represented as a war- 
tior slaying a bull, seems to have become the favourite 
deity of the legionaries. No attempt was made by 
Roman statecraft to interfere with the religions of the 
provinces. ) 

There was, however, one exception to this general 
Tule: the importance of religion in binding together a 
community was recognised by the emperors. Instead 
of attempting to force Jupiter or other Roman gods 
on the empire, a new religious bond was established 
in the worship of the emperor himself. From the time 


of Caesar Augustus onwards, temples to the reigning 
emperor were erected in the provinces and sacrifices 
were offered to him as the embodiment of the genius 
of Rome. For a provincial to refuse to take part in 
such worship could certainly cast doubt on his loyalty; 
he would be thought to be equivalent to being a trai- 
tor to Rome. Had the Christian been content to 
sprinkle just a few grains of incense on the altars of the 
emperor, he might have worshipped Christ with im- 
punity. Christians, however, knew that God would 
never be placed in the same category as Isis, Mithras 
or Augustus. Christ was all in all and every other re- 
ligion was false. The early Christians decided not to 
lay up treasures upon earth, where moth and rust 
could corrupt and where thieves could break through 
and steal. They determined, no matter what opposi- 
tion came their way, to lay up treasures in heaven 
where neither moth nor rust could corrupt, nor 
thieves break through to steal (Matthew 6:19,20). 

If twentieth century Christians looked at life and 
at the decisions we have to make, in the same manner 
as did these early believers, it could also be said of us, 
perhaps, “They have turned the world upside down” 
(Acts 17:6). - 

It has been said “History is made every time we 
make a decision”. Let us, then, be history-makers for 
Christ in the decisions we make.

I THANK God for a Christian home. All my earliest 
memories centre around church, the Bible, being 
taken to church by my sisters, and my father reading 
the Word at night before. we went to sleep during the 
blitz of London. We were Methodists and the church 
which we attended was one of the first in the East 
End to be hit, so my father sought for a church near 
to our home which had not been closed because of 
the raids and so we came to Elim. The main meetings 
were on Sunday afternoons and we went regularly. 
When evening services were restarted and then when 
Sunday school was reopened, we became some of the 
first children to be enrolled. 

At a Sunday school service when Miss Marion 


Paint was the visiting missionary speaker, I gave my 


heart to the Lord. When I was in the Bible class, my 
father went to be with the Lord, just at the time 
when I needed him most. I had a Father in Heaven 
who cared for me however. 

After leaving school, 1 became an apprentice 
electrician. I served some of my time and then my 
firm sold up over night. All the records disappeared 
and I was back where I started. National Service was 
looming. I decided to learn a trade at the same time 
as my service time, so I joined the Royal Navy for 
seven years. Some may ask, “Why should a Christian 
join the forces?”. I had seriously thought and prayed 
about this and Mark 16 was impressed upon me: “Go 
ye into all the world”. It was not so much the 
question of whether I should enlist or not, but 
whether I should leave out a whole section of the 
community from “all the world”. I know that the 
Lord was certainly with me during those years when I 
served under the flag. 

While I was on foreign service in the Indian Ocean, 
the Lord called me into His work. It was nothing 
dramatic, just a series of events, each one building on 
its predecessor. Finally, an officer said to me, 
“Renshaw, why aren’t you a padre?”. Before sailing 
from home I had become engaged and we were 
planning to marry on my return. With the conviction 
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that the Lord had called me to the mission field, the 
question of continuing my engagement faced me. I 
knew that, if God had called me, however much we 
loved each other, I had to go. I wrote to my fiancée 
and suggested that maybe the engagement was over in 
the circumstances. Imagine my delight and gratitude 
to God when I received a letter from her, written 
before she had received mine, saying that she felt that 
the Lord was calling her to the mission field! 

I was demobbed from the Royal Navy and entered 
Elim Bible College. Later, we were married and were 
given the charge of the Llanelli Church, where we 
were very happy. One day, we received a ‘phone call 
which said, “A teacher is required in Rhodesia, are 
you and your wife prepared to go? We need an 
answer by tomorrow morning!”. Should we stay or 
go? We had felt led to go to Tanganyika (now 
Tanzania) and had never really thought of Rhodesia. 
We decided to go, so that, being in the way, the Lord 
could lead us. He did. We came to Rhodesia and were 
later transferred to Tanzania. After our furlough we 
were asked to return to Rhodesia, where we have 
been ever since.

TheTestimony of

MY first recollections of going to church are when a 
friend invited me to go to the Elim Cadets, just after 
the war ended. To attend Cadets you had to go to 


Sunday school, so the next Sunday saw me in Sunday 
school. From that time on, I went to Elim. In the 
Sunday school I gave my heart to the Lord a few 
years later. I graduated from Cadets to Youth Club, 
run by Pastor F. Shadlock, and then, when I reached 
the age of fourteen, I was persuaded to go Crusaders. 
That year, 1951, was an eventful one for me. I first 
heard of the North London Presbytery Elim Youth 
Camps and so, with some Crusader friends, I spent 


two weeks under canvas among Christians. To me, it. 


was two weeks in heaven, as, coming from a 
non-Christian home and often being too shy to talk 
boldly about the Lord, it was wonderful to sing and 
pray freely among other Christians. At that Camp, I 


_ teceived the Baptism in the Holy Spirit. I knew very 
_ little about the teaching, but I know the Lord 


graciously gave me His Comforter, for, barely a 
month after I'd been to Camp, my father died very 
suddenly. My mother was left with four children 
from three to fourteen years old and life became very 
insecure, especially for me, the eldest. 

The Lord was very good to us all in those days. I 
continued to serve Him in the Church, relying on His 
Spirit to help me to testify for Him. I often think 


back and thank God for the wonderful years I had as. 
a Crusader. We had a grand group of young people at 


the East Ham Church and we had great fun and 
fellowship together, which has sustained me in the 
more lean years. | 

In 1955, I left home to go to Southlands Teacher 
Training College in Wimbledon, London. I had never 
lived away from home before, but I soon linked with 
fellow Christians and had fellowship with the folk at 
our Wimbledon Church. _ 

Before I went to College, I had become engaged to 
Alan Renshaw, a fellow Crusader who was then in the 
Navy. During 1956, he had to do a year’s service 
abroad. I was left to continue my studies. At Easter 


_ 1956 I went as usual to the Royal Albert Hall 
_ meetings. That year, Dr. Brien returned for furlough 


_ and, during the afternoon service, he spoke of the 
_ need for teachers in Rhodesia. Before the meeting, I 


_ had met a friend who had just started teaching. 
_ thought how wonderful it would be if she were called 
to be a missionary. She was called, but the Lord was 
_ also dealing with me! I cannot say that I heard a voice 
_ telling me to go to the mission field, but the thought 


that the Lord wanted me was very persistent. It 


_ would not leave me. It followed, me back to College, 
until I knew that I had to say yes to the Lord. 


With much heart-searching, I sat down one Sunday 


afternoon in the College grounds to write to my 


fiancé. I had no idea of his reactions; perhaps it 
would be the end of our life together. As he was at 


_ Sea, mail came infrequently, so it was not until some 


time later that I received a letter from Alan telling me 
that he felt that God was calling him to East Africa. 
He made no mention of my call and I realised that 
the Lord had called us both at the same time even 
though we were thousands of miles apart. This was 
confirmation for both of us. 

I finished my training and started teaching in 
1958, while Alan went into Elim Bible College to 
train for the mission field. When he had finished, we 
married and he was appointed to our Church at 
Llanelli. We settled there very happily, waiting for an 
opportunity to go when He called. We had planned to 
go to Tanganyika as we felt that was what God 
wanted. When the call came, it was to Rhodesia — 
and a decision had to be made within twenty-four 
hours! . 

We are both extremely glad that we did not reject 


God’s call to Rhodesia thinking that we must wait to 


go to Tanganyika. We agreed to go and within three 
weeks ‘of being asked we were sailing to Africa. On 
January Ist, 1959, we set foot in Cape Town and, 
apart from furloughs, have been in Africa ever since. 
We did get a chance to go to Tanganyika and we 
believe that the Lord led us that way. We returned to 
Rhodesia in 1964. This is our fourteenth year of 
missionary service and all we can do is to thank God 
for His great goodness. I praise God that He found me 
willing to follow Him and from then He has enabled 
me to work for His glory.

Does God Care? 


by Vernon Ralphs 


THOUGH most of us will immediately give a positive 
answer to this question, it must be agreed that this 
can be a sticky question when posed by the man in 
the street. How can we say that God cares when 
we see all the suffering, starvation and famine in the 
world? What do we say when, like the Psalmist, 
we see the poor oppressed and the innocent suffering 
rather than the guilty? How do you speak of a God 
of love to a man who has lost his wife and child in the 
space of a month, or of a God who cares on the 
streets of Northern Ireland? Does God care? 

Trouble, in one shape or another, distorts our 
view of life and quite often blinds us to the quiet 
movings of God in the world. This article invites you 
to open your eyes and minds to take another look at 
the world, at Christ and at the Word of God. 


_ The World around us 

William Paley, a former Archdeacon of Carlisle, 
made this statement about God’s love for the world: 
“When God created the human species, either He 
wished their happiness, or He wished their misery, or 
He was indifferent and unconcerned about both.” 
We can see suffering in the world, but we cannot say 
that life is an endurance test. There are evidences 
that life has been arranged to be enjoyed. 

In Genesis, the Bible says that God made everything 
“good”. His creation was His work, the projection 
of what He is: Man was created in His image and the 
Scripture says, “God blessed them” (Genesis 1:28). 
This still goes for today, despite the advent of sin in 
His world. 

If God wished our misery, He would have made 
sure of His purpose. He would have made our lives 
unbearable, our environments painful, our living 
terrible. To eat would be horrible, everything would 
taste bitter. To see would be loathsome, everything 
would appear distorted and ugly. To touch anything 
would be painful, there would be a sting in everything. 
To smell would be nauseating, everything would 
produce a stench. To hear would be deafening, every 
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sound would be discordant. These things are not so, 


. however. ; 


Sin and disease may mar the original purpose of 
the Designer, but His care is to be seen if I think 
before I shout. Teeth are for eating - not for aching. 
Joints are a wonderful aid to movement; they were 
not intended for dislocation or arthritis. Bones 
support the body and give protection to vital organs; 
if they are misused they can be broken, but this is not 
their purpose. Food is for energy and bodybuilding, 
not for poisoning. So we could go on. | 

Paley, quoted above, believed that life was to be 
enjoyed and he used human experience to show this. 
He looked at a child and saw there the innocence, 
trust, enjoyment and life that God had intended. 

As a pastor I have seen the evidences of God’s care 
again and again. I remember feeling compelled to visit 
a certain senior citizen. When I arrived at her home, 
she sighed with relief. She was wondering how she 
could get to her appointment at the chiropodist’s in 
ten minutes’ time. I was able to take her by car. This 
small event teaches a big lesson. Those who live their - 
lives prayerfully experience God’s care. Those who 
complain of the lack of their Maker’s concern are 
concerned about Him only when they are in trouble. 


The Life of Christ 

The Bible teaches that, to understand God, we need 
a revelation of what He is. He has revealed Himself 
in the world He has made, in the Scriptures He has 
inspired, in the lives He has changed, but most 
strongly in the Son He has given (John 3:16). 

In being made man, God in Christ showed His care. 
“The Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us” said 
the Apostle John (John 1:14). Think of it! The _ 
Owner of inestimable riches became a commoner. The 
eternal One became a man in time. The glorious One 
limited Himself in manhood. Read Philippians 2:7,8. 

In His ministry, Christ showed the care of the 
Father. He touched the untouchables. He reached 


the wretched. He gave sight to the blind, healing to 
_ the sick and strength to the lame. To those weak in 
faith He gave confidence. He brought comfort to 
those in sorrow. He gave deliverance to those 
tortured and bound by evil powers and forgiveness to 
the repenting sinner, His ministry was motivated by 
compassion. Love is seen in every word, in every 

_ deed. He is continuing this ministry today! 

If I was to give one reason for my belief in the care 

_ of God, I would mention the cross. The suffering and 

death of the Son of God are the answer to my 

questionings in the deepest experience. Often, in 
suffering, our emotions will give little place to the 
logic of the mind, but, if I know that He has suffered, 
then I know that He cares. “Christ also suffered for 
us” (1 Peter 2:21). 
The Word of God 

_ If we care for someone in need who is at a distance 

from us, we can do definite things to show our 
concern. We can personally visit them or we can 

_ write a letter expressing our good wishes. God has 
done both. He came in Christ to show His love for 
the world and He inspired the Scriptures to reveal 
His heart and mind to a world in need. 

: 1 Peter 5:7 is a gem of a verse: ‘‘Casting all your 
care upon Him; for He careth for you.” Here God 
says that He cares and He invites everyone to cast 
their anxieties upon Him. Do it, and prove that He 
loves you! 

In John 10 Jesus shows the kind of care He has. 

He said that He is the good Shepherd and cares for the 

“Sheep. The hireling fleeth, because he is an hireling 
and careth not for the sheep. He is the Good Shep- 
herd; the Good Shepherd gives His life for the sheep. 
Jesus Christ has loved you and given His life for you. 
Trust Him as your Lord and Saviour and experience 
His care!

The dark experience of the disciples in Mark 4 
caused them to awake the Master with the question, 
“Master, carest thou not that we perish?”. Jesus 
rebuked the wind and brought peace to the boiling 
sea. Then, rounding on His own, He asked them, 
“Why are ye so fearful? How is it that ye have no 
faith?” (Mark 4:4), Here the finger is turned on us. 
We are so quick to question the Almighty, but do we 
ever consider our selfishness, greed and hatred as 
reasons for many of the world’s pains? How many 
of us have no time for God and yet we expect Him to 
show special concern for us when we are sick or in 
need? 

It is a marvel to me that God cares for us at all, 
but He does! 


Vernon Ralphs, the pastor of the Assembly of God 
in Brentwood, Essex, was saved as a teenager in 1950. 
He was then in fellowship with the Methodist Church. 
Coming into contact with the Assembly of God in 
Denton, Manchester, he was baptised in water and 
later in the Holy Spirit.

THE Scriptures command us: “Honour the Lord, with 
thy substance” (Proverbs 3:9)., The idea that tithing 
is an out-of-date, disused method of supporting the 
Church is completely false. The excuse that tithing 
started under the Law and is therefore out of date 
shows the ignorance of some Christians. Both 
Abraham and Jacob tithed (Hebrews 7:2; Genesis 14: 
17-20). Jacob said, “Of all that Thou shalt give me I 
will surely give the tenth unto Thee ”(Genesis 28:22). 
From ‘these Scriptures we can see that tithing (the 
giving of a tenth) was very much in operation long 
before the birth of Moses and the giving of the Law. 

Abraham paid tithes to Melchisedec, “king of 
Salem, priest of the most high God”. Jesus was made 
“an high priest forever after the order of Melchisedec” 


(Hebrews 6:20). His priesthood succeeded the Levit- 


ical or Aaronic priesthood, which was supported by 
the tithes of Israel. By simple deduction we conclude 
that the work of the Lord Jesus under His priesthood, 
should be financed by the same method as were both 
these priesthoods, namely by the tithes of God’s 
people. It does not alter our belief in tithing if we 
accept that Melchisedec was the Lord Himself, an 
angel or just a human being. We still must tithe 
towards the Lord’s work. In the Book of Hebrews 
Melchisedec is portrayed as a type of Christ; Abraham 
paid tithes to Melchisedec therefore we should pay our 
tithes to Jesus. 

Tithing is to do with our money, not with our time, 
talents, or any other thing. To give only one tenth of 
our time to God would be less than two and a half 
hours per day. Many would encourage us to tithe 
various parts of our lives to God. Does this mean that 
the other nine-tenths are not used in His service? 

“Will a man rob God?” (Malachi 3:8) Many do. 
They are robbing themselves as well. “Bring ye all 
the tithes into the storehouse, that there may be meat 
in Mine house, and prove Me now herewith, saith the 
Lord of Hosts, if 1 will not open you the windows of 
heaven, and pour you out a blessing, that there shall 
not be room enough to receive it,” (Malachi 3:10). 
Only when we have paid our tithes can we say that 
we are giving an offering to the Church. | 

The tithes are to be brought into the “storehouse”. 
What man would have his storehouse a hundred miles 
away or in a far-off country? The storehouse is 
always local; it is close to where the person works. 
Our tithes should always go into the local church. 


1D, 


When there is a surplus in the local church it can 


- always be given away to another part of the work. 


In the Book_of Acts,we find examples of one church 
aiding another church in a different country, but the — 
tithes went to the local church first. as 

“If we have sown unto you spiritual things, is it 
a great thing if we shall reap your carnal things? . . . 
Do ye not know that they which minister about holy 
things live of the things of the temple? And they 
which wait at the altar are partakers with the altar? 
Even so hath the Lord ordained that they which 
preach the gospel should live of the gospel ” (1 Corinth- 
ians 9:11,13,14). 

If all God’s people tithed, special appeals would 
end. 


“LE say, ‘God’ “! 
THE doctors said that he would never walk again, but 
E. Stanley Jones, aged 89, the venerable Methodist 
missionary-author, who has spent fifty years in India, 
is on his feet again. He suffered a crippling stroke a 
year ago and spent five months in Boston Hospital, 
U.S.A. Using a cassette recorder he worked his way 


back to normalcy of speech and even began to “write” 
a book on tape. The paralysis persisted, however. : 

At his request his son-in-law, James K. Matthews, 
of the Washington, D.C. area, took him to the Hima- 
layas for further recuperation. When Jones asked his 
family and friends to pray that he might walk, they 
mounted a round-the-clock prayer vigil. Matthews 
fitted braces and walking devices, enabling Jones to 
take a few assisted steps each day. After reading Acts 
chapter 3 one day, Jones insisted that he be awakened 
daily with the summons, “In the name of Jesus, rise 
up and walk.” 

On Columbus day, Jones wrote to Matthews, 
saying, “I walked 1,492 steps today.” He has even 
been preaching on occasion lately. “I haven’t had a 
blue moment yet” he wrote recently. Readers Digest 
will soon publish an account of the healing miracle he 
experienced. The title of the book he started in the 
Boston Hospital is The Divine Yes.

The simple explanation is that the nets 
would nevertheless be fouled with the weeds and 
underwater growth trapped therein. 

While indulging in this arduous task, the fishermen 
were listening intently; otherwise Peter would have 
failed to hear the Master call. Stepping aboard, Jesus 
called to Peter to push the boat a little offshore. 
Seating Himself, He continued to address His 
followers. On finishing His preaching, Jesus dismissed 
the crowd and turned to Peter. He gave him a 
practical demonstration that God was no man’s 
debtor. ; 

“Launch out into the deep, and let down your 
nets for a draught” He commanded. Peter and his 
weary, dispirited crew looked at Jesus. “Master,” said 
Peter, “We have toiled all the night and taken 
nothing: nevertheless at Thy word I will let down the 
net.” Jesus honours faith, as Peter quickly discovered. 

Jesus had the power to calm a howling gale and to 
still the raging seas at a word. By exercising this same 
power He could direct a great shoal of fish to swim 
into the lowered net of Peter. Thus the miracle 
happened! 

How did they fish long ago? Perchance the nets of

again that. God is no man’s debtor. Peter was repaid 
for the loan of his boat with a gigantic haul of fish 
and the kindly boy was perhaps rewarded with more 
food than he had before. From praising hearts we 
gladly exclaim, “How great is our God!”.

IT is tragic that, in these days of man’s great power 
and of automation, fatal accidents are reported every 
week. Someone is knocked down when crossing a 
road. Last year in a disastrous air-crash, an air-liner 
lay burning, its passengers struggling to find a way of 
escape. Think of how near death is to each of us. We 
must be ready to face our Maker at every minute of 
the day. The thought that impressed me concerning 
this incident, however, was that many people came to 
look on, but they would not become involved, afraid 
perhaps of the effect that involvement would have on 
them. 

In Devonshire last August Bank Holiday I was 
motoring with some other young people when we 
found ourselves to be the second car to arrive on the 
scene of a road accident. The passenger in the car that 
_ had received the impact of the crash stood in a pitiful 
state, obviously seriously wounded, having received 
many cuts and suffering from severe shock. I had 
received First Aid training some years earlier, but I 
never imagined that I would need to use it in this 
way. Like others, I had often thought, “It can never 
happen to me”, but it did, and I found myself the 
only one able to help the wounded passenger. What I 
would have done without knowing that I had 
Someone with me who could help me, I do not know. 
I shot a quick prayer to heaven and asked God to 
help me as He has promised so many times in His 
Word. 

On asking if anyone was attending to the girl, I 
was told that someone had telephoned for a 
breakdown lorry! Once again I saw the unwillingness 
of people to become involved in something that could 
be demanding. I administered what medical help I 
could and I tried to comfort the young lady until an 
ambulance arrived. After the incident was over, I 
went to a neighbouring house to get cleaned up. 
When the door was opened, I explained the situation 
and the occupier said in a non-committal way, “I 
thought there had been an accident”. I could not help 
feeling that instead of just thinking, the offer of 
blankets and hot tea would have been far more 
useful. 

This lack of involvement is not limited to such 
incidents. All around us are men and women in need 
of the saving grace of the Lord Jesus Christ and of the 


spiritual and practical help that Christians can give. 
Sad to say, so many in the Church are prepared to be 
onlookers only. They are unwilling to get involved, 
because of the personal cost of involvement and the 
demands it makes. | 

It is also true that many people do not want to 
become children of the King, because they are afraid 
of the demands that discipleship will make. The 
common excuses made for not becoming a Christian, 
like “I'll think about it tomorrow”, “I can’t stop 
now’, or “I’m in an emotional state at the moment”’, 
are in reality covers for unwillingness to get involved. 

In times of emotional stress we need a Saviour, not 
as a special kind of insurance policy, but as a Friend 
who has been in our situation before us and who can 
thus understand us. When we rely on Him, we know 
how real and precious He is. The unsaved miss the 
fact that we were born, not to die, but to live in the 
power of eternal life, which is ours when we accept 
Jesus Christ as Saviour and Lord. By that life we are 
able to meet all the demands that total discipleship 
makes upon us. Jesus did not promise a life of ease, 
but God has promised His never-dying love and 
strength to meet the tasks that He has set for us. He 
has given the assurance that “the sufferings of this 
present time are not worthy to be compared with the 
glory that shall be revealed in us” (Romans 8:18).

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vom: The modern Sunday School 


Eldin R. Corsie, National Youth Director 


THERE always have been difficulties in Sunday school 
work, In one of the very first Sunday schools run by 
Robert Raikes and his helpers, some children had 
heavy iron balls fastened to their legs so that they 
could not run away! Even when they did not require 
such fierce treatment as this, they had to be taught 
to read and write in order that they might under- 
stand the Bible. Their social and home backgrounds 
and the moral atmosphere of the times were so bad 
as to be almost beyond our imagination. 

When we are over-impressed by the degeneracy of 
present-day Britain, we should read the description of 
those times in books like England before Wesley by 
Bready. Sunday schools began in the worst conditions, 
but they flourished because the workers were con- 
vinced not only as to the need, but also as to their 
ability to meet it with God’s help. 

Nevertheless, the situation at the moment is bleak. 
Why bother with Sunday school when there is a 
thriller on the television or a quiz where people are 
winning money? Added to this is the teaching that 
the children are getting at school. The Cambridge- 
shire syllabus, for instance, has this to say: “The 
distinction between history, legend and myth should 
ever be in the mind of the teacher and should affect 
the manner in which the stories of the Old Testament 
are told.” 


Promoting and building the Sunday School 


We must be concerned to build a better Sunday 
school before we build a bigger one. Every church 
member and youth worker should promote the Sunday 
school. The Americans are past-masters at this; every- 
thing is geared to it. 

Consider these ideas for promoting and building 
the Sunday school. 

Make the Sunday school a vital part of the Church. 
Remember that the Bible talks about the Church as a 
body. It is not mechanical in its growth and life, but 
organic. What is true of the universal Church is true 
of the local church. It is a pity that youth depart- 
ments are separated from the mainstream of the church 
life. Pastors should talk about Sunday school...pray 
about it...write about it...discuss it at diaconate level. 
It should have an important place on every agenda of 
the Church Session. 


Promote door-to-door visitation, thus making the 
Sunday school a vital part of the community. 
Appoint a visitation secretary with complete respons- 
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ibility for the visitation programme. Divide the area - 
into sections with section leaders. Appoint children’s 
visitors from the Church. 

Organise a Sunday school parent/teacher associat- 


jon, thus making the Sunday school a vital part of the 


homes. The object is to interest the parents of the 
scholars in the work of the Sunday school. This often 
results in the parents attending the church and their 
subsequent conversion. 

A meeting of the Association should be held at least 
once a year. Should any special youth worker be in 
the district at a particular time, an additional meeting 
should be arranged so that a talk can be given and 
questions invited. Special invitation cards should be 
printed. A covering letter of appreciation and invit- 
ation signed by the Minister should be sent to the 
parents. 

The programme for the meeting should include: 
simple instruction by the Minister, introducing the 
Sunday school staff - superintendent, secretary, and ~ 
teachers, stating at the same time the particular class 
for which each teacher is responsible. 

Parents should be told something about our methods 
of teaching (including audio-visual aids). A good 
musical feature should be given and light refresh- 
ments should be served to complete a most profit- 
able evening. It is essential that the whole programme 
should be very informal so that the parents can talk. 

Establish Sunday school prayer partners, so making 
the Sunday school a vital part of the life of the 
individual Christian. The object is to enlist church 
members as prayer partners for Sunday school teach- 
ers in their work and ereating interest in the worked 
the school throughout the church. 

Appeal to the church for people to pray for ten 
minutes each day. Each prayer partner should be 
encouraged to share the needs of the individual child- 
ren, in addition to any particular need or problem 
with the prayer partner. 

Prayer partners should be regarded as nibers of 
the Sunday school staff and invited to all Sunday 
school functions (parties, outings). Give each partner 
a special prayer card as official recognition and as a 
reminder to pray. . 

Start home Bible study groups for children. The 
homes of the children are wonderful places for promot- 
ing the Sunday school. Through the children one can © 
reach the parents. Great care must be taken not to —

SERVANTS certainly spend much time in the house 
of their master, but it is never their home. They may 
well handle the property of the master and even 
enjoy his daily\provision, yet they have no inheritance 
in any of those things. It is not so with sons. 

Mere attendance, even faithful attendance in God’s 
house, the enjoyment of His benefits and even service 
in His name, will never afford such an inheritance. It 
is personal relationship that counts. Whether one 
counts its legality through adoption or birth, it is 
certainly only sons who can sing, “I will dwell in the 
house of the Lord for ever’’. 


Friday, March 23rd 

“But Jesus hid himself” (v.59). 
HE who had come to reveal was forced to hide. 

By their hostility they relinquished their right to 
revelation and He was “hid from their eyes”. To 
those who rejected His divinity, He became like a 
mere man and was hidden in the crowd. 

It is ever so. If we insist on dethroning Him, we 
will lose Him among the seemingly mighty. If we 
lower Him to the levels of mere humanity, He is 
hidden from our gaze. 

We thank God that we ‘“‘beheld His glory”. 


John 8:48—59 


Saturday, March 24th : John 9:1—23 
“That the works of God should be manifest in 
Him”? (v.3). 


JESUS looked at things so differently from the way 
His disciples viewed them. They saw the tragedy; He 
saw the opportunity. They saw the scars of sin; He 
saw the works of God. They were of the earth. The 
clay daub on the man’s eyes was symbolic of the 
great earthiness that blinded not just eyes, but souls. 
With the clay, Jesus pinpointed the reason, but He 
also highlighted the remedy. 

We should ever look on the realm and ravages of 
sin and see them, not as sombre discouragement, but 
as glorious fields in which to harvest hope. 


Sunday, March 25th 

“Give God the praise”? (v.24). 
HOW subtle are the disciples of the Devil! “Worship 
God,” they cry. “Ignore this Jesus” they plead. 

How simple it would have been to have 
side-stepped the issue and to have paid lip service to 
their demands, but with imperfect yet dogged faith 
the man owned Jesus as being of God. 

How quickly Christ sought him out. Here again 
faith was nurtured until he could cry, “Lord I, 
believe!” 

We share a similar, but more glorious experience 
and willingly worship the Lamb who is worthy of our 
praise. 


John 9:24—41 
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TRUTH comes from the Anglo-Saxon word treowe, 
i.e. true, the state and quality of having been tried. 
Jesus said, “I am the way, the truth, and the life’. In 
both Old and New Testaments we are told that God is 
a God of truth. It stands to reason, therefore, that the 
children of God must be people whose word can be 
relied on. David wrote, “Thou desirest truth in the 
inward parts” (Psalm 51:6). The cleverest man in the 
world is he who tells the truth, not occasionally, but 
all the time. 

Someone said that “Lying is a game”. Sometimes 
it is a very exciting game, but it is essentially 
gambling and any sort of gambling is not business. 
Washington said, “It is the child of avarice, the 


brother of iniquity,and the father of mischief”. All 


lying is forbidden, hateful and an abomination to 
God. It is a hindrance to prayer. Satan is the father of 
lies. Many fail to realise that exaggeration is lying. In 
business if we desire to stay in town and want regular 
returns, increasing, satisfied and friendly customers, it 
will pay us to stick to the old-fashioned truth. This is 
‘true in the business world, so what of the business of 
the one who is called the Truth? 

Exaggeration never glorifies God. How can lies 
bring glory to His name? Today we are surrounded by 
lies. Most advertising by the world is exaggerated. We 
must be very careful not to follow in their steps. If 
we continually overstate and vociferate, we must 
keep on getting louder, until soon we become 
incoherent. If we habitually state only what is soberly 
honest and true, however, people will learn to trust 
us. , 
A man’s reputation for truthfulness is as much a 
part of his capital as are his stocks and shares, so 
muuch so that he can raise money on it. Business is 


becoming more and more an affair of credit, of trust. . 


The very foundation of big businesses is 
trustworthiness. To get beyond the stall and push-cart 
stage, we must establish a basis of dependability. Let 
us see to it that we are people whose word is as good 
as our bond. 

Dr. Kitto said, ‘“‘A man has no more right to utter 
untruths to his own disparagement than to his own 
praise. Truth is absolute. It is obligatory under all 
circumstances and in all relations.” 

“What we have in us of the image of God is the 
love of truth and justice. General abstract truth is the 
most precious of all things; without it man is blind; it 
is the eye of reason” (Rousseau). 

It is good for us to remember what Pascal said 
about truth: “Argument may be overcome by

stronger argument and force by greater force, but 
truth and force have no relation — nothing in 
common, nothing by what the one can act upon the 


other. They dwell apart and will continue to do so till 


the end of time.” 

Truth — falsehood — the one is of God, the other 
is of Satan; the one will always glorify God and the 
other will glorify man for a while. How will others 
know that we serve a God who is Truth? They will 
recognise it by what they see. 

Charles Wesley wrote: 

Ye faithful souls who Jesus know, 

If risen indeed with Him ye are, 

Superior to the joys below 

His resurrection’s power declare. 

Your faith by holy tempers prove, 

By actions show your sins forgiven, 

And seek the glorious things above 

And follow Christ your Head to heaven.

overstay one’s welcome. Encourage the members of 
the Church to start Bible study groups in their homes 
as an avenue of introduction to the church. Imagine 
fifty home Bible clubs for children with ten in each! 

Hold Sunday school exhibitions in the church, 
schools, empty shops, public halls and exhibitions. 

Link Sunday school with Elim camps, one of our 
greatest hand-maids to youth work. The camps have 
them for 168 hours in the week, that is three times 
the weekly Sunday school hours for the year. | 

Encourage the formation of Christian Unions in 
Schools. Invite school choirs to take part in the 
Church programme. Take the trouble to get literature _ 
on Christian Unions from C.S.S.M. and give it to the 
children to read. 

Don’t forget the value of Vacation Bible School. 
Details can be obtained from the National Youth 
Office. 

Local Newspapers are always looking for news. 
Why shouldn’t it be news of your Sunday school? Be 
sure to present news that is worth reporting. Our local 
paper gave us a whole page with photographs and 
reports. 

Have an annual Sunday school rally in conjunct- 
ion with a Sunday school enlargement campaign. 

Engender a social conscience in the lives of young 
people. Make them community-conscious by visiting 
old folk, helping with the physically handicapped, etc. 
The whole church should be deeply involved in Sunday 
school work.

Jesus Christ the Saviour

THE Lord Jesus Christ is the most discussed Person 
the world has ever knowri and about Him there are 
varied opinions. ; 

Some think that He was an impostor and deserved 
to die on the cross. Others believe that He was a 
martyr to a good cause. There are those who think 
that He was a fine Man and a great Teacher. Others 
have found Him to be the eternal Son of God, the 
only Saviour to free from the guilt and burden of sin. 

Some students think that Jesus was a nationalist 
rebel whose career was cut short after running foul of 
authority. The Bible rules out such an idea 
completely. There is overwhelming evidence that 
Christ deliberately co-operated with His heavenly 
Father in allowing Himself to be-put to death. People 
still ask why. The Bible explains by showing how a 
holy God was able to condemn sin and yet forgive 
guilty men. According to the Word of God, all have 
sinned. Jesus made this clear by pointing out that by 
God’s standard even the thought or intention to do 
something wrong is as sinful as actually doing it. 

God’s solution was to regard His own sinless Son 
as man’s substitute and to condemn all sin in Him. 
Jesus Christ paid our penalty and offers us God’s 
pardon today. The eternal Son of the eternal Father 
died by execution on a criminal’s cross, a death which 
by God’s design was a public spectacle. This was 
followed by a miracle, when the Saviour of the world 
was raised from the dead as recorded in the Bible. 

It was God’s plan that His Son should not only 
pay the penalty of man’s sin, but also overcome death 
and defeat the Devil. Because Christ’s sacrifice and 
victory are unique, timeless, and universal, the cross 
stands today as no mere memorial of the past. Every 
time a man, woman, or child accepts Christ as the 
only answer to sin and the only Giver of a fresh start 
in life, God’s wonderful plan of salvation is being 
worked out. 

A certain judge, a most prominent man in his 
town, appeared before a committee of the local 
church, asking to be received into membership on 
confession of his faith. There had been no intimation 
of a change in his heart and life. He went on to say: 
“I am not influenced by anything that has occurred 
in the church; I have not been converted by any 
sermon. But I cannot stand the influence of the life 
of my neighbour. For thirty years I have observed 
that old man and at last I am convinced that his life is 
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Pastor of our Oxford Church 


governed by a higher power than I have ever known. I 
have sought to learn from him how I might have this 
same influence in my life and I have surrendered my 
all to his Lord.” 

Here is the key to what happened on the cross. It 
was the manifestation of the power and love of Christ 
to the sinner. 

Our response to this amazing Christ should be 
unquestioning, for every person ought to confess 
Christ as his personal Saviour for, in the light of 
Christ’s authority, His atoning work, His resurrection, 
ascension, and soon coming again, it is vital that we 
make our decision now. Our response should be to 
thank God that He loved us enough to die for us and 
to be ready to identify ourselves boldly and proudly 
with Christ and His cause in the world today. |

IT is important that in our thinking as Christian 
believers we give the Holy Spirit His rightful place. 
The Pentecostal outpouring of today must never 
relegate the Holy Spirit to any lesser position than 
that revealed in Holy Scripture. 

The Holy Spirit’s task is to bring all things to 
fruition. The names accorded to Him in the Bible 
reveal this fundamental fact. In the Old Testament He 
was called the Spirit of wisdom, the Spirit - of 
Jehovah, the Spirit of burning, and the Spirit of 
judgment. In the New Testament His designation is 
the Spirit of the living God, the Spirit of truth, the 
Spirit of Christ, the eternal Spirit, the Spirit of 
promise and the Spirit of grace and glory. One 
distinctive title stands out, however: He is our 
- Advocate. Jesus Christ is Lord positionally and the 
Holy Spirit’s ministry is that of the Divine Executive. 

Jesus said, “I am the Way, the Truth and the 
Life”, and a similar sequence of revelation can be 
seen in the ministry of the Holy Spirit. Jesus said, 
“He shall guide you into all truth” — the way. John 
declares (1 John 4:13) that the Spirit is truth. 
Another statement concerning the Holy Spirit is: “It 
is the Spirit that quickeneth” (life). It can be clearly 
seen that the purpose of the Spirit is to bring all 
things to completion. 


The Executive of the divine Purpose 


God is a God of activity and in every realm God 
moves through His Holy Spirit. In the very beginning 
of creation, the Spirit of God moved upon the face of 
the waters, bringing order out of chaos. As the 
Executive of God’s creative purpose, the Holy Spirit 
was in evidence from the earliest moments of time. 

In the realm of the redemptive work of Christ, the 
energy and power of the Holy Spirit are revealed. The 
plain statement of Scripture is that Christ offered 
Himself to God through the Holy Spirit (Hebrews 
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The Purpose

9:14). Subsequent to the work of redemption the 
believer’s rejoicing is that he is sealed with the Holy 
Spirit of promise. The divine purpose expressed in 
every realm reveals the Holy Spirit in an executive 
capacity. 


The Executive of the divine Power (John 6:63) 


“It is the Spirit that quickeneth”. Spiritual life is 
given to us through the Holy Spirit. The Bible states 
that we are born of the Spirit (John 3:8). Spiritual 
life has become our experience by the executive 
power of the Holy Spirit transmitting the life of God 
into our experience. Whereas this expression of divine 
power is subjective in the context of our inner 
experience, the same facet of truth is applicable to 
our objective experience in that spiritual power is 
given to us through the Holy Spirit: “Ye shall receive 
power after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you” — 


(Acts 1:8). Even our mortal frames are to know the 


surging of God’s power by the Holy Spirit (Romans 
8:11). The quickening of our mortal body is said to 
be by the Holy Spirit. He is the Executive of the 
Resurrection in both a spiritual and physical sense. — 


The Executive of the divine Truth (John 16:13) 


As Jesus Christ is the vehicle and the content of 
supreme revelation — the Truth incarnate, so the 
Holy Spirit is the revealer of truth about Christ to 
men. Jesus said that the Spirit’s purpose was to guide 
into all truth, to speak of Christ and to glorify Him. 
The Holy Spirit reveals the things concerning the Son 
of God to men. 

This is not the total of His revelation, for Jesus. 
also said that the Spirit would reveal things to come 
in the primary sense that, after Christ’s ascension, 
there would be, through the Holy Spirit, a fuller 
revelation to be recorded by inspired writers 
concerning Christ. There is a secondary aspect in 


which through the Holy Spirit we are made aware of 
the prophetic significance of our times. There are 
many signs which reveal the imminence of the return 
of Jesus Christ, but one of the greatest is the 
world-wide outpouring of the Holy Spirit in 
Pentecostal power in our day. The Christian Church 
today must be aware of the prophetic significance of 
our times, that we are on the threshold of the Second 
Advent and that the Holy Spirit is now being 
outpoured in a greater measure than has ever been 
known before throughout the annals of church 
history. 

Only through the Holy Spirit can spiritual truth be 
received and appreciated (1 Corinthians 2:11—13). It 
is fundamental to the progress of an individual 
believer or of a church that our programme of 
evangelism and progress be planned in the light of the 
Holy Spirit’s guidance and initiative. In the Early 
Church it was said, “It seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost and to us”. The days in which we live call for 
spiritual initiative and power and nothing less than 
these will meet the twentieth century situation. 


The Executive of the divine Favour 


The Holy Spirit is the supreme Witness to the 
individual believer of his own _ conversion. 
Circumstances may bewilder, analysis of experiences 
may confuse, but the inner witness of the Holy Spirit 
to the believer gives a supreme confidence and 
serenity of spirit and mind, that we are the sons of 
God (1 John 4:13). This witness is unshakeable in its 
strength and conviction as we remain true to the 
Lord. That we are the sons of God is the strength of 
our assurance given by the Holy Spirit in these 
turbulent days. 

As the Executive of divine favour the Holy Spirit 
is the witness of the divine presence. After Jesus had 
ascended, having previously given the command to 
tarry in Jerusalem, there was no sign in the sky, no 
mighty miracle, no radiant angel or any other token 
to the disciples that their Lord was in heaven or that 
He would continue with them. In faith they waited in 
prayer in the upper room. Suddenly there was a sign, 
a sign from heaven that Jesus their Lord was at the 
right hand of God and that God was with them in 
power. The Holy Ghost had come. Peter said on the 
Day of Pentecost that Christ had “shed forth this’’. 

The Pentecostal experience witnesses to the world 
of a living, mighty Saviour working in and through 
His Church in power. The Baptism in the Spirit is a 
witness to the Church that God is with His people 
and is the enabling enduement for their witness. The 
Baptism in the Holy Spirit is an ever-increasing 
witness to the individual that his life and experience 


are in Christ (1 John 4:13), 


The Executive of the divine Freedom 


When Jesus began His ministry by stating His aims 
in the synagogue in Nazareth, He commenced His 
quotation from the Old Testament by saying, “The 
Spirit of the Lord is upon Me”. Thereby He stated a 
principle that the Holy Spirit frees from limitations 
that are human and finite that the work of God in 
Pentecostal evangelism might be accomplished. 

By the Holy Spirit’s power the Christian believer 
has been lifted from the bondage of the governing 
principle of sin to the liberty of the governing 
principle of life (Romans 8:2). The Holy Spirit is the 
Executive of divine Power that liberates believers 
from the enslavement of sin. 

As the Executive of divine freedom, the Holy 
Spirit leads men in worship out of the natural 
limitations of time into a spiritual experience of 
communion with God. In its highest experiential 
aspect, the Baptism in the Holy Spirit grants to the 
individual the capacity and the ability to worship 
God on the highest plane so that as he speaks with 
tongues in worship and adoration, he is pouring out 
the inexpressible worship of his experience. 

Where the Spirit is Lord there is liberty, liberty to 
know the power of God, to express worship and 
adoration.The purpose of the Holy Spirit in this 
executive sense is fundamental to every aspect of 
Christian living. 

It is imperative that the Pentecostal Church of 
today truly recognises the personality and position of 
the Holy Spirit, the Third Person of the Trinity, for 
thus the full purpose of Pentecost is realised.

MARTON Elim Pentecostal Church started as a house 
meeting. At Christmas, 1934, it opened as an 
independent mission, named Hermon Hall, on the 
present site in Fredora Avenue. The mission went 
through difficult times until, eventually, it asked 
to become part of the Elim Movement. The deeds 
were transferred in 1943. This was followed by a

crusade led by Pastor John Woodhead assisted by 
Pastor William Evans. The latter stayed on as the 
first minister and he consolidated the work as a 
Pentecostal witness. 

As the work progressed, it became obvious that 
the little wooden building which had served so well 
was becoming inadequate. It had to house not only

the church and Sunday school, but also every function 
and activity. The Sunday school was now so over- 
crowded that one of the classes had to be held in a 
nearby caravan. The church did not possess its own 
baptistry. This necessitated baptismal services being 
held in neighbouring churches. Not only was the 
building on the small side, but also by this time the 
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fabric was rapidly deteriorating. For many years 
there was talk of replacement. On one occasion the 
then minister, Pastor A.J. Downes, and one of his 
deacons, toured the area on their cycles looking for a 
suitable alternative site. This went as far as a plot of 
land being secured from the corporation, Later it was 
found to be unsuitable. 


In 1968 the first stage of the building programme 


commenced. We were fortunate in having in the 
church Mr. L. Hanlon, a building inspector employed 
by the local authority, who was able to supervise the 
operations. We were able to make the best use of 
limited manpower and resources. The plastering and 
electrical work were carried out by men who did not 


even belong to the church. Even the women helped 


with the initial stages by unloading and stacking a 
lorry-load of bricks. The driver was amazed as he 
had never seen his vehicle unloaded so quickly before! 

Alongside our church was a piece of land that 
belonged to us, but it was continually wet and boggy 
and thought to be quite unsuitable for building 
purposes. The people of Marton were not easily dis- 
couraged. Into the mud they dug to lay a concrete

foundation. This was followed by a brick-walled plinth 
and a concrete oversite. On the plinth was erected 
a concrete, prefabricated, Marley building which 
unfortunately arrived three months later than sched- 
uled. It was all-out work with the formation of a barrel 
vault ceiling, excavations, concreting and tiling of the 
baptistry, the forming of the walls, laying of the drains, 
concrete forecourt, and numerous other jobs. 

_ In March, 1969, when Pastor D.W. Cartwright was 
the minister, the first stage of the project was 
complete. Our main hall was opened by Pastor G.W. 
Gilpin, principal of Elim Bible College. Also present 
were former ministers Pastor W. Evans and Pastor 
F.W. Jones. 

In March, 1972, after a well-earned rest, the second 
phase commenced. This involved the demolition of 
the old wooden building and a repeat of the first 
stage on the ground where it had stood. This hall 
divides into two sections for Sunday school and 
youth work. The two buildings were then joined 

‘together with a connecting link which houses the 
vestibule, toilets, vestry and kitchen. The extension 
is being opened on March 24th, by Pastor John C.

Smyth, the Administrative Secretary of Elim. We

We are greatly rejoicing in what the Lord has done 
for us over the past years. We trust that the year ahead 
will be a truly blessed one. The work done on the

building has been a great testimony to the locals and 
has aroused much interest in the area. Should the Lord 
tarry it is our intention to continue with the work of 
evangelising Marton. We have recently started a youth 
meeting led by a fine young couple and our new spa- 
cious accommodation will enable us to commence 
other evangelistic activities.To God be all the glory. 
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I HAVE now been in Zaire (formerly the Belgian 
Congo) for over eighteen months. The time has flown 
by, for there is so much to do. The Lord has been 
very good to me during these months. I have had 
many new experiences, not all of them happy ones, 
but He has undertaken at each step. 

I teach in the Secondary School at Kipushya. We 
now have up to fifth form. When the pupils have 
finished fourth year, they are qualified to teach in the 
primary schools, but many desire to continue their 
education. All the teaching is in French, this being 
the official language of the country, but the local 
people speak Kisonge. 

Many words are similar and I have had several 
funny experiences while learning the local dialect, for 
example, Mukashi (wife) and Mupashi (Saviour). In 
the first Sunday school lesson that I taught I fell into 
the inevitable trap by saying, “Yesu e mukashi ande < 
—‘Jesus is my wife”, instead of “Yesu e Mupashi 
ande!”’. 

After the church meetings we usually chat outside 
the church. One old leper lady had been suffering 
with her legs for several weeks. She was rather 
astonished when I asked how her sheep (mikoko) 
were, instead of her legs (mikolo)! Anyway, it shows 
that the missionaries are human, too, as we all laugh 
together. 

My health has been up and down during recent 
months. The weather is extremely hot, thus every 
little ache and pain seems magnified several times. 
Just as school reopened last year I had a bad attack of 
migraine. It was so painful that I couldn’t see 
properly and had to go to bed. I was near to tears 
when two of our missionary sisters came in. They saw 
my need and immediately knelt down beside the bed 
to pray. The pain disappeared instantly — praise the 
Lord! 

There are some discouragements in the work, such 
as when a boy who seems strong in the faith falls into 
sin and has to be expelled from school or when the 
Sunday school children become so unruly that

discipline is difficult, but even so the work is most 
interesting and very worthwhile. 

There are many encouragements, too. Last week, 
in our school Youth for Christ meeting, a pupil came 
to the front of the church to give a testimony. He is a 
young man of about seventeen. He said that last year 
he had been away from God. He had come to church, 
but he had no deep spiritual experience. At the 
beginning of the school year, the Lord spoke to him, 
telling him to pray regularly each day. He followed 
the instructions and last week called a friend in to 
pray with him. During that time, he saw the face of 
an angel surrounded by fire. This Messenger asked 
him, ‘‘Are you truly worshipping God?” He felt that 
he could not yet truthfully answer in the affirmative, 
but he continued to wait on the Lord for victory in 
his life.

PRAYERandPRAISE

ONE of my books which I use most frequently is The 
Oxford Dictionary. Recently I picked up this volume 
to look up a word beginning with the letter “P’’. In 
turning over the pages my eyes lighted on the word 
“Prayer”. What did the Dictionary say about this 
word? Let me give it to you: ‘Prayer is to make 
solemn request to God”. Well, does this fit you and 
me?

I recall what happened to some very dear friends of 
mine.

Father worked at the docks in 
London and much of his time was spent going from 
one ship to another. He came home one winter’s day, 
tired, cold and hungry. Lunch was soon ready. The 
meal over, mother was washing the dishes. Father re- 
mained sitting at the table. Drowsiness came over 
him and soon he was fast asleep, with his head on his 
chest pressing against his heart. When his wife came 
into the room, her husband was blue in the face. She 
rushed to him, lifted up his head, praying that God 
would undertake for him. A doctor was called. He 
saw him still sitting at the table and pronounced him 
dead. He had no pulse and did not appear to be brea- 
thing. His wife protested that he was better than he 
had been ten minutes before.. To everyone’s joy, the 
man opened his eyes and said that he felt better. Two 
hours later he appeared to be none the worse for his 
experience. 

This was an emergency. There was no time for 
thinking about prayer. Prayer was offered by a loving 
wife earnestly and sincerely. She received an answer 
at once. Is the word “solemn” used by my dictionary 
a correct word or should we substitute another for it?

TWO weeks ago I commented on the relevance or 
irrelevance of the Common Market to the Second 
Advent of Christ. What follows may appear related. 
At least, it ison the theme of our Lord’s return. 

Having been a preacher from my early teens, Iam 
aware that dogmatism does not always mean inspira- 
tion, any more than revivalism can be equated with 
revival. Perhaps one has wished on hindsight to forget 
certain statements which one has made and has hoped 
that the congregations would do so also. Without ex- 
pressly exercising a critical faculty, I have been amazed 
at statements on prophecy by preachers whom I have 
heard through the years. 

On returning to our digs one evening many years 
ago, I remember suggesting to my senior colleague 
that he had somehow misplaced the Great White 
Throne by having it set upon the earth, when the con- 
text’ of the particular Scripture reveals that then the 
heaven and earth will have already fled away. His ex- 
planation the next week at the-Bible Study seemed to 
complicate matters even more. 

A visiting preacher in a former pastorate of mine 
declared specifically the year in which Christ would 
return. He justified his pronouncement by qualifying 
our Lord’s words that ‘‘Of that day and hour knoweth 
no man”. The sincere but sincerely mistaken brother 
affirmed that our Saviour only limited the unknown 
day or hour, not the year. The year has gone, the’ mini- 
ster is yet here, but the Lord has not come. 

Dr. Grattan Guinness in Light for the last Dayscal- 
culated 1934 as the year of great fulfilment. Perhaps 
influenced by this, a London bank manager, Mr. Ward, 
resigned his post and on a certain day met with fol- 
lowers of like mind on Box Hill, a vantage point in 
Surrey, to await Christ’s advent. It was all in vain and 
only attracted widespread adverse publicity. 

In striking contrast to such examples of date-fixing, 
[heard a preacher assert that the Lord certainly would 
not come that day in which we were gathered. The 
speaker’s talking and the congregation’s thinking about 
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Christ’s advent proved the claim, because “In such an 
hour as ye think not, the Son of Man cometh”. Other 
Scriptures exhorting us to watch, to wait, to work and 
to wish for the great event were overlooked. Besides — 
which, I cannot conceive of a solitary moment in 
which a remnant of God’s people are not actively 
thinking and talking about it all. The Word of God 
reveals facts about the signs of the times and the times — 
of the signs, but here, as in much else, “We walk by 
faith, not by sight” (2 Corinthians 5:7). Paul wrote 
those wonderful words by which I have been blessed 
throughout my life in my daily walk, nevertheless the 
words explicitly refer to the certainty of the Lord’s 
coming and the uncertainty of the time of His re- 
appearing. 


Thoughts from 


the Book of Genesis 
(Genesis 17:4—6)

THERE was a definite purpose in the Lord changing - 
Abram’s name to Abraham, for this change foretold 
the future. ‘“‘Abram” means “high father,” i.e. a city 
elder held in honour by the people of Ur of the 
Chaldees; “Abraham” means ‘‘Father of a multitude” 
(v.5), showing that he would be held in honour by 
many nations. Abraham is honoured today by 
Israelis, Arabs and Christians. Of some he is the 
natural ancestor, of others the spiritual father. 
The true reason why Abraham is honoured, however, 
is that, in the wonderful purpose of God, he was 
chosen to be the forefather of the Messiah. The 
change of name was arevelationofthis divine purpose. 

In some partsof the world it hasbecome a common 
practice for a person to adopt a new name when they 
become converted to Christ, the new name being 
intended to testify to their new allegiance. Though 
we retain our natural names when we are converted, 
we are nevertheless called by a new name; we are 
named with the name of Christ, “Christians” or 
“Christ ones.” | 

Abraham not only witnessed to his God by a new 
name, but also by a living faith. We must not be 
Christians in name only, but also by what we do and 
what we are, for people judge our Master by what 
they see in us. If our lives are honourable, folk will 
honour our Saviour, but, if we do what is unworthy, 
it will dishonour Him. Let us make sure that our new 


name as Christians is accompanied by a new walk 
in Christ. 


A Man 


“WHAT’S in a name?” asked Shakespeare. What 
indeed! “Joy” is a popular name, but would you like 
to be called “Happy”? My mother once had a budgie 
named “Happy”, and I seem to recall that in the 
Disney version of Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs 
one of them was lovable little “Happy”. Did you 
know that there is an Old Testament character whose 
name was Happy? I refer to Asher, eighth of Jacob’s 
sons and his second child by Zilpah, Leah’s maid. He 
brought Leah great joy and she gave him the name 
which means “happy”’. 

This child, who grew up to be the founder of one 
of the twelve tribes of Israel, seems to have had a 
character and career in keeping with his name. When 
Jacob the great patriarch gathered his sons together, 
first to prophesy concerning their future destinies and 
secondly to pronounce his blessing, he gave Asher the 
promise of well-being and abundance (Genesis 
49:20). One writer comments on this verse: “‘Asher is 
happy and is well nourished on good food and has 
good things to spare for others, he yields ‘royal 
dainties””’. : 

In a prophecy and blessing in Deuteronomy 33, 
Moses the great leader of the nation of Israel 
continues the theme of abundance and esteem which 
_ Asher is to enjoy. The tribe is to be signally blessed, 
its population will increase and remarkable prosperity 
is foretold in the words, ““Let him dip his foot in oil’’. 
A note in The Amplified Bible shows that this Old 
Testament prophecy of nearly 4,000 years ago has 
been fulfilled in our life-time: “The maps of the 
territory of Asher suggest sometimes the sole of a 
foot, sometimes the shape of a leg, but in either case 
the great International Iraq Petroleum Enterprise, 
opened in 1935, crossed the area just at the toe of 
_Asher’s ‘foot’. Oil brought nearly 1,000 miles across 
the sands from Mesopotamia began pouring through 
the pipes into the Haifa harbour, a million gallons of 
oil a day. Jacob too had said ‘In the latter days... 
Asher, his bread shall be fat”’. Doesn’t it thrill your 
soul when confronted by such remarkable evidence of 
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called “Happy” 


Bible truth and accuracy? 

Asher’s descendants are promised security and 
strength. The much-loved Authorised Version of the 
Bible renders verse 35: “Thy shoes shall be iron and 
brass.” The Amplified Bible gives another facet to 
this text: “Your castles and strongholds shall have 
bars of iron and bronze”. The overall metaphor 
conveys the promise of more than adequate 
protection from all that menaces the people of God. 
The last part of the verse is beloved by many 
Christians: “As thy days so shall thy strength be.” 
How many times have we claimed this lovely promise 
and proved it to be true! 

At the end of the prophecy and blessing given by 
Jacob, we discover that “He blessed them, blessing 
each one with the blessing suitable to him” (Genesis 
49:28, R.S.V.). These sons were grown men, their 
personalities clearly defined and their characters 
formed. Would it not seem that the individual 
prophecies, the blessings and the stern words of 
rebuke were in a measure merited by these sons? As 
F.W. Robertson comments: “Destiny is fixed by 
character and character is determined by separate 
acts; the sensual life and the indolent life, each carries 
with it its own eternity.” 

So Asher is a type of the happy Christian, 
deserving the abundant blessing of God and able to 
share his blessings with others, one of those delightful 
people who just overflow with joy and goodwill and 
are always able to minister to others. Such believers (I 
call them, ‘‘Members of the tribe of Asher”) have, as 
Moses prophesied, found the source of rich provision 
in God and draw their strength from Him each day.

“IT am the door” (w.7,9); “I am the good 
shepherd” (vwv.11,14). 

NOT in the permanent villages, but in the 
semi-permanent thornbush kraals of the African 
grasslands, the shepherd closes the gateway with his 
own body. He “counts” the sheep in, not 
numerically, for this is taboo, but by name, 
characteristics or pedigree, for he knows his sheep. 
In the pasture, too, he is always with them for 
protection. ; 

He is responsible also for watering his flock, for 
water is often inaccessible to the sheep in wells or 
rocky clefts. 

While the elders care for cattle, the sons care for 
the sheep. 

Let us again today trust in the Good Shepherd’s 
knowledgeable loving care. 


Tuesday, March 27th John 10:22—42 

“Out of My hand” (v.28); “out of My Father’s 

hand” (v.29). 
JESUS equates His hands with the hands of the 
Father. As though to clarify the issue, He follows 
these statements with one of His briefest declarations 
of His deity: “I and my Father are one”. Amazing is 
the thought that arises from this — ‘Whose hands 
were pierced for me?”’. 

There is more here than a mere equation. A sweet 
harmony of purpose is revealed, for Jesus said that 
the Father “gave them [to] Me”. The picture is 
inescapably of the ceremony where the Bride is given 
‘by the Father’s hand into the hands of the Son. 

Believers are the Bride of Christ. They are in good 
hands today. 


Wednesday, March 28th 

“There is no light in him” (v.10). 
JESUS went to Bethany knowing what He would find 
and do. He was met by those whose faith had 
stumbled in the darkness of tragedy. 

They had sent first saying, “He whom thou lovest 
is sick.”” Now, with sorrow in their souls, they say, 
“my brother”. Was there doubt of the reality of 
Jesus’ love in that darkness? 

Then it was banished for ever, for the Light came. 
“Behold, how He loved him,” they whispered. 

May we never doubt the love of Jesus! May His 
light ever shine within us!

“She went and met Him” (v.20).

“Take away 
the stone,’ He ordered. ““Loose him and let him go,” 
He said. 

Jesus says to us today, “Do what you can and 
leave the rest to me. You do the possible; I’ll look 
after the impossible!”’. 

Let us rise up hastily and do as He requires of us. 


Saturday, March 31st John 11:45—57 
“What think ye, that He will not come?” (v.56). 
HIS enemies plotted and schemed His destruction. 
Now a misrepresentation of spiritual truth had 
clothed their evil plans with respectability. Jesus must 
die, they claimed, instead of the people, that the 
nation itself should not perish. They thus 
conveniently translated gospel truth to suit their own 
ends and vested their actions with the authority of a 

divine crusade! 

Where there were many who longed to “purify 
themselves’”’ and those who “sought for Jesus’’, there 
was no doubt of the outcome. He would come! 

Where there is need, where there is hunger, He will 
come today.

THE Bible teaches that the greatest sins can be those _ 


The world in general is not half as im- 
pressed by the evil things that are done as it is by the 
good things that are not done. 

One of life’s greatest failings is selfishness. Too 
many are so taken up with Number One, “T’’, that 
no-one and nothing else seems to matter. “The brother- 
hood of man” has very little meaning today. 

It is not easy to be unselfish, but God can supply 
the power to take an “I’m all right, Jack” nature and 
reverse it into one which produces unselfish living. 

Unless belief in God helps people to help each 
other, faith stands condemned. The proof of love for 
God is the extent to which that love reaches out to 
those who are in need. 

The essence of true love isin the word “‘give”. John

Sunday school teachers all over England are 
pated about the rate of drop-out from the 
Sunday school. They see promising youngsters start 
in the church youth departments and watch three out 
of every four who enter the primary and junior 
departments break off all contact with the church 
before they have reached fifteen years of age. Most of 
the casualties are lost for ever, for, although about 
forty per cent of all school children in England join a 
Sunday school, by the time they have gone out to 
work only ten per cent are still connected with any 
form of religious activity. 

There are three basic questions which I propose to 
ask regarding Sunday school teaching in modern 
times: 

1. Have we the right aims? — MOTIVES. 

2. Do we understand the children? - METHODS. 

3. Are we concerned to be trained spiritual 

leaders? — MINISTRY.

live after death. John Fiske says that it is coeval with 
humanity. This desire not only finds vent in beliefs in 
personal immortality, which is good, but also in 
efforts to impose our wills upon our children’s 
children after we are gone, and that is bad. Most 
ancient frauds, tyrannies and wrongs come from dead 
people. People’s minds are still being corrupted by 
filthy minds long dead. It is also true that the works 
of saints long dead are still helping and blessing us in 
the Church today. It is said of Abel, “He died, but by 
his faith he is still speaking to us”. 

This is true of men like Henry Ainsworth, an 
ancient Puritan who in 1639 translated the 
Pentateuch, Psalms and Canticles. He was a great 
Hebrew scholar. John Lightfoot is renowned for his 
historical, chronological and topographical remarks 


on the Old Testament. He died in 1675. He was a « 


profound scholar and a very godly man. What a great 
help Matthew Henry is to us all. This is also true of 
Dr. Doddridge, John Wesley and Dr. W. Dodd, to 
mention only a few. Dead and gone they are, but, 
because of their faith and sense of duty, God is still 
using their labours. 

An old Methodist hymn has a verse that reads: 

To serve the Present Age, 

My calling to fulfil, 

O may it all my powers engage. 

The duties of life are almost too numerous to 
mention. Let us remember that we do not deserve 
special credit for doing our duty, but we deserve 
censure if we neglect it. Many today have lost their 
joy. Work is a duty, a boon, a privilege and there is no 
joy without work. The idle are not happy; there is 
ever the danger that, “working not at all’, they 
become busybodies (2 Thessalonians 3:11). 

The old saints were workers in their day and their 
works are still with us (Hebrews 6:11,12, Jerusalem 
Bible).

_ Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


19. The Intercessor (Genesis 16:3, 15) 
by F. Lavender 


THE wickedness of Sodom and Gomorrah clearly 
brought the judgment of God very near to the cities 
of the plain. When Abraham understood the purpose 
of God, he made earnest intercession in an endeavour 
to obtain a reprieve. The Lord declared that He would 
spare the cities if He could find ten righteous people 
in them. There are several points that we should ob- 
_ serve in Abrahan’s prayer... : His deep concern was both 
for his own nephew, Lot, and for other righteous folk 
who may have been living in Sodom and Gomorrah. 
He clearly recognised that, because of the character 
of the Lord, He would not punish the righteous with 
the wicked. Abraham’s attitude toward the Lord was 
one of humble boldness. He never questioned the 
justice of God in His condemnation of human wicked- 
ness. Both in his attitude and prayer, Abraham had 
a supreme regard for the glory of the Lord. 

As we pray for our evil generation remember that 
we are the children of God. He calls us to “pray with- 
out ceasing” (1 Thessalonians 5:17). We can come 
before Him with reverent boldness (Hebrews 4:16). 
The Lord is just in punishing sinners, especially follow- 
ing their rejection of Christ (Revelation 16:5), yet 
‘He does not desire the death of even one sinner. He 
desires his repentance and salvation (1 Timothy 2:1-4). 
In days like these we ought to be deeply concerned 
both for our unconverted loved-ones, for the city 
_where we live, for our nation and for the world in 
general (John 3:16). We should especially pray for 
all who preach the gospel and who witness for the 
Lord Jesus. Our supreme motive even in praying for 
the salvation of sinners should be the glory-ef God.

He was worried because in an interview he was 
asked what he would do if he was in charge of an 
aircraft. on a bombing mission and it was his 
responsibility to press the button to release one of 
the modern, death-dealing bombs on the enemy, 
maybe on a city of civilians in enemy territory. 

He was concerned because, as a Christian, he felt 
that it was his responsibility to save life, not to 
destroy it. The thought of the horrors that would 
follow the dropping of such a bomb inade his whole 
being cry out in outrage. 

What would you do? The question came over to 
me also. What would I do? The decision could well 
involve my family, my friends, my country, my allies, 
as well as the lives of my enemies, both innocent and 
guilty. 

Decisions have to be made by us all. I was once 
faced with such a situation some years ago. I had to

make a decision which affected the life of my wife. 
Choice is the privilege of free people and it needs 
careful thought. A careless choice can bring a lifetime 
of misery.

We 
must choose whom we will serve, God or the world. 
One brings peace, security and real happiness; the 
other brings disappointment and ultimately. disaster.

“SQ teach us to number our days, that we may apply 
our hearts urito wisdom” (Psalm 90:12), This Psalm is 
probably the oldest Psalm. We are reminded of our 
transience and of God’s permanence. Equally clear is 
that there is no escape from God’s dealing with our 
sin, but rising above our morbid fears is the mercy 
and grace of God in beauty upon us. 

These lines are being written in our Ilan home, 
with rain steadily pouring down outside — mostly 
(there are still some spots where the roof leaks and 
the floor gets wet!). Every few minutes, fire crackers 
punctuate the silence, while the streets become 
rapidly deserted of people doing their frantic 
last-minute shopping. It is Chinese New Year’s Eve; 


the Year of the Rat is ending and the Year of the Ox - 


begins. This is the greatest holiday of the year for 
Chinese people. For weeks before, mops, brooms, 
dust-cloths and wash-rags are applied to every part of 
each house. A canal in front of our gate provides an 
ideal trough in which doors and windows are washed. 
Businessmen try to close all accounts. Hundreds of 
customs and traditions which date back into past 
legends are observed by the superstitious.

We praise God for His protection as we have 
travelled thousands of miles in Taiwan (which has the 
highest traffic accident rate in the world!) and in S.E. 
Asia. The VW Microbus which transports children to 
the Eden Kindergarten, though aging a bit, still 
reminds us of those in Evangel Temple, Toronto and 
in the Elim Churches in England who made this 
important transportation possible. It has a new 
distinctive three-note air horn that sounds like a bugle 
call and that brings children scurrying out of their 
homes'to climb aboard. 

Already we have begun to receive gifts of books 
for the Ilan Children’s Library. We could still buy 
some more Chinese Christian children’s books as it 3 
becomes possible. We don’t need any more children’s 
books in English, especially since a group in Canada ~ 
wrote recently: “In another three or four months we 
should have several tons of books for you”! 

The social life of the Chinese people in Taiwan is 
developing rapidly with the influence of foreign TV 
in their homes (there are more than a million TV sets 
in Taiwan). The decade of the 1960s brought 
industrialisation, commercialisation and urbanisation 
at a greatly accelerated rate. The resulting shift in 
living patterns for people is affecting all the churches. 
We are trying to meet these changes in some of our 
methods, since there has been an undeniable decline

in evangelistic returns and mounting difficulties in 
- pastoral ministry. One adjustment has begun in the 
weekly Bible Study. First, beginning with a small, 
younger group, numbering about twenty, we initiated 
total participation prayer and discussion study 
groups. This has been so significantly successful, that 
the method has now been introduced into the regular 
meetings with encouraging results. Never have we 
been more aware than we are now that we must be 
alert to changes in method, while the content of the 
Gospel is unchanging. Please pray that we may be 
wise in this day of compromise and not mistake one 
for the other! 


Overseas visitors do not come our way very often 


and ones from the U-K. quite rarely, so, it was with 
much joy that we had Mr. and Mrs. Adrian Ravenhill 
from Kensington Temple, London, and Mr. Charles 
Pendrill of Ilford for visits of a few days each. We 
have not heard yet whether or not Brother Pendrill 
got his Ilan orchid safely back to England via the US! 
Larger numbers of visitors are expected this year 
before and after the Tenth World Pentecostal 
Conference in Seoul, Korea in September. 


Ken McGillivray was born in Chone, Kansu, N.W. 
China, of missionary parents. He received most of his

education in England. He was saved at Easter 1931, 
at an Elim Rally in the Royal Albert Hall, London. A 
few years later he entered Elim Bible College, 


_ London, graduating in 1937. He went to Mongolia as 


a missionary in 1940. He was interned by the 
Japanese from 1942—45. After the end of the war, he 
went to Canada and married Miss Winnie Jessop, who 
was at that time a missionary to China with the China 
Inland Mission, in Winnipeg. After their marriage they 
resumed work in Mongolia, but, with the civil war 
between the Communists and the Government and 
the total occupation of the area by Red forces, it 
became impossible to do missionary work. In 1950 
they were compelled to leave the country. After 
furlough in Britain and Canada, Mr.” and Mrs. 
McGillivray went to Taiwan (Formosa) in 1953 where 
they pioneered a new work in the Yi Lan area and 
established a number of churches. The number of 
churches has grown since then. Kindergartens have 
been established, a radio ministry begun, literature 
programmes initiated and recently a valuable 
property purchased, further to develop the depth of 
the work.

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“This same Jesus —

THE two men did not say “This same Christ”, or 
“this same Lord’, but “this same JESUS’. His 
blessed sameness is linked with salvation; “Jesus” 
means “Jehovah saves”’. 


The Ascendant J esus 


The Lord Jesus Christ and His beloved chosen 
disciples had come to the parting of the ways. On 
that memorable night of His arrest in Gethsemane, He 
had declared clearly and simply that, after a brief 
absence from them while He lay in the grave, He 
would return to them for a while, after which He 
would return to the Father. 

So it came to pass. On the third day He rose from 
the dead, and went to His disciples. For nearly six 
weeks (Acts 1:3), the risen Christ shared their ‘lives, 
walked the familiar paths with them, talking of things 
pertaining to the kingdom of God, that realm of 
divine sovereignty. 

During the first hours after His resurrection, the 
disciples had been a prey to various. misgivings 
concerning their Lord. An. empty tomb and the 
undisturbed grave-clothes had argued that He indeed 
had conquered death, as He had predicted that He 
would, but no one, save Mary Magdalene and her 
companion, had actually seen Him. The disciples were 
not disposed to give credence to the testimony of 
those grief-stricken, loving souls whose devotion to 
the Master could easily have led them into wishful 
thinking. 

Later that day, Christ revealed Himself to two 
other disciples after they had talked with Him on the 
Emmaus road, they failing to recognise the identity 
of their Listener. Still later that day, He had appeared 
in the upper room, where the disciples were in hiding 
for fear of the Jews. As He stood before them, they 
had gazed, terror-stricken, on Him, supposing Him to 
be some spectral visitor with evil designs upon them. 
Seeing and wholly understanding their terror, He 
showed them His hands and His side. “Then were the 
disciples glad when they saw the Lord” (John 20:20). 
To prove conclusively to them that He was no spirit 
— a being outside the realm of their humanity — but 
their own Friend, Jesus, He partook of their evening 


meal (Luke 24:36—43). At last they knew Him, 
—_—__

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Jesus, the Man of Galilee. 

He was the same as before His death on Calvary 
and yet, in a way, not the same. In the weeks that 
followed, He manifested new qualities. He could and 
did appear and disappear at will. This was not all. No 
Roman army, no howling mob, no evil conspirators 
would ever again be able to lay wicked hands on Him 
and make Him the target for their vicious hatréd. On 
Calvary He had spoiled principalities and powers, — 
triumphing over them (Colossians 2: 2). 

For mankind’s redemption, in order that He might 
suffer death for every man, He had permitted 
Himself to be subject to the limitations of mortal 
flesh and in the suffering of death for every man He 
had conquered death and sin. By His resurrection He 
was proved to be the Son of God with power and was 
raised by the Father far above all principalities and 
powers, “angels and authorities and powers being 
made subject unto Him” (1 Peter 3:22). Death hath _ 
no more dominion over Him. He is the ascendant 
Jesus! 


The authoritative Jesus 


Some of the first words uttered by the risen Christ 
on that wonderful day of His resurrection were: “As 
my Father hath sent Me, even so send I you” (John 
20:21). The sending of the Son to be the Saviour of 
the world was a commission which could not have 
been performed by angels or prevented by devils. 
When the Father sent His Sen to fulfil His will, 
namely, man’s salvation, He invested Him with all the 
necessary powers to execute His purpose, [““God 
anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the Holy Ghost 
and with power” (Acts 10:38)], which culminated in 
that consummation on the cross, when Christ “through 
the Eternal Spirit offered Himself without spot unto 
God” (Hebrews 9:14) as the sin-offering for the 
expiation of mankind’s transgression. As He stood 
before His. disciples in all His risen power, He 
declared, “All authority [right, privilege] is given 
unto Me in heaven and in earth” (Matthew 28:18). 
He went on to indicate: “Because of this, go and 
teach all nations” (Matthew 28:19) Through His 
Word and the Holy Ghost He transformed this 
timorous band of believers into dynamic, spiritual 
revolutionaries, who, so their enemies complained, 
turned the world upside down (Acts 17:6). 

Having been freed by Him “from the law of sin 


and death”, we are not free to live our lives to the 
selfish fulfilling of our own wills. He has bought us, 
has laid claim to us, has sealed us unto the day of 
redemption as His purchased possession, and has all 
power and authority in heaven and in earth to equip 
us for the implementing of the Father’s will. “As the 
Father hath sent Me, even so send I you” (John 
20:21). He is the authoritative Jesus! What is our 
response? 


The active Jesus 


The Holy Ghost has given us in the Scriptures a 

glowing, an exhilarating portrayal of Jesus the risen 
Lord. He is not shown as a pale, ethereal Being, 
coldly remote from human affairs, a passive Spectator 
_ of His dear ones’ struggles and disappointments. On 
the human level He actively concerned Himself with 
their hopes and fears and, a little later, with their 
fishing venture which, until He arrived on the scene, 
had been so conspicuous a failure. 
- His disciples had signally failed to obey His 
command, given on the night of His betrayal by 
Judas, to leave Jerusalem after His death and. to 
return to Galilee, where, after His resurrection three 
days later, He would meet them. Despite their 
disobedience, He tarried in Jerusalem and revealed 
Himself to them, first to the despairing Mary 
Magdalene, later that day to the two disciples bound 
for Emmaus, with whom He discoursed on the 
matters that were tormenting their hearts. At the 
meal-table afterward, He revealed Himself to them in 
the breaking of bread. From that joyous scene He 
went back to Jerusalem to the upper room, where He 
settled once and for all the painful doubts of some of 
His unbelieving disciples who were secretly assembled 
there. Eight days later He again visited the upper 
room, this time for the sole benefit of that chronic 
doubter, Thomas called Didymus. Thomas’s fears and 
doubts were utterly laid to rest. 

Jesus went back to Galilee and appeared one 
morning at the lakeside as a group of His disciples 
were returning from a wholly unsuccessful attempt at 
fishing. He called instructions to them from the 
shore, which, when obeyed, resulted in a great catch. 
On their coming to land, they found that He had 
made a fire for them and had cooked a meal for 
them, after which He renewed the commission given 
earlier to His defaulting follower, Simon Peter (John 
1: 1—17). pid 

_ The Spirit of God through the Evangelist John 
(20:30) declares, “And many other signs [tokens] 
did Jesus in the presence of His disciples”. Fhe Holy 
Spirit refers to Christ’s post-resurrection activities 
thus: “All that Jesus began both to do and to teach 


until the day in which He was taken up” (Acts 1:1,2). 

The two white-robed men, who, with His disciples, 
watched His departure from them and His return to 
the Father, said, “This same Jesus... shall so come 
in like manner as ye have seen Him go into heaven”, 
which is a wonderfully comforting thought. When He 
returns for us, we shall see that the lapse of time will 
not have wrought one iota of change in our blessed 
Redeemer. 

There is that time-lapse, however, and we can say 
with the hymn-writer: “And dark are the days ere 
Thy coming again”. Christ Jesus is not just a fact in 
history or a remote future prospect, however; He is 
relevant to every age in the human drama, even to 
this very moment and its needs (Hebrews 13:8). 

“This same Jesus” is ascendant, authoritative, 
active, for “They went forth and _ preached 
everywhere, the Lord working with them, and 


confirming the Word with signs following” (Mark 


16:20). The record ends with “Amen”. So say we!

Turn over any Stone, by Edna Hong. Published by 
Coverdale House Publishers Ltd., Price 50p, postage 
and packing 6p extra. 

1 AM mother to two boys who are normal and healthy 
though rascals. There is the tendency to take one’s 
blessings for granted. This book is a graphic reminder 
of the condition of so many children who are not so 
blessed with health. It is the impassioned, heart-felt 
record of the authoress’s thoughts as the grandmother 
éf a'mentally-retarded grand-daughter. The style ap- 
pears to be disjointed on first reading; its staccato 
wording is not the easiest to follow.

It begins: “If you could do something about the 
third deadliest killer disease in the world, would 
-you?”’. According to statistics issued by the World 
Health Organisation, that disease is alcoholism. 
“Alcoholism has earned itself this terrible title. 
‘Serious crime, sexual vice, disease, insanity, road 
accidents and industrial loss are alcohol’s cost to 
‘Society. If all deaths attributable to alcoholism were 
included, it would easily be the Number One killer 
disease.” Qireins

The Sting like an Adder’s 


(Proverbs 23:32) 


You probably didn’t realise this or perhaps you 
don’t believe it. Perhaps we believers in total 
abstinence have been our own worst enemies. Instead 
of facts, maybe all you can recall are phrases like 
“broken homes” and “evils of alcohol”. We’ve used 
them because they are true, so we make no apology, 
but now you'll get some sobering facts to set you 
thinking. . 

Alcohol is a poisonous, habit-forming drug. Its grip 
starts with social drinking. One in every ten social 
drinkers is already an alcoholic. There are 300,000 
alcoholics in Scotland. Alcohol loses industry six 
million working days every year at a cost of around 
sixty million pounds. Alcohol is identified with 
crime. Any paper on any day carries a court story 
where drinking is part of the defence excuse. 
Edinburgh University researchers discovered that in 
almost half the convictions for murder in recent 
years, alcohol played a significant part. In Scotland, 
among admissions to mental hospitals of men aged 
over forty, one in three is for alcoholism. These are 
undeniable facts. 

Anyone is likely to become an alcoholic; science 
cannot separate the potential. Since one in ten 
become alcoholics, doesn’t total abstinence from the 
beginning make more and more sense? 

“CALL YOURSELF A CHRISTIAN: and do 
nothing about all this? For the love of. God do 
something to help”, comments the pamphlet. When I 
read it I could not help thanking God that in the 
Church of Scotland at least, there are those who are 
willing to stand against popular opinion and to fight 
against a growing evil. It seems to me that, as in the 
case of permissiveness in our land, Christians have 
remained silent for too long. We shall meet with 
criticism. The old cry will be heard that the Church is 
not here to condemn society, but to give a positive 
witness and encouragement of goodness. Neverthe-

IT is worth pausing to ask what should be our aim 
in Sunday school teaching. Paul commends the way 
in which Lois and Eunice taught the Old Testament 
to Timothy (2 Timothy 3:15-17). The Holy 
Scriptures are profitable in five ways, to quote 
G. Campbell Morgan in The Bible and the Child. 
“They give information upon which, if men act, 
they will find it to their advantage. The information 
is the truth concerning Christ. That information does 
not save, but apart from it there can be no surrender 
to it. 

“Those holy Writings teach us the truth of God. We 
cannot philosophise our way to God; we need first 
to learn the true factsof the matteras therein revealed. 
“They provide a test (called in the A.V. a ‘reproof’) 
of the life we are building; they are God’s plumb-line 
by which alone we can see how far our life is upright 
and true.

Teaching in Modern 


Have we the right Aim? 


by the National Youth Director, Eldin R. Corsie 


“They correct the crookedness they thus reveal. 
“They supply instruction in righteousness — a kind 
of mental and moral bath.” 

Our aim, then, must be to teach the whole counsel 
of God. We have to deal with children who are 
growing up in a society which we have described in 
the terms of life around us, which the Biblical words 
fit only too well: “a crooked and perverse generation” 
(Philippians 2:15) or “a warped and diseased world” 
(Phillips). God is ignored in ordinary calculations 
and His law disregarded. 

The first requirement, therefore, as we begin to 
frame our policy, is a comprehensive Bible syllabus 
for the whole Sunday school, adapted to their ages, 
abilities and aptitudes. Nothing less than this will do 
justice to God’s self-revelation as it is given in the 
Bible. A child needs to begin to know God’s power,

Monday, April 2nd John 12:20-36 


“Sir, we would see Jesus” (v.21). 

WHEN the request of these worshipping Greeks 
reached Christ, He immediately began talking about 
His death on the cross in terms of a corn of wheat 
falling into the ground and dying (v.24), hating one’s 
life (v.25), it being the very cause for which He came 
(v.27). Being “lifted up” signified what death He 
would die (vv.32,33). - 

Many see in Jesus a great teacher, a moral 
example, a great prophet; He is all these, but most of 
all He is God’s Son dying as a suffering Saviour. 

Can others see Jesus in you? 


Tuesday, April 3rd John 12:37-50 
“They loved the praise of men more than the praise 
of God” (v.43). 

DIVINE revelation and human responsibility, which 
so many have put asunder, are joined in this passage. 
“Who hath believed ... and to whom hath the arm of 
the Lord been revealed?” (v.38). Many influential 
people were convinced, but they would not confess. 
They feared loss of position, and of the plaudits of 
men (vv.42,43). 

We must beware lest we hide the fact of our faith. 
We must never be ashamed of the gospel, or of Christ. 
Secret discipleship is nowhere commended _ in 
Scripture. By our lives, our lips, the things we laugh 


at, even by stickers on our cars, let us confess Christ. 


Wednesday, April 4th John 13:1-17 
“The servant is not greater than his lord” (v.16). 
SOME Christians are profoundly moved as they 
_ contemplate Calvary; others are as they gaze at 
_ Gethsemane. To watch Jesus washing the disciples’ 
feet touches the depth of one’s soul. How sublime 
_ was Jesus! He came from God and went to God. All 
things were in His hands (v.3), yet.He stooped so low 
_ that He girded Himself with a towel and performed 
_ the menial task of a slave. Peter, stubborn as ever, at 
_ first was rebuked by the Lord: “If I wash thee not, 
_ thou hast no part with Me.” (v.8). 

There should be no task too menial for us to. 
_ perform for Christ or for our fellow-Christians.” 


Thursday, April 5th 

“One of you shall betray Me” (v.21). 
THE meal was the Last Supper (Matthew 26:20—25), 
wherein Jesus instituted the communion service. The 
man, Judas, was called, “one of you”. Whenever 
Judas is referred to, it mentions that he was “one of 
the twelve”. Judas betrayed the Lord with a kiss; the 
token of affection became the signal for rejection. 

If we go to Communion bearing enmity against 
another believer, we betray Christ. If we claim to be 
His and yet continue in sin, we betray Christ. If we 
take what is holy and sacred and use it for our own 
selfish indulgence, we betray Christ. 

How much better to get so close to the Master that 
we feel His presence, hear His voice, and know His 
will (vv.23,25). 


Friday, April 6th John 13:31-38 
“Love one another; as I have loved you” (v.34). 

HIS hour had come; He was about to die. There was 
no fear, no failure. He spoke about it as His being 
glorified (v.31). So is death for every child of 
God. Christ’s only concern was that His disciples 
should remain in love and unity. 

“Love one another” (v.34) was a command; it was 
not optional. He gave the comparison: ‘“‘as I have 
loved you”, undeservedly, undyingly, unfailingly. 
This is the measure that He expects of our love one 
for another. He mentioned the consequences: that 
“all men may know that ye are My disciples” (v.35). 
Great singing, immense talent, superb buildings, are 
useful, but love is essential. 

You must, you can, love through Christ even the 
most difficult, most obstinate person in the assembly. 


Saturday, April 7th John 14:1-14 
“IT would have told you” (v.2). 

WE have a great future (vv.1-6); the eternal home of 
the Christian is with Jesus. We have a wonderful 
Father; He is just like Jesus (vv.7-11). He grants us 
tremendous favours: “Whatsoever ye shall ask” 
(v.13). 

Jesus was very candid: “If it were not so, I would 
have told you”. He never deceived, never lowered His 
standards, never offered easy discipleship. He was 
profoundly conscious of the eternal realm, because 
He had lived there from eternity. He was able to 
comfort His followers, for they feared separation. We 
can rely absolutely on His word. Can others rely on 
ours?

Editorial 


WE are nearing Easter and the list of our Easter Conventions grows 
apace. It is rewarding and comforting to know that many of God’s 
people will gather in God’s House to worship and to magnify the risen 
Lord. 

Sheila Price and Stephen D. Huntly write in this issue of Gethse- 
mane. To me, it remains one of the most wonderful and hallowed 
mysteries of Scripture. The exquisite suffering of the Lord Jesus Christ 
is poignantly shown in the Authorised Version’s words: “And being in 
agony He prayed more earnestly: and His sweat was as it were great 
drops of blood falling down to the ground.” (Luke 22:44) — and it is 
pointed and truly pathetic to observe that Luke the physician is the 
one who records these details of the physical symptoms. 

The load of sin, the curse of the cross already coming upon Him, the 
sheer loneliness of it all, for the disciples slept through His terrible ex- 
perience, the fear, perhaps, of physical disintegration, the dread sense 
of separation which was to culminate in the agonised cry, ‘Why hast 
THOU forsaken Me?” —Oh the wonder of it all, yet how moving it is, 
how sadly, gloriously distu rbing, ‘‘He took my sins and my sorrows, He 
made them His very own”, and our hearts cry, ‘‘Hallelujah!”’, but 
Gethsemane was part of it. 

We can but see that the cross must have been far, far worse, even 
though the Garden witnessed such anguish, its very soil being watered 
by the Saviour’s blood and sweat. There was no cause for Him to suffer - 
thus as to deserts. He knew no sin, but, as Maldwyn Jones points out 
in his article in this issue on God’s grace, He was made sin for us. “Alas, 
and did my Saviour bleed, and did my Sovereign die?”’ the hymnist 
sorrowfullyruminated, adding to his mounting queries the most sub- 
lime of them all, ‘‘Could He devote that sacred Head for such a worm as — 
12’. “Tis mystery all’’, indeed! 

Unworthy, thrice unworthy, we are, but the Garden, the betrayal, 
the judgments, the cross, the tomb are all part of God’s wondrous plan 
to save fallen mankind. Was there ever such a message? Was there ever 
such a Saviour? 

Gethsemane’ — the very name has become synonymous with a 
catch in the breath, a lump in the throat, a wound in the heart. After 
His ministry of about three and a half years, when He went about doing 
good, when nonecould conclude Himunder sin, when none could find 
fault in Him, wherein He consecrated Himself utterly to the Father’s 
will, crying that He would lay down His life, the Garden of Gethsemane | 
added its quota to the sum of all that went into our redemption. 

The place is holy ground tous, not in itself, but for what our loving 
Saviour bore for us there. Our minds cannot fathom this; it is of the 
language of love.

A CONGREGATION worshipped in a small hall and 
waited for the day when their new church would be 
built, but as numbers diminished and money became 
scarce, plans for a new building were forgotten until 
twenty-one years later. Then, last May, work started 
on the new Elim Pentecostal Church in Duke Street, 
St. Helens, and tomorrow the building will be opened 
by Lord Pilkington. 

The church’s minister is Rev. John Tetchner, 74. 
He retired in 1966, but was asked to look after the

church and travels from his home in Southport to 
take services on Sundays and Thursdays. 


He told me: “‘The growth of the church over recent 
years has been remarkable. I’ve seen the congregation 
grow from a mere handful to such a size that it could 
not comfortably be accommodated in the former 
sixty-seater building. 

“All this has happened within the last five years. 
Until then there had been no need for a larger build- 
ing. Although the hall was put up twenty-one years ago 
it was only supposed to be temporary. 

“But there was financial worry and the congreg- 
ations weren’t so big to warrant extending the hall. 
Now our prayer meetings and Bible studies are well- 
attended and youth leader Ron Robinson is doing a 
grand job with the teenagers. 

“It is felt that this will grow even more when the 
new church is opened.” 

A total of about £10,000 has been spent on the 
new church, which has a number of exciting and 
unique features. One of them has been provided by 
Pilkington Brothers, who have used a new process 
to produce four glass panels, each with a symbol. 

The church’s men have decorated the building 
throughout and also put in double windows in a 
noise-proof room specially made for mothers and 
young children.

THE opening day of the new building had everything - 
elorious weather, grand numbers, good ministry and 
above all the gracious ministry of God the Holy Ghost, 
as He descended on us in all His glory. Hundreds of 
people trom many parts of Lancashire shared in the 
joy of the local congregation. The opening service 
was most ably led by the Minister, Pastor Jack 
Tetchner. The opening ceremony was graciously 
performed by Lord Pilkington, who spoke with ob- 
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vious sincerity and personal faith. He seemed really 
pleased to be among us. There were presentations of 
Bibles to the builders and the architect and of flowers 
to Mrs. Teéchner and to Lady Pilkington. 

The building is delightful, a credit to the local 
church and to the Elim movement. The congregation 
have done much and given much to make the open- 
ing possible. The previous building, which seated sixty 
had become too small; it is now an excellent minor 
hall. The new building will accommodate 200. It 
is tastefully decorated and furnished. The work here 
is forging ahead under the fine leadership of Pastor 
Tetchner, who \is supposed to have retired several 
years ago. His enthusiasm and efforts are an inspir- 
ation to the Presbytery. 

The Lord gave special liberty to the speakers for 
the day, Pastors R. B. Chapman and J. T. Bradley, and 
anointed the singing of Mrs. Chapman. At night the 
glory of God so filled the building that hundreds stood 
praising God with hands upraised. At the dedication 
of the Temple of old they could hardly start, for the 
glory filled the house; we could hardly stop as the 
same glory permeated the place. We pray much for 
the future enlargement and blessing of our work in 
St. Helens. To all who worked so hard, including 
the splendid caterers, we say, ‘“Well done!”

The Letter to the 


22. The two Israels (chapters 9-11) 


In order that you may derive the fullest benefit from 
these studies, we would encourage you to have a 
Bible by you, so that you can check quotes, 
references, and allusions. 


FOLLOWING chapters 1—8, Doctrinal, and remem- 
bering the theme of this great letter, viz. the 
Righteousness of God (1:17), we see that Paul turns 
to consider God’s dealings with His ancient people 
Israel, their sad apostasy, and His unfailing purpose 
which continues, despite that failure. This section is 
sometimes referred to as Dispensational. We admit 
the term in the strict sense of its meaning only, ie. 
God’s dealings with us, but not in any way as a 
“time” word. It is basic to a true understanding of 
Paul’s Letters to -appreciate that in the New 
Testament Churches, wherever they were founded, 
there were Israeli nuclei. In the primary use of the 
term, these were “the saints” (Psalm 148:14), i.e. the 
godly in Israel, who had found their Messiah. There 
were no wholly Gentile churches. For centuries, all 
over the known world, there had been Israelites from 
the earlier dispersions (700—500 B.C.), the 
“Diaspora” (see John 7:35; 11:52; Acts 2:5; James 
1:1; 1 Peter 1:1), who had built their synagogues for 
the worship of the true God (Acts 15:21). Wherever 
Paul went, he sought out these groups and preached 
the gospel to them. These were, in particular, from 
the greater body of Israel, the ten-tribed Northern 
Kingdom, who were carried away captive by the 
Assyrians in 721 B.C. Concerning these Paul now 
writes (7:1) and addresses those in the capital city of 
Rome (“us from among the Gentiles”, 9:24). His 
reference which follows (vv.25,26), is to Hosea’s 
prophecy to that Northern Kingdom (read Hosea 
1:6—10; 2:22,23). Among these “Gentilised”’ Israel- 
ites God still had a faithful remnant. 

First then we have the Election of Israel (9: 1—29). 
He begins “white-hot with love and wild with all 
regret” (J.S. Stewart, A Man in Christ, see vv.1—3), 
protesting his “unceasing anguish” (R.S.V.) for his 
people because of their unbelief. “I was wishing [lit.] 
myself accursed”, “cut-off” (R.S.V.). A.S. Way 
amplifies, “Fain O fain would I be myself. the 
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Romans

accursed scapegoat, driven from Messiah’s presence, if 
so I might deliver my brothers” (see Leviticus 16:10). 
As would Moses in his similar, passionate outburst 
(Exodus 32:32), Paul himself would have been that 
sacrifice. “There is no shepherd found like Moses, 
who was willing to lay down his life for the sheep” 
(Midrash, Adam Clarke.), but there was only ever One — 
whose vicarious death could save them and us, and 
this Paul knew: “I lay down My life for the sheep” 
(John 10:15). The mood of the verb the apostle uses 
indicates that he did not actually ask to be cut off — 
from Christ. He knew that such a severance would be 
impossible (8:39). Living Letters seems too strong in 
rendering this: “I would be willing to be forever 
damned”. “No man in his right mind could wish 
himself to be eternally damned in order to save 
another, or to save even the whole world” (Adam 
Clarke). 

How great, though, was Paul’s love for his 
so-misguided nation. What a marvelous birthright He 
provided for them! — wv.4,5: the Adoption (“Israel is 
My son, My firstborn” Exodus 4:22); the Glory, the 
visible Shekinah of His presence; the Covenants, 
Abrahamic, Mosaic, Davidic; the Services, the 
tabernacle and temple with their ministries and 
sacrifices, all “a vast parable of Christ” (H. Moule); 
the Promises, the great Messianic announcements of 
the prophets, now so gloriously fulfilled; the Fathers, 
those illustrious patriarchs striding across Old 
Testament history; and greatest of all, Christ, in 
fulfilment of them all, born of the House of Jacob 
and of the Seed of David, who is “God over all, 
blessed for ever” (v.5, Phillips), of which rendering 
Prof. N.P. Williams in A new Commentary says, “No 
other interpretation of the passage is surely possible’. 
Yet they so utterly failed God’s original intention for 
them and were almost destroyed by His judgments. 
Exalted to heaven, they were in danger of being cast 
down to hell (Matthew 11:13). It was a case of “Of 
the Lord’s mercy that we are not consumed” 


(Lamentations 3:22; Isaiah 1:9,10). 

“Not as though the Word of God had taken none 
effect”, declared v.6, since His original purpose lay 
not in “the sinful nation and people laden with 
iniquity” (Isaiah 1:4), but in the true “Israel of God” 
(Galatians 6:16), “elect from every nation”. On the 
face of things it might seem that indeed the Word of 
God had taken none effect, since the Christian 
Church was largely Gentile in composition, but the 
truth lay in the fact that all were not Israel who bore 
the name of Israel (v.6), that not all of Abraham’s 
descendants were his children, and that there was a 
spiritual Israel as well as a physical one. Orthodox 

_ Jewish teaching had.it that God was bound by His 
promises to Abraham to save Israel as a corporate 
whole, whatever their attitude or behaviour. Paul 
refutes this belief and introduces the doctrines of 
selection and exclusion. They would recognise this in 
the instances which he quotes concerning Isaac, 
Jacob, Esau, and Pharaoh (vv.7—24).

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GRACE has been defined as a favour, a kindness, an 
act of mercy, a virtue. A gracious act contains one or 
possibly all of these things. Grace is employed by the 
Biblical writers with a considerable variety of 
meaning, e.g. that which affords joy, pleasure, 
delight, charm, sweetness, loveliness, good will, loving 
kindness, mercy, the kindness of a master toward a 
slave. So grace has come to signify the kindness of 
God toward man. In addition, the word is frequently 
used to express the concept of kindness bestowed 
upon someone undeserving thereof. Grace is that 
unmerited favour of God towards fallen man. 

O to grace how great a debtor 

Daily I’m constrained to be! 

Let that grace, Lord, like a fetter, 

Bind my wandering heart to Thee. 

Saving Grace 


“For the grace of God that bringeth salvation hath 
appeared to all men”. -The great concern of the 
Almighty is the salvation of souls. Although the 
Church through the centuries has concerned herself 
with the great needs of humanity, Christianity is not 
a social Gospel. While the Christian faith contains 
wonderful creeds, it is not a religion of dogma. While 
Jesus Christ is rightly lookéd on as being a perfect 
man, He did not come to this earth merely to set us a 
good example. He came for the sole purpose of 
providing salvation for men and women. “This is a 
faithful saying, and worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners” (1 
Timothy 1:15). Is it too much to expect non-church 
people to understand the word “salvation”? Of 
- course not, for the word explains itself. It reveals a 
great need and it shows that need can be met. Man is 
in great need of salvation from sin; this need can be 
met through the grace of Almighty God. The mystery 
of the grace of God is that man is totally undeserving 
of it. 

We are now living in the dispensation of grace. 
This Gospel grace brings salvation, hence it is called 
the Word of Life, for it brings to faith and so to life. 
“Tt hath appeared to all men”. Salvation is open to all 
and all are invited to partake of the benefits of grace. 
Grace and salvation by the Gospel are for all ranks 
and conditions of men. “And it shall come to pass, 
that whosoever shall call on the name of the Lord 
shall be saved” (Acts 2:21). “Therefore as by the 
offence of one judgment came upon all men to 
condemnation; even so by the righteousness of one 
the free gift came upon all men unto justification of 
life’’ (Romans. 5:18). “For whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be saved” (Romans 
10:13). “The Lord is not slack concerning the 
promise, as some men count slackness; but is 
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longsuffering to us-ward, not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to repentance”’ (2 
Peter 3:9). 

This saving grace is given to us for a purpose: 
“Teaching us that, denying ungodliness and worldly 
lusts, we should live soberly, righteously, and godly, 
in this present world” (Titus 2:12). The grace of God 
not only teaches us to do these things, it also enables 
us to do them. When we repent of our sins and turn 
to God we have an obligation not to the law, but to 
grace. We are not given a permit to do just as we 
please. It is a hard thing to decide for Christ. “Then 
said Jesus unto His disciples, If any man will come 
after Me, let him deny himself, and take up his cross, 
and follow Me” (Matthew 16:24). In the light of this 
great grace, we are further exhorted in Titus 2:13, 14, 
“Looking for that blessed hope and the glorious ~ 
appearing of the great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ; who gave Himself for us, that He might 
redeem us from all iniquity, and purify unto Himself 
a peculiar people, zealous of good works”. 


Sovereign Grace 

We note that it is “the grace of God that bringeth 
salvation’’. This emphasis on the Divine origin of the 
grace that brings salvation is substantiated © in 
Ephesians 2:8, “For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God”. God is the Author of salvation and its means. 
Many rely on their good works to get them to heaven, 
but we cannot gain eternal life by our own merit, for 
Paul says “not of works, lest any man should boast”. 
Remember that Divine grace is “that unmerited 
favour of God towards fallen man”. 

In the first part of Ephesians 2, Paul describes the 
depth of sin and the greatness of the divine plan of 
redemption. How wonderfully low God stooped in 
order to reach the point to which man had sunk. Paul 
bids the Ephesian Christians to contrast their present 
experience with the life which they lived before they 
knew Christ (vv.1,2): “And you hath He quickened, — 
who were dead in trespasses and sins, wherein in time 
past ye walked according to the course of this world, 
according to the prince of the power of the air, the 
spirit that now. worketh in the children of 
disobedience”. This world lies in the lap of the |

wicked one. “This world” means human society as it 
organises itself for its own purposes of pleasure or 
profit without thought of God. These Christians had 
formerly ordered their life and conduct according to 
the demands and expectations of the worldly world, 
obeying its motives, governed by its fashions and its 
laws, and indifferent to those considerations which it 
repudiated or ignored. To belong to the world in this. 
sense was, in Paul’s mind, to belong to the kingdom 
of Satan. The worldly world had its origin from a 
false desire for independence on man’s part. He did 
not want to be controlled by God; he wanted to live 
his own life for himself. So he fell into sin and thus 
became a slave under the dominion of Satan. 

After depicting the state of sinful man, Paul then 
describes the method by which God dealt with man 
in such a state. Undeterred by this condition of moral 
and spiritual death, God, out of His rich mercy, 
simply because of the great love He bore to men, has 
brought them by one act into the new life of His Son. 
He has quickened them together with Christ. What 
was previously dead and insensitive has been made 
alive by the power of God. “Quickening” and “‘saved 
by grace” are very important, in that the first step in 
salvation is an act of divine power. God has taken the 
first and greatest step in the plan of salvation. Every 
individual has to decide for himself as to what step he 
is going to take, but it is God who by His sovereign 
grace, draws men and women unto Himself. No 
movement or merit on our part procured salvation for 
RIS! © | 


~ summed up as follows: Man is sinful by nature and by 
conduct; God is infinitely holy; Christ redeemed us 
from the curse of the law by taking our sins upon 
Himself; we share in the benefits of salvation only by 
_ becoming one with Christ; the Holy Spirit alone can 
apply to us the salvation which Christ has wrought; 
- salvation is a continual process as well as an initial 
act. 


Sacrificial Grace 
“For ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that, though He was rich, yet for your- sakes He 
became poor, that ye through His poverty might be 
rich” (2 Corinthians 8:9). How can we possibly begin 


The scriptural doctrine of salvation may be 


to understand the great condescension of Christ? The 


_ Infinite became finite, the Rich became poor, the 


Creator took upon Him the form of the created, the 
Son of God became the Son of Man that we might 
become the sons of God. This is what grace is all 
about. We cannot understand it, but we would be 
very foolish if we were to reject it. Christ sacrificed 
His all in order to purchase our redemption. 

The wording is very significant: “though He was 
rich”. What a wealth He had in glory! All that was 
made came into being by His creative word. He threw 
the world into the vast emptiness of space. He spoke 


the word and the sun was formed to project its beams 


of light and warmth. He created the stars of the night. 
Every creature that lives derives its breath from 
almighty God. Man is the handiwork of the eternal 
Christ. What riches He possessed, what great wealth 
lay at His disposal, yet “for your sakes He became 
poor”. This speaks of the great humility to which the 
eternal Christ of God subjected Himself. For you and 
me He suffered untold agonies, became subject to 
such abominable degradation and shame. He did it for 
us, “that ye through His poverty might become rich”. 
We can sing with the song-writer: “The wealth of all 
heaven is mine”’. 


Sufficient Grace 

“And He said unto me, My grace is sufficient for 
thee; for My strength is made perfect in weakness. 
Most gladly therefore will I rather glory in my 
infirmities, that the power of Christ may rest upon 
me” (2 Corinthians 12:9). Have you ever asked the 
question, “Why?” Things go wrong and we are quick 
to ask the Lord, why He allowed it. Paul says, “And 
lest I should be exalted above measure through the 
abundance of the revelations, there was given to me a 
thorn in the flesh, the messenger of Satan to buffet 


me, lest I should be exalted above measure”. This 


“thorn in the flesh” gave Paul much trouble, but, 
though he sought the Lord three times that it might 
depart from him, the only answer he received was, 
“My grace is sufficient for thee”, and this was 
enough! His grace will sustain us in every difficult 
situation.

An outline — Resurrection Alternative 

(1 Corinthians 15:12—19). 

“THE rising of Christ from the dead is the »-ry heart 

of our message” (1 Corinthians 15.12, Phillips). The 

seven ifs of Paul’s great affirmation are arresting. 

1. “The very heart of our message” is confirmed 
by the record of apostolic preaching (v.12). 

2. | Mankind’s hope lies in ressurrection, otherwise, 
life is vain (v.13). 

3. All our preaching and believing is meaningless 
(v.14). | 

4. The Church of all time is impugned: Millions 
have become lying witnesses (v.15). 

5. Jesus Christ did not rise after all — a ghastly 
travesty of truth (v.16). 

6. The universal testimony of Christian experience 
for nearly two thousand years, the sense of 
forgiveness, the joy, the rest are all deception, 
imagination, unreal, and all those Christians are 
“utterly dead and gone” (Phillips, vwvs. 17,18). 

7. The Christian Church is the object of the world’s 
derision, “of all men most to be pitied” 
(v.19,N.E.B.). 

“But now is Christ risen from the dead” (v.20)!

Such action confesses the need of change and the 


three options for the present give opportunity for 
variety. Opinion in Anglicanism about such changes 
or options must at least be equally varied.

Recalling the Anglican service I noted that even the 
written responses have the effect of involving the con- 
gregation considerably in the worship. I also witnessed 
informality as a layman read the Scripture, ladies and 
youths shared with men in receiving the offering, and 
young children went to the Communion rail and knelt 
beside adult communicants. Where I was seated I was 
unable to see these young children after they went 
forward, but the Vicar’s wife informed me that they 
did not receive the emblems. They were being en- 
couraged to be fully involved and received a “blessing” 
from the Vicar. They would, I am sure, receive a 
blessing from the Lord. 

On the evening of that day I went to the village Free 
Evangelical Church. There were a hymn, a prayer, a 
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hymn, a Scripture reading, announcements, a hymn, 
the sermon, a hymn and the Benediction. I remember 
it well as I was the leader and preacher. I shall con- 
tinue to remember it well. I was walking towards the 
church when, at the corner of the road just a few yards 
from the building, and fewer moments from the com- 
mencement of the meeting, I was met by two members 
approaching from opposite directions. The preacher 
had failed to turn up and these good friends, surmising 
that I would be at their service, had made a pincer 
movement to catch me and request me to fill the gap. 
It was a pleasure. to do so, but in conforming to their 
nonconformity I felt much more a one-man-band than 
the Anglican Vicar appeared to be in the morning. 


PRAYERandPRAISE

PRAY about everything. “Don’t worry about any- 
thing; instead, pray about everything: Tell God your 


‘needs and don’t forget to thank Him for his answers”. 


(Philippians 4:6, Living Letters). ? 

This verse tells us firstly not to worry. There are 
a number of reasons why we worry. One is that we do 
not know how we can meet a sudden situation or 
demand. God tells us not to worry and He shows us 
the way out: tell Him everything and He will answer 
our prayer. | 

The second thing is: Pray about everything. There 
is nothing too small or too big to pray about. A young 
woman told me recently that, when she was a teen- 
ager, she was on holiday at the sea-side. While playing 
with others, the strap of her wrist-watch broke, but it 
was sometime before she discovered her loss. She ran 
and told her Mother who instructed her to pray while 
she went back to the spot where she had been playing. 
She did so and there was her watch. Many people were 
about, but no one had picked it up or trodden on it. 

The third thing in this verse is that we can tell God 
everything. “What a friend we have in Jesus, All our 
sins and griefs to bear.” We cannot tell some people, 
for they would not understand, but He does. Jesus 
is a constant Friend, even when we may cause Him to 
be hurt. 

The last thing is very important. Don’t forget to 
thank Him for all His answers to your prayers. We live 
in an age when people are unthankful. Shop assistants, 
’bus conductors, take our money without muttering a 
word of thanks. People do not thank us for what we 


do for them or give to them. Don’t take the answers 


to your prayers from God and forget to thank Him! 


_ I LISTENED to a radio programme in which‘a B.B.C. 
roving reporter interviewed people on a city street 
and questioned them about their keeping Lent. The 
answers given were typical of society today. One said, 
“Tl give up cigarettes”, another, “I’ll forgo sweets”, 
while others were vague. Some replied that they had 
no intention of keeping Lent. © 
_ I know little about the observance of Lent, except 
that it is a period of forty days of fasting preceding 
Easter by certain sections of the Christian Church, 
during which self-denial is practised. I have searched 
several books on Church History to discover when 
and why this custom was introduced, but I can find 
no reference or information. This brings me to the 
conclusion that it is merely a man-made custom 
which, in the passage of time, has become an 
established Church tradition. 

I cannot resist recounting a rather comical 
anecdote told to me by an Irish friend many years 
ago when we ministered in Glasgow. He worked ona 
baker’s delivery van. One day during Lent, in a 
predominantly Roman Catholic part of the city, he 
overheard a conversation between two women in a 
shop. Apparently one had been the victim of another 
woman’s gossip and was recounting this to her friend. 
She added with dire emphasis, “I’m saying nothing 
for I’m in a state 0’ grace the noo, but wait till I’m 
oot of it!”. It is hardly necessary for me to comment 
on such a shallow conception of religious observance. 
Tm glad that in many truly evangelical churches the 
keeping of Lent is unknown. It is certainly not 
_ Bible-based and I cannot conceive that Lent in any 
‘way impresses Almighty God. 

How much better is the simple practice laid down 
in the New Testament of a regular remembering of 
the Lord’s death and a daily, weekly, all-the-year- 
tound appreciation of all He suffered to bring us a 
free salvation. Surely God does not desire special acts 
of self-denial at a set time of the year, but, as our 
Saviour challenged all His disciples, “If any man will

come after me, let him deny himself and take up his 
cross daily and follow Me” (Luke 9:23). Our Lord 
said these words immediately after revealing for the 
first time that He was to suffer, die and rise again. 
The meaning of Easter contains the solemn truth 
that, as His followers, we are identified with His cross 
and involved in cross-bearing. The message of Easter 
is deeply moving. It is also glorious in its triumph. It 
is the most stupendous happening in all history, yet 
we have a part in it. 

We see the extent of our sin in our Saviour’s 
suffering and the greatness of our redemption in His 
death and resurrection. Even as the world has felt the 
impact of the cross, so we cannot escape the call of 
the Christ of the cross to follow Him every day. Dare 
we catch something of the spirit of the Apostle Paul 
who could say, “I die daily — that is I' face death 
every day and die to self” (1 Corinthians 15:31, 
Amplified Bible)?

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Sunday School Teaching inModern 


We must not overlook the knotty parts of the 
Bible, but present the whole picture. It may not 
appeal to liberal theologians, but who are they 
anyway? If it is a fact, for instance, that God 
punishes sin, then we must not omit the stories 
that show Him doing this, simply because we have 
decided that we want to convey a picture of God 
as Father and Friend. 

We must beware also of a false picture of the real 
state of the child before God. A children’s evangelist 
whose work was signally blessed of God, Hudson Pope, 
wrote in To teach others also. “What then is the 
state of the child? It is either (a) a born-again child 
truly converted to God, a child of God by faith in 
Jesus Christ, a child of light, or (b) an unconverted 
child of Adam, wrong in heart, and, according to age 
and opportunity, wrong also in practice. This is 
true of the well-brought-up child as well as of the 
rougher one. The unconverted are spoken of in John 3 
as ‘blind’ (v.3) ‘outside’ (v.5) ‘perishing’ (v.16) 
and, should anyone question the truth of this in regard 
to a child, I would direct his attention to Matthew 18 
where the Lord Himself tells us many things about 
children, among them that they are very precious 
(v.10), lost (v.11), have gone astray (v.12), are 
perishing (v.14), can be stumbled (v.6), can believe 
in the Lord Jesus (v.6). It is hard to accept the state- 
mentsabout children ‘going astray’ and being ‘lost’ and 
‘perishing’ for most of them seem such jolly little 
people. But God looks upon the heart. Read His 
description of the heart (Matthew 7:21). This is our 
Lord’s picture of the human heart, even the heart of 
a child.” 

A syllabus means that each teacher will have his 
course of work planned for him. There need be no 
suspicion that this restricts the Spirit’s leading. To 
order and plan so that one stage leads to another is not

to restrict, but to recognise the leading of the Spirit, 
for this is His method. This is an important pedagogical 
principle as well. This is the way children learn and 
understand; the alternative is haphazard, frequent 
repetition of a few well-known stories, so that children 
become more and more bored, and boredom is the 
curse of Sunday school teaching. It takes the whole 
Bible to convey the whole message. To teach the whole 
Bible is the only way to obey the command of Matthew 
28:19,20. As we do so, the Bible will do its own 
work (2 Timothy 3:15-17), making the children 
wise unto salvation, instructing them how to live 
godly lives, and equipping them for every good work. 
This means hard work and intense learning on the 
teachers’ behalf, but the teacher who ceases to learn, 
soon ceases to teach. Sunday school teaching in 
modern times demands this application and dedication. 

Our aim is to present the whole counsel of God and 
to bring children to a saving knowledge of that truth.

“Without Me. . nothing” (v.5). 

AS the branch is dependent on the vine, so are we 
dependent on Jesus. He is the true Vine (v.1). This 
beautiful metaphor was spoken on the way to, or 
actually in, the Garden of Gethsemane, where there 
would be vine trees growing. 

We need His life flowing to us and through us. 
Whether for salvation, for service, for supplication, 
there is without Him... nothing. We must abide in 
Him and He in us (v.4). No perfunctory relationship 
is here, but a constant, continuous, close fellowship 
with and reliance upon Him: “fruit” (v.2); “more 
fruit” (v.2); “much fruit” (v.5). The Fruit of the 
Spirit is .described in Galatians 5:22, 23. 


Tuesday, April 10th John 15:12—17 
“T have called you friends” (v.15). : 
_ FRIENDSHIPS are among the most precious things in 
_ life. From schooldays right through to old age, it is a 
great thing to have good friends. 

Jesus proffers His Friendship. He never lets us 
_ down and He never lets us go. The very best of 
_ earthly companions sometimes fail, “One day soothe, 
the next day grieves us, but this Friend will ne’er 
deceive us, oh how He loves.” 

To those who might be low or lonely today, to 
_ some walking in a bitter pathway, to some who feel a 
_ complete failure: remember “What a Friend we have 
in Jesus”. He is a Friend indeed to those who are in 
need. 


_ Wednesday, April 11th 

| “The world hateth you” (v.18). 
_WE all shrink from unpopularity. We long to be 
loved. We enjoy the praise of men. To walk with God, 
however, involves us in the same kind of despising 
that Jesus endured. We are not of this world (v.19). 
_ The world hated Jesus (v.18); it therefore hates the 
_ Father (v.23). The reason for this enmity towards 
God is simply that the holy. life of Jesus reproves 
_ their sin (v.24). Darkness hates light. 

Do not think it strange today if at school, in the 
office or the factory you are persecuted for 
_ righteousness’ sake; it is really a proof that you are 
following the Lord Jesus. If we suffer with Him, we 
shall also reign with Him. 


John 15:18—27 


Thursday, April 12th 

“When He is come, He will” (v.8). 
OUR reading gives us glorious glimpses of the work of 
the Holy Spirit: His ministry in relation to the sinner, 
the saint and the Saviour. 

To the world He brings conviction (vv.7—11). In 
this permissive age, when fools mock at sin, we think 
that there is no sense of conviction, but God still 
pricks men’s consciences and brings awareness of evil. 

To the saint He brings comfort (v.7), guidance 
(v.14) and revelation (v.14). He is the divine 
Paraclete, “One alongside to help”. Then it is His 
office to glorifying Christ (v.14). Have you received 
the fulness of the Holy Spirit? If not He can come to 
you today. 


Friday, April 13th John.16:16—33 
“Your sorrow shall be turned into joy” (v.20). 
“PARTING is such sweet sorrow,” said Shakespeare, 
but he qualifies it with the hope of meeting on “the 
morrow”. Jesus spoke of His impending departure 
(v.16). The disciples were crestfallen at the idea. Life 
without Jesus was unimaginable, but He was going 
away via the cross. With His customary care, He was 
preparing them for the ordeal of separation. Travail 
would be turned into triumph (v.20). He would see 
them again (v.22). He would conquer death and live

for ever in the power of an endless life. 


God can work the same metamorphosis in your 
life and turn your sorrow into joy. He can even turn 
thorns into a crown. 


Saturday, April 14th 

“T pray for them” (v.9). 
WE enter here one of the Holy of Holies of the Bible, 
the great high priestly prayer of Jesus. This is really 
the Lord’s prayer. His great burden was for His own: 
“Those whom Thou gavest Me” (wv.6,12). It is 
marvellous to know that God has given us to Christ. 
It is always assuring to know that folk are praying for 
us, but to realise that Jesus Himself makes 
intercession for us can transform each day: ‘‘He ever 
liveth to make intercession for us,” (Hebrews 7:25). 
When we are harassed by the enemy, when we are 
assailed by doubts, when we work with sickness, 
when we are frightened by fears, we can take heart, 
Christ is praying for us. Recall His words to Peter: 
“Satan hath desired ... but I have prayed for you”’. 


Sunday, April 15th John 17:13—26 
““As Thou hast sent Me, even so have I also sent 

them” (v.18). 

THE Lord is praying, not only for the disciples of His 

day, but also for those who have believed afterwards 

(v.20). He prays for our sanctification, that we will be

WHEN Mzee Bull asked me to go with him to 
evangelise the Masai, I had great doubts in my mind. 
We Wakweli have suffered so much from their 
arrogant, quarrelsome ways. “Wanyama wa porini 
[beasts of the bush]”, we called them. Before Yesu 
came into my life, I hated them. 

The women fled from us, shrieking, “Mzungu 
[European] !”. “Who are you? What do you want?” 
demanded the men. Soon we were telling them of 
Yesu, the Son of the Great Spirit. His power over 
demons thrilled them. Truly there is not another tribe 
like them, for so many of the women are 
demon-possessed. We had an interview with the chief 
and, a few days later, we picked up our warrior guide. 
He and his long spear were accommodated in the 
Landrover with difficulty, but soon he was out again 
and, boldly perched on the bonnet, he picked out the 
best path for our wheels. 

There were many at the Baraza. The warriors were 
standing, squatting or lounging, their spears stuck in 
the ground before them, the long blades pointing to 
the sky. The elders passed their horn snuff-boxes, 
discussing cattle and the price of wives. The hostile 
looks of all changed to curious stares as the chief 
introduced us. All eyes were fastened on Mzee as he 
rose from a grass hammock on which we were seated. 
He told them of Yesu, who appeared to destroy the 
works of Ibilisi (Satan). God and His Son send this 
message to all men: ‘Whoever believes will be 
delivered from all the power of Ibilisi.” 

“Demons cast out?” they exclaimed, “What are 
the fees for this powerful medicine?” “No charge,” 
we answered, “Only believe”. They rejoiced at the 
message. “Many will believe” they said. The delivery 
of two demon-possessed women sealed God’s Word. 

On our next trip, another woman was delivered. 
Hostility was replaced by such statements as the one 
made by a warrior who had loped across the plain to 
intercept us: “I rejoice to see you. My wife is barren. 
I have busied myself with demon doctors everywhere, 
not sparing the expense. Now, if it is as I hear, that 
there is power in Yesu, I will bring my wife to Him.” 

“If she believes, it is possible,” we answered. 

“T believe completely,” he replied. His wife came 
out wearing the charms of the many demons whose 
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Pastor Emanueli Kazimoto remembers

help had been sought. As we cut the charms off, we 
told her of God’s Son, the Deliverer of the oppressed. 
“Even I believe,” she said. Praise God, the demons 
fled! Her first child is running around now. 

On another day we were guided to a Manyatta. © 
The elder called his wives together. “I am putting you 
all into Kristo” he said. As we began to testify, one of 
the women started to shriek and bark, then she rolled 
in agony as the demon took over. Her immediate 
deliverance was hailed with great joy. Three more 
were turned to the Lord that day. 

Back at Msolwa, we talked of and prayed for these 
new sheep. “We must get a shepherd among them,” 
we pastors said. I was not surprised when Mzee 
approached me. The great Shepherd had been talking 
to me. Now, I live far away from my own tribe 
among the people whom I now love.

21 Hindrance and Blessing (Genesis 20:2-3,17)

ON a previous occasion Abraham’s failure of faith 
had caused trouble (Genesis 12:11—13) and here 
again we read how his fear of man brought a failure 
of faith. The Lord had promised to make Abraham a 
blessing to the nations, but instead he became a 
hindrance to Abimelech and to the Philistines. Only 
divine intervention prevented complete disaster. 
Abraham received a double sebuke, firstly from 
Abimelech who was clearly shocked by Abraham’s 
deception and secondly from the Lord Himself who 
made clear by His intervention how groundless were 
Abraham’s fears. When Abraham was restored to 
faith, the Lord used him again and, in response to his 


prayer, Abimelech and his people were healed 
(Genesis 20:17). 

Are we hindrances to men and women or are we of 
blessing? We know that we are called to be witnesses 
to our Saviour in our generation (Acts 1:8) and it is 
certainly His intention to make us a blessing to other 
people. Like Abraham we can lower the standard 
because of fear of men and thus become stumbling- 
blocks to those around and hindrances to their 
becoming Christians. We do things which we know to 
be wrong because we do not want people to laugh at 
us, whereas our stand for Christ and truth would 
cause thoughtful folk to think of Christ and, perhaps, 
even’ to become Christians.. When we walk by faith 
and honour the Lord by doing what is right, He uses 
us in blessing others, our prayers are answered and 
people are turned to Christ. Let us not be fearful and 
faithless, but loyal and steadfast in our witness. If 
there is consciousness of failure, then let us turn in 
humble repentance to the Lord. He will cleanse and 
restore us to usefulness. 


The Letter to the Romans

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The “children of the promise” (Romans 9:8) in Paul’s 


insight take on a spiritual character (22295 4:16)175- 


Galatians -3:7—9, 16:29). This was taught by our 
Lord (John 8:37—39). This election is of God and 
does not depend on the worthiness of the chosen 
(Romans 9:11—13). Let us be clear at this point that 
the election-of which Paul speaks was not to personal 
salvation or to eternal damnation. (There is an 
election to salvation: ‘in Christ’). Augustine, and 
later John Calvin, arguing from this analogy of the 
potter and the clay (v.21), said, “Frorn the same 
human clay God makes the elect and the damned”, 
which is true, but only in a limited physical sense. 
Anyhow it is quite beyond the point of this passage 
which is historical and national. 


What we have here, in keeping with the principle 
of God’s election and exclusion, is the choice of a 
people, with all but a remnant and a seed of the 
‘original chosen nation (vv.27—29, Isaiah 6:13), 
through whom His great purposes for all men will be 
carried forward and His ultimate harvest will come. 
These are His “vessels of honour” and “vessels of 
mercy” (Romans 9:21,23). As to His rejection of 
Pharaoh, whom He elevated for a part in His great 
plan, what might have happened had he co-operated 
with Jehovah? His stubborness and implacability 
brought disaster upon himself and his great.nation, 
however. He hardened his heart again and again, as it 
is written, so that when we read that “God hardened 
Pharaoh’s heart” we must understand that there was 
no arbitrariness in God’s action; rather He was but 
ratifying Pharaoh’s own choice. Psalm 81:12 
illustrates the principle. God never compels anyone to 
act out of character. Thus all His ways are vindicated 
(Romans 9:14). 

As with Egypt and Pharaoh, so it was with the 
nation of Israel. They too became “vessels of 
dishonour” and “vessels of wrath fitted to 
destruction” (vv.21,22), for what good is a vessel if it 
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by J. Alexander Wright 


does not serve the purpose for which it was made? 
God had no secondary purpose for His people. Some 
things may have a secondary use, but not Israel 
(Ezekiel 15:15). Paul’s allusion to the potter and 
the clay doubtless refers to Jeremiah chapters 18,19, 
the former with its beautiful and well-known message 
of hope and restoration for all (“He made it again 
another vessel”), and the latter with its stern, solemn 
alternative of. judgment and destruction for those 
who refuse that mercy (“I will break this people and 
city, as one that breaketh a potter’s vessel, that ” 
cannot be made whole -again’, Jeremiah 18:4; 
19:11). 

We have seen how God’s ideal Israelite was not 
necessarily one born of Abraham’s flesh and that His 
purpose envisaged a greater Israel from all peoples, a 
holy nation which would truly fulfil the original 
names and titles given to the Israel of old 
(Deuteronomy 7:6; Exodus 19:6; 1 Peter 2:9,10) and 
bring forth the harvest that God sought and failed to 
find in biological Israel (Matthew 21:43). This is 
Paul’s “mystery of Messiah” (Ephesians 3:4—6). He 
saw that from this “divorced wife’ (Romans 9:25,26; 
Hosea 1:9,10; 2:23), these dispersed Israelites, would 
come a godly remnant (v.27) as the nucleus of a new 
Israel, the Christian Church, the olive tree of 
chapter 11. Peter, writing to these groups (1 Peter 
1:1, R.S.V. and other versions), like Paul, likewise 
quotes Hosea’s prophecy and makes the same 
application of it (1 Peter 2:10). 

God had fulfilled His promises to Abraham; his 
natural seed did become as the stars of the sky for 
multitude and as the sand of the sea innumerable 
(Romans 9:27; Deuteronomy 1:10; 10:22; 28:62; 
Hebrews 11:12). He gave them the land that He had 
promised them and they possessed it (1, Kings 
4:20,21; Nehemiah 9:23—25), but they became so 
degenerate as to merit the fate of Sodom and 


‘Gomorrah (Romans 9:29).

AGlimpse at Gethsemane 


AN EASTER MEDITATION

“Though He were a Son, yet learned. He obedience by. 


the things which He suffered; and being made perfect, 
He became the Author of eternal salvation unto all 
them that obey Him” (Hebrews 5:8,9). 


-AS we look into the Garden of Gethsemane nearly 
two thousand years ago we see someone praying in 
great anguish of soul. It is Jesus praying over the sins 
of the world -- your sins and mine. What did this 
Gethsemane experience mean for Him? What can it 
mean to us nearly two thousand years later? To begin 
to understand what Gethsemane meant for Him we 
must first consider who Jesus is. 


The Son and His unique Person 


Jesus was not simply the Son of God, but, quite 
properly, God the Son. It is essential to affirm the 
deity of Christ at a time when this fundamental 
doctrine is being questioned. It is equally important 
to maintain the humanity of Jesus. He took upon 
Himself human flesh and blood. He was not in any 
sense a freak, for His two natures were wondrously, 
perfectly united. Jesus was fully divine and fully 
human — yet without sin. It was not simply because 
_ He was divine that He was sinless. If this were so, 
then there would be little hope or encouragement for 
us to attain to holiness of life. We must understand 
that Jesus was sinless as far as His human nature was 
concerned as well. Deity is incapable of committing 
sin, neither can He be tempted. In order to 
understand what took place in the Garden of 
Gethsemane it is essential for us to see that, because 
He possessed human nature, Jesus Christ was as open 
to temptation just as much as you and IJ are. He “‘was 
in all points tempted like as we are, yet without sin” 
(Hebrews 4:15). 

What happened in Gethsemane then when Jesus 
“offered up prayers and supplications with strong 
crying and tears’ (Hebrews 5:7)? “Father, if it be 
possible, let this cup pass from Me”, He said 
(Matthew 26:39). Was He afraid of death? Was He 
unwilling to die? Was it fear or unwillingness to face 
what constitutes the great unknown for humanity? 

He cannot have been afraid to die, for concerning 
His impending death He had said, “For this cause 


came I unto the world’’. It certainly cannot be seen as__ 


unwillingness to die either, for He said, “I lay down 
My life, that I might take it again. No man taketh it 
from Me” (John 10:17,18). Was He afraid of physical

pain? I think not. What was it then? It was the agony 
of His sinless soul being made sin for us (2 
Corinthians 5:21) and all that this involved. His 
sinless humanity recoiled at the prospect of being 
violated by being made sin. He tasted death — “‘the 
wages of sin” — in order that we might never need to 
taste it. It is important, therefore, for us now to see 
how Jesus became willing to be made sin for us. 


The Submission by which He was perfected 


The crucial words in the prayer in Gethsemane 
were, “Nevertheless, not’ My will, but Thine be 
done”. Being human as well as divine, Jesus had a 
human will distinct from and yet submissive to the 
Father’s. “My will” as distinct from “Thy will” 
suggests that Jesus had an independent will. 

The prayer of Jesus was heard by “Him that was 
able to save Him from death” (Hebrews 5:7), yet 
Jesus prayed, “Nevertheless, not My will, but Thine 
be done’’. In this way He was perfected when His will 
and all the urges and ambitions of His human nature 
became completely subject and obedient. to the 
Father. Jesus was perfected by the obedience in 
refusing temptation throughout His earthly life, by 
the obedience of suffering in Gethsemane and during 
His trial, and finally by the obedience of death 
(Philippians 2:8). Through this submission to the 
Father’s will in the face of extreme human sin and 
suffering, Jesus attained human in addition to divine — 
perfection which qualified Him as our Saviour. Jesus 
was the only one ever to know sinless perfection. 


The Salvation which He provides 


Because He was perfected in His human character, 
Jesus qualified to be our Saviour, Leader and Lord. 
The greatness of our salvation is that it is eternal. 
Eternal life does not merely describe the -duration of 
that life, but also its quality. Furthermore, eternal life 
begins, not when we are ushered into eternity, but 
here and now in time — at the moment when we yield 
to Christ as Saviour and Lord. The gateway to this 
salvation is obedience. He gives “eternal salvation 
unto all them that obey Him”. We enter into this 
eternal salvation when our rebellious-human will is 
totally surrendered to the will of God. Will you 
surrender that will to Him now? You will be raised 
from suffering of humanity to the experience of 
eternity.

“For since, in the wisdom of God, the world did not know God through wisdom, 
it pleased God through the folly of what we preach to save those who believe.” 
(1 Corinthians 1:21, R.S.V.). 


WE live in a world which is at the end of an age — and 
perhaps even of the Age — which began with the 
dethroning of God, the denial of the possibility of 
divine intervention, and the deifying of human reason. 
It started with eighteenth century rationalist 
philosophy and was carried on by the spread of 
Darwinism, scientific materialism and the application 
of evolutionary theories to human development and 
even to the Bible itself. : 

Popular opinion still largely accepts Darwin’s views 
and the media continue to proclaim the evolutionary 
theory as if it were scientifically true, but the theories 
themselves have been weighed in the balances of 
human experience and found wanting. 

We are left with a de-natured “natural” man — a 
‘pitiful shadow of reality, just a very intelligent 
animal. 

Alienated as it is from humanity’s full, true 
heritage and empty of present purpose or future 
destiny, it is no wonder that the prevailing scientific 
and philosophical mood is deeply pessimistic. On all 
sides there is a desperate cry for sanity, love, 
happiness and fulfilment in a world that has lost the 
key to its meaning. 

In the most ruthless experiment in atheistic 
materialism that the world has ever witnessed, 
godlessness has failed to satisfy the highly educated 
youth who have been indoctrinated with it from their 
earliest years. 

Man does not live by bread alone. 

Human wisdom has failed to tell us the truth about 
our origin. We are not just highly intelligent animals. 


We were created distinct from them in the image of 


God and the Almighty gave man dominion over the 
animal and vegetable creation. “He breathed into his 
nostrils the breath of life; and man became a living 
soul.” (Genesis chapter 2). This is the dignity of our 
origin which human reasoning has neither right nor 
‘ power to dispute. | 

“What is man, that Thou art mindful of him?” 
cried David. “Thou madest him to have dominion 
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Belgium on several occasions in recent years. 


over the works of Thy hands; Thou hast put all things 
under his feet’ (Psalm 8). Original sin did not destroy 
original dignity and in the fulness of time “a second 
Adam to the fight and to the rescue came.” Sinful 
and fallen we are indeed, but it is still gloriously 
possible, through our great Rescuer, to be “renewed 
in knowledge after the image of Him that created” us 


(Colossians 3:10). 


Human wisdom has failed to give enough considera- 
tion to man’s moral nature. There was a famous 
psychologist who, to a great extent, built up his — 
theories on experiments conducted on _ the 
pre-mealtime salivation of his dogs. From Pavlov’s 
dribbling dogs came the development of behaviourist 
“conditioned reflexes”. Human conduct was 
submitted to the same treatment and man, too, 
became a predictable creature of habit, with all the 
sinister implications of “brain-washing”. There was 
always a reason, if you probed deeply enough 
beneath the surface, hence the development of 
psycho-analysis and psychiatry. 

Our behaviour is not always “reasonable”, 
however, as the twentieth century has shown us. 
Nineteenth century optimism has given way to 
twentieth century pessimism. We are not just 
predictable animals, however intelligent; we are 
constantly faced with moral choices, value judgments, 
and make decisions, sometimes sensibly, sometimes 
not. When we least expect it, we are made aware of 
the claims of that inbuilt umpire of human conduct 
which we call “conscience”. It is not only the result 
of upbringing and social pressure. “The spirit of man 
is the lamp of the Lord, searching all his innermost 
parts” (Proverbs 20:27, R.S.V.). 

Human wisdom has failed to provide an adequate. 
understanding of human destiny. The cry of the age 
is: ‘Is there a meaning to life?”, yet the Church and 
its message do not seem to touch the masses. Life is 
lived on a day-to-day basis without getting too 
concerned about what lies at the end of the road, but 


people die. There is a fatal crash, a family funeral, a _ 


dumb sense of protest. Is life only a sea-mist which 
vanishes away when the sun rises? 

“Thou hast made us for Thyself and our souls are 
restless till they find their rest in Thee” runs the 
oft-quoted saying of Augustine of Hippo. Restlessness 
is a symptom of this age. We have no ruling purpose, 
therefore we live for anything or everything, and 
devote our lives to the trivial and transient. We are 
afraid to think, afraid of silence, afraid to be still and 
hear the voice of the Pursuer, yet He is telling us that 
in Christ there: is forgiveness, reconciliation and 
wholeness. Your body is to become a temple in which 
His Spirit condescends to dwell. Your mind is to be 
transformed to prove His perfect will. In your spirit 
you are to enjoy fellowship with the Almighty. . 

This is not the end. There is to be a change, a 
transformation. “Thine eyes shall see the King in His 
beauty”. He will wipe away all tears and lead us to 
everlasting streams of the water of life. What does 
human wisdom know of these things? For “eye has 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither have entered into the 
heart of man, the things which God has prepared for 
them that love Him” (1 Corinthians chapter 2). 

Most seriously of all, human wisdom has no 
remedy for man’s spiritual plight. In its mistaken 
trust in man’s natural goodness, it has failed to get to 
grips with the root of the human tragedy — the 
fundamental God-rejection, the frustrations of 
self-will and corrupt human nature which the Bible 
calls sin. The basic alienations of man from man and 
man from God are the symptoms of a spiritual disease 
so radical that there is no human cure. Man made in 
the image of a loving God is found guilty, vile and 
helpless before the God who created him. For this 
situation human reasoning has no remedy to offer. 

Man’s extremity is God’s opportunity! The 
amazing glory of the gospel is simply that THERE IS 
A REMEDY! The message of the cross, which is folly 
to those who are perishing, becomes to those who 
come in their need the manifestation of the grace and 
power of God. The Christmas message is still good 
news. “Thou shalt call His name JESUS, for He shall 
save His people from their sins”. He, and He alone, is 
the divine Rescuer. The mood of men may well be 
pessimistic, but in the good news of Christ’s salvation 
there is a hope which is the anchor of the soul. To 
-men gripped by fear, frustration and sin comes the 
glad message of forgiveness, deliverance, restoration 
and peace with God. To an age which has lost its 
sense: of purpose comes the glorious realisation that 
the whole creation reaches out to see the 
“manifestation of the sons of God. | 

What has human wisdom to offer to compare with 
this?

An Elim Missionary Society feature: 


1 AM the second of four girls, born on a small farm 
outside Pickering, Yorkshire. My father was a helper 
on the Methodist plan, but both he and my mother 
joined the Elim Pentecostal Church before I was 
born. . 

We said prayers at mother’s knee and read the 
Bible before dad prayed. We often accompanied dad 
when he went preaching. I knew what the Bible was 
all about and the way of salvation, but not the 
Author. I did not know of the many struggles which 
my parents faced. I usually got the things that I badly 
needed and I always felt that things would turn out 
all right in the end. 

When I was fifteen, having left the farm and by 
then living a short distance from York, I made my 
peace with God. I was attending the technical college 
in York. Everyone was talking about the “Mission to 
York” by the Welsh Evangelist David Shepherd. On 
Thursday, March 14th, 1957, we went. I can still hear 
Charlie Potter, the ex-communist, giving his 
testimony, which ended with the words, ‘Now is the 
time”. I knew that it was my time. I struggled, not 
wanting to give in, but on the last verse of “Just as I 
am’’, I surrendered. Later that year, my sisters and I 
were baptised on the same night by Pastor J. 
Woodhead, in our York Church. 

On January Ist, 1958, I left home, a shy 
sixteen-year-old, to live in at a hospital. Little did I 
know of the exams, and the times of testing and 
temptation that were to come, but God was faithful 
and He helped me. When I was nearly twenty-one my 
S.R.N. training nearly finished, I decided to do my 
R.M.N. This meant that I could live at home and in 
eighteen months I would be doubly qualified.

duties as a mental nurse. I did not cancel my 

appcintment until I had been to another Communion 
service on the following Sunday and was told through 

the gifts of the Holy Spirit not to go. I went to the 

Matron on the following Monday morning. She was 

understanding, withdrew my notice and offered mea | 
job in the operating theatre. I thought I would never 

be able to do it, but she assured me that I would be 

taught if I was willing to learn. I accepted, feeling 

sure that this was God’s will for me. I now saw that 

God not only wanted me, He wanted my will as well. 

I spent a very happy two years in that operating 

theatre. 

I visited the Filey Crusade one Thursday night 
missionary rally. God was speaking to me. All those 
who were challenged were asked to go forward, but I 
didn’t. Afterwards, the same Welsh evangelist said, “If 
you didn’t come out before, come now.” I went. I 
read the literature, but decided that it was not for 
me. I wasn’t called to be a missionary. I told the Lord 
I would do anything but go overseas. 

I was always careful to ask the Lord for leading 
and guiding in regard to new jobs, so, after much 
prayer and heart-searching, I went to Bolton as a 
junior theatre sister on November 7th, 1965. The job 
was poor in comparison to the one that I had left, but 
I finally stopped resisting God regarding overseas 
work. I went to a nurses’ fellowship and there the 
Lord really spoke to me. I sought the quiet of my 
own room and at last got the victory. This was a 
blessing in disguise, for I didn’t like the hospital. To 
work overseas I had to do midwifery — a good excuse 
to leave. Midwifery was another thing I didn’t want 
to do, but, having made up my mind to do God’s will, 
I applied and started on February Ist, 1967. | 

A year later I again was wondering which way to 
go. After much prayer and thought I had.a word with 
my pastor who said that if I was not sure, I should get 
another job. I secured a post in a hospital theatre at 


) 


Nottingham and lived with an uncle and aunt in 
Leicestershire. Because of this I later got a full grant 
for my first year at Elim Bible College. 

After the Conference in Blackpool, things were set 
in motion. In September, 1969, I went to Elim Bible 
College for one year. At the- end of that year I was 
anticipating going to South Africa as a Lightbearer. I 
had made up my mind to stay for one year. Again I 
had to yield to God and I agreed to stay for the 
second year. I shelved the problem of what I would 
do after finishing at Bible College. 

The last term arrived and I was no nearer a 
solution than I had been in the first term. I felt sure 
that I had to go into full-time work, but how and 
where I didn’t know. 

I applied to Mildmay Mission Hospital for a sister’s 
post, but they only had a vacancy for a staff nurse. I 
decided to accept the lesser job, but the next day 
brought a letter from Inyanga North Mission, 
Rhodesia, asking if I was still interested in mission 
work. My joy knew no bounds. I was laughing and 
crying at the same time. I took a temporary job at 
home until all the details were sorted out. 

I should add that I was baptised in the Holy Spirit 
at Elim Bible College. I had sought for a number of 
years and was often discouraged thinking that God 
did not want to give it to me. I saw that it was I who 
was in the way and stopped resisting. He is more 
willing to give than we are to receive.

SUNDAY school teaching in modern times demands 
not only a Bible-centred message — a programme to 
teach the whole counsel of God — it also demands 
thorough understanding of children. A teacher who 
understands his Bible can still be ineffective if he does 
not also understand the minds of the children and the 
methods of teaching them. A Bible-centred message 
and child-centred methods are our guide-lines. 

It has been well said that, if you would teach Latin 
to Johnny, you must know not only Latin, but 
Johnny. To tell a story is not necessarily to teach. It 
is a fallacy to equate all talking with teaching. 
Preaching is not necessarily teaching. | 

You must know the child’s mind. If we buy a 
camera, we realize that we shall not get the best 
results unless we understand how it works; to click 
the shutter anywhere, at any time, does not 
necessarily produce results. Children’s minds are more 
complicated than cameras and merely to talk’ at 
children without making sure that. all the conditions 
for learning are right is not likely to produce the 
results for which we hope. We seek to reach their 
souls via their minds and this involves teaching 
according to the laws of their minds. 

We must remember, however, that they have more 
than souls and minds; they have bodies. The mind is 
influenced by the body. An uncomfortable body will 
hinder and even stop the working of the mind. The 
child is one and indivisible; we have to deal with him 
as a whole. 

Then there is the matter of personality. Can you 
recall any subject in your schooldays in which you 
could not get interested or make headway for no 
other reason than that you didn’t get on with the 
teacher? The hindrance originated not with our minds 
or our bodies, but with the relationship between the

teacher and ourselves: it was a matter of personalities. 
Physical and mental conditions were in order, but 
psychological factors were not properly adjusted and 
were making themselves felt. There was a wrong 
climate in the classroom and for no other reason than 
this,learning was impossible. 

In the past psychologists have stressed the 
importance of instincts and drives in human 
behaviour and it has all seemed too intricate and 
abstruse for the ordinary person, but the present 
social psychology emphasises the importance of the 
basic human needs which may be summed up as 
follows: 

The need for appreciation, 
The need for participation; 
The need for insight. ° 

To vary the teaching, different methods of 
teaching should be used: the lecture, a story, question 
and answer, discussion, Scripture search, visual and 
project methods. These are all examples of modern 
methods’ teaching. By employing different methods 
of teaching we touch each personality in the class. 
You must ascertain the habits, needs, hobbies and 
interests of each individual in the class. The Bible 
authors compare the art of the Christian teacher to 
the skill of farmers, physicians, fishermen and other 
such people. The farmer takes account of the soils; 
we must recognise that the personalities and 
characters of young people affect the productiveness 
of the good Seed just as much as its own inherent life. _ 
Remember that children are naturally curious.

“The cup which My Father hath given Me” (v.11). 

HIS hour has come. He is in the Garden of 
Gethsemane. While He sweats drops of blood, the 
disciples sleep, the soldiers come with stones and 
swords, and Judas arrives to betray Him with a kiss. To 


_ the unperceiving crowds it seems a miserable ending 
to a majestic life, but Jesus knows that it is all part of 


the divine plan: “My Father hath given” the cup, our 
guilt-filled cup. Jesus drinks it. He takes our sins and 
our sorrows and behind it all is the eternal plan for 
our salvation. 

It makes all the difference who hands us the cup. 
If it be an enemy, we might suspect poison; if it is a 
loving Father, we know that all will be well. His cup 
of bitterness has become our cup of blessing. - 


John 18: 15-27 
“The high priest then asked Jesus” (v.19). 

THIS portion reveals two strange silences. We all 
know of Peter’s outrageous denial (v.17), but John 


was known to the high priest (v.15), and yet when 


Jesus needed him most, John remained silent. We can 
betray Jesus with a sign, like Judas; with a sentence, 
like Peter; but also with .a silence like John, who 
missed an opportunity to speak for Christ. Caiaphas 
asked Jesus about His doctrine and His disciples, but 
Jesus answered only about His doctrine (v.19). His 


disciples had all forsaken Him and fled. How could, 


He commend them when they had failed Him so? 
May the Lord ever save us from cowardly sag estat 
and help us to stand up for Him.

WHETHER Pilate’s words were said mockingly . or 


meaningfully, to-us who believe they are true. John 


_the Baptist said, “Behold the Lamb” (1:29). Pilate 


said, “Behold the Man” (19: 5) and. “Behold your 
King” (v.14). Christ’s kingdom is not of this world; it 


is in the hearts of men. It spans the centuries and 


today millions acknowledge Him as King of kings and 
Lord of lords. As King, does He rule every part of 
your heart and life, or are there areas still in rebellion 
against His contiol? When the sovereign is in 
residence a flag flies above the building. Consecration 
is the emblem of Jesus’ residing in the heart. 


Good Friday, April 20th 
“T thirst” (v.28). 

ON Good Friday not many shops or factories close 
nowadays. There is still some semblance of reverence 
for this day, but the majority are thinking more of 
the coast than the cross. Massive indifference, like 
that displayed by the gambling soldiers at the foot of 
the cross, is startlingly evident today, yet Jesus still 
hungers and thirsts for the love of men and women. 
We say that Jesus can satisfy the heart, and so He 
does, but in a wondrous way we can satisfy the very 
heart of God. Do you thirst that the Scriptures might 
be fulfilled (v.28)? 


John 19:17—30 


Saturday, April 21st John 19:31—42 
“They shall look on Him whom they pierced” (v.37). 
THE detailed description of Christ’s death should be 
read slowly and reverently. We should “look on Him 
whom they pierced”. We would see the antipathy of 
the soldier who thrust his sword into Jesus’ side. We 
would sense the apathy of those who gambled for His 
garments. We would know the sympathy of Joseph as 
he begged for the body. The suffering of our Lord 
was much more than physical, for His soul was made 
an offering for sin. Nevertheless we should “‘survey 
the wondrous cross”, and “see from His head, His 
hands, His feet, sorrow and love flow mingled down”. 

When the Lord returns, Israel will then “look on 
Him whom they pierced”’. 


Easter Sunday, April 22nd 
“Why weepest thou?” (v.13). 


John 20:1—18 


_ BE gone all gloom! Dismiss all doubts! Send away all 


sadness! JESUS IS ALIVE! “He must rise again from 
the dead” (v.9). 

“Mary was full of false notions. She thought 
that Jesus was dead, that the body had been stolen, 
that the Stranger was the gardener. Her tears were 
misplaced. Easter is a time of triumph, not of tears. 
Rejoice today: Christ is risen — He is our living

JOB said, “For we are but of yesterday” (Job 8:9). 
The older we get, the more we talk of yesterday, 
yesterday when the sun always shone, when we were 
happier than we are now.

Editorial 


THE conversation between the risen Lord and the two on the road to 
Emmaus makes fascinating reading. The underlying cause of their failure 
to recognise the risen Lord is expressed in Luke 24:16: “Their eyes 
were holden that they should not know Him.’ It soon becomes obvious 
that they were engrossed in the recent events. As you read their words 
in verses 19-24, you get the strong feeling that the rebuke of the Lord 
Jesus Christ was very well justified when He said, ‘’O fools, and slow of 
heart to believe’’. 


Observe, however, that the focal point of their unbelief is adequately 
expressed: ‘’O fools, and slow of heart to believe all that the prophets 
have spoken: Ought not Christ to have suffered these things, and to 
enter into His glory?’’ They were immersed in the immediate; He was 
involved in the infinite. They succumbed to the overwhelming sense 
both of frustration and of bewilderment; He was completely aware of 
the predestinated, foreknown purpose of God. Further, He knew that 
the secret of God was already there for them to see, indeed it was really 
an open secret, for the Word of God had clearly foretold what would 
take place. 


A Baptist friend said to me the other day that of course Whitsuntide 
was the great convention time for Pentecostals. | agreed, but pointed 
out that Easter was an even greater one. There would have been no 
Pentecost but for Easter. In this sense Pentecost, as are all other 
spiritual benefits and blessings, indeed all that accrues to God's people 
and to the world, is derivative. Easter is fundamental, foundation, if 
you like, while Pentecost is of the superstructure. The finished work of 
Christ on the cross and the glorious resurrection are the complete 
essentials. This is not to belittle Pentecost, but to place it in its rightful 
order. A visit to the Upper Room must follow one to Calvary! 


This is revealed by our Saviour in His words in Luke 24. Twice in 
the chapter He is shown as giving a panoramic view of Scripture truth. 
Verses 27 and 44 comprehensively involve the whole of Scripture in 
the pivotal events of Calvary and the empty tomb. The living Word, 
Jesus, fulfilled the written Word. 


See, then, that the promise of verse 49 followed and derived from 
the Atonement and the Resurrection: ‘Behold, | send the promise of 
My Father upon you: but tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, until ye 
be endued with power from on high.” Then in the power of the living. 
Spirit we can declare the risen Saviour from the mighty Word! 


Pause amoment. Recall how blind were the two on the way to 
Emmaus. We are sometimes, often. The truth is there, revealed, but 
preoccupation with the immediate-robs us of the vital, experiences and 


declarations. When you apply this to the Second Advent of Christ it is 
even more true. 7 


This is Easter, however, and we rejoice! He did die, but He is alive 
and He will come! Hallelujah! The Word says so, and we believe the 
Scripture of Truth! 


Show us Calvary! 


“Christ... being made a curse for us” (Galatians 3:13)

A PARTY of sightseers trudged obediently behind 
the guide as he showed them the sights of Jerusalem. 
As they moved from building to building, from one 
sacred spot to the next, one in the crowd became 
impatient. Suddenly he called out to the guide. “Why 
don’t you show us Calvary?” 7 

There is something about our world, with its 
overwhelming sense of bewilderment, that seems to 
cry out to the Christian Church: “Why don’t you 
show us Calvary?” The ordinary man seems to exhibit 


a pathetic nostalgia as he looks at the cross of Christ. 


and at the Christ of the cross. He wonders if they 
have any meaning. Someone has well said, “The cross 
doesn’t make sense until a man accepts the Bible’s 
explanation of it, that ‘while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us’ (Romans 5:8).” Peter says, “Christ 
also hath once suffered for sins, the just for the 
unjust, that He might bring us to God” (1 Peter 
3:18). John adds, “He is the propitiation [“atoning 
sacrifice”, Amplified Version] for our sins” (1 John 
22). 

Where did these Apostles learn these views of the 
cross, but from Christ Himself? There is no mistaking 
the fact that Jesus anticipated His death as an atoning 
sacrifice (cf. Matthew 20:28;26:28).“The philosophy 
of the death of Christ”. says Robert Clarke, “is too 
big and too many-sided for the finite mind to 
comprehend fully. We cannot expect to be able to 
put the contents of the Christian faith, which is a 
divine revelation, into the vessel of a finite mind. 
Although Christian truths, among them _ the 
atonement of the cross, are not capable of full 
comprehension, it does not follow that they are 
beyond any apprehension.” It was wonderful that 
Jesus, the Son of God, should come to earth, more 


death — “even the death of the cross” (Philippians 
2:8)? It was a criminal’s death. We trace His steps 
from His arrest in the garden and recall His 
experiences with the soldiers. He was scourged, a 


“purple robe was placed in mockery upon Him and a 


crown of thorns upon His head. They smote Him and 
spat upon Him, and then He was led away to be 
crucified. There He hung, exposed to the mocking 


-raillery of His enemies. “Cursed is everyone that 
_hangeth on a tree” (Galatians 3:13) God’s law by 


Moses had proclaimed long centuries before. 
O the exhaustless love and humility of Christ, that 


‘he should stoop to become a Babe, a Servant, but, 


greater still, to become “a curse”! “Christ hath 
redeemed us from the curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us; for it is written, Cursed is every one that 


hangeth on a tree: That the blessing of Abraham 


might come on the Gentiles through Jesus Christ, that 
we might receive the promise of the Spirit through 
faith” (Galatians 3:13.14). God’s law is perfect; that 
is why imperfect men cannot keep it. The Law 
condemns the least violation of its enactments: 
“Cursed is every one that continueth not in all things 
written in the law to do them” (Galatians 3:10). 
Those who remain under the law can expect only the 
law’s curse. Christ died in order to redeem us from 
that curse, so that, instead of the curse, the blessings 
of justification and of the promised Holy Spirit might 
come to us through faith (Galatians 3:11,14). Those 
who seek salvation by “works of the law” (Galatians 
3:10) soon discover that they have attempted an 
impossible task. The curse of the broken law rests on 
them (Deuteronomy 27:26, cf. Galatians 3:10). 

The curse of the law is the penalty of the law, even 
death. Christ by His death has delivered us from 
eternal death, the penalty of a broken law..A law 


without penalties is powerless. The only thing that 


makes a law to be feared is that it demands 
punishment if it is broken. The curse and sentence of 
the law. lies on record against sinners. God will not 
reject or destroy His law. Unless it be answered, there 
is no hope for sinners. Christ answered the curse of 
the law when He became a curse for us, voluntarily 
undergoing its penalty and submitting to the utmost 
indignity it imposed — hanging on a tree. As to the 
penalty the law threatened, He bore it, removed it,

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and took it out of the way. “So hath He made way 
for forgiveness”, say John Owen, “through the very 
heart of the law; it hath not one word to speak 
against the pardon of those who believe”’. 

“Christ... being made a curse for us” — the

infinite cost of our salvation is suggested here: “a 
curse’. This strong statement reminds us of an even 
stronger one in 2 Corinthians 5:21. “He made our 
doom His own’, wrote Dr. Denney in his great book, 
The Death of Christ, “He took on Him not only the 
calling of a man, but our responsibliity as sinful men.

FOLLOWING the Election of Israel (9: 1-29), we now 
have the Rejection of Israel (9:30—10:21). Again, as 
in 9:1—3, Paul repeats the burden of his heart, viz. 
the salvation of his nation. In following the way of 
good works and of human merit, they had with 


culpable ignorance: missed the-only true way of | 


acceptance by Almighty God, i.e. “the righteousness 
which is ‘by faith”, which was the very essence of 
God’s covenant with Abraham. They stumbled over 
that big Stone in the way, that protruding and 
confronting Rock in their path — Jesus Christ 
(9:30—33). They sought divine acceptance by the 
keeping of the law, which Moses himself, their leader 
and law-giver, never did! The law was for living by, in 
personal and social relationships, but, because of 
human inability to keep it wholly, it could never lead 
to acceptance by God. Jesus Christ terminated all 
that striving (v.4). Faith in Him and confession of 
Him as resurrected Lord bring the salvation so 
earnestly sought otherwise. There was no need of 
them to mount the heavens in search of their 
Messiah-Deliverer, to cross the seas (Sept.) or even to 
explore the shades of the dead [the deep], as though 
He had not risen from among the dead ones. He was 
there, present and alive, to save all who would call 
upon Him (w.6—13). “Lord over all” (v.12) is a plain 
pointer to His deity. “No difference [no 
distinctions] ”’ (v.12) was a bitter pill to the Israelites, 
who felt themselves to be so superior. In God’s sight 
it has ever been so, however; it was they in their 
-exclusiveness who had differentiated. 

Paul writes some thirty years after Christ when the 
“glad tiding of great joy which shall be to all people” 
had been carried to the uttermost bounds of the 
Roman Empire, at least to those Israelite communities 
scattered therein (vv.14—18). From one of Isaiah’s 
great “Redemption of Israel” chapters (52), chapters 
‘which tell of Zion’s awakening to universal blessing, 
Paul sees the prophet’s rhapsody on “beautiful feet” 
fulfilled. in those early messengers of the gospel as

they went on their anointed errand (v.15). Of them, 


Dr. Handley Moule commented, “There is nothing 
more lovely than the bearing of the name of Jesus 
into a needy world.” (Romans). 

The apostle’s dialogue with the Jewish objector, 
which began at 2:1, continues. This rejection of the 
gospel on Israel’s part is not simply a matter of their 
not having heard it, or of its being presented to them 
by ‘delegates not authenticated by God, or even of 
‘their not having understood when they did hear. The 
proclamation was “as plain as the day” (v.18, quoting 
Psalm 10:4). Thousands of Gentiles — “‘no people”, 
“fools for Christ’s sake” (v.19) — who did not have 
the knowledge of God that Israel had, were joyfully 
embracing the message. and entering into the 
experience of salvation. It was sheer perversity on 
Israel’s part; they just would not respond to God’s 
messengers. In this they had not changed since Moses’ 
day (v.19; Deuteronomy 32:21). | 

How beautiful, yet utterly sad, is the picture of 
the heavenly Father, with everlasting arms spread out 
in love and mercy all the day long to His prodigal 
nation, even as Christ wept over them at Jerusalem. 
“How oft” indeed would He have gathered them, but 
they would not (v.21). 7 aes

The Day of the Cross

SOME years before Jesus died on a cross outside 
Jerusalem, Crassus, a one-time friend of J ulius Caesar, 
crushed a three-year-old revolt of slaves under 
Spartacus the gladiator, by crucifying every slave he 
captured. The Appian Way was lined with crosses, six 
thousand of them, all the way to Capua. A common 
sight then was a man on a cross. It spoke of shame, 
horror, pain and death; yet since the day when Jesus 
died, what brought shame, horror and death, has 
become the symbol of hope and peace. The One who 
died there on that cross was, as the Nicene Creed 
says, the “Lord Jesus Christ, the only-begotten Son 
of God... Who for us men, and our salvation came 
down from heaven... and was crucified... for us.” 
Through His death we have life. This profoundly 
spiritual event occurred in time. It had an historical 
setting. This article is written to point up that setting 
and to suggest the order of the events of that “day of 
the cross.” 

“Crucified under Pontius Pilate” runs the Creed, 

but how and why was this Roman official involved? 
Palestine was occupied country. It was under Roman 
rule. In countries that were not a threat to the peace 
of the Empire, Rome tried not to break down local 
self-government. She: allowed as many as possible of 
the national and religious customs to continue. 
Palestine was not an easy portion of the Empire to 
rule, but Rome permitted the Jewish authorities large 
scope in the domestic and religious government of the 
country. Due to a period of misrule by Herod 
Archelaus, political government had been transferred 
into the hands of a Roman official known as a 
“procurator”. This official spent most of his time in 
Caesarea, but he came up to Jerusalem at feast time. 
Pilate was the procurator. Among the many powers 
taken from the Jewish leaders and put into the hands 
of the procurator was the power of executing the 
death sentence. This created the necessity for the 
Jews to appeal to and involve Pilate with our Lord’s 
death. 
- The night before and the early hours of the 
morning of this day had been taken up by a series of 
examinations and cruel ill-treatment of the Lord. 
Indignity upon indignity had been heaped upon Him 
(Matthew 26:57—68; Luke 23:63—65). Our Lord had 
been scourged, a punishment so horrible that our 
minds revolt at it. After Pilate had passed sentence 
and “delivered Him to be crucified”, we take up the 
sequence of the events of “that day”. 

It was customary for the prisoner to carry his own 
cross to the place of execution. Sometimes the two 
pieces of wood were carried by him, sometimes only 
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the transverse beam. From John 19:17 it seems that 
our Lord started on the procession to Calvary 
carrying the cross Himself. It soon became clear that 
He was unable to continue. A study of the arrest, 
trials, mockings, scourging will make clear as to why. 
At this point the Roman soldiers compelled Simon a 


- Cyrenian'to carry the cross (Matthew 27:32; Mark © 


15:21; Luke -23:26). Mark describes him as “the 
father of Alexander and Rufus”. It has been 
suggested that, as Mark’s Gospel was written for 
Roman readers, and as Paul in Romans 16:13 
mentions a Rufus and refers to the kindness of his 
mother, there may have been special interest in’ 
Rufus. Whatever the reason, Simon was pressed into 
service and the procession moved on. 

Only Luke 23:27—31 records the next incident. 
Among the crowd that followed was a group of 
women who were weeping and wailing. These were 
not our Lord’s faithful friends from Galilee, of whom 
we read so much in connection with the resurrection. | 
These were probably a group of wealthy women, who ~ 
for humane reasons and out of pity for the 
condemned, provided a drugged drink which was 
offered to all victims before they were crucified. 
These were the “daughters of Jerusalem” (see Farrar, 
Life of Christ). Our Lord made clear that His cross 
was for a greater purpose than to make women cry. 
He took the dread occasion to show how forgetful He 
was of His own suffering and to give a solemn 
warning (vv.28—31). “Blessed are the barren” was a 
reversal of the normal form of blessing. The meaning 
of the comparison of what is done in the green tree 
and what is done in the dry is not easy to determine. 
It may mean that, if the Romans did this to Jesus, 
when He Himself was an innocent man, what was 
Rome likely to do with the nation of the Jews, when 
it was ripe for judgment? 

At last they arrived at ‘“‘the place”. All the gospels 
speak of “the place”. Though tradition is probably 
right in thinking of it as a hill, there is no explicit 
reference to this effect. It was named “Golgotha” in 
Aramaic, which in Greek is “Kranian” and in Latin 
“Calvary”. The name means “skull” and was most 
likely given that designation because of its skull-like 
appearance. It is just outside the city. Mark speaks of 
His being“led out”, John that “they went forth”, and 
Matthew says, “led away”. Hebrews 13:12 refers to 
His suffering “without [outside] the gate”. John 
speaks of it as “nigh to the city” and “near to a 
garden” (10:20,41). The traditional site is covered by 
the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, but it is doubtful 
whether this is truly the place. Greater probability 


~ Mark 


seems to attach to the site called ““Gordon’s Calvary” 
because General Gordon made the identification 
famous. At “the place” the drink (Matthew 27:34; 
15:23) supplied by “the daughters of 
Jerusalem” was offered. Our Lord refused to drink it. 

“There they crucified Him”. The crosses were of 
various kinds, but it is most likely that Christ’s was 
the type familiar to Christians, an upright post with a 
transverse beam slightly lower than the top of the 
post. There was also a ledge or peg about the position 
of the seat to take the weight of the victim — mock 
“throne” indeed! 

A hole was prepared, the cross was laid flat on the 


_bround and the condemned. man was nailed to it. . 


Luke 24*40 makes clear that Jesus was nailed by His 
hands and feet. Then cross and victim were hoisted to 
an upright position and dropped into place. 

While they crucified Him our Lord uttered the 
first of the seven words from the cross. “Father, 
forgive them; they know not what they do” (Luke 
23:34). For whom was our Lord praying — the 
Romans? — all mankind? Whoever it was, our Lord 
looked for some redeeming feature in their: actions 
They were done in ignorance, which may sometimes 
mitigate, but can never exonerate. The answer to a 
prayer like this calls for repentance on the part of the 
wrongdoer. 

A quaternion of soldiers usually formed the 
military guard at an execution of this kind (John 


19:23). It was recognised that these soldiers could 


help themselves to the victim’s clothes. There at the 
foot of the cross they “‘cast lots for His garments”. 
John saw in this the fulfilment of Psalm 22:18 (John 
19:23,24; Matthew 27:35; Mark 15:24). 

Mark says simply that “It was the third hour” 
when they crucified Him. If this were on the Jewish 
reckoning of the hours of the day — and there is no 
reason to think otherwise — then it was 9 a.m. when 


our Lord was crucified. Certain difficulties have been 


- occasioned by John’s statement that Jesus was still at 


His trial at the sixth hour (John 19:14). The normal 
explanation is that John was employing the Roman 
way of reckoning the hours from midnight to 
midnight, so John’s “sixth hour” would be 6 a.m. By 


9 a.m. they had hurried Jesus to the cross. The Jews: 


had good reason to do so, “for they feared the 
people” (Luke 22:2. cf. Matthew 26:5). The death of 
our Lord would thus strangely coincide with the hour 


: _ at which the priests were busy slaying Passover lambs. 


Our Lord was not the only one crucified that day. 


There were two others. The Gospels call them 


malefactors — thieves. Matthew 27:44 and Mark 


15:32 indicate that both thieves at first abused our | 


Lord. Subsequently, however, one of them became 
subdued and silent. When the other burst out, “If 
thou be Christ, save Thyself and us”, the penitent 
thief rebuked him. He acknowledged his own guilt, 


declared the innocence of Jesus and cried, “Lord, 
remember me when Thou comest into Thy kingdom” 


(Luke 23:39—42). This prayer evoked from Jesus the 


second word from the cross: “Today thou shalt be 
with Me in paradise” (v.34). It is poor reasoning that 
tries to deny to the penitent thief the immediate 
glory that awaited him on the other side of death by 
requiring us to believe that our Lord made so trite a 
remark as to tell the thief that he was speaking to him 
“today”. “Today” refers not to the saying, but to the 
presence in Paradise, while “with Me’ means not 
merely “in my company”, but “sharing with Me” in 
paradise, implying activity and consciousness. As one 
great preacher has expressed it: “Today” — what 
promptitude; “with Me” -— what company; “in 
paradise’ — what repose!” 

Four women stood by the cross. They received 
special mention. Only John mentions Mary the 
mother of Jesus. The other three were Mary’s sister, 
identified in the synoptics as Salome the wife of 
Zebedee; Mary Cleopas “the mother of James and 
Joses”; and Mary Magdalene (John 19:25; Matthew 
27:56; Mark 15:40,47;16:1; Luke 24:10). To His 
mother and John His disciple our Lord addressed His 
third word from the cross: “Woman behold thy 
Son... Behold thy mother” (John 19:25—27). These 


words were more than a commendation; they were a 


command from Him who was Mary’s Lord and 
John’s. “‘Straightway’’, it would appear, John took 
Mary away to his home. | 

Seven sayings from the cross are recorded: if there 
were more we do not know of them: They were 
spread over the six hours (9 a.m. to 3 p.m.) that the 
Lord was on the cross. The first three sayings were 
spoken in daylight. The remainder were uttered 
during the three. terrible hours of darkness (Matthew 
27:45—50; Mark 15:33—38; Luke 23:44—46). Only 
Matthew and Mark record the fourth word from the 
cross. Known as “‘the cry of desolation”, the words 
“My God... why?” bring us to the very heart of our 
redemption. If ever there was an unfathomable abyss 
of thought it is here. “We may not know, we cannot 
tell what pains He had to bear”, yet we must remind 
ourselves that our Lord was really forsaken. “In that 
moment He expressed in human speech the fact that 
the pains and penalties of human sin were His” 
(Campbell Morgan). Later, from the darkness came 
the fifth cry. Again it is John who records “I thirst” 
(John 19:28). Matthew and Mark do not mention the 
cry, but refer to the moistening of the lips. 

The sixth word consisted in Greek. one word — 
“tetelestai’”, which means, “done”. How frequently 
this word “finish” was in the mind and on the lips of 
our Lord (see John 4:34;5:36;17:14;19:28). All 


through His life He had been moving toward this 


moment and now in triumph He lifted up His voice. 
Like a trumpet it rang out: “Finished”! “Love’s 
redeeming work is done Hallelujah! Fought the fight, 
the battle won: Hallelujah!” Spurgeon comments: 
“What a sea of meaning in a drop of language. We 
speak so much and say so little: He spoke so little and 
said so much.” |

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OUR preaching is in truth that of the apostles| when 
it declares, “Now is Christ risen from the dead” (1 
Corinthians 15:20). It comes with refreshing 
realisation that not one sentence of the Gospels, the 
Acts, the Epistles or the Revelation was written apart 
from the conviction that Jesus Christ, of whom they 
testified, had both conquered death and was alive for 
evermore. Indeed without the resurrection of Christ, 
‘the Passion would be robbed of meaning. It is 
interesting, too, to note that Paul, who was 
determined to know nothing save Jesus Christ and 
Him crucified, made the resurrection the theme of his 
preaching. Only in’ the Lamb raised to glory does the 
grace of God stand available to all. 
The Heart of the Gospel 

IN addition to the apostles’ witnessing the 
resurrection of Christ, which was the theme of most 
of their preaching, it was the master-motive behind 
every act of evangelism. Not one sentence of the New 
Testament was written apart from the knowledge that 
Jesus was alive, He having not merely survived death, 
but having conquered it. So the one and only gospel 
that saves is the powerful news that Christ lives, no 
more to die. . 

In A Faith to Proclaim, Dr. James Stewart writes, 
“Never did the apostles make the mistake all too 
common today, of regarding the Resurrection as a 
mere epilogue to the Gospel... a providential 
afterthought of God, a codicil to the divine last will 
and testament.” Christianity is essentially a religion 
of resurrection, and every company of believers is a 
community of the resurrection. Our symbol is not the 
figure of a prostrate Christ transfixed to a cross, but a 
Christ risen triumphantly above death and the grave. 
Knowing “Christ and Him crucified” (1 Corinthians 
2:2) means that we view His death as being in the 
past and that we know the living One who, through 
death, destroyed him who had the power of death. 

If today anything is going to counteract the voices 
which question the survival of the soul and the 
resurrection of our Lord, we must offer the world the 
evidence of lives changed utterly and completely by 
contact with the risen Christ. Through the lives of 
thousands of believers in the Lord Jesus Christ the 
message of the Christ of resurrection power shouts, 
“See, I amindeed alive!”. No more need man grope in 
vain to find the way or fumble in the dark for truth. 
This is our gospel: Christ is “declared to be the Son 
of God with power ... by the resurrection from the 
dead” (Romans 1:4). 

: The Power of the Church 

Not only did the apostles preach the risen Christ, but 
they also said, “You can share Christ’s risen life and 
power.” The same power which raised up Christ from 
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The Undergirding 


—His Resurrection and Ours! 


the dead will raise up the believer at the still future 
coming of Christ, but right now it quickens with life 
— His life — every person who believes on Him. The 
same power which shattered death that resurrection 
morning, now vitalises “the most depressed and 
disillusioned and defeated sons of men.” This was the 
apostles’ message, backed by the outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit, so that ordinary blundering men turned 
the world upside down in the power of the risen 
Christ. This unearthly power laid hold of men like 
ourselves, refashioned them through the new birth, 
and filled them with Himself. 

The bodily resurrection of Jesus Christ denoted 
the return of the Redeemer to full human nature. He_ 
is therefore the creative Author and the organic Head 
of redeemed spiritual mankind. 

What strain this puts upon our thinking powers! 
How can Christ after death and His exaltation to 
glory still be man? Nevertheless the Scriptures teach 
the eternal glorified humanity of the Son of God and 
hold the promise of a resurrection unto life eternal to 
all whose faith rests in Christ (see Romans 1:4). So 
Paul could say, “‘Life means Christ to me!” (cf. 
Philippians 1:21). 

True believers, belonging now and for ever to 
Christ, belong also to one another. Fired with divine 
passion to reach other men for Christ, we become 
that one channel in God’s hands in a world where 
each successive generation needs to hear that they, 
too, can have fellowship “‘with the Father and with 
His Son Jesus Christ” (1 John 1:3). 

Let us make no mistake: we have no certainty of 
His almightiness or of His absolute wisdom apart 
from the resurrection of Jesus the Christ. This is the 
kingpin of Christian faith. Herods still seek to destroy 
the young Child as to His virgin birth and divine 
origin. Priests and politicians still crucify the Lord 
and set guards over His grave declaring Him to be 
dead. By the sign of His resurrection, however, we 
know that it is the Herods who will be destroyed and 
the men who crucify Him will either find salvation by 
the cross, or, by their rejection of Christ, be cast into 
outer darkness. 


Hear Stephen declare, as the stones began to fly 
(Acts 7:56), “Behold, I see the heavens opened, and 
the Son of Man standing on the right hand of God.” 
In this event Christ was not seated, but rising to give 
succour to Stephen, as to all the saints in Christ Jesus. 
Aristotle said, “Death is a dreadful thing, for it is the 
end”, but the believer in Christ rejoices because 
Christ has “become the firstfruits of them that slept” 
(1 Corinthians 15:20). . 

This then is our supercharged kerygma. However 
cynical is the age in which we live, the truth stands

The Defeat of Death 

Through the risen Christ we can know the death of 
death. John Locke in A System of Theology writes, 
_ “Death is another enemy which Christ is exalted at 
the right hand of the Father to destroy... the dead 
will be raised, and the living changed.” Out of the 
resurrection of Christ rises the Church, and all the 
reviving springs of her new life are in Him. With their 
own eyes the apostles saw death’s bondage broken 
and the effect of the fall reversed in Christ. The sting 
of death was drawn; One had come back out of the 
shadows to assure us that, for the trusting soul, all is 
well. 

Death is vanquished! Tell it with joy ye faithful! 

Where is now thy victory, boasting grave? 

Jesus lives, no longer thy portals are cheerless, 

Jesus lives, the mighty and strong to save! 


unshaken: “He is risen” (Luke 24:6). From the place 
of His exaltation He now dispenses the Holy Spirit, 
by whom He becomes the Guide, the Comforter, and 
the Enabler of His Church as she propagates the truth 
that “‘neither is there salvation in any other” (Acts 
4:12). “The resurrection is designed to advance the 
condition of the saints... their happiness will be 
consummated, the intent of their existence will be 
answered.” (Locke). 

The question “If a man die, shall he live again?” 
(Job 14:14) is of continual interest and the answer 
has been an affirmative one even in the lowest forms 
of religion. God’s Word reveals that Jesus Christ 
through the resurrection “brought life and 
immortality to light” (2 Timothy 1:10). We believe in 
the survival of the soul, the resurrection of the body, 
and the blessed life of believers in communion with 
God. 

Do you know Christ in saving grace, or does your 
life lack purpose and power? Tell God your need. 
Confess your lack of power and ask God to fill you 
with His Spirit. Then begin rightaway to tell others 
that He is alive!

The first saying from the cross began with 
“Father” and ‘the last word also began in the same 
way (Luke 23:46): “Father, into Thy hands I 
commend My spirit”. The expression indicates the 
full serenity of the soul of the Saviour at this hour. 
This, says Campbell Morgan, was the last “act” not 
merely the last “fact’’. It was the voluntary action of 
our Lord Himself. Matthew’s version says literally, 
“He let His spirit go”’, John’s, “He gave up His spirit”. 
Compare this thought with our Lord’s words in John 
10:18. 

With the work “finished” the: “veil of the Temple 
was rent in twain” (Matthew 27:51; Mark 15:38). 
This veil must have been the inner veil. The writer to 
the Hebrews saw in this the symbol of the great truth 
that through Jesus’ sacrifice sinners now have direct 
access to God (Hebrews 6:19;10:19). 

Matthew alone records the earthquake that 


accompanied the rending of the veil, but Matthew, 
Mark and Luke, reveal the effect that the events of 
that day had on the centurion (Matthew 27:54; Mark 
15:39; Luke 23:47). 

The day of the cross ended with the Jews making 
sure that He was dead (John 19:32—37), and with 
Joseph and Nicodemus taking down the body and 
laying it in the sepulchre (Matthew 27:57; Mark 
15:42; Luke 23:50; John 19:38). On that day, the 
day of the cross, once for all, our redemption as a 
historical fact took place, but our interest in these 
events is never a detached one; it is always with a 
view to appreciating.more and more the wonder of 
our salvation. Let us then “survey the cross on which 
the Prince of Glory died”, and realise afresh that 
“love so amazing, so divine, demands my soul, my 
life, my all.” May the recognition of that demand 
lead to the glad response, “Love so amazing, so 
divine, shall have my soul, my life, my all.” 
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Assemblies of God and Elim Ministers’ Conference 
‘Report by J.C.R, Hall, 


IT is impossible to convey the atmosphere of fellow- 
ship, the anointing and the blessing upon the united 
ministerial conference held at “The Hayes’, Swanwick, 
on March 26th-29th. The theme was, ‘’The Gifts and 
Ministries.in the Church”, the spiritual Gifts of 1 Corin- 
thians chapters 12-14 being the central matters for 
instruction and discussion. 

The untrained voices. of the ministers rose in a 
choristry that would have made most choir masters 
happy to claim the credit for training them to sing. 
One never hears such singing anywhere else. It is an 
example of charismatic grace, an earnest of what the 
Gifts of the Spirit are all about, as men speak and sing 
above their natural abilities. We marvelled at the excel- 
lence of expression and understanding of all the mini- 
stering brethren, who, after all, were all once dead in 
trespasses and sins, who at one time could not even 
see the kingdom of heaven, and who were also at that 
time enemies of God. We marvel, too, at the grace 
that saved them. 

Brother H.W. Greenway spoke at the opening meet- 
ing. He mentioned the new power structure — God 
empowering the Apostles to go everywhere preaching 
Jesus, He said that the command is still the same, as 
is the power to enable us to go and to reach the sinful 
souls produced by these present evil times. 

The Tuesday early morning devotions were led by 
Douglas S. Quy. Our souls magnified the Lord in wor- 
ship. Brother Quy thrilled us with illustrations of 
Moses’ past experiences, which proved tohim that God 
was with him; even though hard times, impossible 
situations, opposition from the multitude and pessi- 
mistic declarations that God had left them, were con- 
tinually his experience. One gem was: ‘‘Moses had no 
water main and tap, but he had his rod and God”. 

The first discussion, opened by A.A. Linford, was 
on: “The Natural and the Supernatural’. ‘’Super- 
nature and nature are both natural to God” he de- 
clared. He showed the miraculous in so-called natural 
things, for natural laws are duplicates of the laws of 
grace. A corn of. wheat falling into the ground and 
dying brings forth fruit. Jesus dying,became the first 
fruits. As we die to self we bring forth fruit unto God. 
One profound statement will long be meditated upon: 
“The greatest miracle is things as they are”’. 

T.W. Walker continued on the theme: ‘’The charis- 
matic Nature of the Christian Ministry”. An out- 
standing illustration of a minister's status was that we 
were men under authority, having authority. Jesus 


was under the authority of the Father, having authority 


over all things in this world. Ministers of Jesus are 
comparable to the housekeeper-agent in a Greek house- 
hold, under the master’s authority, but having author- 
ity over all the house, especially with the regard to the 
provision and standard of the food. One truth he 
quoted was from Acts 2:37, ‘‘The congregation made 
the appeal - not the evangelist.”’ 
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Brother D.W. Cartwright led the conference into a: 
discussion of: ‘‘The Ministries of the ascended Christ’. 
He gave a scholarly word, encouraging us to believe 
that the apostolic office is still functioning occasion- 


_ally as needed in the Church and that therefore all the 


ministry gifts of Christ are also to be found, 

lt was in the providence of God that Brother J. 
Shelbourne had the last ministry of the day. His life, 
humour and practical wisdom kept us alert, happy 
and teachable to the close of the day, He told how 
the Spirit of the Lord had enabled them to’ build a 
vital growing church in Lincoln under the headings: 
The Atmosphere: The Attitude; The Activity of a 
Pentecostal Church. The manifestations and mini- 
stries must be controlled by ‘’dealing with our em- 
barrassments’’. We must not accept a low standard 
of Pentecostal manifestation, but train and exhort 
the flock to ahigh standard. If we want to be unique, 
we must be ourselves, 

The Wednesday morning devotions were led by 
Pastor Jim Dick. We heard instruction from the life of 
John the Baptist and had a time of worship and praise. 

Brother Gerald W. Chamberlain then explored the 
Gifts of Tongues, Interpretation and Prophecy. He ~ 
warned. that the Gifts must be ruled by love. One’s — 
body loves itself — after one has hit one’s finger with a 
hammer, every other member of the body rushes to 
help. If we minister spiritual Gifts according to this 
principle, we shall not go wrong. Here are some pearls — 
of his ministry: ‘’The human tongue is the vehicle of 
expression of the mind of God”; ‘What a pity if the 
Almighty cannot speak to us if certain members of the 
Church are on holiday”; ‘’Extravagance reveals the 
novice’; ‘If aman moved the Pennines we would 
say, ‘great!’ — God says that he is nothing without 
love”’. 

Brother W.R. Jones now spoke on the Gifts of 
Healings, Miracles and Faith. Here are some of his 
thoughts: ‘Miracles are not a proof of a coming re- 
vival’; “’ ‘What | have give | you’ — you can only give 
what you have got”; ‘Jesus is the greatest Exponent 
of the supernatural’; ‘‘Jesus said, ‘Heal the sick, cast 
out devils, raise the dead’ ; He did it. His words were 
confirmed by His works’; ““The Church today must 
have miracle ministry to confirm its miracle message’'; 
“It is easy to preach when you have a miracle for a text’. 

Brother J.T. Bradley handled the Gifts of the Word 
of Wisdom, the Word of Knowledge, and Discerning of 
Spirits. He spoke of a whole nation living in the super- 
natural realm of the miraculous. He warned that many 
would believe that their health was natural, for there — 
was not one sickly person among them. Manna was a 
normal food to them, even though the daily provision 
and the weekly double portion are miraculous to us. 


Clothes and shoes that never wore out would not be —

We returned to 
the road by the side of the lambing field and there was 
the quite moving scene of the sheep, no more travail- 
ing, but gently cleaning her lamb and tenderly nudging 
and supporting her new-born, as the lamb struggled to 
stand and to take the first walking steps. Within min- 


utes the lamb had found the need to feed, the place, 
and the way to suckle. We had witnessed life strugg- 


ling in travail to triumph in giving life and marvelled to 
look upon the satisfied, restful sheep contentedly 
tending the lamb without a trace of her recent suffer- 
ing. 
Returning to Elim Bible College, I read Isaiah 53 
with the message of the travail and triumph of the 
suffering Servant, the prophecy of Christ crucified 
and risen again. “He is brought as a lamb to the 
slaughter, and as a sheep before her shearers. . . He | 
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made His grave with the wicked and with the rich in 
His death .. He shall see His seed, He shall prolong 
His days. . . He shall see of the travail of His soul, 
and shall be satisfied”’. 


PRAYERandPRAISE.

I WRITE this column in the mountains of 
Switzerland, in “The Homestead” at Emmetten, 
which houses the Swiss Pentecostal Bible School and 
which is also open for visitors to stay for holidays. 
This beautiful home, so ideally situated with its views 
of snow-covered mountains and Lake Lucerne, was 
opened in June 1972. It has eighty bedrooms, a 
conference room, a hall seating 200 persons, a lounge 
and a dining hall. Its staff of waiters are all Italian 
Pentecostals. The Principal is a former student of 
Elim Bible College. There is a warm welcome to all 
British Pentecostals. , 

At the committee meetings which I attended, for 
these were my purpose in visiting “The Homestead”, 
we used the lovely conference room. Committee 
members came from many European countries, 
among them was a Pastor from Yugoslavia. I asked his 
permission to interview him for the readers of THE 
ELIM EVANGEL and he gladly consented. Here is 
what I gathered from the questions I asked him. 

Yugoslavia is in Eastern Europe and is a 
communist country. Religious services are allowed 
and there are some 100 Pentecostal churches. The 
total membership is about 3,000. Numbers attending 
the churches vary. The two largest cities have 
Pentecostal churches of eighty members each. 
Another church near the Hungarian border has 100 
members. Last year the authorities gave permission 
for an evangelistic campaign to be held in a large 
town. The meetings attracted large crowds and many 
accepted Christ as their Saviour. 

How great a part does prayer play in this work? I 
was told, “It is everything!”. They must constantly 
pray for their work, their services and to survive in a 
land like Yugoslavia, which has a slightly different 
branch of communism from that of Russia. They live 
in constant dependence upon God in prayer. The last 
few months have been given to more and more 
prayer. 

How grateful we should be for our freedom of 
worship in our beloved land! Are you as faithful to’ 
your church prayer meeting as you should be? If not, 
why not attend your meeting and pray for our 
Pentecostal brothers and sisters in Eastern Europe? 


WE still hear much about Women’s Lib. I suppose 
that some of its opinions are praiseworthy just as 
others are suspect. Whatever we may feel about the 
trend towards greater freedom of expression forwomen 
and their more vital involvement in commerce and 
world affairs, it is startling to find that women were 
chosen to announce the most stupendous -news ever 
told to mankind. The Angel said to the women who 
went at dawn to the rock-hewn sepulchre where the 
Lord was laid: “He is risen; He is not here, behold the 
place where they laid Him. But go your way, tell His 
disciples and Peter that He goeth before you into 
Galilee: there shall ye see Him, as He said” (Mark 16: 
7). 
_ We may have mental reservations about women’s 
ministry in the Church, but here was a glorious message 
for three faithful women to proclaim and proclaim it 
they did, fear and joy giving wings to their feet. Their 
message was to the sorrowful and to the sinful. The 
disciples felt utterly desolate and defeated, so they 
mourned and wept. Then in burst the breathless 
women with radiant faces to deliver the wonderful 
news of the risen Saviour. What a message for those 


sorrowing men and today, as we celebrate Easter, the 


Same message brings joy and hope to all who are sad 
and discouraged. The Easter story and the vital part 
played by the women is as real and vivid as ever. 

Are you sorrowing because of bereavement? “He 
is risen”, cried the women and we can answer in the 
words of Paul, ““Now is Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the first-fruits of them that-slept.” Are you 
sad and discouraged in your service for the Master? 
Are you tempted to give up the struggle? Hear again 
the message of hope; the risen Lord in all His power 
draws near and seeks a personal meeting with you. 
Your Saviour longs to revitalise your hopes and aspira- 
tions concerning your faith and service as a disciple 
and witness. .

Go and Tell 


“The most precious thing in this passage is in two. 
words. which are in no other gospel. “Go” said the 
messenger. “Tell His disciples and Peter!’”, How that 
message must have cheered Peter’s heart! He must 
have been tortured with the memory of his disloyalty, 
when suddenly there came a special message for him. 
He of all the disciples was specially picked out. It is 
characteristic of Jesus that He thought not of the 
wrong that Peter had done Him, but of the remorse 
that Peter was undergoing. Jesus was far more eager 
to comfort the penitent sinner than to punish the sin. 
Someone has said: “The most precious thing about 
Jesus is the way in which He trusts us on the field of 
our defeat”’. | 

How human and touching then is Mark’s narrative, 
for, as the chronicler of Peter’s personal story of his 
Saviour’s life and ministry, that tender word of for- 
giveness could never be forgotten. There are many to- 
day, alas, who blatantly deny the Saviour, even with 
curses and oathes, and some use His name in blasphe- 
mous swearing, but even for such there is the promise 
of pardon and reconciliation if only they will! repent 
and meet with Jesus. How privileged those first mes- 
sengers of the resurrection were and what a tremendous 
impact their words caused! I doubt if they fully re- 
alised it at the time. The main thing was that they 
were obedient witnesses. They were commissioned 
and used for a special task. We have just such a mini- 
stry, not just at Easter time, but all through the year. 
Go and tell the sad and the sinful that Jesus is alive 
and is longing to meet them!

Sunday School Teaching in Modern Times 


5. ARE WE CONCERNED TO BE TRAINED SPIRITUAL LEADERS? 


asks Eldin R. Corsie, 
National Youth Director 
THE need for trained teaching staff is linked with 
another great heartache of Christian: work — the 
problem of trained leadership. “Again and again,” 
write Burnie and Hindle in Teacher Training in 
Sunday School, ‘it has been proved that the success 


or failure of a department depends far more upon the. 
leadership than upon the premises, type and number 
of scholars, or even teachers. With the right leader © 
much can be achieved in the face of many 


difficulties”. Only: the church ‘which is training its 
workers is preparing its leaders. | 

This calls for a comprehensive plan for training all 
those who work among the young. In order to start 
such a plan it is important that every department 
should be following the same syllabus — and there are 
very good reasons for such an arrangement in any 
case: - . ; : 

Every child studies the Bible at least twice as he 

passes through school. 

The lessons of the classes in each department can 

easily be integrated into one service of worship, so 

that instruction and’ worship contribute to each 

other. 

The lesson syllabus provides a common Scripture 


focus for the weekly fellowship of the teachers’ » 


training class. 
The following objections to such training classes 
may be raised: 


Senior teachers may object to being told how to 


do their work. Their experience will undoubtedly 
help younger teachers, however. Call the meeting: 
“Teachers’ Weekly Fellowship” — the title is 
innocuous enough. 
Teachers are too busy to prepare. Then they are 
too busy! This is a common form of false 
economics. It would never be allowed by a 
choirmaster for example. | : 
It is difficult to find a night. One must choose the 
night most suitable for the majority. Departments 
can have different nights. They can meet in homes. 
What should be done in the training classes? Let 


us take, for instance, the Scripture Press Junior 


department. 

1. The head of the department. calls together the 
teachers and helpers and arranges the meeting for 
the most suitable night. 

2. Begin with Bible reading and prayer. Sometimes 
this is followed by consideration of some matters 
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of departmental interest — news of a child or 
parent who has been prayed for — or the sharing 
of some problem which will lead to prayer. 


3. Then follows corporate prayer. This part of the 


training class routine promotes the sense of divine 

purpose and unity in the work and strikes the 

-newcomer. tink 

4. Each training hour contains its topic, when the — 

- leader will speak on some particular aspect of 
teaching, like methods of teaching, the art of story 
telling, useful children’s activities and their value, 
or perhaps a general series of Bible background 
studies. | 

5. Then comes the section devoted to corporate Bible 

study and lesson preparation. Difficulties in the 

passages are discussed, reference books are 
resorted to. Each teacher can be given a project, 
such as investigating the geography, examining 
other translations, studying other commentaries, 
checking references, looking up visual aid material. 

- As each makes his contribution, both the outline 
and detail of the lesson begin to emerge. The aim 
of the lesson is discussed, ideas for methods of 
presentation are pooled, and ways of making the 
message perfectly plain are considered. 

6. The order of service for Sunday school can be 
discussed so that the teacher is aware of all that is 
happening and has opportunity to suggest ideas. 
The evening concludes with prayer. 

Out of this atmosphere, teachers will emerge. 
Sometimes the church can arrange an evening or a 
weekend conference for its immediate locality, where 
teachers from an area are able to discuss the whole 
matter of Sunday school work. These conferences 
will have lectures, demonstration lessons, workshop 
sessions, model training classes, films and filmstrips. 

Some churches arrange for one or two teachers 
each year to attend the national conference for 
Sunday school teachers at the expense of Sunday 
school funds. The teachers report at later teachers’ 
meetings. 

I cannot emphasise sufficiently the importance of 
becoming a specialist. The Sunday school is 
undoubtedly the most powerful evangelisic agency 
which any live church possesses. Not only are a 
majority of Christians converted during childhood, . 
but through the children the church has an open door 
into forty per cent of the homes of our land. If we 
have been called to this mission field let us (to quote

Monday, April 23rd John 20:19—31 


“Thomas, called Didymus [The Twin] ” (v.24). 
THOMAS had a twin, for this is what “Didymus”’ 
means. Who and where was he? He must have been just 
like doubting Thomas. Maybe it is you or I? 

Thomas would believe only what he could see. He 
was a born rationalist. The words of the disciples would 
not satisfy him. (“Except I shall see ... I will not” 
v.19). How logical it seems, yet how illogical it is. We 
have never seen the air, yet we accept it. We. have never 
seen love, yet we have experienced it. Perhaps you have 
never seen miracles of healing, but God’s Word tells us 
that they happen. Thomas said, “If I see, I will believe”’; 
faith says, “Believe then I will see.” “Blessed are they 
which have not seen, and yet have believed.” 


Tuesday, April 24th John 21:1—14 
“When the morning was now come, Jesus stood on 
the shore” (v.4). 


THE Lord remained on earth for oy days after His 
resurrection. He slowly acclimatised the disciples to the 
new dimension. Sight had to be replaced by faith. It 
was morning, a new day. Gone was the night of their 
failures — and how they had failed, with their denial, 
betrayals, forsaking — yet Jesus did not cast them off. 
It was morning. and new truths dawned on their 
darkened hearts. As they obeyed His directions, they 
saw the value of Christ-directed service. “It is the Lord” 
(vv.7,12). He is Lord of time, and space and eternity. 


Wednesday, April 25th John 21:15—25 
“More than these?”’ (v.15). 
THERE was a discussion between Peter and Jesus after 
the resurrection, of which no details have been revealed 
(Luke 24:34), so nothing is disclosed of the intimate 
restoration of Peter after his frightening failure. Here, 
however, we know the substance. Christ asked Peter if 
he loved Him more than these. What were “‘these’’? Did 
He refer to the other disciples? Did He mean the 
fishing-business that Peter had? This we do know: 
Christ must be first for Him to use us. Love for Christ is 
_ the main qualification for the service indicated: “Feed 
__ My sheep’. In some lives Christ is present, in some He is 
prominent. In others He is pre-eminent. 


Thursday, April 26th 

“More precious than of gold” (v.7). 
HOW rich we are, for our faith is more precious than 
gold! The chief aim in life of many is the possession of 
wealth and the acquisition of gold, but faith is more 
precious. 


1 Peter 1—12 


Gold has to be refined and so has faith. Géd allows 
trials and afflictions to test the reality of our faith. God 
is proving, perfecting, purifying us. Do not think it 
strange when you pass through fiery trials. It does not 
mean that the Lord has forgotten you; on the contrary, 
He is proving you as He proved Abraham and also the 
three Hebrews in the fire. You will come out a better 
person, not a bitter one. 


Friday, April 27th 1 Peter 1:13—25 

“Holy in all manner of conversation” (v.15). 
WHAT a contrast these words are with “vain 
conversation” (v.18). Jesus said that it is what comes 
out of a man that defiles. Like Peter, our speech betrays 
us. Scripture warns us to control the tongue and guard 
the lips. In many spheres of society today, conversation 
is corrupt. Oaths, blasphemy, smutty jokes and 
Swearing are the order of the day. Let our conversation 
glorify the Lord. Many Christians talk about cars, 
houses, sport and holidays, yet they hardly ever 
mention the Lord and His ways. “‘They that feared the 
Lord spake often one to another, and the Lord 
hearkened”. He always does! 


Saturday, April 28th 
“Precious” (v.4). 
PETER must have fallen in love with the word 
“precious”: “precious faith” (1:7); “precious blood” 
(1:19); “precious stone” (2:6); “He is precious” (2:7); 
“precious promises” (2 Peter 1:4). Precious means 
“costly, valuable, rare, of great price”. Christ is 
precious; compared with Him, all that the world offers 
is but dross. If ever you get tempted to go back, like 
Demas, who “loved this present world”, remember that 
He is precious, infinitely more so than anything that 
Satan can ever give. We take care of what is precious. 


Sunday, April 29th 1 Peter 2:11—25 

‘When He was reviled, reviled not again” (v.23). 
THE believers were suffering for their faith. They were 
spoken against as evil-doers (v.12), endured grief and 
wrongful suffering (v.19), and were “buffeted” (v.29). 
Christ is our supreme Example as to how to react to 
these things. Peter’s poignant memories of the scenes in 
the judgment hall flooded vividly to his mind. Jesus 
was reviled, but He never retaliated. When we are hurt, 
either physically or verbally, our natural reaction is to 
hit back, but this is not God’s way, the way of the cross. 
“Vengance is mine, I will repay, saith the Lord”’. Leave 
everything to God!

MARY was heartbroken. She wept grief-stricken, 


tears, for she had lost the One to whom she was most 
devoted, her Master. 

Jesus had done so much for Mary Magdalene; He 
had delivered her of seven devils. She loved Him 
much because He had forgiven her much. She wanted 
to take this last opportunity of honouring Him, so 
she had brought spices with her to the garden to 
anoint His body. Her sorrow was intensified on 
discovering that Jesus’ body had been removed from 
its resting place. In her troubled state of mind she 
failed to recognize Jesus as He stood there with her. 
She supposed Him to be the gardener. She was too 
taken up with her grief to realise that it was the One 
for whom she longed. 

Do we-see the Saviour amid the heartaches? If we 
only knew it, He is waiting at the point of our need 
to reveal Himself to us. 

Then Jesus spoke to her. There was no longer any 
need for fear or grief. Just as He brought peace to His 
disciples in the storm with “It is I”, so His voice 
brought comfort to Mary. He transformed her grief 
into gladness, her heartache into happiness, her 
remorse into rejoicing, her sorrow into sweetness, her 
weeping into worship. One word from Jesus and she 
ceased to take heed of the two angels who were at the 
empty tomb. Her attention was claimed by her 
Master. 


Things around us “grow strangely dim in the light 
of His glory and grace”. He speaks to us, too, amid 
the storms of life. Do we hear His voice? 

What is more He called her by her name: “Mary”. 
Joy must have leapt up within her as she heard that 
one, sweet word. He knew her! We read: “He calleth 
His own sheep by name” (John 10:3). 

_ He knows each one of us by name. Nothing could 
be more personal than that. In our lives there are 
those people who have only heard of us, there are 
those who know us by sight, and others who address 
us as Mr. or Mrs., but with those who know us well 
we are on Christian name terms. 

“Jesus saith unto her, Mary.” Mary recognized 
those loving tones. It was her beloved Lord. She 
addressed Him as such in joyful acclamation, 
“Master”. She worshipped Him. 

When Jesus calls us in that personal way, there is 
no thrill to be compared with the transformation that 
takes place in our lives as we acknowledge Him as our 
Lord and Master. We, too, are precious to Him. 

Jesus then gave Mary the privilege of telling others — 
that she had seen and spoken with the Lord. She 
could not have remained silent. Her precious Saviour 
was no longer dead, but He was very mich alive, a 
risen, glorified Jesus. She had seen Him and spoken 
with Him and He with her. 

Has the risen, glorified Saviour revealed Himself to 
us? Have we seen Him? Has He spoken to us? Have 
we talked with Him? Then do we tell others about 
Him? 


Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


22. Isaac—Promise fulfilled (Genesis 21:3)

WHAT joy and gladness are wrapped up in the name 
“Tsaac”! All the rapturous music of Sarah’s soul was 
contained in this word. ““God has made me to laugh!” 
she sang, so she called her son “Laughter”. For more 
than twenty-five years Abraham and Sarah had 
waited for this happy day and at times faith had 
burned dim and hope had almost gone from their 
hearts. Once Abraham said to the Lord, “My servant 
is my heir” (Genesis 15:2,3). Sarah tried to force the 
promise through Hagar (Genesis 16:3). Abraham 
- prayed: “Let Ishmael live before Thee” (Genesis 


17:18). At the time appointed by the Lord, however, 
Sarah bore the promised son and they forgot the 
sorrow of waiting in the joy of fulfilment. They 
learned that God’s delays are not denials. 

Sometimes the promises of God are fulfilled 
immediately and prayer is granted at once, as when 
Elijah prayed and the fire fell from heaven, and when — 
Bartimaeus cried, “Jesus... have mercy on me!” 
and he received his sight. Sometimes, however, in the 
mystery of the divine will the answer lingers, as with 
Joseph when he passed through the pit and the 
prison, and with Mary and Martha as they waited for 
Jesus to come, -and with Lazarus who died while He 
“tarried’’. It is necessary for faith to be tried before 
the Lord can fulfil His word to us (1 Peter 1:6,7), but 
Habakkuk declares: “Though it tarry, wait for it, 


because it shall surely come” (2:3). In His own good 


time, the Word of the Lord to us will be fulfilled and 
our mouths, too, will be filled with laughter and 
singing.

The Host Fellowship 
was “Christ vous Appelle”, the radio arm of the 
Assemblies of God in France. The assembly at Nice 
very kindly entertained the delegates (about forty in 
number), giving them free accommodation. Meals were 
served in the Church, where the catering was efficiently 
managed by Church members. 

The Conference, held in the main church building, 
was chaired and addressed by different delegates on a 
variety of subjects connected with radio. Discussions 
followed and many ideas were exchanged, revealing the 
deep interest of the visitors in this vital medium of 
evangelism. It was reported that television is now being _ 
used more and more in transmitting the gospel. Both 
local and world-wide emissions were discussed, part- 
icularly those to Eastern European countries but it was 
noted that continuity and regularity in broadcasting 
was vital to draw responses from the listening 
audiences. 2 

The “Christ vous Appelle” team arranged a special 
visit to the Transworld Radio Studios in Monte Carlo 
and followed this with a tour of their own offices and 
studios in Nice. The delegates deeply appreciated these 
arrangements and we record our thanks for the 
organising of a successful conference. The climax came 
in the evening rallies when many souls found Christ as 
Saviour and over 500 believers rejoiced together in 
international fellowship. 


A Brother’ S 
- Tribute 


MY brother, Rev. Kenneth E. Ward, entered trium- 
phantly into the presence of his Lord on March 19th 
in his fifty-eighth year. Many Elim friends will remem- 
ber with much thankfulness his powerful expository 
ministry. He began as a boy preacher in evangelistic 
work at his local church in the Apostolic Fellowship 
at Stonehall near Dover, where he was saved, baptised 
in water and filled with the Holy Spirit. In his teens 
he moved to Sussex and became the organist at the 
Worthing Tabernacle under the ministry of Rev. A.G. 
Atwood. He entered the full-time ministry and held 
pastorates at Hawkhurst where he met and married 
Hetty M. Francis. After nine years at Spurgeon’s 
Chapel, South Street, Greenwich, London, he moved 
to East Sheen and then to East Finchley. During his 
ministry at Finchley he’ was influential in helping 
several young men into full-time Christian work. 
During the early years of service for the Lord we 
joined together and conducted evangelistic campaigns 
as “The Ward Brothers”, visiting many parts of the 
country, including some of our Elim Churches, notably 


Kensington Temple, Brighton, Glasgow and Blackpool. 


Kenneth was a preacher of rare talents. His whole 
life was to preach the unsearchable riches of Christ 
and the lordship of our Saviour. He was often the 
guest speaker at Advent Testimony meetings and Male 
Voice Praise Festivals in Dublin, Belfast and London. 

God richly blessed him in wider gifts. He studied 
music at Trinity College, London, where he gained 
honours. He was also an artist of exceptional ability 
in oils and water colours. Almost his last drawing was 
a lined block of the New Gospel Centre, London, 
which is used on their invitation cards. 

His last words to me on the night of his death were, 
“Douglas, preach the Word. Be instant in season and 
out of season”. To my boys, Paul and Peter, he said, 
“Be true to Jesus - one Lord, one faith, and one bap- 
tism.”’ 

At Muswell Hill Baptist Church, the Rev. Ronald 
Park conducted the funeral service which he described 
as a thanksgiving service which was arranged by Ken- 
neth himself before he died. We entered the Church to 
the music of Handel’s “I know that my Redeemer 
liveth’. The opening hymn was “Jesus, the Name 
high over all,” and the others, “‘I love to tell the story” 
and “Thine be the glory, risen conquering Son.” 

Rev. Ronald Park said he had known Kenneth for 
thirty years and had sat under his ministry on many 
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occasions. He counted him among the best expository | 
preachers of the present age. 

We left the church to the strains of the organist 
playing Handel’s ‘Hallelujah Chorus”, knowing that — 
the Lord’s servant had entered into his everlasting 
home. He leaves a wife, son Marcus and daughter 
Miriam, who covet our prayers. 

Kenneth composed many choruses and spiritual 
songs. One which was used much in our early cam- 
paign ministry was: 


“Translated by Thy grace, 

From darkness through the precious Blood; 
Transformed by power Divine 

And in the plan of God. 

Lord, take this life of mine 

That I through grace may be 

Transferred by resurrection power 

To live with thee.”’ 


Thank you,dear brother, for the ministry, the 
music and the memories. To God be all the glory!

BOOK REVIEW 


A Church set ona Hill, by VictorG. Walkley. Published 
by Prophetic Witness Publishing House. Price 20p, 
postage and packing 4p extra. 

THIS book marks the centenary year of a prominent 
Christian Brethren assembly, Edgmond Hall, East- 
bourne. The membership includes well known prea- 
chers such as Dr. F.A. Tatford, Dr. Eric Hutchings, 
and Mr. J. McNichol, which speaks well for Edgmond- 
Hall — or for sunny Eastbourne! A century of history 
in eighty-nine pages has cramped the writer and cram- 
med the book with personalities, events, and details, 
down to “new sinks and draining boards”. The activi- 
ties past and present are many. Here is a very open 
Brethren Assembly with Covenaners, Crusaders, Coffee- 
Corner, Sunday Night at Eight, to mention but a few. 
I trust that the various Christian Brethren magazines 
will also review this book. The membership is given 
as 221, and in the Appendix of the members’ names 
to count 156 sisters was a surprising number. Though 
interesting, the book seems limited. It will appeal par- 
ticularly to Christian Brethren or visitors to Edgmond 
Hall.

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PAUL’S dialogue continues. Since he has so laboured 
to demonstrate to those Roman Gentiles (11:13) his 
people Israel’s great guilt in forsaking the true God, it 
might seem that Israel indeed merited complete 
rejection by Him, but he emphatically draws the line. 
If, by God’s mercy and grace, Paul, the adamant 
opposer of Christ and chief of sinners, had been 
sought out, forgiven and restored, there is hope and 
salvation for all (11:1). Israel’s rejection was neither 
utter nor final (v.1). In God’s good time Israel would 
repent and return to Him, bringing untold blessing to 
the world of men (v.15). Paul does not dogmatise 
about this and leaves the question open, but his 
writing carries a note of assurance and confidence 
that it shall be so. 

God has always had His faithful ones, as in Elijah’s 
day (vv.2—4) and all through the Old Testament, and 
emerging from those 400 “silent” years between the 
Testaments came those in Jerusalem who “looked for 
Redemption” there (Luke 2:38). Some of that 
“remnant” (Romans 11:5) were in the Christian 
Church at Rome, though the mass of their nation was 
still spiritually blind (vv. 7-10). That insensibility, 
though attributed to God, was not an arbitrary 
infliction, but the inevitable outcome of their refusal 
to “see”. Thus God endorsed the human choice. 

“Boast not” says v.18. These Gentile converts 
from the pagan world of Rome were presumably in 
the majority and apparently displayed conceit and 
Superiority towards their weaker Jewish brethren. 
Paul reminds them of their debt to Israel. The divine 
life which they shared was but derived, while Israel’s 
was original. | 

Paul’s arguments are not always easy to follow. 
Verse 11 cannot mean, “If Israel:had not fallen there 
would have been no salvation for the Gentiles”, but 
rather, “Despite their fall salvation has come to the 
Gentiles”. How much grander it would have been had 
they been the direct instruments of Gentile salvation 
(v.12), for this was God’s original intention and for

this very purpose they had been elected (Isaiah 
chapters 49, 60). “The casting away of them” 
(Romans 11:15), the breaking of the branches (v.19), 
is a different expression from that in v.1, though the 
English words are similar. The latter indicates finality, 
to throw away, but the former means to throw down 
temporarily. Israel’s fall was not final, nor was their 
rejection complete. It will be a wonderful day when 
God the Father welcomes His prodigal nation home, 
saying, “This my son was dead, and is alive again” 
(v.15; Exodus 4:22). Life will come to a dead nation 
and spring-time to the world (see Article 24, last 
para.)! 

The olive tree, symbol of Israel, now becomes the 
framework on the canvas, recalling God’s dealings 
with them. Without a doubt Paul’s text is found in 
Jeremiah 11:16: “The Lord called thy name, A green 
olive tree, fair, and of goodly fruit: with the noise of 
a great tumult He hath kindled fire upon it, and the 
branches of it are broken.” 

“The olive tree represents the great Church 
universal in its long life before and after Christ” (H. 
Moule, Romans), for the origins of the Christian 
Church are Israelitish and began in father Abraham 
and God’s Covenant with him. Some make the 
Church -a uniquely New Testament institution, 
stressing futurity in our Lord’s words, “I will build 
My church”, but others see it as a continuation of 
“the church in the wilderness” (Acts 7:38), a 
building-again of the fallen House of David (Acts 
15:16, NEB) under David’s greater Son, Lord and 
Heir, so that all nations through Him and His House 
(the Church) might seek the Lord. These see Christ as 
Builder and Head over His own House in which 
Moses, for all his greatness, was but a servant 
(Hebrews 3:1—6). Abraham was the “first-fruit” 
(v.16), the “tap-root” (v.17), from whom and in 
whom all his seed were consecrated and set apart for 
God and all blessing flowed.

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NOW is the Hour!

JESUS enjoyed being alive in His day. He met all the 
cruelty, violence and evil that were in His path and it 
is obvious that He was sickened by them, sorrowed 
because of them, and wept and prayed and died to 
deliver men from them, yet He lived life to the full 
and neither wanted to go back into some good old 
days of the past nor to live in some more 
sophisticated age of the future. In His day He took up 
every opportunity that came His way to help, heal, 
counsel, assist, rebuke and exhort. He never chafed at 
the bit because of circumstances, even though He was 
a working-man. His country was governed by an 
occupying power, but it never disturbed Him so as to 
curtail the working out of His Father’s will in His life. 
He took things as they were and fulfilled God’s 
intention by setting up standards of living in a violent 
and permissive society, rebuking hypocrisy in 
religious circles, and loving all men, women, and 
children, even having a place in that love for social 
and moral misfits. What was the secret of His living as 
He did in that first century which is so much like this 
twentieth century? 

The answer is in the words of John 11:25 where 
He said: “I am the Resurrection and the Life”. Jesus is 
Resurrection! Now note that He did not acquire this 
glorious title by rising from the dead after the ordeal 
of Calvary; He was the Resurrection irrespective of 
what happened. Christ is not the Resurrection 
because He rose from the dead, He rose from the 
dead because He is the Resurrection. 

Peter on the Day of Pentecost develops the same 
idea. In the message he gave to the men of Israel in 
Acts chapter 2, he tells of “Jesus of Nazareth, a man 
approved of God among you by miracles and wonders 
and signs... ye have taken, and by wieked hands 
have crucified and slain: whom God hath raised up, 
having loosed the pains of death: because it was not 
possible that He should be holden of it.” Living 
Gospels translates the latter part: “Death could not 
keep this man within its grip”. The Twentieth 
Century New Testament is also emphatic: “It being 
impossible for death to retain its hold upon Him.” 
That grand old hymn has captured the same thought: 

Death cannot keep its prey, 
Jesus, my Saviour. 

He tore the bars away — 
Jesus, my Lord! 


Up from the grave He arose, 
With a mighty triumph oer His foes. 

Jesus conquered the grave, which someone 
described as “the death principle”, because “He was a 
positive life principle”. Therein lay the secret of His 
way of life. He had a positive attitude to life, because 
He is a positive life principle. 

This is a blessing believers can also enjoy. 
Colossians chapter 3 is full of this teaching. Those 
who are risen with Christ “‘seek those things which 
are above”. Their affections are set on things above. 
Their lives are hid with Christ in God. Their future in 
glory is based on the fact that Christ is their life here 
and now. Once they lived in the ways of the flesh, 
which were so negative that they could produce a life 
of only very poor quality, but now, having risen with 
Him, they have His positive life principle working out 
in their everyday lives producing the plus life of love 
which is accompanied by a singing heart of praise to 
God, because life is lived to His glory. Resurrection 
life is not just future at the rapture; it is in us here — 
and now. Living people do not live on a slab in a 
mortuary; they seek better blaces, called in Colossians 
the “above”, the place where “Christ sitteth on the 
right hand of God.” 

Herein lies the secret of living in this age and 
generation. Christ is our positive life principle and all 
that is necessary is to allow that principle to develop. 
in our encounter with life wherever we have to live it. 
Herein also lies victory, for resurrection life cannot be 
held in the grip of any power, be it Devil or demon, 
permissiveness or pornography, pride or profanity. 
These things and all of the same kind must give way 
and lose their hold when one is living in the realm of 
the positive principle of resurrection life. Death to 
the earthly is the inevitable where resurrection life — 
operates. 

We can live right here and now in a new dimension 
because of the potential within us. Jesus did it in the 
first century and we can in the twentieth — in Him!

WHEN Isaac was born, Abraham knew joy and 
laughter. At that time it was easy for him to trust the 
Lord. Life was pleasant and happy. When the Lord 
said to him, “Offer Isaac for a burnt offering”’, 
however, all comfort vanished immediately as 
Abraham faced his supreme trial of faith. Who can 
tell what agony Abraham endured that night? We can 
only imagine his distress as he reasoned with the 
Lord: “This is the child You promised for twenty-five 
years, Lord; surely You do not want me to destroy 
what You have given?’’.

THE Assembly in Chesham has been meeting since 
the late nineteen-thirties. It came into being after a 
campaign was held by Fred Squire in the Empire Hall, 
Station Road, Chesham. This Church was under the 
auspices of the Full Gospel Church and meetings were 
then held over Chittenden’s shop in the High Street. 
The Church was then independent for a time under 
Pastor G. Davies and came into Elim in about 1940. 

After this a hall was rented in Blucher Street and 
Pastor F.G. Wagner was the minister for many years. 
Unfortunately, the hall had to be demolished to make 
way for the new Library and the Church then moved 
into a room which is rented from the Council. This 
room, the only one obtainable, is reached by steep 
iron stairs and many of the older folk in our 
congregation have much trouble with this staircase. 
Our work in Chesham has been much hampered by 
this inconvenient accommodation to the extent that 
we are unable to have any youth work or a Sunday 
school. 

The congregation have always been active in trying 
to find more suitable premises. In the last ten years 
we have tried to purchase the Temperance Hall, but 
the Council came in with a compulsory purchase 
order and the hall is now used as a centre for the 
town’s old people, the Church Lads’ Brigade hall, but 
the authorities made a great fuss about parking space 
for cars so that was ruled out, and numerous other 
buildings. 

In July, 1972, we started a really vigorous 
campaign to get our own building. Many places in 
which we were interested had just been sold 
(Chesham is being re-developed at a frightening rate) 
or they turned out to be unsuitable. Much land in the 
town is being purchased by the local authority for a 
four-lane road planned to run through Chesham. 
Some of the land required for this road would be 
ideal for a church — particularly a disused burial 
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Mr, Sibley and Mr. Freeman 


ground! A report is to hand that the Minister for the 
Environment is about to disapprove the plan for this 
road. Let us all pray that he does and if he does that 
we may be able to purchase the land that we require. 

To finish on a personal note — it is pleasing to 
think that Mr. J. Freeman and Mr. F. Sibley have 
been Deacons of the Church in Chesham since it 
started, though Mr. Freeman retired as a Deacon and 
as Treasurer in January. Mr Sibley is still serving as a 
Deacon: and as Church Secretary. These two brethren 
have been a great example to us all. 

We would value your prayers as we seek the new 
accommodation which is so urgently needed.

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“In the Beginning was the Word”

IN the opening statement of John’s Gospel we are 
presented with a truth that is older than Creation. 
The Book of Genesis opens with the story of 
Creation; John’s introduction is on the theme of 
man’s redemption. The blood of Jesus Christ is 


_ written throughout eternity. In the Revelation He is 
_ not only the “Lamb as it had been slain”, but “the 


Lamb slain from before the foundation of the 


_ world”, 


The Greek for “word” is logos. This expression is 


frequently used throughout the New Testament and 
has become a synonym for the Christian message. In 
_ Mark we read that Jesus preached the Word. In the 


Parable of the Sower, the seed is the Word. In Acts 
12:25, Paul and Barnabas preached the Word. The 
Apostle John, however, gives this a somewhat 
different application in that the “Word” is He 
personified. Christ is revealed as the Word. “In the 
beginning was the Word” (John 1:1); “the Word of 
life’ (1 John 1:1); “And He was clothed with a 
vesture dipped in blood: and His name is called The 


Word of God.” (Revelation 19:13). 


To comprehend fully the meaning of Christ as the 


Word we must see it in the light of Paul’s statement 


to the Corinthians that “He is the wisdom of God and 
the power of God”’. It is usual to explain John’s use 
of Jogos in terms of the then current usage among 
Greek and Alexandrian philosophers. We will refrain 


_ from this, as our concern is with its use in Scripture. 


The incarnate Christ as the Word is the incarnate 


_ Mind of God. Genesis 1:1 tells us of the God of 
creation. John 1:1 tells us of the Word who existed 
_ before the creation. Read Proverbs 8:27—30; it shows 
_ that wisdom was present at the creation. If Christ, as 


Paul states, is the wisdom of God, we can rightly 


- conclude that He was present at the creation and thus 
_ that he is the personification of wisdom. Therefore in 


Jesus we have revealed and expressed to man the 
incarnate mind of God. 
He is also the creating power of God come to men. 


_ Not only is He the wisdom of God but, as the Apostle 
_ states, He is also the power of God. “He upholds all 
_ things by the word of His power” (Hebrews 1:3). We 
use the expression, “Actions speak louder than 
_ words”, but with God this saying has no counterpart. 


When God speaks He acts. His word is active, never 


_ passive. It always accomplishes the end to which it is 


directed. “He sent His word and healed them” (Psalm 
107:20). “By the word of the Lord were the heavens 


made ...for He spake and it was done” (Psalm 33:6,9). 
Therefore, the pre-incarnate Christ, as the wisdom of 
God, was not only present at the Creation but, as the 
power of God, He was also the means of creation. 
God has spoken “by His Son, whom He hath 
appointed heir of all things, by whom also He made 
the worlds” (Hebrews 1:2); ‘“‘All things were made by 
Him; and without Him was not anything made that 
was made.” (John 1:3); “Who is the image of the 
invisible God... for by Him were all things created” 
(Colossians 1:15,16). 

In the eternal past, God decided upon our 
redemption and the Word was the vehicle by which it 
was brought to pass. “But we speak the wisdom of 
God in a mystery, even the hidden wisdom, which 
God ordained before the world unto our glory” (1 
Corinthians 2:7). Christ the Word is not only wisdom 
but power, as can be seen in the seven-eyed and 
horned Lamb of the Revelation — the eyes represent 
insight and foreknowledge, the horns represent power 
— He is also the Lamb slain from the beginning of 
time. 

We conclude where we began: “In the beginning 
was the Word”. He existed before time and space. 
Not only was He with God, but He is God, God the 
Son. As the wisdom and power of God He is not only 
the One who planned our redemption — He wrought 
it! 


MORE SCRIPTURES FOR ENGLAND AND WALES 


AN increase of fifty per cent in Scripture distribution 
in England and Wales during 1972 has been achieved 
by The British and Foreign Bible Society. There are 
two major reasons for this significant upswing in the 
Society’s work. One is the growing tendency on the 
part of many people inside and outside the Church to 
turn, in these times of confusion and anxiety, to the 
Scriptures in the belief and expectation that guidance 
can be found in them. The other is that the Society’s 
realignment of staff and procedures during 1972 
resulted in more co-ordinated activity in the fields of 
promotion and distribution. 

Actual distribution figures were: 262,655 Bibles, 
147,298 Testaments, 1,109,777 Portions and 581,316

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SPRING came early this year in North-west Devon. I 
was able to view its loveliness while holidaying at 
Great Torrington, which occupies almost completely 
its own high plateau and gives magnificent views of 
the deep rich valley of the Torridge. I was entranced 
by the beauty of forest, field, garden and heathland. 
The hedgerows were gay with primroses, purple 
aubretia garlanded walls and rockeries, wild and 
cultivated daffodils nodded everywhere and fat sheep 
and their lambs, looking so adorably toy-like and 
innocent, grazed in fresh green pastures. Gorse was in 
bloom, bright yellow on the hillside. Across the valley 
the forest area showed a delicate haze of green, the 
promise of future foliage. I was shown where herons 
build their nests in the tall trees by the river. When 
walking on the headland I watched a handsome 
goldfinch sunning himself on the rocks. Surrounded 
by such beautiful countryside and tranquility, I 
remarked to my husband that life seemed so peaceful 
in this little town where there was little evidence of 
poverty or violence. 

I learned during my stay, however, that vandalism 
was not unknown and that sin in all its ugliness was 
very real. I am always interested in local history and 
in the fine-looking Church of St. Michael and All 
Angels I found evidence_of the evil of men’s hearts 
and of the lengths to which men of violence will go to 
destroy their enemies. During the Civil War of 
1645—6, the earlier Gothic church on the same site 
was used as a temporary lock-up for Royalist 
prisoners taken during savage fighting in the town. 
The Roundhead guards and their prisoners were 
cooped up in the church tower, where there was a 
store of gun-powder. Someone ignited the explosive 
and much of the church was blown up. The prisoners 
and their guards were all killed. 

Thank God, alongside evil and killing we can find 
evidence of compassion and caring. Down in the 
valley of the Torridge there is a riverside hamlet 
called Taddiport with a tiny fourteenth century 
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chapel once attached to a leper hospital. Nearby, seen 
clearly from Castle Hill, Torrington, are two unusual 
fields. They are long, narrow and bounded by hedges. 
They have been kept uncultivated and as originally 
planned. These strips were for the exclusive use of the 
lepers and to this day are a silent witness to the loving 
concern of the Christian Church for the unfortunate 
lepers. 

Another happy fact I discovered was that Rev. 
Keble Martin, whose attractive wild flower paintings 
adorn a 1967 set of British stamps, served as Vicar of 
Great Torrington in the parish church already 
mentioned. He must have revelled in the rich 
profusion of flowers in beautiful Devon. I wonder if 
his studies of primroses and dog-violets were created ‘ 
there? Prince Philip recognised the merit and 
loveliness of Keble Martin’s drawings and paintings, a 
whole life-time’s work of observing the handiwork of 
God and illustrating it reverently and almost to 
perfection. His book, with its hundreds of colourful 
illustrations, was published as a result of royal 
patronage and reveals on every page the exquisite 
beauty of the flowers of the field and woodland, 
which we so often take for granted. Jesus was right 
when He pointed to the lilies of the field and said 
that even Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed 
like one of these. 

My God, I thank Thee, who hast made 
The earth so bright, 

So full of splendour and of joy, 

Beauty and light; 

So many glorious things are here, 
Noble and right. 

I thank Thee, too, that Thou has made 
Joy to abound, 

So many gentle thoughts and deeds 
Circling us round,

Camp - or 1919 and all that! 


HOW keen we are to arrange our holidays in good 
time! We visit travel agents to _ collect 
brightly-coloured brochures, which we then examine 
in great detail, comparing costs with our budgets. 
How do you decide where to go? I suspect that it is 
largely a matter of personal preference or group 
pressure. I wonder, do you ever pray about it? 

Your rejoinder may be, “Surely I’m not expected 
to pray about where I go for my holidays? That’s my 
own time — Ill go where I choose!”. The best 
holiday you can ever hope to have is one which takes 
into consideration this fact — that you belong to God 
completely and that when you are on holiday, you 
are His as much as ever. 

Consider the challenge of our own youth camps as 
holiday centres. As far back as 1919, the first Elim 
youth camp was held in Bangor, N. Ireland. It was a 
blessed occasion. Many who read this have cause to 
be thankful for our modern camp arrangements. The 
problem with camp as a holiday is its challenge. A 
holiday is meant to be a relaxing time. Look at what 
camp is really all about. Fun and fellowship are 
readily to be had, but considér what is offered to 
believers. 

A Place of Decision (Numbers 21:4—9) 

Many who attend camp find that they do not really 
know Christ. They have been living on a second-hand 
experience. Suddenly, they come face to face with 
the Master and with the challenge of Christian 
standards. There is impressed upon them _ the 
necessity of decision. Their souls are laid bare before 
God and it becomes a matter of urgency that they 
make the greatest decision of their lives. Camp 
provides an atmosphere in which this decision can be 
taken. The sense of the Lord’s presence is so real. 
Once the decision has been taken (early in the 
holiday for best results), the heart is suffused with 
the glow of knowing that Jesus Christ is our Saviour 
and that in God’s presence there is fulness of joy and 
at His right hand are pleasures for evermore. 

A Place of Determination (1 Corinthians 2:2) 
Paul was single-minded in his determination. “Not to 
know anything: . .save ... Christ’’, he said. Camp is a 
unique place in which to practise such determination. 
Right from the start, you are forced to determine 
that you will get along with others. This isn’t always 
easy, but it can be done by God’s grace. 

Determine that you are going to get alone with 
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God. We spend the larger part of our year in the 
hustle and bustle of school or business lives. Time is 
at a premium. Camp provides an ideal opportunity to 
get alone with the Lord, where He can speak to you. 
The problem in this suggestion is that He might say 
something that we don’t really want to hear! Even as 
young people, we can be set in our ways, enjoying the 
good life. Maybe we have never thought about service 
for God. Perhaps a call from God would upset our 
career plans? That’s the challenge of camp. If you 
can’t stand the risk, don’t go. It’s just possible that 
God wants to direct your life. Maybe He wants you 
to commit yourself to His service. Camp is a good 
place to get your priorities right. 


A Place of Development (2 Timothy 2:15) 
Stunted growth in any realm of nature is a sign that 
something is wrong. It indicates a problem. The 
normal thing is to see development, growth, fruit. 
Will your holiday this year set you up for a winter's 
work for God? Will it set you back spiritually? Will it 
whet your appetite for the things of the spirit? Many 
testify that camp was the first place where they 
prayed aloud or gave a testimony. After the ordeal 
was over, someone said, ““Well, it wasn’t so bad, was 
it?”, and they were right. Somehow, camp 
atmosphere made it much easier. The camp Bible 
study sets them up for Bible reading, the 
early-morning prayer-time gets them into the habit of 
starting the day with God and the whole general 
activity of camp outreach makes them want to spend 
more time in winning souls for the Master. That’s 
development! 

A Place of Dedication (Romans 12:1) 

Look around you. The very fact that there is a camp 
at all is an indication of the dedication of some 
people to the cause of Christ. They want you to have 
a good, enjoyable holiday, but, more than anything 
else, they want to see you dedicated to God, for thus 
you'll be dedicated to the work of your local church 
and the winning of souls. 

Can you take the challenge, or will you spend your 
life trying to hide from God? They don’t call Elim 
youth, “Crusaders” for nothing — do they?

Scripture Notes 
Union by 
Portions L.E. Lambert 
Monday, April 30th 1 Peter 3:1—12 


“That your prayers be not hindered” (v.7). 

“HOW to have a harmonious home” is the theme of 
this eminently practical portion. We are used to 
clichés like ‘““The family that prays together, stays 
together” and “The family altar alters the family”’. If 
all homes honoured this chapter they would indeed 
inherit a blessing (v.9). If there is strife between man 
and wife or between parents and children, it is 
impossible really to pray together. Our prayers will be 
hindered. Wives obey (v.6), husbands honour (v.7); 
these verses give explicit instructions. 

Let Christ be truly the Head of your house. 


Tuesday, May Ist 1 Peter 3:13—22 
“Spirits in prison” (v.19). 

_WE are living in days of enormous stress and strain. 
Mental homes are full, nervous breakdowns are all too 
frequent, and tensions and anxieties tear people 
apart. Some are bound by the fear of loneliness, old 
age, or poverty. Others are bound by frustration; life 
seems meaningless and they are easily bored. Some 
are haunted by failure, personal, business, or 
domestic. So many are bound up inside; they are like 
“spirits in prison’’. Jesus preached to these spirits in 
prison. He can come to you this morning and give 
you life, love and liberty. He sets the captive free! 


_ Wednesday, May 2nd 1 Peter 4:1—11 
“They think it strange” (v.4). 

THE unsaved never really understand Christians. 
They think us strange, sometimes even doubting our 
sanity. They even thought that Jesus was mad. They 
feel that we are missing life — when really we have 
found it in Christ! 

Peter mentions how we used to live (v.3), viz. in 
evil excesses; now we live knowing that we have to 
give account to God of what we do (v.5). Our former 
friends are perplexed by our no longer going with 
them on worldly or wicked jaunts. Peter says that 
they will even criticise us and mock us for being 


different. To walk with God and His people, to 


frequent the House of God, to live well-pleasing in 
His sight, do not rob us of joy; on the contrary, in His 
presence we find its fulness. 


Thursday, May 3rd 1 Peter 4:12—19 
“When His glory shall be revealed” (v.13). 

AS Jesus walked among men two thousand years ago, 
His eternal glory was veiled in His essential humanity. 
Only now and then did a glimpse break through, as 
on the Mount of Transfiguration. Only rarely were 
they able to behold His glory, the glory of the only 
begotten of the Father. Now His glory is concealed in 
the infinity of eternity, but one day His glory will be 
revealed. Jesus will come in the fulness of glory and 
all flesh shall see it together. Jesus is coming. We 
know that the world will see Him. Let us live today 
knowing that He is near. If we suffer with Him, we 
shall also reign with Him. 


Friday, May 4th 
“Ensamples to the flock” (v.3). 
“ENSAMPLE” has the same meaning as “example”. 
We often say: “Example is better than precept”. 
People are always more influenced by what we are 
than by what we say, especially in the matters of the 
soul. We all overestimate our own importance and 
underestimate our influence. You can be a great 
example of Christian virtue, victory and valour. What 
we need are pacemakers, who will lead the flock of 
God into new fields of service and deeper depths of 
love and grace. 

May the things that we do today not contradict 
the things that we say. 


Saturday, May Sth 

“Adonijah . . . exalted himself” (v.5). 
KING David lay dying, but, ere the breath left the 
body of Israel’s greatest king, Adonijah proclaimed 
himself as ruler. He persuaded the army general, Joab, 
and the high priest, Abiathar, to join his conspiracy. 
The premature plot failed, however, as David, 
influenced by the subtle intervention of Bathsheba, ~ 
named Solomon as his successor. 

Jesus taught us not to seek the position of 
prominence. If we exalt ourselves, we will be abased, 
but if we humble ourselves, God will lift us up. It 
does not matter who is second as long as Jesus is first. 


Sunday, May 6th 1 Kings 1:22—40 
“God save king Solomon” (v.39). 

SO shouted all the people, as they had shouted at the 
coronation of king Saul, Israel’s first king, ““God save 
the King’. These words possibly inspired our own 
national anthem, “God save our gracious Queen’. We 
need to pray for those in high position and great 
influence in our national life that they might 
acknowledge their need of God’s help and guidance. 
We should pray “God save” in a real, evangelical 
sense, for royalty and for parliamentary dignitaries, 
that they might bow to Him who is the King of kings.

Foot and Mouth Disease

THE recent outbreak of swine vesicular disease, with 
symptoms like that of the dreaded foot and mouth 
virus infection in cattle, has brought alarm to the 
country. In spite of much research by the best brains 
in many lands, it remains incurable. To prevent its 
spread there must be utter destruction and the 
consequent loss. 

There is now affecting the whole world another 
foot and mouth disease, which causes far greater 
suffering and loss. All mankind is infected by it 
and its symptoms are found to a greater or lesser 
degree everywhere. It is a major spoiler of human 
relationships. It leads to pollution and the destruction 
of much property and to ultimate doom. 

Its manifestation in men is described thus in Holy 
Scripture: “Their throat is an open sepulchre; with 
their tongues they have used deceit; the poison of 
asps is under their lips: Whose mouth is full of 
cursing and bitterness: their feet are swift to shed 
blood: destruction and misery are in their ways: and 
the way of peace have they not known: there is no 
fear of God before their eyes.” (Romans 3:13-18). 

For this disease of the spirit with its physical 
effects thus stated, we are happy to report that God 


has a remedy. It is by the cleansing of the thoughts 
of the heart by the inspiration of the Holy Spirit. He ~ 
effects a new life, a new birth, within (John 3:8) any 
man who repents and trusts the great Physician 
(Acts 2:38), who shed his blood to cleanse from sin 
(1 John 1:7), and who lives to save [make whole or 
heal] the sinner (Hebrews 7:25).

So the challenge is, (and now is the time to begin), to make Easter 
Monday a greater sou/-saving opportunity still, by bringing as many 
unconverted people as possible, and a tremendous Spirit-baptising and 
Divine healing opportunity. Others will tell of those who were saved 
at Trafalgar Square and in the Royal Albert Hall and of others who 
were baptised in the Spirit. 


To conclude, clearly a great “‘Hallelujah!’’ ascends as we all look 
back on a triumphant, God-honouring day in Britain’s premier 
auditorium.

EASTER Monday — Trafalgar Square, Elim Pentecostal 
Church — they go together like roast beef and York- 
shire pud! Can anything keep Elim people away from 
Trafalgar Square on Easter Monday? Certainly not 
suspect weather conditions. 

By 10.45 a.m. the Square is well filled, with many 
others arriving all the time. One cannot help thinking 
that there must be many among them who are not of 
us. Please God they will be before we leave. 

What a thrill it is to see so many of the older 
ministers and members of the Elim family present. 
Over there is Willie Bell — looking not a day over 
fifty! J.T. Bradley rushes past and H.W. Greenway is 
gathering the flock together on the plinth, as ever 
completely in control, imparting confidence to those 
less experienced in this great witness. As one looks 
around the thrill increases, for it seems that the vast 
majority in the crowdare young people,many of whom 
_ we knew when they were Sunday school scholars. We 
had the joy of leading some of them to the Lord. 
Among old and young is an increasing expectancy. 
This is going to be a great Open-Air. 

At 11 a.m.,exactly on time, Pastor Greenway steps 
to the microphone. Everyone is welcomed and singing 

commences — “Christ is the answer”, and, not to be 
left out, also, “Heavenly Sunshine” ring round the 
Square. ; | 

A lovely hush comes over all as John Fry from 

Huddersfield leads us in prayer. Our hearts cry, 
“Amen!” as he acknowledges that “we are present 
through the shed blood of Jesus Christ”’. 

Words and space prevent one from adequately 
describing the contributions madeby the various people 


taking part, e.g. the Springbourne Choir, especially 


their singing of, “It’s a wonderful, wonderful Life” , 


Marie Hamilton’s marvellous voice singing, “I knelt : 


one day at Calvary” (that certainly came from the 
heart and reached the heart)and the Woodvale Quintet 


from Belfast, whose rich blending of male voices 
compelled us to listen as they sang, “Do you know my 
Jesus?”, All present share in the wish that every 
member of our great Elim movement could have been 
with us to have heard those items and the others that 
our friends presented to us by their anointed singing. 

Among the many gathered on the plinth is one 
whose presence was welcomed with a sense of deep 
thankfulness to God. David Hathaway, only a short 
week ago in a prison cell in Czechoslovakia, suffering 
for the Gospel’s sake, joins in this great witness to the 
power of God. Politicians no doubt played their part 
in his release and we are grateful, but “God is still. 
on the Throne” and He still rules in the affairs of men, 
and to Him we give all the glory. 

The speakers for this year are G.N. Backhouse, 
Minister of our Winton Church, Bournemouth, and 
G.L.W. Ladlow, Minister of our Salisbury Church. One 
has always felt that to speak in Trafalgar Square 
presents a real challenge. First there is rushing London 
— buses, cars and people, plus the ever-present pigeons! 
Then there is the sight of friend meeting friend, some 
who had not been seen for years, for instance Pastor 
F. Packer on a fleeting visit from the U.S.A. It is over 
twenty years sincehe played the piano at many of our 
Conference Meetingsand wrote the Conference Journal. 
It is good to see him and his daughter, Beryl, who is 
looking so well after those many months of serious 
illness. Perhaps the most difficult of all is the shortage 
of time. How well our two brethren rise -to the, 
challenge and handle that crowd and the conditions. 
George Backhouse takes his most telling points from 
the four lions which surround Nelson’s column, remind- 
ing us of the devil “who goeth about as a roaring lion, 
seeking whom he may devour”. He spoke of the lions 
of disobedience, of neglect, of fear and of death. Then 
ring out the words, “Thanks be to God who giveth us 
the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ!” 

Gerald Ladlow declares boldly that the works which 
Jesus did before His death He is still doing today, 
because His is alive. He still heals, and to prove his 
words he tells of’the young woman with us in the 
Square who was crippled with disseminated sclerosis 
and without hope, but she has been completely healed 
by the Lord Jesus. He still saves from corruption to 
the uttermost. It is not faith ina dead Man, but ina 
living Christ. 

I am‘notable to tell you-of the singing of the crowd 
in the “Easter Hymn”; the chorus “Jesus is Alive”, 
“The Lion of Judah’, but I must tell you of the many 
who were not of us when we began but who joined us 
in answer to the appeal. This is why we were there.

The Afternoon Meeting 


An eye-witness account by John Hyde, Pastor of our 


Oxford Church. 


AFTER an absence of several years, it was a joy to 
participate inthe Elim Rallies on Easter Monday in the 
Royal Albert Hall, London. I took my place on the 
platform as the massed choir were rendering Easter 
songs, ably led by the conductor, Pastor D.B. Gray. 
It seemedonly butafew moments before our esteemed 
brother Pastor H.W. Greenway commenced the after- 
noon service with the hymn, “Christ the Lord is risen 
today, Hallelujah!”’, which echoed throughout the 
magnificent hall. This was followed by requests for 
prayer and the large congregation then sarig the devot- 
ional chorus, “Leave it there’’, after which Pastor R.B. 
Chapman, our Field Superintendent, prayed. The 
presence of God was made manifest. After the season 
of prayer, there was an anointing on the vast company 
of people and we were ready to express our joy in 
singing the Victory chorus. 

For the first time I saw and heard the “Woodvale 
Quintet” from Belfast. One sensed that each member 
of the group had a vital experience with God. This 
was revealed in their singing. The first song, “If that 
isn’t Love’’, brought much blessing. The Word of God 
was read by our dear brother Pastor Charles J.E. King- 
ston after the congregation had sung the well-known 
Easter hymn, “Look, ye Saints, the sight is glorious”. 
Those bursts of acclamation and triumphant chords 
were heard as we crowned Him King of kings and Lord 
of lords. 

Pastor Gray then led the Choir in singing, ‘Tis 
marvellous and wonderful”. Our meeting would not 
have beencomplete had we not sang with great fervour 
the chorus, “Rolled away’. The convener reminded 
us of the importance of making a joyful noise unto 
the Lord. | 

Our soloist for the day, Clifford Hughes, born in 
Wales and now living in Scotland, rendered two in- 
spiring pieces. The first was entitled, “In the Image 
of God’. The second referred to thelook, touch and 
voice of Jesus Christ. There was an air of expectancy. 
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After we had sang, “Turn your eyes upon Jesus” with 
much feeling, our Secretary—General, Pastor J.T. 
Bradley ,welcomed Pastor and Mrs. David G. Hathaway, 
Everyone was thrilled to see. again our dear brother 


_ David who had been held prisoner in Czechoslovakia 


for ten months. We sang the Doxology, followed by 
“How great is our God”. We were informed by Pastor 
Bradley that he had met David last week soon after 
his release. It was announced that our brother would 
be relating some of his experiences during the evening 
service. 

Pastor Greenway led us in the Pentecostal hymn, 
“Thou Christ of burning, cleansing flame”. We were 
reminded of the composer, General William Booth. | 
We listened to the London Crusader Choir singing the 
piece, “To Christ our King glad praises bring”’. 

Our National Youth Director, Pastor E.R. Corsie, 
brought a challenging message from the Word of God 
based on the three prayers of Christ in Matthew 27:46, 
Luke 23:46 and John 19:30, relating our Lord’s 
suffering on the cross of Calvary for the salvation of 
all mankind. Contrasting human suffering with that 
of the divine Son of God, the speaker told of the 
sovereignty of God, the love of God and the victory 
of God. Before the appeal, reference was made to the 
Scripture where Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, 
“Father into Thy Hands I commend My Spirit’’, after 
which the final challenge was given in the words, 
‘Father, I commend unto you this day, my Life, 
my All. > Several decisions were made, for which _we 
praise God. 

The afternoon rally concluded by the singing of the 
hymn, “Crown Him with many Crowns” and with the 
closing prayer by our worthy President, Pastor T.W. 
Walker. It was a great joy to witness that God is 
moving by His Spirit and that signs and wonders are 
following the preaching of His Word. 


“This has got to stop, we don’t like it!"’ 


Report of the evening meeting by Frank Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon Church. 


THE title is not the congregation’s verdict on the 
Easter meetings in the Royal Albert Hall, but the 
comment made by the Czechoslovakian authorities to 
David Hathaway because of the enormous amount of 
mail which was sent to him from all over the world 
when he was imprisoned in Prague. 

The appearance of David Hathaway at the Royal 
Albert Hall, so soon after his unexpected release, 
brought a delighted response from. the great congreg- 
ation. “I can hardly believe it is really true”, he said 
as he stood with arms upraised. He told us that he had 
shared in the delivery of over 100,000 copies of the 
Word of God behind the Iron curtain,and was engaged 
in the biggest “drop” of all when he was arrested. 
“The Communist authorities-are afraid of the power 
and effectiveness of the Bible”, he told us, and he said 
that this was proved when they accused him of sedition. 
They feared that the free distribution of the Bible 
would undermine their socialist state. Despite official 
opposition, however, people are flocking into the 
churches. David Hathaway said his release was un- 
doubtedly a direct result of the many prayers that 
had been offered up, together with the great volume 
of letters which so upset the Czech authorities. He 
reminded us that, while he is now free, many other 
Christians are still imprisoned in Communist countries 
and he asked us to hold them up constantly in prayer. 

If this wasinevitably the climax of a wonderful day,

we had many other good things bestowed by our 
Father’s lavish hand, like the wonderful fellowship 
and the exhilirating atmosphere of this great Elim 
Easter meeting, the radiant enthusiasm of thousands 
of Christiansasthey rejoiced together over the wonder 
of their living Saviour and His great salvation. What 
a blessing we received from the singing of the Wood- 
vale Quintet from Belfast, especially a deeply moving 
rendering of, “He touched me and made me whole”, 
A member of the Quintet told me: ‘We have been in 
heaven”’, and surely the whole congregation must have 
felt they were being lifted to heaven as Clifford 
Hughes sang, “My Jesus I love Thee” to the lovely 
Welsh tune “David of the White Rock”. It was a pity 
that applause intruded upon the atmosphere of rever- 
ent worship which this song produced. 

The President, Tom W. Walker, took as the theme 
of his message the joyful truth of the Resurrection of 
the Lord Jesus. “The Acts of the Holy Spirit are still 
continuing” ,he declared, “Jesus is alive, Jesus is here!” 
How our hearts rejoiced as he exalted the Lord Jesus 
Christ and proclaimed the unchanging Gospel. His 
call for us to look to God for a sign-attested ministry 
broughtan “Amen” from many hearts. The President’s 
Spirit-inspired, powerful, sincere ministry brought an 
immediate response as many folk made decisions — 
sinners turning to Christ for salvation, backsliders 
coming home. There was rejoicing in heaven — and 
rejoicing on earth among the believers in the Royal 
Albert Hall. 

So many other memories come crowding in, Dr. 
Bryanand Mrs. Lynda Wigglesworth, for whom we have 
prayed so often, were present with us, as were Mrs. 
D.E. Bull, who returned to Africa only four days later, 
Miss Joan Caudell, recently home from Rhodesia and 
rejoicing over her healing, and a young lady healed at 
the Rotherham Crusade. As to the singing of the 
congregation, surely we shall never hear more wonder- 
ful singing until we sing the praises of Jesus in heaven! 
A senior minister said to me, “What a great meeting, 
just like the old days again!” 

Two things I must mention, first, the pleasure of 
being in a meeting led by Ron Jones, whose happy, 
skilful and Spirit-led convening always brings liberty 
and blessing, and second, the singing of the London 
Crusader Choir and the United Choirs led by Douglas 
B. Gray. They truly proclaimed the joy of our hearts 
as they sang, “I’m so glad that I am His and Christ is 
truly mine”’. 


“Thank you for praying for me!” 


writes David G. Hathaway 


| WAS arrested on June 21st, 1972 at the Czech-West German 
border for attempting to smuggle a large consignment of 
Bibles into Czechoslovakia. We had found a means of taking 
great quantities of Bibles into the Iron Curtain countries, 
using a special compartment built into one of our coaches. 
In the six years prior to this we had succeeded in getting in 
over 100,000 copies of the Scriptures. On this occasion we 
had about 4,000 copies. These were mainly Bibles, but 
there were also about 900 gospel tracts. Unfortunately the 
Czechs classed all this, the Bibles and the tracts, as offensive 
literature, as being anti-state. This was the reason for my 
arrest and subsequent trial. 

| was held in the first prison in Bory at Pilsen for six 
months, during which time ! had the first trial in October, 
1972, at which | was sentenced to two years on a charge of 
sedition, which was based on the fact that the Bibles were 
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anti-state, against the communists. | made an appeal, which 
was heard on December 13th, but the court confirmed the 
sentence of two years. It is very difficult for me to explain 
what my feelings were after my trial at Tachov on October 
27th, when I received the sentence of two years. My wife 
was present at the trial. It was the first time that she had 
been able to see me for four months. The sentence meant 
that we were to be parted for anything up to another twenty 
months. It was very painful indeed. It is a terrible feeling 
to be so far from home, locked up in a communist prison, 
not knowing all that they were going to do to you, with a 
sentence like that to have to live through. - 

There had been a considerable amount of publicity in 
the British Press over the arrest and some of the subsequent 
details of my detention and | had had help from the British 
Consul, who had visited me a number of times, but it was 
after the sentence had been passed by the court that the news 
really broke. My wife returned to England with my brother, 
Ken, and brought the news which hit headlines in the papers 
and on television and was to spread round the world, that 
the Czechs had imprisoned a Westerner from outside the 
Country for two years, simply because he was found at the 
border with Bibles and religious literature. 

From here: begins the really wonderful story, that has 
thrilled both my wife and myself and so many others, of the 
way in which praying Christians round the world were told 
of my plight and began to take up the burden of prayer for 
my release. My wife was very much strengthened by the 
letters of support that poured into her not only from this 
Country, but from all over the world. | understand that 
she had letters, telegrams and flowers from many people. 
Particularly at this time, | was also assured of this great sup- 
port that was spreading. Letters reached me at this time and 
it was a tremendous comfort to me to know this. As my 
brother, Aubrey wrote, ‘’This is one of the times when we 
feel such a sense of gratitude that we belong to the great 
Christian family.” My feeling is very strong, because | know 
how much the Elim family and friends took my wife, my 
family and myself to their hearts, and this meant a great 
deal. As you know, | have been born and bred in Elim and 
have been an Elim minister for over twenty-two years. To 
feel that, at a time like this, our moment of great need, you ~ 
all took us to your hearts, meant a great deal. We know that ~ 
there has been hundreds and thousands of Elim friends pray- 
ing for us. 


| soon found out in Czechoslovakia the effect on the. 
Czechs of the letters and the prayer support. Every time the 
British Consul came to see me after my trial, he assured me 
that the Czechs were becoming very embarrassed by my case 
and by the world-wide support that it had received. We 
know that my expulsion came as a result of an application 
made through the courts and the assistance of the British 
Government and in some small way of other personalities, 
including Mr. Wilson, on whose ‘plane | flew home. | feel — 
that, despite all the claims for credit, there is no question 
about the fact that, in a case like this, we know, as praying 
and believing Christians, that prayer is the most effective 
means, for God is far more powerful than any man and any 
organisation. 


The Czechs were. so proud and so boastful in believing 
that they were far greater than God and far greater than 
Christians. The Christians in Czechoslovakia are terribly 
persecuted. | know of cases of ministers and of many other 
Christians who are in prison for their faith, yet on this occa- 
sion, when they imprisoned me for two years for trying to 
aid these Christians, this is the very time when God used the

cure my release. This is a wonderful thing and a triumph 
of God over the forces of Satan, of hell and of evil. 
During the first nine months of my imprisonment they 
refused to allow me to have a Bible in my cell. Only in the 
last three weeks was | able to get it. It brought home to me 
so vividly what. it is like to be without the Word of God. 
Now more than ever I feel a great urge to see Bibles being 
taken behind the Iron Curtain, because | know how these 


other suffering Christians are feeling. Many of them have: 


perhaps never seen a whole Bible in their lives. 

~1 realise the need. While | appreciate the great support 
of the Elim family and other praying Christians through the 
world for my release, yet | feel so saddened because there 
are sO many thousands of Christians behind the Iron Cur- 


on praying, for them, for their need is greater than mine. 
| feel that this is the great challenge today. | have been re- 
leased from prison and | thank God that | came. out after 
only ten months, but many of these other Christians are 
serving long sentences. Nationals from behind the Iron 
Curtain’ can get sentences as long as twelve, thirteen and 


| ask you to go 


fourteen years. Some of them die for their faith. | pray 
God that my release will be a means of focusing attention 
on the other Christians behind the Iron Curtain. Other 
Westerners, who were in prison with me, all said the same 
thing; at last somebody. could go out of the prison and tell 
our story to the West. All the Christians behind the Iron 
Curtain say and feel the same thing — that they are forgotten. 
| used to write home to my wife if | didn’t get regular letters 
or food parcels, “Have. you forgotten me?”. My wife assured 


_me that she hadn’t, but this is the feeling of every Christian 


behind the Iron Curtain. “We're forgotten by our brothers 
and sisters who are in the free world,” they say. | plead 
with you for them now. They need your prayers. for help 
desperately today. 

If my imprisonment has done nothing else than draw 
attention to their plight; | thank God that | was put in pri- 
son. 

Many people have asked both my wife and me whether 
these last ten months of suffering have been worthwhile. 
My wife, Zena, joins me in saying that, while we had never 
anticipated this suffering and didn’t realise what it would 
mean, yet we feel that it has been worthwhile for the sake of 
helping those who suffer so much more in these Communist 
countries.

An Illustration 
D.L. Moody and five thousand Atheists 


DURING a visit to London a hall was booked for the 
express purpose of reaching the many atheists in the 
great city. Charles Bradlaugh, champion of such, 
ordered all the clubs he had organised to take 
possession of the hall early, so that Christians would 
be excluded. They marched from all directions, 5,000 
strong. Moody asked them to choose a favourite 
hymn. They laughed at him. He then plunged into his 
message, using Deuteronomy 32:31, “Their rock is 
not as our Rock” for his text. He poured a broadside 
of telling incidents from his own experience of the 
death-beds of Christians and atheists and asked his 
audience to be the judges as to who had the best 
foundation upon which to rest their souls. At the 
close he suggested that those who did not wish to 
remain for the inquiry meeting which followed 
should leave. Not a man stirred. After a few further 
words the evangelist asked all who would receive 
Christ to say “I will”. Bradlaugh shouted “I won’t!”. 
Moody paused for a moment and then said,. “Men, 
you have heard your leader here who has rejected the 
Gospel. I ask everyone of you who believes he is right 
to stand with him”. No one moved. “Thank God!”

said Moody. “Now who will say, ‘I will!’?” About 


500 men under deep conviction arose crying, “‘I will! 
I WILL!” The whole atmosphere was changed and the 
battle was won.

When physical death comes, there is still for 
Christians the natural pain of parting, yet, as Paul 
says, we do not sorrow like those without hope. The 
death of the Lord Jesus seemed a total and unrelieved 
disaster, but His triumphant resurrection transformed 
the situation. Paul declared that life and immortality 
had been brought to light by the Gospel (2 Timothy 
1:10). They had been there all along, but they had 
been hidden, and Jesus shed glorious light on them by 
rising from the dead. His resurrection is the assurance 
of our eternal life, so that now Christians do not say, 
“Goodbye”, but “Goodnight”! The bitterness of 
death. has been eased by Him and we have the 
assurance of the final reunion of all believers in the 
Lord Jesus at His Coming (1 Corinthians 15:50—58; 1 
Thessalonians 4:13—18). “Wherefore comfort one 
another with these words’’.

THE Church commenced in November 1940, in the ' 
Community Hall, with a week’s meetings by Pastors 
S. Gorman and H. Palliser, at that time Pastor and 
Assistant Pastor at the Graham Street Church. The 
need for an evangelical witness in Weoley Castle was 
first felt by the late Mr. C. Stormont, who 


determined by God’s help to do something about it, . 


thus these meetings were commenced. Regular 
meetings continued on Sundays and one evening each 
week in the Community Hall. A Sunday school was 
begun and Mrs. W. Rollins, who already had a class of 
girls in her home on Sunday afternoons, joined the 
new school. The need for a more permanent place of 
worship became evident and much prayer was made. 

On the corner of Weoley Castle Road was a piece 
of ground, which contained the old Home Guard hut, 
afterwards the temporary building for the Municipal 
Bank. An enquiry was made concerning the purchase 
of this hut, but it was required for use on other sites 
in the City. Mr. Stormont claimed the piece of 
ground for the Lord, pacing the perimeter and taking 
the promise of Joshua 1:3. After much 
correspondence with the Corporation, a five-year 
lease on the ground was obtained. A licence was 
granted on 4th February, 1946 to erect a temporary 
building and the church was opened for worship by 
Pastor Joseph Smith on April 27th, 1946. 

At the Annual Conference in 1955, Weoley Castle 
was accepted as an official Elim Church. From this 
time the work continued to progress. Several 
ministers have occupied the pulpit. In 1956 a branch 
Sunday school was commenced in Woodcock Hill 
Junior School and this work continues to flourish.

In March 1965 the Estates Department were 
approached concerning the purchase of the land, but 
the site was reserved for future public use. The 
request could not be entertained, but it could be 
reviewed in 1968 on the expiry of the present lease. 
In September 1966 the Corporation was again 
approached, as the temporary building was badly in 
need of attention, mainly due to the fire damage at 
the rear. Owing to the uncertainty in two years time 
we felt unable to spend money on repairs. After 
much correspondence, in August 1968 we received a 
letter stating that it would be possible to offer only a 
tenancy for a further period of three years pending 
the outcome of the final development.

Then in September 1968 another letter stated that 
the occupation might be terminated by the 
Corporation on six months’ notice of their intention 
to develop the land. A reply was sent stating that this 
was a complete reversal of their decision in the letter 
of August 6th and again requesting an interview. A 
reply was received; still no final decision was made. 

In April 1970 Headquarters were brought into the 
five-year-old discussions. We were requested to draw 
up plans for a Church building on the site, and submit 
them to the Corporation. This was previous to any 
promise concerning the land. Several modifications 
were requested and eventually the plan was 
practically turned down. A day of prayer and fasting 
was called and, by a miracle, these same plans were 


. accepted owing to changes in the department. Then 
‘the land was offered at a price far below its 


commercial value and it was duly purchased. 


The last services in the old building were held on 
Sunday, March 12th, 1972, then demolition and 
rebuilding commenced. 

When the builder approached the Parks 
Department (whose land surrounds the Church) for 
permission to erect scaffolding outside the boundary, 
the reply was that the Department had no knowledge 
of, the land being sold! If they had known there 
would have been no sale. To this we can only add: 
“Praise the Lord” 

Exactly twelve months afterwards, we entered the 
new Church giving God all the glory, for indeed He 
has done great things for us. Our prayer is that the 
Church shall be to His glory, to the saving of souls, to 
the edifying of the Body of Christ, until Jesus comes 
again.

The Letter to the 


26 The Two Israels 
(chapters 9—T1) 


GOD’S covenant with Abraham was of a two-fold 
nature. The first part, the natural or material, related 
to the promised land and seed. It was clearly fulfilled, 
as the following Scriptures show: the land: Genesis 
15:18; Exodus 23:29-31; Deuteronomy 2655. 
Joshua 1:4; 21:43—45; 1 Kings 4:20—25; Nehemiah 
9:7—9,23,25; the seed: Genesis 15:5; Exodus 1:7; 
Deuteronomy 26:5, 1:10; 10:22; Numbers 23:10; 1 
Kings 3:8; Hebrews 11:12. The second part, the 
spiritual, is what Paul is dealing with here. 

The “fatness” or sap (Romans 11:17) is the divine 
life which flows through trunk and branches, God’s 
progressive and narrowing selection (election) 
through Isaac, Jacob, Judah and David, culminating 
in David’s Son — “Son of David, Son of Abraham” 
(Matthew 1:1). 

There are three strands in God’s selection through 
the Old Testament: Israel the Nation, Israel the 
Remnant, and Israel the Messiah (Isaiah 42:1; 49:3). 
In Him the Abrahamic Covenant is FULL-filled. This 
was the revelation from the prophetic Scriptures 
given’ to .Zechariah (Luke 1:68—78), which Paul 
expands in Galatians 3:16, where “Seed” is singular. 
He does not make a mere point of grammar for 
argument’s sake; this would be weak, since he also 
uses it collectively (Galatians 3:28,29). His” point 
confirms that Christ and His seed are one and that 
they, not Israel “after the flesh”’, are the true seed of 
Abraham and heirs of the promise. 

Faith is the principle of union, which joins the 
branches to the trunk, whether they be the natural 
branches (Israelites) or those wild branches (Gentiles) 
supernaturally engrafted by the almighty Arborist. 
God’s promises are tied to the faith of Abraham and 
not to his flesh. The engrafting of the Gentiles was 
not an afterthought of God to make up for Israel’s 
failure, but His age-long intention. This is “the 
mystery of Christ” which Paul writes so much about, 
which was revealed, not to him alone, as some 
mistakenly avow, but also “‘to His holy apostles and 
PROPHETS” (Ephesians 3:1—6) and by these the 
writer understands Old Testament prophets. 

Nevertheless (Romans 11:23), Israel’s fall was not 
irrevocable, not is her return to God inevitable. The 
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Romans

door of repentance is wide open and “God is able” to 
save them, if they turn from their unbelief, but that 
blessed day awaits another: “Until the fulness of the 
Gentiles [nations] be come in” (v.25). God’s original 
promise to Abraham was that he should be the father 
of many nations [peoples] (Genesis 17:4). This was 
echoed in the renewal of the promise through 
Joseph’s younger son, Ephraim (Genesis 48:19), 
where the words in the Septuagint Old Testament are 
identical with our text. Besides having. an ethnic 
fulfilment, as we have shown (paragraph one), the 
promise is interpreted and expanded by Paul after a 
spiritual manner: ‘“‘Abraham should be the heir of the 
world” (Romans 4:13,17; compare Matthew 5:5). 
Implicit in the original promise was assuredly the 
completion of the great Church universal as seen in 
the last Book of the Bible (Revelation 7:9). 

““And so all Israel shall be saved” (Romans 11:26). 
“So” is an adverb of manner, indicating “‘in this 


way”, for this is God’s revealed way, and the only 


way, for Israel, as for all men. In Christ alone, the 
true Olive, is salvation (compare John chapter 15). 


“All Israel” here is not a rigid literality, any more than 


where it is used elsewhere in the Bible. It cannot 
mean all without exception. Israelite sinners past and 
present will stand with Gentiles in the Judgment 
(Romans 2:9). Nor can it mean all Israelites who are 
alive at the Second Advent of our Lord (which is not. 
mentioned here), since that would put a premium on 
their time of birth; it would be “salvation by sight”. 
It means, the writer thinks, that when the flood-tide 
of Gentile “fulness” begins to flow Godward at the 
end of this age, as the Church nears completion, the 
trickle of Jewish conversion to Christ that we have 
known down the centuries (the faithful remnant) will 
also be caught up in the great flood-tide. There are 
signs of this in these days already. They will be borne 
on its bosom homeward to God. Then will dawn the 
world’s new day (vwv.12,15).

TIME magazine, the U.S.A. and| biel weekly, 
has had a special series entitled, “Second Thoughts 
about Man”.“ In an_ introduction, they were 
summarised as “The Behaviour Section” (an apt 
definition of psychology, the science of human 
behaviour). “The Religion Section” ,came next, 
followed by “The Education Section” and finally 
“The Science Section”. 

In all the mainstreams of life there is much 
rethinking, but from the above comprehensive 
subjects I can but refer to one quote about religion 
contained in the introductory general feature. TIME 
wrote: “One stream of yearning apparent among the 

. questioning thinking of the seventies is spiritual .... 
Some of the spiritually hungry are feeding on a 
resurgence of the externally supplied certainties of 
fundamentalism. Others are seeking internal spiritual 
experience in Western pentecostalism, or in the 
unfamiliar world of Eastern mysticism.” 

Many are seeking a Pentecostal experience, but 
this is perhaps the only correct statement about 
Pentecost made by TIME. Pentecostalism is certainly 
not Western, as witnessed by the fact that the 
forthcoming Peritecostal World Conference will take 
place in S. Korea in the far Far East. Geographically, 
‘Pentecost began in what is commonly called ithe 
Middle East, though more exactly it is just about the 
middle of the world — Jerusalem. From that centre, 
the blessing would reach “all flesh”, and the message 

~ would go to “all the- world”. Fundamentalism and 
Eastern mysticism are mentioned, of which we can 
say that many fundamentalist denominations are not 
Pentecostal, but. Pentecostal denominations are 
fundamentalist. A Pentecostal experience cannot be 
‘linked with Eastern mysticism, but there is a deep 
mysticism in any Christian experience and very much 
so in the fulness of the Holy Spirit Baptism. To the 
‘Christian, mysticism does not mean the unknown. It 
is initiation into the unknown, exemplified in John 
who “was in the Spirit” and received “‘the revelation 

‘of Jesus Christ which God gave unto him”. TIME 
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mentions “the external certainties of funda- 
mentalism’’, which causes me to declare that,-perhaps 
in another aspect, the Pentecostal experience is also 
an external one. Paul declares: ““Your bodies are the 
temples of God, and the Spirit of God dwelleth in 
you.” To be filled with the Spirit is to have an 


internal spiritual experience, an external experience, 


and a mystical experience: a complete experience for 
the complete man, to make the man complete.

CADBURY’S prices are down! The removal of 
purchase tax and the introduction of V.A.T. has 
meant that Cadbury, Fry, Pascall have cut prices on 
over 100 of their most popular lines. We are certainly 
a nation of chocolate eaters and with the reduction in 
the cost of a bewildering variety of confectionary and 
also of Easter eggs, I suppose many of us have been 
tempted to indulge ourselves, particularly over the 
holiday period. How many, I wonder, ever give a 
thought to the source of the cocoa needed to produce 
our delectable chocolates? 

Ghana is the world’s largest producer of cocoa, 
which is its most important crop, and the story of 
how cocoa first came to Ghana is like a fairy story. It 
is said that the first cocoa pods were smuggled into 
the country in 1879 from the Spanish island of 
Fernando Po by a Gold Coast blacksmith named 
Tetteh Quarshie. He planted the blue-green beans at 
Mampong Akwapim and, four years later, when the 
trees bore fruit, he distributed pods to his friends and 
to people in the area. Ghana proved to have ideal 
conditions for cocoa cultivation. The country. has 
derived great wealth from this simple act of Tetteh 
Quarshie. 

When I lived in Ghana at the Elim Mission in 
Koforidua, Mampong and the nearby hospital named 
after Tetteh Quarshie were on our route to the 
capital, Accra, and my husband and I passed through 
frequently. Then,-too, we had ample evidence of the 
result of the humble blacksmith’s actions by the sight 
of acres of cocoa plantations and of a cocoa-growing 
research centre about twenty miles from our home. 

The trees themselves are not particularly tall or 
Spectacular, and are usually dependent on the shade 
of banana and other forest trees. The strange way 
that the pods grow and protrude from the trunk is 
fascinating. The large trays of red-brown beans drying 
in the sun look far removed from the smooth 
chocolate that we know. It is a long, involved process 
before our chocolate emerges. The trees mature in

five to eight years. There are two crops a year. Much 
labour is involved in harvesting the heavy, bulky pods 
of seven to ten and a half inches in length. Next 
comes the task of splitting the pods and removing the 
beans, which are then covered with leaves and 
allowed to ferment for several days. Finally the beans 
are dried for about a week and during this time they 


must be raked and turned several times a day. When 
- one considers the packing, shipping and processing 


entailed before the finished product reaches our 
shops, the whole enterprise is quite remarkable and 
should make us more ‘appreciative of a commodity 
which is both tasty and nourishing. It all began with a 
few pods and the faith of Tetteh Quarshie, who 
planted in hope! 

The Christian who realises the immense potential 
of the Holy Scriptures faithfully sows its seeds in 
many hearts and distributes the Word of God 
wherever he can. Jesus said that the seed'is the Word 
of the kingdom and the field is the world. I never 
cease to thank God for every organisation which 
sends forth the Bible, for it is the Word of Life and 
fully capable of justifying its existence by producing 
a harvest. There may be much hard work entailed and 
many processes to pass through before we see the end 
product — mature, sanctified believers, living to the 
glory of God — but, if we sow in faith, the result is 
certain, for this is life-giving seed. “For the Word that 
God speaks is alive and full of power — making it 
active, operative, energizing and effective’? (Hebrews 
4:12, Amplified Bible). Just as the production of 
cocoa brought prosperity to Ghana, so for us the 
sowing of the Word of God is bound to produce “‘ife 
and health and peace” in every believing heart and 
spiritual prosperity in the whole Church.

“I’M fed up, bored and tired of living,” complained a 


young student to a friend, “I’d commit suicide but I 
haven’t the energy or the interest.” 

Today it is the “in” thing to be fed up. Boredom 
accounts for much of the soaring figures for crime, 
violence, drunkenness, drug-taking and suicide among 
young people. The most thrilling things of life are 
treated with a casualness and cynicism that would be 
humorous if it were not so pathetic. 

So many are like the tough little boy who arrived 
for Christmas at a temporary foster-home and 
introduced himself with a defiant: “I’ve been 
everywhere, I’ve seen everything, and I’ve done 
everything.” We can let life make us like this — fed up 
or we can be FILLED UP! 

Arnold Toynbee, the historian, wrote: “Apathy 
can only be overcome by enthusiasm and enthusiasm 
can only be aroused by an ideal which takes the 
imagination by storm.” The Christian faith provides 
such an ideal. Paul testified: .“Christ Jesus grasped 
me” (Philippians 3:12). This most dramatic moment 
in life produces an intense zest for living. 

“Enthusiasm” is derived from two Greek words 
meaning “in”? and “God”, which indicates that the 
enthusiastic person is one having God in him and 
being himself in God. Thus Jesus said: “When I come 
back to life again, you will know that I am in my 
Father, and YOU IN ME, AND I IN YOU” (John 
14:20). 


The God-filled Life 


To the Laodiceans the ascended Christ declared: 
“Behold, I stand at the door, and knock: if any man 
hear My voice, and open the door, I will come in to 
him” (Revelation 3:20). The power of His incoming 
invigorates our spirits and penetrates every part of 
our lives. This partially fulfils the expressed desire 
that we should be “‘filled with all the fulness of God” 
(Ephesians 3:19). 

Further fulfilment is expressed in the exhortation, 
“Be filled with the Spirit” (Ephesians 5:18). On the 
Day of Pentecost the early followers of Jesus were 
so filled with the Spirit of God that they were 
God-intoxicated. Boredom, cynicism and listlessness 
were lost in that mighty inrush of divine life. Small 
wonder that the Nicene Creed describes the Spirit as 
“Lord and Giver of Life’’!

The God-controlled Life 


The complementary truth to “Christ in you” is 
“You are complete in Him” (Colossians 1:27; 2:10). 
As the sponge is only full of water so long as it is in 
the water, so the Christian can only maintain his 
God-filled experience by living in God. 

“You are in the Spirit, if the Spirit of God dwells 
in you”, wrote Paul. “If we live in the Spirit, let us 
also walk in the Spirit” (Romans 8:9, Galatians 
5:25). The astronaut is dependent on his portable 
atmosphere while he is on the moon and we are 
dependent on God’s presence while we are on earth. 
Our atmosphere controls our actions. We can go only 


where God can go with us. We cannot leave Him 


behind for a minute. As the “rapture of the deep” 
would lure the diver into abandoning his 
life-sustaining face-mask, so Satan tempts us to “go it 
alone”’ with disastrous results. 

Only in our natural element can we know the 
vigour and zest of a truly enthusiastic life. Do not be 
fed up; be filled up instead!

Monday May 7th 1 Kings 1:41—53 

- “Adonijah ... caught hold of the horns of the 
altar” (v.50). 


ADONIJAH was guilty of treason. His just 
punishment was death. He knew that soon Solomon’s 
soldiers would arrest the usurper, therefore he took 
advantage of the appointed place of refuge for the 
guilty person. He fled to the altar and clung to the 
horns of the place of sacrifice. 

We are guilty before heaven. We have usurped 
God’s rightful rule over us and gone our own way. We 
must flee to the cross and depend entirely upon it: 
“Nothing in my hands I bring, simply to my cross I 
cling”. 


Tuesday, May 8th 1 Kings 2:1—12 

“Keep the charge of the Lord thy God” (v.3). 
MANY parents are concerned over the physical and 
financial well-being of their children. These are 
important, but they are not the most important. 
David was interested in Solomon walking in the Word 
and ways of God. Moses laid down that children 
should be continuously taught the commands of God. 
Job prayed daily for his family. 

We can make the mistake of seeking opportunities 
for service when there is a duty at our door or in our 
home. Let nothing detract from our bringing our 
children up in the fear of the Lord. 


Wednesday, May 9th 1 Kings 2:13—27 

“Now I ask one petition of thee” (v.16). 
BATHSHEBA acted as a mediator between the 
potentate and the pleader. Adonijah wanted to marry 
Abishag and he persuaded Bathsheba to petition the 
king for him. In w. 16 and 20, we have the 
expression, “one petition”. Often our prayers are 
rambling. We need specific supplication, definite 
devotions. In public prayer meetings especially it 
would be good for believers to concentrate on one 
thing. The Psalmist said, “One thing have I desired of 
the Lord’’. We are coming to a King — a large petition 
we will bring. 


Thursday, May 10th 1 Kings 2:28—46 
“Their blood shall return therefore on the head of 

Joab” (v.33). 

THESE verses of vengance, this catalogue of killings, 


show how Solomon punished those who had opposed 
his father. Shimei was slaughtered. Joab was killed. 
Abiathar was thrust out of the priesthood. Their 
crimes of former years thus viciously caught up with 
them. 

Sin has a habit of doing this. Some long-forgotten 
deed raises its ugly head and demands payment. How 
precious it is to realise that God forgives and forgets! 
There is grace to cover all our sin. We must forgive 
others, for this will be the measure of our forgiveness. 


Friday, May 11th 

“Ask what I shall give thee” (v.5). 
WHAT a fantastic offer God made to Solomon! 
Imagine yourself being confronted by a 
multi-millionaire who says that he will give you 
anything you request. What would our reaction be — 
a big house, a fabulous car? —or would we ask for an 
unlimited supply of tracts, or a new dispensary for a 
mission station? 

Solomon asked for an understanding heart (v.9). 
God was so pleased with his reply, that He gave him ~ 
riches and honour as well (v.13). Remember Matthew 
6:33. 


1 Kings 3:1—15 


Saturday, May 12th 

“In no wise slay it”’ (v.26). 
THIS dramatic, unforgettable narrative of the two 
women and the babies has many lessons for us. One is 
that love does not always demand its rights. The 
selfish mother seems to typify lust — grasping, 
getting, greedy, unmindful of the suffering that it 
causes to others. The real mother exemplifies true 
love, which is “willing to suffer, others to save’’. 
“Love seeketh not her own’”’. 

There will be opportunities for us today to 
sacrifice what is legitimately ours so that someone 
else will be spared suffering. In an argument, even if 
you are right, do not be too proud to give way. If you 
have been hurt, make steps towards reconciliation.

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/'m glad we were 
there! 


WE might not have gone, had not Mary Whitehouse 
telephoned us, with a note of urgency in her voice, 
“Do come to Downing Street. It may be our last 
chance to stem the tide, to impress our government 
with the urgent necessity ofstanding against depravity”. 
Ours were among the 1,350,000 signatures on the 
National Petition for Public Decency. We were now 
being challenged to see it through. 

In earlier years in my Christian experience I had 
been taught to be “‘in the world and not of it” and to 
“Jet the dead bury their dead”, which had been inter- 
preted as a direction to opt out of secular affairs. All 
those years the enemies of Christ had been hard at 
work, dragging down the old standards of behaviour 
and morality in our country, instilling their false 
propaganda about freedom and enlightenment, and 
we had seen the society we knew disintegrating before 
our eyes. 

So we went to Downing Street, half adozenofus, 
‘to swell the 600 at which the Prime Minister smiled 
‘very graciously as he was driven from the House of 
Commons to No. 10 to receive our deputation. We 
stood foranhouramidan army of banners proclaiming, 
“85% SIGN FOR DECENCY”, though there were one 
or two home-made ones which touched off a more 
spiritual note. I felt a little uncertain about the large, 
flowery, tinsel edged one which said, “FESTIVAL OF 
JESUS. GOD GAVE US LIGHT TO SEE”’. After all 
we were there to protest at some of the things we did 
see. A smaller adjoining one, held aloft by a pert 
youngster, was much more direct in its simple injunc- 
tion to “PUT SIN IN THE BIN!” 

A dozen or more young people, arrayed in the gear 
of their age, processed up Downing Street, bearing tall 
stacks of signed petition forms before them. Bringing 
up the rear was Mary Whitehouse, dignified, smiling, 
attractive in navy blue and white, attended by the 
Bishop of Leicester and Maxwell Cressey of the Nation- 
wide Festivalof Light.Into No. 10 they filed, with the 
largest petitionofany kind evertohavebeen presented. 
Then they reappeared, smiling, fifteen minutes later to 
despatch us to the lobbies of the House of Commons. 

This was a worthwhile experience. Ushered past 
the queueing public at St. Stephen’s gate, we reached 
the Central Lobby, were announced and awaited our 
M.P’s with whom to discuss the three points raised by 
the petition. Pausing, we looked up at the lofty walls, 
lined with the images of our royal dead, at famous 
parliamentarians and social reformers. Years before, 

we had revered them. We had at some time sat, silent

and awed, in the nearby Strangers’ Gallery peeking at 
the businessofour own day and age, but there we were 
today, having the temerity to try to shape the laws of 
our Own society. 

We were received graciously and listened to with 
respect, for we had had the benefit of Steve Stevens 
(of NFOL) popping around with unflagging zeal from 
group to group, priming us with facts and figures with 
which to fan the flame of our resolve. It was a coun- 
selling class of sorts, and none the worse for that. 

“The evening rally will not be like our accustomed 
meetings’’,I warned a Christian friend, “It is bound to 
be more formal — speeches instead of hymns’’. I was 
wrong. In Westminster Central Hall we started with 
“He who would valiant be” and progressed to Psalm 
46, “God is our Strength and Refuge” to the tune of 
“The Dam Busters’. The Salvation Army was there 
with traditional accompaniment and for good measure 
Ismael and Andy regaled us with amplified guitars and 
Gospel folk music. 

At one point, I might have supposed that I had 
“nodded off” for a moment (Ismael and Andy not- 
withstanding), and had awakened in a Pentecostal 
revival, but it was for real! Led by the guitarists and 
a host of youngsters, the audience began a rhythmic 
clap, rose to their feet, lifted their hands high (still 


clapping), and some began to swing. jubilantly into a 


dancing movement. 

There were speakers, of course. Dan Jones, Labour 
M.P. for Burnley, was outstanding for his fervour, 
“Marriage, as we know it, is the cornerstone of a 
Christian civifised character” he declared and proceded 
to denounce with evangelistic zeal “the wretched and 
dangerous climate of our country” and its effect upon 
the youth of today. (Remember this man by name 
when you ask God to bless those who govern our 
country). 

The programme continued through a considerable 
list of speakers, which included Ross McWhirter, far 
from downhearted, and to whom sympathisers had 
subscribed £6,500 to meet his costs in the famous 
Andy Warhol-case. This is a surplus of perhaps £2,000 
— even more — which he is allocating to N.V.A.L.A. 
and N.F.O.L. who had, so successfully pleaded his 
cause. Mary Whitehouse was her charming, competent, 
resolute selfassheaddressed the 1 000 strong audience. 
Rev. Stanley Voke spoke from the Scriptures in no 

‘uncertain tone on the Biblical authority for Decency. 
The few hecklers present got absolutely nowhere with 
their opposition. 

All in all, this was a very worthwhile day — and for 
most of us a very special lift came to ourheartsas the 
news of David Hathaway’s arrival in Britain came 
through. God be praised!

CHRISTIANITY originated in the divine mind and 
was truly characterised in the announcement of the 
heavenly messenger to the shepherds of Bethlehem as 
“good tidings of great joy which shall be to all people’’. 
Its delightful tendency was appropriately celebrated 
by the multitude of the heavenly hosts immediately 
after that gracious proclamation: “Glory to God in 
the highest, and on earth peace, goodwill toward men”. 
This sets forth the holiness and righteousness of 
Jehovah, His boundless love and His infinite mercy 
to mankind. It proclaims the fact that the righteous 
Governor of the universe would not extend forgiveness 
to sinful man without a suitable atonement being made 
to justify that clemency, and that His love to mankind 
was such that He gave His only begotten Son to be- 
come incarnate in human nature to make that atone- 
ment, that repentance and remission of sins be prea- 
ched in His name among all nations. 

Because “all have sinned and come short of the 
glory of God” and “the carnal mind is enmity against 
God”, it assures us that Christ ‘‘gave Himself for us, 
that He might redeem us from all iniquity and purify 
unto Himself a peculiar people, zealous of good works” 
and that “‘ifany man be in Christ, he is a new creature’”’. 

The Acts of the Apostles and the Apostolic Epistles 
record the self-denying labours of the first propagators 
of Christianity and the mighty influence which accom- 
panied their labours. Multitudes, both Jews and Gen- 
tiles, happily experienced that the “‘gospel of Christ” 
was “the power of God unto salvation to everyone 
that believeth”. Far and wide its influence was felt, 
until at length it overthrew the idol-altars of grace and 
love and invaded the palace of the Caesars, for the 
Emperor Constantine embraced Christianity. 

Christianity was from the outset strongly opposed; 
to the Jews it was a stumbling block and to the Greeks 
foolishness. The more fiercely it was opposed, how- 
ever, the further it spread, converting its greatest foes 
into its warmest friends, like Saul of Tarsus, who be- 
came the Apostle Paul. No open hostility could retard 
its progress or stay its mighty influence. 


OPPOSITION

What could Satan do? The saying goes, “If you 
can’t beat them, join them’’, but how was this to be 
done? Constantine was used to pour wealth and 
‘human honours upon the ministers of the meek and 
lowly Jesus. Many gave way to pride, ambition and 
the love of filthy lucre, until one corruption after 
another was introduced into the Christian Church. 
The result was that there was no power, no blessings 
and no vision. 

Praise God, down through the ages, He always had 
His faithful ones. These preserved the ancient faith 
and simplicity, but gross error and degrading super- 
stition prevailed and those who resisted ecclesiastical 
pride and vainglory, exposed error and pleaded for 
truth, were cruelly martyred by the avowed followers 
of the divine Saviour, who boastingly declared them- 
selves to be “successors of the Apostles”’. 

In the sixteenth century, the Reformation from 
papacy by Luther, Melancthon, Calvin and others in 
Germany and France and by a number of divines in 
this country during the reigns of Henry VIII, Edward 
VI and Queen Elizabeth I brought about great changes. 
The Scriptures were translated into English, many felt 
the power of divine truth and popery was discarded. 
Such events always happen when divine truth is accep- 
ted. When the Holy Spirit is come, He will lead into 
all truth. I do not believe it is possible to have the 
Holy Spirit of truth and continue in the errors of 
Rome or of Modernism. There comes a time when the 
born-again believer must stand for truth.as declared in 
the Word of God. 

The Act of Uniformity of 1662, in the reign of 
Charles II, required of truly evangelical men, either 
publicly to declare their unfeigned assent and consent 
'to all and everything contained and prescribed in the 
Book of Common Prayer, or to resign their livings. 
About 2,000 nobly resigned their livings, left their 
comfortable residences and, with their families, suf- 
fered great privations rather than solemnly declare 
their unfeigned assent and consent to doctrines they

The Letter to the Romans © 


27 The Two Israels 
(chapters 9—T1) 


“SO all Israel shall be saved” (Romans 11:26,27). 
The salvation spoken of is evangelical, not national. 
“Of future national greatness for Israel: this chapter 
is silent on that great matter”. (H. Moule, Romans). 
The Deliverer came.to Zion and for Zion in fulfilment 
of Isaiah’s great prophecy (Isaiah 59:20,21) and the 
sin-removing Covenant was made at Calvary (Mark 14: 
24, Jeremiah 31:31; Hewbrews 12:24). There will be 
no other. There He made an end of sins, made 
reconciliation for their iniquity, and brought in ever- 
lasting righteousness (Daniel 9:24). 

He “shall turn away ungodliness’”’ (Romans 26), 
in Isaiah’s prophecy is, “They shall turn from trans- 
gression”. Divine action is in one and human choice 
is in the other — the obverse and reverse sides of 
complementary gospel truths. 

““Asconcerning thegospel,they are enemies” (v.28), 
notenemiesof the Gentiles, but enemies of God, which 
does not mean that Godisat enmity: with them, since 
thissame verse tellsusthat He loves them with age-long 
affection, but rather that they were at enmity’ with 
God. As Paul wrote of the Colossians (1:21) they were 
‘“‘Alienated and enemies in [their] mind by wicked 
works”’, as Paul himself had confessedly been. “When 
we were enemies, we were reconciled to God”, 
(Romans 5:8—10). 

Because of Hissteadfast love for them,God does not 
regret Hiscalling of themor all His lavish bestowments 
(11:29,9:4,5). Verses 30,31 echo Hosea’s prophecy. 
(9:25) and show these Roman Gentiles how they have 
beenincludedinGod’s great plan for the restoration of 
His people Israel. God has conditioned the salvation 
of each on the other (vvs. 21,15). Fellow-prisoners, 
with their Jewish brethren in their mutual rebellion 
against God (‘‘Penned together in the prison of dis- 
obedience”’,v.32, Phillips), they.now share His merciful 
deliverance. Verse 32 by no means indicates the 
universal redemption of all without exception, as it has 
been mistakenly so understood by some, a hope for 
which the Holy Scriptures give no support, but rather 
do they warn us against such a presumption. Finally 
comes the apostle’s great Doxology in vv.33—36. His 
fervent heart bursts into praise as he ponders God’s

dealings and with adoring wonder traces His footsteps, 
the sovereign, self-sufficient Lord of the universe and — 
Ground of all being. We cannot know the unrevealed 
and even that which is revealed is inapprehensible, so 
often appearing to us as arbitrary and meaningless. In 
all of the foregoing “Plan of Salvation” with “doctrines 
from one link to another forming a golden chain of 
redemption” (H. Moule, Romans) is seen the riches 
of His unfathomable wisdom and knowledge, that 
knowledge applied in His wisdom to the fulfilling of His 
holy designs and purposes. His “judgements” are His 
judicial decisions and acts. Verse 34 quotes from 
Isaiah 40:34 and how significant is its place in that 
first of the great evangel chapters there, which tells of 
John the Baptist, the “voicein the wilderness’ announ- 
cing the imminent coming of the Saviour-Redeemer. 
“Of Him’, the first great Cause and Originator of all , 
“and through Him” the further great Cause and 
Sustainer of all, and ‘“‘to Him’, the final great Cause 
and Goal, “are all things” (v.36). He is Alpha and 
Omega, the Beginning and Ending, the First and The 
Last (Revelation 4:11). He has revealed Himself to us 
in Christ and His nature and His name are Love, “to 
whom be glory for ever. “Let all believing hearts 
ascribe all praise to Him for all His words most wond- 
erful and all His ways most sure, and to Him all glory 


will redound. Amen — it shall be so” (A.T. Pierson).

25 The Angel of the Lord (Genesis 24:7)

FOLLOWING Sarah’s death, Abraham gave thought 
to Isaac’s future. He commissioned his most trusted 
servant to find a wife for his heir. In response to the 
servant’s query, Abraham recounted the past — the 
calling, promises and protection which he had received 
from the Lord and how on occasions the Lord had 
sent His angel to Abraham (though he did not always 
recognise him immediately as an angel), showing His 
concern and over-ruling care for His servant.

GOD’S inspired methods cannot be superseded. 
Neither gimmick nor “new cart” can carry the Chris- 
tian Church forward into victory. We wrestle against 
forces which chuckle at the very idea of weak humans 
trying to substitute anything for the mighty power of 
the Holy Spirit in order to bring souls through to an 
experience in God. God’s methods are miracles and 
men, mantled men who know their God, who are strong 
in the Spirit and who do exploits. When men touch 
God, they touch the dimension of the supernatural 
and it is here that the devil trembles. 

There will always be plenty of hard work to be 
done on the human level. God does not-send mani- 
festations of power to encourage us to be lazy. We 
are exhorted to work “while it is day: the night 
cometh, when no man can work.” (John 9:4). When 
we begin to substitute clever programmes for power- 
ful, convicting ministry, we tred the path which leads 
to the cul-de-sac called “Ichabod”’. 

The Acts of the Apostles shows New Testament 
doctrine and practice in action. This glorious book is 
profitable for doctrine, for correction and for instruc- 
tion (2 Timothy 3:16). It will correct our policies for 
progress, if we will allow it to, and it will instruct us 
in the path in which we ought to go if we want to see 
true Pentecostal progress. Basically it is a book of 
ACTION. Therefore Pentecostal people should be 
people of action. This Book puts fire to God’s gun- 
powder. It presses the trigger shooting truth deep 
into men’s hearts compelling them to drop to their 
knees crying, “Men and brethren, what shall we do?”’. 
It took more than a high-pressure programme to make 
a man like Felix tremble. Three thousand souls were 
saved through one sermon on the Day of Pentecost — 
and the preacher had no expensive amplifying equip- 
ment blaring with a volume which would almost deafen 
anyone standing nearby. This great Book explains the 
mighty explosion: The Baptism which they received 
propelled them into the orbit of dynamic witnessing. 
They never argued about “‘the initial evidence”; they

were too busy producing the goods by using the most 
important evidence. So often we have been told that 
the Baptism in the Spirit gives us power to witness. 
What good is the best petrol in the tank of even a 
Rolls-Royce if the engine is not switched on and in 
gear and the brakes off? Only as we get going do we 
begin to realize the power which is available beneath 
the bonnet. Heaven has adynamic supply, but it can 
only manifest its strength as we get switched on, get — 
into gear and get going. The fifth Book in the New ~ 
Testament is a book of progress because it is a Book 
of Acts. Action is what we need, not argument. Are 
YOU a man of action? Are you a woman of Holy 
Ghost action? An inactive Crusader is a contradiction 
in terms. The soldiers in the Acts were very active in a 
holy war. Was Peter a man of action? Think of the 
miracle at the Beautiful Gate. Was Paul a man of 
action? This term is written all over his biography. 
The Early Church got on with the job. They were 
determined to let the whole of their generation know 
that Jesus was a living Person, a force to be reckoned 
with. New Testament Christians were all at it and 
The last seven words — “all at it and | 
always at it’ — were first spoken by the early leaders 

of the Salvation Army when it was spreading the 

message of blood and fire all over our country. We 

have no right to call ourselves Pentecostals if we do 
not do what true Pentecostals did in New Testament: 

days. We cannot force miracles, but we can force our 

lips to get on with the job of telling others. There is 

a wealth of wisdom in witnessing. 

Their message is our message and it is as relevant 
for this needy, educated age as it was for the Jews and — 
the ignorant heathen of two thousand years ago. Peter 
used no soft language when he told the Jews that 
Jesus was:the Son of God and that they slew Him and 
hanged Him on a tree.

they could not withstand, he added, ‘“‘This Jesus hath 
God raised up, whereof we all are witnesses.” (Acts 2: 
32). Now if Jesus is the divine Son of God and He has 
been slain for us and, in order to prove it, God has 
raised Him from the dead, our generation needs to get 
the facts straight. God takes a serious view of sin and 
of the great evil in turning away.and having the auda- 
city to neglect so-great salvation bought at such high 
cost. The reality of the resurrection is always relevant. 


We can only expect to expand by doing and saying . 
the right things. This involves courtesy and clarity. 


British Pentecostals in the majority of cases need to 
take an honest look at themselves and ask, “What 
witnessing do I, a Pentecostal, ever do?’’. 


The second secret that we need to rediscover is 
that these New Testament people carried a remarkable 
sense of the presence of God. This presence is much 
more than a psychological public image. They were 
not interested in projecting anything of self; they were 
too engrossed in ‘exalting the One with whom they 
were so deeply in love. They did not try to create a 
sense of this presence; it oozed from their souls like 
‘the aroma which filled the house after Mary had poured 
the spikenard of gratitude upon her Master. The old 
gardener who kept the scented plants in the hot-house 
of a world-famous garden spent so many hours in the 

atmosphere that his work-a-day clothes became im- 
pregnated with their perfume. He could not help but 
carry it home, causing everyone who came into con- 
‘tact with him to become aware of the exquisite fra- 
grance. Dwelling in the secret place of the Most High 
has an unconscious effect on those who contact us in 
‘our everyday life. This is a forgotten secret which is 
all too often dismissed as Victorian and not relevant 
to our modern society. If you ask me how should we 
set about building up Elim as a movement, my answer 
would involve this great factor: Our meetings, our 
ministry and our leaders must carry a sense of the pre- 
sence of God. Many of our founder-members in Elim 
will know that there was a time when George Jeffreys 
did just this. To be with him made one feel that one 
was in- the presence of a man who carried an atmos- 
phere of the presence of God. The same can be said 
of Smith Wigglesworth and others. These were men 
who knew the method above all methods which makes 
for Pentecostal progress. We are not ignorant of this 
truth, but are we willing to let go the other calls on 
our time in this busy society and take time to soak 
Our inner souls in the private place with God? 
Another vital truth we would do well to discuss 
surrounds the Gift of the Word of Knowledge. One 
aspect of this gift gives us supernatural guidance. 
Philip was led to witness to the eunuch by a private, 
personal leading. The same could be said of Peter be- 


fore he went to witness to the household of Cornelius. 
Paul knew something of it when he heard the Mace- 
donian call. These precious Gifts are delicate and the 
flesh can creep in so easily, yet they are dynamic when 
balanced men of God with real experience of the super- 
natural, are truly led by the Holy Spirit. We long for 


more of this. It will cleanse away all duplicity and 


sin, for it will find out every , Ananias. and Sapphira. 

The early leaders in the New Testament were men — 
‘who yearned for holiness in depth. Only when king 
David cried, “Create in me a clean heart, O God”, 
could he add, “Then will I teach transgressors thy 
ways, and sinners shall be converted unto Thee.” 
(Psalm 51:10-13). Here is the starting-point of all true 
spiritual advance. God is waiting, but are we willing? 
We all want Elim to prosper, but God’s price must be 
paid. ,

did not believe. Their places were taken by those who 
can only be described as “having a form of godliness, 
but denying the power thereof” and the Church sank 
into spiritual lethargy and death. ; 

God raised up: John and Charles Wesley, George 
Whitefield and-others as the honoured instruments of 
revival. The great Author of Christianitynever lets His 
work fail for want of suitable instruments and war- 
riors whose weapons were “not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down of strongholds”. 

With the revival blessings came opposition. Tongues 
and pens were used on abusing. In several places mobs 
were encouraged by the gentry, even by magistrates, to 
disturb peaceable worshippers and to maltreat the 
preachers. 

These are not the methods Satan is using today. 
One of his methods now is to discourage leaders and 
people. He is doing this by the apathy and the low 
moral standards of so many who are claiming to be 
Christians and by others who aré claiming to be filled 
with the Spirit. One service per week is quite enough 
for them and it must not be too long. They attend 
church on Sunday morning and then spend the rest of 
the Lord’s Day visiting friends or watching T.V. Others 
start at 6.30 p.m. 

I pray, “Do it again, Lord! Raise up Spirit-filled 
men and women who will so love You that they will 
give their all in service to You.” Ministers and leaders 
iare breaking their hearts over low spiritual standards. 
Because of the strain some are having to give up. We 
need to remember that they are flesh and blood before 
it is too late and another good servant is lost to the 
work. Opposition there will be, but we must stand 
together for God and with God and declare the whole 
counsel of God.

These haveincluded little calendars,home-made Christ- 
mas and birthday cards, a bar of chocolate, a rather 
grubby bag of aniseed balls, a special picture drawn to 
illustrate a Sunday school lesson, many a bunch of 
wild flowers and even a pretty shell and a shiny black 
feather. 

Looking back over the years I realise with thank ful- 
ness that I have been the recipient of so many gifts 
from loving friends and church members. In many 
instancesithas been widows and dear people in humble 
circumstances who gave to the point of sacrifice. I 
remember gifts of cheese (when it was rationed) and 
coal during war years and of a cot made from salvaged 
wood for our first child. I can never forget being 
overwhelmed to the point of tears by so many presents 
of flowers and fruit and of baby garments when our 
children were born. 

In Ireland we were given a turkey every Christmas, 
in Guernsey an abundant supply of tomatoes and other 
vegetables and an unlimited quantity of flowers. The 
people of Ghana are extremely generous and we were 
constantly being delighted by gifts of bananas, paw-

hospitable country. What a miserable old world it 
would be if the joy of giving and of receiving were 
withdrawn!

It would be even more sad if people became 
completely self-sufficient, aloof and ungrateful.

Before, 
during and after

WHEN asked why their parents went to church, one 
little girl replied, “My Dad goes ’cause he’s running’ 
for election!”. Well, just what are our motives for 


~ going to church? How can we get the very best from 


our church worship? 

What should we do before the service? There must 
be preparation of heart before you can worship God 
aright, not just a hurried prayer as you sit in the pew - 
and how much ofa formality that can be - but a prayer 
in your quiet time that God will bless the service that 
day. Too often our thoughts are engaged on other 
things. Carelessly, irreverently we enter God’s pre- 
sence. Before a gospel service, we should do our 
best to invite someone along, for week after week your 
pastor can minister either to a wilderness of wood or 
evangelise the evangelised. The best tact in soul win- 
ning is CONtact. Think, too, of your attitude toward 
some other‘member of the congregation. “If you are 
standing before the altar in the Temple (as we would 
say, Sitting in church) and suddenly remember that a 
friend has something against you, leave your sacrifice 
there beside the altar and go and apologise and be re- 
conciled to him, and then come and offer your sacri- 
fice to God” (Matthew 5:23, 24, L.B.). Before the 
service never have words with someone; the whole 
spirit of the meeting can be affected. It is better to 
bite your tongue than to let it bite someone else. 

What should we do during the service? Don’t chew 
sweets. If you must because you have a bad throat, be 
careful how you open the wrapper. From the pulpit 
it can sound like an army opening their Christmas 
boxes. If a baby cries and the mother is doing her 
best to keep the little one quiet, don’t make it worse 
by turning round, or by giving advice on how little 
Horace can be calmed. Don’t chatter to the person 
sitting next to you, and, if you must yawn, make it 
quiet and inconspicuous, please! If it is a worship ser- 
vice, consider prayerfully how you — even though you 
have never prayed in public before — can take part in 
the time of praise. Your one-sentence prayer from the 
heart can bring real blessing. Try it next Sunday. If 
God has baptised you in the Holy Ghost, wait on your 
ministry. Be alert to His leading. God may wish to 
speak through you. Most important of all, “‘receive 
with meekness the engrafted Word” (James 1:21). 
Truth must soak into the heart if it is to bless the 
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heart. Be willing to hear about your faults and be det- 
ermined by God’s grace to put them right. 

After the service, “be ye doers of the Word, and 
not hearers only” (James 1:22). \Doing far surpasses 
hearing. The bulk of men do not read the Bible; they 
read you and me. There is nothing done by our church 
services, our preaching, or our attendance, unless we 
live out our faith. Donald came out of the kirk sooner 
than usual and Sandy said to Him, “What, Donald, is 
the sermon all done?”. ‘‘No”, replied Donald, “it is 
all said, but it is not begun to be done yet.” °

Time and time again (vv.31,33,36), 
Solomon asks that, if things go wrong for his people, 
nationally, personally, God would hear and forgive. 
There is a definite link between the two. If we regard 
iniquity in our heart God will not hear'us. Before you 
pray this morning, if you are consciously grieving the 
Lord, the matter must be put right first. , 


1 Kings 8:41-53 

“Thy great name. .. Thy strong hand” (v.42). 
HOW great is our God, in power, mercy and judgment. 
Because of His greatness we can go to Him in the 
vicissitudes of life: when lonely (v.43), when attacked 
by the enemy (v.44), in weakness (v.46). 

We can turn to the Lord at all times. So often we 
resort to other means. In days of distress, seek tHe 
Lord. He can meet our every need whatever we face, 
however we feel: there is nothing that He cannot do. 
Use His great name and trust His strong hand. His 
name is like a strong tower — safety; He holds us in 
His hand — security. Face today more bravely and 
more brightly as you remember this. 


Saturday, May 19th 1 Kings 8:54-66 

“He. . . blessed all the congregation” (v.55). 
PRAYER turns into blessing. The king rises from his 
knees and blesses the people (v.55). He reminds them 
that God always fulfills His promises (v.56) and 
implores them to walk in God’s way (wv.58—61). 
Prayer precedes blessing; blessing follows prayer: 
Little prayer, little blessing; much prayer, much — 
blessing; no prayer, no blessing. Herein lies the greatest 
blessing, we must first seek His face in prayer. Why 
is it that, though we realise this, we are so slow to 
obey? The answer must be that the devil will do any- 
thing to stop Christians praying. 

“Satan trembles when he sees the weakest saint 
upon his knees””’, 


Sunday, May 20th 1 Kings 9:1-9 

“If” (v.4); “Then” (v.5); “But” (v.6); “Then” (v.7). 
HOW often we forget that God’s promises are condi- 
tional. We must not be merely promise-box Christians, 
just lifting a text out of its context and making it a 
pretext. These verses show us a divine principle. If 
we will do our part, God will do His. “If you will 
walk before Me” (v.4) is followed by “Then I will” 
(v.5). Then you have the other side of the coin: if 
we do not obey we suffer God’s wrath. Let us have a 
clear picture of God’s holiness. He has promised open 
windows, but we must tithe — do you? He had 
promised to pour, but we must be thirsty — are you? 
He is faithful: so must we be.

The new Anointing 


An Elim Minister declares his view. 

THIS is the latest in a number of (to quote a current 
phrase) “ministry gimmicks” to appear from over the 
herring pond. Down the years we have had elaborate 
doctrines of fastings, “‘oil on the hands”, “blood on 
the brow”, “halo above the head”’,.“‘holy sand”, and 
the extra-sensitised right hand (and we are writing not 
of Romish superstitions, but of alleged Pentecostalist 
practices), discernment of ailments, and what not. 
Now comes “The new Anointing”’. 

Let me say at once that the phrase is unBiblical. 
Without being slaves to the letter, or making a man an 
offender because of a word (Isaiah 29:21), it isa good 
thing that Pentecostals should be correct and Biblical 
in their use of the names and terms related there. One 
used to hear, and still does, “He did not quite receive 
the Baptism in the Spirit, but he received a mighty 
anointing”, as though the anointing was a variable and 
lesser blessing, not to be quite equated with the Bap- 
tism in the Spirit. Perhaps some leaders and teachers 
have been at fault here, but the Scriptures make it 
clear that “The Anointing” is The Baptism. The in- 
definite “an” (‘‘an anointing’’) is never used in Scrip- 
ture, but always the definite article, “the anointing”. 


There are operations of the Holy Spirit which are 
permanent and there are those that are variable and 
repeated, but there is only one Anointing of the Holy 
Spirit. Three things are said of it. It is permanent: 
“The anointing which ye have received of Him 
abideth”’. It makes the recipient independent of human 
teaching or philosophy: “Ye need not that any man 
teach you”’ (though, of course, this does not exclude 
the need for God-appointed teachers — see Ephesians 
4:11). It is Christ-centred: “It hath taught you, ye 
shall abide in Him” (1 John 2:27). 

When He was baptised in the Spirit’s baptism at 
Jordan, our Lord was anointed with the Holy Ghost 
and with power (Acts 10:38). Likewise we, His fol- 
lowers, after the pattern and symbol of the Old Testa- 
ment, wheré prophets, priests, and kings were anointed 
for their divinely-given tasks, are anointed for pro- 
phetic, priestly and kingly living and service. 

Was our original Pentecostal baptism or the anoint- 
ing of the Spirit which we then received defective, or 
but temporary, that we should need another, a new 
anointing? The writer never sings, “O, for a new 
anointing”. He’s still living in the thrill of the old! 

What do you think?

STABILITY is a quality which is sadly lacking in the life of today. 

| recently made a stop at a motorway cafe in the early hours of the 
morning. The place was crowded and | was astonished to see what a 
high proportion of young people were there. Some of them looked not 
long out of school. The air of restlessness, perhaps even of rootlessness, 
is blowing a gale nowadays. 

It is of vital importance that children have security, which is really 


only jargon for a loving, caring home background. The so-called 


insecure person can often trace at any rate the beginnings of their 
problems to fears of being unwanted or of uncertainty as to the 
permanence of his or her home background. 

Christians cannot but be refreshed by the reading of the Scripture, 
for our heavenly Father has gone to such pains to let us know how 
much He cares for His own and how He has expressed this in and 
through His Son. The beautiful words of Hebrews 1 are a great source _ 
of solace and solidity. Relish the magnificent tones of vv. 11, 12: 

“‘They shall perish; but Thou remainest; and they shall wax old as doth 
a garment; And as a vesture shalt Thou fold them up, and they shall 

be changed; but Thou art the same, and Thy years shall not fail.”’ 
“Thou remainest. ..Thou art the same’’ — what an encouragement these 
declarations of truth must be to the child of God! 

Many young people are deeply anxious about the future of the very 
planeton which we live. A recent B.B.C. programme for schools, which 
| heard while | was travelling, expressed in very poignant terms what 
many are feeling. Built-in obsolence was strongly condemned. The ad.— 
man’s creating of desires and appetites was trenchantly repudiated. : 
Pollution and over-population came in for drastic comment. The only 
trouble with the programme was that it was so dispiriting, so hope- 
less really. A snatch from a pop song came to my mind, “‘Alone again. . 
naturally’. The dirge of despair seems to dominate so many such 
offerings. 

“Thou remainest. . .Thou art the same” reassures the Scriptures. 
God is love and He is working to a plan. There is hope. There is a 
future. There is certainty. To the eye of faith the shining way is 
there. Jesus is coming!

FOLLOWING Part I: Doctrinal (1:18—8:39) and Part 
II: Historical (9:1—11:36), we now consider Part III: 
Practical (12:1—15:33). Here is the righteousness of 
God, the Epistle’s theme, in Christian living. From 
Christian theology come Christian ethics, i.e. right 


conduct, applied Christianity. Those who refuse the _ 


doctrine cannot embrace the ethic. First then come 
our spiritual, social and civil duties (12: 1—13:7). 


“I beseech you therefore” (v.1). This is the last of 
Paul’s four great “‘therefores” which divide the 
Letter. When we encounter a “therefore” we should 
ask what it is there for! The one who “compelled 
Christians to blaspheme” now, on bended knee, 
beseeches them, on the grounds of the great mercy 
which God has shown them all, as set forth in his 
preceding chapters, to present their bodies to Him as 
living sacrifices. The gospel does not begin with the 
body of the believer, but it wholly embraces it. Living 
sacrifices are not like the struggling animal, which, 
sensing death, was dragged with firm, strong hands to 
the place of sacrifice, but, paradoxically, they are 
“alive unto God” (6:13). The worshipping Christian 
is to become his own priest, victim, and altar, as did 
his Lord when that holy Body became the instrument 
of the divine will, which He came to earth to do: “A 
body hast Thou prepared Me... Lo, I come to do 
Thy will, O God.” (Hebrews 10:5—7). 

The yielding of our bodies is the necessary step to 
our knowing and proving the will of God for our lives 
(Romans 12:2), not our bodies alone to the exclusion 
of our personalities, however, but as the vehicles of 
our personalities, ““Your very selves” (NEB). Greek 
philosophers of that time deprecated the body as 
being a hindrance to higher aspiration. Paul urges its 
vitalness. “Holy” means healthy, as the temple 
sacrifices had to be “‘without spot or blemish”; so 
must we be, cleansed and sanctified unto God, for 
only so can we be “acceptable” to Him; “which is 
your reasonable service’, “intelligent”, (Phillips), 
“rational” (A.M.P.). The reasoning and logic of men 
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by J. Alexander Wright 


can be deadly, but here is the highest reasoning and. 
most sublime logic. How clearly C.F. Studd saw it: 
“If Jesus Christ be God, and died for me, then no 
sacrifice that I can make can be too great for Him”. 

“Service” is a temple word, as in 1:9 and 15:16 
(“ministering”), and in keeping with the metaphor of 
the dedicated Christian as a sacrificing priest offering 
himself. ““The worship offered by mind and heart”’ is 
how the NEB renders “reasonable service”. “And be 
not conformed” (v.2), rather be transformed 
nonconformists! “Conformed” refers to the outward 
shape of things, the “schema” or fashion. None. 
betters Phillip’s rendering here: “Don’t let the world 
around you squeeze you into its mould”. Recall the 
converse and our comment at 6:17. Let Christian 
doctrine mould you. 

Do not stop at mere “nonconformity”’, for this is 
only negative Christianity. “Transformed” refers to 
the inner shape, the ““morphe”’, what a man really is, 
whether dressed for a bath or a ball. When the writer — 
recently moved to another home he inadvertently left 
behind his electric door-bell transformer; what good 
was the bell-push or even the power without it? — 
Christ is the great Transformer. This same word is — 
used in the account of our Lord’s transformation — 
(Matthew 17:2), when the radiance of His inward 
beauty shone out like the sun, and of us, when “with | 
open face beholding as in a glass the glory of the — 
Lord, we are changed into the same image” (2 
Corinthians 3:18). ““Transformed by the renewing of 


your mind” is not of the mere intellectual apparatus, — 


but the whole personality. Reason and God’s will are | 
to harmonise. Once that mind was at enmity with 
God (8:7), “‘alienated’” (Colossians 1:21), but — 
through repentance a: new attitude and perspective 
have come to the life. ““Repentance” means, “change 
of mind or thinking’, and carries the implication of 
the resulting change of conduct. “That ye may 
prove”, “discern”, “make out” (Moffatt), the 
purpose and plan of God for your life. Surely we all 
want to do this. It is God’s way!

Published by Word Books, price 45p, postage and 
packing 4p extra. 

LINDSAY GLEGG, now in his nineties, is a living 
legend. He is the youngest old man many of us have 
ever met.Seehim at functions attracted to and attract- 
ing young people. Hear him, especially in Second 
Advent meetings, his rather light-toned voice taking on 
new power. Watch his infectious smile as he tells a 
good story to illustrate his point. Observe him over 
the years as chairman of nearly everything evangelical. 
He has made his mark in countless ways,none more so 
than that he is perhaps the most frequently quoted 
evangelical. writer without the quoters realising or 
remembering the source! As this excellent paperback 


shows, what he wrote in earlier days has become 


evangelical folklore. A few unfortunate errors irritate, 
like “chat”’ for “‘that”’ on page 15 and the omission of 
“who” (making it “no one believes in Christ’’) on page 
24,but this is otherwise a well-chosen compendium of 
the writings of the irrepressible Glegg.

The Stronger Man 


Luke 11:21 


by Bennie Finch 


Bennie Finch was converted at the age of fifteen years at 
the A.O.G., Gateshead-on-Tyne. He spent the early part 
of his Christian life at Darlington Assembly and was 
greatly influenced by Pastors D. Powell and H. Young. He 
entered the A.O.G. ministry in 1942 and has held pastorates 
in the north of England, Grimsby, Australia and New 
Zealand.He has toured Canada and U.S.A. and is currently 
pastoring at Hemel Hempstead. He is married, with one 
married daughter and a teenage son. He has been 

faithfully supported throughout ministry by wife, Emma. 
He undertook a preaching tour of South Africa last month. 


THE voice of the preacher telling of the operation of 
the forces of demon power is so often like a lone 
voice in the wilderness. We live in a psychological age 
when men, and even Christians, seek a natural, logical 
answer to all the eventualities of life. I have always 
accepted the existence of satanic forces and have seen 
some very remarkable demonstrations of their skill 
and power to devastate, but it is only in recent 
months, after weeks of prayer, that I see afresh that 
the individual believer as well as the local assembly 
can progress only by personal conflict with and 
personal victory over these evil agencies. 
Psychological Christianity will not last long, nor will 
it meet the need of any church in the acid test of 
spiritual conflict. 

Jesus consistently recognised and rebuked these 
powers as part of His normal ministry. He understood 
and perceived their activities to the point where they 
were struck with terror. When there is an absence of 
knowledge concerning demons and their subtlety, 
men, often good men, conceive ideas and put them 
into operation in an endeavour to further the work of 
God. The weapons of our warfare are not human, 
however, but God-given. There can be no human 
substitute for the means which God has provided for 
the victory of His people. . 

Jesus had loosed a man from a dumb spirit and 
Satan hit back with the false accusation: “He casteth 
out devils through Beelzebub the chief of devils”' 
(Luke 11:15). The devil has a cesspool, full of 
iniquitous lies and insinuations to hurl at the one who 
dares to disturb him. Wisdom as well as power won 
the day for Christ: “If Satan also be divided against 
himself, how shall his kingdom stand?” (v.18). Only 
the Spirit of God can adequately discover the 
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inconsistencies of demon accusations. Immediately. 
after this came this statement concerning the strong 
man.and the stronger man. 


The strong Man 


This covers every Satanic agency from Satan 
himself down to his most insignificant spirit. Every 
individual believer is the target of the strong man. 
With what is the strong man armed? As in this case, 
lies and unbelief are his weapons, referred to in — 
Ephesians 6:16 as “the fiery darts of the wicked 
[one]”. Unless these ignited darts from Satan are 
quenched, they work havoc in the lives of believers 
and often in local assemblies. Their fire spreads with 
diabolical fury, wafted on by the winds of hell. 

I have seen hundreds of acres of land devastated 
by fire in the bush of Queensland, all because of a 
small initial flame wafted by a consistent breeze. 
Although after a time grass and other vegetation 
began to grow, irreparable damage was done to native 
trees, bushes, plants and small animals. Donald Gee 
once said that damage can be wrought in churches 
that a generation will not repair. 

The strong man “keeps his palace” (v.21). By his. 
ingenuity and the unawareness of the believer, Satan 
maintains his grip and authority in so many areas of 
the work of God. Demons are tenacious beings; they 
have no intention of foregoing any territory that they 
have claimed and acquired by their evil endeavours. 
So far as they are concerned, any situation that 
makes them the victors is a permanent one. 

“His goods are at peace [safe]” (v.21). What are 
these goods that the strong man so jealously guards?’ 
Satan deals only in human souls. He knows the value 
of an eternal soul probably much more than we do. 
The goods that he keeps are not temporal baubles, 
but backsliders, unsaved relatives, prayed for for 
years, depressed and: defeated Christians. All the 
satanic forces available will be massed against those 


who dare to venture into the Devil’s domain. This is 
what happens when we pray; real prayer is never easy 
because it is opposed by demon power. There are so 
many of God’s children in defeat that the situation is 
very acute. We meet entire groups defeated and 
depressed, not knowing the way out of their bondage, 
many of them having accepted the situation as being 
without remedy. How satisfied the enemy- of souls 
must feel with such a set-up! 


The stronger Man 


This can only mean one person, Christ Himself, 
who alone succeeded in defeating Satan. We must 
never see Christ as detached from us, His Body; 
physically He is on the throne at God’s right hand, 
but spiritually He dwells in us. We are here on earth, 
yet in Christ we are seated in the heavenlies. He 
appears before God for us. We appear before the 
world and the devil for Him. He can never again be 
identified without us, so, in effect we, in Christ, 
become the stronger man. 

When we pray in faith, opposing the enemy, it is as 
if Jesus Himself prayed and opposed Satan. We are 
His Body; in this truth and experience we cannot fail. 
It is not we, but Christ in us and we in Him. The 
stronger man will overcome the strong man. 

This suggests aggressiveness, for there can be no 
overcoming without attack. Too often we have 
sought to keep out of the devil’s way, with 
catastrophic results. The worldly-wise adage “He that 
turns and runs away, will live to fight another day”’ is 
poor advice for believers, because he that turns and 
runs away will do the same another day! There is a 
place of personal triumph for every born-again 
believer. Our motto should be: “He who stands and 
fights today will see the Devil run away’’, and this is 
in line with God’s promise: “Resist the devil and he 
will flee from you.” 

The stronger man, having overcome the strong 
man, takes from him all the armour in which he 
trusted. The wiles of Satan have been successful down 
the centuries; he has great confidence in his armoury. 
When he sowed tares in the field with the good seed, 
he went on his way with confidence, knowing that 
the tares would grow. We are to divest the demon 
agents that oppose us of all their armour and make 
them ineffective. This is what Jesus did and is still 
doing through His Body, the Church. We sometimes 
try to take on the great forces of evil in the world 
before we have stripped the diabolical agents that 
personally and individually oppose us. If we have our 
rightful place in Christ and He has His rightful place 
in us, then every demon will be subject to us in His 
name. Being in total subjugation, the enemy not only 


loses the weapons in which he trusted, but also the 
spoils which he has accumulated. Satan and his hosts 
have been robbing believers of peace, joy, health, 
fellowship and many other blessings for years. Is it 
not about time that some of us, within the area of . 
our Own experiences in Christ, routed the devils that 
hound us? 

After personal victory in this realm comes victory 
for the local assembly. People in victory are the only: 
ones who can pray others into victory. As we look at 
Jesus in the wilderness in conflict with Satan, we see 
that He was the converging point of two great 
powers, each ineffective without the other: the Word 
of God and the power of God. In Christ the 
combination of both became the Sword of the Spirit. 
Likewise we are expected to be the tabernacles of this 
dynamic union. — 

It is so easy to be baptised in the Holy Spirit and, 
over a period of time, to lose the anointing. Equally 
sO, we can acquire a knowledge of the written Word 
and remain comparatively dead spiritually. We must 
be like Jesus, who was full of the Spirit of God and 
full of the Word of God. This demands time, humility 
and sacrifice. Some years ago I asked a man, who was 
renowned for his godliness and anointed ministry, 


‘what he would do if he had only two minutes to 


spare. He said that he would spend one minute in the 
presence of God and the other minute reading the 
Scriptures. In his reply I discovered the simple secret 
of a man who lived near to God and in victory. Power 
without the Word is like steam without the engine, 
while the Word without power is like the engine 
without the steam. Effectiveness is attained only by 
the combination of both. To have and to maintain 
victorious Christian living we must be prepared to 
forego many things that have become part of our 
daily lives, like the so-called innocent pleasures that 
we are apt to call legitimate relaxation. Why should 
we spend time on things that have no spiritual value, 
if our lives are in defeat?

"My God, why....?’ 


“My God, why?” (Matthew 27:26) 


“Eather, into Thy hands | commend My spirit” (Luke 23: 46), 


“It is finished’ (John 19:30)

THESE words were uttered in the darkest moments 
‘of our Lord’s suffering: “My God, why?” He was 
articulating human sorrow and anguish at its deepest 
level. He entered the region of the damned; He tasted 
death for every man. Here at the cross human need is 
epitomised. 

We are faced with many queries and questions as 
day after day human tragedy is heaped upon us, like 
the sad shopping spree of a few weeks ago. A happy 
company of women on a short visit to the Continent 
lost their lives so tragically on the mountains of 
Switzerland. Husbands were left without wives, chil- 
dren without mothers. Then there was the brutal mur- 
der of three dear little children and another three 
children died in a fire. Thousands are dying in Bangla- 
desh as a result of extreme weather conditions. The 
war in Cambodia and Vietnam continues, indeed, the 
shadow of war hangs ominously over the whole world. 
The world cries, ““My God, why?” 

For many it is more personal. 
heaval, a psychological disorder, a personality defi- 
ciency, a temperamental problem, a human relation- 


ship, a physical malady, a besetting sin, and you cry 


in anguish, ‘“My God, why?”. If God is a God of love 
why does He allow suffering? Why does He not inter- 
vene and stop all the trouble? There is the problem of 
the innocent who suffer with the guilty; the hash of 
political affairs; theinjustices which embitter so many; 
the collapse of any recognised standards of right and 
wrong. We live in a confused world and these prob- 
lems cause a great number of people to doubt the 
goodness of God and even to question His existence. 
It is clear that when you ask why God does not stop 
the suffering, you do not doubt His ability to do so; 
your difficulty is that He does not act. 
The Sovereignty of God 

The answer to the question lies in the great plan of 
salvation:. “God was in Christ reconciling the world 
unto Himself”. God’s sovereign hand lay behind the 
cry of Jesus. It was necessary for Him to suffer thus 
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A domestic up- 


for our redemption. 

Have you stopped to think into the nature of the 
Sovereignty of God? In the world there are two main 
categories of Sovereignty. First, the sovereignty of 
the ruthless dictator suppresses all other power. Its 
tyranny knows no bounds and it will devise all manner 
of evil schemes to annihilate opposition.: It must 


have complete control whatever the cost. Secondly, — 


there is the sovereignty of the democracy. This allows 
complete freedom of choice and then claims to over- 


rule whatever course of action is taken in a way which © 


will ultimately acclaim the sovereignty of the one 
who allows it. 

Human illustrations and analogies of God are always 
inadequate, but we are sure that the sovereignty of 
the dictator is not a picture of God. God in His sover- 
eign wisdom has given to man pace freedom, but 
He overrules his choices. 

Why did not God make us so that we could not 


sin? To be sure, He could have done so, but we would 


no longer be human beings. We would be machines. 


-Who wants to be a machine? Ladies, how would you - 


like to be married to a robot? Well, perhaps you 
would get the gardening done and those household 
jobs completed!

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like an animal. When he was restored to sanity, he 
made a classic statement regarding the Sovereignty of 
God: “He doeth according to His will in the army of 
heaven, and among the inhabitants of the earth: and 
none can stay His hand or say unto Him, What doest 
Thou?”. God is a sovereign King, the moral Governor 
of the universe and He deals with men as free-will 
agents, moral beings. God has set in motion the law 
of cause and effect. If a man chooses to sin, God does 
not violate the freedom of choice that-He has granted 
that man, but He allows sin to have its natural and in- 

evitable fruitage. “Whatsoever a man soweth that shall 
he also reap”. Man is responsible for sin, not God 
(Romans 5:12). If God were to set a date and a time 
to stamp out evil — let us suggest today at 9 p.m. — 
not one of us would arrive home tonight. When 
Joshua experienced the humiliating defeat at Ai he 
blamed God. God had to remind him that defeat. was 
the consequence of sin. “Get thee up. . . Israel hath 


sinned” God told him. Men ignore and blaspheme. 


God, flout His laws, desecrate His Day, despise His 
Church, persecute His people, reject His Son, and then 
have the temerity to blame Him for the outworking 
of their sin. 
The Paternity of God 

After crying, “My God, why?”, Jesus prayed, 
“Father, into Thy hands I commend My spirit” (Luke 
23:46). God is paternal as well as sovereign. To 
Isaiah He posed the question, “Cannot I do with you 
as the potter?”. He claimed absolute power over 
Israel as the potter over the clay, yet the One who is 
the potter is also our Father. “Thou art our Father; 
we are the clay, and Thou our potter” (Isaiah 64:8). 
His sovereignty never clashes with His paternity. The 
hand that controls and moulds our life is the nail- 
pierced hand, 

‘In Jeremiah we have the vivid picture of the vessel 
that was marred (Jeremiah 18). The potter was not 
_ Satisfied until he had made a vessel that was perfect. 

So often Christian people must experience the breaking 
to know the blessing. Fatherly care and concern moti- 
vates the actions of God in our daily lives. 

When I was a boy I never appreciated my mother 
or father saying, before they gave me the beating I de- 
served, “Now this hurts me more than it hurts you!”’. 
Indeed, I resolved that, if ever I became a parent, I 
would never chastise my children. Well, they can 
speak for themselves. They will confirm that my 
philosophy has changed! Chastisement is necessary 
for the development of Christian character (Hebrews 
12:5-11). If only we could see all God’s dealings with 
us as those of a Father. 

When the late Dr. W.E. Sangster wasa boy, he went 

to camp. He suddenly ran out of money, so he sent a 


telegram to his father: ‘‘£.s.d. R.S.V.P.”. No reply 
came. Some of his friends taunted him: ‘Perhaps 
your father has forgotten you. Maybe your father has 
no money to send.” He remarked, “I knew these 
reasons were untrue.” When they returned to taunt 
him, he replied, “J will wait until I get home and 
father will explain for himself.” 

There are many things in life which seem contra- 
dictory to our belief in a loving God, but we must 
wait until we get home and God will explain it all. 
Yes, it is understanding our heavenly Father. Some- 
times God’s hand bestows and at other times His hand 
withdraws. 

To faith, God’s hand must be seen in both. Job 
lived in a period of great prosperity, then suddenly 
he was visited by a storm of trouble. He lost flocks, 
herds, home, servants, sons and daughters. We look 


‘in vain for his denial of God’s existence of his aban- 


donment of belief and faith. He does not even ques- 
tion God. He avows, “The Lord gave; the Lord has 
taken away, blessed be the name of the Lord.” These 
are not the words of fatalism, but of implicit faith. 

Peter had 3,000 souls; James had 3,000 stones. 
Peter was delivered from prison; James was beheaded. 
The ways of the Lord are past finding out. Are we 
willing to say, “Father, into Thy hands I commend my 
life?”., Are we ready to trust our lives to the hands 
of the Creator and Saviour? Christ was deeply con- 
scious of His Father’s love. In Gethsemane he cried, 
“Father, if it be Thy will”. His first cry on the 
cross was, “Father, forgive them”. His final cry was,, 
“Father, into Thy hands I commend My spirit.”’. 

The Victory of God 

Between the extreme suffering expressed in the 

cry, “My God, my God, why hast Thou forsaken me?”’, 


‘and the final cry that reveals His eternal Sonship, 


“Father, into Thy hands I commend My spirit”’, there 
is the Saviour’s cry of accomplishment, “Itis finished.” 
God literally dropped the curtain on the final act in 
the drama of Redemption. “The veil of the temple 
was rent in the midst’. In this cry, “Finished” (for it 
is only one word in the Greek), we have Christ’s com- 
plete victory over SIN. Separation from God is the 
result of sin. Jesus tasted death for every man. He 
knew from His experience what it meant for a soul to 
be lost. This is the destiny of everyone who has not 


received the Lord Jesus as their Saviour, for Hell is a 
place of unending loneliness and separation from God. 
“Finished” means that Christ has bridged the gap be- 


tween God and man. There is no longer any need for 
man to be separated from God. 

“Finished” speaks of Christ’s victory over SUF- 
FERING. The Apostle Paul enumerates all the things

First impressions of Ghana 
by David and Margaret Kilpatrick 


THE first thing we wanted to do when we arrived in 
Ghana was to attend one of the Ghanaian meetings. 
What a wonderful experience that was. The presence 
of the Lord was very real as we met to worship Him. 

On route to Ghana we touched down at! 
Amsterdam, Madrid and Lagos. Perhaps this affected 
our ears, for when the people began to sing and clap, 
we were deafened! Looking over the gathering and 
seeing the faces of the people radiant with the joy of 
the Lord made our hearts leap within us. We watched 
with wonder the graceful movements of several of the 
ladies as they danced to the front, as later did the 
men, in praise to the Lord. . 

At this meeting, over thirty girls from a nearby 
school came forward for salvation. We were prevented 
by the language barrier from speaking to them, but 
we were assured that each one would be contacted by 
the. Church members. 

The Church of Pentecost is an active, evangelical 
movement. Every member is soon conscious of his or 
her responsibility to witness for Christ. If we were to 
visit one assembly every day, at the end of three years 
we would have over 100 still to visit and perhaps 
more as the Church is growing daily. 

Those who know David and Margaret Mills will 
have no difficulty remembering our names, for we are 
David and Margaret, too! We thought that the 
Ghanaians would be confused by two Davids and two 
Margarets, but they soon got over the difficulty by 


giving us new names, “Yaw Maanu” and “Yaa 
Maanw”’, which mean Thursday born and the second. 
We arrived on a Thursday and are the second David 
and Margaret! | 

We are very grateful for the time we have spent 
with David and Margaret Mills before their furlough. 
They have introduced us to Ghana with its different 
customs and way of life. 

Already our eyes and ears are getting accustomed 
to the sights and sounds of our new country. The 
brightly-dressed women, their goods held high on 
their heads, the wide-eyed children who gaze so 
intently at us, the groups of men and women 
gathered by the road side cooking their evening meal, 
are all second nature to us now. 

The heat is very tiring. It takes twice as long to do. 
anything in this climate. Even the Ghanaians find 
work difficult in the hot weather. We have been 
assured that it will not get any hotter during the year 
as we arrived at the end of the hot, dry season. 

We would value your prayers as we begin our first 
tour of service. The next six months will be spent on 
language study and then we move to the Volta 
Region. Please pray that God will enable us to make 
the right decisions and to trust Him fully to 
undertake in whatever He calls us to do for Him.

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


26. The Response of Rebekah’s Faith (Genesis 24:58) 
by F. Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon Church 


THE Lord certainly directed Abraham’s servant and 
led him to the home of Bethuel, Abraham’s brother, 
and so to Rebekah, beautiful physically and helpful 
and kind by nature. The servant was sure that 
Rebekah was the bride chosen by God for Isaac. 
Bethuel and his family were in favour of the union, 
but they were startled when the faithful servant 
wanted to take her to Isaac the next day. When 
Rebekah was asked, “Will you go with this man?”, 
she agreed at once to leave with an unknown man for 
an unknown country to marry an unknown 
bridegroom. Four things must have made Rebekah 
willing to go: the dignity and nobility of the servant; 
his faithful description of Isaac and Abraham; the 
goods which Abraham had sent, the foretaste of 
Canaan’s fruits; her own sense of destiny, her divine 
calling. 

Our task is similar to that undertaken by 
Abraham’s servant. We have to turn men’s allegiance 
to an unknown Man, creating in them a willingness to 
choose an unknown destination and a readiness to 
accompany us and others on the road. The 
accomplishing of this depends on the same qualities 
which persuaded Rebekah: people must be impressed 
by our Christian bearing and character; we must make 


the Lord Jesus supremely attractive and wonderful to 


them; they must see that Christians can enjoy now 
some of the blessings of heaven; their ears and hearts 
must be opened to receive the call of God to their 
own souls. We thank God for the Holy Spirit who 
enables these things to be accomplished through our 
lives (2 Corinthians 4:6,7). |

WHILE sharing the hospitality of an Elim family, I 
was reading their morning newspaper when the young 
mother asked me whether I had heard of the word 
“charisma”. I replied in the affirmative and, however 
unusual it may seem, I added that at that very moment 
the word was before me in the Daily Mail. Mark 
Spitz, the winner of seven gold medals at the 1972 
Olympic Games, was reported as saying concerning his 
accumulation of money that. “People aren’t paying 
me for nothing. They’re paying me for my name and 
my charisma”’. 

My friend had heard the word frequently used in a 
tape-recorded address by a “new” Pentecostal. It is 
not a new word; any more than you can really have a 
“new” Pentecostal. It is the Greek word translated 
“sift” and “free gift” in the New Testament and used 


most frequently in 1 Corinthians 12—13:1 concerning 


spiritual gifts. The word means “grace, favour, kind- 
ness’. 

The Pentecostal minister will be familiar with the 
Greek word in the Bible, but I would say that the 
common use of it today in preaching is an innovation 


by the “new” or “neo’-Pentecostals. “Neo” is yet 


another Greek word simply meaning “new, fresh, 
modern, etc”. Only in a new, very complete diction- 
ary would the word “charisma” be found. It is not 
even in my copy of Roget’s Thesaurus, but it is now 
so fashionable that it is used to describe entertainers, 
ballet dancers, politicians, speakers and others. Like 
Mark Spitz, Cassius Clay and George Best are exam- 
ples of’ whom I have read as having.a charisma. 

Being so commonly used theologically — and illogi- 
cally — it might seem advantageous to use it at least 
in publicity material or as a titular word on the subject 
of the Holy Spirit baptism and gifts. It is certairily 
popular parlance, but why use.the Greek word when 
we have clearly understood translations in our mother 
language? Like a debased coin, the words “charisma”’ 
and “charismatic”’ are being made use of irrelevantly, 
and almost irreverently, by so many adaptations, that 


‘we may do well to adhere to the terms that mark our 
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particular identity as Pentecostal believers in Pente- 


costal churches. Are not the very words “‘charismatic” 
and “new Pentecostal” used to emphasise non-identity 
with Pentecostal churches?} If the charm of a Greek 
word attracts you, remember that “Pentekoste” is a 
Greek word left untranslated in the Bible. It means 
the fiftieth day after the Hebrew Passover feast. Pen- 
tecost was also a feast day. Let us enjoy the feast, 
remembering that it is far more important to have it 
than be “with it”’.

The accusation had been found to be 
false, his name was cleared and his job was waiting for 
him; in a nutshell all was to be forgiven and forgotten. 
It was a story with a happy ending. The young man 
was restored to his home and the tablecloth was a gift 
from his grateful mother who,I believe, knew that my 
husband and I were planning to marry later that year. 
I believe that we all enjoy a happy ending to a 
story, particularly in real life. Just such a story has 
been re-enacted countless times in the experiences of 
succeeding generations. I refer to the crisis which has 
taken place and still does occur in the lives of all who 
realise that the human heart is sinful and guilty in the 
sight of a holy God. This sense of guilt and personal 
sincan be devastatingand, like King David, there is often 
a reaction as strong as his, of which we can read in 
Psalm 51. Furthermore, he acknowledged the futility

of trying to hide from God and cried outin Psalm 139, 
“Whither shall I go from thy spirit? or whither shall

that might be considered barriers between us and 
Christ: ‘Who shall separate us from the love: of Christ? 
shall tribulation, or distress, or persecution, or famine, 
or nakedness, or peril, or sword? As it is written, For 
thy sake we are killed all the day long; we are accoun- 
ted as sheep for the slaughter. Nay, in all these things 
we are more than conquerors through Him that loved 
us. For I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, 
nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, nor height, nor depth, 
nor any other creature, shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord”. 
In Romans 8:18 he records the final triumph of Christ 
over suffering: ‘For I reckon that the sufferings of 
this present time are not worthy to be compared with 
the glory which shall be revealed in us.”’ The cross 
has conquered every human foe. 

“Finished” tells of the victory of Christ which 
brings man into the relationship of SONSHIP. “My 
God, my God, why hast Thou forsaken Me?” is 
changed to: “Father, into Thy hands I commend My 
spirit.” “Finished” spans the gulf between these two 
expressions which fell from the lips of the Lord Jesus, 
the first a cry of desperate anguish, the last a cry of 
loving commital. How representative these prayers 
ate of the Christian experience. We can pass from 
eternal separation to the warm relationship of sonship 
only through the finished work of Christ. There may 
be many a “My God, why?” in our lives, but may we 
be able to look up into the face of God and say, 
“Father, into Thy hands I commend my life’. May 

sour suffering never remove the joy and blessing of 
sonship. The Bible reassures us that “if we suffer, we 
shall also reign with Him”. One day the trumpet will 
herald the finish of our earthly suffering and service, 
and we shall behold Him who has made our sonship 
possible. 

“It will be worth it all when we see Jesus 
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The inevitable Confrontation 


by Maldwyn Jones, Pastor of our Eastleigh Church 


SINCE the passing o: the Industrial Relations Act, 
our country has lurched from one economic crisis to 
another. Union leaders feel it their duty to resist this 
Act, while the government regard this as a battle that 
they cannot afford to lose. Every time a demand for 
increased wages is put to the government, union 
leaders talk about a showdown or the inevitable 
confrontation. 

The Bible talks about an inevitable confrontation: 
“It is appointed unto men once to die, but after this 
the judgment.” (Hebrews 9:27). 

There is abroad a spirit of anarchy. People seem to 
think that they can go through life doing just as they 
please, irrespective of whom they offend in the 
process. Young people especially rebel against 
discipline. The common philosophy seems to be to 
“do your own thing’, or as Chuck Berry would have 
it, “live as you want to live”. This is a false ideology. 
We cannot do as we please without one day having to 
face the consequence of our actions. Paul gives us a 
solemn warning: “Be not be deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap. For he that soweth to his flesh shall of the 
flesh reap corruption; but he that soweth to the Spirit 
shall of the Spirit reap life everlasting’ (Galatians 
6:7,8). 

It is a sobering fact that every one of us will have 
to give an account of himself before God. We must 
not over-emphasize the love of God at the expense of 
His justice and righteousness. The Bible is clear in its 
proclamation of divine judgment upon sin, e.g. “The 
wages of sin is death’ (Romans 6:23); “The soul that 
sinneth, it shall die.” (Ezekiel 18:4). 

By dying on Calvary, Jesus has given man the 
opportunity to pass from death to life. If he refuses 
the free gift of salvation, then he must face the 
judgment of God upon sin. God would not be 
righteous or just if He allowed people to get away 
with sin. Paul said, ““‘We must be manifested before 
the judgment seat of Christ; that every one may 
receive the things done in his body, according to that 
he hath done, whether it be good or bad” (2 
Corinthians 5:10). This cannot refer to a judgment of 
condemnation, for Jesus specifically stated that the 
one who ‘believes God “shall not come into 
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judgment” (John 5:24) and Paul further declared that 
“there is therefore now no condemnation to those 
who are in Christ Jesus” (Romans 8:1). A Christian 
cannot be judged for his natural or inherited sin, 
because that has already been dealt with at the cross. 

The final Assize at the Great White Throne will see 
those who are spiritually dead judged and condemned 
(Revelation 20:11—15), but the Judgment Seat of 
Christ is concerned with Christians. Our lives impinge 
upon those of other people. What we do and say 
affects those with whom we come into contact. We 
will be remembered with affection for the good we 
have done, whereas, if we have wounded anyone with 
an unkind word or deed, we will leave a sense of 
bitterness and hurt in the memories of others. How 
much more of an impression will our actions leave on 
the mind of God! 

At the Judgment Seat of Christ, the assessment of 
life’s values will take into consideration all the 
relevant factors of thought and motive, as well as 
positive actions. In the Sermon on the Mount our 
Lord made it clear that He was more interested in 
motives than in actions. All we have said, done and 
thought, as well as what we have left undone will be 
taken into account. 

In the light of this, we ought to live our lives in 
obedience to the will of God. This can best be done 
by having the mind of Christ. “Let this mind be in 
you, which was also in Christ Jesus” (Philippians 
pray p

“The half was not told me” (v.7). 

THE queen of the south” was how the Lord 
described this great woman. She heard (v.1); she came 
(v.2); she communed (v.2); she saw (v.4). When she 
met Solomon, heard his wisdom, and saw his 
prosperity, they far exceeded the fame of which she 
had heard. What a day it will be when we see Jesus 
(Revelation 22:4)! We know something of His 
splendour and of His glory now, but “the half has 
never been told”. What God has laid up for those who 
love Him is beyond our present comprehension, but 
sweet is the hope that is thrilling our souls — we 
know we'll see Jesus some day. When we see Him, we 
_ shall be like Him! 


Tuesday, May 22nd 1 Kings 11:1—25 
“When Solomon was old... his wives turned away 
his heart after other gods” (v.4). 

WHAT an abysmal ending this was after such an 
auspicious beginning.

“went after Ashtoreth” (v.5); he “did evil” (v.6); he 
built a “high place for Chemosh” (v.7).

Samson was ruined by a 
romance. In our friendships, courtships, partnerships, 
we should join ourselves to those who love Jesus with 
all their hearts. ‘Make friends of God’s children”!

(v.28). 


JEROBOAM was above all else a worker. Because of 
this, he was promoted. ‘He came from a humble 
background, his mother being a widow and a servant 
woman (v.26), but he worked hard and eventually 
became king. | 


God wants us to work hard. “‘Whatsoever thy hand. 


findeth to do, do it with thy might” (Ecclesiastes 
9:10). In secular things, in spiritual activity, in work 
for our heavenly or our earthly master, let us work 
hard.

It is difficult, for instance, to see the 
difference between watching a film on television and 
going to the cinema. It would help us all if we 
concentrated on the positive. Paul was “separated 
unto the Gospel of God”, wholly committed to its 
communication. If in thought, word and deed, we 
were full of God, there would be no room for the 
doubtful. We would be “Set apart for service, by 
God’s Hand ordained”. 


Friday, May 25th 
“Tam ready” (v.15). 
THERE are three “I ams” in this lovely reading: “I 
am debtor” (v.14); “I am ready” (v.15); “I am not 
ashamed” (v.16). We owe it to the unsaved to tell 
them of Jesus. We must never be ashamed of the 
glorious gospel. “I am ready to preach the gospel”. 
Paul always was — in prison, on board ship, in 
synagogues, in the open air. Are we? When 
Opportunities to witness arise, does some kind of 
paralysis seize our tongues? We do not need to pray 
for occasions to come; we need God’s power and 
grace to use them when they do. Power comes as you 
witness. 


Saturday, May 26th 
“God gave them up” (vv. 24,26). 
THE unveilings of human depravity are never a pretty 
sight. We call this age “‘permissive”, but the times 
were equally so when Paul spoke the words of life. 
The depths to which unregenerate man can sink 
are almost unbelievable and it is an awful thing when 
God gives a man up, when the Spirit of God ceases to 
strive. If we can do something unblushingly now, 
which a year ago would have pierced our consciences, 
this is not a sign of peace, but of backsliding. If this is 
the case, we need ruthlessly to examine our hearts 
and to repent. Jesus refused to speak to Herod. May 
we always be able to hear His voice. “The pure in 
heart shall see God”’. 


Sunday, May 27th 

“The goodness of God” (v.4). 
GOD. is holy and righteous, a God of wrath and 
judgment, but He is also a good God. God has been so 
good to us, supplyirg our material needs, homes in 
which to live, friends to love, faculties to use. As you 
go to God’s house today reflect on His goodness. 
“The goodness of God leadeth” — may it lead us to 
be grateful, to refrain from grumbling, to share what 
He has given us. His greatest act of goodness was in 
sending His only Son to bleed and to die upon a 
Roman gibbet for our vileness and sin. ‘Praise the 
Lord, for He is good”’.

Monday

MONDAY morning blues are impossible when you are 
caught up in the spiritual atmosphere which prevails 
at the Elim Conference. What a joy it is to join the 
many from all walks of life making their way to the 
early morning worship in the Princes Theatre. At the 


commencement of the service Pastor G.W. Gilpin re- 


minds us of the importance of starting the day with 
God. The note of praise rings out in our first hymn, 
“Cleansing-for me”. Pastor J. Egyir-Paintsil leads us 
in prayer. The preacher, Pastor S.J. Brown, speaks 
from Exodus 3:1-10 and reminds us how Moses had 
renounced the throne of Egypt, choosing rather to 
suffer affliction with the people of God.

This session is the Elim Bible College Workshop. On 
display we have Pastor D.W. Cartwright, who lectures 
on the history of the Bible, Pastor W.J. Maybin, who 
lectures on the Major Prophets, Pastor I.R. Hall, B.D., 
who lectures on modern 1cends in theology, Mr. V. 
Fisher, who looks after the studio, Pastor H. Palliser, 
who lectures on New Testament subjects, and Mrs. 
Gilpin, who deals with the sermon criticism class. 
Listening to these various subjects being explained 
one realises a little of the wonderful work being done 
in the E.B.C. 

At 11.15 a.m. we wait with expectancy for the 
Bible Study which is to be given by Dr. Philip Hogan, 
Executive Director of the Foreign Missions Department 
of the A.O.G. in U.S.A. Pastor J.C. Kennedy convenes 
this meeting. The opening hymn is, “Oh for a thou- 
sand tongues to sing.” Dr. Hogan reads Hebrews 4: 
1-8. He then reminds us of Luke 18:8 where the ques- 
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tion is asked, “‘Shall He find faith on earth?”. Turning 
to Hebrews 4:2, he brings to our attention the fact 
that “the word preached did not profit them, not 
being mixed with faith in them that heard it”. There 
are two vital elements in Christian living - to hear the 
truth, and to do something about it.

It is now 7.15 p.m. and the Princes Theatre is 
crowded for the commencement of the evening con- 
vention rally. Pastor J.T. Bradley convenes this great 
gathering. We commence with the hymn, “Hark ’tis 
the final trumpet pealing thro’ the skies”’. Pastor A.B. 
Tee leads us in prayer. Pastor A.A. Biddle reads 
Revelation 22:1-6. In the absence of Pastor Gray the 
Conference Choir is conducted by Pastor L. Wiggles- 
worth. Our hearts are blessed as they sing, “God’s 
Love’’. Testimony time brings two young ladies from 
the Far East, whom Pastor E.R. Corsie says he is 
charmed to introduce, Kath Chew from Singapore, 
and Delphina Samuel from West Pakistan. The South- 
port Choir sings to us, conducted by Pastor Tee. A 
trio from Southport brings a lovely message in song. 
The speaker is Pastor L.E. Lambert. His text is Revela- 
tion 22:4: “and they shall see His face.’’ Here are his 
six points: We shall see Him as He is and not as He 
was; When we see Him we will be satisfied; When we 
see Him we will be transformed; When we see Him we 
will understand; When we see Him it will be a reflection 
of what we are; When we see Him we will fall down 
and worship Him. All of us will remember this tre- 
mendous message all our days. This great service is 
brought to a close with, “‘We shall see His lovely face”’.

TUESDAY traditionally.sees the opening of the meet- 
ings of the Representative Session of the Conference 
when Ministers and Lay Representatives consider the 
Movement’s business and reports on the.different de- 
partments. God is richly blessing every aspect of the 
work of Elim, at home and overseas, in all age groups 
and in varying forms of ministry. Pioneer crusades 
have seen the salvation of many souls and the opening 


of new Elim Churches at Aylesbury, Birkenhead, 
Broadstairs, Epping, South Shields and Weston-Super- 
Mare. Church crusades have also been held. Buildings 
have been purchased, aided by the “Helps” scheme, 
to house congregations. 

“The growth of the Church overseas with the in- 
volvement of national ministers is most encouraging,” 
reports the Missionary Secretary, a thrilling concept 
of contemporary overseas’ evangelism. Messages of 
Christian love were sent to all missionaries. Two vehi- 
cles have been obtained through Green Shield Stamp 
books schemes for use on mission stations. Mention 
must be made of the magnificent missionary support 
given by E.W.M.A. branches and the “Project the 
Gospel” scheme organised by the Youth Department. 

Inspiring reports on the Youth work and the Elim 
Bible College referred to the tremendous work being 
done. The fine work of the Elim Eventide Home, 
under its Matron, Miss M. Hopper, the Publications 
Board and Grenehurst Press (manager: Pastor G.A. 
Wright) were reported on while a highly satisfactory 
and sound financial standing for the Movement was 
evinced from the accounts and financial report. 

A number of our ministers reported that they have 
fruitfully availed themselves of opportunities of pre- 
senting the gospel through national and local radio and 
television, at home and overseas. Delegates sent a con- 
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gratulatory message to D.B. Gray and the London 
Crusader Choir on the completion of forty years un- 
broken musical ministry and evangelism in British 
prisons — a magnificent achievement, 

A happy event was the accepting of new Churches 
at Antrim, Broadstairs, Epping, Exmouth, South 
Shields and Weston-Super-Mare. 

The scrutineers announced the outcome of voting 
for the Executive Council, with W.R. Jones, J. Lan- 
caster and J.C. Smyth re-elected for another term of 
office and A.B. Tee elected for the first time. Con- 
ference delegates gave a standing ovation to H.W. 
Greenway on his retirement from the Council in 
acknowledgement and appreciation of over thirty 
years of loyal and excellent service. He continues as 
an emeritus member of the Council. G. Canty was 
elected President-Elect, this honour .being conferred 
on him for his many years of faithful and fruitful, 
pastoral and evangelical ministry in Elim. 

Pre-occupation with the business side is not the 
sole purpose of the Conference. The spiritual aspect 
plays an important and increasing part. 

One of our esteemed visiting ministers, Dr. J. P. 
Hogan, from U.S.A. was guest speaker at both the 
early morning devotional service and the evening rally. 
His ministry on the sovereignty of God in the morning 
and on the Kingdom of Jesus Christ in the evening 
brought blessing and uplift to crowded congregations. 
Dr. Hogan also, during the day, continued his instruc- 
tive and informative exposition on the subject of faith. 

Special meetings and activities for children were 
conducted by Pastors Peter Sanderson and Adrian 
Hawkes, while helpful guidance and instruction for 
Sunday school workers was imparted in a Sunday 
school workshop by Pastor Derek Green. 

In the euphemistically named ‘Smugglers’ Bar’, 
ministers’ wives met, under the leadership of Mrs. D. 
Lancaster, wife of the President, in the afternoon, 
to discuss problems posed from among their own num- 
ber. At night, this centre was used by Pastor David 
Woodfield and the young people for coffee-bar evan- 
gelism among the camp staff, three of whom were 
counselled.

THE refreshing ministry of Pastor Brian Hayes of 
Edinburgh, with its apt illustrations drawn from the 
Scottish countryside as he compared and contrasted 
the prophets Elijah and Elisha, gave an excellent 
spiritual start to a day of biting winds, dark skies and 
torrential rain. How thankful Conference visitors must 
have been for the rich spiritual provision and variety 
of services arranged for them throughout the day, for 
these more than compensated for the trials of our 
English weather! | 

Dr. Philip Hogan continued his Bible studies and 
gave an exposition of Hebrews 11:5-10, which I am 
told was a rich spiritual feast. This made me almost 
wish that I could have shirked my responsibility to 
attend the Conference business session, but I came as 
a delegate and so I took my place in the Conference 
hall and settled down to listen to the speakers and 
register my votes. At the commencement, the Presi- 
dent gave a welcome to our visitors, Rev. and Mrs. 
David Newington from Nelspruit, South Africa. Bro- 
ther David in his usual breezy, enthusiastic manner 
gave a thrilling report of the work of Emmanuel Press, 
in which our Elim Missionary Society has a leading 
part. It certainly was-good to hear of the millions of 
pieces of Christian literature coming from the press 
in so many African languages. 

The business began with the announcement of the 
result of the voting for committees, which showed 
that all retiring members had been re-elected and that 
Pastor E.R. Corsie had been elected to the Bible Col- 
lege Council to fill the vacancy caused by the retire- 
ment through ill-health of Pastor H. Burton-Haynes. 
The Principal spoke appreciatively of the splendid 
work of Mr. Haynes in past years and expressed his 
hope and prayer for his complete recovery. Pastor J.C. 
Smyth presented the Financial Report and dealt with 
matters connected with the accounts of central funds. 
It was good to see how wonderfully God has met our 
needs and we give Him all the praise. We were remin- 
ded, however, that the cost of the Royal Albert Hall 


and the expenses incurred have risen at a phenomenal 
rate and almost £2,000 would be necessary to meet 
the expenses this year. The increasing deficit has to 
be met from central funds and the hope was expressed 
that, despite this, we may still be able to continue this 
great annual witness. 

The major debate of the day concerned an Execu- 
tive proposal for the creation of a new office of General 
Superintendent to replace those of Secretary-General 
and President. Pastor T.W. Walker very ably presented 
the motion and outlined the principle and the various 
changes in the Constitution that would be necessary. 
The Conference obviously felt that there was much 
that was good in the proposals, but some matters were 
unacceptable. In its wisdom, therefore, it did not vote 
on the motion, but passed to the next business. 

In the afternoon the Women’s Rally was ably con: 
vened by Mrs. J. Lancaster. A large congregation, 
which included coach parties who had come for the 
day, heard Mrs. I. Davies, widow of the late Pastor 
Granville Davies, give an inspiring address. The basis 
of her message was her personal experience of the 
power and presence of God when suffering from can- 
cer and of her ultimate deliverance. During the ser- 
vice Mrs. Carol Horner of Sheffield gave a moving 
account of her recent healing from multiple sclerosis. 
Mrs. Gorton gave the annual report of the E.W.M.A. 
and there was great rejoicing when she said that the 
total for the year was a record, exceeding £7,000. 
Items by a group of Irish sisters and the Women’s 
Choir, so ably led by Pastor Wigglesworth, and solos 
by Mrs. R.B. Chapman were much appreciated. 

In the afternoon session of the Conference, the 
recommendations of the Salary Committee were accep- 
ted and also a recommendation to increase the annual 
holidays of ministers and probationers by one week, 
thus bringing them into line with industry and the 
professions. Pastor Archie Nicolson spoke on the 
need to make our position clear in respect to our non- 
affiliation with the ecumenical movement as embodied 
in the World Council of Churches and a proposal to 
this effect was adopted. There was general agreement 
that true ecumenicity is found only in the Spirit among 
truly born-again believers. The position of young 
ladies after receiving training at the Elim Bible College 
was the concern of many ministers and it was agreed 
to set up a study group to investigate the possibility 
of more involvement by ladies in the service and work 

of our churches. 

The annual Home Missions Rally was held in the 
evening. It was convened by Pastor Ron Jones. Pastor 
P.S. Brewster gave an address on “The Doors of Oppor- 
tunity” found in the New Testament. All must surely 
agree with him that the need of our day is for the 
Church to boldly enter the many doors of opportunity 


that are now open tous. The special offering for home 
evangelism amounted to £387. The day closed with 
the late night special conducted by the Evangelistic 
Committee, and a practical outreach in evangelism in 
“The Smugglers’ Bar’ where over coffee testimony in 
word and song was specially presented to the staff of 
Pontin’s Camp. 


Thursday

Kennedy, Len Knipe, Harry Palliser and R.R. Taylor, 
each with his own distinctive ministry and savour of 
the Gospel. Pastors H. Burton-Haynes and W.J. Hilliard, 
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though unable to be present, were also remembered. 
The sweetness of worship culminated with the breaking 
of bread at which ministers served the emblems to the 
great congregation that filled the Princes Theatre. 

Missionaries and workers from Ghana brought a 
splash of tropical sunshine to those who gathered for 
the special Ghana service at 3 o’clock, Their real joy 
was expressed in both their singing and speaking and 
the congregation responded with further praise. How 
we thank God for the growing strength of our sister- 
fellowship in Ghana where our missionaries David and 
Margaret Mills and David and Margaret Kilpatrick are 
bringing a real contribution. The ministry of James 
McKeown and J. Egyir-Paintsil and the report of 1,400 
churches and 200,000 Christians in fellowship with us 
there were breathtaking.

Later that night your reporter covered 
the four events that are held concurrently at the end 
of every day. First there was the showing of a film, 
“Zaire River’, in the Princes Theatre. The Embassy 
Ballroom held a Late Night Special conducted by the 
Elim Youth Department. In the Embassy Bar there 
were many people on their knees seeking the Spirit of 
a different kind and in the Smugglers’ Bar coffee-bar 
evangelism conducted by Pastor David Woodfield and 
his team continued until late at night. 

If praise is a vocation, a calling, then today we have 
been taught something more of it. God grant that we 
shall have learned the lessons well! 


The last Day of the Conference

THE last great day of the feast was a day full of good 
things, which had been so well planned for us.

The Letter to the Romans 


29. Part Ill. Practical (12:1—15:33) 


FROM the inner dedication (12:1,2) comes the 
outward manifestation, the expressing of that will of 
‘God in the service of the Saviour, the saints, sinners 
and the state. “The grace given to me” (v.3) was the 
apostolic grace (1:5). For every vocation and task “‘a 
special grace is bestowed on each of us” (A.S.Way). 
After calling us to a sober self-evaluation of ourselves 
in the fellowship of the Church — “Don’t cherish 
exaggerated ideas of yourself or your importance” 
(w.3,4 Phillips), ever the obstacle, distorting and 
disabling us — he lists six or more gifts (charismata) of 
the Holy Spirit, some of which are additional to the 
nine gifts of the Spirit in 1 Corinthians 12:7—11. This 
ministry of the body of Christ (vv.5,6) is clearly seen 
to be functional and not in mere status. Status is 
nothing; function is everything, He is no shepherd 
who does not shepherd. “Prophecy” (v.6) is preferred 
above all others (1 Corinthians 14:1). This is that 
ability to speak under divine inspiration for the uplift 
of all: “‘according to the proportion of faith’, i.e. 
never beyond what you sincerely believe, “to the 
limit of your vision” (Phillips). “Ministry” (v.7) is not 
necessarily speaking, but includes “all forms of 
service” (Moffatt). “Wait on it’’, whatever your gift, 
“concentrate” (Phillips), “‘mind what you are doing’ 
(Moffatt). The Methodists used to have a rank of 
preachers called ‘“‘Exhorters”. Do not presume to 
Open your mouth wide that the Lord may fill it 
(Psalm 81:10); this was written for hungry fledglings, 
not lazy preachers! “Give yourselves to the Word” 
(Acts 6:4). “Giving” (v.8) — what a grace, especially 
for the wealthy (A.S. Way) — “with simplicity” 
means with singleness of motive, but it also carries 
the idea of liberality (most versions), “with all your 
heart” (N.E.B.). Your heart should go with your 
disbursements. “He that ruleth” (v.8) indicates 
leadership with diligence, “stimulated by your own 
enthusiasm” (A.S.Way). 

Following these, in the remainder of the chapter, 
the apostle enumerates a dozen different situations 
and relationships of life, in all of which we may 
exemplify the spirit and attitudes of our Lord and 
Master. They echo the Sermon on the Mount and 
show how deeply Paul had imbibed His spirit.

Civic duties are set out in 13:1—7. In general, the 
precepts apply to all times and places, though they 
would be inapplicable in some specific cases. The 
apostle asks for our homage and respect to the ideal 
of Law as a symbol, rather than to any mere ruler of 
the time. “The magistrate may be a greater criminal 
than the prisoner in the dock” (J. Parker). Local 
background will help us here. As this Letter was being 
written, a decree was extant banishing all Jews from 
Rome as trouble-makers and rebels against Caesar’s 
government (Acts 18:2). Many of these were 


Christians, like Aquila and Priscilla, for it was also 


believed that the new and growing Christian faith was 


political in its aims. Conscious that his readers were 


under the eagle eye of the imperial power (there were 
spies in the Early Church meetings!), this Letter 
might fall into the hands of the Roman authorities. 
They would see from it that Christians were not 
“mixed up with politics” — and how clever of Paul to 
drop :a few hints to Roman magistrates as to their 
duties and responsibilities! These words of the apostle 
have often been quoted in defence of tyrants and 
crooked systems of government, but he never made 
any government the keeper of a believer’s conscience. 
Acts 5:29 must ever apply. In their present situation 
he was not merely counselling prudence, for good 
citizenship is a matter of Christian conscience and 
duty. Our Lord did not resist authority. He paid His 
taxes, Jewish and Roman, “rendering to Caesar”, and 
refused to be an arbiter of the law of the land.

“Why stand 
ye gazing?” 


SECONDS were slipping into history following the 
Ascension of our Lord, that moment when gravity 
bowed to the greater force. Question-begging seconds, 
charged with the emotions of separation were seconds 
wasting away, time so vital to God that He 
despatched two heavenly messengers to get the 
disciples moving and obeying. 

God did not allow those disciples the mistake of 
wasted time, nor does He us. The Ascension revalued 
time, multiplying it by every disciple who would 
appropriate the power and labour in the promise: 
“The works that I do shall he do also; and greater 
works than these shall he do; because I go unto my 
Father.”’ No circumstance or attraction must be 
allowed to filch God’s time. Therefore, in the 
magnitude of Ascension truth, we ask simply: “Why 
stand ye gazing?” 


When Heaven is Open 

Why, may we enquire, are prayer and worship the 
neglected exercises and their athletes so few? Why are 
they hustled and bustled into any old corner of life 
while tnis needy world cries out for a Saviour and 
parched lives thirst for the truth? Schemes, 
programmes and people can achieve nothing eternally 
durable unless we see and believe again in all the 
resources of an open heaven. 

Watch that man Stephen in the act of martyrdom 
pray: “Lord, lay not this sin to their charge’, and be 
sure to observe that he is the same one who declared, 
“Behold, I see the heavens opened, and the Son of 
man standing on the right hand of God”’. If we are to 
pray with compassion and force we must, as did 
Stephen, behold the holiness and glory of God and 
His Son in an open heaven. 


When Christ is Blessing. 
As He did at His Ascension, so he does today. His 
ministry of blessing has never ceased, for “this Man, 
because He continueth ever, hath an unchangeable

priesthood. Wherefore He is able to save them to the 
uttermost that come unto God by Him, seeing He 
ever liveth to make intercession for them.” Then let 
Holy Oracles enquire, “Why art thou cast down, O 
my soul? and why are thou disquieted in me?” On 
what circumstance or mood have we gazed while 
Satan has robbed and plundered us of blessing and 
the “‘uttermost”’ experience? Where was it that we 
forgot to hope in God? 

Let us never be so destitute of spiritual values as to 
seek the transient materialistic blessing of those who 
believed because of the loaves and fishes, but let us 
rather turn our eyes upon Him who makes “all things 
work together for good to them that love God” and 
who causes the fruit of our lives to remain. 


When the Comforter has come 

Third-generation Pentecostal believer, where are 
you gazing? Is it backward, a nostalgicreminiscence of 
bygone days? Is it inward, the dreamy, slumbering 
gaze of those who have “fared sumptuously’’, but 
who have forgotten that food is intended to produce 
energy for work? Is it downward, the somewhat 
sceptical, minute analysis of everything charismatic 
that is taking place before our eyes? Is it upward and 
outward towards the tree tops where we hear “the 
sound of marching” (R.V.) and hearing cry, “We need 
revival! We must have revival!”’. 

Let us move quickly from Olivet, the place of 
parting and gazing, to Jerusalem, the place of filling 
and service, there to present ourselves through 
Christ’s blood as living sacrifices unto God, that the 
fire of the Holy Spirit may cause our lives to radiate 
with fruit and gifts for his glory in this dark world. 


When all Power has been given to Christ 
“All power is given unto Me in heaven and in 
earth. Go ye therefore... I am with you alway”. 
This truth is the driving force behind world 
evangelism. At its utterance devils trembled. At its 
practice darkness fled from light, millions of lives 


were changed and made eternally secure in Christ. We 
know and love this truth. What are we doing with it? 

Imagine a brave warrior receiving the gift of a new 
sword, then watch as delightedly he admires its point, 
edge, beauty and balance. It is given pride of place in 
his house. He lavishes care on it, dreams of doing 
exploits with it. Suddenly the enemy is upon him in 
reality. He takes his sword, but, alas, in battle they 
are not as one, for he has never trained with it. Soon 
he lies mortally wounded and his house is plundered. 
Let us rather be like Eleazar, the son of Dodo, one of 
David’s mighty men who “arose and smote the 
Philistines until his hand was weary, and his hand 
clave unto the sword and the Lord wrought a great 
victory that day; and the people returned after him 
only to spoil.” 


When the Lord is working 

Speaking of rank and position, we say that our 
Queen is on the throne. Likewise, Mark says of Jesus 
that he “sat down on the right hand of God”. Both 
Stephen and John saw him standing, however. Jesus 
has paid the price of redemption, “it is finished”, but 
regarding the winning of the lost he is actively, 
energetically involved. 

Stephen had witnessed conversions, changed lives, 
healings, miracles, prisoners set free from the dark 
dungeons of evil and Satan’s power broken. He knew 
that these blessings followed the preaching of the 
Word. As he concluded his last great sermon, see that 
expectant heavenward gaze! The answer came, 
consciences were harpooned and reacted with all the 
fury of the wounded beast. Soon Stephen was with 
the Lord. Before long another onlooker lay slain by 
the power of God in Damascus Road to serve Him as 
the apostle to the Gentiles. 


When Jesus walks in the Churches 

John saw the ascended Lord among the seven 
golden candlesticks representing the churches of Asia. 
We have Christ’s promise to be with the smallest 
plurality of those who meet in His name. To Him the 
few are as important as the many. To loyal 
Philadelphian Churches, where His real presence is 
truly acknowledged and where men’s gaze is 
expectantly towards Him, the doors of blessing and 
Opportunity are thrown wide open. Such has been the 
case with St. Cuthbert’s Church, York. When David 
Watson took over, he found a congregation of six 
people. They began praying and in consequence the 
enlarged congregation outgrew their building in only 
a few years to move into the larger St. Michael- 
le-Belfrey and they have now been offered York Min- 
ster for their lunch-time evangelistic services. Just be- 
fore Christmas 2,600 people attended one of their spe- 


cial guest services in the Minster, ‘I have set before 


thee an open door, and no man can shut it” (Revela- 


tion 3:8), 


When He holds His Ministers in His Hands 

In his vision of the ascended Lord, John noticed 
that Jesus held seven stars in His hand, the seven 
angels or messengers of the Churches of Asia. What 
strength of encouragement lies here for those 
specially commissioned by God and sent forth as 
messengers of divine truth! Such a one is a star 
because he illuminates with the brightness of the 
Holy Spirit, his shining thus guiding many to heaven, 
because he is held in his place by the almighty hand 
of Jesus by whose power and authority the worlds 
hang in space, because by the light of the gospel he 
reveals the track and course of men’s lives. 

John knew the strength of that hand when he 
wrote; “I was in the Spirit — rapt in His power” 
(Amp. V.). As we turn from the preoccupations of 
ministerial responsibility to gaze again at the 
nailprint, we are moved to repeat the great words of 
C.T. Studd, missionary pioneer to the Congo: “If 
Jesus Christ be God and died for me, then no sacrifice 
can be too great for me to make for Him.” 


When Christ longs to sup with His People 

The Laodicean situation was that of compromise 
and mixture, to God, as is revealed under old and new 
covenants, a sickening situation. It seems that people 
were materially prosperous, yet spiritually poor, just 
like these days, when more and more of the material 
and physical side of life is being dished up on the 
self-service counters of the world, tempting to 
covetousness and greed, beguiling, intoxicating and 
ensnaring as surely as any drug. How easy it is for the 
Christian to find himself gazing at the display, toying 
with the goods, finally buying that ‘‘which is not 
bread” and “that which satisfieth not”, while Christ 
stands outside yearning for a chance to satisfy man’s 
deepest needs. Turn your eyes upon the One who 
yearns to fellowship with you. “Eat that which is 
good, and let your soul delight itself in fatness. 

On the island of Patmos, prison conditions 
produced in John the experiences of “tribulation” 
and “‘patience’’, yet it was there that he responded to 
the voice of Jesus. Has he said to you: “Why stand ye 
gazing at such a time as this?” Is it not time to turn 
our gaze from the fleeing landscape of life to the 
constant, unchangeable face of Jesus? Hear John 
again: “I turned to see the voice that spoke with me, 
and being turned, I saw’ What revelations! What 
mighty expressions of the purposes of God! What 
service rendered! 

Lord, we would gaze on You, and seeing You, we 
would serve You. Amen.

WHEN the Tabernacle was reared up in the 
wilderness, a cloud covered the Tent of the 
Congregation and the glory of the Lord filled the 
Tabernacle (Exodus 40:34). It was a cloud of divine 
presence. 

As Jesus stood on the Mount of Transfiguration 
with Peter, James and John, a bright cloud 
overshadowed them and a voice out of the cloud 
spoke to them (Matthew 17:5). Again, it was a cloud 
of divine presence (2 Peter 1:17). 

On the Day of Ascension, Jesus stood on Mount 
Olivet, His hands raised in blessing, when literally He 
began to rise and, as He did so, a cloud received Him 
out of their sight, a cloud, not of our atmosphere, but 
the cloud of divine presence. Jesus was being 
transported to heaven in the glory cloud. Divire 
presence had enveloped Him, and His followers, 
gazing steadfastly, could see Him no more. As He 
disappeared from view, two men in white apparel 
suddenly appeared and spoke only one sentence to 
them, but it was sufficient to challenge, bless and 
reassure them: “Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye 
gazing up into heaven? This same Jesus, which is 
taken up from you into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen Him go into heaven’ (Acts 
1:11). How wonderful is the Lord, that He should send 
those two messengers just to speak for about fifteen 
seconds, yet their powerful words sent the disciples 
back to Jerusalem with great joy and in the attitude 
of worship. 

We consider those words of Acts 1:11 first as a call 
to active participation. ‘““Why stand ye gazing up into 
heaven?” the angels asked. The apostles were allowed 
to witness the Ascension, to share the climax of the 
Master’s earthly ministry; now there was work to be 
done. The time for gazing was over; there was a world 
to be evangelized. . 

Rufinus was a monk of the fourth century, and no 
doubt a very sincere and brilliant scholar, but he 


spent a long time as a recluse on the Mount of Olives. 


Shutting himself away, he spent a long period gazing 
into heaven. The Lord does not desire His followers 
to be like Rufinus, but to follow the pattern of that 
group three hundred years before him, who left their 
unprofitable gazing to engage in fruitful evangelism. 
Their evangelistic ministry started with preparation, 
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fellowship, prayer and worship. They were endued 
with the power of the Holy Spirit and began to fulfil 
the Commission for world evangelism. Those early 
witnesses were never too busy to pray, to break bread 
together, to join in fellowship with each other, and to 
visit the house of God regularly. Worship and witness 
go hand in hand. “Gazing” is time wasting. The 
‘message of Ascension Day is a call to mobilisation, to 
active service, to a practical, positive and valuable 
Christian life. 

We may criticize the monk on the Mount of Olives _ 
for his inactivity and yet remain as inactive, living like 
spiritual hermits in our own unwalled monasteries, 
shut off from the unevangelised people who dwell 
around us. So often we are ready to state what we do 
not like, what we do not practise, to what we object. 
We live negative lives, so backward in proclaiming the 
positive message of the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. The world needs Jesus and Jesus depends on 
dedicated, willing workers to preach the gospel of 
peace. How challenging are the apostle’s words, “How 
shall they believe in Him of whom they have not 
heard? And how shall they hear without a preacher?” 
(Romans 10:14). 

Active participation leads to thoughtful consider- 
ation: “This same Jesus, which is taken up into 
heaven”. Christ Jesus, by ascending into heaven, did 
not go to a place where God the Word had not 
previously been, but to a place where the Word made — 
flesh had not before been seated. The Ascension was — 
a climax to a victorious earthly ministry. The Word — 
entered into a known sphere; “flesh” was entering — 
into an area never before ventured into. One of the — 
Early Church writers described the entry of our Lord — 
Jesus into heaven as follows: “His entry through the 
gates of Heaven struck its door-keepers and princes as — 
something novel and, as they saw fleshy nature 
penetrating the secret recesses of heaven, they uttered — 
to one another the words which David, under the 
Holy Spirit’s influence foretold, “Lift up your heads, — 
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O ye Gates, and be ye lift up, ye everlasting doors, 
and the King of Glory shall come in. Who is this King 
of Glory? The Lord strong and mighity, the Lord 
mighty in battle” (Psalm 24:7,8). 

Ascension Day calls for our thoughtful consider- 
ation of His past earthly mission. Augustine wrote, 
“This is the festival which confirms the grace of all 
festivals together, without which the profitableness of 
every festival would have perished. For, unless the 
Saviour had ascended into heaven, His nativity would 
have come to nothing... His passion would have 
borne no fruit for us and His resurrection would have 
been useless’. 

‘It was a conquering Saviour who was “‘carried up 
into heaven”. He had come to destroy the works of 
the devil, and destroy them He did! 

Consider His incarnation. The Word became flesh; 
God became Man. J.G. Davies, in his Bampton 
Lectures, writes: “God put Himself in man’s place at 
the Incarnation and Man was put in God’s place at 
the Ascension”. Our wonderful Saviour condescended 
to our wretched, low estate. It is sufficient to quote 
the definition of condescension: ‘“‘stooping to 
equality with an inferior’. 

Reflect on His crucifixion. The beautiful words of 
Paul in Philippians 2:6—11 give us the circle of His 
journey from heaven to earth and back to heaven. At 
the cross He reached the extremity of His mission, 
when He suffered and died for our sins. 

Contemplate His resurrection. Though the resur- 
rection and the ascension are closely linked, we often 
fail to distinguish between them. They are, however, 
two distinct elements in the redemptive work of 
Christ. The resurrection was the vanquishing of death. 
Christ was alive and no longer subject to the 
conditions of mortality. The ascension was the crown 
and climax of His earthly mission. He was exalted to 
the right hand of God. 


Ascension Day calls for our thoughtful consider- 
ation of His present heavenly ministry. When He 
ascended, He sent forth the Holy Spirit (Acts 2:33) 
and He gave gifts unto men (Ephesians 4:8—11). 
Believers can obtain mercy and find grace to help in 
time of need (Hebrews 4:14—16). He intercedes on 
our behalf (Romans 8:34). He has gone to prepare a 
place for us (John 14:1—3). The unconverted can be 
saved from sin (Hebrews 7:25). 


He is an active High Priest, ministering on our 
behalf, and He is the King of Glory, displaying His 
kingship in various ways. He rules over the subjects of 
His kingdom and works with His people, confirming 
the Word with signs following. His kingdom is 
continually being extended. He is perfecting, 
directing, guiding and blessing His work on earth. 


High in His holy seat He bears the righteous sway, 
His foes beneath His feet shall sink and die away. 
Join all on earth, rejoice and sing, 

Glory ascribe to glory’s King. 

His past work and His present ministry demand 
our thoughtful consideration. This will help us to 
appreciate what He has accomplished for us and to 
rejoice in His triumph. 

We may also share in joyful anticipation: “This 
same Jesus... shall so come in like manner as ye 
have seen Him go into heaven’. The heavenly 
messengers reassured the startled apostles. There is 
something to look forward to: “‘this same Jesus” is 
coming again! Thank God for the abundance of 
Scriptures relating to the promises of His return. We 
may belong to different schools of thought, theories 
as to the chronological order of events concerning the 
end-time may differ, but the great message of the 
return of our Saviour is shared by us all: “Watch and 
be ready”’. 

The Lord Jesus impressed it upon His followers 
that they ought to be alert, watchful, occupied in 
service, faithful in all things, throwing themselves 
completely into the work of the Kingdom. He is 
coming again and, as He departed in the cloud of 
divine presence, so we are told, He will come “‘in the 
clouds of heaven with power and grcat glory” 
(Matthew 24:30). “The dead in Christ shall rise first: 
Then we which are alive and remain, shall be caught 
up together with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord” (1 Thessalonians 4:16,17). 

As we await His glorious return, let us not be like 
Rufinus the recluse, but let us be believers working, 
witnessing, worshipping and watching, until the day 
we are caught up in the clouds of divine presence to 
meet our beloved Saviour.

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


27. Jacob and Esau (Genesis 25:29—34)

THOUGH Esau and Jacob were twins, they were 
different from each other in character, for, while 
Esau was a “sporty” man who loved to hunt, Jacob 
was a quiet (“harmless” v.27, R.V. margin), 
home-loving man. What is more, Esau had no regard 
for the Lord and His promises, whereas Jacob had a 
deep desire for the blessing of God. As the firstborn, 
however, Esau would naturally inherit the blessing 
and, as he was, in addition, Isaac’s favourite son, it 
seemed that Jacob would be excluded; yet Esau held 
the promises of God and His blessing in such 
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contempt that he sold his birthright for a dish of stew 
and Jacob became the rightful heir of the covenant 
made by God with Abraham. 

The two brothers represent two opposing ways of 
life. Esau was the materialist, so wrapped up in the | 
things that he could see and touch that he missed the 
best and highest and only came to appreciate what he 
had lost when it was too late. Jacob saw that all he 
possessed could not be compared to the superior — 
value of the promises of God. We must choose our 
life’s direction, the way in which we would walk. We 
find it very easy to let the things of this life become 
supremely attractive — after all, these are things that 
we can touch and handle — yet the Lord Jesus calls us — 
to seek first His Kingdom and His righteousness, and 
these we cannot see or touch. This age offers us such 
attractions that we can quickly lose our vision of the 
will of God and of His promises, but it is those who — 
follow the call of God who inherit His blessing and — 
who will finally hear His “Well done”. Which way are 
we taking? 


I FIRST visited the Scottish National Memorial to 
David Livingstone in 1945. We were living in Glasgow 
at the time and travelled to Blantyre, some nine miles 
south, to his actual birthplace in Shuttle Row, a 
quaint, picturesque tenement built in 1780 on the 
banks of the Clyde. The building is part of the 
extensive Memorial Park. Opened in 1929, it was 
specially designed to attract and give pleasure to the 
Sunday school scholars of Scotland. 

I must admit that I was deeply moved when, 
having climbed the stone spiral stairway, passing the 
old ‘‘jaw-boxes”’ in the walls, I entered the cosy room 
which was home to the Livingstone family. Just a 
single room, with two box beds in the wall recesses, 
no water supply, yet here David Livingstone was born 
and reared. There were seven in the household. These 
poor, working-class folk, were rich in love and had 
high standards of Christian conduct. It is worth 
recalling, too, that David Livingstone was greatly 
influenced by the godly men in the community, one 
of whom was David Hogg, who challenged him on his 
deathbed: “Now lad, make religion the everyday 
business of your life and not a thing of fits and starts; 
for if you do not, temptation and other things will 
get the better of you’. It has been said that these 
words remained with him to the end of his days and, 
though he was employed by other agencies, including 
Her Majesty’s Government, at various periods of his 
life, he always maintained that first and foremost he 
was the servant of Jesus Christ. One writing of him 
says: “Livingstone was an explorer all his life and a 
British Consul for half the period he spent in Africa, 
yet, for a true appreciation of his career it must be 
remembered that, through all his life one master 
passion possessed him — the bringing of Christ’s 
kingdom to Africa, hence he was always a 
missionary.”’ 

There is much else to be seen in the memorial 
rooms and museum. The darkened gallery, with its 
vivid tableaux of the great missionary’s life and work, 
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David Livingstone Centenary 


summed up for me his complete devotion to the 
cause Of Christ. The tableaux are entitled ‘‘Vision”, 
“Truth”, “Faith”, “Courage”, “Mercy”, “Renun- 
ciation”, “Endurance” and “Sacrifice”. In recalling 
them, I salute one of the greatest missionary pioneers 
of all time, the centenary of whose death we 
celebrate this year. I heard a speaker on the radio say 
that the Christian Church is growing at a greater rate 
in Africa at the present time than anywhere else in 
the world and that by the end of the century Africa 
could be a Christian continent and leader of the 
world-wide Church. I felt that this was the greatest 
tribute to the man who pioneered the Christian 
message in what was then known as “The Dark 
Continent”. 

It is fitting to quote the poem composed in his 
honour by John Oxenham and simply called 
**Livingstone”’: 

To lift the sombre fringes of the Night, 

To open lands long darkened to the Light, 

To heal grim wounds, to give the blind new sight, 

Right mightily wrought he. 


Like Him he served, he walked life’s troublous 
ways, 

With heart undaunted, and with calm, high face, 

And gemmed each day with deeds of sweetest 
grace; 

Full lovingly wrought he. 


Like Him he served, he would not turn aside; 

Nor home nor friends could his true heart divide; 

He served His Master, and nought else beside, 
Right faithfully wrought he. 


He passed like light across the darkened land, 

And dying, left behind him this command, 

“The door is open! So let it ever stand!” Full 
mightily wrought he. 


Forth to the fight he fared, 

High things and great he dared, 

In his Master’s might, to spread the Light. 
Right mightily wrought he. 

He greatly loved — 

He greatly lived — 

And died right mightily.

No-one would dream of putting the dustbin in the 
lounge; it is certainly no ornament nor is it of artistic 
value. Yet there are very few houses, if any, in the 
whole country without one. It is vital to the health of 
the home and the community to have a receptacle for 
rubbish. Indeed it was realised only too well when the 
“dirty jobs” strike was on that the health of the 
whole nation could be jeopardised by the rotting 
refuse left around. 

My meditation on a dustbin leads me to ask what 
happens when evil thoughts intrude into the mind? 
The harbouring of them soon produces a crop of evil 
germs which pollute the soul. The Bible abounds in 
illustrations’ of this. Had Achan consigned the 
covetous idea of taking the dollars and the latest 
fashion “‘with-it” styled Babylonish outfit to the 
dustbin, he would have spared himself; his family and 
those who died in the abortive attack on the city of 
Ai. Likewise a different story would have been told 
concerning Ananias and Sapphira had they resisted 
the temptation to lie to the Holy Spirit. They ought 
to have put the whole plot into its rightful place —

the dustbin. 

Many a good Christian life has been ruined 
through nursing a grudge. Joab was such a man. A 
general in King David’s army, he was in an excellent 
position of honour, but the death of his younger 
brother Asahel rankled in his mind. The silly youngster 
had brought death on himself by not taking the 
advice of his older opponent, but Joab would not see 
that it was his brother’s own fault. He refused to put 
the grudge in the dustbin. It rankled and produced an 
epidemic of hatred, until Joab stained his hands with 
avenging blood. Murder resulted, whereas a dustbin 
could have been the remedy. 

There are some — I guess that you’ve met them 
too — who always have the latest juicy bit of gossip. 
The modern term for them is “‘character-slayers”, and 
how terribly true, for they are often just this. What 
do you do when they come with their malicious 
tongues? Sometimes it is difficult not to hear what 
they say. This is when you need the dustbin. Throw 
out every bit of the evil. Don’t allow it to pollute 
your mind and soul. 

Paul’s challenge to Timothy just before he laid 
down his life for the Gospel was: “Keep thyself 
pure’’. In these days when standards are low, don’t be 
a “dustbin Christian’. Rather be one who, by pure 
thoughts and holy desires, together with a heart kept 
cleansed by the blood of Christ, lives a life that will 
stand out and be attractive by its very purity. Thus, 
when an oprortunity to witness comes, not only will 
the words be weighty, but the living of the message 
will be weightier still.

Monday, May 28th Romans 2:17—29 


“Teachest thou not thyself?” (v.21). 
PRACTISE what you preach. This well-known phrase 
seems to paraphrase and summarise Paul’s reasoning 
here. In teaching others, teach yourself (v.21). Telling 
others not to steal, not to be immoral, is useless if we 
are doing the things we condemn. We must not have 
double standards, condoning in ourselves what we 
condemn in others. The unconverted are watching 
(v.24) and they are quick to sense hypocrisy. If we do 
not practise what we profess, God’s name is 
dishonoured. May the Lord help us to live more 
nearly as we pray. 
Tuesday, May 29th 

“The oracles of God”’ (v.2). 
WHAT a priceless possession is God’s word! To us 
have been committed the oracles of God. We need to 
study God’s Word carefully, not rushing through the 
reading (the psalmist said that he “meditated” on 
God’s Word), prayerfully, asking God before you read 
to open the eyes of your understanding, to lead you 
‘into all truth, that you might understand the 
Scriptures and “darefully” (if I may coin a word), 
do what the Word tells us in obeying its commands. 
Hearing and understanding the Word is not enough; 
we must obey it implicitly, immediately, individually. 
Be doers of the Word, not hearers only. 
Wednesday, May 30th Romans 3:9—20 

“No flesh be justified in His sight” (v.20). 
HOW apt we are to think that car accidents happen to 
other people. How easy it is, too, to apply truth to 
other folk. When we read of the evil habits that 
emanate from the heart of man, however, it is our 
portrait that we are seeing. “Guilty, vile and helpless 
we’ — some hymnbooks have changed some of the 
words of the old hymns; they no longer sing “vile and 
full of sin I am”. Yet without God and without Christ 
we are lost in the world. How glad we are, therefore, 
that God loves the sinner. He hates sin, but loves US, 
and He sent Jesus to bear the awesome penalty for 
our sin. We are dependent upon His free grace. 
Nothing that we can do will merit heaven. By the 
deeds of the flesh no-one is saved. Thank God for 
sending Jesus. Thank You, Jesus, that You came! 
Thursday, May 31st Acts 1:1—14 

“This same Jesus” (v.11). 
THIS is Ascension Day. Forty days after the 
resurrection, the Lord Jesus ascended back into glory. 
A cloud received Him out of their sight, but not out 
of their presence. Heaven must be very near. It is just 
another dimension, much nearer than perhaps we ever

realise. The angels promised the disciples that ‘this 
same Jesus” will return. He never changes; He is 
always the same, Whether we see Him at His return, 
Or On Our Own ascension into heaven, we will meet 
the very same Jesus who walked and talked with men. 
So there is no fear in death. As loving hands awaited 
our entrance into this world, so the loving arms of 
Jesus will welcome us into the next. 

Friday, June Ist Romans 3:21—31 

“Just, and the Justifier of him that believeth in 
Jesus” (v.26). 

THIS immense problem — how He at one and the 
same time can be just and yet justify the sinner — 
took the infinite wisdom of God to solve. Paul 
declares in 1 Corinthians 1:24 that the cross 
illustrates the wisdom of God; not the expanding 
universe, the majestic mountains, the delicacy of a 
flower, but the cross shows us the wisdom of God. It 
was there that love and justice met; there God 
demonstrated His love for men and yet His hatred of 
sin. I look at Calvary and see what a terrible thing sin 
is, that it should demand such a penalty. I look at the 
cross and see what a tremendous thing is God’s love; 
it gave Jesus tQ die. Men with their puny minds think 
that they can provide other ways to God, but there is 
no other way save the cross. 

Saturday, June 2nd Romans 4:1—12 

“Blessed are they whose iniquities are forgiven, 
and whose sins are covered” (v.7). 

PAUL, with relentless logic, pursues his argument 
that man is accepted with God by faith in Christ 
alone. He calls David as a witness (v.6) and Abraham. 
(v.3). The Jews were depending upon the rite of 
circumcision for merit. Paul shows that this rite 
commenced after Abraham had been counted 
righteous with God and that it was the seal of that 
acceptance. The various sacraments we observe — 
communion, baptism — are not the means whereby 
we are saved, but the evidence that we have been 
converted. “Blessed” means “‘happy”’; we should he 
happy today, for our sins are gone. They call v.7 “‘the 
tenth Beatitude”’; where are the nine? 

Sunday, June 3rd Romans 4: 13—35 

‘Who against hope believed in hope” (v.18). 
AGAIN an historical illustration is used as a spiritual 
vindication. Faith, mighty faith caused Abraham not 
to stagger at the promise of God and this faith was 
accounted to him for righteousness. Humanly 
speaking Sarah could have no child, but Abraham 
staggered not at the promise of God, and was strong 
in faith (v.20). 

You may be confronted by circumstances which 
render your greatest desire impossible humanly 
speaking, but do not lose heart or hope. God is able; 
He is the God of miracles. “Faith in God can move a 
mighty mountain”. He can do something for you. 
Only believe. All discouragement is of the devil.

The Letter to the Romans 


30. Part Ill. Practical (12:1—15:33) 


WE are considering civic duties (13:1—7) and the 
Christian’s relationship to magistrates. “There is no 
power but of God” (v.1): all human authority is 
derived from God ideally speaking, and tyrannous 
rulers break God’s laws. “Damnation” (v.2) equals 
judgment, condemnation. “The sword” (v.4) is the 
symbol of authority. “Wrath” (v.5) is God’s righteous 
verdict as expressed through human judges, His 
servants. Alas for the purity of Roman government, 
that those ministers literally used that sword on the 
innocent man who wrote this letter, if the story of his 
decapitation by Nero is true. 

So pay your taxes and revenues to your 
government (v.6) as you pay your tithes to your 
church — both are God’s “ministers”. “Attend 
continually” (v.6), for they have a job to do in 
keeping good order, and give them your respect (v.7). 

Back of civic duty is the secret and motive 
(vv.8—14). All our conduct lies in the discharging of 
the universal debt of love. That obligation is ever with 
us: “a debt of love I know I owe”’. “He that loveth 
hath fulfilled the law” (v.8). “Paul, as a Jew, thought 
that man should keep the law in order that they 
might be saved. As a Christian he saw that they must 
be saved in order to keep the law” (Anderson Scott). 
All duty is comprehended here. It is the perfect tense 
of completed action, every time you love. If love is 
the fulfilment of law, then no law is fulfilled apart 
from love. 

To the obligation of love, Paul adds the powerful 
motive of Christ’s return and the approaching 
consummation (v.11). To go to sleep here is fatal 
(vv.11—12). To “put on the armour of light’’, is to 
“put on the Lord Jesus Christ” (v.14). When the 
guilt-ridden young Augustine (Saint Augustine), 
walking in his garden at Milan, heard the words, 
“Take, read” being chanted from a school next door, 
he took them as the very voice of God to him, and, 
opening his New Testament at these verses (vv.13,14), 
he found in them the message of God to the salvation 
of his soul. 

The exercise of Christian love and liberty 
(chapter14) is seen in the matter of meats and drinks 
and holy days, etc. The influence of certain Jewish 
purists among the very devout Jewish converts was 
strong. The “meats” spoken of were not only such, 
but included that mentioned in 1 Corinthians 
10:19—28. Read also 1 Corinthians 8. “The

shambles”’ is old English for butchers’ stalls and is still 
current. Obviously, for quality, the best joints were 
those offered in the pagan temples and afterwards 
sold to the public. A strong broad-minded Christian, 
Jew or Gentile, would be without qualms in the 
matter, but there were those “weak” ones whose 
consciences would be offended at the idea of eating 
meat once offered to idols. We think that the words 
“weak” and “strong” in our context ought to be used 
in quotes like this, denoting stances and attitudes 
rather than actual relative qualities. It appears that 
something in the nature of a controversy had arisen in 
the Early Church in general about these things 
(Galatians 4:10; Colossians 2:16, etc.). Paul’s 
sympathies seem to be with the “strong”, but the 
“‘weak”’ ones who join the Church are to be heartily 
received into the fellowship, and there must be no 
criticism of their private opinions about these things 
(v.1). The apostle recognises, as our Lord taught, that 
food of itself cannot be morally or spiritually defiling 
(v.14; Mark 7:18—23), yet he takes sides with the 
weak. Man must be true to conscience even in the 
smallest things, and all must respect the consciences 
of others. This applies also to the matter of holy 
days. Must Gentile Christians keep the Jewish 
Sabbath, or Jewish Christians observe the Gentile 
(pagan) holy days (vv.5,6)? Verse 7 does not merely 
mean that our lives have an effect upon other 
people’s, but rather that we are to regard our 
relationship to Him as supreme. We all have one Lord 
to whom we are each responsible (vv.7—10), and 
Christ is that Lord Jehovah (vv.11,12). 

These questions about meats and drinks may seem 
trivial and irrelevant to us in our day, but what arises 


from them is of real and permanent significance. Paul _ 


will not have all men pressed into the same mould. 
The temptation of the Church in every age has been 
to do just this, to prescribe what its members must 
believe and do, but individual Christian freedom is 
greater.

Why 
do you beat me? I have always served you well.” 

Balaam gazed at his donkey in astonishment. He 
could hardly believe his ears. Suddenly, he saw the 
angel. ““Balaam’”’, said the angel, “‘you have beaten 
your donkey three times, yet it has saved your life. If 
it had not stopped when it saw me, I would surely 
have killed you. You disobeyed God, Balaam, but 
your donkey, which you have treated so badly, 
preferred to be beaten and punished rather than 
disobey God.

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


28. A Test of Faith (Genesis 26:2)

A TIME of famine came to the land of Canaan where 
Isaac was living, but it appears to have been a local 
problem, because it did not affect Egypt. Isaac was 
strongly inclined to leave Canaan and go with his 
family to Egypt, but the Lord told Isaac to stay in 
the land in spite of the present difficulties. He said 
that He would pour His blessing upon him if he were 
obedient. This brought Isaac face to face with a 
critical trial of faith. Should he follow human wisdom 
and go to a land of plenty or should he obey the 
apparently unreasonable word which God had 
spoken? Isaacemerged triumphantly from this test, 
for he stayed in the land of Canaan and he became by 
faith the true inheritor of the promises to Abraham. 

We all face stern trials of our faith from time to 
time and it is very necessary that this should be so, 
because faith is proved and strengthened by testing. 
As I look back across my Christian life, I realise that 
the most important and decisive times have been the 
occasions when my faith has been so severely tried 
that I have had either to lean completely on the Lord 
against all appearances, or else break under the strain. 
I would never ask the Lord to send trials to my life. I 
can never sing, “Break me, melt me,” etc., because 
the Lord tells us to pray: “Lead us not into 
temptation [trial]”’; but, when the Lord has seen it 
necessary to put my life to severe trial, He has, 
through the testing, ultimately caused me to trust His 
love and His providential care more fully.

THE theme of this fortieth Conference of the Elim 
Pentecostal Churches —“Into All the World” — 
demands an immediate and total response. Spoken 
in the clear sunlight of post-resurrection Galilee, the 
words of the great Commission gave the first disciples 
a thrilling sense of opportunity. Spoken, however, in 
the nuclear twilight of a dying civilisation they sound 
an alarm which calls us from our preoccupation with 
lesser things to face the deep needs of our day and age. 

For one thing, the technological advances of the 
twentieth century make Christ’s words capable of 
almost complete fulfilment, so that we are without 
excuse. Modern means of travel and communication 
make it possible for us to “let the whole world know” 
and provided we have the vision, the determination, 
the willingness to learn new skills, the sacrificial readi- 
ness to make money available, plus the vital direction 
and enabling of the Holy Spirit, we can preach the 
Gospel to every creature. Moreover, the historical 
situation demands that we do so as effectively and 
swiftly as possible. We are living in the last days. 

It is against this background of an urgent call to 
world evangelism that I wish to point to three state- 
ments of Christ which I believe. to be of vital import- 
ance for the Church asawhole and for Elim as a move- 
ment. In each of them (Matthew 9:35-38; Luke 10: 
1 —3; John 4:35-37) He speaks of the world as a harvest 
field and He lays down certain principles which are 
essential to the fulfilment of His Great Commission. 


We must face the realities of the contemporary 
situation. 


“Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields” (John 
4:35). 

These words remind us that there can be no true 
evangelism without an informed and sympathetic 
understanding of the situation in which we are called 
to minister. Christ Himself saw clearly the needs of 
those to whom He ministered, and it was this deep 
insight into human need that made Him speak ofa plenti-

ful harvest: ‘When he saw the crowds, he had com- 
passion for them, because they were harassed and 
helpless, like sheep without a shepherd. Then said 
he. . .the harvest is plentiful” (Matthew 9:36,37). He 
saw them — “like sheep without a shepherd”. How 
do we “see” our contemporaries? Merely as an 
audience for our words? Simply as “cases” to be dealt 
with? As statistics in our annual reports? Unless we 
see them as He saw them we shall fail. 

To begin to understand our day and age we must 
take into account several things. Firstly, the disillusion 
of a materialistic society. Despite the imposing facade 
built by modern technology, men are still “ harassed 
and helpless”. Modern man can no more live by the 
contents of his freezer alone than his predecessors could 
by bread. TIME magazine has recently said that there 
is a “feeling of meaninglessness’’ prevalent today and 
has pointed out the growing scepticism which “ques- 
tions whether any system can ever fully surmount the 
recalcitrance and perversity of man’. Surrounded by 
all his gleaming scientific toys, modern man still feels 
like a motherless child. He is without hope and with- 
out God in the world and it is this that accounts for 
most of his social and psychological:problems. 

Secondly, there is the intrusion of demonic power. 
The New Testament foretold the increase of demonic 
activity in the last days (1 Timothy 4:1f) and along- 
side it the breakdown of society (2 Timothy 3:1f). 
While we must not over-estimate the extent of this,we 
would be foolish to ignore it. “There are forces at 
work that civilised men can no longer comprehend,” 
wrote a leading newspaper columnist about the sit- 
uation in Ulster. We ought not to press his words too 
far, but they are a reminder that behind the violence 
and perversions of our blatantly immoral society lie — 
supernatural forces. It is salutary to remember that not 
only in temptation but also in evangelism we wrestle 
against principalities and powers as we seek to turn 
men “from the power of Satan unto God’ (Acts 26:18). 

Thirdly , there is the confusion of the religious world. 


The ecumentical movement with its cry for unity; 
the charismatic movement, with its quest for vitality; 
and the “freedom movement” with its call for 
liberty are three of the major factors in the life of the 
modern church. In many cases the lines are hopelessly 
crossed. Doctrines are debated, traditional structures 
are challenged, old convictions are lightly tossed aside 
while new “insights” ,new methods of evangelism, new 
definitions of holiness and new experiments in church 
order clamour to take their places. To quote Matthew 
Arnold: 

And here we are as on a darkling plain 

Swept with confused alarms of struggle and flight, 

Where ignorant armies clash by night. 

This is the environment of modern man. This is his 

dilemma. This is our opportunity. 


We must learn the principles of effective evangelism. 

To see the need is not enough. We must know how 
to meet it. To-do this we must listen carefully to the 
Lord Jesus Christ as He talks about the harvest field. 

Firstly ,we must learn to see the possibilities already 
open to us. Evangelism is not something to be post- 
poned to a more conveneint season — the fields are 
“white already”. Christ saw tremendous possibilities 
for evangelism in Samaria where lesser men would have 
merely seen a “‘race problem” (cf. John 4:9). We need 
to take another prayerful and careful look at our own 
situation in order to see it as He sees it. 

Secondly we must re-affirm the supreme importance 
of evangelism. To proclaim the Gospel to dying men 
is to “gather fruit unto lifeeternal’’ (John 4:36) and to 
convert a sinner fromthe error of his way is to save a 
soul from death and cover a multitude of sins (James 
5:20). It is eminently worthwhile. 

Thirdly, we must recognise the principle of mutually 
dependent. ministries (John 4:36,37 and 1 Corinthians 
3:5—8). The man who sows, the man who waters, 
and the man who reaps are all of equal importance to 
the whole process of harvest.No single encounter with 
an unsaved manis likely to bring about his conversion. 


It results fromaseries of such encounters and a variety. 


of influences. Nor does one form of evangelism have 
any claim to exclusive rights over others. We must 
explore every legitimate form of evangelism, we must 
be willing to adapt our methods to our opportunities, 
but we must also see our particular method as only 
part of the whole operation. We must be “workers 
together”, not only with Him but also with each 
other. 

Fourthly we must depend upon the creative power 
of God. He is “Lord of the harvest’’, not only because 
He directs the ingathering but also because without Him 
there would be no harvest to gather. It is God who 
gives the increase (1 Corinthians 3:6,7); it is only the 


Holy Spirit who can convict men of sin (John 16:8) 
and make preaching effective (Romans 15:18,19; 1 
Corinthians 2:4,13). 

Finally, we must submit to the lordship of Christ. 
It is His field and His harvest. His: is the absolute 
right to direct the activities that go on in His name. 
Thus “pray ye” precedes the “‘go your way” of Luke 
10:1—3, True evangelism is not measured by the 
amount of human sweat it produces but by its close- 
ness to the will of Christ. In this, His ownministry is 
the prototype of ours: “I must work itheworksofHim 
that sent me, while it is day: the night cometh, when 
no man can work’”’ (John 9:4), 


We must accept the responsibilities that devolve upon 
us, 

The words of Christ contain a strong emphasis on 
personal responsibility: “Lift up your eyes”; “pray 
ye”; “Go your way; behold I send you...” As amove- 
ment,as local churches,as individual believers, we must 
see clearly our responsibilities and accept them. As 
we look out on our troubled world, frustrated and 
afraid, oppressed by the devil and bewildered by so 
many conflicting voices, we must also look upward 
and ask the Lord of harvest, “What wilt Thou have 
me to do?’. The answer may differ from church to 
church and from man to man, but certain respon- 
sibilities are common to us all. 

We must recoveragenuine concern for human need. 
We love Elim, but denominational growth must never 
become our first concern. We value our local churches, 
but we must never be so concerned with the statistics 
of numbers and finance, the improvement of the 
building or the organisation of activities that we lose 
our sensitivity to the real needs of man and women. 
We can spend hours discussing methods of evangelism 
and a great deal of money and energy in promoting 
schemes for evangelism, but unless our motives are 
right,our methods however cleverwill never know the 
blessing of God. Unless we are moved by a burning 
desire to glorify God and a loving concern for men we 
shall fail. Speaking of his earlier unsuccessful attempts 
at learning to play the violin, Albert Einstein said, 
“T really began to learn only after I had fallen in love 
with Mozart’s sonatas.” He added: “I believe. . that 
love is a better teacher than a sense of duty.” Love 
found a way to redeem our souls and it will still teach 
us the best way of reaching the lost. 

We must rediscover the full potential of Pentecost. 
“It is no use,’ wrote Professor James S. Stewart, 
“having a milk and water passionless theology: no 
good setting a tepid Christianity against a scorching 
paganism. The thrust of the demonic has to be met 
with the fire of the divine.”” We who boast of Pente-

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The Elim Pentecostal Church, Bradford 


THE Elim work in Bradford was started well over 
forty years ago when George Jeffreys had a 
month-long crusade in the City. The converts 
enthusiastically worshipped in hired halls until God 
graciously enabled them to purchase Southend Hall, 
off Leeds Road. 

In recent years the church has suffered seriously 
from the changing area around the building, the City 
Corporation having decided that it should become 
and industrial area. Vandalism and burglary were 
monthly events. An attempt was made in late 1969 to 
destroy the building, resulting in serious damage 
caused by a fire. This caused the Church to seek a 
different site on which to erect a new building. 

God reserved an enviable site near the centre of 
the City and provided the means for a new property 
to be erected in Wakefield Road. The new Church, a 
multi-purpose building, was opened in March, 1972, 
by the Secretary-General, J.T. Bradley, and the Lord 
Mayor of Bradford and a local Member of Parliament. 
The Church has an education block to accommodate 
the thriving youth work and all-age Christian 
education programme. The Pastor, Derek J. Green, 
has specialised in this system of teaching, which 
caters for infants through to adults. 

Joyce C. Riddiough wrote in the ELIM EVANGEL 
eighteen months ago, “I now really look forward to 
the new style Bible study ... the studies are informal 
and relaxed with plenty of opportunity for us to 
enter into discussion. Almost every Sunday sees new 
faces. People come to see what it is all about and 
return the following week with their families ... I 
feel sure this is the way to bridge the gap between 
Sunday school and Church.” 

The all-age Christian education programme has 
been running very successfully for two and a half 
years and now there are over 200 on the registers. It 
is no problem to accommodate these numbers. A 
newspaper records, “The new-look programme has 
been so successful that the modern building has been 
designed to give every department maximum comfort 
and the best facilities”. 

Throughout the week a full time day nursery is 
operating, the first of its kind in Elim Churches. It 
caters for about thirty children every day. 

During the first year the new building has 
attracted a number of conferences and many visitors, 
some of whom have found Christ as their Saviour and 
made it their spiritual home. Four baptismal services 
have been held during the year, in fellowship with 
neighbouring churches.

What's 
the 
Problem?

THE wise Ethiopian traveller who had just been won 
for Christ asked a good question: “What doth hinder 
me?” (Acts 8:36). It would be a good question for all 
of us to ask ourselves. 

In the context the question was asked in relation 
to water baptism. Many Christians of much longer 
standing than this new convert have been hindered 
from being baptized. “I have a fear of water!”; “I am 
too shy to go out in front of a crowd of people!”’; 
“Tm too old!”; “I’m not well enough!”; “I’m not 
sure if it is God’s will!’ are some of the many answers 
we hear to the question. They reveal certain basic 
attitudes and problems which relate to the question 
of water baptism and indeed to most aspects of 
Christian activity and obedience. 

“What doth hinder me?”. UNBELIEF is often the 
answer. Many people do not believe that there is any 
value in water baptism. On the broader scale many 
just do not believe. Jesus frequently criticized the 
lack of faith in His hearers and even in His disciples. 


When a person is baptised in water, he is identifying 


himself with Christ’s death and resurrection. It is a 
recognition of the value of the cross. Unbelief will 
not accept Christ’s death as, the governing factor in 
their life. 
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“What doth hinder me?” FEAR is another 
underlying answer. In relation to water baptism, it 
could be fear of water, fear of people’s opinion or 
fear of the crowd. Fear is a very real problem; it 
hinders many from fulfilling their best intentions. 

Fear caused Nicodemus to come to Jesus by night. 
Fear made Zacchaeus hide in a tree. Fear of an 
insecure future made the rich young ruler turn away 
from Jesus very sorrowfully. Fear can be a deadly 
thing. It can be a brake on progress. It can hinder a 
- Christian from service. It can silence our witness. 
“What doth hinder me?” — the answer is often 
_ TRADITION. Many churches teach that sprinkling of 
children is the more convenient way of continuing 
_ the Bible practice of baptism. Unfortunately this is an 
over-simplification of a great truth. If a symbol is to 
mean anything, it must contain all the ingredients to 
| make it meaningful. 

Many people with preconceived ideas say that they 


were baptized when they were children. Baptism is 
intended to be an outward symbol of an inward 
experience of salvation. The fact that a child has had 
no such experience is often overlooked. A study of 
the Scripture makes it clear that baptism is a total 
immersion of the candidate. The fact that sprinkling 
is a longstanding tradition hinders many from being 
completely obedient to Christ in being “buried with 
Him” in baptism. In the general sense, traditions can 
also be a hindrance. “What always has been done 
always must be done” they say, so we remain in our 
rut. Is tradition hindering our Christian progress in 
some way? 

“What doth hinder me?” — there must be many 
other answers, but iet us think of just one more 
common one: APATHY. There are many people who 
have never been baptised because they just never 
think tov much about it. They made a decision to be 
a Christian. They know enough Scripture to make 
them feel saved and they are quite content. To sit 
back contentedly can be a real hindrance to our 
Christian progress. We need to be baptised (Mark 
16:16; Acts 2:38). We must witness (Acts 1:8). We 
should try to win others for Jesus Christ (Proverbs 
11:30). We need to study the Scripture regularly (2 
Timothy 2:15). We should attend prayer meeting and 
Bible studies regularly (Acts 2:42). We need a 
missionary vision (Matthew 9:37,38). 

Apathy can kill all this! 

The newly-converted Ethiopean asked, ‘What 
doth hinder me?”. By his immediate action he 
showed that his answer was NOTHING! 

What is YOUR answer?

costaldoctrine must seethat we never lose Pentecostal 
power. If the forces of spiritual darkness are massing 
in the modern world then it behoves us to seek for a 
fresh experience of the Holy Spirit. There may be 
problems caused by misuse and lack of discipline in 
the exercise of Spiritual Gifts, problems which might 
tempt us to opt for the easy way out, but we must 
never allow these things to cheatus of our full spiritual 
heritage. As a movement, as local churches, as individ- 
uals, we need to recognise our increasing need of the 
presence and power of the Holy Spirit in our midst. 
We need to covet earnestly the “best gifts’, we need 
to “seek to excel” in their use, we need to recognise 
that the Spirit bestows His gifts “severally ,asHe wills”’ 
and that not to special categories of Christians but to 
the whole Church. We need a fresh anointing of the 
Spirit. 

We must provide mature fellowship. In these 
confused days when the Church is suffering from 
exaggerated emphasis on certain points of doctrine, 
aspects of experience and matters of church govern- 
ment, there isanincreasing need for sound and sensible 
fellowship. We must provide all-round Christian 
teaching based on the whole of Scripture, not on 
isolated texts; we must provide sensitive leadership 
based on a willingness to discern what the Spirit is 
saying to the churches without being swayed by every

Perhaps it was an echo of some past 
crisis in Elim’s history. I don’t know. But what I do 
know is that those words, whispered in the quietness 
of that hospital ward, moved me to tears. For, after 
all, this is what all of us — pastors, deacons, church 
members — must be: men and women of God.

Ireland since the Famine is a new, interesting book by 
Professor F.S.L. Lyons of Kent University. I found 
his statement about the “Two most important external 
influences” in Irish affairs of recent years as near the 
truth as any yet stated. He describes the two main 
influences as: the rise of the ecumenical movement, 
and the revival of Republicanism. We know much 
about the latter, but little has been realised of the 
former, possibly even within N. Ireland itself. 

Inevitably at this point the author names Dr. Ian 
Paisley (whose earliest protests were against visits made 
by modernists Dr. L. Weatherhead and Lord Soper), who 
spearheaded his thrusts against the ecumenical trends. 
In this,other evangelistic and fundamentalist churches 
seem to have stood outside the arena. Perhaps Dr. 
Paisley’s strategy and tactics were sometimes discon- 
certing, as gradually his religious combat led him into 
the political arena. The truth stands, however, that the 
major denominations by their ecumenical efforts 
wrought on ill-effect, with an end result also of 
their losing their almost stranglehold on religion in N. 
Ireland. Even now there has just been completed a 
first statement of agreement towards unification of the 
Church of Ireland, the Presbyterian Church in Ireland, 
and the Methodist Church. 

Writing from Ireland, I have witnessed a true 
ecumenicalmoveduring ministry began some days ago. 
In Newtownards, Christians from several denomina- 
tions shared in the blessing of ministry on the Baptism 
and ministry of the Holy Spirit. A Brethren lady came 
to her first Pentecostal meeting,only to find that what 
to her had been an inexplicable experience in her own 
room and which in her ignorance she feared (since she 
had not sought such), was indeed an Acts 2:4 
experience. When the dear sister came the next night, 
she was transformed. An anxious countenance was 
now radiant with joy and peace in the knowledge and 
assurance of her experience. 

Two nights ago from this moment of writing, in 
Dundonald Elim Pentecostal Church, as I finished 
preaching,I came down among the people immediately 
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to continue in seeking God’s blessing upon believers, 
In less that one minute a Presbyterian brother was 
filled with the Holy Spirit. A few seconds later a 
Church of Ireland lady was at the very point of such 
blessing, when we were distrubed by a lady entering 
the building telling us excitedly that the building was 
on fire! A separate wooden youth hall was ablaze. 
Cars had to be moved to allow access for the fire 
brigade. We reluctantly ended our prayer time. The 
young peoples’ hall used for coffee-bar evangelism was 
gutted and the fire had reached and destroyed one 
small window of the main building. It is a young, 
fast-growing church, and I believe that ALL the fire 
experienced that night has been for gain. Incidentally, 
Dundonald, like numerous areas of Belfast, bears little 
semblance of a politically troubled area. As I have 
viewed devastated and wellknown districts of the City, 
they seem almost a replica of the German blitz on 
Belfast with destruction in the industrial and populated 
parts and city commercial areas, except that a week 
of air raids wrought statistically much more change, 
and many more deaths. The great tragedy today is that 
the internal and ever-prolonging character of the strife 
seems no nearer solution.

Scripture Languages reach 1,500 Mark. 

STATISTICS for 1972 show that, since the invention 
of printing, at least one complete book of the Bible 
has been published in 1,500 languages and dialects. 
There was an increase of fortyethree over the 1971 
figure. The total is made up as follows: Scripture 
portions (complete books of the Bible) - 899 languages; 
New Testaments - 346 languages; complete Bibles - 255 
languages. 

Complete portions were published for the first time 
in forty-two languages, ranging from Apalai, spoken 
,in Brazil, to Zongkhar, spoken in Bhutan. Mark’s 
Gospel was the most popular, accounting for thirty- 
one of the forty-two languages (in four cases it ap- 
peared with other books of the Bible). 

Complete Bibles appeared for the first time in Paite 
and Thado (Kuki), both spoken in India.

ARE you in fashion with the world or in favour with 
God? 

It is not possible to be both. Young Christians of 
the first Century made the mistake of being in 
fashion, hence Paul’s instruction: “Don’t let the 
world around you squeeze you into its own mould” 
(Romans 12:2, J.B. Phillips). 

Being in fashion assures you of a place in society, 
but what is fashion? Surely it is simply the whims and 
fancies of men and women that have caught on. We 
have fashions in clothes, hairstyles, morals, language, 
etc. Some young ladies think that they are in fashion 
if they wear seductive clothing, have sex before 
marriage, take drugs and are able to swear as well as 
their boy friends. Young men are in fashion if they 
wear tight-fitting clothing, have hair and sideburns 
that reach to the shoulders, have a good command of 
choice swear words, and are able to knock a few pints 
back at weekends. 

This kind of mould is evil and is no good for 
Christian young people. The world and its power are 
very much stronger than we are and have a 
tremendous effect on young people.

Why was it that the testimony of the very first 
Christians was that “they have turned the world 
upside down’’? They were different; they were not in 
fashion. The Living Bible says in Romans 12:2: 
“Don’t copy the fashions and customs of this world, 
but be a new and different person with a fresh 
newness in all you do and think. Then you will see 
from your own experience how His ways will really 
satisfy you.” 

Paul proved by his experience that to be in fashion 
was to be out of favour with God. Being in fashion so 


often means that we have already been squeezed into — 


the world’s own mould, and, as a result, have become 
mouldy, lukewarm Christians. 

How can we be successful without being squeezed 
into the world’s mould? In the words of the 
Authorised Version: “Be ye TRANSFORMED”! 
Notice that Paul said “transformed”, not merely 
reformed. This transformation is the work of the 


Holy Spirit and comes about firstly by conversion. As 
we accept Jesus Christ as our own personal Saviour, — 
we should also accept Him as Lord of our life. He 


should be at the centre of everything we say and do. 
Transformation comes about by the Baptism in 


the Holy Spirit. Have you been baptised in the Holy - 


Spirit? If you have never had this experience, then 


you are missing much of what God has for you. Why — 


not have a talk with your Pastor about it? Having the 
power of the Holy Spirit will give you a newness and 


the person whom you will want to please is the 


Master Himself.

“Tribulation worketh patience” (v.3). 

BEING a Christian does not prevent our being 
confronted by calamity, in fact the believer is 
_ sometimes more assailed than the unbeliever. We have 
a virulent enemy, but, like Paul, we can glory in our 
tribulations. They can work for us, producing in us 
some Christlike quality. We all need more patience, 
even after we have done the will of God. We prefer 
quick results, an easy path, but often in prayer, in 
Sunday school work, in door-to-door activity, we 
_ need patience. So out of the very problems we face 
God is making good to come and is making us 
patient. “Patience is a virtue ... possess it if you 
iecan.” 


Tuesday, June Sth Romans 5:12—21 

“They which receive abundance of grace” (v.17). 
“WHERE sin abounds, grace does much more 
abound” (v.20). God’s grace is always sufficient for 
our sin, service or suffering. As the oyster turns the 
irritant into a pearl, so God’s grace can transform 
_ suffering into something beautiful. 

John Bunyan wrote Grace abounding. He was in 
prison for twelve years for serving Jesus; he did not 
cry, he composed. Paul was imprisoned for Jesus’ 
_ sake; he did not sigh, he sang. The cross is not greater 
than His grace. Whatever He asks you to do or suffer, 
He will give you abundant grace. ‘‘He giveth, and 
giveth and giveth again”. 


Wednesday, June 6th Romans 6:1—11 
“We are buried with Him by baptism” (v.4). 

NOTICE “‘we are”. We say that baptism is an outward 
sign of an inward change. It is this, but it is much 
more than this. It is also the recognition of a fact, the 
appropriation of a principle. “Reckon ye also 
yourselves to be dead indeed unto sin” (v.11). “Our 
old man is crucified with Him” (v.6). A corpse cannot 
hurt anyone. We must live daily as if the old nature 
were completely dead; we must in no wise 
acknowledge its demands or desires. We must live in 
the new life that Jesus gives (v.8). Victory is allowing 
the life of Jesus to live through you.

WHAT a contrast — servants of sin become the 

servants of righteousness! A servant does what he is 

told. Before conversion, we thought that we were

principle of evil. We thought that we sinned when we 
wanted to; actually our wills and minds were 
dominated and enslaved. We were the servants, sin the 
master. 

Now, thank God, we have a new power in control: 
righteousness. We are to obey this new ruler as 
implicitly as we did the previous one. He will lead us 
into holiness (v.19). We are now under this new 
Master; all that we have to do is to yield. Every 
command of righteousness will give us the best, the 
beautiful, the beneficial. 


Friday, June 8th 

“Married to another” (v.4). 
SO close is our relationship with Christ that we are 
told here that we are married to Him. Paul uses the 
analogy of a marriage being dissolved through death 
to reveal that God does not deal with us now 
according to the law, but through Christ. The law 
became dead by the body of Christ (v.4). His body on 
the cross paid all of the law’s demands. The basis of 
marriage is mutual love, the exclusion of others, the 
producing of fruit. We love Him because He first 
loved us. He desires unqualified devotion. He will not 
share our lives with other things. The fruit is the fruit 
of the Spirit (v.6). It is not “till death us do part”, 
but “as long as we both shall live’’. 


Saturday, June 9th Romans 7:7—13 

“Sin, that it might appear sin” (v.13). 
SO perverse is sinful man that evil can be construed as 
good. So cunning is Satan that he can warp our sense 
of judgment, so that evil actions become plausible 
and pleasing. In order that we might always know the 
moral standards that God requires, He gave us the 
law. Sin is the transgression of the law. God did not 
give us the law to stop our enjoying ourselves, but to 
stop our destroying ourselves. As a dark object is 
clearly seen when it is held against a light 
background, so sin is seen to be what it really is 
against the standard of God. Jesus did not come to 
destroy the law. 


Sunday, June 10th 

“Who shall deliver me?” (v.24). 
WHETHER Romans chapter 7 is a pre- or 
post-conversion autobiography has occupied 
theologians for years. This I do know: it is a 
perpetual biography. “Sin dwelleth in me” (v.17). 
One moment we are delighting in the Law of God 
(v.17), another we are struggling against the law of sin 
(v.23). We need God’s saving and keeping power 
every moment of every day. “Jesussaves me all the 
time, Jesus saves me now’. A drowning man who is 
rescued by a boat is saved when he is lifted from the 
waves. He is being saved as the boat bears him 
towards the shore. He is fully saved when landed 
upon terra firma. 

Question: “Who shall deliver me?” (v.24); Answer:

Friendship

FRIENDSHIP has engaged the attention of thinkers 
in all ages. The wise man said, “Thine own friend, and 
thy father’s friend, forsake not” (Proverbs 27:10). 
The family friend is one who has stood the test of 
time. 

So many people in all walks of life make friends 
too easily. The Greeks said, “Do not make friends 
quickly”. Many have lost all — money, home and 
faith in God — through wrong friendships. 

Aristotle said, “A friend is one soul in two 
bodies’. How very careful we ought to be, then, in 
our choice of friends. We cannot choose our relatives, 
but we can choose our friends. True friendship is the 
manifestation of the finest quality of love. There are 
four kinds of love: the love born of admiration — a 
lover’s love; sympathy — a father’s love; pity — a 
mother’s love; reverence or regard — a friend’s love. 

In the proverb of Charon, marriage is a matter of 
remaining friends rather than of remaining lovers, or, 
as the French say, “‘Friendship born of love is better 
than love itself.” 

All friendships will be tested, and the great test of 
friendship is loyalty. C. Elliott wrote: 

O Thou, the contrite sinner’s Friend 

Who loving, lovest them to the end. 

Jesus is the tried, tested sinner’s Friend, not once 
has He failed.

THIS is the real Whitsuntide, tomorrow being Whit Sunday. One has to 
mention this these days as the alteration from Whit Monday to Spring 
Bank Holiday Monday confuses most of us! 

| want to think with you of perhaps the most familiar Pentecostal 
text of them all: ‘‘But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is Come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me. . . unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.”’ (Acts 1:8). Let us see that the basic 
direction of this verse is objective. One’s personal experience of the. 
power of the Holy Spirit is highly subjective, of course. It could not be 
other. Anyone who has been privileged to have an experience which 
leads him to be able to claim, ‘I was filled with the Holy Spirit’’ must 
have had an encounter of such sublime, moving, penetrating propor- 
tions that words — certainly English words — cannot describe it. The 
vocabulary dries up when you attempt to explain. Words fail, like the 
few drops of a small shower on desert sand. 

Its being such an emotive, personal happening, however, must not 
blind us to the thrust of the original promise made to the apostles by 
the Lord almost at the moment of His Ascension (Acts 1:8-1 1). ‘‘Power 
... witnesses. .. uttermost part’’ are the salient features. The power is 
certainly subjective, but ‘ts bestowal has an objective purpose. Doyou 
think it possible that we have tended to overdo the personal experience 
aspect to the detriment of the fundamental intention of Scripture? The 
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Apostles to learn that the first recipients of Pentecostal power were! 


Church Reports 


HADLEIGH, Essex Pastor: R. Stripp 
IN the autumn of 1970 plans were laid to acquire a 
new Church Minibus by saving Green Shield Stamps. 
For a small Church this was a formidable task, but 
with a Church Motto “‘Have Faith in God” success 
was assured from the beginning. On March 24th 1973 
after well over two years of hard and determined 
saving, the new Ford Transit twelve-seater minibus 
was handed over. Our front cover photograph shows 
Miss Connie Worsley of the Green Shield Stamp Co. 
Ltd., handing the keys of the vehicle to the minister, 
Pastor Ron Stripp with Pastor A.S.F. Horne of Ipswich 
looking on. Pastor Horne offered the prayer of dedi- 
cation asking God that the vehicle might be blessed of 
God to the salvation of old and young in the growing 
town of Hadleigh, Essex, which is in the Maplin Air- 
port catchment area. A Pentecostal Evangelistic Rally 
for the South-East Essex area followed in the Church 
when Pastor Horne ably convened. The speaker was 
Alan Cooper and God’s blessing was experienced by 
the crowded congregation. 

Once the Church Minibus Project was made known, 
stamps began to flow in from all parts of the United 
Kingdom, with a remarkable response from Northern 
Ireland, and hundreds of Christians of all denomina- 
tions had the joy of helping. Local people and mem- 
bers of the Church now feel that the vehicle is really 
theirs and share credit in all the blessing it will bring 
to the community. Initially, the requirements were 
just under 1,100 books, but due to inflation, the 
vehicle obtained required 1,596 books. Delivery came 
at the time of the gas strike when the Ford Transit 
factory was closed down and, with the added problem 
of panic buying before introduction of VAT, the bus 
acquired was one of only three available in the south 
of England. 

During the saving period, a concrete garage was 
erected and the long drive-in concreted, this work 
being under the direction of the Pastor’s son, Bernard, 
ably assisted by a band of faithful helpers. We praise 
God for His great goodness and humbly believe that 
many souls will be reached in Hadleigh before Jesus 
comes.

BRIGHTON, The Lanes Pastor: F.A. Hodge 
THE claim that Dr. David Livingstone was married in 
Brighton — at the Elim Church in The Lanes — was 
made today on the centenary of his death. 

The pastor, Frederick A. Hodge, came across the 
Livingstone link in an old record. Under a large notice, 
which describes the Elim Church (formerly called the 
Meeting House of the Huguenots) as Britain’s oldest 


Nonconformist Church and the second only to St. 
Nicholas’ Church as the oldest in Brighton, it states: 
“David Livingstone, famous missionary and explorer, 
married Mary Moffat here.” . 

Mr. Hodge said today: ‘‘Mary Moffat, who was the 
daughter of fellow-missionary Dr. Moffat, was a wor- 
shipper at the Meeting House, as our church was then 
called, and Dr. Livingstone married her there in 1844 
during one of his leaves from Africa. Dr. Livingstone 
took his bride back with him to Africa and, for the 
benefit of the Africans, another marriage ceremony 
was arranged, with Dr. Moffat officiating.” 

The Elim Church was built in 1688 on what had 
been the site of an earlier meeting house of the 
Huguenots going back to 1562. 

In the early part of this century it became disused 
and for a time was used as a temporary post office. 
It became the Elim Church in 1927.

THE work of the Holy Spirit did not begin on the 
Day of Pentecost. He was there in the beginning.’ 
“The Spirit of God was moving over the face of the 
waters” (Genesis 1:2, R.S.V.). It is no coincidence 
that the word for the Spirit here and elsewhere in the 
Old Testament is riah meaning “breath” or “wind”, 
for in the New Testament we find the same concept 
regarding the activity of the Holy Spirit. Jesus said, 
“The wind blows where it wills, and you hear the 
sound of it, but you do not know whence it comes or 
whither it goes; so it is with every one who is born of 
the Spirit” (John 3:8, R.S.V.). On the Day of 
Pentecost, ‘“‘a sound came from heaven like the rush 
of a mighty wind... and they were all filled with the 
Holy Spirit” (Acts 2:2,4, R.S.V.). 

When God wished Israel to know His presence 
dwelling in the centre of their camp and when He 
gave instructions for the building of the Tabernacle, 
He said, “See, I have called by name Bezaleei the son 
of Uri, the son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah: and / 
have filled him with the Spirit of God, in wisdom, 
and in understanding, and in knowledge, and in all 
manner of workmanship” (Exodus 31:2,3, A.V.). 
Bezaleel’s task was to build the Tabernacle. He was 
cabinet-maker, weaver, embroiderer, silversmith, 
goldsmith, jeweller, engraver and much more all in 
one. The gifts that he received through the Holy 
Spirit were creative. He had to take a great variety of 
precious materials and work them into a unified 
structure of breathtaking magnificence and beauty fit 
for the glory of God to dwell in. 

Usually we look on the Tabernacle as a type of 
Christ, but do we see here a parallel to the Christian 
Church? We are God’s Temple, God’s building (1 
Corinthians 3:9,16, et al). What a variety of 
backgrounds we come from! How different we are 
from many other Christians in nationality, race, 
culture and temperament! But God brings us together 
into one Church, the Body of Christ, and in us He 
dwells and through us He speaks to the world. This

miracle is achieved through the work of the Holy 
Spirit, not least through the Gifts of the Spirit (1 
Corinthians 12—14). These Gifts are to edify (build 
up) the Church and surely the Word of Wisdom and 
the Word of Knowledge are especially creative in this 
way (Acts 15:28, et al). 

In the Book of Judges we see an even more 
striking example of the Holy Spirit at work. “But the 
Spirit of the LORD came upon Gideon” (Judges 
6:34, A.V.), rendered literally “The Spirit of the 
LORD clothed Himself with Gideon”. The same 
expression occurs in 2 Chronicles 24:20: “Then the 
Spirit of God clothed Himself with Zechariah”. In 
both cases there were dramatic results. Gideon, the 
man of action, led Israel to sudden victory. Zoe 
prophesied in the name of God. 

The work of the Holy Spirit is very evident in the 
lives of the prophets, both in ministering to their own 
generations and in writing Scripture. With special 
reference to their Messianic predictions Peter wrote, 
“The prophets who prophesied of the grace that was 
to be yours searched and inquired what person or 


time was indicated by the Spirit of Christ within | 
them when predicting the sufferings of Christ and the | 
subsequent glory” (I Peter 1:10,11, R.S.V.). “First of | 
all you must understand this, that no prophecy of | 


scripture is a matter of one’s own interpretation, 


because no prophecy ever came by the impulse of 
man, but men moved by the Holy Spint spoke from — 


God.” (2 Peter 1:20,21, R.S.V.). 


The word nabhi> (prophet) carries the idea of | 
calling, whether it was God calling the prophet or the | 
prophet calling upon the people to repent. The call | 
from God must come first. W.F. Albright underlines | 
“one who is called by | 
“to. call” 18 
Accadian almost always carries this sense, and that — 
the verbal adjective nabi’ means “‘called”’ in the Code — 
of Hammurabi. “This interpretation of the word suits — 
its meaning exactly; the prophet was a man who felt 
himself called by God for a special mission, in which | 
his will was subordinated to the will of God, which | 


the idea that nabhi’ means 
God”, noting that the verb nabi 


was communicated to him by direct inspiration. The 
prophet was thus a charismatic spiritual leader, 


directly commissioned by Yahweh to warn the people 
of the perils of sin and to preach reform and revival 
of true religion and morality.”? So, the prophets 
were called by God and then empowered by the 
Spirit. “And when He spoke to me, the Spirit entered 
into me” (Ezekiel 2:2, R.S.V.). 

Scholars have searched for a counterpart to the 
Old Testament prophet in the other nations of the 
ancient Near East, but no true parallels have been 
found. This line of Hebrew men, called by God and 
equipped by His Holy Spirit, stands unique in the 
annals of the world, but the prophets themselves 
foresaw a day when God would both widen the scope 
of His calling and pour out His Spirit in a greater way 
than before. “And it shall come to pass afterward, 
that I will pour out my Spirit upon all flesh” (Joel 
2:28)°. Peter saw the fulfilment of this on the Day of 
Pentecost (Acts 2:14—21), but the Old Testament 
predictions had looked upon this outpouring largely 
in relation to Israel, and Peter himself did not seem to 
realise the implications of his message: “You shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Spirit. For the promise is 
to you and to your children and to all that are far off, 
every one whom the Lord our God calls to Him” 
(Acts 2:38,39). When God sovereignly poured out the 
gift of the Holy Spirit on Gentiles, none was more 
surprised than Peter (Acts 10:44—48)! 

In the Old Testament the prophets, judges and 
others had been individuals chosen from among God’s 
people Israel to perform special work and the 
empowering of the Spirit which they experienced was 
to equip them for those specific tasks. The presence 
and power of the Holy Spirit were now for all 
believers. It was the norm of the New Testament 
Church and should be for us. Previously it had been 
the exception; now it was to be the rule. Formerly it 
had been for particular tasks; now it was for every 
aspect of Christian living. Immediately people had 
responded to the Gospel and been baptised in water, 
the next concern of the Apostles was that they 
should receive the Holy Spirit (Acts 8). 

It was apparent that this was more than a mere 
widening of Old Testament blessing. God had 
established an entirely new relationship between 
Himself and all who would turn to Him in repentance 
and faith. The Messiah had come and had spoken of 
the New Birth, but this experience of Divine power 
was more than even that! Before His ascension, the 
Lord Jesus had gone further and spoken of the 
Baptism in the Holy Spirit (Acts 1:5). John the 
Baptist had predicted this: “He will baptise you with 
the Holy Spirit and with fire” (Matthew 3:11, 
R.S.V.). Now it had happened! 

There were problems, as at Corinth, and again one 
is reminded of an Old Testament parallel. In spite of 


all the irregularities which had to be corrected in the 
Corinthian Church, Paul’s last word on the subject of 
Spiritual Gifts was full of grace and encouragement: 
“So, my brethren, earnestly desire to prophesy, and 
do not forbid to speak in tongues; but all things 
should be done decently and in order” (1 Corinthians 
14:39,40, R.S.V.). In ancient Israel two men had 
prophesied in the camp rather than at the Tent of 
Meeting. This was out of order and Joshua asked 
Moses to forbid them, but Moses said, ““Would that all 
the LORD’s people were prophets, that the LORD 
would put His Spirit upon them!” (Numbers 11:29, 
R.S.V.). The same sense of proportion between 
encouragement and discipline holds good in the New 
Testament: “Quench not the Spirit. Despite not 
prophesyings. Prove all things; hold fast that which is 
good” (I Thessalonians 5:19—21, A.V.).

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


29. The Tragedy of Isaac (Genesis 27:1—4)

BEFORE Jacob and Esau were born, the Lord 
declared that He had chosen Jacob and that he would 
rule over Esau. Their lives confirmed the correctness 
of the Lord’s choice. As we have pointed out 
previously, Esau had no regard for the promises made 
by God to Abraham, whereas Jacob, though not a 
very attractive man, yearned to inherit those 
promises. It was on Esau, however, that Isaac had set 
his affection and the Bible says plainly that it was 
“because he did eat of his venison”. Although Esau 
had sold his birthright to Jacob for a dish of stew, 
Isaac allowed his natural affection and love of food to 
come before the revealed will of God and he said that 
he would give his blessing to Esau. By this means he 
provoked a crisis, tragedy and distress within his own 
family, while His choice of Esau was openly overruled 
by the Almighty. 

The Lord Jesus was rejected by the people of His 
day; they chose instead the rebel nationalist 
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Barabbas. He is still not popular today. His demands 
are too severe for our age of easy morality, but the 
Lord God has clearly chosen Him as the King of 
mankind and has affirmed His choice by raising Him 
from the dead and by overturning the evil that men 
did to Him. Jacob or Esau, Christ or Barabbas, the 
purpose of God or popularity and personal comfort, 
such choice comes to us constantly. Not only when 
we first turn to the Lord to save us from sin, but 
every day we are called to choose between right and 
wrong. May we say a glad “Amen!” to everything 
that honours our Lord.

The Letter to the Romans 


31. Part Ill. Practical (12:1—15:33) 


CONTINUING The Exercise of Christian Love and 
Liberty (chapter 14), Paul pleads for mutual respect 
and love. The “strong” must respect the “weak’’, but 
equally the “weak” must respect the “strong”. There 
must be mutual tolerance. There will always be some 
who are angular, awkward and over-scrupulous, with 
queer ideas of this, that, and the other, ideas which 
they do not always keep to themselves! These we 
must gently bear with. The great central point and 
inspiration for all is that the real essence of the 
kingdom of God in our lives is not found in these 
minor rituals and taboos, but in the realm of 
supernatural life and experience, in “righteousness, 
peace and joy in the Holy Ghost” (v.17). These are 
the vital qualities that please God and commend His 
gospel to men. 

To say, with St. Augustine and others, of v.23 
(“Whatsoever is not of faith is sin”) that “Every good 
action done by unbelievers is of the nature of sin” 
and that “There is no real merit or virtue outside the 
Church”, is surely false and wrong and quite out of 
this context besides. Paul simply says that a believer 
sins when he does what his faith and conviction do 
not approve of. 

Continuing the theme, 15:1—13 tells us the secret 
and motive of that Christian love and liberty and 
points us to the supreme Example (vv.1—3). The 
inspiration for all our Church-relationships and for all 
of living is ever to be found in the One who left us an 
example that we should follow in His steps (1 Peter 
2:21). This is frequently proferred to us in the New 
Testament. The strength given to the “strong” is to 
be displayed in helping to build up the “weak” and in 
receiving them as He received us all (Romans 15:7). 
There was a remote as well as an immediate purpose 
in the writing of Holy Scripture (v.4). It was for our 
profit that their patience (endurance), comfort 
(strength) and hope were given, that these qualities of 
the God of patience, comfort and hope, might be 
begotten in us (vv.5,13). The Bible-inspired hope is 
not for a political millenium, but of the universal 
victory of Christ. He reigns, He must reign, and He 
‘Shall reign and rule! In the triumphs of King David,

prophecies of the triumphs of great David’s Son are 
seen (vv.8—12). In this hope we abound by the power 
of the Holy Ghost (v.13). 

Chapter 15 now divides to bring us matters 
personal and explanatory (vv.14—33). First comes 
something about the writer and why he wrote 
(vv.14,15). He is not “telling them” here, but just 
reminding them of the nature of his calling; wise 
homiletic! His evangelism of the Gentiles (Romans) is 
likened to a priestly sacrifice (v.16); “minister” is a 
priestly word (cf.1:9 and 12:1, notes), but Paul is no 
sacerdotalist. It is saved souls and not sweet incense 
that he offers to God (cf. Isaiah 66:20). In this sense, 
all Christians are sacrificing priests, bringing our 
persons (12:1), our praise and our purses (Hebrews 
13:16), and, as here, our penitents to the Lord. That 
great ministry of Paul’s, all the way from Jerusalem 
to Jugoslavia, was in deed as well as in words, ever 
breaking new ground for Jesus (Romans 15:18—21). 
“Striven” means “made it my ambition” (R.S.V.). 
They are interesting things, people’s ambitions. Is 
yours like Paul’s? “Much hindered” (v.22), he wrote, 
little realising how much more he was still to be 
hindered, or how, before he would reach Rome (read 
Acts chapters 25—28). “Great desire . .. many years” 
(v.23): sometimes we have to wait years for the 
fulfilment of our desires and prayers. “Spain” (v.24): 
from the eastern extremity of Europe, Phillipi, to its 
westernmost end was, in perspective, his second great 
mission field. Concerning this, the New Testament is 
silent. Tradition says that he got there: “Paul, having 
taught the whole world [Roman ] came to the 
extreme limit of the West’? (Clement, A.D.95). First, 
however, he went in an opposite direction, to 
Jerusalem (v.25), there to be arrested and “brought” 
to Rome as a prisoner. So much for “the great desire 
of many years” (v.23). “It would seem that the 
dream of a great Western mission was never to be 
fulfilled” (E.F. Scott, Romans). He got to the capital 
city, but in chains. 


The Baptism in the Holy Spirit 


THIS article will join a mountain of others that have 
been written on this important theme. In fact, the 
volume of literature telling of the Pentecostal truths 
has greatly increased over the past decade as more 
and more writers from mainstream Christendom have 
felt compelled to air their views pro and con the 
Baptism in the Holy Spirit and Spiritual Gifts. What 
was once considered a peculiar and questionable 
feature of the Pentecostal Movement, is now 
defended and condoned by moderators, bishops and 
priests. Amazing, isn’t it? We welcome this interest 
and enthusiasm for the supernatural and 
demonstrative aspects of New Testament Christianity, 
but there are dangers if the emphasis continues to 
centre on speaking with tongues and on little else. 

My intention is to re-examine the message of 
Pentecost, the motivation which should provoke us to 
seek such an enduement of divine power, and the 
scriptural manifestation of such power in the life of 
the individual. 

The Message 

“Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature’ was the commission which the first 
disciples received from the risen Saviour. It seems 
evident that they knew what the Gospel was and had 
experienced its power to save those who trusted in 
the Messiah. For three years He had instructed them 
and demonstrated His love and authority in ways that 
confounded His enemies. Then, so it seemed, those 
who hated Jesus triumphed and secured His 
condemnation. For those lingering hours they 
witnessed the searing agony of the cross, a despairing 
scene they would never forget, but now this same 
Jesus was alive, and they knew it! All who put their 
faith and trust in Him would be forgiven, released 
from the. prison house of sin, and experience the 
living presence of the Son of God. Surely no time 
should be lost in proclaiming such a message. The 
frontiers of spiritual darkness must be pushed back 
‘and the name of Jesus announced throughout the 
known world and beyond. 

One could understand frenzied activity and 
immediate ‘“‘crash programmes” in these exciting 
circumstances, but they were COMMANDED (Acts 
1:4), not just invited or urged, to stay in Jerusalem 
until the coming of the Holy Spirit. This was not to 
be an optional extra, but rather a divine, imperative 
requirement. They knew enough, but the message 
needed igniting and their ministry demanded an

irresistible propulsion. Only the Baptism in the Holy 
Spirit could so effectively equip them. These 
followers of Jesus could have planned and 
programmed their evangelism without the “plus of 
the Spirit”. No doubt some people would have been 
influenced by their earnestness and sincerity, but not 
the Devil. To succeed against him and the kingdom he 
controls, the power of God is essential. 

Primarily, then, the message of Pentecost is geared 
to meet the spiritual requirements of evangelism; it 
provides the energy for the fight of faith. Whatever 
thrills and ecstacies people testify to having received 
when they were baptised in the Holy Ghost, Jesus 
Christ said, ““Ye shall receive power... ye shall be 
witnesses unto Me’’. This introduces the motivation, 
the reason why we should seek to be filled with the 
Holy Spirit. 


Motivation | 

It is God’s declared will that we should be filled 
with the Holy Spirit, and to love him is to obey Him. 
When we are filled, every aspect of life will feel the 
impact and know the benefit. Our usefulness to God 
will multiply, prayer life will be revolutionized, 
soul-winning will become a compulsion, holiness a 
desired aim as never before. The local church will 
notice the difference in zeal, attitudes and 
availability. Whereas once you may have been 
indifferent to the appeals for workers in the local 
evangelistic programme, now your burning desire will 
be to be used of God. Being baptized in the Holy 
Spirit has many repercussions and these are the 
scriptural reasons why Christians should be 
encouraged to seek the Lord in this way. The Baptism 
in the Holy Spirit signals our total involvement in the 
spiritual arena to do battle in the name of the Lord. 


We must be clear in our minds as to the purpose of ~ | 


this baptism, otherwise it becomes merely a badge of 
attainment, an answer to worldliness, a source of 
vocal joy, a prerequisite for the exercise of Spiritual 
Gifts. It is SO MUCH MORE. It is the coming of the 


-Armourer and the armoury, the arrival of an 

irresistible spiritual weapons-system, the beginning of 

a new overcoming era. For the sake of Jesus, the 
Church, and the unconverted, you must be filled with 
the Holy Spirit. 


Manifestation 
I expect people who are baptised in the Holy 
Spirit to speak with other tongues. The New 
Testament is clear on this point (Acts 2:4, 10:46, 
19:6; 1 Corinthians 14:5). It is wonderful, glorious! 
Springs of living water burst forth from the soul 
(John 7:38), a supernatural experience of 
indescribable release. 
Here is the danger. Is initial, primary evidence all 
that we should look for? What is the long-term 
evidence of this mighty Baptism? It is unquestionably 
power for Christian service. The Spirit of God wants 
to DO something through us: to act, to move, to 
accomplish, for the glory of Jesus. His ministries are 
turned outward toward the world that so much needs 
God, not inwardly, for the exclusive use of a sterile, 
holy huddle. For too long we have tolerated the 
ornamental, on-the-sidelines, attenders who feel that 
their Pentecostal service comprises the occupation of 
a pew and the occasional participation in the exercise 
of Spiritual Gifts — and nothing more. Think of all 
that wasted potential! A family I once knew kept 
their polished war souvenirs, hand-grenades, shells 
and bullets, on the sideboard! A person who is 
baptised in Holy Ghost power is made for the 
battlefield (2 Corinthians 10:4), equipped to do 
exploits for God, ready and willing to do this part. 
Why do we want to be filled with the Spirit? 
Perhaps we should ask the question more regularly at 
Pentecostal gatherings. I often cringe when I hear or 
read that this is the answer to LSD, a “Jesus trip” for 
free, and other such jargon which reveals a very 
egocentric approach to the subject. Most quarries 
have an explosives stores building where dynamite 
etc. is available for blasting purposes. The law 
demands that a record be kept of all requisitions for 
dynamite, how much was used and for what purpose. 
When we ask God for His explosive power, we ought 
to be able to answer the enquiry, “For what use?”. 
This is the mightiest energy in the universe and is 
definitely not for decorative or ornamental purposes. 
Jesus, confirm my heart’s desire 
To work, and speak, and think for Thee. 
Still let me guard the holy fire, 
And still stir up Thy gift in me. 


Ready for all Thy perfect will, 
My acts of faith and love repeat, 
Till death Thy endless mercies seal 
And make the sacrifice complete.

"Make love your aim — 
- earnestly desire spiritual

IN any conversation about speaking with tongues or 
the Gifts of the Spirit one is sooner or later made 
aware of a movement of thought in one of two 
directions. Some become all emphatic about Spiritual 
Gifts and wax warm on the importance of ecstatic 
utterances at most gatherings of believers. Others 
shift their thinking to an insistence upon the 
importance of the Fruit of the Spirit, especially love. 
For them love is all, that more excellent way which 
leaves speaking with tongues as something allowed 
but hardly necessary if we all pursued the highest and 
the best, namely love. 

We maintain that Spiritual Gifts and the Fruit of 
the Spirit belong together and putting them together 
in equal emphasis and value makes for a harmony of 
function and the well-being of the Church of God. 
The passage of Scripture which we have as 1 
Corinthians chapters 12 to 14 must be taken as a 
whole. We make a mistake if we try to extract little 
bits and pieces to suit our ideas, or if we remove 
chapter 14 altogether as if it had nothing to do with 
the operation and encouragement of the use of 
Spiritual Gifts in a company of believers. Here is one 
whole section dealing with the right way to use 
Spiritual Gifts, the essential ministry of believers in 
relation to one another and the overruling principle 
of proper function, which is the principle of love. All 
service, sacrifice, effort and endeavour must have as 
the impulse the dynamic of love. Without love our 
service degenerates into mere activity, sacrifice gains 
nothing and ministry is but the noisy gong or clanging 
cymbal. 

Spiritual Gifts and the Fruit of the Spirit are not 
Opposing camps and are not engaged in any conflict. 
When they are made to appear to do so the indication 
is of a great lack among and within the people of the 
Lord. In a truly Scriptural sense they complement 
each other. They are joined together and must not be 
put asunder. Everything to do with the Holy Spirit is 
a glorious unity as is the case in every manifestation 
and revelation concerning the Triune God. 


A Unity of Confession (1 Corinthians 12:1—3): 
“Jesus is Lord” 
confession unites believers

Christendom. We have many different, varied ways of . 
conducting our gatherings and expressing our witness — 
to Christ. We may have differences of thought and — 
outlook on a number of items which are of minor 
importance. Procedure and policy are infinitely — 
variable. Those who lay great stress on Spiritual Gifts — 


and others who seem to extol the Fruit of the Spirit 
have a common ground of foundation truth here. We 
say it together and shout it loudly: “JESUS IS 
LORD”. All that is of the Spirit confesses this at all 
times. 


A Unity of Origin (1 Corinthians 12:4—6) 


“There are varieties of gifts, but the same Spirit” — 


and “there are varieties of service, but the same 
Lord” and “there are varieties of working, but it is 
the same God who inspires them all in every one”. 
The ministries of service belong in a unique way to 
the risen, ascended Lord, while the manifestation of 
the Gifts of the Spirit and the produce of the Spirit’s 
indwelling belong uniquely to the Holy Spirit and the 
inspiration of all is God, whose eternal pleasure is 
being worked out. The Godhead is one glorious unity 


of thought, purpose and action. There is no call — 
therefore for any imbalance in matters of the Spirit, 


for genuine Spiritual Gifts have their origin in the 


Holy Spirit and the Spirit’s Fruit in the life of the | 


believer is not the produce of self-effort. 


A Unity of Purpose in Manifestation 
(1 Corinthians 12:7) 


“To each is given the manifestation of the Spirit — 
for the common good”. Every manifestation of the — 
Spirit through Spiritual Gifts should draw attention — 
to Jesus the Lord. They magnify Him always, confer — 
no honour upon an individual and should not be used _ 


to attract attention to any one person. It is an honour 


to be so used in things concerning the glory of our — 


Lord; to acknowledge treasure in earthen vessels is to 
extol the Lord whose grace is so wonderful. We must 


notice, however, that the great purpose behind and | 


permeating each manifestation of the Spirit through 
Spiritual Gifts is the good of all believers. In the 
context of the local assembly, this means the 
company of believers who meet regularly to break 
bread and to share the Word of God and fellowship. 
In a very real sense the Fruit of the Spirit, which is to 
be seen in the lives of all believers, results in the 
common good of the people of God. The things of 
the Spirit of God are not for entertainment, nor for 
indulgence, but for the common good of believers. 
The operation of Spiritual Gifts should always edify, 
encourage and uplift the company of God’s people in 
the things concerning their walk and faith in their 
common Lord and Saviour. 


A Variety of Manifestations (1 Corinthians 12:6—10) 

So often this is forgotten and a sad sameness is 
found in the pattern and function of many churches. 
One could be forgiven for thinking that the only 
moving of the Spirit was in a small sphere of speaking 
with tongues and interpretation of tongues with 
the occasional use of the Gift of prophecy. The fresh 
awareness of the Spirit’s power is being brought home 
to us again through the charismatic revival of today 
and with it comes again a reminder of the wonderful 
variety in the affairs of the Holy Spirit. 


The Sovereignty of the Spirit 

This must be recognized in the Gifts of the Spirit: 
“All these are inspired by one and the same Spirit, 
who apportions to each one individually as he wills” 
(1 Corinthians 12:11). Our privilege is to desire and 
to ask for Spiritual Gifts, always acknowledging the 
sovereignty of the Spirit. No man can give the Gifts 
of the Spirit. Jesus the Lord is the Baptizer and the 
prerogative in the Spirit’s diversity of manifestation is 
the Spirit Himself. In matters of the Fruit of the 
Spirit the same sovereignty is to be recognized, for 
natural good taste and charm and cultivated manners 
may be had by human effort alone. The Spirit must 
be allowed His sovereign way in the life for the Fruit 
of the Spirit to be manifest. 


The Involvement of the Body of Believers 
(1 Corinthians 12:27—31) 

The biblical pattern for a Pentecostal gathering is 
not a feature of churches in many cases today. The 
Same two or three operate Spiritual Gifts almost 
without any variety, but the ideal way is the 
involvement of the whole body of believers. The 
Baptism in the Spirit is not an attainment indicating 
that we have arrived, but rather an indication that we 
are beginning what ought to develop into a real 
usefulness in contributing to the upbuilding of the 
assembly. Today great effort is made to involve 
everyone in the witness churches should carry out. 


Equally so, everyone may play a part in ministering in 
the sphere of the Gifts of the Spirit to the company 
of believers meeting together week by week. The 
glorious variety of the Spirit’s manifestation makes 
this possible and needful. 

We see that the part dealing with the vital factor of 
love is placed in the middle of this passage concerning 
Spiritual Gifts. Chapter 12 deals with the importance 
and place of Spiritual Gifts in the Church. In chapter 
14 we learn how the proper function and ordering of 
these Gifts should take place within the context of 
the fellowship of believers. The chapter on love which 
is placed between shows the essential motivating 
emotion of love, which is very necessary for the 
correct operation of Spiritual Gifts, as it is for every 
branch of service and activity in Christian life and 
witness. The apostle desires not just an orderly, 
legalistic approach, but the warmth of genuine love to 
be the guiding factor in assembly life. Not for him a 
clinical carefulness and insistence upon correct 
procedure carried out under the critical eye of an 
overbearing leadership, for the controlling force and 
governing influence which he desires above all is love. 

Galatians 5:22,23 brings before us the ninefold 
nature of Fruit of the Spirit in born again people. 
This Fruit has to do with character. There are not 
nine separate fruits, but one Fruit which is produced 
by the Spirit in believers as the outworking of the 
inward work of the Spirit. Here is the deep spring of 
all our life and witness. Where the Holy Spirit holds 
sway in the lives of the saints, the manifestation of 
the Spirit in Spiritual Gifts will result in the glory of 
the name of Jesus the Lord, everything will be done 
decently and order, and the sum of our fellowship 
together will be profit to both local churches and the 
Church of God at large. So aim for love. It is that 
most excellent way in all of your Christian life and 
the only effective way to exercise Spiritual Gifts or to 
influence people to faith in Christ as Saviour.

Young World Guitarist, by Fred Bock, Published by 
Marshall, Morgan and Scott, price 40p, postage and 
packing Sp extra, 

THIS is a useful book for the Christian who plays the 
guitar, but you will need to know more than the basic 
chords for each key, The chord progressions are good, 
modern and a stimulating change from the old three 
chord routine. The chart at the back is helpful. 

The melodies are new to this country, with the 
exception of a few well-used old ones. This book will 
help to raise the standard of guitar playing, but many 
of the verses would notstand up to theological inquiry. 
It is worth 40p for the music, however. JIM DICK 


Bible Characters and Doctrines — Bathsheba to Reho- 
boam, by E.M. Blaiklock, Published by Scripture 
Union, price 35p, postage and packing 6p extra. 
THIS book is very readable and could be profitable to 
anyone, though I found the system of alternating sub- 
jects tended to make the reading seem patchy. I liked 
particularly the coalescing of Old and New Testament 
passages in the doctrinal section, showing unanimity of 
message. 

I was surprised, however, by some omissions in the 
doctrinal section. For example, why in dealing with 
the origin of man is there virtually no reference to the 
theory of evolution, one of the most common problems 
with which young people especially have to contend? 
In the character section exposition sometimes gives 
way to imagination, e.g. whether Chimham (2 Samuel 
19), Barzillai’s son whom David received, set up a hos- 
pitable-shepherd dynasty which lasted a thousand 
years and welcomed David’s Son!

Early Church History, by Stephen Benko and John J. 
O’Rourke. Published by Oliphants, price £3, postage 
and packing 14p extra. 

THIS book is a symposium of papers on the theme of 
the Imperial Roman background of primitive Christi- 
anity. A scholarly book, it deals in a comprehensive 
fashion, amply documented, with the political, social, 
economic and religious aspects of the Roman Empire 
from Augustus to Hadrian. 

One feels that the sub-title “The Roman Empire as 
the setting of primitive Christianity” describes the con- 
tents more accurately than “Early Church History”, 
for it is Rome rather than the Church which is the 
dominant theme, particularly in the early chapters. 

While the book may suggest some new lines of 
thought to students of Church History, there are other 
books at a lower price which would be more useful to 
those requiring a guide to the background of the New 
Testament.

lam not reviewing a book about nutrition, but John 
Stott’s latest — Understanding the Bible, an excellent 
book, At SOp for 250 pages it is worthwhile your 
obtaining a copy and reading it. The author, the 
Rector of All Souls, Langham Place, London for over 
twenty years, needs no introduction to well-informed 
evangelicals, his previous better known books being 
Basic Christianity and Christ the Controversialist. 

Young people studying Scripture at school or 
college will find this book helpful. It is scholarly 
informative, yet easily understood. New converts will 
finditinvaluable as an introduction to the Bible. Older 
Christians will find that it will give them a fresh 
stimulus to read and study God’s Word. 

Chapter 1 contains a good outline of the doctrine 
of Christ. Chapter 2 gives not only accurate geography, 
but Biblical geography in that it is linked with the 
sacred records. The author’s brief reference to 
evolution in Chapter 3 is unfortunate and needs 
further explanation, if it is not to be misunderstood, 
as there are so many theories of evolution. A good 
summary of basic Christian doctrine is found in Chapter 
5. . .but why not read it for yourselves! It is essentially 
an introductory book, but it certainly does help us in 
understanding the Bible.

The Quiet Captain, by Prescot Stephens, Published by 
Henry E. Walter Ltd. Price 40p, postage and packing

This is a delightful biographical account, written 
by his son, of an ordinary Christian naval officer who 
made extraordinary claims upon God. He was married 
to a Jewess. Their Bible-land exhibitions were 
honoured by God. Captain Stephens was instrumental 
in relieving suffering and rescuing young Jews during 
the World War II Nazi onslaught. 

This dedicated life in retirement (until his 
ninety-second year) endeared himself to the 
Waldensian people. He travelled tirelessly by mule in 
the Italian Alps in company with his Salvationist 
friend. The centre for evangelism at Falerna Mare was 
dedicated in August, 1970 to the Captain’s memory, 
linking his name with the great Waldensian pastor and 
martyr, Luigi Pascale. 

Reading this book is an inspiration to launch out 
in God’s will.

Spirit-controlled Temperament, by Tim LaHaye. Pub- 
lished by Coverdale House Publishers Ltd., price 60p, 
postage and packing 8p extra. 
THIS book gives a psycological analysis of human 
temperaments and then seeks to show the adequacy of 
the Spirit’s work in relation to thestrengths and weak- 
nessesof each. All of us will catch a glimpse ofourselves 
in the analysis and could benefit greatly from the 
practical application of the Spirit’s workings. 
Sometimes, however, the curing of psycological 
illness has been over-simplified, e.g. when the practice 
of things which are part of every-day Christianity , such 
as confession and prayer, are presented as a quick and 
easy way out of depression (chapter 10 and 11). My 
main ctiticism is of theological deficiencies. “The sin 
that dwelled in him [Paul] was the natural weakness 
that he, like all human beings, inherited from his 
parents”; and “temperament is called in the Bible 
‘the flesh’, ‘the old man”’, (p.11) are inadequate. 


Thesame criticism applies to the “‘cure” section, where. 


the filling with the Spirit is equated with the sum total 
of the Fruit of the Spirit from Galatians 5. The filling 
is viewed as a process which involves self-examination, 
confession, submission, asking, believing and thanking, 
“independent of feeling” (pp.79-85).

The Kennedy Explosion, by £, Russell Chandler, 
Published by Coverdale House Publishers Ltd: Price 
45p, postage and packing 6p extra. 

This book recounts the amazing growth in 
membership of an American church from seventeen 
to 2,500 in ten years by regular door-to-door 
outreach by the Minister and his members. It should 
be read by all as a stimulus to fresh attempts a 
door-to-door evangelism and especially by those who 
hold that ministers and laity are two distinct sections 
of the Church, each with its own separate 
responsibilities. 

A probationary period of 4% months’ theoretical 
and practical training is recommended before solo 
work is attempted. It is significant that hesitant 
workers became successful after the commencement 
of practical work. 

One wonders whether the lack of such spectacular 


results in the British Isles is explained by the more’ 


favourable attitude of the American people ‘to the 
gospel, but undoubtedly there is a need for vision, of 
training and of enthusiastic workers in our churches.

The book abounds with stories taken from the 
author’s vast experience in dealing with people old 
and young and with the problems which beset them. 
The titles of a few of the chapters will show something 
of the nature and expanse of this book. “Can we love 
again?” deals with broken marriages and presents 4 
possibility which many, no doubt, had thought to be 
impossible. “Alcoholicshopeless?” raises the important 
question, “Is commitment to God sufficient of itself?”

“WHAT’S gone wrong?” cried my wife as the house 
went into total darkness. The answer was simple. “No 
power”. Someone had decided to switch off the main 
supply. 

Jesus looked at a rich man and said, “One thing 
thou lackest”’ (Mark 10:21), but that “one thing” was 
essential if he was to receive forgiveness of sins. 

The promise of the risen Saviour to every Christian 
is “Ye shall receive power” (Acts 1:8), yet, as the 
searchlight of God penetrates our hearts, it seems as if 
God whispers to us, “One thing thou lackest — divine 
power’. 


The desperate Need 

For every Christian to be powerful and dynamic for 
Jesus. 

WE talk, we grumble, we criticize, we are full of 
excuses, yet we have been in these ruts for long 
enough. The message from God is that we can 
become powerful in the Holy Ghost. 


For self-examination 

Jesus gives us power to “walk in the Spirit”, not to 
be carried.

The hidden Killer

A SMALL beetle with handsome red brown wings has 
brought the elm tree face to face with extinction. 
Although harmless in itself, the elm bark beetle lays 
its eggs in the bark of dead or dying elms. From the 
newly-hatched beetles, deadly spores of a yeast-like 
fungus, ceratacystis ulmi, are carried to living elms, 
where the fungus spreads its deadly poison. 

It is tragic that, because of such a minute intruder, 
so many of England’s trees are doomed despite every 
effort to save them. The Forestry Commission has 
tried to find a safe, practical cure without success. 
Even the grafting of new branches into affected trees 
has failed to halt the spread of the disease. The only 
remedy is for the affected trees to be felled or the 
diseased branches to be amputated and the infected 
wood burned. 

That other hidden killer, sin, burrows its way into 
our lives. It poisons our whole beings with a virulent 
disease. Our prisons bear witness to its terrible 
consequences. We have failed to find a cure and to 
halt its spread. 

We can take heart, however, despite our inability 
to find a remedy, since God has provided an antidote 
in the blood of Christ His Son (1 John 1:7). God 
loved the world so much that He was willing to — 
sacrifice His only Son to provide this remedy and to 
save men from the consequence of sin (John 3:16). 

Nevertheless God has given every man a free will | 
and he can either accept the cure or reject it and 
suffer the everlasting result.

Monday, June 11th Romans 8:1—8 


“To be spiritually minded is life and peace” (v.6). 
AFTER the dark picture of Romans 7, we come to 
the delightful possessions of Romans 8. We are to live 
in the Spirit. This is the dispensation of the Spirit. At 
the first Whitsun God sent the Holy Spirit into the 
world. Has He come to you? Have you been filled 
with the Holy Spirit, today? 

To be spiritually minded is to let the Lord reign in 
the realm of the mind. Our thinking should be 
controlled by the Spirit of God. The very centre of 
our lives must be possessed by His power. This brings 
life to the soul and peace to the heart. We cannot 
stop the birds flying overhead, but we can stop them 
nesting in our hair. We cannot stop evil thoughts 
coming to the doors of our mind, but we can refuse 
them entrance. 


Tuesday, June 12th 

“The Spirit Himself” (v.16). 
THIS is the real rendering of these words. The Holy 
Spirit is a Person, the blessed Third Person of the 
Trinity, God the Father, God the Son, God the Spirit. 
He dwells in us (v.11), quickens us (v.11), leads us 
(v.14), adopts us (v.15),witnesses to us (v.16). 

In these days, when the Spirit is manifesting 
Himself in many ways and in many places, we need to 
be led by Him. Things that we would have thought 
impossible ten years ago are happening throughout 
the Christian Church. People of all denominations are 
being filled with power. May He have His way in our 
hearts, in our churches, in our movement! 


Wednesday, June 13th Romans 8:18—27 
“Creation groaneth” (v.22); “ourselves groan” 
(v.23); “the Spirit . . . groanings” (v.26). 
PAUL reveals here some of the deep things of God. 
He sees the pangs of a world burdened by the curse 
that followed the fall of man waiting for the release 
of Jesus’ reign. He shows the pain of frail humanity 
blighted by the sin of many generations longing for 
its redemption at the rapture. He explains, too, the 
pleadings of the Holy Ghost in the realm of 
intercession. The Holy Spirit not only pleads with us 
and for us, but through us. 
When Jesus comes, groans change to glory. 
Thursday, June 14th Romans 8:28—39 
“More than conquerors” (v.37). 
I AM surprised that no one has set these superlative 
Scriptures to some majestic music. Line by line they 


Romans 8:9—17 


mount to a paean of praise and radiant revelation: 
“All things work together for good” (v.28); “If God 
be for us” (v.31); “Who shall lay any thing to the 
charge of God’s elect?” (v.33); “Who shall separate 
us?”’ (v.35). It is more than conquerors IN all these 
things. Paul mentions seven kinds of afflictions 
(vv.35—37) in which we prove our victorious faith. 
Seven is the number of perfection: seven colours in 
the rainbow; seven notes in the scale: on the seventh 
day God rested. This speaks of perfect triumph: 
“More than conquerors”. 


Friday, June 15th Romans 9:1—5 

“IT could wish that myself were accursed from 
Christ for my brethren” (v.3). 

PAUL does not say, “I wish’’; this is no death wish. 
He (says,-1° could wish”; an expression of the 
intensity of his love for the lost, for others. 

How strong is our longing for the lost to be saved? 
Do we care enough to pray long for them, to plead 
lovingly for them, to provide that others can go to 
tell them of Jesus? This love is not a natural thing; it 
is of the Spirit, as a result of fervent prayer and 
constant meditation. 

Lord crucified, give me a heart like Thine, 
Teach me to love the dying souls of men. 


Saturday, June 16th Romans 9:6—18 
“T raised thee up, that I might shew My power in 
thee” (v.17). 
THIS refers to Pharaoh; it was God’s power of justice 
and judgment. Nevertheless the proclamation can 
become a promise. He hath raised us up, too 
(Ephesians 2), and His desire is to reveal His power 
through us. You might feel that you are no powerful 
potentate, but God can make even you into a power 
for His name. Through this chapter which deals with 
God’s overruling power, let Him rule your life. You 
will then find that you will become mighty in God. 
People will take notice of you when you have been 
with Jesus. There will be a different note in your 
voice, an aura of authority about your influence. It’s 
not power fo witness, but power as you witness. 


Sunday, June 17th Romans 9:19—33 

‘Hath not the potter power over the clay?” (v.21). 
THE mystery and majesty of God’s sovereign will are 
explicitly set forth. We must study them alongside 
other Scriptures which declare human responsibility. 
God is the Potter; we are the clay. He is moulding us 
into vessels of His choosing. It will do no good 
whatsoever wishing all the time that you were 
someone different, doing something different, or 
living elsewhere. God has made you as He wants you 
to be. All that happens to us is by the hand of the 
Potter moulding a vessel He can use. Let Him fashion 
you and fill you with the Holy Ghost.

The Blood Collector 


Pastor Emanueli Kazimoto remembers 


THE rains had failed, the crops had withered and 
famine gripped my people. Bwana Bulu sent a 


message to the chiefs that he would feed the old, the 


women and the children. Many of the men had 
mustered their remaining strength and scattered into 
the surrounding tribes in a desperate search for food. 
“The old, the women and the children” — the people 
repeated the message one to another, as they huddled 
around the foodless fires. 

“What shall we do? Even if our men find food it 
will be days before they return. Yes,” they reasoned 
with each other. ““Mama Bulu’s medicine is very good, 
she is very kind. But who died? Whom did they kill? 
You can’t start medicine without a sacrifice; human 
blood has been shed. This Mzungu [European] is 
Bwana Mumiani [the blood collector]. He wants our 
defenceless, old and weak women and our children to 
take their blood, of course. Why otherwise would he 
offer food to us, free?”’ 

Increasing hunger drove them to a solution. “We 
will go there in numbers, at least four together for 
safety, and we will get away from him before the sun 
goes down,” they decided. 

The first to venture to the Mission came back with 
food. Some had eaten uncooked maize meal to give 
them walking strength. “The Mzungu said,” they 
related, as all the village gathered around the filled 
cooking pots with their fragrant smells, “that his 
people on the other side of the world were sad 
because we were hungry. They had sent him to tell us 
about their God called Yesu Kristo.” 

“The food is good, we have never tasted maize like 
this” said the groups with hands eagerly dipping into 
the communal dishes. “What do we want with the 
Mzungu’s god?” said one old man _ between 
mouthfuls. “We know that Wazungu are demons.” 
“He said,” replied those who had ventured to the 
Mission, “that without Yesu Kristo, you will be 
judged when you die.” 

When I Kazimoto, heard that, I laughed and 
reasoned with myself “Where is God? If I die, I am 


finished, how can I be judged? When I die, I shall 
become a pig; I can’t be a man again. Around our 
grave-places are many pigs who used to be people. We 
have proof of this. Many years ago a leper, one of our 
people, was digging in his lonely hut. His nearest — 
neighbours dragged and carried him in his mat to a 
nearby tree. They cut down the tree upon him and 
that was his grave. Some time after, a man killed a pig 
in that place. The pig had part of the leper’s mat. Men 
become pigs. These Wazungu bring their own matters 
only suitable for white demons like themselves.” 


The famine drove hundreds of my people and 
eventually thousands to the Mission. Some even 
stopped to cook food there because they had no 
strength to return home, but they were very fearful. 
Strangely, many of the children liked the Wazungu. 
Some of the women even called their newborn babies 
“Bulu’’. 

The years have gone by and my people talk so 
differently. They voice their regret that they did not 
appreciate all the kind help that they were given. | 
They desire very much that the Wazungu would | 
return and live among them once again. Some of 
them, like myself, have taken Bwana Yesu to be their 
only God and Saviour. |

TWO of our Ministers have written concerning the quotation in the 
EVANGEL of May 19th in the feature, ‘Points for Preachers’, in 
which C.H. Spurgeon is shown to have said, “If | go to the bank with a 
cheque, what do | want loafing about the premises for, when | have got 
the money?” and “‘Long prayers are often the result of unbelief’. 

One Pastor writes, ‘‘No doubt the incident has been recalled in order 
to illustrate the truth that God’s promises can be immediately available 
to those who come to Him in faith. Nevertheless, the practice of spend- 
ing much time in prayer (whether a special physical attitude is adopted 
or not) should, surely, be recommended rather than deprecated, how- 
ever repugnant it might seem to Mr. Spurgeon!”’ 

The other Minister wrote: ‘Are we suggesting that to spend time 
with God in prayer is loafing idly about His premises? Spurgeon regu- 
larly led the Metropolitan Tabernacle in seasons of prayer and fasting 
and attributed much of their outstanding blessing to prayer. In these 
days of ‘instant’, ‘prepacked’, ‘ready made’, we are in danger of expect- 
ing instant power through instant prayer.’’ He cites comments by 
Wesley and Moody and adds, “We have conferences on the mechanics 
of evangelism, lectures on homiletics, seminars on counselling, but so 
little teaching on prayer. .. We must spend time with God and listen 
to His ‘still, small voice’ before we rush off in a frenzy of evangelistic 
activity. We must major in real earnest prayer if we want to receive 
and retain Pentecostal power and have effective evangelism”. 

Our contributor, J. Alexander Wright, replies to show that his quota- 
tion was quite in context, though of necessity brief, but he adds that he 
neither suggests nor believes that C.H.S. ridiculed long periods spent in 
prayer. The point is that God moves in different ways and there is a 
place for long seeking and a place for receiving an immediate answer, 
thankfully thus avoiding needly repetition. Adds Mr. Wright, ‘There 
are varied kinds of prayer - things for which we ask and we receive there 
and then, others for which we must earnestly seek and we shall find, 
and yet others that call for the persistent knock that it might be opened 
unto us”, 

Perhaps | might contribute to the discussion that there is also a great 
difference between public and private praying and the charge of “‘vain 
repetition’’ may stick more readily when it is applied to public inter- 
cession. Our language, too, could well be examined. ‘“Those who are 
laid at one side on beds of sickness’ is an example of the hackneyed 
expressions which fill so much of our public prayers. We would never 
dream of using such terms in ordinary, polite speech! 

To make the point of the need for intercession at length, however, 
may we remind you of the next

IN chapter 15, verses 14-33 deal with matters 
personal and explanatory. We continue from v.26. In 
this loving gesture of the Greek Christians to their 
Jewish brethren at Jerusalem (‘“‘the poor saints’’), a 
great principle concerning our material possessions is 
involved (v.27). “Carnal things” are material things. 
Blessing should evoke liberality and care. 

“When I come... I shall come” (v.29). However 
he came, he came in fulness of blessing. No chains 
could fetter that! “Strive together’ (v.30) means to 
agonise, a different word from that in v.20. “Prayer is 
work” is an old Christian saying (James 5:16, R.V.). 
“For the Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, and for the love of 
the Spirit ... prayers to God” (v.30) recalls: “God in 
three persons, blessed Trinity!”. In the will of God 
there are always true joy (Psalm 40:8; Hebrews 10:7) 
and mutual refreshing (Romans 15:32). Christian 
experience begins in the realisation of the peace of 
God within (5:1) and continues in the realisation of 
the continued presence of the God of Peace (15:33). 

So, with this brief benediction, the great Letter 
possibly concludes. Bible scholars are not sure that 
the sixteenth chapter which follows is part of the 
original Letter to the Romans. Some regard it as an 
appendage, either by accident or design, and some 
even think that it was written to the Church at 
Ephesus, not Rome. Without doubt it was written by 
Paul. Here, strangely enough, since he had never been 
to Rome, are the names of at least twenty-seven 
individuals of different races, classes and sexes, high 
~ and low, slaves and freemen, living there, with whom 
he was personally acquainted. What a revealing study 
it makes, to go down the corridors of the Bible, 
by-passing the main characters on whom the light is 
shining — those first violins who played so well — and 
some not so well — and then, in a passage like this, to 
meet these lesser-known, these ‘“‘second fiddles’’, 
grand people, all of them. We might call this, “The 
neglected Chapter”. What preacher ever attempts to 
expound it?

Appendage: The nese Chapter 

How wide and comprehensive was the apostle’s 
love for and interest in people. “Phoebe” (16:1), a 
‘““deaconess” (R.S.V. and others), ‘‘an office-holder” 
(N.E.B.), bearer of this Letter from Corinth to Rome 
(see Article: 1), was apparently a lady of means. 
‘“‘Succourer” indicates one standing up for others; it 
has a legal connotation. Paul was one of those needy 
ones. “Priscilla and Aquila” (vv.3—5), now returned 
to Rome after their enforced exile (Acts 18:2), had 
established a Christian assembly in their home. This 
marvellous couple risked execution to save Paul’s life. 


‘““Epaenetus’ was the apostle’s first convert in Asia : 


(v.5). “Mary” (v.6) was just another Mary, one of the 
seven in the New Testament, and a hard worker too! 
“Andronicus and Junia’’ (v.7) are called “kinsmen”, 
which could mean either Benjaminites, Jews, or 
relatives who were incarcerated with Paul in one of 
his many imprisonments (2 Corinthians 11:23). Saved 
before him, were they also apostles, or just 
well-known among the twelve? Several other apostles 
are spoken of in the New Testament. “Amplias”’ (v.8) 


was especially beloved, as was Epaenetus. “Urbane” — 


(v.9) was called “‘fellow-worker” (lit.); thank God for 
all such “fellows”! ‘“‘Stachys” was “‘my dear, dear 
friend” (A.S.Way). These last two bore slave-names. 
‘“Apelles” (v.10) means “‘approved’’; may we all be (2 
Timothy 2:15)! The household of Aristobulus are 
mentioned. He was possibly a grandson of Herod the 
Great and brother of Agrippa (Lightfoot). The 
greeting is not directed to him, but to the servants 
and slaves in his employ, likewise “the household of 
Narcissus” (v.11), a reputedly evil, rich man and 
friend of Nero. “Herodian” (v.11), as at v.7, probably 
refers to a Christian Jew. }

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ANOTHER SLANT

DO you ever get depressed? I am sure that many of 
you do. I do, often. After all that is written, read, 
said and done on the subject, it’s all a matter of 
temperament and circumstance. For some it is almost 
inevitable. Those who are never afflicted need to be 
thankful and understanding of others, for it is easy to 
dismiss the matter glibly, as some do. This was my 
condition the other week. It sprang from my own 
longing expressed in Wesley’s words: “Oh that the 
world might taste and see the riches of His grace”, 
and from my having a handful to hear such a 
wonderful message. This is just one of a minister’s 
frustrations! 

It is good to have the opportunities that 
interviewing brings when I am in this particular 
condition. The week before the Conference I 
conducted my quarterly architects’ survey. I 
interviewed the senior architect of a Midlands’ local 
authority. As always, I sought to witness at the end 
of the interview. I explained that I was a Pentecostal 
Pastor. Imagine my surprise when he said, “Tell me 
about the baptism in the Spirit.” After an hour’s 
detailed interview on various aspects of the building 
industry it came as a shock, but what a joy it was to 
tell him. He was a Scotsman, a member of the 
Exclusive Brethren. He had found from the Word of 
God that they were wrong concerning the Holy 
Spirit. Because he had made this personal discovery, 
there was no need to convince him theologically, for 
the Spirit had done the work! 

One felt that he expected a talk on how to get the 
baptism in the Spirit in seven lessons, easy or 
otherwise, but I explained that this was not 
mechanical, but spiritual. He would not visit a 
Pentecostal assembly, though he had prayed that he 
would be led to a Pentecostal believer, and there I 
was in the office. It was just like Peter and Cornelius, 
Philip and the eunuch, and Apollos and Aquila and 
Priscilla, who “expounded unto him the way of God 
more perfectly.” Thank God, I knew more than 
Apollos, for he knew “only the baptism of John”, 
but I knew another more wonderful experience. I 


told the Scot that he did not need to go to a 
Pentecostal church to receive this experience. Had we 
not had a number of interruptions I may have urged 
him to seek in his office. I assured him that his 
“Exclusive” label would go and that he would be glad 
to have fellowship with like-minded people should he 
receive this blessing. I put him in contact with Pastor 
Desmond Cartwright and I felt glad to have been 
there. 

I interviewed another architect in Birmingham and 
started to witness. I discovered that in June he is 
going to Burnie, Tasmania, to stay with a Methodist 
family until his house is built. I told him that the 
co-pastor of the Methodist Church in Burnie, 
Tasmania is a retired Elim minister, our brother 
Pastor Robert Bradley, and I gave him Mr. Bradley’s 
address. It is indeed a small world. May our brother 
have the joy of being another link in the chain leading 
to this man’s salvation. 

During the same week I had the opportunity of 
helping one member of the Assembly to get 
accommodation. She had spent over forty years in 
Erdington in a council house. How heartless it was to 
keep offering accommodation on the other side of 
the City with no-one whom she knew. This is 
beaurocracy without compassion or understanding. I 
wrote a private letter to the Housing Manager, 
pointing out the facts of the case. Within an hour of 
receiving the letter I had a ’phone call offering her a 
flat in the Erdington area and on the bus route 
passing the end of the road by our Church. It can be 
done, when someone prays and someone pushes! 

I am sure that your Pastor would have done the 
same, for it’s the “pastor’s heart”’ I once wrote of, the 
“shepherd love” which is but a reflection of the 
loving concern of the Saviour for His sheep. 

So the week proved to be worthwhile for others in 
spite of one’s depression. God’s word to me and to 
others afflicted is: “My grace is sufficient for thee”’. 
It is, thank God! 


Snow White 


GOD’S snow-white dove, the Spirit of God, was 
actually seen by a man here on earth only once. This 
was possible because John the Baptist was the only 
man who was filled with that Spirit from birth (Luke 
1:15). “I saw the Spirit come down from heaven as a 
dove and stay on Him” (John 1:32, Beck). The 
snow-white Dove of the Spirit of God has come to 
stay (John 14:17) and is the same yesterday, today 
and for ever. 

The Holy Dove of God takes us back to the very 
dawn of creation. It also reveals the unchanging 
character of the Spirit. “The Spirit of God was 
moving [hovering, brooding] over the face of the 
earth” (Genesis 1:2, Amplified); or, as the Talmud 
paraphrases it: “The Spirit of God was borne over the 
water as a dove which broods over her young’’. The 
word in Genesis 1:2 is used in Deuteronomy 32:11 
for the eagle “fluttering over her young’’. The Holy 
Spirit was the Holy Dove of God from the dawn of 
creation, brooding, germinating life, as the Lord’s 
Giver of life. Just as He filled the Temple so that the 
priests could not enter, so He filled a sinless world, 
the holy temple of God. The opening of creation and 
the opening of redemption both behold the Spirit 
brooding as the Dove of God. 

The revelation of the character of the Holy Spirit 
is important, for He is working that character into us. 
The very term ‘‘dove’ runs through the Bible 
revelation of the Christian. Jesus said, “Lo, I am 
sending you out as sheep in the midst of wolves; be 
wary and wise as serpents, and be innocent, harmless, 
guileless and without falsity as doves’ (Matthew 
10:16, Amplified). 

The Dove is the Bird of Love 

The look of the Spirit is the look of love (Song of 
Solomon 1:15; 2:14). The dove is the only bird of 
the heavens which is domestic; it does not require to 
be caged as a prisoner in order to be kept among men. 
The Holy Spirit has alighted among us of His own 
free will at the impulse of love. 

When an old church steeple was being pulled 
down, just as it began to tremble and sway from side 
to side, a beautiful, white dove was seen flying round. 
A hundred voices shouted, “See that dove! Poor 
thing!” The foreman thought that she must: have 
young ones in the steeple. With each tug of the rope 
the distress of the poor dove became so great that 
everyone felt sorry for her. The bird hovered a 
moment, then at the instant that the creaking timbers 
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by A. S. F. Horne, Pastor of our Ipswich Church 


began to topple over, she darted into the steeple and 
was hid from view. When the rubbish was cleared 
away, she was found lying between her young ones, 
all three crushed to death. So it was with the Lord, 
“who through the eternal Spirit offered Himself 
without spot to God”. The Holy Spirit was the 
crushed Dove on Calvary, for the whole Spirit dwelt 
bodily on Jesus and the Spirit is love. 

The Dove is Gentleness 

The dove, unlike the eagle and the hawk, is utterly 
defenceless. It is shy, sensitive. It has no talons. 
Naturalists tell us that it has no gall. Repeatedly we 
are told in Scripture that the dove is gentle, e.g. “Like 
a dove I moan” (Isaiah 38:14, Berkeley). The Spirit 
wakes the sweet sorrow of the penitent soul: “Like 
doves of the valley, all of them moaning over their 
guilt” (Ezekiel 7:16, Berkeley). 

The Spirit “helpeth our infirmity with groanings 
that cannot be uttered’. It is God’s indescribable 
sorrow over a lost world. Fenelon says, ‘““We must 
lend an attentive ear, for His voice is soft and low and 
it is heard only by those who hear nothing else” 
the sweet, low call of the Better Land. 

The Holy Spirit is the very gentleness of God. The 
Chaldee paraphrase of Song of Solomon 2:12 reads: 
“The voice of the turtle-dove is heard in our land” — 
the voice of the Holy Spirit. When we resist the Holy 
Spirit, it is like taking the sweetest, gentlest, the most 
defenceless person we know and wantonly striking 
him in the face. It is driving away from us the Dove in 
whom is all life, love and salvation. 

The Dove has always been the Emblem of Purity 

It was so pure a bird, that it was not only classed 
as ‘“‘clean’’, but it was also the only bird allowed on 
the altars of God (Leviticus 1:14). The mother of 
Jesus offered two white doves. On the altar of 
Calvary, both the Dove and the Lamb were offered. 
Our Lord Jesus “through the eternal Spirit offered 
Himself without spot unto God”. Doves are 
remarkable for keenness of vision. The Spirit 
“‘searcheth all things.” ““Thou art of purer eyes than 
to behold evil, and canst not look on iniquity” 
(Habakkuk 1:13). All purity dwells in the Spirit of 
God; where He enters He brings purity — pure 
doctrine, imagination, motives, heart and, above all, 
pureness from guilt. “Know ye not that your body is 


the temple of the Holy Ghost?” (1 Corinthians 6:19). 


Notice where the Dove rests. 

The dove descended upon the Lamb. Over the 
young Child stood a star and over the Lord stood the 
Dove of God. John knew that this was the Christ of 
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E.W.M.A. “999” FUND

THE second year for the E.W.M.A. “Transmitting the 
Truth” project terminated at the great Missionary 
Rally during Conference week at Blackpool, when we 
broke all previous records by reaching a total around 
£7,300 — approximately £2,000 up on the previous 
year. Already £1,200 to £1,300 has been given by the 
E.W.M.A. to propagate the gospel through the media 
of radio broadcasts in Africa, South America, India 
and the Far East, and by cassettes, tapes, recordings 
and literature. 

The amount reached this year is proof that more 
women are joining E.W.M.A. Thinking this over and 
conjecturing on the possibilities of most Elim 
churches having an E.W.M.A. branch contributing to 
the national project, we could soon reach a total of 
£22,000. Some call me an “incorrigible optimist”’, 
but surely this is a simple fact. With simple faith it is 
in the realm of achievement. Our previous projects 


included the purchasing of new church roofs, church = 


_ buildings, typewriters, adding-machines, generators, a 
printing-press, literature, vehicles (apart from Green 
Shield stamp books) and all kinds of renovations and 
mission station aids for our missionaries. We know 
that even in the early stages of the “T.T.T.” project, 
many souls have been saved, remarkable healings have 
taken place and churches have been formed through 
the radio broadcasts. 

Now I introduce our new project: the “999 
Fund”. As you know 999 is the number one dials in 
an emergency, so priorities will be given to any 
emergencies, e.g. water shortage through drought and 
famine areas, etc. I quote from an article in the Daily 
Express entitled “The Battle for Survival”: “Almost 


1,000 million people live today in countries where 
there is not enough food to eat. For millions drought 
is a real fact of life. In India the real difficulty is that 
some States have had drought for several years in 
succession, which means the seeds crops shrivel up on 
barren land.’’ Our missionaries are frequently in these 
conditions. 

Besides the financial aspect of E.W.M.A. activities 
are the tremendous fellowship and prayer sessions 
experienced among E.W.M.A. members. Extracts 
from a few letters read: “Although only about six in 
number we continue to have much blessing. The Lord 
has blessed us and we feel that we are really helping 
our dear missionaries”; “We enjoy our E.W.M.A. 
meetings and rejoice in what has been accomplished 
so far”; “‘We didn’t really set ourselves a target this 
year, though we naturally hoped to attain to last 
year’s total. We did, however, have a spiritual aim, i.e. 
‘that in all things He might have the pre-eminence’. 
As you see we have surpassed our donation for last 
year and rejoice in the knowledge that it will help to 
spread the gospel in other lands. We look forward to 
our E.W.M.A. meetings and feel that they forge a 
bond between the women of the church which was 
not present before”’.

God (John 1:32,33). Just as Noah’s dove going forth 
from the ark “found no rest for the sole of her foot” 
and “it returneth not again unto him any more”, so 
the door would at last open and, blowing “where it 
listeth”, the Spirit would come forth and abide upon 
the head of Messiah. God’s Dove hovering over all 
mankind found only one resting-place — the head and 
heart of the Lamb. “God giveth not the Spirit by 
measure unto Him” (John 3:34). In Him alone dwelt 
“all the fulness of the Godhead bodily”. It was not a 
crown which descended, but a Dove. All that is true 
of the Dove is also true of the Lamb. What joy is ours 
to know that the Holy Spirit, the Dove of God, finds 


a nest in the soul of born-again believers, with these - 
exquisite results — joy, peace, longsuffering, kindness, 
goodness, temperance (Galatians 5:22). He also gives 
His wonderful Gifts. Since Pentecost “the Spirit and 
the bride say, Come’’. This is the massive foundation 
on which all rests; it is the one recorded cry to God 
of the Holy Spirit. He knows all things, all Gospel 
advance, all revival, and He says that there is only one 
solution for world problems — to come. 

None but the Holy Spirit knows the deep things of 
God — the everlasting plans, the profound purposes, 
the unrevealed powers of God; yet, knowing all, He 
says that the one and only hope for the world is the 
return of Christ. 


EVERY miracle of Christ in the Gospels contains a 
sign and each of His declarations enfolds a guiding 
principle. In the feeding of the 5,000, Jesus not only 
met the emergency of the moment; He also set the 
pattern for the progress of His Church throughout the 
ages. Christ took a maximum of five loaves and two 
fishes and, with no extra source material, fed a mini- 
mum of 5,000 people. To accept the essential facts of 
the story and deny the literal miracle is neither logical 
nor honest. Far better that we deny the whole. If 
there were a hungry crowd and a small lad, five loaves 
and two fishes, a group of disciples who did not know 
what to do, a massive meal with twelve baskets of 
fragments left over and a satisfied group of men ac- 
knowledging that Jesus Christ was the promised pro- 
phet (v.14), then something supernatural must have 
taken place. This chapter records the miracle of the 
feeding of the 5,000. It also presents three graphic 
pictures representing the activity of the Church, the 
need of the world and the provision of Christ. 


The serving Church represented by the Disciples 


In each book of active service for Christ there is a 
prologue of passive presentation to God. Preparation 
precedes programmes. Training passes through trial 
to triumph and here can be seen the progress of the 
serving Church. 


In Her Training: “there He sat with His disciples” (v.3) 

How instructive it is to observe the occasions when 
Christ sat. He sat to teach (Matthew 5:1; Luke 5:3); 
He sat in the hour of crisis (John 8:2,6,8; Luke 22:14); 
He sat at the time of triumph (Hebrews 10:12). The 
sitting posture suggests control, composure, comple- 
tion. Christ was always composed, for He was certain 
of His message, was in control of Himself under pres- 
sure and was assured of complete victory. 

John 6:3 presents a beautiful picture of the local 
church in her preparation for true service, a group of 
believers with Christ in the midst. The local Church is 
a minimum of two or three gathered together, with 
Christ central to the gathering (Matthew 18:20). In 
this setting the group of believers is alerted to the real 
need of the crowd who gather. This is what the train- 
ing of the Church is all about. How does it work? 

First there comes a preoccupation with the great- 
ness of Christ, who is in the midst. The Psalmist puts 
it: “Be still and know that Iam God” (Psalm 46:10). 
The tragedy of our age is that so few things are still. 
The tragedy of the Church is that she is influenced by 
the spirit of the age. The emphasis is always on activity, 
most of which finds its expression in self-effort. We 
produce a state of preoccupation with self and human 
endeavour which leads to frustration and human break- 
down. Preoccupation with the centrality and greatness

of Christ produces the precise opposite. The psalmist 
says: “Be still”, which is basically the same thing that 
Peter says. ‘‘Still’ means “to cause to call away, to 
let go”. Peter says, “Casting all your care upon Him, 
for He has you always in His care” (1 Peter 5:7). 

In this state of being taken up with Christ and losing 
a consciousness of self, we are ready for true service. 
In the programme: of witnessing, ordination always 
precedes commission. Those who were commanded 
in Mark 16:15, “Go into all the world and preach” 
were the men who were earlier called “to be with 
Him” (3:14). Even subsequent to the commission it 
is vitally important to heed the instruction, “Come ye 
apart and rest awhile” (Mark 6:31). If we don’t “come 
apart”, we may well fall apart. 


In Her Trial: ‘He said unto Philip” (v.5). 


The Church is seen as being on trial in the inter- 


views of Christ with Philip and Andrew. In the ques- 
tion put by Jesus to Philip, the Church is alerted to the 
true need of the world. Philip succeeded in that he 
realised as a result of Christ’s question, ““Whence shall 


we buy bread that all these men may eat?’’, that the | 


crowd had a need of Bread. He failed in thinking that 
the only way to meet this need was by natural means: 
“Two hundred Pennyworth of bread is not sufficient”. 
With Andrew the matter is taken a step further. He, 
like Philip, alerted by Christ, was also conscious of the 
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real need of the world, and, like Philip, he both suc- 
ceeded and failed. He succeeded in that he embraced 
a principle of divine action in the progress of God’s 
Kingdom: “There is a lad here which hath five barley 
loaves and two fishes” (v.9). God always works on the 
basis of what is available. Andrew failed in that his 
faith did not grasp the further truth that what is avail- 
able with the blessing of Christ is always adequate. 


How often has the local church risen part of the way 


only to fall completely in that question of Andrew’s: 
_ “But what are they among so many?”. “If only we 
had more money, talent, property, people, a better 
building, better church officers, better Sunday school 
teachers, a better Pastor,” we cry. God’s principle of 
operation is to take what is available for this is always 
adequate. 


In Her Triumph: ‘and the disciples distributed to 
them that were sat down” 

What greater triumph for the Church than to be 
engaged in giving bread to the hungry, bread which 
Christ provided from what was available in her midst. 
This really is the only triumph of the Church. This is 
her supreme objective. Later in this chapter Christ 
clearly tells us: “I am that Bread of Life” (v.48). To 
bé engaged in lesser things is to deny both calling and 
commission. We must see to it that we do not fall 
down halfway. We can only communicate Christ when 
we have fully received Him, There is much emphasis 
today on communication and little on communion. 
You cannot give away what you have not received. 
We may cry with gusto, “Give us a ‘J’” etc., and when 
we have used all our Jesus stickers to what have we 
really witnessed? In certain instances we have simply 
protested our own folly and lack of consideration for 
other people and other people’s property. The world 
does not need a loud portrayal of Jesus; it needs the 
Bread of Life. 


The searching Crowd represented by the great Company 
The multitude followed Jesus because of the mir- 


acles which He performed (v.2). Their desires were 
clear, but they were unconscious of their basic need. 
They sought the sensational, but Christ always pro- 
vided the supernatural. There must be a definite divi- 
sion. The world, and often many in the Church, 
confuse the two, The supernatural is frequently sen- 
sational, but the sensational may not be supernatural. 
If we place emphasis upon the sensational we may be 
in danger of losing the truly supernatural. There is 
nothing less sensational and more supernatural than 
quietly lifting one’s eyes to heaven and giving thanks 
and then breaking, and keeping on breaking, five loaves 
and two fishes until all are satisfied. 

There are two reasons for Christ’s instruction for 
the crowd to be seated (v.10): to bring order and 
composure to the sensation-seeking multitude, and 
to ensure that all could see the Christ at work. After 
the great picnic no one was heard to remark, “Didn’t 
Peter or Andrew or John make a fine job of serving 
the bread and fish,” All were taken up with Christ and 
many were heard to say, “This is of a truth that pro- 
phet” (v.14). May we see Christ as pre-eminent in 
every ministry and in every minister, 


The supernatural Christ seen in Jesus Himself 
The first temptation of Satan in the wilderness was 


‘for Christ to make bread (Luke 4:3). Christ overcame 


the devil not on the basis of His divine Sonship, but on 
the basis of His perfect Manhood. He laid claim to no 
weapon other than that available to all the sons of 
Adam - the Word of God. This was sufficient to over- 
come the devil. | 

The answer which He gave on the other side of 
Galilee in the feeding of the 5,000 lifted our Lord to 
a height of victory and glory which no son of Adam 
has ever achieved. He took the answer to the first 
temptation a stage further. May we paraphrase: “Al- 
right, Satan, you have challenged Me to make bread. 
You have cast an aspersion upon My nature — if Thou 
be the Son of God’. Well, 1am the Son of God. I will 
make Bread, but on My terms not on yours.” This is 
precisely what Christ did in John 6:1-14 —He made 
bread, and thereby proved that He was the Son of 
God, not for self, but for others. 

One thing has been overlooked. No provision was 


made for the disciples who have served. A needy world 


and a compassionate Christ demand of the Church all 
that she can give without thought for self, but Christ 
is not forgetful, He is not unmindful, “Gather the 
fragments that nothing be iost” (v.12), He said, and 
they gathered and returned with twelve baskets full. 
Count the baskets and count the disciples! The Church 
always receives her provision at the hands of Christ 
from her acts of service for Christ and for needy man- 
kind. 
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Seoul, Korea 
September 18-23, 1973 


MORE than 6,000 persons from other countries have 
already registered for the Tenth Pentecostal World 
Conference. Dr. Cho Yonggi, chairman of the local 
arrangements committee in Seoul and Pastor of Yoi- 
Do Full Gospel Central Church, asked about the areas 
represented thus far in advance registration, said that 
about 3,000 registrants are from the U.S., 1,500 from 
Japan, 500 from other countries in the Far East, 500 
from Europe,and the remainder from other countries, 
including Africa. He emphasized that in light of the 
strong pre-registration trend, those planning to attend 
should mail housing requests and pre-registration fees 
as soon as possible. 


10th Pentecostal World Conference 


Dr. Cho said that the Korean government is co- 


operating in many ways to extend a warm welcome to 


delegates. Special events, tours, and exhibits have 


been planned to give interesting and unusual insights - 


into the country, its people and its culture. 


Enthusiasm for the conference is running high in 


Korea, Dr. Cho said. His own congregation is currently 
building a new church which will seat 10,000, but the 
local committee now anticipates that it will not 
accommodate even the daytime crowds attending the 
conference. As an alternative, the Zang Chung Gym- 
nasium, which seats 20,000, may be used. 

Evening rallies will be held in Hyochang Stadium. 
On the final Sunday,when a crowd of several hundred 
thousand is expected, the closing rally will be held in 
Namsan Park, or in the May 16 Arena if available. The 
Arena can accommodate a million people. 

Official languages of the Pentecostal Conference 
will be English and Korean. Translators are also 
preparing to translate into German, French, Scandin- 
avian, and other languages as needed. 


Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


30. Jacob at Bethel (Genesis 28:16) 
by F. Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon Church 


THERE was certainly sorrow in the heart of Jacob 
when He arrived at Luz, because he was conscious of 
being estranged from his father, Isaac,and also because 
he had been compelled to leave home for fear of his 
brother Esau. Luz, where he stayed for the night, was 
barren and uninviting and he had no consciousness of 
the presence of the Lordthere. Yet in that desolate 
place and at that unhappy time God revealed Himself 
to Jacob and he came into a personal relationship with 
the God of Abraham. Jacob certainly had a great deal 
to learn, forhis knowledgeofthe Lord was elementary, 
yet that was the place of consecration in response to 
divine revelation. Jacob renamed hard, stony Luz, 
“Bethel”, the house of God. 

So often down the ages, believers have come to a 
place of barrenness,hardness and distress,a place most 
unlikely to bring to them any new vision of the Lord 
and of His purpose, yet that has proved to be the place 
where God has revealed Himself to them and where 
they have consecrated themselves to Him. It may be 
that some of us have come to such a place. Perhaps 
the Lord has had to bring us there so that we might 
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learn to trust Him rather than circumstances. The Lord 
is able to turn Luz into Bethel, the hard, hostile place 
into the very house of God. Look away from imperfect 
man and from our difficult circumstances. This can be 
the place of vision and consecration. Here we can 
enter into such a relationship with God that the whole 
course of our lives can be changed.

TO bring home to EVANGEL readers the conditions 
which could face any of our beloved Elim members in 
Irelandatany timeis beyond my ability within limited 
space. Over the border in Monaghan, Fire, all was quiet 
and peace as we enjoyed blessing in the town and 
country meeting places. Some vandalism on the 
modern lettering of the lovely new town church “‘just 
happened to be” while I was there. 

From the birthplace of Elim to the mother church 
of Elim in the new church in Townsend Street, Belfast 
was quite a contrast. The building is erected on the 
peace line, where a new highway will be built. Let us 
trust that it will be of considerable width! 

It is mid-week as I write recalling incidents that 
should make many thankful for their lot, and prayer- 
ful for Elim members and for Ireland. Yesterday 
morning the minister’s wife returned home early from 
her part-time office work. A 300 lbs. bomb blast had 
completely shattered government and hospital author- 
ity offices. Though the structure remained, and 
warning was given, hospital records and official papers 
went sky high through shattered windows. On Sunday 
morning two little boys attending church had the 
previous day picked up a hand grenade after their 
father had been digging in the garden. The military 
men, called to the scene, told that a touch of the 
spade, or the pulling of a broken wire would have been 
fatal to their lives. A day earlier,a faithful elder whom 
I have known for thirty-five years, was hi-jacked with 
his car and taken to a house where I.R.A. members 
blindfolded him, sat him on the edge of a bed, and, 
under the direction of a woman, he was interrogated 
for nearly four hours. Some questions are unprintable 
and would be unmentionable in conversation. “Are 
you a Catholic or a Protestant?” was an _ inevitable 
query, to which our brother replied, “I ama Christian.” 
The next question put was, “‘Do you know the game 
of Russian Roulette?” to which the answer was “‘Yes”’. 
The I.R.A. spokesman then added, “Christians are not 
afraid to die,” accompanied by the brave answer, “That 
istrue:I am not afraid to die.” So the game of Russian 
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Roulette began. Our brother heard the revolver being 
partly loaded, which was then put to the side of his 
head and the trigger released. The revolver fulfilled 
its action, but drew a blank. By the grace of God our 
brother’s life was spared. Despite the shock, this 
faithful brother attended every service during a busy 
Sunday and each special mid-week meeting. None of 
these matters was related in church, perhaps because 
walls have ears. It must be said that these dear people 
seem to live with it, and, when they gather, they long 
for the blessing of God. Undoubtedly the few days 
described were beyond the normal pattern, but the 
unpredictable and unexpected are always there, The 
foregoing news has been eclipsed by the blessing of 
God. There have been great trophies of grace recently 
saved among formerly ungodly men and now we have 
rejoiced to see even such, with others, filled with the 
Holy Spirit. 

Count your blessings and pray for the faithful 
believers here, for whom even journeys to church can 
present constant risks.

TRAVELLING to the recent Elim Conference one 


found ample time for fellowship and satisfying con- 


-versation, for the coach took about six hours from 
Salisbury. A dear Baptist friend attending her first 


Elim Conference related a very interesting story to my 
husband. 

This lady is a farmer’s wife and hails from the Wilt- 
shire village of Shrewton, where lectures are given by 
the Workers’ Education Association. In this area of 


Wiltshire considerable interest is shown in archaeology, 
for Salisbury Plain is particularly rich in relics and 


other evidences of early man. There are some 345 
barrows or ancient burial grounds in and around Stone- 
henge. Thus when an archaeologist took his audience 


back in thought to the Bronze Age and told of the- 


ancient graves of the Beaker people, whose culture 
spread from North-West Europe, the folk of Shrewton 
were even more interested. The Beaker people were 
buried in an upright, sitting position, grasping in their 
hands bowls or jars containing corn seed, the implica- 
tion being that, in the world beyond the grave, they 
would need the means with which to provide nourish- 
ment. 

Our friend’s farmer husband was highly intrigued 
when the lecturer showed an actual bowl, complete 
with seed, recovered from a grave. He begged some of 


_ the seed and planted it. Imagine his amazement when 


the precious seed produced a type of wheat bearing 
several bearded heads of grain — and this from seed 


: gathered in roughly 2,000 B.C.! In the Revised Ver- 
sion of the Bible the word “‘spelt”’ is used to describe 
acrop and details given suggest that the plants grown 
ina Wiltshire village were similar to those mentioned 
in Exodus 9:32 and Isaiah 28:25. They are given the 
- name “‘rie” in the Authorised Version. This was a hard, 
-rough-grained, bearded wheat grown extensively in 
Ancient Egypt. 


All this brings me to a fresh revelation of the great 
mystery of life and germination in a shrivelled seed. 


Only the great Creator knows the secret, yet we hesi-

Over the last few weeks, there has been much to 
praise God for. Not only has the Coffee Bar proved 
to be an effective means of evangelistic outreach, but 
it is also operating as a thoroughly integrated part 
of the Church fellowship. A considerable number of 
young people, having been challenged in the Church 
services, have been counselled more fully in the 
informality of the Coffee Bar.

Monday, June 18th Romans 10:1-13 
“Going about to establish their own righteousness” 
(v.3). 
THE hardest pill for the unsaved man to swallow is 
that he cannot save himself. When one asks folk on 
what they are basing their hopes for heaven, the vast 
majority reply, “I have done the best I can. I have 
never hurt anyone. I...1...1...”. They are trying 
to establish their own righteousness. This is com- 
pletely against the revealed way of salvation. We must 
submit ourselves to the righteousness of Christ. We 
must continually combat this pride of man. This is 
the way that seems right, but the ends thereof are the 
ways of death (Proverbs 14:12). It is not by trying, 
but by trusting. 


Tuesday, June 19th 

“How shall they hear?” (v.14). 
_ WHICH is the best way to propagate the Gospel? 
Some prefer one way, some another: crusades, Chris- 
tian concerts, tracts, in homes or halls, film, radio, 
literature, open-airs. We must use all means that we 
can sincerely pray about to reach the lost, but the 
most Scriptural and the most successful way of spread- 
ing the Good News is by word of mouth, personal 
commendation leading to personal conversion, one 
Christian sharing with another person what God has 
done for His soul and telling what Jesus can do for the 
individual.

He will be their Deliverer physically and spiritually, 
saving them from the hands of their enemies and from 
their sins (v.27).

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Editorial 


IT would not seem to be part of our duty to knock a man when he is 
down. | 
Our attitude should be to be trenchant with sin as we fearlessly | 
proclaim Bible standards and provisions, but to love the sinner. We are 
all fallible. ““All have sinned’. 

There are two aspects of the lordly resignations which are worth 
commenting on, however. One is that there would appear to be among 
at least some sections of the press a feeling that the only fault of the 
two gentlemen involved was to have been found out. The drift of some | 
comment has been that this kind of thing goes on, that it has happened ~ 
before and no doubt will occur again. The other sad aspect has been the 
way the media have chased the unfortunate people concerned, photo- 
graphing them and their families and provoking comments from them. 

It has to be seen that sin is in the world and the Palace of 
Westminster is not exempt from the general malaise which is affecting 
the whole country. If standards in general are low, then those in power | 
will reflect those standards. Even if they are in the House of Lords, | 
they are but a microcosm of the whole of our population. | 

This does not mean, though, that we should not uphold the right. It 
is not true compassion which trims the sails of our standards according 
to the winds of conventional behaviour, Right is right just as truth is 
truth. Christians believe that the Bible revelation provides us with the 
guide and the divine pattern for life. Those revelations are for the good 
of all men and are not only of application to Christians. This must be 
so, otherwise those standards are relative and not final. 

Then again is it really a fact that we get the news we deserve, as is so 
often claimed? The media men, when faced with the muck-raking 
which occupies somuch space and time, tend always to say that they are 
selling newspapers, magazines, television, and thus must provide what 
their clientele will take. Does this mean that purveyors of news have 
no responsibilities? Are they implying that men are sinners, so let us 
realise this and regale them with as much sin as possible? The days of 
the crusading journalist seem long to have gone! 

We must reflect, none the less, that Christians need ever to be 
watchful. Pride, jealousy, backbiting, pettiness, are sins as much as are 
other sins. We must take care not to regard some sins as greater than 
others simply because we do not indulge in them. All sin is sin and 
exceeding sinful in the sight of God. 

It is refreshing to turn to Scripture and read passages like 1 
Chronicles chapter 29. The whole tenor of David’s thanksgiving is 
towards recognition of God’s place and power and of men’s place as His 
servants. | specially like verses 16-18.

The Letter to the Romans 


33. Appendage: 
The Neglected Chapter 


CONTINUING our look at the twenty-seven or so 
names mentioned, we come to a gentle touch of 
Pauline humour in v.12. “Tryphena and Tryphosa” 
were probably sisters, “Delicate” and “Dainty” by 
name, but withal sacrificially toiling in the service of 
the Lord. The word “‘labour”’ is intensive; so what’s 
in a name? ‘‘Persis’, another devoted sister in the 
Lord’s work, “laboured much’. Some work, and 
some work harder! “Rufus” (v.13), “that choice 
Christian” (Moffatt), ‘“‘an outstanding follower”’ 
(N.E.B.) is identified by Christian tradition as the son 
of Simon the Cyrenian who carried the cross for Jesus 
(Mark 15:21). Mark was with Paul in Rome and prob- 
ably wrote his Gospel from there. “His mother and 
mine’? may simply mean that she was a “mother in 
Israel” to Paul. 

When digging in a garden at the entrance to the 
Appian Way, a market-gardener discovered slabs of 
stone covering a large vault which bore the inscription: 
‘Vaults for the members of Caesar’s Household”. It 
dates from the beginning of the Christian era to about 
A.D.66. Among the names recorded are: Urbane, 
Tryphena and Tryphosa, Hermes and Patrobas. Dean 
Howson speaks of his “‘start of pleasure” when he saw 
also listed Stachys, Philologus, and Julia (Romans 16: 
14,15). 

“All greet one another” (v.16). Hands on the 
other’s shoulders and a kiss on each cheek is the im- 
memorial greeting of the East, marking friends and 
equals. To kiss the hand meant submission. The 
sexes never mingled, however. “A hearty handshake 
all round” (Phillips and Living Letters) is not quite a 
translation of the Greek here, but it is a fair enough 
paraphrase for British folk; though John Murray says, 
“It betrays an unnecesary reserve, if not the loss of 
the ardour of the Church’s first love, when the holy 
kiss is conspicuous by its absence in the Western 
Church” (Romans). 

Ever the shepherd, with the well-being of the flock

at heart, Paul now turns to give his readers a final 
warning concerning the peril ever before them (v.17). 
The great doctrines which he had been expounding 
had been challenged. There were those who were not 
willing to walk in the way of true holiness (v.18). 


“Slaves to their own base appetites” is how A.S. Way © 
renders the strong Elizabethan English (Philippians 3: _ 
19). They were of the Serpent (Romans 16:18); the — 
true Christians were of the Dove (v.19). Satan is a de- — 
feated foe, for Eden’s promise is continually fulfilled, 


and will have its final consummation at our Lord’s 
Second Advent (v.20). 

The brief and lovely benediction of Grace ends his 
message to them. The Amens of wv. 20,24, and 27, 
mean not merely, “May it be so’’, but, “It shall be so!”’. 

Now Paul’s companions add their greetings. How 
much Paul thought of ‘“‘Timothy”’ (v.21) is seen in that 
he mentioned him in eleven of his Epistles. “Lucius” 
is Roman form of Luke, perhaps the beloved physician 
and evangelist. ““Jason”’, who, like Priscilla and Aquila, 


risked his life to shelter Paul (Acts 17:5-9), “Sosipater” — 
of Berea was one of the “noble” people (Acts 17:10, | 
11). A present-day Bible Reading Fellowship is named — 
after them. Are you a true Berean? “Tertius” was | 
His is not | 
really a name, but is the Latin for “the third”; com-— 
pare “Quartus” (v.23) i.e. “the fourth”. Maybe one | 


the apostle’s penman (Romans 16:22). 


was a triplet and the other a quad! Tertius may have 
been buta slave, but his hand wrote what is surely one 


of the greatest Letters ever. “The unknown to whom | 


we owe so much”’, remarked Dr. William Barclay here.

‘ Sees SS ee ee — 
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IN these last days, the closing days of time, one of the 
many signs and portents which is being revealed is the 
Joel prophecy of the outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
upon all flesh. We are seeing amazing scenes in the 
most unlikely nations of the world. From the western 
hemisphere of Mexico and Brazil to the eastern shores 
of Korea and Indonesia, even non-pentecostalists are 
having to take more than a superficial interest. Re- 
vivals among youth and in the historic denominations 
of our country are causing debates and commissions 
among the ecclesiastical high circles. All this causes 
wonder and praise to the God of Pentecost, who is no 
respecter of persons or barriers. All flesh shall see His 
glory and, what is more, all flesh shall see the out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit. 

How should this affect the Pentecostal movement? 
Two sides of the picture clamour for attention. 

On the one hand, we give God the glory that at 
last the historic churches, with their obsession as to 
pomp and dignity, are seeing the truth that was gran- 
ted to us early in this century, that the Third Person 
of the Godhead is not a vague, impersonalised figure- 
head, but a live, pulsating Person — God in action. 
Praise God for the ministry of the Gifts between the 
liturgy and the collects. The worship and truth which 
the Pentecostal movement has experiencedand enjoyed 
are now being made manifest upon all flesh. 

On the other hand there can be great danger, danger 
that looms so large, that it causes concern in many 
hearts. We who claim the Spirit’s fulness and liberty 
of worship, could be left behind in Pentecost. The 
newness and freedom of worship among the historic 
churches has to be seen to be believed. Prayer groups, 
miracles, books written by high church fathers and 
anglo-catholics giving teaching on how to conduct 
Pentecostal worship and the use of the Gifts abound, 
yet among many of our churches in Pentecost there is 
some fear of free expression. Have we become used 
to Pentecost? 

Because of some extremism or slight excess in the 
past,some have built up barriers and defined what

is in order and what is confusion, some have with- 
drawn themselves into shades of formalism and the 
liberty of the Gifts of the Spirit and the scope of 
Pentecost have become restricted instead of being the 
normal. 

It is essential that we are Evangelical. It is basic 
that we are, and should remain, Fundamentalist. The 


- plea of this article is that we should become more and 


more Pentecostal. 

Older readers remember what have been loosely 
termed, “‘the old days”; the prayer must be, “Lord, 
give us Pentecost, else we die!”. Only an increase in 
the warmth and vigour of worship can bring revival. 
Praise should be the natural outcome of sins forgiven, 
stemming from this should, nay must, come a deepen- 
ing of worship. Some excess may have been seen in 
the past, but this must not deter us. No fear must be 
allowed to hinder our worship. If we ask for bread , 
will God give us a stone? This fear is implanted by the 
enemy of our souls. 

We who as a movement pioneered the message of 
Pentecost must still be the leaders in example and 
standard. On our church notice-boards we claim to 
be the movement of Pentecost; our conduct inside 
must match what is outside. Freedom, spontaneity, 
expressions of love, gifts, fruit, power, Pentecost should 
characterise our every meeting.

31. Love’s Inspiration 
(Genesis 29:11,20)

THIS chapter records one of the great love stories of 
the Bible. Jacob had been sent to find a wife for him- 
self from among his mother’s family and he had been 
led directly to the place where they lived. The first of 
his kinsfolk whom he met was the beautiful Rachel. 
It is clear that Jacob at once fell deeply in love with 
her. This was no “arranged” match, but — at least on 
Jacob’s part — a case of love at first sight. When 
Laban, Rachel’s father, asked Jacob what wages he 
should pay him, Jacob had no hesitation.

Notes of the Address given on Easter Monday evening in the Royal Albert Hall, London 


The Prototype Sermon 


by Tom W. 


“GLORY, glory! Love is life and Death is dead” 
wrote J.S.B. Monsell. The astounding, powerful 
message of the Early Church was: JESUS IS ALIVE! 
Weak, vacillating, denying men, transformed by the 
power of the Holy Spirit, gave dynamic witness to the 
fact of Christ’s resurrection and the overwhelming 
victory of the Master whom they had sadly deserted 
in His hour of need. Nowhere is the theology, the 
doctrine, which inspired the Church at its foundation 
more clearly propounded thanin Acts chapter 2. “‘For 
after that in the wisdom of God the world by wisdom 
knew not God, it pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe.” (1 Corinthians 
1:21), and the Church’s first sermon — Peter’s on the 
day of Pentecost, the very birthday of the Church — 
is the prototype. 

The cause of the sermon is readily discernible. The 
Staggering events earlier in the day had been noised 
abroad. There were not only the rushing, mighty 
wind of the sound from heaven and the cloven 
tongues like as of fire sitting upon each of them and 
their all speaking with other tongues as the Spirit gave 
them utterance, all within the secret place where the 
foundation members gathered in earnest desire, for 
soon it spilled over. As Acts 2:6,7 demonstrates, it 
quickly became public. Some suggest that the 
Galilean accent was difficult to understand any way, 
yet here were these, let us say, country bumpkins 
with their unusual accent even when they were 
supposed to be speaking the normal language, telling 
forth the praises and the wonderful works of God in 
many tongues readily appreciated by the gathered 
visitors from a variety of nations. What could it 
mean? 

Why, the Church had suddenly sprung to life. The 
birth had happened. Previously it was as in John 
20:9: “For as yet they knew not the scripture, that 
He must rise again from the dead.” Now, however, 
they had seen Him, heard Him, touched Him. He was 
alive! He had been dead, but He was gloriously, 
triumphantly alive! It miraculously, spontaneously, 
suddenly all clicked into place. ‘“‘When therefore He 
was risen from the dead, His disciples remembered 
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(Acts 2:38)

that He had said this unto them; and they believed 
the Scripture, and the word which Jesus had said.” 
(John 2:22). 

With facts and with beautifully enunciated 
Scripture truth, rugged Peter, transformed by the 
Spirit’s power, taught the teachers. The Church was 
launched on its mission and Peter showed the way to 
success and blessing in the fulfilment of its 
predestined task. 

How did Peter answer the query, “What meaneth 
this?’ Bear in mind that his audience at least largely 
consisted of orthodox, zealous, devout Jews. Bible 
background, rabbinical and pharisaical teaching were 
their very way of life. Was there ever a more difficult 
audience for a new preacher delivering his first 
sermon? | 

Peter’s first appeal recalls Christ’s first words in 
Nazareth’s synagogue. They were as epoch-making. 
“The Spirit of the Lord is upon Me ... He hath 
anointed Me to preach ... This day is the Scripture 
fulfilled’’ Jesus had said (Luke 4:16—21). “This is 
that” declared Peter, and he updated Joel’s prophecy 
by showing its immediate relevance and the beginning 
of its fulfilment. 

Pentecost was a day of great joy. Even the 
allegation that the apostles were inebriated was 
understandable, as the comparison of Ephesians 
5:18,19 patently infers. An intoxicated condition was 
no outlandish analogy. The Jews of the day 
celebrated Pentecost, among other things, as 
thanksgiving for the giving of the law. They reckoned 
that representatives of all the nations, which they 
computed to be seventy in number, that is all the © 
nations to which the Jews had been dispersed, were 
among the celebrating crowds in Jerusalem. To 
witness happy, rejoicing folk would normally be no 
phenomenon, but they had never seen this beforé. 
What better day than this for the public unveiling of 


God’s purpose in the Church? Heaven’s public 
relations’ department could have chosen no more 
opportune moment, 

So Peter made his plea from the underlying, 
cherished ground of their belief, namely the ancient 
Hebrew, Bible prophecies. He did not interpret all the 
details, but merely recounted what Joel had written 
and said, in effect, “This is what is happening today”’, 
howbeit he wound up his quotation by adding the 
basic gospel text of them all, lifted, of course, from 
the same source, ‘“‘Whosoever shall call on the name 
of the Lord shall be saved.” 

He then directed all attention to Jesus Christ. In 
explaining Pentecostal happenings he highlighted 
Jesus. Tis ever thus, or should be. This was the 
pattern, the trend, the mould. Though v.40 shows 
that more was said than was recorded, and though 
v.36 suggests that there was a break even in what was 
set down, we can be sure that his fundamental 
message was to preach Christ. The erstwhile denier 
became the powerful witness. Luke 24:46—49 was 
happening. The first witness was telling what he knew 
by experience and by revelation. 

As to the content of the prototype sermon, the 
fisherman-apostle focussed attention on the fact that 
Christ’s sign-attested ministry was undeniable (Acts 
2:22,23). He further showed that the crucifixion was 
fore-ordained. “Seeing that we have such hope, we 
use great plainness of speech” (2 Corinthians 3:12) 
and, in the very place where it had happened and to 
the very nation who had brought it about, the fearless 
evangelist showed that their foul deed in hounding 
Christ to Calvary was part of the divine plan. The 
cross is unique. Everything else — resurrection, 
intercession, coming, reigning, all that looked forward 
to the one great, complete atonement and all that 
looks backward to it — is derivative. The cross is 
foundation. 

Added the fiery speaker the rising again of great 
David's greater Son was entirely Scriptural and of pene- 
trating revelation. See how he argues from the Bible 
(Acts 2:24-35). Christ MUST rise. David, king, patri- 
arch, but also prophet, had revealed it and had indeed 
expected it. It happened! He did rise! Savour v.32: 
“This Jesus hath God raised up, whereof we all are 
Witnesses.” 

There was more. Christ ascended and _ has 
manifested His regal power and authority, as again 
David had testified would be so (vv.35,35). So, “What 
meaneth this?”. “HE HATH SHED FORTH THIS”; 
Jesus is the Baptiser in the Holy Ghost. There had 
been an earlier Baptist who baptised in water; here 
was the One who baptised in the Holy Ghost and 
with fire (Acts 1:5). 

Surely v.36 is the greatest punchline in all history: 


“Therefore let all the house of Israel know assuredly, 
that God hath made that same Jesus, whom ye have 
crucified, both Lord and Christ.” He had begun, 
“Jesus of Nazareth, a man” (v.22); now he perorates: 
“both Lord and Christ”. “Whom say ye that I am?” 
Christ had asked this very man. “Thou are the Christ, 
the Son of the living God” Peter had replied in a 
sublime moment of revelation. Now he knew it 
completely, utterly. Here was the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He was undeniably, inevitably Messiah. He was the 
ground of the Church’s witness and message. He was 
the source of the Church’s authority. 

The appeal came from the congregation. “What 
meaneth this?” they had inquired. Now it was 
personal, The sword had done its work. They were 
pricked in their hearts. What might have been a 
theoretical study, even a legalistic argument, had 
amazingly turned in upon them and they had to do 
something, personally. They were out of their depth. 
Counsel was needed. It came from a working-class 
nobody, to them an untrained, untried nonenity, but 
he had the words of eternal life. “What shall we do?” 
was their query. 

The three-pronged answer is the definition of them 
all: “Repent ... be baptised ... ye shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost” (v.39). Lest there be any 
doubt we observe that v.39 shows that this is the 
truth for all the Church for all its witness throughout 
its ministry. Christendom often puts carts before 
horses: fruit before birth, knowledge before 
revelation, baptism before conversion, the baptism in 
the Spirit at conversion. Peter got it right. 

The start was “Repent”. As Professor J. Murray 
writes in The New Bible Dictionary: “In the New 
Testament repentance refers basically to change of 
mind, a radical transformation of thought, attitude, 
outlook and direction, a revolution in that which is 
most determinative in human personality and is the 
reflex in consciousness of the radical change wrought 
by the Holy Spirit in regeneration.” Here is where it 
all begins. John the Baptist inaugurated it. “Repent” 
he cried. “O generation of vipers, who hath warned 
you to flee from the wrath to come? Bring forth 
therefore fruits meet for repentance” he avowed 
(Matthew 3:7,8). Jesus commenced in the same way: 
“From that time Jesus began to preach and to say, 
Repent: for the kingdom of heaven is at hand.” 
(Matthew 4:17). The Church started in precisely the 
same terms. “Repent” cried Peter and gave the 
Church its special word. Baptism in water and 
baptism in the Holy Spirit follow. The prototype 
sermon concerned itself not with decisions as such, 
but with the making of disciples, baptised and 
Spirit-filled.

CHRISTENDOM traditionally teaches that Christ was 
crucified on “Good” Friday. The average Christian 
accepts this theory without question not realising that 
it has no Scriptural foundation. The words of the 
Apostles’ Creed on this matter certainly fall in line 
with Paul’s proclamation, “and that He rose again the 
third day”, but not according to the Scriptures (1 
Corinthians 15:3)! 

If we count Friday (the day on which He was sup- 
posedly crucified), Saturday, then Sunday which was 
the first day of the week, as the three days referred 
to, then certainly our calculation is not according to 
the Scriptures. We have evidence that Jesus died at 
three o’clock in the afternoon, which was the ninth 
hour, for the first three writers of the gospel tell us 
this (see Matthew 26:46-50 Mark 15:34-37; Luke 23: 
44-46). Now the Jewish day was not from midnight 
to midnight as we observe today, but from sundown 
to sundown, which was six o’clock. So therefore if 
Jesus died at three o’clock on Friday there were only 
three hours of that day left. 

Furthermore, the Word of God tells us that, ‘‘In 
the end of the sabbath, as it began to dawn toward 
the first day of the week, came Mary’”’(Matthew 28:1), 
Mary Magdalene visited the tomb at dawn and at that

time the tomb was empty, for Christ had risen. Mark 
tells us: ‘‘Very early in the morning the first day of 
the week, they [the two Marys] came unto the sepul- 
chre at the rising of the sun.” (16:2), but again the 
grave was empty. Luke also gives us this information: 
“Now upon the first day of the week, very early in 
the morning, they came unto the sepulchre” (24:1) 
and John adds (20:1): ‘The first day of the week 
cometh Mary Magdalene early, when it was yet dark” 
Even when they rolled the stone away Christ had al- 
ready gone. From these Scriptures we must conclude 
that Christ did not rise at sunrise, but before dawn, 
early on the first day of the week which would literally 
be our Saturday night. 

Now let us consider the last three hours of the day 
of the crucifixion carefully, for they are of utmost 
importance, else the Holy Spirit would not have 
allowed the writers to give detail of them. Joseph of 
Arimathaea (Mark 15:42-46), after Christ had died, 
went to Pilate and craved the body of Jesus. Pilate 
did not take the word of this honourable man, but 
sent for the centurion and asked if ‘the had been any 
while dead”’. When the centurion (who must have been 
called from the scene of the crucifixion, for he could 
not have known otherwise) assured him that Jesus 
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was dead, Pilate then gave the body to Joseph. The 
Arimathaean, we are then told, bought fine linen, took 
the Saviour’s body down from the cross, and, in the 
company of Nicodemus embalmed the dead Christ 
(see also John 19:38-40). How long did all this take? 
We are not directly told in Scripture, but we must as- 
sume that it was a considerable time and that the body 
was not laid in the tomb until the end of that day. So 
therefore, according to the “Good Friday” theory, in 
the light of the Bible, Jesus only spent one night and 
one day in the tomb. 

When our Saviour’s divinity was questioned and 
they demanded proof of His claim, He said, ‘‘No sign 
shall be given. . . but the sign of the prophet Jonas; 
For as Jonas was three days and three nights in the 
whale’s belly; so shall the Son of man be three days 
and three nights in the heart of the earth.’ (Matthew 
12:39,40). When Paul wrote in 1 Corinthians 15 that 
Christ rose again on the third day according to the 
Scriptures, he was referring to the Old Testament 
Scriptures in which, in typology, there are many refer- 
ences to substantiate his statement. The Christ of the 
Scriptures had to die and after three days and three 
nights triumph over death in resurrection fulness (Luke 
24:25,26). 

The Friday myth comes about by a misunderstand- 
ing of the Word of God. In Luke we have recorded 
concerning the day of the Lord’s death: “And that 
day was the preparation and the sabbath drew on”. In 
Mark’s account we read (15:42): “And now when the 
even was come, because it was the preparation, that is, 
the day before the sabbath’. From these verses we 
agree that the day after the crucifixion was the sab- 
bath, but we must discover which sabbath. Every 
reference to the sabbath in the Bible does not neces- 
sarily refer to the weekly sabbath or seventh-day 
sabbath. Israel had many sabbaths to observe in the 
course of the year, apart from the rest which fell on 
the Saturday. 

In Leviticus chapter 23 we have recorded the seven 
feasts which the Jews had to observe annually. Each 
of these feasts was also a sabbath or rest day for the 
people (see wv. 32,39). Now the sabbath following the 
death of Christ was not the weekly day of rest, the 
seventh day, but the Passover sabbath. John (19:14) 
confirms this when he tells us, ‘“‘And it was the PRE— 
PARATION OF THE PASSOVER, and about the 
sixth hour: and he [Pilate] saith unto the Jews, 
Behold your King!”” Furthermore, verse 31 leaves us 
in no doubt: “The Jews therefore, because it was 
the preparation, that the bodies should not remain on 
the cross on the sabbath day, (for that sabbath day 
was an HIGH DAY), besought Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they might be taken away.” 
The fact that it was not the ordinary sabbath is empha- 


sised by the Apostle with the words “that sabbath 
was an high day”. This was the sabbath which was the 
greatest day in the Jewish calendar and John tells us 
that it followed the day of crucifixion. 

Our concern with the Jewish feasts is, for the mo- 
ment, only with the first three. The Feast of the 
Passover was on the fourteenth day of the first month 
and, according to Scripture, the fifteenth was the 
sabbath of unleavened bread. If the disciples came to 
the tomb on the first day of the week, then the 
sixteenth day was the weekly sabbath, (the seventh 
day), therefore there were actually three sabbaths in 
that one week, something which would not happen 
again for many years. No wonder Paul says, ‘“‘When 
the fulness of time was come, God sent forth His Son”’ 
(Galatians 4:4). God does nothing prematurely. This 
was planned in the counsels of eternity. 

The Feast of Firstfruits was to be celebrated “‘on 
the morrow after the sabbath’’, when the priest waved 
a sheaf of the firstfruits before the Lord. Here we 
have a clear type of our Lord’s resurrection from the 
dead, for Paul tells us that His resurrection was the 
firstfruits of the harvest of those who will be Christ’s 
at His coming (1 Corinthians 15:23). As the “‘corn of 
wheat” (John 12:24), He was buried in Joseph’s tomb, 
but as the “‘firstfruits’” he has conquered death and 
the grave, triumphed over hell and is the surety of life 
for ever believer. 

There is only one concluding fact. The Lord Jesus 
was crucified at three o’clock on the WEDNESDAY 
afternoon and was in the tomb for three whole days 
and nights according to the Scriptures.

Contemporary Old Testament Theologians, edited by 
Robert B, Lauria. Published by Marshall, Morgan and 
Scott Ltd., price £4.25, postage and packing 1 6p extra. 
THIS book.as the title suggests, takes us into the field 
of Old Testament investigation, The editor, a teacher 
of the Old Testament, states in his Introduction: “I 
am a twentieth century man who believes thé Old 
Testament can be a twentieth-century document. . . 
by speaking to twentieth-century questions in the 
midst of describing pre-Christian approaches to common 
problems”. One is not surprised to find every page 
crammed with scholarly arguments. The opening 
sentence of the Foreword prepares one for this: “The 
idea for this book developed from classroom need”. 
The field of investigation deals with the researchings 
of seven prominent theologians, six of whom are 
European, the seventh beinga Scot, George A.F. Knight. 
The others areinfluential scholarsin their field: Walter 
Eichrodt.Gerhard von Rad,Otto Procksch, Theodorus 


C. Vriezen, Edmund Jacob and Paul van Imschoot. The 
latter was a Catholic theologian. The seven contribu- 
tors, four ofthem American and the other three hailing 
from Cambridge and Oxford, reveal a wide knowledge 
of the writings of their particular character. This book, 
despite its high price and its sometimes doubtful 
material,isone which the Bible student whois prepared 
to dig could find helpful. Conservative evangelicals 
will not agree with all that is revealed from these 
investigations, but there are many things which make 
worthwhile reading.

“BUT the word of God grew and multiplied’. In 
these eight simple words the writer of the Acts tells 
us of the miraculous growth of the Early Church. It 
all began with the Holy Spirit-empowered witness of 
twelve men, four, at least, fishermen, on the day of 
Pentecost. It is fitting that we should remember this. 
Though we do not slavishly follow the Church Calen- 
dar, especially now that Whitsuntide is no longer a 
national holiday, we regret that little mention is made 
of the birth of the Christian Church. It is very won- 
-derful that, after almost 2,000 years of steady progress, 
the New Testament method is just as effective as ever. 

Some of my readers may have heard Pastor J. Egyir- 
Paintsil tell of the band of Ghanaian fishermen who 
have been used of God to pioneer four new churches 
in the state of Liberia. It all began with a fishing trip 
along the gulf of Guinea. The men left the south— 
west coast of Ghana, fished along the coastal waters, 
and eventually came ashore at Monrovia, capital city 
of Liberia. On the Sunday morning they looked around 
for a Pentecostal church near the harbour. Finding 
none, they held an open-air meeting, singing, testifying 
and giving the gospel simply. So a witness was begun. 
As a result of their regular visits, a bamboo and palm- 
leaf canopy was erected and a nucleus formed of in- 
terested folk, new converts, all of whom had been 
attracted to and blessed by the joyful witness of the 
fishermen. Thus, in a truly New Testament way, the 
Church of Pentecost extended its work to reach Liberia 
and there are now four established assemblies, all be- 
cause a band of illiterate fishermen with burning hearts 
told of their Saviour. 

I remember some of these men, for they were 
pointed out to me at the great Nkaw-kaw Convention 
in 1970. How they sang and clapped and danced, par- 
ticularly one fat, bald-headed man whose face was 
radiant and whose exuberance seemed almost at burst- 
ing point. I wonder to what heights of joyful praise 
he reached this year, when, at Easter in the Sunyani 
Convention he was able to greet a group of Liberian

Christians from the four churches who had travelled 
for three days, 900 miles overland through Liberia, 
Ivory Coast and Western Ghana to participate in the 
services and fellowship? 

It all began and developed because “unlearned and 
ignorant” men said to themselves, as did Peter and 
John of old, ‘We cannot but speak the things which 
we have seen and heard”’ (Acts 4:20). They discovered 
that the baptism in the Holy Spirit gave them power 
from on high and enabled them to be effective wit- 
nesses even as our Lord had promised. We can read 
and write and are perfectly capable of comrhunicating 
with others. Are we as zealous and eager to speak of 
Jesus wherever we go? It was for this that the Lord 
gave us our personal Pentecost. 

The slowness of the. progress of the Pentecostal 
Church in the British Isles and its smallness in com- 
parison with so many other countries has often con- 
cerned our leaders. I wonder if the answer lies in that 
we have not followed the example of the Early Church 
and recognised that every Spirit-baptised believer 
should be a witness for Christ? Have we not tended 
to look only to gifted evangelists to pioneer the mes- 
sage? If all the Pentecostal believers who have moved 
to new towns and areas where there is no assembly had 
acted like these fishermen of Ghana, I think that we 
would have had a much larger, more virile Church in 
our land today. I pray that we may all catch that 
vision.

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“A Man sent from God” 


(John 1:6) 
by Maldwyn Jones, Pastor of our Beeston Church 


THE mission of John the Baptist was to prepare the 
way for the coming of Christ. He came at a critical 
time in the history of his nation. The prophetic voice 
had been silent for several centuries and the people 
had turned away from God, but there is not a night 
that is so dark that the light of God cannot shine into 
it. So we read, “In those days came John the Baptist, 
preaching in the wilderness of Judea.” He was God’s 
man for the hour. 

In him could be seen the hallmark of the true pro- 
phet; he was “a man sent from God”. We must be 
careful not to venerate Biblical characters; after all is 
said and done, they were but human. Today, God is 
pleased to speak to us by men and women like our- 
selves. God gave John both his mission and his mes- 
sage. He wrought no miracle, but the strictness and 
purity of his life and teaching were plain indications 
that he was sent from God. 

John did not pause to consider whether or not he 
fulfilled the Pharisaical conception of what a prophet 
should look like. His one concern was to prepare the 
people to receive the Messiah. Would to God that to- 
day preachers were less concerned with what people 
thought of them and more concerned with preparing 
sinners to receive Christ. 

“John was clothed with camel’s hair, and with a 
girdle of a skin about his loins; and he did eat locusts 
and wild honey.” He lived on the bare necessities of 
life. He was totally unconcerned about those things 
which were so important to other people. Many Chris- 
tians are burdened by conventions, traditions and stan- 
dards set down for them by other Christians. John was 
not bound in this way. He lived according to the stan- 
dards set for him by God. His was a life of self-denial. 
Jesus said, “If any man will come after Me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross and follow Me”. 
One commentator has said: ‘“‘Self-denial is the funda- 
mental law of admission into the school of Christ’’. 
John knew what this was all about. There was a 
fierceness about his appearance that must have re- 
minded people of the Old Testament prophets, espe- 
cially Amos. His was a stern, unbowed figure that 
prepared the way of the Lord by calling the people to 
repentance. 

The preacher who has his message and mission from 
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God does not attempt to philosophise after the manner 
of this world’s thinking, but forthrightly declares the 
Word of God, for only the Word of God brings life. 
The duty of every Christian is to preach it (2 Timothy 
4:1,2; Mark 16:15). The servant of God must be 
fearless in his preaching; John certainly was. The mes- 
sage that he declared was the same to every person 
whether rich, poor, high, low. He called the people to 
repentance. 

Two things happen when a sinner repents: asa 
result of the convicting power of the Holy Spirit, he 
is sorry for his sin; he resolves to turn away from his 
sin and thus identify himself with God. Repentance 
is more than a mental assent to one’s guilt. There 
must be a positive act of turning from sin to God. In 
preaching to the Pharisees and Sadducees John did not 
mince his words. He referred to them as a “generation 
of vipers” and called them to repent by bringing forth 
fruits meet for repentance (Matthew 3:8). Christianity 
is not a code of ethics, neither does it bind its follow- 
ers by a long list of dos and don’ts. The only pre- 
requisite to eternal life is a living, vital faith in Christ 
and the renunciation of sin. We do not earn our faith 
by our good works, but we reveal our faith by our good 
works. “Let your light so shine before men, that 
they may see your good works, and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven.” (Matthew 5:16).

Monday, June 25th Romans 13:1-7 
“Tribute to whom tribute is due” (v.7). 
INCOME tax collectors have never been popular. 
Right from Zacchaeus to this present day, they are 
among the unloved. The Lord Jesus taught both by 
example and precept that we must pay lawful tribute. 
We cannot go Scotch fishing and catch fish with coins 
inside, but we must render to Caesar what is Caesar’s. 
This principle covers other things, too: filling in in- 
come tax claims forms honestly, obeying speed limits, 
truthfulness at the customs. One man put a Bible on 
top of his possessions, hoping that the customs’ men 
would accept his word that he had nothing to declare. 
The Bible says that the day will declare it. Truth is 
fallen in the streets; do not kick it when it is down. 


Tuesday, June 26th Romans 13:8-14 

“Love is the fulfilling of the law” (v.10). 
“LOVE God and do as you like,” someone said to 
me. I thought that it was wild and woolly advice, but 
when you think about it, the challenge is still there. 
If you really love God, you will do what He likes. The 
freedom becomes your framework. It is like this with 
the other great commandment, “Love thy neighbour 
as thyself.” If we did this, we would not steal, or 
take his wife or her husband, or tell lies about them. 
Real, deep love for God and man would transform 
this vile society, because it would transform us. God 
is love. 


Wednesday, June 27th Romans 14:1-12 
“Every one shall give an account of himself to 
God” (v.12). 
GLADSTONE said that the most influential factor in 
his life was his personal accountability to God. How 
differently we would speak, act and think if we al- 
ways remembered this. We will not have to give an 
account for our sins — Jesus did that, thank God, on 
the cross — but our work, our words, our motives will 
have to stand the holy fire of His gaze. When we meet 
Him, may we not be ashamed, but face Him with con- 
fidence. We are ambassadors. When an ambassador 
returns home, his first task is to meet the sovereign 
and give an account of his service in an alien land. 
That will be our task, too, in glory. 


Thursday, June 28th Romans 14:13-23 
“No man put a stumbling block. . . in his brother’s 

way” (v.13). 

TO the Jews, the rigorous laws regarding food were 


binding. They were regarded as sacred: violation of 
them constituted sin. Remember Peter in Acts 10. To 
contravene the same could destroy their faith (Romans 
14:15). To us, the truth might apply to other things 
than food, for the Christian is forbidden only blood 
and things strangled (Acts 15:20), but what about 
amusements, certain drinks, and keeping Sunday? ‘“‘No 
man liveth unto himself’, “All things are lawful,” 
said Paul (1 Corinthians 6:12,13), “but all things are 
not expedient’, We must ever seek to be stepping- 
stones to faith, not stumbling blocks in faith’s way. 


Friday, June 29th 

“Christ pleased not Himself” (v.3). 
CHAPTER headings are the insertions of man. Often 
they are helpful; sometimes they hinder. The latter is 
true here. Paul is continuing his argument that we 
must not offend the spiritual standing of others. 
“Christ pleased not Himself.’ ‘Not My will, but 
Thine,” He prayed. We are told candidly to please 
our neighbours (v.2), so to live that our fellow- 
Christian, our unsaved friends, will be helped not 
hindered. The modern attitude to life is, “Do what 
you like, whatever others might think”, but the Chris- 
tian realises that this is not God’s revealed will. Pleas- 
ing God might lead to a cross, but the cross meant the 
redemption of others. 


Saturday, June 30th Romans 15:7-13 
“Glorify God for His mercy” (v.9), 

GENTILES are mentioned six times in as many verses. 
A Gentile is someone other thana Jew. For milleniums 
past the Jews had held privileged positions before the 
Lord. Now, through Christ, the Gentiles had seen a 
great light. That Light is Jesus. We who were nota 
people have been called the people of God. In Christ 
there is neither Jew nor Gentile; all are sinners and all 
can be saved. “Glorify God for His mercy’. Praise 
His name today for His love and grace, that we, who 
were afar off, strangers from the commonwealth of 
Israel (and what wealth they had), are in the Kingdom. 
We deserved justice; He gave us mercy. We could have 
been slaves; He has made us sons. 


Sunday, July 1st Romans 15:14-21 
“Through mighty signs and wonders” (v.19). 
GOD confirmed His Word through Paul by healings, 
miracles, mighty signs and wonders. God has not 
changed. There is a longing in this generation for a 
manifestation of the miraculous. Some of us have only 
heard of the great attestations of divine approbation 
that accompanied the Pentecostal pioneers. Now, 
again, as God is moving in power, pray that in your 
church signs and wonders will follow the preaching of 
the Word. Thank God for scholarship, for all the

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Romans 15:1-6 


When Jesus Calls oy sii sarne 


“Follow Me, and I will make you fishers of men.” 
(Matthew 4:19) 


THE foreknowledge of Jesus made Him fully aware 
that down the ages men and women from all walks of 
life would seek to follow in His footsteps, some with 
hearts zealously ablaze in faithful service, others 
sluggishly, drifting with the Christian tide, lukewarm 
in their loyalty and oftimes failing their Lord. How 
true are the immortal words of Jesus, “Many are called, 
but few are chosen’’! 

Walking by the Sea of Galilee at the commencement 
of His ministry, Jesus was drawn to a hardy breed of 
men, fishermen, men well accustomed to the deadly 
perils of the treacherous, tempestuous sea in which 
they earned their living, attributes which in later years 
would serve them well in their warfare against the 
agents of darkness as they sought to spread the 
Christian doctrine among men. 

Peter and Andrew, busily engaged in casting a net 
into the sea, were suddenly interrupted by the loud, 
clear, commanding voice of Jesus hailing them across 
the intervening water, “Follow Me, and I will make 
- you fishers of men!”. Looking up, they saw, heard, 
heeded, and without a moment’s hesitation, went! It 
was the same with John and James, who were engaged 
with their father Zebedee in the tedious task of mend- 
ing their torn, well-used nets as they lay at anchor a 
short distance away. In answer to the imperative 
command of Jesus, they also left all and followed Him. 

Many Bible-skimmers, mistaking the shadows for 
the substance, are awed by this dramatic call to leave 
everything at once and are bewildered by the imme- 
diate, willing response of those who were called and 
their unquestionable obedience to the command of an 
apparent Stranger. 

Was Jesus a Stranger to these men? 

He certainly was not to Andrew! He had already 
had a previous, never-to-be-forgotten introduction to 
Jesus, when, as a disciple of John the Baptist, the 
latter had declared upon seeing the approach of Jesus, 
“Behold the Lamb of God!’’. Andrew’s other com- 
panion at that time was presumed to have been a 
cousin of Jesus, John the son of Zebedee. Both had 
got into immediate contact with Jesus and spent some 
time in His company. Later, Andrew brought His 
brother Simon Peter to Jesus, confident that at last 
they had found The Messiah, whereupon Jesus had 
conferred upon Peter the name of Cephas, meaning 
“a stone”. 

Some time had presumably elapsed since that first 
meeting, because the brothers immediately recognised 
Jesus and, realising who He was and the divine nature 


of His calling, gladly forsook the work in hand and 
followed Him. 

John and James, once having been in close contact 
with Jesus, would never forget the experience, because 
the magnetism of His divine personality was unique 
among men and His drawing power imperative. The 
sight of Peter and Andrew in the Master’s company 
signified the importance of the occasion, so, perhaps 
without as muchas a farewell to their surprised father, 
they immediately left all and joined their beckoning 
Lord. 

These early brethren areofttimesreferred to as poor, 
ignorant fishermen. Surely this is an insult to their 
intelligence. They were neither poor nor ignorant! 
They were successful businessmen, thriving partners 
in the fishing industry. Owning their own fishing 
vessels they necessarily became employers of labour 
and were actively employed, night and day. 

John was well-to-do, owning property in Jerusalem, 
moving in high society, numbering among his acquain- 
tances the high priest. He was later to become the be-- 
loved friend of Jesus. As far as ignorance is concerned, 
like the average Jew, these early disciples would be 
devout, religious men, well instructed in Hebrew doc- 
trine and prophetic revelation as taught them from 
an early age by the rabbis in the local synagogues 
scattered throughout the land. Upon their willing 
response to the call of Jesus, they became the original 
nucleus of Christian discipleship, the forerunners of 
all who truly believe, the recipients of the abundance 
of blessings which fall like dew from the hands of our 
Heavenly Father. 

Today as always, the unchangeable, eternal Christ 
Jesus calls men and women into His service, not for 
what they are, but for what He is able to make them if 
they are fully prepared to obey His commands and to 
follow in His footsteps. 

Then He will indeed make them “‘fishers of men’’!

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WHAT qualifies the expression ‘‘all things’’ in the beloved Romans 
8:28? 

You soon discover a similarity of thought in v. 31: “What shall 
we then say to these things?” 


The inescapable conclusion is that the background begins in v. 18: 
“For | reckon that the sufferings of this present time .. ."’.. The famous 
three groanings are part of it—‘‘the whole creation groaneth” (v. 22); 
““we ourselves groan” (v. 23); ‘the Spirit... with groanings’’ (v. 26)— 
all expressive of the spiritual warfare in which the child of God is 
engaged. 

That such a conflict exists we cannot deny. The people of God are 
by no means exempt from the trials and testings of life. Salvation is 
not a guarantee that there will never be any trouble, that problems will 
cease to exist. 


No, it is much more wonderful than this. The gibe of “escapism” 
levelled against Christianity—Bible-based Christianity—serves only to 
reveal the lack of Knowledge on the part of those uttering it. The true 
knowledge of God in Christ may leave the child of God in the midst 
of the attacks of the devil and of the various challenges of life, but it 
gives such a perspective on them and grants such a power to face them 
that life is transformed. 


Foreknowledge and predestination as revealed in vv. 27-30 are not 
happy hunting-grounds for the theologically devious, but glorious 
assurance to the discerning believer, for they show that God is on the 
throne, but also that they can reign in life by One, Jesus Christ. To 
those who love God, who are called according to His purpose, al! things 
work together for good. We can say to “these things”, ““If God be for 
us, who can be against us?”. We can lyricise with that sublime clarion 
call, ‘‘In all these things . .. more than conquerors”’! 

Remember the triumphs in Christ as you share in our Week of 
Prayer. 


Ours is not to pray to be in the victory so much as to ask that we 
shall realise the victory in which we are and that we shall be given 
vision to appropriate its triumphs.

.... among the Methodists 


NOT really so long ago, a Methodist Superintendent minister threatened to resign from the local Free 
Church Council if I, from Elim, were accepted for membership. Another wrote protesting about my being 
given an opportunity in the Press, complaining to the Editor that a representative “of a small unorthodox 
sect”’ should have this privilege. 


Wholesale and wholesome change was indicated when I joined by special invitation the 
delegates at the W.W. Triennial Conference of the Methodist Missionary Society to help them 
to understand the Pentecostal Church, and an offering was later taken up for “Mr. Canty and 
his Pentecostal work”’. 


Our particular “workshop” led by Hugh Morton, President of the Methodist Church, first formulated and 
later discussed questions to which I especially had to reply, much aided by Professor Walter Hollenweger, 
Professor of Mission at Birmingham University, and that great personality Mrs. Reynolds, wife of the 
Administrative Secretary of the Church of God in Christ. 


Women, missionaries, nuns, Christian workers from all over the world, whose age and some- 
times houswifery appearance belied their experience and abilities, as well as some male 
missionaries proved to be the most ruthless and acute questioners I have met for some time, 
but always charming. 
. . How were cultural differences related to Pentecostal experience? 

. Didn’t tongues tend to stereotype the workings of the Spirit? 

. Were tongues achieved after a warming up leading to abandonment? 

. If tongues are so important what place had we for silence? 

. Didn’t a second experience of this kind reduce others to second class? 

. How could the Full Gospel Business Men be Pentecostal and still rich? 


These are samples of probings to which I tried to reply, though not always 
was my explanation taken as completely satisfactory — especially about the 
“near-to-wind”’ dealings of Pentecostal business tycoons in the U.S.A. and 
about the South African question. 
I had my own question that I would have liked them all to answer. Why were they so interested in tongues 
— including those who seemed to want to have the Spirit without tongues? The discussion seemed to put 
tongues as the central factor — for most were only interested in “‘charistmatic renewal’, rather than in 
the effect of the Spirit in making us witnesses for Christ. They were concerned with what they called 
“release’’. 
Thinking it over, however, perhaps tongues is all that they have noticed about us as 
distinctive? Perhaps our lives, unlike the time when the Pharisess took note that 
the disciples had been with Jesus, are not the shining examples of spiritual fulness they 
ought to be? Just tongues. “Once more into the breach dear friends, once more”’. 


Ann Cheetham, roving reporter, interviewed me on tape for circulation to readers of Now the Methodist 
Missionary magazine and referred to two fantastic meetings that she had attended in Santiago, Chile, when 
6,000 singing, dancing, exuberant people made her also feel like dancing. 


The final session, when groups of every study workshop gathered together to 
bring their findings forward under the chairmanship of Hugh Morton, 
President, was a brilliant tour-de-force for that outstanding and attractive 
Methodist. Skilfully he took up comments from each group — whether 

on music, painting, politics, communication or Pentecost, and brought them 
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together in a profound word: “God made a great universe of complex 
variety, which for us often is viewed as a universe of contradictions and 
problenis but is in fact a glorious testimony to His vastness and purpose , 
which eventually we shall see completely worked out in the perfect 


divine order’’, 


_ Iliked that. To all present I was able to say that tongues was not merely another form of self-expression 
used by the Spirit, but the Spirit’s own form of expression — God expressing Himself through us. But 

_ the Methodists want tongues — and we want the Spirit, and we all want God to manifest His fulness to a 
_ world empty of understanding and hope.

the Book of Genesis 


32. The Blessing of the Lord (Genesis 30:27) 
by F. Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon Church 
WHEN Jacob arrived at his home, Laban was accoun- 


ted to be a small farmer, but, from the time that 
Jacob began to work for him, Laban’s stock increased 


_ remarkably. No doubt this was due partly to Jacob’s 
natural diligence, but chiefly (as Laban testified) the 


blessing of the Lord upon Jacob caused those small 


_ flocks to increase and become a multitude. It was not 
_ the goodness and perfection of Jacob that brought the 


Lord’s blessing to him, in fact the Lord had to teach 


him severe lessons to correct things that were wrong 
in his life. The blessing of God came firstly because 


of the mystery of the divine calling, and secondly be- 
cause Jacob had respect and love for the promises of 


God. So, despite his imperfections, the Lord blessed 
_ him and others through him. 


There can be no doubt that the Lord desires and 


_ delights to bless His children, not because we are with- 


out fault or blame — we are often deeply aware of our 
own imperfections — but because He has called us to 
be His children through faith in the Lord Jesus Christ 
and we have responded by believing and receiving 
Him as our Saviour.

IT has been said many times that the Elim Movement 
is a big, happy family. This is true. At the Blackpool 
Conference, many members of the family came toget- 
her for a wonderful time of spiritual fellowship. Quite 
a number came to me to tell me that they read this 
column. It was nice to meet these lovely people, who 
not only appreciate the contents of the column, but 
who are also people of prayer. 

It used to be said that the real strength of a church 
was the number who gathered for the prayer meetings. 
Some movements think that the strength of their 
churches is in the number who attend Sunday school. 
Others think that the indication is the size of the 
Sunday evening congregations. I am still old-fashioned 
enough to believe that the real strength of any church 
is the prayer meeting. So often those who attend 
this meeting support the Bible Studies and two Sunday 
meetings also. 

My plea in this column this week is for more to 
attend the prayer meetings in our churches and to 
pray through for God’s blessing. Our urgent need is 
for men and women to pray the power down. 

I recently passed one of the new Labour Exchanges 
in the High Street. One was courteously invited to 
inspect the display of job vacancies for men. I did not 
see one for women workers, but there might well have 
been one there. 

Each church could display a “wanted” sign: 
“WANTED: Men and women for the prayer meeting”! 
Your church needs you — needs you in the prayer 
meeting. There is always a vacancy there. Why not 
fill it? It pays rich dividends.

34 Appendage: The neglected Chapter 
(chapter 16) Continued 


“GAIUS” (v.23) was with Paul in that riot at Ephesus 
(Acts 19:29). “Mine host” was immortalised by John 
Bunyan in the second part of Pilgrims’ Progress, where 
Christiana and her weary children found such wonder- 
ful hospitality in the lovely old inn of the good Mr. 
Gaius. He was one of the only two whom the apostle 
baptised at Corinth (1 Corinthians 1:14). He enter- 
tained not only the big preachers, but all who came to 
him. Dr. Adam Clarke thinks that he may have been 
the “‘well-beloved Gaius” to whom John addressed his 
Third Letter, which also commends his hospitality 
(3 John 1-6). What a great need of Gaiuses there is 
today! 

“Erastus”, Corinth’s city-treasurer, was a very im- 
portant man. “Not many mighty’’, said Paul(1 Corin- 
thians 2:26), but there were some. In all this long list 
there are very few Jewish names. Most were Greek 
(Gentile). Paul breathes again the benediction of Grace 
(Romans 16:24,20) and concludes with his grand 
doxology ascribing all power and wisdom to God 
(vv 25-27). It echoes his opening words of 1:1-5 and 
is a study in itself. The Old Testament prophets carried 
the gospel tidings for all the nations (16:26). They 
wrote of the secret purpose which, “‘after the silence 
of long ages, had now been disclosed and made known 
on the basis of the prophetic Scriptures” (vv. 25,26, 
Moffatt). “The Old Testament is the hand of the 
clock proceeding silently round the dial. The New 
Testament is the striking of the hour” (Bengel). That 
hour of fulfilment is not more loudly or clearly heard 
than in Romans. 


* * % * * 


Concluding our study, let us stand back from the 
great Letter, as from a masterpiece in canvas, to con- 
sider not the parts, but the whole. 

Here, at great length, is the language and metaphor 
of the law-court — righteousness, condemnation, justi- 
fy, etc. It is the terminology which Paul’s invisible 
opponents have chosen. God’s government in terms 
of law was to them paramount, but, though the 
apostle uses the language of law, his meanings and 
interpretations are not legal. God governs in love and 
grace. To “justify freely” would be absurd in actual

law, literally to “acquit the guilty” or “‘justify the 
ungodly” would be to overthrow God’s throne, which 
is established in righteousness. “Thou shalt justify the 
righteous and condemn the guilty”, God said to Moses 
(Deuteronomy 25:1). Paul delights to use, with glori- 
ous paradox, this language of law, to set forth God’s 
free and full forgiveness and acceptance of men through 
that “strange and matchless grace and God-like miracle 
of love” that baffles and confounds all earthly jurists. 
“The intricacies of Jewish law have little appeal to 
20th century minds. So much of it is raking the ashes 
of dead fires, but the spirit of legalism - the real thing 
Paul was concerned about-is by no means extinct. 
The idea behind “‘the righteousness which is by the 
law’ still commands the assent of multitudes, even in 
Christendom. In every generation the old error takes 
ona new lease of life.”(.A Man in Christ ,J.S. Stewart). 

Paul was not setting forth a Systematic Theology 
or a Manual of Christian Doctrine. If so, he left un- 
answered a hundred questions. No, this is a letter, 
hot from his great heart, telling men of their hopeless 
case in a bondage from which they cannot free them- 
selves, but of a living Christ who can liberate them and 
keep them free, who has done for them what they 
themselves could not do. By simple trust they may 
lay hold of this boundless blessing and enter into that 
real and wonderful “mystic union” with Him in the 
fellowship of the Christian Church. In those three 


chapters which deal specifically with the people of 


Israel, the true N.T. doctrine of Election is simply and 
clearly set forth. Inanearlier day a needless profun- 
dity was cast around the subject. Who were the elect, 
and how could one know that one was among that 
choice number? Some averred that even the most de- 
vout could never know with assurance until the judg- 
ment day when the books were opened, and always - 
was the uncertainty and fear that after all they might — 
not be saved. The “elect” were known to God alone. 
But how different here! Israel is the Elect, the true 
Israel, the saved from among Jews and Gentiles. These

THE carefully recorded chapters in 1 Corinthians con- 
cerning the rules of worship ought to be learned by 

heart by every member of our movement. Pentecostal 
worship is not guided just by the mind; it must be 
dominated by a heart full of gratitude for God’s good- 


ness. For too long some have worried about what 
people will think; they are afraid of being different. 
Our Pentecostal gatherings must conform to the New 
Testament pattern. Formality and expected modes of 
worship are far removed from Paul’s experience. 

When we come together everyone has a part to 
play. Too much can be left to the pastor — preaching, 
convening, urging, prompting all through the time of 
worship. Everyone has a hymn, a doctrine, a tongue, 
a revelation, and so on. It is the will of God that all 
the parts of the Body should come together and wor- 
ship together. 

We cry to God for the fresh breath of the Spirit, 
where whole congregations are lost in praise, not just 
one or two people, where delicate harmonies of voices 
are heard as the music of the Spirit takes control, 
where depth of feeling takes the place of superficiality, 
and above all where the holiest of all Pentecostal wor- 
ship comes to the fore, the ministry of the Gifts of the 
Spirit, all nine of them in the local assembly. God 
longs for this in His Church; it is we who hinder the 
Spirit. 


2.In Worship 


Geoffrey J. Feasey, Pastor of our Pontardulais Church 


We can be bound by having the same pattern for 
our services. We know what time they will start and 
what time they will end, and, as for what is in the 
middle, everything has its definite order and arrange- 
ment. Who are we to tie the hands of God? Whenever 
we come together, God has a plan for that gathering; 
we must sacrifice our rigidity so that He might guide 
our worship. 

We must sacrifice our conformity. ‘What will 
people think if they hear of unusual events in our 
church?” say some. “Every other meeting finishes at 
seven, why do we have to be different?” ask others. 
Pentecost is different. We are not the same as every- 
one else. Pentecost means fire, power, difference. 
Full sway must be given to the Spirit, not what we 
feel is right and proper. Some of the most unconven- 
tional men have been pioneers of the Pentecostal mes- 
sage. Kneeling in a crowded market-place and com- 
mitting his friend to God on parting did not bother 
Smith Wigglesworth. Fear of the unusual did not hin- 
der Burton, Salter, Jeffreys and co. We are different 
so let us be different. 

We must never devalue the Spirit of God. He is 
God, God in action, God in power, God in Pentecost. 
The Spirit of God is holy, perfectly holy, and if He 
wants to move in a certain way at a certain time, we 
must at all costs be willing to be lead in that direction, 
for the outcome will be utterly wholesome, holy and 
good. : 

May our worship be conducted under the banner: 
“It was good to the Holy Ghost and to us’.

SOME 350 people from Edinburgh, Coatbridge, 
Motherwell, Harthill, Glasgow, Dundee, Aberdeen, 
Carlisle, Wick, London, Eastbourne, Cheltenham and 
Plymouth, twenty-five ministers drawn from the same 
places, two policemen and a minor traffic jam, add 
the new City Temple Elim Pentecostal Church on 
George IV Bridge in Edinburgh, and the scene is set 
for the opening of the new home of Elim in the City. 

New and yet not new (like the gospel preached 
there!), for the building dates back to 1861, and the 
fellowship which occupied it to 1681... 291 years of 
evangelical witness by the United Free Church of 
Scotland, which ended in 1972. 

This is where Elim came in. Our Church was estab- 
lished in Edinburgh following George Jeffreys’ Crusade 
in 1932 and made its first home in the Elim Tabernacle, 
Dean Street. In 1957 the building in Henderson Ter- 
race was purchased and alterations were carried out to 
make a Manse of the flat above and a compact Church 
on the ground floor. Shortly after the commencement 
of his ministry in Edinburgh, the present Minister, 
Brian J. Hayes, shared with the congregation a vision 
for the Elim Church to seize the opportunity to grow 
and become a centre of evangelical witness and Pente- 
costal testimony in the’city. Under the Lord’s good 
hand this began to unfold and, with His blessing upon 
the Church, during the early part of the 1970s a pro- 
gramme of expansion began. In 1972 a separate manse 
was purchased. Then, sooner than expected, God pro- 
vided the opportunity of a building in the centre of 
Scotland’s capital, 300 yards from the vast University 
complex, 800 yards from Princes Street, just round 
the corner from the Castle and Cathedral, situated in 
the heart of Edinburgh’s life. Three months of hard

minated on May 26th in the opening of The City 
Temple. 

To commence, all 350 of us made sure that Edin-

God be the glory, Great things He hath done.” Pastor 


J.C. Smyth then read of the dedication of Solomon’s ~ 


Temple. The resident Minister spoke briefly of what 
he desired that The City Temple should achieve.

Lord, His mercies show”. The President congratulated 
the Edinburgh Members and led the prayer of dedica- 
tion. Myra Anderson and Jean Drysdale enriched the 

service by their anointed singing. Pastor F.W. Jones, 
the District Superintendent, compared the moving of 
Flim into a fine building to the coming of the ark (and 
thus the worship of the Jews) to the Temple in 

_ Jerusalem. God promised that His presence would 
stay in the latter; may it also in the former! There 
were introductions, greetings and the inevitable couple 
of choruses. Pastor J.C. Smyth spoke on Jesus. . . and 
what better subject? ‘He that cometh from above is 
above all” in His wonderful word, witness and work. 
This confirmed what was avowed on a sign outside 

the church: “We preach not ourselves. . . but Christ’’. 

Formalities over, visitors were entertained to tea 
and had opportunity to view the premises. The main 


Church is compact and seats about 400. New lighting, 
heating, carpeting, and a new piano, and, with some 
difficulty and expense, a new baptistry have been in- 
stalled. An electric organ was loaned for the opening. 
Beneath the church are two minor halls and a new 
kitchen and toilets. Beneath this is a large undeveloped 
(to say the least) basement. In all, something far in 
excess of 1,000 man (and woman) hours have been 
put in by Minister, Deacons and Members. There is 
still much to do and plenty of room for expansion. 


The evening meeting began at 6.45 and lasted for 
145 minutes, a rather crammed nearly two and a half 
hours. The full Church again reverberated to choruses 
and hymns, to more inspiring singing by Jean and Myra, 
to the singing of the Edinburgh young people (“Thy 
loving kindness is better than life”). Pastor Hayes was 
presented with a Bible and Mrs. Hayes with a bouquet 
of flowers from the Edinburgh Y.P.F. in gratitude for 
their combined ministry both practical and spiritual. 
The day was crowned by two speakers. Pastor Smyth 
spoke of Paul’s facility in comparing the Christian life 
to running a race. “Let us so run despite difficulties 
toward the prize of the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus,” he said. Pastor Lancaster re-asked Solomon’s 
question, “Will God indeed dwell upon the earth with 
men?’’. He expertly revealed how the answering “Yes” 
thunders from the New Testament: ‘“‘That Christ may 
dwell in your hearts by faith.” 


As ELIM continues 291 years of evangelism we do 
not merely wish that The City Temple will be situated 
in the heart of Edinburgh’s life, but that Jesus whom 
we preach will dwell in the hearts and lives of Edin- 
burgh’s men and women. 


Scene at the afternoon Dedication Service 
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A Door was opened 


by Don Norton, Elim Missionary, Penhalonga, Rhodesia. 


PAUL said of his visit to Troas, ““A door was opened 
unto me of the Lord” (2 Corinthians 2:12). This 
could be said of our experience in the Mutasa Tribal 
area at the beginning of the year. 


Enquiries into the possibility of establishing a work 
in this large area proved fruitful. Contact was made 
with people who were once Elim members who had 
moved into the Mutasa district. This gave the opening 
for us to obtain permission to hold services. An audi- 
ence with the Chief was attempted on our first visit to 
the area. To our surprise, the Chief agreed to see us 
there and then. We had not come prepared for this. 
We thought that an appointment would have to be 
made, as is the usual custom, but God was in it all. 
He was opening the door. With ceremony to be seen 
to be believed, we were ushered into the royal pre- 
sence and traditional handshakes were exchanged. 
When the visiting party was seated, the Chief’s com- 
pany commenced a clapping of the hands which we 
had never seen or heard before, a tradition of the 
MaShona people. It was most impressive. One realised 
again that the African people have many traditions 
worthy of preserving. Now it was time for verbal 
greeting and enquiries into the health of those present 
and those absent. Then the real purpose of the meeting 
could be attended to. Our request was laid before the 
Chief through one of his counsellors, never directly. 
The ageing Chief thoughtfully considered the matter 
and consulted those of his counsellors present before 
making his reply. How glad we were to hear - through 
his counsellor - that permission was granted. God was 
in this venture. 

The matter concluded, as we thought, we prepared 
to be dismissed, awaiting the Chief’s permission to 
leave, but the Chief was not finished. My wife had 
stayed in the car with the children. The Chief gave 
the command for her to be brought; he wanted to 
meet her. Again came the handshakes, the clapping 
and the verbal greeting. We counted it a privilege to 
be welcomed in such a way. Still the Chief had not 
finished. His desire was to seal the friendship. This 
took us by surprise. As their custom is, gifts had to 
be exchanged. A basket of mealie cobs was presented 
to my wife who, in saying thank you, expressed our 
children’s liking for such food. This prompted the 
Chief to ask for the children to be brought! Once 
again the handshakes - with all six - followed by the 
hand clapping and then verbal greeting. The whole 
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family had now been presented to the Chief - what 
next? 

To our surprise and amazement the Chief announ- 
ced that we were now part of his family. We felt this 
to be an honour, but this required a seal to the friend- 
ship from us. We were not prepared and wondered if 
the Chief would understand. He was very understand- 
ing when we promised to visit him again with the seal. 

The Wednesday of the following week was the ar- 
ranged date. The time fixed was 10 a.m. We could 
not be late; God had opened the door, we must not 
fail on our part. We were on time and once again the

Chief received us most graciously, with the handshakes, 
the clapping and the verbal greeting, a tradition never 
forgotten by the African. Our gift was then handed 
to the counsellor. This called for more handclapping. 
Then to the rhythm of clapping hands, the counsellor 
kneeled down before the Chief to show the gift. When 
the Chief indicated that the gift was acceptable, the 
counsellor squatted on the ground and handed the 
gift, over his head, to the Chief. This gift was a Bible, 
suitably inscribed, and a small gift of money — we 
were not buyinga friendship but sealing a relationship. 

Our visits to Mutasa district have been many since 
then and each time we have visited our Chief to be 
welcomed in the same royal way. On one visit we 
found the Chief sick. My wife prescribed treatment, — 
which was duly collected from the Mission. Our next 
visit saw the Chief fit and well again. He thanked my 
wife personally, this time bypassing the counsellor — 
we were in, the door was wide open! 

Now we wondered if the Chief would visit us at the 


Mission; we could but invite him. Qur invitation was 
accepted willingly and Easter Saturday was the date 
agreed upon, convention time at the Mission. The 
news thrilled the Africans around the Mission and soon 
spread far and wide. 
visited ELIM. A crowd of loyal subjects awaited his 
arrival. As his Landrover stopped, a traditional wel- 
come was given — a high-pitched wail from the women. 
Over a cup of tea in our house, we heard some of the 
history of the Mutasa people. 

The Church was packed when we entered. Africans 
from all over the district, some of whom had never 
been to our church, and a good group of Europeans, 
all wanted to share the service. This was an opportunity 
to reach many with the Gospel. 

Mention should be made of the Mutasa Scottish 
Pipe Band, complete with kilts, playing pipes of their 
own manufacture but giving a sound similar to the

bagpipes. This band played hymn tunes, much to the 
delight and sometimes to the amusement of the people, 
and also escorted the Chief in his walk from the house 
to the church. 

What has been achieved by all this? An opening to 
further the Kingdom of God has been gained. Paul 


desired to be “‘all things to all men, that I might by all 


means save some” (1 Corinthians 9:22). This is our 
desire. There is little time left. Satanic forces are ac- 
tive. We should be ever ready to pass through open 
doors of opportunity to reach the lost for the Master. 
He who came to seek and to save that which was lost 
says, “Even so send I you”. 

The next move is to obtain a church site and funds 
to build a church to house the people who are now 
regular attenders at our meetings, which are held under 
a tree. Please pray for this venture that His name 


might be glorified.

BEING yet in Ireland on a prolonged visit there is 
daily much one could write about the contemporary 
scene, but I wish to deal with historic links related to 
Elim, and of particular events of interest to me. 


While ministering in Monaghan, Eire, my wife and I . 


stayed at the home of our niece and her husband. 
Beside preaching in our Monaghan Church, we visited 
and shopped in Patton’s, a large business in the county 
town and the business from which the first ministers 
of the Elim Evangelistic Band gave up their jobs to be- 
gin the Elim Church with George Jeffreys. Patton’s 
sell everything from a slice of bacon or meat to feed- 
ing stuffs for pigs and cattle. My niece’s husband is 
manager of the large timber trade, while his brother 
is manager of the largest side of the business, the 
feeding mill. 

We also visited the home of the earliest remaining 
member of the Elim Evangelistic Band, our dear sister, 
Miss Adelaide Henderson, and of her pioneering bro- 
ther, William Henderson. Beside the house in the 
heart of the country is the little school of which their 
father was headmaster. I learned about the disciplin- 
arian headmaster from a former pupil! 

I really intended to write about the Presbyterian 
Church which our young relatives in Monaghan attend. 
We were glad of their fellowship at Elim. Only Sunday 
morning services are conducted in this Presbyterian 
Church as the Protestant population slowly dwindles, 


and even in Eire many Protestants are but nominal. 
Indeed, the deeds of four new bungalows erected on 
formerly Presbyterian-owned land contain a clause 
that such bungalows may only be sold to Protestants. 
This is not discrimination or isolation, but preservation 
for the survival of a small Protestant neighbouring 
community. It is not difficult to understand why 
Eire freely elects a second Protestant President. With 
four per cent or less Protestant population it poses 
no problem. Even our Monaghan Church has lost con- 
siderable families in recent years as Protestants move 
to N. Ireland or across the water. The reason is en- 
tirely economics, not religious nor political. It high- 
lights the over-simplified questions you hear in N. 
Ireland: “If the Republic of Eire is so wonderful, 
why do the Catholics remain in the North, or if they 
move, why do they go to Britain which they so much 
dislike or disagree with?” 

Ballylaney Presbyterian Church, of which I have 
been writing, began in the latter half of the eighteenth 
century as a “Secession Church’, though it is now re- 
united with the Presbyterian Church. It suffered early 
persecutions from their former brethren and their two 
earliest ministers (both Scotsmen) knew the inside of 
prisons for refusal to kiss the Bible on oath, protesting 
against “‘this popish custom”. In 1777, when a famine 
raged in Ireland (past poverties are not completely 
divorced from ever-recurring Irish strifes), the first 
Minister of the Church took three hundred of his con- 
gregation with him to sail from near Newry to Vir- 
ginia, U.S.A., where they established a colony. 

Ireland to some is a land of intrigues. To those 
familiar with it, it is also an intriguing land.

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THE Queen’s Birthday Honours List for 1973 was of 
particular interest to me because of the inclusion of 
one name which is more outstanding in Christian cir- 
cles than the otherwise more famous names of politi- 
cians, sportsmen and heads of industry. I refer to Dr. 
Ronnie Holland, a world-famous authority on eye sur- 
gery and a missionary in the wild north-west frontier 
area of Pakistan. For services to medicine and the 
community in Pakistan Dr. Holland was awarded the 
U.B.E. 

Harold Briley of the Daily Express gave a moving, 
sympathetic account of Dr. Holland’s devoted work 
from which I quote: “With his wife Joan, the English 
nurse, they went there on high hopes. She was struck 
down by polio, but she fought back to overcome her 
handicap and become what you might call... an angel 
on wheels. A wheelchair this past thirty years could 
have been her prison. Instead it’s been her passport to. 
a lifetime of service to the poor and blind. 

“The nurse and doctor fell in love when they worked 
together in Sussex Royal Infirmary, Brighton. Ronnie 
was already committed to a career as a missionary 
doctor, in the footsteps of his famous father, Sir Henry 
Holland. Sir Henry became a legend at the missionary 
hospital in Quetta where Ronnie was born. He suc- 
ceeded his father there, preaching the gospel as he 
wielded the surgeon’s knife. This vast area covers the 
snow-bound mountains of Afghanistan to the hot de- 
sert plains of Sind. 

“Joan had joined him thirty years ago to get mar- 
tied. When polio struck in Kashmir he saved her life 
with artificial respiration and a broken iron lung re- 
paired with a car inner tube. She was left crippled in 
both legs and one arm, and with weakened lungs. Her 
friends said she was finished. But not Joan Holland, the 
fighter. She made a remarkable recovery, becoming a 
mother and bringing up three children, and a partner 
in a remarkable, dedicated team. 

“Dr. Hoiland talked to his patients in the six or

seven local languages he knows fluently, while Joan 
took clinical notes, handed out eye ointment and reli- 
gious tracts, and gave anaesthetics. Dr. Holland picks 
up little more than £1,000 a year as a missionary doc- 
tor, with the support of transport, equipment and 
drugs. What fees he gets for treating the rich he gives 
to help the poor. . . He looks back on a life-time in 
which he has carried out an astonishing 100,000 opera- 
tions to save sight or cure blindness. 

“ “My greatest rewards’, he says, ‘have been to see 
so many people blink as the post-operation bandages 
are taken off and cry out ‘I can see! I can see!’’. . . 
Ronald William Barrington Holland . . . you’ve earned 
your C.B.E.” 

This is a wonderful story of Christian service and 
utter dedication. What greater proof is needed that a 
consecrated life of self-forgetting and caring for others 
is abundantly satisfying and rewarding? I think in- 
stinctively of our own equally dedicated doctors, Dr. 
and Mrs. R.C. Brien, who have served God for twenty- 
five years in the hospital at Inyanga North, Rhodesia, 
The time has come for their retirement, but no young 
doctor has responded to the appeal and come forward 
to carry on the great work. I have a dreadful suspicion 
that someone is being disobedient to God’s call, for 
He is always well organised and has His men chosen 
and equipped. I realise that it will mean a great sacri- 
fice for, as with Dr. Holland, the salary will be only 
that of a missionary and in no way comparable to that 
which most doctors receive. But think of the sacrifice 
that He made for us and think of those for whom He 
died who are still in their spiritual darkness and physi- 
cal need in Rhodesia. If you are God’s man for 
Inyanga, in Christ’s name, hesitate no longer, but obey 
the call and choose a life of rich fulfilment where the 
need is greatest.

An Opportunity Perhaps?

KIRBY Lonsdale, just off the M 6, is on the edge 
of the Lake District for those who really don’t know. 
What’s there? You may well ask! 

I was asked to be the preacher at a youth meeting 
there recently. After crawling up | in 4 hills, the engine 
of my car getting hotter and hotter, I arrived. All that 
I could see were cows, sheep, fields, and more cows, 
sheep and fields! I askedmyself where the people were 
to come from for a youth meeting here. Houses and 
people were in more than short supply. I first went to 
Lund Farm, where my hosts for the evening talked of 
their next-door neighbour whose house I couldn't 
even see across the valley.I wondered stiil more where 
anyone could come from for this youth meeting at 
which I was to speak. Perhaps they might get half a 
dozen, I thought. 

I was taken to another farm in the next village and 
was told that the meeting would be there. When I got 
inside, into the kitchen of all places, there were well 
over fifty young people crammed in rows singing 
choruses. The organisers introduced me and apologised 
for the shortage of numbers that week (there’s a weekly 
youth meeting) “but there was a coffee bar running 
as a witness in the village at the same time and many 
of the young people who would normally have been 
there were staffing that”. Upto seventy apparently 
was the usual Friday night youth meeting attendance. 

Once a year they run their big rally — not in the 
kitchen, for that’s too small. They use the barn for 


that. How many usually come to that? Around 500, 
but it’s still growing! 

Weekly meetings, where people think nothing of 
travelling forty miles to the service and forty miles 
home again just to experience Christian fellowship and 
hear the Word of God — this isn’t some far-off state, 
mind — this is England! 

The people in the area have a choice of churches to 
go to, Church of England, or Methodist. There is the 
only sad note that I found in my visit. Some of the 
leaderswith whom] spoke — not just the younger ones 
either — were deeply concerned with the modernistic 
trends of their ministers. “Some of them don’t even 
believe in the Bible,” they sadly told me. “We would 
be ashamed to take our unsaved friends to some of the 
services with some of our preachers”, was another 
comment I heard. ‘‘But what else can we do? We do 
run these extra meetings”, they said, and from what 
little I saw God certainly is blessing and moving in 
those. 

I was asked questions about Divine Healing and so 
on. Altogether I came home thrilled that God was 
working in yet another area of this country. “God 
on the Farm” was how one well-known evangelist put 
it. Though I came back excited with God’s work, 
however,| also came back challenged with the thought 
that we usually go for the big cities and the populated 
centres. How about our Elim movement doing a little 
farming?

THE powerful Paul pleads for PRAY-ers to join him 
in prayer that he might travel only by the “will of 
God’, thus fulfilling (v.23) a deep desire, a dedicated 
duty (vv.25,26), and a determined devotion (v.29). 
Prayer changes things - or keeps things as the pure 
heart had envisaged.

“T commend” (v.1). 
IN his writings Paul describes the Church as a co- 
ordinated body and extols the virtue of each member, 
emphasising that we are workers together with Christ. 
Appreciating associates is not always the easiest task, 
but all great leaders “‘salute’’ the brethren. Even Christ 
desired some human support, as is evidenced by His 
request that the disciples should pray with Him in 
Gethsemane. 


Wednesday, July 4th Romans 16:17-27 

“Mark them which cause divisions and offences 
contrary to the doctrine which ye have learned” (v.1 Ay 
IN| days when man is trying to organise the Church 
via the ecumenical movement or seeking to de- 
spiritualise the Church with state worship - centres 
and state registered preachers in communistic coun- 
tries, it is good to remember that uniformity is not 
unity. As Paul told Timothy (2 Timothy 3:16), “All 
Scripture is given. . . for correction”. Scriptural stan- 
dards will always result in Satan being under your feet 
(Romans 16:20) and in establishment in the Gospel’s 
power (v.25). 


Thursday, July 5th 1 Kings 12:1-24 
“The cause was from the Lord” (v.15). 

A REBELLION in the realm, a division in the dynasty, 
a brother in obstinate opposition — such events can 
happen within the local church fellowship.

Local Government E/@CtIONS wy sames t. Bradley 


WE must all of us almost be desolated by the reaction 
of the media to the recent local government elections 
in Northern Ireland. Their casual treatment of these 
election results reveals more tellingly than anything 
else that they have said or not said about the Northern 
Ireland situation what they really wished to happen. 
In my own paper of May 30th, I looked in vain for 
spreading headlines proclaiming the result of the elec- 
tions and for comment thereon. I must admit that at 
the back of my mind I had, after all, a feeling that I 
would look in vain there for any reference to the Nor- 
thern Ireland elections. Pride of place was given in 
my paper to what is happening in, above all places, 
Greece! Turning over to page two I found the bare 
facts and the results; the sparseness of comment spoke 
volumes in itself. 

There is no doubt in my mind and I am sure this 
must be true of multitudes of others, Protestants in 
particular, that had the elections gone the other way, 
everything else, the Lonrho affair, the affairs of Lords 
Lambton and Jellicoe, Greece, the Watergate affair, 
the Cod War, all would have been relegated to the 
background. There would have been splashed head- 
lines and a spate of comment on the B.B.C., T.V., and 
in the Press by every conceivable authority and non- 
authority on the Northern Ireland situation. 

However one may look at it, and however unbiased 
one may try to be, the issue in Northern Ireland is a 
religious one. Hundreds and hundreds of British sol- 
diers are killed or maimed for life with little protest, 
but had the I.R.A. and its supporters been trounced 
militarily as-they have been trounced in the ballot 
box, what a furore would have been touched off. 
The glee would, doubtless, have been muted, but 
nevertheless would have come through at another de- 
feat for Protestantism, for the United Kingdom, for the 
forces of law and order, for all the factors that make 
fora stable society, and another victory for minorities 
prepared to use any means, however disruptive or 
brutal, to wreck society to achieve their ends. 

Let us be fair. Ireland’s real troubles are Pope- 
originated, anti-British though Southern Ireland may 
be. Here is thehistorical background: 

The bull of Pope Adrian IV issued to Henry II a; 
England in 1154 proclaimed the right of the Holy 
Roman Church over Ireland and all other Christian 
lands. “Henry has announced to us his desire to enter 
Ireland in order to subdue the people, to make them 


To implement the bull, Henry II landed near Water- 
ford on October 17th, 1171. Already he had received 
the submission fo some Irish rulers; Adrian’s bull had 
done its work among the Irish rulers, hence their 
amazing surrender to the English king. “At Lismore 
Henry assembled a council where the laws of England 
were by all freely received and confirmed with due 
legal solemnity.” 

Henry’s land-hungry barons then proceeded to re- 
duce and annexe the lands of Ireland’s rulers. Pope 
Adrian’s grant was renewed by his successor, Alexander 
III. ‘No doubt can exist that Alexander presented 
Ireland to Henry. Ata council of bishops at Dublin in 
March 1177 Cardinal Vivian as legate, declared Henry’s 
right to Ireland, and enjoined on the whole people not 
to depart from allegiance. No protest was made, and 
from that to 1534 English kings, Irish bishops and 
chiefs fully accepted the fact and the practical conse- 
quences of Alexander’s Privilege” (A History of 
Medieval Ireland, by Edmund Curtis, M.A.). 

It is a prevalent idea that religion should be the 
last thing that people should quarrel about and should 
have strong opinions about. Yet what a man believes 
concerning this life, or the life to come, or both, is 
surely the matter that most affects his conduct. 

We have -said before that the Catholic-Protestant 
confrontation as seen in Northern Ireland, the Arab- 
Israeli confrontation in the Middle East, and the 
Communist-Christian confrontation as seen throughout 
the world, are all part of the one confrontation be- 
tween the powers of good and evil, manifested. 
religiously, politically or ideologically. 

Members of the Church of Jesus Christ who are 
au fait from the Word of God with the great conflict 
between the powers of light and darkness will realise 
that their own part in this conflict is set for us in the | 
latter part of Ephesians chapter 6. The practice that we 
are most reluctant to engage in is that which is most 
emphasised in this passage, the sevenfold reference, 
“praying always with all prayer and supplication in 
the Spirit and watching thereunto with thanksgiving 
and for me,” says Paul, “that utterance may be given 
unto me that I may open my mouth boldly to make 
known the mystery of the Gospel for which I am am- 
bassador in bonds that therein I may speak boldly as I 
ought to speak.” Only spiritual weapons can avail 
against the forces that oppose the work of God and 
seek to prevent the spread of the Gospel. 
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Editorial 


THE supreme confidence of the apostle Paul is almost daunting! One 
of the sublime heights to which his expectations rose is found in these 
words: ‘‘And | am sure that, when | come to you, | shall come in the 
fulness of the blessing of the gospel of Christ.” (Romans 15:29) — not 
just ‘‘the gospel’’, or even ‘‘the blessing’, but “the fu/ness’. These 
touches are of the essence. He who wrote that we are ‘saved by hope” 
was not short of this precious commodity himself! 

Another scintillating example is found in 1 Corinthians chapters 4 
and 5. | am attracted to the use of the telling description “puffed up”. 
The mind-picture is so apt! 

The famous dissertation as to the sheer idiocy of partisanship in © 
spiritual things occupies much of the first three chapters of the Book. 
Beginning with the laying down of the ultimate standard regarding the 
ministry, ‘‘Let a man so account of us, as of the ministers of Christ, and 
stewards of the mysteries of God.” (4:1), Paul moves on to the question 
of judging. 

As he does so often in his writings, he shows the two extremes of our 
nothing and our everything. ‘‘For who maketh thee to differ from 
another? and what hast thou that thou didst not receive? now if thou 
didst receive it, why dost thou glory, as if thou hadst not received it?” 
are the rapier thrusts of his demands. “Learn in us” he says, meaning 
himself and Apollos, “not to think of men above that which is written, 
that no one of you be puffed up for one against another.”’ 

It reminds me of some carol singing we used to do at one church 
where we were ministering. A group of collectors went round to ask 
for donations for the Sunday school treat at Christmas. One of them 
was deaf. He tended to collect from streets in which we had not sung 
or which we had left about half an hour previously! Not being able to 
hear well, he just plodded on, street after street, irrespective of whether 
the folk had heard any carols or not. His was always the biggest 
collection, which effectively dampened everybody else who had 
zealously gone round with the choir rattling their boxes within ear- 
shot of the Yuletide song! The absence or presence of that melody 
seemed inconsequential, just as prowess, position, and human ideas of 
glory are irrelevant in the spiritual sphere. 

After describing the spectacle ‘unto the world’’ presented by the 
apostles and detailing the series of contrasts as to their apparent 
weakness, that is by reference to their desire to see their converts 
well rooted, grounded and fed, Paul gets back to the “puffed up” 
illustration. ‘“‘Now some are puffed up, as though | would not come 
to you."’ he remonstrates (v.18), but then comes the absolute height. 
All the squabbles are seen to be the petty things they really are. All 
the personality complexes fade away like a television picture after 
you have turned the switch off. 

Here is the dazzling wonder of his assertion: ‘’! will come to you 
shortly, if the Lord will, and will know, not the speech of them which 
are puffed up, but the power. For the kingdom of God is not in word, 
but in power.” (vv.19,20). 

There you have it. That is the heart of it. All the publicity and. 
all the talk and all the self-display mean nothing at all, if there is no 
power. Paul knew that he would have that power! 

God give us Acts 1:8 power every day — and especially every time 
we minister the Word!

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“A Brand plucked from the Burning” by H. Jeffery 


THIS is a photograph of Carlito de Oliveira preaching 
in the Elim Pentecostal Church, Londrina, Brazil, on 
the first Sunday he became the Pastor of that Church. 
During the recent Annual Brazilian Conference the 
former Pastor Norberto do Espirito Santo was elected 
President of the Elim work in Brazil and, as a result, 
had to move to the Headquarters’ Church in Socorro, 
Sao Paulo. 

Carlito is the man who, about four years ago, was 
suffering with tuberculosis, one lung having collapsed 
and the other being severely affected. He was hae- 
morrhaging from the lungs and critically ill when the 
local Elim Pastor was called to pray for him. He first 
gave him the gospel. Carlito was unable to speak, but 
he nodded his acceptance of Christ when an appeal 
was made. The haemorrhage immediately ceased, but 
the doctors insisted that he should go to a hospital for 
an operation, as they said, to save his life. Carlito was 
full of fear about the operation, but, remembering 
how the haemorrhage had stopped in answer to prayer, 
cried to the Lord to complete the work. 

It was not long before he began to gain weight and 
to breath normally. He was soon allowed home for 


a weekend. On the way home, he asked the Lord to 
prove to him that he was healed by arranging a bap- 
tismal service somewhere that weekend so that he 
could be baptised. On arrival home, the first thing 
his wife told him was that there was a baptismal ser- 
vice in the Elim Church opposite! That Sunday he 
was baptised and I had the joy of baptising him as I 
was then visiting the Church. 

On his return to hospital, further tests were made 
and X—rays taken. He was declared to be completely 
healed. Praise God! He was soon working and wit- 
nessing for the Master and growing in grace and the 
knowledge of the Lord. He received the baptism in 
the Spirit last September and accepted the leadership 
of a congregation of people converted in one villa as a 
result of the radio programme of Londrina, sponsored 
by missionary gifts from Britain. He is now in charge 
of the Londrina Church, the radio programme and 
five smaller Churches in the surrounding district.

Our Tribute to a Friend, Pastor and 
Brother in Christ, Albert J. K. Magee 


FOR some forty-five years Pastor A.J.K. Magee served 
in the ranks of the Elim ministry. It can be said of 
him that he fought a good fight, that he kept the faith, 
that he has now finished his course and awaits with 
all who love the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ the 
crown of righteousness that fadeth not away. 

Brother Magee entered Elim Bible College in 1931 
and since then has served the Church of Jesus Christ 
in Elim faithfully as a Minister in many churches in 
the British Isles. 

We Elim people have known Albert Magee as a 
Brother in Christ, friendly, unassuming and humorous. 
Many of us have known him as a colleague who was 
loyal, devoted and faithful to his ministry. A very 
large number of our people have known him as a Pas- 
tor, one who was sympathetic, full of understanding, 
kind and loving; one who, like Paul, was willing to 
spend and be spent for those to whom he ministered. 
Many of our members scattered over the British Isles 
will testify to his loving concern asa Pastor for their 
welfare. 

Some of us more immediately can recall the bles- 
sing he was to us during his ministry in Cheltenham 
in his last years. His exposition of the Word of God, 
whether in teaching, evangelism or in exhortation, 
was conveyed to us with a disarming simplicity which 
tended to hide its depth and penetration. 

Testimony down the years had been borne to his 
Sunday morning ministry around the Lord’s table. 
We thank God that we had the privilege during his 
ministry in Cheltenham of experiencing this at first 
hand. We would acknowledge that he seemed to have 
that contact with God that brought us all into bless- 
ing, a sensitivity to the Spirit, the possession of which 
may have been more costly than we realised, but which 
all of us Ministers would covet earnestly. 

Many churches in the British Isles have been blessed 
by Pastor Magee’s ministry. After leaving Elim Bible 
College his first pastorate was in Bath, then followed 
the three pastorates in Scotland - Edinburgh, Greenock 
and Dundee. Following this there were two pastorates 
in Halifax and Sheffield then Ilford, Carlisle, Swansea, 
Ealing and a great ministry in Ballymena. On his re- 
tirement he took up the ministry in Cheltenham. 
Many young people in particular have cause to thank 
God that he came to Cheltenham. He won his way to 
the hearts of young people with a wonderful felicity. 
They crowded round him, loved him, and showed 
their love for him. It was a joy to witness their res- 
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ponse to his appeals, both for salvation and to take 
part in the services. Their freshness in worship on 
Sunday mornings, their bright testimonies, and their 
freshness in prayer at the prayer meetings were an in- 
spiration to all who listened to them. 

Pastor Magee was District Superintendent for a 
time of our North London Presbytery and sat on 
several District Presbytery Committees. 

As a personal testimony I may speak of two mat- 
ters. My own father used to speak of the friendliness, 
good humour, fellowship and understanding of both 
Pastor and Mrs. Magee. He was obviously very happy 
with them and also under their ministry. Additionally 
it must be said that some of us learned much since his 
coming to Cheltenham about conducting church ser- 
vices. God seemed to have his hand upon Albert 
Magee in a special way in this matter. | 

The sympathy and understanding of our whole 
Movement go out to Mrs. Noreen Magee and their 
family at this time of bereavement. We uphold them 
in prayer and pray that the Holy Spirit will fulfil His 
office to comfort and sustain us in this hour of part- 
ing. May their thoughts be drawn still nearer to God 
and to heavenly things because their loved-one is now 
with his Lord in a closer fellowship, deeper intimacy 
and holier and more ecstatic worship than even he en- 
joyed here on earth. 4 

Our Lord came anointed with the Spirit that He 
might appoint to them that mourn in Zion beauty for 
ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, the garment of 
praise for the spirit of heaviness, that they might be 
called trees of righteousness, the planting of the Lord 
that He might be glorified. May this be the portion 
of all those who are bereaved as a result of Mr. Magee’s 
home-call.

ONE of my school-masters had a“thing” about electric 
fires which were made to look like coal fires. ‘You 
might as well put shafts on motor cars to make them 
look like horse-drawn carriages,” he said. In his opinion 
electric fires ought to look like electric fires not 
imitations of something that they had superseded. 

In this he would have won the warm approval of 
John Ruskin, who, in The Stones of Venice, complained 
bitterly about architects who arranged to have wood 
painted to look like stone. Such a practice, he consid- 
-_ered,was grossly dishonest — an architectural lie. What 
he would have said about the modern use of imitation 
can hardly be imagined. The plastic age would have 
given him apoplexy. 

Plastic flowers have neither scent nor nectar. This 
is why bees don’t bother with them. Similarly, 
imitation fire will neither warm your hands nor burn 
the toast. It’s red, but dead. Herein lies the folly of 
imitation; it cannot keep its promises. It is weighed in 
the balances and found wanting. 

Indays when thereis much thatis artificial it is well 
for us to remember the need for spiritual reality. A 
cheap, second-rate, plastic Pentecost may look like 
the real thing, but it will not stand up to the 
tremendous pressures involved in spiritual life today. 
As never before, we are faced with a concentration of 
demonic power that threatens the destruction of the 
society in which we live. Nothing short of genuine 
Holy Ghost power can meet this challenge. We cannot 
afford, therefore, to besatisifed with anything less than 
aNew Testament experience ofthe power of the Spirit. 

The divine instructions regarding the holy anointing 
oil contained a clause forbidding any imitation to be 
made (Exodus 30:31-33). Any attempt to imitate 
Pentecostal blessing can likewise bring us under God’s 
disapproval. Let us be honest — it is possible to 
simulate Pentecostal blessing by the use of certain 
hymns and choruses and, sadly, it is also possible to 
produce a human imitation of the gifts of the Spirit. 
I am not suggesting that this is done out of anything 
more than a very real hunger for the blessing of God,

but this does not obviate the very real spiritual dangers 
involved. 

When Elijah challenged the false religion of his day 
he carefully instructed the prophets of Baal that they 
should “put no fire under” the sacrifice. He demanded 
the authentic fire from heaven, nota human substitute 
however plausible. We may produce what we think is 
a“‘lively atmosphere” by our sheer enthusiasm and our 
smiling exhortations tothe congregationto “pull all the 
stops out”, but we must beware lest we are substituting 
human crowd psychology for the real anointing of the 
Spirit. Real Pentecost is not measured by the amount 
of noise it engenders. Dynamics not decibels are the 
true criteria of spiritual worth. 

By all means let us throw ourselves with all our 
enthusiasm into all we seek to do for God. Let usnot 
be niggardly in any way,but at the same time let us 
recognise our need for the genuine fire of God in our 
souls and the genuine movingofthe Spirit in our meet- 
ings. Anything less is futile. Faced by the harsh 
realities ofour modern worldwe must have the genuine 
anointing of the Spirit. Cheap imitations of the Gifts 
of the Spirit can never manifest the glorious authority 
and blessed uplift of the real thing. Painted fire will 
not burn and mere words without the anointing of the 
Spirit will neither command the respect of hell nor 
bring help to men. 

May God give us the real thing.God make us willing 
to seek His face in humble prayer and expectant faith 
so that we shall continually experience in our churches 
and our own lives the glow of living fire. The words of 
Isaiah 50:11 havea message for modern ears: “Behold, 
all ye that kindle a fire, that compass yourselves about 
with sparks: walk in the light of your fire, and in the 
sparks that ye have kindled.This shall ye have of mine 
hand; ye shall lie down in sorrow.” God is not 
impressed by human fire-raising. Why should He be? 
He Himself is a consuming fire and out of the fire of 
His own glorious nature He has shed forth tongues of 
living flame. Why then should we rub the bent sticks 
ofhuman ingenuity together when this mighty conflag- 
ration leaps around us? 

Let us build afresh the altar of the Lord. Let us 
seek Him with all our hearts until the fire from heaven 
descends afresh upon us.

It is not my intention to write a commentary on the 
Book of Jude, noram I going to attempt an exposition 
of its twenty-five verses. It is my intention to intro- 
duce the Letter and its writer and then take up some 
of the interesting, exciting subjects with which this 
Book abounds. 


THE author of the Letter introduces himself in his 
opening words: 
and brother of James’. In the original text the name 
is given as ““Judas’’. Quite a number of men with this 
name move across the pages of the New Testament. 
We have Judas Iscariot, Judas of Galilee, Judas sur- 
named Barnabas, and the writer of this Letter, who 
describes himself as “brother of James’’; he could have 
spoken of himself as “Judas, the Lord’ s brother”’. 
The name “Judas”? was once quite popular and 
respected, but, for the past 2,000 years, it has been 
anathema, a synonym of apostasy and treachery, for 
it designates a traitor. It is intriguing to see such a 
name heading an Epistle whose theme and subject is 
apostasy, the great apostasy to which the Church is 
exposed and which intensifies in the days immediately 
preceding the coming again of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
The Book of the Acts is sometimes spoken of as the 
Book of Beginnings, so called because it describes 


how God planned and used the deeds of good men in. 


the beginning of the building of His Church. In com- 
plete contrast, Jude points out for our warning and 
our instruction the deeds and teaching of evil men in 
the days that end the building of His Church just prior 
to its completion and rapture at the second coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

A great question is posed by our Lord in Luke 18: 
8: “When the son of Man cometh, shall He find faith 
on the earth?”’. In this Letter Jude gives an answer to 
that pertinent question. 

The apostasy is Jude’s great subject and theme. 

Paul writes of it in 2 Thessalonians 2:3, when he 
speaks about a falling away from the faith in the last

days. The margin is interesting; it gives us the words, 
“The Apostasy”. Writing to Timothy, Paul again 
speaks of apostasy as a departing from the faith (1 
Timothy 4:1). He defines it as an unwillingness to 
endure sound doctrine. Peter in 2 Peter 2:1 adds yet 
another word whenhe tells us of false teachers appear- 
ing and bringing in damnable heresies “‘even denying 
the Lord that bought them”. 

In this Book of Jude teaching about all this reaches 
its climax. The whole matter is spread before us. We 
are taken back to the dawn of history and shown 
apostasy there. God’s people, Israel, are indicated and 
we are shown apostasy there. We are taken ahead to 
the closing days of history and again it is shown us 
there. Jude leads us into the realms of the supernatural 
and points out that the foul thing can be seen there. 
He turns us away from the supernatural tothe natural 
world and, lo, we see it there. Jude deals with apostasy 
in detail, describes and illustrates it and warns and 
instructs us about its dangers in almost every sentence 
he pens. 

Read and re-read this little Epistle. We must see 
these last days’ conditions and get some help and 
instruction if we would earnestly contend for the faith. 

Surely we recognise the great upsurge of apostasy, 
the blatant denial of the faith, the awful blasphemy 
that faces us and meets us at every turn. The last 
pages of the history of the Church are being turned 
and the warnings and strong words of Jude’s Epistle 
can help us not to fall victims to the evil onslaught, 
but by God’s grace to be enabled to standfast in the 
faith. 

Apathy opens the door to liberalism, materialism, 
humanism and modernism. Evil “‘“Men have crept in 
unawares” is how Jude describes their method and 
practice and still they creep in — ungodly, that is, 
worldly men, carnal men. See what they do: “‘turning 
the grace of our God into lasciviousness”, sceptical 
men, “denying the only Lord God’’, lawless men, des- 
pising dominion and speaking evil of dignities, critici- 
sing men, murmuring and complaining. 

In the knowledge of all this Jude says to us who 
call ourselves believers, ““Earnestly contend for the 
faith. . . once delivered”. That Faith has never been

33. Doing the Will of God (Genesis 31:16)

WHEN Jacob went to look for a wife, he intended to 
be away for only a few months, until Esau had ‘“‘cooled 
off’; in fact, he was away for over twenty years! While 
he remained a poor relation, Laban tolerated him, but 
the blessing of God manifested itself, Jacob became 
wealthy despite Laban’s trickery and, asa result, Laban 
and his family became hostile to Jacob. Then the Lord 
told Jacob to return to Bethel and home. Jacob was 
prospering in the good pasture-land of Syria and the 
journey home faced him with many dangers, yet his 
family were unanimous in their decision: ‘Whatever 
the Lord commands you, do it; His will is the right 
way!” 

The will of God is always the best way for us. It is 
true that His way is not always the easiest path to 
take. We may want to settle down comfortably in 
the circumstances in which we are placed, while His 
will may point us to a difficult or uncomfortable road 
and may call for the exercise of all our spiritual and 
moral powers. The way of God may lead to heartache, 
as it did with Jacob, whose lovely Rachel died on the 
journey, or bring distress, as it did to him when his 
brother Esau came to meet him with a band of armed 
men. Yet it is the only way which a Christian can 
honourably choose, for we recall the words of the Lord 
Jesus: “Any man who puts his hand to the plough 
and looks back is not fit for the Kingdom”’. 

The will of God is truly the best way, for He will 
both bless those who honour Him and use them to ful- 
fil His purpose (Romans 8:28).

withdrawn; adjusted, amended or changed. It is our 
God-given duty to defend it and contend for it against 
all opposition. There are three ways by which you can 
do this: by PRAYER — “praying in the Holy Ghost”’ 
(v.20); by STUDY — “building up yourselves in your 
most holy faith” (v.20); and by SERVICE — “keep 
yourselves in the love of God, looking for the mercy 
of our Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal life”. (v.21). 
You keep faith and He will keep faith, keeping us in 
the hours of tribulation and trial to which we are all 
exposed.

I GUESS that I would not be a preacher if I did not 
find a sermon in life’s experiences, nor Ken Smith if I 
did not write Another Slant about them! In this way 
one’s ministry is related to life and human experience. 
Road accidents are too commonplace. My recent 
serious accident on the motorway on our way, as a 
family, to take the Sunday school anniversary at our 
Church in Plymouth proved to be no exception. My 
time of restoration provided opportunity for reflection 
and thought and I found myself more thankful on the 
following counts. 

I thanked God for parental preservation. Some 
people talk about “Providence”, which is so imper- 
sonal. I prefer to speak of my Father, as the Master 
so often did. It’s not providential so much as per- 
sonal, in my judgment. I am His child and He’s my 
father. Even in tragedy one can cry ‘‘Abba, Father” d 
and that means much to the believer. Our faith is not 
an insurance policy against any eventuality, for one 
has only to read Romans chapter eight to realise that 
the experiences of life befall saint and sinner alike — 
“tribulation, distress, persecution, famine, peril, death, 
life’, to name but afew. None of us is likely to escape 
them all. To quote another: “We know not what the 
future holds, but we know who holds the future”. 
James, speaking of making plans without recognising 
the sovereignty of God and His will, gives good counsel, 
even for accidents. We had planned ministry for Him 
and a holiday for ourselves, which was not to be. 

I find that we learn from life both by observation 
of others and from our own experiences of life. I feel 
that only the hard way seems to teach some of us the 
way of life. The gardener speaks of ‘hardening off” 
and the carpenter of “weathering”, and the experiences 
of life do just this in terms of character and personal- 
ity. Even the Son of God became perfect through suf- 
fering, not in relation to sin, but in relation to the 
business of living, and fitting Himself for His ministry 
of intercession, for He understands, thank God. I 
found Hymn 712 in Redemption Hymnal such a com- 
fort. 

Hid with Christ in God is not a theological abstrac- 
tion or a doctrinal platitude, but an experiential reality 
when we are faced with death. The secret of David’s 
life is seen in the words: “and the Lord preserved 
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David whithersoever he went”. I have faced death a 
few times and His Word has convinced me that I will 
go through the experience when He calls me home. 
When His work in me and through me is completed 
then He will call me Home. This is true of every 
child of God. “The valley of the shadow” can be 
interpreted as the whole of life’s existence, not just 
the brief moment of passing into eternity. Romans 8: 
28 is still true, praise God, but one must grasp this 
lesson in the whole of life, not just glibly quote its 
words in adversity, or else they become as bitter 
words, instead of the blessing they ought to be. 

I thanked God for a praying people. Some of my 
people told me after the accident that they had prayed 
for us before we set off and others when they heard 
of our condition. One wonders what the outcome 
would have been but for committing ourselves to the 
Lord before commencing our journey. The Christian 
teacher who kindly stopped on the motorway and 
assured us of his prayers as he continued to drive 
proved Paul’s point that we must. “‘pray without ceas- 
ing”. To feel conscious of the prayers of God’s people 
is a healing power in itself. We care by prayer. Some- 
times. it is the only thing that we can do. 

I thanked God for a praising people. Hymn 712 
sums it up again: “And are we yet alive, and see each 
other’s face? Glory and praise to Jesus give for His re- 
deeming grace”. Habakkuk had the right idea when 
He spoke of praising God in the midst of human ad- 
versity. Only God’s grace can create that kind of 
praise. The Psalmist knew the whole gamut of life’s 
circumstances. I found these words so relevant: “I 
shall not die but live, and declare the works of the 
Lord. The Lord hath chastened me sore, but He hath 
not given me over to death”. “Rejoice in the Lord” 
and “In everything give thanks” are Scriptural injunc- 
tions which have a healing virtue when observed. 
Prayer and praise are inseparable. They made the pri- 
son house at Philippi a paradise for the apostles. I 
wonder if Paul would have sung a solo had I been with 


him! “Be careful for nothing; but in everything by 
prayer and supplication with thanksgiving let your 
requests be made known unto God”’. I never felt so 
much the rejoicing of God’s people as over our de- 
liverance. It does something to the relationship be- 
tween pastor and people, when one is conscious of 
this appreciation. The praising of God’s people at the 
prayer meeting on our return, few though they were, 
was better than even the forfeited holiday. 

I thanked God for a practical people. Right from 
the start this proved so. So often the people of God 
are “knocked” and it is good to give them credit for 
their practical application of their concern. I think 
of one of our ministers who was so immediate in 
coming to the hospital, one of my deacons who came 
and brought us back home, the school teacher who, 
travelling to Cheltenham, let the brethren there know, 
the minister’s wife who offered to do the washing and 
cook the meals, the minister who loaned his car for a 
break, the Brethren believer who phoned to bring his 
wife’s new Mini for our use, which I graciously de- 
clined, and the flowers from Plymouth Assembly. 
Some "phoned out of concern and others did not 
"phone out of equal consideration. How thankful one 
‘must be for the family of God’s people. The world 
knows nothing like this, I assure you. Read what 
James says about professing faith without its practical 
application. “Ill pray for you” is not always the 
whole answer; it can sometimes be an easy escape 
from responsibility or inconvenience. The parable of 
the good Samaritan gives Christ’s teaching on this 
point, for its purpose was ethical and not evangelical - 
to show that those in need are our neighbours, not 
necessarily those next door! 

A motorway accident and a write-off make for a 
traumatic experience, but one would be a fool not to 
seek to learn lessons from it all. 

Even as God’s people we often forget we are not 
to live for ever in this life. David’s words are true of 
us all. “There is but a step between me and death” 
and the danger of holding material things too dearly 
came out of it all. To see my Mini, which | really 
loved, a wreck, hurt deeply, and John’s words, “Little 
children, keep yourselves from idols” seemed more re- 
levant after this accident. Anything affecting our rela- 
tionship with God and our love for the Lord Jesus 
Christ comes in this range. No wonder the hymnist 
wrote, “The dearest idol I have known, whate’er that 
idol be, help me to tear it from Thy throne and wor- 
ship only Thee”. Even preachers are not immune 
from this evil and the good things of life become a 
snare if we allow them to be so. I had an accident 
eleven years ago, which did not involve my family, but 
how true are the words that “‘none of us liveth to 


himself and no man dieth to himself’. This time my 
wife and two boys were involved. This sense of res- 
ponsibility to others must have a bearing on life, not 
least in our driving, for we can be a danger to others 
who are not responsible. How thankful that none of 
them was too seriously injured and that I had checked 
everything before commencing the journey and was 
travelling at reasonable speed. Just as in wrongdoing 
the innocent often suffer, so in the circumstances of 
life others can be involved. 

Do you remember the story of Hezekiah? ‘Set 
thine house in order, thou shalt die and not live” was 
the word of the Lord to him. We may not get the 
opportunity to do this and it is imperative that our 
house is in order in every sense of the word, so that 
when the call comes we are ready to meet Him un- 
ashamedly. How many of us can do so? How we live, 
even as believers, will shape how we die.

PRAYER and PRAISE

OVER the past years many things seem to be dis- 
appearing from our land and among them is the open- 
air meeting. How nice it was on going to church on 
Sunday mornings to see men and women in uniform 
with a band at open-air services.

The venue is at Bow Bells Church in 
Cheapside. Every Cockney will know this Church. 
We understand that Dick Whittington, on leaving 
London, was at Highgate when he heard these church 
bells, which seemed to tell him to return and become 
London’s Lord Mayor three times. If you work in the 
London City area the good Elim brother would love 
to see you between 1.10 and 1.50 p.m. Stand by 
him and ring out the good news of the gospel to the 
many hundreds who pass by. Pray for this brother 
who so faithfully and courageously preaches in the 
heart of London City. 

You may have heard of the late Douglas Scott who, 
passing by an open-air lunch hour meeting in the City 
of London, stood to listen for a few moments, was 
wonderfully converted, filled with the Spirit, and 
then went to France, Belgium, Switzerland, and later 
the Congo, to win thousands and thousands to Christ. 


THE Isle of Wight is truly an island paradise in 
June, particularly when the sun is shining, the roses 
are in bloom and all the trees are freshly green. Just 
opposite the magnificent oak tree, in whose shade, I 
was told, Queen Victoria used to sit, is alittle cottage 
which my husband and I went to visit one Monday 
last month. 

The garden was gay with sweet-scented stocks and 
indoors there was a welcoming smell of coffee as we 
entered the home of friends whom my husband had 
known from his Crusader days in the first Islington 
Church. We were soon in reminiscent mood. Ourhost 
began torecall the excellent teaching whichhe received, 
when he was a new convert, from the last Pastor W.G. 
Hathaway, who at that time was the Minister of the 
Church. Our friend was, to use his own words, “very 
‘raw’’and “especially ignorant” of the meaning of many 

‘theological terms. The constant use of the word 

“grace” by preachers and Christians puzzled him and 
he prayed that the Lord would show him what they 
meant by it. One night, Pastor Hathaway, when 
speaking on another subject, mentioned the word 
“grace” ,and,digressing for a moment, said, “Do we all 
know what grace means? It is the free, unmerited 
favour of God’”’. This explanation satisfied the grateful 
hearer. It was a joy to meet him over forty years 
later and to find him still rejoicing in the wonderful 
grace of God. 

The great preacher and man of God, Dr. Andrew 
Bonar,found the Saviour in 1830 when he was a young 
man of twenty. During the previous year, because of 
a great sense of unworthiness and guilt, he recorded in 
his diary: ‘‘Great sorrow, because I am still out of 
Christ; my birthday is past and I am not born again”. 
His sorrow and regret were the products of a wrong 
conception of the love of Christ and the grace of God. 
“I foundinmy heart so much that must keep me from, 
the love of Christ. I thought that I must purge my 
soul of all defilement and cultivate all the graces of 
the faith beforeI could hope for a place in the kingdom 
of Christ“,was his lament. One glad day all the doubts 
and fears that had tormented him for years were swept 
away. He had been in pensive mood and took down 
the book by Dr. Guthrie Trial of a saving Interest in 
Christ and engaged in serious thought. That night

the Holy Spirit applied the stupendous truth of John 1: 
16 to his heart. He explained it then: “Of His fulness 
have all we received! His fulness filled my heart! I did 
nothing but receive . . .and so the fulness and freeness 
of the divine grace filled my heart’’. 

Even afterwards, all through the long years of his 
ministry ,this text was the keynote of all his preaching. 
Just before he died at the ripe old age of eighty-two, 
he wrote rejoicing that for over fifty years he had 
drawn upon the inexhaustible grace of God.

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Depression and its remedy 


Psalm 42:11 


THINK about David in his cast down condition. One 
of the most common, distressing troubles in church 
life is Christians who are depressed. 

It does not help at all that this is often ignored and 
that no-one will talk about it. It is regarded as being so 
unworthy a condition that a Christian should be 
ashamed to admit to being depressed. This makes 
matters worse and increases the depression. To discuss 
it openly in the light of Scripture can bring understand- 
ing and relief. 

We are not told why David was cast down or 
depressed when he wrote this Psalm, but his life-story 


in the Scriptures shows that there could have been: 


several causes. Perhaps David was cast down because 
of the rebellion of his favourite son, Absalom, and his 
best friend, Ahithophel; this must certainly have 
deeply hurt David. Is your depression caused by the 
loss of one whom you have loved or because one you 
loved and trusted has turned against you? Perhaps 
because the child you brought up to be a Christian has 
turned away from the Lord, you are not hurt just 
because they no longer seem to believe what you 
taught them, but by the thought of the eternal danger 
and loss which face them. 

It may be that David was depressed because a 
disaster, like the great drought which occurred during 
his reign, had overtaken his kingdom and had brought 
suffering and misery to his people. Every true pastor 
will understand this, for nothing brings such grief and 
sorrow to his heart as when his church and people 
are injured by division and spiritual dearth. One can 
bear so much more when it is directed against oneself, 
but it is desperately painful when one’s church and 
people are under Satanic attack. 

David could have been cast down because of having 
consciously let the Lord down by his sin, as he did 
when he committed adultery with Bathsheba then had 
her husband murdered. It is a terrible feeling when 
one has done something which has really dishonoured 
the Lord and made someone say: “If that is being a 
Christian, I will never be one!”. Maybe you are 
deeply upset through failing the Lord either by neglect- 
ing your duty or by doing what you know to be wrong. 

It could be that David had been ill and that his low 
condition was a natural result. The connection between 
body and spirit may be very mysterious, but it certainly 
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‘promised:

exists. It is beyond doubt that some lowering sick- 
nesses leave such a sense of depression that folk feel 
they just want to sit down and cry. Perhaps this is 
your trouble? 

David’s problem may have been an attack of 
“middle-aged depression”. Did you know that not only 
teenagers but also middle-aged folk have bouts of 
depression when it seems that nobody understands 
them and that the whole world is against them? Teen- 
agers and middle-aged people are undergoing physical 
changes which can sometimes have a devastating effect 
upon them. Do you think that this could be your 
problem just now? 

Whatever was the cause of David’s distress, he knew 
the right thing to do. He turned to the Lord, who 
never changes however much circumstances alter. He 
poured out his heart to Him. David knew that he could 
depend on the Lord absolutely and that He would 
bring him victoriously out of all his troubles. He 
concluded his song ona happy note of faith: “I will 
praise Him who makes my face to shine; I will glorify 
God who is mine!”’. 

There is a word here for every depressed, distressed 
believer. The Lord is the unchanging One who has 
“Him that comes to Me I will never turn 
away’’. Whatever is causing our hearts to be cast down, 
He knows, understands, and cares for us. We can pour 
out our hearts to Him and He will meet us in our need 
and give us the comfort which no other can give. 
Having told Him all our distress and knowing that 
He has heard and answered our cry, we can by faith 
praise and adore Him. We can offer the sacrifice of 
praise - and nothing lifts the spirit so much as to 
praise the Lord. 

Do not look upon your depression as being itself _ 
sinful, but do not either allow the depression to re- 
main on your spirit as a dark, constant cloud. Rather, 
when you are low accept the remedy of the Word of 
God: trust your loving Father completely, pour out 
your heart to Him, and then praise Him by faith be- 
cause He will bring you out of your distress.

Monday, July 9th 1 Kings 14:1-20 
“When she cometh in. . . she shall feign herself to 
be another woman” (v.5). 
WE can deceive men, but God knows our innermost 
secrets. ‘‘Neither is there any creature that is not 
manifest in His sight: but all things are naked and 
opened unto the eyes of Him with whom we have to 
do” (Hebrews 4:13). The discovery of deception did 
not depend on the set eyes or ideas of the prophet, 
but on divine direction. Spiritual sensitivity should be 
maintained even into ministerial maturity. Notice that 
the child found grace in the eyes of the Lord (1 Kings 
14:13). Godless parents do not necessarily produce 
totally godless children. In this case premature death 
was a reward from God, granted rather than that the 
child should be shamed by death on a battlefield 
deserted by divine providence. 


Tuesday , July 10th 

“By a covenant of salt”’ (v.5). 
SALT purifies as well as permeates... It was used in the 
ancient world to preserve for future use in the natural 
realm. God used it as a reminder of His pure con- 
tracts with man that were to be preserved throughout 
generations(Numbers 18:19; Leviticus 2:13). A re- 
minder at this time of His “salt covenant” with David’s 
house was deeply significant, because deterioration 
was increasing throughout the realm. A feud in the 
family, false gods, and a fornicated priesthood all 
point with the finger of experience to the truth: “Don’t 
give the devil a place [toe-hold] ” (Ephesians 4:27). 


2 Chronicles 13:1-22 


Wednesday, July 11th 2 Chronicles 14:1-15 
“Asa did that which was good and right in the 
eyes of the Lord his God” (v.2). 
THE right action brought rest, refreshment and a res- 
plendent display of God-given prosperity. When the 
enemy attacked, as he always will attack the righteous, 
this was Asa’s assurance: “Lord, it is nothing withThee 
to help, whether with many, or with them that have 
no power. . . let not man prevail against Thee”’ (v.11). 
Spiritual cleanliness produces spiritual confidence. 


Thursday, July 12th 2 Chronicles 15:1-19 
“The Lord is with you, while ye be with Him” (v.2). 
“HOLD the beginning of your confidence steadfast 
to the end” (Hebrews 3:6). Asa had started well, but 
he needed a reminder to remain real. Here we see the 
importance of teaching to avoid spiritual bankrupcy 


(2 Chronicles 15:3), the importance of the removal of 
evil and the renewal of good (v.8), and the importance 
of God coming even before family ties (v.16). Some- 
one has said, “God’s plan made a hopeful beginning, 
but man spoiled his chances by sinning. We hope that 
the story will end in God’s glory, but at the moment 
the other side’s winning.” Let us change the tide by 
keeping the truth. 


Friday , July 13th 2 Chronicles 16:1-14 
“Because you have relied on the king of Syria, and 
not relied on the Lord” (v.7). 
IN an age of gimmicks in gospel presentation and fine 
art and trickery in fund-raising, it is good to remember 
that our help comes from the Lord (Psalm 121:2). It 
has been said: “In all your getting, GET GOD”. Asa 
could have known a great God (2 Chronicles 16:9) 
and a divine doctor (v.12), but he sought an alliance 
with ungodly men and rejected the remonstrations of 
a man of God moved by the Spirit. The result was re- 
pression in his kingdom and rottenness in his body. 


Saturday, July 14th I Kings 16:15-34 

“Omri wrought evil in the eyes of the Lord” (v.25). 
HIS evil deeds were not only in the eyes of the Lord, 
for he influenced his son until his son considered it a 
light thing to walk in sin (v.31). He also built Samaria, 
which later became a centre for false worship. Ahab 
raised an altar to Baal, married outside the faith, 
walked in wickedness, allowed a woman to rule his 
life and would not listen to a heaven-sent messenger. 
All these indicated the far-reaching effects of the life 
of the unregenerate Omri. 


Sunday, July 15th 

“Elijah the Tishbite” (v.1). 
‘““TISHBITE” means “‘reformer’’, and what a reformer 
we have here! He burst on the black scene of Baal- 
worship and bestiality, for immorality of all kinds was 
practised in the groves, and began the restoration of a 
true faith in the land. God worked with him with 
signs following (Mark 16:20). Even the ravenous 
raven, which would eat or hoard anything, provided 
for the prophet. A widow woman, having received a 
double blow in the loss of the husband and the small- 
ness of her son, who was too small to gather sticks, 
received a double blessing in the presence of the pro- 
phet and the provision of plenty when she puts God’s 
servant first.

are to be given to the Lord. To put this in an every- 
day expression, it is a life of ceaseless praise.

Paul goes even further than the orchestrations of 
the heart.

BRITISH evangelist Don Summers has spoken almost with bitterness 
about the apparent indifference of the news media towards evangelical 
enterprises. He showed that his recent crusade, which attracted 
thousands to meetings in the heart of the Midlands, passed almost 
totally in ignorance as far as the general public were concerned, that is 
to say, with regard to the well-nigh total silence of newspapers, radio 
and television. 

Billy Graham writes of his recent effort in South Korea where 
converts have numbered ia tens of thousands and where attendances 
were phenomenal, one crowd being reckoned over 1,000,000 — yes, 
one million — in number. 

Our Secretary-General has written concerning the indifference of 
the media to the results of the Northern Ireland local government 
elections, his points being underlined by the rather different reactions 
of some sections towards the moderate gains by Catholic-supported 
politicians in the elections for the new Assembly. 

We might well agree with Don Summers and wonder as well that 
we can be treated to endless reports about the Desremault baby (however 
did that couple get married and have a child?), stupid pictures of and 
comments about teenagers at Wimbledon droolling over a seventeen- 
year-old tennis player and the like, yet there is blank silence over 
evangelism at home and abroad. 

It seems as if this is indicative of the modern mood. Gurus, 
alleged messiahs, erring clergy, way-out bishops are all grist to the mill, 
but real soul-saving activities are ignored deliberately, or so it would 
seem, or else sneered at if they are mentioned. 

Well, let’s do our share of giving God the glory! Thank the Lord 
for souls saved! ‘‘Let the redeemed of the Lord SAY SO”! 

After all, changed lives will speak more loudly in the end than any 
amount of copy writers’ blurb. The more who are gloriously saved by 
the redeeming power of Christ, the more will be the cumulative 
effect. God is moving, even in Great Britain, and we believe in 
increasing measure. A colleague recently told me that the representative 
of a well-known Christian book firm had told him that the increase 
in demand for Christian books over the last two years is almost more 
than they can cope with. We have passed through a period of years 
when Christian bookshops were closing down, but the tendency has 
been reversed, thank the Lord. Young people especially are reading 
more spiritual books than would appear to have been the case two 
years ago. Christian unions are reportedly increasing in numbers in 
ever more colleges. The opposition, the problems, the challenges are 
still there, but God is moving. 

Our prayers should be directed as never before to the need for 
evangelism and for evangelists to be thrust out. The gospel is still the 
power of God unto salvation. Jesus saves, thank God, and we want 
many, many more to find this so great salvation.

THE past few months have brought times of blessing 
and encouragement to the Winton Church. The Easter 
Convention meetings were a source of inspiration as 
we meditated on the death and resurrection of our 
Lord. The ministry of Pastor D.D. Phillips was thought- 
provoking and much blessed. 

After Easter there was a visit from Pastor F. Packer, 
a former Minister of the Church. We were blessed, not 
only by his ministry, but also in sharing his personal 
testimony to the goodness and faithfulness of God 
both in sorrow and rejoicing. 

Recently a small group of students from Elim Bible 
College conducted a brief outreach in the schools. 
One of the students, Ken Legg, stayed with us for a 
few weeks. As a result of the very able way in which 
he followed up this work, we now have a number of 
newly-converted young people who are themselves 
witnessing to others. This is a cause for thanksgiving 
as we realise that our prayers for blessing on the young 
people in the Church and for others to be brought in 
have been abundantly answered.

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JUDE 6,7 and 2 Peter 2:4,5 are complementary. 
Here we learn of angels that sinned and so came under 
the judgment of God. The incident referred to is re- 
corded in Genesis 6:1,2. 

Our first task is to settle the identity of the “sons 
of God” who married ‘“‘the daughters of men’. It is 
proposed by some, including C.I. Scofield in The 
Scofield Bible, that the line of Seth was a godly line 
and that they are therefore “the sons of God”, the 
line of Cain being an ungodly line and so they consti- 
tute “the daughters of men”. Before we can accept 
this interpretation there are a number of problems 
that must be answered. 

Why should the sons of Seth be called “the sons of 
God’? Were there no daughters in the line of Seth? 
How can we possibly conclude that, because Seth was 
godly, all his line, all his sons, were godly also? There 
is no authority to make such a statement as far as | am 
aware. Eli was a godly man, but what about his sons? 

Why should the daughters of Cain be called “the 
daughters of men” and why is there no mention of 
sons in the line of Cain? 

One would think that Seth had only sons in his 
line and Cain only daughters. 

Why should the offspring of these marriages be 
different? Genesis 6:4 tells us that the offspring of 
the marriages between the sons of God and the 
daughters of men were “nephilim” or giants.. God’s 
Word warns believers against marriages with un- 
believers, but when that warning word is foolishly dis- 
regarded, as we know it sometimes is, the resulting 
offspring of such marriages are not monstrosities. 

Who then were “the sons of God” who took to 
themselves “the daughters of men”? My answer is 
that “the sons of God’”’ mentioned in Genesis and by 
Jude were spirit beings, or angels. Job 38:6 says that 
when God laid the corner stone of the earth, the morn- 
ing stars sang together and all the sons of God shouted 
for joy. The sons of God were angels and they were 
active when the earth was laid by God. One ancient

2. Sinning Angels

manuscript reads: “The angels of Old saw the daughters 
of men’. Smith’s dictionary says that this was the 
most prevalent opinion both in the Jewish and the 
early Christian Church. John Owen, a Puritan divine 
of great spiritual stature, a philosopher of great learn- 
ing, a keen, gifted Bible student, preaching at Cam- 
bridge 300 years ago, said of this, ““The angels. . . they 
are the sons of God’’. Dean Alford is very forthright | 
and says pointedly and plainly that the angels com- 
mitted fornication with another race than themselves, 
thus going after strange flesh. | 

That angels were created by God to serve Him is 
quite a Scriptural fact. It is also a Scriptural fact that 
there are evil angels. Some are shown to be evil. Some 
hideous sin is seen in the ranks of these holy beings, 
and, like it or not, it is a deplorable fact. 

In Psalm 78:49-51, the psalmist is describing the 
plagues with which God visited Egypt because Pharaoh 
refused to let His people go. Notice the words used: 
“He cast upon them the fierceness of His anger, wrath, 
and indignation and trouble, by sending evil angels 
among them. . . and smote all the first born in Egypt”. 

Job 4:18 reads: “His angels He charged with folly”. 

That some angels had become irrevocably evil is 
seen by the eternal punishment prepared by God for 
them: ‘Depart from me, ye cursed, into everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and his angels.” (Matthew 
25:41). 

In Jude wv. 6,7, notice three things: they “kept not 
their first estate’; they “left their own habitation”; 
and they are “reserved in everlasting chains under 
darkness unto the judgment of the great day.” They 
were holy angels, but they kept not their first estate. 
They left their own habitations — they fell — and are 
now reserved for judgment. C.H. Spurgeon said, 
“Angels were in the central abode of God Himself, 
evil entered their hearts and they fell never to rise 
again’”’. | 

Study 2 Peter 2:4. Again we have three things to 
notice: God spared not the angels that sinned; nor 


the world that sinned; but He delivered Noah. We are 
considering sin and judgment, sin between angels and 
inhabiters, of the old world in the time of Noah. Two 
kinds of judgment are mentioned: the angels were 
bound and reserved; the ungodly world was destroyed 
by the flood. | 

We must now consider how they sinned. Jude w. 
6,7 make it quite clearthat thesin was the sin of Sodom 
and Gomorrah. Linking with these verses 2 Peter 2:5, 
one concludes that it was a sin of uncleanness — going 
after strange flesh. 

Let us list the facts that we have gathered: 

The sin was in the days of Noah and was partici- 
pated in by angels and inhabiters of the world (2 Peter 
2:4,5). 

The sin was the sin of Sodom and Gomorrah (Jude 
wy. 6,7). 

We compare this with Genesis 6 and learn that the 
sons of God (angels) took wives of the daughters of 
men. 

The result of this, says the Word of God, was that 
God spared not the angels, and God spared not the 
old world. 

Take notice now of the results of the ‘‘marriages” 
and the sin. According to Genesis 6 it was “‘nephilim’’, 
or giants. “There were giants in the land in those 
days”. There can be no doubt from both Scripture 
and history that there existed a race of giants, beings 
of extreme size and stature. They appeared, flourished 
and disappeared. They were not overcome — they 
became extinct. They were not imaginary creatures, 
but awful realities. They existed and flourished, but, 
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in spite of their size and strength, they proved to be 
sterile and died out. The word “nephilim” is from an 
old Hebrew word, the root meaning of which is “‘to 
fall”, indicating that they were the offspring of the 
fallen angels, satanic hybrids, men and angels, natural 
and supernatural. How enlightening is Genesis 6:4 in 
Bagster’s translation of the Septuagint: “and they 
bore children to them, these were the giants of old — 
the men of renown”, 

Josephus, the historian, wrote, “Their sin was so 
vile, the fruitage so horrible and repugnant to God, 
the world so corrupt, He swept them into eternity by 
means of the flood. After the flood the sin was re- 
peated with the same results and God cast the angels 
down, bound them and is reserving them for judgment; 
then we find the race of giants became a remnant and 
died out.” 

The Scriptures speak of the remnant of giants in 
Deuteronomy 3:11; Joshua 12:4; 13:12 . These were 
not creatures of God’s making, but sinful, corrupt 
superfluities, the products of a satanic miracle. 

In the days of Noah the two prevalent sins were 
uncleanness and lawlessness and “‘as it was in the days 
of Noah, so shall it be in the days of the coming of the 
Son of Man”. “The Lord knoweth how to deliver 
the godly out of temptations, and to reserve the unjust 
unto the day of judgment to be punished: But chiefly 
them that walk after the flesh in the lust of unclean- 
ness and despise government.” (2 Peter 2:9,10). 
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“Raise 
the Dead” 


THE Church Leader, Yeremia, called on Pastor Joseph 
to pray. Then a loud noise rang through the church. 
Yeremia had dropped dead. “Dead?” said I. 

“Dead!” they all rejoined. “How do you know he 
was dead?”

The Masai women who were present were empha- 
tic: “He was dead.” 

One of them, meeting Yeremia in the market some

THE Nicene Creed speaks of the Holy Spirit as being 
“the Lord and Giver of Life”’; this is evident through- 
out the Word of God. He was the Life-giver at Crea- 
tion (Genesis 1:2). He is the Life-giver in conversion 
(John 3:5), in sanctification (Galatians 5:16), and in 
resurrection (Romans 8:11). Nothing that the Holy 
Spirit has done, or will do, is known to us, however, 
until we become Christians: “Eye hath not seen, nor 
ear heard, neither have entered into the heart of man, 
the things which God hath prepared for them that love 
Him, BUT GOD HATH REVEALED THEM UNTO 
US BY HIS SPIRIT” (1 Corinthians 2:9,10). 


At conversion there are four distinct ways in which 

the Holy Spirit works. 
The Holy Spirit communicates 

To communicate is “to make contact with’’, and 
this is what the Holy Spirit did for us, primarily 
through the Word of God. He started to reveal to us 
the wonderful truths that were contained in this Book 
and the relevance of the Gospel in our own life. Paul 
speaks of those whose understanding is darkened, being 
separated from the life of God (Ephesians 4:18), but, 
when the Holy Spirit started to communicate with 
us, then the Bible became alive. We were given ears to 
hear what the Spirit said to us (Revelation 3:22), for 
“the Spirit searcheth all things, yea, the deep things 
of God” (1 Corinthians 2:10). 

The Holy Spirit convicts 

In that communication there came a deep convic- 
tion of the sin in our lives and of our need for forgive- 
ness. “When He is come, He will reprove the world of 
sin, and of righteousness, and of judgment” (John 16: 


8). 

An old man who, having been a sceptic all his life, 
resolved to read the Bible which he had so long derided. 
As he did so, he became more and more astonished. 
Looking up after a week’s reading he said to his wife: 
“Tf this Book is right, we are all wrong.”’ He continued 
his reading for another week and then exclaimed: “If 
this Book is right, we are lost”. He went on reading 
with even more avidity and then, a few nights later, 
he earnestly said: “If this Book is right, we may be 
Saved”, and they were! In entering the kingdom of 
God they left all their ifs behind. 

From the Scriptures a most marked example of 
conviction occurred at Pentecost: “Let all the house 


of Israel know assuredly, that God hath made this 
same Jesus, whom ye have crucified, both Lord and 
Christ. Now when they heard this, they were pricked 
in their heart, and said to Peter and the rest of the 
Apostles, Men and brethren, what shall we do?” (Acts 
235053 1h, 
The Holy Spirit converts 

God the Father planned our salvation in eternity 
and God the Son procured it at the cross, but it is God 
the Holy Spirit who applies it to our hearts. “A new 
heart also will I give you, and a new-spirit will I put 
within you. . . I will put My Spirit within you” (Ezekiel 
36:26,27), so, at salvation, our bodies become the 
dwelling-place of God, temples of the Holy Spirit (1 
Corinthians 3:16). This is why we are converted, for, 
if God the Holy Spirit dwells within us, we are bound 
to be different. The Holy Spirit gives life to those 
who are “dead in trespasses and sins” (Ephesians 2:1). 
We can be sincere in our preaching, persuasive and 
thoroughly orthodox, but, unless the Holy Spirit is at 
work, there will be no conversions. The Gospel must 
come not “in word only, but also in power, and in the 
Holy Ghost” (1 Thessalonians 1:5). 

The Holy Spirit confirms 

He confirms our relationship with Christ, assuring 
us of it: “The Spirit Himself beareth witness with our 
spirit, that we are the children of God” (Romans 8:16). 
Within the hearts of many believers there comes at 
times a niggling doubt: “Am Ia child of God?”. The 
doubt may have come because of a failure or because 
they were facing a difficulty. A man doubts his salva- 
tion when he relies too much on his feeling as a gauge 
to test his spiritual life, but Christian assurance is more 
than a warm feeling inside. It rests on what God says 
in His Word and the Holy Spirit Himself endorses 
these truths in our heart. We need not wait until we 
get to heaven for assurance. It is not even postponed 
until we have reached some special height of holiness. 
Assurance can be ours now through the great work of 
the Holy Spirit within our hearts. We can KNOW that 


-we are children of God!

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The Finger of Accusation cons.»

“So when they continued asking Him, He lifted up 
Himself, and said unto them, He that is without sin 
among you, let him first cast a stone at her” (verse 7). 


“THE scribesand Pharisees brought unto Him a woman 
taken in adultery”. See the terrible position of this 
unfortunate woman. She had committed a dreadful 
crime in the eyes of the self-righteous scribes and 
Pharisees. The motive for bringing the woman to 
Jesus was not only to see her punished, but also that 
they might pick a quarrel with Jesus. Those taken in 
adultery were condemned by the Jewish law to be put 
to death. 

The Pharisees seemed to have a great zeal against 
this crime. In our attitudes towards sins of this nature 
we must remember that the old adage is true: ‘*People 
in glass houses should not throw stones”. There isa 
respect in which we all live in glass houses. We may 
not commit this particular sin ourselves, but it might 
ensnare members of our families. Do not be in a hurry 
to condemn others. “Judge not, that ye be not 
judged; and with what measure ye mete, it shall be 
measured unto you again.” 

Jesus said that whoever looks on a woman with 
lust commits adultery in his heart. This woman was 
caught in the act, but this did not make her any more 
guilty than someone who has looked upon another 
person with lust. Let us not underestimate this sin. 
We cannot condone it, but we must not condemn 
the sinner. We may not have committed adultery, 
but we are all guilty of sin. 

The Pharisees were concerned with two things: 
to trick Jesus, and to condemn the woman. How easy 
it is to point the finger of accusation at other people! 
All are guilty of sin. The Pharisees’ condemnation of 
the woman was hypocritical inasmuch as they were so 
concerned in finding fault with other people that they 
failed to. consider their own sinfulness. As Matthew 
7:3,4 declares: “And why beholdest thou the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eye, but considerest not the 
beam that is in thy own eye? Or how wilt thou say 
to thy brother, Let me pull out the mote out of thine 
eye; and behold, a beam is in thine own eye?”’. Mat- 
thew Henry wrote: “We must judge ourselves and 
judge of our own acts, but we must not judge our

brother. We must not sit in the judgment seat to make 
our word a law to everybody. We must not judge 
rashly. We must not judge uncharitably, unmercifully, 
nor with a spirit of revenge and a desire to do mis- 
chief. We must not judge the hearts of others, nor 
their intentions, for it is God’s prerogative to try the 
heart.” 

There is, however, a difference between judging and 
reproving. Reproving others is a duty. It can be the 
means of saving a soul from death. Not everyone is 
able to reprove. Those who are themselves guilty of 
the faults of which they accuse others or of worse 
bring shame upon themselves and are not likely to do 
good to those whom they reprove. There are degrees 
in sin, not that any sins are considered any less blame- 
worthy in the sight of God. Our own sins ought to 
appear to us greater than the same sins in others. 
Many have beams in their own eyes and yet do not 
consider them. They are under the guilt and dominion 
of very great sins, yet they are not aware of them, but 
justify themselves, as if they needed no repentance or 
reformation. Some who are most sinful themselves 
are least sensible of it, and are most forward and free 
in judging and censuring others. 

“But Jesus stooped down, and with His finger 
wrote on the ground, as though He heard them not.” 
(John 8:6). Jesus, silent and stern, contemplated the 
situation. They had brought a woman to Him to be 
judged of a great crime of which she had been found 
guilty. Instead of judging the woman, the Master by 
His silence judged the woman’s accusers. As we con- 
sider Christ the Judge two things stand out: His mercy 
and His justice. 

To the woman Christ was merciful. Read Psalm 
103:17. The divine mercy is totally undeserved. 
Nothing in the human heart evokes the love of God 
and His infinite mercy to us (Romans 5:8). Divine 
mercy defies description; it is beyond human com- 
prehension. This poor woman had no defence. She 
had been caught in the act and now all that she could 
look forward to was judgment, and that meant death. 
She had not reckoned with the mercy of the Saviour. 
Instead of condemning her, the Lord stooped down 
and began to write on the ground. What was he doing? 
She may have wished that He would pronounce the 
judgment and get it done with. Whatever were her 
thoughts, she must have noticed the difference between 
Jesus and her accusers. 

The woman was the recipient of mercy. The 
scribes and Pharisees were made conscious of His judg- 


ment. He stooped low and began to write. How low 
the Saviour stooped to make salvation available to 
men and women! He left heaven’s glory, took upon 
Himself the form of sinful flesh, dwelt among men, 
suffered, bled and died even the death of the cross, in 
order to do for us what we could not do ourselves 
(Philippians 2). He was far above all principalities and 
powers, but He became as the lowest of the low in 
order to bring us back to God. 

Jesus began to write. This is the only reference 
to Christ writing. What He was writing we do not 
know. It recalls the scene in the Babylonian palace 
when Belshazzar used the golden vessels from the 
temple at Jerusalem to decorate a pagan orgy. “In 
the same hour came forth fingers of a man’s hand, 
and wrote over against the candlestick upon the plais- 
ter of the wall of the king’s palace: and the king saw 
the part of the hand that wrote.” (Daniel 5:5). Bel- 
shazzar knew that his judgment was being written. It 
is obvious that the woman’s accusers were uncom- 
fortable as well. 

“He lifted up Himself, and said unto them, He that 
is without sin among you, let him first cast a stone at 
her.” (John 8:7). He neither reflected on the law nor 
excused the prisoner’s guilt, nor did He encourage the 

‘prosecution or countenance their heat. They came 
with design to accuse Him, but they were forced to 
accuse themselves. The standard of judgment was a 
severe one: “He that is without sin”. Only One 
is sinless, pure, therefore only One is able to be the 
judge of mankind. His name is Jesus. 

Jesus answered these men by referring them to the 
very laws which they were so fond of quoting to 
others. Jesus put the onus on them. “If you want to 
uphold the law, go ahead, but realise that you must 
fulfil the whole law and that law says, ‘Let him that 
is without sin first cast the stone at her, ” He said. 

In showing mercy to the sinner Jesus did not con- 
done the sinner’s sin. He condemns sin, but He 
loves the sinner. He realised that the woman’s accu- 


sers had no right to stand in judgment over her be- 
cause they too were guilty before God. In dealing 
with the unsaved let us be merciful and loving and 
remember the pit from which we have been dug. 

“They went out one by one” (v.9). They were so 
thunderstruck by the words of Christ that they no 
longer sought to persecute Him. Their one desire was 
to get out of His presence. The soul that cannot 
dwell in the presence of the Master is in a bad state. 
It reveals that there is no peace within and that the 
heart is black with sin. The child of God should love 
to attend the house of the Lord. People say that they 
did not enjoy a service because they felt uncomfort- 
able in the presence of Jesus. The sight of the Lord 
writing on the ground frightened these men by send- 
ing them to their own consciences. He had shown 
them to themselves and they were afraid that His next 
word would show them to the world. ‘They went out 
one by one that they might go out softly, like people 
ashamed. 

When the conceited prosecutors quitted the field, 
the self-condemned prisoner stood her ground. Jesus 
was left alone with the woman. She did not try to 
get away. She was aware of her sin and by this time 
was also aware of the purity of Christ, but she was 
not afraid of being left alone with Him. She had 
looked into His eyes and there beheld such compas- 
sion. She had listened to that voice that dropped 
with mercy. She had watched the hand that was soon 
to be skewered to a cross write the judgment of her 
accusers upon the ground, and she was not afraid. 
“Where are thine accusers? Hath no man condemned 
thee? She said, No man, Lord’. She recognised the 
sovereignty of Jesus: “Neither do I condemn thee’’. 
Christ speaks those same words to the Christian 
(Romans 8:1). 

When Christ dismissed her, it was with this warn- 
ing: “Go, and sin no more.” The fairer the escape 
was, the fairer the warning. This command comes to 
all Christians.

IF a Franciscan scholar studied the Pentecostal movement for two years and condensed his reactions into 
about 7,000 words, what would be a fair condensation of his book? It would be in his own words. ‘There is a 
real fee/ing that the Church is not meeting the deeper needs of the human spirit, in its teaching or in its ritual. 
Faith must be expressed’”’, as Fr. Coventry says, ‘‘by every human creating-discovery activity, from dancing 
on.” ; 
Dancing — and that from a Roman Catholic, when some even in Pentecostal churches frown on 
clapping! From this and other contacts outside our Churches, | gain the idea that Pentecost is 
summed up in emotional release. This is a limited view of Pentecost, but it should help to take 
away the timorous idea that too much excitement in our meetings will be off-putting. Exactly 
the opposite is the case — excitement is our really attractive feature. 


Fr. Sullivan’s booklet Can the Pentecostal Movement renew the Churches? is being treated as an important 
document. The British Council of Churches publish it by arrangement with the World Council of Churches. 

There are, however, some dubious comments in it. For instance (p.1): ‘’The charismatic movement (is an) 
experience wider, more comprehensive than the Pentecostal movement. . . The charismatic movement takes 
into account the whole range of God's gifts to the Church’’. This is a basic point with which | strongly dis- 
agree. The charismatic movement generally is much narrower than the Pentecostal movement that | find 
myself within. Pentecost is not less but more than the gifts of God, ‘from miracles to good teaching and 
administration’’. Pentecost is not merely ‘charismatic renewal”, but ‘‘being filled with all the fulness of God” 
to be “witnesses’’ and to “hold forth the word of life’, and on, on, on beyond that. The gifts of the Spirit 
occupy a vital but not total position in our concern. This is the difference between the neo-Pentecostals and 
the classical Pentecostals, as they describe us. These terms may be useful to distinguish between those who 
are absorbed in ‘‘charisma’”’ and those who are concerned with Christ Jesus and His glory. 


It is surprisingly difficult to communicate these days. After two years study 
Emmanuel Sullivan has in my opinion achieved a warm sympathy for the 
Pentecostals without discovering the secret of their inner love for Jesus and their 
love for one another in a vast world-wide family dedicated to conquering the 
world with their gospel, waiting for His return. 


There are, in addition, evidences of inaccuracy. We have not, for instance, ‘‘stressed the baptism of the Spirit 
as a second conversion”. We don’t think Gnosticism, Montanism and radical Anabaptists are skeletons in our 
cupboard, as he says. From the start we had no truck with anything that was heretical in these bones. 

T.B. Barratt (p.3) did not have anything to do with the leadership of the 1906 meetings in Los Angeles and it 
is quite out of balance to state that ‘‘some’’ of us accept the Lord’s supper and ‘‘many” practise foot washing. 
The list of denominations is amazingly incomplete and omits many large bodies of Pentecostals such as The 
Church of God. There are other statements, too, that are not as informed as they might be, some of them des- 
cribing our theology. 


Fr. Sullivan could make himself clearer. On p.8 he stresses that ‘‘prophecy” should be used 
“to discover God’s will”, and yet immediately complains about Pentecostals in regard to this 
gift that ‘‘there is too much dashing about in response to ‘voices’ one hears’’. In fact, 
Pentecostals in the main don’t resort to prophetical utterances to hear directives to dash 
about anywhere. Specific plans are not made known generally through prophetical com- 
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mands either now or in the New Testament. This is typically ‘‘charismatic’’ as against 


Pentecostal teaching. 


| have read carefully Fr. Sullivan's section (p.11) on the important question of Church unity. So far as 1 can 
interpret him, he thinks that the Pentecostal movement can help the ““ecumenical’” movement by re-establish- 
ing the value of prayer, which would (somehow) help the unity of belief. He says that “Faith is the founda- 


tion of reunion” and Pentecostal experience may help to discover the ‘‘basic elements of the faith”. | wish | 
knew what all this meant. | can make myself clear, | hope, anyway. The foundation of reunion may be faith

but it is a faith which includes certain beliefs, to begin with. Prayer may help, but without truth, we build on 
emotion, sentiment, or mere camaraderie. Tongues and healings, don’t immediately impel me to embrace long- 
lost brothers without seeing their credentials of doctrine. Fr. Sullivan says we should “‘share one another’s 
charisms in defence of the Gospel’’, but he doesn’t question it that we all have the same gospel. | do question 
it. The gospel | hear from some pulpits and read in many books is not remotely familiar to me as a Pentecostal. 


This book is certainly one that offers us an open hand of warm fellowship from the heart of the 
World Council and British Council of Churches. | would be churlish not to respond with love to this 
overture, but | feel a responsibility to the truth and to the wider-than-charisma witness of the Pente- 
costal churches not to say ‘‘there’s no difference, we're all one’’. | don’t think we are - yet. 


A PERSONAL EXPERIENCE

“Enter into His gates with thanksgiving and into His 
courts with praise.”’ 


MANY people feel that there are three main steps of 
progress in the Christian life: Salvation, the baptism 
in the Spirit, and entrance into Glory. He who thinks 
that these are the only means to a deeper relationship 
with Jesus Christ is undoubtedly mistaken. 

The Gifts ofthe Spirit definitely project theChristian 
intoadeeper realm and the person who delves into the 
Word - of God or who seeks God at length in prayer 
also finds new riches in Christ. 

There is another approach, however, which, when 
combined with these other aspects of Christian living, 
lifts the person concerned intoatotally new experience. 
It is the ladder of praise. 

The verse from Psalm 100 — “Enter into His gates 
with thanksgivings, and into His courts with praise” — 
can show us the way. Perhaps we have entered the 
gate of salvation with thanksgiving, but are wondering 
how to get into the courts of the Lord. The court is 
deeper into His presence than the gate. The answer is 
simple; praise Him! 

Most Christians do praise Him, but is His praise 
continually -in their mouths? Do Christians praise God 
in the middle of calamity, when there is no food to 
feed their family or when they are stricken with sick- 
ness? 

When calamity besets us we must praise God that 
“All things work together for good to them that love 
God”’, and that He is perhaps testing us. Around the 
corner may be a new experience for which He is 
pieparing us. When we praise God in bad times as well

as in good, continually, we have climbed a ladder to a 
new position. 

A few weeks ago I realised that God was speaking to 
me along these lines. I knew that I had to stop 
criticising God’s people and praise Him for them, for 
what Hewas doing in the world today, and for what He 
did at Calvary. 

I embarked on this new approach, praising God 
continually in everyday life. After a few days God 
tested me with a kind of spiritual dryness. I felt as if 
my prayers and my praises were bouncing back from 
the ceiling. I reached the stage where I was about to 
begin grumbling again. Then I remembered my new 
commission and I continued to climb the ladder above 
the dark storm cloud that was forming until I reached 
brilliant light. 

I felt as if I had entered His courts.

THE first annual report of London’s Police commis- 
sioner, Sir Robert Mark, makes very sad, disturbing 
reading, because of the large percentage of children 
and young people convicted of crime. Of all the rob- 
beries in London cleared up by the police last year, 
sixty-seven per cent were committed by those under 
the age of twenty-one. Out of this number fourteen 
per cent were children between the ages of ten and 
thirteen, and twenty-seven per cent were fourteen to 
sixteen year olds. I try not to be a gloomy prophet, 
but this report and the recent report of the Conference 
of Head Teachers only confirmed my fears concerning 
today’s trends. 

The speeches of some of the delegates do at least 
offer a glimmer of hope, however, for it is apparent 
that they are conscientious, thinking men. Discipline 
in schools is breaking down as the moral standards of 
leaders crumble. One head teacher told Bruce Kemble 
of the Daily Express: “The children’s attitude is ‘Why 
shouldn’t I cheat? Everyone else does’ ”’. 

Addressing the Conference, one teacher said: 
“Events such as Watergate, Profumo, Lonrho, Poulson, 
and ‘My Lords’ make your job and mine more diffi- 
cult. . .Aloss of integrity causes a loss of credibility. . . 
It is expected that leaders in a position of authority, 
power and influence should not only be competent 
and efficient. They should also be honest; just, res- 
ponsible - and may I suggest, humble”’. 

Let us see what God Says about this kind of dis- 
graceful conduct which we all deplore. Proverbs 6:16- 
19 makes it very plain how He feels. Mr. Barnett, fifty- 
five year-old head of Birmingham’s Castle Vale Com- 
prehensive School said: “These recent events make 
our job more difficult. Kids know about these things 
from newspaper and television. It breeds cynicism 
and scepticism. Such events make it more difficult 
for them to accept authority. Our responsibility is 
made no easier by the fact that we don’t always get a 
good example set by leaders. In that I include all 
people - politicians, pop stars, footballers, the lot”. 

It is not only the overwhelming guilt, the heart-

break and shame. caused by these recent scandals that 
matter; they also incur God’s condemnation on two 
counts, firstly because they are an affront to the Al- 
mighty, being absolutely opposed to His laws, and 
secondly they degrade the whole standard of human 
behaviour. What a legacy this generation is leaving to 
its children! I agree with another head teacher who 
observed: “This sort of thing weakens the whole 
fabric of society. Children begin to think everyone is 
corrupt”’. 

What are we to do to counteract the general lower- 
ing of standards? To wring our hands in holy horror 
is futile. We must fight the evil with all our might. 
The silent Christian minority must be silent no more. 
Whether it is popular or not, we must not hesitate to 
say that truth is better than a lie, honesty isa better 
policy than dishonesty, cheating is always despicable, 
and purity and integrity of life are the hallmarks of a 
good, upright character. The old well-tried code of 
conduct which is Bible-based has never changed; rather 
it is society’s opinions that have changed. Unfortun- 
ately even the most staunch believer can be hood- 
winked by the Devil’s delusion that today’s morals 
and behaviour pattern are the norm. They are not. 
We must “hold fast that which is good and abstain 
from all appearance of evil” (1 Thessalonians 5:21,22).

“We will give ourselves continually to prayer 


ONCE a month, our weekly prayer meeting is devoted 
to the needs of the young people’s activities in our 
Fellowship. I can commend this practice for the fol- 
lowing reasons. 

It encourages Fellowship. 

In some assemblies, the youth work, or indeed any 
other section, can become a church within a church. 
This ought not to be so. Youth activity is a means to 
an end, not the end in itself, for young people are an 
integral part of the whole church fellowship. 

At our monthly prayer meetings each leader gives 
a brief report of the previous month’s work in our 
two Sunday schools, Sunshine Corner, Girls’ Guild, 
and Crusaders, thus older and younger believers share 
the burdens and the blessings. What better fellow- 
ship is there than fellowship in prayer? Praying with 
young people for young people is a grand way of main- 
taining spiritual unity. It is easy to be critical of 
young people, not always without cause, but the 
place of prayer can unite our hearts in fellowship. 

It encourages Prayer. 

Spurgeon spoke of prayers which lacked aim. Jesus 
encourages us to be specific in our prayers: “Ask... 
seek. . . knock’. Some people say much in prayer, 
yet they never really pray. To pray for the youth 
activities in your church is essential. You can pray at 
home, but that argument could stop you attending 
any prayer meeting. It need not preclude praying for 
other needs, or as the Holy Spirit leads. After all, a 
good number of Elim churches remember the mission- 
ary work in the first prayer meeting of each month. 
How easy it is to be casual and pay lip service to the 
need to pray for our young people each week, yet this 
encourages specific, intelligent prayer, when you know 
the needs of your local youth work and of national 
events. Our workers are very strongly expected to 


attend the place of prayer at least monthly through. 


this specific purpose. Some come who for real reasons 
cannot come to the weekly prayer meetings. 

It encourages Service. 

You cannot sincerely pray for long before you feel 
the need for action and service. This is the right order 
inmy judgment. Activity is rightly stressed, but there 
is need to emphasise prayer. Everyone can help in 
youth activity whatever one’s age. Older people can 
adopt classes or scholars and, particularly during the 
time of the service or youth activity, can uphold the 
work in prayer. Through guidance in prayer it may 
be that the Lord will open up other fields of service 
for one can give financially, or assist in visiting absent

scholars, thus contacting their homes and-parents. 

If you feel the need in your Assembly, talk to your 
minister. Ask that it be discussed and considered at 
the next teachers’ meeting, youth workers’ meeting, 
or deacons’ meeting. For the sake of the young 
people whom we love and seek to win for the Saviour, 
we must “pray without ceasing’.

A chip on the shoulder indicates wood 
higher up. Ahab “halted between two opinions”. 
_Indecisive leadership is not to be compared with in- 
- Spired, informal leadership.

1 Kings 18:30-46 
“Come near” (v.30). 


_GOD’S work always bears examination. This is why 
_ the word, “come” is in the Scriptures over 1,000 times. 
_ Itisnot only acertain beverage that men reject, saying, 


“T don’t like it, so I haven’t tried it”. God’s principles 


for blessing are in this account: construct according to 
God’s pattern; call upon the God of succeeding genera- 
tions; stand aside and let the fire fall (Gypsy Smith 
said, “We preachers must learn when to stand aside 
and let God work”); completely destroy evil (v.40, 
compare 1 Samuel 15); persist in the vision that God 
has given you (v.43); live to see the reward of the 
righteous. 


Friday, July 20th 1 Kings 19:1-8 

“He arose, and went for his life” (v.3), 
IF such a great prophet was overcome with fear, there 
is encouragement for us all. There are times when we 
all feel that we could run away, whether it be the 
harassed mother from the children, the Pastor from 
the problems, or the businessman from the pressures 
or people. We are challenged to “Resist the devil, and 
he will flee from you” (James 4:7). Even the great 
Martin Luther was once depressed so much that his 
wife dressed in black. He asked her who was dead, to 
which she replied, “God”. He immediately realised 
that the Almighty is alive. 


Saturday, July 21st 

“What doest thou here?” (v.9). 
TO Adam God said, “Where art thou?”’. Of Saul 
Jesus asked, “Why persecutest thou Me?”. ‘Where? 
What? Why?-God often asks the human heart these 
searching questions, not always in dramatic ways but 
more frequently “‘in a still, small voice” that leads us 
to a place of comfort. God showed Elijah that there 
were others who had not forsaken the truth and He 
allowed him a companion so that his loneliness would 
not obscure truth from his otherwise triumphant spirit. 


Sunday, July 22nd 1 Kings 20:1-21 
“T will deliver. .. by the young men” (vv.13,14). 
THERE are reading this portion twentieth century 
Samuels and Stephens who, though not bearers of 
these names, can rise under the Spirit of the Lord to 
put the enemy to flight. Moody, when still young 
and somewhat unlearned (Acts 4:13), heard a preacher 
say, “The world is waiting to see what God can do 
through one fully surrendered soul’”’. Moody prayed, 
“By God’s grace I will be that man.” Rise up, young 
men! Burn your bridges like Elisha and minister to

IN The Jerusalem Bible it is: “Epilogue to the story 
of the woman of Shunem”’, 

Please read very carefully the six verses that I am 
going to share with you in my next three articles. 

Whether the famine that caused the Shunammite 
to leave her native place commenced before the birth 
of her son and ended before his death, or whether it 
began and ended after he was “restored to life’’; it is 
hard to tell. 

A Sojourner “in the land of Philistines” 

THE Philistines, descended from Ham in the line of 
Mizraim and Caphtorim, now inhabited a tract of 
country along the coast of the Mediterranean in the 
southwest of Canaan. It was only about forty miles 
long and from fifteen to twenty-five miles broad, and 
was almost entirely enclosed by the possessions of the 
Israelites. It ought to have been conquered and 
possessed by them. The Philistines were perpetually 
at war with the Israelites and continued as thorns in 
their sides until about six hundred years before Christ, 
when they were harassed and finally destroyed as a 
nation by the kings of Egypt and Assyria, who made 
their country the seat of their wars. 

They were those who so cruelly opposed and 
oppressed Israel in the days of the Judges Shamgar, 
Samson, Eli and Samuel, who in the days of Eli stole 
the Ark of God that contained the commandments 
engravenonstone which Moses received from the Lord 
on Sinai, who defied the “armies of the living God” 
in the days of Saul, king of Israel, in the person of 
Goliath, whom David slew with a sling and stone, and 
whoafterward slew “the beauty of Israel’’, the anointed 
son of Kish and the lovely Jonathan “upon the high 
places of Gilboa’’. They were idolaters. This was the 
land and these were the people, in which and among 
whom thé holy matron had to dwell. 

To their praise, it must be said, the sacred rites 
of hospitality and justice were not violated by them, 
for among them she sojourned. 

How remarkable that so good a woman should 
have had to seek a home among so wicked a people! 


THE FIRST OF THREE ARTICLES 


The return of the Shunammite 


The Reason 

A great scarcity of food was occasioned by 
drought, mildew, locust, the invasion of an enemy, or 
some great calamity. This was a judgment from the 
Lord to bring them to repentance and reformation, a 
heavy stroke, but from a kind and loving Father. Even 
the renowned Shunammite had to face the situation. 
The righteous are not always exempt from national 
distresses, but God is not unmindful of those who 
“sigh and cry for all the abominations that are done 
among them” by the ungodly. 

Such were preserved when Jerusalem was dest- 
royed by the Babylonians and also when it was dest - 
royed by the Romans. As certainly as the Shunammite 
was provided for while the wicked of her nation were 
starving,so certainly God has provided and will provide 
for the righteous in all ages, even for ever and ever. 
“They that seek the Lord shall not want any good 
thing” (Psalm 34:10). 

The Duration 

A month or a year with the enemies of God’s 
people is not a little thing, but she had seven long ~ 
years with strangers, foes and idolaters! She and her 
household had found a place of sojourn, however, and 
“He who has the hearts of all men in His Hands, and 
turneth them whithersoever He pleaseth” was her 
portion and defence.He who taught the ravens to feed 
Elijah taught the Philistines to deal friendlily with the 
hostess of Elisha, his successor. . 

Piety is a diamond that but few are base: and 
blind enough not to admire, especially after it has been 
washed of the filth of the quarry whence it was dug 
and its beauties have been made apparent by the skil- 
ful hand of the lapidary, though many are foolish 
enough' to neglect to take possession of it, even when 
it is thus set before them and they are entreated to 
accept it. 

The pious have now and then to “sojourn in 
Mesech’’ with those who “hate peace”. Generally, 
however, if they live not unto themselves but unto 
Christ who lived and died for them, always doing the 
will of God, they will find friends among enemies and 
bounties and blessings amid barrenness and curses. 

Righteousness is exalting personally as well as 
nationally, and “when a man’s ways please the Lord, 
He maketh even his enemies to be at peace with him”. — 

So it was with the Shunammite and her family 
in the land of the Philistines. She had virtues to 
recommend her and was an inestimable treasure 
wherever she was found. 


Next we will see the Shunammite as a suppliant.

To deal with the latter first, it must be seen that to be satisfied with | 
beginnings is unscriptural and unwise. The Bible abounds in exhortations 
to spiritual development and growth and has no quarrel with the use of | 
the powers of thought as a means to receiving spiritual revelation — 
as Mr. Parfitt demonstrates — a means to, not a substitute for. There 
must be some who excuse either laziness or lack of application by 
reference to spirituality. Surely the gospel is a whole meseaue for the : 
whole man to make him whole. 


The point made by the Secretary-General is of equal importance. The 
splendour of grace sometimes dazzles us. The glorious bestowal of 
salvation and of all the consequent blessing and privileges is so breath- | 
taking that we fall into the error of being falsely modest or of imposing 
all manner of prohibitions and regulations between the heart and its 
loving Saviour. We even err by suggesting that ‘‘probation”’ periods have 
to be served before folk can be baptised in water or baptised in the Holy | 
Spirit. It is at least arguable that many spoken of in the Acts of the 
Apostles did not comply with any such ideas, for they seem to have | 
been saved, baptised in water, and baptised in the Spirit within hours! 


Known sin must be confessed and wrongs must be righted, but we 
must ever shy away from the implied notion that we are thus 
graduating’ or ‘qualifying’. God’s grace is free. His gifts are without 
repentance. ‘’He giveth and giveth and giveth again’. We find this hard to 
grasp in a world of ‘’‘What’s in it for me?”. Our latent pride demands 
that we do something, are something, achieve something. 


We were hell-bound sinners in the first place, saved only by and 
because of God's grace. We get only what He graciously gives — and He 
loves to lavish His gifts upon us. 


The time to start witnessing is the day of your conversion. The time 
to stop is never.

Sinning Men: 
Apostates 


by F. J. Slemming 


READ Jude verse 4. Jude was under the compulsion 
of the Holy Spirit as he wrote this Letter that bears 
his name. In it he called to believers earnestly to con- 
tend for the faith of their fathers. He did this because 
apostates had by stealth crept in among the believers. 
Satan had sown his tares among God’s wheat. False 
brethren had wormed their way into the assemblies 
of God’s people. 

The dangers and difficulties of such a situation 
were known and experienced by the Apostle Paul for, 
as he writes in 2 Corinthians 11:26, among the many 
perils which he faced were ‘“‘perils among false bre- 
thren’’. 

This very dangerous situation has been with us 
since the Church of Jesus Christ was born, but it in- 
tensifies and grows worse with the passing of time and 
willreach itsconsummation in the days immediately 
preceding the return of our Lord Jesus Christ, surely 
these present days. 

Paul wrote: “In the latter times some shall depart 
from the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, and 
doctrines of devils [demons]” (1 Timothy 4:1). A 
few verses on in instructions to Timothy he adds, “If 
thou put the brethren in remembrance of these things, 
thou shalt be a good minister of Jesus Christ’. 

This being true, it is proper and right as well as 
instructive that we consider the subject of Apostasy. 

In verses 14,15, Jude says that the condemnation 
of such men was written of old, for Enoch prophesied 
of them even before the Flood. Jesus Christ warned 
of this situation when He told us that Satan would 
come and sow tares while men slept; he would sow his 
men among the people of God. In Matthew 13:24-30 
you get expressions such as “‘children of the wicked 
one. . . among the children of the kingdom”. 

Today men easily and willingly accept false doc- 
trine. It is taught and accepted that a universal brother- 
hood of man is a fact, indeed it has been propagated 
for so long and so constantly that some even believe 
it to be a basic truth of the Christian faith. With it is

taught the universal Fatherhood of God. This error 
is preached and taught in places and from pulpits where 
once men believed the Bible and preached the truth 
that only those who have received Jesus Christ as per- 
sonal Saviour and Lord have the right to be called the 
sons of God. 

Where the Lord Jesus Christ is denied, where the 
teachings of God’s Word are perverted, there is 
apostasy. Recall the parable of the sower. Consider 
the sower, the seed and the soil. One type of person 
is likened to seed sown in rocky ground. When they 
hear, they receive the Word with joy, but they have 
no root. For a while they believe, and then, in time 
of temptation, they fall away. Luke uses the verb 
form of the word “apostasy”’ to express this idea of 
falling away. 

An apostate, then, is one who receives the Word. 
believes it for a time, and then falls away. At first 
reading this may be a little hard to accept, but take 
into account the three Gospel records of this parable. 
Stony-ground hearers receive the word, but Mark uses 
a very strong word when he speaks of the folk likened 
to the good ground, that they receive “‘to the side” 
the Word of the Lord. They welcome it, take it into 
their hearts. Those who fall away, however, are not 
said to understand the Word or to bring forth fruit. 
They have no roots, no life in Christ. Jude verse 12 
speaks of apostates as ‘‘without fruit”, “twice dead”, 
“plucked up by the roots”. Be careful not to confuse 
apostasy with mere indifference to the Word,or with 
error,or even with heresy. A Christian believer may fall 
into error, he may be led away by some heresy, but 
that does not mean that he has become an apostate. 
An apostate has received light, but he has not received 
life. He has accepted the written Word maybe, but he 
has not accepted the living Word, the Son of God. 
Jude is quite clear about this, as he teaches us that 
apostasy has in it the ingredient of having received 
the truth, then purposefully and deliberately rejecting 
that same truth. As Paul expresses it, “They received 
not the love of the truth, that they might be saved.” 
(2 Thessalonians 2:10). 

Judas was an apostate and so were Cain, Balaam 
and Korah. Simon the sorcerer believed and was bap- 
tised, but remained in the gall of bitterness and in the 
bond of iniquity (Acts 8:13-23). 

Jude verse 4, with which we commenced this study, 
describes these certain men as having crept in privily. 
This may be translated: these man “have settled down 


alongside’. They sit in our churches. They are along- 
side us in our Christian service. Their voices are heard 
in Christian circles. Some of them preach from Chris- 
tian pulpits. Hear what Peter says about them in 2 
Peter 2:1: “There shall be false teachers among you, 
who privily shall bring in damnable heresies, even deny- 
ing the Lord that bought them”’. “Men sneak in among 
us, stealthily they introduce false doctrines” declare 
both Peter and Jude, and Jude says of them in verse 
4: They are ungodly; they pervert the grace of God 
into lasciviousness; they deny our Lord and Master. 

Of ungodly men, the original meaning of the word 
used here speaks for itself: “Destitute of reverential 
awe towardsGod”’. “A form of godliness, but denying 
the power thereof” says Paul (2 Timothy 3:5), denying 
the transforming power of God which alone enables the 
believer to live the life that is called for by Christ 
(see Philippians 3:10). The ungodly man about whom 
Jude speaks must not be confused with the wicked 
man or the immoral man. He may be quite a good 
man,a sincere man, but he is an ungodly man because 
he lacks the quality of godliness that the Bible speaks 
of again and again. 

Perverting the grace of God into lasciviousness is 
the hall-mark of falling away from the truth. We are 


saved by grace absolutely apart from the works of the 
law (Ephesians 2:8). When this precious truth is per- 
verted, changed, made an excuse, or used asa licence 
to sin, there we have apostasy. 

I do not believe that the believer can go where he 
pleases that he may indulge fleshly desires and engage 
in evil practices. Let me commend to your notice and 
attention Titus 2:11-13: “Denying ungodliness and 
worldly lusts, we should live soberly, righteously, and 
godly, in this present world; looking for” the second 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

These “certain men” of Jude v.4 deny our only 
Master and Lord. On every hand now we have men who 
deny His sovereignty , His lordship, His saviourhood; 
they bring to us false doctrines and heresies and by 
reason of them the way of truth is evil spoken of. 

Jesus said, “Whosoever shall deny Me before men, 
him will I also deny before My Father which is in 
heaven.” (Matthew 10:33). 

“Who is a liar but he that denieth that Jesus is the 
Christ?. . . the same hath not the Father’’(1 John 2 : 
22,23). 

Wherever this apostasy abounds, child of God, 
fellow-believer, heed the word of Jude and earnestly 
contend for the faith once delivered!

PENTECOSTALS have often been wary of' intellec- 
tuals. In turn, many intellectuals have been suspicious 
of Pentecostals, because their emphasis on tongues and 
other supernatural manifestations appeared to by-pass 
natural reason. For the same reasons various evangeli- 
cals have criticised the Pentecostal movement. Old 
theories die hard: in his recent booklet Your mind 
matters (1.V.P.) John Stott maintains that “one of the 
most serious features at least of some neo-pent- 
ecostalism is its avowed anti-intellectualism”’. 
Limitations of the Mind 

Without condoning the attitude of a minority of 
Pentecostals who do belittle the intellect, we are right, 
surely, to appreciate the limitations of the mind. 
Contrary to the teaching of the old natural theology, 
it is not possible by philosophical argument to discover 
God: “The world failed to find Him byitswisdom’’ (1 
Corinthians 1:21, N.E.B.). Christian conversion in- 
volves the work of God’s Spirit on the heart and will 
as wellas on the mind of man. Fullunderstanding follows, 
not precedes, faith: in Anselm’s dictum, “I believe so 
that I may understand.” 

The more man discovers, the more obvious it be- 
comes just how much more there is to know and 
understand. Some of the world’s greatest thinkers 
readily acknowledge the limitations and fallibility of 
the human mind. It is still true that “Divine folly is 
wiser than the wisdom of man, and divine weakness 
stronger than man’s strength (1 Corinthians 1:25, 
N.E.B.). Some aspects of Christian belief - in particu- 
lar God’s plan of redemption through the cross of 
Christ - defy human explanation. The Pentecostal 
does not try to rationalise miracles, because he be- 
lieves that they are truly supernatural. He sees great 
value in speaking in tongues to God, because in this 
way his spirit can pray without the limitations of the 
human mind and emotions. I cannot agree with John 
Stott when he infers from 1 Corinthians 14:13-18 
(about praying in the Spirit) that ‘Paul could not 
contemplate any prayer or worship in which the mind

was barren or inactive’’! 

The Pentecostal emphasis on the power of the 
Spirit has led some to abandon their studies. They 
may have argued from Scripture that “they that seek 
the Lord understand all things” (Proverbs 28:5). They 
may have felt, in view of the brevity of life and the 
importance of eternity, that they ought to devote 
themselves entirely to spiritual things. They may have 
feared that intellectualism per se leads to pride, un- 
belief and even sin. 


The Mind in spiritual Life 

I agree wholeheartedly that our prime need is the 
power of the Holy Spirit, but I do not believe that we 
can resolve the tension between the mind and the 
spirit by “killing off’ the mind. The intellect may 
not be all-important, but this does not mean it is un - 
important. There is a surprising number of exhorta- 
tions in Scripture to use our minds. God mainly 
reveals Himself to us through the gateway of our 
minds because we are “not like the horse or mule, 
without understanding, which must be curbed with 
bit and bridle” (Psalms 32:9). As Martyn Lloyd 
Jones says, “The Bible is full of logic and we must 
never think of faith as something purely mystical’. 
Paul stressed the need for careful teaching of the Word 
of God (1 Timothy 4:13-16,5:17) and it is obvious 
from his own writings and sermons that the Spirit 
of God worked through his natural powers of logic 
and argument: his intellect had definitely not been 
put to sleep. The main argument of John Stott’s book- 
let (notwithstanding the attack on Pentecostals) is 
surely right - our minds DO matter in Christian belief 
and practice. 


The study of God’s Word may be a spiritual exer- 
cise, but it also requires many of the qualities deman- 
ded in secular studies - discipline of time and mind, 
correct exegesis, logical thinking and presentation, and 
balanced judgments. It has always seemed significant 
to me that the two “giants” of the Testaments - Moses 


and Paul - were highly-educated men. God can and 
does use “unlearned and ignorant men”, but many of 
the outstanding leaders in Church history - Wycliffe, 
Luther, Calvin, Wesley - were scholars as well as being 
men of great spiritual insight. In our desire for action 
we must beware of shallow thinking: we must be pre- 
pared to give a reason for our faith to those who are 
genuinely looking for answers (1 Peter 3:15). That 
great Pentecostal missionary W.F.P. Burton was a man 
of study as well as action. In a fine article called 
Man’s mind in God’s Work he wrote: “It is a mark of 
good stewardship if we develop our intellect and dedi- 
cate trained minds rather than dull ones to his service”’. 
Secular Study 

There are certain areas of non-theological study 
that have an obvious usefulness in Christian service, 
such as medicine, education or languages . 

I believe that there are other disciplines that can be 
of direct help to the cause of Christ. Only in recent 
years have Christians begun to realise that secular 
writers and producers have a lot to teach us about 
communication. I am perturbed by the poor content 
and presentation of much Christian literature, films 
and radio: if we are going to use amediumwe may 
as well learn to use it effectively. 

It is not only a matter of acquiring techniques, 
however. We need Christians with specialised know- 
ledge who can give authoritative guidelines on some 
of the serious issues, such as evolution, that concern 
young people in particular. Some of the so-called 
Christian answers to academic problems display such 
ignorance and misinterpretation that they are a dis- 
service to the Church. In the field of literature and art, 
I fear that, in our righteous desire to condemn the 
exploitation by evil men, we fail, sometimes, to appre- 
ciate the serious message of some avant-garde writers 
and artists. In order to answer them effectively we 
must first understand - genuinely understand - what 
they are saying. This will save us from answering non- 
questions; from merely beating the air. As Luther 
realised: “If I profess with the loudest voice and 


clearest exposition every portion of the truth of God 
except precisely that little point which the world and 
the devil are at the moment attacking, I am not con- 
fessing Christ, however boldly I may be professing 
Christ.” 

Professor Rookmaaker (Modern Man and the Death 
of a Culture) and Francis Schaeffer have shown the 
value of answering modern man from a position of 
strength. They know what he says, why he says it, 
and from there they expose logically the weaknesses 
of his philosophy. Such an approach involves close 
contact with today’s culture, but this by no means 
leads to compromise or unspirituality. It is no soft 
option, but it has shown many that, far from needing 
to fear ungodly ideas, they have every reason to have 
confidence that the Christian message is the only 
rational answer to life. This approach is more likely 
to help today’s enquiring youth than glib answers, 
cliches and unexplained quotations from Scripture. 

It is not only in the realm of apologetics that 
Christian thinkers are needed. There are many spiritual 
and moral issues at stake in the professions today and 
I am convinced that there are genuine opportunities 
for Christians to use their influence at all levels. Some 
students switch off their minds when they leave col- 
lege and, true, the world of salaries, families and 
mortgages is demanding, but we can hardly complain 
about godless new philosophies and policies in educa- 
tion, economics, politics, medicine and so on if we 
have neglected the opportunity to act as salt in our 
particular world. Such effectiveness demands that we 
are committed to our professions and have a lively 
awareness of developments. 

Not everyone is called to deep, prolonged study, 
but everyone has a mind that could be used, to a 
greater or less degree, in God’s service. As the first 
and greatest commandment says: “Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind,”’ (Matthew 22:37). That kind of love will save 
us from becoming either arid intellectuals or fiery 
ignoramuses.

Training!

WE are well aware that half an hour on a bicycle will 
teach us more about how to ride a bicycle than a thou- 
sand volumes read in the comfort of one’s home. Half 
an hour in the water will teach us more about how to 
swim than reams of theory read in an armchair. 

We can be assured that the act of witnessing will teach 
us more about witnessing than simply reading about 
it, Do it and we learn to do it. With the Holy Spirit 
as our Guide we Shall be led, each in his own way, to 
Witness. 

The fields are more than ever “‘white unto harvest”’; 
we cannot honestly say today “the labourers are few’’, 
unless it be that we are not doing our duty as wit- 
nesses. 

As touching this, and immediately I had written the 
paragraph above, I saw our brother Leslie Northcote’s 
review of The Kennedy Explosion in THE ELIM 
EVANGEL of June 9th and his comment on training 
for soul-winning: “Jt is significant that hesitant wor- 
kers became successful after the commencement of 
practical work.” 

We may promote evangelism as a project but pro- 
motion and projection do not accurately reflect the 
New Testament approach to the winning of men and 
women for Jesus Christ. Promotion and projection 
savour too much of passing on the responsibility for 
the winning of men and women for Jesus Christ to 
others who, we may think, havea special responsibility, 
and maybe a special gift, for evangelism. 

The New Testament approach to the winning of 
people to Jesus Christ is completely different. It is 
more personal and more dependent upon personal 
vision, personal attitude and personal love for the 
souls of men. Paul wrote to the Corinthians, ‘‘Most 
gladly therefore will I spend and be spent for you, 
though the more I love you the less I be loved’’. 

Here was a man saved by Jesus Christ to be an ex- 
ample to all who should follow after him (1 Timothy 
1:16), who first gave himself and then gave his talents 
to the task of winning people for Christ. He witnesses 
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Evangelism - without Money, 
without Price - and without 


over and over again that it was his own personal love 
for men and women that moved him to seek them for 
Christ, and the love of God that was shed abroad in 
his heart by the Holy Ghost was the dynamic that 
moved him to spend and be spent for the souls of 
men. His passionate words of personal dedication 
come to us through all his Letters, and others were 
inspired to emulate him. 

There seems to have been very little organisation 
or promotion, as such in those days; it was simply 
that those who were converted went everywhere 
preaching the Word. When they were scattered they 
got together in companies, as they were able, and they 
began to witness and to testify. Asa result churches 
were formed by these scattered groups. They had a 
passion for the truth that they believed and they had 
a passion for the souls of men. 

They had little money, in some cases none at all. 
They had no “modern methods of communication”, 
They had no printing presses. Yet Paul, by the Spirit, 
writing to the Colossians was able to testify that, even 
in his time, so enthusiastic were the converts to wit- 
ness, that “the Gospel which ye have heard. . . was 
preached to every creature which was under heaven 
whereof I Paul am made a minister.” 

I am reminded again of the challenge that was 
made at the Royal Albert Hall on Easter Monday, to 
which thousands responded, to win someone for Jesus 
Christ before next Easter. It’s a fantastic thought that 
if every one of us in Elim won even one person for 
Jesus Christ this year more than 30,000 would be 
rescued from a lost eternity, and maybe even many 
new churches established. 

The true requisite is not training, or money, but 2 
sense of the experience that Paul gives expression to 
when he says, “Knowing the terror of the Lord we 
persuade men”. Maybe we don’t sufficiently stand in 
awe of the Judgment Seat of Christ; maybe we do not 
sufficiently think of the fate that awaits those with- 
out Christ. If we lack courage or know-how, or if we 
think we do, God can meet our need if we pray for 
His guidance and His help. No plan that I have studied, 
and any amount of them come to my desk, is suffi- 
cient to meet the need of lost humanity. Tens of mil- 
lions of unconverted in our own land await the mes- — 
sage! 

If we listen to the Devil he will tell us that the times 
are too hard, the people are too indifferent, the cir- 
cumstances are not propitious, society is too permis- 


sive and so forth; but the conditions for witnessing 
are certainly not less propitious than they were in the 
early days of the Church, and in most of the periods 
since those days. 

This matter of winning men and women for Jesus 
Christ is one that needs our personal concern, our 
personal and united prayer, our personal challenge by 
the Holy Spirit that we have responsibility to make 
known to everyone the message that we believe. 

As Paul states, God saved him in order that “‘he 


might make all men see what is the fellowship of the 
mystery which from the beginning of the world has 
been hid in God.’ Personal concern, personal vision, 
a sense of personal responsibility will carry us through. 
Let us pray that God will guide us to speak to people 
and that His Spirit will prepare their hearts to receive 
the Word. Is it not amazing how often in the New 
Testament, when personal witnessing was done, that 
the hearts of those to whom the witness was being 
made had already been prepared by the Holy Spirit?

THE story of revival thrills us. I read the other day 
of the revival which has broken out in Bolivia in South 
America through a young man, twenty years old, who 
attended a Kathleen Kuhlman meeting .and was 
gloriously saved. Now he is back in his own land 
preaching the gospel and seeing the sick wonderfully 
healed.

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THE most momentous day in the Old Testament is 
surely the day which Genesis chapter 3 records, a day 
of action and reaction. If we could have walked in that 
Garden of Eden, we would have been surrounded by 
the glory of God and we would have revelled in its 
idyllic freedom and tremendous beauty. We would 
have enjoyed the unique relationship with God and no 
doubt we would say that we could never leave it behind 
as readily or as quickly as did Adam and Eve. 
Temptation 

A shadow began slowly to come over the scene as 
the devil began working to spoil that perfection. Those 
first sad verses of the chapter are a warning to us of the 
workings of the evil one. He is described as a serpent, 
the most subtle of God’s creation, and apparently one 
of the most beautiful. As the devil spoke through a 
serpent or took the form of one, there is no indication 
that Eve was even disturbed at meeting a talking 
serpent. 

Not only is Satan described as a serpent. Elsewhere 
Jesus calls him “the prince of this world’’, strong 
enough to erect his throne in every heart. Paul des- 
cribes him as the “god of this world” before whom 
people fall down. and worship. In Ephesians 2:2 he is 
called “‘a spirit’, which means that he has access to the 
secret places of the hearts and minds of men. Thus he 
is omniscient as far as man is concerned, apart from 
the operation of God within our lives, but in the Garden 
he came as a serpent — deceitful and crafty. 

He deceived Eve about his designs and about God’s 
goodness. So successful was this deception that he 
still operates in this way, deceiving the masses about 
himself and his existence, about the great Deliverer and 
about their own needs. 

He was also crafty, for it seems that he gradually 
tempted Eve over a period of time, undermining her 
gradually as he wove the web of doubt. She did not 
see his real design until she had become entangled in

heaven, a gasp from the sinners, then all is silent. A 
cloud dims the sun and a gust of cold air zips through 
the Garden. Sin has entered the world. 

Its most terrible effect was to break man’s living 
link with God. Inasense, the moment that fruit was 
taken, Christ was crucified. Certainly in heaven’s 
eternal present the cross would have been seen follow- 
ing hard on the heels of the fall. 

The reaction of the sinners is almost incredible. 
They had been accustomed to living in the beauty and 
the presence of God. Where is the record of their 
rushing to God asking forgiveness? Where is the 
confession of their sin? Where is the story of their 
humbling themselves and praying for mercy? Where 
do we read of their tears of sorrow? In that one act 
they became blind to their awful condition, and un- 
aware of the implications of their sin. Indeed they 
seem already to be hardened to God. What a picture 
this is of the awfulness of sin! 

Then, when God came to the Garden, Adam showed 
how human he was by blaming everyone for his sin 
except himself. He even blamed God! He refused to 
accept any personal responsibility for his deeds. It had 
been the devil’s fault; it was Eve’s fault; it was God’s 
fault for He had given Adam the woman. How had the 
mighty fallen! 

But God... 

In direct contrast to the behaviour of the sinners 
was the reaction of God. No words can describe what 
He could have done to punish that rebellion, but 
instead we are introduced to the grace of God. 

That day God had been greatly offended and treated 
with contempt, for in effect Adam and Eve had said, 
“We will not have our God to reign over us’. A lie had 
been trusted rather than His truth and His easy yoke 
had been broken as though it were a sordid restraint. 
Despite this, God still came again to the Garden, for, 
though He hated sin, He still loved the sinners. 

He could have come with a thunderbolt in His 
hands, or with a host of avenging angels to sweep the 
rebels into hell, but instead He came prepared to make 
every move. They ran, but He came. They hid, but 
He looked for them. They did not ask for forgiveness, 
so He spoke the first words of grace to a lost world 
and provided them with coverings. They heard the 


voice of the Lord God and were afraid, when all along 
it was a voice of mercy bringing tidings of deliverance 
and the first promise of the Stronger than Satan. They 
could not have known that, in tampering with God’s 
creation, Satan had signed his own death-warrant, but 
none the less they heard for the first time the promise 
of life and of salvation. 
The Promised Deliverer 

The course of history was changed that day, and 
another change was promised (v.15). It can be des- 
cribed as the seed plot of the Bible. “I will put enmity 
between you and the woman, and between your seed 
and her seed. It will bruise your head, and you will 
bruise his heel”. As God saw Satan standing smugly 
in his great victory, He saw him as strong, great, mighty 
and wily, so He promised to send One far stronger and 
gloriously greater, the One who would be Almighty and 
All-wisdom. That day Satan forged chains; he was a 
conqueror and an enslaver. Now God promised that 
he would become enslaved, enchained andthe conquered 
one, and, praise God, heaven sees him as this already. 

It is fitting that Jesus should be called “‘the seed’, 
for not only was he the seed of woman, He was also 
the Seed from which a great Church of countless 
millions has sprung, each member of which is a test- 
imony to the world of the defeat of Satan. 

Writing of this promise, Bishop Henry Law has said: 
“If the greatest King became the meanest beggar, and 
if the richest prince left his palace for the vilest cell of 
a loathsome prison, it would be as nothing compared 
with what God promised that guilty pair’, for He 
promised them that Jesus would leave heaven to put 
on the rags of our mortality, that He would lay aside 
the sustaining strength of the universe to become as 


weak as a babe. So much more was promised before 
that proud couple, even the humbling of Jesus. 

Still there was no indication of repentance from 
Adam, or of rejoicing in God’s provision of a Redeemer 
for the world which they had just ruined. Against such 
an attitude how wonderful the grace of God is shown 
to be! 

No matter how hard he tried, from that moment 
on, Satan would have God’s words ringing in his ears: 
“The seed will bruise your head, and you will bruise 
his heel”. After his every triumph on earth, those 
words would haunt him, for in them Satan was doomed 
to ultimate ruin. His moment of triumph at having 
marred the beauty of creation became his greatest 
defeat. 

We can understand that statement of God. Think 
of a hunter out shooting. One wild animal comes 
within his sights, but his bullet only goes through its 
foot. For a time the animal is disabled, crippled and 
loses blood. Soon the wound will be healed, but the 
animal will be marked for life. Another animal comes 
within the hunter’s sights and this time his aim is true. 
The animal falls and the proud hunter poses for a 
photo standing with one foot on the dead beast’s 
head to show that he has conquered. 

Christ was to be temporarily disabled and marked 
for life, but He in turn would one day show the world 
his complete triumph over Satan. 

Centuries went by. The Seed was born. He grew to 
manhood. Satan did his best to reverse the roles and 
to many it seemed that he was successful, until the 
day the bruised Christ rose from the dead. 

Then Satan knew that the promise had been 
fulfilled.

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


35. Mizpah (Genesis 31:49)

““MIZPAH. . . the Lord watch between me and thee, 
when we are absent from one another”. How often 
these words have been used as a bond between lovers 
or friends who have been parted for a while, yet they 
were actually first used by two men who distrusted 
each other, Laban and Jacob had engaged in a battle 
of wits, cheating and deceiving one another to try to 
obtain an advantage. As they were parting, they set up 
stonesto form a “heap of witness” and called upon the 
Lord to be a witness between them, in case either 
planned to do mischief to the other during their 
absence! After this, Jacob continued his journey to 
Canaan while Laban and his sons returned home. 

Although Mizpah may not mean what so many have 
fondly imagined, it nevertheless recognises a fact of 
great significance, which is that we are never hidden 
from the sight of God. However closely related two 
people may be, they cannot be always together for 
twenty-four hoursaday;but the Lord is always present. 
Nothing is able to hide us from Him. If we do what 
is wrong, this thought of the nearness of the Lord will 
bring great uneasiness and will trouble our consciences. 
So, before we permit evil, let us remember that He is 
the all-seeing One. This may save us from doing wrong, 
for it is a purifying thought. If we are seeking todo 
right, the thought of His presence will strengthen us. _ 
His eye is upon us for good. No matter who may mis- 
understand what we do,He will uphold and encourage 
us. 


“BUT among all our joys, there was no one that more 
filled our hearts, than the blessed continuance of the 
preaching of God’s sacred Word among us; which is that 
inestimable treasure, which excelleth all the riches of 
the earth” wrote the translators of the Authorised 
Version of the Bible in their address to King James. 
Many of us echo their words today. 

Here in our Salisbury Church we have enjoyed the 
preaching and teaching of the Scriptures in a unique 
way by Pastor Christopher Gornold Smith. His splendid 
series of lectures, entitled “The Bible Comes Alive”, 
with such lucid explanationsand dramatic presentations 
has heldus almost breathless in our seats, not daring to 
move. The Bible is very much alive, pulsating with the 
life of God, “God-breathed”, as George Jeffreys so 
often used to say, and absolutely up-to-date in its 
prophecies concerning events in the world today. 

It wasaparticular pleasure for my husband to listen 
to Mr. Smith and to learn from the lectures of recent 
archaelogical discoveries, scientific research and of the 
people of Israel today in their national home, because 
he recalled that our guest preacher, as a teenager, was 
for four yearsamember of his Bible Class at the Ulster 
Temple, Belfast. Now the teacher was sitting at the 
feet of his one-time pupil, and why not? This is as it 
should be. The Scriptural principle is that faithful men, 
having been taught, should pass on their knowledge to 
others (2 Timothy 2:2). 

Regrettably, though, the writer to the Hebrews 
lamented sadly that the Hebrew Christians, despite all 
the sound teaching that they had received, still needed 
to be taught and could not communicate their beliefs 
and faith. They were slow at grasping facts and easily 
forgetful, imperceptive and lethargic, according to the 
full meaning in Greek of the expression, “dull of 
hearing” in Hebrews 5:11. Thus they were immature, 
for v.12 states, “When for the time ye ought to be 
teachers, ye have need that one teach you again”. So 
were the believers at Corinth, as evidenced by 1 
Corinthians 3:2., “I have fed you with milk, and not 
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Teachers needed 


with meat: for hitherto ye were not able to bear it, 
neither yet now are ye able”. How discouraged their 
earnest instructors must have been! The inference is 
plain: a teacher delights in an eager pupil who makes 
progress and a parent desires a child to develop into 
full maturity. William Barclay comments: “Here the 
writer to the Hebrews is face to face with a problem 
which haunts the Church in every generation. He is 
face to face with the problem of the Christian who 
refuses to grow up.”’ 

Let us check our development. Are we diligent 
students of the Word, well versed in the Scriptures and 
sure of the great, glorious truths of our faith, or are we 
muddle-headed and vague with only a superficial 
knowledge? Can we teach? Do we want to teach? 
The Amplified Bible translates v.13: “For everyone who 
continues to feed on milk is obviously inexperienced 
and unskilled in the dactrine of righteousness, for he 
is a mere infant — not able to talk yet!”. Bottle-fed 
believers are pathetic. If we are no longer newly 
converted let us take the meat of the Word and we 
shall by God’s help begin to mature and to instruct 
others in His way. 

May | appeal, as Paul did to the Ephesians, “That 
we henceforth be no more children, tossed to and fro 
. .. but speaking the truth in love, may grow up into 
Him in all things” (Ephesians 4:14,15).

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How can we know God's will? 


by Philip G. Parsons, Pastor of our Romsey Church 


HERE is a problem that must have weighed heavily 
upon the heart of every Christian at some time or 
another. This really is a matter that affects every 
Christian all the time. For successful Christian living 
we need to know the will of God, not only at the 
crossroads of crisis, but day by day. Some Christians 
drift aimlessly through life, satisfied with second best, 
and contented with spiritual infancy. Such an atti- 
tude is disastrous. A drifting ship is doomed! It is 
vital to know God’s will. We must set our sights. We 
must define our aims and go for them. 

Communists have a programme of advancement. 
Businessmen have a programme of expansion. Politi- 
cians have a programme of introducing various policies. 
What programme of growth and development have 
you? Where are you going? God has a programme 
for your life. He wants you to discover it and to put 
it into operation. The question is how? Perhaps you 
like many Christians, desperately pray for God’s will 
and then sit back and do nothing but wait for a sound 
or sign from heaven. This kind of action is not only 
irrational, but unscriptural. 

Within a few minutes you can know much more of 
the will of God for your life. Just pick up the Bible! 
Start reading. You will soon need to pray, not to know 
God’s will, but for power to live it (Psalm 145:10)! 
Paul told the. Thessalonian Christians, ““This is the will 
of God, even your sanctification”, and,“‘In everything 
give thanks, for this is the will of God concerning you”’. 
God hasa whole book of 1,189 chapters which unfold 
His glorious will. 

God’s will is discovered by a close relationship 
with Him. When you become close friends with a .per- 
son, you gradually discover his likes and dislikes, his 
joys and delights, his wishes and will. You can know 
the will of the Lord only by a close relationship with 
Him. Jesus said, “If you are My friends, obey Me’’. 
Obedience is another indispensible factor in knowing 
God’s will. You will never know it by doing nothing. 
The discovery comes only by active obedience. You 
must do everything according to the will of God. Ask 
for His will as you pray (1 John 5:14), as you make 
business plans (James 4:13-15), as you make travell- 
ing arrangements (Romans 1:10), and for the whole 
of your life (1 Peter 4:2). 

You may feel that there are dangers in going ahead 
when you are not certain of the Lord’s will. There are 
dangers in doing nothing (Ecclesiastes 10:18; Matthew 
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25:24-27) If our hearts are right with God and we 
are obeying His Word, walking by faith and walking 
in the Spirit, then we can be confident, sure that we 
are walking in God’s will. If by human error we be- 
come diverted from His will, God will bring us back 
into line. 

On one occasion Paul’s brilliant planning did not 
have the seal of God’s will. Paul planned to follow the 
western coastline of Asia Minor to the southern coast 
of the Black Sea (Acts 16:7), but that was not God’s 
plan. God revealed His will in a vision, telling Paul to 
go to Greece. On another occasion, God’s will was re- 
vealed by a prophecy (Acts 21:10,11). God still uses 
the Gifts of the Spirit today to convey His will, as well 
as Scripture. 

From the moment of conversion, every Christian 
should do the will of the Lord. On the Damascus 
road, Paul, though still blind, asked God what He wan- 
ted him to do. Don’t lazily wait for a dramatic call 
from the echoing heavens when there is so much that 
God has already told you to do, but go ahead in faith, 
asking His will. He will ensure that you are kept in 
His will. Prove what is that good, acceptable, and per- 
fect will of God (Romans 12:2), perform it from the 
heart (Ephesians 6:6), and never be diverted from it. 
Paul found that it was not only the devil who en- 
deavoured to divert him from doing the divine will, 
but even believers (Acts 21:11,12). You may be temp- 
ted into distraction from the will of God even by 
kind-hearted, well-meaning Christians, but, with Paul- 
ine determination say, ““The will of the Lord be done” 
(Acts 21:14). Remember that there was One who 
said, “Not My will, but Thine be done”. What effects 
that had!

Monday, July 23rd ‘l Kings 20:22-43 


“Because the Syrians have said’’ (v.28). 

GOD is always incensed when men limit His lordship 
or try to steal some of His glory (see Isaiah 42:8; 48: 
11). He refused Moses entry into the promised land 
because he struck the rock when God had told him to 
speak to it. This seems to be harsh, until we realise 
that eastern shepherds know rocks with a thin outer 
casing which house pockets of water within. The 
critic could hereafter have said that the miracle resul- 
ted from the shepherd’s special knowledge, whereas 
he would now have to acknowledge that God made 
the rock break open. 


Tuesday, July 24th 1 Kings 21:1-16 

“Jezebel his wife came to him, and said” (v.5). 
EVE, Jezebel and Herodias are examples of female 
pressure for perversion, while Hannah the mother of 
Samuel, Mary the mother of Jesus and Lydia are ex- 
amples of those who lifted lives above base clay and 
strove to please God in every way. The man should be 
the head of the household (Ephesians 5:22,23) and 
should not be dominated by the woman and God 
should be above all. For further Scriptures regarding 
relationships between the sexes see 1 Corinthians 7. 
Notice that Naboth guarded his inheritance. In days 
of modernism, humanism, extremism and continuing 
heresy let us guard our inheritance (2 Timothy 2:2, 
15; 4:2-4), 


Wednesday, July 25th 

“Hast thou found me?” (v.20). 
SIMILAR sounds from the convicted soul have been 
heard in every century. Long before the servant of the 
Lord has spoken, the Lord of the servant has spoken. 
He speaks again and again as in the case of Saul of 
Tarsus: “It is hard for thee to kick against the pricks” 
(Acts 9:5). Prick after prick of conscience and con- 
viction come to the sinner as he tries to shrug off 
divine pleading (John 16:7-13). “Why don’t you 
leave me alone?” is the modern equivalent of Ahab’s 
remark, but the answer is still the same. Peace comes 
when we humble ourselves before God (1 Kings 21:29). 


1 Kings 21:17-29 


Thursday, July 26th 1 Kings 22:1-23 
“I hate him; for he doth not prophesy good con- 

cerning me, but evil” (v.8). 

EVEN Christ was “despised and rejected of men” 


(Isaiah 53). As he was subject to political pressure 
before Pilate, so here the prophet is pushed by the 
king’s servant (1 Kings 22:13, see also Jeremiah 26:8). 
Whether it be by kings and rulers, Pharisees and priests, 
the iron hand of Roman Catholicism as in the Inquisi- 
tion, or the crushing cruelties of the communists in 
the twentieth century, the answer of a true man of 
God will always be the same: ‘‘What the Lord saith 
unto me, that will I speak ” (v.14). Notice that the 
sinner recognises the truth, even though he rebels 
against it. 


Friday , July 27th 1 Kings 22:24-40 
““Feed him with bread of affliction” (v. 27). 

MOSES and Saul chose affliction and were in the will 
of God (Romans 15:3,4). Mark well the accuracy of 
the prophecy (1 Kings 21:19) that was fulfilled (22: 
38), and notice that the schemes of sinners come to 
naught, but the Word of the Lord is sure. We are not 
told of the release of Micaiah, but the spirit of the 
man had been freed by God long ago. This is echoed 
in the New Testament, for whom the Son sets free, is 
free indeed (John 8:36). 


Saturday, July 28th 1 Chronicles 19:1-11 
“Nevertheless there are good things found in thee” 
(V5). 
IT has been said, “‘There is so much good in the worst 
of us, and so much bad in the best of us, that it be- 
hoves none of us to criticise the rest of us.” Al- 
though the Kingdom was divided into Judah and Israel, 
God spoke through various prophets to both. In days 
of denominationalism, it is good to find God’s faithful 
servants in many denominations walking in truth (3 
John:3,4). The words of faithful Hanani fell like an 
accurate stone from the sling of shepherd David and 
caused the straying sheep Jehoshaphat to réturn and 
set things in order. “The Lord who is with you” is 
“to be feared”’. 


Sunday, July 29th 2 Chronicles 20:1-19 
“The children of Moab, and the children of Ammon, 
and with them others. . . came against Jehoshaphat” 
(v.1). 
THE Devil’s children always gang up on those who try 
to please God. In this year we have seen nations gather 
against Israel and the Prime Minister of Egypt has 
said, ““We will push Israel into the sea”. The six-day 
war is a recent reminder that God’s promises and pro- 
tection cannot be broken by a host of enemies (Leviti- 
cus 26:7-9). This record also points to the power of 
fasting (Matthew 17:21) and the response it brings, 
“for the battle is not yours, but God’s”’. 
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Final Separation ccoraicss 


I WENT to a hospital to visit a Christian lady who was 
desperately sick. I knew that I would not see her again 
on earth so, as I left her, I used the ancient farewell of 
Christians who would not meet again on earth. I 
said, “Goodnight, I will see you in the morning”. 

The pain of parting from another believer is eased 
by the knowing that it will be for only a little while. 

There was, however, something terrible and final 
about Cain’s separation from God. For along time God 
had dealt patiently with Cain and had pleaded with 
him to choose the right way, but his murder of-his 
brother Abel and his callous indifference when God 
gave him a last opportunity to repent, took him beyond 
hope or remedy. The judgment of God fell swiftly 
and Cain went out of His presence for ever. 

In the book of Judges we read the story of the Bible 
strong man, Samson. He was called by God to use his 
great strength in the service of God as the judge and 
deliverer of Israel, but Samson was more concerned 
with gratifying his lust than with doing the things that 
were right before God. Samson was given time to 
change his ways, but he stepped beyond the limit when 
he gave up his God-given secret to atreacherous woman. 
He thought that he could do ashe liked. He-trusted his 
own strength and ignored the Lord, so the Lord gave 
him up and he became his enemies’ plaything. 

Most of us are familiar with the name of Pontius 
Pilate, the Roman Judge associated with the events of 
Easter week. He was a harsh, cruel man with a bitter 
hatred of the Jews, but we are mainly concerned with 
him because he became the unwilling judge of the Lord 
Jesus. He seemed anxious to set Jesus free, provided 
he could do so without interfering with his own com- 
fort, but in the end he was forced to answer his own 
question: ‘What will you do with Jesus?”. When, in 
spite of solemn warnings, he passed what he knew was 
an unjust sentence, Pilate separated himself from life — 
and he paid with his eternal. soul for a few more 
months’ uneasy power. 

Another man associated with the Easter story was 
the thief who died on the cross by the side of Jesus. He 
faced physical death and eternal misery, yet by his 
side hung One who had power to give him eternal life. 
Instead of asking for mercy, however, he hurled insults 
and blasphemous curses at the Lord Jesus — even-the 
conversion of his fellow thief did not move him — so he 
died unrepentant, unforgiven,and was cut off fromGod 
eternally. 

I would mention one more man, Felix, who was a

Roman judge like Pilate. Felix heard the message of 
salvation faithfully given by the apostle Paul and, as 
he listened, he shook and trembled under deep convic- 
tion of sin. He never had a more wonderful chance to 
be saved. Then Felix’s greedy mind thought that 
perhaps Paul would give him a bribe to secure his 
release. His lust for money swamped his desire for 
eternal life and, when he left the district two years 
later, he had become an utterly hardened, lost soul. 

Are you, like Cain, indifferent to God? If so, you 
are in great danger. You are only a step from eternal. 
disaster. Perhaps, like Samson, you think that you are 
strong enough, or good enough, not to need salvation, 
yet God says that we have all sinned and none of us is 
good enough for His home. 

Like Pilate, you may feel your comfort is more 
important than doing right and becoming a Christian. 
Will you forfeit your eternal soul for a little period of 
physical pleasure? 

You may be one who is wickedly putting off 
becoming a Christian until your death-bed. Then 
remember that, when the thief came to die, he had no 
desire for salvation. If you continue with your inten- 
tion, you will find that you, also, have left it too late. 

Possibly, like Felix, lust for money or position is 
blinding you to your deepest need, you are so occupied 
with making money and pursuing your ambition that 
you have no time for God; you are losing your soul in 
seeking to gain the world. 

Maybe something else which I have not eae 
is separating you from God, but whatever it is you 
know that you are lost. The Lord in mercy earnestly 
and urgently warns you that, unless you repent, you 
will perish eternally, like those whom we have men- 
tioned, but He promises that, if you will turn to 
Christ with all your heart, He will save you from sin 
and give you eternal life. He is standing at the door 
of your life knocking, asking for admission. You 
need not face the horror of eternal separation from 
God. You can be saved now if you will open your 
heart to Christ.

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Editorial 


“IN view of the extensive agitation for a change of the law controlling 
Sunday trading so as to permit a greater range of goods to be sold on 
Sunday in markets and shops, the Lord’s Day Observance Society 
wishes to make it known that it will resist any such change to the 
utmost of its power.” 

So says a publicity handout from the Lord’s Day Observance 
Society. It advances eight reasons for its stand, viz. that Sunday trading 
is indirect disobedience to the law of God, totally unnecessary, 
opposed by genuine tradesmen, the shopworkers’ trade union and the 
National Federation of Market Traders, and never spontaneously 
demanded by the public, but demanded by antisocial opportunists. 

It further states that the L.D.O.S. recognises that there are anomalies 
in the present Sunday trading laws and will not object to attempts to 
remedy these, provided that there is no extension of Sunday trading. 
The Society is taking steps to put the other side of the case to the 
Home Office as by comparison with the submissions of money-making 
interests. Adds the handout: ‘‘The erosion of the Christian Sunday 

has already gone too far. These proposals would destroy it altogether 
to the infinite loss of all sections of the community, even including 
those whose greed blinds them to the ultimate disaster which must 
inevitably follow.” 


Some Christians feel that the Church is now such a minority in the 
United Kingdom that it has no right to dictate to the rest of the nation. 
It must be prepared to take its stand within a secular society, they say. 
This sounds fair enough, but does it go deeply enough into the subject? 
Is there not every right for maintaining the Lord’s Day for the benefit 
of the nation? There are many laws which inhibit the individual to the 
communal good, laws which must earn the commendation of Christians 
even though their restrictions can occasionally be irksome to believers 
and to non-believers alike. They are imposed with the general co- 
operation of the people because they realise that they are to the national 
benefit even though their imposition may at times be restricting or 
constricting to the individual. 


Again there are some laws vehich limit some folk even though the 
prohibitions serve only to irritate them. They are maintained, however, 
because sections of the community would fall into problems were 
there not these rules. The Christian would think of this as the famous 
“weaker brother’’ argument. 


In any case are not Christians the salt of the earth and the light of 
the world? Would you not feel that too many things have gone by 
default in the last few vears? Christians are afraid to become involved 
in PARTY politics, but have they failed to recognise their responsibili- 
ties to the so-called body-politic? : 


“Stand up and be counted”’ has become almost a cliché these days, 
but there is much in it with reference to the Lord’s Day. 


Do we want to lose even the remnants of our traditional Sunday?

A Tribute to Pastor W. J. Allen, 


given at the funeral service by the Secretary- General 


WE gather, friends and colleagues, to lay to rest the 
outward casket of our friend, brother in Christ and 
ministerial colleague William John Allen. He entered 
the Elim ministry twenty-five years ago, going directly 
to our Briton Ferry Church, where he and his wife 
ministered for nearly five years. 

Once again we are reminded that we are pilgrims 
and strangers; that, though we are in time we do not 
belong to time. ‘‘God,” says the Bible, ‘‘has set 
eternity in our being,” and our brother has simply 
gone where he belongs. Though we are reminded that 
in the midst of life we are in death, yet the glorious 
complementary truth for us believers is that in the 
midst of death we are in life. 

I recall Brother Allen as a stimulating conversa- 
tionalist. He did not conform to set ideas; he was 
provocative in presenting new ideas and promoting 
new angles of truth. He was a great believer in preach- 
ing and teaching Divine healing, and believed that 
there was more of the supernatural to be experienced 
than either he or we realised. 

I knew him also as a thought-provoking contributor 
as a writer. His presentation of new ideas provoked a 
re-examination and re-thinking of one’s ideas. 

William Allen was a man who was able to bring to 
his ministry experience that resulted from long years 
of the rough and tumble of secular employment for 
he was forty-eight when he took up his first pastorate. 
For nearly twenty years he exercised his ministry as a 
faithful Pastor in Briton Ferry, Glossop, Warrington 
Leicester, Whitehaven, Wells and then Falmouth on 
his retirement in 1967. 

Disabling sickness in the closing years of his life 
caused great concern and suffering, patiently borne in 
victory. His dear wife has been graciously upheld 
during this time of her husband’s sickness. 

We lay the outward form to rest, but the real man 
is “‘with Christ”, among those of whom it is written: 
“These are they which came out of great tribulation 
and have washed their robes and made them white in 
the blood of the Lamb. Therefore are they before the 
Throne of God, and serve Him day and night in His 
temple; and He that sitteth on the Throne shall dwell 
among them. They shall hunger no more, neither 
thirst any more; neither shall the sun light on them, 
nor any heat. For the Lamb which is in the midst of 
the Throne shall feed them, and shall lead them to 
living fountains of water, and God shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes.” 

One reunion has already taken place. 

We pray that our sister Mrs. Allen will know in a 
way as never before the gift of the oil of joy for 
mourning, the garment of praise for the spirit of 
heaviness, and the sustaining strength of God’s Spirit.

“REMEMBER Sodom and Gomorrah and the neigh- 
bouring towns; like the angels, they committed forni- 
cation and followed unnatural lusts; and they paid the 
penalty in eternal fire, an example for all to see.” 
(Jude v.7. N.E.B.). 

Two cities are held up before the Church as exam- 
ples to notice. This is not as strange as may seem at 
first when one remembers that this record of sin and 
judgment is prophetic of the awful apostasy that affects 
the Church in the last days, this apostasy being the 
subject of Jude’s Epistle. Recall the four things that 
Jude says about the activities of apostates: they turn 
the grace of God into lasciviousness (v.4); they defile 
the flesh (v.8); they corrupt themselves like beasts 
(v.10); and they walk after their own lusts (v.16). This 
is tremendously strong language, but it is characteristic 
of the speaking of the Holy Spirit, whose speech is 
always direct and plain. 

Jesus Christ spoke about the last days, saying that 
they would be like the days of Noah and of Lot (when 
the heavens rained fire and sulphur and made an end 
of them all), adding “Even thus shall it be in the day 
when the Son of man is revealed.” (Luke 17:26-30).

In Defence of the Farth 


4. Sinning Cities (Jude v.7) 


Paul warns against the sins that should not even be 
named among true followers of Jesus Christ (Ephesians 
5). Today, ancient sins and perversions of all kinds 
are in fashion, hence we have much talk, publicity and 
propagating of crime, immorality, brutality and down- 
right filthy uncleanness. It would therefore be good 
for us to read and accept literally the teaching of 
Jude’s Epistle. Iread somewhere: “Intellectual doubt 
may sow the seeds of apostasy, but its fruit is spiritual 
and physical degradation.” 

The example of apostasy before us in this study is 
the sinning cities of Sodom and Gomorrah. The whole 
inference is that the people of these cities were guilty 
of this tremendous sin. Reading the records in the 
Scripture no-one can possibly doubt the wickedness 
of those people, a wickedness that called forth the 
judgment of God. 

They once had a knowledge of the truth; they knew 
of God’s holy character. According to Ussher’s Chro- 
nology over 450 years separated the waters of the 
flood and the fires of Sodom and Gomorrah. Noah’s 
son Shem was still living, indeed a further fifty years 
of life ahead of him. 

Paul wrote on apostasy in Romans 1:18-32. When 
men who once knew God fail to glorify Him as God, 
they become vain in their reasoning, their foolish 
hearts are darkened, and God gives them up to un- 
cleanness, vile affections and a reprobate mind. This 
is exactly what happened to the people of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. I believe that these things are true of the 
days immediately preceding the coming again of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Here are some facts about Sodom and Gomorrah 
that can be gleaned from the Book of Genesis. In 
10:19 the cities are said to be in the border of the 
Canaanites. In chapter 13 we are given a thumb-nail 
sketch of Lot, who chose this locality as his dwelling- 
place. He chose a border-line life, as near as possible 
to the wicked Canaanites, a place that looked most 
attractive to the flesh, and he chose this place even 
though it meant separation from Abraham, the man 
of God. He pitched his tent toward Sodom. Chapter 
19 informs us that he became known in the place, for 
he sat in the gate. His very efforts to live a righteous 


life were contemptible; 19:14 shows how completely 
he had lost his testimony. Lot’s wife perished; she 
found the pull of the city to which he had introduced 
her too great to break away. Lot’s daughters adopted 
the ways and behaviour of the wicked city in which 
they lived. Lot was saved so as by fire. The last pic- 
ture of Lot in the Genesis record is a sad one (19:30). 
We see him dwelling in a dark cave in misery and sin. 

Call to mind the cities that so long ago were des- 
troyed and are set forth as an example of suffering the 
vengeance of eternal fire. Genesis 19:18 makes sad 
reading. Abraham looked toward Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, and toward all the land of the plain and the smoke 
of the country went up like the smoke of a furnace. 
In one brief hour four cities were overwhelmed; they 
perished as God rained down fire and brimstone. 

The words written by Jude nearly 2,000 years ago 
are still the truth of God. They were written to us 
believers who are beloved, kept and called. They teach 
us to be earnest, zealous, diligent and devoted in the 
matter of winning souls for Christ. The day of grace 


will close and then it will be too late for all who have 
not received the love of truth that they might be 
saved. All who believed not the truth but had plea- 
sure in unrighteousness will be condemned. We are 
their only hope: Like Abraham we must intercede 
for the cities that were under impending judgment. 
We must seek the salvation of sinners by every means 
available to us. 

Vile and filthy sin brought judgment upon Sodom 
and Gomorrah. The rejection of Jesus the Son of God, 
the Saviour of mankind, will bring upon the rejector 
the judgments of a righteous God.

DR. MARK JOEKES, one of the world’s leading ex- 


perts in kidney transplantation and consultant physi- 
cian to three London hospitals, wrote an article 
entitled “Jilting Death” in the Weekend Telegraph 
of May 31st, 1968. The article was mainly concerned 
with “‘spare-part”’ surgery and it contains the sugges- 
tions that, in twenty-five years, all the main organs of 
the body will be replaceable and that men’s thoughts 
and actions will be controlled by a computer. Dr. 
Joekes added: “Truly man would then be in search of 
his soul”. Many of us would go further and say that 
man will then have Jost his soul. 

Many may think that Dr. Joekes, although he is an 
eminent medical scientist, has descended into the realm 
of science fiction. A more recent B.B.C. radio report 
will soon dispel this illusion. It stated that scientists 
in the United States have made just such an invention 
as Dr. Joekes indicated in “Jilting Death”. Perhaps he 
knew of the invention at the time when he wrote the 
article? It seems that a tiny gadget operated by remote 
control is inserted in the head close to the brain. By 
means of this device a man is directed as though he 
were arobot and can be made to do whatever the con- 
troller wishes - eat, sleep, talk and even fight! Here is 
a more horrible and vile invention than even “the 
Bomb”; that can destroy the body, but this invention 
can destroy the mind so that man endures a living 
death, a hell on earth. 

Perhaps readers will again object and say, “Man 
would never use such a dreadful invention on his 
fellow-men!”, but this ignores the historical fact that, 
no matter how devilish his inventions may be, man 
will use them on other men. How else can one account 
for the reported and undenied instances of people with 
incurable cancers and with no known relatives being 
bombarded with massive doses of atomic radiation in 
hospitals, by order of the Pentagon, to see how much 
the human body can take? 

This very device has already been used on men 
though, admittedly, so far as we know, in the form of 
agreed experiments. 
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Christ or Antichrist? 


2 Thessalonians 2:8-12; Revelation 13:16,17; 14:9-11 


In Revelation 13:16,17 we are given an ominous 
warning of some gadget such as this being actually 
used on a world-wide scale. Many believe that a new, 
utterly ruthless figure will shortly rise in the political 
world. His objective will be to “take over’’ the whole 
of mankind. The name which men will give him is 
unknown, but the Bible calls him “Antichrist” and 
“the man of sin”. The verses quoted from the Book 
of Revelation show the absolute demands that he will 
make upon men. 

Some years ago I heard one of our ministers, George 
Backhouse, answering the question: “What do you 
understand by “the mark of the Beast?”; with reference 
to these verses in Revelation 13; he tapped his head 
and said: ‘‘Why, the control of the mind!”’. 

Whatever the device may be, the mark is set in the 
forehead and hand. This indicates that both the mind 
and the activities will be totally controlled. Please 
note that this is exactly what Dr. Joekes states in his 
article, written by a scientist not by a controversial 
Bible student. These things are foreshadowed by this 
United States’ invention, for this has proved that man’s 
mind and therefore all his actions can be totally con- 
trolled. 

Now the Bible tells us that God loved the world so 
much that He gave His only begotten Son and that His 
Son, the Lord Jesus Christ, loved us with such love 
and He died to save us from our sins and restore us to 
God as His sons. All those, therefore, who sincerely 
turn from their sin, believe the Gospel and receive the 
Lord Jesus as their Saviour are assured of forgiveness 
and of eternal life. Multitudes of people, however, 
both in our own land and others, have heard the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ and have scornfully rejected it. In 
the words of the Bible, they have set themselves against 
the Lord and against His Christ (Psalm 2:2). The 
apostle Paul declared that, because of this, God will 
send to the world a strong delusion (2 Thessalonians 
2:11). Having wilfully rejected the truth of God men 
will believe a lie instead. The Lord Jesus Himself in- 
dicated that, although He came in His Father’s name, 
people would reject Him, but another would come in 
his own name and he would be accepted (John 5:43). 
Refusing to give their minds and service to Jesus Christ, 
men will give them instead to the Antichrist. The issue 
is clear that men must choose Christ, the righteous 


One or Antichrist, the man of sin, either the Truth or 
the lie! 

Antichrist may already be in the world. Such in- 
ventions as have been mentioned certainly indicate 
that some scientists are demon-inspired — by their 
fruits we can know them — and that they are preparing 
the way for their master. 

The Bible shows that, before Antichrist is fully re- 
vealed and makes his bid for control of mankind, the 
Lord Jesus will come again to remove all true Chris- 
tians from this earth, just as Noah was saved from the 
judgment of the Flood, and even as Lot was spared 
prior to the destruction of Sodom and Gomorrah. 
Those who belong to Christ will be saved before the 
fiery judgments of God fall on Christ-rejecting, devil- 
deceived men (Luke 17:22-30; 2 Thessalonians 1:6-10). 
Those who refuse the offer of divine mercy will be 
left to face the great period of divine judgment. The 
Bible declares concerning those who believe the lie 
and reject the Truth: “If any man worshippeth the 
beast and his image, and receiveth a mark upon his 


forehead, or upon his hand, he also shall drink of the . 


wine of the wrath of God, which is prepared unmixed 
in the cup of His anger, and he shall be tormented in 
the presence of the holy angels and in the presence of 
the Lamb: and the smoke of their torment goes up 
for ever and ever; and they have no rest day and night, 
they that worship the beast and his image, and whoso 
receive the mark of his name” (Revelation 14:9-11). 
This could be the awful lot of some who read these 
words, for unless you turn to Christ from your sin you 
are doomed. Only those who have given their lives to 
Christ and who have had their sins cleansed in the blood 
of the Lamb will escape the wrath of the Lamb 
(Revelation 6:15-17). 

Turn from your self-righteousness and sin. Receive 
Jesus Christ as your Saviour and Lord while there is 
still time. Soon it will be too late. 

If you are a Christian, then let your life be holy, as 
will those who have the hope of His coming truly in 
their hearts (1 John 3:3). Give earnest, urgent warning 
to those who do not know Christ, so that you are not 
held responsible for their eternal misery (Ezekiel 3: 
18,19).

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Towards a Christian view of 


Ec 0 0 Qy by Stafford Carson 


RECENTLY there has been an upsurge of interest in 
the realm of ecology. Such words as “‘environment”, 
“pollution” and “conservation” have become almost 
magical in their effect. Many writers have cashed in 
on this so that there isa resultant mass of literature on 
many and varied aspects of the topic. The dictionary 
definition of ecology as “biology dealing with the 
inter-relations between organisms and their environ- 
ment” really means two things: (i) the inter-relation- 
ships between organisms and (ii) the inter-relationships 
of organisms and their environments. The main empha- 
sis has been put on this latter consideration of the 
balance of nature and the realisation that this balance 
is being upset by man’s influence. The problem now 
being raised is what to do about this imbalance and, 
more importantly for Christians, upon what basis can 
something constructive be done. 

The charge that Christianity has been responsible 
for the present ecological crisis has been levelled by 
Lynn White (1967), Professor of History, University 
of California, in his article “The historical Roots of 
our ecological Crisis”. Schaeffer (1970) has dealt in 
detail with this accusation. White argues that in this 
post-Christian world we still retain a Christian men- 
tality in the area of ecology and, because Christianity 
has had a “bad” view of nature, i.e. man has domi- 
nion over nature, it follows that man can exploit nature 
without limit. Some of the points made by White have 
been taken up by Richard Means (1967), Associate 
Professor of Sociology, College of Kalamazoo, Michi- 
gan, who states that, for two millenia, Christian mis- 
sionaries have been chopping down sacred groves, and 
Means assumes therefore that Christians are against 
trees (?). Basically, what these two writers are saying 
is that our present ecological crisis is attributable at 
least in part to the application of Judaeo-Christian 
principles of resource-use to the environment. If 
Christians do not refute this charge, it would seem as 
though it is nobody else’s business to do so. 

When we turn to Christianity , however, we do not 
automatically find an answer, since it has been true 
that much evangelicalism has not recognised the real 
value of nature. We have emphasised the importance 
of saving the soul and getting it to heaven, with the 
result that there has been a strong tendency to see

nature as nothing more than an apologetic weapon - 
a classic proof of God’s existence. This point has been 
taken up by Jason Wych in a letter to The Ecologist 
(February 1973): “Christianity has taken a short 
term view of the world: ‘Take no thought for the 
morrow’. Christianity teaches you to anticipate 
doomsday when the graves will open, Christ will come 
and the world will come to an end. Most authorities 
accept that St. Paul thought that the Second Coming 
would be in his own life-time, which is why he gave no 
advice on long-term or environmental questions. 
Christianity is unconcerned with the world, for there 
is a life hereafter where even the poverty and suffering 
of this world will be rewarded”’. 

Are these things true? Are Lynn White, Richard 
Means and Jason Wych right in blaming Christianity 
for our ecological crisis? We must reply with a truly 
Biblical view of the balance of nature. 


Creation 
The beginning of the Christian view of nature is the 
concept of creation, that God was there before the 
beginning and that God created everything out of 
nothing. Schaeffer has diagrammed it in the follow- 
ing way: 


The Personal - Infinite God 


Man Chasm 
Chasm Man 

Animal Animal 

Plant Plant 

Machine Machine 


On the one side we see that God alone is the Crea- 
tor; He creates all things and everything else is the 
creature and finite. When we consider God as infinite, 
then man, animal, flower and machine are all equally 
separated from God, in that He created them all. We 
can therefore appreciate the chasm between God and 
the created things. 

As well as this, however, God has created man in 
His own image, therefore man’s relationship is upward 
as well as downward. Man has personality and as such 
he is unique in the Creation, but he is united to all 
other creatures as being created. Man has a two-way 


relationship, both upwards (because he is made in the 
image of God) and downwards (because he is a created 
being.) 

We read of God making a covenant, not only with 
man, but with every living creature (Genesis 9:8-17). 
“behold, I establish my covenant with you and your 
descendants after you, with every living creature that 
is with you, the birds, the cattle and every beast of the 
earth with you, as many as came out of the Ark”’(Gene- 
sis 9:9,10 R.S.V.). This is important since God will 
treat things as He has made them. He will always treat 
a plant as a plant and an animal as an animal without 
violating the orders of creation. God will not ask a 
plant to behave as a man, neither will He deal with a 
man as though he were a plant. So if God treats each 
thing with integrity in its own order, shouldn’t we as 
Christians do the same? Since we love God the Creator, 
therefore we should have respect for the thing He has 
created. 

God, however, has given man “dominion over the 
fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and over 
every living thing that moves upon the earth” (Genesis 
1:28). This dominion is probably best understood as 
a mandate from God to work with the natural world 
in the role of a manager or steward responsible to a 
non-executive Director. Jesus Himself uses the analogy 
of the absentee landlord for God (Luke 12:42-48; 
19:12-27; 20:8-18). 


The Fall 

This ideal state has, of course, been affected by the 
Fall. Man with nature should be like a library user: 
entitled and expected to make the best use of the 
contents, but trusted to handle the books properly so 
that they are available to others. This situation has 
been upset, as can be illustrated by man’s dominion 
over woman. At the Fall, man was given dominion 
in the home over the woman, but fallen man takes this 
and turns it into a tyranny and makes his wife a slave. 
So, first in the Old Testament Law, then later and 
more specifically in the New Testament, man is taught 
to exercise dominion without tyranny. The man is to 
be the head of the home, but the man is also to love 
his wife, as Christ loves the Church. Thus everything 
is back in its right place. 

So, man has dominion over nature, but man uses it 
wrongly. The Christian is called upon to exhibit this 
dominion, but to exhibit it rightly, treating the thing 
as having value in itself, without being destructive. 
Because of the Fall we recognise that not only has man 
been separated from God (spiritual), but man is divi- 
ded from himself (psychological), from other men 
(sociological), and, especially relevant, man is separated 
from nature as well as nature being separated from 
nature (ecological). 


Redemption 

When we turn to Romans 8, we read of Paul looking 
forward and anticipating what the situation will be 
when Christ comes. When our bodies are raised from 
the dead, at that time, too, nature will be redeemed (as 
was the case in Egypt at the time of the Passover when 
the blood applied to the doorposts saved not only the 
sons of the Hebrews, but also their animals). In Romans 
6, Paul applies this future principle to our present situ- 
ation. It is obvious that we are not at present in a per- 
fect relationship with God, but we should look forward 
to the time when we will be perfect and when the 
spiritual division will be completely healed. This should 
be our attitude to all areas affected by the Fall. There 
are these multiple divisions(psychological, sociological, 
ecological and spiritual) and one day, when Christ 
comes back, there is going to be complete healing of 
them all. 

Schaeffer has said that Christians who believe the 
Bible are not simply called to say that “one day” there 
will be healing, but by God’s grace and upon the basis 
of the work of Christ, substantial healing can be a re- 
ality here and now. The Bible-believing Christian 
should treat nature now in the way nature will be 
then. Christians should be able to exhibit this, indi- 
vidually and corporately, on the basis of the work of 
the cross. Dealing with things according to the world- 
view and basic philosophy of the Bible, we can pro- 
duce something that the world has tried to produce 
and failed, i.e. we should exhibit a substantial healing 
here and now between man and nature and nature and 
itself as far as Christians can bring it to pass. The 
significant point in the God-Man-Nature hierarchy is 
that,as aresult of God’s redemptive work on the cross 
and the work of His Spirit in individuals, higher stan- 
dards are expected and are possible for Christians. 

Christians, of all people, should not be destroyers, 
we should treat nature with an overwhelming respect. 
We may cut down a tree to build a house or make a 
fire, but we should not cut down the tree just to cut 
it down. Christians who understand the Creation prin- 
ciple have a reason for respecting nature and, when 
they do, it results in benefits to man. Truly biblical 
Christianity has a real answer to the ecological crisis. 
It offers a balanced and healthy attitude to nature 
arising from the truth of its creation by God; it offers 
the hope here and now of substantial healing in nature 
of some of the results of the Fall, arising from the truth 
of redemption in Christ, while waiting for the coming 
complete healing at Christ’s return.

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THE HOLY SPIRIT IN TODAY’S WORLD 


The Old Pentecostals and the new 


1. ‘1am not inferior to you”’. (Job 12:3)

THE modern Pentecostal Movement had its beginnings 
early in the 1900s. As the century grew older claims 
of a Pentecostal experience came at an increasing rate 
from all over the evangelised world. These claims re- 
presented a wide variety of cultural, social, educational 
and ecclesiastical backgrounds in the individuals and 
groups concerned, but there was one unifying factor 
acknowledged even by the opponents of the new 
Movement. The claims, almost without exception, 
were within the context of a confessed evangelical 
fundamentalism. It was also agreed, again with few 
exceptions, that such people became more ardent for 
their evangelical faith following their Pentecostal ex- 
perience and remained uncompromising, evangelical 
fundamentalists. 

Indeed it was probably true that it was this factor, 
just as much as their Pentecostal experience and 
claims which led to opposition and ostracism in some 
areas of the religious world because the professing 
Protestant Church was largely non-evangelical in be- 
lief. Within evangelical circles, however, there was also 
much opposition to ‘‘the tongues people’, as Pente- 
costal Christians were often called, because of the 
phenomenon of speaking in tongues associated with the 
claims of being filled with the Spirit. Even the broad 
area of agreement on gospel fundamentals was insuf- 
ficient to create tolerance however, and many were 
compelled to leave evangelical churches because of 
their Pentecostal convictions and experience and also 
to have liberty for a Pentecostal expression in the con- 
gregational life and worship of a local church. 

Those who were thus crushed out of the older de- 
nominations began to establish churches, some of which 
came together to form denominations. These churches 
were not only Pentecostal, but also thoroughly evan- 
gelical. The Pentecostals could therefore look their 
non-Pentecostal evangelical contemporary in the eye 
without any sense of inferiority, rightly claiming to 
believe all they believed and more. The Pentecostals 
therefore became a part of the evangelical section of 
Christendom, but contended for a Scripturally vali- 
dated experience of the Baptism and Gifts of the 
Holy Spirit today. Their controversy with non - 
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evangelicals was of a different kind: it concerned the 
fundamentals of the gospel. They contended that it 
was pointless to discuss the filling and Gifts of the 
Spirit with those who did not accept such truths as 
being born of the Spirit, which were foundational to 
all spiritual experience. A claim to be non-evangelical 
and yet Pentecostal was seldom if ever heard, and 
would have been regarded as at least inconsistent if 
not outrightly self-contradictory. 

About mid-century, a small trickle of Pentecostal 
testimonies began to flow from these denominations 
which in an earlier generation made it impossible for 
practising Pentecostals to remain within them. Within 
a decade such testimonies had become fairly wide- 
spread, but the persons concerned now found in evan- 
gelical circles a tolerance, if not acceptance, of their 
claims. Another new but more spectacular element 
was the emergence of Pentecostal claims in non- 
evangelical areas, but again the Pentecostal was tolera- 
ted and there was virtually none of the secessions as 
in previous generations, nor did any observable change 
from modernism to conservatism take place in the 
realm of belief. Within another decade, an even 
stranger situation was to develop. Claims of Pente- 
costal experience were heard in areas which had always 
been regarded as anti-evangelical, particularly from 
both laity and clergy of the Roman Catholic church. 
Once more the claimants found it possible to accommo- 
date their new experience within their old religious 
environment without any apparent radical change. By 
this threefold-direction enlargement the charismatic 
movement, as it was now called, became a factor with- 
in the whole of Christendom. 

This extension of Pentecostal claims raises some 
questions to be faced by the traditional Pentecostal. 
Those problems connected with the evangelical Pente- 
costal are not unimportant though not fundamental. 
The issues raised by the non- and anti-evangelical 
Pentecostal claims are much more serious. 

The general Question of the Relationship between 
Experience and Doctrine 

Some have taken the view that the complexities 

of the problems are removed by recognising that “Pen - 


tecost is an experience, not a doctrine’. They seem 
to hold the opinion that people may have a Pente- 
costal experience irrespective of the beliefs they hold. 
There is thus room for a charismatic experience within 
the whole spectrum of “Christian” beliefs, whether 
evangelical, non-evangelical, or anti-evangelical. Indeed 
some have alleged that this point of contact in a simi- 
lar experience among those who differ so widely in 
doctrine shows the irrelevance and unimportance of 
doctrinal beliefs. They also suggest that the unity of 
the professing Church may well be developed in terms 
of common experience and not by finding a common 
doctrinal belief. Such an approach to the present situ- 
ation is both ridiculous and dangerous. 


If it is implied that a Pentecostal experience cannot 
or should not be expressed in a doctrinal form, then 
we reject the idea as foolish. When the original Pente- 
costal experience was known, Peter immediately re- 
lated it to Scripture: “This is that which was spoken 
by the prophet Joel” (Acts 2:16). Such an example 
is one which all should follow. There is something of 
a dearth of Scriptural understanding and teaching on 
the question of being filled with the Spirit; all that 
many seem able to do is merely to relate their exper- 
ience. This has the unhealthy tendency of making 
people seek an experience which is based on the ex- 
perience of others rather than on the Word of God. 
It tends also to bring about an unbalanced approach, 
where the experiential is over-valued in comparison 
with the doctrinal, when all that people want in a ser- 
vice is ‘‘a blessing”, and even count it a blessing some- 
times to have no preaching! It must be an accepted 
principle, surely, that a Spirit-energised experience 
can and should be expressed in the context of the 
Spirit-inspired Word. To suggest otherwise would 
mean that an important part of the Christian life has 
not been covered by divine revelation. To leave such 
a gap would be foolish, and God is wise. Therefore we 
feel that wisdom demands that “‘Pentecostal”’ must in- 
clude both experience and doctrine. 


The dangers of divorcing experience and doctrine 
are very serious. Taken to a logical conclusion it 
means that man is the ultimate authority and his ex- 
perience is unchallengable; for this reason alone it 
should be rejected. Man, even as a Spirit-filled person, 
must always be subject to the authority of Scripture 
and any experience claimed may be challenged on the 
same grounds. It will be argued by some that the 
Spirit will never give an experience which is at discord 
with Scripture. Exactly, and thus Scripture is the 
means by which we authenticate genuine Spirit- 
experience and expose the false. We must beware of 
the folly and danger of using experience to verify the 
Scripture. The proper way is just the reverse, to use 


Scripture to validate the experience, as Peter did in 
Acts 2. Moreover, experience, with its emotional ele- 
ment, needs a Scriptural framework to keep it within 
its true borders. It is very easy and dangerous for ex- 
perience to develop to an extreme position. Some 
people are more emotional than others and are very 
liable to this tendency. The Spirit does not remove 
their emotional temperament, but neither does their 
claim to be “led of the Spirit’ justify all excessive 
emotional experiences. The teaching of Scripture must 
be applied and, if the experience falls without its 
framework, then such an experience must be identified 
as just emotional and not truly spiritual. Then, too, 
personal experience from God must issue in practical 
service for God and this is particularly true of being 
filled with the Spirit. One of the primary objectives 
of being “endued with power’’ is “and ye shall be wit- 
nesses”, but again, in the outworking of practical 
living, we still need the guidance of Scripture. The 
Bible will not cover every detail of life, but it will pro- 
vide guidelines which, if followed in practice, will keep 
our witness correct in general terms and minimise the 
likelihood of being wrong on details. Scripture must 
be applied to living in order that the Spirit-given ex- 
perience may be translated into practical service and 
His power directed into avenues of witness. Without 
such authoritative guidance the blessing received may 
just as readily be diverted into a personal- experiential 
cul-de-sac which benefits no-one else and provides 
little opportunity for progress to the one concerned. 
When such a person comes to the “dead end” of that 
culsde-sac it can be a dévastating experience which 
forces them to question the genuineness. of their origi- 
nal experience as “of the Spirit’. Emotional people 
are usually sincere. They are also more open in their 


disposition. These very characteristics may well be the 


reason why many such people seem to receive an ex- 
perience of blessing in the Spirit while others are left 
“high and dry”’’, but it is heading for disaster to place 
sincerity, or even a seeming experience of the Spirit, 
above the authority of “what is written’”’. 

It is clear that the Corinthian Christians had become 
obsessed with an “experience” complex. In chapters 
12-14 of his first Letter to them, Paul does not doubt 
the genuineness of their experience, but seeks to relate 
it to other aspects of Christian life. His conclusion 
of the matter is very significant: “If any man think 
himself spiritual, let him acknowledge that the things 
I writearethe commandments of the Lord”’. 

The principle here laid down applies to all Christians 
and their experiences, but in our present context it is 
vital to note that the command to acknowledge the 
written Word was given originally in relation to a 
charismatic experience. continued next week

were restored to her,as well as the house and the land. 

How singular this was! The king was talking with 
Gehazi, the man who had been Elisha’s servant, who 
had lodged with his master in the “little chamber on 
the wall”, who had shared in the hospitality of the 
Shunammite, and who was present when her son was 
restored to life. He knew her well. 

Here he was telling the inquisitive king about all 
the great things that Elisha had done, one of which 
was the raising of ‘‘a dead body to life’. Meanwhile, 
she came forth with her son by her side and cried, in 
her distress, ‘‘unto the king for her house and for her 
land”. 

At once Gehazi recognised her and cried out in 
astonishment and wonder, ‘My Lord, O king, this is 
the woman, and thisishersonwhom Elisha restored to 
life’! When the king asked the woman, she told him. 
So the king appointed unto her a certain officer, 
saying, “Restore all that was hers, and all the fruits 
of the field since the day that she left the land, even 
until now’. What a providence this was, strikingly 
sublime, gloriously and unspeakably good! 

This wonderful story is full of instructions. 

It shows us the great, good God who is ever looking 
after His people who trust Him. 

There are many, like king Joram,on whom the truth 
has not influence enough thoroughly to reform and 
renew. They can listen without weariness to the recital 
of things that are rare and uncommon, even though 
they be chimerical and false. They will listen and read 
for hours of ghosts and fairies and yet fall asleep under 
a gospel sermon. 

“Wisdom is the beginning of knowledge, and to 
depart from evil is understanding; therefore get 
wisdom ”’.

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


36. A Lesson in Prayer (Genesis 32:9-12) 
by F. Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon Church 


AFTER parting from Laban, Jacob had another prob- 
lem to face — his brother Esau! It was more than 
twenty years since he had tricked Isaac and Esau, so he 
sent word of his coming and hoped to obtain Esau’s 
good will. When the messengers returned, however, 
it was with the ominous news that Esau was coming 
to meet Jacob with four hundred armed men. In great 
distress, Jacob sought the Lord earnestly. There are 
some important points in his prayer: his return to 
Canaan was in obedience to the Lord (v.9); he con- 
fessed to the Lord his own sin and unworthiness (v.10); 
he acknowledged the goodness of the Lord toward 
him; he poured out his fear and asked for deliverance 
(v.11); and he reminded the Lord of His promises 
(v.12). 

Jacob’s prayer can be a model for us when we face 
a time of danger and distress. True prayer must have 
its roots in obedience to the Lord. There must be 
confession and forsaking of sin if we are aware of 
failure and wrongdoing. In our distress we must not 
be blind to the many blessings which we have received 
from the Lord; we should always make known our re- 
quests with thanksgiving. We can then pour out our 
fears and distresses to the Lord in humble confidence. 
We can cast ourselves with faith upon the promises of 
God. Heaven and earth may pass away, but His Word 
shall endure for ever. His promises never fail. Such 
prayer is certain to obtain His approval and blessing. 
He will never turn away a child of His who prays with 
such earnestness and sincerity. Shall He not with Christ 
freely give us all things (Romans 8:32)?

ON Good Friday 1972 in Salisbury Market Square I 
had an encounter with three young women who were 
ardent followers of “The Divine Light”, the Guru 
Mahariji. Their enthusiasm has evidently paid dividends 
for a year later Salisbury was the venue for a large 
gathering of his worshippers. The city was plastered 
with posters and young people held forth in shopping 
precincts, actually singing chorusesmade popular by the 
National Festival of Light but with altered words in 
keeping with their cult. Our son, Andrew, witnessed 
the “goings on” in the city and came home very 
perturbed, so much so that he put an appropriate 
text on a poster and, armed with gospel tracts, sallied 
forth to try to counteract this subtle propaganda. 

My husband also met disciples of the Guru in a 
rather unexpected way. Toassist a friend in Christian 


Aid collecting, he called at a large terrace house with 


window frames and door gaudily painted in bright 
stripes, photographs of the Guru adorning the panes 
and door panels and a flag bearing an Indian emblem 
flying from a pole in the garden. The bare-footed 
young lady, wearingalong dress of Eastern design, who 
answered the door-bell insisted that he came in and 
had a cup of tea. The interior was sparsely furnished. 
Indian mats were on the floor, Indian musical instru- 
ments were hanging from the walls and various drums 
lay in the corner of the room. The occupants, all 
young people, were living in communal fashion. Babies 
played on the floor and bearded young men dressed 
in hippy style sat around. While tea was served they 
eagerly told how, as drug addicts and drop-outs, they 
had found deliverance and inward peace through the 
teachings of the Guru. They insisted that this Indian 
boy is are-incarnation af Jesus Christ and ““The Living 
Word”, that the Bible is no longer necessary and that 
it has no authority, for all must now be guided by the 
word of the Guru. My husband’s witness to the gospel 
and the truth as it is in Christ Jesus seemed, alas, to 
fall on deaf ears. 

Now what of this Guru who out of the blue has been

made known to all three of us? Is he “the dispeller of 
evil”, “possessor of all knowledge”, who has been 
broadcasting his message of eternal love since the age 
of three as his followers claim? Are his six million 
adherents right when they claim that he is Jesus Christ 
returned to the earth? Dare a fifteen-year-old Indian 
boy claim to be the Christ and to be able to spread 
this message of peace and love as Jesus did? 

A Guru is a Hindu spiritual or religious instructor 
and this makes these claims suspect immediately, for 
there has been such a trend in the last decade towards 
the mysticism of India mainly fostered by “The Beatles” 
and the hippy and flower people. This young Guru, 
however, unlike some of his followers who glory ina 
simple life of poverty and meditation, flies first-class 
by jet, revels in fast cars, wears trendy clothes, owns 
three planes,a Rolls Royce and T.V. and radio studios, 
according to the reports in the national press. 

What a contrast this is to the true Christ, the Light 
of the World, the Son of Man who had so few.earthly 
possessions. “All things are possible for the Guru” 
claims his henchman, but the majestic words of the 
Lord ring down the centuries: “All power is given 
unto Me in heaven and in earth”. The Guru’s message 
is designed “to promote international peace and 
harmony on earth”’,a worthy cause, but we know that 
only the Prince of Peace can bring it to pass.When our 
Lord ascended, the heavenly messengers said: “This 
same Jesus shall so come’’, and so we look for the 
return to the world of One in whose hands and feet 
and side are the scars of the wounds received on 
Calvary’s cross. The so-called “Divine Light” can 
never outshine the Lord of Glory, who stated: “I am 
the Light of the world, he that followeth Me shall not 
walk in darkness, but shall have the light of life” 
(John 8:12). This is enough for me. I follow the true 
Light and refuse to be side-tracked by lesser,deceptive 
lights, no matter how popular and attractive. It is 
necessary for us to be on our guard and to warn our 
new converts, our teenagers and particularly our 
student friendsto beware of this cult and to cleave always 
to the true Saviour.

Are you a REV? 


“JESUS Christ said the gate that leads to destruction 
is wide and the way is broad, but the gate which leads 
to life is straight and the way narrow. He was the 
greatest of revolutionaries, and He seeks true revolu- 
tionaries today, who have been transformed by the 
power of His Gospel and who are prepared to row 
against the mainstream, to go through the straight 
gate and follow the narrow way. This way may be 
filled with suffering, hardships, ridicule and ostracism 
_.. it is difficult to follow Jesus Christ.”’ 

This passage is taken from Dr. B. Graham’s book 
The Jesus Generation, The book contains many strik- 
ing comments and shows great insight into human re- 
lationships, but this passage struck me in particular 
because it defines very concisely what my role as a 
Christian should be in the world in which I live. 1 am 
to be a revolutionary. 

This word beginning “‘rev.” is in vogue. It sounds 
good and is in common use. We have “‘rev.”’ students 
in our universities, communist revolutionaries in col- 
leges and in industry, and, of course, “Jesus Revolu- 
tionaries”, who, doubtless, if they lived in Antioch in 
the days of the Early Church would have been called 
Christians (see Acts 11:26; 17:6). 

A revolutionary is one who wishes to overthrow 
the existing order and fundamentally change things, 
usually violently. To qualify to be a “rev.” then, re- 
quires you to hate and loathe the system in which you 
live. I have spoken to a number of left-wing political 
“revs.” and they have this one thing in common. They 
hate the squalor and the exploitation and are prepared, 
indeed look forward with eagerness, to violent revolu- 
tion and the elimination of all their opponents. They 
believe that, by changing the system and order of 
government, one can change the people, that, given 
world government and a right political climate, war, 
famine, disease, poverty, exploitation, etc., can be 
eliminated. 

There is no evidence in history to substantiate this 
view. They have put the cart before the horse. It is 
not the system which produces the people, but the 
people which produce the system. Adam and Eve 
lived in a perfect environment with everything work- 
ing in their favour. They lived in communion with 
God and could not have wished for anything better. 
Their actions in rebelling against God destroyed their 
environment. Their sin brought a curse upon the earth 
introducing sickness and death. Their son, Cain, be- 
came filled with jealousy towards his brother, Abel, 
therefore he murdered him. As men and women mul- 
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by lan Gardner 


tiplied on the earth so the corruption within their 
hearts corrupted the society in which they lived. ““And 
God saw that the wickedness of man was great in the 
earth, and that every imagination of the thoughts of 
his heart was only evil continually.” (Genesis 6:5). 

To quote again from The Jesus Generation, Dr. 
Graham, referring to the philosophical backing to the 
beatnik cult, says, “Like other seers, philosophers and 
religious prophets, these speckled birds diagnosed the 
human conditions with uncanny precision. Evil is in 
the nature of things and cannot be removed by legisla- 
tion. Man and all he touches is corrupt and eventually 
loses control”. 

To change the society in which one lives, one must 
therefore change the people. Only by doing this can 
the society be fundamentally altered. No superficial 
change will suffice. In Jeremiah 17:9, the heart of man 
is described as desperately corrupt. Only Jesus, the 
Son of the Living God, can change the heart of man. 
He is the greatest Revolutionary. He gets right to the 
root of the human problem - sin. He died on the cross ~ 
to cleanse us from sin so that our old natures could be 
crucified with Him. He gives us a new nature, making 
us partakers of the divine one. He sends the Holy 
Spirit to dwell in us to impart His resurrection power 
to us and He intercedes for us at the Throne of Grace. 
Hallelujah! 

Our revolutionary activities as Christians stem from 
a hatred and loathing of sin, the corruption in the 
human personality which produces all human suffering. 
We must be like our Master, whose heart was full of 
love and compassion towards people, yet who hated 
the sin in man which degraded and caused untold 
misery. Our constant aim must be to overthrow sin 
and introduce a new order. Only Christ can do this. 
Personal evangelism is the order of the day. We must 
win the lost for Christ, only He can change them. 
“If any man becomes a Christian he is a brand new 
person inside; old things pass away, everything be- 
comes new”. 

What is the difference between a left-wing philoso- 
pher and a left-wing revolutionary? The former talks 
a lot, complains a lot, but that is as far as it goes. The 
true revolutionary looks upon this constant philoso- 
phising with disdain. He has analysed the situation 
and that analysis demands action. His aim is to change 
things. His whole way of life becomes geared to the 
revolution. He sacrifices much for his cause. He 
preaches socialism and in turn makes disciples of men.

Scripture Notes 
Union by 
Portions Ray Hughes 
Monday, July 30th 2 Chronicles 20:20-37, 21:1 


“Every one helped to destroy another” (v.23), 
RECALL that when Gideon fought with trumpets and 
pitchers, “The Lord set every man’s sword against his 
fellow” (Judges 7:22) and compare this with 2 Chron- 
icles 20:23. Like New Testament Christians, Jehosha- 
phat and the people shared in the spoils of the victory 
(2 Timothy 2:3-13) and returned to give God thanks. 
How heartbroken the Lord must be at our lack of 
thanksgiving at times when we are taken up with the 
gifts instead of the Giver (Philippians 4:4-7; Luke 17: 
11-19), just as a child at Christmas tends to forget the 
giver. Some Christians never grow up! 


Tuesday, July 31st Psalm 29:1-11 
“Give unto the Lord the glory due unto His name”’ 
(v.2). 
REMEMBER yesterday’s reading. David here encour- 
ages the people of God to give thanks and then men- 
tions again and again “‘the voice of God”. Could it be 
that the man who is humble and has a thankful spirit 
is trusted to hear the voice of the Lord and that “‘the 
beauty of holiness” brings forth a resplendent response 
from the Almighty, causing the saint to skip with life 
and joy? 


Wednesday, August Ist 1 Corinthians 1:1-19 
“Called to be saints (v.2), 

WHEN Cromwell was campaigning to conquer, his 
funds were very low. He raised money wherever pos- 
sible. On one occasion he entered a church, where 
there were a series of silver statuettes of the “‘saints’’. 
He turned to his men and said, ‘‘Melt them down and 
put them into circulation”, which is a good recom- 
mendation for all saints. His men may have been fear- 
ful, but the master had spoken and he was with them. 
Here Paul says that we are called into the fellowship 
of God’s Son, who confirms His testimony in us (v.6), 
giving “every spiritual gift and power for doing His 
will. . . during this time of waiting for the return of 
our Lord Jesus Christ’’ (v.7, Living Bible). 


Thursday, August 2nd 1 Corinthians 1:10-25 
“Speak the same thing. . . there are contentions 

among you” (vv.10,11). 

THE main purpose of 1 Corinthians was to correct 


corruption that had crept into the Church and to edu- 
cate the people against excesses in the pentecostal 
presentation of the gospel. As with all constructive 
criticism, the danger to divide and take sides was pre- 
sent, so Paul gives an early warning against this.. He 
points to the one thing that unites men of all classes 
and nationalities, ie. the cross, Like C.T. Studd, he 
wanted the Corinthian Christians to say, “If Christ 
be God, and he died for me, then no sacrifice I make 
could be too great for Him.” Personal pride <and 
worldly wisdom were to be laid aside for the cause of 
Christ. 


Friday, August 3rd 1 Corinthians 1:26-31; 2:1-5 
“God hath chosen the weak, .. to confound the 
mighty” (v.27), 
WHATEVER our shortcomings, when we seek to 
serve, God supplies our needs (Philippians 4:19). In 
the words of John Wesley’s favourite text, “Christ. . . 
is made to us wisdom, and righteousness, and sancti- 
fication, and redemption”. By the provision, protec- 
tion and power of God we, as well as the mighty Paul, 
overcome our “fear and trembling”. Like the prophet 
Jeremiah “whose knees smote together”, we prove 
Job 4:3, to be true. 


Saturday, August 4th 1 Corinthians 2:6-16 
“Now we have received, not the spirit of the world, 
but the Spirit which is of God” (v.12). 
THERE is a clear contrast between the world and the 
Church, the natural and the spiritual man, the uncon- 
verted and the converted. Spiritual revelation brings 
with it spiritual responsibility. It requires response to 
God’s ability. In the words of Eugenia Price, ‘‘I found 
that I was not only converted, but I was invaded”’ 


Sunday, August 5th 1 Corinthians 3:1-17 
“The fire shall try every man’s work of what sort 
it is” (v.13). 
THERE is not only the distinction between the uncon- 
verted and the converted, but a marked difference be- 
tween the carnal (or flesh-loving) and the spiritual. 
The Amplified Bible says, “I could not talk to you as 
to spiritual (men), but as to nonspiritual (men of the 
flesh, in whom the carnal nature predominates).” One 
builds to satisfy the human ego, whereas the other 
seeks to please the Lord. The Apostle emphasises that 
all work will be tested by God, who is a consuming 
fire (Hebrews 12:28,29). A good Christian worker 
should be like a good watch: open face, busy hands, 
pure gold, well-regulated, and full of good works 
(Matthew 5:16).

"Where does the money go 


these days?” asks one of our Ministers 


MONEY belonging to God’s people, like the rest of 
their lives, comes under Divine administration. It is 
false to suppose that it has the same value always and 
everywhere. With God’s blessing upon it, it can stretch 
further and with His ban, it goes nowhere. 

‘A man may spend freely and yet grow richer; 
another is sparing beyond measure, yet ends in 
poverty” (Proverbs 11:24, N.E.B.). “The man who 
has [by wise investment and faithful stewardship] will 
be given more [for further investment and more faith- 
ful stewardship], till he has enough and to spare; the 
man who has not [by his neglect, indolence, and poor 
stewardship] will forfeit even what he has [by way of 
capital] .” (Matthew 13:12, Amp.). These, and simi- 
lar Scriptures, can“mean only one thing: money is 
not merely a means of material exchange, but is an 
avenue by which we express ourselves, an index of our 
spiritual character. A spiritual value attaches to all our 
material possessions. To think of money as a mere 


medium of exchange is a fallacy of materialism and 
opposite to the truth of God’s Word. 

The Lord told His people through the prophet 
Haggai (1:6-9) that, because they refused to fulfil their 


moral obligations to Him, His house, and His ser- 
vice, they would suffer impoverishment in all the 
produce of their labour. It can be expressed: great 
expectations. . . “Ye looked for much”; meagre realisa- 
tion. . . “It came to little’; God’s explanation. . . 
“Consider your ways.” This may seem strange, and 
even harsh, but it shows that the whole of nature, as 
well as the human family, is under God’s rule. 

The principle abides and the responsibility is the 
same through the centuries. We cannot spend our 
money just as we like and leave it at that. God steps in 
to multiply or wither, to bless or impoverish. 

There are many ways of wasting or losing money. 
How barren is money spent self-indulgently. Talk 
about a hole in your pocket (Haggai 1:6). Some 
say that their money goes nowhere these days. May 
not this be for the very reason here stated? 

When a degree of prosperity comes, say by way of 
a legacy, or in increased income — and, let’s face it, 
things are better than they were in earlier times — some 
raise their standard of living proportionately, a car, a 
new car, a larger house, and, of course, all the modern 
gadgets. More is spent on food, dress, etc. Overheads 
rise — and income tax! Often the increase is soon 
swallowed up and the economic drought is followed 
by the spiritual — the “bag with holes”! Though they 
are earning much more than they used to, God’s work 


is not profiting by their prosperity, rather it languishes 
through their self-indulgence, and so the wind of God’s 
judgment blows upon their economics. When we rob 
God we are never better off in the long run. 

Many Christians on small incomes with all its atten- 
dant problems, faithfully and regularly put by the 
Lord’s portion, and the smile of God is on their budget- 
ing! There is no hole in their bags or pockets, and so 
no money is wasted. How wonderfully God honours 
them and demonstrates His favours in their spending. 

One of our retired pastors can testify to the value 
of “‘double-tithing” over the years. It was impossible 
to save much for retirement on a modest salary and 
modern house-costs made the prospect of finding a 
dwelling-place “at the end of the day” almost impos- 
sible, but, giving themselves to the work of God on 
hand, without undue care or striving for themselves, 
he and his wife are now living in abeautifully-appointed 
little modern home of their own, of God’s provision, 
the purchase of which, in the normal way, would have 
been quite beyond their means. “God moves in a 
mysterious way, His wonders to perform’’, 

Let us examine our spending in the light of God’s 
challenge to us through the prophet Haggai. Be very 
honest towards God in budgeting, giving priority over 
all other claims to His dues, keeping our personal ex- 
penses to a minimum. Somewhere we really should 
draw aline about this. “Prove Me now” says the Lord 
(Malachi 3: 10).

In like manner our knowledge of the human sick- 
ness and of the cure must compel us to action. The 
love of Christ must constrain us to go out and bring 
people to the Saviour. We are not in a game, but ina 
battle. All our resources and energies must be thrown 
into the fight. Nothing should be spared. We must 
fight to win. How much do we deny ourselves for the 
sake of Christ and for those He died to save? Read 
Luke 9:23. If we are to be true revolutionaries for 
Jesus Christ, then all our energies, talents and resources 
must be presented to God for His service. Our commit- 
ment must be total, all-embracing. Our free time must 
be given over to God for prayer, Bible study and that 
work which is so close to God’s heart — soul-winning. 
Our resources should be given to God. Do we tithe to 
His work? One tenth of one’s earnings was the order 
of the day in the Old Covenant. Under grace, one 
tenth should be the minimum of our giving. 

Before you vow before God to be His disciple, His 
revolutionary, count the cost. Are you prepared to 
row against the mainstream? “This way may be filled 
with suffering, hardships, ridicule and ostracism. . . 
It is difficult to follow Jesus Christ”.

Editorial 


THE beautiful but telling way in which the apostle Paul puts side by 
side commands and deeply appealing truth is one of the delightful 
aspects of his Letters. 

An excellent example is found in Titus 3: 1-8. Advising Titus to 
teach and uphold certain matters of civil obedience, good works in 
general and loving attitudes to all men (negatively and positively), he 
goes right to the fulcrum by contrasting what Christians were before 
conversion and what they became. Drawing attention to the sorry list of 
misdemeanours and wrong approaches which characterise the ungodly 
and therefore the believers before their new birth, Paul develops his 
theme with this gem of averse: ‘But after that the kindness and love of 
God our Saviour toward man appeared’, He makes it sound like a 
watershed, which indeed it is. Before and after are sufficiently revealed. 
Before Christ and after He appeared underline the tremendous difference 
that His coming made. The inference is that God was kind in Christ and 
Christians ought to be kind in Christ—and to all men, not just to 
selected ones nor even only to the Church. 


It mounts ever higher, however, though it first details the total 
inability of men to save themselves: ‘‘Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done”, he says, ““but according to His mercy He saved us’: 
What a salvation it was: ‘the washing of regeneration and renewing of 
the Holy Ghost”. This is marvellous, but there is more: “Which He shed 
on us abundantly through Jesus Christ our Saviour; that being justified 
by His grace, we should be made heirs according to the hope of eternal 
life.” We cry a glad, ‘’Hallelujah!”’ 


Paul does not leave it there, however. The point has to be made, and 
strongly so. “’This is a faithful saying, and these things | will that thou 
affirm constantly, that they which have believed in God might be 
careful to maintain good works. These things are good and profitable 
unto men.” 

One gets the feeling about so many who constantly affirm the need 
for holiness that it is such a grim business, that their attitude is 
instinctively censorious, like the mother who called, ““Go find our 
Tommy and tell him to stop doing what he’s doing whatever it is!”’. 
The Scripture teaches a standard of holiness which is demanding in the 
extreme, but it is all in the light of Calvary, through the beneficent, 
munificent love of God revealed and demonstrated in our Saviour. There 
is of course the matter of discipline and it must be recognised that there 
are Gethsemane experiences for all Christians, but does an expression 
like ‘“That they might reign in life by one Jesus Christ’ suggest a 
cringing, half-defeated attitude? 


Even in his straight dealings with the necessity to live rightly and do 
good works, Paul never strayed far from Calvary in all its glory. There is 
both our pardon and our enabling.

Singing we go along Life’s Road 
Around with 
the London Crusader Choir 


INTO the summer months with melody and praise, the 
London Crusader Choir visits town and country 
centres with melody unto the Lord.

Less than four hours later the Choir entered 
Wormwood Scrubs Prison where a further 400 awaited 
the message. On went the Choir for an evening anniv- 
ersary service in a north London Baptist Church, the 
speaker being the wife of a local Anglican Canon.

A new experience was the visit to Hainault Parish 
Church. Here was Pentecost reminiscent of the 
early days of Elim in the East End of London.

Miracles 
at Middleton 


THIS was our first real pioneer crusade. We have con- 
ducted a number of church crusades, but now we were 
going to a town where we knew no-one. We prayed, 
advertised, pitched a tent, and left the rest to God. 
Miracles of Provision 

God wonderfully provided us with a tent site right 
in the centre of the town, on view to all, easily acces- 
sible and with plenty of car parking. We had to get a 
bull-dozer to level the site as some old buildings had 
recently been demolished there. God gave us a fine 
team of helpers. After many disappointments trying 
to get folk to help, almost at the last moment we had 
musicians, conveners, ushers and many other willing 
helpers. A super little church building seating about 
100, with class rooms, kitchen and other facilities, had 
come our way. It had been a Brethren Gospel Hall, 
opened only ten years ago, and closed down through 
lack of support. 

Miracle of Protection 

During the very first night after the tent was erec- 
ted, at 2.30 a.m. a gang of lads tried to let the whole 
marquee down. At other times the tent was slashed 
and my minibus was scratched, but God kept us safe 
through it all. The Evangelists had to sleep in the tent 
and watch it all day - so it meant that we were working 
almost night and day, but it was worth it. We caught 
one lad at 1 a.m. trying to aftack the tent. We had to 
smile when he said that he had come to ask about 
“Faith Healing” ... at 1 a.m.?

Miracle of Proclamation 

Night by night the gospel was preached and deci- 
sions for Christ were made. On the opening night, 
ten minutes before the meeting there was no-one. . . 
not one person in the tent. Our faith sagged, but we 
finished with 130 and over twenty decisions for Christ. 
Youth nights proved to be very successful, with the 
tent full of young folk, some of whom decided for 
Jesus. God confirmed His Word and many were healed 
in answer to prayer. 

When it was bitterly cold in the tent, numbers were 
small. On some nights we had large numbers, and we 
are grateful to those Elim friends who stood by us. It 
is sad that some fairly neaf were too busy to come and 
support. My co-evangelist and I shared the preaching, 
and I have never known better harmony as we worked 
together. We were “labourers together with God.” 
During the Crusade over 140 decisions were made. 

Miracle of Perpetuation 

The new Church was packed for the opening and 
also on the succeeding nights as we continued the 
Crusade in the Church building. It was opened by 
Pastor R.B. Chapman, the Field Superintendent, who 
ministered the Word.

We only started the work; he will have far more to do 
than we did. The task is enormous and the opportun- 
ity great. It is a very Roman Catholic town, with 
Roman Catholic schools, but, as there is no other Pen- 
tecostal witness, I feel sure that the work will grow. 
Already the congregation have purchased an electric 
organ, are repairing some slight damage to the Church, 
and are planning to redecorate. 

Thank you, Elim friends, for praying for us, and 
supporting us, and to all our helpers we say, “May 
God bless you!”. Now please pray for the new minister.

“But I wish to remind you, though you once knew 
this, That the Lord having saved the people out of the 
Land of Egypt, afterwards destroyed those who did 
not believe.”’ (v.5, Emphatic Diaglot). 

THERE is on every hand a departure from the faith 
and from the truth of God. We are inclined to think 
of it as being new and peculiar to our day. This can 
be traced back to the very beginning of the human 
race, however, for Cain was an apostate. Israel, the 
sinning angels, the citizens of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
all fell away from God. 

Spritiaul declension can so easily overtake anyone. 
Because of this we should remind ourselves of the 
dangers to which we are exposed. As Jude said, 
“Earnestly contend for the faith’. To show the ur- 
gency of this and to urge us to be on our guard, note 
how apostasy is revealed in Jude wv. 5,6. 

The sin of Israel and the subsequent punishment 
must be considered in relationship to the great theme 
of apostasy about which Jude wrote this Letter. 

Read v.5. In our concern to protect our belief in 
the grace of God and the security of the believer we 
might be tempted to soften the words of this verse, 
but the words are there. They must be taken at their 
face value and we must come to a decision about what 
they mean. The people were clearly saved people, 
saved out of the land of Egypt. They had been under 
the blood of the passover and the Lord called them 
His people (see Exodus 3:7: “I have surely seen the 
affliction of My people that are in Egypt”). 

Moses was instructed by God to say to Pharaoh on 
behalf of God, “Let My people go”. They knew the 
protection of the passover Lamb with its shed blood. 
They experienced God’s delivering power and this sal- 
vation implies more than just an escape from Egypt 
and its taskmasters. This people was a vast multitude 
and it would be strange indeed if there were not many 
among them whom we could count as unbelievers. It 
cannot be argued that all who perished in the wilder- 
ness perished eternally, for, if we sought to argue along 
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Aseries on the Epistle of JUDE 
—some great Subjects from a little Book

this line, we would have to say that only Caleb and 
Joshua were genuine believers, for they were the only 
two above twenty years of age who crossed the Red 
Sea and entered the promised Land. 

We must look at the words “believed not.” Com- 
pare Numbers 14:1,2. The spies had searched out the 
land and had discovered strong enemies entrenched 
there. They gave the people an evil report. The re- 
action of the people is seen in these two verses. Read 
them. 

God heard this cry of unbelief, this expression of 
doubt in Himself and in His ability, and He answered 
the cry as though it were a prayer: “As truly as | live, 
saith the Lord, as ye have spoken in mine ears, so will 
Idotoyou: Your carcases-shall fall in this wilderness, 
and all that were numbered of you, according to your 
whole number, from twenty years old and upward, 
which have murmured against Me. . . ye shall not come 
into the land” (Numbers 14:28-30). By solemn coven- 
ant the land had been given to Israel (Genesis 15:18-21) 
To believe initially and to continue in that belief are 
quite different things. Because of unbelief the joys 
and enjoyments of Canaan were lost. 

We should carefully note Hebrews 3:18,19; 4:1: 
“And to whom sware He that they should not enter 
into His rest, but to them that believed not? So we 
see that they could not enter in because of unbelief. 
Let us therefore fear, ‘‘lest we likewise fail to enter 
into God’s rest.” 

Jude 5 is like a flashing, red warning light; so impor- 
tant is this sin on the part of Israel that Paul takes it 
and uses it as a warning (1 Corinthians 10:1-22). He 
says that we are not to be ignorant of these things. 
He desires that we be instructed and not ignorant in 
these matters. These things happened to Israel by way 
of example. They were written for our admonition. 
In 1 Corinthians 10 we have Paul’s spiritual commen- 
tary on Jude 5, of this people who died in the wilder- 
ness: they were all under the cloud; they all passed 
through the Red Sea; they were all baptised unto 
Moses; they all ate the same spiritual meat; they all 
drank of the same spiritual drink, “for they drank of 
that spiritual Rock that followed them: and that rock 
was Christ”. Now comes verse 5: “But with many of 
them God was not well pleased: for they were over- 


thrown in the wilderness”. The spotlight now falls 
onus: “We should not lust after evil ithings, as they 
also lusted.”; “Neither be ye idolaters” (v.7); “Neither 
let us commit fornication” (v.8); “Neither let us tempt 
Christ” (v.9); “Neither murmur ye, as some of them 
also murmured” (v.10). Now take in v.12: ‘‘Where- 
fore let him that thinketh he standeth take heed lest 
he fall.” 

Jude 5 declares that a man may be saved and then 
become guilty of unbelief and by that unbelief put 
himself under the judgment of God. I do not wonder 
that the writer of Hebrews 3:12 cries out: “Take 
heed, brethren, lest there be in any of you an evil 
heart of unbelief, in departing from the living God.” 

What was the judgment that fell upon Israel? 

Let us not state anything more or less than what 
we have in the Scripture: “Afterwards destroyed them 
that believed not” (Jude 5). This was the destruction 


of the flesh. They lost the opportunity of life in the 
promised Land. When Jude speaks of judgment upon 
the fallenangels and the unsaved Gentiles the language 
used is “everlasting chains” and “eternal fire’, but in 
this case it is plainly and only “destroyed them”. The 
voice of Jude is not a lone voice on this subject. Paul 
in 1 Corinthians 11:29,30, talks of weakness and death 
resulting from unworthily partaking of the Lord’s 
Supper. This serious warning is given, not to enable 
us to sit in judgment on others, but to bring us to judge 
ourselves, as Paul expressed it in 1 Corinthians 11. 

We must, however, recall one of God’s precious 
promises which has a bearing onall this: “God is faith 
ful, who will not suffer you to be tempted above that 
ye are able, but will with the temptation also make a 
way of escape, that ye may be able to bear it.” (1 
Corinthians 10:13).

Divine inspiration of the Bible, by L. Gaussen. A 
Kregel publication by Marshall, Morgan and Scott Ltd., 
price £3, postage and packing 20p extra. 

YOU may care to think about a gift, perhaps 
in appreciation of your pastor’s ministry, or of a 
reference book foruse of thestudents at our Elim Bible 
College. Although this is a reprint of a work written 
in the last century, it will be a delight to the studious 
minister. It is basic and fundamental in its choice of 
subject, for the verity of the Bible as the inspired Word 
of God in its entirety is challenged in every age. Do 
read the preface. In the style of yesteryear, it is yet 
worth consideration, for the teaching abides. It is 
written for “Christians of all classes” so make sure 
that you read it before you pass it on! 

Anation’s well-beingand its relation to the Christian 
Faith asrevealed in Scripture isa relevant point in view 
of our national plight. Emphatic and dogmatic in 
presentation, in these days of “believe as you please” 
this book is all to the good. 

In these days of endless translations, often super- 
fluous in my opinion, the author’s dealing with the 
subject of plenary inspiration and the translations of 
over a century ago have an even greater bearing on the 
position today. His five considerations are worth our 
consideration. He has an interesting portionon alleged 
errors in narratives and on philosophical objections. | 
appreciated his distinction between Divine inspiration 
of “thought”’, viz.men’s teaching on the Word of God, 
and of “word” as seen in the inspiration of Holy Writ. 
“The whole written Word therefore is inspired by God’; 
and, “The Lord has watched miraculously over His 
Word”, are two quotations which sum up this valuable 
reprint and with which Elim people will agree.

FIFTY compact and well-written life stories can’t be 
bad value at under four pence each. The author, 
however, draws some material from World Council of 
Churches’ sources and this might cause evangelicals 
conflict of conscience, while the author also uses the 
word “Christian” in a way that would differ from the 
Elim viewpoint. The sparse use of 
“quotable quotes” or punch lines will disappoint 
preachers intent on illustrations to illuminate an 
address, nevertheless the book providesinformative and 


inspirational reading. The brief biographical sketches, 
Readers Digest “My most unforgettable Character” 
style, point, on the whole, to that which is most up- 
lifting in man and highlights characteristics which 
should grace Christian lives.

The 
question arises, “Can a person be a Christian and be 
an entertainer?” and it is most certainly shown that 
compromise on Christian issues for the sake of his 
career brought crisis conditions to Pat Boone’s career, 
marriage and family.

The book contains a challenge as it tells of God’s 
use of available personalities in His rescue operations 
to bring the Boone family from financial and spiritual 
bankruptcy to solvency and full Pentecostal experience 
and blessing. Strong emphasis is laid on the “Prayer 
language”’ aspect of speaking with tongues and on the 
Holy Spirit’s power for personal witness.

#@ PRAYER and 
PRAISE

WE are familiar with the story of Christ in ihe Garden 
of Gethsemane and with the awful agony of the 
Saviour. What we may not know so well is that John 
in his Gospel tells us, “Jesus ofttimes resorted thither 
with His disciples”. 

These words give us a glimpse of the devotional 
habits of Jesus. The quiet Garden on the gentle slopes 
of Olivet just beyond the busy City of Jerusalem was 
His “‘prayer closet”. There were other places, too, 
to which He resorted, mountain tops where He prayed 
alone with His Father. Whatseasons of Communion 
were spent there! 

Jesus thus gives us an example that we should spend 
much time in devotion. Some people seem to get by 
without much prayer, but to what expense in their 
spiritual lives? Their souls are not fed and how lean 
and flabby they become! Trees have roots which 
go down deeply into the earth, roots which are not 
seen by human eyes. Without its roots a tree cannot 
live. Without that quiet devotion which others do not 
see, the spiritual life of believers withers and dies. 

Here in the City of London, I see many who have 
come from other lands, who no longer attend a place 
of worship. They have succumbed to the influence 
of the world and its attraction to get and get. Speak- 
ing to many of them, I find that their spiritual life 
had been so much on the surface. There had been 
much effervescence, but they had an appalling lack 
of knowledge of God’s Word and their prayer life 
was almost nil. 

The Lord gives us an example of the importance of 
regular praying habits. Some people are so afraid of 
formalism that they will not have prayer at set times 
but whenever they can snatch a few moments. We 
are creatures of habit, however, and, if we do not pray © 
at regular times each day, we shall very soon not be 
praying at all. 

If Jesus needed regular habits of prayer and com- 
munion, how much more do we require them?

you matter!

SHE looked at me a little disbelievingly and smiled. 
“Go on,” she said, “‘you didn’t really miss me - not in 
all that crowd.”” She had been missing for a week or 
two and, when I eventually found her at home, I told 
her how much we had missed her from the meetings, 
but she found it difficult to take me seriously. ‘“‘All 
that crowd” referred, of course, to the rest of the con- 
gregation which, though quite good in number, was 
not really as big as she made it sound. 

The truth was that we had missed her. I had looked 
round the congregation, as I suppose every pastor does, 
and noted that she was absent. Others, too, had men- 
tioned the fact. Yet, like so many people, she imagined 
that she was not important enough to be noticed and 
that her absence would make little, if any, difference 
to the Church. 

As we talked, I tried to point out to her how mis- 
taken she was. She might not have many gifts or 
talents, but her very presence was a contribution in 
itself. The very fact that she was there, sitting in her 
usual seat, was an encouragement to me, her Pastor, 
and to those who sat around her with whom she 
shared fellowship after the meeting. Her prayers, 
silent though they might be, her participation in the 
singing, her murmured “‘amens’’, her thoughtful listen- 
ing to the messages, her contributions to the offerings, 
small though they might be, her smiles and handshakes 
— all these things were valuable to the life of the 
Church as a whole, and to the Lord Himself, who de- 
clared that a’ cup of cold water given in His name 
would not go unnoticed in heaven. 

For every Christian who has inflated ideas about his 
Own importance, there are probably ten who do not 
realise just how important they are. Too many of us 


consider ourselves spiritual “write-offs”, when, if the 


truth were known, we have not even got down to the 
business of discovering our real potential as Christians. 
“But I can’t do anything,” is the lament of many a

Christian. How sure are you that this is the real truth 
about yourself? Have you seriously, definitely sought 
the Lord in order that you might learn from Him what 
He wants you to do? Have you really prayed with 
Saul of Tarsus, “Lord, what wilt Thou have me to do?” 
Such a prayer needs to be prayed not casually and 
momentarily, but earnestly and persistently until we 
do find out His purpose for our lives. 

Some people complain of lack of opportunity, 
when the problem is really lack of faith or lack of 
obedience to God’s revealed will. Sometimeswe pray, 
“What wilt Thou have me to do?” with our eyes 
firmly fixed on the particular thing that we ourselves 
wish to do, and when God points us to a certain task 
we hold back because of a sense of inadequacy — 
which is really lack of faith in God’s enabling power — 
or maybe because we do not like that particular assign- 
ment, which in reality is our pride saying, “Not so, 
Lord.” Like the young man who prayed, “Lord, I 
will follow you to the end of the earth,’ and then 
added, fervently, “but don’t call ‘me to the mission 
field,” we are so prone to want to follow Christ on our 
own terms instead of His. 

Our excuses about lack of ability or opportunity 
are so often the protective shell into which we retreat 
from the challenging realities of the Christian life. In- 
stead of mounting up with wings like eagles, we crawl 
to church like tortoises, slow-moving and anonymous. 

‘What is that in thine hand?” asked God of Moses. 
*““How many loaves have ye?” asked Christ of the dis- 
ciples. In both instances God’s servants were made to 
look at what they did possess and then made to realise 
what God could do with those limited resources. The 
results were staggering. 

The strength - or weakness - of a local church de- 
pends to a great extent on the spiritual calibre of its 
individual members. If they are on fire for God, their

THIS was a fitting climax to the Worcester church’s 
exhilarating day as host to the Birmingham Presbytery 
on July 7th. The lovely riverside Cathedral was crow- 
ded to capacity, with extra chairs down the aisles, for 
the evening rally. The counted attendance was 1,201. 

In fact, this was the climax to several months of 
growing blessing in Worcester. Souls have been saved 
Sunday by Sunday and a new zest has become appar- 
entin the Church. “The diaconate’’, says Pastor Brian 
Garrard, “did not ‘turn a hair’ at the expected involve- 
ment of over £400 for this great day of fellowship. 

In the afternoon three steamer-loads cruised up the 
River Severn in bright sunshine enjoying relaxation 
and song, then disembarked to join the open-air ser- 
vice on the river bank. Here Pastor Garrard led the 
meeting. Pastor Alexander Tee gave a forthright mes- 
sage and 400 stood around in testimony to the power 
that saves and gives life a meaningful joy. Over five 
hundred were given tea at the Worcester Church before 
threading their way, through streets thronged with 
Carnival crowds, to the scene of the evening rally — 
the happiest rendezvous of them all. 

They were, as one Cathedral official said, “‘a splen- 
did crowd”, not only in number, but in the sense of 
liberation and exuberance which they brought to that 
place of stone and sanctity. Yet somehow there was 
no sense of incongruity; the joyous notes of praise and 
thanksgiving rose to the vaulted roof as if it were de- 
signed to that end. Who shall say that it was not? 
One felt that the men who founded, defended and 
venerated this lovely place would have been well plea- 
sed with the atmosphere generated by that happy 
crowd. 

Also evident was a keen awareness. of privilege - 
how refreshing in an age which takes so much for 
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granted! At the outset, Pastor Garrard expressed 
appreciation for the use of the building and the Dean 
of Worcester, Dr. Eric Kemp, responded with words of 
welcome and goodwill. Archdeacon and Lady Alethea 
Elliott congregated with us and several other Cathedral 
clergy were observed in the background. Pastors J.T. 
Bradley and Desmond Cartwright were with the plat- 
form party, and Pastor Tom Walker was at the piano. 
Geoff Cooper excelled at the grand organ. Worcester, 
Kingstanding and Selly Oak Choirs contributed well 
to the programme, while Clifford Hughes motored 
over 300 miles to delight this audience with his dedi- 
cated talent. The congregational singing was in no 
whit subdued by unfamiliar surroundings. “He’s alive! 
He’s alive!” activated the spontaneous handclaps 
which no Elim crowd can resist. Worcester-born 
Sir Edward Elgar’s “Pomp and Circumstance March” 
made a novel and appropriate setting to ‘“‘Thine be the 
glory, risen, conquering Son’. 

It was a joy to have Pastor Alexander Tee in the 
lovely pulpit of carved marble. He asserted that to- 
day’s society, despite its affluence, is looking for re- 
ality and satisfaction. He charged the mass media with 
having misled our generation and declared that mean- 
ingless, dead ceremonial has also left an aching void. 
He went on to describe as “the miracle of the moment 
— that the Holy Spirit is leaping over denominational 
barriers”. He counselled Pentecostal people every- 
where to avoid extremism and excessive emotionalism, 
concluding with the plea: “Let us love one another 
and show how blessed it is to be filled and to keep 
filled with the Holy Ghost.” 

It was a wonderful day! The impact on the City 
has been tremendous, as reports from every quarter 
have indicated. “History was made in Worcester”

said the local Press, “when, for the first time, the Elim 
Pentecostal Church held a service in an Anglican 
Cathedral”. 

Perhaps the most touching tribute came from the 
steamer skipper who exclaimed to his booking clerk 
on return: “They were singing hymns! Hymns, mind 
you! And it was lovely”. Later that day he observed 
the contrast when other passengers fought their way 
to the bar to “enliven” their spirits. Yet the sense-of 
peace and wonder lingered with him. Looking upon

2. ‘Seek that ye may excell to the edifying of the Church” 


(1 Corinthians 14:12)

GENERALLY speaking, the older, larger evangelical 
denominations have, for a variety of reasons, acquired 
a certain amount of prestige in the estimation of the 
religious and secular worlds. Because of this, some 
old Pentecostals have developed a religious inferiority 
complex. This has revealed itself in an over-zealous 
courting of new Pentecostal evangelicals and in the 
promotion of such personalities in the hope of im- 
proving the Pentecostal image. 

I would be the last person to argue that other evan- 
gelicals have no contribution to make to the Pentecos- 
tal churches. When we want the stated beliefs of 
evangelical doctrine we turn unhesitatingly to the 
theologians of the older denominations. In the process 
of time, they have studied Scripture, engaged in con- 
troversy and, in conjunction with the school of ex- 
perience, have arrived at a considered understanding 
of fundamental doctrines. 

In matters Pentecostal, however, the old Pentecostal 
has much more to contribute than the new. This arises 
from the same fact as mentioned above. The old 
Pentecostal has been studying the Bible longer on this 
question and has received that education which can 
only be obtained in the school of experience. This 
does not conflict with the supremacy of the written 
Word, but recognises progress in understanding it as 
the passage of time forces reconsideration of interpre- 
tation and application. 

There is aremarkable similarity between statements 
preached and printed by the new Pentecostals and 
those recorded fifty years ago by the old Pentecostals. 
In both cases there is a great deal of naivety. The im- 
pression gained is that a baptism of power and the 
exercise of Gifts of the Spirit will solve all the prob- 
lems of the Christian and of the Church. The old 
Pentecostals have had this delusion shattered by the 
facts of history, because, in the majority of cases, 
Pentecostal Christians and churches in the United 
Kingdom havenot made the impact upon their communi- 
ties which wasatfirstenvisaged. The new Pentecostals 
could benefit greatly from what the old Pentecostals 
have been taught by experience and history, if they 
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are willing to learn! One vital lesson is that charismata 
alone will never build a strong Christianity, either in- 
dividually or congregationally. It must be related to 
sound preaching, persistent prayer, doctrinal u:.der- 
standing, practical service, brotherly love, and daily 
godliness. Failure to realise this implies a deficient 
understanding of the Book of Acts and a gross misin- 
terpretation of 1 Corinthians chapters 12-14. 
The Challenge of congregational Pentecostal 
Involvement 

Much of what we have already said assumes the in- 
volvement of an individual Christian in a local church. 
The absence of such participation leaves a person out- 
side much of the New Testament, a large part of which 
is written for Christians in a congregational context. 
This fact is indisputable with regard to the use of 
spiritual Gifts as 1 Corinthians chapters 12-14 shows. 
There is a real need for new Pentecostals to face the 
congregational responsibilities of the Gifts which they 
have received from God. : 

It is sometimes alleged that the new charismatic 
movement has not attracted so many “cranks and 
oddities’ as the old, but surely the reason for this is 
obvious. In many cases the new Pentecostals are 
avoiding, either deliberately or unconsciously, a Pente- 
costal involvement at congregational level. Meetings 
are often arranged in private homes or in other venues 
which have no church connection, where people are 
present by direct invitation. Such hand-picked gather- 
ings almost preclude unstable or emotional persons 
with low intelligence, who can so easily become ob- 
sessed with some spectacular element of the Spirit’s 
work, and become a real problem because of their 
one-track minds. 

Exclusive gatherings, consisting of the cream of the 
church, have no countenance in the New Testament. 
Part of the root of the problems in the Corinthian 
Church probably sprang from the composite nature of 
the Church, see e.g. 1 Corinthians 1:20-28; 6:5-11, but 
God did not order any exclusiveness to avoid or elimi- 
nate the problems. The local church must accept all 
kinds of temperaments and be a cross-section of the 


society in which it exists. The Pentecostal message 
and ministry must be taken into such congregations 
irrespective of the difficulties raised in temperamental 
responses. Anything less than this is not New Testa- 
ment Christianity. Any exclusiveness which suggests 
that Pentecostal experience is only for the elite in a 
congregation is derogatory to the Spirit and His work 
and denies to the remainder a part of their spiritual 
inheritance. Pentecost is for all Christians in their 
local church (see Joel 2:28,29; Acts 2:17,18; 1 Corin- 
thians 12:7-28). 

These exclusive gatherings exist mainly for two 
reaons. Either those concerned find an absence of 
opportunity or the existence of hostility in their evan- 
gelical environment in relation to things Pentecostal. 
On the first point we question the wisdom of remain- 
ing in a fellowship which is inadequate in providing 
opportunity for a full expression of spiritual exper- 
ience. If an individual’s experience has developed so 
far beyond their church, then we feel there are only 
two alternatives, 

The first is to educate the congregation to a higher 
degree. To the non-minister this possibility will be so 
remote as almost to preclude it. If the person is a 
minister then he should attempt to lead the congrega- 
_ tion with him in the path of spiritual and doctrinal 
development toward establishing a form of worship 
which caters for Pentecostal experience and practice. 
Where no progress is made, then the one concerned 
must face the responsibility of seeking a church which 
is adequate for and in sympathy with their experience 
and beliefs. Where open hostility exists and remains 
in spite of attempts to convince by Biblical reasoning, 
the situation is much more acute and especially for 
those in the ministry. A scriptural command is: 
“Quench not the Spirit” (1 Thessalonians 5:19) and 
surely silence, because of hostility, must sooner or 
later involve disobedience to this injunction. Some 
will argue that by remaining in such circumstances 
they hope to wield influence “behind the scenes’’. 
The validity of this principle is open to question as it 
would justify a person remaining in virtually any asso- 
ciation for any length of time. Few evangelicals would 
admit such as being right or Scriptural. Therefore the 
Pentecostal believer inanon-Pentecostal denomination 
must face the challenge of secession from the unsuit- 
able church and admission into one which meets his 
Spiritual needs. Failure to face this must ultimately 
lead to a deterioration of spiritual experience and to 
detraction from Pentecostal beliefs. 


Those who profess to be Pentecostal in experience 
and conviction, remain in churches which are neither, 
and go outside their churches for Pentecostal fellow- 
ship, leave themselves open for serious criticism. In 


the estimation of others there will be a suspicion of 
hypocrisy. That the person is unwilling to stand pub- 
licly by his convictions and experience will cause. 
doubts as to the genuineness of the latter and the 
strength.of the former. If true, then they will ponder 
if material gain and social prestige have taken priority 
over Scripture and spiritual experience. To those con- 
cerned there will be the problem of divided loyalty be- 
tween denominational obligations and divine revela- 
tions: the difficulty of being true to God and man 
where there is a divergence apparent to the one who 
has responsibilities toward both. 

There is also the danger of developing a split- 
personality, when a person adapts to the surroundings 
and may be thought of as “a real Pentecostal” in some 
circles, while in his own church he is not con- 
sidered or known as any such thing! Such issues as 
these are real and not unimportant. Anyone in touch 
with the contemporary situation will have no difficulty 
in illustrating them. Those involved need to face a 
challenge which has so many implications. 

“Seek to excel to the edifying of the church” isa 
guide-line for every Christian and particularly for every 
minister of the Word in relation to their fellow- 
Christian responsibility. It demands involvement in a 
local church with a view to contributing toward the 
upbuilding of that church. 

It is surely significant that this command was ori- 
ginally given in a charismatic context in relation toa 
local church. Thus it has specific application to a 
charismatic situation and experience today. Those in 
such a position are commanded to edify “the church”, 
and that church is their local one. They are comman- 
ded to “excel” in such edification, which will demand 
Opportunity of a congregational nature in public 
gatherings of that church. Such excellence they are to 
“seek”, which implies a diligent pursuit of the end in 
view and can hardly be accommodated with working 
quietly in the back in relation to individuals. This 
statement, even if there were no other considerations, 
should compel every Pentecostal in a non-Pentecostal 
church to consider seriously his responsibility to 
his local church and whether he is discharging 
this supreme duty toward it.

37 Wrestling and Leaning (Genesis 32:24-26).

WHEN Jacob reached Jabbok’s Ford he sent his family 
across, but he himself stayed behind to think and to 
prepare for his meeting with Esau. While alone, he 
was confronted with a man whom he took to be an 
enemy. For a long time he struggled with him, until, 
in the end, the stranger dislocated Jacob’s leg. Sud- 
denly, Jacob realised that this was no enemy, or he 
could easily have destroyed him. Here was a mighty 
friend, so he clung to him and pleaded with him for 
blessing. As a consequence, Jacob was given the new, 
wonderful name of “Israel”, ‘‘A prince having power 
with God and prevailing with men”. This name was 
undoubtedly the answer of God to his earlier, earnest 
prayer, for it contained ‘an assurance regarding his meet- 
ing with Esau that he would prevail over his brother. 
So what he first regarded as a threat contained the 
very answer which he sought! 

The purpose of God was to bless Jacob and to

Let us truly believe that God loves us and that His 
desire is to bless us. Whatever our circumstances ap- 
pear to be, however events seem to menace us, let us 
trust Him to fulfil His intention toward us.

I ADMIRED Herr Willy Brandt for his willingness to 
visit Israel recently, for it must have cost him many 
sad and guilty thoughts and some apprehension, too, 
as he recalled the history of Jewish persecution in 
Hitler’s Germany. Nevertheless it was a step in the 
tight direction and all lovers of peace surely approved 
of this attempt to bury the hatchet and make amends. 
The B.B.C. commentator, speaking of the visit, remar- 
ked that, thirteen years ago, Herr Brandt had said, “No 
nation can grow powerful on its knees’. He meant, of 
course, that Germany could never become strong and 
influential in world affairs if she were to be kept for 
ever on her knees, pleading forgiveness for past mis- 
demeanours. 


Listening to those words I could only think that in 
the spiritual sense the very opposite is true. The only 
way to achieve national greatness is for a people and 
its leaders to be constantly on their knees acknow- 
ledging their need of God and seeking His forgiveness 
for our wrongs. To His chosen nation Israel, God said 
long ago, “If My people, which are called by My name, 
shall humble themselves and pray, and seek my face 
and turn from their wicked ways; then I will hear from 
heaven and will forgive their sin, and will heal their 
land” (2 Chronicles 7:14). I believe that this state- 
ment is relevant to today and that a merciful God will 
graciously “bend a listening ear” to a repentant and 
humble nation. 


The moral decline in Britain today should surely 
drive us to our knees in confession and sorrow for all 
our sins. In trains and buses, when talking to com- 
plete strangers, I have heard them deplore the deteri- 
oration of Britain. Only this week I chatted with a 
lady at the bus stop and she remarked regretfully, 
“We used to be Great Britain, and we had an empire, 
but look at us now!” 


The General Assembly of the Free Church of Scot- 
land has indeed been having a look at our nation. The 
Assembly did not like what it saw and called on our

leaders to bring the nation to its knees in repentant 
prayer, but thus far the response has been nil. It is 
most unfortunate, to say the least, that leaders of 
other denominations have dissociated themselves from 
this call and our political leaders are too busy trying 
to survive to give heed to what to them is obviously so 
unpractical an exercise as prayer. 

During the war years we did have a national Day of 
Prayer in which the Sovereign joined. I believe that 
Almighty God answered us and we came through the 
conflict. All this is now forgotten or dismissed by the 
so-called enlightened thinkers of today, some of whom 
consider it a rather naive superstition. Yet one of 
those leaders, who today would perhaps be dubbed a 
fuddy-duddy, so believed in the power of prayer that 
he sent a printed message to all the householders in 
his town. I refer to the Mayor of Slough, who, to en- 
courage the people to participate in the National Day 
of Prayer, sent these wise words into every home, 
“The secret of steadiness and inner strength is to listen 
to God and do what He says. God speaks directly to 
the heart of every man and woman who is prepared to 
listen and obey”. I share the very same conviction 
that both the individual and the nation can find the 
source of strength by seeking God in prayer. I believe 
that a nation can grow powerful on its knees.

church will be. If they are Spirit-filled men and wo- 
men, their church will reflect their personal spiritual- 
ity. The reverse, of course, is also true. 

In this, every individual member matters. You 
cannot live on the spiritual capital provided by other 
people. You may not be a superstar Christian, but 
your godly life, your personal involvement in the wor- 
ship and witness of your assembly, your faithfulness 
in the meetings, your loving concern for the other 
members of the church, your giving, your praying, 
your singing, your witnessing, your fellowship in the 
things of God will be like one more rivulet of loyal 
Christian living flowing down into the valley helping 
to make the river of God fuller and deeper and of 
greater benefit to a dry and thirsty land. 

We might paraphrase some well-known New Testa- 
ment words like this: “What God hath highly valued, 
that call not thou cheap.” 

Believe it or not, you matter!

Scripture Notes 
Union by 
Portions Ray Hughes 


Monday, August 6th 1 Corinthians 3:18-23; 4:1-5 
“It is required . .. stewards . . . be found faithful’’ 
(4:2). 
IN Matthew 25:14-29 we have a parable by our Lord 
among a long presentation regarding his second 
coming to earth. Purity, preparedness and practical 
faithfulness areall presented in this parabolic discourse. 
Faithfulness according to our capabilities as enlarged 
by the Spirit of God is what God requires of us. Too 
often in these days, men, as if to prove that God is 
alive and with them, make exaggerated claims. On 
the other hand, to impress men they try the intellectual 
approach. God, who is faithful Himself (1 Corinthians 
1:9), calls us to follow Him, to present the truth to 
modern man even if at times it is “foolishness unto 
him” (1 Corinthians 2:14). 


Tuesday, August 7th 1 Corinthians 4:6-21 
“No one... be puffed up” (v.6). 
“PRIDE goes before destruction, and an haughty spirit 
before a fall” (Proverbs 16:18). There is no cause to 
be proud of one’s achievments in the work of God, for 
every good gift comes from God (James 1:17) and every 
servant is only passing on what God has given to him. 
Paul states that, while he was a minister of the gospel 
who should “live of the gospel” ,he was not too proud 
to work with his hands in order that he might not 
remain a theoretical theologian or teacher, but that he 
might become a father to give and to sustain life, 
whatever it may cost in energy, effort and self-sacrifice. 


Wednesday, August 8th 1 Corinthians 5:1-13 
“A little leaven leaveneth the whole lump” (v.6). 
SIN must not be allowed to remain in the camp 
(Matthew 18:15-17), for, if it isas in the case of Achan 
(Joshua chapter 7),many will suffer because of it. The 
New Testament teaches that we are to guard against 
sin in the Church (Hebrews 12:14-17), where its 
creeping influence is like petrol trickling towards a 

naked flame. 

1 Corinthians 5:11 tells us not to “keep company” 
with corrupt persons. This does not mean that we can 
not be civil and polite to them, but that we should not 
seek their companionship (Romans 16:17). 


Thursday, August 9th 1 Corinthians 6:1-11 
“Do ye not know that the saints shall judge the 
world?” (v.2). 


FIRST, correct judgment of one’s own life is necessary. 
As Matthew 7 puts it in the Phillips’s Translation: 
“Would you look at the speck of sawdust in your 
brother’s eye and fail to notice the plank in your 
own?”. As mentioned in yesterday’s portion there is 
alsoajudgment within the Church (Matthew 18:15-1 7) 
that should not be shrunk from, for many matters should 
be settled by the saints here andnow before we aspire 
to judgment seats in the hereafter.It would seem from 
w.9 and 10 that Paul is giving guidelines in the matters 
where Christian concern and judgment should be 
exercised. 


Friday , August 10th 1 Corinthians 6:12-20 
“I will not be brought under the power of any” 
(v.12). 
“BOUGHT with a price” and set free, we should no 
longer be bound by sin, sex or society. We are “temples 
of the Holy Spirit” which should manifest His glory 
within and without, this being best done by our 
relying on divine power, realising our weaknesses and 
remembering to “flee fornication”’. 


Saturday, August 11th 1 Corinthians 7:1-11 
“It is better to marry than to burn” (v.9). 

PRE-MARITAL and extra-marital relationships are 
forbidden by the Word of God. We do well to 
remember this in a year when the divorce rate has 
almost doubled due to the relaxing of the divorce 
laws and the lustfulness of the age. Thoughtful 
tenderness is encouraged within marriage by the precise 
use of the word “benevolence’’, which is derived from 
the Latin, “bene” which means “well” and “volo” 
which means “wish”. When partners wish each other 
well by every action and consideration it is “better’’. 


Sunday, August 12th 1 Corinthians 7:12-24 

“God hath called us to peace” (v.15). 
THESE are wise words, especially in the context of 
the domestic scene, but equally beneficial in the’tur- 
bulent ’teens or in the realm of the retired, where pre- 
marital and post-marital conflicts need to be viewed 
calmly while re-adjustments are being made. Notice 
that the Christian partner, presumably converted after 
marriage and therefore not guilty of taking that stupid 
and unscriptural step of being “unequally yoked” with 
an unbeliever, is to live for Christ and influence their 
partner towards faith in God. The peace spoken of 
here is the “peace of God which passeth all under- 
standing” and, as someone has added, all misunder- 
standing as well!

FOR some years I have made it a practice when bor- 
rowing books from the library to take a book at 
random. The results have been stimulating. The prac- 
tice also helps one to avoid getting into a rut in one’s 
reading. 

A week or two ago I picked up a book on mathe- 
matics. It was fascinating reading and proved to be 
a good bed-time book; I went to sleep in no time! 

Among the many interesting items of information, 
especially in the context of large numbers, however, 
was Sir Arthur Eddington’s calculation of the number 
of electrons and protons in the universe: 136.2256+ 
136.2256, Here is his number 136.2 256 accurate, he 
claims, to the last digit: 15,747,724,136,275 002,577, 
605,653,961,181,555,468,044,717,914,527,116,709, 
336,231,425,076,185,631,031,276, that is 15 fol- 
lowed by 78 digits. 

Presumably, therefore, if the universe is expanding, 
according to Sir Arthur the amount of matter is not 
increased, it is simply that the space between the con- 
stituent parts is increasing. On the other hand, of 
‘course, one has Fred Hoyle believing that matter is in 
a process of continual creation and he has told us how 
much is created as time passes! 


Another Question for Evolutionists 


One man’s guess is as good as another’s. Let us 
have a go! Sir Arthur’s calculation of the exact num- 
ber of protons and electrons in the universe seems to 
me to have a bearing on evolutionary theory. Accor: 
ding to this, the first living cell came into existence 
about two thousand million years ago. Living cells 
reproduce themselves by division. If we assume divi- 
sion only once a year this would give, according to 
evolutionary theory, two thousand million doublings 
to date, one which would. give a figure far ahead of 
that of Sir Arthur Eddington. For example, 2 doubled 
only 271 times gives 1 followed by 81 digits, a figure 
already higher than Sir Arthur Eddington’s. What then 
must be the evolutionist’s figure of 2 doubled 
2,000,000,000 times? — and, as biologists know, living 
cells double themselves every few minutes or hours, 
not once a year. 

Comments, please, from mathematicians, physicists, 
computer operators and others!

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Editorial 


ONE'S point of view can make a great difference. During the visit of 
the Portuguese Prime Minister last month | heard two reports which 
contrasted vividly. One newsman said something like, ‘‘Of course we 
cannot possibly doubt the word of a priest’’, by reference to the reports 
of a massacre in Mozambique. The Portuguese Prime Minister was re- 
ported to have said, ‘We have only the word of some Spanish priests” 
or words to that effect. 

The first man thought of ‘‘priests’’, the second of ‘‘Spanish’’! The 
Portuguese have no dealings with the Spaniards if they can help it, 
especially seeing that at one time Spain incorporated Portugal in her 
territories. 

There were those who regarded our Saviour with the gravest sus- 
picion. ‘Samaritan’ was among the kindest ephithets used against Him. 
“The Friend of publicans and sinners’, they called Him. How could 
such an one be the Messiah? He seemed to be keeping the wrong com- 
pany. 

We suspect that the initial point of view makes a great difference to 
many reports that are given and many allegedly learned Opinions that 
are advanced. Psychologists and psychiatrists often seem to ignore clear 
evidences of human guilt and the need for forgiveness, due to their pre- 
conceived notions. Statisticians arrive at some conclusions simply be- 
cause of their jumping-off ground, which begged the question for 
everything else. It sometimes looks as if scientists do the same. 

All of which underlines the great need for regeneration. When Christ 
saves a man it is a new birth; he becomes a new creation. His whole 
thought processes take a new turn. 

Testimonies often show how that “religion”, as they would then 
have called it, seemed irrelevant, even obnoxious, to those testifying - 
that is before they fell in love with Jesus Christ. When they came to 
know Him, however, oh, what a change! 

Our world is grappling with inflation. As a commentator rightly said 
the other day, the leaders of the nations think that they are solving 
everything by simply printing more and more paper money. It was, he 
said, like seeking to put out a fire by pouring petrol on it! This old 
world needs the gospel to be proclaimed in every greater measure. 
“When Jesus comes,”’ wrote Smith of Toronto, ‘‘the Tempter’s power 
is broken’”’. 

Fiddling with palliatives to relieve symptoms is no answer to men’s 
needs. They need Christ!

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“Yet Michael the archangel, when contending with the 
devil he disputed about the body of Moses, durst not 
bring against him a railing accusation, but said, The 
Lord rebuke thee.” (v.9). 

HERE is wonderful drama. Jude’s little but important 
Letter has a tremendous sweep of vision and touches 
so many interesting subjects. It speaks of princes, 
prophets, sinners, saints, eternal fires, everlasting dark- 
ness, men and angels. This verse brings to our atten- 
tion a dispute between the archangel and Satan. The 
subject of the dispute was the body of Moses, a human 
being. 

What a picture is conjured up! Against the scenes 
of blazing fires licking upward toward the heavens, 
we see two mighty angels, one fallen, the other unfallen, 
disputing over the body of the man Moses. Jude 
says, as he refers to the attacks of evil and evil men 
threatening the Church and seeking to undermine the 
faith once delivered, that these evil men are false in 
their doctrine and corrupt in their morals, and that, 
to all the warnings and exhortations of the Christian 
Church, they return irreverance and arrogance. They 
speak evil of dignities and rail against the truth, where- 
as Michael, the great archangel, when in dispute with 
the devil over the body of Moses, did not bring against 
him a railing accusation but said, the Lord rebuke thee. 

Judgment and its pronouncement belong to God. 

Where and why this incident happened are veiled 
in mystery, but there are some things on which we 
can comment. 

Michael is the archangel. The term means “chief 
angel”. It would seem that there is but one in this 
high office. “‘Michael” means, “Who is like unto God?” 

What a contrast we have here. “Satan” means 
“adversary”, very descriptive of his antagonism to 
God and to the things of God. There had been a time 
when these two beings had been colleagues, for they 
served before God’s throne prior to Lucifer’s fall. 

Michael is mentioned in Daniel 10:13. He went to 
Daniel as God’s agent for the defeating of Satan’s pur-

poses against God’s people, Israel. The margin says of 
him, “The first of the chief princes”’ InDaniel 10:21,in 
a message addressed to Daniel, he is called “Michael, 
your prince”. In 12:1 we read: “And at that time 
shall Michael stand up, the great prince which standeth 
for the children of thy people”. 

Michael is mentioned again in Revelation 12:7-9 
‘And there was war in heaven: Michael and his angels 
fought against the dragon; and the dragon fought and 
his angels, And prevailed not; neither was their place 
found any more in heaven. And the great dragon was 
cast out, the old serpent, called the Devil, and Satan, 
which deceiveth the whole world; he was cast out into 
the earth, and his angels were cast out with him.” 

Note, then, that Satan ever seeks to defeat God’s 
plan and programme, and that Michael is shown as 
God’s chosen instrument in overcoming Satan’s at- 
tempts. 

Michael the archangel and Satan are the two great 
characters standing toe to toe indispute. Jude records, 
surprisingly, that they contended about the body of 
Moses. 

There are more than 500 references to Moses in the 
Scriptures, yet only one refers primarily to the body 
of Moses, namely Deuteronomy 34:5,6: “So Moses 
the servant of the Lord died there in the land of Moab, 
according to the word of the Lord. And He buried 
him in a valley in the land of Moab, over against 
Beth-peor; but no man knoweth of his sepulchre unto 
this day.” 

Of all the fascinating things to be seen in this great 
little Epistle, this is perhaps the most fascinating. 
What questions come to mind! What was it all about? 
Did Satan want the body of Moses, and, if so, for what 
reason? Why did God bury this servant of His? 

I have heard it argued that Satan wanted the body — 
of Moses so that, at a later date, he could not appear 
with Elijah and Jesus Christ Himself on the Mount of 
Transfiguration. I have heard it said that, because 
Moses died and yet did appear on the Mount of Trans- 


figuration,that this argues for his resurrection after his 
burial. This we know — Satan was interested in the 
body of this man and Michael, who stands for Israel, 
opposed him. Fausset wrote of this incident: “Buried 
by Jehovah in a valley in Moab over against Beth-peor, 
Moses was probably translated soon after, for he after- 
wards appears with the translated Elijah and with Jesus 
at the transfiguration. His sepulchre therefore could 
not be found by man. It is interesting and maybe 
instructive to remember that the archangel is associa- 
ted with the future resurrection, for in 1 Thessalonians 
4:6 we learn that, when Jesus returns the second time, 
we shall hear the Lord Himself descend with a shout 
and with the voice of the archangel and the trump of 
God, and the dead in Christ shall rise. . . It could be 
that he was associated with the resurrection and trans- 
lation of the body of Moses and had been opposed by 
Satan.” 

Michael the archangel dared not bring-against the 
devil a railing judgment, but said, “The Lord rebuke 
thee!” There is something akin to this in Zechariah 
chapter 3. The devil is seen in opposition against the 
Lord and Joshua and we hear the Lord say to him, 
“The Lord rebuke thee, O Satan; even the Lord that 
hath chosen Jerusalem rebuke thee”’. 

Jude v.10 reads: “But these speak evil of those 
things which they know not; but what they know 
naturally, as brute beasts, in those things they corrupt 
themselves.”” The thought that is expressed in wv. 8-10 
is this railing at dignities, about which Michael is shown 
as a warning to believers who are tempted to do the 
same. Michael, possessing a more perfect knowledge, 
would not speak in judgment, but these evil men rail 
at whatsoever things they know not. They speak out 
in condemnation about people and things about which 
they do not know enough to make them competent 
in judgment. This is the way in which apostates behave. 
Do not forget that Jude is not writing about atheists 
who revile our faith in blind ignorance, nor about the 
Saints; it is written about some who once had a know- 
ledge of the truth and who fell away. We have some- 
thing akin to this in 1 Peter 3:16: “They speak evil of 
you”. It is tragic to hear men who abide not in the 
truth speaking pernicious words to the deceiving of 
their hearers. They do not know whereof they speak. 
They are blind leaders of the blind, speaking evil of 
things that they do not understand. 

In Jude 10 we learn that in this case an apostate 
is one who rails at the truth, who has but a natural 
knowledge, and who finally perishes eternally in his 
Own corruption. We see this quite clearly in v.11: 
“Woe unto them! for they have gone in the way of 
Cain, and ran greedily after the error of Balaam for 
reward, and perished in the gainsaying of Core.”

Who would dare to disturb her whom the 
sovereign defends and protects? She received peace- 
fully. 
Prosperously 

The righteous shall be like a tree planted by the 
rivers of water, that bringeth forth his fruit in his 
season; and his leaf also shall not wither; and whatso- 
ever he doeth shall prosper. There may be hostile 
winds and untimely frosts that for a time will check 
the buds, kill the blossoms, or even destroy the embryo 
fruit, but the roots are deepening and strengthening 
and the branches are enlarging and increasing, so’that, 
when these ills are passed, the crop will be the more 
rich and plentiful. Pilgrimage was painful and robbery 
was distressing to the Shunammite, but no doubt 
these things made her lot happier than it otherwise 
would have been when she had settled again in her 
native city, as thereby she learned the lessons that 
only experience can teach. 

The Lord led her from Shunem. He protected and 
preserved her while she was with strangers. He brought 
her again to her home. He was there to bless her with 
all that was necessary.

Her years were passing fast, her graces had become 


strong, her virtues abounded, her faith was nearly 
sufficiently tried. Hence, as a river becomes silent 
through its increased depth as it SPPIOABIES the ocean, 
we hear no more of her. ~-:

SINCE He had been a boy of twelve, Jesus had gone 
to Jerusalem every year for the Feast of the Passover. 
There He joined the great crowd of Jews from every 
land who had come to worship in the Temple. Jesus 
had a great love for that Temple.

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THE HOLY SPIRIT IN TODAY’S WORLD 


The new Pentecostal Evangelical 
in the non-Pentecostal 


Denomination 


“Try the spirits whether 
they are of God” (1 John 4:1)

LET us state categorically that a claim to speak in 
tongues, even if it is factually correct, does not of it- 
self prove that the person concerned is filled with the 
Spirit or is even a genuine Christian, nor is any related 
experience indisputably authenticated as being of God. 
The old Pentecostals have become accustomed to 
speaking in tongues in genuine utterances of the 
Spirit; they need to beware of assuming that all 
speaking in tongues must necessarily be a gift from 
God. There is a great deal of truth in the view held 
by some scholars, that for every true manifestation of 
Divine power there is a Satanic counterfeit. 

The strength of a counterfeit is determined by how 
close it comes to the original. In Scripture we have 
instances of such things as when the magicians of 
Egypt produced miracles similar to those performed 
by Moses. Speaking in tongues has a central place in 
the current charismatic controversy and the possibility 
of a Satanic counterfeit must be recognised. Those 
who have studied and observed heathen religions, 
spiritism, devil worship, and such like, have recorded 
instances, which in their form, though not in their 
content or context, were similar to speaking in ton- 
gues as found in true Christian churches. Moreover, 
speaking in tongues has been part of the belief of 
sects and movements judged as false by the evangelical 
church, e.g. No. 7 of the Articles of Faith of the Mor- 
mons states, among other things, “We believe. . . in 
the gift of tongues.”’ 

Such facts should not deter any person from seeking 
the true. If we discarded everything simply because of 
the possibility of a counterfeit, we would be left with 
very little! Such facts should, however, make us aware 
of the possibility and thus be more careful and dis- 
cerning in accepting any claim or person. We are 
commanded, ‘‘Believe not every spirit, but try the 
spirits whether they are of God” (1 John 4:1). The 
possibility of Satanic counterfeits is clearly recognised 
by the apostle and the responsibility to test all spirit- 
operations is therefore laid upon all Christians. John 
proceeds to show that one of the vital factors in such 
examinations is the belief professed concerning the 
person of Christ. The doctrinal content of any pro- 


clamation is thus invaluable in determining the super- 


natural forces at work behind the utterance. This 
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principle is of fundamental importance. 

Salvation is a personal matter; the minimum of 
true knowledge required for faith unto salvation is 
known only to God. It is therefore possible for one 
in an anti-Evangelical denomination to gain enough 
truth for a true experience of saving grace through 
faith, but because of the regenerative work of the 
Spirit, who has brought truth to the fore in spite 
of much surrounding error, one would expect an 
awareness of error to develop in association with an 
increase of knowledge of the truth. The Holy Spirit 
is the Spirit of truth, part of whose ministry is to guide 
into all truth. Any further experience from God, such 
as being filled with the Spirit, will give impetus to 
growth of the truth. The truth which is thus growing 
will be derived, directly and indirectly, from the writ- 
ten Scriptures. As the Spirit inspired the Scriptures, 
all that He teaches anyone will harmonise with what 
is written. 

Some will raise the problem of differing points of 
view on doctrinal matters within the Evangelical 
Church, but such differences need to be put in pers- 
pective. There is a wide range of fundamental doc- 
trines on which Evangelicals agree, especially in the 
sphere of personal salvation. This unanimity becomes 
amazing in the light of the long period of Church his- 
tory and the different cultures and eras which were the 
background to doctrinal discussion and development. 
Indeed the measure of Evangelical harmony on doc- 
trinal foundations is a strong indication of one Tea- 
cher: the Spirit of Truth. While an individual may 
find minor differences, which arise from the freedom 
of his own conscience, if he is taught by the Spirit 
he will be led into an Evangelical understanding of 
the truth. 

The church life of a person is also important and 
has a very influential role in the practice of religion. 
It is not enough to point to the stated beliefs of the 
church as contained in the official articles of faith. 
The actual practice of the church must also be con- 
sidered, for othodoxy on paper has in many cases 
produced hypocrisy in practice in departure from, 
and denial of, what is contained in official documents. 
The denomination which is anti-Evangelical in word 
and deed avoids the sin of hypocrisy by being con- 


sistent, but where either belief or practice of a church 
denies the basic truths of the Evangelical gospel, how 
could anyone led of the Spirit find pleasure participa- 
ting in such things? The idea that an anti-Evangelical 
practice could be used by the Holy Spirit as a means 
of grace to a Christian is at variance with His ministry 
and character as the Spirit of Truth. Surely in such 
cases the conflict between truth and error is taken 
from the realm of theory and made more substantial 
and acute by the practical, physical involvement. The 
guidance of the Spirit into truth must then be applied 
to practice as to belief and involve a separation from 
church participation in that which is opposed to the 
gospel of Christ. 


Holiness is directly related to the Spirit of God in a 
title used some one hundred times in the New Testa- 
ment: “The Holy Spirit”. If usage means anything, 
the emphasis is on the third Person of the Godhead as 
the One who produces holiness. This sanctifying work 
has its origin in the act of regeneration, which is the 
Initiatory act of personal salvation. Any continuing, 
new, Or recurring work of the Spirit will maintain the 
sanctifying process and stimulate its growth. Biblical 
holiness, expressed in the terms used in secular society, 
simply means the development of moral character to 
a high standard. The moral character of a person is 
therefore another index which can be used in cross- 
checking to establish or disprove the indwelling and 
the infilling of the Holy Spirit. An individual whose 
life is habitually unholy has no Scriptural grounds for 
claiming to be born of the Spirit, let alone to being 
baptised with His power (1 John 3:7-15). 


Such truths as these provide a framework and sup- 

ply terms of reference which are adequate with regard 
to speaking in tongues. They apply in circumstances 
where the utterance is understood, either by the Gift 
of interpretation of tongues ar through a language 
being understood by natural means. In such cases, 
these truths can be applied in addition to the examina- 
tion of the content of the message given. Thus both 
the message and the messenger may be examined in 
the light of Scripture. Where the Word of God does 
not directly sustain both, the greatest caution should 
be exercised, for the danger of a counterfeit is related 
to the degree of its similarity to the genuine. Where 
the message or messenger contradicts Scripture they 
must be rejected as not being of the Spirit of God. 
Where speaking in tongues is not understood naturally 
nor revealed by interpretation, the application of divine 
truth to the speaker is the only recourse left open. 
The creed, character, and church connection of the 
person must then be scrutinised. If their doctrine 
agrees with the basic gospel doctrines, this must settle 
a major question, but character and church must also 


be in agreement with the same professed doctrines. 
Where there is no clear confession, and where the 
character or church is questionable, then there can be 
no fellowship as with a fellow-believer. 

When such people claim to speak in tongues, such 
claims are very suspect and should not be accepted as 
genuine. When the Word of God in its fundamental 
teaching is departed from, disobeyed, and denied, 
utterances in tongues by such persons must be rejected 
as spurious and false. They either proceed from the 
person’s own corrupt mind or from Satanic sources, 
No other courses are open to men who can look only 
on the outward appearance and must judge by the 
standards of the Word of God. 

The question will inevitably be asked: “But what 
about their experience?”. First of all experience 
can be induced by, so arise from, different things. 
Such things as physical and emotional conditions, 
psychological pressures, specific type of surroundings, 
human company, supernatural agencies either good or 
evil, can all make very definite contributions to ex- 
perience. So experience is a very variable thing. A 
Christian experience must always be brought to the 
bar of truth in Scripture and be subject to the Word 
of God. The experience originating in God and com- 
municated by His Spirit will be discovered by its agree- 
ment with what is written. When the experience is 
otherwise, it must be rejected as not of God. In de- 
fending an experience we must be able to follow Peter 
and declare: “This is that”, which ‘paraphrased is: 
“This experience is the fulfilment of that Scripture”’. 
The Word of God must be given priority and authority 
over all experience. Inall things therefore we must not 
believe every spirit, but try the spirits (by Scripture) 
whether they be of God.

ON the last day of Billy Graham’s Evangelistic Crusade 
in Korea 1,100,000 people attended the service. This 
was the largest religious gathering in the history of the 
Christian Church. Such a meeting would have been 
impossible, of course, before the advent of amplifiers. 
Yet George Whitefield spoke to crowds as large as 
20,000 in the eighteenth century and all could hear 
his voice. Graham had a congregation fifty-five times 
as large and all could hear his voice. I would have sup- 
posed that the T.V. networks and the newspapers and 
magazines in America would have covered this memor- 
able event in detail, but they paid little attention to it. 
Can it be that for those who have a “nose” for news 
the “good news” of the gospel isn’t particularly news- 
worthy even when more than a million people gather 
to hear it?

None other name 


“MWINYE”’, they saluted him. “Who is that?” I 
asked. ‘‘Mlisho Kikweti, chief of the 40,000 strong 
Wakweli tribe,” my informant replied. 

Sixty years ago, when Mlisho was a boy, the German 
rulers of Tanganyika, as it was then, had given orders 
that each family must send one boy to school. Very 
little was known about schools, but the elders heard 
that sometimes boys were beaten by the teachers. 
“‘Better to send one of our slaves”’, the fathers decided. 
Slaves had usually been captured during inter-tribal 
wars, but some were Wakweli in pawn. The eldest 
brother had absolute authority over the family. He 
could — and sometimes did — take a nephew or a 
niece and pledge them, it might be for goods, salt or 
satisfaction of a debt. Many were never redeemed. 
Their owners usually treated them well, sometimes as 
well as their own children, but the slave stigma re- 
mained. The autocratic Germans had no knowledge of 
this. They never dreamed that some of the intelligent 
pupils whom they promoted were despised for their 
slave background. Mlisho was a free man. 

Unlike the other tribes of Tanganyika the Wakweli 
had no chief. Stools were held by clan leaders. Witch- 
craft, sorcery and the secret societies precluded the 
possibility of any real unity. The German authorities 
had appointed him to be “akida” (commander) of a 
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In time he became the head of the tribe. 
Mlisho remembered God when he was acting as judge 
in his court. A man came secretly at night to his house 
and left a bribe. The next day he was called before 
the packed court. Mlisho exhibited the money to all 
present. “This man’’, he explained, “endeavoured to 


district. 


blind my eyes with this.” He then returned the 
money to the culprit with a stern rebuke. Later he 
sentenced him as his case deserved. 

Mlisho and the Roman Catholic priests were at en- 
mity. It was said that their schoolchildren were taught 
to despise him; they actually passed him without 
greeting. Obeying the Scriptures, the children in our 
eight schools were taught to respect all in authority. 
The poor and maimed were helped. Medicine was 
dispensed to allin need. Mlisho, a Moslem, was attrac- 
ted to our interpretation of Christianity. He and I 
became friends. I told him of the Friend of sinners. 

At the dedication of our first church, he was pre- 
sent with many of his subordinate chiefs. Hearing 
that the Christians were taking an offering for the 
poor, he sent his contribution. 

Some years ago, on his retirement, his son built 
hima large house with a room for each wife, of whom 
I did not know even one. Occasionally we met. One 
day, as he was seated beside me in my vehicle, I ques- 
tioned him: ‘‘Mzee, what will you say when you stand 
before God?”’ He considered a moment and then re- 
plied, ‘I will tell him that I am a friend of Bwana 
Bull.” Shocked, I retorted, “There is none other name 
under heaven given among men whereby we must be 
saved. That name is Yesu Kristo”. 

He died last year when I was in England. The 
funeral befitted one so respected. Many came from 
afar to pay their tributes. I should certainly have 
attended, but with a sorrowful heart. 

Another friend had entered eternity without ack- 
nowledging ‘“‘the Name which is above every name”’.

Dear Editor, 

YOUR contributor in June 23rd issue of THE ELIM 
EVANGEL stated in an article entitled, ‘““What’s so 
Good about Friday?” that the “Friday myth comes 
about by a misunderstanding of the Word of God’’. 
If those who press for the Wednesday crucifixion 
equally fail to understand Scripture, then we beg the 
question, ““What’s so Good about Wednesday?” 

First, let it be clear that this is not a new point of 
view put forward so forcefully. I feel certain that 
_ neither the article in question, nor the controversy it 
must inevitably spark off, will not settle the dust of 
debate. Surely there is something more wonderful 
than being able to state the exact day in question and 
that is that the sin question was settled on that day. 

Secondly, I would like to ask: Where does the 
Scripture suggest that we literalise to the extent of 
demanding a period of seventy-two hours in the tomb? 
Can we even argue with any degree of ddogmatism 
that the duration of Jonah in the interior of the fish 
was a seventy-two hour period? I beg to suggest that, 
if we interpret the words of Matthew 12:40 in the 
sense in which they were spoken, in Jewish law part 
of a day stands for the whole; then our Lord may 
have been said to have been in the tomb “‘three days 
and three nights.” In Jewish parlance “on the third 
day” is equivalent to our “day after tomorrow”. 
Therefore the interval between a late hour on Friday 
and an early hour on Sunday would constitute the 
three-day period. Your contributor may be right, but 
some of us object to being told that we have no under- 
standing of the Word of God if we do not accept his 
view. I humbly suggest that to hold the Good Friday 
crucifixion infers that the time is idiomatic for parts 
of three days (Friday, Saturday and Sunday). 

I would ask that since the matter is far from con- 
clusive, even after this letter suggesting that there 
could be truth in the traditional view, that we be 
tolerant of another’s view-point. |

I REQUESTED of our worthy Editor that I be ex- 
cused writing two of my regular columns in THE

since very few readers may see a day pass by without 
gaining some mass media news aspect related to the 
subject, and not too much of that is absolutely reliable. 

When visiting various places in N. Ireland over 
several weeks, one can be more isolated and insular; 
maybe the thoughts become more closely and narrow- 
ly concentrated on the environment. Unexpectedly, 
after a brief visit to my home in England, I am back 
again in N. Ireland to fill a gap. I find myself in 
Armagh, a church which I have pastored twice in 
much earlier years. On Sunday we began with bless- 
ing, to be followed the next day by the bombing of a 
bank and considerable damage of a minor nature in 
the surrounding residential area. “Minor” and 
“normal” -here are-words with an almost different 
pattern of meaning from their customary significance. 

I am really constrained to write about something 
that J have refrained from earlier as it is yet again 
about N. Ireland. It is almost as incongruous as it is 
incomprehensible. 

For some days I lived in a lovely farm overlooking 
the entire range of the Mountains of Mourne — but 
inland, not from the aspect where they “sweep down 
to the sea’’. I was living almost midway between two 
small towns of striking contrast. About two miles to 
my right lay Rathfriland, a prosperous, overwhelmingly 
Protestant town, but a loyalist town that is almost a 
fortress with elevated camouflaged military nests, 
military vehicles and personnel, road diversions, and 
strong iron gates to close streets, police checks, fore- 
boding ramps which cause every driver instinctively 
to stop his vehicle before moving again in lowest gear. 
This is a town whose strongest wish is to remain a 
part of the United Kingdom. In the other direction 
from the farm where I lived is Hilltown, with a long 
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and deep Nationalist and Republican tradition. There 
is not a solitary soldier or policeman. The former 
police station is now a pleasant, private house. It isa 
small town of modern estate houses and first class 
roads. The only evidence of a special nature to 
attract any attention is a political one. On many 
windows is the prominent notice: “NO RENTS. NO 
RATES”.  Hilltown looks like a peaceful garden. 
Rathfriland, where we have a faithful Elim Church, is 
like a garrison. 


Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


38. Reconciliation (Genesis 33:4)

THIS was the moment that had been so often in 
Jacob’s mind! The old saying declares: “Conscience 
makes cowards of usall”’, and certainly Jacob’smemory 
of his deceit had brought many unhappy hours. The 
last few days had been a constant anguish of mind. At 
last, however, the long-awaited and dreaded meeting 
took place and, as it tured out, was something of an 
anti-climax, for Esau was most friendly and greeted 
Jacob with warmth and affection. No doubt the Lord 
had been dealing with both men and in different ways 
had prepared the ground so that His own purpose 
would be fulfilled by their reconciliation. 

Mark Twain is reported to have said: “I am an old 
man and have seen many troubles, but most of them 
never happened!”’ We sometimes get ourselves into 
an awful state and are almost overwhelmed by worry 
as we anticipate trouble and disaster. We forget the 
truth of the words which we often sing: “God is still 
on the throne”. Our eyes are turned away from our 
eternal, almighty Friend and we look with distress of 
mind at the circumstances which seem to threaten us, 
so that we go through much unnecessary agony of 
heart.

MOST visitors to Salisbury Cathedral make a second 
pilgrimage to the Church of Sarum St. Thomas, an 
ancient chapel of ease built on the site of the original 
wooden church founded in 1219. The stone-masons 
and carpenters of the Cathedral worshipped God 
there during the long years of building. In today’s 
grey stone sanctuary one can see evidence of another 
craftsman’s art — the carved oak panel dated 1671 
proudly inscribed: “His own Work, by Humphrey 
Beckham”. This inscription is said to have originated 
_ the retort to local boasters, “Be you a Beckham?” 
or, in more familiar phraseology, “Must you blow your 
own trumpet?”’, 

This question brings me to trumpets and trumpet 
blowing. I like the catchy tune of the popular negro 
spiritual, “Hand me down my silver trumpet, Gabriel’’, 
but, as a gospel piece, it hasn’t much depth or appeal. 
I think we can firmly dismiss any suggestion of boast- 
ful trumpet-blowing or the acquisition of a silver trum- 
pet, but the need for humble, consecrated musical 
service in indicated. 

In 1878 Charles Fry and his three sons offered 
their service to William Booth to protect the fervent 
evangelists who proclaimed the gospel in Salisbury 
Market Square. “The fact that they were instrument- 
alists was quite incidental; first of all they were com- 
mitted Christians and felt that the evangelists needed 
protection from hooligans who were pledged to des- 
troy them. Their music provided a useful accompani- 
ment to the gospel singing. It was therefore remark- 
able that from these few men and the dedication of 
their musical talent on the Market Square of the cathe- 
dral City of Salisbury, that bands throughout the world 
now sound out the gospel message.” So, from an 
apparently insignificant beginning, a great ministry 
of consecrated talent developed in the work of The 
Salvation Army. 

Music is delightful for music’s sake alone and has 
been a joy and solace to mankind even from the time 
of Jubal, but music which is composed and played for

the sole purpose of glorifying God and telling of His 
love can be anointed and owned of Him and can pos- 
sess that indefinable “plus” quality. 

Over forty years ago a well-known British Pente- 
costal preacher on a visit to the U.S.A. made a rather 
disparaging remark at a large camp meeting when 
speaking on the qualifications for the Christian mini- 
stry. He said, “It appears to me that to be a success- 
ful evangelist these days all one needs is to possess a 
large Thompson Chain Reference Bible and to be able 
to play a trombone!” Sitting in the congregation was 
a nineteen-year-old Bible school student who had 
been asked to play a trombone solo in the evening 
rally that same day. Naturally, he felt perturbed at 
this remark. In the interval between the services, he 
told the convener he could not now play. Fortunately, 
this wise, sympathetic minister encouraged the young 
fellow to ignore the remark and to play his gospel 
piece. That night he sat on the platform very nervous- 
ly awaiting the time for his contribution to be an- 
nounced, when someone in the congregation burst 
forth into a prophetic utterance which was an exhorta- 
tion to the people of God to praise the Lord. It con- 
cluded with words from Psalm 150 where all manner 
of instruments are named upon which His praise 
should be sounded forth. There was one alteration, 
however. Instead of the words, “Praise Him with the 
psaltery and harp”’, the speaker said, “Praise him with 
the sackbut and harp”. The heart of young Watson 
Argue leapt for joy, for he had recently read in his 
Bible dictionary that the sackbut is an ancient form 
of the trombone! In that moment all nervousness 
left him. He realised that he was not entertaining a 
congregation, but that he was praising the Lord. When 
he rendered his piece, he did so under the anointing of 
the Holy Spirit. When he finished, the whole great 
congregation burst forth into praise and worship. 

So you see that there isa place for genuine trumpet- 
blowing in God’s work. We can link all our service 
for Him with the zeal and dedication of another young 
man of whom read in Judges 6:34: “The Spirit of the 
Lord came upon Gideon and he blew a trumpet”.

JABEZ ey rooron 


HAVE you ever heard of Jabez? He appears in the 
Bible, but you'll have to look very carefully and 
closely to find him. He is mentioned in only two ver- 
ses (1 Chronicles 4:9,10). He finds his place in the list 
of the chronologies of the children of Israel as one of 
the “sons of Judah”’, yet he is not listed in chronologi- 
cal fashion. We do not know who were his father, 
mother or brethren. It is almost as if it seemed good 
to the Holy Ghost to put in this piece about Jabez for 
our benefit. 

He was called “‘Jabez’’, i.e. “Sorrowful’’, because 
he was born in sorrow. Through pain, sorrow and 
anguish he was brought into the world and his name 
went with him to remind him of the inconvenience he 
had caused to his mother. He was off to a bad start! 

What did he do? Did he accept this as his lot for 
his journey through life? Did he regard his inferiority 
as a thing which would handicap him for the remainder 
of his days. No, he believed that there was a way for 
man to rise, no matter how much the odds were against 
him. He was confident that his God was the God, not 
only of the nation or of the tribe, but of the individual. 
He came to God with faith in his heart and this prayer 
upon his lips, “Oh that Thou wouldest bless me indeed, 
and enlarge my coast, and that Thine hand might be 
with me, and that Thou wouldest keep me from evil, 
that it may not grieve me!”’. 

God granted him what he requested. He became 
more honourable than his brethren. The last became 
the first. The lesser became the greater. 

This shows us something tremendous about the 
heart of God. He is no respecter of persons; He has no 
favourites. He does not only bless and use those whose 
merits place them in a position to be blessed and used 
of God, on the contrary, it seems to me that those who 
are weakened by certain inabilities of their own are 
most likely to receive the grace of God and be used in 
His service. In their weakness they see their need of 
God’s blessing in their lives and cry, “Oh that thou 
wouldest bless me indeed!”’ As Isaiah said in one of 
his prophecies: ‘‘A bruised reed shall He not break, 
and a smoking flax shall He not quench.”’ 

Never say that you have had a bad deal in life. 
Never consider yourself as insignificant or unimport- 
ant. Rather see yourself as you really can be in Christ 
Jesus. Rise and do well for Him! According to the sin- 
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cerity of your determination to know the blessing of 
God in your life He will grant unto you what you have 
requested. 

There is no limit to the blessings which God has in 
store for you. God granted Jabez “that which he re- 
quested”’. Had he asked for less he would have re- 
ceived less; had he asked for more he would, no doubt 
have received more. What do you stand in need of? 
What will you ask God for? It will be given unto you, 
even that which you request.

Monday, August 13th 

“The time is short” (v.29). 
THERE never do seem to be enough hours in the 
day to do all that we would like to do! Here Paul 
points to the hindrance that family responsibilities 
can be to a person who is trying to serve the Lord. 
“I would like to be in the prayer meeting, but there is 
a parents-teachers’ meeting at the school”; “I would 
like to go out tract distributing, but I promised my 
girl friend that I would go with her to look for a new 
coat”; “I know I’m a deacon, but I must get my car 
repaired before Monday, so I will have to miss the ser- 
vices on Sunday’’. . . and so one could go on. Paul 
_ talks about “redeeming the time”’ (Ephesians 5:15-17), 
i.e, buying it. True service is always costly, for denial 
is part of discipleship (Matthew 16:24). 

Beware of thinking that “‘this once won’t matter”. 
As Benjamin Franklin once said, “A small leak will 
sink a great ship.” 


Tuesday, August 14th 1 Corinthians 8:1-13 
“Take heed lest by any means this liberty of yours 
become a stumbling block to them that are weak.” 
(v9). 
FOLLOWING yesterday’s portion, which pointed to 
possible hindrances, the inspired writer goes on to 
emphasise that the strong ought to help the weak 
(Romans 14:21; 15:1). Someone once asked the late 
President Eisenhower the secret of leadership. He 
quietly placed a piece of string on the desk and tried 
to get it to go forward by pushing it; it just buckled 
and bent. Then he put his hand in front and pulled it; 
it moved immediately in a straight line of response. 
Paul could say to Timothy: ‘The things that thou 
hast heard of me among many witnesses, the same 
commit thou to faithful men” (2 Timothy 2:2). We 
are read and known of all men (2 Corinthians 3:2). 
Let our witness be true. 


Wednesday, August 15th 1 Corinthians 9: 1-14 
“They which preach the gospel should live of the 
gospel” (v.14). 
THE living of many pastors would be more enjoyable 
if members of churches were more scriptural in their 
approach to the ministry from which they derive great 
help and comfort. The priest in the Old Testament 
was adequately taken care of; should any priest be- 
come gripped with greed, God dealt with him without 


1 Corinthians 7:25-40 


mercy (see 1 Samuel 2:12-17,22-36; 4:11), Paul had 
worked to maintain his ministry, but he reasoned that 
the flock should provide for the shepherd (v.7). In 
return, the good shepherd, in the words of Jesus, 
“gives his life for the sheep”. 


Thursday, August 16th 1 Corinthians 9: 15-27 
“I made myself servant unto all, that I might gain 
the more”’ (v.19). 
BY this conscious act of will, Paul applied himself to 
the winning of precious, undying souls. Like Jesus 
before him, he “made himself of no reputation” 
(Philippians 2:7), As a servant he would be at every- 
one’s call, but as God’s servant he obeyed the divine 
voice (John 13:4-17). Some work to win the approval 
of God; others work as an act of gratitude for all that 
God has done for them. As has been said, ‘Service 
can put a new coat on a man, but only the grace of 
God can put a new man in the coat”, 


Friday, August 17th 1 Corinthians 10:1-13 
“Take heed”’ (v.12), 

IT has been said, “‘It is a wise man who learns by his 
own mistakes, but it’s a wiser man who lets the snake 
bite the other fellow”. Twice in the closé confines of 
ten verses, Paul says that historical events in which 
God’s children were involved are recorded in Scripture 
as “examples” for us. No wonder Jesus told his fol- 
lowers to “‘search the Scriptures”, for they not only 
testify of Christ (John 5:39), but also reveal pitfalls 
and problems that men have to cope with, and often 
show the “‘way of escape”’. 


Saturday, August 18th 1 Corinthians 10:14-33;11:1 
“All things are lawful for me, but all things are not 
expedient” (v.23). 
A WALK in the park is good, but is it godly when it 
takes place at the time of the worship and Communion 
service? It is not what we do, but when and why we 
do it to which the apostle is pointing here. He ad- 
vises: “Flee from idolatry”. Many who would not 
think of having friends who were practising Satanists 
do not draw the line of separation with anything like 
the required firmness. Separation is “from sin unto 
God”. As D.L. Moody said, ‘‘Sin is anything that 
comes between you and God”, and this means that 
even ordinary pursuits can push God into second 
place. Hence Paul’s plea, “Do ALL to the glory of 
God”. 


Sunday, August 19th 1 Corinthians 11:2-16 

“Any woman who (publicly) prays or prophesies 
(teaches, refutes, reproves, admonishes or comforts) 
when she is bareheaded dishonours her head (her hus- 
band); it is the same as (if her head were) shaved.”

Published 
by Scripture Union, price 40p, postage and packing

HERE is a little book that may be of value to parents, 
Sunday school and day school teachers. Tell it to Jesus 
gives short prayers for the S—8 year olds on twenty- 
four subjects including, “My home”, “Things I like”, 
and “I’m sorry, God”, There are illustrations suitable 
for children throughout the book depicting each 
subject, Some children will be able to read the prayers 
by themselves, 

“Ascension and Heaven” is the best subject dealt 
with, although most of the prayers are secular with no 
connection with positive Scriptural values, forexample, 
the section entitled “When someone’snot well” should 
have a prayer asking for God to heal. Nevertheless 
the book contains basic ingredients for introducing 
children to a healthy prayer life. 

I commend this book to parents and those who 
are interested in the spiritual welfare of this age group.

I was 
pleased to note that difficult subjects werenot avoided, 
viz, “The Keys of the Kingdom” supposedly given 
to Peter and ‘The great Controversy” between Paul 
and Peter, 

Every group leader will find this book an excellent 
investment and an essential part of his equipment.

Puritans and Calvinism by Peter Toon, Published by 
Reiner Books, Price £1.20, postage and packing 
10p extra, 

THIS book is one of quite a few from the pen 
of Peter Toon of Edgehill College of Education. Some 
of the titles reveal that the writer is at home in this 
field of investigation. 

In the Preface to this book he gives his reason for 
producing it. The first four chapters have the laity 
and the busy cleric in view,while the last two chapters 
cater for the reader who is really prepared to fathom 
the history of Calvinist theology. Here is a book well 


documented and ably supported by references from a 
very wide field of research, 
Seeking to explain what a Puritan was, he reveals 
that, amongother characteristics, they werecommitted 
to Reformed theology, but there were variations of 
theological emphasis. Some preached a limited atone- 
ment, while others favoured general redemption. Peter 
Toon avers (page 100): “Biblical doctrine is not 
capable of being reduced into any finally neat and fully 
tidy system since it contains seemingly irreconcilable 
elements — e.g. predestination and free-will”’, 

The final chapter, “Calvinists in Dispute” makes 
interesting, if sad, reading. Controversy ripened in the 
latter part of the seventeenth century and so often 
those in debate could not always define the finer 
points in the contention,yetit wason these issues that 
communions were divided. We are bound to agree 
with the author whenhe suggests, ‘Dialogue instead of 
controversy amongst those who claimed to be brethren 
in Christ could have bequeathed a very different 
theological ethosto Non-conformity of the eighteenth 
century,” 

Here isa book well written and worth the money.

The Inside Room, by Eileen Mitson. Published by 
Lakeland, price 30p, postage and packing 4p extra. 

THE Inside Room is a book for those spare minutes 
of quiet, thoughtful reading. You will enjoy it because 
it is intensely practical and it is written with a deep 
understanding of the human heart born out of 
experience. You will read about those fears and 
worries which so often invade our souls. It will also 
tell you about those personal fears which are locked 
in the deepest depths of one’s own heart, but from 
which there is glorious, blessed release. Instead of 
doubt, you may know faith; instead of despair, hope; 
instead of darkness, light; instead of sadness, joy. 
As you read the chapters you might feel that this is a . 
book about yourself. If you are prepared to face up 
to yourself, its counsel will direct you to new heights 
of Christian experience and joy.

OUR hymnbook, Redemption Hymnal, is one of the 
finest and best. It is used and appreciated far beyond 
the circle of our own Elim Fellowship The writer, an 
Elim pastor, makes a plea for a wider use of it in our 
worship and witness. 

Talking on this particular point with a senior 
minister, much-travelled among our churches, he 
remarked kindly, but caustically (and maybe it was just 
a little over-drawn) about “‘the usual forty-two hymns” 
which are sung. Of eight hundred this was the total 
range of some! 


There are hundreds of grand hymns of worship and 
praise which one rarely hears. Is it possible that there 
is a church where they are all known? Strangely, too, 
distinctively Pentecostal hymns, written by brethren 
known and beloved among us, seem, in particular, to 


be passed over. One forbears to enumerate them. 
This is a great loss. 

The weakness seems to lie with pastors and leaders. 
Where they have musical knowledge, taste, and percep- 
tion, then the assembly is blessed indeed, but if, as is 
the case with so many, knowledge in this field is small 
and taste limited, then the congregation suffers the 
deprivation accordingly. 

In other demoninations the musical side is often in 
the care of the organist or choir-master. This can be of 
great benefit. Where they exist, church choirs and 
singing bands could be used to introduce fresh hymns 
to the congregations, and weeknight meetings are the 
best time for this. 

I suppose that the two-year College training-time 
is all too brief a period in which to try to teach our 
students the foundations of theology, but one could 
hope that, somewhere in the curriculum, time is found 
for a comprehensive “‘sweep”’ of our Hymnal. 

If your pastor needs a prod on this line, give it to 
him! He may afterwards be very grateful to you. The 
exercise will do him, and you, good; the worship will 
be deepened and extended, and the preached Word, 
without a doubt, enriched. 


(Jude v.11), 


THIS tremendous verse is the very heart of this one- 
chapter Book. Every phrase demands careful atten- 
tion. Every word vibrates with interest. Here it stands 
between illustrations of apostasy as seen in the super- 
natural world and as seen in the natural world. Three 
characters are paraded before us: a son of the soil, 
Cain; a prophet, Balaam, and a prince in Israel, Korah. 

Apostasy attacks and affects all kinds of people, so 
we are shown just how it affected peoples, princes and 
prophets. Someone has suggested that we have a se- 
quence of thought in the three examples: the choice 
of a wrong way, then running riotously down that 
same wrong way, and then, at its terminus, finding 
final perishing. 

Take notice of this divine commentary on the error 
and the peril and the concluding inevitable darkness 
that follows a turning away from the truth of John 
14:6, where Jesus plainly states, “I am the way, the 
truth and the life.” How utterly foolish it is to refuse 
the reign of Jesus Christ over the life and deliberately 
and definitely to choose the way of Cain, to accept the 
error of Balaam, and to find the perishing of Korah 
rather than to experience and to enjoy the life of 
Christ. Apostasy has been well summed up asa way, 
a wandering and a rebellion. 

The Way of Cain 

Genesis 4 gives the information we need about this 
man and his way. Cain brought a sacrifice to God, 
consisting of the fruits of the earth, the cursed ground. 
Abel brought a sacrifice to God: a lamb of the flock. 
Both Cain and Abel had been taught that God could 
only be approached through the blood of an innocent 
substitute, as made clear in Hebrews 11:4, for Abel 
brought his sacrifice “‘by faith’, that is by believing 
what God had said. Cain brought God something 
other. No matter what it was, or how pleasing it may 
appear beside a slain lamb, it was displeasing to God. 
Whatever sets aside the Word and the teaching of God, 
displeases Him. This is the first step in the way of 
Cain.

“Woe unto them! For they have gone in the way of 
Cain and ran greedily after the error of Balaam for 
reward, and perished in the gainsaying of Korah”

To set aside the shed blood of Jesus Christ the 
Lamb of God and to believe and propagate some 
other message contrary to the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, is to walk in the way of Cain. It is not 
necessary to murder as did Cain. One need not stain 
one’s hand with a brother’s blood. To spurnGod’s 
salvation through the shed blood of His dear Son and 
to teach others that same error by word or by example 
is to walk in the way of Cain and to be guilty in the 
sight of God of their blood. One can never over-quote 
the terrific words of Ezekiel 3:18; “When I say unto 
the wicked, Thou shalt surely die; and thou givest him 
not warning, nor speakest to warn the wicked from 
his wicked way, to save his life; the same wicked man 
shall die in his iniquity; but his blood will I require at — 
thine hand.” 4 

How solemn and serious this is! Jude, speaking of 
this, says that “they went away’”’, literally, “in the 
wrong path.” It means, “‘to pass from one place to 
another, to depart.’ It is the same term used by our 
Lord in Matthew 25:41: “Depart from Me, ye cursed, 
into. everlasting fire prepared for the devil and his 
angels.” 

In the Sermon on the Mount the Preacher, the — 
Lord Jesus. Christ, could not have used plainer words, 
not capable of two interpretations, when He spoke of 
two ways, two gates, and two destinies always dividing 
mankind. Jude speaks of those who, of their own free 
will and choice, depart from the true way and spurn 
their opportunities. They will one day hear the tre- 
rnendous words from the lips of the Christ whom they 
have refused: “Depart from Me. . . for ever’. 

The Error of Balaam 

Take a close look at the words that are used to in- 
troduce this particular character: ‘ran greedily after 
the error of Balaam for reward.” The A.S.V. trans- — 
latesit: “‘riotously they live before they perish”. The 
R.V. says: “ran riotously”’. The original is even more 
astounding and strong: “They have been poured — 
forth”, the picture of a river in full flood, rushing © 
along in unabated fury. When a man puts aside the 
restraints of God, there follows such a flood-tide of t 
error and evil. : 


Balaam was greedy for gold. Israel, after her years 
of wilderness wanderings, was about to enter the pro- 
mised land. Moab and Midian, the idolatrous nations, 
were in great fear of her and desired someone to curse 


her, and they wished Balaam to give them his services 
for this purpose. 


Balaam made a great show of seeking the guidance 
of God and God plainly and definitely answered: 
“Thou shalt not go with them; and thou shalt not 
curse the people: for they are blessed.” (Numbers 


22:12). The answer should have satisfied anyone, but 


Balaam did not want such an answer. He went to God 
about it the second time and God responded: “Alright, 
you want to go, then go, but you will not be allowed 
to curse this people, You will utter only blessings 
upon Israel’’, Read Deuteronomy 23:4,5, a wonder- 
ful word, but for Balaam it meant that he was deprived 
of the rich reward that Moab would have thrust upon 
him for services rendered. 

As a result the covetous heart of Balaam con- 
ceived a sinister, sordid, evil way. He sold his foul 
brain-child to Balak. “Behold, these [women of 
Midian] caused the children of Israel, through the 
counsel of Balaam, to commit trespass against the 
Lord in the matter of Peor, and there was a plague 


among the congregation of the Lord.” (Numbers 31: 


16). “The doctrine of Balaam, who taught Balak to 
cast a stumbling-block before the children of Israel, 
to eat things sacrificed to idols and to commit forni- 
cation.” (Revelation 2:14). Is it hard to understand 
that the anger of the Lord was kindled against Israel 
as Numbers 25 informs us? Balaam followed the way 


the Father, but by Me.”’. 


of Cain, then ran riotously and greedily, and he 
perished miserably. 

The error of Balaam for reward is the error of all 
apostates. They turn away from spiritual riches to 
seek temporal gain, lusting for the pleasure of sin for 
a season, desiring the treasures of Egypt whatever the 
price demanded. Of more than one can it be said that 
they have forsaken God, having loved this present 
world. 

The Rebellion of Korah 

Korah, a Levite, was a cousin to Moses. A rebellion 
against Moses and Aaron, led by Korah, Dothan and 
Abiram, ended with the deaths of the three leaders 
and of a host of others who were involved with them. 
Numbers 16:31-33 makes dramatic reading. 

What kind of sin called forth such judgment and 
death? Korah had rejected God’s appointed mediator; 
he spoke evil of God’s chosen, God’s appointed digni- 
taries. In this rebellion, he showed himself to be in re- 
bellion against God. It pictures the rejection of Jesus 
Christ, the one and only Mediator between God and 
man. Korah and all his associates came under the judg- 
ment of the God against whom they had shaken their 
puny fists. The ground opened beneath their feet and 
they went down into the pit, a picture of the judgment 
that will overtake all who rebel against God and who 
reject Jesus Christ and God’s so great salvation. 

Korah, a mere man, dared to presume that he could 
approach the holy God without the required mediator. 
There is no way to God save by Him who said, “I am 
the way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto

In my Lectures on preaching there is asection on Apostolic 
Homiletics in which | attempt to define the elements of 
the tremendous ministry of the Early Church leaders. As / 
studied the subject | was brought face to face with the 
important fact that it is impossible to discuss apostolic 
methods apart from apostolic men. The two go together. 
lf we want a return to the mighty preaching of the first 
witnesses of the Gospel, we must first return to their 
dedication, their dynamic, their intimate experience of 
Christ. Behind the apostolic message were apostolic men. 


Phillips Brooks in his famous “Lectures on Preaching’ 
defines preaching as truth flowing through personality. 
You can’t have preaching without preachers. The man is 
important. He is not just a messenger, as a telegraph boy 
with a telegram, he is his own message. His character can 
commend his words; on the other hand, his life can silence 
his lips—a foolish act can cause “the ministry to be 
blamed.” The ascended Christ ‘gave some apostles ; some 
prophets; some evangelists ; and some, pastors and 
teachers” (Eph. 4:11), that is, He gave men, not merely 
ministries. The apostles and their helpers were mighty in 
preaching because they themselves were mighty in God. 
It will do us good to consider their characters —the men 
behind the message. . 


THEY WERE MEN OF TRANSPARENT 
SINCERITY 


There was no deceit in their ministry (2 Cor. 4:2) nor 
did they adulterate the Word of God by watering down 
their message (2 Cor. 2:17). They delivered without fear 
or favour a Gospel which lived up to its promises. Their 
motives were pure. They had no personal axe to grind. 
They sought only the glory of God and the salvation of men. 


Paul said: “I say the truth in Christ, | lie not, my 
conscience also bearing me witness in the Holy Ghost” 
(Rom. 9:1). Apostolic ministry was from conscience to 
conscience. Persuaded themselves of the truth of the 
Gospel, they persuaded others ; convinced, they brought 
conviction. They moved their hearers because they them- 
selves were wrought upon by God. 


They preached as though God were at their elbow. “We 
cannot but speak the things which we have seen and 
heard,” said Peter to a hostile Sanhedrin. “‘In the sight of 
God speak we in Christ,’ affirmed Paul. These men feared 
lest they should distort in any way the message they had 
received of God; they yearned that it might flow through 
them intact.

THEY WERE MEN WHO APPRECIATED 
THEIR FELLOW-MINISTERS 


The apostles and elders at Jerusalem referred to 
Barnabas and Paul as “our beloved Barnabas and Paul. 
Men that have hazarded their lives for the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ’ (Acts 15:25-26). Peter refers to “our 
beloved brother Paul’ (2 Pet. 3:15) forgetting, in 
Christian charity, their clash at Antioch, when Paul 
publicly rebuked him (Gal. 2 :11). What an encounter that 
was —fisherman versus scholar! Peter must have been 
hurt by the biting words of Paul on that occasion, but no 
rankling bitterness was left behind. Nor was Paul less 
ready to forget a quarrel. How kindly he refers to Barnabas 
‘n1 Corinthians 9:6. The contention of Acts 15:39 where 2. 
they separated in a “‘paroxysm’ of emotion, is consigned | 
to oblivion, and not a single ember of feeling is left to glow © 
in the ashes of memory. And think of Paul's gracious 
attitude to Apollos. In spite of the fact that many members 
of the Corinthian Assembly preferred the oratory of Apollos — 
to his own plain speaking, Paul pressed him to visit this 
fractious church. Apollos on his part just as graciously 
declined. Gentlemen all ! é 


Paul had a favourite term for his companions in the 
Gospel. They were fellow-workers (sunergo/) — my 
co-operators. They were more than mere associates, they 
were co-workers, fellow-soldiers marching shoulder to 
shoulder in the fight of faith, companions-in-arms in the 
great work of saving men. : 


THEY WERE MEN WHO LOVED TRUTH 
MORE THAN LIFE 


Before angry authorities Peter could say: “We ought to 
obey God rather than men” (Acts 5:29). And he spoke for 
them all. The Council was furious at their stubborn refusal 
to cease preaching about Jesus, and but for the wise 
restraint of Gamaliel would have done them injury. Soon. 
after this, Stephen was martyred. Thereupon broke out a 
vicious campaign, led by Saul of Tarsus, to crush the 
infant church. ““] compelled them to blaspheme,” says 
Paul in Acts 26:11. Here the Authorised Version is at fault. 
The Imperfect Tense implies that he kept on trying but 
was not successful. The Jerusalem Bible puts it thus: cf 


often went round the synagogues inflicting penalties, 


trying in this way to force them to renounce their faith.” 
No pressure could break the spirit of these early believers. 


Paul himself, after conversion, was filled with the same 
loyalty to Christ. At Lystra he was stoned to death by 


i ae 


he.

infuriated Jews, to be quickened to new life through 
prayer. Then, after a brief visit to neighbouring Derbe, 
“They returned again to Lystra and Iconium.’’ What 
indomitable courage! Listen to Paul as he chides with 
them who wanted to restrain him from going to Jerusalem, 
a visit fraught with peril. “What mean ye to weep and to 
break mine heart? For | am ready not to be bound only, 
but also to die at Jerusalem for the name of the Lord Jesus’ 
(Acts 21:13). And what a ministry he exercised ! ‘| 
shunned not to declare unto you all the counsel of God’”’ 
(Acts 20:27). The word “shun” (Ayposte//o) means *'to 
furl sail”. He did not hold back, but sailed right in. His 
ministry was like the broadside from a man-of-war. When 
he preached, people wondered what had hit them. But 
they loved him for it. 


___ The key to the attitude of apostolic men is in Acts 20 :24, 
“But none of these things move me, neither count | my 
life dear unto myself so that | might finish my course with 
joy, and the ministry which | have received of the Lord 
Jesus, to testify the Gospel of the grace of God.” 


THEY WERE MEN WITH A MIGHTY 
SENSE OF VOCATION 


Paul taught that a preacher should be commissioned 
from Heaven: “How shall they preach except they be 
sent,” he declaims (Rom. 10:15). He himself laboured 
under a tremendous sense of obligation to bring the 
Gospel to sinful men. “Necessity is laid upon me,” he cries. 
“lam debtor both to the Greeks and to the Barbarians: 
both to the wise and to the unwise.” Civilised and un- 

civilised, cultured or illiterate—all had a claim on him. 
He owed them the Gospel. He was a steward dispensing 
the grace of God, a custodian of a rich deposit of truth. 


Paul lived under perpetual constraint. “The love of 
Christ has me in its grip,” he says. He must preach; he 
could not help but preach. This feeling of inner compulsion 
is characteristic of all great workers for God. “My heart 
overflows with a goodly theme” said the Psalmist (Psalm 
45:1. RSV). Jeremiah felt his message ‘’as a burning fire 
within my bones”. “ | feel compelled to do so: | would be 
utterably miserable if | failed to preach it’ (1 Cor. 9:16. 
JBP), said Paul of his preaching of the Gospel. Spurgeon 
once shocked his students by saying: “Gentlemen, don’t 
preach if you can help it.” The true preacher cannot help it. 
He must — or bust. The saintly Dr. J. Henry Jowett puts it 
thus: “I love my calling. | have a glowing delight in its 
services... | have but one passion, and | have lived forit... 
the absorbing arduous yet glorious work of proclaiming 
the grace and love of our Lord Jesus Christ’ (7he Preacher: 
His life and work, p. 4). 


THEY WERE MEN OF UTTER 
CONSECRATION 

Selfless men; men dominated by the love of Christ. 
They had a passion for God — ‘‘the love of God shed abroad 
in our hearts’ (Rom. 5:15) —an all-absorbing, self- 
effacing devotion. They had a passion for souls that con- 
sumed them. “That | might by all means save some,” said 
Paul, who strove to preach the Gospel where Christ was 
not named (Rom. 15:20). They persistently canvassed for 
Christ, pressing men to cast their vote for the Son of God. 
They had a passion for the saints. Paul speaks of ‘‘the daily 
care of all the churches,” the yearning anxiety for the 
well-being of the assemblies founded by his ministry. 


_ My mother had a zither upon which we children played 
with delight if not tuneful harmony. | loved to pluck the 


Strings and watch them disappear as they vibrated. So 
with the apostles: 
“Love took up the harp of life 
And smote on all the chords with might: 
Smote the chord of self, that, trembling, 
Passed in music out of sight.” 


THEY WERE MEN OF THE BOOK 


Peter's first sermon is replete with Scripture. He began 
his Pentecostal ministry with “This is that’ and continued 
throughout to link experience with the written word of 
prophecy. He later counselled his converts to ‘’be ready 
always to give and answer to every man that asketh you a 
reason of the hope that is in you” (1 Pet. 3:15). His own 
example shows how this should be done — by inspired, 
intelligent application of the revealed word of God. 


The twelve apostles soon requested to be relieved of 
secular duties that they might devote themselves wholly 
“to prayer and the ministry of the word” (Acts 6:4). 
Stephen’s defence before the Sanhedrin is a running 
commentary of Old Testament history. Philip's evangelistic 
ministry was full of the Word. He led the Ethiopian eunuch 
to Christ by expounding Isaiah 53. 


Paul was a man of the Word. His address at Antioch is 
a penetrating exposition of old Testament history (Acts 
13 :16-41). His method of presenting Christ was to reason 
out of the Scriptures; to expound the Christ of Old 
Testament prophecy and then demonstrate that the Jesus 
of history is the Christ of prediction. Even when he 
testified of his personal experience of salvation, his final 
appeal was to the Scriptures: ‘King Agrippa, believest 
thou the prophets? | know that thou believest.’’ God’s 
word was greater than his: own testimony. 


In the great conference of churches in Acts 15, president 
James gave clear guidance from the Scriptures, which was 
regarded as the last word, the final court of appeal. ‘To 
this agree the words of the prophets,” he said. That 
ministry alone is great that harnaonises with holy writ. 


THEY WERE MEN OF PRAYER 


Pentecost was born in prayer (Acts 1:14, 24) and 
nourished in the same atmosphere (Acts 3:1, 4:24, 6:4). 
The apostles prayed for power, prayed over their preaching, 
prayed when faced with danger and death, prayed in 
crisis and trouble. They prayed when they met, they prayed 
when they separated. Some of their richest experiences 
came to them in prayer : miracles were vouchsafed to them, 
visions were granted to them. Prayer opened Heaven. 
They lived and ministered in an aura of prayer. 


THEY WERE MEN WHO KNEW THE 
LEADING OF THE SPIRIT 


Philip, at the Spirit's command, left revival blessing to 
meet a needy soul on the desert highway. He was rewarded 
with a “rapture” — the Spirit of the Lord caught him away 
(Acts 8:29, 39). Peter, assured by the Spirit's voice, visited 
the Gentile hgusehold of Cornelius with outstanding 
results. His sole defence when questioned was, ‘The 
Spirit bade me go” (Acts 10:19, 20; 11:12). The voice of 
the Spirit launched a successful missionary enterprise at 
Antioch (Acts 13:2); a sense of Holy Ghost direction 
concluded the church council at Jerusalem (Acts 15:28). 
“It seemed good to the Holy Ghost and to us.” What a 
satisfying statement to have in the conference minutes !

The Communicators sans. 
Five Pounds by George Canty 


GAVIN Reid wrote the most depressing book " ve ever read: The Gagging of God. Even the blurb is 
frightening — 
“Unless Christians can find ways of saying things to modern non-community man then not only is 
modern man ina desperate plight, and not only is the Church facing extinction, but Almighty God 
Himself is gagged *”. 

The sinister word here is ‘‘modern non-community man”. 

In the ‘twenties, the Jeffreys brothers came to our City and we all knew. It was not by a miracle, nor by 
the revelation of the Spirit, nor by the advertising, nor even by the healings. We always knew whatever went 
on, simply because it went around the community by ordinary conversation. Today it is different - there is no 
community. There were families in those days. Not micro-families — Dad and Mum feeding and sleeping two 
youngsters being brought up at school — but grandads and grandmas, uncles, cousins, married relations and 
their families all together in the same street. Doors were never locked day or night and neighbours popped in _ 
and out continually. There being no radio, and few morning paper readers, people had time to mingle and 
gossip. This was the perfect communicative society. 

Today, the Planned Economy, serving the great god Industry, which demands the sacrifice of a mobile 
population, has vanquished the Christian family ideal. Assisted by town-planned housing and the theories of 
humanistic sociologists, ‘‘community-man”’ has become an extinct species. 

One must hereafter communicate through the mass media, or one does not communicate at all. Nothing 
impinges on the minds of the people unless it is released by broadcasting or the Daily Mirror. They are brain- 
washed by the omission of any subject or emphasis by Fleet Street or television. Each small, insular circle of 
people talks only newspaper or on-the-air stuff, and nothing else. If it isn’t on tv it isn’t worth talking about. 

A minority, such as Elim, is treated facetiously, a curiosity, providing light relief in the news. Only when 
we can speak directly to the public ourselves through the mass media can we be said to begin communicating. 

So, Elim formed its Radio and Film Committee to develop its chances of communication via the media. 
Unfortunately, hardened theories of the authorities as to what constitutes good broadcasting - theories with 
which I, for one, often disagree - rather limit the value of many opportunities. Openings do exist, however, an 
and, for the size of our movement, Elim has grabbed a lion’s share of them. 

The local B.B.C. radio outlets represent our most frequent resort, though not every station manager is in- 
clined to let us in. Some Elim men have leaped at the opportunity, or rather they were men leaping when the. 
opportunity arrived and they were ready to catch it. 5 

For instance, Ron Williams jumped in as soon as Radio Medway began and offered to organise its religious 
programmes. His help was welcomed and he can be heard locally around Chatham, Kent,on VHF 97 and ; 
Medium Wave 290m, twice every Sunday with “Songs for Everyone”’, and with different services of ‘Thought - 
for the Ove broadcast church services, magazine programmes. In December he goes on the air live to answer ¥ 
written and telephone questions on Christianity. The impact of it all is obviously tremendous. i 

Fred Hodge, pastor of The Lanes Elim Church at Brighton, produced radio programmes for the European 
Evangelistic Society for Radio |BRA and Monte Carlo for fifteen years. He has used RadioBrightonto tell the

history of his Church and has produced a pilot music and talk programme for B.B.C. Radio Brighton, as — = 
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as sitting in on ‘‘Quest’’ another B.B.C. programme. 
Adrian Hawkes, who went to Grangetown to nurse a tiny Church and bring it into the Elim family, has go 
a long way into broadcasting, partly due to his leading a B.B.C. producer to Christ. | have at the moment a

_ thirty-minute tape of a magazine broadcast which he and the producer created, of the highest professional 
_ standards and compelling quality. Each week this programme goes out in an area where the only radio that 
can be heard properly is Radio Teesside. 

In Adrian Hawkes’s case, the “rule book has been thrown out of the window”. Direct approaches to the 
communication of the gospel have flown in the face of normal assumptions and produced effects different 
from professional predictions. This has all happened within twelve months and now the chance is opening to 
this Elim pastor for television work. Last year he was able to get Pastor Alex Tee worked in for three epilogues 
and one interview, and contacts are improving. 

Radio Leeds is putting out many good programmes, and a local church committee includes Pastor J.E. 
Moore, whose experience has been invaluable to Elim through his work on our own Radio Committee. Leeds 
is a city of half a million and has heard interviews with Christians like Colin Cowdrey, Professor Fairbairn, 
Dennis Healey, M.P., Richard Wurmbrand, and Eric Hutchings, as well as regular broadcasts for children, and 
series on every topic that arises, such as adoption, mental health, students, race relations, treatment of the 
offender and so on, all with a pertinent gospel commentary. 

Ron Jones of Bristol! has recently developed his share of work on Radio Bristol and now does a weekly pro- 
gramme. The manager of this Station took part in the Elim Radio Seminar at the Bristol City Temple. In this 
great City, as in Leeds, where we have only one Elim Church, the regular sound of an Elim voice on radio heard 
by thousands is equivalent to many gospel meetings. 

Every district is not endowed with its own B.B.C. Radio, but commercial radio is on the way, and this could 
vastly expand Elim’s entire vision. Elim people have often sung and testified on various B.B.C. stations, both 
radio and television, quite apart from those | have named. Ray Hunston of Cardiff has appeared in discussion 

panels on Welsh television. | have done a painter-preacher item on the same medium, several national radio 
items, such as on ‘The World at One”’, and Elim’s first fully charismatic service on a Sunday morning across 
the entire nation and Europe. 

_ Elim men can do it. We have been labouring for years to get across on the wavelength of the common man. 
| recorded a series recently on Radio Birmingham for instance, and the producer commented on the difference 
in approach to the normal religious “‘turgidity’’ to use his own expression. Radio is almost our natural field, 
musically, and verbally. Elim youth are heard every week from Graham Street on this station, for example. 

Few have provided so much for broadcasting as Elim’s former Musical Director, Douglas B. Gray, in any 
field. The London Crusader Choir has been heard countless times both in named programmes and in music 
behind other programmes. It is a worthy achievement of the highest merit. 

- Broadcasts from the Cardiff City Temple have been notable. When the B.B.C. televised ‘‘Songs of Praise”’ 
reactions echoed in further programmes, and a producer on commercial television told me that it was “‘the 
kind of thing that’s always been wanted’’. | personally heard it praised wherever | went. It was pure Elim 
style. 

So far as | know, the Elim Radio Committee is the only one still without any funds. We can help nobody 

financially nor can we commission anybody for any particular job of broadcasting. We can teach, and guide, 
and inspire, but the amazing fact is that our men are broadcasting at their own expense. 

If anybody gave us any money we would help young ministers who otherwise pay their own costs of radio 
work out of their own meagre household budgets. Radio is for the enthusiastic, the sacrificing and the enter- 
prising. Elim has a high proportion of such men. An American told me that Elim has the most resourcefu!! 
men he has ever met in his daily and extensive meetings with organisations of every kind. Good — we wouidn’t 
be on the air otherwise! 

Only national broadcasts normally receive payment. Local radio stations are understaffed and the staff 
work all hours with limited studio space. They are oftén glad of help if it is capable help. They are not often 
interested in religion. They are only interested in one subject - broadcasting. If quality broadcasting is 
offered them on any subject - including the gospel - they want it. 

Elim is in the communications business - that’s our job given us by Christ. 

Here’s one chance today to do it.

IT has been a pleasure to review this book from the 
pen of a colleague, Pastor John Lancaster, produced 
for this year of his Presidential Office.

WITHOUT CEASING 


» THE disciples of Jesus had forsaken all and followed 


Him. They had been with Him for some time, 
listening to His teaching and seeing the miracles that 
He performed. Then He sent them forth to preach and 
to heal the sick. We are told (Mark 6:30) that they re- 
turned and told Jesus of all the things that they had 
done and taught. In other words, they reported to 
Him. In this, they set us all an example. 

We should tell Jesus when we have been trying to 
do any service for the Lord. Our service should be the 
best possible. We should do it with all our might and 
at the close of each day we should tell Him what we 


have done or attempted, how we have lived, how we 


have done our work, what words we have spoken and 
how we have tried to witness for Him.

Paul sensed divine guidance, both restraint and con- 
straint, in his missionary journeys (Acts 16 :16,7) and was 
often helped by prophetic ministry (Acts 20:23, 21 :5,11). 
The ministers of the Early Church often sought guidance 
from God and responded to each moving of the Holy 
Spirit. The Early Church was Christ-directed because its 
ministers were Spirit-controlled. 


THEY WERE MEN OF GREAT HUMILITY 


Peter and John styled themselves “elders” ‘(1 Pet. 5:1, 
2 John 1, 3 John 1), allying themselves with their less 
gifted brethren as fellow-ministers of God. Peter, remem- 
bering his Lord who girded Himself with a towel and 
washed the disciples’ feet, counselled his flock, “Be 
clothed with humility”, a livery he himself fondly wore. 
Paul claimed that he was “‘less than the least of all saints” 
(Eph. 3:8). He only emphasised his God-given authority

The moment was lost for ever. The boy grew into 
manhood, left the Church and as far as I knew never 
did receive Christ as his Saviour..

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


39. Jacob builds an Altar (Genesis 33:20)

WHEN God delivered Isaac from death, Abraham 
built an altar and called the place “Jehovah-Jireh”, 
“The Lord will provide”. After Isaac had been brought 
out of a time of trouble, he called the place where he ~ 
dwelt “Rehoboth”, “Broad places’, and built an altar 
to the Lord. Jacob built an altar at Luz at the begin- 
ning of his journey and renamed the place “‘El-Bethel”’, 
“God of the house of God”. He raised another altar 
after his deliverance from Esau, which he called “EI- 
elohe-Israel’’, ‘“‘“God, the God of Israel”. The erecting 
of an altar seems to have been an act of thanksgiving 
and worship, a permanent reminder of the faithfulness — 
of the Lord, especially in times of trouble, and an 
occasion for the renewing of consecration to the ser- 
vice of the Lord. 

This brings a challenge to our lives. For us, there 
can be only one altar — the cross where Jesus died, an 
altar erected by the hand of man, but, even more cer- 
tainly, by the will of God. The Sacrifice was not pro- _ 
vided by man, but by God Himself. This is the altar — 
to which we should continually return and where we 
have a constant reminder of the faithfulness of God 
in Christ. We surely can never visit this altar without 
thanksgiving and worship. Although our God is worthy 
of our worship because He is the great Creator of all — 
things, the true inspiration of the worship of every re- 
deemed sinner is the suffering of our Saviour-God. — 
Constant returning to Calvary will keep our faith 
fresh.

MEMORIES of childhood holidays can be surprisingly 


vivid. I have cherished recollections of happy times 


spent at the home of a village blacksmith and his wife, 


family friends who had a delightful house in a Notting- 
hamshire village. They possessed a light oak sideboard 


which I remember smelled delicately of spices and 


currant cake. Displayed on its top were several beauti- 
ful tea-pots. The piéce de resistance was one of blue 
Wedgwood and I admired it greatly. I don’t suppose, 
in those far-off days, that I ever dreamed of visiting 


the home of Wedgwood. Nevertheless, through the 


great kindness of Elim friends of the Longton Church, 
I was taken there this year to the Barlaston factory and 
was given three lovely examples of fine pottery as a 
memento of my trip to the Potteries. I was both im- 
pressed and fascinated by all that I saw on the tour of 
the pottery and I was gladdened by the obvious signs 
of real craftsmanship and pride in being part of a great 
enterprise of world-wide fame. 

The first Josiah Wedgwood, “the father of English 
potters’, founded his company in 1759 at Burslem. 


On the conducted tour I learned that his perfection of 


the manufacture of fine earthenware called Jasper, 


_ tevolutionised the industry and made high quality 
_ table-ware available for the first time to ordinary folk. 


The tour was most informative and our guide was 
really helpful. When she left us at the showroom 


where purchases could be made, I found it hard to be- 


lieve that all the lovely Wedgwood and bone china 
came from an uninspiring mass of grey clay or “‘slip” 
as it is called in the trade. All the wealth of colour, 
texture and design is added and shaped by those work- 
ing on the one basic substance. 

This thought is very comforting to me when think- 


ing of the Christian’s usefulness in God’s service. We 


have to admit that we are all “common clay” in God’s 


_ sight, but how encouraging it is to realise that the great 
_ Potter is willing to shape and beautify all who yield 
_ themselves to Him. This is very evident from Paul’s

illustration in 2 Timothy 2:20: “But in a great house 
there are not only vessels of gold and silver, but also 
of wood and earthenware, and some for honourable 
and noble use, and some for menial and ignoble use. 
So whoever cleanses himself from what is ignoble and 
unclean, who separates himself from contact with con- 
taminating and corrupting influences will then himself 
be a vessel set apart and useful for honourable and 
noble purposes, consecrated and profitable for the 
Master, fit and readyfor any good work” (Amplified 
Bible). So there is variety in all the vessels and diversity 
in their function and all are to be consecrated to the 
Master’s use. 

I have before me a leaflet describing a very special 
Wedgwood creation, a handsome plate in fine bone 
china with a picture of Salisbury Cathedral in the 
centre. Only 2,500 of these collector’s pieces are to 
be produced and they will cost £25 each, certainly 
“vessels unto honour”, yet, remembering the display 
at the pottery, I know that plates, cups, dishes, vases, 
candlesticks, jugs and boxes, large and small, ornate 
or simple, all have a function, though they are not so 
valuable as the Salisbury Plate, and bear the mark of 
craftsmanship. 

Take fresh heart. We are only common clay, but, 
when we are handed over to God, He moulds us and 
refines the texture of our lives, and design and colour 
are added, even the imprint of His own beauty. This 
is surely the perfection He wills for us — to be both 
useful and beautiful. Let us all pray to this end.

ing thanking the speaker and enclosing travelling 
expenses. The secretary keeps full details of the 
group’s programme and prods the leader should im- 
portant matters have slipped his mind. It is advisable 
to keep a diary of activities and expenses (postage, 
etc.) so that the information is readily available. 

The secretary is responsible for keeping records. 
The good youth leader keeps a small notebook in 
which he records important items which occur to him 
during the youth group activities, perhaps an observa- 
tion about a member, or an equipment requirement. 
Some of these details are transferred to a card-index 
which will contain all the information necessary for 
good leadership. 

The Treasurer must be accurate and have a know- 
ledge of book-keeping. A straightforward cash analy- 
sis book with debit and credit columns is all that is 
required. It is wise to have the books audited each 
year by the church treasurer. A pad of petty cash 
vouchers and a receipt book add to the efficiency. 
Receipts should be clipped together in date order. A 
fire-proof box will save the embarrassment of money 
being lost through fire. It is suggested that amounts 
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of more than £5 are kept in a bank or Post Office 
account. This will ensure that the amount deposited 
will gain interest and remain safe. 

In the main youth departments, i.e. Sunday school 
and Crusaders, offerings will be taken up. Other de- 
partments, i.e. junior Crusaders, boys’ clubs, etc., can 
be financed by subscriptions. It is sometimes possible 
to find adults, members of the Church, and parents of 
young people, who will make contributions to the 
youth work. The local Council youth officer will give 
valuable advice about grants. These are usually desig- 
nated for renovation, redecoration, equipping and 
furnishing of youth premises. 

The equipment officer sees that equipment is kept 
ina good state of repair. Anything that is particularly 
valuable should be locked away. An inventory will 
determine that items of equipment are not lost. You 
know the kind of situation that arises: just before the — 
showing of a film you can’t find the screen! The 
equipment officer will be present before the youth — 
activities begin to get everything ready before people 
come in. If there is no caretaker he will arrange for 
the cleaning to be done on a rota system. | F

MANY people have the mistaken notion that anything 
will do for God. If there is one area in which things 
are sometimes done shabbily and insufficiently it is in 
the Church. Scripture shows that God’s blessing has 
rested upon wise organisation and administration. In 
the Old Testament, in the journeys of the Children of 
Israel in every detail of their daily lives there are the 
marks of organisation, e.g. in their method of mobili- 
sation, in the way they pitched their tents, in the con- 
struction of the Tabernacle. Each tribe had its special 
position and responsibility. There are New Testament 
evidences of organisation, e.g. our Lord instructed the 
disciples to arrange the hungry multitude into ranks 
of fifty. In Acts chapter 6 we note that the Apostles 
handed over financial and material matters to specially 
chosen layman. They recognised the value of organisa- 
tion. Perhaps the classical biblical illustration is in the 
ministry of Moses. Feeling the burden of his tremen- 
dous responsibilities, Moses accepted the rebuke and 
advice of his father-in-law, Jethro: “The thing that 
thou doest is not good. Thou wilt surely wear away, 
both thou, and this people that is with thee: for this 
thing is too heavy for thee: thou art not able to per- 
form it thyself alone.” (Exodus 18:17,18). He sug - 
gested that Moses should delegate some of his respon- 
sibilities. 

In considering Organisation and Administration, 
we look first at the subject of the staff. 

1. The Staff. 

THE essence of youth work is team-work. One leader 
out of harmony can disrupt a whole organisation. The 
efficiency of any department depends upon the reli- 
ability of the members of the staff. Youth work of 
any kind is seldom successfully conducted by a dictator 
or by the one-man-band approach. There must be 
smooth, co-ordinated team-work. The principle of 
Scripture at this point is: ‘Now, I beseech you, bre- 
thren, by the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye 
all speak the same thing, and that there be no divisions 
among you; but that ye be perfectly joined together in 
the same mind and in the same judgment.” (1 Corin- 
thians 1:10). 

There are bound to be contentions and misunder- 
standings among the youth staff. Our Lord had to 
deal with such difficulties Himself. There was a clash 
of personalities among the Apostles. John and James 
asked Jesus, “Grant unto us that we may sit, one on

Thy right hand, and the other on Thy left hand, in Thy | 


glory” (Mark 10:37); but when the news came to the 
ears of the other disciples, they were “displeased with 
James and John (v.41). Out of this dissension came 
the principle enunciated by Jesus which must be the 
guide-line of every youth worker in a team: “Whoso- 
ever of you will be the chiefest, shall be servant of all. 


For even the Son of Man came not to be ministered 


unto, but to minister, and to give His life a ransom for 
many.” (vv. 44,45). 

To uphold unity in Christian service all personal 
interests must be blended with group interests. Thus 


staff must be carefully selected. Sometimes talented — 


people must be passed by if their temperament is not 
compatible with the group work. Unity is developed 
in prayer and fellowship. When did your youth prong 
last pray together? 

Having described the character of the staff, one 
must now define the work of the Committee. 
2. The Committee. 
“COMMITTEES make minutes and waste hours” is 
the caustic comment of one critic. If a committee is 


conducted effectively it can be the salvation of many — 


a youth department. There is usually safety in num- 
bers. Whether the department is the Sunday school, 
senior Crusaders, or boys’ club, it is essential that the 
group hasa proficient leader and a well-organised com- 
mittee in which each person knows exactly what part 
he or she has to play. 

The Chairman is the minister (see the Elim Consti- 
tution). He is present to guide and counsel the com- 
mittee. 


The Secretary has a most responsible job, on which ~ 


hinges the success of the committee. Much of the 


work is done behind the scenes and, if it is conducted © 


efficiently, it will save muddle and confusion. The, 


secretary has the responsibility of the committee 


meetings. He (or she) sends out the agendas in ad- 
vance, keeps minutes, sends out invitations to the 
visiting speakers, 


reminds them shortly before the © 


meeting, sends details of how, when, where, and to 


whom they are speaking, enclosing a stamped addres- — 


sed envelope for the reply. Remember to offer hos- 


pitality. Don’t forget to write a letter after the meet- _

Monday, August 20th 1 Corinthians 11:17-34 


“If we would judge ourselves, we should not be 
jJudged”’ (v.31). 
THE early believers often met in ordinary homes and 
it would seem that some at Corinth went to the be- 
lievers’ gatherings because they received hospitality 
(Romans 12:13) prior to the celebration of Com- 
munion. Greed, not God, motivated their attendance. 
Like the crowd that followed Christ around the lake 
after he had miraculously fed the multitude, they 
needed to hear the words, ““Ye seek Me, not because 
ye saw the miracles, but because ye did eat... and 
were filled. Labour not for the meat which perisheth, 
but for that. . . which the Son of man shall give unto 
you” (John 6:24-29). Earthly desires are often ac- 
companied by emotional divisions which can only bring 
discredit to the Church of God. The challenge to 
“examine” one’s own life is an echo of Christ’s teach- 
ings in the Sermon on the Mount (Matthew 5:23-26). 


1 Corinthians 12:1-13

God”’ (vv.4-6). 
PENTECOSTAL truth presented in a balanced, Scrip- 
tural: manner is not adistortion of the divine, but is the 
same doctrine that the Early Church experienced and 
taught. It has been said: ‘“The Church has been sub- 
normal for so long that, when it becomes normal, it 
is considered to be abnormal’. A normal New Testa- 
ment Church presents the triune God in all His perfect 
purity, Passover pardon and Pentecostal power. It is 
a tragedy of Church history that for so long men lost 
sight of the pardon that God was willing to give and 
the power by which the Almighty wanted to work 
through man. Luther was raised up to re-form men’s 
faith and in this century God has raised up thousands 
who can say with Paul, “All these work. . . by the self- 
same Spirit”’. 


Wednesday, August 22nd 1 Corinthians 12:14-31 

“Now ye are the body of Christ, and members in 
particular”’ (v.27); “Members should. . . care one for 
another” (v.25). 
MOTHER: “Why, Bobby, you ate all that cake with- 
out thinking of your sister!” 

Bobby: “I was thinking of her all the time. I was 
afraid she would come in before I finished it.” 

This simple incident illustrates the truth that we 


are all prone to seek selfish interests. The clear teach- 
ing of Scripture is: “Love your neighbour as yourself” 
(Mark 12:31). Our neighbour could well be outside 
the Church and even hostile towards it. We are told: 
“Love your enemies” (Matthew 5:44). It is easier at 
times to love an enemy whom we do not see very often 
than to love fellow-members of the family of God 
whom we meet regularly. We should accept the mini- 
stry within the Church that God has given us and pray 
for others who either irritate us by their lack of grace 
or by their obvious spirituality. 


Thursday, August 23rd 
“T. .. love” (v.1). 
MOODY said, “If you wanted to fill twenty bottles 
with water you would have some success if you threw 
a bucket of water over them. You might get a drop in 
each. If you wanted real achievement, you would do 
better if you took a bottle and filled it full then took 
it to an empty bottle and poured its contents in, bottle 
to bottle, and then did the same again twenty times.” 
Personal Pentecostal fulness is judged by what comes 
out of the individual, not only in public ministry, but 
in everyday living. The pronoun “I” is used eight times 
in three verses. As Paul emphasises, “I”’”’ must be loving 
above any gift of ministry or act of Christian kindness, 
both of which could be done for personal priase. Be 

full of love! 


1 Corinthians 13:1-7 


Friday , August 24th 1 Corinthians 13:8-13 
“We know in part... but then shall I know... .as.. : 
Iam known” (vy.9,12). 
IN the previous chapter we are told that ““God has set 
in the church” many interdependent ministries and 
many edifying spiritual gifts which cannot be fully 
realised because of the limitations of men who are 
subject to the failings of the flesh. With God’s help 
through the Holy Spirit, however, the Church, with all 
its shortcomings, can experience tremendous blessings. 
In the words of Dr. Herbert Lockyer, ‘“‘We have a 
little heaven within to go to heaven with”. The truth 
set forth here is that of which Paul reminded the 
Corinthians in his Second Letter, ““We have this trea- 
sure in earthen vessels, that the excellency of the 
power may be of God, and not of us.”

THE Lord Jesus was not giving us a choice but a 
command when He declared: ‘Go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel.” This was not just a 
piece of timely advice; HE WAS GIVING ORDERS. 

While reading Matthew 28:18-20, William Carey 
woke up to the responsibility of going after the lost.

How’s this for first class equipment? There’s a Sony 
video tape recorder, a six channel microphone mixer, 
camera kits, a portable camera and recorder and a 
talk-back system. By the way, here’s the driver, the 
man with this exciting vision for reaching people for 
God, Mr. C.W. Smith. You’ve possibly seen him in 
action at our Conferences. He tells me that there is 
also a Morris Marina Estate which is to be used for 
travelling around our Elim Churches toshow recordings 
made at our Conferences and at rallies. 

The Estate is certainly not lacking in equipment 
either, for there are two recorders and ample television 
equipment. 

Men and women can be reached for God in out-of- 
the-way places, e.g. in our villages, and let me say 
right away that Mr. Smith is willing to visit any of our 
Churchesat his own expense in order to record material 
in old people’s homes and wherever and whenever the 
opportunity is given.

ONE of the thrilling aspects of the Christian life is our personal 
relationship with the Lord Jesus Christ. You can tell that someone is a 
born-again believer by the very ways in which they refer to our Saviour. 
They speak of Him in intimate terms. To listen to fellow-Christians 
leading in prayer or worship reveals the same closeness. It is remarkable, 
wonderful, but very real. Some religious but unsaved people make the 
mistake of thinking that it is presumption to mention the Deity in such 
personal words. While not yielding an inch to the standards and demands 
of reverence, we are sure that it is right, proper and indeed Scriptural 

to be in such a blessed, close fellowship with our Redeemer. 


These precious realities are beautifully portrayed in the Revelation, 
not least in chapter 1. The description of the Lord Jesus Christ is breath- 
taking in its power, beauty and glory. One of my favourite quotations Is 
in v.15: “His voice as the sound of many waters’. “In His right hand 
seven stars: and out of His mouth went a twoedged sword: and His 
countenance was as the sun shineth in his strength”’ adds v.16. We wonder 
whether this was but a vision of the glory of the Lord. The “face to face” 
revelation and experience are surely reserved until the Second Coming. 
The actual person-to-Person reality must be even more tremendous. 


No wonder John had to write: ‘And when | saw Him, | fell at His 
feet as dead’”. This is an expected reaction. How could he uplift his 
countenance in the presence of the Lord of the everlasting burnings, 
the Son of God, the ‘‘consuming Fire’ Himself? 


Read on, however: ‘’And He laid His right hand upon me, saying unto 
me, Fear not’’. Lest there be any misunderstanding, we must note that 
there was not the slightest dimunition in His deity, for the Lord further 
said, ‘| am the first and the last: | am He that liveth, and was dead; and, 
behold, | am alive for evermore, Amen; and have the keys of hell and 
of death.””; but John could write, ‘He touched mel”. 


We can say, “Jesus, Lover of my soul”, “Saviour, Lover, Lord”, ‘‘The 
very thought of Thee with sweetness fills my breast”. 


“He touched me — and oh the joy that filled my soull”’.

8. A Handful of Metaphors 


“These are they who are hidden rocks in your love feast when they feast with you, shepherds that without fear 
feed themselves; clouds without water carried along by winds; autumn trees without fruit, twice dead, plucked 
up by the roots; wild waves of the sea, foaming out their own shame; wandering stars for whom the blackness 
of darkness hath been reserved for ever ”’ (Jude wy. 12,13. A.R.V.). 


WE continue with the theme of apostasy, the main 
subject of Jude. In these verses, we have a handful 
of illustrations taken from the everyday world: hidden 
rocks; waterless clouds; fruitless trees; raging waves; 
wanderings stars. Hidden rocks cause us to think of 
hidden dangers. Waterless clouds are suggestive of 
false promises. Fruitless trees speak of barren profes- 
sion. Raging waves remind us of wasted effort. Wan- 
dering stars picture the aimlessness and final plunge 
into eternal darkness of apostates and apostasy. 

Hidden rocks lie beneath the surface. They give no 
outward evidence of their presence and danger. With 
such a telling illustration Jude speaks of those who 
creep in unawares. By subtlety and stealth they make 
their way in among the people of God and then go 
about their evil business of making shipwreck of their 
faith. They are the tares that choke the wheat, the 
wolves that scatter the sheep, the shepherds that with- 
out fear look after number one and feed false pastors 
and deceiving preachers. The Word of God speaks to 
all such with strong warning words. Read carefully 
Ezekiel 34:2-10. 

Waterless clouds picture the promise of refreshing 
rain followed by complete disappointment. The rain 
does not come and the ground remains parched, thirsty 
and unchanged. The word translated here “without 
water” is the same in the Greek that is used and trans- 
lated in Matthew 12:43 “dry places”. It seems to 
make a suggestion that there is a similarity between 
the evil spirits of Matthew 12 and the men of whom 
Jude is writing, clouds without water carried along by 
winds. In Ephesians 4 Paul points out that one of the 
purposes of the ministry Gifts is that the child of God 
should be established and not carried about by every 
wind of doctrine. 
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Some translate fruitless trees as “trees of the waning 
autumn’. The winter of judgment will inevitably fol- 
low the autumn of apostasy. The full phrase reads, 
“twice dead, plucked up by the roots”. “Fruitless”’ 
indicates death, uprooting surely spells death; where 
there is no root it follows that there is no fruit. 

As to raging waves, we are familiar with the words 
of Isaiah 57:20: ‘‘The wicked are like the troubled 
sea, when it cannot rest, whose waves cast up mire and 
dirt.”” Today we witness the troubled sea — the unrest 
and rebellion against God and the people of God; to- 
morrow what a change it will be for us — the crystal 
sea and the river of life that flows by the throne of 
God, rest and calm in contrast to the unrest and re- 
bellion. 

Wandering stars can be seen at times — shooting 
stars, wandering stars coming into our atmosphere. 
We witness their flashing brilliance and, just as speedily, 
they vanish out into space again, a fitting picture of 
some apostates who come into prominence as they 
seem to reflect the brightness of the Sun of Righteous- 
ness and then depart out of the ways and brightness 
of the Light of the world. A wandering star is not sub- 
ject to the law of the solar system whose centre is the 
sun. Apostates are not subject to the Lord of the 
universe and the Master of men, and out they go into 
blackness and darkness and we recall the words of the 
Master in Matthew 8, where Jesus talks of those who 
will be cast into outer darkness. 

These then are the terse, pointed, important meta- 
phors used as illustrations by Jude as he warns us of 
lurking dangers, lying promises and the aimless, useless 
way of apostasy, leading, as it inevitably must, to 
eternal darkness. In the light of this we are wise to

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


40. Purifying the Testimony (Genesis 35:2)

AFTER delivering Jacob from the anger of Esau, the 
Lord told him to go to Bethel, the place where He had 
first revealed Himself. There Jacob was to build 
another altar to the Lord his God as a testimony that 
the Lord had kept the promises that He had made to 
him. 

We find a strange contradiction, for there was 
idolatry in Jacob’s family and, while his wives and 
children were nominally attached to the God of Jacob, 
they were still clinging to the old idols of Syria and 
Jacob appeared to condone this! At last, however, 
Jacob stood firm for the honour of the holy God 
whom he served. He called his family to put away 


their idols and to serve the Lord. His family obeyed 
this call and became a separated people. 


We may feel that there is little possibility of our 
worshipping idols, yet, of course, our god is really that 
which has first place in our lives, the thing that claims 
our most complete devotion, whether home, family, 
friend, work, money, possessions, or the true, living 
God.

IN attempting to kill two birds with one stone the 
killing of neither is a risk to be taken. A letter to the 
editor of The Times provides one stone. Headed 
“COME TO SUNNY BAYSWATER?” the letter runs as 
follows: 

Voir, 

I have just spent a delightful summer holiday in 
Bayswater, W2. The sun shone twenty days out of 
twenty-one. The bathing — an exotic place called the 
Serpentine — was not polluted. The cuisine was 
excellent and the water safe to drink. The currency 
was simple to understand. The Times arrived every day 
at 7.30 a.m.,and many of the natives spoke English. I 
noticed, however, that it was becoming popular with 
foreigners, especially Americans and Germans.I suggest 
that your readers sample it as a holiday resort before 
it becomes too crowded.” 

This is an inverted way of saying that the grass is 
always greener inthe next field — or the next country! 
— or continent! The proverb “The grass is always 
greener in the next field” is a more mellow way of 
stating the blunt Bible proverb, “The eyes of a fool 
are in the ends of the earth” (Proverbs 17:24). The 
paraphrased previous sentence in the same verse points 
the contrast: “The man of understanding finds the 
objects on which to bestow his wisdom in his vicinity.” 

No question could be raised about door-to-door 
visitation and village evangelism in France, Spain, 
Germany, Italy, Belgium by Britishers who almost 
without exception do not know a word of any language 
but their own or, at best, have the barest smattering 
of French or German if they had already done, or were 
doing, similar work in our country. 

Admittedly the command of our Lord is to go into 
all the world and preach the. Gospel; but the first 
disciples did begin in their home country. “ 
beginning at Jerusalem. . .” (Luke 24:47; Acts 1: 8). 
What I am saying does not apply, of course, to those 
whose call is to give their lives as missionaries and who 
prepare themselves for that work by language study and 
other training for expertise in their task. 

Our spending scores of pounds and travelling 
hundredsofmilesto preach the gospel to people whose 
language wo do not understand, while neglecting the 
scores of villages lying within a few miles of our homes 
inhabited by people whose language we speak and 
whose customs we know, does not reflect the New 
Testament programme. 
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Nor should we overlook the fact that also on the 
Continent there is as effective a nucleus of keen 
evangelicals as there is in Britain. 

If it be thought that evangelism is “easier”(!) in 
Europe than in Britain, we should bear in mind that 
rationalism, Romanism, atheism, agnosticism liberalism 
and communism grip that Continent much more than 
Britain. 

As touching London W2, for some years now, Elim 
Crusaders have distributed each year some 8,000 to 
10,000 invitations to the Royal Albert Hall Easter 
Monday Services. In the “‘village” of Bayswater itself, 
our Kensington Temple witness, under the ministry of 
the National Youth Director and his assistant, goes 
from strength to strength. All over our land hundred 
of thousands of pieces of gospel literature are dist- 
ributed by our ministers and members. 

This is a reminder that in concentrating on our big 
centres of population, thousands of small communities 
scattered throughout the British Isles still await the 
message that we preach.

give heed to Jude’s exhortation earnestly to contelll 
for the faith and to see the dangers of falling away 
from God and His truth. 

Jesus Christ is coming with 10,000 of His saints, 
coming as Judge to execute judgment (Jude wv. 14,15). 
This great theme of the Second Coming of Jesus 
Christ was in mind in antediluvian. days, when it was 
announced that a dreadful judgment and doom would 
fall on the ungodly. Enoch, who walked with God, 
was translated. God took him. It all portrays the 
Second Coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

In these dark days, these times of apostasy, we 
hold this great hope that we shall be caught up, trans-

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A NEW mood is darkening the counsels of the Church 
as it faces the challenge of our fast-moving modern 
world. More advanced concepts of tolerance call for 
gentleness and so a devious route is pursued in search 
of man’s soul. No longer must we effect a direct con- 
frontation in matters of Christian witness; we are to 
be more subtle, to catch our man by guile. “Softly, 
softly, catchee monkey!” is the up-to-date slogan. 
Away with the brutal “Thus saith the Lord”; it’s too 
obvious. Be more apologetic. Don’t get the ungodly 
against the wall and punch the message home having 
got him there: “That’s not cricket, old boy!’’. So 
we are tempted to adopt a method of attack that 
would be scorned in any commercial enterprise or 
political caucus. 

At a radio seminar for would-be broadcasters the 
young man lecturing to the group and commenting on 
their efforts to produce simple talks made a great deal 
of the fact that listeners are no longer prepared to take 
direct frontal statements from gospel preachers. They 
refuse to be preached at. We must lead them up the 
proverbial garden path and omit from our messages 
the old fashioned Bible-punching “‘crudities”’. 

“Be more artful”’ is the accommodating technique, 
forgetting, of course, that, having used the wiles of 
the ‘‘Artful Dodger’’, we have the very fellow himself 
on the end of our line, and being more practised at the 
dodging game than we are, he manages to wriggle off 
the hook we have so carefully prepared in our coun- 
selling sessions. On no account must we give the im- 
pression that we are getting at our audience (which is 
what we really are trying desperately to do); we must 
be conversational and chummy. In a world rushing 
headlong in a rat-race to its own destruction, do not 
shock or disturb the conscience; people might think 
we are pushing religion down their throats. Try 
treacle rather than brimstone. 

There certainly is a place for the smooth, comfort- 
ing approach. Many people have broken lives; having 
succumbed to temptation they cry from their hearts 
for help, for deliverance from the awful bondage of 
sin. It would be insolence to brush aside their need 
and add to their burden of guilt. We must ever remem- 
ber the words of our Lord to the woman taken in 
adultery, “Neither do I condemn thee, go and sin no 
more.” We can injure rather than help despairing 
souls by rough-shod methods. In an atmosphere of 
repentance the word must be one of hope, of love. 

There are areas of violent conflict, however, where 
the Beast with bared fangs menaces the Christian wit- 
ness. We face hypocrisy in many places and nowhere 
is this more evil than when carping critics point mock- 
ing fingers at insincerities in the Church. Are we say- 
ing with flowers what we should be saying with fisti- 
cuffs? Our fear of giving offence can make us 
innocuous; we wait for the opportune moment which 
often does not arrive. 

John Wesley tried the technique of the opportunity 
theorists when on a visit to Leicester. He describes 
the coach journey from London in his Journal for 
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The |

8th June, 1741: ‘‘For these two days I made an ex- 
periment which I had been so often and earnestly 
pressed to do - speaking to none about the things of 
God, unless my heart was free to it. But what was the 
event? Why, (1) That I spoke to none at all for four 
score miles together;no, not even to him that travelled 
with me in the chaise, unless a few words at first sett- 
ing out. (2) That I had no cross either to bear, or take 
up, and, in an hour or two, fell fast asleep. (3) That I 
had much respect shown me wherever I came, every- 
one behaving to me as to a civil, good-natured gentle- 
man. Oh how pleasing is all this to flesh and blood! 
Need ye ‘compass sea and land’ to make proselytes to 
this?” 

Speaking some time ago in Church House, West- 
minster, to clergy of many denominations, Peter 
Howard said: ‘We are all to blame. Even some 
churchmen have become so determined to be ‘with it’ 
that they accept secularization as normal and try to 
make Christ conform to modern compromise instead 
of struggling, fighting, cleaving with our times until 
those times conform to the cross of Christ.” 

On no occasion did our Lord attempt to accom- 
modate His teaching to the opinions or practices of 
His hearers. So direct and clear were His words that 
the startled listeners exclaimed, “Who then can be 
saved?” To the rabbi He said, “‘Art thou a master of 
Israel, and knowest not these things?” To the rich 
young ruler He demanded, “Go and sell that thou hast, 
and give to the poor”, a most offensive remark were 
the young man’s eternal situation not so perilous. 
Today we would fear lest we drive such a potential 
source of income from our churches. To the highly- 
esteemed Pharisees the words of Jesus came with 
thundering menace: ‘Hypocrites, fools and blind, 
whited sepulchres, serpents, generation of vipers”. All 
those who listened among that religion-conscious 
crowd knew how often these pious keepers of the law 
prayed and fasted and tithed, yet Jesus did not hesi- 
tate to tear aside the mask of insincerity and expose — 
them for what they were: robbers of widows, canting 
showmen. 

The impact of Jesus Christ on His contemporaries 
was direct and without ambiguity: no apologies were 


“It hath beer 
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offered. He scathingly pictured the rich glutton who 
ignored the beggar at his gate lifting up his eyes in 
hell, crying for a drop of water to cool his tongue, 
and pleading for the very beggar to be allowed to dip 
his finger in water to ease his torment. Mammon to 
the Master was the cruel lord who had deceived human- 
ity with false notions of power. Thus He became poor 
and accepted utter destitution in order to prove the 
true wealth to which man can become heir. ‘‘He was 
rich,” says Paul, “yet for your sakes He became poor, 
that ye through His poverty might be made rich” (2 
Corinthians 8:9). As a pauper He taught us the true 
values that have eluded the greed of men. 

Peter was not unlike His Master when he stood to 
preach the first apostolic sermon on the Day of Pente- 
cost. “Ye men of Israel,” he cried, fully aware of the 
explosive mood of the crowds gathered on that mem- 
orable day, “hear these words; Jesus of Nazareth, a 
man approved of God among you by miracles and 
wonders and signs, which God did by Him in the midst 
of you, as ye yourselves know: Him being delivered 
by the determinate counsel and foreknowledge of God, 
ye have taken, and by wicked hands have crucified and 
slain. . . Therefore let all the house of Israel know 
assuredly, that God hath made that same Jesus, whom 
ye have crucified, both Lord and Christ” (Acts 2:22, 
23,36). 

It was this very hard approach of the rugged fisher- 
man that brought conviction among his hearers, “Now 
when they heard this, they were pricked in their heart, 
and said unto Peter and the rest of the apostles, Men 
and brethren, what shall we do?” (v.37). 

Most Bible commentators agree that we are living 
in perilous days, the very days foretold in the prophe- 
tic scriptures. Our society is corrupted by false 
notions and permissive codes of personal behaviour. 
These are not passing moments for smooth talk and 
weasel words, indeed, clerics who perform their “‘the- 
Ological strip-tease” in order to come to terms with 
questionable, bored intellectuals are merely caricatured 
for their absurdities. The modern problem of pollution 
has affected not only our seas, atmosphere and environ- 
ment, it has also defiled the mind of man with an 
effluent discharge of humanistic rubbish under the 
pretence that he is being taught the new sciences. 
“Love men. Slay errors,” wrote St. Augustine, to 
which one writer adds, ““Ecumenists must not only 
pray together. They must also slay together.” Dog- 


matic atheism cannot be overcome by compromise 
any more than Gibraltar can be conquered by using 
pea-shooters. We need a militant evangelism to con- 
front and to confute the encroaching secularisation 
of our generation. 

The contamination of our doctrines has led to the 
destruction of morals. Renan, the French philosopher, 
wrote: “It is possible that the collapse of supernatural 
belief will be followed by the collapse of moral con- 
victions and that the moment when humanity sees the 
reality of things will mark a real moral decline. We 
are living on the perfume of an empty vase.” That 
moment to which Renan drew our attention has 
arrived with a vengeance. Those who believed that we 
could have effective moral codes without the Christian 
creed have been confounded by events. The erosion 
of Christian teachings concerned with moral standards 
has produced a callous, violent society, where the 
voice of protest is muzzled by the fear of giving of- 
fence. Thus the vulgar has become the norm of 
social behaviour. The nation that once sent mission- 
aries to many parts of the world with a gospel of heal- 
ing and light, now attracts the scum of humanity to 
indulge its lusts. “How then did it happen”, writes 


James McMillan, “that London promptly won the 


titles, ‘the Swinging City’, ‘The World Capital of 
Abortion’, ‘Dolly Town’ and continentals sniggeringly 
referred to homosexuality as the ‘English Disease’?. . . 
sexuality extended its influence from the market-place 
to Parliament”’. 

Is it any wonder that this morning our radio an- 
nouncers tell us that the abortion problem has now 
reached its lowest levels with the main concern among 
children under eleven years of age? Parliament interests 
itself with a solution that can only add tragedy upon 
tragedy by discussing the possibility of providing chil- 
dren with contraceptives. As well attempt to put out 
a fire in the house by pouring petrol over it. 

The blame lies largely with those parents who fail 
to discipline children and with the mass media for its 
commercialisation of crudities. The ineptitude of the 
Church, which has lost much of its vigour, is a sad 
commentary on its departure from the experience pro- 
mised by our Lord when He said that the coming of 
the Holy Spirit would give power to His disciples and 
that when the Comforter came He would convince the 
world of sin. How else can He do this but through His 
witnesses? There can be little satisfaction in our tech- 
nological paradise, with the advantages of affluence it 
brings, if the foundations of our social behaviour are 
rotting away. “Woe unto them that call evil good, 
and good evil,” cries Isaiah, “and that put darkness for 
light, and light for darkness; that put bitter for sweet, 
and sweet for bitter’ (5:20). Upon the Church, 
anointed with the Holy Spirit’s energy, has fallen the 
responsibility to raise a banner of righteousness, to 
declare in its doctrine and practice the importance of 
right living, and to denounce in no uncertain terms the 
hypocrisy and filthiness of a generation doomed by its

IT startles us at first that our Lord should choose a 
case of deliberate dishonesty to teach His followers 
spiritual foresight, but it is in keeping with the general 
nature of His teaching, which so often appears to be 
paradoxical. 

Whatever the steward’s offence, it was grave enough 
to earn him his “notice”. From his comfortable job 
he faced the prospect of unemployment with all its 
misery. He had no inclination for physical toil, and, 
as for charity, rascal though he was, he still had a little 
self-respect! 

He was losing his job. Nothing could alter that. 
What had he had for it all? His ready brain quickly 
devised a plan. There was nothing now to be gained 
by turning honest, but much could be retrieved by 
further dishonesty. He might as well be hanged for a 
sheep as for a lamb! Thus came the liberal writing 
down of his master’s creditors’ bills. Consider the 
generosity of it! Some had a twenty per cent reduc- 
tion and some as much as fifty per cent. Needless to 
say, he made fast friends of these, for the world ever 
admires a generous spirit and is not always over- 
particular as to the principle involved. He seemed a 
fine fellow indeed! 

Dawned the day of dismissal and he left his em- 
ployment, workless, but not homeless. He had a host 
of welcoming sympathisers who readily opened their 
doors to him for hospitality and shelter. The down- 
tight cleverness of the man in so providing for his 
future drew the grudging commendation of his erst- 
while master. 

Regarding the material things of this life our Lord 
taught the utmost abandon. Prudence and calculation 
He condemned, but, when He spoke of the things con- 
cerning the kingdom of God, He taught just the oppo- 
site. There prudence and foresight are commended 
again and again. Take but a few of His statements: 
Matthew 19:29; Mark 8:36; John 6:27; Luke 16:13. 
To choose the temporal world and neglect the eternal 
one was utter folly.

This parable teaches me that the prospect of “claim- 
ing my mansion in the skies” about which I so confi- 
dently sing may not be so glittering after all, if I have 
neglected to make the right use of my earthly posses- 
sions, “the mammon of unrighteousness” (“worldly 
wealth”, N.E.B.). We are His stewards, let us not for- 
get, and by the right use of what He has entrusted to 
us we may make friends for eternity. Every soul whom 
we win for the Lord is one such.

paying it? Perhaps we listened when the Tempter 
told us: “You promised too much. Why make your 
life a burden? Take it more easily. Take your bond 
and write fifty!”. Some of us have listened and have 
made it even less. Are we not ashamed to offer so 
little? “‘How much owest thou. . .?” 

Let us take the bond and write it again; the full 
amount, all we promised, and by His grace let us pay 
it — every penny! Let there be no more scaling-down 
of our obligations to our Lord, or of our devotion or 
service.

genius to be consumed in its own latter-day holocaust. 

Wrote Dr. A.W. Tozer: “Until self-effacing men 
return again to spiritual leadership, we may expect a 
progressive deterioration in the quality of popular 
Christianity year after year till we reach the point 
where the grieved Holy Spirit withdraws — like the 
Shekinah from the temple.”’ What would our Lord say 
to the Pentecostal Movement if He visited our chur- 
ches today? Could we face Him unashamed? Have 
we tinkered around with inessential trivialities while 
the world gaily flaunts its abuse in the face of the 
Almighty and puts our blessed Lord to open shame? 
Have we no word of rebuke for the commercialisation 
of filth and the irreligion that parades in high places of 
government and academies? 

In Pentecost we need to examine our attitude to 
separation and to make a fresh appraisal of our ethics 
and doctrine. Are we declaring the truth as we should, 
or are we losing our vision of the terrible doom that 
awaits our generation? With feet on the brink of 
eternal loss men must be awakened to their peril. If 
we hesitate, they may be lost for ever, and Pentecost 
may miss its great opportunity to bring God’s warning 
Message to an age fast sliding to its doom. 

“Cry aloud, spare not,” is the direct command of 
Isaiah the prophet, “Lift up thy voice like a trumpet, 
and shew My people their transgression” (58:1). The 
message of Jonah to Nineveh at the word of the Lord 
was fearful inits threat: ‘““Yet forty days, and Nineveh 
shall be overthrown.” There was no time to consider 
niceties of approach or the feelings of the people in 
their dire need. They were told the facts through the 
voice of the prophet, “So the people of Nineveh be- 
lieved God” (Jonah 3:5). 

Referring to certain Galilaeans murdered by Pilate, 
Jesus said, “Except ye repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish” (Luke 13:3). There was no cover-up, He spake 
with clarity and severity. He did not shrink from the 
hostility of the crowd or from the fears of His fol- 
lowers. He said, “I am the TRUTH”.

MANY people today have the false impression that the 
Christian life is purely negative - a list of don’ts. This 
is far from the truth. We have been chosen to be 
fellow-heirs with Christ. Part of our bountiful inheri- 
tance is something very positive, the “peace of God 
which passes all understanding”’. 

It seems that peace is something which our modern 
world lacks, due to the bustle of life and travel being 
so easy. Perhaps this constant hurry typifies some- 
thing even deeper in man — a need to feel secure — a 
need for peace. We hear plenty about demonstrations 
to stop this and that war, and if man did such and 
such there would be peace; but is this so? People are 
so busy making a noise about being peaceful, that they 
do not have the time to stop and listen to the voice 
of God telling them that it is His peace that they 
need. 

The bare facts are that without Christ, man’s soul 
can never find true peace, hence the various searches 
into the mystic to satiate this inner thirst. Those who 
have found and accepted Jesus Christ as Saviour and 
Lord can realise that “He [Jesus] is our peace”. They 
know that this is what God longs to give to all man- 
kind. It is not until man drinks of God’s boundless 
tiver of peace that he can “‘taste and see that the Lord 
isgood”. Before we were reconciled to God in Christ, 
we were sinful by nature. Because of God’s holy 
righteousness, in His sight we were sinful and wicked - 
though He loved us just the same. Our Spiritual eyes 
were opened to the fact that we fell short of God’s 
standard and that we could never justify ourselves, 
but needed to be justified by Someone who had pre- 
sented Himself as a living sacrifice on our behalf. Then 
we heard Jesus saying to us, “My peace I give unto 
you, not as the world gives”. This is a different kind 
of peace, a deep, deep peace that assures us of God’s 
love and faithfulness toward us. 

This is why, in times of great stress and turmoil, 
Christians can know this wonderful peace. In the 
Old Testament the word “‘peace”’ is translated in the 
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Peace, Perfect Peace 


sense of the word “welfare”, and in the New Testa- 
ment “heartpeace” stands for the word “peace”. In 
either instance, it is obvious that this is a state of 
complete security and rest, a place where we cease to 
struggle, where we rest in God’s miracle of grace. 
“Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace whose mind is 
stayed on Thee, because he trusteth in Thee”. This 
Christ-like quality is one way in which we can be re- 
cognised as belonging to Him. Let us keep close to 
God so that we can let the peace of God rule in our 
hearts. 

In Ephesians we are told that Christ came to preach 
peace to those who were afar off and to those who 
were near, so let us all “seek peace and ensue it”, so 
that we may learn how to bear this Fruit of the Spirit 
for the glory of God.

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5. A catering officer should also be appointed. 
Coffee bars have become an institution in certain 
aspects of youth work. Such facilities can be a boon 
to evangelism among young people if conducted ina 
business-like manner. If the catering is done with 
imagination and careful planning, it can become profit- 
able, The profits from such a venture can be ploughed 
back into the coffee bar funds to improve the equip- 
ment. “It is worth while spending some time invest- 
igating popular tastes and also cheap sources of supply. 
Avoid the traditional tea and biscuits. Have as much 
variety as possible (chocolates, crisps, crunchies, cheese 
straws and so forth), and on the whole buy only those 
goods which can be stored and kept for several years. 
Several firms offer whole lines of goods, sometimes 
with special concessions for youth clubs and a bonus 
for equipment aftera total purchaseof £50”. (Towards 
Tomorrow’s Church p.57) For useful information 
one can purchase the following books: Club Canteens, 
M. Shipp and HL.E. Higgins, National Association of 
Mixed Girl Clubs,30 Devonshire Street, London W.C.1. 
Canteen and Youth Clubs, H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.1. These can be obtained by 
the local library. Many firms have a wide variety of 
drinks. Tea and coffee are the traditional beverages, 
but squashes and fizzies are always popular. Plastic 
beakers are quite cheap to purchase and save a lot of 
breakages. Straws will save washing up. A small Calor 
gas cooker is easily installed for light snacks for special 
occasions. We must avoid the danger of making the 
church a snack-bar. It can have its dangers and dist- 
ractions. (We arrived at a Bible study one Wednesday 
evening and conducted it to the tantalising aroma of 
chicken curry!). 

6. The Publicity Officer will be responsible for 
publicising the youth groups within and without the 
church. Editors of newspapers, particularly local ones, 
are usually most co-operative and are willing to print 
accounts of club activities. Naturally, newspaper space 
is limited and therefore any report has to have a news 
angle. Most papers are willing to send their own 
reporter to do a write-up and, if space permits, they 
will often employ their own photographer to take a 
picture. Some newspapers have a regular weekly 
column for youth activities. One of the bigger tasks 
to be done in the world of youth work is to build up 
public relationships with the adult world and a group 
may do this by using some of the same methods as the 
commercial world. Every shop has its display window. 
Many towns have their annual show or Ideal Homes 
exhibitions. Many shops are quite prepared to give 
free shop window space to a club that can produce a 
really effective visual display. Sometimes an empty 
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shop can be used for a limited period, often without 
any rental. 

How important it is to have publicity inside the 
premises used for youth work. There are many simple, 
easy cheap,ways of putting across news to members of 
the youth group. Probably the most important single 
publicity medium is the notice-board. Here are some 
guide-lines for making a good notice board: 

It should be large and in a well-lighted position. The 
notices should be easy to read. 


Place at eye-level and ina place where young people 
linger. The entrance hall is not a good place, particul- 
arly ona cold night! 


The board should be made of a light, fibrous com- 
position material such as cork board or Essex board. 
This can be bought in sheets8 x4. It will last longer 
if it is framed with 2” x 1” timber with a batten 
across the back. Paint the background in neutral 
colour (try to avoid the use of green baize) and the 
frame with a flock paper which gives the effect of 
velour and can be bought in many attractive colours. 

A title heading improves the general effect such as, 
“Look at this!” or, “I’m telling you”. Keep the 
notices fresh and up-to-date. Nobody is interested in 
last week’s activities! 

The value of a youth magazine produced by the 
group cannot be overlooked. The first essential is 
for a good designer. If no-one can be found within the 
group help can be obtained from the Advertising 
Christian Group, c/o Douglas Shallcross, 17 Oxford 
Crescent, New Malden, Surrey. The important con- 
sideration is the cover. Is it an eye-catcher? Is it likely 
to entice the casual church visitor to lift it from the 
literature rack? It should be simple and colourful. 
Resist the temptation to list all the church officers 
and youth leaders with their titles, addresses, telephone 
numbers on the front page. Push them to a more 
humble position on the back page. Break up the inside 
text into digestible portions by sub-heads, decorations 
and illustrations. The Church Pastoral-Aid Society has 
produced sets of blocks for use in magazines at very 
reasonable prices. They have produced a fine brochure 
describing the service, and they will be glad to send 
copies of it to magazine editors. Ask for Fifty Pictures 
for your Parish Magazine. Church Pastoral-Aid Society, 
Falcon Court, 32 Fleet Street, London, E.C.4. 

To these important officers may be added two or 
three others who are dependable and practical. A good 
working committee will thus be made up, which will 
carry out the policy of the youth leader.

Monday, August 27th 1 Corinthians 15:1-19 


“By the grace of God” (v.10). 

THE crucifixion of Christ had taken place. Some of 
his fanatical followers had come out of hiding and 
had dared to say that He was alive, risen from the 
dead. Saul the Pharisee determined to stamp out this 
lie and remove from Judaism this tiny but troublesome 
group of “‘ignorant and unlearned men” before they 
did any more damage or raised any more false hopes. 
Like many an unbeliever since, he was stopped in his 
tracks when he met the Lord (see Acts 9). Now he 
writes about the risen Redeemer who had shown grace 
to such an undeserving opponent, grace to make him 
what he was, to enable him to labour, and to flow 
through him to other seeking souls. Like all New 
‘Testament saints, Paul knew that “great grace was upon 
them all” (Acts 4:33). 


Tuesday , August 28th 

“He must reign” (v.25). 
ADAM was the only other perfect, sinless man to walk 
the face of the earth. God’s Word did not reign su- 
preme in his life. His sins were visited on the children 
(Deuteronomy 5:9) and the whole human race has 
partaken of his corrupt, fallen nature. Since that 
time God has sought men who would love Him with 
all their hearts and trust in blood sacrifices to “‘blot 
out” the record against them (Colossians 2:13). Christ 
was God’s final sacrifice for sin (see Isaiah 53) in which 
men were to place their faith. After His crucifixion, 
resurrection and ascension, He was enthroned in power 
at the right hand of the Father (Hebrews 1:1-4). He 
reigns now in heaven and one day He must reign over 
all his subjected enemies. Meanwhile the Lord seeks a 
people who will allow Christ to reign in their hearts, 
His recognised representatives on earth who “die 
daily” to selfish calls and ‘‘awake to righteousness” 
each new day. 


1 Corinthians 15:20-34 


Wednesday, August 29th 1 Corinthians 15:35-50 
“Flesh and biood cannot inherit the Kingdom of 
God; neither doth corruption inherit incorruption” 
(v.50). 
CONVERSION of heart and attitude, followed by 
change of character and behaviour are to be completed 
by the transformation of the ‘“‘natural body” into a 
“spiritual body’. The Lord from heaven, who came 
to be our Emmanuel, God with us, will one day come 
as a “quickening spirit” to transport us to be for ever 


with Him. In order to hear His “well done” (Matthew 
25:21) we must “Pray as if everything depended on 
God, and work as if everything depended on us” (D.L. 
Moody), trusting only in the blood that flowed on 
Calvary. 


Thursday , August 30th 1 Corinthians 15:51-58 

“O death, where is thy sting?” (v.55). 
SEEN on a tombstone was the following inscription: 
“I expected this, but not just yet”. Death is one 
appointment which we must all keep (Hebrews 9:27). 
It pays to be prepared. The Christian message revolu- 
tionises our lives and it gives us an assurance beyond 
the grave. God gives us “beauty for ashes, the oil of 
joy for mourning, the garment of praise for the spirit 
of heaviness” (Isaiah 61:3). We do not sorrow at the 
loss of a loved-one as do those without hope (1 Thes- 
salonians 4:13-18), for we have confidence in our 
Saviour to bring us safely to our eternal home (John 
14). The Christian can say, “Though I walk through 
the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear no evil: 
for Thou art with me” (Psalm 23:4). Atheist Robert 
Ingersoll could only say, “There will be no singing at 
my funeral”. ‘Thanks be to God, which giveth us the 
victory through our Lord Jesus Christ” (1 Corinthians 
to 7): 


Friday, August 31st 1 Corinthians 16:1-24 
“Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, quit you like 
men, be strong. Let all your things be done with 
charity (love) ” (vv.13,14). 
WATCH against divisions that destroy, against being 
puffed up with pride that perverts the purpose of the 
Body of Christ, which should be a co-ordinated com- 
pany working together under the anointing of the 
Spirit (Psalm 133; 2 Corinthians 6:1). Watch against 
leading others astray, against mistreating your mini- 
sters, against idols that push God into second place in 
your life. “Be alert and on your guard” (Amp. N.T.) 
concerning spiritual Gifts and your behaviour in the 
house of God. Stand fast in your maintenance of the 
message with its simple salvation, with Christ’s remark- 
able resurrection, which will be the eternal experience 
of all the saints. This will make you to “be strong”, 
“srow in strength” (Amp.). Paul’s summing up empha- 
sises the main purpose of his Letter. In everything that 
Christians do, love should be easily evidenced. A Sun- 
day school teacher said to her class of small children, 
“Say this text, “God is Love’, after me.” In unison 
the class .said, “God is Love after me’’. 


Saturday September Ist 2 Kings 1:1-18 
“Ts... there. .. not a God in Israel?” (v.3). 
SOMEONE has said: “Unless there is within us that

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THE TRANSFIGURATION

LORD Jesus, lead us to the place 
Where once Thy form in beauty shone, 
There seek Thy glory and Thy grace, 
With Peter, and with James and John. 


Hear Moses and Elias talk 

Of Thy demise that shall be done; 
Foretell Thy sacrificial walk 

For us, Thou God’s beloved Son. 


Lord, lead us to that holy sight 

In contemplation clear and free, 

Upon the Mount, in heavenly light, 
Thy countenance, transformed, to see. 
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which is above us, we will soon yield to that which is 
beneath us.” In Israel there were good, godly kings. 
Both types left their impressions on the pages of his- 
tory and on the lives of others. Unfortunately there 
were more bad kings than good. Their lives influenced 
people to personal unbelief, religious corruption, moral 
depravity and a loss of national character by seeking 
help from anyone but God (see 2 Kings 6:15-17). 
Character, like the oak, is made strong by the opposing 
elements. Faithless kings were robbing the people of 
the joy of seeing God put the enemy to flight. Ahaziah 
cried to the “god” of Ekron even though they believed 
Jehovah to be greater (see 1 Samuel 5), having good 
reason to remember His dealings with their forefathers. 
A king died without God’s help whilst a captain lived 
because he asked for mercy (Psalm 103). 


Sunday , September 2nd 

“As they still went on” (v.11). 
ONE of my favourite texts is James 1:12, ‘Blessed is 
the man that endureth temptation (patient under 
trial): for when he is tried (has stood the test), he 
shall receive the crown of life, which the Lord has 
promised to them that love him” (parenthesis from 
the Amp. N.T.). Testings come to us all. Notice that 
when a testing time came — the imminent departure 


2 Kings 2:1-14 


This glimpse of immortality, 

Sweet vision of the world above: 

We come So close, our God, to Thee, 
But cannot here fulfil our love. 


So we must leave this hill so high, 
Descend to mundane spheres of Strife. 
From glory Jesus came to die, 

His cross our way to heavenly life. 


Based on Mark 9:2-7. The relevant passages are “Jesus was 
transfigured before them’’, and “This is My beloved Son; 
listen to Him”’. 


The hymn can be sung to the tune aie 


of a loved-one and the problems that Elijah sought to 
put in Elisha’s path, not to mention the dissuasion of 
the sons of the prophets — Elisha had three things that 
would do us all good: faith in the living Lord (Hebrews 
11, especially v.6), for he said, “As the Lord liveth”; 
confidence in his father in the faith (1 John 2:1, 1 
Corinthians 4:15), for he said, ‘‘as thy soul liveth”, 
and determination in his discipleship (John 12:25 ,26), 
for he said, “I will not leave thee”. Others of his 
generation may have thought that there was no God 
in Israel, but he had walked with the master and knew 
differently. He not only went on, he achieved greater 
things (v.14).

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HERE is a God-inspired salutation. We are con- 
sidering the great subject of Jude’s Epistle, which is 
Apostasy in the last days; in these dark, perilous, 
difficult days, the children of God need God’s mercy. 

The general picture presented in this Book of Jude 
is dark and sombre,but,ere one can become depressed 
by the circumstances and times, this word shines, 
scintilates and inspires us — mercy. “Let us therefore 
come boldly unto the throne of grace, that we may 
obtain mercy, and find grace to help in time of need”. 
(Hebrews 4:16). Jude expresses it, “Mercy. . .be 
multiplied to you.” 

“Peace be multiplied to you,” he adds. Isaiah says 
that there is no peace to the wicked (57:20,21). The 
believer enjoys peace with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ. This is our portion here and now, but 
here we have a blessed promise of multiplied peace. 
“But in everything let your petitions be made known 
unto God by prayer and supplications with thanks- 
giving. And that peace of God which surpasses all 
conception shall guard your hearts and minds by Jesus 
Christ.” (Phillipians 4:6,7). D.L. Moody wrote in 
his Bible beside this verses: “This is ours when we 
worry about nothing,pray about everything and thank 
God for anything”’. 

“Love be multiplied to you”’, continues Jude. By 
love we are bound to our Lord Jesus Christ — “bound 
to Him eternally by love’s strong cord” — and by love 
we are bound one to the other. Someone has pointed 
out that,in the first three verses of Jude, in the original 
text as well as in some of the translations, the word 
‘Jove’ appears in some form in each verse. Lack of 
love causes apostasy. Does it mean anything to notice 
that, in the Book of Revelation, Philadelphia is followed 
by Laodicea? 

The Book of Jude opens with this lovely salutation: 
‘‘Mercy, peace and love be multiplied to you.” In the 
closing words, here it is again in v.21: “Keep yourself 
in the love of God, looking for the mercy of our Lord 
Jesus Christ unto eternal life,” and v.20 adds: “praying

Ploughing 
THE Church is the field under God’s cultivation (1 
Corinthians 3:9, Phillips). The preacher is the plough- 
man (see John Ploughman’s Talks, by C.H. Spurgeon). 


An Outline 


Luke 9:62 


1.Ploughing: all weathers (Ecclesiastes 11:4); 


lonely work. 

2. Straight furrow: “Draw out well”. Fixed object 
at end of furrow. My Utmost for His Highest, Oswald 
Chambers. “I press toward the mark”. “Looking un- 
to Jesus’. 


3. Right Depth. Use depth-control lever. Danger of 
being too shallow, or too deep! 


4. Consistency, evenness. There are many-furrowed 
ploughs, but the two-furrowed is best, says an ex- 
perienced ploughman. Rather do a few things well 
than have too many irons in the fire. Many pastors 
are far too busy. 


5. Curious Law in Israel re ploughing with an ox and 
an ass (Deuteronomy 22:10). Irregular pace leads to 
chafing. “Be not unequally yoked”. 


An Exhortation Words 


“OUR Pastor isa fine man, and a good preacher, but he 
talks too much”. Have you heard that one? Brethren, 
restrain the temptation to give those little pep talks 
during the service besides the sermon, lest by the time 
you get to the sermon the people are wearied. It 
really is not necessary always to comment on that 
hymn we’ve just sung. [et the great hymns speak for 
themselves. A silence following can be more effective, 
whereas a chorus immediately following the hymn can 
kill that effect. 

For the first few years of his ministry the writer 
gave sermonettes at the weekly prayer-meeting cover- 
ing almost every passage in the Bible bearing on prayer. 
In subsequent years he learned that a better way was 
to keep exhortations to a minimum and to let the 


people get down to prayer. They learn to pray by 
praying!

41 The End of a Love Story (Genesis 35:18, 19)

WHEN Jacob met Rachel is was a case of “‘love at first 
sight”. So great was his love that the seven years that 
he served for her seemed like only a few days. There 
were Strains during their married life, mostly as a result 
of the callous,unscrupulous act of Laban, yet their love 
overcame their troubles, so that, when Rachel died, it 
was a bitter blow to Jacob. It left a deep, lasting wound 
in his heart which was shown by his special affection 
for Joseph and Benjamin, Rachel’s sons. 

We have all known, or will certainly know, periods 
of deep, searching sorrow. Perhaps, like Jacob, it may 
be in losing one whom we have loved dearly. Maybe, 
as with the disciples when the Lord Jesuswas crucified, 
it will be the sudden shattering of our hopes. Like the 
father in Luke 15, it could be the agony of having a 
prodigal child. Asin the case of the woman in Matthew 
9, it might be the experience of a terrible, crippling 
sickness in ourselves or in a loved one. If you ask me, 
“Why did the Lord let this happen to me?”, or if my 
own heart cries, “Why have I had to go this way?” I 
can only answer, “I don’t know!”’. The nearest we can 
go to a reason is in the words of sorely-tried Job: 
“When He has tried me,! shall come forth as gold”. If 
we reverently trust Him, the experience which cuts so 
deeply will make us more like Jesus. The Lord Jesus 
is the great Physician who can heal broken hearts, 
the mighty Conqueror who holds the keys of death 
and hell. All our suffering would be infinitely worse 
if we could not place our broken hearts in His loving 
hands.

From the President’s pen 


God's 
Frontiersmen 


I AM writing this during a visit to Elim’s youngest 
Presbytery, the Tyne-Tees Presbytery. It has been a 
great joy to share fellowship with the enthusiastic band 
of ministers and to visit some of the churches which 
have been opened as a result of fairly recent evangel- 
istic campaigns. There is something thrilling about 
visiting places which you have known hitherto only as 
names on your prayer list and being able to see the 
answers to your prayers. To those who support our 
evangelists by prayer and financial help let me say, 
“Pray on,and go on giving, because ‘your labour is not 
in vain in the Lord.’” 

If you could see, as I have seen, the happy faces 
of those who have recently found the Lord and if you 
could share in meetings alive with the infectious joy 
that comes where the blessing God is resting,you would 
realise that evangelism is worthwhile. May God give 
us a fresh vision of the needs of men and women and a 
new confidence in the power of the gospel to meet 
those needs! The gospel is still the power of God unto 
salvation when it is proclaimed under the anointing 
of the Holy Spirit. As a movement we need to pray 
for a fresh visitation of the Holy Spirit and a new 
willingness to reach out to the troubled men and 
women who live all around us. 

A most enjoyable feature of my stay in this north- 
eastern corner of England has been an afternoon spent 
with some of the brethren during which we visited 
Housesteads, one of the major forts on Hadrian’s wall. 
To watch the amazing course of the great white wall 
as it marches resolutely up and down the lonely 
Northumbrian hills — now cresting a distant skyline 
with its stony defiance, now plunging down into a deep 
valley in its determination to leave no part of its line 
undefended — is to feel a deep admiration for the 
courage and tenacity of purpose of the men who both 
built and defended this far-flung frontier of the Roman 
Empire. Perhaps it was appropriate that, while we 
picked our way through the ruins of Housesteads, the 
mist and rain came sweeping across the rolling hills 
and helped us imagine the discomforts of those rugged 
legionaries who once tramped these walls, peering 
through the northern gloom at the distant hills from 
which the enemies of the Empire might at any moment 
launch a fresh assault. 

The guide-book told me that this wall ran for 
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seventy-three miles from Wallsend-on-Tyne to Bowness. 
on-Solway and then turned south for another forty 
miles down the coast of Cumberland, figures which 
served only to underline the tremendous determination 
of the Romans to guard the frontiers of their Empire. 
This was not the only consideration,jhowever. In the 
words of the guide-book: “This system was not designed 
for a static defence but to allow vigorous counter- 
attacks to be launched to the north from the spring- 
board of the wall.” 

Within the comfort of the lovely Christian home in 
which I stayed in South Shields, pondered what I had 
seen and learned about Hadrian and his Wall. From 
the warmth of my own bed I tried to imagine the 
privations of those centurions and their men on that 
rain-swept wall. Surely the glamour of the Roman 
uniform was soon lost when its wearer, soaked to the 
skin, paced the lonely monotony of the wall; yet from 
that wearisome round of duty the interests of the great 
Empire were not only defended but extended. 

Is there not a parable here? There are times when 
the Christian calling is likewise difficult to fulfil, times 
when the exhilaration of a convention or the thrill of 
some special opportunity for evangelism are superseded 
by the niggling frustrations and sheer ordinariness of 
everyday Christian living, times when the local Church 
seems too dullcompared with the atmosphere of the 
church that we visited on holiday or the camp or 
conference that we recently attended. It is here. 
though, that the real worth of our profession of loyalty 
to Christ is proved. The glory of the Roman Empire 
was often won and maintained by the men who were 
stedfast in the northern mists. The glory of the King- 
dom of Christ is likewise achieved by men and women, 
pastors and people, who stay at their posts in difficult 
places, guarding the truth, maintaining the standards 
of Christian behaviour, creating centres of under- 
standing Christian fellowship and launching out in 
vigorous counter-attacks on the forces of spiritual 
darkness which hold the world under their despotic 
rule. 

The good discipline and dedicated loyalty of the 
Roman soldier were a source of constant inspirationto 
the apostle Paul: ‘Guard what has been entrusted to 
you,” he wrote to Timothy, and again: “Endure hard- 
ness as a good soldier of Jesus Christ”. Yet again: 
“Fight the good faith’’,and “Put on the whole armour 
of God”. Stirring as a trumpet call, crisp as a word of 
command, the Apostle’s words ring out, calling us to 
become God’s frontiersmen — loyal, stedfast and 
utterly committed to the interests of the Kingdom of 
Christ.

Question and answer lessons have 
done much to bring children to Christ. 

Pastor, what a responsibility is ours!’ The future of 
the children in our Sunday schools is before us. We 
must strive to reach more children, persuade more 
parents, encourage more teachers, that the work of God 
may increase; 

Christian friend, you too can share in this work, 
You may not be a parent, teacher or a pastor, but you 
are a Christian and a friend. Today there are fewer 
children in Sunday school and fewer parents in church. 
The children we have must be kept, encouraged and 
prayed over, not just as Sunday schools, but as individ- 
uals, one by one. 

There are many young lives in our spheres of 
interest. They all need Christ and they all need you — 
to help, to pray, to love. If the need of this world in 
the future is to be met then “Don’t do it”, dont 
close your eyes to the need, but pray that God will 
help usand use usto meet the ever-increasing challenges 
in the ever-increasing population.

It binds together in 
sweet and unexpected fellowship the rain water pipe and the apple tree, with a twenty foot union of cast-off 
neckties, electric cable, old dog leads, curtain wire and a length of chain, all bound together in the bundle of 
life with a great muddley knot of hairy string. The normal plastic line between bare metal posts is more 
efficient, but far less interesting. 


She claims that she is no artist. My den is full of artist’s canvasses, brushes and paint, but it is a 
dark jungle of books, boxes and papers into which she alone has squeezed a little loveliness with a 
couple of small vases of roses. The woman’s touch, bizarre or beautiful, is inimitable. 

When she was in bed with a chill, | invaded the kitchen and reduced it to a state of clinical 
orderliness, re-organised the cutlery drawer, and stacked the contents of the pantry shelves with 
symmetrical exactness. My son came home for a midday meal and decided that it would be more 
homely to have it in the garden - which | hadn't interfered with. 


Women are marvellous. They can remember who sent all the birthday cards and who sent which. Me? | can’t: 
even think who sent my presents — my best tie or my pungent after-shave. | wish | could. | arrive somewhere 
smelling like a violet, wondering how on earth | can explain my fragrant presence. If only | could remember 
who to blame: ““Aunt Jemima sent me this stuff - got to use it’. Why can’t they make ‘‘after-shave comforts” 
odourless? That’s aman! suppose. Woman - well the first rule of her highway code is perfume. 


Somebody asked me if God wouldn't be a bit more likeable as a She instead of a 
He? Haven't the Catholics been a bit knowing in putting the Virgin Mary along- 
side Him in church? Mostly, God is thought of as living in heaven like the assize 
judge in his lodgings. 

Such a picture of God, however, is as far removed from the New Testament 
God as the Attorney-General is from the Venus de Milo. We are told to come 
boldly to the Throne of Grace, God is not enthroned justice, but enthroned 
grace. A photographer promised his lady client that he would do her justice. 
She replied, “It isn’t justice | want in this studio — it’s mercy”. 


Who started the rumour that God was all-male? If only some would read the bits of the Bible which they do 
read a little more carefully, such as the creation story. It says quite clearly that when God made mankind in 
His own image He made them male and female. A star preacher of a couple of generations ago preached on the 
Motherhood of God. His text was: ‘As one whom his mother comforteth, so will | comfort you.” For that 
matter, the second verse of the Bible describes the Spirit of God with a feminine noun. 

Anyway, who gave woman her touch? The way people talk you would think that girls were invented in 
Hollywood, instead of in heaven. Woman sprang from the matrix of the mind of God, just as she is. 


If there is one verse in the Bible | would like to re-write, it would be the one about God not 
being the author of confusion. It sounds as if He were the patron deity for martinets, 
pedantics, the exacting and the fussy, but, looking around Nature, it is obvious that He loves 
chaotic splendour. When | consider the Alps | can see where the woman’s touch came from. 

Men build featureless brick walls. God paints them with His weather into soft colour 
patterns. God makes trees all shapes and sizes. Men send out paid vandals to subdue them 
into disciplined rows of limbless sadness along the bus route. 
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Men have a dark competence — they can turn a tree's graceful beauty into a stark cross. God had another try 
with that same tree, and turned its blood-stained horror into the glory of divine mercy. He reshaped the un- 
imaginative cross by the genius of Hiscreature love into the supreme symbol of hope for all the crushed and

YOU may recall that I asked in this Column for your 
prayers for an Elim brother who holds an open. air ser- 
vice each Tuesday lunch hour in Cheapside in the City 
of London. The service is actually held by the side of 
the famous Bow-bells Church, which bells Dick 
Whittington heard at Highgate, and returned to become 
thrice Lord Mayor of London. 

I have received a letter thanking us all for our 
prayers on behalf of this witness for Christ. One 
week, two young men sat and listened and later were 
spoken to. Do pray for these and this witness right in 
the heart of the City of London. 

As you know there is more than one City in London 
but the well known one is where the banking and 
other interests have their offices. Cheapside got its 
name because it was once a street with stalls lining 
both: sides selling wares and food cheaply. As one 
proceeds west along Cheapside, St. Paul’s Cathedral 
is on the left and on the right is Aldersgate Street. 
This is the famous street where John Wesley, coming 
out of a service, said that his heart had been strangely 
warmed. Dr. Leslie Church wrote the life-story of 
Wesley and, using the great preacher’s words, entitled 
it, “The Knight of the Burning Heart.” 

Then again a little north of where this witness is 
given each week is Moorgate. Here Wesley and Whit- 
field held their mammoth services on Common land. 
Both erected places of worship nearby, but alas, 
Whitfield’s Tabernacle is now a warehouse. Opposite 
Wesley’s Chapel is Bunhill Fields where John Bunyan 
was laid to rest. 

Thank God for this brother who, filled with the 


Holy Ghost, follows the great line of preachers, who, 
right in the heart of London, preaches the Gospel 
which alone can save. Wesley, Whitfield and Bunyan 
have passed on to their reward. Jesus Christ remains 
the same, yesterday, today and for ever, able to save 
and warm mens’ cold hearts and make them fiery mes- 
sengers of the gospel of Christ.

2 Kings 5:1-14 
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Harvest

IT is remarkable how the Lord Jesus was able to teach 
eternal truth by everyday things; a lost sheep, a piece 
of silver, a flower, a marriage feast are among the 
illustrations which he used. Even more remarkable is 
the constant application which His stories have all down 
the years so that they can be readily understood even 
today. 

What we call the story of the tares tells of a farmer 
who sowed good wheat seed in one of his fields. This 
farmer had a malicious enemy who waited until dark- 
ness came and then sowed in the same field a weed 
called darnel which, in its early growth, resembled 
wheat. At first, therefore, the weeds grew unrecog- 
nised among the wheat, but when the farm workers 
realised what was growing, they wanted to pull the 
darnel up. The farmer, however, did not want to risk 
the wheat being uprooted with the weeds, so he told 
his men to let them grow together until the harvest 
and then they could separate the weeds to burn them 
but put the wheat into his barns. This very simple 
story has been enacted in many of our farms and 
gardens these past weeks W— the cereals, fruit and 
vegetables harvested for food and the weeds burned. 

From this story several important truths are taught. 
All people are not children of God, as some would 
have us believe. The Lord Jesus showed by this story 
that some are children of God, but that others are 
children of Satan — in fact, on another occasion He 
bluntly told some folk: “You are of your father the 
Devil’ (John 8:44). 

The Lord said that both kinds of people are growing 
together in this world. Sometimes God deals violently 
with a Herod or a Pharaoh, but generally He takes no 
immediate action to destroy the ungodly. Even those 
who blaspheme and deny Him are allowed to continue 
almost unchecked because, as Peter says, the Lord is 
patiently giving them full opportunity to repent and 
be saved (2 Peter 3:9). 

The story shows us that harvest is certain; nature 
itself is constantly telling us that, what men sow, they 
will one day reap. James says that God is like a 
farmer waiting for the harvest to ripen. When the 
spiritual harvest of the world is ready it will be reaped; 
both goodand bad will appear before God to be judged. 

Not all that is reaped will be taken into God’s home, 
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for there is to be final separation. When God reaps 
the harvest of the earth the unrepentant sinner will 
be separated and cast out of God’s presence into 
eternal night and misery, but those who have given 
their lives to Christ will be received and honoured by 
Him then. 

Now the Bible shows that we are a// by nature the 
children of wrath (Ephesians 2:3) and that the just 
reward for allofus would be destruction at the Coming 
of the Lord. Because of the great love and mercy of 
God, however, He has made a way for us to be saved 
from sin and judgment, for He sent His only Son, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, to save us and to bring us to Himself. 
God can do what no farmer on earth can accomplish: 
He is able to take those like you and me, who are by 
nature children of Satan, and make us His own sons 
and daughters. The Bible tells us that all who believe 
on the Lord Jesus are given the right to become the 
sons of God (John 1:12). It says of true Christians 
that God has delivered them from the power of dark- 
ness and has lifted them up into the kingdom of His 
dear Son. 

Will you believe the message of this story of Jesus 
and let him take away your sin and make you a child 
of God? The harvest is certain. As you accept or 
reject Him now even so will He accept or reject you 
then. Eternal joy or eternal sorrow depends on the 
choice which you make. I urge you to choose Christ 
now. 


Pots 


IWROTE in the EVANGEL of August 18th about my 
visit to the Potteries and of all the exquisite articles 
that I saw. The Wedgwood pottery alone employs 
2,000 craftspeople and its premises extend over an 
area of 500 acres. The factory is among the most 
modern in the world with its electric tunnel ovens, 
yet even today many of the articles are thrown on the 
wheel and are ornamented by hand. The making of 
clay pots began many centuries ago, for the people 
of the very earliest of civilisations learned to make 
vessels for cooking purposes and for holding water and 
storing food and valuables. 

When I was in Ghana I felt that I was transported 
back into antiquity for I saw many examples of hand- 
made earthenware. Some villages specialise in this 
craft because they possess suitable clay both red and 
black. How thrilled I was when one village woman, 
knowing of my love of flowers, brought me four 
large earthenware plant tubs to decorate my verandah. 
She had made them herself, beautifully and symmet- 
tically shaping them by her own hands, withno help 
from a potter’s wheel or a baking kiln. I have a well- 
proportioned water jug in rich red earthenware and, 
tougher still, a black mortar, both fashioned by hand 
and baked in the sun. There is something very satis- 
fying about the quality and texture of these sturdy 
pots. In these days of so much automation and cheap 
plasticwarethereisareturn to an appreciation of hand- 
made pottery and many people attend pottery classes. 

The Bible is very down to earth and gives many 
details of various vessels. I imagine that the cooking 
pot used by Gideon would be similar to those used by 
the women of Ghana on their charcoal fires. There 
were large open vessels for washing and bowls and cups 
for drinking. In the early nomadic stages of Hebrew 
life the utensils wouldbe few and simple and of earthen- 
ware. The prophets Isaiah and Jeremiah made frequent 
mention of the potter and his art; the latter writes of 
the potter’s house and of a potter’s earthen bottle. In 
the New Testament we read only once of earthenware

vessels — in 2 Corinthians 4:7 when Paul speaks of the 
glorious light of the gospel in our hearts and lives. I 
like the NEB rendering: “We are no better than pots 
of earthenware to contain this treasure and this proves 
that such transcendent power does not come from us, 
but is God’s alone”. Paul brings us all down to scale. 
We can harbour no false pride. We are but of clay, 
bearing no beauty of our own, but useful because of 
what we can contain of God’s power. 

It would seem that Paul was very conscious of his 
own “earthliness” and had to defend his apostleship 
on anumberof occasions. There were those in Corinth 
who said: “His bodily presence is weak and his speech 
contemptible” (2 Corinthians 10:10). Such criticisms 
only confirmed that all that he accomplished was 
attributable to the power of God within him. Never 
let the devil prevent you form active service by the 
consciousness of your seeming lack of talent or 
“personality” as the world calls it. Remember how the 
earthenware pitchers of Gideon’s band revealed the 
light concealed within and put to flight a mighty army.

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THE PRINCIPLES AND

LESSON 1 (continued) 


Organisation and Administration 


3. The Constitution 

There are important youth items in the Constitution 
of the Elim Pentecostal Church. These should be 
studied and noted very carefully. It would be a good 
thing to write the appropriate rules into the minuted 
constitution of the group, as these are often valuable, 
for example, when one is negotiating with local auth- 
orities for grant aid. It is also wise to write out some 
of the aims of the fellowship, viz. 

To lead young people into a personal experience of 

the Lord Jesus Christ as Saviour and Master. 

To deepen their fellowship with Christ and with 

one another through regular prayer, Bible study and 

worship, and to lead them on to active church 
membership. 

To train members in Christian witness and service. 

To foster interest in the work of the Church 

overseas. 

To help members to a fuller understanding of the 

doctrine and worship to the Church. 

To encourage the development of mature Christian 

character through suitable cultural, educational and 

recreative activities. 

It is always a good idea to have a real objective. 
This must be a constant point of reference so that the 
standards of the youth group do not deteriorate. 

4. The Premises 

There is nothing that militates against successful 
youth work more than dirty, dingy premises. If there 
is a room available which can be used for youth 
activities, it can easily and quickly be transformed into 
the kind of place to which young people will want to 
bring their friends. The work can be done by the young 
people themselves under the supervision of an exper- 
ienced decorator. Many paint firms will grant concess- 
ions to youth groups for paint and wallpapers. The 
local Youth Organiser is sometimes in a position to 
help with special grants. For further information on 
premises read The Parish Youth Club by Harold Willson, 
SP. 

A careful consideration of these matters will make 
the youth department efficient and progressive. 


tesson2 Programme Planning 


IF the suggestions of this lesson are to be of the great- 
est use, one thing must be emphasised: few pro- 
grammes can be adopted in their entirety by different 
groups of persons with different leaders in different 
localities, circumstances and stages of development. 
Adaptation according to needs, persons and opportun- 
ities is the key to successful programme planning. The 
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leader or worker must be wise and discriminating. 
The Principles of Programme Planning 

We have dealt with the importance and value of 
committees; in the realm of programme planning, the 
committee comes into its own. There is always the 
danger that an enthusiastic leader, perhaps with a 
strong personal interest in certain directions, will seek, 
perhaps unconsciously, to shape the youth work along 
the lines of his own pursuit. He provides the spear- 
head thrust, the group is expected to conform. A 
committee will obviate this danger. 

The first principle of successful programme plan- 
ning is Interest. Young people are interested in parti- 
cular things: fun, vocations, personal appearance, per- 
sonality, parents, manners, boy-friends, girl-friends, 
marriage, education, God’s will for their lives. The 
subjects chosen for the programmes must be relevant 
to the interests and aspirations of the young people. 
A teenager is sure to enjoy leading a discussion if it is 
on a topic in which he is vitally interested. Perhaps 
the best way of finding the interests of a group is to 
conduct a survey. Open discussion and personal inter- 
view are also good methods of discovering what the 
young people need in the programmes.. 

The second principle of successful programming is 
challenge. Youth programmes can be merely enter- 
tainment. While the meetings must be alive and free 
from formality, they must contain substance that will 
build up the lives of the young people physically, 
morally, spiritually and intellectually. The programme 
should be aimed toward meeting spiritual needs and 
should be presented in an interesting and appealing 
manner. Which of the following comments do you 
hear after your youth activities? — 

“What a boring programme! What was the point?” 

“Let’s have a meeting like that again soon! That 
programme certainly challenged me and helped me to 
understand the subject more fully.” 

Youth programmes for all age groups should always 
issue in some form of action. An evening’s youth 
activity is unprofitable unless it sends the young pet- 
son home to make a further contribution to his or her 
home and the world in general. Even recreation means 
re-creation. 

The third principle in the quest for successful youth 
work is the important matter of variety. We all enjoy 
a plate of fish and chips, but what would we say if we 
had them for breakfast, lunch, tea, dinner and supper? 
“Variety is the spice of life” - particularly in the realm 
of youth work! We must have variety which combines 
spiritual depth with the built-in sparkle that appeals . 
to today’s youth, which stimulates creative thinking 
and emphasises participation and which brings young 
people to God’s Word for answers to life’s problems.

Scripture Notes

Monday, September 3rd 2 Kings 2:15-25 
“The spirit of Elijah doth rest on Elisha” (v.15). 
JOHN Wesley said, ‘God buries his workmen, but his 
work goes on”. This inscription is in Westminster 
Abbey on a memorial tablet. You will not find a 
memorial tablet to Elijah, but it was Elijah, who sym- 
bolised the prophets alongside Moses, who symbolised 
the law, who were seen on the Mount of Transfigura- 
tion with the glorified Lord. Elijah was taken up into 
heavenly places, leaving a gap in the ranks of the godly 
(Ezekiel 22:30). Elisha, by his devotion to the senior 
prophet and the demonstration of his belief that with- 
out the spirit of Elijah he would fall when he tore his 
own garments asunder, lived to labour on as one moved 
by the Spirit of God (Hebrews 1:1). David Ayling once 
said about the Spirit: ‘“‘When the wind of God fills the 
threadbare canvas of human incapability, THAT’S 

POWER!””. 


Tuesday, September 4th 2 Kings 3:1-12 

“The Word of the Lord is with Him” (v.12). 

PAUL says that Christians are known and read of all 
men . If we are consistent, even our enemies will have 
to say of us, as Pilate did of Jesus, “I find no fault in 
this man’. 

Here kings acknowledged a man whose words were 
with power (Luke 4:36,37), whose lips proclaimed the 
truth of God and whose miraculous ministry testi- 
fied that God was with him (1 Corinthians 2: 1-5). 
How sad that, then as now, many men who claim to 
serve God reject or reduce His Word and will see the 
day when they will be cursed of God (Galatians, 1:6-9; 
Revelation 22:18-19). 


Wednesday, September 5th 2 Kings 3:13-27 

“This is buta light thingin the sight of theLord”’ (v.18) 
WATER in a dry land was brought by the science of 
irrigation, revealed by the Almighty, who always works 
in co-operation with men who obey His Word. He 
had said, ‘‘Make this valley full of ditches’’, revealing 
the eternal truth that ‘‘Faith without works is dead”’. 
God could have worked without man, but He chose 
responsive partnership. The Lord went on to defeat 
the enemy. whose heathen sacrifice (v.27) was to no 
avail and whose premature conclusions (v.23) probably 
led to laxity in the battle. Like Samson, they found 
that their strength was not sufficient. The wonder of 
winning in battle and wading in water came because 
the Lord loved even a_ half-hearted believer (vv.1-3; 
i Kings 12: 28-32). 


Thursday, September 6th 2 Kings 4:1-17 
“A certain woman”’: “a great woman”’ (vy.1,8). 

ROM the two ends of the social strata came one 
woman so poor that she was about to see her sons sold 
as slaves to pay her debts, the other so rich that she 
could afford a home improvement to provide for a 
passing prophet. God and God’s servant loved them 
both. The poor one wasa prophet’s wife, kept poor by 
her husband’s devotion to the Lord whom he “feared” ; 
not the kind of fear we have of an enemy, but the kind 
of fear that a young bride has when she cooks her 
husband’s first meal, fearing that she might not please 
the one whom she loves most. The rich woman, with 
connections in the royal court (v.13) and among the 
army , was not only saintly in being hospitable (Romans 
12:13), but also humble in heart and attitude (James 
4:6). One cried in desperate need and received good 
measure (Luke 6:38), the other did not grip her gold 
in greed, but ministered of her substance to the Lord 
and his servant and proved the promise “He maketh the 
barren. . .a joyful mother of children.” (Psalm 113:9). 


Friday, September 7th 

“It shall be well” (v.23). 
ACCORDING to the margin, when the distressed 
woman’s husband asked why she was going to see the 
prophet other than on a holy day, she answered, 
“Peace”. When Gehazi, the servant of Elisha, went to 
meet the ass running at full speed with two people 
perched on its back (v.24) and asked her if it was well 
with her and the family, she answered, “Peace”. Elisha 
knew that her soul was vexed within her. He had that 
spiritual discernment that caused him to look, not on 
the outward appearance, but on the heart (1 Samuel 
16:7). Sometimes we “tremble on the rock, but the 
rock never trembles underneath us’’, as Isaiah revealed 
(26:3): “Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, whose 
mind is stayed on Thee, because he trusteth in Thee”’. 
Her trust was rewarded, even though it meant that the 
man of God had to prevail in prayer (Matthew 7:7-11). 


2 Kings 4:18-37 


Saturday, September 8th 
“He cast it into the pot” (v.41). 
ELISHA asked Elijah for a “double portion” of his 
spirit. There are exactly twice as many miracles 
recorded in Scripture ascribed to Elisha as there are to 
Elijah. These miracles occured in different circum- 
stances, different strata of society were affected by 
them and differing persons were permitted the privilege 
of participating in the process of the miraculous mani- 
festation, all because Elisha had the master’s mantle 
on him.

Beyond! 


Where?

“Thou shalt guide me with Thy counsel, and afterwards receive me to glory” (Psalm 73 v.24). 


THE omniscience of Jesus Christ made the use of 
ficticious characters unnecessary to illustrate His 
teaching discourses. Presumably when speaking of 
Dives the rich man and Lazarus the beggar He was 
acquainted with the identity of both; what is 
commonly accepted as a parable could well be factual 
evidence. Even if it is a parable, a parable is a story 
true to life and based upon reality. 

This dramaticnarrative clearly magnifies the amazing 
grace and absolute justice of almighty God. 

In the natural sense the men lived in different 
worlds. One was very rich and clothed his perfumed 
body in purple and fine linen. He fared sumptuously; 
indifferent, selfish and self-satisfied, he moved among 
the cream of society, indulging in the gaiety of the day. 

The other was clad in rags, foul and dirty. He lay 
in the dust outside the magnificient home of Dives 
and would be a familiar sight to the haughty residentas 
he passed to and fro on his daily jaunts. Lazarus 
piteously sought alms of all who,mostly unconcerned, 
passed by. The beggar’s only visible companions were 
the scavenging dogs, themselves undomesticated and 
considered unclean. They licked the festering sores 
which covered his emaciated body. Jesus says that for 
food this man depended upon the crumbs which fell 
from the rich man’s table. There were not like the 
bread crumbs we know today, but were pieces of bread 
used instead of table napkins upon which the diners 
wiped their fingers after dipping them into the various 
dishes of food placed before them. Dives’ slaves were 
wont to slip outside and give these pieces of soiled 
bread to Lazarus, who in his hunger eagerly devoured 
them. 

Dives lived a life of luxury, Lazarus a life of 
misery. Nevertheless, as he lay in the swirling dust 
stirred up by many shuffling feet, Lazarus had much 
time for meditation, presumableuponspiritual doctrine 
wherein his thoughts freely roamed the heavenly 
spheres and contemplated the abiding peace and joy 
therein. This became evident when that wondrous day 
of liberation from worldly woes dawned for Lazarus. 
We are told that his soul was carried by the angels into 
Abraham’s bosom. 

Abraham’s bosom was not another name for Para- 
dise, it signifies being in that hallowed state. The 
expression quoted refers to the ancient custom when 
the habit was for each male guest invited to the banquet 
to recline upon his elbow at the table, thus placing 


himself in the bosom of his companion at his left. 
Lazarus is honoured by being seated next to Abraham. 

This customary attitude is again recorded in John 
13:23 where we read that at the Last Supper, “There 
was leaning on Jesus’ bosom one of His disciples, whom 
Jesus loved”’. 

This passing of Lazarus into the intermediate state 
is a beautiful reminder to all Christians that when the 
Lord calls them home, awaiting angels will carry their 
redeemed souls aloft to their heavenly abode. 

There came that tragic day when the rich man 
died and was buried. No angelic escort awaited him. 
His lost soul sank into immediate retributory justice, 
for we read immediately following the announcement 
of his demise these awful words, ‘“‘And in hell he lift 
up his eyes, being in torments”. Afar off, beyond that 
great uncrossable divide, he was permitted to see 
Abraham and Lazarus at his side in Paradise. In his 
agony he cried to Abraham for mercy. “For I am _ 
tormented by this flame’’, he said. 

“This flame” creates a vivid impression of an 
agonised soul enveloped in unquenchable, fiery flames, 
scorching, searing, but indestructible. There were the 
frustrating awareness that all hope was gone for ever, 
repentance and remorse were now of no avail, no 
momentary relief from torment indescribable was 
available, there was no way to turn and no one to turn 
to. This was everlasting damnation indeed! 

Though a worldly man, Dives was not considered to 
be a wicked man. He went to Hell because God had no 
place or part in his selfish life. His riches did not send 
him to Hell—their misuse did! Poverty did not get 
Lazarus into Heaven — his righteousness did! 

What happened to Dives is a grim warning to all 
who live in a similar state today, but there is still hope 
while life lasts. Jesus is waiting to save vou. Accept 
Him now!

A BANK of.England messenger has lost his hand, a lady in the British 
Embassy in Washington, D.C., U.S.A., has suffered the same injury plus 
damage to her other hand and further injuries, a secretary has sustained 
ear and eye wounds and other extensive cuts — all the diabolical results 
of the truly sickening letter bomb activities. 

History shows how evil men’s minds can be. To think of people 
actually making these nauseating weapons and then sitting to address 
envelopes — and it is suggested that the same person, possibly a woman, 
has written all the envelopes so far discovered — produces revulsion. The 
shocking words of Romans 1:29 spring to mind: “Full of envy, mur- 
der, debate, malignity’’, as do the trenchant syllables of 2 Timothy 3:1: 
“This know also, that in the last days perilous times shall come.”’. 

What possible connection can innocent victims have with political 
squabbles? What can be gained by mutilating and maiming ordinary 
folk going about their lawful occasions? In fact, such abominable mea- 
sures as sending bombs through the post in the guise of letters may well 
prove to be counter-productive. The bombing of the last war has been _ 
shown to have had the effect on both sides of rallying the population 
against the enemy. They used to talk of the ‘‘spirit of the Blitz” in 
London and comments have been heard that it would do the nation 
good to revive the camaraderie of that period. 

A senior police chief, asked if he thought that the letter bomb 
menace would continue, gave his opinion that people would increasingly 
give their political views prominence by violent means. He suggested 
that it was something with which we would have to learn to live. This 
is a truly terrible comment on so-called civilisation, but it should not 
surprise us. If righteous, spiritual leadership is lacking, if politicians are 
more occupied with the sad in-fighting of party politics, if the nations 
are more concerned with material gain than spiritual welfare or even the 
plight of the less fortunte, we should not be at all astonished at the yio- 
lent results. 

We can but re-echo our call to prayerful, persistent evangelism. The 
midnight cry cannot be far away!

OUR Church has been really put on the map because 
of the twenty-day Crusade. 

Before and during the Crusade, our Pastor and a 
willing band of helpers distributed 95,000 items of 
publicity literature. Newspapers in Manchester, Stoke- 
on-Trent, Cheshire, South Lancashire, and North 
Derbyshire carried Crusade advertisements which 
brought in people from over forty miles away. Every- 
thing about the Crusade was well prepared. Jesus is 
worthy of the very best! 

Two newspapers featured the Crusade in ten dif- 
ferent editions with such headlines as: “Sticks thrown 
away as Crusade starts” and “Biggest Campaign in 
living Memory”. On many nights 400-500 people were 
present in the marquee during the first two weeks.

and did not require prayer for healing. 

On the last day of the crusade 100 people attended 
a special follow-up rally and tea. Pastor Melvin Banks 
(the Evangelist) told them how to go on with the 
Lord. He urged each one to go on with God and to 
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link up with Elim and attend regularly. 

There were some remarkable healings. One man, 
badly crippled in a car accident, hobbled into the 
meeting on a steel crutch. He was instantly released 
and walked home free from pain.

We have engaged well-known speakers 
and singing groups and one night we will be showing a 
Christian colour feature film. We shall pray for the 
sick at every meeting. 

The Lord has really blessed us at the Crusade. Pas- 
tor David Beresford says, “Something new has occurred 
in my ministry. One night when Mr. Banks was unable 
to be present. I prayed for the sick and there were 
some remarkable healings. One woman was healed of 
asthma and another woman with an arthritic hip said 
that she felt the pain suddenly go.”

The compulsion of the Holy Spirit caused Jude to 
write as he did. Remember that the warnings and 
the instructions which we have considered are the 
words of the living God. Heinstructs usabout those 
who creep into the Church and seek to propagate their 
damnable heresies. 

What do we do in these circumstances? Here is 
the answer: ‘“Earnestly contend for the faith which 
was [once for all] delived to the saints”. “Earnestly 
content”’ means “‘agonize upon”. Bagster brings out 
that truth when in the Greek Lexicon, he puts it: “to 
contend strenuously, in defence of”. 

“Cease,my son,to hear the instruction that causeth 
to err from the words of knowledge”. (Proverbs 
19:27). Put Jude v.20 with v.3: “‘Earnestly contend 
for the faith” and ‘Building up yourselves on your 
most holy faith” (v.20).

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THE Devil is out to destroy the Church and is working 
overtime to do so. 

Does it really matter whether or not we meet to- 
gether? I believe it does and here are my reasons. 

The Type and Antitype 

The priests were consecrated in the laver and by 
the touch of blood on ear, thumb and toe, and were 
shut in with the high priest for seven days, until, on 
the eighth day, Aaron came forth to bless the assem- 
bled multitudes. 

We are God's priests, consecrated in “the washing 
[laver] of regeneration” (Titus 3:5), the laver attached 
to regeneration. Having entered service with blood- 
purged ears for hearing, blood-purged thumbs for work- 
ing and blood-purged feet for walking, we are now 
commanded to abide within the Church until the 
eighth or resurrection day. “Abide. .. day and night 
seven days. and keep the charge of the Lord” (Leviti- 
cus 8:35). 

It is sad indeed that some are leaving the Church 
today. just when more workers are needed. God dis- 
covered the forsaking of the Tabernacle, but He did 
not prevent it: “Abide. .. day and night seven days... 
that ye die not”. Notice the solemn antitype in He- 
brews 10:25,26: “Let us not stay away from our 
meetings as some are regularly doing, but let us en- 
courage one another, all the more because you see 
the day coming near. If we choose to go on sinning 
after we have learned the truth...” (Beck). 

Looking back after my years of ministry, I believe 
that the abandonment of the assembly is the first step 
in backsliding, the ultimate issues of which no man 
can foresee. I know of many families who ought to 
be in the service of Christ and would be had not the 
parents backslidden. 

Someone said that ‘Snow in the street is bad for 
meetings, but snow in the heart is worse’. I do not 
believe that devotion will long survive breaking off 
fellowship. 

Fellowship is important

more, as ye see the day approaching”’. There are subtle 
errors, fascinating illusions, powerful world-currents, 
and to yield to them is to be swept away.

Robbie stands five feet high. His eyes and nose 
light up when he’s awake and small lights on his head 
flash alternately when he thinks about the questions 
put to him.

quiz questions, answers questions put to him by the 
children and generally adds to the programme.

Has God finished 


with the Nation of Israel? 


by W. J. Maybin, Pastor of our Southampton Church 


THE subject enshrined in this question brings us face 
to face with a nation unique in the world - the 
Jewish (now Israeli) nation. One of the most import- 
ant issues in prophecy today relative to this ancient 
people is whether they have any future as a nation. 
In the field of world politics there is no more pressing 
problem than the present tension in the Near East be- 
tween the Jews and the Arabs. To brush aside this 
matter as but typical of the universal political unrest 
so evident today is to reveal ignorance of one of the 
most important and crucial issues affecting Bible pro- 
phecy and eventually world politics. 

Israel is a nation of prophecy and one of the most 
dramatic signs of the end time is the undeniable fact 
that Israel’s dream of the centuries is at last a realisa- 
tion. She is now a nation in her ancient homeland. 

Pristine nations have emerged and vanished, but 
Israel remains. Scattered to the four winds of heaven, 
as one writer observes; “‘there they stand, singularly 
alone, magnificently different, defiantly unchanged”. 
There are many signs of the near return of Christ, but 
the most important of all is the Jew. In the comment- 
ary on his very recent film, The Return, Hal Lindsey 
says, “The Jew is the most important sign as to where 
we are going”’. 

Today the eyes of the world focus on Palestine and 
the problem of peace in the Near East is becoming 
more and more acute. God said through the prophet 
Zechariah centuries ago, with these last days in view, 
“In that day will I make Jerusalem a burdensome 
stone for all people: and all that burden themselves 
with it shall be cut in pieces though the peoples of the 
earth be gathered together against it” (12:3). Never 
in history has Israel been such an oppressive stone as 
today. International statesmen debate the whole 
Palestinian issue and the problem is not made easier 
when those who have to deal with it are either ignor- 
ant of-what is holy and absolute in history, or simply 
ignore the fact. Professor Walvoord sets the matter in 
its true light when he states that, while for many Israel 
is of little consequence, from the divine point of view, 
“she is instead the key, and through Israel God is to 
fulfil His purpose whether redemptive, political, or es- 
chatological’’. 
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Liberal theologians ignore any reference to Israel 
as a prophetic nation and within the ranks of conser- 
vative evangelicalism there are those who perpetuate 
the error of the Protestant Reformers, who formulated 
their findings on the allegorization of Origen and 
Augustine, findings which fail to distinguish between 
the spiritual as it relates to Israel and the world. Here- 
in lies the danger of the present upsurge of amillennial- 
ism, in that it distorts the original meaning of Scripture 
under the cloak of seeking to propound a deeper and 
more immaterial meaning. One writer avers, “This 
principle opens the door to almost uncontrollable 
speculation and imagination.” 


Has God finished with the Jew? 

The answer must be in the negative for one very 
good reason; God cannot break His Word and His Word 
to Israel guarantees them a future. 

It is fundamental that we fully understand what 
Paul is saying in Romans 11. In his excellent book, 
Prophecy in the Space Age, Dr. A. Skevington Wood 
observes, “There is throughout a dual emphasis. Israel 
is indeed rejected, but Israel will not always be rejec- 
ted. As the chosen race was once a recipient of bles- 
sing and an instrument in God’s hand, so it will be 
again, at the end of the ages”. Paul states with clarity 
that Israel at present is broken off from the olive tree 
and also predicts a future ingrafting of Israel into 
“their own olive tree” (Romans 11:24). This will take 
place when their present blindness is lifted (v.25) and, 
when this takes place, the restoration of the nation as 
outlined in vv. 26-32 will take place. The judicial 
blindness of Romans 11:25 will be lifted when, to 
quote from the same verse, “the fulness of the Gen- 
tiles be come in.” This term should not be confused 
with “the times of the Gentiles”’ (Luke 21:24), which, 
according to one writer, is a political term used to 
cover the period beginning with Babylonian domina- 


jugate.Gentile authority and reign. The Pauline term, 
“the fulness of the Gentiles” is a term referring to this 
parenthesis of grace, i.e., this Church age, when God is 
visiting the Gentiles to take out of them a people for 
His name (Acts 15:14). When the Church is completed, 
composed of believing Jews and Gentiles, Jesus will 
come to the air and translate the resurrected dead and 
the changed believers in an unsplittable second. When 
the Church has been removed from the earth, even- 
tually to form Christ’s retinue when He appears on 
earth at a later stage, God will again turn His atten- 
tion to His earthly people. Their temporary rejection 
will be followed by their permanent restoration. God 
has not finished with the Jew and in order to prove 
why the writer holds this position, it is necessary to 
re-examine this miracle nation in light of Scripture. 
Several aspects of proof must be noted. 


Their Origin as a Nation 

The history of Israel goes back to the distant past 
when God called Abraham from the idolatrous Ur of 
the Chaldees to be the progenitor of a new race. This 
created a new, dramatic milestone in the affairs of 
men. The fact that about one-fifth of the book of 
Genesis is devoted to the history of mankind from 
Eden to the Tower of Babel and the remaining four- 
fifths relates to the story of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, 
itself enforces the importance of this new outgrowth 
of humanity. Indeed from Genesis 11 through to the 
close of the New Testament the earthly seed of Israel 
are to the fore and are never confused with the “faith” 
seed of Abraham, i.e., the Church. When this confu- 
sion takes place, we create theological difficulties. 

Now rightly to divide the Word of God (2 Timothy 
2:15) and properly understand the divine plan of the 
ages, we cannot ignore this numerically small yet 
most important nation in the world. When God called 
Abraham, three plain but pertinent promises were 
made to him. The gift of a land — Palestine — was 
first. That land belongs to Israel as her inalienable 
possession. The exact boundaries are outlined in 
Genesis 14:18. Not every Bible student appreciates 
the geographical extent of the Promised Land. If I 
can quote again from Dr. Skevington Wood, he writes, 
“It is larger than any solely European country and it 
will easily house the entire Jewish nation”. The land 
is to stretch from the river of Egypt to the Euphrates. 

Two points must be noted here. This covenant has 
not been fulfilled in its entirety in Israel’s history. 
Because of the unconditional nature of the Abrahamic 
covenant, a future and literalistic fulfilment is neces- 
Sary. Again, any attempt to spiritualise the promises 
made to Abraham and apply them to the New Testa- 
ment Church makes nonsense of Scripture. 
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Then we observe the assurance that Abraham and 
his seed would become a great nation (Genesis 12:2,7; 
13:15; 15:18). The word “seed” as used cannot be 
confined to Abraham’s own generation, but must 
apply to successive generations. 

Thirdly, the Abrahamic call involved not only per- 
sonal and national blessings, but universal benefits 
(Genesis 12:3). As the late Dr. Graham Scroggie 
wrote, “The promise was from the centre ‘Abram’, to 
the circumference, the ‘world’”. There can be no 
doubt that the Gentile world is envisaged here, out of 
which is being gathered the Church (a mystery veiled 
in the Old Testament, per Ephesians 2). Indeed, if 
we understand the Abrahamic covenant in its fullest 
implication, the world will yet benefit through its con- 
summation in the earthly manifestation of the King- 
dom of Christ.. 

So the Abrahamic covenant is the cardinal point in 
the edifice of prophetic truth and the other covenants, 
the Palestinian, the Davidic and the New Covenants, 
are each enlargements of it. Professor Dwight Pentecost 
in his massive Things to Come is of the opinion that 
“these covenants must be studied diligently as the 
basis of Biblical eschatology”. 

When we come to David’s accession to the throne, 
God made a covenant with him in which the house, 
the throne and his kingdom would be established for 
ever (2 Samuel 7 and 1 Chronicles 17). The seed, 
which figures largely in the Abrahamic covenant, is 
made dominant in the Davidic promise. Again no con- 
ditions are imposed, therefore human failure cannot 
possibly annul such an irrevocable covenant. 

This same promise was reaffirmed to Mary by the 
angel at the annunciation (Luke 1:31-33). How-was 
Mary to interpret such promises, if not literally? To 
literalise the first part of this Lucan passage, relative 
to Jesus being called “the Son of the Highest”, and 
proceed to spiritualise the reference to the Davidic 
throne is “not only poor exegesis but questionable 
logic’’. 

We know that despite Israel’s privileges, she failed 
God, and by the time the Messiah arrived in human 
form, she had suffered subjection under the Baby- 
lonians, the Medes and Persians, the Greeks and the 
Romans. Through their ultimate rejection of Christ at 
Calvary, God turned aside from them and soon they 
were dispersed to the four corners of the earth, but 
not without a promise of ultimate restoration. 

During the intervening centuries the Jews dreamed 
of re-establishing themselves in their ancient homeland. 
That dream has at last become a realisation and, as a 
second line of proof that God is not through with the 
Jew, think of THEIR PHYSICAL REBIRTH AS A

Transformed ? 


A sermon preached recently at the Elim Pentecostal Church, 


PHILLIPS’S translation of Romans | 2:3 says, “Don't 
let the world around you squeeze you into its own 
mould”. What advice this is for the day in which we 
live. How true is the old saying that we are in the 
world, but not of the world. Which is my life asa 
Christian. conformed or transformed? We shall see, 
through this message. 

Jesus Christ spoke of the “pressure of the age” in 
relation to His Second Advent and we are being 
squeezed_.and pressured by a relentless force — a Christ 
‘rejecting world. a vice-like grip that you will never 
break, It will break you in the end, if it gets hold. 

Its Mould is sinful 

Genesis Chapter 6 tells of the wickedness and evil of 
men’s hearts in Noah’s days and the Lord spoke of the 
conditions prior to His return as similar to the days of 
Noah and of Lot. Sin is often sophisticated and socially 
acceptable in our day, but it is still sin. ] want to get 
home to your heart and mine “the exceeding sinful- 
ness of sin”. for Jesus Christ had to go to the cross to 
deal withit. There is no fear of the Lord nor of coming 
judgmentinthe world’s reckoning and this is especially 
true of this generation. Think of two particular ways 
in which sinfulness shows itself in society and beware 
of the danger for your life. 

Selfishness is more prevalent in these days of pros- 
perity than in the days of poverty. Those who have 
lived through times of great need will bear this out. 
‘Beware of covetousness” were the Saviour’s words, 
for “Godliness with contentment is great gain’, and 
“The love of money is the root of all evil” seem to fit 
the age in which we live. An envious eye and a heart 
that is never satisfied sum it up. 

Sensuousness as in Noah’s times and in Lot’s days 
is with us on an increasing scale. Are we surprised at 
immorality when society is geared that way? 

Sex sells good for the manufacturers and entertains 
a bored society. No stratum of the social scene is 
immune, however sophisticated and decorously it is 
screened .One is sympathetic towards our young people 
for the pressure on them is terrific. If they fall, who 
is to blame — society which winks at sin, parents who 
turn a blind eye, advertising agencies which promote 
all manner of legitimate products through immoral 
means, or all who debase God-given love into sensuous 
lust for profit? 

How does the pressure come and the squeeze

tighten? The world says, “Everybody does it’, and so 
the squeeze tightens. You must show that everybody 
does NOT do it. whatever “it” is. It may be dis- 
honouring the Lord’s Day. or gambling, immorality 
or a thousand other snares, but you must prove that a 
Christian has conviction, and does not do it. “If you 
do not stand for something you will fall for anything”, 
displayed one Church poster. 

“Living it up” is another expression that strangles 
spiritual life. You may have much to live downif you 
try to live it up, for God can forgive and forget sin, 
but the consequences of sin may be there for ever. | 
spoke to one lady some time ago who was still paying 
for “living it up’ over forty years ago. David still 
spoke of the sins of his youth in old age. 

“Just this once’, says the world, and the vice 
tightens further. Be sure that it will not stop at once, 
for Satan will make certain of that. Once indulge and 
you have lost your purity, your character, or your 
testimony. perhaps for ever, even though the grace of 
God can restore you to Him. The world will encourage 
you to fall and then mock you when you are down, so 
that you stay there. If there is not a first time, there 
need never be a last time either. One brief moment of 
sin can ruin you for time and for eternity, even as a 
child of God. David found this to be so, and many 
others. too. “Let him that thinketh he standeth take 
heed lest he fall”, is good Scriptural advice. 

“There’s no harm in it”, says the world, and the 
snare grips more.I am always suspicious of people who 
say this, or when I start thinking this way myself. If 
you are trying to persuade yourself like this it is a sure 
fire pointer that there is harm in it, believe me, for | 
have passed that way! There are many other ways, but 
here’s a final one. 

“Living up with the Jones”’, is what it is called, but 
you don’t have to, you know. If it means overtime at 
the expense of the meetings or of Christian service, then 
the squeeze is on. Why must a man be always judged 
by the size ofhis car,or the type of house he has, rather 


than in terms of character? It seems that way tome 
anyhow. 

I would count the snare of television as a prime 
agent for the squeeze and the pressure, although I have 
one,and enjoy watchingitat times. Having possessions 
is natural, but when they possess you it’s diabolical. 

Have you ever realised that both the advertising and 
the programmes are sources of pressure and subtle 
influence? Take advertisements for example. Every- 
thing in the garden is lovely — the kitchen is spotless, 
the bedroom is fabulous, the garden is a picture with 
not a weed in sight, the car is the latest and the best 
and the fastest, the wife is starry-eyed and romantic, 
her husband is the perfect gent, he’s just come out of 
the band box and of course the children are like angels 
— and you know that life is not really like this. There’s 
the rub, for the subtle dangers are immense, and the 
stranglehold of the world is there. The advertising world 
knows the magic words to get a grip: “NOW”: 
“FREE”, “NEW”; they are winners every time.“ Every 
prospect pleases”, and its easy to forget that ‘‘man is 
vile’, Programmes, too, are a danger, for sinfulness is 
“the done thing’; the kitchen sink is often an un- 
healthy place,whether literally or metaphorically.One 
would consider that ninety-five per cent of our pop- 
ulation have no real Christian conviction and that 
televisionisfor that section and produced by members 
of that percentage. There may be the odd five per 
cent who are worthwhile. If you differ, then think 
again, more closely and deeply. 

In the parable of the Sower, the Saviour spoke of 
the’ thorny ground, with this interpretation. Three 
sources strangle the growth and fruitfulness of the 
spiritual life. How true they are of this age and gener- 


ation of Christians; firstly, “the cares of life, the 
worries of the time, the anxiety of the age’; then, 
“the false glamour of wealth’’, the lure of riches, the 
deception caused by riches’’; and the third force is the 
Opposite of wealth, for it’s want,“‘the cravings for many 
other things”. “Choked with worries and riches” seems 
a very apt translation and true of so many today. 

Are you choked, strangled, squeezed, and pressured, 
so that there is little spiritual life left? What’s the 
answer? What is within to meet the world around? 

“Transformed”, says Paul, and it’s all in the mind. 
Here are three steps you need to remember. 

Be sincere. We forget His omniscience, for we can- 
not deceive Him, and long before we openly sin, there 
is often secret,inward corruption, Backsliding implies 
a gradual process. Come clean in this sense, for this 
surely is repentance, not being sorry for being caught, 
but sincerely sorry. I am sure that God loves the 
sincere soul and, though one can be sincerely wrong, 
as Billy Graham often points out,one can be sincerely 


right. too. That, to my mind, is how we start to be 
freed from the grip. 

Be spiritual. No psychological gimmick can replace 
Spiritual experience. Paul, in his Corinthian Epistle, 
lists sins, but then he adds: “and such were some of 
you, but ye are washed, but ye are sanctified, but ye 
are justified in the name of the Lord Jesus, and by the 
Spirit of our God”. Thank God for the cleansing 
blood of Jesus Christ. I am glad that it is from “all 
sin’, on confession and quitting of that sin. Do you 
feel the need of cleansing? It’s there for you, aS you 
confess your need! 

Be sensible. Paul also wrote: “Cleanse yourselves’, 
and this is also necessary. The drunkard would be 
foolish to hang around the pub or the gambler round 
the bingo hall; you can think of other applications of 
this point. Some people seem to live so near to the 
edge, when its best to be as far away from temptation 
as possible. There’s enough from the flesh and Devil, 
without adding the world to our adversaries. 

A lady needed a chauffeur. She asked the inter- 
viewees how near the edge of the cliff they would drive. 
One said a yard, another a foot, but the third replied 
that he did not know, and added that he would not 
try to drive near the edge of the cliff. He got the job! 
A little boy kept falling out of bed and concluded that 
he stayed too near where he got in! Use sense, for 
even the Spirit of God cannot keep a man out of sin 
if he persists, for if you play with fire you will get 
burned. 

Make sure that your spiritual life is not in jeopardy, 
for who wants to be saved by the skin of this teeth.

I AM writing from N. Ireland, not about it, though 
events and circumstances would justify doing so. It is 
the notice of a Convention that enthralls me. I was 
given the unexpected opportunity to make a day’s 
visit to Portrush, a popular seaside resort. Irish hos- 
pitality compelled my wife and me to stay overnight. 
This morning I had the opportunity to hear Pastor 
Willie Mullan of Lurgan, a man whose weekly Bible 
study is attended by eight hundred people, and a man 
whose testimony exalts God. By pulpit, tapes, and 
printed page his ministry enriches many. 

I have listened to his life-story twice, the first time 
being thirty-three years ago in his early ministry, when 
the cultured preacher of today was otherwise. The 
second occasion was in the beautiful City Temple, 
London. His story is before me as I write and I can 
only quote an early extract of this man whose con- 
gregation last year sent £102.50 weekly for overseas 
evangelism: “I just lifted my coat from the hanger 
and in a proud moment put it over my arm, and 
squared my shoulders a little bit and said, “Alright, 
you’ve got your homes — Pll look after myself from 
this moment forward.’ And I walked out into the 
night. For the next three and a half years I never saw 
the inside of a house, nor did I ever lie in a bed, nor 
did I ever have a decent meal. I just tramped our 
country, all the villages and all the towns. I begged 
every day I lived, and when I begged I boozed it.” 
Truly he is a miracle of grace. The Convention has 
special interest for me, not only by a brief acquain- 
tance with Mr. Mullan, but acquaintance with the other 
speakers and the Minister of the Presbyterian Church 
where the Convention is held. Rev. Kyle Alexander, 
M.A., Minister of the Church, had godly parents who 
lived next door to us when I ministered in Belfast 
throughout the second world war. It was my privi- 
lege to visit Mr. Alexander in his manse, also in Belfast, 
during a prolonged illness. Of the other speakers, I 
was happy to meet them together in town on their 
way to the crowded morning Bible study. Rev. Peter 
Donald (Glasgow) is Minister of a Baptist Church that 
withdrew from the Baptist Union because the Baptist 
Union united with the World Council of Churches. 
Peter Donald’s parents are faithful attenders of my 
home church in Greenock, and, after I left home as a 
young. man, Peter’s parents moved from across the 
street to become my own parent’s neighbours. The 
only previous personal meeting with Rev. Peter Donald 
was three years ago, and today he recounted how 
he then had seen and recognised me after thirty-seven 
years in a strange town, though he had been only a 
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young schoolboy when I began my ministry. He had 
recognised my likeness to my brothers! 

Concerning Rev. Nick Carr, M.A., (Reigate, Surrey), 
we had not met until today since I left my Carlisle 
pastorate many years ago. Then Mr. Carr was a direc- 
tor of Carrs of Carlisle, the famous biscuit manufac- 
turers. Through the ministry of Rev. Willard Cantelon 
when Carlisle’s theatre was filled with 1,000 people, 
Mr. Carr made his introduction to Elim and our res- 
pective families to each others homes.

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


42 Jacob and Esau part again (Genesis 36: 6-8) 
by F. Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon Church 
ISAAC died soon after Jacob returned home and it 
seems that Jacob and Esau then lived together in the 
land for a time. The growth of their herds and flocks 
began to create difficulties, however, so Esau finally 
left Jacob and Canaan and lived instead in Mount Seir, 
which then became known as Edom. For this we gather 
that,although Jacob was physically weaker than Esau, 
yet he became the stronger and prevailed over his 
brother just as the Word of God had declared he would 
(Genesis 25:23). The writer significantly declared: 
“Esau is Edom’’, as if to connect Esau’s decline in 
power with his spiritual indifference when he sold his 

birthright to Jacob (Genesis 25:30). 

It had been a long time since the Word of God was 
spoken to Rebekah, but in God’s own time that 
promise was fulfilled to Jacob. In the same way the 
promise of Christ’s supremacy, made to Mary nearly 
two thousand years ago (Luke 1:31-33), appears to 
be delayed. It seems that materialism and self-gratifica- 
tion are on the throne and that men have never been 
more careless and indifferent toward the Lord than 
they are today. Yet the Bible shows that all this 
materialism and indifference willbe swept away (Isaiah 
2:19-21; Revelation 6:15-17) and the promise made 
to the Lord Jesus will be fulfilled. We must not 
think that man can defeat the purposes or wreck the 
promises of God. Wickedness may seem to flourish 
and triumph for a time,the Word of God may seem to 
be delayed in its fulfilment, but we can be sure that 
He will bring His Word to pass at the time that He 
has purposed.

Many youth programmes fail because they are an 
insult to the intelligence of today’s informed, aggres- 
sive teenagers. In the lower age groups, there is a 
degree of maturity that was not experienced by for- 
mer generations. Do the youth programmes we pre- 
pare allow enough creativity to challenge our young 
people to use their initiative, artistic ability, talent 
and brain power or are they merely spectators? 

The fourth principle of successful programming is 
helping young people to be creative. 

This leads to the fifth principle, participation. Dr.

Scripture Notes

Monday, September 10th 2 Kings 5:15-27 
“Two mules’ burden of earth” (y,] 7). 

A CONTENTIOUS child whose words of witness could 
not be stilled by circumstances, a prophet whose power 
was not diminishing with the passing of time and whose 
character could not be compromised for cash consid- 
erations (v.16), and a converted captain (v.17) whose 
momentary resentment at God’s plan of salvation was 
overcome because His past actions had engendered 
love, loyalty and logic in His servants — these are the 
principal good characters in this account. How sad 
that the once faithful Gehazi stooped to secret sin, 
only to pay a high price for perversion (Numbers 
32:23). Why was that earth taken to Syria? Naaman 
had become a believer and he wanted his worship to 
be according to divine order. Altars were made of 
stones untouched by tools, but the stones were mainly 
functional to prevent the fire from spilling. The real 
altar was the earth (Exodus 20:23-26), hence Naaman 
took earth from the promised land to recall proven 
promises and patterns of worship (Hebrews 8:5). 


Tuesday , September 11th 2 Kings 6:1-23 
“The place where we dwell with thee is too. strait 
for us’ (v. 1). 
IT was not only the king of Syria who wanted to know 
the secret of revelations from God (vv.1 1-13). Prophets 
without power (v.5), servants without vision (vv.16,17) 
and kings without compassion (v.21) readily recognised 
the mantle of the master, the faith of the father- 
figure. You cannot have power without being prepared 
to pay the price. “Tarry” (Luke 24:49; Acts 1:8), 
“wait” (Isaiah 40:27-31), “fast and pray” (Matthew 
17:21), “seek” (2 Chronicles 7:14), are but a few of 
the Bible’s calls to consecration. When we pay our 
tithes the windows of heaven are opened and blessings 
are poured out (Malachi 3:10). Moody put it simply: 
“I must talk to God about men before I talk to men 


_ about God”’. Is this place “too strait” for you? Then 
do not sit in the “seat of the scornful” (Psalm 1) 


but rather sit in the seat of the prayerful. 


Wednesday, September 12th 2 Kings 6:34-33; 7:1,2 
“See ye how this son of a murderer hath sent to 


take away mine head?” (v.32). 


JEZEBEL, who killed the prophets of the Lord without 
mercy (1 Kings 18:4), left her genetic impression upon 
Joram, who, like many a politician, sought for someone 
to blame. He was going to release his anger on one who 
had kept the faith (2 Timothy 4:7) and overlook his 


own waywardness. Someone has said, “Parents wonder 
why the streams are bitter when they themselves have 
poisoned the fountain”. “Let a man examine himself” 
(1 Corinthians 11:28). While the sins of the parents 
are visited “on the children” (Exodus 20:5), “every 
man shall be put to death for his own sin” (Deut- 
eronomy 24:16) and God is making “new creatures” 
(2 Corinthians 5:17) every day. Chains of character 
may be strong, but Christ can set us free (John 8:36). 


Thursday, September 13th 2 Kings 7:3-20 

“We do not well: this day is a day of good tidings, 

and we hold our peace” (v,9). 
LEPERS were not liked. Many of them were forced 
to live in caves or derelict dwellings outside cities. They 
were brutally treated if they dared to come near to 
healthy human beings. They were stoned and driven 
from society in order to keep their virulent uncleanness 
out of the community. They lived from day to day on 
begged bread and compassionate charity. Their lives 
could well be described as poverty-line living. 

By a miracle, in an area where bread given away had 
long since ceased, four starving lepers suddenly found 
themselves living in the lap of luxury: gold to grab, 
raiment to exchange for rags, food to fatten and drink 
to delight. In miraculous but mad merriment, they had 
time only to taste, to handle and to enjoy. Then they 
remembered the cry of children dying of hunger, of 
mothers mourning the loss of families, of those who 
had been kind to them in the past. They told the good 
news. We delight in the Lord who daily loads us with 
benefits (Psalm 68:19). Let us tell of God’s deliverance 
for starving mankind (John 6:58). 


Friday, September 14th 

“Why weepeth my lord?” (v.12). 
GOD is best pictured as weeping over a world gone 
wrong, for “God is love” (1 John 4:8). God’s servant 
is best pictured as one weeping over man’s rejection of 
God’s love. Hence Christ wept over Jerusalem. 

Elisha wept over a merciless murderer, whose 
bestiality would burst upon Israel with such depravity 
that one sickens even to think of it. One day Henry 
Drummond was praying over the countries of the world 
touching them as he mentioned their names ona globe 
slowly circling beneath his fingers. Suddenly, over- 
come with compassion, he picked up the globe in his 
arms and continued to intercede for the nations. Words 
ceased as tears spilled from his half-closed eyes. Even 
unworthy men are worthy of our tears, for Christ came 
into the world to save sinners. (1 Timothy 1:15).

MANY years have gone since I first met Ndge (Bird), 
so called because one of his demon guides appeared in 
visible form as a black bird. These were early days for 
my wife, Dorothy,and me in Ukweli land. Christianity 
was little known. The gospel was still un-labelled as 
it came later to be, “the religion of the Bulls”. 

Being persuaded that representatives from every 
tribe would be among the throng before the Great 
White Throne, we preached in the markets, witnessed 
in the villages,spoke to men by the way,and dispensed 
medicine with a prayer. 

It was at his village that “the especially gifted one”, 
as they called him, heard of Jesus. He was surprised 
to be counselled. His callers came to consult and they 
came with double fees. Sometimes he was expecting 
them, as he had been informed of their coming by 
his familiars spirits. Often he had pre-knowledge of 
the problems that they wished to consult him about. 
Anxious women were accurateley informed as to the 
duration of their pregnancies and the sex of unborn 
children, He was a man to be feared, especially by 
his fellow-sorcerers whose secrets he had power to 
reveal. 

Many demons were at home with him and in him. 
His nights were hideous with fearful nightmares, 
demons manifesting themselvesin various forms as they 
talked to him. Sometimes he burst from his hut, and 
the terrified neighbours heard his howls as he fled for

Ghost, but it is even more important to maintain one’s 
position so that the anointing will never be removed. 
King Saul lost the anointing. David, like Jehu, was 
anointed in private before the promise that the 
anointing embodies was publicly realised. No wonder 
David prayed for a clean heart and that the Holy Spirit 
would not be removed from him (Psalm 51)! Paul 
tells Timothy: ‘Stir up the gift that is within thee 
by the laying on of my hands” and tells the Church 
at large: ““Be being filled with the Spirit’. Do not 
be satisfied with second best; seek to be filled with 
God so that there will be no room for anything else. 


Sunday, September 16th 2 Kings 9:17-37 
“This is the word of the Lord... by Elijah” (v.36). 
YOU cannot say, “He being dead yet speaketh” 


miles to escape his demon friends, until, his super- 
human strength exhausted, he dropped and sleptamong 
the nocturnal beasts. 

There was the usual evidence of demon worship in 
his village, but no indication of the special need of the 
One who was manifested to destroy the works of the 
Devil. During that first hearing the work of deliverance 
began. A long process finally delivered him from the 
demons, who left him one by one. ‘“Profitless’’ the 
people call him, but he is profitable to God as he 
leads the worship in the church he helped to build. 
“There was no one like him for foretelling of things 
tocome”’, they say, though he now talks of his glorious 
future among the redeemed. An evident trophy of 
Calvary, a brand plucked from the burning, he still 
carries the imprint of his former demon masters. 

As we fellowship with him we become aware that 
here is a marred personality, a warning to all men, to 
“seek not to the spirits that cheep and mutter”, but 
to the living God revealed through Jesus Christ.

Testimony Time 


A Testimony of Healing by Mrs. Edith Blevins, of our 
Portadown Church, N. Ireland. 

HAVING had an internal operation I had terrible pain 
in my back. After three weeks I returned to hospital 
for examination and x-rays. I was told that the 
operation was satisfactory, but I expected to get well 
too soon after such an operation. Instead of improving, 
the pain in my back got worse.After two more weeks 
I called in my doctor who brought an orthopaedic 
surgeon to me that night. Next day he had me back 
in hospital in traction. I had a prolapsed disc (a 
displacement in the spine). This had occurred on the 
table in the course of the operation. I was in traction 
with 16lb. weights on for twenty-four days, then, 
after three days without them, I was allowed up. 

I was told to report in three weeks’ time at the 
surgical out-patients’ department and that I could not 
live alone or do any work or lift anything except eating 
utensils. I had to get a special chair to sit on. Before 
two weeks were up, the pain in my back, arms, neck, 
shoulder and one leg was intense. I could hardly get 
in or out of bed. I was in agony at every movement 
and a knife and fork were too much to use at once. | 
knew that I was heading for an operation on the spine. 
This could make me an invalid, yet without an oper- 
ation I was going to be one anyway. My plans were 
not to have an operation, but to sell my home and go 
to a nursing home in England where I would not tie 
my children and friends to visiting me. 

On April 30th, my Minister, Pastor S. Shaw, was 
with me when he got word that one of our sisters in 
Christ had passed away. He said that he wouldhave 
to leave as he wanted to see the family. I asked him 
to pray for me before he left. The Pastor came back 
into the room and placed his hands on my back and 
called upon God to heal me. Just where I was sitting, 
I felt the power of God go through me. About an 
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hour after the Pastor went out, I started to move 
about and made tea. I had no pain in my back. On 
May 2nd I went in the car with my daughter-in-law to 
see the funeral of the sister just mentioned. My 
daughter-in-law got out of the car to hear the service 
at the grave-side. Her little daughter, who is handi- 
capped,started to cry for her mother. I turned around 
in the front seat and lifted the child on to the back 
seat so that she could see her mother. I realized that 
I was completely healed. I had turned around and 
lifted a child of seven and had felt no pain in my back, 
arms, shoulders or neck. 

On May SthI went to the town with my daughter. 
From the time that we left the house until we arrived 
back was about five hours. In all this time I had walked 
about in and out of stores, up stairs, etc., and yet had 
felt no pain. 

As appointed, I went to hospital on May 9th and 
testified to being healed by God in answer to prayer. 
The surgeon could find nothing wrong, but he told me 
to come back and prove it. I went back on July 10th 
and a different surgeon examined me. “Any pain?”, 
he asked. I replied, “No”. “You still believe you are 
healed by prayer?” he enquired. “Yes’’, was my reply.

God 
also spoke through these events to several of my 
Christian friends at Keele and used the situation to 
draw them more closely to Him. 

After coming out of the Health Centre, I had a 
time of rest and left the matter of the degree in the 
Lord’s hands. I thank God for the many prayers that 
were offered on my behalf. 

These prayers have been answered. I made a speedy 
recovery and have been awarded a good Honours 
Degree, praise the Lord. 

The whole experience has proved to me just how 
much we can depend on God. He will never fail us 
even if His paths are sometimes not what we expect. 
It also has shown me that my strength must lie in the 
Lord and not in myself (Ephesians 6:10) since, when 
I tried to do things my way, all my activity and effort 
came to nought. 

It was a prayer of mine throughout the year that, 
if I was awarded a good degree, then I wanted God to 
get the glory for it, not me. God has answered that 
prayer since all the tribute for my degree must go to 
Him alone. He has also led me through an experience 
which I can remember and for which I can praise Him, 
for the rest of my life. 
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Krsna Fails his finals

IN December 1969, as the world sighed relief at leaving 
a hectic decade, many turned a prophetic eye to the 
seventies in the hope of seeing a brighter future. As 
the news media were gazing into their crystal balls, 
Time magazine joined in to make some fascinatingly 
detailed predictions: ‘The most significant trend of 
the ’70s may well be a religious revival. . . there may 
well be a sweeping revival of fundamentalism, particu- 
larly in its fervent Pentecostal variety’. The prophecy 
continued, however: “Many people will reject tradi- 
tional Western religions, finding inspiration and solace 
in the mystery cults of the East.” 

Now that we are well into the 1970s we can see that 
Time's assement of the trend was reasonably correct. 
Not only has there been some resurgence of Christian 
fervour, but, perhaps for the first time in British and 
United States history, Eastern mystery religions are 
actively proselytising white men and women. Among 
the ever-growing lists of religions in our country we 
can now include the Krsna (pronounced Krishna) 
Consciousness Movement and the various forms of 
yogic practices, such as Hatha yoga, Bhakti yoga, Raja 
yoga, and Sanyassa yoga. Much of these religions can 
be considered escape from reality to a world of myth 
and mystery, whereas the religion of Jesus Christ faces 
reality. 

The devotees of Krishna derive their doctrinal 
authority on the “‘trinity’’, that is the Upanishads, the 
Brahma Sutras and the Bhagavad Gita. “If ever a con- 
flict arises between the statements in the [trinity] and 
other sacred books [e.g. the Bible] , the verdict of the 
former alone is traditionally accepted as final” 
(Bhagavad Gita introduction). 

Many of the Gurus (teachers) are now twisting ver- 
ses from the Bible to support their belief that Jesus 
was a yoga master. They agree that Jesus was a great 
teacher, that he delivered powerful speeches, but they 
are very reluctant to accept the Biblical statement 
that Jesus Christ is the “only begotten of the Father” 
and that He is the only one who has provided the 
means of salvation for the world. Yet the Bible em- 
phatically states: ‘He who has the Son has life: he 
who has not the Son of God has not life’’. 

All these yogic doctrines and mystic paths are very 
severe on their disciples. A Sanyassa, a Raja and 
Hatha yogi, a Buddhist or a mystic has to abstain from 
eating meat and from marriage. They have to endure 


very uncomfortable postures, do breathing exercises 
and chant secret Mantras (words with hidden meaning 
and power) and incantations. They consider that these 
processes render them spiritually liberated. His Divine 
Grace, A.C. Bhaktivedanta Swami Prabhupada (to give 
him his full title), founder of the International Society 
for Krishna Consciousness, teaches that one can know 
the “Supreme Personality of the Godhead” as one’s 
lover: “Not only does God have form, but He has 
sex life also” (Back to Godhead no. 35.) 

The Bible warns us against these false doctrines 
and fables. “Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that 
in the latter times some shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits and doctrines of devils 
.. . Forbidding to marry and commanding to abstain 
from meats which God hath created to be received 
with thanksgiving. . . But refuse profane and old wives 
fables, and exercise thyself rather unto godliness. For 
bodily exercise profiteth little...” (1 Timothy 4:1,3, 
7,8). “When ye pray, use not vain repetitions, as the 
heathen do: for they think that they shall be heard 
for their much speaking. Be not ye therefore like un- 
to them” (Matthew 6:7). 

A yoga-based organisation that has centres in major 
cities around the world says at the beginning of all 
their books and magazines, “The ultimate truth is 
contained in all the Scriptures of the world”, but 
Jesus said, “I am the way, and the truth and the life: 
no man comes to the Father, but by Me.” To turn 
from Christ is to miss the Way to God, to reject Christ 
is to accept a lie, to refuse Christ is to remain dead in 
trespasses and sins. 

The Krishna movement and other Eastern religions 
offer much in the way of mystical exercises and ex- 
periences. They may, as some claim, bring tranquility 
to the mind and energy to the body, but they do not 
take away sin. 

The Devil offers a multitude of religions to suit all 
tastes. Many of them bear similarities with Christian- 
ity, but on one point they all fail, and that is the 
sacrifice for sin. Jesus, God’s Son, died for sinners on 
the cross and paid the full price for our sins. There is 
nothing left for us to do, indeed there is nothing we 
can do, except to put our faith in Jesus and trust in 
the merits of His death and resurrection. The Apostle 
John wrote: “These are written, that you might be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God; and that 
believing you might have life through His name” (John 
20:31). 

At that final great need, Krishna fails miserably. 


Has God finished 


with the Nation of Israel?

THE prophetic Scriptures which predicted the disper- 
sion of this covenant people also foretold their re- 
gathering. Why should it surprise us that God who 
predicted their scattering would bring about their re- 
covery? 

Through national rejection of their Messiah there 
came a severance of national relationship with God. 
In this parenthesis of grace, the mercy of God still 
reaches the individual Jew who is prepared to embrace 
Christ by faith, yet the nation as such has been judici- 
ally blinded (Romans 11:25) until the purpose of God 
for the Gentiles has been fulfilled. 

Since A.D.70, when the Roman general Titus ran- 
sacked Jerusalem and its sacred temple, the lot of the 
Jew has been an unhappy one. Jersualem has suffered 
domination under the Moslems and the Turks until in 
1917 General Allenby conquered the ancient land, 
which victory proved to be a decisive turning point in 
Jewish history. The Zionist Movement, born in 1897, 
received its greatest impetus by the implementation 
of the now famous Balfour Declaration on November 
2nd 1917, which stated: “‘His Majesty’s Government 
views with favour the establishment in Palestine of a 
national home for Jewish people”. Over the next 
thirty years the problem was studied and debated and 
and in 1947 Britain referred the whole matter to the 
United Nations. In May of the following year a Jewish 
State was proclaimed. For a quarter of a century now 
the miracle has been a reality, despite two attempts to 
wipe out the new Israeli State, in 1956 and again in 
1967. Three times in some twenty years a divine hand 
intervened on behalf of this covenant people. 

Is God through with the Jew? 

The origins of this special nation give us the answer, 
as does the partial restoration of this people to their 
ancient home in the middle of this century, but there 
is another reason why I believe that God has not 
finished with this divinely-called and divinely-preserved 
people. 

Their ultimate spiritual restoration 

The physical restoration of this pristine people to 
the land vouchsafed to their fathers is possibly without 
parallel in world history, but this, avers one authority 
on the subject, “is but a token that God is about to ful- 
ful His Word concerning the glorious future of His 
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chosen people”. What we see taking shape before our 
eyes today is but a prelude to a programme of events 
which will culminate in the return of Christ to the 
earth to inaugurate His millennial kingdom of righte- 
ousness and peace. To use the imagery of the Master, 
the fig-tree is budding, the Jew is returning to his own 
land in blindness, but with the assurance that he is 
there to await the coming of the Messiah. 

Before that day dawns this nation will undergo 
further trouble, indeed the greatest time of trouble 
she has yet experienced. The creation of the new 
state of Israel is related to the increasing tension and 
importance of the Middle East in world affairs. By 
virtue of her geographical location, Israel is both 
economically and militarily valuable. Apart from any- 
thing that Bible prophecy has to say about the future 
military conflict in that area, world leaders are not 
slow to recognise the strategic value of this land. For 
these very reasons, the emergence of Israel as a nation 
is significant. 

It is quite evident from a correct understanding of 
prophecy that the return of Jesus Christ could not take 
place until the Jew was restored to his own land. Now 
that this is a fact, the stage is set for the unfolding of 
future events. The Messiah will come to His own 
earthly people (Zechariah 14), but, as a prelude to that 
event, there will be a period of unprecedented tribula- 
tion. Daniel speaks of this as “‘a time of trouble, such 
as never was since there was a nation even to that same 
time” (12:1). Jeremiah designates this as “the time of 
Jacob’s trouble” (30:7). Jesus in His final Olivet ad- 
dress referred to it as “great tribulation, such as was 
not since the beginning of the world to this time” 
(Matthew 24:21). This will be the world’s midnight 
hour, an hour that will overshadow every tempestuous 
epoch of the past. It will be a period when the Devil 
will contend with God for the control of the world, a 


period that will bring to an end “the times of the 
Gentiles” and witness the setting up of the “stone” 
kingdom of Daniel 2. The reign of the Antichrist will 
be challenged by the arrival of Christ on the earth to 
execute divine judgment and establish His theocratic 
kingdom. This anticipation is indeed the major goal 
of Bible eschatology. Prophets and psalmists have 
descanted about this era in the most inspiring terms; 
Christ taught His followers to pray for its coming; the 
apostles accepted it, and the Early Church Fathers 
gave the truth a place in their writings. So Israel’s 
day of tribulation will be succeeded by her day of 
glory. 

Has God finished with the Jew? No! There is a 
glorious future awaiting the Jew. As Professor J.W. 
Fairbairn of London University said in a sermon | 
heard him deliver: “The Roman Empire in the person 
of the Roman soldier pierced Him and, when we think 
of this generation in which we live, we see history 
taking shape, with Europe once more becoming an 
empire like the Roman Empire. Once more the Jews 
are back in Jerusalem. 

“That wheel of history” he continued, “has gone 
round and maybe our generation is the last one. It is 
more similar to the first one than to any other genera- 
tion and we should be waiting for the coming of the 
Lord day by day.” 
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In the meantime, we wait for the arrival of the Lord 
in the clouds to call His waiting people home. This is 
the distinguishing hope of the Church, the climactic 
goal for all Christian service. 

May God grant that this simple look at the future 
of this miracle nation may quicken within us a new 
sense of responsibility to extend His name among Jew 
and Gentile. His assurance to His earthly people helps 
to remind us of His pledge to us, “I will come again, 
and receive you unto Myself” (John 14:3). The exiled 
John, as he brings to an end his Revelation of Jesus 
Christ in his sea-girt prison, responded to our Lord’s 
assurance, “Yes, I am coming very quickly!” by say- 
ing, “Amen, come, Lord Jesus!” (Revelation 22120, 
Phillips).

THE other morning I flung back the curtains of our 
room and looked over our estate. The sun was shining 
out of an azure sky; there was not a cloud in sight; 
everything was wonderful. Admittedly I don’t need 
binoculars to see the utmost bounds of our estate, but 
at least I was driven to the conclusion that, in spite of 
my best friends’ hesitations, I wasa first class horticul- 
turist. The massed flowers were a sight to see; scintil- 
lating white, speckled with gold, and shot here and 
there by heliotrope. My secretary, by the way, wanted 
to know what heliotrope was. I said that it was a 
shade between purple and mauve. She seemed to 
know purple but not mauve. It was a dazzling sight. 
I came to the conclusion that I grow more daisies to 
the square inch on our lawn than any other person in 
Cheltenham. 

And yet, even as I looked at this blaze of colour, | 
could not help but think that were these little flowers 
only to be found on the top of Mont Blanc or on 
Mount Everest they would be considered to be among 
the choicest of nature’s creations. It’s a matter, of 
course, of relativity. Quite clearly what is common 
is not necessarily common. 

But it struck me as extraordinary that pests and 
disease don’t seem to attack weeds, or what we call 
weeds; our hedge grows apace, but does not produce 
anything useful as far as I can see, except work. We 
thought we had dug out all our hollyhocks last year, 
but we've got a marvellous little group still, eight to 
ten feet high and brilliant, without any effort on our 
part, and pest free. 

But when one wishes to grow useful things for the 
table, or for display, a constant battle has to be waged 
against disease and pests. Pests attack roses and straw- 
berries, dahlias and cauliflowers, but not apparently 
my hedge, my hollyhocks and my daisies. 

I encourage myself, of course, that it is all fulfil- 
ment of scripture — “Cursed is the ground for thy 
sake; it shall not henceforth yield to thee its strength, 
but thou shall till it in the sweat of thy brow”’. 

In spite of the curse, it is amazing how productive 
the ground is; if it were to yield its strength what 
amazing results would accrue. 
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“It was cursed” God said, “‘for our sake;” not for 
punishment or judgment; it was the “‘natural’’ conse- 
quence of sin. “Satan finds work for idle hands to 
do”, and society demonstrates in its present experience 
that even though it tries to avoid work, particularly in 
the form of physical labour, it simply adds to its prob- 
lems, because it occupies a disproportionate part of 
its time in leisure devoted to pleasure, and men have 
become “‘lovers of pleasure more than lovers of God”’, 
Even Nature itself has lessons to teach us if we have 
but eyes to see and ears to hear. . 

And yet this simple illustration opens up for the 
person who believes the Bible a whole world of ex- 
planation of Divine intervention in the affairs of man- 
kind for mankind’s benefit. The Fundamentalist who 
at the same time looks at the world through the eyesof 
a psychologist and social reformer finds himself ap- 
palled by the amount of human suffering that could 
be avoided by the simple practice of Bible wisdom. 
The denigration of the Bible, more by its salaried ad- 
vocates than by its overt enemies, has been such that 
people today have the impression that it, the oldest 
philosophy in the world, has no message at all for them. 
Yet such is its wisdom that life, even for fallen human- 
ity in a cursed environment, could be transformed al- 
most overnight by the practice of a half dozen of its 
simplest precepts. 

But that being so the Fundamentalist recognises an 
irreducible minimum of suffering and frustration im- 
posed upon mankind by God for mankind’s welfare. 
Because he sees this, fore-armed against it, for him, 
much of its impact is mitigated. And the more a 
Christian recognises himself to be where he really is, 
in Christ, the more he finds this to be true. He still ex - 
periences the effects of the curse, but his spiritual and 
mental concepts are now such that their impact upon. 
him is largely nullified. 

The apostle Paul, among a multitude of others, was 
a living example in prison, “filling up that which was 
behind of the sufferings of Christ for His body’s sake 


which is the Church”’, enduring there, one might say, 
all that the curse on humanity might bring to a single 
soul, he nevertheless is able to write to the Ephesians 
in the second verse of his letter to them, “Blessed be 
the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ who hath 
blessed us with all spiritual blessings in heavenly 
places in Christ.”: in earthly places — imprisonment, 
hunger, cruelty, poverty, cold, neglect, rejection; in 
heavenly places — all spiritual blessings. 

As a matter of fact the word “blessed” in both 
these instances is not the usual word for blessed in the 
New Testament — makarios; it is the word from which

Letter to the Editor 


Dear Mr. Walker, 
IHAVE had some communications about a programme 
entitled “Crown Court” by Granada Television. It 
included references to the Pentecostals to which my 
correspondents took extreme objection as being derog- 
atory. 

Though I did not see this play, I made representa- 
tions to the Independant Broadcasting Authority, who 
are responsible for watching the programmes of the 
various television companies operating under licence. 
The IBA Head of Programme Services, Joseph Weltman, 
went “very fully” into the complaint with the Granada 
Company. 

The result of this investigation is that they do not 
agree that the content of the play “Crown Court” was 
in any way detrimental to the whole Pentecostal move- 
ment or that it caused feelings to be incensed against 
the Pentecostals. The Authority noted a number of 
favourable references to the movement. 

If viewers are dissatisfied with this reply, may I 
point out that it is always more effective for people 
to write as individuals — especially if a number of 
letters are sent — rather than through other means. 
May I, however, add my own thought. We should not 
be too sensitive to every reference to Pentecostals 
which happens to show a typically (and inevitably) 
secular attitude. We are big enough to ignore some 
of these pin-pricks and any reference (even an un- 
friendly one) is better than no reference. If we are too 
touchy about things,all reference could be eliminated. 
Christ said: “Rejoice when all men speak evil of you. 
Beware when all men speak well of you”.

MATTHEW Henry, the great Bible commentator, gave 
a series of Thursday evening Lectures on “The Ques- 
tions of the Bible”.

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


43. Joseph (Genesis 37:1-11)

ITis clear that from the beginning Joseph was marked 
out to be chief of the children of Jacob. This was 
declared by God in the dreams of Joseph and was 
recognised by his father when he gave Joseph the 
special coat. We understand from the Scriptures 
that Joseph was an upright, honest boy, but how he 
told his dreams suggests that he was rather conceited 
and that this helped to arouse the hatred of his 
brothers. Here we see the seeds of the troubles which 
came to Joseph. Undoubtedly the Lord would bring 
His word to pass, but He would first have to purify 
Joseph’s character, so He used the hostility directed 
at Joseph to accomplish this purifying work. 

Like Joseph, we are the inheritors of the promises 
made by God, for all His blessings are given to those 
who love the Lord Jesus. This does not mean that the 
Lord is blind to our blemishes and defects, that He 
will allow us to live as we like. The Bible declares that 
the Lord deals with us as a father deals with his chil- 
dren, so He must sometimes chastise and correct us 
(Hebrews 12:5). His purpose in thus dealing with us 
is never destructive, though at times it may seem 
severe; He desires to purify and enrich His children’s 
characters, to answer the prayer we often sing: “To 
be like Jesus, all I ask to be like Him!”, and to make 
us better able to serve Him. Do not fret and chafe 
when His chastening handisupon us, but look patiently 
for His perfect work to be accomplished. 


WHEN tidying my bureau one day, I made a deter- 
mined effort to sort out a great hoard of papers, let- 
ters and newspaper cuttings. It was amazing what I 
discovered. I got slower and slower as I waded through 
the pile and came finally to a package containing a 
little board with a type-written poem mounted on it 
together with a Canadian stamp. I stopped once more 
and examined the attractive green stamp bearing the 
head and shoulders of Lieut. John McCrae who died in 
1918. The centre of the stamp shows a Flanders’ field 
with poppies and crosses marking the graves of those 
who fell in the first world war. The first two lines of 
the poem which we associate with the Royal British 
Legion and Poppy Day are printed on the stamp and 
the whole poem is there on the sheet of paper: 


In Flanders’ fields the poppies blow 
Between the crosses, row on row, 
That mark our place; and in the sky 
The larks, still bravely singing, fly 
Scarce heard amid the guns below. 


We are the dead. Short days ago 

We lived, felt dawn, saw sunset glow 
Loved and were loved and now we lie 
In Flanders’ fields. 


At the bottom of the paper are the words of ex- 
planation: “This poem was written in a dug-out on 
May 3rd, 1915, during the second battle of Ypres’. 
Accompanying this little momento I found neatly- 
written notes telling me that the hole at the top of 
the board was to enable me to insert my British Legion 
poppy and thus complete my home-made souvenir of 
the fiftieth anniversary of Poppy Day. 

My next discovery was another stamp carefully 
folded in another page of notes. This remarkable stamp 
beautifully printed and bearing a minute replica of 
Salvador Dali’s famous painting “Christ of St. John of 
the Cross’’, was issued in 1968 by Guyana. I quote 
from the notes: “Cross seen from an unusual angle.

The Message of the Stamps 


The original painting by Salvador Dali is in the Glasgow 
Art Gallery at Kelvingrove. Purchased way back in 
the 1950s, it cost £8,200. People flocked to see it and 
there was much controversy over it.” For those not 
familiar with the picture, let me explain that it shows 
Christ on the cross as viewed from above, with the 
world beneath. 

Both these stamps were given me on different occa- 
sions by Mr. George Pigott, then of our Motherwell 
Church and now home in glory. He was an octogenar- 
ian,a dear old gentleman who lived alone. His absorb- 
ing passion was philately. I treasure his little gifts and 
the friendly notes ending with the phrase: “Hope you 
like this stamp” and “I remember you like a stamp 
with a story behind it. Cheerio’’. 

Looking at my momentos, I was struck that both 
these stamps had a cross on them, one with the 
Flanders’ crosses, the emblems of human sacrifice and 
death, and the other illustrating the supreme sacrifice 
of the ages, the Son of God suspended on a Roman 
cross, dying to atone for the sins of mankind. Ever 
since that dark day, the cross as a symbol of vicarious 
suffering has been woven into the fabric of life. The 
Church chose the cross, too, to indicate its presence. 
I feel that the empty cross speaks so eloquently of a 
crucified, risen, victorious Saviour. “The old rugged 
Cross’’ is a favourite hymn. A lesser-known hymn was 
sung recently in our Salisbury Church and I agreed 
with the sentiments of the last verse. 


Let others who will praise the cross of the Christ, 
The Christ of the cross is my theme; 

For tho’ we cherish the old rugged cross, 

Tis only the Christ can redeem.

Scripture Notes 
Union by 
Portions Ray Hughes 
Monday, September 17th 2 Kings 10:1-17 


“See my zeal for the Lord” (v.16). 

MOSES knew the dealings of God in a most intimate 
way. His song before the people prior to his death, 
spoke thus of God: “‘T kill, and I make alive; I wound 
and I heal; neither is there any that can deliver out of 
My hand.” God warns, then woos, then wounds, and 
finally, if man is unrepentant, he commits him to 
judgment. There is no knowledge of when the final 
stage is reached, for it is possible to be ‘“‘cutt off and 
that without remedy” (2 Chronicles 36:15 ,16;Proverbs 
29:1). As one who is “not under law, but under 
grace” (Romans 6:14-15), I find the slaughter of 
seventy sons distasteful and piles of heads at the gate 
of the city revolting. Nevertheless this is not to be 
compared with the horrorsof eternal Hell. Pray for 
labourers to pluck men as brands from the burning. 


Tuesday , September 18th 2 Kings 10:18-36 

“None of the servants of the Lord”’ (v.23). 
JUDGMENT was falling on “blind leaders of the 
blind”, but every effort was made that no servant of 
the Lord should be harmed. Like the plagues that be- 
fell the Egyptians, it was not to come near the 
Israelites. My heart recoils at so much bloodshed in 
the Old Testament way, truly “An eye for an eye” 
(Exodus 21:24). 

As a pastor, I have had to tell people of sin in their 
lives. I have never been able to do so without a 
prayer on my lips, realising that it is my duty to 
speak “the truth in love” (Ephesians 4:15). Scripture 
tells of the rewards of such action (James 5:20), but 
one shudders to think of the consequence of refusing 
to do the Master’s bidding (Hebrews 2:1-4). 


Wednesday , September 19th 2 Kings 11:1-21 
“A thaliah, . . destroyed all the seed royal” (v.1). 
“THE thief cometh not, but for to steal, and to kill, 
and to destroy” (John 10:10), but Scripture says, 
“Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall be also reap” 
(Galatians 6:7). If destruction does not come in this 
life, the ungodly have not got away with it, for after 
death there is the judgment. This queen, who appar- 
ently achieved her ambitions by following the com- 
munist maxim, “The end justifies the means’, ruled 
for seven years. During those years of false security 
she entered the palace by the front door and enjoyed 
all the trappings of royalty, but in the seventh year, 


unexpectedly, she went out through the back door 
and was slain in the stable-yard (v.16). Earthly jus- 
tice is but a pale forerunner of eternal judgment 
(Revelation 20:11-15). 


Thursday, September 20th 2 Kings 12:1-16 

“Repaired. . . the house of the Lord” (v.14). 
DAVID dwelt in a house of cedar (2 Samuel 7:2) and 
deeply regretted that God’s dwelling place was only a 
tent of curtains. He received permission to prepare to 
build and collected material from all over the world. 
Sin stopped him being the man to build the Temple, 
but God allowed Solomon to build it. Buildings need 
constant attention and repairs and redecoration should 
be regular items on the church programme. God’s 
house should be at least up to our home standards, if 
possible above them. Thank God that Jehoash told 
the priests what they ought already to have been 
doing. They did not respond so the deterioration con- 
tinued for twenty-three years. Gypsy Smith said, 
“What the Church of God needs is men who will talk 
less and work more”. We do not know what side- 
tracked Jehoash into failing to see that his words were 
obeyed, but eventually he returned to insist that the 
house of God be made beautiful. 


Friday, September 21st 2 Chronicles 24:15-27 
“Jehoiada, . . buried. . . among the kings’’: “Joash 
(Jehoash). . . buried. . . not in the sepulchres of the 
kings” (vv.15,16,25). 
JEHOIADA, a priest with faults, was buried among 
kings because “che had done good in Israel, both to- 
ward God, and toward his house”’, while King Joash, 
having “forsaken the Lord”, was buried in a common 
place. Our faults are often overlooked by the Omni- 
potent when we repent and go on with His work, but 
if we forsake Him his judgment will be our portion 
(see John 10:27-29; compare Galatians 5:7-9, Revela- 
tion 2:4,5). 


Saturday, September 22nd 2 Kings 13:1-25 
“He smote thrice and stayed”’ (v.18). 

AGAIN and again Scripture talks about serving the 
Lord with the whole heart (Colossians 3:17). It was 
said of Christ, “The zeal of Thy house has eaten me 
up” (John 2:17) because He cleansed Solomon’s 
Porch. This colonnade on the perimeter of the Temple 
was the only place which Gentiles were allowed to 
enter, the place of evangelism in God’s design. It had 
become the place of commercialism in man’s schemes. 
Christ did not lose his temper. He made a small whip 
and drove animals accustomed to some persuasion 
when away from their shepherd in a market-place. 
He overthrew the tables of greedy, grasping men, much

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to the delight of the children of Jerusalem who scurried 
after coins for some city treat. Defenceless doves were 
to be carried out, indicating care and calm rather than 
tumult and temper. Would God that Joash had such a 
clear picture of the consequence of his actions, for the 
arrows would then have been struck until they 
shattered. 


Sunday, September 23rd 2 Chronicles 25:1-13 

“There came a man of God” (v.7). 
YESTERDAY’S portion revealed the deathbed scene 
of Elisha. He had gone and his servant had failed and 
became leprous, but out of the blue there came “a 
man of God”, prepared, like Esther, “for such a time 
as this”. There are many unnamed, unsung saints 
whose contribution is vital. Further, his words had 
weight. “God hath power to help, and to cast down” 
(2 Chron. 5:8). He revealed that God’s compensations 
are greater than our sacrifices. When Sir Wilfred 
Grenfell was called to the fisher-folk of the frozen 
wastelands of Labrador he said, “I dislike to speak of 
self-sacrifice; I cannot recall that I have ever indulged 
in it.’ Because of his love for the Lord and the 
African, Livingstone could write: “People talk of the 
sacrifice I have made in spending so much of my life 
in Africa. It is emphatically no sacrifice. Say rather a 
privilege’’.

James T. Bradley, Ernest J. Phillips and H. W. Greenway—the 
only three who have served as Elim’s Secretary-General, 


Well done... faithful servant 
by H. W. Greenway 


THE initials ‘“E.J.P.” do not carry the same meaning 
for new candidates entering the Elim Pentecostal 
Church ministry as they do for members of the 
Conference who have served in the ranks from the 
twenties. They do, however, have an important place 
in the history of the British Pentecostal Movement. 

Over fifty years ago | first met this man with whom 
| was to share responsibilities in the headquarters 
administration. It was outside the old Methodist 
Church in Clapham that Miss Adams (who became Mrs. 
Stoneham) introduced me to the self-effacing young 
man who had come to London after a term of service 
in Ireland. He appeared shy and rather loth to speak, 
Little did | realise that he was to have such an influence 
on the growing Elim church now reaching out to the 
great metropolis. | was to learn in succeeding days 
something of his dedication and determination, char- 
acteristics that formed an outstanding feature of his 
ministry until he was released from his weakened body 
to serve in the higher ranks above. 

Though he appeared to be of a retiring nature, he 
nevertheless showed great strength as a brilliant 
administrator, so that many phases of the Elim Move- 
ment are attributable to his indefatigable labours: the 
Bible College; the Publishing Co.; the Constitution; the 
great demonstrations; the participation with other 
evangelical bodies in committees and campaigns; the 
share Elim enjoyed in the British Pentecostal Fellow- 
ship. He accepted the burden of responsibility and 
drove himself unremittingly to the tasks he undertook, 
which undoubtedly undermined his health. 

His quiet manner gave many ministers the impression 
that he was austere to the point of cold objectivity, 
yet beneath this manner there was a keen sense of 
humour which often came to the surface in our Exec- 
utive Council deliberations. Friends from other 
denominations were often ready to acclaim his 
brilliant services to the Christian Church both inside 
and outside the Pentecostal fraternity, and paid tribute 
to him. 


Among his contemporaries he was known for his 
attention to details in any task he undertook: i’s must 
be dotted and t’s must be crossed; commas must be in 
the right place; initials of names must be correct. Some 
brethren thought him to pernickety, but this aspect of 
his work served him in good stead when he took part 
in debate, where he proved to be a formidable oppo- 
nent. He always carried in his pocket a small number 
of cards or papers on which he would note down the 
things he wanted to remember and which had to be 
attended to on any particular day. 

A man of sterling character he did not flinch from 
his duty and on critical occasions he saved the growing 
Movement from complete disaster. This was demon- 
strated in the debate on British Israelism which had 
been made an issue in the work in the thirties and had 
Caused a great deal of tension. Mr. John Leech, Q.C. 
presented the case in an attempt to introduce the 
doctrine at the 1934 Conference of ministers. E. J. 
Phillips gave reasons why he considered this doctrine 
to be false teaching, marshalling many scriptures in 
support of his statements. He applied the same atten- 
tion to detail when he presented a paper on the 
Ecumenical Movement. 

Only those who worked close to E. J. will know 
how deeply he was hurt by the innuendos which were 
directed against him during the times when the work 
was threatened with complete disruption. But he was 
a man of strong loyalty to God and the cause he had 
espoused as his life work. Many hours were spent at 
the office desk, and when Elim first commenced in 
England and opened headquarters in Clapham, the 
light in the Secretary-General’s office could often be 
seen burning after midnight: his devotion was complete. 

It was my privilege to serve with him in the admin- 
istration during appointments as Editor of the Elim 
Evangel, Field Superintendent, and Secretary-General. 
At all times he proved a helpful and kindly friend, and 
any criticisms he found it necessary to make were 
always offered in a spirit of Christian grace. At all times 
in the various ups and downs of the Movement he 
endeavoured to exercise justice for all the ministers. 

Unwavering in his adherence to the truths of pente- 
cost, he spoke out of his own experiences. In the 
opening stages of his career, when seeking the mind of 
the Lord regarding his call to a particular service, he 
was healed of a throat infection. This he took as a sign 
that he was to accept the invitation of George Jeffreys 
to join the Elim work which had been started four 
years previously in Monaghan, Ireland. His baptism in 
the Holy Spirit was in the nature of a revolution in his 
spiritual experience. This baptism, with the evidence 
of speaking in tongues, was the story of a beginning 
that was to affect the lives of ministers and lay brethren 
in many parts of the world. He says: ‘‘It seemed to 
make in my life a more radical change than did con- 
version. It was in the nature of a revolution, everything 
seemed to be new.” 

Tribute must be paid to Molly Smith who became 
his wife and for many years was his partner during 


times of sickness and anxiety. It is to her devotion and 
care that we owe deep gratitude for the years that our 
brother was spared to us. The comforts and necessities 
he denied himself in the early days of his ministry 
were provided by a companion at his side during many 
years and particularly in the latter days of extreme 
weakness. 

And now he has gone to his reward. The bright lights 
of the platform he was content to leave to others with 
different talents from his own. But of his organisational 
genius men will talk for years to come. And despite his 
different role in the work of God, many will be found 
in glory as a result of his labours.

‘“‘He never shirked any Duty”

| HAVE known Mr. Phillips for some fifty-three years. 
We met for the first time at a convention in Belfast in 
the summer of 1920. He was at that time the Pastor of 
our Elim Church in Armagh. Because a Cardinal of the 
R.C. Church lived in Armagh, we used jokingly to call 
him “The Cardinal’. We have conducted meetings 
together, shared the same room and worked together 
in the same office, and all through these years | have 
held Mr. Phillips in the highest esteem. He was a man 
of sterling character: sincere, faithful, true, and always 
willing to do more than his share in any capacity in 
which he served. His whole ambition was to see the 
work of the Elim movement go forward. He never 
shirked any duty no matter how he felt. | think that he 
worked too hard. When coming home at night from 
taking meetings in distant parts of London | could see 
the light still burning in his office. He never seemed to 
spare himself. 
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Jesus said: ‘‘Behold, | come quickly; and My reward 
is with me, to give every man according as his work 
shall be.’’ Any one of us might well covet the reward 
which | am persuaded that the Judge of all the earth 
will confer on His faithful servant in that great day. As 
a movement we owe a great debt of gratitude to Mr. 
Phillips for his many years of faithful service as 
Secretary-General. One thing | know for certain—Mr. 
Phillips never worked for money. In the early days of 
our movement, when ministers worked for a minimum 
salary and put all the balance of the church offerings 
into a common fund in order to open other churches 
throughout the British Isles, | was the Pastor of our 
Clapham Church in London. My salary was twenty-five 
shillings a week plus board. | lived at ‘‘Elim Woodlands.” 
Not having anyone dependent on me, | told Mr. 
Phillips that | would like my salary dropped to a pound 
a week, as | felt that | could get along well enough on 
this amount. Mr. Phillips then said he would do the 
same. Of course the value of money was much greater 
then than it is now. 

It has been my privilege not only to know Pastor 
E. J. Phillips, but also his father and mother as well as 
his sister and two brothers. | have very happy recol- 
lections of the weeks spent in the home of the Phillips’ 
family in Letchworth. Living in that home it was not 
difficult to know from where E. J. got his sterling 
character, and not only E. J., but every member of 
that family. Somehow, in the long run, nothing tells 
like character. The memory of it remains. It stands out 
like the giant pillars of some ancient castle whose walls 
have crumbled away over the years. The Bible says: 
‘Righteousness exalteth a nation.” Of course it does— 
and it also exalts a man. 

As time rolls on, the circle over the other shore 
grows larger. What a great reunion there will be when 
the trumpet of the Lord sounds and we meet once 
again those with whom we have laboured and enjoyed 
such happy fellowship over the years! | know 
that we all look forward to meeting those under whose 
ministry we have been much blessed, but it will also be 
nice to meet those who have been responsible for ac- 
quiring the buildings in which we found the Lord and 
where we enjoyed such happy fellowship with our 
brethren in Christ. 

| know that the sympathies of our entire movement 
go out to Mrs. E. J. Phillips who shared her life with 
the one whose loss we mourn. Having known her also 
these many years | deeply appreciate her contribution 
to the work of Elim in standing faithfully by our 
beloved brother all through the years and being a true 
helpmate in the work of the Lord. We also deeply 
appreciate the very valuable service rendered to the 
cause of Christ by the two brothers Frederic B. and 
Hubert C. Phillips. Both of them have not only served 
the Lord by way of ministry in preaching the Word of 
God, but also in sending out the printed page to 
millions of people in Africa, the British Isles and 
throughout the world. May the Lord richly bless the 
seed which they have so faithfully sown over the years. 


What a glorious realization it is to be able to look 
forward with glad expectation to the great harvest day 
when you will see the results of your own sowing in 
the lives of thousands of other people, who will bless 
God for ever having met you or having been blessed 
through your labours in the work of the Lord.

AT five o’clock on Wednesday, September 5th, 1973, 
Mrs. Molly Phillips was answering a call from the 
hospital telling her of the home-call of her beloved 
husband, Pastor Ernest J. Phillips. At this precise time 


Mrs. Gray and | were ringing the doorbell of their home 


in Eastbourne. By coincidence (or was it?) we were at 
the home to give immediate comfort and solace and to 
share with Mrs. Phillips her sorrow at such a time. 

It is almost fifty years since | was first introduced 
to Pastor E. J. Phillips, during the time of the great 
Elim revival campaigns in East London. His couréeous, 
tranquil approach and his humility and obvious 
sincerity at this initial meeting revealed a person of 
great ability who manifested an abandonment to the 
service of Christ. Such dedication was sure to make 
him eminent in international Christian and especially 
Pentecostal circles. 

Ministers and members of Elim’s earlier days will 
recall his outstanding gifts not only as a beloved Pastor, 


but as an administrator of utmost integrity and purity 
of purpose. Pastor E, J. Phillips’s influence and 
qualities of spiritual leadership will ever remain in the 
annals of Elim’s history and in the hearts of everyone 
privileged to serve with him. To know him both in 
public life and in the home was a joy. Perhaps we shall 
never know how much we owe to his devoted wife, the 
lady who has stood by him so courageously during the 
past few years and during earlier years of his suffering. 
We express our deepest thanks for such sacrifice, It has 
meant more to the movement than we can fully realise. 
Thank you, Molly; our prayers and thoughts remain 
with you. 

My forty-five years as a member of Headquarters’ 
staff brought me into close relationship with Mr. 
Phillips. For a few years | was seconded from the 
Youth Department and transferred to the Secretary- 
General’s office to give assistance to Mr. Phillips 
because of his indifferent health. During these days | 
discovered the depth of his qualities and dedication. 

In every situation he displayed that consistent dignity 
so vital to leadership and wisely directed the course of 
a great Christian work and witness in days of war and 
peace. It was a generation when Pentecostals experien- 
ced opposition and onslaughts from many areas, a price 
to be paid for the stand for truth and New Testament 
Christianity, but with leadership given by Mr. Phillips 
and others of that day, God’s blessing was evident. 
Under the hand of God Elim’s present position in the 
evangelical world is due to the self-sacrificing driving 
spirit of such early day pioneers and not least of all to 
E. J. Phillips. 

Thinking of others was an ever-present attribute 
constantly practised in the home of Pastor and Mrs. 
Phillips. For weeks on end, my own wife, during her 
many illnesses, and |, have been cared for in this 
Christian home. Sharing their social scene, away from

I WONDER what the real number is — a thousand 
murderers, or one hundred thousand murderers in 
church every Sunday? 

“Whosoever hateth his brother is a murderer” 
(1 John 3:15). 

There are other murderers in the world besides 
those who take human life. Note the Amplified Bible 
version: ‘Anyone who (abominates, detests) hates 
his brother (in Christ) is (at heart a murderer) a 
spiritual murderer”. Many of these are found Sunday 
by Sunday at the Lord’s Table. 

“I urge and entreat you — that all of you be in 
perfect harmony and full agreement in what you say 
and that there be no dissensions or factions or divisions 
among you” (1 Corinthians 1:10). “I hear that there 
are cliques (divisions and factions) among you” (1 
Corinthians 11:18. Amplified). Tens of thousands are 
lost to the service of the Church, killed by judging, 
back-biting and scandalising. 

Such murderers do not take human life, but they 
take or try to take what is just as precious as life, 
namely character. If they do not succeed in destroying 
their brother’s good name, it is not for want of trying. 
In some instances, because his good character is proof 
against their malicious attacks, their hatred is increased, 
just as the hatred of Cain was kindled and strengthened 
into a murderous desire at the sight of the acceptance 
of his brother’s offering. The very spirit that dwelt in 
Cain and that prompted him to take his brother’s life 
dwells in the breasts of those who hate their brother. 

The law of the land and the fear of death may 
prevent their taking the natural life of their brother, 
but the spirit is the same, and God judges a man by 
his thoughts, desires and motives, as well as by his 
words and actions. What is worse, their hatred is not 
a temporary thing, a mushroom growth, but a deep- 
rooted, chronic hatred, every day and life-long. They 
hate when the sun is up and they hate when the sun 
is down. They carry on their murderous work from 
the first day of January until the last day of December. 
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A thousand Murderers

Instead of letting the fire of their hate die out, they 
constantly watch the sayings and doings of their 
brothers and sisters in the Lord to gather up fresh 
fuel for the flames of their wrath. They take care to 
put the worst construction possible on all their words 
and actions. They twist and distort their best motives, 
so as to make them appear evil. 

The New Testament and all its teachings are thrown 
aside. As far as forgiving, they wish to be forgiven, 
but never to forgive. They hate with a perfect hatred 
and act and talk as if the Bible commanded them to 
curse their enemies, to smite them on the one cheek 
and harder on the other. 

Unfortunately they are not satisfied with hating 
their fellow-believers themselves, but they also do all 
that they can to get others to hate them. Instead of 
binding up the slight wound that might have been given 
them and letting it heal,they run about pulling it open 
and showing it to their acquaintances, that they may 
enlist sympathy for themselves and hatred for the 
offending brother. Sometimes they succeed. 

A puff of scandal will as easily turn some people 
as a puff of wind will turn a weathercock. Then they 
join the others and take up the reproach against their 
neighbour and become the packmanor scandal-mongers 
for those who hate him,and so the murder or murders 
are committed. 

If only all who hate would remember that the “old 
Serpent, the Devil,was a murderer from the beginning’, 
and that his children are those who do his work, regard- 
less of their religious profession! 

John says, “All murderers shall have their part in 
the lake that burneth with fire and brimstone”. 

If only the spiritual murderers and all who carry the 
Devil’s mail-bag would stop and think: “No murderer 
hath eternal life abiding in him, and he that hateth his 
brother is a murderer”. “We know that we have passed 
from death into life because we love the brethren”. 
“If a man say, I love God, and hateth his brother, 
he is a liar”. 

Richard Baxter, after the closest contact with the 
severest Puritans of the Commonwealth and the most 
licentious Cavaliers of the Restoration, wrote in his 
old age: “I see that good men are not so good as I 
once thought they were, and find that new men are as 


bad as their enemies imagine!’. It is good to remember 
that Jesus said “Anyone that is without sin among you 
should be the first to throw a stone at her” (John 
8:7, Beck). 

Someone has said, “Be sure of this: men will 
weigh you in your own scales”. A baker living in a 
village not far from Quebec bought his butter froma 
neighbouring farmer. He became suspicious that the 
butter was not the right weight. For several days 
he weighed the butter and found that the rolls were 
gradually diminishing in weight. He had the farmer 
arrested for fraudulent dealing. At the trial the Judge 


said, “I presume you have scales”. “Yes, of course, 
your honour”. “And weights too?”. “No, sir”. “Then 
how do you manage to weigh the butter which you 
sell?”. “That’s easily explained, your honour”, said 
the farmer. “When the baker commenced buying his 
butter from me, I thought that I would get my bread 
from him, and it is his one pound loaves that I’ve 
been using as a weight for the butter I sell’. 

Paul in Galatians said: “I conclude (To sum up): 
Let us treat all men with kindness. Let no man here- 


after harass me by misrepresentation” (Galatians 6:17,

Dear Mr. Walker, | 
I’M troubled about J.T. Bradley’s logic in the piece 
you published about the number of atomic particles 
in the universe (ELIM EVANGEL, August 4th). 

He suggests that the multiplication of life cells on 
earth would give us more life cells than all the atomic 
particles in the universe, if life did begin two thousand 
million years ago. 

We should remember other factors — such as the 
enormous wastage of life-cells — but that there is some 
fault with Mr. Bradley’s argument is obvious. There 
would still be more life cells on earth than atoms in the 
universe if life began even 6,000 years ago, as some 
believe, though I certainly do not. There is thus some 


correcting factor which Mr. Bradley has not taken 
into his reckoning.

44. Joseph the Slave (Genesis 37:28)

CONSIDER Joseph’s slavery. 

Joseph’s circumstances were beyond his control so, 
despite his initial sorrow, he had to learn to accept it 
and to trust God against all appearances. The enslaving 
of Joseph did not take the Lord by surprise.

MY five year old grand-daughter returned home from 
Saturday morning Junior Club in the village to burst 
out with the question “Will we all be babies when we 
go to Heaven?”’! 

She seemed to receive more an examination than 
an explanation, or at least in that order, since my 
daughter’s first reaction was to ask why Sarah asked 
this question. The little one’s reply was, “Well, we 
were told that we must be born again to go to Heaven.” 

A man or woman is just as likely to put a similar 
question when told this same important truth. Part- 
icularly is this so today when the majority do not 
rush to hear the gospel. My grand-daughter’s query 
emphasises that effective preaching requiresan explana- 
tion as well as a proclamation of Bible texts. The 
immediate vindication of this assertion is that He who 
first spoke of being ““born again” was more even than 
a ‘Teacher come from God’’, as Nicodemus exclaimed; 
He was the Son of God. His one-man audience was

a ruling Pharisee and no doubt able to teach. Despite 
such a combination of teachers, however, there was a 
great gulf between them. Nicodemus did not under- 
stand.Our Lord needed to elucidate much more, with 
the rider, “If I have told you earthly things and ye 
believe not, how shall ye believe if I tell you of 
heavenly things?’’. 

The problem of my little grand-daughter and the 
learned Pharisee is not peculiar to this one aspect of 
Bible truth; it is general. Preachers and Sunday school 
teachers must consider the presentation together with 
the quotation of Bible texts. Increasingly there is much 
preaching today without much reference to the words 
of Scripture, though some almost confine themselves 
to quoting Scriptures (at least the preferable of the two 
approaches). None can do better than remember the 
wonderful Emmaus road discourse when the risen 
Saviour to the two disciples “expounded unto them in 
all the scriptures the things concerning Himself”. 
Christ was the subject; the Scriptures were the 
material source; and systematic interpretation was the 
method. 

I recollect the testimony to a most famous preacher 
whose custom was to look at the youngest member of 
his congregation while preaching, confident that, if 
the child listened and seemed to understand, the 
remainder of the congregation would also. Nor can I 
forget my student days when a resident minister told 
me of his sermon material and asked me if I could 
think of a suitable text for his sermon! That brief 
moment together was, for me, as good as a lecture on 
“How not to preach”’.

IN my page last week I wrote about crosses and the 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ in particular. Glancing 
through the fashion feature of a daily newspaper I 
noticed the popularity of jewellery incorporating the 
cross; it is being worn by people of both sexes. There 
are charms, pendants, necklaces and girdles with 
crosses suspended from them. It is possible to purchase 
at Salisbury Cathedral six different replicas of ancient, 
sacred crosses fashioned in ceramic. I have noticed, 
too, that many young people, who, as far as I know or 
can judge, have no allegiance to Christ or the Church, 
wear a cross. Whence comes this obsession with the 
cross? Is it merely to follow the dictates of fashion or 
is there a superstitious belief that the cross has prot- 
ective powers?! pondered this question recently when 
sitting on the beach at a crowded resort where so many 
of the bathers had a tiny cross ona fine chain hanging 
around their necks and obviously always worn beneath 
their undergarments. 

Before ever the Lord went to Calvary and died 
there on the cross, He said that His followers must 
take up their crosses daily (Luke 9:23) and that 
“Whosoever doth not bear his cross and come after 
Me, cannot be My disciple” (Luke 14:27). These 
stern words were spoken in each instance when our 
Saviour was warning of His own suffering and death 
and of the cost of discipleship to all sincere followers. 
To my mind this is the only true cross-bearing. What a 
world of difference there is between cross-wearingand 
cross-bearing. Benjamin P. Browne in his book Let 
there be Light tells of an incident which illustrates 
the serious nature and the cost of cross-bearing: 

“An American businessman went to Oberammergau 
to witness the Passion Play. Enthralled by this great 
drama, which depicts the story of the cross, he went 


backstage at the conclusion of the play to meet Mr. 


Anton Lang, who played the part of Christus. Our 
American friend had equipped himself with an expen- 
sive camera which he was eager to use. Abruptly, he 
snapped the picture of Anton Lang. Then, looking 
about the stage for something more to photograph, he 
spotted in the corner the great cross which Mr. Lang 
carried up the hill of Calvary in the play. Quickly 
turning to his wife, the tourist said ‘Here, dear, take

my camera. I’m going over to lift up the cross. When 
I get it up on my shoulder, you snap my picture 
carrying the cross. Won’t that be a novel and exciting 
photograph to send home to our friends in America”. 
He saw that Mr. Lang was frowning. ‘You don’t mind, 
Mr. Lang, do you?’ he said. ‘This is very unusual’, 
protested Mr. Lang. Before he could say more, 
however, the visitor had hurried over to the cross. He 
stooped to lift on to his shoulder,but could not move 
it one inch off the floor. That cross was made of 
heavy iron-oak beams. Amazed, he turned to Mr. 
Lang and said, ‘Why, I thought it would be quite 
light. I fancied it would be hollow. Why do you 
carry a cross that is so terribly heavy?’. Mr. Lang 
drew himself up to his full height and replied with 
dignity, ‘Sir, if I did not feel the weight of His cross, 
I could not play His part”’”’. 


“Take up thy cross, the Saviour said, 
If thou wouldst My disciple be;

2. The Range of Programme Planning 


OBSERVERS of youth work, from whatever par- 
ticular angle they approach it, have always to remind 
themselves that youth activity within the church is 
a unity, a society in miniature, operating in leisure 
time, primarily concerned with spiritual education 
and growth in relationships as well as with mental and 
physical recreation, in other words, with the all-round 
development of the boy or girl, both as an individual 
and as a member of society. The worth of any youth 
unit must be judged by the emphasis given to each 
part of the personality. Programme planning for young 
people must have balance. The programme must at 
least be four-dimensional—spiritual, educational, social 
and recreational. 

Spiritual 

This consideration is primary and fundamental. 
This is the anchor of any youth work. 

Information regarding youth activities can be ob- 
tained from the Elim Youth Department. The local 
Youth Commissioner should be able to advise and help 
to conduct special efforts for the promotion of these 
youth departments. 

Crusaders has become a rather difficult department 
to conduct. There are programme ideas that can be 
obtained from Elim Youth Department. In addition 
to these there are the Scripture Press Training Hour 
Programmes dealing with such subjects as Bible study, 
Christian living, Church leadership, dating and prepar- 
ation for marriage, devotional life and worship, 
doctrine, evangelism, family life, history of the Church, 
missions, personality development, religions and cults, 
seasonal studies, stewardship and vocations, One of 
these courses can last for twelve or thirteen weeks. There 
is a handbook for the leader and there are handbooks 
for the young people. 

Another fruitful youth activity is the Bible Discus- 
sion Group. Scripture Union and C.S.S.M. have pub- 
lished a booklet Know how to lead Bible Study and 
Discussion Groups. This method of Bible study 
emphasises the importance of preparation. 

One cannot over-stress corporate prayer. Prayer 
groups should be formed as often as possible and young 
people. encouraged to seek the baptism in the Holy 
Ghost. 

The distinctive doctrines of the Pentecostal faith 
should be presented with regularity and conviction. 
Literature on these subjeets should be displayed at 
every youth gathering. No effort should be spared to 
make the youth group as spiritual as the Bible requires 
it to be.

Educational 

These subjects can be as diverse as it is possible to 
make them. The choice of subject will depend upon 
the local circumstances. For instance, “Choosing a — 
job” is bound to have interest for all. One can deal in 
particular with jobs which demand concern for people, 
e.g. nurse, probation officer, school teacher, welfare — 
officer, youth service and, not least, the Christian — 
ministry and missionary work. Background material 
can be obtained from Youth Employment Offices and _ 
from local libraries. There are films on these subjects — 
which can be hired from the local Youth Organiser. 

Then there is the matter of citizenship. It may be _ 
possible to get a local government officer to visit the 
youth group to speak on the subject: “The Role of 
young People in community Life”. There is the 
policeman (make sure he is in sympathy with young 
people otherwise you may be adding to his burdens 
instead of relieving him of them). The fireman, too, 
can make a practical contribution to the education of — 
young people. 

Then there are the vital themes of life such as 
marriage. ““Home-making” can provide the springboard 
for discussion on all the vital aspects of marriage and 
building a home. Those who give talks on this subject _ 
should be young enough to share imaginatively the 
outlook of the younger generation and, for reasons 
which will be obvious, they should be married people. 

“Preparing a Talk” or “The Art of public Speaking” 
are subjects which always attract attention. Some 
helpful advice could be given on “How NOT to give 
a Testimony”! 

Some of the tough topics will spark off interest 
and discussion: “Are we afraid of Discipline?”; 
“Christians and Trade Unions”; ““Music—Highbrow or 
Lowbrow?”; ‘“‘Modesty in Dress’’, and so on.

Monday, September 24th 2 Chronicles 25:14-28 


:. thou made of the king’s counsel? forbear 
(v.16). 
ARROGANT Amaziah (v.19), after one triumph, 
thought that he would lead Judah to victory over 
Israel, but, whereas he had listened to the word of the 
prophet before, now he turned to the Edomites’ 
false gods. These were unable to save them from his 
hands (v.15). He dismissed the prophet saying in 
effect, “I have not appointed you my counsellor, nor 
have | asked your opinion”. A prophet is one whom 
God causes to boil over; he has an appointment from 
heaven. ‘Apostle’? means “sent one” (Isaiah 6:8; 
Matthew 9:38; John 20:21). We must work the 
works of Him who sends us. Latins say on parting, 
“Vio con Dios”, i.e. ““Go with God”’. 
Tuesday , September 25th 2 Chronicles 26:1-23 
“Uzziah built” (v.9). 
THIS thoughtful monarch, during a fifty-three years’ 
reign, improved his kingdom by a planned progression 
of acts. He took advantage of other people’s clever- 
ness (v.15), dug wells for his expanding cattle herds 
and weakened his opponents’ defences while strength- 
ening his own. No wonder that “his name spread 
abroad even to the entering in of Egypt”! Doing his 
own job well, he thought that he had the right to 
interfere in the tasks of others. No true priest ever 
took the calling on because he felt like it; it is God 
who gives such ministries to men (Ephesians 4:11). 
Going beyond his God-appointed place in life caused 
Uzziah to be banished from all that he had considered 
beautiful. As a leper he had to live outside the camp 
(Leviticus 13:46). What could have been a lifelong 
enjoyment of God-given prosperity was spoiled because 
he did not recognise the divine boundaries. 


Wednesday , September 26th 2 Chronicles 27:1-9 


“He prepared (established) his ways before the , 


Lord his God”’ (v.6). 

“ESTABLISHED” is the marginal word for “prepared”. 
It is good to prepare to do good, but better when that 
good is an established fact. John Wesley said, ““Do all 
the good you can, by all the means you can, in all the 
ways you can, in all the places you can,at all the times 
you can, to all the people you can, as long as you 
ever can”. Jotham was “before the Lord”; all our 
doings are known to the Lord (Hebrews 4:13). 


Thursday , September 27th 2 Kings 16:1-20 
“Ahaz went to Damascus... . and saw” (v.10). 
I REMEMBER talking to my landlady when I was a 


single pastor in Yorkshire about changes I would like _ 


to see in the church where I had been for only a few 
months. She was quiet for a while, then she said, 
‘A new broom may sweep clean, but an old one knows 
where the dirt is.” I got her meaning and postponed 
any changes until I knew the reliable personnel and 
had considered the requirements of the faithful folk. 

Ahaz would have done well to have met my York- 
shire landlady! As the Spirit told John later: “Love 
not the world, neither the things of the world. . . 
For all that is in the world. . .the lust of the eyes, and 
the pride oflife,isnot of the Father” (1 John 2:15,16). 
Ahaz dabbled in pagan practices forbidden by God 
(Deuteronomy 18:21). In these days when the occult 
is receiving revived attention this should be a warning 
to us. Ahaz fancied fashions (2 Kings 16:10) and 
forsook the pattern that God had revealed to Moses 
in the Mount. He indulged in change for change’s sake. 
Let us avoid such pitfalls. 


Friday, September 28th 2 Kings 17:1-23 

“Turn ye from your evil ways” (v.13). 
PETER’S Pentecostal message was, “Repent”. This 
was no new message, for, throughout the history of 
God’s dealings with men, He has pleaded for a change 
in heart and action. Man on the whole chooses to 
reject the prophet and refuse his message, or worse 
still, he puts off the day of repentance, as someone 
said, “I laughed beneath the moon, I slept beneath the 
sun, lived a life of going to do, and died with nothing 
done’’. Israel and Judah (v.13) hardened their necks 
when they should have softened their hearts. Hard 
necks are proud and do not bow to the sovereignty of 
God, but the humble say, “We worship and adore Thee 
falling down before Thee”. 

The calamity of this lack of contrition was that 
they were carried off into bondage. 


Saturday, September 29th 2 Kings 17:24-41 
“They feared not the Lord” (v.25) 

KINGS performed whoredoms, queens introduced 
false gods, perverted priests compromised to meet the 
demands of a secular society, the common man 
adopted the customs, heathen practices and religions 
of the pagans together, and now came a massive 
influx of many nations with differing cultures and 
religions. No wonder that the fear of the Lord was not 
among them! This mixed multitude treated Jehovah 
just like another god. In the Samaritan centre of 
worship the two golden calves symbolised the Almighty 
who had brought the nation out of Egypt. The people 
were confused, for both in teaching and in living they 
had diluted the Divine until He was small enough to 
enter their superstitious minds. They had a form of 
godliness, but denied the power thereof (2 Timothy 
3:5), diminished the Word of God (Deuteronomy 
4:2, 23, 24), destroyed national (Deuteronomy 7:3,4) 
and religious purity (Deuteronomy 6:14,15), and 
appeared to despair of ever getting out of the muddle. 
These are some of the reasons why the Jews had no

THIS is yet another book on “How to find Jesus as 
your own personal Saviour”. It is simply written and 
has a strikingly unusual cover, but it nevertheless dupli- 
cates many others. There is considerable written 
material, illustrated occasionally with vague photo- 
graphs which may well prove too much for many 
would-be readers.

His country, like Israel, had not been diligent 
in maintaining a pure religion that would please God. 
Realising this mistake and its sad consequences, he 
set about removing all ‘“‘filthiness out of the holy 
place”. “Sanctify” means, “Set apart, make holy, 
dedicate to the service of God, make like a skilled 
craftsman, set as a jeweller sets a precious stone to 
bring out its inherent beauty”. To dedicate, one has 
to destroy the idols that have hindered the vision of 
the people (2 Kings 18:4). The brazenserpent was a 
means of blessing in the past, but, when the means 
obscures the message, the Master has departed. Crosses, 
crucifixes and St. Christopher medallions are now worn 
or displayed in homes like pagan fetishes to ward off 
evil spirits, not with any positive knowledge, but with 


an “airy-fairy”’ hope that they will bring “luck”. How 
disappointed some folk must have been when the Pope 
proclaimed that Christopher was no longer a “saint” 
(compare Acts 19:24-29)! In these muddled modern 
days, when real religion is a rarity and perverted priests 
patronise the people, we cry: “Revive Thy work, 
O LORD”. Read Jeremiah 10:19-21; 6:13-16.

Elim Missionary Society Convention 


in Cheltenham 


Report by Leslie Wigglesworth 


LONG before the first meeting, convention fervour 
reached into the hearts of the Cheltenham Church. 
The saints were to be hosts to people from all over 
the British Isles and from countries where Elim 
Missionaries are representing us as they proclaim the 
gospel. Accommodation, catering, programmes, liter- 
ature, photographs, exhibits, cleaning sessions in the 
church, flowers, copious correspondence, coach tours, 
and so on, had to be organised. What a great help 
Pastor A.J. Downes of the Cheltenham Church and his 
willing helpers were! 

Early travellers begin to appear on Wednesday at 

Headquarters, this edifice providing a new source of 
interest. “Hello Pastor! We thought we would look 
you up before the crowds arrive,” they say. We are 
frantically busy tying up all the ends, but we spare a 
few minutes with each new visitor. Telephone calls 
about hotels and last minute arrangements have to be 
handled personally because secretarial help is not 
available. (Is there no Christian secretary willing to 
serve God in the missionary office?). 
THURSDAY. The Missionary Secretary, supported by 
the Missionary Council, introduces the overseas team. 
It is a joy to receive Dr. Cecil and Dr. Maule Brien 
after an absence of seventeen years in Rhodesia, Joan 
Caudell,also from Rhodesia, Ian and Valerie MacInnes, 
home after their first term in Guyana, veterans James 
and Sophie McKeown with David and Margaret Mills 
from Ghana. After a short sketch by each missionary 
and comments from a cosmopolitan audience, tea 
and biscuits prepared by the Church members give 
friends an opportunity to mingle and to get to know 
each other. 

In a packed church the theme of the convention is 
introduced and we learn about “The Missionary 
Church” under the leadership of Pastor G.L.W. 
Ladlow, himself a missionary to Ghana. The evening 
service comes alive. David and Margaret Mills move 
the listeners with the story of the growth by witnessing 
of the Church in Ghana. Teams of young people with 
a vision for souls tackle difficult areas until churches 
are established. The Witness Movement of Ghana is 
similar to our Crusader Movement. The excitement 
and adventure of the Witnesses keeps them ablaze for 
God without “specials” so often called for in the home 
country. 

Parties of believers from several churches travelled 
by car and coach to be present and to enjoy the 
blessing. 


FRIDAY. The second day of the missionary gather- 
ings is most encouraging as the blessing of God descends 
on the morning services. “The Missionary Church” 
with the particular aspect of “Growth through Sunday 
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Congregation leaving one of the Kumasi churches in Ghana 


Schools” proves absorbing and occupies the convention 
until noon. Ian and Valerie MacInnes from Guyana 
introduce the subject with two fine depictions of work 
among people of varied religions. They are not afraid 
to show “non-growth”, but the exceptions rather 
highlight the true growth of the Church through est- 
ablishing Sunday schools in farm yards, under stilt 
houses, at street corners and packed into houses. 
Such is the enthusiasm of some Christians that they 
seize opportunities to commence a Sunday school and 
inform the Church leaders and missionaries afterwards. 
Travel and personal expense are involved, but the vision 
of the people is that the Church will grow — so it does! 

A panel of all the missionaries is formed and it 
seems that they are all involved in Sunday school 
church-forming activities. There is a shortage of 
flannelgraph material and handbooks. Time forces us 
to the closure. Pastor David Ayling convenes the 
proceedings throughout and winds up the meeting 
at noon. 

During the afternoon a coach load of convention 
visitors have a most enjoyable trip round some of the 
Cotswold beauty spots. Missionaries and Council 
members busy themselves with exhibitions, agendas, 
interviews, etc., and again we have to watch the time 
as day visitors percolate into the convention circles. 

“Growth through Institutions” is the subject given 
to our Rhodesia representatives and who better to 


tackle such a topic than the Doctors Brien and Joan — 


Caudell? We listen to the story of the early 
struggles. Anamistic beliefs and Catholic opposition 
took some time to penetrate, but confidence came 
with resultant conversions and establishment of fellow- 


ships. Both hospital and school have grown beyond 


all recognition and now there are nearly 100 beds in 
modern buildings with an isolation ward. In the 
educational field there is a grammar and boarding 
school with over 300 pupils.

Message to the World 
Pentecostal Conference, 


by P. S. Brewster, Secretary to the Conference 


IF the Pentecostal people ever cease to be a Movement 
they will conduct their own burial service. This 
generation above all desperately needs the testimony 
of the Pentecostal Movement and what it stands for. 

The Pentecostal Church will never be computerised. 
The over-regularising of the Gifts of the Holy Spirit, 
and the strict disciplining of occasional excesses merely 
leave a shell of empty profession. I am never afraid of 
a fanatic if Jesus is the centre of his worship, but | am 
scared to death of cold frigid Christianity. 

Most of the beginningsofthe World Pentecostal out- 
pourings occured about the turn of the century. Some 
isolated cases happened even before then. It surely 
is to be regarded as nothing less than the supernatural 
power of God that in so many parts of the world 
simultaneously, the outpouring of God’s Holy Spirit 
took place. At that time history records that there was 
a deep hunger and thirst after God. Traditional ritual 
and the deadness of the church services were every- 
where.Ordinary people were frustrated and depressed, 
not knowing where to turn. There was a longing in 
the hearts of so many people for simplicity, reality, 
and the peace of God. There was a sincere searching 
after truth and some evidence of the supernatural 
power of God. 

The moment there was a move of God’s Spirit in any 
part of the world, leaders and individuals migrated to 
see what was happening. Drawn by some irresistible 
urge the Welsh Revival and the Californian Revival 
had the Rev. T.B. Barratt from Norway making a 
journey. The result of his journey took him back to 
his own country to pioneer the Pentecostal Message. 
Later, Sweden and Britain received the truth. It was 
the interchange of world leaders that spread the flame 
of Pentecost. 

When the Pentecostal truth that Jesus Christ was 
Saviour, Lord and Baptiser really became known, it 
was refused and bitterly opposed by some of the well- 
known traditional ministers and their churches. Not 
only did they disbelieve and reject the miraculous, but 
they bitterly fought against it and denounced its 
teaching and people; and also the churches and Move- 
ments. Such severe persecution developed that many 
books and papers were written against the truth. Thou- 
sands of hungry people were afraid to come out of 
their churches and join Pentecostal Movements, but 
nevertheless multiplied thousands of sinners were 
saved and joined the Pentecostal Church.

The idea of isolationism is now going and we are 
entering into a new era in the Pentecostal Movement. 
We must obviously tighten the bonds of fellowship 
with all Pentecostal brethren who are with usin doct- 
rine. If there ever becomes the choice between unity 
and truth then truth must be chosen; it is not unity 
at any cost. The cost of sacrificing the doctrines and 
the lordship of Christ is a price too high to be paid. 

The modern trend is for a large proportion of those 
who are receiving the Gift of the Holy Spirit to stay 
in their existing organisations irrespective of doctrine. 
At the turn of the century those who were saved 
and baptised in the Holy Spirit came out. We must 
be Pentecostal in doctrine as well as practice. World 
Pentecostal fellowship must be doctrinally sound and 
morally pure. 

We dare not ignore the challenge of our Lord “that 
they may be one” (John 17:11). There are two great 


issues at stake, namely the lordship of Christ, and the — 


truth of the Holy Spirit (1 Corinthians 1:9). There 


can be no question today of any saved man baptised — 


in the Spirit holding himself aloof. 


Regarding the World Council of Churches, the 


Pentecostal Conference cannot and dare not link up 
with those who deny some of the great doctrines of 
Jesus Christ as Lord. 

We must always keep fresh in our memories that 
we are now living in the prophetic hourand the climax 
of Joel and Acts chapter 2: “IN THE LAST DAYS | 
WILL POUR OUT OF MY SPIRIT UPON ALL 
FLESH”. 

There is today a world-wide similarity among all 
Pentecostal Movements, although our church services 


and church government may be different. There are | 


a great passion for the lost, an ever-increasing zeal for 


overseas missionary work, generous giving without — 
too many money-raising schemes, constant attendance : 
to assembly life, a cross-section of the public in the — 
Pentecostal services, not just one class, and a recog- 


nition of the supernatural in all assemblies. 


The temptations of the Pentecostal Movements 


Like every other Revival Movement, in its infancy 
the Pentecostal fellowship has been exposed to serious 
temptations. Some of the temptations, if succumbed 
to, could have been dreadful and destructive. On the 
part of some there has been a desire for earthly reward 
and earthly recognition; somehave succumbed to these 
with considerable hurt to all. There has been a decided 
hazard of seeking to get everything on the cheap with- 
out paying the price. There is no short cut in God’s 
work. There is no easy way. A spiritual price must 
be paid for that which we have. Every Pentecostal 
believer must have a personal encounter with Jesus 
Christ and thus have his own dedication. As we are 
now in the second and third generations of Pent- 
ecostal blessing, the sons and the daughters of the early 
pioneers must be taught to realise that they cannot 
exist on the dedication and experience of their parents; 
they must have their own personal consecration, and 
this many have to a high degree. 

One of the obvious temptations that seems to beset 
our Movement is to conform rather than transform. 
This Movement was built and established with the 
evidence of the miraculous, but as the years go by 
there is a subtle temptation to regularise everything 
and conform to a pattern. The glory of the Pent- 
ecostal Movement was its freedom and spontaneity 
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and exaltation of Jesus as the Son of God and the 
knowledge that God cared for the human body as well 
as for the soul. 

There is also a subtle temptation to water down 
holy truth. This comes as a result of trying to seek 
a quick gain of prestige and power; the price is far too 
high even to consider this temptation. 

The third temptation is to sacrifice the gospel of 
the cross for a social gospel. The helping of the poor 
and the elevating of human standards are very nec- 
essary, but these are not preaching the Gospel. 

Another very subtle temptation is to rely on human 
strength, organisation and ingenuity rather than on 
the power of God. 

A further temptation is to succumb to the ecumeni- 
cal surge that is now upon the world without counting 
the cost of being willing to merge rather than to retain 
our identity. 

To over-emphasise existentialism rather than pray 
for the guidance of the Holy Spirit is also a danger. In 
Bible days men were led, controlled, guided, propelled 
and restrained by the Holy Spirit. God has an overall 
plan for His Church; no short term gain is sufficient.

Some of the trends which we are exposed to today 
are satanic and extremely dangerous. Other trends

THE story of the founding of the Regions Beyond 
Missionary Union by Henry Grattan Guiness 100 years 
ago and the remarkable history of that society is here 
told in a most interesting, inspiring way. Faithfully 
recording the great sacrifice of the early pioneers and 
the goodness of God in supplying the needs, Miss 
Pritchard also tells of the years of struggle and conse- 
quent retrenchment, but of the final rewarding of the 
faithfulness of dedicated men and women with a new 
move of the Spirit of God in reaching the lost in areas 
never before evangelised. I found the account of the 
recent conversion of thousands of illiterate and primi- 
tive people in West Irian (New Guinea) and the great 
revival now being experienced to be both thrilling 
and challenging. The methods adopted to meet the 
changing conditions in the older mission fields show 
that overseas missionary work must still be our prior- 
ity. All missionary enthusiasts will want to read this 
book and all other Christians should.

Monday, October 1st 2 Chronicles 29:20—36 
“And when the burnt-offering began, the song of 
the Lord began also” (v.27). 
THE meaning of the burnt-offering was what is the 
original idea of all sacrifice — the offering by the 
sacrificer of himself soul and body to God, the sub- 
mission of his will to the will of the Lord. In this 
record is signified the entire consecration of the nation 
to God accompanied by singing and spontaneous 
praise. It is ever thus. When the Christian makes a 
full consecration to God, joy unspeakable floods his 
soul and the song of praise breaks forth spontaneously. 


Tuesday, October 2nd 2 Chronicles 30:1-12 

“They could not keep it at that time because the 
priests had not sanctified themselves sufficiently’’(v.3) 
THE law of Moses laid down certain abstinences and 
prescribed washings and ceremonies to be carried out 
by the priests in order to sanctify them for the 
service of the Lord. Until these were completed they 
were unfit for God’s use. We rejoice in the priesthood 
of all believers. In that spiritual ministry there are no 
outward ceremonies to be fulfilled, but we must 
‘remember that only the “sanctified” are “fit for the 
Master’s use” (2 Timothy 2:21). The work of God 
has often been hindered because His servants, being 
unsanctified, were unusable. 


Wednesday, October 3rd 2 Chronicles 30:13-27 
“And the whole assembly. . .kept other seven days 
with gladness” (v.23). 
SURELY this is evidence of a true spiritual revival. 
Hezekiah had called the people to obey the Lord and 
recommence a long-neglected ordinance and feast. The 
requirements of the law had been fulfilled and the 
feast completed. The people were free to return home. 
Instead, they voluntarily decided to stay for another 
seven days of worship, revealing that they had kept 
the feast, not out of a sense of duty, but because they 
loved the Lord and His house. Attendance at God’s 
house to the one whose heart is right with Him is never 
a duty but a delight; he worships with gladness and is 
always happy when the “feast” is prolonged. 


Thursday, October 4th 2 Chronicles 31:1-21 
“And as soon as the commandment came abroad, 
the childrenofIsrael brought in abundance. . .the tithe 
of all things” (v.5). 
HERE were people who readily and joyfully brought 
their tithes and offerings to the Lord. There was no 
fervent and prolonged appeal from Hezekiah. They 
did not have to be coerced into giving to God. They

responded immediately as those who counted it a 
privilege and delight to give to Him. There is no 
wonder that there was enough to meet the need and 
“plenty left”. This will always be the case in a church 
where Christians joyfully bring their tithes to God. 


Friday, October Sth 2 Kings 18:9-16 
“Because they obeyed not the voice of the Lord 
their God” (v.12). 
THE Assyrian invasion of Israel and the calrying away 
of its inhabitants into captivity are attributed to their 
disobedience to the voice of God. So often the Bible 
shows the direct connection between the spiritual state 
of the nation and its material prosperity or otherwise. 
We cannot as a nation reject God and neglect His laws 
without reaping sad consequences. Righteousness exal- 
teth a nation. 


Saturday, October 6th 2 Kings 18:17-37 
“But the people held their peace and answered him 
not a word ” (v.36). 
RABSHAKEH sought by mockery and by seemingly 
logical argument to shake the people’s trust in God. 
They refrained from answering him and he was com- 
pelled to quit without the satisfaction of knowing 
whether he had succeeded in his task. Nothing is 
gained by wordy controversy. We can best defend 
our Christianity from the attacks of mockers and 
sceptics by the eloquence of a godly life. We can 
“by well-doing put to silence the ignorance of foolish 
men” (2 Peter 2:15). 


Sunday, October 7th 2 Kings 19:1-19 
“And spread it before the Lord”. (v.14). 

THIS was not an action of panic or fear. Hezekiah was 
accustomed to seek the guidance of God in all the 
affairs of his life and reign. To him the most natural 
thing to do before discussing the matter with others 
was to “spread it before the Lord”, believing that it 
concerned God as much as himself. Confidence in His 
intervention in the crises of life is found only by 
learning daily to spread all our affairs before Him.

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are worldly and should play no part in a spiritual 
work. Further trends are the natural evolyement of 
growth and time. The Lord’s people are expected to 
create the trends according to the revelation of the 
Word of God. 


One of the trends today is to be too sensitive to 
public opinion. Our early pioneers were almost 
immunised against criticism. They sought to please 
God only and to make the Bible the blue-print for 
living. The high price of being a true Pentecostal is 
not to conform to public opinion. 


The Triumphs of the Pentecostal Movements 


Over fifty years ago the Holy Spirit fell in various 
parts of the world with a wonderful rediscovery of 
lost truths. There were many signs and miracles which 
alas resulted in acute persecution from the established 
churches,much of it with sad ridicule which succeeded 
in driving the Pentecostal people into voluntary isol- 
ationism. In spite of this isolationism they did not 
sleep, and during the fifty years, multiplied thousands 
of ministers and missionaries have been established 
around the world, Bible schools have been opened, 
thousands of churches planted around the world and 
many millions of dollars have been expended on ful- 
filling the great commission of Jesus Christ to go into 
all the world and preach the gospei. Thousands of 
young men are now in the ministry who never would 
have had the opportunity. Today, after fifty years, 
the Pentecostal Truths are sweeping all continents. 
There is not a country in the world where there is 
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not a live Pentecostal witness; it could very easily be 
that there are between twenty and thirty million people 
who now accept the Pentecostal message. 

Undoubtedly God is doing a new thing. Since 
1960 multitudes of traditional church members and 
ministers are receiving the Baptism in the Holy Spirit 
and are speaking in tongues. This penetration of 
Pentecost into all churches is none other than a 
sovereign act of God. It has caught many of the 
Pentecostal ministers totally unawares. There are 
phases and new dimensions that leave us breathless, 
perhaps also a little afraid and over-awed.

A CORRESPONDENT of one of the religious weeklies 
recently wrote a report on Call to the North, the 
widely-supported evangelistic thrust in the north of 
England, in which he commented that the window- 
dressers had done their work well, but the salesmen 
behind the counter were not convinced about the 
value of the goods they had to offer. In other words, 
the advertising was good but the carrying out of the 
mission was far less convincing, because those involved 
in it lacked the conviction and dedication necessary 
for an operation of this kind. 

Window-dressing is a highly developed art. One 
only has to saunter along the average high street to 
see how cleverly the goods are displayed. Subtle 
colour arrangements, judicious lighting and somewhat 
exaggerated models - how aristocratic those tall, slim, 
elegant but lifeless models are made to look - and the 
clothes in the shop window seem to promise ready- 
made haute couture for the most ordinary of mortals. 
More often than not, however, when James Snodgrass 
tries on the same suit or his wife arrays herself in the 
irresistible dress, the result is disastrous. The models 
in the window seerh larger than life, as indeed they 
most probably are, or, just as probably, the stock in- 
side the shop cannot match what the windows offer. 

The Church at Sardis, it seems, had good window- 
dressers, at least the notice-board was a good one, for 
it seems to have indicated a “‘live’’, active church. Yet 
the risen Lord found it necessary to say to this Church: 
“Thou hast a name, that thou livest, and art dead”’. 
The goods behind the counter did not correspond 
with the models in the window. 

Is there not a great danger that we might fall into 
the same error? We live in the age of the public rela- 
tions man, when a good “‘image”’ is considered essen- 
tial to success in business, politics and religion, We 
are tempted to think that so long as things look good 
all is well, but bright posters are no substitute for 
anointed preaching,-nor can a modern facade to the 
building obviate the need for vital faith in the people

who occupy the seats inside. What goes on in the 
hearts and minds of pastor and people is far more 
important than what goes into the local paper week 
by week. 

This is not to say that advertising and all the 
modern aids to communication are not important, 
but it is a needful reminder that window-dressing in 
the spiritual realm is something we must watch. For 
one thing, it can be a subtle form of self-deception in 
which, like people whistling in the dark to master 
their fears, we pretend to ourselves that things are 
better than they really are. At worst, it can be a 
brash kind of spiritual pride in which we unashamedly 
blow our own trumpets, like the Pharisees of old. At 
either level we are perilously close to telling lies. 

The words of Christ to Sardis (Revelation 3:1-6) 
seem specially relevant to us as Pentecostals in an age 
when Pentecost is the in-thing. There is no need for us 
to be ashamed of our proclamation of the Pentecostal 
message, indeed, we ought to be unashamedly Pente- 
costal in all that we stand for, but it is vital that the 
goods in the shop correspond to the things we put in 
the windows. What goes on in our personal lives and 
our assemblies must correspond to what we profess 
in our advertising. 

This is a matter for each of us individually. Pente- 
costal churches are not created by the design of the 
building, the wording on the notice-boards or even 
the format of the meetings. They only come into 
being when the Pastor and his wife, the deacons and 
their wives, the church officers and the members are 
each one filled with the Spirit. 

Perhaps some of us ought to do a bit of stock- 
taking.

22 the power of the Word 


(ryo), is a land of 32,000,000 people. Its history dates back 4,000 


years. It is an amazing blend of ancient culture and modern development. 
Seoul has been the Korean capital city for about 600 years. A teeming metropolis of 4,000,000, it is a rapidly 


growing and modernizing city in an ancient land. 


IT is evident that the text behind the series of addresses 
being given during the World Pentecostal Conference 
is the one that describes the inaugural address of our 
Lord Jesus Christ at the commencement of His mini- 
stry. It was preached in the synagogue at Nazareth 
and began: “The Spirit of the Lord is upon me be- 
cause He hath anointed me to preach” (Luke 4:18). 
My assigned subject is set in the context of the 
announcement by Jesus of His call and commission 
and is implicit in the opening words just quoted. The 
summarised content of His preaching reveals a great, 
all-embracive message for all mankind in all conditions. 
Paul sums it up in his commission to Timothy: 
“Preach the Word.” 

I deduce that, inorder to do this, one must evaluate 
that Word correctly. Where there have been influences 
at work that have blunted its edge or smothered its 
power, they must be identified for what they are and 
dealt with so that “the Word of God may have free 
course and be glorified.”” A correct analysis of any 
Scripture is essential to its faithful presentation. God 
does not mean one thing or another. The main clause 
in the verse is: “God hath anointed me to preach”. 
Everything follows from that and in correct order. It 
is surprising how often we reverse the order and some- 
how see the anointing following the statement “the 
Spirit of God is upon me”. As a result we have all 
kinds of strange ideas about the meaning of “anoin- 
ting”. In English we talk about “feeling the glow”, 
“being under the power”, “getting the touch” or even 
“hooked on the Spirit”, but anointing has a more 
basic, fundamental meaning with definite historic 
connotations. 

The pouring of oil upon the head of a candidate for 
the office of prophet, priest or king was a public 
testimony that that person possessed divine authority 
in the office that he was about to fulfil and he him-

self was assured of divine enabling in all that the task 
required. So true was this that the warning was 
issued: “Touch not Mine anointed and do My pro- 
phets no harm”. The New Testament counterpart of 
this is in the commission of Jesus to His disciples: 
“All authority is given unto me. . . Go into all the 
world and preach the Gospel’. I equate the word 
“call” or “commission” with the word “anoint” and 
affirm that the great preoccupation of the Church 
today must be to rediscover the power of the Word 
so that, as with our Lord, the pioneers of the Christian 
message and indeed every true servant of God, the 
preaching of the Word may be accompanied with 
“signs following”’. 


We take the “Word” to refer to that body of truth 
contained in the Scriptures variously defined as “the 
Word of the Lord’, ‘““My Word”, “His Word”, “the 
Word of Truth”. The parable of the sower says: “the 
seed is the Word of God”. Furthermore, the Scrip- 
tures go to great pains to state that “the letter killeth, 
but the Spirit giveth life” and that “the Kingdom of 
of God is not in word but in power”. The New Testa- 
ment is full of references to the success that greeted 
the faithful preaching of the Word. 


The Church has failed in its mission because it has 
substituted the preaching of the Word by socialising, 
entertaining and political campaigning. The call is to 
rediscover the inherent power in the Word of God to 
heal all the illnesses of mankind. For thousands, the 
power and authority of the Word has been lost as a 
result of the subjectivism of liberal thought, the loss 
of absolutes through existentialism and the replace- 
ment of faith in the Word alone by the introduction of | 
tradition. Jesus preached the Word, the apostles 
“went everywhere preaching the Word, God working 
with them and confirming the Word by signs follow- 


ing”, and “It has pleased God by the. foolishness. of 


preaching to save them that believe”. From the days 


of Ezra, when the reading of the Word in public 
brought confession and repentance, throughout the 
history of the Christian Church in its success and ex- 
pansion, it is the record of the dunamis of the Word. 
Any claims to success other than those which have re- 
sulted from the faithful proclamation of divine truth 
have burst like a bubble, but the permanence of work 
resulting from the sending out in faith of the Word of 
life is there for all to see. 

In his ministry, Billy Graham has been humble 
enough to affirm repeatedly “the Bible says”. His 
critics said, “You cannot do that, you must not get 
carried away with such literalism”, but unless the 
Bible does say it, “There is a way that seemeth right 
unto a man, but the ends thereof are the ways of 
death.” When the Bible speaks, “Let God be true 
and every man a liar.” Peter put it nicely when he 
said, “The Word of God liveth and abideth for ever 
and this is the Word which is preached unto you by 
the Gospel’’. 

We have said that the power of the Word is lost to 
many because of the incidence of liberal thought and 
its replacement by traditional teaching of the Church. 
As in the days of Jesus (and He was specially severe 
on it) “‘ye have made the Word of God of none effect 
by your tradition’’. 

TO REDISCOVER is our mission and what a mis- 
sion! How are we to do it? We must put behind us all 
temptation to replace that Word either by slick me- 
thods or more popular approaches and fulfil absolutely 
and literally our commission to “preach the Word”. 
“The Spirit of the Lord is upon me BECAUSE He 
hath anointed me to preach”. The corollary is that you 
will forego the anointing of the Spirit if you fail to 
preach the Word, but if you do preach it, what 
possibilities there are! The results will exceed your 
wildest dreams. He has not anointed you to speak in 
tongues (and that has its place); or to perform miracles 
(and what a ministry this is and what need there is for 
it!). A pertinent, imminent danger is that we should 
tally to common experiences and subjective states as 
the grounds for fellowship. Today there is a fair bit 
of polarisation around emotional experiences. The 
order is: “They went everywhere preaching the Word , 
the Lord working with them and confirming the Word 
with signs following.” Pentecostalists stand in danger 
of falling into the same traps as their Pentecostal fore- 
runners — the Montanists in the second century and 
the Irvingites in Britain in the early nineteenth cen- 
tury — if you fail to make the Word preached and 
understood by the inspiration of the Spirit your com- 
mon rallying-point. 


I believe that (as in David’s day) the Ark is on its 
way up the road-to: the citadel and many are as en- 
thusiastic and determined as David was to see that it 
gets there. God is on the move: “All over the world 
the Spirit is moving” and what things are happening! 
Let us beware, however, lest, by our enthusiasm to 
hurry things up we come under the curse of God for 
using “new cart” methods. The Ark can only be car- 
ried on the shoulders of godly, dedicated men who 
adhere to the will and purposes of God as set down in 
His Word. They are telling words in 1 John 2:19.20, 
27. The Ark is on the way: these are great days to be 
alive and “‘the end is not yet”. 

“Anointed to rediscover the power of the Word” — 
this is the mission and let us take heart from the re- 
warding results in places like Africa and Korea where 
a resurgence of interest in the Word has been followed 
by revival. Our supreme responsibility is to “preach 
the Word” and that Word will look after itself as it 
challenges and speaks with authority. At one point 
during the ministry of Jesus the validity of His mes- 
sage was being called in question: He put the onus for 
proof over to the Word itself and said: “If any man 
willeth to do His will he shall know of the doctrine 
whether it be of God or whether I speak of myself’, 
then, “you shall know the truth and the truth shall 
make you free” (John 7:17).

THE GIFTS OF THE SPIRIT—1 The Word of Wisdom 


by Charles J. E. Kingston 


THE Gifts of the Holy Spirit, as listed in 1 Corinthians 
12, may be divided into three groups of three gifts. 
They are displays of the wisdom, power and speech 
of the living God, revealed in a ninefold spectrum of 
glorious spiritual colour. They are supernatural gifts 
of God, the continuing life of Jesus through His 
spiritual Body, the Church. As in a human body, 
every member has some gift for the efficient working 
of the whole (1 Corinthians 12:7). 

The three groups of the charismatic gifts may be 
listed as follows: 

Gifts of Revelation: the word of wisdom, the 
word of knowledge, discerning of spirits. These gifts 
are invaluable for the guidance of the Church and its 
preservation from error. 

Gifts of Power: the gift of faith; the gifts of heal- 
ings; the working of miracles. These are invaluable for 
the extension of the Church through evangelism, in 
which realm they seem principally to operate. 

Gifts of Utterance: the gifts of prophecy, divers 
kinds of tongues and the interpretation of tongues. 


These are invaluable for the edifying of the local church. 


1. The gift of the word of wisdom differs from the 
word of knowledge. 

There is, however, a link between them. Natural 
wisdom is the ability to apply natural knowledge. For 
instance, should your car break down the garage mec- 
hanic will use his knowledge of the working of the 
various parts and then apply his wisdom in remedying 
the fault causing the breakdown. 

God has all knowledge (called “‘omniscience’’), but 
His wisdom is shown by the way in which He applies 
His knowledge in the working out of His purposes. 
Thus His election of some to salvation and His pre- 
destination of these to eternal glory is based upon His 
knowledge (called “foreknowledge”, 1 Peter 1:2) of 
how some will respond to the gospel. 

2. What is the gift of the word of wisdom? 

It is not natural wisdom, which even an ungodly 
man may have, nor is it spiritual wisdom which all “‘in 
Christ” may receive (1 Corinthians 1:30; James 1:5); 
it is a gift of the Holy Spirit given to whom He wills 
(1 Corinthians 12:11). 


It is the “word” of wisdom, not wisdom en bloc, 
but a word revealed for a specific need. For example, 
a solicitor will give his client a word of advice to meet 
a specific need derived from his knowledge of the law 
on that matter. 

It is supernaturally given. Evidently Paul’s preach- 


(1 Corinthians 12:8) — 


ing was by the word of wisdom since he states that he 
put aside natural wisdom and spoke the words “which 
the Holy Spirit teaches” (1 Corinthians 2:1,13). 

3. Some Scriptural examples of this gift. 

We learn better by seeing how a thing is done than 
by pages of explanation. 

Noah was given instructions how to build the ark 
by the word of wisdom (Genesis 6:14-16). He could 
not otherwise have been able to know the size needed. 
God’s leaders need this gift for “governments” (1 Cor- 
inthians 12:28). 

Moses was assured that he would be given wisdom 
when confronting Pharaoh (Exodus 4:11,12). The 
same promise is given to us when we are called to 
stand before any authority which is antagonistic to 
God. ‘The Holy Spirit shall teach you in the same 
hour what ye ought to say,” promised Jesus (Luke 21: 
15). God wants to guide us in life’s decisions. Many 
Christians err because, like Joshua in the matter of 
the Jebusites, they do not ask counsel of the Lord. | 

Samuel received the word in his ear (1 Samuel 9: 
15). God revealed His plans about Saul to Samuel be- 
fore he knew that such a person existed. Earlier, 
Samuel had learned the art of listening for God’s 
voice when he said: “Speak, for Thy servant hears”. 
Having prayed for this gift, let us learn to listen for 
the word of wisdom. During the trouble in Ireland 
in the 1920s a Christian woman, who had a bakery, 
was counting the week’s takings in the room behind 
the shop. God said to her “Put the money away”. 
She looked around but there was no one in the room; 
she went to the shop door but there was no one in 
the street. She again began counting and again the 
voice said: “Put the money away”. Recognising the 
voice of the Lord she pushed the money under a 
cushion. Immediately, two rough men came in. One 
took her by the throat, put a gun to her head and said, 
‘“Where’s your money?”. The other man began search- 
ing the drawers. She said: “I ama child of God and 
that pistol will never go off”. Then the Spirit of the 
Lord came on her and she shouted: “In the name of 
the Lord Jesus I command you to leave this house’, 
and without a further word they went. 

God is pleased when we pray for the gift of wis- 
dom (as He was with Solomon when he asked for this - 
gift), but, having prayed, let us cultivate the hearing 
ear. The word of wisdom comes as “a still small 
voice” (1 Kings 19:12) and when we hear it, like 
Elijah, we cover our face in deep humility.

It is a stimulating book, 
a fascinating biography of a man who, through faith,

Pioneer Crusade at Exmouth,

Miracles, salvation and baptisms in the Spirit 


IN July I had only heard about Exmouth and had no 
idea that by September I would have made many 
friends there.

One week before the Crusade I received a remark- 
able new anointing in our church prayer meeting; it 
was exactly like receiving the Baptism in the Spirit all 
over again. In the big tent I felt that I was “taken 
over”. I was almost in a new world. That unexpected 
sense of the supernatural was something that I could 
not escape the entire thirteen nights of the Crusade. 
It became the underlying theme as I preached repen- 
tance and faith in Christ. Too many almost uncanny 
things took place to record in this brief account. 

The attendances — what would they be in a small 
seaside town at the back end of the season, cut off 
from the general area (Exmouth is rather “out on a 
limb”)? They were encouraging for the first day or 
two - and then they grew, night after night. 

We advertised only a 6.30 p.m. (church time) ser- 
vice on Sundays, thus severing ourselves from church 
Support. Attendance dropped that night to eighty, 
but nearly as many stayed when I decided to hold a 
charismatic service, when I gave a talk and invited 
questions on the Baptism in the Spirit. 

On the second (and last) Sunday, we held the same 
two meetings and some received the Spirit with signs 
following as soon as hands were laid upon them. 

The local vicar made several encouraging atten- 
dancesand we were thrilled though quite nonplussed 


by the open, eager and very appreciative attendance, 
every night, of nuns from the local Roman Catholic 
convent, some of whom signed decision cards. Their 
thanks were warm and real. 

Many were healed, and many received Christ. The 
future of the Exmouth Church looks to me sure. 
Everything has simply gone along in such a divinely 
ordered way that obviously (if ever I saw it) God was 
in this thing. I count it a privilege to have been in- 
volved and to have been used by the condescension of 
the Spirit, as the gifts of healings, miracles, revelation 
and word of knowledge were granted according to the 
New Testament pattern. 

I painted pictures, but, frankly, hard work-as this 
feature is, the real attraction was the power of God 
openly at work. The local press even omitted our 
final and important advertisement and quite ignored 
our presence in the town, but all our accommodation 
filled up despite this, as excited people told of the 
visitation of God on the Imperial Recreation grounds. 
“All over the world, the Spirit is moving”. 

One young man received a farewell gift from the 
new Church. - He went into Elim Bible College this 
term. A new Elim student from a pioneer campaign 
is a kind of record, I suppose.

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ANOTHER trend is to accept the heritage and the 
sacrifice of the past without a corresponding personal 
dedication. It would be a crying shame for this gen- 
erationtoacceptallthe sacrifices and daring dedication 
of the early pioneers and try to carry on with the work 
today without a burning consecration. The Pentecostal 
Movement is essentially a faith Movement born of 
prayer. It is so easy today to cast off all the past and 
have no appreciation for the legacy of Pentecostal 
truth. Some of the old paths are still the better 
paths. 

Some charlatans have endeavoured to build up 
own personal reputation and to make money out of 
the Pentecostal people. This is not new. It happened 
in Philip’s revival in Samaria. Are we not commanded 
to “try the spirits”? The Pentecostal Movements have 
been born fromabackground of holiness and no matter 
what the modern trends may be the doctrine of holi- 
ness is Bible-based. 

In this third generation of Pentecost far too much 
time, money and priority are given to administration 
rather than evangelism. To conserve what we have and 
to live on our resources rather than expand is spiritual

suicide. The warning message given to the Early Church 
in the Revelation was to effect that “Thou art rich, 
but poor’’. 

Yet another trend is the urge to build larger and 
more costly church buildings, not always to house the 
incoming of a great rush of new converts. Some of 
these large costly buildings are used only for one or 
two hours a week. Multiplied thousands of cities and 
towns around the world have not even one Pentecostal 
church. It could be we will have to create the trend 
of sharing our resources to reach the world in our 
generation. 

There is today a lack of balance on priorities 
resulting in the endless round of committees majoring 
on minors. To know what is important is the height 
of spiritual wisdom: To know the mind of God and to 
be aware of the urgency of Christ’s Great Commission. 
There is nothing more important in the whole world 
than to win a soul for Jesus Christ and to lead that 
convert to be filled with the Spirit and then merge him 
into the Church. 

In some parts of the world there is an unhealthy 
move towards the segregation of people. The youth 
gather,the older brethren gather, the teenagers gather, 
and the old people gather. This trend is becoming so 
vast that, in some sections ninety per cent of church 
life is expended on youth. This is not Bible-based. 
It should be halted and rectified. The older, matured 
people need the zeal and the energy of the young and 
the young need the wisdom, balance and maturity of 
the older people. There is no competition between 
the old and the young. In the Bible we are taught 


that old men dream dreams and inspire the 
youth, while the young men see visions of the need of 
their own generation. Age groups are not put into 
water-tight compartments, but they complement each 
other. 

The great cry for democracy has gone around the 
world as though it has the glow of divine inspiration 
about it. The people’s vote is becoming stronger than 
the voice of God. It is Christ who is the Head of His 
Church, the Foundation of the Church, the chief 
Cornerstone uniting the Church. The voice of democ- 
racy could be wrong and has been known to have been 
so many times. By no meansam I against voting except 


to say that congregations, administrations, Conrerences 
and Councils should be observant to see where the 
hand of God is resting on certain people in their 
generation and to thrust these people out into the 
harvest field. God will take care of the future and all 
finance and help man and movements to meet all 
eventualities. As trustees of the gospel we must create 
the trends and not merely conform to secular trends. 

In some sections of the world there is an un- 
healthy over-emphasis on demon power. Some dread- 
ful extremes have been encountered. This trend must 
be halted by the teaching of the Word of God, which 
is final. There is no court of appeal against the teaching 
of Scripture. We accept the fact that there is a devil 
and that he is trying to bring down the work of God 
and the individual. He is endeavouring to seduce, to 
divide ,and toconfuse the Church, but we must already 
recognise that he is a defeated foe. Our Master said, 
“SATAN HAS NOTHING IN ME”. 

Another subtle trend is the shifting of emphasis to 
meet changing opinion and weaknesses of men. This 
results in uneven growth and development. Some 
groups of Pentecostal people have never really matured. 
There is an urgent need in some areas for charismatic 
leadership. One of the most serious of all trends is 
the toleration and the condoning of SIN and the 
attempt to excuse it and provide for it — drink, drugs, 
the abuse of sex life, lies, theft and corruption both 
moral and spiritual. 

Another very dangerous trend is to substitute ed- 
ucation for the call of God and the power of the Holy 
Spirit, the use of psychology in the place of prayer 
and the anointing of the Holy Spirit. 

Still another trend is to claim that the church is 
finished and now we can meet in houses. Any house 
Meeting is but a substitution for church life, an 
emergency rather than a practice. 


The Truths of the Pentecostal Movement 


God is pouring out His Holy Spirit around the 
world on all denominations, including Roman Catho- 
lics, Episcopalians, Methodists, Baptists and others. 
There is no shadow of a doubt this has caught many by 
Surprise. Fifty years ago as the Holy Spirit fell upon 
the individual. He left his church and merged into the 
Pentecostal Movement. Today many of our brethren 
are not coming out, but remaining in their existing 
churches. This causing confusion, perplexity and some- 
times heartache, but we must recognise that God is not 
baptising in the Holy Spirit the institutions or the 
churches of the denominations, but He is baptising 
individuals. Jesus is the only Saviour and no one can 
receive the gift of the Holy Spirit without first receiv- 
ing Jesus as Saviour and Lord. Pentecost and its 


manifestation must come into the whole activity of 
church life and not be relegated to special occasions, 
such as renewal services or vestry or house meetings. 


Conclusion 

Where do we go from here? 

We will continue to evangelise at home and overseas 
until we usher in the Second Coming of Jesus Christ. 
We will recognise the principle of being debtors to all 
who recognise the lordship of Jesus Christ and are 
seeking to be filled with God’s Holy Spirit. We will 
contend for the faith without being contentious. We 
will offer our fifty years of experience to all our 
brethren of all denominations who desire it.

ON a recent Sunday afternoon | had the privilege of 
having afternoon tea with Dr. Ian Paisley, following 
an open-air gospel rally. Our refreshments were en- 
joyed at the home of my niece and her husband, in 
one of whose fields the rally was held. Though I write 
of afternoon tea, for Dr. Paisley it was nothing more 
than a glass of water and almost complete abstention 
from food. The preacher and politician is on a diet, 
which seems to be most effective, he having reduced 
from almost eighteen stones to little more than fifteen 
stones. He would appear to be decreasing in stature, 
but only physically. Politically he may have had his 


moments of set-back, but these seem small and temp- 


orary in N. Ireland compared with the fortunes of 
almost any other politician one could name. My nieces’ 
husband shared prison with Dr. Ian Paisley and now 
shares with him as anelected member of the Assembly 
of N. Ireland, upon which I question whether they 
place much hope. Dr. Paisley has not decreased as a 
political figure, but even more important one would be 
biased who suggested that his spiritual stature lessens. 
Many must wonder how he can carry out efficiently 
such a full life in pulpit and politics. There is, of 
course, the dictum that, if you want a job doing ask a 
busy man. On the Sunday morning, as every Sunday 
morning, Ian Paisley preached to 200 prisoners in 
Crumlin jail. This was followed by his morning service 
at his own Church, thena forty miles journey for the 
gospel rally attended by considerably more than 1,000 
people several miles from the nearest towns, followed 
by his evening service in Belfast. A fine, direct gospel 
address was interrupted several times by an elderly 
Christian who, whatever he may have lacked in intelli- 
gence, had made sure that he was nearer to Dr. Paisley 
than anyone else in the field. With a powerful voice 
and aid of a microphone Ian Paisley could have ignored 
the man without many if any being aware of it, but the 
man often presented as intolerant and aggressive was 
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too tolerant to his questioner by allowing himself to 
be stopped at least three times. Despite the inter- 
ference, God blessed. After the service Dr. Paisley by 


the platform-lorry personally counselleda Roman Cath: 


olic woman in leading her to Christ.. The rally was 
arranged by a young people’s group and I could only 
be but very pleased that one of our local young Elim 
men convened the service and another young Elim man 
testified to his quite recent conversion, while the 
remaining testimony was given by a young man who 
told how late at night he went to the home of an- 
other young Elim man who led him to Christ. 


Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


46. Suffering for doing right (Genesis 39:20) 
by F. Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon Church 


WHEN Joseph was overseer of one of Egypt’s greatest 
homes, the blessing of God was clearly upon him. He 
may have felt that the promises of God were coming 
to pass. Suddenly and harshly, however, all was 
changed for him when Potiphar had him thrown into 
prison because of the lies of his evil wife. Have you 
wondered why Potiphar imprisoned Joseph rather 
than having him put to death? Do you think he half- 
doubted his wife’s story in view of Joseph’s upright 
character? Perhaps it appeared that the Lord was 
mocking Joseph, but he continued to trust Him and 
to believe His Word and, in spite of trouble, he expec- 
ted God to fulfil His promise. The Lord protected 
Joseph in prison and gave him favour with the jailer, 
keeping Joseph safe until the hour of deliverance which 
He had planned. 

Sometimes, just when it seems that we are on the 
verge of wonderful blessing, things go wrong. The tide 
recedes and we become discouraged. Perhaps we do 
what we know is right and yet we suffer for it. It may 
even be that, like Joseph, we are accused of doing the 
very thing which we have rejected as being wrong and 
unworthy. Such an experience is bewildering and 
hard to bear and can bring heartache and sleepless 
nights. Yet, as honourable Christians, we know that 


same decision even if it did lead to trouble. At sucha 


time it is more necessary than ever to trust the Lord 


and to believe that all will finally work for good. The 
same Lord who has closed one door against us will 


certainly open the right door before us and no-one | 


can then shut it (Revelation 3:8).

“LADYBIRDS combat famine problems!”: what an 
intriguing headline! It was in The Christian Record. 
The item reported that the World Council of Chur- 
ches has announced that it is to support a project to 
supply and use a special type of ladybird to destroy 
bugs which are killing date palm trees in the drought- 
stricken areas of West Africa. The nomadic people in 
the sub-Sahara region have already lost their cattle in 
the drought and they are now dependent on the date 
palms for sustenance. The ladybird is a predator on 
the bug which attacks the palms and can eat as many 
as 400 bugs a day! 

There is often amazing potential in tiny things. 
One can hardly conceive of a more fragile little insect 
than the ladybird, yet it has a vital part to play in 
keeping the balance of nature by devouring pests, as 
all gardeners will readily concede. In the Almighty’s 
scheme of things He delights to use the weak things of 
the world to do His work. 

“In 1873, in the Anna Valley Mission Hall near 
Andover, a special meeting was held to give support to 
the work of the British and Foreign Bible Society. A 
small boy, eight years old, volunteered to become a 
collector for the Society and took home with him 
from that meeting a collecting box shaped like a Bible. 
His name was Robert Henry Dear. Ever since, that 
box has been in use in the Dear family. When Robert 
died in 1940 his daughter Lily took the box over. 
In February this year the Anna Valley Mission cele- 
brated a century of Bible Society meetings. Miss Dear 
was there with the box specially polished for the occa- 
sion. Herself over 80, Miss Dear is one of those in- 
domitable workers who keep churches and Bible 
societies alive”’. 

This story is in Word in Action, the newspaper of 
the B.F.B.S., along with another example of a small 
item being effectively used by God: “The Bible is 
banned in mainland China. This means that one-fifth 
of the world’s population lives almost completely be-

yond the reach of God’s written Word. The Bible 
Societies’ answer is to put Bible readings on tape and 
beam them into China by radio”. 

Thank God for one small boy who was willing to 
serve God in his own little way and for a small tape 
which is mighty in invading enemy territory and 
driving back the forces of darkness and destruction. 

This tape ministry reminds me of our own E.WM.A. 
project: “Transmitting the Truth”. It rejoiced my 
heart recently to learn of several hundred cassettes, 
each one capable of recording an hout’s bible teaching, 
being sent to Ghana. These cassettes will be prepared 
in tribal tongues and used in teaching people in re- 
mote villages where it would be impossible to main- 
tain trained pastors and workers. | thought of all 
those dear sisters, many of them elderly, who by the 
use of such simple things as knitting needles, sewing 
needles, baking tins and pots of glue, have raised the 
cash needed to purchase this equipment. I thanked 
God for every one of them.

Monday, October 8th 2 Kings 19:20-37 


“The remnant that escaped of the house of Judah 

shall yet again take root downward, and bear fruit up- 
ward,” (v.30). 
VERY often after a storm a tree that has been shaken 
takes firmer root than ever. God declares that the 
remnant that escaped destruction by the Assyrians will 
become stronger and will prosper more than ever, but 
God emphasises that this shall only be accomplished 
“by the zeal of the Lord of Hosts”. It is comforting 
to realise that God is always able to turn our adversity 
to good account. By the application of His grace He 
strengthens our roots and increases our fruits. 


Tuesday , October 9th 2 Kings 20:1-21 

_ “What have they seen in thine house?” (v.15). 
AFTER the miraculous deliverance of Hezekiah from 
his sickness in answer to prayer, he gave a wonderful 
psalm of praise in which he exquisitely expressed his 
‘gratitude to God for His care over him (Isaiah 38), yet 
following that great experience he gave way to the 
flattery of Merodach Baladan and made a vain display 
before his ambassadors. This stirred up the jealousy 
of these envoys and inspired the subsequent aggres- 
sion by Babylon. It displeased the Lord, for it failed 
to assert His glory. We should ever be on our guard to 
see that everything in our lives brings glory to Him 
and that there is nothing of which the enemy can take 
advantage to spoil our testimony. 


Wednesday, October 10th 2 Chronicles 33:1-13 
“When he was in affliction, he besought the Lord”’ 
(v.12). 
MANASSEH was thirty-four years of age when he was 
carried captive to Babylon. His reign had been charac- 
terised by vile heathen practices and bloody cruelty 
(see 2 Kings 21). Personal affliction brought him to 
his knees in prayer. In love, God forgave him and sub- 
sequently restored him to his own land. For thirty- 
three years he showed his faith by his works and 
sought to remedy the evils of the past. The love of 
God often allows men to be brought into painful ex- 
periences in order that they might learn their need of 
Him. 


Thursday, October 11th 2 Chronicles 33:14-25 
“He humbled not himself before the Lord, as 

Manasseh his father humbled himself” (v.23). 

AMON was born after the conversion of his father. 


His life was surrounded by godly influences. He must 
have heard of the terrible past and the tremendous 
change that God made in answer to his father’s prayer, 
yet he chose the path of evil and turned from the 
holy example that he had been given. He paid the 
price for his folly and lost his life. Our Lord reminds 
us that the greater the light that is given, the greater 
the condemnation ifit is rejected (Matthew 11:20-24). 


Friday, October 12th 2 Chronicles 34:1-18 
“While he was yet young, he began to seek after the 
God of David his father” (v.3). 
WHAT contrasts there are in this narrative! A godly 
father, Manasseh, was followed by his wicked son, 
Amon, then, as Joseph Parker said, “Amon, the great- 
est sinner of his day, was progenitor of one of the 
finest saints who ever prayed.” Only a lad of eight 
years when he came to the throne, while still of ten- 
der years Josiah sought the Lord. Having known the 
benefits of his grandfather’s godliness and the sad re- 
sult of his father’s sinfulness, Josiah made his decision 
to follow the Lord. Never let us think that children 
are too young to understand spiritual truth or to make 
true decisions for Christ. 


Saturday, October 13th 2 Chronicles 34:19-33 
“Because thine heart was tender”’ (v.27). 
TENDER—HEARTEDNESS is a mark of a true Chris- 
tian (Ephesians 4:32). The tender heart is always 
ready to respond to the Word of the Lord and to sub- 
mit to its judgments as well as to rejoice in its gospel, 
to shed the penitential tear and to pray the prayer of 
compassion for those who come under its condemna- 
tion. The tender heart will find the blessing of for- 
giveness and the continued lovingkindness of the Lord. 


Sunday, October 14th 2 Chronicles 35:1-19 
“He encouraged them to the service of the house of 
the Lord (v.2). 
THE re-commencement of the services and the carrying 
out of all the requirements and ceremonies of the law 
of Moses after a long period of neglect was a consider- 
able task, but the priests did it because of the encour- 
agement received from Josiah. No wonder the result 
was such an unqualified success (v.18). Where folk 
are ready to give the word of encouragement to God’s 
servants the blessing of the Lord always abounds. 
Have you encouraged your minister today?

The Captain of our plane has just told us that we 
are over Persia.

IT is with mixed feelings that I board the jumbo jet 
that is to take Len Magee and me on part of our jour- 
ney to Guyana. I remember the tremendous heat and 
terrible humidity that sapped my energy during my 
last visit some three years ago. A quick glance at my 
ankles serves to remind me of the army of mosquitoes 
who took a very special interest in me. As far as they 
were concerned I had come among them as a new 
English dish. I am not looking forward with the least 
enthusiasm to any of these things, nor do I relish the 
thought of being away from my loved-ones for yet 
another month. 

On the other hand, I remember some of the won- 
derful people whom I met three years ago, like Sister 
Tempow, Brother Isaacs, Brother and Sister Ramdeen, 
Brother Ramau and a whole host of others like them, 
not forgetting the great crowd of young people and 
the many converts. I DO WANT TO SEE THEM 
AGAIN. Their enthusiasm does me the world of 
good. Then, of course, there are those great Elim 
warriors John and Gladys MacInnes, so dedicated that 
they have been in Guyana for almost twenty-five years 
and yet so human that someone has whispered to me 
that John would give almost anything for a Mars Bar, 
if he could get one! He’ll be glad to see me, anyway, 
if only because I have half a dozen of them safely 
packed away in my bag for him! 

We have to travel via New York and it will be a 
twenty-six hours’ journey before we arrive in George- 
town. 

It is 3a.m. We are showing our passports. “RON 
JONES, THIS WAY”. . . there’is no mistaking that 
good Scottish MacInnes’ voice. Into the waiting Hill- 
man we climb. Even Gladys has made the quite long 


| journey to the airport at this unearthly hour to meet 


us in. So to bed, but not for long for our first cam- 
paign commence this very same night. 
Middle Road, La Penitence 
It really is a thrill to be back in this very remarkable 
church with its Pastor, a converted Moslem, Sister Tem- 
pow, a lady of outstanding character. The place is 


_ absolutely packed and there are as many in the yard 


outside as there are inside. The youth choir of four- 


- teen voices, in their smart yellow and green uniforms, 
| sing a song of welcome. I cannot help but praise the 


Lord as I listen, for Glenys and I had commenced this 
youth singing group on my last visit. 
Time is no object here, although the temperature 


today has been over ninety degrees IN THE SHADE. 
_ Two hours come and go and my clothes are ringing 
_ wet, but there are ten adult decisions for the Master. 


Len Magee has been to Agricola, about five miles 

away. They were packed out there too. 
Mahicha and the Lepers. 

This is the event for which I have eagerly waited. It 
is a twenty-five miles’ journey from Georgetown. 
Last time I was here, Sister Dorcas sang for me, but 
she has now joined the heavenly choir. She will have 
a lot of stars in her crown, too, for she has led many 
souls to the Saviour. Her first leprous spot appeared 
when she was just eight years of age. She was over 
eighty years. old when the Lord took her home. I am 
looking forward to meeting Cameron again, whose 
singing of “He touched me” so blessed and inspired 
me. When I saw him last he had no hands and no eyes 
and his face was badly distorted.. I don’t know 
whether he will manage to come to the service today 
for since then he has also lost a leg! 

Leprosy is terrible, but thank God that through our 
missionaries and their helpers, through ELIM, the 
Mission with a Message, many of these folk have 
found Jesus as their Saviour and there is an Elim 
“Church” and an Elim Sunday school right here in 
this leper colony with its 300 sufferers. 

Len Magee and I go around the wards with some of 
the workers. What can we say to these badly maimed, 
deformed and suffering folk? There is no need for us 
to bother, for they say, “Hello, Brother Jones, I would 
like to give you a verse.” They recite for us and they 
sing for us and it’s all about the goodness of the Lord. 
I feel rather ashamed of myself for I am not grateful 
enough for all the good things I enjoy in life and I 
pray right now that God will make both you and me 
more thankful. They certainly enjoy Len Magee’s 
singing. .. and so do I. The lepers present their own 
musical programme, especially prepared for our visit. 
There is some excellent talent. At the close of the 
service four people make decisions for Jesus. Please 
pray for them by name: CYRINA, ELEANOR, 
LYNDON and JUNE. They are in this picture with 
John MacInnes and myself.

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THE GIFTS OF THE SPIRIT—2 


The Word of Knowledge 


by Charles J. E. Kingston 


GOD is omniscient; He has all knowledge. Nothing 
can come as news to Him; He keeps in mind all the 
facts of heaven and earth. 

By this gift of the word of knowledge, the Holy 
Spirit imparts, when needed, a little of God’s 
omniscience. For example, He knows the number of 
the elect and whether or not a certain person is 
included. If God gave a revelation to one praying for 
this person’s conversion that his prayers have been 
answered and that he will shortly see his friend saved, 
this would be an instance of the word of knowledge. 

1. The gift is ‘‘a’’ word of knowledge. The definite 
article is not in the Greek. It is not the gift of 
knowledge to save us the toil of learning, but “a 
word”’ given at a time of need. 

2. The gift is not knowledge of the Bible, nor is it 
the illumination by the Spirit of divine truth. Jesus 
promised that the Holy Spirit would guide into all 
truth. Thus all Christians may have this, whereas the 
word of knowledge is given only to those to whom 
the Spirit divides it (1 Corinthians 12:11). 

3. This gift is not necessarily a vocal one. Being a 
gift of revelation, it may be intended for the recipient 
only. For instance, God revealed to Samuel what He 
intended to do to Eli’s house, but Samuel did not 
reveal it to Eli until he was urged to do so. Paul heard 
unspeakable words when caught up to Paradise and 
received “‘abundance of revelations’, but he was not 
permitted to utter them. 

4. Some Scriptural examples of this gift. 

Moses wrote of the creation of the world by this 
gift. He was thus preserved from the foolish 
explanations current in his day. The Egyptians, from 
whom Moses received his education, taught that the 
sky was supported on four pillars and that men were 
formed out of the tears which fell from the eyes of 
Ra, the Sun-god! 

Samuel was gifted with a word of knowledge. God 
told Samuel “‘in his ear’ a day before Saul came to 
ask about the lost asses: “To-morrow about this time 
I will send a man ... and thou shalt anoint him”. 
Later Samuel was able to tell Saul that his father’s 
asses were found. We may note that the word of 
knowledge will come to the mind as a telephone 
message is received in the ear and conveyed to the 
mind. 

Elijah was encouraged through this gift when in 
despair. Standing at the entrance to Horeb’s cave, he 
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(1 Corinthians 12:8) 


heard “a sound of gentle stillness” (1 Kings 19:12, 
margin) and was told the exact number of those who 
were faithful to God. : 
Elisha, too, evidenced this gift. Gehazi had run 
after Naaman’s chariot to get some gift from him. 
Out of breath (and out of grace, too!) he returned to 


his master. “My heart went with thee,” said Elisha by — 


the word of knowledge, “‘the leprosy of Naaman shall 
cleave to thee!” — and it did. Comments Paul: “They 
that will be rich fall into temptation and a snare.” 

Peter had this gift. The early disciples were so 
filled with love for one another that they shared 
everything in common, until Ananias and Sapphira 
decided to seem more consecrated than they really 
were and sinned against the Holy Spirit. The real state 
of affairs was revealed to Peter and the hypocrites 
died, God showing His hatred of all pretence in 
religion. 

Another, and a better, Ananias was given the facts 
of Saul’s recent conversion and even told by the word 
of knowledge the house and street where he was 
lodging (Acts 9:11). 

5. Some modern examples of the gift. 

Given to aid effectual prayer. The late W.F.P. 
Burton, while in Congo (now Zaire), lay dying. 
Suddenly, for no reason, he recovered and rose, 
healed. Months later, when on furlough, a comparison 
of diaries proved that, on the very day when Mr. 
Burton was given up for dead, the Holy Spirit 
revealed the whole scene to a Christian woman in 
Preston, who immediately prayed earnestly in an 
unknown tongue until in a vision she saw the 
missionary restored. 

Given to guard believers from danger. John Welsh, 
son-in-law of John Knox, during his ministry in Ayr 
was asked by the town magistrates whether or not 
they should allow two packmen to sell their goods in 
town. The plague was prevalent at the time. Welsh 
waited in prayer and then told them that the plague 
was in the packs. The packmen went to the next 
town and sold their goods which kindled such an 
infection that the living. were scarce enough to bury 
the dead. 

Many are the stories of supernatural guidance ina 
time of need. God does speak. The alternative is to 
say that God is dumb, which is the very 
condemnation He makes of those “‘dumb idols”’ that 
men worship.

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1934—1960 


WE praise the Lord for the summer of 1927 when 
George Jeffreys came to Portsmouth and conducted a 
great Campaign in a marquee on Southsea Common. 
The message of the Foursquare Gospel was viewed 
with suspicion by some, but was gladly received by 
several hundred people who accepted Jesus as their 
Saviour, Healer, Baptizer and Coming King. The 
weather turned really bad for tentwork and a week 
of floods forced the Campaign to be continued in 
the Guildhall and the Albert Hall. The Lord moved in 
revival blessing, however, and in one of the meetings 
Miss C. Jardine, who was confined to a bath chair, 
was healed and even in 1973 she is still walking 
around as a testimony to the power of God to heal. 
For a while after the campaign, meetings were held in 
the Albert Hall on weekdays and in the Trafalgar 
Cinema on Sundays. Then a hall was acquired. It had 
been a Roman Catholic social club. It was in a bad 
state, but willing hands made it presentable. It was far 
too small, but it was a spiritual home. On Sunday 
evenings the problem of seating the people was solved 
by the young people giving up their seats and sitting 
on planks in the garden attached to the hall. 

In 1934 the present Church in Arundel Street was 
purchased. It had been a cinema called “The Grand”’. 


Once again, willing hands worked hard to make it. 


into a place of worship. It was purchased at much 
sacrifice by the people. Some pledged to give a 
certain sum in a given time. Others sold their 
jewellery, even their heirlooms so that it could be 
their spiritual home. In the same year there was much 
rejoicing when George Jeffreys opened the place and 
from that day to this the Foursquare message has 
been proclaimed. 

Then came the war and with it came many 
problems. In 1941 the congregation was reduced to a 
mere handful, but this did not deter the people. A 
canteen for the Forces was started on Sunday nights 
after the gospel service. Many were reached and about

400 found the Lord during those days of air raids and 
disruption. With the coming of peace the Assembly 
took up the challenge of the post-war years. 

The first Minister was Miss A. Kennedy and up to 
1941 there was a succession of Irish Ministry — Miss 
Streight, and Pastors R. Mercer, J.C. Kennedy, W. 
Field, S. Gorman and J. Smith. There was also some 
English Ministry from Miss G. Edwards (now Mrs. 
Gorton), Miss Thompson and Pastor J. Robinson. 
Then came G.L.W. Ladlow, G. Davies, J. McBurney, 
J. McAvoy and from 1959 to the present A.A. Biddle. 

In 1960 the frontage of the main building was 
completely altered. The old cinema entrance was 
demolished and in its place came a porch and general 
facilities on either side. This gave the building a much 
better appearance. In 1962 the manse was purchased. 
The site on the side of the Church was also purchased 
and a two storey block was built, mainly by the local 
members. Two stories about that side will encourage 
all prayer warriors. In the early days of the work, the 
Church was surrounded by public houses, some 
fourteen of them, all within a hundred yards of the 
place. A sister used to pray that the Lord would 
remove them. From 1968 to the present they have all 
been demolished except one and that is to come 
down in the near future. What is more, part of the 
site which we now own and on which is built our new 
premises, was part of the site of one of those public 
houses. The front part of that site belonged to a 
Billposting Company and we were informed that they 
would never sell it, but much prayer was made and 
that year the then President, R.B. Chapman, who, 
visiting us on one of his tours, was asked to pray over 
a letter seeking purchase from the Company. Within a 
week the Company had agreed to sell at a figure 
which was much less than its value. 

Then in January, 1972, we purchased the premises 
on the other side of the Church. The plans for the

IT was a time of great inspiration to see so many young 
people thronging the Central Hall, Westminster, London 
and praising the Lord Jesus Christ at the two meetings.

THE radio programme of Londrina, Brazil, has been 
maintained during 1972 and 1973 by the Elim 
Pentecostal Churches and. especially by E.W.M.A. 
Soon after its inauguration letters were received 
telling of the conversion to Christ of men and women 
and also of God’s manifestation in healing. 

Through one of these healings a congregation was 
formed in a suburb called Jardim Santa Rita and, a 
few months afterwards, another in Jardim Santo 
Amaro. They had no financial resources and so 
worshipped in a rough tent made of canvas (see 
photograph). A third group has just finished building 
their own small tabernacle in front of the lady’s 
house, She 1s sseen handing up a.) tilessin ihe 
photograph. This. person had listened to Elim’s 
programme and was told by the Lord to move to 
Jardim Santo Amaro. She told the Lord that there 
was no church or congregation there for fellowship, 
but the Spirit continued to tell her to move. Sitting 
one day at the door of her wooden house, she saw the 
Elim Pastor at Londrina pass by.

Again and again, through 
the servants of God, through prophecies and through 
His Word, He reminded him of the call. 

What was his background? Bom in a Christian 
family, brought up in a religious way he came to 
Jesus only at the age of 21. A staunch member of the 
Church of South India, he was a man opposed to the 
Pentecostal truth. Slowly God revealed to him the 
way to receive the fulness of the Christian life and 
this led him to a Pentecostal group. He was baptised 
in the Holy Spirit and then obeyed the command of 
immersion baptism.

For a long time, Saul had ill-treated the Christians 
and had refused to acknowledge Jesus as Saviour. One 
day, while making his way to Damascus, Jesus spoke 
to him from heaven. “Saul, why do you mock Me?” 
He asked. “It is hard for you to kick against the 
pricks.” Hearing these words, Saul realised how 
wrong he had been. He had kicked against the will of 
God just as stubbornly as the mule had kicked against 
the spikes. But there, on the Damascus road, under 
the searching light of heaven, Saul yielded his life to 
Jesus and submitted himself to the will of his Lord 
and Saviour. 

Jesus loves us and wants to lead us in His way. We 
can try to go our own way and stubbornly kick 
against the will of our Master, or, like Saul, we can 
acknowledge Jesus as Saviour and submit to His will. 

We must choose Saul’s way if we are to be saved 
from sin.

It has done both Len and me a power of good to be 
here today. Like someone of old we have “seen the 
grace of God and are glad”’. 

Ithica and the Mosquitoes. 

Ithica is a mainly African village about seventy 
miles from Georgetown. When I was here last, this 
was just a new Elim outpost; now it is an established 
Elim Church thanks to Brother Mac and the wonder- 
ful helpers who go up there each weekend. Three 
years ago the mosquitoes swarmed in right at the end 
of the service to say a “fond farewell” to Glenys and 
me. I am well prepared for them tonight, for I have 
almost soaked myself with insect repellent. I’ve warned 
Len, but I don’t think that he really believes me - yet! 

The service is barely half an hour old and here they 
come — hundreds of them — and we are singing, ‘““This 
is the day that the Lord hath made, we will rejoice 
and be glad in it” 

Now Len sings, but it is difficult. These little 
demons are really attacking him. He will have to come 
back to sing the second verse of “Carried on the 
shoulder of the Shepherd”’, for he just cannot con- 
tinue. Everyone in the congregation is slapping their 
body in an effort to kill the invaders. 

I preach for just six minutes. I do hope that this 


does not give ideas to the folk in Bristol! Wonder of 
wonders, six people decide for Jesus. This makes a 
total of sixty adult decisions during the first six days 
of our visit. 

There are handshakes and “God bless yous” all. 
round and we beat a hasty retreat, but one young 
man, Donald, stays behind. He is going to sleep on 
the spot tonight so that he can conduct Sunday’s 
services in the Elim Church, Biss God bless you, 
Donald!

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MUSEUMS hold an ‘irresistible fascination for me and 
on holiday in Guernsey I thoroughly enjoyed my visit 
to the Folk Museum of that lovely island. The replica 
of an old Guernsey kitchen was most attractive to the 
tourists and certainly very quaint and colourful, but I 
found the display of agricultural implements and 
dairy equipment just as interesting. I was surprised to 
see both post cards and photographs of ploughs 
drawn by oxen as recent as the early years of this 
century and ancient ploughs on display as well as 

harness and oxen shoes, something I had never set 
eyes on before. 

Reading the explanatory notes and studying the 
photos I realised more fully than ever how wise and 
practical are the instructions given in the Bible about 
the disadvantages of unequal yoking. Two sturdy 
beasts of equal weight and height make a splendid 
team. Each take the strain, perfectly matched, 
making steady progress and surely an obvious 
illustration of New Testament teaching in 2 
Corinthians 6:14: “Be not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers”. The most spectacular photo and 
exhibit I saw were of the great plough drawn by three 
horses and two yoke of oxen, still in use in 1907 in 
the Castel parish and the pride and joy of their owner 
and his smock-clad farm hands. 

The fine horses and well-fed oxen must have been 
a handsome sight and a powerful team, horses, oxen 
and men straining, plodding and guiding, all to plough 
the good earth. Could not this bear out the thought 
given in Philippians 1:27: “Only be sure as citizens so 
to conduct yourselves that your manner of life will be 
worthy of the good news (the Gospel) of Christ, so 
that whether I come and see you or am absent, I may 
hear this of you: that you are standing firm in united 
spirit and purpose, striving side by side and 
contending with a single mind for the faith of the 
glad tidings (the Gospel).” (Amplified Bible). This is 
an excellent conception of New Testament unity, 
standing, striving, contending, together, pulling the

Ploughs and Yokes 


Gospel plough, breaking up the hard and fallow 
ground. 

My last memory of the exhibits was of the cleverly 
woven collars, fashioned of straw, light and pliable, 
wor by the animals and of the yokes carefully made 
by hand. There were yokes, too, for wearing when 
the cowmen and dairymaids had to carry the wooden 
pails of creamy milk. I imagine that yokes have been 
in use in most civilisations ever since beasts and men 
have had to pull loads and bear burdens. How apt and 


easily understood was the gracious plea of the Lord 


Jesus in Matthew 11:29,30. “Take My yoke upon 
you, and learn of Me; for I am gentle and humble in 
heart, and you will find rest — relief, ease and 
refreshment and recreation and blessed quiet — for 
your souls. For My yoke is wholesome — not harsh, 
hard, sharp or pressing, but comfortable, gracious, and 
pleasant; and My burden is light and easy to be 
borne’’. (Amplified Bible). 

When I read this chapter and particularly the 
condemnation of the cities that rejected Christ I 
marvel at Christ’s sternnessand His tenderness and 
realise afresh that He does rebuke and will punish the 
unrepentant. It is sensible and safe to accept His 
lordship of our lives, be controlled by Him and 
humbly bear His yoke. I guess that I am old enough 
to pass on a Scripture to young Christians in a day 
when discipline is a “dirty” word. The prophet 
Jeremiah made this observation: “‘It is good for a man 
that he bear the yoke (of divine disciplinary dealings) 
in his youth” (Lamentations 3:27, Amplified Bible). I 
agree with him. 

“I well remember an old man who carried pails 
with a yoke and, as he was infirm and tender about 
the shoulders, his yoke was padded and covered with 
white flannel where it touched him. But what a lining 
is ‘love’! A cross of iron lined with love would never 
gall the neck, much less the wooden cross of Christ. 
Lined with Christ’s love to us! Covered with our love 
to Him! Truly the yoke is easy and the burden is

Monday, October 15th 2 Chronicle 35:20—27 
“Forbear thee from meddling with God” (v.21 i 
WISE counsel came from an unexpected source. The 
King of Egypt had no quarrel with Josiah. He was on 
his way to carry on his war against Assyria and was 
convinced that God was directing him (v.21). 
Unfortunately Josiah did not seek the mind of God, 
but chose to disregard wise counsel and lost his life. 
Alas even good men cut short their usefulness in the 
service of God by going beyond His commandment. 


Tuesday, October 16th 2 Kings 23:31—37; 24:1—17 
“Jehoiakim gave the silver and gold to Pharaoh” 
fy, 3.) }. 
HAVING accepted the throne from Pharaoh at the 
expense of his brother’s deportation, the king had no 
alternative but to submit to the demands of his 
master and thus impoverish himself and his people. 
The acceptance of favours from worldly men at the 
expense of righteous principles will always result in 
spiritual poverty. It is better to stay poor in material 
things and rich in the currency of heaven. 


Wednesday, October 17th 2 Kings 24: 18—20; 25:1—12 
IN yesterday’s reading we are told that all the 
calamities that befell Judah were at the 
commandment of the Lord (24:3). The invasion of 
Judah, the carrying of the people captive into 
Babylon and the destruction of Jerusalem were the 
punishment of God on a rebellious people. Habakkuk 
was baffled by the fact that God should use the 
ungodly Chaldeans for the carrying out of His 
judgments (Habakkak 1:12,13). God often allows 
pain, suffering and misfortune to bring His wayward 
ones to realise their need of Him. Dr. Stuart Holden 
remarks: “By many a harsh-sounding bell His vagrant 
children are summoned to worship”. 


Thursday, October 18th 2 Kings 25:13—30 
| “A continual allowance given him of the king, a 
- daily rate for every day” (v.30). 

JEHOIACHIN did nothing to merit the kindness of 
the king of Babylon, yet he was brought from 
captivity to freedom, from prison cell to king’s table, 
from prison garments to palace apparel. Best of all he 
was granted daily provision for the rest of his days. 
So God treats the repentant sinner. Saved by His 
grace, we are set free from the slavery of sin, brought 
into fellowship with Jesus, clothed in the garments of 
His righteousness and satisfied with His spiritual 


provision all our days. Hallelujah! 


Friday, October 19th Lamentations 1:1—14 
“Behold and see if there be any sorrow like unto 
my sorrow” (v.12). 
WHILE most commentators agree that Jerusalem is 
here personified and her destruction at the hands of 
the Chaldeans revealed, others interpret the verse as 
referring to the suffering of Jeremiah. All agree that 
these verses typify the deep sorrows of our Lord. 
Note the words “the Lord hath afflicted me in the 
day of His fierce anger”. Though Christ was crucified 
by wicked men,” yet it pleased the Lord to bruise 
Him” (Isaiah 53:10). As Charles Wesley expresses it: 
The Father hath stricken His dear Son. 
The Lord in the day of His anger did lay 
Your sins on the Lamb and He bore them away. 


Saturday, October 20th Lamentations 2:1—9. 20—22, 
“Her prophets also find no vision from the Lord”’ 
(v9). 
PROPHETS without a vision are useless in the 
prophetic office. To call a man a prophet in such 
circumstances is a misnomer, for he has lost the 
power to understand or to interpret the mind of God. 
“Where there is no vision the people perish”. The 
decline in church membership and the loss of power 
in so many denominations can be traced to this sad 
lack of vision. The vision was lost by Israel’s prophets 
because of sin. It is good to remember that the pure 
in heart see God. 


Sunday, October 21st Lamentations 3:1—33 
“The Lord is my portion, saith my soul: therefore 
will I hope in Him.” (v.24). 
IN the midst of his lamentations at his appalling 
misfortunes,Jeremiah was able to say with assurance 
that such was not the “‘lot” of his soul, but the Lord 
was the “portion” or “lot” of his soul. He was, 
therefore, assured that in mercy God would preserve 
him and in compassion would daily supply his need. 
Such assurance rests on the eternal faithfulness of the 
Lord and so the rays of hope brighten the dark ways 
of life. Happy is the one who can sing: “Mine is a 
wealth no moth nor rust destroys, He is my portion 
for ever.”

Medicine Man 


I STIRRED on my camp bed. An unusual noise had 
awakened me. It was not the rustle of lizards in the 
thatch! Was it rats perhaps? The blackness inside the 
mud hut was absolute. The tin door was tightly shut. 
The two trap openings were firmly closed. I heard a 
prolonged slithering noise, like a large body going 
over a log. “A snake,” I decided, “and it must be a 
large one!”’. I tucked in the mosquito net to settle 
down again. A rattle from the black whereabouts of 
my travelling bag started me back from sleep. I sat up 
with pounding heart, all my senses demanding, “Who, 
what, is there?”. The slithering noise came once 
more, then quietness. “It was a snake,” was my last 
thought as I fell asleep. 

My clothes were under the pillow and my shoes 
were on the earth under the bed. Everything else was 
gone! In the dawn light I toured my two-roomed 
domain. The sun rose and a shaft of sunlight appeared 
through a hole in the wall. The local chief was very 
sympathetic. ““You see, Bwana,” he said. ““These two 
upright posts are nearly a foot apart. The robbers 
took water and poured it on the mud wall until the 
earth crumbled. They then cut the holding laths and 
the slimmest robber slipped through the gap, his 
passage made easy by oiling his naked body. 
Yesterday’s rain gave them the water. But they were 
not my people,” he assured me. 

The news of my loss travelled through the bush. 
The gathered people were discussing the details. “The 
robbers had obtained dawa (poisonous powder) from 
a witchdoctor. They had blown it into my hut. Thus 
you did not hear anything, being unconscious,”’ they 
explained. “I was wide awake,” I protested. “Why, of 
course,” they politely agreed. To one another they 
said, “‘Satan’s dawa is powerful to do wrong.” 

A few weeks before, the same chief had come to 
my hut. He had asked me if I had any dawa. His 
grandson was an epileptic. ““No, I have no dawa,” I 
answered him. “But I will pray for the child in the 
name of Jesus.’ The boy was healed from that hour. 
The people had then said, “Bula has dawa, his dawa is 
a name Yesu (Jesus), a medicine to do good.” 

Many years have passed since that incident. The 
chief’s grandson has his own boys now. Some of 
those people have found that there is an even more 
wonderful dawa in the name of Yesu — cleansing for 


sin. Two of them are daily dispensing that medicine, 
indeed are medicine men themselves now. We call 
them Elim Pastors.

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Editorial 


EVENTS move so speedily in the Middle East that it is hard to forecast 
what may have eventuated there between the writing of this Editorial 
and its appearance in print. Two features are worthy of comment in 
any case, however. 

Is it possible that the Western Powers were overtaken by surprise, 
that they did not know of the impending Arab attack on Israeli- 
occupied areas? It seems hardly likely that this could be the case, 
having regard to the apparent excellence of Israel’s intelligence services. 
If the Western Powers knew, why did they keep quiet, at least in pub- 
lic? There is no way of knowing, but is it possible that we were so pre- 
occupied with Phase |! and Phase III and all the rest that other matters 
were not of so much important? Who kriows? 

The other point is that oil and Suez yet again impress themselves on 
the world scene. The Arabs are undoubtedly using both as pieces in the 
terrifying game of international political chess. When you recall that 
before 1917 the whole Middle East was what might be called subjugated 
territory with small populations and that oil then had nowhere near 
assumed the vital signifance which it now has, it is truly astonishing to 
observe the tremendous changes since. It is no exaggeration to say that 
oil and Suez focus the world’s eyes on the area. It is said that U.S.A. is 
now keen to see the Suez Canal reopened and that this can be done 
only if Egypt occupies both banks of the Canal. Whether this is so or 
not, the portents are that the new U.S. Secretary of State, the peripa- 
tetic Dr. Henry Kissinger, is seeking a shift of position vis-a-vis the Jews 
and the Arabs because of the threatened shortage of oil in America, 
complicated by the warning that some Arab nations might curtail or 
cut off oil supplies in deference to the Arab cause. 

What shall we say to these things? To many Christians we have yet 
another reminder of the signs of the times. ““Our redemption draweth 
nigh’’ must be the text continually upon our lips and in our hearts. The 
situation is fraught with awful possibilities, but we believe that our 
Saviour is coming back soon. 

On the other hand, should not our prayer lives, our witness, Our 
evangelism, indeed all our ministries for Christ be pursued with renewed 
vigour and determination? 

That the time is short has been brought home to us yet again.

THE GIFTS OF THE SPIRIT—3 


The Gift of Faith 


(1 Corinthians 12:9) 


FAITH, the gift, is the first of the gifts of power be- 
cause it is the basis of both the others; they cannot 
operate without faith. It isa gift to covet, indeed. 

1. The gift of faith: not saving faith. 

Faith in God and in Jesus, His Son, is essential to 
salvation, for “by grace are ye saved through faith”, 
but saving faith goes before salvation whereas the gift 
of faith is not received until we are saved and baptised 
in the Holy Spirit. 

2. The gift of faith: not faith, the fruit of the spirit 
(Galatians 5:22). 

The same Greek word is used for faith in both lists 
of fruit and gifts, suggesting that the difference lies 
not in the quality of faith but in its quantity, so to 
speak. Faith, the fruit of the Spirit, rather faithful- 
ness, is the outworking of the Holy Spirit in the be- 
liever’s character. He will be faithful to God (not 
chameleon-like, changing his colour to suit his com- 
pany) and faithful to others in keeping his word and 
undertaking his true obligations. Paul commends the 
Thessalonian Christians for their “work of faith”. True 
faith will show by its works. 

3. The gift of faith: for power in the spiritual realm 

Theologians call it “the faith of miracles”; Wey- 
mouth translates it “special faith”. It isa supernatural 
enduement whereby the recipient trusts God in such 
a way that God honours His Word. 

Jesus once described the operation of this gift 
when Peter remarked on the dried-up fig-tree. God 
manifested creative faith when He spoke the word and 
it was done. “Have the faith of God”, He said, and 
then explained that this faith was two-fold; faith in 
the heart linked to faith in the mouth. “Whosoever 
shall say unto this mountain. . . and shall not doubt in 
his heart. . . he shall have whatsoever he saith.’ (Mark 
ib22 523); 

4. Some Scriptural examples of the gift. 

Abraham exercised the gift of faith for a son. 

He was 100 years old and Sarah was ninety when 
Isaac was born to them. The Bible says that Abraham 
was ‘“‘not weak in faith. . . he staggered not at the pro- 
mise of God through unbelief; but was strong in faith, 
giving glory to God”. God grant us the gift of faith so 
to believe God that human impossibilities become 
divine realities. 

Elijah revealed this gift when he prayed down the 
fire. 

Facing overwhelming odds, he remained calmly 
confident in God. He even gloried in making the thing 
he asked God to do naturally impossible by soaking

the sacrifice and the wood with water. The quiet confi- 
dence of his prayer is very moving. What a contrast 
later. . . the gift of faith withdrawn, he fled for his life 
from Jezebel. Then, indeed, he was “a man of like 
passions as we”’. 


Daniel exercised faith when in the den of lions. 

When the king came in the morning to ask: “Is thy 
God able?’’, Daniel answered: “‘My God hath sent His 
angel and hath shut the lions’ mouths. . .”. Compare 
the divine comment: “‘who through faith stopped the 


mouths of lions’ (Hebrews 11:33). 


Peter healed through the gift of faith. 

When the lame beggar was healed, Peter stated that 
the name of Jesus ‘“‘through faith in His name” did it 
(Acts 3:16). The Holy Spirit always honours the Lord 
so that He delights to give faith to any who will exalt 
and glorify Him. Can it be that nowadays we do not 
have “faith in His name”, or confidence that He is the 
same today as yesterday, so the Holy Spirit cannot 
dispense this gift of faith? 

“The prayer of faith shall save the sick” (James 
ee hos 

In this promise God shows His will to give the gift 


of faith for the healing of the sick members of His 


Church. Why, may we ask, are not all healed? The 
answer is that we do not always pray the prayer of 
faith. Often we pray again and again. Then suddenly 
God gives the assurance that the prayer of faith has 
been prayed; the answer is on the way. Many, when 
praying with the sick, have been conscious at times of 
a special gift of faith; at other times they pray without 
that inner assurance that prayer has been heard. 

The disciples’ prayer should be ours, too: “Lord, 
increase our faith” (Luke 17:5). The gift of faith is 
not received by struggling nor by some magic formula 
for success. It is the supernatural manifestation of 
divine power by the Holy Spirit. Not always active in 
a person, it will spring up from the indwelling Spirit of 
God as He sees fit to use it and us.

Our Bounteous God - 


CHRIST’S command, “Love your enemies’, was rein- 
forced by the fact that God makes His sun to rise on 
the evil and on the good, and He sends rain on the 
just and the unjust. The overflowing wealth of His 
toving-kindness and gentle forbearance is intended to 
lead men to repentance. His patience and his provision 
for sinful humanity were prophesied by David: “Thou 
hast ascended on high, Thou hast led captivity captive: 
Thou hast received gifts for men; yea, for the rebel- 
lious also” (Psalm 68:18). Those precious gifts for re- 
bellious, backslidden revolters, the stubborn sons of 
darkness are superlative news from our sin-pardoning, 
reconciling Redeemer. Paul, one of the greatest tro- 
phies of grace of all time, comments that this was ful- 
filled when our Lord ascended in human form, exalted 
to the Father’s right hand. The glorified, triumphant 
Conqueror over sin, death and Satan, received gifts for 
unlikely men (Ephesians 4:8). 

The hesitant, astonished Ananias was commanded 
by the exalted Lord to visit this once murderous, 
blasphemous Saul that he might receive his sight and 
be filled with the Holy Ghost, for he was a chosen 
vessel “to bear My name before the Gentiles, and kings, 
and the children of Israel”. “Though I formerly blas- 
phemed and persecuted and was shamefully and out- 
rageously and aggressively insulting (to HIM), never- 
theless I obtained mercy. . . The grace of our Lord 
flowed out superabundantly and beyond measure for 
me” was Paul’s testimony; “I obtained mercy for the 
reason that in me, as the foremost (of sinners), Jesus 
Christ might show forth and display all His perfect 
long-suffering and patience for an example to (encour- 
age) those who would thereafter believe on Him”(1 
Timothy 1:13-16, Amplified Bible). The strong man’s 
house was raided and the chief of sinners was trans- 
formed into the chief of apostles. In Saul our Lord 
showed forth his perfect long-suffering and demonstra- 
ted His amazing grace for an example tous. Victorious 
monarchs, when they rode triumphantly in their 
chariots were attended by the most illustrious of their 
captives who were in chains, and the monarchs scat- 
tered their bounties among the soldiers and the specta- 
tors of their triumphs. So Christ Jesus, the celebrating 
Victor, led captivity captive and gave gifts to His 
wilful creatures. 

A.T. Pierson in one of his hymns reminds us that: 
“He maketh the rebel a priest and a king; He hath 
bought us and taught us this new song to sing”’. 

The variety of gifts are specified: “He gave some 
apostles,and some prophets, and some evangelists, and 
some pastors and teachers”. These gifted men are 
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by James McAvoy 


derived from our bountiful King and are designed for 
mutual help in Christ’s Church and for crusades among 
erring humanity.. These special ministry gifts, “He 
HIMSELF appointed and gave men to us” (Amp.) 
from His heavenly throne with the intention of per- 
fecting and fully equipping the saints for the work of 


the ministry. Paul wrote to the Thessalonians: “Es- 


teem them very highly in love for their works’ sake”, 


“They are your spiritual leaders to keep you on the 


right path’’ (J.B. Phillips). “Recognize them for what 
they are, acknowledge and appreciate and respect 
them all, your leaders; hold them in very high and 
most affectionate esteem” (1 Thessalonians 1:12,13, 
Amp.). | 
These heaven-sent ambassadors should be more 
acknowledged for what they are and do and for what 
they teach, “being ensamples to the flock”. Further- 
more, they themselves should gratefully recognise each 
other’s specific endowments. The wrong attitudes 
that prevailed in the Church of Corinth over personal- 
ities should be discouraged. The envious spirit that 
poisoned Cain must be avoided like the plague. “What 
hast thou that thou didst not receive?” asked the 
gifted apostle. “Be clothed with humility” Peter en- 
joins. The clothing with the garment of humility dis- 
pels any sense of superiority and pre-emminence. J ohn 
the aged in the same chapter refers to two diverse 
characters, “Demetrius hath a good report of all men” 
and “Diotrephes, who loveth to have the pre-eminence 
among them”. The Amplified Version vividly renders 


it: “Who loves to take the lead. . . put himself first... 


does not acknowledge my authority or refuses to ac- 
cept my suggestions.” Both these persons have their 
successors down through the ages. The remedy for 
such an arrogant, over-bearing manner was suggested 
by Paul: ‘“Esteeming others better than themselves”. 

How often our self-pleasing mars the gracious 
work of God and hinders the progress of the message. 
In a hymn by Th. Monod we see the spiritual progress 
of God-pleasing saints. The last line of each verse ends 
“All of self and none of Thee”; “Some of self and 
some of Thee”; “Less of self and more of Thee’; 
“None of self and all of Thee”’. 

John Wesley and George Whitfield of the Oxford 
Holy Club could have been of more mutual help had 
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the sweet fellowship of their earlier days continued 
throughout their life-times. George became Chaplain 
to Selina Hastings, Countess of Huntingdon, but John 
and she did not work in harmony. There. appeared to 
be a clash of personalities which did not help the 
spread of the Gospel in the eighteenth century. 

When Saul, the greatest monument of grace, came 
to Jerusalem, the disciples were afraid of him. He 
spoke boldly in the name of Jesus and disputed against 
the Grecians, but they went about to slay him. When 
the brethren knew, they brought him down to Caesarea 
and sent him forth to Tarsus, his home-town. Luke 
does not tell us why he was sent away. We can use our 
own imagination! The inspired recorder continues: 
“Then departed Barnabas to Tarsus, for to seek Saul, 
and when he had found him, he brought him to 
Antioch.” He and Saul taught much people there for 
a whole year. The disciples were first called Christians 
then. Barnabas was a “good man, full of the Holy 
Ghost and faith” adds Luke. What a tragic loss to the 
Early Church if Paul’s graces and gifts had not been 
allowed to function. Apparently there could have 
been closer friendship and companionship even among 
some of the apostolic party than there was. 

It is sad reading of the contention which arose 
over John Mark which finally separated Barnabas and 
Paul. From then on Barnabas, the son of consolation, 
fades from the sacred record. Years pass and Paul 
writes in his last Epistle: ‘Take Mark, and bring him 
with thee: for he is profitable to me for the ministry”’, 
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Did Paul regret in his old age the deep cleavage with 
his former co-worker over Mark? 

“Take us little foxes, the little foxes, that spoil the 
vines”, warns Solomon in his Canticle. The flesh even- 
in the best of men can have an unsavoury and costly 
resurrection. 

“It takes more grace than I can tell 
to play the second fiddle well.” 

The dove-like spirit among Christ-appointed leaders 
enables them better to make His name glorious and 
gives Him all the pre-eminence. Between the varied 
gifts in 1 Corinthians 12 and 14 comes the choice epic 
in chapter 13. 

The divine togetherness is a recurring theme in the 
Gospels and Epistles: “Ye also are builded together 
for a habitation of God through the Spirit” (Ephesians 
2:22). In that fruitful atmosphere revival is fostered 
and maintained. A Pentecostal Bible expositor re- 
marked: “If a gifted evangelist was in my Sunday 
evening service I would invite him to exercise his God- 
given skill’. He recognised that distinctive varieties of 
talents were bestowed upon men by the bountiful, 
triune God for the spreading of the peerless message. 

O may Thy members, mighty Christ,

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HOW can we view the state of the Church today and 
be unmoved? 

I am often amazed at the hardness of my own 
heart and the hearts of my fellow-believers as we go 
through our religious rituals — yes, even Pentecostal 
rituials — with hardly a flicker of real spiritual vitality. 
Prayer meetings are in decay or defunct and by our 
very attitude to prayer we tell God that He is out of 
business or that we can manage very well on our own. 
The supernatural slumbers while faith lies sleeping or 
dead. Empty altars declare our lack of zeal for evan- 
gelism. With spiritual barrenness on every hand, our 
stony hearts cannot wring out one sob and our dry 
eyes refuse to weep. “Truth without enthusiasm, 
morality without emotion, ritual without soul, are 
things Christ unsparingly condemned. Destitute of 
fire, they are nothing more than a godless philosophy, 
an ethical system, and a superstition’’, wrote Samuel 
Chadwick. How much we need a renewal of divine 
life within us! 

In Ezekiel’s day God gave a wonderful promise of 
restoration and renewal to His people who were’ in 
captivity because of their backsliding and idolatry: 
“A new heart also will I give you, and a new spirit will 
I put within you: and I will take away the stony 
heart out of your flesh, and I will give you an heart of 
flesh. And I will put My spirit within you, and cause 
you to walk in my statutes, and ye shall keep my judg- 
ments, and do them” (Ezekiel 36:26,27). Though 
they had sinned, God was eager to restore them that 
His name might once again be honoured and revered. 
God would accomplish this renewal by a divine heart 
transplant — taking away the stony heart and giving 
them a heart of flesh. Hard hearts are unresponsive. 
The stony heart is completely unmoved in the pre- 
sence of God and unblushing in the presence of sin, 
but not so the heart of flesh. 

The heart of flesh is very sensitive to sin.

tween God’s people and the surrounding nations, he 
blushed to face God because of their sin (Ezra- 9:6). 
Nehemiah wept because of the sins of his people, re- 
cognising and confessing that this was the cause of 
their distress. Do we ever weep over the tide of ini- 
quity that is flooding our nation today and tremble — 
at the terrible defiance of the Word of God? It is pos- 
sible to become so hardened that the obscenities pre- 
sented before us day by day no longer cause us to feel 
ashamed. If the unbeliever is to come under real con- 
viction of sin, there must be a greater fear of God 
among His own. “Bend the Church, and save the 
people” was the motto of the Welsh revival. Ananias 
and Sapphira thought that they could act a lie, but 
God saw past all their pretence. If only we would call 
sin by its right name instead of excusing ourselves! 
The world would like to give the name of illness to 
such sins as homosexuality and like abominations, but 
do we not likewise try to cover up sins of the spirit? 
Our tempers may be excused as righteous indignation, 
our pride as simply a matter of superior taste, our 
stubbornness as strong convictions and so we could go 
on. 

In The Price they paid, Norman Grubb includes 
this testimony of a missionary in India who, with 
others, was seeking revival: “While living alone I got 
desparate. God showed me first that my life was prac- 
tically prayerless except for my anaemic morning and 
evening ‘devotions’. I saw the need for intense and 
persistent intercession, so I gave myself to prayer. 
Then followed deep conviction of personal sin and 
backsliding. One thing after another had to come out, 
and my heart was completely broken as time after 
time I saw His wounds and heard His royal pardon.” 


The heart of flesh is quick to grieve over sin and 
seek the cleansing of the Blood. 
I want a principle within 
Of jealous, godly fear, 
A sensibility of sin, 
A pain to feel it near. 


O may the least omission pain 
My well-instructed soul 

And drive me to the Blood again 
Which makes the wounded whole. 


This was Charles Wesley’s plea for a heart of flesh. 
May it be ours! 

The heart of flesh is also completely yielded to God’s 
will. 

C.H. Spurgeon wrote, “The natural will is cold, 
hard iron, which is not to be hammered into form, but 
the renewed will, like molten metal, is soon moulded 
by the hand of grace.” Proverbs 21:1 tells us, “The 
king’s heart is in the hand of the Lord, as the rivers of 
water: He turneth it whithersoever He will.” The 
heart of flesh is sensitive to every breeze of God’s 
Spirit and under the perfect control of the Lord. Is 
this a picture of your heart? Many Christians are in 
constant controversy with the Lord, instead of meekly 
submitting to His Word and finding the fulness of His 
blessing. 

It was said of David Brainerd, ‘God could flow 
unhindered through him. The omnipotence of grace 
was neither arrested nor straightened by the conditions 
of his heart: the whole channel was broadened and 
cleaned out for God’s fullest and most powerful pas- 
sage, so that God with all His mighty forces could 
come down on the hopeless, savage wilderness and 
transform it into His blooming, fruitful garden.” 

Jesus, fill now with Thy Spirit, 
Hearts that full surrender know; 
That the streams of living water 
From our inner man may flow. 

The heart of flesh is a tender, compassionate heart. 

William Booth had a deep compassion for the souls 
of man. Of his first close contact with the slums of 
London he wrote: “I saw multitudes of my fellow 
creatures not only without God and hope, but sunk in 
the most desperate forms of wickedness and misery 
that can be conceived. I went out and looked out on 
the wretched sons and daughters of debauchery and 
vice and crime who were all about me. . . I not only 
saw but compassionated the people sunk in the sin 
and wretchedness that I beheld and the everlasting 
woe that I knew must follow.” Much later he said 
that he would like to finalise the training of all his 
officers with twenty-four hours hanging over Hell, to 
see its eternal torment. 

We need a vision of their lost eternity in order 


lovingly to point souls to the Christ of Calvary. All 
the great soul-winners have been men and women of 
compassionate hearts. John Welch soaked his pillows 
in soul-travail. Praying Hyde pleaded with dry, choking 
sobs for the salvation of souls. Dr. J.H. Jowett said, 
“the gospel of a broken heart demands the ministry 
of bleeding hearts. Tearless hearts can never be the 
heralds of the Passion.’’. 

Except Iam moved with compassion, 

How dwelleth Thy Spirit in me? 

In word and in deed 

Burning love is my need; 

I know I can find this in Thee. 

Is it not high time that we awoke out of our Laodi- 
cian complacency? So often the words of Revelation 
3:20, “Behold I stand at the door and knock’’, are 
taken out of their context and used as a gospel mes- 
sage when they really present the sad picture of Jesus 
knocking at the door of the self-satisfied Laodicean 
Church — a true picture of the Church in our day — 
seeking to stir it to an admission of its cold, hard, 
empty, poverty-stricken state. Many say that we must 
not expect revival in these last days before Christ’s 
return for it is predicted that there will be a falling 
away and that the love of many shall grow cold. I do 
not believe that God has forewarned us in order that 
we may apathetically await its fulfilment, but that we 
might indeed be zealous and repent. Jesus is not 
coming to call a lukewarm, ragged remnant to Him- 
self. If the Laodicean Church did not heed the call to 
repent and seek Christ in a new dedication, they faced 
the Lord’s judgment and rejection. Jesus is looking 
for a Bride who has made herself ready, not a dormant 
Church, but a militant Church, terrible as an army 
with banners. He is ready to take away the stony heart 
and give us a new spirit if only we will come to Him. 
Let us make the following prayer our own: 

Melt the hardness and the coldness, 

Mould the life I yield to Thee, 

Mark for pureness and for boldness, 

Make Thy presence felt in me.

I HAVE heard a Congregational minister, who has a 
Pentecostal experience, a large congregation, and a 
daily,early morning prayer meeting, declare that there 
are more born again believers. per square foot in N. 
Ireland than in any other place in the world. Some 
appearances, as I may illustrate, would tend to make 
it seem so, but, when one considers, for example, that 
Birmingham alone has a bigger population than N. 
Ireland and that Yorkshire is larger than N. Ireland, 
possessing also several millions of people, | hesitate 
at Mr. Workman’s statement. Nor can one overlook 
that more than one-third of N. Ireland’s people are 
Roman Catholics. Statistics can deceive even the very 
elect! 

With more certainty one might presume that there 
are more preachers in the Province of N. Ireland in 
proportion to the population than elsewhere. A 
member of the Christian Brethren complained to me 
that their Fellowship is over-run with full-time evan- 
gelists, which reminds me that several years ago an- 
other Brethren member informed me there were some 
ninety evangelists among them in Ireland. Most con- 
clusive of all, it appears that Belfast, with a declining 
population, now of just over 400,000, of which a 
large portion are R.Cs, must have more churches than 
any comparable city. In bygone years I have port- 
rayed details of Church Notices taken from The Belfast 
Telegraph and, in the current issue before me, the list 
is formidable (despite the fact that neither the powerful 
R.C. Church nor the Church of Ireland use the press 
media). I counted sixty-six Presbyterian, thirty-three 
Methodist, twenty-three Baptist twenty-three Brethren, 
seventeen Pentecostal,elevan Congregational, together 
with Evangelical Presbyterian, Reformed Presbyterian, 
Free Methodist Salvation Army, City Missions, mission 
halls, etc, making a total beyond 200. 

We have recently witnessed the Presbyterian Church, 
the Church of Ireland, and the Methodists, the three 
largest groups, meeting in Eire for discussions with the 
R.C. Heirarchy. I wrote but a few months ago that, 
in The Famine and After, the writer declared that 
the ecumenical trend-was the first ‘cause of the present 
unrest and voilence. Dr. Ian Paisley led 200 protesters 
- from N. Ireland to Eire to make a protest, which took 
place without incident, a protest against the said 
Protestant groups, whose tenets pronounce against the 
R.C. Church (particularly the Presbyterian and the 
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Church of Ireland). Dr. Paisley and his ministers 
shout from the house-tops. All other evangelicals 
sincerely keep quiet. Observing the scene, and rem- 
embering the Reformers and the Convenanters com- 
pulsory involvement in a similar situation gradually — 
formulating, I tend to think that the “quiet ones” 
must say something, sometime. There may be times 
when a united voice on particular issues may even 
save Dr. Paisley from speaking so loudly, and enable 
all to be heard more effectively. Whatever reservations 
I may hold, I must witness to the rapid growth of the 
Free Presbyterian Church, and the many new, lovely 
churches being erected, perhaps outgrowing all others 
altogether. 


Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


48 The Call for a Man of God (Genesis 41:14) 
by F. Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon Church 


TWO years after the release from prison of his butler, 
Pharaoh had a bad night, for he had two dreams which 
greatly distrubed him. He was aware that the dreams 
had a deep, ominous meaning, yet he could obtain no 
light and his wise men were unable to interpret the 
dreams. Pharaoh became very troubled. He realised 
that the dreams must have been a warning from God 
and that therefore only a man of God could help, yet 
it seemed that in all his kingdom there was no-one to 
declare the meaning. Then the butler remembered 
Joseph and told Pharaoh how the Hebrew prisoner 
had interpreted his dream and how the interpretation 
was exactly fulfilled. 

We can see great distress and perplexity in the world 
around us; international, national, social, moral and 
personal problems of baffling complexity. The world 


is crying out for its wise men to interpret the problems 


and to find the answer, but politicians, scientists and 
psychologists do not know the remedy. The wise men 
of the world can observe the symptoms, but they 
cannot discern the real cause of the trouble. Behind 
the outward distresses of mankind lies a deep spiritual 
disease, sin. The conflict and unrest in the world are 
the outward manifestations of the spiritual war within 
men’s hearts. Spiritual matters cannot be interpreted 
by the clever men of the world who are unable to take 
away sin and restore men to God. The things of 
God can be interpreted only by those in touch with 
God, those who are taught by the Holy Spirit. The 
world needs spiritual Christians who can show its need 
of Jesus Christ. 


FOUR hundred years ago Shakespeare wrote: “To be 
honest as this world goes is to be one man picked out 
of ten thousand’’. If honesty was such a rare quality 
in his day, how would our national bard react to to- 
day’s low standards of honesty and integrity? We have 
only to read of the Poulson affair and of the questions 
now being asked concerning Spiro Agnew’s integrity 
to feel saddened by the evidence as to the corruption 
in civic and political circles. Furthermore, the start- 
ling number of thefts by tourists in the West End of 
London this summer and the losses through stealing 
on the railways, in the docks, at the airports and 
throughout industry make us wonder if the people no 
longer believe that “honesty is the best policy”. 

There is a choice example of honesty and trust- 
worthiness in the Bible: “Moreover they did not re- 
quire an accounting of the men into whose hand they 
delivered the money to be paid to the workmen, for 
they dealt faithfully” (2 Kings 12:15, Amplified Bible). 
Godly King Joash supervised the repair of the great 
Temple of Solomon. It is fascinating reading to learn 
how the High Priest prepared a great chest and a col- 
lection was made. The money was handed to the 
Supervisors of the work who paid the wages to the 
carpenters and masons. How delightful to discover 
such trust and integrity! Those in authority did not 
even demand a statement of account what a saving of 
time and paper! 

If only such honesty were in vogue today, how 
much simpler and how much more satisfactory busi- 
hess transactions would be. Absolute honesty en- 
courages mutual trust, but today these are sadly lack- 
ing and thus folk are suspicious and uneasy. In the 
early American settlements theft was almost unknown, 
for the pioneers brought with them the same rigid 
principles of honesty that they had previously main- 
tained. A man in Mancoupin County left his waggon, 
loaded with corn, stuck in the prairie mud for two 
weeks near a frequented road. When he returned he 
found that some of his corn was gone, but there was

money enough tied in the sacks to pay for what had 
been taken! 

To some folk today such absolute honesty is ridi- 
culous. Certainly the smart boys and Spivs consider 
it to be weak. The general lowering of standards makes 
it easy to accept that dishonesty is the permitted 
norm. Let us all be on our guard against being condi- 
tioned to accept any doubtful practices in business or 
any temptation to indulge in personal dishonesty great 
or small, My heart warms to the sturdy statement by 
Paul in 2 Corinthians in the chapter dealing with finan- 
cial matters. Referring to the funds gathered for the 
needy believers in Jerusalem, he wrote: ‘We are on 
our guard, intending that no one should find anything 
for which to blame us in regard to our administration 
of this large contribution. For we take thought be- 
forehand and aim to be honest and absolutely above 
suspicion not only in the sight of the Lord but also in 
the sight of men” (2 Corinthians 8:20,21, Amplified). 

It is obvious from these verses that Paul had high 
standards of honesty and was anxious that both in 
church affairs with fellow Christians and with out- 
siders, all money transactions should be scrupulously 
correct. We must do no less and, remembering the 
story of the unnamed men who were so upright when 
paying the Temple workmen, realise that, just as God 
marked their faithfulness and permitted it to be re- 
corded for all time, so He will bless us as we “provide 
things honest in the sight of all men” (Romans 12:17).

Vacation Venture ‘73 


VACATION VENTURE ’73 was located in Jersey, 
Channel Islands. A group of thirty-five to forty young 
people from all parts of Great Britain came together 
under the supervision of Pastors L.E. Lambert and B. 
C. Vidamour. The Venturers came from as far away 
as Motherwell, Cardiff, and Macclesfield, and also 
from nearby places such as our sister Island of Guern- 
sey. A fantastic time of blessing and refreshing 
was had by everyone, including the pastors. 

We all stayed at “‘Bethel’’, a Girls’ Brigade hostel 
in St. Clement, a few miles from St. Helier, the main 
town, and both the food, which was cooked by ladies 
of our Jersey Church, and the accommodation were 
excellent. 

God’s blessing was upon the entire holiday in a 
wonderful way, and was particularly evident in the 
morning prayer meetings from 8.30 to 9 a.m. In the 
first of these a Venturer was baptized in the Spirit. 
Praise the Lord! During the following week more than 
twenty others received the baptism at tarrying 
meetings, including some who were converted during 
the crusade. 

Quite a number of both young and old came to 
the Lord in the nightly gospel rallies at which Pastor 
Lambert’s inspired preaching of the gospel was suppor- 
ted by the singing of the Vacation Venture choir and 
various groups. “Spotlight on Vacation Venture” was 
a regular feature of these meetings giving each of us 
an opportunity to testify to the way in which God 
was blessing our lives. Singing was by two Jersey 
groups, “The Challengers” and ““God’s Ambassadors”’, 
and “The King’s Messengers” and the Macclesfield 
group. In the second week soloist Kelvin Thomas was 
a great blessing to everyone. 

The fellowship and unity between all the Venturers 
were really wonderful. We were friends before the first 
day was over. This fellowship was strengthened by 
the recreation times we spent together and also by 
the morning devotional sessions where we received 
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instruction on such topics as door-to-door work, the 
gifts of the Spirit and children’s evangelism. We also 
saw two excellent and faith-building films.’ These 
sessions were followed each day by practical experience 
in door knocking and children’s work, which everyone 
agreed were a great source of enjoyment and strength, 
despite our knocking knees at the start. Many of those 
whom we personally invited to attend the gospel 
rallies did so. 

Regular coffee bar evangelism was carried on also 
throughout the two weeks in the Cellar Bar, Hope 
Street, beginning at 9.45 p.m. This presented a real 
challenge, as it involved both going out on the streets 
to ask young people in and also personal witness to 
them in the coffee bar. It proved to be perhaps the 
greatest source of blessing, particularly when several 
of the young people contacted there gave their lives 
to the Lord. A nightly gospel spot involving witness 
box testimonies, lively music and a short, simple gos- 
pel message, were included in the coffee bar pro- 
gramme. 

- The Venturers and members of the Jersey Church 
took part in two marches of witness through the 
streets of St. Helier from Royal Square to the Elim 
Pentecostal Church, Stopford Road, prior to the Sun- 
day evening services.

Scripture Notes

Portions Gerald L.W. Ladlow 
Monday, October 22nd Lamentations 3:34-66 


“Let us lift up our heart with our hands unto God 

in the heavens’ (v.41). 
IN Bible times the traditional attitude of prayer was 
to stand with hands outstretched with the palms turned 
upwards. Physical posture may seem to indicate that 
a person is engaged in prayer,but, unless the heart is 
lifted up to God, it is only a vain, empty exercise. 
Paul reminds us that we should “pray everywhere”, 
but,as we do so, the hands uplifted must be holy hands 
free from “wrath and doubting” (1 Timothy 2:8), that 
is, “with no anger in the heart and no doubt in the 
mind”’ (Barclay). 

I often say my prayers, 

But do I ever pray? 

And do the wishes of my heart, 

Go with the words I say? 


Tuesday, October 23rd Lamentations 5:1-22 
“Thou, O Lord, remainest for ever: Th 'y throne from 
generation to generation”. (v.19). 
IT is always good, when shocked at the passing of our 
great earthly rulers and leaders, or the collapse of 
kingdoms, the overthrow of governments and_ the 
reversal of policies, to look up and see the eternal 
God. All may change, but He remains ever the same. 
“T.am the Lord, I change not” (Malachi 3:6). His 
throne is above all thrones and His governance is over 
all His creatures (Psalm 103:19). How satisfying it is 
to the believer to realise that, despite the seeming 
triumph of evii at the present time, ‘God is still on 
the throne”’, 


Wednesday, October 24th Psalm 74: 1-23 

“The foolish man reproacheth Thee daily” (v.22). 
NOTE the progression in the attitude of the psalmist 
in his approach to God. In wv.1-11 he plies God with 
questions — why is evil allowed to triumph, why has 
God seemingly forsaken His people, why is deliverance 
withheld ,etc.? In vv.12-17 he considers the greatness 
of God and His sovereign rule. In vv.18-23 he prays 
with mounting faith. The consideration of the 
character of God has turned a perplexed, doubting soul 
into a confident believer who realises that God is able 
to vindicate His own cause and that it is foolish of men 
to reproach God with seeming indifference (v.22). 


Thursday, October 25th Colossians 1:1-8 
“The gospel. . which bringeth forth fruit” (vv. 5,6). 


ONLY a living plant can produce fruit and the quality 
and quantity of the fruit produced is the evidence of 
the strength of the life that is in the plant. The in- 
herent power within the gospel produces the greatest 
fruit of all,for 1 Corinthians 13:13 declares that of all 
Christian graces the three that will abide are faith, hope 
and love, and Paul states here that these were the fruits 
produced by the gospel in the lives of the Colossians. 
Faith in Christ and love to the saints (v.4), the hope 
laid up in heaven (v.5) are always the results of the 
acceptance of the word of the truth of the gospel. 


Friday, October 26th Colossians 1:9-14 
“We do not cease to pray for you. . .giving thanks 
unto the Father” (vv.9-12). 
THERE is a vital connection between prayer and 
thanksgiving in all true worship in the New Testament. 
In v.3 notice that Paul commences with thanksgiving 
and then continues in prayer for these saints.Gratitude 
always intensifies the soul’s dependence on God and 
prompts the cry for needed help. In wv.9-12 the order 
is reversed. Paul commences with fervent prayer for the 
saints and concludes by giving thanks to the Father. 
Earnest prayer will always glide into fervent thanks- 
giving. There can be no true prayer without thank- 
fulness. 


Saturday, October 27th Colossians 1:15-20 
“That in all things He might have the pre-eminence” 
(v.18). 
IN the worship and work of the Church and in the life 
and witness of every believer this should be the ideal. 
When Jesus is given His rightful place as Lord, only 
what adds to His glory is permissible. As someone 
remarked: “Prior to the day of Pentecost, we are told 
that the Holy Ghost was not yet given because Jesus 
was not yet glorified and we can only know the full 
blessing of the gift of the Holy Spirit when Jesus is 
glorified”. As we give Him the pre-eminent position 
in the Church we can experience true revival. As we 
allow Him to be Lord in our individual lives we will 
know true peace and happiness. 


Sunday, October 28th Colossians 1:21-29 
“Christ in you, the hope of glory” (v.27). 

THE term “mystery” is borrowed from the ancient 
religions in which certain rites and doctrines were 
communicated to the initiated. The Greek mysteries 
implied secrecy. The esoteric doctrines were muttered 
in the ear and the rites were carried out in deep ob- 
scurity. The Christian mystery is an open secret, 
namely, that, through the death of Christ, the sinner 
may be reconciled to God (vwv.20,21) and the risen 
Christ may dwell within him. The certainty of our 
sharing in the glory of His heavenly kingdom is assured 
by the reality of His presence in us now, 
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A MONOGRAM is a character composed of two or 
more letters interwoven. Many who enter church 
buildings fail to see the gospel in the smallest possible 
compass, namely, in just three letters — 1.HS. Too 
many crosses are often on display; no wonder people 
believe in a dead Christ and fail to realise that He is 
alive, with all power to save the whosoever! 

Here is our message — I.H.S., Jesus Hominum 
Salvator, Jesus Saviour of men. It takes a living 
Christ to be that! Between the faith that only receives 
Christ as a Teacher and that whichacknowledges Him 
as Saviour, there is a gulf as wide as between Nic- 
odemus who came by night for instruction and the 
thief upon the cross who cried out for pardon and 
received the gift of eternal life. 

The gospel of Christ is not merely a higher, purer 
law. It does not come as God came to Moses with 
tables of stone to say, “Thou shalt and thou shalt not”. 
Calvary is the consummation of Christ’s work. 

A physician wrote a treatise entitled, How not to be 
sick, It is a useful book for those who are not already 
sick, but he who is struggling with death needs cure, 
not prevention. 

Moses told men how to avoid sin; Christ brought 
healing to those who were already sin-stricken. Moses 
told how not to wander from God; Jesus came to 
awaken in the heart reminiscences of home that might 
call the prodigal, famine-stricken and in a far country 
back home. Moses built the wall of the sheepfold; 
Jesus came to call to Himself those who had wandered 
beyond these walls, who were lost and dying in the 
wilderness. Moses warns of the fiery serpent; Jesus is 
the brazen serpent lifted up, that, whosoever is bitten 
and nigh to death, if they look on Him, they need not 
perish, but will have everlasting life. 

Many offer a qualified homage to Christ as the 
Interpreter of the mystic language of nature and of 
life. The Delphic oracle must have its priests to in- 
terpret its blind sayings. Nature is an oracle whose 
revelations only the true pdet comprehends. Bel- 
shazzar, startled by the mystic characters traced by a 
living hand upon the wall, demanded someone who 
could read the enigma to him. Nature is written all 
over with heiroglyphic language. Jesus gives to the 
unknown words their true significance. There never 
was such an interpreter as He. He is more than a Daniel 
to reiterate the warning which life and nature are 
perpetually intruding on our festal hours. He delivers 
Babylon from the doom that threatens it, erases with 
His blood the sentence, “Thou art weighed in the

balance,and found wanting”, and writes in lieu thereof, 
“There is therefore now no condemnation to them 
that are in Christ Jesus”’. 

The gospel of Jesus Christ is more than a second 
law, more than a prophetic interpretation of the 
religion of nature. The cross of Christ is the hand of 
almighty God outstretched in answer to the despairing 
cry of man, already sinking beneath the tempestuous 
wave, “Lord save, or I perish’. 

To accept Christ as an interpretation only is not to 
accept Him at all. Only he received Jesus Christ who 
receives Him as his personal and only Saviour. In 
contrast with that ritualism which proffers mana priest 
and a ceremonial for his Saviour, and that rationalism 
which declares that every man must save himself, we 
are Foursquare Christians and havea Foursquare Gospel 
and put at our head I.H.S. — Jesus Hominum Salvator 
— Jesus Saviour of men.

A COMMENTATOR on the Arab-Israeli conflict let drop a remark 
which can hardly be surpassed for cynicism. He said that the British 
Army must greatly regret the cancellation by the then Labour govern- 
ment of a delivery of a certain British tank and that the present govern- 
ment must share this regret. His reason was that a great opportunity 
had now been missed to test the effectiveness of this weapon in actual 
battle conditions. 

It smacks of the Spanish Civil War of the ‘thirties when Germany and 
Russia aided the opposing sides and tried out many of the techniques 
and weapons which were loosed upon the world in 1939. ‘‘Guernica’’ 
used to be an evocative name. This was the unfortunate Spanish town 
which suffered Nazi-type dive bombing and aerial blitzkrieg. The scale 
was minute compared with what all the combatant groups did to cities 
in the second world war, but the event was like a shock wave round the 
world at the time. 

The questions and problems connected with war have divided Chris- 
tians for years. On the one hand we have out-and-out pacificsts and at 
the other extreme charades like the so-called ‘‘blessing’”’ of colours. The 
whole position is vastly complicated now, however. When countries be- 
come embroiled, everybody is in the front line. The last world war 
proved beyond doubt that large-scale pattern bombing of cities was 
regarded as a legitimate weapon. It has been said, for instance, that 
more people were killed in the air raids on Dresden than succumbed to 
the horror of the atomic bomb on Hiroshima. Once a nation is involved, 
women, children, and old people stand at risk. It is no longer just send- 
ing out “the boys”’ to a distant front; danger lurks all too menacingly 
above our very centres of population, often many miles from the scene 
of actual conflict. 

It is alltooterribly complicated now by the possession by an increas- 
ing number of nations of atomic-type weapons and those ultimates in 
sheer, diabolical horror, inter-continental ballistic missiles, and the like. 

Against such a desperate background it seems beyond description 
that strategists should be deploring the fact that their weapons cannot 
be tested because of a political decision which prevented their sale. 

Do they not realise that the whole world is like a keg of gun powder 
living in fear of some mad fool dropping a spark? 

‘Pray for the peace of Jerusalem”’. 

“Surely | come quickly. Amen. Even so, come, Lord Jesus”.

GOD heals our bodies on three levels: 

By natural healing. It has pleased God to place in 
our bodies the powers of self-healing; a cut will begin 
to heal itself. Doctors work in this realm. A doctor 
can say: “I dressed the wound. God healed it.” 

By spiritual healing. Healing on this level is governed 
by spiritual laws of which faith in God and confession 
of sin are both requisites. Healing in this realm is es- 
pecially for members of a church fellowship, who are 
commanded to call for the elders to pray with them 
(James 5:14, 15). 

By supernatural healing. The “gifts of healing” 
operate on this level. These are given in the sov- 
ereignty of God, the Holy Spirit, who divides as He 
wills (1 Corinthians 12:11), and are specially for the 
preaching of the gospel. Jesus sent His disciples out to 
preach and heal and the Early Church found that heal- 
ings attracted people to hear the gospel. The late 
W.F.P. Burton stated that progressive work among the 
tribes in Africa was brought about by miracles of 
healing in the majority of cases. 


1. The Gift explained 

Scripture calls it the “‘gifts of healing”, the only 
one of the nine gifts which is, in itself, a plurality of 
gifts. The one to whom this gift is given is able to 
bestow the gift of health. Thus Peter said to the lame 
man: “Such as I have, giveI thee: In the name of 
Jesus. . .rise up and walk” (Acts 3:6). It seems that 
at times the Holy Spirit moves especially in the 
healing of one particular disease. Some years ago a 
blind man in Grimsby, called George Evison, was healed 
of blindness and received the gift of new eyes. Through 
his testimony fifty-seven other cases of blindness were 
healed. 


2. The Gift is not for the healing of All 

The possessor of this gift will not necessarily be 
able to heal all, indiscrimately. The late Fred Squire, 
much used of God in healing, said that he had prayed 
for hundreds of sick people. Sometimes there was no 
healing; at other times the power of God came down 
and many were healed. Even Jesus did not heal all. 
Though there were many blind, halt and withered at 
Bethesda, only one was healed. In Elisha’s day there 
were many lepers in Israel, but only one, and he a 
foreigner, was healed. In the Corinthian Church, 
though this gift was in evidence, there were many 
“weak and sickly” among them. Then, as now, some 
were healed and some were not. If the conditions for 
healing are not fulfilled, then the Holy Spirit cannot 
work, 
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(1 Corinthians 12:9)

3. Conditions for this Gift to be manifested 

The prime condition is faith in Christ’s power and 
willingness to heal. His first question to those who 
came to Him for healing was: “Believe ye that I am 
able to do this?”’. His power to heal was limited by 
unbelief (Matthew 13:58). Lack of faith is a barrier 
which even Jesus did not break through. 

Unconfessed sin is a spiritual hindrance. If sickness 
is caused by our failure to judge ourselves (1 Corin- 
thians 11:29-31),then, before healing can come, there 
must be self-examination and the confession of any 
sin the Holy Spirit reveals (see James 5:15, 16). Many 
Christains cannot find healing, because they cannot 
find it in their hearts to forgive themselves or to forgive 
another who has wronged them. 

The sovereignty of God. God is and must be 
sovereign in His gifts. Not every illness is brought on 
by sin, nor isunconfessed sin always the reason for non- 
healing. Jesus made this clear in the case of the man 
born blind (John 9:1-3). God’s will, God’s works, 
must be made manifest in us and our healing may be 
delayed that His purposes may be fulfilled. Catherine 
Marshall tells how she sought healing from tuberculosis, 
was rebellious at God for allowing her to be ill, and 
could not recover until she surrendered and told the 
Lord she was willing to die if that were His will. 
Then healing came. 


4. The Purpose of this Gift 

To deliver from Satanic oppression. All sickness, 
like all sin, came originally from Satan and the gifts 
of healing are to deliver from Satan’s power those who 
have been attacked in their bodies. Jesus healed the 
woman who had been bound by Satan for eighteen 
years. Peter sums up Jesus’s healing ministry as healing 
“all that were oppressed of the devil”. Though there 
are evil forces abroad today, “greater is He that is in 
you than he that is in the world”’. 

To prove that Jesus is alive. There is nothing like a 
miraculous healing to prove that God is not dead, that 
Christ is alive. Modern materialism disbelieves the 
reality of the supernatural, but, when a lame man walks 
and leaps and praises God, they can “say nothing 
against it” (Acts 3:8;4:14). 

To bring glory to God. When Jesus forgave his 
sins and healed the palsied man, the people “glorified 
God, saying: We never saw it on this fashion” (Mark 
2:12). When God heals, it is that we may glorify Him, 
not the human channel by whom the gift came.

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


49. Joseph interprets Pharaoh's Dreams (Genesis 41:25) 
by F. Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon Church 


THE fact that Joseph was a prisoner did not deter 
Pharaoh. He summoned him to appear before him at 
once and told him of his remarkable dreams. They 
had been an insoluble riddle to Pharaoh and his wise 
men, but the solution was immediately made clear to 
Joseph by God, who gave the dreams. Joseph des- 
scribed to Pharaoh the years of plenty and the years 
of famine which were to come. Joseph was not only 
an interpreter of dreams, however; unlike visionaries 
and fatalists, he was a practical man with his feet on 
the ground. He gave sound advice to Pharaoh as to 
how he should prepare for and meet the coming crisis 
in Egypt. 

In the days of Pharaoh only a handful of men were 
concerned to understand the truth. The majority of 
people in Egypt and Canaan went about their everyday 
affairs unconcerned. and ignorant concerning the 
coming disaster. The majority of people today are 
likewise unconcerned and ignorant. There are some, 
however, who are deeply troubled and perplexed as 
they see human solutions come to nothing. They 
feel that events in the world around them are of 
ominous, threatening significance. They face the future 
with deep foreboding. To such people the Christian 
can declare the meaning of what is happening, showing 
the sinister power of evil which is driving mankind to- 
ward disaster and the judgment of God that will come 
upon a lawless age, but also declaring how through 
Christ they can prepare tomeet God and how by divine 
mercy they can be saved from the judgment to come. 
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saying and Doing 


Matthew 7:21 


THE apostle Paul made a very clear statement in 
Romans 14:9 concerning the lordship of Jesus Christ. 
He showed that the divine purpose in the death, 
resurrection and risen life of the Lord Jesus was to 
make Him Lord of all. Nowhere does Scripture 
suggest any possibility of salvation by a person using 
the right words. The condemnation of Israel was that 
they honoured the Lord with their lips, but that they 
were far away in their hearts. If the Lord is to accept 
a person, their heart and will must be behind their 
words. The Bible shows that there are three steps of 
obedience required of anyone who would enter the 
kingdom of God. Apart from them you can never 
become a true Christian. 

First, God’s Word says that you must repent of 
your sin. The very first command of the Lord Jesus 
to men was: “Repent and believe the gospel’ (Mark 
1:15). You must recognise the fact of your sin and of 
your inability to save yourself or to please God by 
your own efforts. It is strange how folk resent the 
thought that they cannot save themselves from sin. If 
a man was sick with a serious disease and his doctor 
said that he was sending him for treatment by an 
eminent specialist, the man would not resent it and 
say: “Why can’t I treat it myself? I will perform my 
own operation!” Yet when a faithful messenger of 
God says that a person is ill with the deadly disease 
called sin and that Jesus Christ is the only Specialist 
capable of treating the disease, they are angry and 
say: “I will treat it myself, I will make myself 
better!” 

You must also be ready to forsake your sin, just as 
you would want to be rid of a cancer from your 
body, so the second step that you must take is to 
receive the Lord Jesus as the Saviour anointed by 
God to take away your sin (Matthew 1:21). 

Some folk are very conscious of their sin, but they 
will not receive Jesus as their Saviour. In the Old 
Testament we read of a leper named Naaman; he 
certainly knew that he was sick. He wanted to be 
healed, but he was upset when he was told to dip 
himself seven times in what he thought was the 
muddy river Jordan. He thought of the rivers of his

native Syria, Abana and Pharpar, and considered that 
they were much cleaner than Jordan,but he remained 
a leper until he obeyed God and washed in the 
despised river. Even so, people want to find their own 
way of salvation — good works, church attendance, 
charity, etc., but God says that Jesus is the only way 
by which men can come to Him (John 14:6) and that 
there is no-one else able to save them (Acts 4:12). He 
died for your sins and. rose to deliver you from guilt 
(Romans 4:25). The old hymn says truly: 


There is a fountain filled with blood, 
Drawn from Immanuel’s veins; 

And sinners plunged beneath that flood, 
Lose all their guilty stains. 


Unless you are cleansed in that fountain you will 
remain a sinner. To reject the Lord Jesus is to 
condemn your own soul to eternal ruin. 

The third step to salvation is to crown Jesus Lord 
of your life. When Saul was converted on the road to 
Damascus he asked at once: “Lord, what do You 
want me to do?”’. He gave himself immediately to the 
lordship of Jesus Christ. The Bible says that, when we 
become Christians we are no longer our own, we are 
bought with a price — not silver nor gold, but the 
precious blood of the Lord Jesus. Because you have 
been bought at such cost, you are now to find true, 
lasting pleasure in doing the will of the Lord. The 
Scripture says: “If you confess with your mouth 
Jesus as Lord, and believe in your heart that God has 
raised Him from the dead, you will be saved” 
(Romans 10:9). 

Do you recognise your sin and your inability to 
save yourself? Are you willing to receive Jesus Christ 
as your Saviour? Will you give your life to the 
lordship of Jesus Christ and live for the glory of God? 
When you humbly and gladly say: “Yes!” to all three 
questions, then you will be a true Christian, a child of 
God with your name written in His book of life. 

Will you now say “Yes!” to Jesus?

OVER 2,000 delegates from thirty-seven. countries 
gathered in Seoul, S. Korea, during the third week in 


September for the tenth World Pentecostal Conference. 


Travel from the various countries was a combination 
of individual planning and group organisation. The 
party from Great Britain, led by Fred H. Coleman, 
left London Airport on Wednesday, September 12th, 
and flew via Zurich, Athens, Bombay, Bangkok, 
Manila and Tokyo. After a three-day stop in Japan, 
the party rendez-voused with the assembling groups 
in Seoul and were housed in central hotels in the City. 
The Conference was hosted by the Korean Pentecostal 
Church led by the talented Dr. Yonggi Cho, whose 
leadership over the brief period of twelve years has 
played no small part in the formation of many Full 
Gospel Assemblies throughout the country and in the 
erection of an auditorium seating in all 10,000 people. 
Transport from the City conveyed delegates each mor- 
ning to this New Full Gospel Church at Yoido (a sub- 
urb of Seoul) and each morning from 9.30 to 1.30 
saw 7-8,000 meet for worship and ministry in this de- 
lightful modern building, with every facility for 
housing and catering for large crowds. In the evening, 
masses of people from all over the area totalling up to 
30,000 met in the Hyochang Stadium. Night by night, 
it was a scene never to be forgotten when, as the over- 
seas delegates took their places on the covered plat- 
form and adjacent area, the local people crowded to 
the concrete terraces and sat in orderly fashion on the 
ground, row by row inside clearly defined areas (with 
aisles and adequate spacing). Each evening began with 
spontaneous singing taken up and led by competent 
leaders. Favourite songs were: “The Comforter has 
come”, “Showers of Blessing” and “Heavenly Sun- 
shine” and how these Koreans can sing! It has to be 
heard to be believed. The alacrity with which these 
vast crowds rounded into worship with hands uplifted 
to heaven when the opportunity was given (and this is 
a feature of Korean services for which the people 
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eagerly wait) can only be compared to the “fly past” 
of a squadron of jet planes. Biblical description would 
be in the language of Revelation: “as the sound of 
many waters and the voice of mighty thunderings”’. 
They are equally obedient to the bell that signals 
“enough” and all settle down for ministry, punctuated 
when called for by thunderous ““Amens”’ and “Halle- 
lujahs”’. 

The theme of the Conference was, “Anointed to 
preach”. This was ably and forcefully presented at 
the opening service by the Chairman of the Conference. 
Rev. Tom Zimmerman. The scope of ministry on this 
theme is to be found either directly or by implication 
in Luke 4:18. Morning and evening the invited speakers 
developed their assigned subjects, preaching in English, 
interpreted by various professional people, who sur- 
round the leader in abundance. The emphasis in the 
stadium -services was evangelistic. There were long 
sermons and short ones, but each night the credit must 
go to Dr. Cho, who, when he rose to his feet to em- 
phasise the keynote of the message just given, pulled 
in the net in a masterly fashion until night by night 
300-500 stood and then moved (many running, some 
with little ones on their backs) to the area in front of 
the platform. The way of salvation, and in some in- 
stances encouragement to seek the baptism in the

Spirit, were briefly explained. Women played an im- 
portant part in the organisation. Along with the men 
they were strategically placed as counsellors and ushers 
throughout the great concourse of people. The offer- 
ing was a feature in itself: collecting bags like butter- 
fly nets on the end of rods were used and it was unique 


--and impressive to see the streams of collectors return 


to “base” with the gifts of the people? Prayer is im- 
portant in Korean gatherings — at the beginning of 
the service, before the offering, after the offering, be- 
fore the sermon, after the sermon and at any other 
point when something “should happen”: these are 


not brief invocations, but sermon-like harangues.

Personal Impressions 
by Ramon Hunston 


THE immediate impression on arrival in Seoul, Korea, 
is how totally foreign everything is, from the indeci- 
pherable signs (to a European) on the shops, to the 
strange intonations of an oriental language. 

We were taken to the Central Church, Yoido, Seoul 
for registration. This impressive, circular building out- 
side the City, recently opened, was built to accommo- 
date the many thousands of Pentecostal believers who 
are members of this church, of which Pastor Yonggi 
Cho is the Minister. 

As we stepped into this great Church, all the 
strangeness disappeared; smiling oriental faces greeted 
us, hands reached forward to grasp ours and the only 
way we could communicate was by one word, 
“Hallelujah”, as we went through to the registration 
hall. This universal greeting was heard everywhere; 
crowds shouted “hallelujah” as the delegates’ buses 
passed the great throngs of people on their way 
through the typically narrow streets to the evening 
services in the Hyochang stadium. The great warmth 
of fellowship shown to us by the Korean people is 
something I will treasure for ever. We knew and felt 
that we were one in Christ. 

My impressions of the Conference are a kaleido- 
scope of precious fellowship, sacred moments and awe- 
inspiring worship and the power of the Holy Spirit of 
God moving in the saving of souls, healing of the sick 
and the outpouring of the Spirit on believers. There 
was a wondrous sense of worship. I will never forget 
the great Communion service on Sunday morning in 
the Church, when delegates from thirty-seven countries 
joined with thousands of Korean brothers and sisters 
in worship. The beautiful singing of the choir filled 
the great auditorium with melody and praise; we did 
not understand the words, the music was unknown to 
us, but the presence of the Lord was so real as to tran- 
scend the barriers of language and culture and unite 
us in worship. Our Korean friends sang a hymn over 
and over again with such fervour and devotion as we 
shared Communion. 

The evening services at the HyochangStadiumwere 
just as impressive, but in a different vein. There is 
such a great hunger for Christ that following the 
preaching of the Word to audiences of over 30,000 
many stepped forward to receive Christ. I made per- 
sonal enquiries and discovered that people were being 
saved and baptised in the Spirit as, at times, as many 
as 500 came forward. There were folk who were sick 
and as they stepped forward for salvation they were 
miraculously healed by the power of God.

THE work in Bridgend began in 1955 with a pioneer 
campaign conducted by Pastor P.S. Brewster with the 
support of local Elim Pentecostal Churches.

The work at Bridgend has fluctuated over the years, 
with periods of great blessing and times of difficulty. 
In the last two years a gradual impetus has been ex- 
perienced in all activities. At the last Annual Church 
Business Meeting,as reports from all departments were 
given, it became evident that we had entered a period 
of great blessing. Financially, there has been an un- 
precedented rise in offerings, more than to match 
increased expenditure. Attendances at all meetings 
have shown significant increases and in some cases 
have doubled. Youth outreach work is booming. 
Craft classes have commenced. Most encouraging 
reports were also heard from the Sunday School, 
Sunshine Corner, Junior Crusaders, and Youth Out- 
reach. A film scheme using equipment donated by the 
Home Film Fellowship is progressing very well. The 
business meeting was suffused with an atmosphere 
of progress and expectancy. Several of those present 
had found the Lord as their personal Saviour during 
the preceding year. 

Our Pastor is now Robert A. Holdstock and we look 
to the Lord for further blessing as we plan to continue 
and extend our evangelistic activities.

He takes us through the drug scene, witchcraft and 
sorcery ,and identifies the world systems, anti-Christian 
philosophies and mind-manipulation with Satanic 
dominion in the universe. In the less obvious fields he 
warns of deception from the devil in the exercise of 
the Gifts of the Spirit and miraculous ministry. Pent- 
ecostalists will recognise a bias against the teaching of 
the Baptism in the Spirit as an experience subsequent 

to conversion, with an erroneous (albeit well-meant) 
section on speaking in tongues. An appendix to the

arguments about the “Transitional Nature of the Book 
of Acts”. 

The book finishes on a positive note of guidance to 
victory by spiritual weapons and the power of the in- 
dwelling Christ.

New man - new World, by Leighton Ford. Published 
by Word Books, price 40p, postage and packing 7p 
extra. 

EACH chapter of this paperback is a sermon preached 
by the author over the radio on the “Hour of Decision”, 
which. is carried over.800 radio. stations. They- are 
typically American in their presentation - one can 
imagine their being preached in racy style - but they 
have excellent quality of content and are not just a 
string of stories. Well-seasoned with much Scripture, 
they keep to the point and bring home gospel truth in 
a practical manner. 

Though not by any means a study book, it is in- 
spiring and could well be left around in your home for 
the unconverted to read. Anyone thus reading it would 
certainly do so to their profit.

MANY mothers welcome the return of their off- 
spring to school with a considerable degree of relief, 
Certainly children become restless and bored towards 
the end of the long summer holiday, but unhappily the 
school and the playground are not always as satis- 
factory or as safe as parents would wish them to be. I 
learned recently of a very disturbing incident, wit- 
nessed by the young daughter of a friend of mine ina 
primary school playground. Watched by a crowd of 
children, an eight year old girl hypnotised another 
little girl and caused her to bark like a dog and bite 
a companion. The affected child appeared to be ina 
deep trance and the mother of the hypnotist had to be 
summoned to the school by the teacher to bring her 
back to normality. Two days later I read the following 
report in The Daily Mail and in view of what I had 
heard I felt it was a timely warning: 

“Children are meddling with so many black magic 
games they are in danger of becoming hooked on evil 
spirits.A retired clergyman claimed yesterday that the 
games included ouija boards, palm reading and going 
into trances to contact spirits. 

“The Rev. Charles de Cerjat, former vicar of Egg 
Buckland church, Plymouth, for sixteen years, said 
that worried parents and schoolmasters have told him 
that children were dabbling in the evil arts. He could 
not reveal the schools because he had been approached 
in confidence. 

“He added: “The children are just experimenting 
mischievously, although there is very real danger of 
their becoming seriously affected.It is shocking to me 
to hear that these youngsters could play around like 
this’. 

“Mr. Cerjat, 78, felt that more people were beginning 
to dabble with black magic ‘in this permissive age’. He 
knew of some who had been committed to mental 
institutions because they had become sobadly affected. 
He said, ‘Anyone who knows of this sort of thing going 
on in their district should contact a church minister 
because it is our job to fight evil’.”’

We agree wholeheartedly that the Church militant’s 
job is to fight evil in all forms, thus it is necessary to 
recognise satanic power and activity. So subtle is the 
arch-enemy to-day that his seducing Spritis are ex- 
tremely busy. They are not only deceiving the non- 
Christian, but are also trying to mislead and hoodwink 
the believer. 

I have talked with sincere Christians who are very 
sceptical about any reference to demon power and 
pooh-pooh the whole idea of witchcraft in these “‘en - 
lightened days’’. Other lesser excursions into the occult 
are looked uponas harmless fun. There is no realization 
that these practices are just another way of playing 
with fire. There is no excuse for this attitude, for the 
Bible gives us ample warning and such verses as 2 
Thessalonians 2:9-11; 1 Timothy 4:1 need no ex- 
planation, but are plain for all to understand. We must 
be aware of the dangers, if only to safeguard our chil- 
dren and young people, who are so vulnerable. 

I believe, too, that Christian parents, by using the 
authority of Christ’s name, can protect their little 
ones. Some years ago we had a visit from a Dutch 
couple who were engaged in evangelistic work which 
took them behind the Iron Curtain and thus made 
them targets for satanic power. They told us how the 
Lord had shown them that they could be protected 
from evil forces. In Matthew 18:18 our Lord gave his 
followers on earth, power to “bind in heaven’, and 
they explained how the Greek word translated 
“heaven” is “ouranos” which also means “‘the air or 
sky”, According to Scripture this is the domain of the 
Devil (the prince of the power of the air, Ephesians 
2:2) and his legions of evil spirits (Ephesians 6:12). 
Daily, as they set out on their missions, they spent 
time in believing prayer in which they “bound” the 
spirits that would attack them. May we not in the same 
way protect our children each morning as they go to 
school?

YOUTH workers must explore ways and means by 
which young people can make their contribution, not 
only to the local church, but also to evangelism in the 
community — not only by normal evangelism, but 
also by social evangelism. 

Britain has enjoyed affluence and comfort for 
many years, yet it is estimated that.in this country 
there are 400,000 children in want and 675,000 old 
folk shut in their homes, many of them lonely and 
depressed. In addition to these, thousands of people 
have become social outcasts for one reason or 
another. 

In the Salvation Army report ‘Tragedies of 
Affluence” the following summary is presented: 


Children 

“It is estimated that there are about 885,000 
children in fatherless families, of whom about 
400,000 are probably suffering from some kind of 
deprivation. The law governing the legal rights of a 
mother and her children to be supported is out of 
date. A man can leave his wife and family and not be 
located by any authority. The Salvation Army has 
been tracing fathers and believes that the unofficial 
approach yields better results. The Army has thirteen 
maternity homes, two hospitals and three hostels for 
mothers and babies; more are required. 


The Teenager 
“Experts state that young people reach adulthood 
much earlier and have better health; they are 
impressed by their vitality and idealism. ‘A moral 
vacuum has been created and until it is filled the 
present trends are likely to continue’. 


The Homeless 
“The number of homeless men (which is on the 
increase) is estimated at about 35,000, consisting of 
men looking for ‘work, ex-prisoners, vagrants, 
physically or mentally handicapped, men from 
broken homes and old-age pensioners. There are also 
many homeless women. 


The Elderly 

“The elderly (over-sixties) form an increasing 
proportion of the population, having risen from 2.4 
million to 5.9 million in forty years. It is estimated 
that ninety-six per cent live in their own homes, of 
whom ten per cent — or 674,464 — are housebound 
because of illness or infirmity. This may well be the 
biggest welfare problem of the future. 
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The Outcasts 

“Alcoholism. There are over 400,000 alcoholics 
and the number is increasing, costing Britain between 
£30 million and £40 million annually. This is now 
recognised as a disease requiring expert treatment. 

“Prostitution. This appears to be on the increase 
and is a problem needing constant attention. 

*‘Ex-prisoners. More needs to be done to help 
these individuals to make good. 

“Suicides. The numbers are 
anti-suicide work must be expanded.” 

In addition to those listed by the Salvation Army 
there are special services to be rendered from time to 
time. There are emergencies caused by fire, floods, 
national disasters, etc. 

The sense of social responsibility was briefly 
referred to in Lesson 2 under the heading ““The Range 
of Programme Planning’. The subject is now 
elaborated with practical details to help young people 
of all age-groups to work for the Church and the 
glory of God. 

Our first responsibility is to place whatever plaga 
we have before God in prayer. It is no good 
attempting anything of a spiritual nature without first 
seeking the approval and blessing of God, but, while 
we saturate everything we do with prayer, we must 
not stop there. “Faith without works is dead’’; we 
require both. Dr. Stanley Jones tells of being driven 
Over a dangerous winding road in the Himalayas. The 
driver of the bus was not accustomed to these 
mountainous passes and on his first trip the previous 
day he had almost gone over one of the many 
terrifying cliffs. So, before starting back, he stood in 
front of the engine and folded his hands, saying a 
prayer for safety. Then he started off, but he had not 
gone far when the engine began to overheat. There 
was no water in the radiator! This was remedied and 
the journey was resumed, but, when still many miles 
from his destination, the machine stopped while 
going uphill. There was no petrol in the tank and 
there the bus was marooned. The driver’s prayers had 
not been joined to the works! 

It is of very little value merely to pray for the 
needy and destitute. Something must be done to help 
them. .

Scripture Notes 
Union by 
Portions Gerald L.W. Ladlow 
Monday, October 29th Colossians 2:1-7 


“In whom are hid all the treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge”’ (v.3). 
HIDDEN TREASURE! — what exciting pictures are 
conjured up by these words! What a thrill there is to 
be had in discovering such riches. How thrilling and 
exciting life can be for those who are willing to search 
for the treasures that are in Christ Jesus. Superficial 
Christians never discover them;they can only be found 
by the diligent seeker. Wisdom is the practical applic- 
ation of knowledge, the attainment of the highest 
moral results by the best means. That such treasure 
can be ours is a certainty, for Christ “‘is made unto us 
wisdom, and righteousness, and sanctification and 
redemption” (1 Corinthians 1:30). 


Tuesday, October 30th Colossians 2:8-15 
“Beware lest any man spoil you” (v.8); “having 
spoiled principalities and powers”’ (v.15). 
THE Greek word translated “spoil” in these verses 
is a military word meaning to spoil in the sense of 
plunder or rob, as when plunder is taken by an invading 
army. The Colossians were warned against the philoso- 
phies of Grecian rationalism and the traditions of 
Jewish ritualism, for both would strip them of their 
faith and hope assurely as aggressive armies rob a coun- 
try of all that is valuable. We have seen the havoc 
wrought by modernist theologians and ritualists in the 
Church today. The only safeguard is to rest in the 
victorious work of Christ who has “‘plundered” the 
kingdom of Satan and secured our salvation so that 
we are complete in Him (v.10). 


Wednesday, October 3lst Colossians 2:16-23; 3:1-4 
“If ye then be risen with Christ” (v.1). 

THE resurrection of Christ is both a truth which we 
believe and an experience in which we share. The 
acceptance of His salvation not only makes us “‘dead 
to sin” but also “alive unto God’’, so that we now 
live in this world by the power of eternal life imparted 
to us. The results are that we have: a new aim, 
aspiring to heavenly things (v.1); a new heart, so that 
the things of Christ’s kingdom have first place in our 
affections (v.2); a new life, so that we are completely 
hidden in Christ (v.3);anda new hope, our appearance 
with Christ in glory at His second advent (v.4). 


Thursday, November 1st Colossians 3:5-17 
“Let the peace of God rule in your hearts” (v.15). 


THE N.E.B. translates this: ‘Let the peace of God be 
the arbiter in your hearts”. The Amplified Bible has: 
“Let the peace of God act as umpire in your hearts 
continually”. The figure is that of the judge at the 
games looking down on the arena, watching the con- 
testants, seeing that they obey the rules and adjud- 
icating for the prizes. The question as to the will of 
God in one’s life or as to the right course of action to 
take, often worries Christians. Here is the answer. 
When contending impulses and reasons distract and 
seem to pull in opposite directions, the inward peace 
of Christ should decide which is to prevail. 


Friday, November 2nd Colossians 3:18-25; 4:1 
“Whatsoever you do,do it heartily, as to the Lord’’ 
(v.23), 
THE exhoration was primarily addressed to slaves, who 
no doubt found their position both degrading and 
irksome, but the application of this principle immedi- 
ately transformed it. This far-reaching principle 
should apply to everyone of us. Personal relationships 
and duties of the home, as set out here, and all our 
work in the world and in the Church can become holy 
when they are regarded as service for Him. Nothing 
truly done for Him is ever done grudgingly, but 
“heartily” and in consequence receives a reward from 
His hand (v.24). 
Saturday, November 3rd Colossians 4:2-9 
“Redeeming the time” (v.5). 
THE same expression is used in Ephesians 5:16. In 
both instances the expression means “to buy up or 
seize the opportunity’’. Instead of waiting for opport- 
unities to serve the Lord and help our neighbour, wise 
men seek to turn every moment to good account and 
make more opportunities than they find. Time must 
be redeemed because it cannot be recalled; once it is 
gone, it is gone for ever. No amount of feverish 
working to “make up for lost time” can ever bring 
back opportunities that the time lost brought with it. 


Sunday, November 4th Colossians 4:10-18 
“Always labouring fervently for you in prayers” 
(v.12). 
BISHOP Hamilton, one-time Bishop of Salisbury, 
used to say: “No man is likely to do much good in 
prayer who does not begin by looking upon it in the 
light of work, to be prepared for and persevered in 
with all the earnestness which we bring to bear on 
subjects which are the most interesting and necessary”. 
The expression used here denotes the energy with which 
wrestlers bend and writhe and stretch every joint of 
their bodies. Such prayer was offered by Jesus in 
Gethsemane (Luke 22:44), 
19 


Tenth Pentecostal World Conference (continued from page 11) 


The daily sessions of the Conference gave a new 
insight into the magnitude of the Pentecostal out- 
pouring as delegates greeted each other, renewed old 
friendships that spanned the globe and listened to the 
exposition of the Conference theme, “Anointed to 
Preach”’ by speakers from all parts of the world. 

The responsive attitude of the Korean Christians 
to the Word of God is self-evident, not only in their 
faith, but in the expressions of joy as preachers touched 
some chord of experience. How thrilling to see and 
share in the uninhibited worship as thousands of men 
and women raised their hands to heaven and audibly 
magnified the Lord. There were some hymns that we 
could share. “The Comforter has come” was sung so 
often in the Hyochang stadium and in so many dif- 
ferent languages that it seemed at times the theme 
song of the Conference. 

When a man becomes a Christian in that part of the 
world his decision must be clear cut and this is ex- 
pressed in the great desire to witness fearlessly for 
Christ. On one occasion, with Pastor F.H. Coleman 
and an American friend, we decided to return to our 
hotel on a normal service bus, instead of by the dele- 
gates’ special coach, to meet the ordinary man in the 
street. It was quite an experience, terrifying at times, 
as the bus weaved through the traffic at a great speed. 
There seemed to be no rules as to how many could get 
one! If you got aboard it was all right, although you 
paid more if you managed to get a seat. We were 
packed tight like sardines and while travelling through 
the city a man started to shout. We had no idea what 
was happening, until our guide said that he was preach- 
ing the Gospel. It seemed no surprise to anyone to 
have a preacher on the bus! 

I reflected on the background to the blessing. In 
Pentecostal churches there is a prayer meeting every 
day at 4 a.m. and many thousands gather to wait on 
the Lord. The faith of our brethren there is simple 
and uncomplicated. They just believe God. So often 
we become complex in our thinking and belief and 
questioning in our attitudes. 

I could not help being deeply moved as I dis- 
covered the price some, if not most, Christians pay. 
When a man or woman becomes a Christian it can 
mean the total deprivation of family. Food is offered 
first to an image or to the spirits of ancestors and then 


is eaten by the family. A Christian cannot eat this 
food offered to idols and the family refuse to serve 
any other, so the Christian goes hungry. I spoke to a 
fine young lady, who had nothing to eat for twenty- 
three days after becoming a Christian until her mother 
relented and put some food aside for her before making 
the offering. For some, it is harder still; they are dis- 
owned and hated by the family and turned out of 
their homes, yet these were the men and women who 
greeted us with such joy as we arrived. What price are 
we willing to pay in Britain for revival? 

Following the Conference, it was a privilege to visit 
Hong Kong and to minister for two nights in the Wai 
Tsun Church, where our Sister Vera McGillivary has 
laboured so faithfully. What a joy to see a fine crowd 
of young people there and the older folk who have 
served the Lord so faithfullly. The same atmosphere 
and joyous welcome was in the Church as I arrived 
and joined in fellowship with Chinese Christians there, 
as members of our Elim family on the other side of 
the world, and I was asked to bring the Christian 
greetings of love from Pastor Chung and the members 
of the fellowship to the Elim churches in Great 
Britain.

Editoria 


WATERGATE — will the truth ever be known? The sad events in that 
great country, the U.S.A., make melancholy reading and listening. The 
resignation of their Vice-President and all the queries and comments 
regarding Richard M. Nixon, their President, have come at a most 
difficult time in world history. If ever a firm, publicly-supported 
regime were needed in Washington, D.C., the time is now. Despite all 
the British government’s fanfares regarding the Common Market, the 
European powers seem to have done precious little — though, to be 
fair, one never knows what goes on behind the scenes — France seeming 
to support the Arabs and the remainder of the Common Market saying 
little or nothing and Britain trying to remain neutral insisting the while 
that Israel’s boundaries are inviolable. It is ironic that the U.S.A. and 
the U.S.S.R. appear to have been the front runners in making for peace, 
though who can tell? 

In a day when public men say so much to such small effect, mouthing 
their platitudes and prognostications into any available microphone at 
any and every major airport at any and every hour of the day or night, 
strong, righteous, firm, wise pronouncements are vital. If the U.S.A. is 
the leader of the so-called Western world — and her might seems to 
demand it, if nothing else — her influence is absolutely fundamental. It 
is tragic that the leadership crisis has overtaken her at such a time as 
this. One cannot escape the feeling that the news media must take 
much blame for their relentless pursuit of the subject and of the 
characters involved in it, but their right to retail truth is allegedly one of 
democracy’s safeguards, or so they claim. 

Christians are often in a difficult position, however. Party politics 
being what they are — and perhaps what they always have been — how 
does a born again believer make his voice heard? The party system has 
bedevilled the whole scene. If Christians conscientiously opt out, 
though, how can they complain if their views are disregarded? On the 
other hand, should the true Church not be doing much more, especially 
in writing, to get Bible truth across to the world at large? 

We can take comfort in the effectiveness of prayer, but we need to 
look again at our divine role of being the salt of the earth and the light 
of the world. 

How do you read silence? You can take it both ways — or either 
way, for that matter! 

If ever we needed to pray for those in authority over us that time is 
today. The pressures must be unbearable.

THE GIFTS OF THE SPIRIT— 5 


The Working of Miracles 


(1 Corinthians 12:10)

THE Bible has a word for it. They were “powers”, 
“explosions of Almightiness”, which dwelt in the 
messenger; “‘wonders”’, spectacles which attracted the 
onlookers; “signs”, which showed what God could do 
(Acts 2:22). Christians often ask, like Gideon, 
“Where be all His miracles?”’ and receive the same re- 
ply: “Go in this thy might. . . surely I will be with 
thee”. God with us is the origin of a miracle. 

1. What constitutes a miracle? 

Any act of the Holy Spirit which overrules or sets 
aside natural or providential laws creates a miracle. 
For instance, Saul the persecutor was converted by a 
miracle. The deliverance of a drug addict or alcoholic 
or any other sinner today is a miracle. Because all 
“by nature” are dead, all need the miracle of God’s 
grace to live. 

2. What law operates a miracle? 

Can natural laws be altered? To change water into 
wine (as Jesus did) is no more wonderful than for the 
God of nature to change rain and sunshine into 
grapes; or, for that matter, to change whisky into 
tables and chairs as He didfor one alcoholic, converted 
by the grace of God. Laws of nature are constantly 
being superseded by the imposition of a stronger law. 
By your will you raise your arm and temporarily de- 
feat the law of gravity. An aircraft does the same when 
it lifts many tons off the runway. 

Jesus and Paul tell us of the spiritual law of faith 
(Mark 11:22-24; Galatians 3:5). When faith operates, 
waters have to divide, lame men get healed, cancers 
melt, human impossibilities become divine realities. 
“Miracles of earth are the laws of heaven’. As the 
Bible puts it: ‘The law of the Spirit of life. . . hath 
made me free from the law of sin and death”. 

3. The use of miracles 
God works miracles to attest the authority of His 
gospel. Pharaoh said: “Show mea miracle”. Trench 
remarks: “It was right for him to require this. Moses 
came saying he had a message from God for him and it 
was his duty to put him to the proof”. Can it be that 
the Church has lost the power of proof? In the baptism 
in the Spirit we enter a new dimension in God and 
should evidence something of God-likeness. The off-

spring of a bird looks like a bird, acts like a bird, sings 
like a bird; the off-spring of God should reveal God- 
like characteristics. 

4. Some Scriptural illustrations of this gift. 

The gifts of miracles and healings differ. The latter 
are for deliverance from various diseases; the former 
operates in other ways. 

Miracles in the human body. The healing of the 
man born lame was called a miracle; so also were the 
special miracles wrought by God when Paul’s hand- 
kerchieves brought freedom from sickness and evil 
spirits; the casting out of demons, Jesus said, was a 
miracle (Mark 9:38,39). 

Miracles in inanimate objects. Moses’ rod turned 
serpent; water was transformed into wine; Elisha made 
the iron swim; these are all miracles. Concerning the 
latter, Sir Ambrose Fleming stated that, when by 
electro-magnetic action they could cause a metal ring 
to float in air, they could not say the story of Elisha 
making the iron axehead to swim was impossible be- 
cause they did not understand it. 

Miracles of provision. The thirsty multitude were 
supplied with water from the rock and with manna 
sent down from the skies; the widow’s meal and oil 
lasted for the duration of the famine; the multiplica- 
tion of the loaves and fishes by Jesus; these were 
miracles of God’s provision. Muller experienced mit- 
acles constantly in the feeding of the orphans. Dennis 
Bennett tells how he brought sixteen people home to 
lunch without warning his wife. She had only a meat 
casserole for six people prepared and had no time to 
buy more. “I stood in the kitchen”, she said after- 
wards, “‘and said, ‘Lord, you know I don’t have enough 
food for so many. I’m going to put the food on the 
table and trust you to do the rest’. I watched that 
food go round and round. They kept digging in and 
digging in and everyone seemed to get enough to satis- 
fy him. And there was enough over to feed two more 
who arrived later!”. The God of miracles dwells with-

AN article appeared recently in the West Glamorgan 
Chronicle concerning our Pontardulais Church. The 
article made this statement: ‘““The Beulah Elim Church 
stands today in the residential area of Twyniago Road, 
its history and its place in Pontardulais is one of the 
modern miracles of modern times.” 

In 1916, Mr. Llewellyn Bell was gloriously saved. 
Finding that no chapel in the village could ‘feed him 
on the finest of the wheat’, he and a few others joined 
together in his home in Goppa Road. Soon a few 
more were attracted by the freedom of worship and a 
building was prayed for to accommodate this new 
church. The answer came in the shape of a small 
shed, twenty-four feet by twelve feet, and in this 
humble way, a baby was born, a baby that would 
grow quickly into the strong healthy body of today. 

The passing of time brought better conditions. In 
1926 the Church moved to its present position, having 
acquired new premises. Now the church stood as a 
young child. Willing hands erected a permanent build- 
ing which proudly received the name “Beulah Chapel’’. 
Rapid growth, a good number of healings, and God’s 
guidance brought great blessing upon this wholesome 
venture. 

1935 saw a giant stride forward when Beulah was 
joined to the Elim Pentecostal Movement. With the 
arrival of Elim pastors, the work took on a greater 
stability, and the witness widened. Pastor P.S. Brew- 
ster conducted a campaign in the Tivoli Cinema and 
this enhanced Beulah’s testimony. Many Elim mini- 
sters have given of their best; all have helped to estab- 
lish the saints of God in their faith. 

The members of Beulah cherish the fact that 
Stephen Jeffreys preached his last sermon from their 
pulpit. Pastor F.H. Coleman was the Pastor at the 
time and convened the service. The text of the mes- 
sage was, “The Glory of God”, a theme that has con- 
tinued to this present day. Many other spiritual giants 
have given of their ministry to this corner of God’s 
vineyard. 

These early meetings were characterised by typical 
Welsh fervour. This, united with Pentecostal fire, 
brought blessing which not all could understand. This 
led to resentment and criticism, but the saints per- 
severed, and are to be admired, for Beulah is alive and 
well today. 

One of the outstanding testimonies is that of John 
Clement, a village drunkard and reveller, who, coming 
into touch with the ministry of Beulah, was soundly 
saved and called to the mission fields of Japan. Several 
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others have left the church to take up full-time mini- 
stry in various places. ) 
Membership since the war has fluctuated. 1950 
saw an increase as Beulah welcomed some Salvation 
Army soldiers into fellowship when the Army ceased 
its work in Pontardulais. The last few years have seen 
marked improvement in membership, youth work and 
outreach. An outstanding feature this year was a gigan- 
tic silver cross which enabled the message of the gospel 
to reach approximately 7,000 people in the local 
carnival. 
A good number, have been saved recently and testi- 
monies to healing have helped to promote an atmos- 
phere of faith in the meetings. Many chapels around 
ask, “What is the secret of success?”. Pastor G.J. 
Feasey, the resident Minister, replies, “Total depen- 
dence on the moving of the Holy Spirit, freedom to 
allow God to move in any way, at any time, at least 
three prayer meetings every week, and the retention 
of old-fashioned ways. There are no gimicks at 
Beulah, just the powerful presentation of the message 
of the gospel, and the God of blessing does the rest” 
Pentecostal worship with its freedom is one of the 
most holy things on earth. We must at all cost con- 
tend for this - the loss of it would endanger every 
assembly. 5 
A book could be written on all the work of Beulah, 
and the closing chapter would have to be, ““To God be 
the glory, great things He heath done”’. 7

My dear friends, 


Greetings in the Name of the Lord Jesus to our 
ministers, missionaries and members throughout the 
world! . 

I am writing this during a short spell back at East- 
bourne in between itineraries. As you can imagine, it 
is good to be at home with my family for a little while 
and also to be in my own Church again. I am so grate- 
ful to the members of my Church for the way they 
stand by me in prayer and also loyally support the 
work of the Assembly during my absences. What en. 
couragement a praying Church gives to its pastor! 

So far I have visited seven Presbyteries and have 
been glad to see many of our churches making great 
efforts to spread the gospel. It has been a joy to re- 
new fellowship with many of our ministers whom | 
have known for a long time and also to stay in the 
homes of quite a few of our younger ministers, from 


whom I have received a welcome that hasbeen heart- 


warming. May God give them much encouragement 
in their labours. 

It is inevitable, I suppose, that in the course of a 
Presidential itinerary certain points of emphasis begin 
to emerge. I have found this during. the last few 
months. Increasingly my thoughts have been turning 
to the importance of the local church and the vital 
role of the individual member within his own assembly. 
Another theme that has been forcing itself on me is 
our need to guard against the menace of materialism 
and it is this that I would like to highlight in this 
letter. 

You will have noticed, as much as I have, the way 
in which our modern society is obsessed with material 
possessions. We live not only in the “permissive 
society” but also in the “possessive society”. I am 
not sure that the latter is any the less destructive of 
spiritual life than the former. Like the galloping con- 
sumption that brought disease and death to thousands 
of homes years ago, this mad obsession with consumer 
goods is bringing all kinds of spiritual and moral ills in 
its wake. 

I have before me a colour supplement packed with 
glowing adverts that assure me that I cannot possibly 
live without spending a mint of money on all kinds of 
products and “special offers”. A central heating firm 
assure me that they will protect my pocket and my 
peace of mind, while the French Government Tourist 
Office are actually offering to rent me Paradise for 
£18 a day (which sounds cheap, only I have discovered, 
like the dying thief, how to get there free)! Cars, 
freezers, unit trusts, colour TV, stereo record players, 
cutlery, tobacco, whisky, clothes, shoes, caravan holi- 
days, furniture, insurance, even the transformation of 
my figure are offered to me in page after page of arm-

twisting: persuasiveness. These same people like me so 
much they shout at me from the hoardings and smile 
at me from the TV commercials. I didn’t know that I 
was so popular! 

Now the disturbing thing about all this is that many 
people, including, I’m afraid, quite a proportion of 
Christians, have begun to believe that you cannot have 
the good life without possessing many of these things. 
Please don’t get me wrongly. These things are not 
wrong in themselves, indeed many of them make life 
easier and more enjoyable. The trouble lies in that we 
are tempted to think that material possessions are 
essential to successful living and personal happiness. 
From there it is only a step to seeking them above 
everything else - and this leads to the sin of idolatry. 

I remind you of some words of the Lord Jesus. 
“Take heed,” He said, ‘cand beware of covetousness: 
for a man’s life consisteth not in the abundance of 
the things which he possesseth’’ (Luke 12:15). These 
words were spoken to a man who asked Him to take 
his part in a squabble over a will and they were fol- 
lowed by that parable about the rich fool who stored 
up an abundance of goods, but who lost his own soul 
in the process. 

This, it seems to me, highlights the dangers of ou 
possessive society. It is so easy to become so involved 
in buying and possessing things that the really impor- 
tant, spiritual issues of life get forgotten. Some people 
are far more concerned with the family budget than 
they are with the family Bible; some Christians are 
more interested in gadgets than in God. Talk to them 
about mortgage rates, mail order catalogues, bargains 
at the cash-and-carry centre, miles per gallon, gardens, 
children or holidays and they're positively fluent - 
but start talking about spiritual things and it’s like 
playing a piano that’s affected by damp. hardly a 
sound, and what there is is woefully out of key. 

In the parable of the sower, the Lord pointed out 
that the Word of God can be choked by “the cares of 
this world, and the deceitfulness of riches, and the 
lusts of other things entering in” (Mark 4:19). Like- 
wise, Paul warned Timothy that “they that will be 
tich fall into temptation and a snare, and into many 
foolish and hurtful lusts” and he went on to point 
out that many have been seduced from the faith and 
pierced themselves through with many sorrows be- 
cause of an inordinate love of material things (1 
Timothy 6:6-10). Thus the New Testament con- 
tinually warns us about the danger of getting so 
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wrapped up in this world and its advantages that we 
lose sight of the things of God. 

This temptation can come to us all. It can come to 
you, my brethren in the ministry. In a world which 
judges a man by the cut of his suit, the size of his car 
and the quality of the carpeting in his home, you can 
be tempted to feel that the status symbols of success 
are necessary to your image. But to our own Master 
we stand or fall and His judgment is based on the state 
of the heart and the integrity of the spirit, not on the 
outward appearances of material comfort. 


It can come to you, young people. Living, as you, 


must, in the restless atmosphere of a world which re- 
gards success in education or business as man’s chief 
end and the attainment of all the luxuries of life as 
his supreme reward, you may be tempted to feel a 
social outcast unless you own your own home, drive 
your own car and surround yourself with all the so- 
called essentials of modern living. But again, we must 
humbly learn from the lips of our Lord and Saviour 
that men cannot live by bread, that is, by the satis- 
faction of his physical and material desires alone. 

It can come to you, older Christian. You may 
congratulate yourself in that you have escaped from 
the restless immaturity of youth and have settled into 
a more reasonable pace of life and yet even for you 
the lure of material things - the additions to the house, 
the possibilities of travel and the involvements that 
business and social advance demand - can become a 
snare. 

As I see it, the danger does not lie in the ambition 
to succeed or the possession of the material benefits 
of life in themselves. It is not wrong to be successful 
nor is it wrong to possess beautiful things. The Bible 
places no special value on poverty, indeed it assures 
us that God has given us richly all things to enjoy (1 
Timothy 6:17). Paul reminds us in Philippians 4:12 
that he has “learned how to be content in any circum- 
stances. I know how to live with less than enough, and 
I know how to live with more than enough. I have 


learned the secret of how to live in any situation and 
in all circumstances” (Wm. Barclay’s Translation.) The 
danger lies in allowing our sense of values to become 
more important to us than the eternal, spiritual things. 
As a pastor I have watched with sorrow some who 
have laid aside their active involvement in the assem- 
bly, disrupted their home life, and in some cases, 
threatened the security of their marriage because they 
have been unable to resist the lure of material posses- 
sions. “Better a little with reverence for the Eternal. 
than large wealth with worry. Better a dish of vege- 
tables with love, than the best beef served with 
hatred” (Proverbs 15:17, Moffatt). 

As we pick our way through the advertising jungle, 
let us remember that we are but strangers and pilgrims 
here. Let us keep our spiritual perspective. We are 
called to “seek first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness”. This is our first priority. Millions of 
our fellow-men are puffing and blowing in the rat race 
of earthly success; they worry, live on sedatives, suffer 
heart attacks, sometimes die prematurely, mostly be- 
cause they are anxious to get on in the world at all 
cost. The foolish, tragic thing is that the houses they 
have struggled to purchase will not be theirs in, say, 
fifty years’ time, the cars that they have so much 
prized will be crushed and made into gadgets for the 
possession of which a future generation will drive it- 
self crazy, and most of the other things for which 
they have sold their souls will lie useless and for- 
gotten in the junk yards of tomorrow’s world. Let us 
take heed lest we find ourselves caught up in the same 
futile materialism. 

I was reading a book the other day in which the 
author said that God had made us a little lower than 
the angels, but most of us were interested only in 
being a little above the Joneses. Again, let me stress 
that a responsible attitude to material well-being is 
very important, and things like good investment, home 
ownership and the possession of the things that make 
life a little more comfortable are not to be considered 
as wrong for the Christian. The trouble lies in that so 
often these things become more important to us than 
our spiritual privileges and responsibilities. The his- 
torian, S.T. Bindoff, in his book Tudor England, 
points out that the Church in Tudor times had lost its 
spiritual authority, and comments: “The faith which 
had once moved mountains had been corrupted by the 
life of the plains.”’. This is the thing that concerns me 
about our times. I feel that individually and as a Move- 
ment we need to pray much that we may be kept from 
the corrupting influence of materialism and that we 
may be enabled, by seeking first the kingdom of God 
and His righteousness, to keep in the place where God 
can use us to meet the very real and distressing needs 
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A sermon preached recently at the Elim Pentecostal Church, 
Erdington, Birmingham, by the Minister, Ken Smith. 


THERE is evident concern for our nation among both 
young people and older friends, for I am sure that we 
all realize how relative the word “‘peace”’ really is. 

There is much strife in our land today — industrial 
strife, social strife, and that ever-present spectre of 
political strife in Northern Ireland. Never forget that 
Belfast is as much part of the United Kingdom as 
Birmingham; our City is as prone to bombs as Belfast 
has been shown recently, for even Erdington had its 
bomb scare! At the risk of being called a Jeremiah, 
a prophet of gloom and doom, one needs to remind 
God’s people of the situation. 

Take the political scene, for our nation is very 
much disillusioned and bored with both major parties 
as every opinion poll proves. This is the breeding 
ground for anarchy and dictatorship. There seems to 
be no political leader who emerges as a statesman on 
the national scene. To me, everyman’s politics is his 
pocket, or am | too cynical? 

Consider the industrial scene, for this is even worse, 
if this is possible, for anarchy is evident. Some unions 
and workers show little sense of responsibility, let 
alone the socialism they profess. Rather, pure selfish- 
ness inspires their antics. Capitalist society is no 
better and both sides seem bent on killing the goose 
that lays the golden egg of prosperity. The seeds of 
industrial unrest are part of a deliberate campaign of 
satanic disruption in our country. 

What about the economic scene? Mortgages! — 
have you had your note from the building society 
about the increased charges? This is not even to men- 
tion inflation and the cost of living! 

Asa nation, atnong a decadent Western civilisation, 
we are reaping our godlessness, for “Righteousness 
exalteth a nation: but sin is a reproach to any 
people” is still in Holy Writ (Proverbs 14:34). 

What is the answer? Of course “Christ is the 
Answer” we sing, and this is true, but we must be 
more specific. “If My people, which are called by My 
name, shall humble themselves, and pray, and seek My 
face, and turn from their wicked ways, then will I 
hear. . . forgive... and. . . heal their land” (2 Chron- 
icles 7:14) was a message primarily for the nation of 
Israel, but the principle is the same for us, as God’s 
people. The Spirit of God has often used this verse to 
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bring about revival among His people. The little word 
“If” in the previous verse presupposes the possibility 
of divine judgment and we cannot opt out of the 
danger of it because we are British. In v.14, the pos- 
sibility of human repentance is seen. 

‘““My people. . . called by My name”’, says the Word, 
and in this sense the key to the situation is in our 
hands, and the responsibility, too. It is not in Heath’s 
or Wilson’s hands, nor anyone else’s, for the people of 
God are the saving factor in any nation. Only a spiri- 
tual answer can meet a spiritual problem, for the poli- 
tical, industrial, and social unrest are but the conse- 
quences of our spiritual condition as a nation. 

What should we do? Lobby M.P.s, shout slogans, 
wave banners, have demos to Westminster? This 
verse gives the fundamental answer. God has spoken 
in His Word, so let us take heed to it. 

Humility, prayer, and seeking the face of God are 
the direction we must take, for Isaiah 55:6,7, so often 
used for the sinner, has a message for God’s people: 
“Seek ye the Lord... call upon Him”. Turn it up and 
read it for yourself. Real prayer seems scarce these 
days, if one can judge by the conditions around us, 
for we confer, organise, protest, complain - anything 
but pray! Do you notice how real prayer humbles us? 

In prayer we acknowledge our sinfulness and His 
holiness, our impotence, and His omnipotence, our 
failure and His faithfulness. The need of the Holy 
Spirit is absolutely fundamental in this and in every 
other aspect of the Christian life. 

We need to turn from our sin and repent and we 
must do so, for repentance is not just a word for the 
sinner. Four times in the Book of the Revelation, the 
Lord Jesus Christ commands the Churches to repent. 
The Church at Ephesus needed to repent of its love- 
lessness, Pergamos of its permissiveness, Sardis of its 
carelessness, and Laodicea of its worldliness. Loveless- 
ness, permissiveness, carelessness, and worldliness — 
what an idictment these are against the people of God 
in any age. If we do not repent of all known sin, then 


all our praying is hypocrisy, and we are playing, not 
praying! Quitting sin is the best evidence of sorrow 
for our sin. IF — the conditions are clear; THEN — 
the consequences are equally clear. Look at them, for 
He will “hear. . . forgive. . . heal’, The order is right, 
for God has a deaf ear and a blind eye if we pray, con- 
scious of sin, but with no repentance of heart. Not 
that He is blind to that sin, but He is deaf to our 
prayer. If the conditions are fulfilled, however, then 
He will hear and forgive. The Reformers rescued 
Europe from the Dark Ages and the Wesleys saved 


England froma terrible revolution, with their message 
of repentance and forgiveness. If we turn from our 
sin, blessing will descend upon our nation, but, if we 
continue, as a people, to turn from the Saviour, our 
nation will be cursed, as every other people who turn 
their back on God, including Israel, of old. 

Have you prayed for revival today? 

Have you prayed for our nation today? 

Have you forsaken any sin that God’s Spirit shows 
you hinders Him from working in your life? 

“IF. ..THEN”! Prove it!

“IS your hotel room air conditioned?”. ‘Does your 
window open?”. “Can you hear the traffic on the 
streets?”. These were questions asked by Koreans 
Christians in Seoul. My room was air conditioned and 
how glad I was, because of the heat! I could not hear 
the traffic in the twenty-third floor room I occupied, 
nor did the windows open. “What a pity!” I was told. 
I asked why. I was told that I would not hear the 
church bells ringing at 4.30 a.m. every morning, seven 
days a week, the time when Korean Christians of every 
denomination go to early morning prayer meetings to 
pray for revival. 

These early morning prayer meetings have been 
going on for some twenty years. Thousands in Korea 
are praying every morning for revival. That revival 
has come and what a thrill it was to see hundreds 
responding to the appeal each night in the Pentecostal 
World Conference rally in the Hyochang Stadium, 
which has a seating capacity of 100,000. 

Just over twenty years ago the communists came 
from the north to take over this little Nation. They 
destroyed 2,000 churches and killed 500 pastors. The 
widows of those pastors started early morning prayer 
meetings for revival. Soon others joined them, until 
today thousands gather each morning before going to 
work to pray for revival. God is surely answering 
prayer, for the Christian churches are filled to capacity. 
What a blessing it was to be in the Sunday morning 
Communion service in the Central Full Gospel Church, 


which seats 10,000 people. Not only was the auditor- 


ium full, but three chapels besides, seating another 
1,100 people, were full, where friends enjoyed the 
service over closed circuit television. 

Iam sure that we could have revival in Britain if we 
are prepared to pay the price and pray! 


Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


90. The Exaltation of Joseph (Genesis 41:40)

THIS is surely one of the most remarkable scenes 
recorded in the Bible! Joseph, still smelling of the 
prison, stood before Pharaoh and with divine wisdom 
counselled the king and elders of Egypt. They all rec- 
ognised and approved him as the servant of God. We 
are not told whether the Council knew why he had 
been imprisoned, but they were determined that he 
should not return there. Instead Pharaoh appointed 
Joseph to be his chief minister, second in authority 
only to Pharaoh himself. The Lord brought him out 
of prison and set him over princes. In this wonderful 
way He brought to pass the promise that He had made 
to Joseph (Psalm 105:17-22). 

When the Lord Jesus was crucified it seemed that 
the Word of God had failed, but we know that the 
Father overruled and shattered the powers of darkness. 
As His Word foretold, He has exalted the Lord Jesus 
to supreme authority (Philippians 2:9-11). He will 
bring to pass the promise which He has made to us for, 
despite the apparent impossibility, “God is able’. 
At the moment, Christians are despised like Joseph, 
but soon all Creation will recognise the sons of God 
(Romans 8:19). This exaltation will take place with 
dramatic suddenness, in a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye (1 Corinthians 15:52). Those who have 
suffered with Christ will reign with Him (2 Timothy 
2:12)!

AT the Conservative Conference our local M.P. for 
Worcester, Mr. Peter Walker, Secretary for Trade and 
Industry, received a standing ovation for a speech he 
made. A particular section of that speech interested 
me, though with scarce a thought for the politica] 
aspect. 

Mr. Walker said: “Of all the economic systems 
known to man, capitalism is the system which most 
encourages the individual to develop his talents and 
apply them and his energies to the full. It creates the 
maximum of freedom for the individual citizen. Cap- 
italism also has disadvantages, however. Modern 
capitalism’s essential weakness is that it fails to gener- 
ate ideological commitment. The strength of socialism 
has perhaps been its idealistic appeal.’ 

My comments are not concerned with politics, if 
only that we now seem to have numerous Conservative- 
Socialists and Socialist-Conservatives. The achievements 
of Communist China and Russia and of small Sweden 
with Socialism are examples that perhaps all economic 
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systems in their own ways equally encourage the 
individual to develop his talents and his energies to the 
full. Mr. Walker continued to remark that, with all 
the massive reforms of the past, “‘we have so far failed 
to achieve genuine equality of opportunity. We must 
be ruthless in securing a greater equality of opport-— 
unity.” 

Thinking of the Christian Church and particularly of 
Elim, some of Mr. Peter Walker’s claims for his Party 
and criticisms of it, and his concessions to socialism’s 
appeal to idealism, we might profitably consider salient 
points which need to be pronounced. We, as in the New 
Testament, must “‘encourage the individual to develop 
his talents and apply them and his energies to the full.” 
We must not fear to “create the maximum of freedom 
for the individual’? even in Pentecostal churches. My 
observation in general is that the potential of excesses 
is minimal. We too must sincerely (“‘ruthlessly” was 
used by Peter Walker) seek to give greater equality of 
opportunity. Mr. Walker’s statement that capitalism’s 
essential weakness was that “it had failed to generate 
ideological commitment.” This is not isolated to one 
system. In the Church of our Lord we are aware that 
there are too many professed believers who come far 
short of “absolute surrender” to Christ and His service. 
To be short of this standard is to come short of God’s 
will for us and our work for Him.

I recently went to the Cathedral in my native City of 
Sheffield. It was the occasion of the Flower Festival 
and was, J discovered, a veritable feast of beauty. 
Grey stone provides a perfect backcloth to the rich 
hues ofautumn flowers and foliage. My eyes delighted 
in the crimsons, golds, purples and rosy pinks of 
dahlias, chrysanthemums, michaelmas daisies and carna- 
tions. The floral arrangements were superb and were 
the work of 100 pairs of dedicated and skilful hands. 
Every display was created to blend with the part of the 
Cathedral where it was displayed or with the character 
of the area. Thus the organ had lovely flowers en- 
twining harps, framing violins, recorders and trumpets. 
There were even cleverly curled wheat stalks, quite 
realistic replicas of crotchets and quavers! 

A milk can spilled over withwhite chrysanthemums; 
lilies and carnations and fat cheeses completed the 
picture. One glorious arrangement incorporated 
black grapes, ted peppers, sweet corn, garlic and ears 
of wheat. Another single display in front of the silver 
Communion plate held a collection of leaves, ferns, 
poppy-heads and seed pods all shining with aluminium 
paint and most effective to the eye. 

After gazing at all the splendour, I fully endorsed 
the words written at the top of the open book of 
anthems in front of the musical instruments: “All 
thy works shall praise Thee, O Lord, and Thy saints 
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Festival of Flowers 


shall bless Thee” (Psalm 145:10). In a world full of 
cruelty, violence and sudden death, where man creates 
ugliness and pollution, it was a joy to linger where 
beauty dwells and where prayer is wont to be made. 

On the B.B.C. 9 p.m. news the same day I saw a ship 
on fire in Plymouth Sound,amighty tanker on the M5 
overturned and belching poisonous fumes, and a 
gigantic fire in a Slough oil depot. I heard, too, the 
Story of the diabolical cruelty perpetrated when a 
young woman was forced to pour petrol over herself 
and thus perished when her attackers set her alight. 
All this evil made me so thankful for the loveliness of 
God’s handiwork which veritably breathes peace, 
cleansing and sanity in a world gone mad. May we 
ever “consider the lilies of the field” and rejoice in 
all that God has created for His children to enjoy and 
with which our lives may be enriched.

in us by the Holy Spirit; then let us expect miracles! 

Warning against Satanic miracles. Satan spawns 
“miracles”; Jannes and Jambres duplicated Moses’ 
signs; Antichrist, in his bid for world worship, will 
perform “miracles” 

The teaching it upholds tells the origin of the mir- 
acle. Whereas the miracle of the Holy Spirit’s baptism 
makes us love God and Jesus more, the false “‘miracles”’ 
of spiritism, Christian Science and Satanism, done to 
uphold doctrines contrary to God’s Word, beget belief

THE PRINCIPLES AND PRACTICE OF YOUTH WORK

.essons Community Evangelism 


1. Making Contact with the Home 

‘Door to Door Evangelism 
EVERY door in the community is a door of oppor- 
tunity. 

Young people of every age-group must be impressed 
with the importance and urgency of influencing their 
community for God. Door-to-door evangelism is the 
answer. This type of programme is nothing new; it 
was practised by the Early Church. About 120 began 
the first church (Acts 1:20). About 3,000 souls were 
added to it (Acts 2:41). Then 5,000 souls were added 
(Acts 4:4). In Acts 4:32 it had grown to a multitude. 
In Acts 5:14 it had increased to multitudes. In Acts 
6:1 it was multiplied. In Acts 6:7 it greatly multiplied. 
It has been said that the first church in Jerusalem 
reached a possible membership of more than 65,000 
in less than six months. One authority estimates it at 
250,000. 

W.T.H. Richards has produced a special booklet, 
Door-bell Evangelism, which gives details of how this 
method of evangelism can be implemented. It is ob- 
tained from Ambassador Productions, Gospel Taber- 
nacle, Pitts Road, Slough, Bucks. 

Literature Evangelism 

Christian literature is one of the most powerful 
weapons in the armoury of heaven. Selling literature 
from door-to-door is one of the methods of sects like 
Jehovah’s Witnesses, Seventh Day Adventists, etc. It 
is possible to find responsible young people who can 
do this work with great effect. It is helpful to use 
Elim Publications for free distribution, like THE ELIM 
EVANGEL and Elim News. A word spoken at a door 
can reach one person; a piece of literature may reach 
a whole family. Many of the political organisations 
are selling their newspapers in the streets. Why not 
set up an Elim newspaper stand? 

Family Contact Evangelism 

The following ideas will help to focus the impor- 
tance of using every young person’s home as a base 
for evangelism. If the young people are Christians 
their homes can provide many evangelistic oppor- 
tunities in conjunction with the pastor. 

Special prayer meetings for specific young people 
can be held. Use prayer cards to list the requests. 

Write letters to other young people enclosing tracts 
and invitations to the meetings. 

Use the telephone to ’phone young people and 
talk to them about Christ. 
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Conduct a child evangelism class in the home. It 
is sometimes possible to do this in the homes of Sun- 
day school scholars whose parents are unsaved. 

Conduct Bible discussion groups. Scripture Press 
and Scripture Union have handbooks of special sub- 
jects with instruction on how to conduct such a meet- 
ing. As wellas Bible discussions, evangelistic recordings 
and tape-recordings, flannelgraphs, gospelgraphs and 
pictographs can teach evangelistic truths. 

Entertain unsaved people to tea and tactfully speak 
to them about spiritual matters or invite them to the 
meetings. Utilise opportunities to introduce unsaved 
people to the minister or some experienced fellow- 
Christian. 

Show evangelistic and missionary films in the home. 
2. Calling at social Meeting-places. 

There are many places where people are crowded 
and congregated together. These centres are ideal for 
evangelism. 

Public Houses 

Very young people will not be able to take part in 
this work. It is better if singing parties visit public 
houses. A selection of well-known favourites such as, 
“Rock of Ages”, “Abide with Me’’, “The old Rugged 
Cross”, “The Lord’s my Shepherd’, and “What a 
Friend we have in Jesus’’, will provide a popular intro- 
duction to personal contact. 

Before the young folk enter the pub the leader 
should contact the manager or owner and gain his 
permission. It is important to state who you are, what 
you want to do and the length of time you require. A 
few guitars or an accordion provide excellent accom- 
paniment. Three or four songs interspersed with short 
snappy testimonies are all that is necessary. Be care- 
ful not to condemn beer or cigarettes otherwise the 
opportunity will be curtailed. You can deal with 


these evils in private conversation. ;

“I thank my God, making mention of thee always 
in my prayers”’ (v.4). 
OTHER translations render this: “I never mention you 
in my prayers without thanking God for you”. When 
others pray for us, do they have cause to “make their 
requests known with thanksgiving”? Is it always a 
source of pleasure to them to remember us at the 
Throne of Grace?’ When we pray for fellow-believers 
do we do so out of a sense of duty or even sometimes 
with an aggrieved spirit? Let us so live that, not only 
will others give thanks to God for us, but also that we 
may see the best in others and give thanks to God for 
them. 


Tuesday, November 6th Philemon 1:15-25 
“Put that on mine account”’ (v.18). 

PAUL became surety for Onesimus, taking upon him- 
self the responsibility of his past wrongdoing and his 
future obedience, guaranteeing to Philemon that he 
would not be at loss in receiving again one who merited 
_ nothing but punishment from him. Paul was following 
the example of our Lord who died for us. Our every 
indebtedness has been put to His account in the re- 
cords of eternity. Such a display of love should surely 
awaken within us a deep love for Him and inspire 
loyal, untiring service in gratitude. 


Wednesday, November 7th Habakkuk 1:1-17 
“For lo, I raise up the Chaldeans” (v.6). 

IN wy. 1-4, the prophet asks a series of questions be- 
cause of the seeming indifference of God to the sinful- 
ness and backsliding of the nation. In reply the Lord 
reveals that His sovereignty can overrule the affairs of 
mankind and that even the invasion of the land by 
the heathen Chaldeans can become an instrument of 
His judgment upon the nation. We cannot always see 
the direct intervention of God in our situations in 
answer to our earnest prayers, but this is no evidence 
that our prayers are not being answered. God has His 
own way of working out His designs. Through what 
may appear to be natural events He accomplishes His 
purposes. 

God moves in a mysterious way 

His wonders to perform, 

He plants His footsteps on the sea 

And rides upon the storm. 


Thursday, November 8th Habakkuk 2:1-20 
“Though it tarry, wait for it; because it will surely 

come”’ (vy. 3). 

HOW impatient we so often are! We want to see the 

immediate working out of God’s plans. When nothing 


seems to be happening, we are tempted to think that 
there is some mistake, either in the message or in the 
interpretation of it. Just as the prophet learned that 
he must wait patiently for the Lord to speak and re- 
veal His plans, he is now instructed to wait patiently 
and unquestioningly for their fulfilment. One thing 
is made certain: no matter how long it may tarry, the 
fulfilment of God’s Word will come to pass. The 
acceptance of this can give us peace and inspiration 
when all things appear to be contrary to the declared 
plan of God. 


Friday, November 9th Habakkuk 3:1-19 
“Although. . . yet I will rejoice in the Lord” (vy. 

17,18). 

THE prophet has learned that behind the inexplicable 

things of loss and failure there moves the perfect love 

of God fulfilling itself in perfect wisdom and that 

therefore he can sing his song of rejoicing no matter 


how difficult the circumstances of life may be. Like 


the Palestinian hind which reaches rocky heights be- 
cause of the perfect correlation between its front and 
rear feet, so, when the belief of the mind and the faith 
of the soul are in perfect agreement, we can stand on 
“our high places” and sing our praise to God (v.19). 


Saturday, November 10th Ezekiel 1:1-14 
“The hand of the Lord was there upon him” (v.3). 

THROUGHOUT the whole of this book we constantly 
read of the hand of the Lord being upon the prophet. 
Though he was a captive in a strange land surrounded 
by distasteful circumstances, nearer to him than these 
was the presence of the Lord. So near did he feel 
God to be that he can only describe it as the feeling of 
His hand laid upon him. The result was that he was 
restrained from sinking to despair, constrained to give 
forth His message, emboldened, inspired and comfor- 
ted. To live with the consciousness of His hand upon 
us is surely the ideal for every believer; then we know 
that we are in the centre of His will and can sing: 

Oh, the touch of His hand on mine! 

There is grace and power 

For the trying hour 

By the touch of His hand on mine. 


Sunday, November 11th Ezekiel 1:15-28 
“Upon the. . . throne was the likeness as the 
appearance of a man”’ (v.26). 
THIS strange vision of the cherubims and the wheels 
contains much that is difficult to understand but, 
when we come to the description of the throne and 
the One who sat upon it, there is no such difficulty. 
He has the appearance of a man. How good to know 
that He who rules the universe is one who lived among 
men and “‘was found in fashion as a man” and there- 
fore fully understands human frailty. ‘“‘Let us there- 
fore come boldly unto the throne of grace, that we 
may obtain mercy, and find grace to help in time of 
need.” (Hebrews 4:16).

Are Ministers 
necessary? 


Does the Church 
need a Ministry?

I BELIEVE that a healthy, devoted ministry will 
produce a healthy, vigorous, joyful church. 

It is not the age of the minister, but his God-given 
gifts of ministry that are important. 

The Jewish Priesthood stood between God and the 
people. Through them the blessings came and through 
them Israel approached God. J believe that the same 
principles exist now. This does not invalidate the fact 
that true believers are a spiritual priesthood, each 
having the privilege of free access to the throne of 
grace, as certainly as the Jewish High Priest had ex- 
clusive right to approach the mercy seat on the great 
day of atonement. This privilege implies that the power 
is conferred upon believers by grace of bringing down 
upon themselves a glory excelling the glory of the 
Shekinah. It remains a fact, however, and one of vast 
importance, that a holy ministry is essential to Church 
prosperity. That we may have a right perception of 
this subject, it will be needful to understand the follow- 
ing things. 

God has_ ever had His people in a Community 
Under the old dispensation, God’s people were the 
children of Abraham, distinguished by the right of 
circumcision, the seal of the covenant which God made 
with their father. Though most of them lived very 
disobediently, He yet recognised them as His, and spoke 
of and acted towards them as He did not to the rest of 
mankind. In this dispensation, God has a people, rep- 
resented in their corporate capacity by a vine, a 
building, a temple, a body and a kingdom, a people 
marked off from the rest of mankind by baptism, the 
seal of the new, better covenant. 


This Body is edified through divinely-appointed 
Ordinances 
These are: the preaching of the Word of Life; those 
who preach it;the exercise of worship: the continuing 
steadfastness in the Apostles’ Doctrine, Breaking of 
Bread, Prayer, Baptism and Fellowship. 


No-one who is truly saved can use these and other 
means and fail to be built up in the faith, while those 
who despise these ordinances, or any of them, must 
lose spirituality. Praise God that they can be restored 
to the faith by true repentance! 


Each of these Ordinances has its own Place and Power 
The efficacy of any one is not affected by the loss of 
power in any of the others. For example: should the 
ordinance ofa living ministry become weak or corrupt, 
that does not lessen or destroy the power of the gospel. 

This is a great blessing, for in all ages the ministry 
has varied and often a whole nation has been affected 
by an inconsistent or an inefficient ministry. God 
has none the less honoured His Word, even when it 
has been preached by those who do not know its power 
in their own hearts. Had this been otherwise, what a 
terrible evil it would have been to the Church — the 
people would have perished. Still there has been 
lurkingin such cases the good which a devoted spiritual 
ministry imparts. 

A revived and holy Ministry leads to a joyous Church 
The welfare of the Church is involved in the ministry. 
If we take the similitude of a vine, the ministry is the 
roots; or that of a body, the ministry is the joints and 
bands, which, Paul says, not only keep and knit all 
together, but they minister likewise nourishment and 
strength. Now if the roots of a vine do not get water, 
how can the vine have its sap replenished? If the 
joints and bands of the body be dislocated or dis- 
eased, the body is weak and disordered. 

When Jesus had ascended up on high, He gave cer- 
tain ministers to the Church, that through them the: 
Church might be edified and taken up to the stature 
of a perfect man in Christ Jesus. Hence the need for 
revival when the ministry becomes weak and diseased. 
The Psalmist prayed: “Revive us again”. Like other 
men, ministers are weak. Infallibility is not theirs, for 
they are subject to the infirmities of the flesh, the 
deadening actions of the world and the deluding temp- 
tations of the devil. Should they be smitten by any 
of these evil agents, the Church under them will soon 
languish. 

The prosperity of the Church depends instrumen- 
tally on the healthy piety of the ministry, for, though 
God will still bless His own Word, even though it is 
preached by unclean servants, much of its power and 
blessing is lost. 

A minister can only give what he possesses, hence, 
if he is worldly or sensual, if he lacks personal spiritu- 
ality, his perceptions are dim, his experience is barren, 
his acts are careless and the church to which he mini- 
sters will sink down to his level. 

In our next article we will consider the effects of a 
revived ministry.

A B.B.C. news commentator said on the radio that, if you kept £100 
for ten years from now, and if the present rate of inflation continued 
for that period, the comparative value of the £100-at the end of. ten 
years would be 91p — yes, ninety-one PENCE! 

Apart from the fact that every housewife could have told him so... 
there is a fundamental thought here. 

A man had his house burgled only two weeks ago. He and his Wife 
were robbed of their life-savings of £7,000. He said, ‘’! always intended 
to put it into the bank, but | never got round to it.”’ 

The Christian Church is seen at its worst when it gets bogged down 
with minor doctrinal aspects, matters of government, methods of pro-. 
cedure. How many groups there are who have the same doctrinal : 
emphases, but who zealously and jealously guard their independence on 


‘the ground of some governmental emphasis probably based, if they did 


but realise it, not any real Scriptural foundation, but arising from their 
(if they will pardon the word!) evolution. Many protracted discussions 
on constitutional niceties are almost totally unproductive. They serve 
to confirm the parties in their original conceptions and do little or no- 
thing towards letting in fresh air and new light. 

Yes, the Church is at its worst when it is intent on saving its life. 
The capital soon becomes run down in value. We do not have what we 
appear to have, only memories of what was, nostalgia concerning its 
hoped-for return, and a preoccupation with conserving. 

It is said (though this would need to be proved) that the Christian _ 
Brethren generally feel that an assembly of fifty demands that another 
group be started in the vicinity. It certainly seems from Church history. 
that God has moved in power from time to time at least to stir up the 
nest and to send out some of the young to start nests of their own! 

‘| have declared unto them Thy name, and wil/ declare it’ said the 
Lord (John 17:26). Our task is to declare to the world salvation in and 
through the Lord Jesus Christ, indeed to proclaim HIM, Himself. The 
more we do this and the more we open new centres of witness, the 
greater the tendency that what we have will grow. The outward vision, 
indeed the world-wide outward vision, leads to inward growth. 

The saddest man in Scripture must have been the man who carefully 
preserved the one talent and handed it back intact, but unused. He lost 
everything. He had what he had to use. 

If we merely keep what we have and do not grow - and do not 
expand our witness - we shall find £100 worth of experience degenera- 
ting into ninety-one pence worth of value. 


Ordination Service 
1973

A CAPACITY congregation crowded our Clapham 
Church, London, for the Ordination Service, which 
surely ranks as one of the most important services in 
Elim’s national calendar. The interest and importance 
of the occasion had been heightened by a letter from 
the Secretary-General informing us that members of 
our late beloved brother Pastor E.J. Phillip’s family 
and the Executive Council had decided to incorporate 
a memorial section into the Service. 

Expectation ran high as the church started to fill 
long before the announced time of commencement. 
Families of the ordinands, friends and members of 
their congregations came from far to support and to 
pray for them on this vital day. Ushers busily shep- 
herded folk to their seats. Older ministers recalled the 
time of their ordination. Douglas Fincher arranged 
and re-arranged the Elim Bible College Choir. Every 
space was filled as extra chairs were squeezed in here 
and there. From the vantage point of the platform 
one could see the seating flowing out into the vestibule. 
Upstairs and downstairs were choc-a-bloc. At last 
we were ready to begin. 

From one corner of the gallery Douglas Fincher 
expertly conducted the Choir in singing: “What a 
wonderful Day” and “I’ve got Peace like a River’’. 
This splendid ministry was followed closely by the 
appearance of the twelve ordinands who occupied 
their reserved seats on the front row, and the Execu- 
tive Council accompanied by the preacher, Pastor J.A. 
Wright. The President, Pastor John Lancaster, wel- 


comed the tightly-packed congregation and led the 
singing of the opening hymn, “Praise, my soul, the 
King of Heaven”. We responded heartily to Pastor 
T.W. Walker’s fluent prayer as he led us fervently to 
seek that God would make us conscious of His pres-

ence,give unction to the speaker and cause that every- 
one present might receive something from His liberal 
hand. We lustily sang, “Unto Him who hath loved us 
and washed us from sin” and settled back to enjoy the 
Choir rendering “Our great Saviour”. What a splendid 
sight they made, filling three rows from wall to wall! 
One could not help rejoicing in the thought that many 
of them are divinity students. It augurs well for the 
future manpower of Elim. 

Pastor J.T. Bradley deputised at short notice for 
Pastor D.B. Gray who had been taken illand unfort- 
unately was unable to fulfil the commitment of paying 
tribute to our former Secretary-General, Pastor E.J. 
Phillips. Pastor Bradley tendered apologies on his 
behalf, then made affectionate reference to our dear 
brother “E.J.”, who is now triumphant in Glory and 
rejoicing in the presence of God. We were reminded 
that we are made partakers of God’s eternity, 
trinity, sovereignty and creativity. “E.J.’’ would not 
have wanted tributes. He considered the greatest work 
to be winning souls for Jesus Christ and to this work 
he gave unreserved enthusiasm, working efficiently 
and zealously behind the scenes from 1919 to the time 
of his retirement. He occupied several posts in Elim, 


but it was as Secretary-General that he did his greatest 


work, giving himself assiduously to. the task, often 
labouring night and day. Tribute was also paid to his 
widow, Mrs. Molly Phillips, who had been such a 
faithful helpmeet, and we echoed ‘“‘Amen!”’ to the 
expressed wish that God would bless, strengthen and 
comfort her in the Holy Ghost. Miss Mabel Dalton had 
travelled up from Bournemouth, where she is now 
spending her retirement, and she was fittingly comm- 
ended for her faithful and efficient work as E.J’s 
secretary for so many years. E.J’s humour (not always 
recognised) was referred to by Pastor Bradley who 
related a personal anecdote concerning a letter he 
received from E.J. telling him that he would have a 
year-long honeymoon, having beenappointed to Spring- 
bourne, Bournemouth instead of to Barnsley. Said 
Mr. Bradley, “We look forward to reunion when we 
rise’. A telegram “of thankful memory and prayerful 
sympathy” was received from the Scottish Presbytery. 
The congregation stood and shared Pastor Lancaster’s 
prayer of thanksgiving and dedication. 

Four students sang in close harmony that touching 
piece, “On a rugged hill’. 

Stirring singing of the hymn ‘“‘Come Jesus Lord with 
holy Fire” created a reverent atmosphere as Pastor 
J.A..Wright stood to preach. In his introductory 
remarks he indulged in some reminiscence (which of 
us would not have done the same?) This veteran 
minister was ordained forty years ago in Kensington 
Temple. His text was Romans 1:1, where the punctua- 
tion marks indicate the four dimensionsof a preacher’s 
life, viz: Selfward; Godward; Othersward and Bible- 
ward. The message will appear in a later EVANGEL. 

Appropriately we sang two verses of Pastor E.C.W. 
Boulton’s choice hymn, “Called to Separation”’. 

At this stage in the service, Pastor R.B. Chapman, 
the Field Superintendent, introduced each ordinand 
with a brief summary of their Elim service to date. 
Concisely and sincerely in alphabetical order they took 
their turn to testify, before individually responding to 
the three questions posed by the President, which 
are a necessary prelude to ordination: 

1. As a Minister of Christ to you pledge your 
loyalty to God and to His Holy Word? 

2. Do you promise by the help of God to honour 
Christ and His Gospel by your life and ministry? 

3. Do you affirm loyalty to His Church and in 
particular to that branch of His Church in which you 
are called, namely the Elim Pentecostal Church, 
accepting unreservedly its fundamentals, its constitu- 
tion and discipline? 

Space forbids more than a passing reference to the 
testimonies, but perhaps the following phrases were 
keynotes among the expressions of gratitude for 
parents, wives, pastors, churches, etc.: J. Bristow — 


God’s choice;R.L. Currie — God’s guidance; P.A.Epton 


— God’s continual moving; G.J. Feasey — God’s grace 
in answering prayer; J.J. Glass — God’s challenge and 
call always in his soul; J.J. Henderson — God’s evident 
leading; F.J. Livings —God’s wonderful providence and 
provision; T.P. Mullen — God’s call and enablings to 
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minister; G.H. Neale — God’s marvellous change 
wrought in his life; P.T. Niblett — God’s glory his desire; 
P.G. Parsons — gratitude to God; P.J. Thompsett — 
God’s gracious gifts. The President reminded us that 
our ordination was but a recognition of HIS ORDINA- 
TION. The brethren kneeled whilst senior ministers 
laid hands upon them and, in the most moving moment 
Pastor Ron Jones passionately prayed.Some sentences 
are easily recalled: “In these sophisticated days we are 
nothing apart from the Spirit”. ‘We are moving in 
the orbit of His Omnipotence”. The service concluded 
fittingly with the last two verses of “Called to Separa- 
tion’’.. The chorus sings on in our souls: 

Step by step with Jesus 

All along life’s way. 

Now the cross and conflict, 

Then the perfect day. 


It was all over. We dispersed in good time, to share 
additional fellowship over the refreshments so kindly 
provided by Pastor J. Fry and the Clapham members, 
happy in the knowledge that we belong to God and to 
the Elim family wnich He has created.

THE GIFTS OF THE SPIRIT— 6 


The Gift of Prophecy 


(1 Corinthians 12:10) 


by Charles J. E. Kingston 


THE gift of prophecy takes precedence over the other 
gifts of utterance. The Bible emphasizes it: ‘Desire 
spiritual gifts, but rather that ye may prophesy”’. 

1. The words used by the Holy Spirit express some 
thing of its glory. 

The Hebrew word means “to cause to bubble up”, 
and so to pour forth words abundantly as is done by 
those who speak with divine inspiration. Water seek- 
ing an outlet bubbles up. We will have nothing to 
“bubble up” about unless we have an overplus seeking 
an outlet. It is difficult to witness of Christ without a 
real overflow of the Spirit. Then it becomes delight- 
fully easy. The Old Testament prophets were “‘moved 
by the Holy Ghost” and so they move us. 

The New Testament Greek word implies speaking 
under divine influence, whether as foretelling future 
events (as Agabus did) or exhorting as the interpreter 
of God’s will. The prophet was God’s spokesman. In 
the absence of the written Word of God available to 
the ordinary person, the Old Testament prophets gave 
exhortation and guidance as to the will of God. Since 
Pentecost, individual believers have the promise of 
guidance by the Holy Spirit (John 16:13). 

2. The Decay of the Prophets. 

‘We need prophets who will not be afraid to speak 
God-given words; whose healing, rectifying words will 
turn pale the cheeks of sin and cause hell to vomit its 
chosen victims! Where are our prophets? Why is 
there this decay of prophesyings in the power of. the 
Holy Spirit? What means this craven cowardice which 
closes the mouths of our prophets? The gift of pro- 
phecy should follow the baptism in the Holy Spirit. At 
Pentecost, dispersed Jews heard the disciples speaking 
their native languages. To them it was prophecy; to 
the speakers it was unknown tongues. Women, as well 
as men, prayed and prophesied: Evangelist Philip had 


four daughters: who -prophesied in the Church at - 


Caesarea, which we may suppose had been opened 


through the evangelistic efforts of their father (1 


Corinthians 11:5, Acts 21:9,10). 

_ 3. The Use of the Gift. . 

- The Church must preserve prophecy; barren times 
in the history of the Church have always been marked 
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Three specific uses are 


by the decline of its prophets. 
given in | Corinthians 14:3: 

a. To edify the Church. The word literally means 
“to build a temple”. The prophet is a bricklayer; so 
get your hod and trowel, prophets, and get busy! The 
inspired written Word preached and the inspired spo- 
ken word of prophecy complement each other. Signi- 
ficantly, often those who decry the gifts of the Spirit 
soon discard the written Word; doubters are not 
usually found among those who accept the super- 
natural gifts of the Holy Spirit. 

b. To exhort the Church. The word means “‘to call — 
near’. A cognate word describes the Holy Spirit’s 
office of Comforter or Advocate, thus reflecting the 
healing work of the Spirit Himself. 

c. To comfort the Church. Ellicott renders the 
passage: “Building up; stirring up; cheering up” — a 
blessed gift, indeed! 

d. To convict unbelievers (1 Corinthians 14:31). 
Principally for believers, it convicts unbelievers made 
conscious of the presence of God. They will report 
“that God is in you of a truth”. 

4. Some Observations on this Gift.. 

When God took of the Spirit that was upon Moses 
and gave it to the seventy elders, they prophesied. 
Two were not. present at the climactic moment, how- 
ever, yet did not miss the blessing, but prophesied in 
the camp. When one asked Moses to rebuke them, he 
replied: ‘Would God that all the Lord’s people were 
prophets!”’. At Pentecost, Moses’ prayer was answered. 

a. The gift of prophecy does not supersede the 
written Word. Prophecies will fail, but the Word of 
God abides for ever. The last Book of God’s com- 
pleted revelation forbids adding thereto. This puts 
out of court the so-called “Book of Mormon’ and any 
superstitious tendency to put prophesyings on a par 
with Scripture. + gies 

b. The prophets should speak in turn. Evidently, 
the Holy Spirit provides for the ministry of more than

... On seeing Ourselves 


IN America, everything that goes, goes, as far as television is concerned, if you 
pay the required tol s. With enough cash, churches are able to show their en- 
tire neighbourhood how pointless it would be to go there. After listening to a 
Bible broadcast on the Number of the Beast, my American host proudly 
suggested that we couldn’t get that kind of thing across on British radio. J in- 
dicated that we had mercifully been preserved from such foolish people in 
Britain and that we needn’t worry about the British public being further 
alienated by such nonsense than they already are. 


I wish some American broadcasters could see themselves as the British see them. However, it is as hard to 
get on British television — unless you are a freak or a Tariq Ali — as into Buckingham Palace. All unsus- 
pecting, therefore, I made a little nervous approach and found myself landed with an alarming contract to 
appear thirty times on the television screens from Wales to Anglia, from the Derbyshire peaks to the Cots- 
wolds. 
Well, without instruction or previous experience, I was in the studio, surrounded by 
three cameras, and all the unbelievably numerous people that are required — producer, 
floor manager, design man, lighting, sound, make up, props, controllers. There could 
be no rehearsal, no editing (as with radio), no second chance; just go ahead, paint a 
picture and preach a sermon in four and a half minutes, not one second more. My 
brain, a whirl of cameras, voices, brushes, dim memories of a long-ago written script, 
time signals (upraised finger only, which I never saw), was also saying, “George Canty 
you re expecting too much of one brain; I’m giving up. Nobody but you would be 
irresponsible enough to expect me to do fifty things at once.” 


But one thing I must not forget — smile! 


Now we all have some physical limitations. Some people have that set of arm which couldn’t throw and 
hit the Royal Albert Hall from three yards away. Smiling for me is an achievement which ranks in effort 
with Edward Whymper’s feat in climbing the Matterhorn. I wasn’t made that shape. I grin (I think) and 
people ask me what’s worrying me. I’m convulsed with merriment inside and outside I register as if my 
death sentence had been confirmed. The whole audience roar, and I think I’m joining in, but somebody 
asks me if I heard the joke. A friend of mine glows, his beaming eyes and creasing smile turning his round 
face into a sun-bathed landscape. But — he is a manic-depressive. 


When others see us! I’m usually happy, filled with a sense of God’s wonderful 
goodness to me. But my soul looks out of a body that is singularly unco- 
operative in registering what I experience. I love people and they wonder 
what I’ve got against them. “We are all lonely islands, and we shout to one 
another across seas of misunderstanding”. 


So, today, I watch myself at home. That mouth-drooping, unsmiling man, daubing Prussian blue on a can- 
vas and talking about repentance — me. ..? That superhuman effort to smile — and it produced that look...! 
True, painting and preaching was something not even Paul would have attempted, but — he’d have smiled 
even in that circumstance, I’m sure. 


Let us draw a veil over my mortification, and hope the rapture will take place before Iam 
forced by the sheer horror of it to watch myself talking to me from that remorseless truth- 
telling screen again. Truth-telling? It lies, I felt gloriously thankful I’d finished in time! 


It was Robert Burns who said “Oh would some power the giftie gie us, to see ourselves 
as Others see us”. He got it back to front. I wish the giftie would give other people the 
Power to see us as we see ourselves: when our best intentions to please only make folk 
bristle; when our would-be good is taken ill; when motives are misinterpreted, and self- 
sacrifice is looked upon as exhibitionism. I take heart from the promise that “We shall 


know even as we are known” — known that is, by the Lord. Our present reputation is 
based upon outward, superficial appearance. Our back- slapping and bonhomie — it 
could be a facade for self-promotion — or genuine. Who knows? Our sadness-seeming 
could be merely our concern for others. 
Let me admit, however, that there are times when even I become radiant, with all my facial limitations for 
registering any feeling whatever. Sometimes when the Spirit of God rises in me like a gusher and the Word 
of God grips me like the hand of the Almighty, even I break forth into laughter. “God has made me to 


laugh” said Sarah. That’s God all right.

The Acts of the Apostles, by William Neil. Published 
by Marshall, Morgan and Scott, price £3.50, postage 
and packing 12p extra. 
THIS latest volume in the New Century Bible series 
is written with that lucidity and succinctness character- 
istic of the erudite neo-orthodox scholar Mr. William 
Neil. His Introduction in particular, drawn from his 
earlier The Truth about the Early Church (1970), 
provides a valuable survey of recent scholarship and 
eludidates the concepts underlying his commentary. 
Dr. Neil considers that Luke has arranged his history 
to provide “a re-enactment of the Gospel story and of 
the great themes ofOld Testament redemptivehistory”, 


and in the text he gives some interesting cross- 
references. 

The early Christians’ power was the Holy Spirit he 
acknowledges, but the enduement “‘is thought of as 
accompanying baptism on admission into the new 
community (2:38).” The Scripturalinstances indicating 
its distinction from Water-baptism and the evidence 
of glossolalia are seen as exceptions to the norm. He 
accepts the miraculous with reservations: ‘‘No doubt 
some of the stories that came to Luke, like some of the 
miracle stories in his Gospel, had lost nothing in the 
telling, and pious regard for the Apostles had added 
its quota of imaginative embellishments.” 

While this work can give the well-informed reader 
healthy mental exercise, it lacks the weight to be a 
reference volume. Jan R. Hall, B.D.

Opportunity Knocks

MAKE no mistake about it, Guyana is a land of trem- 
endous opportunity for God. Len Magee and I took 
part in over sixty services of one sort or another 
before we had been there for four weeks. It is not 
so much the number of services, but the variety of 
opportunities that delight me. Let me take you ona 
short conducted tour of “OPPORTUNITY LAND”, 

This is the Radio Demerara Studio. It is 8.30 a.m. 

Any minute now we are to commence recording two 
half-hour services that willbe broadcast in a few weeks’ 
time on Saturday mornings. These will reach 
thousands. Elim Broadcasts have already brought great 
blessing to many people. Next Saturday’s will be only 
the fourth Elim Half-Hour, but there will be at least 
another forty-eight, because John MacInnes, man of 
vision and faith that he is, has signed the contract 
that will make this possible. To seize this opportunity 
is costly, but to miss it would be criminal! Please pray 
and give. 
“Meet with Patricia” is broadcast live every morning 
and now we are in her studio. Pat is reputed to bea 
hard character,but she is a first-class interviewer. For 
twenty-five minutes we tell of Elim and its message and 
talk of the world and its need. We even get to play 
a band from Len Magee’s latest long-playing record 
and one from the recently-released “‘Let’s Celebrate”’ 
Album, featuring the Bristol New Creation Singers. 
While listening to this, Guyana’s top radio disc jockey, 
Bertie Chancellor, invites us to be special guests next 
Saturday morning on his two-hour “Teensville’’ Show. 
Here is yet another heaven-sent opportunity. 

Just about everywhere we go we hear the same kind 
of greeting, “Hello, Brother Mac”; ‘Good morning, 
Brother Mac’’; ‘How are you today, Brother Mac?” 
Is there no-one in Georgetown who doesn’t know this 
now-fattening Scotsman?God has graciously given to 
these Elim missionaries much success, and that’s the 
next stop on our conducted tour. 

Success is a large village of a couple of thousand 
inhabitants, just six miles from the capital City, 
Georgetown. When I was-here three years ago, this 
wotk was very much in its infancy, for lan MacInnes 
had just gathered together about half a dozen Indian 
young men who were keen to know about the Bible. 
The other evening I preached to a congregation of 
about fifty. That’s good progress in three years, and 
that’s not the end, not by a long way. They also have 
five Sunday Schoolsin various parts of the village and 
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John and Gladys Macinnes show Len Magee the plot of land 
that we have purchased in Success. 


already a large piece of ground has been purchased. 
Our workers are just waiting for cash that will enable 
them to build a new Elim Church in Success. Yes, 
opportunity certainly knocks in Success! 

Now, how about a visit to Georgetown Prison. 
It is certainly a foreboding kind of place even at 9 0’ 
clock on a sunny Sunday morning. One of the warders 
opens the chapel. There is no compulsion on the 
prisoners, but they are coming in, seventy four of them 
in all. Len Magee sings. I bring a very “straight down 
the line’’ gospel message and make an appeal for those 
who will commit their lives to Jesus to stand, while all 
the other prisoners look on. Forty stand! I find it 
difficult to believe, and ask them to sit down while I — 
explain it once more, but the same forty stand again. 
One prisoner, who must be at least twenty-two stones, 
is very moved and tells us of a dream that he had the 
previous evening. He saw himself on a screen. He was 
sinking,and sinking fast. It was so vivid that, when he 
awoke, he had to get a Bible and pray. I am old- 
fashioned enough to believe that’ God did a work of 
grace in some, at least, of these men. Brother Mac has 
this open door of opportunity at least four times a 
year. 


Well, let’s continue our tour. This rather old- 
looking wooden building is the Cambridge Academy. 
It’s three o’clock on Wednesday afternoon when we 
arrive for a get-together with the 100-plus students. 
The _Headmaster is a fine Christian and a goodly 
number of the students are, too. There are a few more 
now, for today five young folk have committed their 
lives to the Lord Jesus Christ. Here is something 


wonderful. Brother Mac has an open door into eight 
such schools. /f ever a mission field cries out for more 
workers, Guyana does. 

It’s Sunday afternoon. A young fellow named 
Ron opens his car door for me. You jump in, too, and 
come along with me. We are off to a large trading 
estate the name of which is Ruimveld. Here’s a 
familiar sign: “ELIM — THE MISSION WITH A 
MESSAGE”. We are visiting a new Sunday School, 
no more than six months old. Osrene is in charge of 
this. She is one of the most dedicated young 
Christians I have ever met.Osrene isa nurse and works 
nights regularly so that she can be free to get to all the 
services. She has a class on Sunday mornings at 10 a.m. 
in the main Sunday School at Albert Street and then 
comes out to this Estate in the afternoon to run this 
Sunday School. Today there are fifty children present, 
the biggest number since the effort commenced. The 
children look lovely in their brightly coloured dresses 
and shirts and how well they listen. When I was in 
Guyana three years ago, there were nineteen Sunday 
Schools, now there are twenty seven, with an average 
weekly attendance of around 1,300 scholars. There 
is ample opportunity to open more Sunday Schools 
if only there were more workers. 

I am not quite sure whether you would wish to 
join us on the next part of our tour. We are going to 
the leper colony. There are some dreadful cases here, 
but our Elim missionaries are there every Sunday and 
every other Friday. It’s only twenty-five miles from 
Georgetown, so it won’t take us too long. When John 
MacInnes first found the door of opportunity open to 
him, it took him much longer for he had to do the

journey on a bicycle! Today we hold a service in the 
chapel and there is a decision for Christ. Before we 
leave, however,I want you to meet Cameron. He can’t 
get along to the service, so we will have to go to his 
ward. There he is. You’ve already noticed how badly 
distorted are his mouth and lips and how very badly 
pitted is his black-skinned face. You’ve probably 
noticed, too, that he has no fingers or toes. Perhaps 
you haven’t noticed yet that he has no eyes, only 
empty sockets! That’s how he was when I first met 
him three years ago, but he’s worse now: His right 
leg has gone, but, as he sits in his wheelchair, there is 
something radiant about him. “Would you sing for us, 
Cameron?” we ask,and away he goes, “He touched me, 
He touched me, and oh the joy that fills my soul”. 
What a testimony, what a convert, and all because 
many years ago an open door of opportunity was 
accepted. We mustn’t miss them today, either! 

How would you like to finish up at a Guyanese 
wedding? Come on, then! We must not be late. 
The ceremony commences at 4 o’clock. Many guests 
are already there.So are the Minister, Marriage Officer, 
John MacInnes, the preacher, named Ron Jones, and 
the soloist, Len Magee. Four o’clock comes and goes. 
So does 4.30. It’s 4.45 p.m. and “Here comes the 
bride”. She looks a picture, dressed in her long, 
flowing wedding gown, but in all my experience | 
have never known a bride so late. She sets off on a 
further five-minutes taxi ride, simply because THE 
BRIDEGROOM HASN’T TURNED UP YET! Back 
she comes, but still no bridegroom: Off goes the 
bride on another little excursion around the block. 
Five o’clock has struck and here at last comes the 
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bridegroom, all spic and span. All’s well that ends well. 
In addition to the couple being safely and _satis- 
factorily joined together,there are thirteen who make 
decisions for Christ. Even being a Marriage Officer 
seems to open up doors of opportunity for Brother 
Mac! 

So they come, opportunities galore, opportunities 
among children, teenagers, prisoners, lepers, on the 
radio, in our churches and in day schools. More men 
and more money will be needed if we are going to 
make full use of these God-given opportunities. We 
must pray that the Lord of the harvest will thrust out 
labourers into His harvest field AND WE MUST BE 
WILLING TO PLAY OUR PART, TOO.

one, but, in any one meeting of the Church, there 
should not be more than three prophecies and these 
should be judged. 

c. The gifts are futile without grace. ‘Though } 
have the gift of prophecy. . . and have not love, | am 
nothing’, wrote Paul. Some years ago two women 
suddenly started attending a church which I was pas- 
toring. Professing the gift of prophecy, they ministered 
the “gift” at every Communion service, but it was in 
a harsh, criticizing, fault-finding manner which 
brought deadness instead of life. It became necessary 
to act - but how? 1 Corinthians 14:3 was expounded, 
showed that prophesying was for edification, exhorta- 
tion and comfort, that not one word was said about 
rebuke, but that the spirit of prophecy was essentially 
peaceable, constructive, not destructive, that some 
might use this gift as a whip to lash any who did not 
see eye to eye with themselves, and that a harsh spirit 
betrayed the spirit behind the utterance. The two, 
“‘prophetesses” shot out of the church door and we 
never saw them again. They were convicted by the 
Word. 

d. The testimony of Jesus is the spirit of prophecy 
(Revelation 19:10). The content of the message in 
prophecy will exalt the Lord Jesus. “We do hear them 
speak in our tongues the wonderful works of God”, 
said the first to hear Pentecostal prophecy. In the 
Antiochan Church there were “certain prophets and 
teachers” who ‘“‘ministered to the Lord”. Watchman 
Nee remarks: “There is a difference in ministering to 
the Lord and ministering to His house”’. 

May our prophets do both!

I STRAIGHTENED up from examining the patient. 
“You have twins coming Mama,” I said. A horrified 
look crossed her face — two demons! Knowing their 
custom of killing twins at birth, I called the husband, 
pleading for the lives of the unborn babies, even sug- 
gesting (it would be their only hope of life) that I de- 
liver them secretly so that they could take one home 
and get the other adopted. However, some months 
later I heard that they had been born “‘dead’’? 

Relatives coming for medicine listened, silently 
incredulous but polite, as I told them how God looks 

upon the killing of twins. “The doctor is right!” — all 

eyes turned in surprise to the tall uncle of the dead 
babies. Rajabu had (whenever I invited him) attended 
Msolwa Church and God had touched his conscience. 
Later, his sincerity was obvious, for the dread word 
“Wapacha”’ echoed from his own hut. Normally, the 
fate of his twins would have rested on their (deceased) 
grandfather’s decision, but Rajabu was now head of 
the family, and he protected his tiny daughters. 

Visitors left the village hurriedly, spreading the 
astonishing news: “Twins allowed to live, trouble 
will come upon the clan!”’. 

“IT will not feed these demons!”: the mother’s 
voice rose in terrified hysteria. What could Rajabu 
do? He asked advice and was told: “The Government 
has strength to help”. After a journey of many miles 
by bicycle, he stood before the area official, who sent 
a vehicle to fetch the mother and her father (who was 
behind her decision). 

“If these babies die because of your neglect, you 
will be charged!”. The official looked stern. Afraid, 
the woman unwillingly fed the babies, but her milk 
was insufficient. Rajabu brought pathetically thin 
Ruthi and Grasi to me again. Food supplied by Mrs. 
Johnston (Belfast) kept the babies alive. 

Returning after two week’s absence from the Mis- 
sion, we heard that Rajabu was dead and so was his 
elderly mother! Fear spread through the clan. The 
twins had brought death twice; surely they should be

killed! By this time their mother had become fond of 
the infants, but she was mentally incapable of feeding 
them properly. Again their skeleton-like forms were 
brought to me. Their mother had put one teaspoonful 
of powdered milk into each dirty bottle of equally 
filthy unboiled water! I asked her nephew (one of 
our Sunday school boys) to make a full day’s feeds 
before he went to school. Improvement in the babies 
incensed the clan and they moved the boy. Alone in 
the village, the woman pleaded: “Get them adopted. 
I want to go home to my mother, but she fears 
twins’’. 

The orphanage was full. We tried persuading the 
male relatives to build a house on the Mission so that 
the family could be near help. Plenty of promises re- 
sulted in no action. We prayed; God answered. The 
grandmother agreed to take the family in! 


It isa tremendous astonishment to the unconverted 
that parents of Elim twins show lack of fear as they 
break centuries-old harmful customs. Instead, the 
happy Christians praise God for salvation that releases 
them from superstitious fear and sin, and promises 
life in the hereafter.

An Outline 
The astonishing Christ 
Isaiah 52:13-15 


THE Lord Jesus Christ is an Object of astonishment 
and wonder. “His name shall be called, Wonderful’. 
Think of the wonder of His birth, His life, His death 
and His resurrection.

God's mighty Ocean x, exons. sane 


OVER the summer months, people crowd our 
British beaches. Many must be aware at some time or 
other of the immensity of the sea. For Christians the 
chorus, ““Wide, wide as the ocean” may well spring to 
mind, especially as this well-loved refrain is still sung 
in many seaside resorts where children’s missions are 
in progress. 

The very greatness of the sea speaks once more of 
God’s boundless love, the love that was, and is still so 
wide that anyone who is willing can be “plunged in the 
depths of His mercy” and cleansed from the slightest 
stain of sin, to be made clean and pure through the 
precious blood of our Lord Jesus. 

Not only is God’s love so wide as to accept the worst 
sinner — seemingly so in our eyes at any rate, though 
the Bible tells us that “All have sinned” and so all need 
His cleansing as much as the hardened sinner who may 
have a criminal record or who has acted in ways that 
shock us — but also God’s great sea of love is so deep 
that our sins can be “buried for evermore”. We are 
promised that He will never remember them. 

This does not mean that we now have a free licence 
to sin, for who would want to hurt deeply Someone 
who bought us back from sin by taking upon Himself 
the death penalty that we deserved? Some may worry 
about the circumstances in which they are placed, but 
how can we worry when we trust a living, victorious 
Saviour, who has won all our battles for us, and who 
has buried our sins and forgotten them? 

Just like the sea, our Christian life is not always 
calm. There may be times when we enjoy many 
blessings from the hand of our heavenly Father and it 
seems that all is well and as beautiful as the sea 
breaking upon the golden sands. Then, suddenly, we 
find ourselves flung upon the rocks, as it were. The 
sea is pounding harder and harder. We must expect 
this, just as fishermen know that calm often comes 
before the storm. 

God does not promise an easy life for a ‘Christian. 
It may be that He needs to wear away a few rough 
edges until we are the shape that He wants us to be to 
function properly in His service and for His glory. He 
does not want to hurt us,but “whom the Lord loveth, 
He chasteneth” (Hebrews 12:6).. God still loves 
us and He always will. 

The sea is unpredictable, it is true, Bit it is un- 


changeable. We do not wonder if the sea will ever 
disappear, because we know that this would be im- 
possible, just as it is for God to stop loving us. He gave 
all that He had to bring into His mercy. Though the 
billows may sometimes buffet us, His steadfast love 
remains constant.

Coffee Bars 

It is sometimes possible to gain access to commer- 
cial coffee bars. 
-bar for-an evening and. provided free coffee: 

A Christian group in Cheam, Surrey, tried this 
experiment. “They tried one or two cafes without 
success and then found one well situated with a 
cinema, jazz club and large public house nearby. The 
proprietress was willing to let them have this on Sun- 
day evenings and a team of fifteen young men and 
eleven girls, who had been planning and praying about 
this venture for some time, began to distribute posters 
and handbills in the area. The aim was clear. Free 
coffee was offered, but the invitation was to come and 
chat about “Christianity and the Man behind it all’. 
On the first night twelve boys came and after that an 
average of thirty to forty young people, mostly boys, 
made their way to the Lantern to talk about the Chris- 
tian faith. Some, of course, came primarily for the 
free coffee, but soon their doubts, questionings, and 
misunderstandings about Christianity were raised and 
frankly discussed.” (Towards Tomorrow’s Church, pp 
119,120). 


Clubs 

It is sometimes possible to gain access to youth clubs 
in the district. One is not always allowed to conduct 
meetings, but opportunity to talk quietly to young 
people who may be sitting about in the club rooms 
might be granted. 

Doctors’ Surgeries and Dentists’ Waiting-+ooms 

Doctors and dentists will usually give permission to 
leave good gospel literature on tables in the waiting- 
rooms. THE ELIM EVANGEL, tracts and Christian 
periodicals may profitably be used in such places. 

Libraries 

It is often possible to advertise special meetings on 
~-library notice boards: Good-evangelical and Pentecos- 
tal books will be obtained by the local library if they 
are requested. The Roman Catholics have used this 
method to fill the religious and theological sections 
with their literature. 

* Hotels - 

_ The Gideons have done a remarkable job in placing 
Bibles in hotels. They have proved the value of ex- 
ploiting the hotel world. Announcements of young 
people’s meetings can sometimes be exhibited on the 
notice boards of hotels. Literature can also be left in 
the-reception area. ecitas

(3) Developing links with old people 

In this welfare state, with National Health and 
Society Security, people are living longer. Asa result 
older people form an increasing proportion of the 
population. Years ago people were expected to sup- 
port their parents in their old age, but smaller houses 
and social changes have broken this tradition. 

Why not organise an over-sixties’ club? It could be 
directed by a Crusader Committee and staffed by any 
of the young people who want to take part. This 
could include the older children from the Sunday 
school. In addition to special meetings, there are 
many jobs that can be done for the elderly, e.g. 
chopping wood, carrying coal, pushing wheelchairs, 
shopping, reading, collecting library books, cleaning, 
decorating, etc. 

Many old people are confined to special homes and 
institutions. A visit from a group of young people 
can break the monotony and boredom.of their lives. 
Pastor J. Hyde has outlined a useful plan for beginning 
a Senior Citizen’s Fellowship: 

1. Visit centres where old people meet and present 
to their committees arrangements for a regular weekly 
fellowship for the spiritual welfare of the old folk. 
Stress the spiritual need, as they are often well catered 
for socially. 

2. Advertise the meetings in the local press. 

3. Try to avoid times which clash with any similar 
local meetings. 

4. (a). Keep a register of names, addresses and 
birthdays. Give birthday cards at the meetings nearest 
the birthdays. 

(b). Create a friendly, homely atmosphere; see 
that the building is warm. 

(c). Choose well-known hymns and introduce 
Elim choruses. Have solos, etc., and a short, direct 
gospel message, not more than fifteen minutes long. 
A choir can be formed later. 

(d).. Arrange a united pensioners’ meeting on a

Monday, November 12th Ezekiel 2:1-10; 3:1-11 

“Open thy mouth and eat that I give thee’’ (2:8). 
THE Lord used the symbol of a book that could be 
eaten to indicate that the message of His Word needs 
more than the acceptance of the mind. The prophet 
was instructed to assimilate it like food (2:4), so that 
it became the very sustenance of his own life before 
he attempted to communicate it to others. As Sir 
Philip Sydney said, “‘All is but lip wisdom which lacks 
experience”, Dr. Stuart Holden reminds us: “‘It is 
only as the Word is made flesh that it acquires redemp- 
tive values’. As Paul says: ‘‘The husbandman that 
laboureth must be first partaker of the fruits”. (2 
Timothy 2:6). 


Tuesday, November 13th Ezekiel 3:12-27 
~ “Then I came to them of the captivity. .. and I sat 
where they sat’ (v.15). 


IDENTIFICATION with the oppressed captives, under- 


standing their need and their problems, was necessary 
before giving them the Word of the Lord. If we hope 
to reach the present generation, who are so obviously 
in captivity to the powers of evil, we must be pre- 
pared to go among them and try to understand their 
problems. Sitting aloof, shocked at what we see, al- 
ways ready to condemn, will never help them, even 
though we spend much time in prayer for them. 
General Booth is reputed to have said: “The church 
bells ring out the message ‘Come to church, come to 
church, come to church’, whereas our drum sounds 
out the order, ‘Go and fetch ’em, go and fetch ’em, 
go and fetch ’em!””’. 


Wednesday, November 14th Ezekiel 4: 1-17 
“Thou shalt bear their iniquity” (v.4). 
IN a dramatic representation of the siege of Jerusalem 
and God’s punishment of the people for their sin, 
Ezekiel was told to lie on his side for so many days. 
The number of these days was to signify the corres- 
ponding number of years of punishment, on one side 
for Israel and the other side for Judah. In a symbolic 
way the prophet was being punished in their stead — 
he was “‘bearing their iniquities”. In contrast to this 
play acting, our Lord by His death on the cross has 
literally taken our place; He died the just for the un- 
just and has truly “borne our iniquities”’. 


Thursday, November 15th Ezekiel 5: 1-17 
4) nd they shall know that I the Lord have spoken” 
(v.13). 


THE fulfilment of the prophetic word would convince 
the sceptic of the truth of God’s pronouncements. 
The true man of faith, however, does not require con- 
firmatory evidence of the message of God. Jesus said 
to Thomas, “Blessed are they that have not seen and 
yet have believed” (John 21:29). We are instructed 
in Hebrews 11:1: “Faith is the evidence of things not 
seen”, 
Faith, mighty faith, the promise sees 
And looks to that alone; 
Laughs at impossibilities 
And cries: It shall be done! 


Friday, November 1 6th Ezekiel 8:1-18 

“Though they cry in mine ears with a loud voice, 
yet willl not hear them” (v.18). . 
THE extent of the people’s abominable conduct has 
been shown to the prophet and the many calamities 
that have befallen them as a result. The crowning 
calamity is that their sin has put them out of ear-shot 
of the God of love. This is the ultimate desolation of 
every unrepentant sinner. Only to such does the Lord 
speak in this way, for‘*The righteous cry,and the Lord 
heareth, and delivereth them out of all their troubles. 
The Lord is nigh to them that are of a broken heart’ - 
and saveth such as be of a contrite spirit” (Psalm 34: 
Rid Wee 


Saturday, November 17th Ezekiel 9:1-11; 10:12 
“Set a mark upon the foreheads of the men that 
sighand that cry for all the abominations that be done”’ 
(v.4). 
DESPITE the seeming total depravity of the nation, 
there was a small minority who were saddened by the 
sin around them and who wept over it. This vision 
gave them the assurance that the Lord saw them and 
marked them as His own. Do we sigh and weep over 
the sinful conditions prevalent today? Do we feel 
weak, inadequate, ineffective witnesses? Don’t give 
up! Take heart! ‘The Lord knoweth them that are 
His” and faithfulness will reap its own reward. 


Ezekiel 11:1-25 


9? 


Sunday, November 18th 
“They shall be my people, and I will be their God 
(v.20). 
THE re-gathering of Israel in their own Land is one of 
the marvellous fulfilments of ancient prophecy in our 
own day. However, as yet the return is concerned 
only with the restoration of material blessings. Not 
until there is a spiritual renewal is God willing to 
acknowledge the nation as “His own people”. The 
promise of such renewal is given in Jeremiah 24:7; 
Ezekiel 36:26, and here in v.19. Pray today for such 
a spiritual awakening in Israel. Only when man’s 
heart is regenerated can he “walk in God’s statutes 
and keep His ordinances and do them” (v.20). _ 
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TWENTY-ONE years in the Christian ministry is 
nearly half a working life-time — and the anniversary 
provides an opportunity for reflection. Share with me 
asI “think aloud” over it all. 

A number of people, inside and outside the 
Assembly, have asked me, “Would you still go into 
the ministry, knowing what twenty-one years have 
brought?”’. My immediate response is always: “I 
would have to do the same”, for the call of God is 
the most important factor in a minister’s life. Whether 
I would want to do so is another matter, but certainly 
had twenty-one years been like the last two in my 
present Assembly my reply would be joyously, “Yes”’. 

Churches differ. Some assemblies hardly, if ever, 
express their appreciation of a man’s ministry. Some 
even allow their minister’s farewell to go without any 
expression of thankfulness, not necessarily because 
of animosity, but just due to lack of appreciative 
thought.I am not pleading for flattery, which I abhor, 
as all true men of God would detest it, nor for “a 
mutual admiration society”, but I am struck by the 
abounding appreciation of the Apostle Paul for the 
people of God.In almost every Epistle, he thanks God 
for his remembrance of them. Let us emulate his 
generosity of spirit. 

One of the heart-aches in the ministry, I find, is 
leaving people with whom one has worshipped and 
worked over the years. Such friendships go deep. I 
was once talking on this strain to one of the brethren, 
saying, “Wouldn’t it be good if we had all the people 
with whom we have enjoyed fellowship in our various 
churches in one assembly?”. He gave me much to 
think about when he replied. He asked me if had I 
thought of the reverse, namely that we may be landed 
with a church in which all the folk whom we had 
found difficult, or disagreeable, were placed. We are 
not likely to be faced with either prospect! 

I was to have gone to the celebrations marking 
Desmond Cartwright’s Anniversary at Blackheath, to 
give a speech, he having been a College colleague, but 
to my surprise, on our return from holiday, my 
secretary phoned requesting our presence, as a family, 
at the Church at the same time. What a surprise it 
proved to be! Just like road accidents, these things 
“never happentome’’, but both did! When we received 
gifts from the Church — and | am glad that they 
remembered my wife and our boys,I thought immedi- 
ately of Paul’s words to the Philippian believers: “Not 
that I desire a gift, but I desire fruit, that may abound 
to your account”. Paul was utterly selfless, for even

his fruitfulness was desired for their blessing. So should 
we be, yet gifts of appreciation which are unexpected 
and unsought are indications of the fellowship of God’s 
people and are such an encouragement. I would 
consider that the two are not so unrelated as they 
seem, for I have found so often that the people who 
look after God’s servants themselves are blessed so 
much the more, in every way. ‘Give, and it shall be 
given’’, 

Gone are the years of youthful enthusiasm, yet 
retirement is a long way off, and years of service for 
the Master remain, should the Lord tarry. In middle 
age one should be a combination of the enthusiasm of 
Elisha and the experience of Elijah, yet how often we 
get weary in well doing. One feels the need of a new 
touch of spiritual life. This was borne out to me when 
visiting Plymouth on holiday. I was amazed and 
thrilled at the sense of God’s presence in the meetings. 
There is indeed a touch of revival and it came after 
Pastor L.P. Cowdery had been pastoring the Church 
for eight years! It is not always a change of minister, 
but a change of the ministry of the man that is needed. 
One covets a similar experience for others who have 
served for many years and who feel the need of a new 
touch of spiritual power, not the least oneself. 

The undeserved goodness and grace of the Lord in 
granting the privilege of serving Him and sincere 
appreciation to the people of God for their thoughtful 
kindness gave one real hope for the future of ministry, 
should the Lord spare us.

THE GIFTS OF THE SPIRIT— 7 


ve he Discerning of Spirits 


(1 Corinthians 12:10) 
by Charles J. E. Kingston 


THE gift of discerning of spirits reveals the sort of 
spirit actuating a person: divine, human or satanic. 
Jesus possessed this gift. He discerned the satanic in- 
fluence behind Peter’s rebuke (Matthew 16:22,23); 
the hyprocrisy behind the Herodians’ question about 
the tribute money (Matthew 22:18); the spirit behind 
the disciples’ desire to call down fire on the Samaritans 
(Luke 9:55). 
1. What is not the gift of discernment 

It is not criticism of others, the ability to discover 
faults in and to sit in judgment on other people; this 
we are too richly endowed with by our fallen human 
nature. Jesus forbids the use of such a “gift’”’ (Mat- 
thew 7:1). 

2. What is the gift of discerning of spirits 

It is entirely supernatural, like the other gifts. The 
recipient can distinguish between the real and the false 
in spiritual things. The need for sucha gift presupposes 
the existence of evil spirits and the danger of being 
misled by them. “Beloved, believe not every spirit, 
but try the spirits whether they are of God”’. 

Occult influences mark this age. Interest in magic, 
spiritism, satanism, witchcraft, all testify to the acti- 
vity of evil forces. The sale of ouija (or planchette) 
boards running into millions, estimates of eight million 
witches in the world, the opening of satanic churches 
dedicated to sensual indulgence, increasing addiction to 
drugs for psychedelic experiences, growing interest in 
spiritism, fortune-telling involving astrology, palmistry 
and cards, sexual permissiveness with its accompanying 
explosion of venereal diseases, violence, all speak of 
demon forces attacking this world at the end of the 
age. “Now the Spirit speaketh expressly that in the 
latter times some shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits and doctrines of devils” (1 
Timothy 4:1). How-necessary is the gift of discern- 
ment of spirits! 

3. The uses of the gift 

The upsurge of demonism in Christ’s days was due 
to satanic opposition to.God’s revelation in Jesus. We 
may expect therefore a parallel upsurge in the period 
preceding Christ’s second advent. 

To discern between mental illness and demon pos- 
session. 

The Bible distinguishes them (Matthew 4:24). Men- 
tal disease, like any other bodily illness, can be healed 
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through prayer and healing on the natural or super- 
natural plane. Demon possession, on the other hand, 
needs the word of exorcism by the Spirit of God and 
in the name of Jesus (Matthew 8:16, 12:28; Mark 16: 
17). 

To unmask demonic lying wonders. 

Antichrist is to show “lying wonders” and false 
prophets will show great “signs and wonders” (2 
Thessalonians 2:9; Matthew 24:24). The elect are in 
danger of being deceived, because not every lying 
wonder is spurious; spirit phenomena are often real, 
but devil-inspired to trap the unwary. How necessary 
then this gift to guard God’s people! 

To guide in the deliverance of demon-tormented 
people. 

Demon action can be classified as either oppression, 
obsession or possession (says Arthur Neil in The 
Flame). 

Oppression reveals itself in spiritual, mental or 
physical depression. Christians “wrestle. . . against 
powers, against the rulers of the darkness of this 
world” and need the Christian’s armour (Ephesians 6: 
12,13). A triple thanks be to God! “Greater is He that 
is in you, than he that is in the world” (1 John 4:4). 

Obsession can be brought about as a result of be- 
lieving a lie of Satan. Those who play with occult 
powers, go to spiritist seances, etc., open the door to 
obsession. Dr. McAlpine, writing in The Prophetic 
News in 1935, tells of a university girl student who 


came to him for deliverence from an evil spirit. He 


applied the test of 1 John 4:2,3 and she replied: 
“They won’t let me say it!”. After a long conflict she 
was delivered. He found that she had got into this 
condition through playing with. a-Ouija board in an 
endeavour to pry into the future. 

Possession is the ultimate state where the demon or 
demons have their residence in the person. Judas 
knew this when ‘Satan entered into him”. | 

The gift of discerning of spirits implies God’s pro-

“Behold, what manner of love the Father hath bestowed upon us, that we should be called the sons of God’ 


(1 John 3:1). 


QUALITIES that lie beneath the surface of a person’s 
character are often brought out in times of crisis. 
Sometimes they are pointed out by an intimate friend. 

Some things about God are obvious: His majesty 
in the mountains; His strength in the mighty sea; His 
wisdom in the design of the smallest flower. It takes 
the devotion and the communion of a Christian to 
discover the depths of God’s love. ‘Behold what 
manner [quality] of love” — the word “manner” is 
the same as in 2 Peter 3:11: “What manner of per- 
son ought ye to be”, what quality! 

The quality of God’s love can be seen in the father 
of the prodigal son. His was a love that understood 
when the son was determined to leave home, that 
waited eagerly for his return, that welcomed the pro- 
digal when he was a great way off. 

Our Father’s love can be seen in the good Samaritan, 
a love that came where the victim was, that asked no 


questions, that gave help willingly, that cared and 
spared not. 

It is seen in the quality of the shepherd’s love, pre- 
pared to seek for one sheep although there were ninety 
nine in the fold, prepared to suffer in the search 
through rough, dangerous country, ready to rejoice 
when the mission was accomplished. 

This quality is seen in Jesus. His love drew sinful 
Zacchaeus in to the Kingdom, wilful Peter into bless- 
ing, a dying thief into faith, a Roman centurion to 
confess His deity. 

What quality of love lifted you and me! 

The great thrill of this is that He “bestowed” this 
love. The prodigal could have been smuggled into the 
kitchen for a servant’s meal, but the Father gave hima 
welcome, the best robe, a ring, and shoes, plus a great 
feast of rejoicing. Love was bestowed. Our Father 
has bestowed His love upon us, such quality of love. 

We often say that we love. Look at the quality of 
God’s love, compare it with ours. Then let us worship 
adore and admire Him!

MANY are praying and believing for revival today, 
without giving a thought to a revived ministry. A 
revived ministry is not a ministry of gimmicks or of 
conforming to the world, but possesses several essen- 
tial qualities. 
A strong, spiritual Vision 

Their bodies are full of light, hence divine truths 
are clearly understood. They walk in the light. They 
rightly divide the word of truth. They are awake to 
the needs of the flock. They know who are lame, 
sick, blind, who need reproof, exhortation and com- 
fort. The under-shepherd is eyes to the blind, feet to 
the lame and a well of water to the faint and weary. 

Edifying power 

They speak of divine things from their own exper- 
ience. An opposite ministry speaks from judgment or 
from memory only. But a revived ministry, filled with 
the Spirit, speaks what they know and testifies what 
they have seen, felt, handled of the Word of life. Out 
of their treasury they bring by the Spirit things new 
and old. The grapes that they give are out of a shop 
barrel, packed with saw-dust, fat, fresh, firm and direct 
from Eschol. 

Their labours are earnest and lively 

They are not sleepy, languid, formal and mechani- 
cal, not working for a movement or with an eye on 
executive position. The Church needs men who are 
earnest, going after the lost sheep in the wilderness, 
and bringing it back to the fold on the shoulders of 
their own faith. Labouring with eternity in view, 
there is a vigour and a life about this and about all 
that they do. 
Such a ministry produces a prosperous, happy Church 

History testifies to this. What an awful deadness 
existed before the age of Wesley and Whitefield! The 
amazing revival which took place in their day was the 
result of the abundant supply of spiritual bread which 
these men and their coadjutors brought to a famishing 
Church. God “drew the people with the cords of a 
man, took the yoke off their jaws, and set meat before

them’. The whole land may have been filled with 
gladness — thousands were. 

A devoted ministry is not the efficient cause of a 
people’s salvation — that would be to make salvation 
spring from men’s piety instead of Christ’s mediation 
— but the Church’s enjoyments, liveliness and every- 
thing which makes a people glad are ministered by a 
holy, spiritual ministry. “Revive us and thy people 
shall rejoice in Thee’. 

Turn to God’s Word for proof. What words of 
anger God spoke through the prophets to the priests 
of the Old Testament times, laying the wickedness of 
the people at their doors, and attributing the famished 
spiritual state of the nation to the neglect of the shep- 
herds. Turn to the New Testament and ponder the 
charges brought against these same priests by Christ. 
Go to the Epistles of Paul to Timothy and Titus, 
where we see how clearly the welfare of the Church is 
connected with the spiritual life of the ministry of all 
grades. 

It is not difficult to account for this connection 
between ministerial devotedness and Church prosper- 
ity. If you call to mind our previous remarks on the 
divine ordinances, you will see that ministers are chan- 
nels through which God conveys blessings to His 
people. He gladly uses them to build His Church. 

Now let us notice a few blessings ministered by a 
holy agency which make a Church rejoice: 

Knowledge. The people must be fed with know- 
ledge and understanding, for only these will bring joy 
unspeakable. Jesus said, “Ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth shall make you free”. 

Spirituality. Carnality, sloth and worldliness are 
grievous to God’s people when first felt, but, if yielded 
to, produce deadness and hypocrisy. When these are 
non-existent, the mind goes out after Jesus and the 
life of faith is vigorous and healthy — hope that 
maketh not ashamed blooms, hence a joyous church 


eventuates. 


Brotherly Love. When a church is adverse, strife 
abounds, but when grace prevails, brotherly love con- 
tinues, This is like the holy oil upon the head of 
Aaron, which, descending and dropping in the courts 
of the sanctuary, makes the very atmosphere redolent 


with delight. | 

Conversions. Aholy, happy church is never barren. 
She brings forth children and these are well nursed, 
nourished and trained. The cries of the babe and the 
songs of the parents blending make music more plea- 
sant to listen to than angels’ choruses in the celestial 
spheres. There is joy in the presence of the angels over 
sinners repenting. 

The revival of the ministry is the work of God. Al] 
true religion is of God. Whatever is not of Him is of 
the flesh and avails not. All self-effected reformation 
is spurious; it only makes a man worse in the end. 
Nothing is genuine, nothing is true, nothing profitable,

but what the Spirit of God bestows. Avoid all creature- 
power, for it can only make us proud, self-sufficient, 
prayerless and boastful. 

Prayer is the only means we can use to effect a 
revived ministry. It is impossible to pray with liberty, 
access, confidence and power without confession of 
sin. The Holy Spirit shows us if we regard iniquity in 
our hearts God will not hear us, so, acknowledging 
and forsaking our sins, we are revived as the corn, and 
the wilderness and the solitary place will become glad. 

Any minister who falls down before the Throne of 
Grace and prays, “Revive us again”’ causes God’s 
people to rejoice in Him. | |

Though Matthew was not one of these, 
he was still despised and hated by the people. His 
friends distrusted him and even his family would not 
speak to him. I think that Matthew must have been

money from the people. I think that he must have 
been very unhappy and miserable at times. Jesus 
understood, however. He knew that Matthew was not 
like the others. I think that Matthew must have been 
very surprised when Jesus walked into his office that 
day and said, “Matthew, I want you to be my dis- 
ciple!”, for I read that Matthew immediately gave up 
his business and gave a farewell party for the other 
publicans, or tax-collectors.

The priests and Pharisees laughed and poked fun at 
Jesus.

When he later wrote his list of 
the disciples in his Gospel, he humbly wrote his own 
name in the middle of the list — Matthew the publican. 
He knew in his heart that, partly because of him, Jesus 
was ridiculed and called “‘the Friend of publicans’’. 


Isle of Wight Camp 


FROM far, and near they came, some 300 of them, 
to Kensington Temple to reminisce on the 1973 Isle 
of Wight Camp and to hear plans for 1974. What a time 
of fellowship and rejoicing this was! 

Over 700 camped with us this year and perfect 
weather attended the four weeks, except for a forty- 
eight hour period when we suffered with the rest of 
the country the kind of conditions that bring out the 
worst in some, but the best in Christians! The spiritual 
tone was high and first-class ministry was provided by 
Pastors B.C. Vidamour and P.E. Streeter (Senior Camp), 
Pastors D.J. Green and P.F. Sanderson (Junior Camp) 
and by missionaries Joan Caudell and Ian and Valerie 
MacInnes. No doubt it was the presence of the 
missionaries that inspired the campers to give £200 
to the overseas’ cause. 

One sad note was struck at the reunion.. Pastor 
Derek J. Green announced that mounting pressures of 
ministerial responsibilities meant that he will be unable 
to be with us next year. Tributes to his four years with 
the Camp were expressed by the Junior Camp Comm- 
andant, Len Rammell, by Denzil Jarvis on behalf of 
the staff and campers and by Pastor P.F. Sanderson, 
his co-padre for the past two years. A presentation was 
made. 

The following report onthe Senior Camp is provided 
by Philip E. Streeter, Minister of our Romford Church: 

“Not only was it my first experience of performing 
the duties of a Camp padre, it was also my very first 
venture into the vigorous world of. camping under 
canvas, so this report comes from a newly-initiated 
camper! Ministering as I did during the second week, 
the Senior Camp, I can only record my impressions of 
this particular week. The Camp was admirably run by 
“Commie” Richardson, “Adgy” Clark,Padre Vidamour, 
Mr. and Mrs. Rammell and a host of other stoical 
workers too numerous to mention. I was most im- 
pressed. Camp workers not only performed their own 
vital tasks, but also “chipped in” and helped others 
with theirs.

Bridlington Youth Camp 


ONE hundred and sixty clean, tidy people converged 
on a sleepy village on the east coast of Yorkshire. 
20,000 spuds, 100 cabbages, 100 cauliflowers, a few 
miliion peas, numerous cuts, bruises, soakings, and 
two weeks later, a tired, grubby set of campers re- 
turned home, satisfied after yet another great camp. 

Fellowship and the Word of God are the two essen- 
tials on which the camp is built. Let the campers 
speak (they do nothing else!): From Hull: “Like a 
bit of heaven on earth”; those from Ireland found the 
“fellowship enriching”; a lady from Huddersfield 
“came full of doubts, but now that she has been filled 
with the Holy Spirit at camp, the doubts have gone 
and she has the Holy Spirit to guide and direct her 
life”; again from Huddersfield: “Many of the Sunday 
school teachers have noticed changes in those who 
have been to camp, particularly the boys. The mother: 
of one of the boys, who is-not a Christian, said that 
she was amazed at her new son since camp”’ 

The campers came from all over the country, a 


contingent of Geordies, others from Yorkshire, the 
Midlands, and the South; and twenty-four from Ire- 
land (they say that Belfast had a quiet fortnight!). 

During the two weeks there were fishing trips from 
Bridlington, a trip to Hornsea Potteries, camp fire 
meetings on the beach, a fancy dress competition, and 
open air outreach in Bridlington. Campers spent their 
days in various ways. Some went to the informal 
Bible studies and discussions. Some played games on 
the extensive stretch of sands. Some swam in the sea 
only 200 yards from the camp. Others played table 
tennis, netball, volleyball. Others just wanted to talk: 
“Although I come from a Christian home, I have never 
been able to talk about spiritual things to people as I 
have here at camp”, said one girl, echoing the thoughts 
of many others.

Camp had to end. There were some broken hearts, 
but they were new hearts belonging to new creatures 
in Christ.” There was sadness at parting, but the deep-

HAVING received my first religious training among 
the Baptists and having been converted and baptised 
in a Baptist church, it is not surprising that an announ- 
cement by the minister of the church where we wor- 
shipped during our holidays provoked a desire to visit 
a small branch assembly in a village about six miles 
away. The occasion was to be the dedication of a new 
organ. It suggested an experience too good to be 
missed. So, being a good Baptist at heart (yes, 
although I am now fully Pentecostal, I find myself 
more a Baptist than when I was a member of a Baptist 
church, with four baptisms instead of three! ), we joined 
the partyin the crowded mini-bus and eventually found 
ourselves heading down the narrow winding country 
lanes for the little tin church. 

Away out in a small hamlet we were amazed to 
find the road lined with an assortment of cars drawn 
up alongside this unpretentious building. The broad 
dialect of the Devon folk heralded our approach 
through the neatly trimmed garden to the humble 
sanctuary. I glanced up - 1906! So the witness had 
been maintained among these good country wor- 
shippers for nigh on three score years and ten. Here 
they were, after all these years of preaching and 
praying telling the good news among their neighbours, 
installing a new organ, the gift of a family in apprecia- 
tion of the faithful services of a beloved organist now 
promoted to musical ministry in a higher sphere. 

The tidy little hall wasas clean as a new pin, and to 
use the proverbial cliche was “‘bursting at the seams”’, 
or, if you prefer a more conventional description, was 
packed to capacity, part of the congregation spilling 
over into the few unoccupied choir seats. An air of 
expectancy pervaded the place. There was a friend- 
liness about the people, the proceedings, and the genial 
minister, whose suit was also bursting at the seams. 
He came on to the platform with a beaming counten- 
ance and soon had us all at ease in the presence of the 
One who gave us a sense of appreciation for music and 
was the hidden Guest to receive our tribute of praise. 
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We sang conventional hymns, offered conventional 
prayers, and listened to a conventional but well- 
adapted sermon. 

Then came the dramatic, the unconventional, the 
contemporary, even the “way out”. The minister 
announced that the organist would play a few hymns 
to demonstrate the range of tones and effects that this 
new wonder could produce. We soon discovered that 
this was no ordinary wind-bag, no “kist 0’ whustles” 
(with apologies to our Scottish friends!), but a music 
box created by the skill of the electronics engineer. 
Not that this type or organ is entirely new. We have 
been treated to the twentieth century sound for a 
number of years now. 

The organist had roamed along the key-board before 
we were able to sample this new wonder and had 
found a few buttons, on the pressing of which he 
discovered a number of rhythmic drum beats. Having 
an experimental nature, he proceeded to add a more 
exciting tempo to some of our staid, well-tried hymns. 
Imagine, therefore, “The Church’s one Foundation” 
and such like grand examples of ancient orthodoxy 
dressed up in the garb of the fox-trot, the bosanova, 
and other steady beats on the big drum, the switches 
of the snare drum, the castanets, and other manufact- 
ured percussion instruments sounds. Did the dig- 
nified farmers rise up in revolt? They just sat witha 
new movement in their worship; they tapped their 
feet and moved slightly to the steady uncompromising 
beat. The young folk had a smirk on their faces and 
the minister beamed with evident satisfaction. 

It was farewell to the dirge. “Onward, Christian 
Soldiers” sounded much better with its martial stride, 
but the marriage of thestately hymns of serious content 
with the dance hall stimulus had a strange feeling for 
many of us. 

Of course, these instruments of the orchestra have 
been used in divine worship from the time of the 
ancient temple.Rhythm adds to the emotional content 
of our praise and indeed to the interest that we should 
enjoy in singing our hosannas to God. The very mech- 
anical progression of the beat at least kept us singing 
atasteady tempo to the end of the piece. We were not 
allowed that all-too-common slowing down at the end, 
that rallentando so popular among many church mus- 
icians and congregations. | 

The wise man in Ecclesiastes reminds us that there 
is ‘a time to every purpose under heaven”. Obviously 


there is a time and place for rhythm in our worship. 
There is also a time when syncopation and rhythm can 
be a diversion from the main purpose of our devotions. 
Such was the case on the occasion of a rally at which 
a group of young progressives played “The old rugged 
Cross” toa bewildered audience. They banged, bawled, 
and bounced around that old rugged cross; they threw 
everything that they had learned from their jazz con- 
temporariesat the petrified audience who winced under 
the deafening bombardment. No doubt they were 
sincere in their efforts to get the message across, but 
their enthusiasm had outstripped their understanding 
of the solemnity of the scene that they were trying to 
present. What should have been a tender appeal be- 


came a repulsive cacophony. 

It’s easy to get stuck in the mud down on the farm, 
but these good Baptist folk were neither in the mud 
nor in a groove. The new organ can be of great service 
to them as they sing the praises of God provided the 
fingers that control the keys are fully dedicated to the 
words,to which the music is but an emotional comple- 
ment. 

What suits our good farm folk can also be of help 
to the new generation coming up. A little bit of 
common sense in the use of new-fangled instruments 
can smooth over what could be an occasion for con- 
tention and loss, and adapt from ancient days a form 
of singing freed from traditional modes.

He says: “When their hands touched my 
head something inside me leapt with gladness. . . all 
awareness of the men and their prayers and even of 
myself was obliterated by the immense presence of 
God’s power.” 

May God give us to discern by the moving of His 
Holy Spirit when He is about to bless His Church!

52. Corn in Egypt (Genesis 41:53-54)

FOR seven years the Land of Egypt and the neigh- 
bouring nations enjoyed plenty because of the abun- 
dant harvests, but the people became carelessly secure. 
They were materialists, for they behaved as though 
this prosperity would go on for ever. The result of 
this attitude was that no-one troubled to make provi- 
sion for the time of drought which would certainly 
come. When famine did come, the people found them- 
selves face to face with death. In Egypt, however, 
Joseph was not lulled into false security by the time 
of plenty; he had been divinely warned of the coming 
famine and he made abundant provision during the 
years of plenty.

THE complaint of a mother in England, that her little 
girl had been hypnotised in the school play-ground by 
another girl of eight years old, served to show the 
reality and growth of the occult and draw attention 
to the inroads of spiritism and its off-shoots today. 
Spiritism is a subject that I have always felt a great 
aversion even to refer to, though thankfully the occa- 
sions have been very rare when I have conducted 
meetings and realised the presence of spiritists. I fully 
sensed or discerned the awareness of the evil spirits 
associated with or indwelling individuals, even if 
apparently inactive. I preached only once on the sub- 
ject of Satan (during my first year of ministry) and 
recollect writing in a letter to my parents that I would 
much prefer to talk about the Lord. Almost forty- 
two years later I do not seem to have changed in this 
respect. 

I must relate, however, the recent experience of 
two mature believers well known to me, when the 
husband’s mother spent a holiday with them. Profess- 
ing that she has several friendly spirits who speak to 
her often and particularly the spirit of her deceased 
sister, on the first night of her holiday she entered 
the bedroom of her son and daughter-in-law, terrified. 
A dark figure of human appearance had remained in 
her bedroom for more than an hour and then pro- 
ceeded to raise her right leg persistently by gripping 
the great toe of the mother’s foot. The son exchanged 
his bed, the mother transferring to his single bed. 
Despite being a mature Christian our brother soon had 
the same horrifying experience as his right leg was 
involuntarily and, despite resistance, persistently raised 
by the same procedure as before. His wife came into 
the roomand prayed aloud for the evil spirit to depart 
in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ and immediately 
there was release and peace. In the morning our 
brother found his great toe severely bruised, while 
his mother had not only such a bruise, but multiple 
bruises on her body. The experience further con- 
firmed our brother and sister in the power of Christ 
over this new, unexpected attack of Satan, but the 
mother who dabbled in spiritism still clung to her 
“friendly spirits”. I was specially interested as our 
sister told how that she had always associated in her 
mind that exorcism required a minister or clergy, but 
now had experienced that the effective power was 
sincere faith to use the authoritative name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 
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I would but add that it is not only necessary to be- 
lieve in the authority of Christ, but also to use that 
name of all authority with authority.

IN my last column I told you of the early morning 
prayer meetings in Korea. At one Pentecostal Church 
the people gathered morning by morning for prayer, 
not knowing that in a house next door lay a man who 
was dying. Each morning this poor man heard the 
Christians at prayer. He thought that he should pray 
to his god, but, pray as he might, there was no res- 
ponse, he was as sick as ever. Buddha may have eyes, 
but they see not. He has ears, but he does not hear. 
His hands are lifeless and helpless to do anything for 
such who are sick and dying. 7 

The Church prayer meetings continued. The ion 
man grew worse and worse. He knew that he did not 
have much time to live. Then the thought came to 
him to go to the prayer meeting next door. They 
were Christians, he was a Buddhist. No, he felt that 
he could not go. He grew worse and hope of recovery 
was fading. He listened to the Christians praying. 
They seemed to be so happy. They prayed as if their 
God answered prayer. So he made up his mind; he 
would go to the prayer meeting next morning. He did 
so. Slowly he dressed himself and dragged his sick 
body into the Church. What singing — what praying — 
the place seemed to be electrified with a power that 
he had never experienced before! He, too, began to 
pray. The power of God went through his body. He 
was healed at 5 a.m. and left the meeting saved and 
healed. Today he is a bright, shining Christian, testi- 
fying to all of the love of God and of the One who 
hears and answers prayer. I was not told but I am sure 
he is at the prayer meeting every morning. I do know 
that he does go to some early morning meetings, for I 
have a picture of him outside the Church. 

Are you at your Church prayer meeting once a 
week? You are not asked to attend every morning at 
some early hour, but at a time convenient to all. May 
we see our Church prayer meetings filled and believers 


praying! 


CHILDHOOD memories are often very distinct. I can 
well remember being taken to the Montgomery Hall 
in the centre of Sheffield. Years later I learned how 
and why this edifice was built. In June, 1812, an 
earnest band of workers formed the Sheffield Sunday 
School Union. From its inception James Montgomery 
wrote. the annual report and for a number of years 
was its President. The Montgomery Hall was built 
some thirty years after his death to serve as a head- 
quarters for this Union and a memorial to this great 
man. Who was this man who so obviously realised 
the importance of teaching children the Christian 
gospel? 

James Montgomery, born in’ the town of Irvine, 
Ayrshire, in 1771, was the son of an Irish Moravian 
minister. He grew up surrounded by godly influences. 
At the tender age of six years he was placed in the 
Moravian Boarding School at Fulneck near Leeds. His 
parents felt the call to serve God as missionaries in 
Barbados, West Indies, and made the great sacrifice of 
leaving both home and children. Incidentally they 
both died there, having suffered much privation in 
_ evangelism among negro slaves. 

It is recorded that, after a visit to Ireland, little 
James travelled by boat across the Irish Sea and there 
was a severe storm. His loving father comforted him 
by telling him how the Lord Jesus saved the disciples 
on the Sea of Galilee. The ship’s captain was so im- 
pressed by the little boy’s demeanour that he cried, 
“I would give £1,000 for the faith of that little child”’. 
God certainly had His hand upon this child. He wrote 
his first book at the age of ten and before he was 
thirteen he had produced a volume of poems after the 
style of the Moravian hymns. His desire to live an up- 
right life is illustrated by the story of the visit of the 
eccentric Lord Monboddo to the Fulneck Settlement. 
His Lordship confronted the schoolboys and, glaring 
at them, struck terror into their hearts by coiling and 
uncoiling a whip. “This is a countryman of your 
Lordship,” said the Headmaster, pointing to young 
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The Sheffield Poet 


Montgomery. “Ah! I hope his country will have no 
reason to be ashamed of him,” he replied, grimly 
cracking his whip over the boy’s head. There and then 
James determined that Scotland would never be 
ashamed of his character nor of his doings! 

After leaving school he was apprenticed to a shop- 
keeper at Mirfield, but in 1789 one Sunday morning 
he set out to seek his fortune, possessing only 3/6d, 
his manuscripts, and wearing his old suit, as he felt 
that he hadn’t earned the right to take the new suit 
that his master had bought him. He arrived eventually 
at the village of Wentworth. While staying there he 
ascertained that the noble Earl was at home and might 
be met with riding in the park. Montgomery at once 
proceeded thither with a fairly transcribed copy of a 
poem in his pocket. Having the good fortune to 
meet with his Lordship he presented it. He kindly 
read it on the spot and gave the author a golden guinea! 
This was his first patronage and profit. 

Here he heard of another jot: which eventually led 
to his arrival in Sheffield at the age of twenty-one. 
God was leading and his life’s work was beginning. 
His father had planned for him to enter the ministry, 
but His heavenly Father had chosen an even wider 
scope of service as a hymn-writer, Christian poet, 
pioneer of Sunday schools and social betterment, 
philanthropist and a preacher and deeply-respected 
man of God. 

Two additional verses to his hymn, “Hail to the 
Lord’s Anointed” have not been included in our 
hymn-book: 

He comes with succour speedy, 
To those who suffer wrong; 
To help the poor and needy, 
And bid the weak be strong: 
To give them songs for sighing, 
Ther darkness turn to light, 
Whose souls, condemned and dying, 
Were precious in His sight. 


O'er every foe victorious, 
He on His throne shall rest; 
From age to age more glorious, 
All-blessing and all-blest. 
The tide of time shall never 
His covenant remove; 
His name shall stand for ever 
His changeless name of Love.

LESSON 3 Community Evangelism (continued) 


4. Special Outdoor Efforts 

1. Carnivals. If your town has a carnival, make a 
church contribution. Hire an old lorry to make into a 
float advertising the youth programme of the church. 
Each department can be represented. 


2. Market Stalls. Local markets are usually the 
meeting place of many thousands of people, particu- 
larly at weekends. Make enquiries at the Market Super- 
intendent’s office to set up a stall to sell and distribute 
good gospel literature. Special advertising materials 
can be displayed’ so that the local church gets the 
maximum publicity. It is important that a book- 
seller’s licence is obtained before any books are sold. 
Scripture Union will provide full particulars of the 
methods of setting up a bookstall. 


3. Town Shows. Some time ago application was 
made by our Harlow Church to rent a stand at the 
Harlow Town Show. Permission was granted and the 
Presbytery accepted the responsibility of publicising 
the gospel and the work of the Elim Pentecostal 
Church. Crowds in the region of 100,000 visit the 
Show and many contacted the Elim stand. It may be 
possible for you to do the same. 


4. Gospel Convoys. Organise a convoy of cars, 
vans and lorries on which are displayed posters and 
slogans which advertise the youth work of the move- 
ment. The convoy should be led by a van with loud- 
speakers presenting a challenge and invitation to attend 
the services. This method will certainly command the 
attention of the people. A march of witness can be 
arranged to follow this up. What about a torchlight 
witness late at night (conducted with dignity, of 
course)? Be sure to obtain the permission of the 
police. 

5. Youth Census. “Excuse me, I am helping to 
conduct an important youth census. I wonder if you 
could help me by answering a few simple questions?”’. 
With that very ordinary beginning, a young person 
walking along the street, sitting on a park bench, or 
leaning over a seaside promenade rail, has been intro- 
duced, perhaps for the first time, to the message of 
the gospel. It is very difficult to walk up to people in 
the street and begin to talk to them about religion. 
The youth census method helps to meet this difficulty. 
The equipment is simple and inexpensive: A folder 
with a set of special questions printed on the inside of 
the cover, some blank sheets on which to record an- 
swers, and a supply. of good tracts or booklets. Some- 
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times also young Christians carry with them invitations 
to a squash or a forthcoming evangelistic meeting. 
With this ammunition, much prayer, and often tremb- 
ling knees, groups of young Christians have ventured 
into almost every situation, sometimes in twos, some- 
times singly, but generally with a group of other 
Christians working near at hand. There are right and 
wrong ways of doing this, so every participant is sup- 
plied with a set of printed suggestions enclosed in his 
folder and marked: “To be taken out before using 
this folder”. After all it wouldn’t help for a young 
person to read the instructions for getting at him! The 
National Young Life Campaign have printed youth 
census forms with a special tape-recording of instruc- 
tions. 


6. Bus Evangelism. Many churches are proving the 
value of filling buses with unconverted people and 
bringing them to the meetings. One church in the 
north of England with a weekly congregation of forty 
to fifty people has increased its congregation to three 
hundred to three hundred and fifty people. This 
method was used to great effect. The following plan 
was outlined in The Sunday Companion and is printed 
here by permission: 

‘How do you go about organising “bus evangelism’? 
First, decide on a town, village or council estate not 
too near the church (about four or five miles distant 
is ideal). Arrange to hire (or even buy) a single-decker 
bus or a mini-bus, and seek out a driver from your 
own, or from another local congregation. Map out 
your bus route and decide upon strategic pick-up 
points. Assuming your service starts at 6.30 p.m., the 
first pick-up should be made at around 6 p.m., and 
the church should be reached by 6.25 p.m.

Monday , November 19th Ezekiel 12:1-20 

“I have set thee for a sign unto. . . Israel” (v.6). 
IN order to be God’s sign to Israel, the prophet had to 
sacrifice all personal interests. God asked him to do 
some extraordinary things to demonstrate His plan for 
His people. Some things involved him in personal 
suffering, while others could have made him the ob- 
ject of ridicule and derision. His complete dedication 
is seen in v.7: “I did so as I was commanded”’, Though 
his sanity might be doubted, his sincerity could never 
be questioned. The Christian is called to be His wit- 
nesses. Are we willing to obey His commands at the 
risk of becoming “fools for Christ’s sake’’? 


Tuesday, November 20th Ezekiel 13:1-16 
“The foolish prophets, that follow their own spirit, 
and have seen nothing!” (v.3). 
A PROPHET without a vision is a misnomer. The Old 
Testament prophet was known as a “seer”, one who 
had spiritual sight, who saw and discerned things 
_ which could be known only by supernatural revela- 
tion. The Hebrew noun “prophet” comes from a 
verb meaning to “belch out” or “pour forth’’, so that 
his message was inspired by what he had seen. Without 
such inspiration the message originated in the human 
mind and led to disaster, as portrayed in this chapter. 
The decline in the Church in this century has been 
brought about by the rejection of the inspired Word 
of God in favour of human reasoning and pleasing 
platitudes. Let us pray today for a return to the God- 
inspired message which alone can meet the present 
need. 
Wednesday, November 21st Ezekiel 14:1-23 
“Idols in his heart. . . the stumbling block of his 
iniquity before his face’”’ (v.4). 
BEFORE the making of idols as objects of worship, 
there was idolatry in the heart. When once we allow 
something or someone to occupy first place in our 
affections, we are on the path to idolatry and are in 
danger of openly backsliding. It was to the saints that 
John wrote: “Little children, keep yourselves from 
idols” (1 John 5:21). Let us ever seek to “‘sanctify 
the Lord God in our heart” (1 Peter 3:15). 


Thursday, November 22nd Ezekiel 15:1-8 
“What is the vine tree more than any tree?” (v.2). 
THE vine is useful for only one purpose: the produc- 
tion of fruit. When it fails to produce grapes, it 
serves no other useful purpose except as fuel for the 
fire. The vine is used to signify both the nation of 


Israel (Hosea 10: 1) and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
who, having failed to produce the fruits of righteous- 
ness, were fit only for divine judgment. Our Lord 
likens Himself to the vine and the believer to a branch. 
Remember the solemn warning of John 15:6 and seek 
to abide in Him and bring forth much fruit. 


Friday, November 23rd Ezekiel 16:1-22 
“Perfect through my comeliness, which I have put 
upon thee”’ (v.14). 
AS an outcast infant, taken from birth, washed, 
nourished, nurtured, and, as it grew, clothed and enriched 
with gifts, so Israel is pictured as having been cared for by 
God. Here, too, is a prophetic picture of the love 
and care God has bestowed upon His Church, clothing 
here in His righteousness and enriching her with 
spiritual gifts. May we be faithful to our high respon- 
sibility of living as His children and manifesting His 
glory to the world (John 17:21,22). 


Saturday, November 24th —_ Ezekiel 16:35-52, 59-63 
“T will establish unto thee an everlasting covenant”’ 

(v.60). 
THE covenant to Israel began with Abraham (Genesis 
15)and was extended (Genesis 17:19;22:16). Constant 
reference is made to it throughout the Old Testament. 
It was renewed to Jacob and to Moses and is referred 
to by almost all the prophets. The ground for Israel’s 
hope for future blessing rests solely upon the belief 
that God cannot go back on His word: it is an ever- 
lasting covenant. Similarly the ground of hope for the 
New Testament Church is the new covenant ratified 
by the blood of Jesus. So we enjoy peace (Hebrews 
t2720,2 1b); 

‘Tis everlasting peace, 

Sure as Jehovah’s name. 

‘Tis stable as His steadfast throne, 

For evermore the same. 


Sunday, November 25th Ezekiel 18:1-18 
“The soul that sinneth, it shall die” (v.4). 

THE message of the Lord through the prophet was 
intended toimpress the lesson of personal responsibility 
and accountability to God.No man is able to lay blame 
for his personal sin upon anyone else, nor is he able 
to excuse himself on the ground of inherent weakness. 
He must give an account of his own actions and will 
receive judgment accordingly. The sinner dies because 
of his own sin and not because of the sin of Adam. 
However, there was One who was able to die for our 
sins and so we are pardoned, not on the ground of our 
righteousness, but of His. 

He dies to atone, 

For sins not His own; 

Your debt He hath paid 

And your work He hath done. 
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Why the Lord must intervene 


THE Psalmist clearly recognised an important truth: 
that the activities of men must bring a response from 
the Lord. He is not careless or indifferent concerning 
what men are doing. Although He is patient toward 
them,atime comes when because of what men do God 
will act. The Psalmist said that men were casting off 
restraint and holding His law in contempt, therefore 
it was time for the Lord to work for the honour of His 
name. 

On every hand there is evidence in our Nation of 
contempt for the laws of God. Materialism is certainly 
the religion of multitudes of our people. Their god is 
wealth because of the power, pleasure and comfort 
which it brings; people are as surely idolaters as the 
heathen who worship images. The results of idolatry 
are also evident. The moral laws governing man’s 
relations with man are collapsing and men are ruled 
by lust, self-interest, and the attitude: “I’m all right, 
Jack!”’. 

The churches, too, are generally indifferent to the 
will of God and to the true need of man, being more 
concerned with material things than with the spiritual 
needs of men and women. 

There are some, however, who are acutely aware of 
our Nation’s plight and they are crying: “It is time for 
Thee to work, Lord’. The Bible clearly shows how the 
Lord works at such times. 

He raises up men and women who will call people 
to return to Him, prophets, witnesses to declare the 
sin and folly of men and urge them to repent, men 
like Enoch, Noah, Elijah, Malachi, Paul, Luther, 
Wesley, Graham. 

He shows mercy to those who repent of their sin, 
often encouraging such repentance by means of signs 
and wonders. So people like king Manasseh, Saul of 
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Psalm 119:126

Tarsus, the Philippian jailor and myself have found 
mercy and forgiveness by obeying the Lord and humbly 
turning to Christ. 

The Lord works by visiting with judgment those 
who will not return to Him and repent of their sin. 
The desire of the Lord is to show mercy and not to 
condemn men, for it is not His will that any should 
perish, but rather that they should repent (2 Peter 
3:9). When men and nations are hardened, only 
judgment remains. Solomon said: “He that being often 
reproved hardeneth his neck shall suddenly be broken 
and that without remedy” (Proverbs 29:1). | 

Are we among that company who are praying to 
the Lord that He will work in our Nation for His 
glory? If so, we can know for sure that the Lord has 
heard our cry and will work among us. He is raising 
up those who will call our people to repentance and, 
by signs and wonders, He will bear testimony to their 
message. Those who hear His voice and repent of their 
sin will experience His pardoning mercy and saving 
grace. Those who harden themselves against Him will 
know His overwhelming judgments. :

“WHEN they shall say, Peace and safety; then sudden destruction 
cometh upon them, as travail upon a woman with child; and they shall 
not escape:”’ (1 Thessalonians 5:3). That this portentous Scripture is 
connected with the second coming of Christ is clear from its context, 
not least v.2: ‘‘For yourselves know perfectly that the day of the Lord 
so cometh as a thief in the night.’’. The remainder of the whole 
dissertation, which runs from 4:13 to 5:13, is against the background 
of the second advent and after, and its main thrust is towards believers. 


The events of the past few weeks have been increasingly bewildering. 
It seems beyond the bounds of possibility that Britain could soft-pedal 
on her erstwhile friendly attitude to the Jews, most probably because 
of oil politics, but it has happened. The American alert was frightening 
in its possibilities. Press pictures of British fighters intercepting and 
“buzzing’’ a Russian bomber near the shores of Britain did not exactly 
lend for encouragement either. Sabre-rattling of the most grisly and 
terrifying kind nas become all too familiar. News bulletins have seemed 
to become ever more astonishing and involved. At one time it looked 
very possible that the world would be engulfed in what could lead to 
nuclear war. 


Now they have signed a so-called peace pact, toasted in fruit juice 
and coke apparently, and signed in the desert on Egyptian territory’ 
occupied by Israel, by Egyptians and Israelis in the presence of U.N. 
troops—“‘peace-keeping”’ is their euphemistic title. It all sounds too 
good to be true. The portents of renewed war are all too clear. Yet they 
proclaim Dr. Kissinger as a wizard and peace as a definite possibility. 
Who would have thought that the so-called ‘‘detente’’ could bring 
U.S.S.R. and U.S.A. into a love-hate relationship to impose peace? 

Can peace really be imposed? Can nations be put down, slapped down, 
if you like, like naughty children and be told what they have to do? 


“When they shall say peace and safety’’—how penetrating is the 
Scripture! 


If there are two lessons to be learned from recent events they are 
that things are moving at such a pace that men are having to scramble 
to try to prevent a so-called peace being broken and a nuclear 
holocaust being unleashed. 


The other thing is that we had better get on with our evangelism 
urgently. It does not look as if there is much time. —

THE GIFTS OF THE SPIRIT—8 


Divers Kinds of Tongues 


(1 Corinthians 12:10) 
by Charles J. E. Kingston 


LANGUAGE is only a pattern of sounds. The promise 
“they shall speak with new tongues” (Mark 16:17) 
implies the reorganising of existing linguistic patterns. 
The new tongues reflect a greater awareness of God, 
which needs a new language to express it, just as a new 
name is needed for a new product, such as nylon. 

1. What is speaking in tongues? 

Speaking in tongues is speaking in a new language, 
unknown to the speaker, but known to God who under- 
stands all language. ‘‘He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue speaketh not unto men, but unto God” (1 
Corinthians 14:2) —a private conversation between the 
spirit of man and the Spirit of God. | 

This gift follows from the baptism with the Holy 
Spirit, given by the Lord Jesus Christ, who is the 
Baptiser, as well as Himself being the Word. Speech 
is the mark of a person. The Holy Spirit spoke through 
the prophets; reasonably, we may expect Him to 
evidence His indwelling in us by speech, as He did on 
the Day of Pentecost.God is not dumb; He has spoken 
unto men and still does (2 Peter 1:21; Acts 2:4). 

2. Why God gives this gift of tongues 

God does not give His gifts unreasonably. When 
the Holy Spirit filled the 120 in the upper room they 
“began to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance”; when “the Holy Ghost fell on all 
them which heard the word” in Cornelius’s home, 
they spoke with tongues and magnified God; when the 
twelve men of Ephesus received the Spirit, “they spake 
with tongues and prophesied”, This pattern of res- 
ponse suggests that obedience to the Holy Spirit is 
one of the practical aspects of speaking in tongues. 
The tongue is the last citadel of man’s nature to 
surrender to Him; when He takes control of the most 
unruly member of the body, He is the Lord of all. 
As the Bible says: “No man can say that Jesus is the 
Lord, but by the Holy Ghost” (1 Corinthians 12:3). 
3. How does the gift of tongues operate? 

The disciples began to speak as the Spirit gave 
utterance; syllables of sound, given by the Holy Spirit 
but unknown in meaning to them (though not to Him) 
entered their minds in exactly the same way as inner 
guidance from God does. As these first syllables of 
sound were vocalised other sounds appeared, but the 
disciples had to speak out those sounds. God does not 
compel us to yield to the inner voice of His guidance, 
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nor will He force our tongues to yield to His gift of 
tongues; beginning to speak is always the disciples’ 
part. 

4. What is the use of the gift of tongues? 

That man may speak supernaturally to God 

“There is a deep in the spirit of the redeemed that 
is not plumbed by mind or thought”. ‘My spirit 
prayeth”’, Paul said. Praying in depth enables us to 
express our hearts to God. 

That God may be magnified 

This gift enables our whole beings to magnify and 
praise God. So those Jews testified who heard the 120 
“speak in our tongues the wonderful works of God” 
(Acts 2:11). Michael Harper records how a young 
Episcopal couple came into contact with another who 
had received a deep experience of God: “So Joan 
asked Shirley (the wife) what had happened to her-she 
answered in the heavenly language that the Lord had 
given her’. Joan tells what her reaction to this was: 
“I was astonished. For'the first time in my life I knew 
that God was real; that He was as near to me as Shirley. 
My first thought was, ‘The New Testament is true. 
Another realisation hit me — I was a sinner. . .” 
(Asat the beginning). 

That believers may edify (build up) themselves 

Prophesying edifies others; speaking in tongues 
edifies oneself (1 Corinthians 14:4). Speaking in ton- 
gues gives rest and refreshing, the prophet tells us 
(Isaiah 28:11, 12). There would not be so many break- 
downs in health among Christians if this gift were more 
widely used, Paul thanked God that he was able to 
speak in tongues more than them all. He must often 
have been refreshed in spirit by its use. 

That, with the added gift of interpretation of 
tongues, the Church may be edified. 

In his private prayers, the baptised believer may 
edify himself, as Paul did, praying with the Spirit; 
in a public meeting, if there be no interpreter present, 
let him keep silence in the church, speaking to him-

Luke 22:31,32

SATAN desired to have not just Peter, but all the 
disciples. He is still the same; he desires to have every- 
one of us. He is ever attacking the children of God. 
Peter speaks of “the devil, as a roaring lion, walketh 
about, seeking whom he may devour”. This coupled 
with Luke 22:31 gives a picture of the diverse methods 
that Satan uses to bring down the people of God. Peter 
vividly portrays the sheer terror, strength and weight 
of Satan’s power which seeks to engulf us. “Hath 
desired to have you” conveys subtlety, such as was 
used against Eve in Eden. If one method is not 
successful, he uses another. If we become aware of 
some of his attacks he changes to the unexpected, the 
unlikely, the method against which we have no guard. 
His adaptability is revealed by Paul’s phrase: “Satan 
himself is transformed into an angel of light”’. 

“Desired to have you” is an allusion to Job 1:6-12; 
2:1-6. God allowed Satan to test and try Job, but 
all Satan did was within the will of God. He had no 
power over the parts of Job’s life for which divine 
permission was refused. While many testings, difficul- 
ties and many attacks against God’s work and people 
come from the devil, let us be careful just how much 
we blame him! Some difficulties are the fruit of our 
carelessness or stupidity. Others are the fruit of our 
disobedience of God’s Word. We cannot ascribe such 
things to the devil. To dosois as wrong as to say “The 
Lord told me to do this” inorder to justify a course of 
action which we wish to take. 

“Satan hath desired to have you’’: not one of us is 
excluded. He desires to have those who have been 
recently saved to drag them back into their old way of 
life. He seeks to stunt the growth of Christians by 
convincing them that their lives are not “up to the 
mark” or that holinessis notfor them. He seeks to 
undermine the faith of young people through doubts 
and questions, by putting an attractive pathway before 
them, or by deluding them into thinking that they are 
missing much that is in the world. He desires to have 
those who have been Christians for many years by 
bringing some crisis in life which shocks or hurts and

causes them to say, “I’ve had enough”, or he deceit- 
fully steers us on to a by-road so that we are still very 
busy, but not in the things that Satan detests — like 
soul-winning and the deepening of our spiritual lives, 
He creates divisions, quarrels, or causes us to harbour 
disagreements which he says are justifiable, or he gives 
us a superior attitude, which is really pride, though 
Satan calls it a spirit of wisdom and discernment. He 
uses fair means or foul, plausible arguments, feasible 
situations, He uses anything or anyone to accomplish 
his desire. If he is succeeding in some measure, 
remember the exhortation to “give no place (opport- 
unity or chance) to the devil’? (Ephesians 4:27). 

Then come those wonderful words of encourage- 
ment: “But I have prayed for thee”. Hear Him 
praying in the words of John 17: “I pray for them; I 
pray not for the world, but for them which thou hast 
given Me; for they are Thine. . .these are in the world 
. . Holy Father, keep. . those whom thou hast given 
Me. I pray not that thou shouldest take them out of 
the world, but that thou shouldest keep them from 
evil (one).” This was a timeless prayer, for it still 
rings through the corridors of time and in the courts 
of heaven. It still holds good for us. The Saviour 
declares, “I have prayed for thee” and the tense and 
meaning are, “I have been doing it already’. The 
strength of that prayer means that SATAN MAY 
DESIRE, BUT HE NEED NOT HAVE (1 John 2:1). 

The Lord doing this “That thy faith fail not”, that 
is, not fail entirely. Peter’s faith did fail partially 
when he denied his Lord three times, but the One 
who says, “I have prayed for thee’’, is there when we 
stumble, or fall. When we make a mistake He is there 
to lay His hand upon us and lift us up. Do not run 
away when you fail or be content to stay on the ground 
when you fall, but reach out your hand to the One 
whose nail-pierced hand is always there to lift us up. 

Hence — “when thou art converted, strengthen thy 
brethren”, that is, when you have turned again and 
come back afresh as a penitent disciple (as Peter did), 
then make use of your bitter experience to fortify 
others in their temptations. There is no shame in 
failure if we learn from it. Let the Saviour lift us up, 
and then encourage others.Satan would sneer when we 
fail and deceive us into believing that we cannot pray — 
or be used again by God. Look at David! Look at 
Peter! Look at the promises of God (1 John 1:9). 
Then turn again and let the Lord use you as mightily 
as He did these two men. 


Book Reviews 


Jeremiah, Priest and Prophet, by F.B. Meyer, Pub- 
lished by Lakeland Paperbacks, price 45p, postage 
and packing Sp extra. 

WHENEVER there is a divorce between religion and 
morals in the life of a nation or an individual, it is 
fatal. Idolatry and corruption occur frequently. This 
book is mainly a history book and deals with the rise 
and fall of kings and empires, especially the fall of 
Jerusalem and the carrying away into Babylon. 

The author reveals the experiences of one man of 
God who stood entirely alone, cast out by prophets, 
priests, courts and people — Jeremiah. As you read 
the book you see how closely linked his life was to 
that of Christ — a Man of sorrows and acquainted with 
grief. He preached the terrors of Sinai with the pathos 
of Calvary. He was a prophet of doom, but with much 
love. He knew famine, barrenness, drought, pain, dis- 
appointment, experiences that youth leaders and 
pastors sometimes have. This book is difficult to under- 
stand in parts, but it is very good reading for the

God’s Truth, by Alan Hayward, M.Sc. (Eng), Ph.D., 
F.lnst. P., C.Eng., MInst. Mech.E., F.Inst. Pet. Pub- 
lished by Marshall, Morganand Scott, price £3, postage 
and packing 14p extra. 

IN these days of the much-used cliche, “‘science contra- 

dicts Scripture,” it is good to remind ourselves that 
there are many scientists who emphatically do not 
share that view. This book by Dr. Hayward is ref- 
teshing in its clarity and forthrightness. His position 
is clear: the Bible is the Word of God. 

The book is in three parts. Part I deals with some 
of the facts which make the Bible unique — its unity, 
its prophetic content, the fact of Christ, His resurrec- 
tion, etc. Part II deals with some of the popular 
objections, e.g., the Bible’s inspiration, its accuracy, 
mistakes, contradictions, its being unscientific, etc. 
Part III consists oftwo chapters: advice on Bible study, 
and the mighty power of this Book. 

Some fundamentalists may take issue with Dr. 
Hayward in chapter 24 on the question of eternal 
punishment, but it would be foolish to miss the other 
twenty-six chapters because of this. His style is 
extremely readable, even racy in places. He deliberately 
“sticks to simple English” and, in his own words, “the 
kind of language used will probably make my fellow- 
scientists weep”. Maybe, but it made my heart rejoice! 
Yes, this is a welcome book in this age of doubt and 
unbelief. H. Palliser

David Howard uses the 
BookofJob to illustrate the twentieth century anguish 
and, despite critical happenings, places our feet firmly 
on thte love of God. The Almighty may never explain 
why trials come, but it is sufficient to know that His 
unimpeachable wisdom is behind it. This book is worth 
buying because of its refreshing simplicity of the 
obvious. Its startling cover illustrates so many lives 
and the contents puts our relationship with God in 
right perspective. But like most writers on the Book 
of Job he forgets that we often get what we fear

IHAVE been trying for a few days to review this book, 
but by its style and content it defies review in the 
accepted sense of the word. It is a “Weekend book”, 
to be perused in the spare moments. As a preacher I 
found myself readingit with illustrations in mind — and 
it abounds with these — but it would be perfectly 
readable to the man in the street and leave him with 
some thoughts of God in his soul. The style of writing 
is an acquired taste. I would not expect everyone to 
like this book, but many will. Like most acquired 
tastes it is best taken in small doses. As every article 
is complete initself this is easy to do, but you will also 
find that it is a book that you will keep coming back 
to and reading again.

I ESTEEM it a great privilege to be asked to speak at 
this Ordination Service, since I have shared, with 
others at our Elim Bible College, in shaping and pre- 
paring the minds of these young men for the Christian 
ministry. 

It is sometimes forgotten that the twelve apostles 
of our Lord were young men, presumably in their 
twenties for the most part. He understood young men 
as none else did — the gaiety, gallantry, and genero- 
sity, their young hearts with all their conflicts, hopes, 
and dreams. 

Here before us are twelve young men as they, with 
one of them not so young perhaps, and who can tell 
what Jesus Christ will make of them? 

Our text has four punctuation marks and these in- 
dicate the four dimensions of a minister’s life: self- 
ward, Godward, othersward, and Bibleward. I thought 
that these would make a helpful basis for our talk to- 
night. 

Character 

The first phrase indicates the writer’s character: 
“Paul”. First of all he sets down his own name, as was 
customary. We add ours at the end of our letters. 
What God seeks and what the Church needs is the 
dedication of individuality. More than once Paul hints 
at his late arrival on the scene. Others were before 
him. He was overshadowed by those who walked and 
talked with Jesus: Peter, James, John, and all the 
original apostolic band. It must have been wonderful 
at the Last Supper to have sat at the right-hand place 
of affection, like John, and to have leaned on the 
Master’s bosom; or, like Judas Iscariot, in the left-hand 
place of honour, and to have received the favoured 
“sop” from His own dear hand; to have made, like 
Peter, the great confession of deity; and to have 
heard from His own lips the great commission, send-

is upon the whole of his great work. No man need 
ever be ashamed of himself. Martin Buber, the Jewish 
philosopher, dreamed of the great Judgment Day 
when, standing before almighty God, he would hear 
Him say, “Martin Buber, I ask you not why you were 
not Moses, or Rabbi Baal Shem Tove; I ask you only, 
why were you not Martin Buber?”. Be yourself! 
: | Constraint 
The second phrase indicates Paul’s constraint: ‘‘a 
servant”. Ordinands will remember how, when study- 
ing Romans together, we laboured that word in the 
original language: “‘bond-slave’’. A bond-slave was 
_ hot merely a servant with wages and time off to “do 
his own thing”. He had no off-time, for all his days, 
all his hours, body and soul, he was his master’s pro- 
perty. Presently, we will be thinking of the next 
phrase, “an apostle”, about Paul’s authority, but here 
his humility is in view, like his Master’s, who “took on 
Him the form of a slave’. We may say that there is no 
real authority but that which springs from humility. 
Young ministers are tempted to “exercise authority”! 
“Strong leadership” it is sometimes called. So easily 
can that become a mild tyranny, disastrous to church 
life. First learn humility, brethren, for all apostolic 
and ministerial power flows from it. ‘‘I bear in my 
body the brand-marks of the Lord Jesus,” said the 
apostle. A minister is not for ornament, but for use. 
He may not display his airs and graces. His dignity 
- and rank are determined by the One who is his Master, 
but what a wonderful Master He is! The thought cap- 
tivated F.R. Havergal. Her writings are full of the 
theme, like “Jesus, Master, whose I am, purchased 
Thine alone to be, By Thy blood, O Lamb of God, 
shed so willingly for me’’, and “‘I love, I love my Master, 
I will not go out free”. When our Prime Minister calls 
his Cabinet together, the official summons reads, “The 
servants of the Queen are commanded to meet”’. 
| Constitution 
The third phrase indicates his constitution: “an 
apostle”. The slave becomes.the “special messenger’’. 
Nor was he merely ‘“‘called to be an apostle” as our 
A.V. text says. The verb is stronger: “‘constituted’’. 
To be “‘called the sons of God” (1 John 3:1) does not 
simply mean ‘“‘named”’,, but “constituted”. “And such 


we are” adds the R.V. and others, making the point 
very clear. “And such we are”! — there’s an Irish 
touch there! ‘Made an apostle’: he is a wise man 
who knows and understands his calling. “It is a great 
pity”, said the secretary of Queen Elizabeth I, “that 
so few of us discern for what purpose we are sent into 
this world, until the time comes for us to go out of it”. 
“He is a chosen vessel unto Me, to bear My name be- 
fore governors and kings and the children of Israel’. 
God’s programme for him was explicit and how 
gloriously he fulfilled it! 

You may not be called to the pastoral ministry in 
the strict sense, though whatever you do for God will 
be done with a shepherd heart. Some may find their 
work in evangelism, some in administration, and may- 
be some overseas. ‘Christ the Son of God hath sent 
me to the midnight lands, Mine the mighty ordination 
of the pierced Hands.”. “It may be I must carry the 
blessed Word of Life across the burning desert to 
those in sinful strife. And though it be my lot to 
bear my colours there, if Jesus goes with me, I’ll go 
anywhere”’, 

“Anyone” was the unwritten slogan of earlier days 
in Elim, Thank God for the diminishing but not yet 
extinct number of those ministers who are still with 
us who have béen ready to go anywhere on the Lord’s 
errands at their Field Superintendent’s request. What 
joy they must bring to his heart! We have actually 
heard of some who, when a certain pastoral appoint- 
ment is suggested, first go privately to the town or 
city to inspect the church-building and manse before 
giving their acquiescence or refusal. They couldn’t 
have been Elim ministers. It’s all a mistake, they must 
have belonged to some other church-fellowship! 


Consecration 

The fourth phrase indicates Paul’s consecration : 
“separated unto the Gospel’. Once he gloried in being 
a Pharisee,a Separatist, as the word means, even more, 
a Separatist of the Separatists! He was still a Separa- 
tist! Then he was dedicated to the overthrow of 
Christ’s cause and the imprisoning, beating, and even 
murdering of His followers, but now he was devoted 
to the growth and spread of His Church in thé world. 
What consecration he showed, too. No man ever 
makes a job of anything unless he separates himself 
to it. Singleness of mind and heart are called for. In 
his first Letter to young Timothy, Paul lists some. 
half-dozen requirements for a young minister, and 
adds, ‘‘Give thyself wholly to them’. In Paul’s 
consecration there is enough to engage the hearts and 
minds of you all. “Called to separation with the 
Crucified, Temples of the Spirit, saved and sancti- 
fied, Set apart for service, by God’s hand ordained, We 
the cross have taken, by His love constrained.” 

Your business in life is to declare the Good Tidings, 
to make all men see and know what is the mystery of 
the gospel, and to share with them those unsearchable 
tiches which have come to you. May the Holy Spirit 
work this out in all of our lives!

AMONG their various activities, the Sparkbrook young 
people run their own annual camp. Venues vary, 
generally sites being found in Wales, but the last was 
held in Devon. 

The effect of new converts living together for a 
week under canvas, with a full regimen of spiritual 
opportunity, justifies the amount of labour put in. 
Usually some efficient, experienced man from the 
Church is responsible for all meetings, and the Lord 
has certainly “‘set in the Church” in the case of Spark- 
book such valuable, able leaders. 

Recently-saved young people are being filled with 
the Spirit and showing the reality of their blessings in 
outreach, person-to-person evangelism, either from 
door to door, or in Birmingham’s central shopping 
areas. New singing groups are gradually arising from 
them,giving pleasure to older Christians and providing 
a powerful witness in our gospel services. Previous 
Sparkbrook musical groups, especially the Choir, the 
Ribbonettes and the New Creation Group (heard on 
Radio 4) have been in countless clubs, public houses, 
remand homes, prison, hospitals and eventide homes, 
and churches to more than 100 miles away. 

The Sunday School is successfully run and a most 
encouraging feature is the high proportion of teenage 
scholars firmly in regular attendance, and being absor- 
bed into Church activities. 

The Pastor, George Canty, is released from time.to 
time with the prayerful backing of all, to carry the 
Elim message to places far and near as another “arm” 
of Sparkbrook.

An outstanding, valuable opportunity isthe “George 
Canty” programme, put out twice weekly on I.T.V. 
across the entire central area of England and to the 
Welsh border, when the gospel is “painted and talked”, — 
making our Sparkbrook Church quite noted. | 

Mr. Ron Pearson, a deacon, has also gradually 
established a fine bridgehead in the tough area of 
Chelmesley Wood — the largest housing development 
in Europe. Young drivers collect people each Sunday 
for the Sparkbrook gospel rally from this and other

areas, in all weathers, despite the distances involved. 

A large proportion of older people, who have 
carried on the work now for forty years and are stil] 
so valuably faithful, are cherished by the diaconate, 
Various proofs of love include Christmas dinners, 
summer trips, and constant care for their welfare. 
Four of these are between ninety-two and ninety-four 
years of age. 

In the last few years the Sparkbrook area has 
received very bad publicity. It is mainly an immigrant 
area, including Pakistanis and Irish,as well as Jamaican. 
Many Jamaican people have added their richenthusiasm 
to our Church, for whom we thank God, but housing 
conditions are very poor and have been the subject 
of much television and press campaigning. Housing 


Suitable for our young people who marry is not to be 
found and a serious loss of this age group has occurred 
as they have bought houses in Over-spill areas outside 
the City. Much discouragement of this kind has been 
fought and overcome by the presence of new converts, 
though some of these are from distant areas of 
Birmingham. Two baptismal services have been held 
so far in 1973, and Church offerings are slowly in- 
creasing despite the severe loss of wage-earners. The 
showings of other general statistics reveal that Spark- 
brook is Birmingham’s poorest area, but we thank God 
for the fact God has not chosen the rich alone. The 
richness of Holy Ghost services compensates ten 
thousand times over for “the worst street in Birm- 
ingham” as a nearby road is called.

Heard in the Office. THE teenage son of one of our 
ministers stood in the prayer meeting and pointed out 
to the Lord that he often heard his father speaking 
about being baptised in the Holy Ghost, but admitted 
that personally he had not shared in the blessing and 
would like to do so.

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


53. Joseph’s Brethren on Trial (Genesis 42:15) 
by F. Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon Church. 


THE famine that came to the lands of the Middle 
East had a disastrous effect in Canaan. When Jacob 
heard that there was corn in Egypt, he sent his ten 
oldest sons to buy food there. When they reached the 
“corn market”, Joseph recognised them, but they did 
not know him. Joseph decided to put them to a test to 
find out if they had changed their ways, if there was 
any sign of repentance. As a result of this testing 
three things emerged. The brothers had lived with a 
bad conscience for twenty years, for they immediately 
connected their distress with their cruelty to Joseph. 
Joseph, whom they had rejected, became their saviour. 
The promises of God were at last fulfilled when the 
brothers bowed before Joseph. 

The Lord Jesus was rejected by, and died for, sin- 
ners; so, when a sinner hears the gospel, he is “‘put on 
trial” in a similar way to Joseph’s brethren. When a 
sinner turns to Christ three things are revealed: his 
conscience is troubled; for he is convicted of sin and 
brought to repentance; the rejected One is the very 
Person who becomes the sinner’s Saviour; the divine 
promise of Christ’s exaltation is fulfilled in one life 
when the sinner bows before Jesus. Those are what 
happened when you and I were saved. The Lord Jesus 
had been as a “root out of a dry ground”’, but He be- 
came the “Rose of Sharon” and ‘“‘the Lily of the val- 
leys”. We now gladly acknowledge Him as our Lord 
and Saviour. 


IT is a pleasant task to continue my story of James 
Montgomery, for his adult life, from the age of 21 to 
83, was spent in Sheffield, my home town. I am 
familiar with so many of his associations and derive 
particular pleasure from the fact that he lived in 
Hartshead, for it was in the Friends’ Meeting House in 
Hartshead that the Elim Church began in 1931 and 
there I received my first teaching after conversion. 
Montgomery came to trust fully in Christ in his forties 
when attending a Methodist church. Disregarding his 
staid religious upbringing and moral integrity, he 
wrote: “Convinced that I was a sinner and in need of 
a Saviour, I flew to Jesus simple and child-like. Need 
I tell you the consequences?”. In 1814 he was re- 
admitted to the Moravian Church. 

Of his secular life I can give only a brief outline. 
In 1794, when he was only twenty three years old he 
commenced to publish the Jris newspaper. He was 
soon in trouble as editor, patriot and staunch 
supporter of liberty. In October 1794 he was fined 
and imprisoned in York Castle for three months for 
printing a poem by an Ulster clergyman. In 1796 he 
spent six more months behind prison bars for printing 
a true report of a riot when lives were lost in Sheffield. 
Undeterred by early reverses, Montgomery persevered. 
He published his paper for thirty years and at the same 
time developed his poetical skill. After retiring, he 
lectured on English literature and poetry and worked 
wholeheartedly forthe establishment ofSunday schools 
and in many other ways to further the gospel and to 
help his fellow men, particularly the poor, the sick and 
the uneducated. 

Looking through your hymn-book you will discover 
several well-loved hymns by James Montgomery. “Hark 
the Song of Jubilee” is a missionary favourite. “For 
ever with the Lord” is triumphant with a very real 
personal faith. From his pen came the devotional 
verses of “According to Thy gracious Word” which 
have been a means of blessing at countless Communion 
services. Turn to no. 231 in Redemption Hymnal and

your heart will glow as you read his fine Pentecostal 
hymn. When Christmas comes, remember to sing with 
deeper appreciation the lovely carol of his “Angels 
from the Realms of Glory”’. 

The James Montgomery Memorial stands in the 
precincts of Sheffield Cathedral. It is the statue of a 
gentle, noble-looking man clasping his Bible. The 
inscription reads: “Here lies interred, beloved by all 
who knew him, THE CHRISTIAN POET, Patriot and 
Philanthropist. Wherever poetry is read or Christian 
hymns are sung in the English language, ‘He being 
dead yet speaketh’ by the genius, piety and taste em- 
bodied in his writings”. Inscribed on the plinth are 
the words of perhaps his most famous hymn: “Prayer 
is the soul’s sincere desire”. This superb poem is also 
to be found on the plinth. It breathes the radiant 
faith of a man who walked with God and knew that 
his eternal destiny was sure: 

There is a calm for those who weep, 
A rest for weary pilgrims found. 
They softly lie and sweetly sleep, 
Low in the ground. 


The storm that wrecks the wintry sky 
No more disturbs their deep repose, 
Than summers evening’s latest sigh 
That shuts the rose. 


The soul of origin divine, 

God’s glorious image, freed from clay, 
In heaven’s eternal sphere shall shine, 
A star of day.

“PREPARE a carefully-worded letter warmly inviting 
people to your church, outlining your plan and giving 
details of route’ and pick-up points and times. Give 
prominence to the starting date of your scheme and 
stress that no charge will be made by the church. De- 
liver this letter all over the selected town, village or 
estate a month before the scheme is due to start, and 
follow-up within a few days by visiting all homes and 
explaining further. The reactions of householders to 
the scheme should be noted and records handed to the 
Central Organiser who should then compile his or her 
list of promises and possibles for future reference. 
Divide the selected area into smaller districts and put 
one or two Christians in charge of each district. It is 
their task, every Sunday, to call very briefly at every 
home half-an-hour before the bus is due to arrive and 
in a friendly way to encourage each “‘prospect”’ to 
join the vehicle. Those who are obviously annoyed 
at such a visit can be dropped from the district’s list, 
otherwise persistence each week should prevail. The

scheme should then be launched, possibly with press 
publicity, and backed regularly in prayer by other 
church members, It is important to remember that at 
first the going will be tough, but members must not 
lose heart. The Pastor must encourage the people. 
Assist people: into and out of the vehicle, ensure they 
are given another warm welcome in the church, see 
them satisfactorily seated, check that they have hymn- 
books and Bibles. The services must be bright, alive 
and relevant. On the journey home, opportunities for 
discussing the service and for giving personal testi- 
monies should be given. But advances must be made 
tactfully and in great love. Once bus evangelism has 
been established in one area, it can be launched in 
another. There should be careful follow-up and inte- 
gration of the converts, who in their turn should be 
‘put to work’!”’, 
The above plan can be implemented by the youth 
departments of the church.

Monday, November 26th Ezekiel 18:19-32 
“I have no pleasure in the death of him that dieth, 
saith the Lord” (v.32). 
NO matter how great is the sin of man, nor how 
deserving he is of judgment, his punishment gives no 
satisfaction to God. What amazing love and mercy 
are His! His only pleasure was found in providing a 
way to pardon the sinner.

FROM among our Pentecostal Assemblies of Bots- 
wana, three young men have felt the urge of the Holy 
Spirit to learn more of God’s Word and during 1973 
have enrolled as students in a Pentecostal Bible 
School in Gaberones, the Capital. One of these bre- 
thren is the Leader/Evangelist at our out-station in 
Serowe, the Chief’s (President Khama) village, the 
largest in Botswana. 

Another, from our mostnorthern station, Tsessebe, 
about fifteen miles from the borders of Rhodesia, 
east of Francistown, has written to mea letter about 
his conversion. Here it is in his own words: 

My Conversion 
IT was in October 1970, when nobody expected that 
my life can be changed, and become a Christian’s life. 
It was a wonderful day that I received Jesus Christ as 
my personal Saviour. As a young man I was involved 
in pleasure, gambling, cheating, stealing, mischief, 
although I could not drink beer and smoking. 

It was at Mahalapye where I met Jesus. Although 
Jesus was preached at “Tshesebe”’, at the place of my 
abode, it could not mean anything to me, because it 
seemed as if it was a play to me. At home, when I

In 1972, I was working in the Railways, when the 
call of God called me to go and learn for His work.

I am in Bible College, in Gaberones, Botswana, 
for three years learning God’s way of ministering His 
Word. This is my first year. I believe that God will 
provide His people with His Holy Spirit, not to quench 
in spiritual needs. | 

My prayer is that Botswana must be saved, in the 
name of Jesus!

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FUEL problems and the difficulties in connection with the national 
economy are dominating headlines at the moment. 

The announcement of a ten per cent reduction in petrol supplies — 
which one newspaper points out is an effective twelve per cent | 
reduction as the ten per cent was based on old figures, since which 
demand had increased — and requests to cut out weekend car trips, 
must bring home to us the challenges facing the world. While it is 
true that Arab oil politics are the immediate cause of much of the | 
trouble, it must not be forgotten that the so-called Western world has 
been very prodigal in its use of energy of all kinds. This seems to apply ! 
specially to the U.S.A., where energy is used on a vast scale. An 
expert said lately that they use:in one week the same amount of 
energy as many large countries do in one year. | 

There may be opportunities for us to exercise Christian grace and 
kindliness, however. Public transport may become congested and | 
particularly older people may find it difficult to get about, even to get 
to the meetings. Young folk especially would help enormously if they 
could be on the look-out for older people who need help. This 

; 


also applies to the sheer basic necessity for older folk to keep warm. 
Pensions being what they are, many of them are hard put to it to 
maintain a proper diet and the cost of heating means that literally 
hundreds are not as warm as they ought to be even in their homes. 
Remember your neighbours who are advanced in years. Ce us be 
practical Christians at every opportunity. 

The money situation is dnother problem. Interest rates are un- 
believably high. Those who have to borrow must be daunted by the 
enormous expenditure on interest. Young people needing somewhere 
to live are finding the situation well nigh impossible. 

Speaking of God’s work, the need to borrow might well be con- 
siderably reduced if everybody tithed into the local church. Reckon 
the number who attend your church on Sunday evenings and calculate 
the proportion of giving per head against the weekly offerings. Is it 
anywhere near a tithe per head? Granted that Christian people give 
to other parts of God’s work, but the proportion remains low even after 
making every allowance for other giving.

THE GIFTS OF THE SPIRIT— 9 


The Interpretation of Tongues 


(1 Corinthians 12:10) 
by Charles J. E. Kingston 


THE gift of interpretation reveals the meaning of 
utterances in tongues. The interpreter waits on the 
Holy Spirit for His revelation of the “‘mysteries”’ spo- 
ken in the Spirit (1 Corinthians 14:2). Without this 
gift, the public ministry of tongues would be imposs- 
ible, though not its private use in prayer and praise. 
Consequently, he who speaks in an unknown tongue 
should pray for the interpretation (1 Corinthians 14: 
weet 

Chaplain Carothers (in Prison to Praise) tells how 
he was asked to pronounce the benediction after a 
testimony to the baptism in the Holy Spirit had been 
given by a Southern Baptist woman. Instead, he began 
to speak the first words that came into his mind: 
“Everyone who wants to surrender his life to God, 
please come forward’. Dead silence ensued, then, 
one by one, people began to come forward, falling on 
their knees. As he walked to the first one, he prayed 
silently: “Show me how to pray, God’. He heard, 
“Pray in the Spirit’. He silently prayed in his new 
language. “Now begin to translate what you have 
said,” came the word. “Lord, forgive this man for his 
drunkenness, his dishonesty in business.”” He was 
shocked at his own words. He went to the next per- 
son and followed the same procedure: “Lord, forgive 
this man for his vile temper, his selfish treatment of 
his family”. Afterwards, people came to him with 
tears of joy: “You prayed for exactly what I needed, 
but how did you know my problem?” they said. He 
didn’t, but God did! Days later the minister of the 
Presbyterian Church told him that the congregation 
had been revolutionised and were overflowing with 
joy. 

1. How is the Interpretation given? 

Some receive the words as in a vision, as did many 
of the prophets. Some years ago, I asked a Belfast 
brother, who had a useful gift, how the interpretation 
came. He replied that he saw words in front of him 
as on a screen and he then read them off. 

The most usual way would seem to be the granting 
of the first words by the inner voice of the Holy 
Spirit; as these are vocalised, further words are given 
until the interpretation is complete. 

2. The Regulation of the Gift 

God’s Word limits the ministry of tongues to two 
or at the most three in any one meeting; it follows 
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that, if a fourth message is given, it is out of order and 
should not be interpreted (1 Corinthians 14:27). 

The command to “Let one interpret’ has been 
construed to mean that the same one who interprets 
the first of any two or three utterances should con- 
tinue to act as interpreter for the remainder. This, 
however, is obviously not the true meaning, since in 
the case of three different speakers in tongues each 
could scripturally interpret his own message (1 Corin- 
thians 14:13). 

The twofold purpose of this regulation is that 
there should be no refusal to interpret where tongues 
have been scripturally used and secondly, that there 
should be no competition among interpreters in an 
endeavour to give a “better” interpretation. Some 
may have a greater measure of eloquence and “soar 
like eagles”, while others, like the forget-me-not, 
“forget themselves in beautiful reserve’, as Harold 
Horton puts it. 

3. The Meaning of the Gift 

The gift of interpretation is not the translation of 
the utterance in tongues. The word used here by the 
Spirit means “‘to explain thoroughly”. Thus, should 
two interpreters start simultaneously to interpret 
(one should, of course, give place to the other), it 
would be quite understandable should they commence 
with different words. The full meaning of the message 
would have been the same, though expressed in dif- 
ferent words. 

Should the interpretation seem either longer or 
shorter than the preceding utterance in tongues, this 
should not cause comment. Some years ago, I atten- 
ded a convention in Switzerland. The speaker was 
the late Principal George Jeffreys. His message was 
interpreted first into German and then into French. 
The second was always much briefer than the first and 
the French-speaking Swiss felt that their interpreter 
was not giving them the full benefit of the Word. A 
Swiss lady at our table afterwards told me that the 
German interpreter sometimes elaborated with an ex- 


planation where he thought it necessary. 

Chaplain Carothers tells how he once went out for 
prayer. He was asked: “What do you want us to ask 
God to do for you?”. He replied: “Ask God to use 
me more.’’. They began to pray and Carothers had a 
vision of the Lord Jesus, who said to him: “I don’t 
want to use you. I want you to use Me!’’. 

I think the Holy Spirit is saying to us in Elim and 
to all Christians everywhere: “I want you to use Me,

From the President’s pen 


Back to Sinai 


ONLY once did I set foot in the Sinai Desert — and it 
was enough! The memories came back vividly follow- 
ing the news of resumed fighting between Israel and 
her Arab neighbours in recent days. 

During the second world war the troopship on 
which I was travelling to India, the somewhat ancient 
“‘Cameronia”’,a ship of the now defunct Anchor Line, 
dropped anchor outside the port of Suez, having made 
the slow journey through the Canal. A little later we 
were allowed the dubious privilege of being ferried 
ashore on the opposite side - at Port Tewfik - and 
taken for a route march on the edge of Sinai. In 
many ways, however, it was a welcome change from 
the cramped conditions of a troopship. From the 
distance of nearly thirty years three things stand out 
in my memory. 

The first is that I developed a sense of sympathy 
for the Israelites during their long wilderness march. 
Even the fringes of Sinai are forbidding. The tawny 
sand-hills rise and fall in mile after mile of monoto- 
nous barrenness, broken only here and there by sad- 
looking clumps of shrubs struggling for their existence 
amid the breathless, sun-baked heat. As you march, 
the soft, clinging sand seems to pull at your feet, as 
though reluctant for you to go any further. Your 
feet become hotter, your legs ache, the perspiration 
trickles down your face as you squint against the 
yellow glare, and ahead the almost imperceptible 
desert track leads on towards - nothing. They had 
forty years of this! — forty years that need not have 
been. Truly “the way of transgressors is hard”. 
God save us from getting into the wilderness through 
our own disobedience to His will. 

The second memory is rather different. As our 
landing craft made its way into Port Tewfik it passed 
an old barge. Battered and rusting, the barge appeared 
to be deserted as it rose and fell on the swell caused 
by our passing. Then I noticed an elderly Arab on 
board her. He seemed as weather-beaten as the barge, 
a grey, grizzled beard contrasting with the deep brown 
of his wrinkled face. Suddenly, he moved to the side 
of the barge, bent down and picked up a rug, and 
then, unrolling the rug on the floor of the barge, 
turned himself in the direction of where Mecca must 
have been and prostrated himself in the attitude of 
prayer. By then we had passed on, but the sight of 
that lonely old man at prayer on his gently rocking

barge has always remained with me. In our fuller 
knowledge of God in Christ we may feel sympathy 
for the ignorance that surrounded him and we might 
perhaps question whether his act of prayer was any- 
thing more than a deeply-instilled formality, yet the 
fact that, though all alone, he still was faithful at the 
appointed hour of prayer, may well be a challenge to 
to the tragically casual way in which many of us 
approach our communion with God. It is so easy to 
sing about the fact that “the heathen in his blindness 
bows down to wood and stone” and yet overlook the 
fact that many Christians, despite their claim to 
greater light, do not bow down to the living God. The 
way to the wilderness is along the path of neglected 
prayer. May God help us to see that, while we may 
rightly reject the rigid formality of much that is called 
religion, we must not neglect the necessary discipline 
of daily fellowship with God. 

One more memory remains with me — those bushes 
in the wilderness. Stunted by the lack of moisture in 
the soil, shrivelled by the relentless sun, they lifted 
their leafless branches like bony fingers imploring the 
Most High to send the rain. Yet it was into just such 
a bush that God sent the living fire of His own pre- 
sence! A “common bush ablaze with God” became 
the means through which God manifested Himself to 
Moses and initiated a dramatic new phase in the his- 
tory of the people of God. History took a turning 
point in Sinai. The wilderness became the breeding 
ground of the purposes of God. 

Sinai has a strange significance. Its arid wastes 
have felt the reverberations of the majesty of God at 
the giving of the Law and at the same time have seen 
the infinite patience of God with His unwilling people 
when “about the time of forty years suffered He their 
manners in the wilderness” (Acts 13:18). In our own 
day it has echoed to the thunder of guns as history 
marches inexorably towards it climax. Majesty and 
mercy have planted their footsteps in the sands of 
Sinai and alongside them human wilfulness and wrong- 


doing have planted their own. 

For me, the memory of Sinai is one of hope. God 
can transform the wilderness. He can pour water on 
him that is thirsty and floods on the dry ground. No 
situation is so barren that it is hopeless. God is able 
to do exceeding abundantly above all that we can ask

A FEATURE of the World Pentecostal Conference 
meetings in the Full Gospel Church in Seoul, S. Korea, 
was the placing of thirty-seven flags, representing the 
nationality of origin of the visiting delegates. Towering 
above, but not in any menacing fashion, hung an 
enormous maroon cross clearly lined by subdued 
lighting against the folds of hanging velvet and reach- 
ing almost to the dome. 

It was symbolic of both the submissiveness and the 
unity of the group before the cross. There were one- 
time enemies on the field - Japanese, Koreans, Ger- 
mans, British, Chinese, Americans (and what a poten- 
tial for hatred could have been there!), but in that 
hour they worshipped together and exalted the Christ 
of the cross. In telling of their love to Him they 
showed their love for each other. 

The moral is there for all to see: the only effective 
answer to world strife and power-seeking is the mes- 
sage of the cross. The Church holds the solution to 
international strife. There may not be much longer in 
which to proclaim the message, but at whatever cost 
and regardless of all pressures, the Church must pro- 
claim peace through the blood of the cross. 

Korea is at peace after a long history of oppres- 
sion and warfare, but it is an uneasy peace. Her 
spiritual and political leaders are both aware of the 
tension between North and South. On the only road 
to the North, south of the demilitarised zone, there 
are all the evidences of fear and distrust — mines, 
tank-traps and intensive vigilance day and night. The 
busy, prosperous life of city and country stops dead 
with the curfew at midnight. All over the faces of the 
people there is a sadness and apprehensiveness, but 
the Church in this gallant country rises to its respon- 
sibilities. Throughout its ranks, believers rise at 4.30 
a.m. and assemble at the churches for prayer. An un- 
precedented revival is sweeping the country and reach- 
ing right into the armed forces, where the draft is in 
full force, with every young man having to serve for 


or think. Where men will seek the face of God in 
Carnest prayer and seek to do the will of God as they 
understand it, God will not remain aloof. He makes 
the wilderness and the solitary place to rejoice, for 


one of His many names is: “Him that dwelt in the 
bush” (Deuteronomy 33: 16).

54. Deceptive Appearances (Genesis 42:36)

JOSEPH’S brothers arrived home from Egypt without 
Simeon. Was Simeon the inspiration of the plot to 
get rid of Joseph? On opening the sacks of corn 
which they had bought from the apparently unfriendly 
overseer of Egypt, they found that their corn money 
had been placed in the sacks, These things, together 
with the overseer’s demand that they should take 
Benjamin to him, seemed to show that they were vic- 
tims of a malicious plot. This was certainly Jacob’s 
opinion. In his distress he cried, “All these things are 
against me!’’. Had he known the truth he would have 
understood that appearances were deceptive, for the 
Lord in mercy was actually arranging for the re-union 
of Jacob’s family and also making provision for their 
salvation in the famine. The situation appeared black 
at that time, but, when Jacob yielded, the darkness 
would pass and the light would shine. 

The Lord has promised that all things work to- 
gether for good to those who love and obey Him 
(Romans 8:28). Sometimes, however, circumstances 
seem to deny this truth and we find that we have been 
brought into deep distress. At such times, we have to 
decide whether we believe God or our circumstances. 
If we could see as God sees, we would know that He 
makes no mistakes. Darkness and sorrow can be part 
of His purpose of blessing, though at times, as with 
Jacob, our unwillingness to believe God prolongs the 
trial. When we trust God, the darkness will finally 
pass, the light will shine and we will pass from the 
valley of the shadow into the place of blessing.

WE arrived early for the morning service at our 
Kambudzi Church and were met by the Pastor, 
Ephraim Satuku. A group of people had already 
gathered and this number swelled until the little 
Church was so full that the children had to sit on the 
floor. The hearts of the people were full, too, as they 
heartily sang the praises of the Lord. 

As I sat there, my mind went back over the past 
four years. Ephraim and his new bride, Winnie, were 
then working at the Kambudzi School. Ephraim’s 
appointment as a teacher had just come to an end. 
Though it meant a drop in salary, he was thrilled to 
be able to devote more time to the work for which 
God had called him, that of being an evangelist. At

that time, the people met in the school classroom, but 
they longed for a building of their own. So the work — 
on the church building began. 

A suitable site was needed. This was kindly given 
by the local Headman, Baba Kambudzi, himself an 
Elim member. It was a piece of land “set ona hill”, 
right on the main "bus route. Then came the task of 
making bricks. Ephraim organised the members into 
groups. Week after week they toiled on the brickfield, 
tramping down the mud, fetching water, moulding the 
bricks and covering them with straw. The foundation 
stone was collected, the sand was carried to the site, 
and water was carried in drums in an ox-cart loaned 
by another member, one of the teachers, Mr. Maneswa. 
Ephraim found a builder who was willing to do the

work, so building was started. 

As the money came in from the proceeds of some- 
one’s harvest offering, tithes, and gifts, so the work 
progressed. Door frames and window frames were 
purchased. Then the roof trusses and the largest and 
and most expensive item, the asbestos roof, were 
made. Despite difficulties and a bad harvest because 
of lack of rain, the roof was finally paid for and put 
on. Ephraim whitewashed the walls. At Christmas, 
1972, we held our first meeting in our own building. 
There was no window pane and no pulpit. We had 
just a few benches. The building belonged to each 
member, however. Even if they could not afford 
money, they had given some kind of service to build 
their church.

Now around me sat these men, women, boys and 
girls, qll singing with great gusto. There were many 
new faces, too, for a building of bricks and mortar is 
no good unless the spiritual Body of Christ continues 
to grow and thrive too. We had not been to Kambudzi 
since Easter due to my illness, but we could see that 
the Lord had truly blessed Ephraim’s ministry. The 
congregation of 120 now filling the building was proof 
of his faithfulness. 

The last hymn was sung and we made our way 
down the hill to the river where Ephraim baptised 
twenty believers. There were several teenage girls, 
among them Ephraim’s own sister, some boys, and a 
number of women. It was a thrill to see the Head- 
man’s wife, Mai Kambudzi, take her stand among the 
others. She had been brought to our hospital para- 
lysed and almost at death’s door. Her relatives had 
given her witchcraft medicine. When she was taken to 
Salisbury hospital, we thought that this was the end 
for her, but the Lord intervened. Six months later, 
she returned, walking very slowly, to the church. 
She confessed that she had been dabbling in witch- 
craft and that the Lord had spoken to her. From that 
time, her health has improved, and on this day she 
followed the Lord through the waters. 

We returned up the hill, our hearts full of praise, 
which continued in the testimony meeting afterwards, 
bringing us to worship around the Lord’s Table. The 
Lord has been good! The little Church has not been 
free from the snares of Satan, who has tried already 
to split it up with differences, but he has not suc- 
ceeded, and the healthy growth seen there is a great 
encouragement to us all. 

Continue to pray for this Elim Pentecostal Church 
set on a hill in the dark heathen area of Katerere, that 
its light may shine into that darkness, bringing many 
to the glorious light of the gospel of Jesus Christ.

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WHEN God led me under the sound of the gospel 
some years ago, that in itself was a miracle. A godless 
teenager, prompted by the Spirit, I literally was led by 
the Spirit into Church. No human voice invited me. 

A secondary miracle was performed that night, for, 
when my friends and I went into the House of God, 
although there was a large congregation present. . . 
THE BACK ROW WAS EMPTY! 

In all churches where the seating capacity is bigger 
than the average congregation, you can be sure that 
people will occupy the back rows. Even in huge 
buildings with small numbers, this dreadful habit per- 
sists. As the malady is so widespread, there must be 
some deep underlying reason or reasons. 


One cannot help but contrast this practice in chur- 
ches with the attitudes of those who frequent sporting 
events or worldly places. There the clamour is for the 
front seats, the places which offer the best viewing 
and hearing. 

Another strange factor is that some who sit at the 
back of churches sometimes complain that they can- 
not hear! 

One cannot always have large congregations, and 
Jesus has assured His presence to the smallest groups, 
but He did say that they were to GATHER TO— 
GETHER in His name. Why do people sit at the back? 
I would be interested to hear your reasons. Mean- 
while may I proffer some ideas of my own. 

1. Is it psychological? People don’t like to feel 
conspicuous, most shun publicity, and some may feel 
that it’s pushing themselves if they occupy the front 
part of the church. Yet how lonely the minister must 
feel in the pulpit. There is often a great gulf fixed be- 
tween the congregation and himself. In church we 
seek to be God-conscious and not self-conscious. 

2. Is it factual, caused by a tendency to be late? 
It’s sad that many congregations build up during the 
first ten minutes of the service. Some folk are punc- 
tually late; whatever the time of the meeting they 
arrive five minutes after it has started. When people 
arrive late they tend to occupy the seats nearest the 
entrance and hope that others have not noticed that 
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Why do People sit at the Back? 


asks Laurence E. Lambert, Pastor of our Church in Waterloo Road, Blackpool — 


they are late again. It is a good job that God is punc- 
tual always. 

3. Is it mental, a fear, perhaps, that if we are near 
the front of the church, the minister will notice either 
our lack of interest in the message, or our lack of en- 
thusiasm for the service? We must always avoid the 
Big Brother complex like the plague, but do remember 
that there is One who sees our hearts and understands 
us altogether. 

4. Is it aesthetic? Perhaps you feel that ministers 
are like oil paintings — they look better at a distance! 
All ministers seek to avoid annoying idiosyncrasies and 
pleasant pulpit decorum is an aid to communication, 
but the truth is more important than the bearer of it, 
and ‘‘Beyond the sacred page, we seek THEE, Lord”. 

5. Is it Scriptural? We know the Scripture which 
teaches humility when Christ rebuked those who occu- 
pied the chief room and important places (Luke 14: 
8-11). Perhaps we think that it is both scriptural 
and becoming to occupy the back place, but Christ 
was dealing with the motive behind the action, with 
reference to those who “‘love to be seen of men”’. If 
our motive is to help the meeting, to support the mini- 
ster, to be lost in God, then God sees, and is pleased. 

6. Perhaps after all it is spiritual? Is it that we do 
not want to get too involved in the actual proceedings? 
We have become spectators rather than participants, 
getting an objective view rather than being an abject 
worshipper? Maybe it denotes a lack of desire for 
spiritual things and that BACK-slider is not an in- 
appropriate word. We need to “come up higher”’ in 
every sense of the truth, spiritually and actually. 


* * * 


Two small points must be remembered. One is that 
some folk, perhaps those with babies, need to sit 
where they can get out quickly if the baby plays up. 
Others, like ushers, have to sit where they can help. 

Remember, though, that sometimes unsaved people 
have to be brought right to the front of the- church, 
feeling both shy and embarrassed, because all the 
back seats are taken by those who ought to know 
better. 

Next Sunday, why not move forward half a dozen 
rows? Surprise your minister — and yourself! It’s all 
part of the service! 


Testimony Time 


FOR about a year I had been suffering prolonged 
fainting attacks. Referred by the doctor to a specialist 
in Cardiff, I was put on a course of tablets — tran- 
quillizers. These proved to be ineffective since I 
continued to faint. One such faint lasted for over 
two hours. I was given some capsules to take; I 
later discovered that these were for epilepsy. As a 
result of my taking these, the fainting fits stopped. 

I soon became depressed with taking three of these 
capsules a day, so, since the faints had stopped, the 
doctor reduced the doseage. Within two weeks I had 
fainted again and was back to taking the same amount 
of capsules as before. I was now told that the driving 
lessons I had started a month previously would have to 
stop. 

Still taking tablets, I went with two friends to the 
Elim Youth Camp and, while we were there, we were 
all baptised in the Holy Spirit. The next day, I was 
talking to another girl camper who had damaged the 
cartilage of her knee. We both decided to go up for 
healing the next day. Later that afternoon, however, 
she came running up the field shouting that she had 
been healed. This made me wonder whether or not I 
could be healed in the same way. That night, as I was 
taking a tablet, heard something inside me say, “Why 
are you taking that? You don’t need it’, so I put it 
back in the bottle not quite knowing what I was 
doing. 

During the prayer meeting the next morning, I 
prayed harder than I had ever done before. Suddenly 
I felt my head, which had been tired and heavy, grow 
lighter. I knew that I had been healed and from then 
on I have never taken another tablet and I have never 
fainted. My family and friends cannot really believe 
what’s happened to me and to a certain extent I can’t 
either — it’s too good to be true — but I know this, 
that, if I had missed taking just one capsule before, I 
felt very ill indeed and I didn’t feel it, I felt terrific! 

I know now that God can do really wonderful things 
if only we have faith and ask him.

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JAMES Montgomery, of whom I wrote last week, 
was a member of the Moravian Church. Delving into 
Church history, I have discovered that the witness 
borne by this comparatively small sect has been out- 
standing and worldwide in its scope. The story of the 
Moravian Church is one of apostolic zeal, courage, 
persecution and adventure. There is evidence that 
their faith has inspired and strengthened the Protestant 
‘Church. 

This Church commenced around 1400 A.D. in the 
province of Bohemia, now part of W. Czechoslavakia 
and began as a Christian communion growing out of 
the reform movement pioneered by John Huss, who 
was influenced by the teachings of our own Yorkshire- 
born John Wycliff (1324-84) and the Lollards. John 
Huss was burned at the stake in 1415. Wycliff, too, 
experienced bitter persecution, as did his Lollards, 
some of whom suffered martyrdom. “The blood of 
the martyrs is the seed of the Church”. Inspired by 
white-hot consecration of the two Johns and deter- 
mined to re-establish the simplicity and burning zeal 
of apostolic days, the Bohemian Brethren became a 
Church denomination. Brother Bradacius was ordained 
a bishop in 1467 by the consecration and laying on of 
hands of the Waldensian Bishop Stephen and the new 
Church joyfully affirmed its precepts, i.e., the Bible 
alone to be the rule of faith and practice, a belief in 
the priesthood of all believers, strict church discipline 
and purity of life. The Church grew rapidly, extending 
into Moravia and in 1501 published the first Protes- 
tant hymn-book and by 1593 produced the first 
translation of the Bible in the Czech language. Perse- 
cution came all too soon at the end of the Thirty 
Years War in 1620 and the Church was outlawed. For 
a period of 100 years these courageous believers met 
in secret, deep in the forests of Moravia and Bohemia. 

In 1722 “the hidden seed”’ escaped over the border 
into Saxony where the godly young Count Zinzendorf 
received them and settled them on his estate. God 
had miraculously preserved and restored the Moravian 
Church and Zinzendorf, fired by a great vision for 
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The Bohemian Brethren 


world evangelism, determined to make the Church a 
training ground from which to send missionaries into 
all the world. Thus the Moravian Church became the 
first Protestant Church since the Reformation to re- 
Organise missionary activity and to teach that all be- 
lievers must be responsible for spreading the gospel. 
It is therefore the “Mother of all missionary societies”. 
Zinzendorf taught that the gospel message and the 
need for conversion must be carried to all professing 
Christians as well as to the heathen. Missionaries 
were sent to work among the Russian Orthodox, the 
Coptic Church and the protestant churches of Ger- 
many, Switzerland, Holland, Scandinavia and Britain. 
The object was to bring men to Christ and not to 
take them out of their own churches. Thus the num- 
ber of Moravian churches was small, but the influence 
of the Moravians was very great. 

In 1735 the first Moravians came to England to 
establish a refuge for the Saxony Brethren if persecu- 
tion again reared its ugly head. The leaders then 
moved on to America to witness to the settlers and 
the Indians. In the providence of God, John Wesley 
travelled to Georgia with a party of twenty-six Mora- 
vians and was greatly moved by their earnest faith. 
After two years Wesley returned to London and met 
Peter Bohler and wrote in his diary that it was a day 
much to be remembered. This fine Moravian mission- 
ary, just arrived from Germany, was mightily used by 
God to bring John Wesley into the experience of a 
full and free salvation by faith in the finished work of 
Christ. Wesley spent three months with the Moravians 
in Germany and, from Zinzendorf himself, caught the 
vision to share his new-found spiritual riches. So the 
glorious revival in which the Moravians had a glorious 
part, swept far and wide. Moravian churches were 
established chiefly in Yorkshire, Wiltshire and Ireland. 

Because of their policy of world evangelism and 
co-operation with other churches, the number of 
Moravian churches to this day is small yet their wit- 
ness is universal. God always maintains His witness 
and living faith and holiness are far more effective 
than church organisation and imposing buildings. The 
words of John Wesley, culled from his Journal, writ- 
ten of Peter Bohler are applicable to the Moravian 
Church as a whole: “O what a work hath God begun, 
since his coming into England! Such an one as shall 
never come toan end, till heaven and earth pass away”’.

Cherry and her Friends, by P. Catherine Coles. Pub- 
lished by Victory Press, price 35p, postage and packing 
7p extra. 
THIS book relates the story of a six-year-old girl and 
her life in both country and town. The style will 
probably appeal mostly to children between five and 
seven. It is written about a girl and the language is 
rather “nice”, so it will probably hold more appeal 
for girls than boys. However, the language and the 
length of the book mean that it will probably have 
-to be read to most children of this age. The book 
illustrates very well how Christianity affected every 
part of living; the point becomes clearer towards the 
end. I feel that Cherry at the beginning appears rather 
too good to be true. The rather heavy moral over- 
tones at this stage would make it somewhat lacking 
in appeal for children older than about seven.

THE summer holidays over, Jay and Vince continue 
their holiday passion-fishing, but now there are the 
secrecy and excitement of fishing at night. On the way 
to see how their boat has survived a night and storm, 
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worse than a visitor who arrived just as the bell is being 
rung to end the visiting period. The breathless rush 
to the bedside and the few gasping sentences will do 
anything but help the patient. 


It is vital to manifest happiness. The atmosphere 
of any ward can be uncheerful. It is the responsibility 
of the visitor to bring “sunshine” to the patient. “Do 
all things unto edifying”. The gloomy, pessimistic 
person can influence the attitude of the patient and 
affect his progress. Prepare topics of conversation 
before entering the hospital. Be ready to discuss happy, 
faith-inspiring subjects. Find a chair and sit near the 
patient so that he or she has your full attention.Don't 
be preoccupied with other matters in the ward while 
holding a conversation with the patient. 

It is helpful to take a gift. Gifts presented in rich 
profusion embarrass the patient. Many a patient has 
tried to balance four or five baskets of fruit, three or 
four vases of flowers, boxes of chocolates and “get 
well’ cards on the locker at the bedside: The wisest 
thing is to ask the ward sister what the patient needs 
and how much, and to abide by her suggestions. 


Jay finds in a tree felled by lightning telegrams which 
should have been delivered a year before. This involves 
the two friends in a mystery for they begin to post 
the telegrams and thus is brought alive to Jay the 
hymn: ‘“‘We’ve a message to tell to the nations”.

Scripture Notes 


Union ; by 
Portions Gerald L.W. Ladlow 
Monday, December 3rd 2 Peter 2:12-22 


“These are wells without water” (v.1 7). 

THE bitter disappointment to the traveller in the 
desert who has hurried to the promised well only to 
find it dried up is symbolic of these false teachers. 
They promised their followers freedom from the moral 
law and to do as they liked and thus they would find 
happiness. Instead their doctrine brought disappoint- 
ment and greater bondage (v.19). The advocates of 
permissiveness in our society have not given the 
promised happiness. Their boasted “freedom” has 
brought greater slavery to sin and lust and increased 
man’s sorrows. Obedience to the laws of God alone 
assures our happiness. 


Tuesday, December 4th 2 Peter 3:1-10 
“The Lord is not slack concerning His promise. . . 
but is longsuffering. . .not willing that any should 
perish” (v.9). 
THE answer given here to the seeming delay in the 
coming of the Lord is two fold: God does not measure 
time as man does, for He has all eternity in which to 
work; and because of His compassionate heart He is 
withholding judgment, giving man a longer period in 
which to repent and find His forgiving grace. Each 
day His coming is delayed is a gift of further time for 
His people to reach a perishing world with the message 
of His love. 


Wednesday, December 5th 2 Peter 3:11-18 
“What manner of persons ought ye to be?” (v.11). 
THE knowledge that the coming Christ will bring a 
new heaven and a new earth wherein dwells righteous- 
ness should be the great moral dynamic in the lives of 
believers. With this great hope, they should be inspired 
to lives of holiness, preparing themselves to be fit 
members of a new world. “With such a blessed hope 
in view, We would more holy be, More like our 
risen, glorious Lord, Whose face we soon shall see.” 


Thursday, December 6th Ezekiel 33:1-20 
“Tf the watchman. . .blow not the trumpet. . .his 
blood will I require at the watchman’s hand”’ (v.9). 
TO us has been given the revelation of the ultimate 
end of the sinner and the obligation to warn him of his 
peril. “Ye are my witnesses,” says the Lord. Our 
faithfulness or otherwise to this responsibility may 
affect the eternal destinies of men and we shall be 


judged accordingly. If we realised the eternal issues 
involved, surely we would never rest satisfied while 
souls remain unwarned. 


Friday, December 7th Ezekiel 33:21 -33 

“Thou art unto them as a very lovely song. . for 
they hear thy words, but they do them not ”’ (v.32). 
IT is a sad day for any church when people attend 
the services merely for entertainment. The popular 
preacher may, by his eloquence, rhetoric and pleasing 
personality, obtain the following of the crowds, but, 
if his message does not affect the conduct of his 
hearers, he is not building up the Church of God even 
though the auditorium be a packed one. If we do not 
act upon the message that is preached it is of no value 
to us even though we may say we have “enjoyed” the 
sermon. 


Saturday, December 8th Ezekiel 34:1-19 
“T will seek that which was lost” (v.16). 

IN contrast to the unfaithful shepherds who were 
careless in their duties God reveals His solicitude, not 
only for the welfare of the flock in the fold, but also 
for every lost sheep. His intention found its fulfilment 
in the coming of the Saviour who said, “For the Son of 
man is come to seek and to save that which was lost”, 
and in so doing to “lay down His life for the sheep”. We 
delight to sing: “I was lost but Jesus found me, Found 
the sheep that went astray, Threw His loving arms 
around me, Drew me back into His way’’. 


Sunday, December 9th Ezekiel 34:20-31 
“The places round about my hill. . .there shall be 
showers of blessing”’ (v.26 ). 
IN a number of the psalms “‘the hill of the Lord” is 
used to represent the presence of God. When the soul 
consciously leaves behind the secular world and seeks 
the presence of God, it discovers the showers of 
blessing. How often we sing “for the showers we 


plead”, but fail to recognise that there are conditions 
to be met. The psalmist reminds us that, to be able to 
ascend the Hill of the Lord, we must have purity in 
our conduct, sincerity in our motives, honesty in our 
speech, and humility in our approach (Psalm 24:3, 4).

Hearing the gospel and receiving Christ as my per- 
sonal Lord and Saviour were only the beginnings of a 
worderful life of knowing Christ and experiencing 
the hand of the Lord upon me. I spent a whole year 
at Northwick Park and only now do I really appreciate 
all the Christian teaching and encouragement that I 
was given. I praise the Lord for raising up men and 
women with a vision for hopeless lost. 

“Fear not, for I am with thee’ was the Scripture 
which comforted me as] left the safety of Northwick 
Park to face the cruel world outside. Through all the 
many problems that I met, God was with me, strength- 
ening me. The Christian life is not like the proverbial 
bed of roses, but God taught me to see my problems 
in perspective, how to meet them squarely and learn 
from them. Before, I would run away to hide in the 
twilight zone of opiates — but in Christ I found I 
didn’t need a chemical castle to protect me from day 
to day crises! 

After leaving Northwick Park I worked for a year 
in the Billy Graham Association office in London. | 
soon realised that God was calling me to Bible College 
to prepare for ministry. As a step of faith I applied 
to Elim Bible College and was accepted.

The 
Bible teaching I received there showed me that my 
life had to be revolutionised. For the first time in 
nine years I renewed my relationship with my parents 
and I went to stay with them at Christmas in my 
father’s homeland, Malta. During that time the Lord 
touched my heart and showed me the great spiritual 
vacuum on the island. I saw prostitution, sensuality 
and drug abuse running riot, and the young people 
disillusioned with the Church. Another piece seemed 
to drop into the jigsaw puzzle of my life.I returned to 
College with an inner conviction that God wanted me 
to take the gospel to Malta. I returned there at Easter 
and in the summer holidays,and now I have come back 
to England to complete my second and final year at

College, after which I hope to marry a young lady 
who is also studying at Elim Bible College.

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Editorial 


THE pressures on Christians nowadays are intense and immense. The 
avowed opinion of many is that Satan is doubly active in these last days. 
We are bombarded by so many suggestions, nuances, slanted applications 
and downright lies. Mass circulation newspapers and the communications 
media as a whole spread a miasma of devilish suggestions and angles. 
Things are written up from approaches that bias the whole argument 

put forward. The unconscious and even subconscious impressions made 
upon all of us and most importantly upon the young in faith and the 
tender in years are both direct and cumulative. This is the time par 
excellence when we should with deliberation “think on these things” 

as listed in Philippians 4:8. 


The Bible is a marvellous encouragement, however. It faces facts as 
they unprettily are, but it reveals God in all His grace and in His total 
purity. It shows the Lord in all His love and in His entire holiness. 


Read Jude vv. 17-25 as a sublime instance. The facts of the last days 
are startlingly revealed. We are warned that in evangelism we will be 
faced with such conditions that our approach will be in fear of the very 
virus of unchecked sin clinging to the garments of the sinner. Others, we 
are admonished, we should treat with compassion. There are always 
those who are more to be pitied than blamed. We are shown that by 
edifying ourselves, by prayer, by keeping ourselves in the love of God 
and by looking with expectation for the mercy of our Saviour, we can 
avoid the pitfalls of the way. There is certainly no glossing over the 
conditions. There is a complete absence of religious jargon, of ““God’s 
in His heaven and all’s right with the world”, the philosophy that 
relegates the scene of time to an insignificant paragraph in eternity’s 
story. Sin is shown to be sin and to be exceedingly dangerous. It is a 
“catching” disease beyond the imagining. 


Against this background, the words which end the Epistle are 
marvellous: ‘‘Now unto Him that is able to keep you from falling, and 
to present you faultless before the presence of His glory with exceeding joy. 
To the only wise God our Saviour be glory and majesty, dominion and 
power, both now and ever. Amen.” (Jude vv.24,25). 


“Keep yourselves”, yes, but ‘He is able to keep you from falling”. 
This exquisite balance, this spiritual equilibrium is the deep wonder 
of all that goes to make for triumphant Christianity.

Why “Go ye” to Switzerland? 

THE words of our Master, “Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel” are a command, not an alterna- 
tive. Over forty young people from churches in 
England, Wales and Ireland, mainly Elim and Assem- 
blies of God, had an opportunity to obey the command 
by going to Switzerland during August and September. 
We worked in the Canton du Valais, using a youth 
hostel in the tiny Alpine village of Bruson as home 
base. We were joined by a number of French-speaking 
Swiss young people led by Pastor and Mrs. W. Droz, 
both ex-I.B.T.I. students, now pastoring a group of 
Pentecostal churches near Hiverdon, in the Protestant 
area of Switzerland. Belgium, Finland and S. Africa 
were also represented and we had with us Mrs. E. 
Shearman and her son, Pastor Dave Shearman, from 
Talbot Street A.o.G. Church, Nottingham. We greatly 
enjoyed their ministry and fellowship. 

Why did we go to Switzerland? The canton where 
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we worked is a hard Roman Catholic area. Crosses are 
seen in every village, but the risen Lord is not known 
to them. Superstition and spiritism abound. Many 
times we asked the question, ‘Are you going to 
heaven?’ and heard the sad answer, ‘If I merit it’. 
There was no assurance of salvation there! 

Each merning we spent time waiting upon the Lord 
before moving out to the small villages, some perched 
high up the mountains, alongside almost inaccessible 
roads. We sang to draw a crowd, then shared our 
testimonies with the listeners. These were usually 
spoken in-English and translated into French. Loud 
speakers are not allowed by law; however, we had 
plenty of opportunity to talk to those who listened, 
and to give out tracts and John’s Gospels. Our young 
people had such a joy, peace and unity as they sang 
together. One listener said to me in French, “I wish ] 
had their joy. They’ve really got something!”’. 

The Lord provided for our needs in wonderful 
ways, despite the sudden devaluation of the Pound. A 
mini-bus was given, freely, in answer to prayer. I had 
already booked, in faith, a hovercraft flight for July 
28th to transport a nine-seater mini-bus and twelve 
passengers and we crossed the Channel with a left-hand 
drive nine-seater mini-bus and twelve workers. It was 
wonderful how God gave strength and stamina to those. 
of us who drove the mini-buses and cars. Apart from 
the 800-mile round trips from Bruson to Calais to 
pick up the English workers, we had to drive over pre- 
cipitous mountain passes. Coming down a narrow 
road in the pitch dark one night, I had a sheer drop to 
my left, and the side of the mountain to my right. We 
had thunder and lightning and the road soon became 
like the bed of a stream as the rain torrented down... 
but instead of being panic stricken, my passengers 
sang, ‘This is the day that the Lord hath made!’ We knew 
Whom we could trust for our safety. 

Not all the villagers made us welcome. Some were 
indifferent, and some were hostile. In one village, for 
example, we had handclapping and jeering every time 
anyone spoke, followed by two motorcyclists who re- 
peatedly rode around in circles missing the group by 
inches at high speed. God gave us great grace and 
love and we continued to sing until they went, and as 
we left, we could tell by peoples’ expressions and words 
that God had given us areal Victory. In another vill- 
age a man shouted and jeered at us, mocking us in 
front of innocent little children. People laughed at 
him. . . then as one, we raised our hands in the One 
Way Jesus sign and we felt and knew the presence and 
power ofGod in a remarkable way.The mocking man was” 
silenced and a Swiss member of the team received her 
Baptism in the Holy Spirit as we stood and sang. We 
were not always treated in this way though. There 
were people really interested in what we had to say as 


we shared Jesus with them. Many were searching for 
Reality and Truth, and they will only find what they 
need when they accept Jesus. An elderly lady told 
me, with tears in her eyes, that she had only heard 
people speaking, as we were, about Jesus, once before, 
when she was a small child. She wanted to hear more 
and begged us to return. 

We had the opportunity to witness to a group of 
Muslim students in the nearby town of Martigny. 
Later some of the students came to find us in the 
Youth Hostel at Bruson wanting to know more about 
our God. They were Egyptians. . . which reminds us 
of the prophecy of Isaiah concerning the Egyptians in 
the last days, ‘and they shall return to the Lord and 
He shall be entreated of them and shall heal them’ 
(Isaiah 19:22). 

The work continues in the Valais with a GO-YE-er 
from last year, Heinz Suter, an ex-Elim Bible College 
student, who is leading a French speaking team from 
Y.W.A.M. So far, over 200 people have given us their 
names and addresses asking for literature, visits, and 
biblesand many of them have also prayed with us and 
accepted the Lord. There is a desperate need for a 
community base there, for there are no protestant 
churches at all in that area. The seed is being sown 
but there is a need for a place to worship, for fellow- 
ship and teaching, and a place where team workers 
can be based, for both outreach and training. How- 
ever, ‘we believe God’. . . for with God all things are

TEN members of Elim Bible College spent an extended 
half-term holiday ministering on the Continent. The 
seven “John Barton Voices”, led by a third-year 
student, set out to evangelise and to encourage 
Christians in some Pentecostal backwaters of Belgium 
and France, making the best of a few of seven years of 
overseas’ contacts through the E.B.C. English Language 
School. Music was a primary vehicle for our message 
and College Music Director Doug Fincher accompanied 
us aS sponsor. The party was completed by Dave 
Palmer on bass guitar. 

We travelled in the College minibus and Hovered 
across to Calais on the Friday morning. Our itinerary 
proper commenced in Belgium at Flenu, the home 
assembly of Eduardo Cino,a member of the party and 
an English language student. Our regular music 
programme included a selection from the Jimmy 
Owens Musical, “Come Together”. Songs were 
alternated with testimonies and were followed by an 
interpreted gospel message.We attempted a few songs 
in French; continentals invariably appreciated the 
foreigners’ efforts along these lines.

Pastor Guy Gilbert presented us with a 
decoration in the shape of a cross and told us of the 
Assembly’s achievement in making and selling these 
decorationsto buy anew eighteen-seater Mercedes-Benz 
bus. 

The next day, driving into Lier, the increasing 
number of Virgin Mary figures in niches and windows 
reminded us that for Protestants this is a missionary 
area. The Missionaries in Lier are Pastor Mike Williams 
and his wife, together with David and Hanny Johnson 
from our Newcastle Church. A change of plan was 
necessary because we had arrived in the Flemish- 
speaking area. Eduardo was expecting to preach in 
French, but we learned that Flemishis a dying language, 
jealousy preserved, and there is hostility towards 
French, its main rival.

Monday was a day for travelling. During a motor- 
way break, Ursula Coulter, Kathie Morgan and Mildred 
Thompson cooked an unusual, delicious picnic meal. 
Our destination was Paris and we arrived in time to 
explore the Cathedral of Notre-Dame. There was a 
difficulty over the sleeping arrangements, and we were 
grateful to the Assemblies of God Bible College for 
accommodating us at very short notice. On the 
following morning we were still unable to contact Teen 
Challenge, our evening venue, and so, following group 
devotions, the best was made of a beautiful day as seen 
from the top of the Eiffel Tower or a boat on the 
Seine. 


During the tour we had many reminders that the 
Lord was going with and before us. That afternoon we 
paid a “chance” call on friends at a Paris Bible College. 
Some of them decided to meet us in the Teen Challenge 
coffee bar in the evening.

IT doesn’t seem long ago that one of the Beatles made 
the astounding claim that they were more famous than 
Jesus Christ. Well, the Beatle era didn’t last long. 
Now, incredibly, it is the name of Jesus Christ that is 
up in bright lights in the big cities. Jesus is the leading 
character in a new musical called “Jesus Christ — 
Superstar’’, based on the last six weeks of his life. The 
record has sold over 2,000,000 copies. 

Perhaps you see “Superstar” as an example of reli- 
gious decay or maybe you see it as nothing more than 
vulgar commercialism and in pretty poor taste at that. 
The thought of the disciples at the Lord’s Supper 
singing: ‘‘Look at all my trials and tribulations, sink- 
ing in a gentle pool of wine” seem to you little short 
of blasphemy. If you think that - you’ve got lots of 
company! 

The theme of the rock-opera is the question, “Who 
is this Jesus — a good man or was He really God?”. 
Listen to Judas, “He’s a man - he’s just a man. He’s 
not a King - he’s just the same, As anyone I know, He 
scares me so”’.

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Judas feels it: He’s just a man, but, after seeing 
“Superstar” an agnostic teenager might - he just might - 
decide to read the Gospels and get filled in on the de- 
tails. Then he'll discover that there is a vast difference 
between the Jesus of “Superstar” and the eternal 
Christ. 

Jesus was a Man living in Israel in the first century, 
who went about doing good, fully human, a man who 
felt physical pain and mental anguish, especially as 
they nailed him to a cross, BUT this Man was God, 
“as much of God as can be poured into a human 
frame without destroying its humanity”. This is the 
eternal Christ who dwells with uplifting power in any 
life which trusts and welcomes him. 

Many people know how we should live, but they 
find it hard to live up to. Unlike human teachers, the 
life of Jesus showed no gap between the theory and 
practice of living. How unlike Seneca, the tutor of 
Nero, this was! The Romans considered him to be 
one of their greatest teachers yet we read: “He con- 
demned tyranny and became the teacher of a tyrant; 
reviled the rich and was himself a millionaire; con- 
tracted a brilliant marriage but amused himself with 
young boys”. Yet the Jewish authorities were never 
able to pin one moral failure on Christ. Lawyers fol- 
lowed him around (perhaps compiling a dossier of 
evidence) and no doubt a good deal of muck-raking 
went on in Nazareth. “Which of you accuses Me of 
sin?” He asked. There was no answer. No fault 
could be found in Him; He was sinless. 

What effect can a sinless man have if He was mur- 
dered? He stated that His mission on earth was not 
just to live among men, but to die for men. He said 
clearly that the result of His death would be forgive- 
ness and new life to everyone who believed in him. 
He never attempted to avoid death. He actually fore- 
cast it and gave the details. It was no tragic mistake, 
no heroic martyrdom; it was intentional. He came to 
save men who were groping about in darkness. Only 
one such death has produced such a revolutionary re- 
sult, that brings us out of darkness into light. Christ 
was born to be the Saviour! 

These facts do not add up to the title “Superstar”. 
That Jesus is the sinless Saviour of the world can leave 
us with only one conclusion, that He was, and is, as 
He claimed to be, the Son of God. As such, He invites 
you, whoever you are, to come to Him, to trust Him, 
and to surrender your life to His control. Because He 
is God He has the right to make this supreme demand. 
These are the facts. The response is yours.

I WONDER if I could request the courtesy of your 
columns to draw the attention of your readers to a 
project on the Hymnology of Lancashire on which 
Bob Dobson of Blackpool and I are engaged. 

We are collecting information on the hymn-writers 
and composers of Lancashire, including any who may 
not have actually been born or died in Lancashire, 
but who spent several (productive) years there. “‘Lan- 
cashire”’ means any place which either has belonged to 
Lancashire until now (e.g. Warrington), has belonged 
to Lancashire in the past (e.g. Todmorden), or will do 
so after April 1st, 1974 (e.g. Earby and such parts of 
the Manchester and Liverpool Metropolitan counties 
which did not previously belong to Lancashire). 

The actual information that we are seeking em- 
braces: the subject’s name in full, the exact dates of 
birth and death, the exact birth-places and death- 
places (i.e. addresses at the time) where these can be 
ascertained, and a brief synopsis of the subject’s 
hymnological career — whether organist at a church 
or churches and if so which, with relevant dates, 
some indication of the hymns written or tunes com- 
posed, and, unless these are particularly voluminous, 
giving where possible metres and names of tunes and 
titles and first lines of hymns.If there are too many to 
list comfortably, we would appreciate an indication 
where any collected manuscripts, etc., may be found. 

Any other special or relevant information is also of 
value.

HOW often I have been told of my birth. Like all my 
people, no preparation was made, not even the 
provision of a cloth to cover me. The spirits around 
must be kept in complete ignorance of the coming 
child. Although I was intended, if a boy, to be a 
witchdoctor, no preparation had been made even for 
that. Both my parents were priests. My mother held 
the mfuko (spirit bag) of our cult. As my mother 
gave birth on the earth floor, she rejoiced, thinking 
“A boy to inherit the mfuko from me!”’. The priests 
of our cult gathered. Offerings were poured to our 
muzimu (spirits of the dead). 

Preparations went forward for my dedication. I 
must be brought out on the seventh day through 
a window, but there was none. After consultation 
with the spirits a solution was found. An opening in 
the mud wall near the roof would be my exit. A new- 
born cult-priest cannot pass through a door. As I 
passed through, I was protected by the tiny gourds 
tied to my body, that accompanied me on my first 
appearance to my family. I was received by Mbanga; 
he had been nominated by divination to be my guide 
and teacher. All night the preparations continued. By 
dawn all was ready for my presentation at the Mbuyu 
(sacred tree), At the foot of the enormous, ancient 
tree, Mbanga was possessed and prophesied that I would 
be of great profit to the cult. With the demon (his 
familiar) speaking through him, he named me “Kibuna’”’, 
the name of one of our famous priests of the past. 
“Child,” he said to me, ““You must wear only black. 
Do not eat Mbawala. No knife must touch your hair.” 

Soon the early years were gone and I now recall my 
first memories. My people could not live in villages 
because of the barriers of cult and witchcraft. To live 
next door to a man of another cult was highly 
dangerous. He might bewitch you or your family. 
Should he offend you and you cursed him, he might 
have a more powerful spirit and the harm you sent him 
would return on you instead.

Born a Priest 


Every man feared his neighbour; all wore protective 
charms. Many were deeply involved with the spirits: 
seeking witchcraft to curse or protect or for hunting 
prowess, crop stimulants, perhaps lion repellents. 
The specialists went in for love spells, the control of 
the sun (causing it to scorch an enemy), control of 
rain or deadly poisons. Deeper still into shetani (the 
Devil) were the Mhungi whose clay and human flesh 
images could propel themselves from place to place. 

My priesthood gave me some protection, but life 
was full of dangers. The great Majitu (giants), the 
djins (bad fairies?), the wazungu (Europeans), creation 
of the Devil, were rarely seen. The latter had not 
hitherto penetrated our area. These were all spoken of 
with equal fear. 

When I was about eight years old, our tribe 
permitted two wazunguto settle among us. It was the 
cause of much foreboding, but the problem was solved. 
They were given ground which included a sacred clan 
tree, the abode of many demons. All were confident 
that Bulu (Bull) and his wife would be destroyed ina 
very short time. But Bulu built his house beside the 
tree. Mama Bulu had dawa (medicine); there was a 
small Bulu, too. Visitors returned to report that the 
wazungu were flourishing. Their God was greater than 
the demons: in fact the demons had moved. 

At the age of fifteen I came to believe in that great 
God. Now I am truly a priest, a servant of the great 
high priest, Bwana Yesu Kristo.

READING The European Herald, 1 was interested in 
Pastor George Canty’s account of his preaching in 
several Assemblies of God in France and his acknow- 
ledgement of the place that the name of the late 
Douglas Scott holds among the French people, a name 
that is a key to open doors even today. Before any 
family relationship arose, I had known Douglas Scott 
for considerable years in his brief visits to London 


while I ministered in his home church. When his wife 


and he felt called to France no financial backing was — 
desired, as they stepped out on truly faith lines 
pioneering meetings without even public collections. 
There were 489 churches in France in 1972 with atten- 
dances of more than 40,000 beside the fact of the 
Gypsy Pentecostal churches with 10,000 baptised adult 
members, all in fellowship with the Movement which 
Douglas Scott pioneered. 

I have written as above really because today I have 
concluded reading an absorbing thesis on The History 
of the Pentecostal Movement in France, a dissertation 
as yet unpublished, but approved by Texas Tech Uni- 
versity for a degree of Doctor of Philosophy conferred 
upon George Raynor Stott, B.A., M.A. It is a work of 
thorough research and, apart from a separate section 
devoted to Douglas Scott, the name is constantly re- 
curring throughout the large volume. Beloved by 
French Pentecostalists since the early ’thirties, ninety 
per cent of the members are converted Roman Catho- 
lics. The récognised pioneer by the French believers, 
Douglas Scott led the work from its earliest days to 
be entirely independent of any financial assistance 
from other countries and he himself refused to take 
any recognised office, though his advice was ever 
sought after. He had one mission; to be an evangelist. 
I trust that the desire expressed through other chan- 
nels by G.R. Stott will be realised - to write the bio- 
graphy of Douglas Scott, a brother deceased but © 
“whose works do follow”. The story in detail would 
inspire ministers of earlier days, the younger ministers, 
and the whole Pentecostal fellowship.

I WAS not able to attend one of the great “Come To- 
gether” gatherings held during the autumn in nine 
centres throughout Britain, but I was thrilled to learn 
of the blessing and uplift these praise services afforded. 
Jimmy and Carol Owens composed this simple yet in- 
spiring gospel musical. Their aim was to provide 
young people with the opportunity to lead an experi- 
‘ment in worship and to foster unity as the whole 
church was invited to worship and minister together. 
People are encouraged to be real in sharing their feel- 
ings and their needs with the Lord and with one 
another. The emphasis is on fellowship, to demon- 
strate “the unfeigned love of the brethren”, and to 
encourage all believers to observe God’s standards of 
holiness and discipleship. 

That God’s approval has been placed upon this en- 
deavour is evident from the following incident repor- 
ted by Jean Darnell which took place during the 
“Come Together” festival in Liverpool: “There was 
an interval when the audience was encouraged to pray 
for each other’s personal needs to be met. Groups of 
people clustered with arms around each other praying 
all over the packed Central Hall. A diminutive, sad- 
faced Asian lady met me in the aisle asking, “Could 
you pray for my husband to get a job? We’ve come 
from Uganda. We’ve lost everything and we have 
nothing’. Her large brown eyes filled with tears. ‘I’ve 
no home. My husband cannot find work - our children 
... she broke off. Although she was reluctant and 
bashful, she agreed to allow me to share the request 
with Jimmy Owens, who in turn asked more than 
2,000 people to pray. They did more than that — they 
gave over £300 to this needy family. Most exciting 
was to see a returned missionary from Uganda with 
her arms round her new friend saying, ‘My husband 
and I drove up and down the streets looking for a 
family from Uganda to help and we couldn’t find any- 
one. Tonight the Lord has answered our prayers’. 

At the Belfast “Come Together” a choir member 
had this to say: “It was really something to see the 
soldiers lay down their guns to raise their hands to 
praise the Lord. Once or twice I heard one say over 
his walkie-talkie, ‘Situation here under control’! Praise 
God for the moving of His Spirit and I can add my

testimony to the reality of blessing received even from 
the “Come Together” record which we have played 
and played in our home. Incidentally, our dear Elim 
missionaries, Pastor and Mrs. David Mills, spent their 
last evening before sailing away from these shores in 
our home and we listened to the record. Its music 
was such a sweet benediction to us all. 

There is a growing movement today amongst the 
neo-Pentecostals towards what is termed “Body mini- 
stry”, in other words, for believers to set aside their 
customary role as observers and to participate in ac- 
tive worship and ministry. I believe that we so-called 
“old-time”’ Pentecostals should be willing and humble 
enough to profit spiritually from a genuine leading of 
the Holy Spirit towards simple New Testament wor- 
ship. Our British temperament tends towards formal- 
ity and we must protect the freedom of the Spirit, 
the spontaneity of worship which charmed our hearts 
in the early days. It will do us all good to read again 
1 Corinthians 12 and check our attitudes regarding 
worship and fellowship. Do we only lead in prayer 
when asked to do so? Do we sit nice and tight in our 
special seats, not speaking unless spoken to? When 
we come together is our aim to get or to give? The 
Christian empowered by the Holy Spirit who gives in 
prayer, praise and caring is a blessing to the local 
church, a joy to the Pastor’s heart and is correctly 
functioning in the body of Christ. All of which is so 
beautifully expressed in the following solo rendered 
in this musical.

Like a mighty Wind ,by Mel Tari. Published by Cover- 
dale House Publishers Limited, price 50p, postage and 
packing 7p extra. 

THIS book retells many of the remarkable miracles 
witnessed during the Indonesian Revival.

“average” Christianity has become from God’s Word 
and will. The central message of this challenging book 
is that we have gone away from a simple trust in the 
Bible and allowed our Christianity to be dominated by 
our minds instead of our hearts. It is a remarkably 
human story, for even after seeing many mighty 
miracles — including the dead raised to life — the 
author found it difficult to trust God in new situations. 

Some may find themselves disagreeing with the 
teaching about tongues and the Baptism in the Holy 
Spirit. The explanation of a balanced Christian life, 
however, is excellent. 

The cover of the book is most unfortunate. It gave 
the impression that this was a children’s book until I 
realised its contents. There are a certain amount of 
repetition and some printing errors, but all these be- 
come secondary in the light of the book’s message that 
God is alive and working today as He did in Bible 
times, in response to faith which believes God even 
against circumstances and physical evidences to the 
contrary. Every Christian should read it.

THE PRINCIPLES AND PRACTICE OF YOUTH WORK

TRUE Christians are always keen to read the Bible 
and to pray at the bedsides of the sick, but it is wise 
to ask patients, if they are strangers, if they would 
like this ministry. Some people are embarrassed; in- 
considerate action can prejudice future opportunities 
of ministering to them. If patients decline the offer 
of prayer, good, well-chosen Christian literature can 
be left with the sincere promise of prayer at the 
prayer meetings. It is good to tell them the days and 
the times of prayer meetings so that they can remem- 
ber that prayer is being offered for them and possibly 
join in. 

Ward services are very helpful to most patients. 
These must be well planned, organised and rehearsed. 
Subjects must be carefully, prayerfully chosen. A hos- 
pital is not the best place for sermons on such sub- 
jects as death, hell and judgment. Ministers are the 
best persons to liaise with hospital authorities for 
permission for young people to conduct ward services. 

The following method and programme will help to 
involve all the young people (including the Sunday 
school). Prepare a service on tape lasting twenty 
minutes or so. These can include items from each 
department of the church. Ensure that all the hymns 
are well known. The convener introduces each hymn 
with a suitable statement (but no “waffling” please). 
Testimonies, Bible readings and a short address com- 
plete the service. Make sure the service has a theme - 
and keep to it! One church adopted this method and 
used titles like “God cares for you” and “‘God is my 
strength”’. The titles were placed at the head of octavo- 
sized, four-page, duplicated leaflets in pale yellow, 
blue or green. Under the title was the statement: “A 
recorded programme of Hymns and Meditations”’. 
Then it said who they were, and finally at the bottom 
it read, “Please join in the singing if possible, and 
keep the programme as a souvenir of our visit”. On 
the inside of the printed leaflet was the programme 
according to the tape-recording. The hymns and 
Bible readings were printed in full and the names of 
each participator recorded. Three or four people 
came to the hospital with the equipment - a tape- 
recorder, extension loud-speaker, reels of cable, etc. 
Each patient was presented witha programme. After 
the service, as the equipment was being collected, one 
or two workers went round the ward with gospel 
literature. 

A ward programme presented with such efficiency 
cannot but impress the patients. 

Church-centred Social Evangelism 

Thousands of young people about to leave school 
wonder about their future. They need guidance in 
their choices of careers. The local church can provide 
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a service for youth and thus bring them into contact 
with the church. 
1. A Careers’ Weekend 

Special workshops can be set up and specialists 
from various fields be invited to advise young people. 
Exhibition stands can provide visual insights into pro- 
fessions and occupations. Many pictures and photo- 
graphs can be obtained from local and national news- 
papers. They will certainly give such a project plenty 
of publicity. The Youth Employment Officer is often 
most helpful and may offer to attend to supervise. 
It is sensible to cover professions and vocations which 
provide opportunity for Christian service, e.g. nursing, 
the probation service, welfare work, etc.

Monday, December 10th Ezekiel 36: 16-38 
“T will take you from among the heathen. . . I will 
cleanse you. . . a new heart also willI give you, and a 
new spirit will I put within you” (vv.24-26). 
THE miracle of this century has been the regathering 
of the Jews to Palestine and the rebirth of the nation 
of Israel. How wonderfully God has fulfilled this 
ancient prophecy. However, the conduct of the nation 
reveals that material prosperity has not resulted in 
spiritual revival. God alone can give a new heart and 
a new Spirit. Despite the affluence of today the 
Church as a whole is spiritually poor. Pray that God 
will grant a spiritual renewal. 


- Tuesday, December 11th Ezekiel 37:1-14 
“So I prophesied as he commanded me, and breath 
came into them, and they lived’”’ (v.10). 
A VALLEY of dry bones was not a very inspiring con- 
gregation for a prophet to address. Faith in the word 
of God resulted in obedience to the Divine command 
even though it seemed ridiculous and produced an out- 
standing miracle. The quickening breath of the Holy 
Spirit will always follow faith and obedience no matter 
how unpromising the circumstances. God challenges 
us in this day of spiritual deadness: “‘Can these dry 
bones live?”’. We have the ability to prove that they 
can! 


Wednesday, December 12th Ezekiel 37:15-28 

“And I will make them one nation” (v.22); “I will 
be their God, and they shall be My people” (v.27). 
THE fulness of God’s blessing is promised to the 
nation when all divisions have gone and they are a 
united people. Only to a united nation can He fully 
manifest His deity and only by this unity can they be 
acknowledged as His children. Unity among any com- 
pany professing to belong to Him is always a prerequi- 
site for blessing (see Psalm 133). Upon those who 
were together with one accord the Holy Spirit fell 
(Acts 2:1-4). Our Lord prayed for this unity in John 
17:20,21: “that the world may know that Thou hast 
loved them . . . as Thou hast loved Me”, v.23. 


Thursday, December 13th Ezekiel 38: 1-16 
“Tt shall also come to pass... thou shalt think an 

evil thought: And thou shalt say, I willgo up to the 

land of unwalled villages” (vv. 10,11). 

HERE is the amazing fact of God’s omniscience. The 


message of the prophet is concerned with the latter 
years of this dispensation when Israel has been re- 
gathered in the land. Not only does God reveal who 
their enemies will be, but also the very thoughts that 
will fill their minds and the strategy that they will 
adopt. David said, “Thou understandest my thought 
afar off” (Psalm 139:2) and “The Lord knoweth the 
thoughts of man” (Psalm 94:11). No wonder, then, 
that he can confidently say, “In God I have put my 
trust; I will not fear what flesh can do unto me” 
(Psalm 56:4). 


Friday, December 1 4th Ezekiel 39: 17-29 
“Neither will I hide My face any more from them” 
(v.29). 
THIS grand promise assures the nation of Israel that 
one day she will be able to discern the face of God 
and recognise His dealings through the tragic years of 
history (v.28). The day of revelation follows her re- 
generation when she has received the new heart and 
the new spirit. Jesus said, “The pure in heart shall 
see God”, so the born-again soul can recognise the 
over-ruling providence and purposes of God in human 
affairs. 


Saturday, December 15th Ezekiel 43: 1-12 

“His voice was like the voice of many waters” (v.2). 
BOTH Ezekiel and John (Revelation 1:15), having 
listened to the music and the majesty of His voice, 
describe it in this way: many waters, yet one voice, a 
perfect blending of differing tones. “Long ago God 
spoke in many different ways to our fathers through 
the prophets, telling them little by little about His 
plans. But now in these days he has spoken through 
His Son” (Hebrews 1:1, Living Bible). “The waters 
have come from the hills of long ago in single streams, 
all their courses bent toward Him and in Him they 
mingle and merge” (Campbell Morgan). God fully ex- 
presses himself in Jesus: “My beloved Son, hear ye 
Him”. 


Sunday, December 16th Ezekiel 47: 1-12 
“Eyery thing shall live whither the river cometh” 
(v.9). 
A LIFE-GIVING river flowing from the house of God: 
what a picture this is of the purpose of the Church in 
the midst of a dying world! The Church is said to be 
“the temple of the living God”, “a habitation of God 
through the Spirit”. A truly Pentecostal church not 
only “worships God in the spirit”, but is the channel 
through which the river of His grace and blessing can 
flow to those who are dead in sin. Jesus said, “He 
that believeth on Me, as the scripture hath said, out of 
his belly shall flow rivers of living water”. 
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‘| protest!” 


A GARAGE manager in Erdington, Birmingham, has 
been having a number of topless girls on his forecourt 
and a feature on this, with a photograph, was in the 
Birmingham Evening Mail, 

Here are the contents of a letter addressed to the 
manager by Ken Smith, Pastor of our Erdington 
Church: 

“I read of your sales gimmick in the press and | 
have written to the press protesting, and I feel that I 
ought to let you know. As I pointed out in my letter, 
a woman walking down Tyburn Road ‘topless’ would 
either be certified or prosecuted for indecency and I 
consider that it ought to apply in this situation, for a 
petrol station forecourt is equally public. 

‘You may disregard a letter of protest from a Chris- 
tian minister, but it is still my duty to let you know 
our convictions. I trust that you will read the en- 
closed tracts and reconsider your action. I also en- 
close a tract for the young ladies concerned and trust 
that you will pass them on”. 

Mr. Smith also wrote to the Birmingham Mail, 
Post, B.B.C. and A.T.V:: 

“T must protest! How far must one go in this com- 
petitive age to sell one’s wares? Topless now — what 
next? I would consider that if a woman went down 
Tyburn Road in a topless condition, she would either 
be certified or prosecuted for indecency, and surely 
the forecourt of a petrol station is as public as the 


public highway, where children and teenagers are 
likely to pass. When my local garage has stopped gift 
offers because of the petrol crisis, it seems strange 
that another has to go ‘topless’ to sell it. 

“One would consider it the duty of the local Watch 
Committee, or other body, to take the matter further, 
or else the rot will spread. No wonder ours is a third- 
rate nation, for this is an evidence of moral and spiri- 
tualrottenness. Jesus Christ said of His followers that 
they are the salt of the earth and the light of the — 
world, and they are sorely needed in the darkness and 
corruption of a sin-sick, sex-sodden, sophisticated 
society. Everyone knows that you do not need a lot 
of salt when cooking, if the salt does its job. 

“Christians may be, as they always have been, a 
minority, but we have a social concern and conscience 
that must be expressed. However discreetly taken, the 
photograph in the press is a sad reflection that the 
press has followed the trend rather than helping to 
maintain moral standards. I was in journalism over 
twenty years ago, though now still in my forties, and 
it would never have been printed then. It would have 
been better left for the publications bought for that 
type of material than a respected newspaper which 
enters thousands of decent Midlands homes. 

“I may be dubbed a Puritan for this protest, but if. 
so, | am proud to be thus named. Many may get their 
petrol at this garage, but I trust that many more will 
decline, for in selling petrol in this manner, all con- 
cerned are selling their souls.

THE great question of Pilate to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
“What is Truth?” largely dismissed out of hand as if 
there were no valid reply, was the subject of the keen- 
est philosophical debate at that time, a most critical 
period in human history. Our use of the very word 
“critical”? reminds us that our Lord, only about five 
days before Pilate uttered this famous question, used 
the very word from which our word ‘“‘critical’’ derives. 
It was He who stated that a world crisis of unique pro- 
portions was immediate in the words, “Vow is the 
judgment of this world. . .” (John 12:31). The word 
“judgment” is “krisis”’, exactly our word “‘crisis’’, with 
its definition “a turning point in any affair of impor- 
tance”. 

Subsequent history has shown the Cross to have 
been a national turning point for the Jews, a world 
turning point for all mankind, a turning point for 
every community and individual who comes within 
the orbit of the preaching of the Cross. 

The quite startling fact is that He of whom Pilate 
asked the question, “What is Truth?” supplies the 
answer, nay more, He is the answer! He also reveals 
the custodian of Truth and the character of Truth. 

Human experience demonstrates that it is beyond 
the wit of man to discover Truth. He can know only 
about Truth, he cannot know it; hence the prolifera- 
tion of theories on every conceivable aspect of Truth: 
religion, politics, physics, creation, human society. 

We discover facts and absorb knowledge — the 
truth of things, however, eludes us. In fact it appears 
to be a commonplace of epistemology — the science 
of knowing — today, that the truth of any proposition 
cannot be established, only its falsity. If this is the 
case, it puts the Christian, or perhaps one should say 
the Church of Jesus Christ, in an impregnable position. 
Of course it has always been there — “Upon this rock 
I will build My church; and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it” — but one might say it is now de- 
monstrably there.

cannot be established by intellectual arguments alone”, 
What he writes about the truth of the gospels applies 
to all truth. Intellectual knowledge is the accumula- 
tion of facts by observation, classification and experi- 
mentation; truth is the reality behind the knowledge. 
This latter is beyond the intellect of man to perceive, 
though it is by no means outside the scope of his 
experience. 

One of the most startling of all statements about 
truth and, indeed, in the same context about the 
Church, is the word of the minister of all ministers to 
a young minister, “that thou mayest know how thou 
oughtest to behave thyself in the house of God, which 
is the Church of the living God, the pillar and ground 
of the truth”. In spite of the hollow mockery that 
this statement may draw from rationalists and their 
ilk — one can imagine Bertrand Russell’s “the Church! 
The pillar and ground of everything obscurantist and 
reactionary!”” — from a Spirit-born member of the 
Church of the living God it draws forth a fervent 
“Hallelujah!”’. It established Truth in three realms — 
not in our academic centres, but in God’s creation; 
not in man’s brain — but in his spirit; not in theories, 
but in the assurance of Truth by divine revelation. 
Hence, as we have so often said, a child of four may 
receive truth by revelation and know, not only that 
it is true, but that he knows that he knows it is true, 
in fact even before he knows his twelve times table. 
How often have we heard adults testify that they knew 
that they were saved when they were four to six years 
old and that they knew that they knew! 

Job certainly had received truth when he longed 
that his words might be written in a book, that they 
might be carved with an iron chisel and with lead in 
the rock for ever; but it was certainly not truth that 
he could ever have found by intellectual research (Job 
19:23-27). 

The nature of Truth then, in the divine sense of 
that word, is that it is a living Person and a living 
Book. “What is Truth?” — “I am the Truth”, and, it 
may well be added, without Him there is no knowing. 
“What is Truth?” — “Thy Word”, says He who is the 
Truth, “is Truth,” and again it may be added, without 
it there is no knowing — as witness the world’s predi- 
cament today. 

When the Church does not proclaim the living 
Word of God on His terms and the written Word of 


God on its terms, it is a betrayer of Truth. The Truth, 
either living or written, is to be proclaimed, not de- 
bated or discussed. They are placed before us for 
acceptance or rejection, not for discussion; we are 
brought to an impasse, we cannot evade the respon- 
sibility for decision any more than could Pilate; we 
either accept or reject. Unlike our possible attitudes 
to merely human events or writings, we cannot be 
neutral. 

Because the Church of the living God is the pillar 
and ground of Truth, when it does not uphold Truth 
it becomes the object of divine wrath. In fact its 
failure to uphold Truth reveals its true nature; if it 
does not uphold Truth it is not the Church of the 
living God, whatever may be its outward show or 
name. 

The Church has therefore a threefold responsibility 
to Truth: to recognise that it is the guardian of “the 
deposit”; that it has been set apart to proclaim the 
Truth; that its duty is to believe and to practise the 
Truth. 

To recognise that it is the guardian of the deposit. 

The Apostle Paul makes this point when he writes 
to Timothy. “That good thing which was committed 
unto thee keep by the Holy Ghost which dwelleth in 
us” (2 Timothy 1:14). 

The Church’s greatest tragedy is the denigration by 
its leadership of both the living Word and the written 
Word. They have done more than all rationalists to 
undermine the confidence of men in God and His 
Word and thus to send souls to hell. The judgment 
of God is already seen in that the Church has suffered 
in recent decades its most devastating defeats, but 
Pentecost has again been raised up by God to restore 
the shattered fortunes of God’s Church, and signifi- 
cantly by a return to the Church’s primitive faith in 
Christ and the Word of God, in other words, by a re- 
turn to Truth by a resurgence of Pentecost. 


The Church has been set apart by God to proclaim 
the Truth. 

While individuals may be set apart for special ser- 
vice, the mission of the Church is that of a proclaimer. 
Paul’s statement: ‘“Woe is unto me if I preach not the 
Gospel” (1 Corinthians 9:16) should be the Church’s. 
Men apart from Christ will perish and it was that they 
should not perish that He Himself said that He had 
been sent by God (John 3:16). 

The Church of the living God does its finest work 
when by its preaching of Truth people are rescued 
from sin and eternal condemnation. 

All the side effects of the gospel, which it is the 
ever-present temptation of the Church to make its 
priorities, result from a simple acceptance of Christ 
as Saviour and Lord of the life. When a person in an 


instant stops smoking, stops drinking, stops fornicat- 
ing, stops stealing, stops being a menace to society, 
by one act of his will in surrendering himself to Jesus 
Christ, that is social reform par excellence. It may not 
aha to human pride, but it achieves the finest re- 
sults. 

That its duty is to believe and practise the Truth. 

The words of the Church’s Lord that faith is the 
first step to experiencing and knowing Truth present 
the Church with what must be its only attitude to 
Truth, viz. acceptance by faith. In answer to the 
question of the Jews, “What shall we do that we might 
work the works of God?”, Jesus replied, “This is the 
work of God:” — how they must have waited with 
bated breath for the next sentence! — “that ye believe 
on Him whom He hath sent’’, and Jesus went on to 
point out that this faith would result in their knowing 
and experiencing Truth, in the words, “I am the 
Bread of life, — he that cometh to Me shall never hun- 
ger and he that believeth in Me shall never thirst”’. 
Their experience of Truth as set forth in the latter 
part of this verse would confirm the validity of Truth 
mentioned in the first part, discovered to the faith 
required by Jesus’ answer to the question, “What 
shall we do that we might work the works of God?” 
(John 6:28-35). 

The practice of Truth 

Happy the person, happy the community, that be- 
lieves that God has spoken in His Word. The apostles 
of the Lord, one supposes, were they who, above all 
people, put the Truth that they had learned into prac- 
tice. They reveal in their writings that they had Truth 
that covered not only the eternal matters of the 
soul’s salvation, but they had truth about social rela- 
tionships, marital and family relationships, politics, 
economics, employee-employer relationships, physical 
and psychological hygiene — in fact the insoluble prob- 
lems that we face today would not arise were men to 
practise Truth. Admittedly many of the Bible tenets 
are difficult of acceptance, nevertheless the very fact 
that they are rejected and that society is in its present _ 
plight are surely an indication, if not proof, that we 
have missed the Way. But once again it is incumbent 
upon each member of the Church of the living God to 
believe and to practise Truth. God calls individuals 
today to salvation; He expects us as individuals to 
accept and practise His precepts. 

Truth’s Pentecostal expression 

Truth cannot be expressed except Pentecost-wise; 
only the Holy Spirit can reveal Truth, only the Holy 
Spirit can remove the veil that hides Truth from the 
unregenerate heart, only the Holy Spirit can open the 
heart to receive Truth. “The natural (soulish) man re- 
ceives not the things of the Spirit of God, for they are

Our greatest Need 


“O Lord, I have heard Thy speech and was afraid: 


O Lord, revive Thy work in the midst of the years, in the 
midst of the years make known; in wrath remember mercy.” (Habakkuk 3:2). 


HABAKKUK prophesied just prior to the Babylonian 
captivity, which was permitted by God to punish His 
people for their sins. God had revealed to His servant 
the rod that He would use to chastise the nation. “I 
will raise up the Chaldeans, that savage and impetuous 
nation” (1:6), He said, and the judgment was to come 
in that generation (1:5). 

Wickedness abounded on every hand in the land of 
Judah (v:4) and the prophet made his plea to God to 
“remember mercy” in His wrath and to revive His 
work. 

1. God’s Work today needs REVIVAL 

It is God’s own work that needs to be revived: ‘Revive 
Thy work”. The very word “revival” has meaning 
only where there is life, and so pertains to the people 
of the Lord. When souls are dead, they cannot be 
revived; a resurrection is needed in their case. Where 
there exists any spiritual life,even though it be at a low 
ebb, there is the possibility of a revival of that life 
taking place. 

Revival should be the normal condition of the 
Church. It should not be regarded as abnormal, some- 
thing extraordinary, a condition that can be expected 
only now and again, once in a while, whenever Prov- 
idence so decrees. 

We learn from Scripture that the Early Church en- 
joyed continuous revival (Acts 2:42, 47; 5:14; 6:7; 
11:21), but the Church has backslidden, and is living 
below the apostolic standard. This is what Chas. G. 
Finney wrote on this point: “Suppose a man were to 
preach to farmers that God is sovereign and will give 
them a crop only when it pleases Him, and that for 
them to plough and plant and labour, as if they ex- 
pected to raise a crop, is very wrong, that it amounts 
to taking the work out of the hands of God, that it is 
an interference with His sovereignty, and that there is 
no connection between the means and the result on 
which they can depend. Suppose the farmers should 
believe such a doctrine? Why, they would starve the 
world to death. . .It has been the devil’s most success- 
ful means of destroying souls. The connection is as 
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by John Carter 


clear in religion as it is when the farmer sows his 
grain’. 

It is always God’s will to send revival, but there are 
things that prevent this taking place. Discord and 
dissension in the assembly hinder God’s blessing; an 
absence of brotherly love and an unforgiving spirit 
destroy unity and fellowship; a spirit of censoriousness 
(fault-finding) grieves the Holy Ghost; a niggardly 
spirit, the withholding of tithes, a love of the world — 
all these, and other things, can stay the hand of God. 
2. REVIVAL is necessarily the work of God 
He is the Source of all life — natural and spiritual. 
Labour as we will, there can be no harvests without 
His sun and His rain. The prophet is correct therefore 
in addressing himself to God. 

What is revival? It is God manifesting Himself in 
power; that is why Habakkuk prays to God to “make 
known” — to make Himself known. In response to his 
earnest plea, the prophet received a vision of the Holy 
One coming in majesty and power and glory (v.3,4). 

In revival, God works through the agency of His 
Spirit. This is emphasized in the message delivered to 
the despondent workers through Zechariah the prophet 
(Zechariah 4:7). They were told that the rebuilding 
of the temple would be accomplished and brought to 
completion “not by might, nor by power, but by 
My Spirit, saith the Lord”. In the vision that accom- 
panied the inspired message, the prophet was shown a 
golden lampstand, somewhat similar to the one that 
stood in the Holy Place, but this one had a golden bowl 
upon the top, from which seven pipes conveyed oil 
to the seven lamps. Two living olive trees poured their 
oil into the bowl (or reservoir) through two golden 
pipes. Thus the lamps were fed with the oil super- 
naturally, not by human means. The work of God 
would be accomplished by the constant supply of 
Holy Ghost power. 

The Spirit of God works through the agency of 
the Word of God. God’s Word is creative. In creation, 
all life came into being through the spoken Word of 


the Creator. Jesus said: ‘The words that I speak unto 
you, they are spirit and they are life”. It is therefore 
the Word of God that must quicken and revive the 
spiritual life of God’s people. 

In the work of revival, the Spirit uses human 
agencies. The farmer must perform his part in the 
raising of a crop — ploughing, sowing, weeding and 
watering the seed — while relying on God to give 
the increase. We have to co-operate with God, as 
“workers together with Him’’. 

3. REVIVAL is the Outcome of earnest Prayer 

The prophet addresses his petition to the Lord: “O 
Lord, revive Thy work”. Habakkuk prayed when 
conditions everywhere were contrary to revival. What 
God had told him made him afraid: “I have heard Thy 
speech, and was afraid”. He knew that the chastening 
hand of God was about to descend on the sinful nation 
and divine judgment was approaching; nevertheless he 
pleaded with God for revival. 

The Psalmist (Psalm 119:126) said that the people 
were violating God’s law and it required divine inter- 
_ vention: “It is time, Lord, for Thee to work, for they 
have made void Thy law”. The Septuagint translates 
it: “they have utterly broken Thy law”. 

God has called us to be His remembrancers. He 
wants us to remind Him of His promises. In Isaiah 
62:6 He says: “I have set watchmen upon thy walls, 
O Jerusalem, which shall never hold their peace day 


or night. Ye that are the Lord’s remembrancers, keep 
not silence” (margin). _ 

Revival came to Britain when moral and spiritual 
conditions were appalling. Prior to the Evangelical 
Revival, philosophical speculations were challenging 
the claims of the Christian Church. The nonconform- 
ist bodies were in a state of spiritual decay. Drunken- 
ness was more widespread than at any time in English 
history. The character of the whole nation was affected 
by the great Wesleyan revival. 

We, too, are living in fearful days and we should be 
afraid. We see the Church honeycombed with 
modernism and worldliness, Britain is fast becoming a 
heathen land ,with only five per cent of the population 
attending places of worship. Church buildings are 
being sold for commercial purposes because congreg- 
ations have disappeared. 

Every religious revival is the outcome of earnest 
prayer. “As soon as Zion travailed, she brought forth 
her children” (Isaiah 66:8). Think how the Early 
Church prayed. Persecuted by the religious leaders of 
the nation, the apostles prayed for more boldness. 
Persecuted later by the civil authorities, James being 
slain and Peter imprisoned, the Church prayed. God 
is on the outlook for intercessors. It says in Isaiah 
59:15, 16: “Yes, truth faileth. . .and the Lord saw it 

. and He wondered that there was no intercessor’. 

God moves in answer to prayer.

WE may not approve of how Joseph treated his bro- 
thers, but there is no mistaking his purpose. He not 
only wanted to bring home to them the wrong that 
they had done to him; he also wanted to see if their 
apparent repentance was sincere. Joseph had been 
Jacob’s favourite son twenty years previously; now 
Benjamin had first place in his father’s affections. On 
that previous occasion Joseph’s brothers had shown a 
cruel disregard both for him and for Jacob. How 
would they now react to the possible loss of Benjamin? 
Would they be as callous and hardhearted as before? 
Their actions showed, in fact, genuine grief, repentance 
and humility. 

When we first came to Christ we were raw and un- 
taught, but it was the Father’s intention to make us to 
be like Christ. He began at once to do His refining 
work in us. He has not dealt with each of us in 
exactly the same way, but we have each known at 


times the pressure of His hands. It is not His purpose 
to hurt us and to make us miserable, but rather to 
teach us to trust Him at all times and to make us be- 
come more like Jesus. We are to grow in Christ day 
by day and, if we have not become spiritually hard- 
ened, we should respond to Him now with greater 
willingness than we did when we first believed. The 
testimony of John the Baptist should be our constant 
experience: ‘He must increase, I must decrease”’, 

Let us not resent His dealings with us, but humble 
ourselves beneath His hand. 


AS | SEE IT... continued from page 9 
foolishness unto him; neither can he know them, for 
they are spiritually discerned.” 

Truth must therefore be preached in the power of 
the Spirit; received by the illumination of the Spirit; 
practised by the continuous filling of the Spirit as 
God’s supreme achievement for His people in this mor- 
tal scene. “Ye shall receive,” consequent upon faith 
in Christ, “the gift of the Holy Ghost”, and the impli- 
cation is clear that they did not have to wait a proba- 
tionary, preparatory period as believers to receive the 
Holy Ghost. He would baptise them then; it was part 
of the gospel.

CHRISTIANS talk much about “the lost”. ‘“Non- 
christians”, “unsaved”, “those without Christ”, and 
many other titles we give them, but do we fully 
appreciate their condition? 

Many rule out the idea of eternal punishment. 
Some believe in annihilation, like the Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses. Others, like the Roman Catholic Church, 
believe that the punishment is not eternal, but only 
according to how much wickedness we have done. A 
second chance after death is another idea offered by 
some movements. 

Why warn sinners if Gehenna does not exist? If un- 
believers are to be annihilated and never more feel 
punishment or pain, or if sinners are to be ultimately 
reconciled with God, why bother to preach the gos- 
pel! Let us take our ease! 

These statements are false. The Scriptures say, 
“And these (unsaved) shall go away into everlasting 
punishment,but the righteous into life eternal” (Matt- 
hew 25:46). 

Jesus gave many commands to Christians and we 
are very ready to come down upon a brother who fails 
to keep His Word. When we realise that we have 
broken one of His commands we seek forgiveness and, 
praise God, He gives it to us. Let me remind you of 
one command of Jesus: “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel”. Are you doing this? If not, you 
are sinning, because Jesus has told us all to speak out 
for Him. 

“The harvest truly is plenteous, but the labourers 
are few; pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, that 
He will send forth labourers into His harvest” (Matt- 
hew 9:37, 38). Do you realize that if every single 
Christian only prayed that prayer, then nobody would 
go? We would be praying to God to send someone 
else! Someone must say, “Here am I, Lord, send me”’. 

“There’s a work for Jesus, none but you can do” 
is true; only you can do your work properly for the 
Lord. Too many Christians are not pulling their weight, 
while other members do more than their share. When 
was the last time you asked your pastor to give you a 
job or told him you have some free time and would 
like to do some form of witnessing? If we thought 
more about the unsaved persons’ future than ours, 
then we would do more for God. 

A few months ago I was travelling on my little 
motor-bike across a bridge over the River Wye. On the 
middle of the bridge was a boy who was fishing. He 
had just made a cast into the water, so he thought, 
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by Graham S. Wyborn, Pastor of our Aberystwyth Church 


when I came along. As I passed him I was forced to do 
an emergency stop and I left an eight foot skid to 
prove it! You see, he had hooked me! There was the 
hook in my jacket sleeve, with the fishing line around 
the front wheel, my body and almost my neck! As the 
lad took the hook out, I remembered the words of 
Jesus, “I will make you fishers of men” (Matthew 
4:19). You are now saved because a believer bothered 
to go fishing for men. It is our duty to gather together 
all the tackle our Lord has provided and to go fishing 
for lost men. We must pray, give and go with the 
gospel message. 

Since we have become Christians, our whole lives 
should be centred around bringing men, women, boys 
and girls to the Saviour,not only leading them to Him, 
but caring for them after they have been born again. 
Would it not be grand if in the next year we each were 
instruments in bringing a person to Christ? Just think 
— our churches would be doubled and double the 
present praise and prayer would go up to heaven. 

In the short time that it has taken you to read this 
article about 350 people have died without Christ!

BOOK REVIEWS 


The Gift of Fire, a collection of sermons, edited by 
Ian Macpherson. Published by Dimension Books, 
Bethany Fellowship Incorporated. Price 40p, 
postage and packing 6p extra. 

ONE hour ago I received this little book of fourteen 
sermons on Fire by men of fourteen different denom- 
inations. I tasted a sermon or two in the middle some- 
where and then my spiritual appetite devoured the 
book from the beginning. I gulped it and couldn’t 
read fast enough until I had wiped my plate clean, so 
to speak. 

Perhaps it was me, at the right moment, having 
also just read John Carter’s book about his brother 
Howard, and being filled with a longing to go far 
deeper in the Spirit. 

But who doesn’t want to go deeper? — and the 
effect of reading inspired word after inspired word 
from fourteen men every one of whom had had their 
own kind of experience of Fire is to feel the Fire. 

For me, George Forrester’s address on ‘“‘The Place 
of Power” was just it.He was an Anglican who did not 
merely become a charismatic and sit tight, but let go 
and threw himself into the total surrender of the 
Pentecostal movement becoming an Assembly of God 
pastor. Why? You know when you read his Scriptur- 


ally-rich message. Pentecostals can lose the Fire — so I 
recommend peeping through this window at men who 
have it, and if you don’t covet it, I’ll be surprised.

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AS I write, it is but a short time before Christmas and 
the Christmas number of THE ELIM EVANGEL. Des- 
pite having no responsibility of a pastorate, weeks and 
months. have been occupied, so that my wife and I 
find the number of days before Christmas being re- 
ferred to rather than the number of weeks.

Peter on the day of Pentecost used the words of Joel 
to relate to the coming of the Holy Spirit. Our Lord 
used the term “the last day” on separate occasions 
concerning the eternal destinies of believers and un- 
believers. The last days are seen to be lasting days 
and indeed our remembrance of the birth of Christ 
pinpoints the beginning of the last days: “‘God - hath 
in these last days spoken unto us by His Son”’ (Hebrews 
1:1). God will ever add more light upon what He has 
declared by sending His Son in whom God was made 
manifest: “Last of all He sent His Son”. There has 
been the Incarnation. Now we patiently await the 
Consummation. The manger, the cradle, the cross are 
past. The mansions, the crown, the throne await our 
view.

AS Christmas approaches, the well-loved details of the 
Nativity come back in all their glowing freshness and, 
as far as I am concerned, particularly the prominent 
part played by women. In Luke’s record we are told 
that Elisabeth, the mother of John the Baptist, was 
filled with the Holy Spirit and prophesied when Mary 
visited her and imparted her own wonderful news of 
-Gabriel’s message. Mary, too, spoke words of ecstatic 
praise. Anna the prophetess exercised her gift by 
giving thanks to the Lord when she gazed upon the 
Child Jesus in the Temple. She continued her ministry 
by speaking of Jesus to those who awaited deliverance. 
Three women, one young and two very old, of differ- 
ing backgrounds and tribes, and living in different 
places, all experienced the intervention of God in 
their lives and the leading and anointing of the Holy 
Spirit. This was only the beginning of a new dimen- 
sion in worship brought about at the formation of the 
New Testament Church. 

Throughout the Gospels and onwards, the Lord, as 
Head of His developing Church, gave women a place 
in its ministry. When at Pentecost the fire kindled the 
hearts of the waiting 120, faithful women were among 
the number and were filled with the Holy Spirit. 
Peter boldly asserted that daughters and handmaidens 
would prophesy (Acts 2:17,18). 

I am not a Women’s Lib. fanatic, but I have come 
across the teaching that women should keep silence in 
the Church, that theirs is an inferior position. Regard- 
ing the latter assertion, the teaching of Galatians 3:28 
surely gives the lie to this. If we take the trouble to 
compare Scripture with Scripture we find that women 
are included in the public ministry of the Church. On 
my page last week I wrote about ministering to the 
Body of Christ. It thrills my soul to realise that the 
~ Lord has made it possible for all sisters to participate 
in that ministry even though the hierarchy of the 
Anglican Church and other communions cannot agree 
to the inclusion of women in the ministry. 

We are told: “The one who prophesies edifies the 
church and speaks to men for their up-building and

encouragement and cortsolation”(1 Corinthians 14:3, 
4, R.S.V.) and, according to Joel and Peter, daughters 
and handmaidens were to prophesy as a result of the 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon them. Ina truly 
Pentecostal church there is ample scope for women’s 
ministry. It is obvious from Scripture that this was 
normal in New Testament worship, for Philip had four 
daughters who prophesied (Acts:21:9) and Paul him- 
self gave instructions as to the manner in which the 
Corinthian women should prophesy (1 Corinthians 11: 
5) and in his general instructions to the Church for 
the exercise of spiritual gifts he says, “Ye may ALL 
prophesy, one by one” (1 Corinthians 14:31). 

The exhortation is given to us all to “covet to pro- 
phesy” (1 Corinthians 14:39) so, sisters, why not let 
us all seek this wonderful gift of the Holy Spirit and 
join the company of Mary, Elisabeth, Anna and other 
New Testament women and bring our inspired contri- 
bution to the public worship of the Church? 

I like the comment of Spurgeon on the visit of 
Mary to the home of Elisabeth: “It were well if all 
our social intercourse were as useful to our hearts as 
this visit was to Mary. ‘Iron sharpeneth iron; so a man 
sharpeneth the countenance of his friend’. Mary full 
of faith, goes to see Elisabeth, who is also full of holy 
confidence, and the two are not long together before 
their faith mounts to full assurance and their full 
assurance bursts forth in a torrent of sacred praise. 
The praise aroused their slumbering powers, and, in- 
stead of two ordinary village women, we see before us 
two prophetesses and two poetesses, upon whom the 
Spirit of God abundantly rested”.

Monday, December 17th Psalm 84:1-12 
“Blessed are they that dwell in Thy house: they 
will be still praising Thee”’ (v.4). 
THE only people who actually dwelt in the Temple 
were the officiating priests. In Psalm 27:4 David ex- 
pressed his one desire and ambition “to dwell in the 
house of the Lord’, which obviously indicates that 
these words must not be taken literally. His house is 
where He manifests His presence, therefore this desire 
is for a constant realisation of His presence, a daily 
fellowship with God Himself. Truly blessed are those 
who achieve this. No matter what their circumstances 
they will always be found praising the Lord. 


Tuesday, December 18th Psalm 85:1-13 
“Righteousness and peace have kissed each other”’ 
(v.10). 
THE kiss was the mark of friendship, the sign of 
unity.Righteousness and peace are inseparable friends. 
Uprightness in thought, word and deed always results 
in peace of mind and heart. Any deviation from the 
path of righteousness will destroy inward peace. Once 
the heart is cleansed from sin, peace invariably follows. 
“Peace perfect peace in this dark world of sin? The 
blood of Jesus whispers peace within”’. 


Wednesday, December 19th Psalm 86:1-17 
“Teach me Thy way, O Lord; I will walk in Thy 
truth: unite my heart to fear Thy name”’ (v.11). 
IF we would walk in the truth we must first know it; 
hence the need to pray, “Teach me, O Lord”. None 
can make a success of the Christian life unless he is 
willing to sit humbly at His feet and learn of Him. 
Having learned of Him, however, we cannot walk in 
His truth without His aid, so we need also to pray, 
“Unite my heart to fear Thy name”. Dr. Stuart 
Holden wrote: “Light without life, precept without 
power, ethic without dynamic, merely mean constant 
and increased condemnation”’. 


Thursday, December 20th Luke 1:1-13 
“Thy prayer is heard; and thy wife Elisabeth shall 

bear thee a son’’ (v.13). 

IT is obvious that Zechariah had not been praying for 

ason at this time,for his reply to the angelic messenger 

pointed out the seeming impossibility ofthis happening 


as both he and his wife were too old. Could this be 
the prayer of his youth when the young couple had 
sought the Lord to deliver Elisabeth from her barrenness, 
a prayer that he thought was unanswered? God does 
not work according to our time-table and His seeming 
denials are often but His delays. “Unanswered yet? 
Nay do not say ‘ungranted’ — Perhaps your part is 
not yet fully done; The work began when first your 


prayer was uttered And God will finish what He has 
begun”. 


Friday, December 21st Luke 1:14-25 

“Great in the sight of the Lord” (v.15). 
MEN have their standards of greatness, which differ 
considerably. The only greatness which really matters 
is that which measures up to God’s standards. The 
most insignificant among men are often the great ones 
in His sight. John was great in his consecration to the 
will of God, his loyalty to the message of God, his zeal 
in the work of God, his exaltation of the Christ of God 
and the self-effacement which marked his life. “John 
did no miracle but all things John spake of this man 
were true” (John 10:41). 


Saturday, December 22nd Luke 1:26-38 
“Call his name JESUS”’ (v.31). 
“JESUS” is the Greek form of the Hebrew name 
“Joshua’’, meaning “a Saviour or deliverer”. It is 
uniquely the name of the Son of God, for He alone can 
save and deliver from sin. An old divine said: “There 
is majesty implied in the name God.There is independ- 
ent beingin ‘Jehovah’. There is power in ‘Lord’. There 
is unction in ‘Christ’. There is affinity in Immanuel’, 
intercession in ‘Mediator’ and help in ‘Advocate’; but 
there is salvation in no other name under heaven but 
the name ‘Jesus’’. “There is no name so sweet on 
earth, No name so sweet in heaven, The name before 


His wondrous birth To Christ the Saviour given’”’. 


Sunday, December 23rd Luke 1:39-56 
“Mary abode with her” (v.56). 

SPURGEON said, “It were well if all our social inter- 
course was as useful to our hearts as this visit was to 
Mary. Mary full of faith goes to Elisabeth who is also 
full of holy confidence and the two are not long to- 
gether before their faith mounts to full assurance and 
their full assurance bursts forth in a torrent of sacred 
praise”. When we meet other Christians is our fellow- 
ship spiritually profitable or only socially pleasant? 
May we follow the injunction of the old chorus: “Let's 
go on, let’s go on, Talking about this good old way. 
Let’s go on, let’s go on, Talking about the Lord”.

The beckoning Star

“‘We saw His star when it rose, and we have come to 
worship Him’”’ (Matthew 2:2, Moffat) 


IN reflecting on the New Testament account of the 
birth of our Lord, I was deeply impressed by that 
remarkable incident of the wise men being led by the 
light of a star. That mystic star, shining with unusual 
brilliance, !ike a pendant lamp suspended in the vast 
dome of the sky, beckoned to those Magi and led 
them ultimately to where the infant Saviour lay. It 
declared that we live ina world where God is sovereign. 
In choosing a star, God used the most suitable means 
for’ directing these early pilgrims. 


Guidance is not the special favour of a few choice 
spirits; it is the birthright of every child of God. Our 
highest privilege is to co-operate with God in the grad- 
ual unfolding of a divine plan. We cannot fulfil our 
high destiny and achieve the goal for which we were 
created, unless we are able constantly to receive from 
God, the great Architect and Astronomer of the univ- 
erse, our own personal guidance and instruction. 

To the vast majority of people, the guidance of the 
Magi may seem to be rather remote and mystical. Many 
refuse to believe the leading of God because they say 
that they have never had any experience of it. At 
first this seems to be a reasonable objection, but 
second thoughts show that it is based on shallow 
thinking. When carried to its logical conclusion it 
means that you will not believe in anything which you 
have not experienced. To say that there is no such 
thing as divine guidance because you have had no 
experience of it sounds just as foolish as a blind man 
declaring that the radiant colours of the rainbow do 
not exist because he has never seen the arching bow 
in the heavens. It is as absurd as a deaf man protesting 
that the sounds of a majestic symphony merely exist 
in the imagination because he has never been able to 
listen to the delightful, soul-moving melodies. 

Once we get the thought of God aright, there can 
be no question of His ability to guide the individual 
soul. If God, who is sovereign in His universe, con- 
trols and guides the shining galaxies through space 
so accurately that scientists can plot the course of 
every star unerringly for centuries to come, is He not 
able to lead my steps? The road along which he 
beckons may be drab, difficult or commonplace, but

it is the way of peace, happiness and fulfilment, and 
every God-lighted road will end in the presence of the 
Lamb. 

The light from that star had to be followed step by 
step. There was a patient seeking and continuance on 
their part. Many obstacles had to be overcome. The 
journey at times must have seemed long and arduous, 
but they stepped out in simple faith and reliance upon 
seeing its rising in the night sky. How true are the 
words: “The steps (as well as the stops!) of a good 
man are ordered by the Lord”. The star allured them; 
it spoke not witha voice, but with a beckoning hand. ~ 
Their quest ended notin disillusionment, but in adoring 
worship. Their gifts of gold (in recognition of His 
deity), of frankincense (His priesthood and mission), 
and of myrrh (His suffering humanity), revealed their 
spiritual preparedness and insight into His true nature 
and purpose. . 

Let us come to God himself and ask for guidance. 
Step by step He will lead us into its realisation and 
fulfilment. That we might not be merely adventurers 
in God’s world, living in neglect of Him, and choosing 
our own course, the Lord Jesus Christ came to Beth- 
lehem’s manger. In the unfading light of the “Bright 
and Morning Star” we may walk with quiet confidence 
through light or darkness all our days. 

O Lord of every shining constellation 

That wheels in splendour through the midnight 
sky 


Grant us Thy Spirit’s true illumination 
To read the secrets of Thy work on high.

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Editorial 


THE sweet innocence of it all is its greatest attraction. 


The sight of a tiny baby is calculated to have a surprising effect on 
any audience. Hard-faced men and women melt before the warmth of it. 
City tycoons have been known to relapse into baby talk. Hard lines have 
seemed to be waxed away from the faces of careworn mothers. Noisy, 
irrelevant conversation has become stilled. It has even been known for 
the telly to be switched off... 


SO many ways of presenting what Mr. Average Man would dub 
“religion” seem to have little to do with paying off the mortgage, 
bringing up the kids, fighting for a place in the sun at work, the rough 
and tumble of everyday life. Religious observances can seem remote, of 
no application to life. 


A woman who specialises in the field of child care wisely remarked 
that motherhood must be liberated. She was certainly not talking about 
women’s lib. or anything like it. She meant that motherhood can become 
stylised, romanticised, festooned with trappings of Hollywood goo. It is 
an inestimable privilege, but it has to do with wet nappies, broken nights, 
toothache, upset stomachs, washing, washing, washing ... as well as the 
lovely warm things. 


Which brings us back to the manger. Distant clerics clad in outlandish 
garb chanting unrecognisable words to ancient dirges may seem as near 
to catching the train or ‘bus for work as Brighton Pavilion has anything 
at all to do with real homes, but a Baby—that’s different! To think that 
God could ‘‘get into” a Baby!—it's breath taking. A woman bore Him, 

a man trained Him in His job, a family lived around Him, a village ticked 
away the slow hours just outside His little home. He was “tempted in all 
points like as we are’. Now there’s a Saviour for you. He knows, not 
simply because He is God and knows everything, but He knows because 
He’s been here, lived like us, been one with us,.God with us. 


The manger scene, however, was against the backdrop of rejoicing 
angels. They revealed His mission of Saviourhood. Their gladness was 
about the plan of God to bring peace to this old world. To achieve that 
goal involved our Saviour in Calvary. “The Man’born to die” was in that 
great conception of God, for “God was in Christ reconciling the world 
unto Himself”. ‘He came from God and went to God”. No man has to 
ascend to bring Him down. He came down—and He went further down 
and became obedient even unto the death of the cross. He arose, He lives, 
He will come, He will reign! ‘This same Jesus’’—the Babe of Bethlehem, 
the Christ of Calvary, the Lord of the empty tomb—this Jesus will come. 
“Glory to God in the highest” we exultantly- carol. 


But we remember... 

Man of Sorrows—what a name 
For the Son of God, who came 
Ruined sinners to reclaim 
Hallelujah! What a Saviour! 

His gospel is more important and more relevant than the news from 
the world’s press. His love is broader than the measure of men’s minds. 
His condescension is more profound than human mind can envisage. ““He 
knows, He loves, He cares’. 


“‘Love came down at Christmas”. 


The Two Advents 


WE rejoice in Christ’s first coming to earth “for us 
men and for our salvation’’. It is right for us so to 
rejoice, but it is reasonable to assume, writes Cyril A. 
Wheeler, that “a Second Coming of the self-same Per- 
son to this planet would be an event of hardly less sig- 
nificance to the human race, and therefore be the 
object of unflagging and enthusiastic anticipation”’. 
It is distressing that reference can be made to the first 
coming of Christ, while ignoring His second coming. 
Dr. A. Skevington Wood is timely in his observation: 
“Too often we have conceived of the Incarnation as 
the sole centre of God’s dealings with the world, when 
in reality there are two foci; the First Coming and the 
Second Coming of our Lord’. So at this Advent 
season we must come to terms with the fact that the 
Christ who came nearly two millennia ago is the One 
who is to return again. Only when these two great 
events are presented in relationship do we do justice 
to the whole counsel of God. 

There is an intriguing passage (Luke 2:25-32) con- 
cerning an aged man, Simeon, and perhaps an older 
woman, Anna the prophetess. Amid the shades of 
Jewish unbelief, “God had His few”, writes Dr. E.M. 
Blaiklock, and there they were. As the Greek philoso- 
pher said, “Give me a thought that I may live on it”, 
they were captives of a hope that was sure and stead- 
fast. As we, with them, rejoice in that same first 
coming, we also anticipate His second appearing, first 
to “catch away” His redeemed Church, and then to 
reign on the earth for a millennium of years. 

Aswe examine these two advents side by side, some 
pertinent truths emerge. They have in common that 
they are characterised by hope. Though religious hope 
is suspect to many, we believe that Christianity offers 
a hope that is superstructured on a foundation that is 
adequate to support it. Our hope is from first to last 
Biblical. 

With the story of Simeon and Anna in mind, both 
rejoicing in the realisation of that first advent, we 
underline some relevant lessons for us who await His 
second coming. 

The prophetical Nature of it 

Simeon was “waiting for the consolation of Israel” 
(v.25), while Anna “looked for redemption in Israel” 
(v.38). Both expressions of the coming Messiah are 
contained in the prophetic content of the Old Testa- 
ment. These two faithful souls saw the fulfilment of 
these prophetical Scriptures in the birth of Jesus Christ.

Centuries before His birth the Old Testament had 
told of that birth. Micah had specified the place of 
it (5:2). Isaiah had foretold that He would be born of 
a virgin (7:14), while in Daniel 9 we discern in chrono- 
logical form the precise time of it. Prophecies made 
centuries in advance were minutely fulfilled and a 
believing remnant in the nation waited for such a ful- 
filment. 

That great weight of prophetical evidence relating 
to the first coming of Christ, now fulfilled, provides 
one of the greatest proofs of the inspiration and 
trustworthiness of the Bible. Should it be thought 
incredible that what still remains unfulfilled concern- 
the future of this same Christ will find complete ful- 
filment? Predictions concerning the future return of 
Christ far outnumber those concerning His first 
coming. Approximately one quarter of revealed truth 
relates to the world’s next greatest event, the return of 
Christ. While we make much of the first advent, let us 
not overlook the fact that “unto them that look for 
Him shall He appear the second time without sin unto 
salvation (Hebrews 9:28). Bishop Moule said that 
this event will be a “‘crisis of blessing to all creation”. 

The Expectation characterising it 

God had His few and this believing nucleus was an 
expecting nucleus. Simeon “waited”, a Greek word 
meaning, “to look for with a view to favourable re-_ 
ception”. Anna “looked” for redemption, a Greek 
verb of similar derivation also suggestive of expecta- 
tion. The lamp of faith and expectation was still burn- 
ing in the land. When Jesus eventually arrived on the 
scene, the faithful, comparitively common people re- 
ceived Him. These two aged souls were typical of all 
that was best in the life of Judah. Our expectation 
should be none the less. We live “between the advents” 
and we must exercise the same trust. Concerning the 
time of the event we must not be tempted to speculate, 
since “the times and seasons” are in His hands, but 
we can discern the signs of the times and know that it 
is imminent. Like the Thessalonians we “wait for His. 
Son from heaven” (1 Thessalonians 1:10), a Greek 
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word which conveys the idea of waiting with patience 
and confident expectation. Jesus, after describing 
the effects of the second coming in separating the pre- 
pared from the unprepared, said, “Watch therefore”’ 
(Matthew 24:42), a word which has the idea of keep- 
ing awake. A blessing is extended to those who exer- 
cise such vigilance (Luke 12:37). Well did Dr. C. 
Morgan reason: “I never lay my head on the pillow 
without thinking that perhaps before I awake, the 
final morning may have dawned. I never begin my 
work without thinking that He may interrupt it and 
begin His own”. Simeon knew by divine revelation 
that, when the Messiah appeared, he would go. This 
is what His second appearance will mean for us! 

The practical Effect of it 

As Simeon waited and hoped, his manner of life 
bore testimony to the coming One: ‘“‘the same man 
was just and devout, waiting” (v.25). Of Anna, Luke 
tells us that she “departed not from the temple, but 
served God with fastings and prayers night and day” 


(v.37). They believed the prophetic utterance con- 
cerning the coming Messiah and the result was shown 
in their devout, devoted lives. 

Christ’s second coming is styled a “blessed hope” 
(Titus 2:13), a “living hope” (1 Peter 1:3), and a 
purifying hope (1 John 3:3). The hope that we shall 
be like Him tomorrow should make us desire to be 
more like Him today. The hope begets holiness. Said 
John Trapp, “That is true hope that runs out into 
holiness”. The study of prophecy is not indulgence 
in mere starry futurism, but something that should 
qualify all Christian living and service. We miss the 
whole purpose of God’s prophetic programme if it 
fails to end in purity of character. 

So, as we celebrate Christmas, let us not forget to 
anticipate the next greatest event in the prophetic 
programme, the return of our Lord for His Church. 
There is no hope like this. It brightens every mile of 
the Christian pathway, until that supreme moment 
when we shall see His lovely face.

57. Judah’s Pre-eminence (Genesis 44: 14-34)

JUDAH was certainly guilty of Joseph’s enslavement, 
for it was his idea to sell Joseph to the Midianites. The 
Bible shows that he made other very unhappy errors. 
Yet, after Joseph’s departure, Judah gradually became 
the leader of the sons of Jacob. Jacob never had the 
love for him that he had for Joseph and Benjamin, yet 
there was a developing trust and respect between them, 
and it was Judah to whom Jacob committed the care 
of Benjamin. The character of Judah was revealed 
when the new misfortune came upon them in Egypt. 
He was overwhelmed when he thought of his father’s 
grief if Benjamin did not return, so he begged to be 
allowed to remain asa Slave instead of Benjamin. His 
words to Joseph form one of the most moving pass- 
ages in the Old Testament.

What Christmas means to me

SANTA was either on strike or suffering the effects of 
fuel rationing when I left the farm and came of age. 
Somehow, all the tinsel and mystical lustre of Christ- 
mas simply vanished. Soft drink became hard and 
stupefying. The air of childish excitement, keyed-up 
anticipation and innocent glowing faces suddenly 
became a beer-sodden, hazy weekend, usually spent 
in someone else’s house. The crib of Nativity became 
a hive of activity in a frantic, frustrating effort to en- 
joy myself. I never really did. It’s strange how 
lonely a place a Christmas party can be. 

Bondi beach was overflowing with suntanned bodies 
at Christmas in Australia. Somewhere in the mad 
melee was I, trying to be happy. Submerged in a sea 
of faces, I was in more danger of drowning than ever I 
was in the twelve foot waves. It’s strange how lonely 
a place a crowd can be. 

God hates loneliness, that world-wide, soul- 
destroying malady. Estranged from God, suspicious of 
each other, mankind through the ages has pursued an 
empty, bleak, downward path, ever widening the gulf 
fixed between him and God. Christmas is the begin- 
ning of God’s answer for loneliness - reconciliation. 

To me, the meaning of Christmas is in one 
voluminous, overflowing, jump-in-the-air-for-joy word: 
EMMANUEL — God with us! 

God said to Moses, “I am come down’’, but who 
could have fellowship with a voice in a burning bush, 
or a mighty angel in a pillar of fire, or an awesome, 
burning Presence upon an annually-visited mercy seat? 
For some folk Christmas is a sombre, Sinaitic exper- 
ience of worshipping God afar off, but Christmas isn’t 
God looking down, or even reaching down, no, He 
didn’t reach down — HE CAME DOWN. He wore 
shoes. He was part of a family. He made tables and 
chairs. Wherever He went He loved people like you 
and me. It was no grudging, reluctant visitation, but 
God eagerly leaping into time and fellowship with 
men. 

Emmanuel — “The Word became flesh and dwelt 
among us’. He became what He was not previously. 
He did not cease to be God, but He became a man. 
Only deity can reveal deity, only God can express 
Godhead. Little Jesus wast Thou shy? 

Once just as small as I? 
And what did it feel to be 
Out of heaven and just like me? 

Emmanuel — a soft, snuggly Baby in a star-lit 
stable? — now I can get my mind (and my arms) 
around something like that! 
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A working-class carpenter’s Son, tired and sweaty: 
I can grow up with someone like that. A man so full 
of compassion and virtue that He overflowed the life 
of God by His every look, word and touch: I can 
follow someone like that. A Man holding the whole 
of creation together, commanding the elements, 
powers and principalities; and they obey — instantly: 
Him I can worship. 

See Him resisting Satan’s subtlest temptations and 
groaning in agony to put God’s will before His own 
natural desire to live. I can pray to someone like that, 
for He understands. A Man taking my place, spiked 
to a cross, bearing my sin and guilt as the crushing 
weight of the full wrath and righteous indignation of 
a thrice-holy God was poured upon Him, because He 
loved me. He lay down His very life for me. I can’t 
help but love Someone like that. Emmanuel means 
that we need never be alone again, now and eternally. 

If someone left a lovely gift on your doorstep, 
how would they feel if you just left it there and ig- 
nored it? How would they feel if you trampled on it 
and destroyed it without even bothering to see what it 
was? That’s what I used to do with God’s great gift. 
Like the chief priests and scribes who informed Herod 
as to the place of the Messiah’s birth, I was indifferent, 
insensitive, unconscious, uninterested and totally un- 
aware of the dawning of history’s greatest event. 
Christmas is a time of RECEIVING — God’s done the 
giving. 

One Christmas a teacher had supervised the con- 
struction of the Bethlehem stable in a corner of the 
classroom. A barn had been made and its floor 
covered with straw. In a little crib had been placed a 
tiny doll to represent Jesus. Around Him were placed 
figures of Mary and Joseph, the shepherds and the 
wise men and, beyond them, the animals. One little 
lad was so fascinated that he could hardly tear him- 
self away. He kept returning to gaze engrossed. At 
the same time the expression on his face showed that 
he was puzzled by something. 

At length the teacher asked him, “Is something 
bothering you, Johnny? Is there anything that I can 
explain?”. With his eyes glued on the manger scene, 
the lad said, “What I’d like to know is — where does 
God fit in?”’ 

Miss Christ out of Christmas and you miss Christ- 
mas. It’s not just a vague, historical fact to meditate 
on, but a glorious now experience. God with us, loving 
us NOW!

THE heavy, ugly buses grind and grumble as they 
climb the hill leading from the Jerusalem road to the 
square in the centre of Bethlehem, but peace returns 
as you step into the warm sunshine in the square. On 
one side, the fortress-like Church of the Holy Nativity 
Squares its massive shoulders and stares across at its 
rival, the Mosque, whose slender minaret reaches to- 
wards the cloudless blue of the sky. In the centre of 
the square, an American, legs apart and wide-brimmed 
hat perched precariously on the back of his head, 
focuses an expensive camera on the famous bells of 
Bethlehem, which can be seen through a rounded 
window in the bell tower above the Church. An Arab 
woman, her long, black robe splashed with a pattern 
of colourful flowers, moves silently and gracefully 
across the sunlit flagstones, while in the shadows of 
the ancient buildings framing the square, old men sit, 
brown fingers interlaced in their laps, passively watch- 
ing the world go by. 

Another ugly bus, its radiator grill looking like 
massive teeth bared in the strain of climbing the hill, 
rumbles into the square and stops with a swish of air 
brakes. Children with outstretched hands and sou- 
venir sellers cluster noisily around the descending 
passengers and then another winding crocodile of 
tourists moves slowly across the square towards the 
narrow door of the famous Church, a harassed guide 
looking back every now and then to make sure that 
the more vulnerable among his charges have at last 
escaped from the gesticulating sellers of postcards and 
crudely-carved camels. 

You follow in the wake of the tourists and, as you 
approach the Church, a man hands you a small, oblong 
card with crinkled edges. On one side the black print- 
ing, contrasting with the faded pink and blue petals of 
some small anemone like flowers, assures you that 
these Holy Land flowers have actually been placed on 
the holy manger, which somehow guarantees their 
special sanctity. The other side, less religiously, but 
nonetheless earnestly, assures you that the Oriental 
Souvenir Shop in Milk Grotto Street can provide you

with everything from mother of pearl Bibles to Crusa- 
der jackets, whatever they may be. You pocket the 
card and, stooping to pass through.the exceedingly 
low doorway of the Church, you enter the dim cool- 
ness of this ancient shrine. Great wooden struts 
support its age-weary structure. What light there is 
gleams dully on the huge, coloured spheres which 
hang, like oversized Christmas tree baubles, from the 
ceiling. Candles flicker round a gilded ikon and a 
silence heavy with the memories of centuries is bro- 
ken only by the muffled footsteps and whispering 
voices of the tourists. 

An Israeli soldier, crisply alert and efficient-looking, 
eyes you keenly as you pass the offertory box at the 
top of the steps leading to the underground cavern 
where, it is said, the Saviour of the world was born. 
If you had any illusions about the stable, this is the 
place to lose them. The Christmas card nativity 
scenes belong to another world in this gloomy cave, 
which even the inevitable glass baubles cannot save 
from drabness. Gone are the tidy outlines of thatched 
roofs and well-seasoned wooden fencing, the soft hay 
and dreamy-eyed cattle. Even the great brass star 
which marks “the exact spot where Jesus was born”’, 
as the guide solemnly points out, cannot save this 
place from looking more like a tomb than a birth- 
place. There is a barenness that the trinkets of religion 
cannot hide. You take one last look, trying to ensure 
that the mental photograph is indelibly printed, and 
pass through the heavily-curtained doorway, up the 
rough-hewn steps and eventually into the sunshine 
again. You have seen the place where it all happened. 

Or have you? The question nags at you as you 
stand on Bethlehem’s ridge looking over the surround- 
ing countryside. The terraced slopes, dotted with 
stumpy, dark green olive trees, fall away towards the 
shepherds’ fields and then rise again, first in gentle 
hills and then in the mounting savagery of the wilder- 
ness, to where the Dead Sea lies, a thin sliver of silver 
beneath the misty, blue mountains of Moab in the far 
distance. You stand in the warmth and dream, like 
the old men in the square. Ruth and Naomi come 
slowly from the wilderness. David pipes to his sheep 
in the distant fields. Samuel leans heavily on his staff 
as he mounts the hill. A carpenter and his weary wife 
move painfully along the Jerusalem road. History 


comes crowding back into Bethlehem and then the 
sudden, impatient hooting of one of those wretched 
buses jerks you back into the harsh realities of the 
twentieth century. 

You remember the Israeli soldier by the steps lead- 
ing to the manger and realise with a start that you are 
in “occupied territory”, taken from the Arabs during 
the six-day war. Then you recall that it was occupied 
territory in His day, only the troops were Roman. 
You look again at the clustered houses of Bethlehem 
and beyond them to the hills and valleys that surround 
them on all sides. Your memory jolts you. Beyond 
the intensely personal dramas that have been enacted 
here, there have also been the great tidal movements 
of history. Egyptians, Moabites, Philistines, Assyrians, 
Babylonians, Romans and Turks have all marched 
through these hills, plundering, burning, killing and 
being killed. You wonder how long it will be before 
the thunder of the guns rolls again through these 
peaceful valleys. Even as you stand and ponder, in 
faraway places — Cairo, Damascus, Washington, Mos- 
- cow, maybe in Peking — military fingers point out the 
strategic significance of these very hills on wide-spread 
maps. Whatever your view of prophecy, you feel that 
you are close to the realities of life when you stand in 
this place. Not only the memories of the past, but the 
realities of the present — that soldier in the sanctuary 
— remind you that the Middle East is the flash-point 
which could ignite the world. 

Your mind wanders back to the cave beneath the 
Church: You feel again the almost claustrophobic 
lowness of the roof and see in your mind’s eye the 
rocky walls hung with tapestries and sacred pictures. 
The smell of burning candles mingled with incense 
wafts down the corridors of memory and then you see 
again the faces, the candle-lit faces — thick-set Ameti- 
cans, angular Scandinavians, glossy-eyed Italians, sober- 
looking Britishers, analytical Germans, and the little 
Japanese with a cine camera almost as big as himself. 
Suddenly, the significance of it strikes you. Whether 
or not that was the exact place does not matter very 
much; the fact is that Bethlehem has become the 
focal point to which all men have felt drawn. They 
may be gum-chewing tourists, they may be pious but 
confused devotees of religion, they may be mere sight- 
seers or genuine Christians, but the fact that they are 
here at all points to the massive significance of Jesus 
Christ. He is inescapable. Slowly the words of Micah 
5:2-4 unfold themselves in your mind: “But thou; 
Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou be little among the 
thousands of Judah, yet out of thee shall He come 
forth unto Me that is to be ruler in Israel: whose goings 
forth have been from old, from everlasting. . .now shall 
He be great unto the ends of the earth”. Certainly, 


the ends of the earth have come to Bethlehem. 

While you stand and ponder, another coach load of 
tourists roars up the hill. Soon they, too, will trickle 
across the square towards the Church and the small 
dark-eyed children will stretch out hopeful little hands. 
That same Israeli soldier will watch them warily and 
the bearded priests will make sure that they notice the 
offertory box as well as the manger. A little later, in 
the shop in Milk Grotto Street, the proprietor, smiling 
blandly, will offer them a cup of black tea before 
inviting them to inspect his overwhelming display of 
souvenirs. Then, loaded with olive-wood donkeys, 
mother of pearl Bibles or Crusader jackets, they will 
enter the bus and roar off towards Jerusalem in time 
for dinner. 

Why do people come to Bethlehem — only to see 
the sights, to buy, souvenirs, to impress their friends 
with coloured slides? Or do they really hope to find 
Him there? What will it all mean to them when they’re 
back in Baltimore, Berlin, Bangkok or Bethnal Green 
— a sense of wonder, memory of weariness refreshed 
by black tea, or only of glass baubles gathering dust? 
Come to that, what do Bethlehem and Christmas really 
mean to you — sentimental candle-light, good food, 
exciting parcels, family reunions — nothing more? 

Scores of people lived in Bethlehem during the 
first Christmas and never saw angel or star or the Babe 
in the manger. He was in their midst, but they knew 
not the day of their visitation. Thousands of people 
visit Bethlehem each year, but they never find Him 
there. Millions will celebrate Christmas, but for them 
it is Xmas — the feast of ““X” the unknown quantity. 

Let us truly go to Bethlehem; with prayerful 
hearts and thoughtful minds let us open the Scriptures 
this Christmas. Read John 1 and gaze into those 
mysterious reaches of eternity before the “Word 
became flesh”. Turn to John 17 and hear Him speak 
of the glory He knew. Turn to Philippians 2:6-10, and 
Luke 1 and 2, and Matthew 1 and 2, and allow the 
words to speak to us again, for here is the real truth 
about Christmas. Having read, let us take time to bow 
before Him and worship Him. Christmas only becomes 
meaningful when we say, with the shepherds, “Let 
us go even to Bethlehem and see this thing that has 
happened, which the Lord has made known unto is . 

Having made the journey, like the wise men, let 
us fall down and worship Him, open our treasures, 
and give Him everything.

IT was a time-honoured custom when I was a child 
not only to hang up a long black stocking, but for 
Father Christmas to place several delightful objects 
in the toe on that never-to-be-forgotten night. There 
were always an orange, a beautifully polished apple, a 
pink sugar mouse and a bar of chocolate. | remember 
that moment of ecstasy when, in the darkness of the 
morning, I reached for my stocking and felt all the 
packages, shapes and bulges. The climax came when I 
surveyed my treasures and joyfully broke my fast by 
sampling the chocolate. 

It is a far cry from my Yorkshire childhood to the 
years that I spent on the Isle of Guernsey, yet some- 
thing I saw there reminded me of my childhood 
Christmases. In the little shop at the corner there was 
a bench along the wall for the comfort of waiting 
customers. Happily the pace of life was slower than 
it is today and one had ample time to study the adver- 
tisements in the shop while sitting waiting to be served. 
There it was - the Fry’s milk chocolate advertisement, 
with the five pictures of the little boy and the captions 
“Desperation, Pacification, Expectation, Acclamation, 
Realisation”, just as they appeared on the wrappers of 
my bars of chocolate on Christmas mornings long ago. 

Strangely enough a Guernsey friend sent me a cutt- 
ing from the local newspaper recently, telling the story 
of “Five Boys’, which long-lived advertisement was 
discontinued in 1972: “It appears that this really is 
the most aged advertisement in the business as, in 
1886, the father, uncle and grandfather of Mr. Lindsay 
Poulton created the five studies using Mr. Poulton as a 
model. Mr. Poulton is now in his late eighties and 
lives in Providence, Rhode Island, U.S.A.. Apparently 
the tears shown in the first two photographs (depicting 
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He did not use a silvery box, 
Of paper green and red;

desperation and pacification) were induced by apply- 
ing a cloth soaked in ammonia to the nape of young 
Lindsay’s neck. Fry paid £200 for the copyright , 
and, in 1902, when they introduced milk chocolate, 
decided to use the “Five Boys” on the wrapper. It has 
been used to advertise the chocolate ever since. It 
must be any copy-writer’s dream that an idea for an 
advertisement should be successful for seventy years!”’. 

I think you will agree that there is something to be 
said in favour of things that last. There is a tendency 
today to disparage some old-fashioned commodities 
and particularly so in advertising and commerce. The 
emphasis must be on the “spanking”’ new, the sensa- 
tional and the ‘“‘with it” form of media. Not all the 
old adverts and their products have lost their charm 
or usefulness, however. It isn’t always necessary to 
serve up a fresh slogan to appeal to the public. I can 
think of many reliable foods which fully bear out all 
their old adverts claim. It is ever the same when it 
comes to the more serious matters of life and faith. 
Take the ingredients which make up the story of the 
Nativity: astar, some shepherds, an angel choir, a 
stable and Mary, Joseph and the Child. These are the 
very essence of Christmas and have been its age-long 
attraction. They need no modern gimmicks to project 
their glory and truth. There has been a cry from cer- 
tain quarters in recent years that the gospel! message 
needs to be modernised to appeal to the world outside 
the Church, but I believe that the old-time gospel is 
still “the power of God unto salvation”. All that we 
need to do is “‘to tell it as it is”. 

May you all have a blessed Christmas 
and enjoy once more the full rich 
flavour of the story of the 
birth of our Saviour in all 
its age-old splendour.

THIS isa book of short readings, written from personal 
experience and purporting to help those who are sick, 
infirm and afflicted.

God’s Strategy in Human History ,by R.T. Forster and 
V.P. Marston. Published by Send The Light Trust, 
paperback price 60p, postage and packing 9p extra. 
HERE is a useful, inexpensive paperback with an 
intriguing title. Prof. F.F. Bruce in his Foreword, 
begins by attributing grace to the authors for inviting 
him, an “impenitent Augustinian and Calvinist” to 
submit the same. The Professor is here revealing his 
“theological hand”, though one would like to know 
what lies behind his claiming to be Augustinian? 
Perhaps from a reference to the treatment of Romans 
9-11 in the book one might detect or suspect an un- 
veiling of his eschatological views with regards to 
Israel’s future destiny or otherwise! However the 
views of the authors and the reviewer may or may not 
line-up, though, he states, and very rightly, that this 
book is of a thoroughly expository nature, a conviction 
that becomes very evident as one reads the book. 

Like the title, the contents reveal a grand design of 
thought covering the nature and history of the spiritual 
conflict. Part three, entitled “Key Concepts in the 
Conflict” forms an excellent word study with the 
object of analysing what the Scriptures mean when ~ 
they speak of God’s foreknowledge and predestination 
of us. Here is a complex subject dealt with in terms 
easy to be grasped. Mention must be made of the last 
twenty-five pages, appearing in small print as an 
Appendix, dealing clearly and lucidly with the subject 
of God’s and man’s wills in the matter of salvation, 
setting forth the earliest Christian teaching available 
on the subject, that of the early Christian Fathers. 

I am sure that this book will find a place on the 
shelf of every Christian desirous of getting to grips 
with such great themes.

WE have not begun to understand the almost 
shattering yet practical implications of believing that 
Jesus was “God in flesh”. As C.S. Lewis describes it, 
we live on “‘a visited planet”’. 

The historicity of Jesus is beyond doubt. There is 
more evidence for this than for Julius Casear. There 
are, apart from the Gospels, at least five Roman 
historians of the first century (Tacitus, Thallus, Seut- 
onius, Pliny and Josephus) who refer to one “Christus”, 
a Jewish prophet crucified under Pilate’s governorship 
and the Founder of a new, powerful religious move- 
ment. Jewish writers give more details of His ministry 
and the belief of many is that He was the promised 
Messiah. 

Most important, the four Gospels claim to be eye- 
witness accounts of His words and actions. It is 


extremely difficult to see how and why they could 


have been just made up. The miracle stories are so 
restrained and lacking in the fantastic embellishments 
of many contemporary tales of “marvels” that they 
must be taken seriously. The fact of Jesus Christ 
cannot be dismissed as a myth, whatever may be 
decided about the New Testament claims as to who he 
was. If He really was God and Man the remarkable 
things about Him are credible — shouldwe not expect 
His birth to be unusual and that He should have 
authority over physical and spiritual powers of nature, 
sickness and death? 

The advent of Christ brings into prominence two of 
the Church’s chief doctrines, the Incarnation and the 
Virgin Birth. Controversy has raged around the doct- 
rine of Christology. Christ’s unique history from the 
manger to the throne has been investigated, criticised, 
attacked, assailed on every hand. More particularly in 
our day the Virgin Birth has been the object of attack. 
“Stop your ears,” said Ignatius, a companion of the 
Apostle John, “when any one speaks to you at variance 
with the truth that Jesus Christ was conceived by the 
Virgin Mary of the seed of David but by the Holy 
Ghost”. Anselm remarked, “God can form man in 
four ways: from a man and a woman, as constant 
custom shows; from neither man nor woman, as Adam; 
from man without woman as Eve; or from a woman 
without a man, as the Son of God”’. 

Belief in the Virgin Birth of our Lord affects the 
doctrines of original sin, the sinlessness of Jesus, the 
whole nature of the Atonement and Salvation and the 
bodily resurrection and ascension of Christ. 

What is the practical significance of belief in the 
Incarnation and Virgin Birth of Christ? Young people

today are encountering members of heretical sects 
and almost every one can be identified by its in- 
adequate view of the Person of Jesus Christ. Watery 
ideas about these truths cause young folk to lapse 
into vague ideas. It is important that they should 
realise the splendour of the full doctrine of Christ. 

In A.D. 325 the bishop of Alexandria and his young 
deacon, Athanasius, before a huge council of the 
Church presided over by the Emperor Constantine 
himself, insisted on the description of the Person of 
Christ which we now have substantially in the Nicene 
Creed as the only official view to be held by the 
Church. For fifty years Athanasius fought to have this 
recognised. He was deposed, exiled and ridiculed for 
his strong views — “Athanasius against the world!”, 
Church leaders scoffed. Yet gradually they were 
brought to see that Jesus Christ must indeed be nothing 
less than “of the same substance and essence as God 
the Father”. Athanasius devoted his whole life to 
insisting on this truth, because he realised that only if 
Christ were truly God as well as truly man could He 
save us and restore us to full fellowship with God.Our 
whole assurance of salvation depends on whom we 
believe Jesus to be. 

“If Jesus Christ be God and died for me, then 
nothing is too much for me to do for Him” were the 
words of the famous cricketer, C.T. Studd, as he gave 
up an exciting career to go as a missionary to inland 
China. This is the inevitable decision of one who truly 
believes that Jesus is God. 

For many people Christmas has no larger context 
than that of an annual occasion to be celebrated with 
hilarity and mirth. 

For the Christian the message of the Christmas 
season is that God sent His son. He is “Emmanuel” 
— “God with us”. This is what Christmas meant on 
that first occasion. This is what it continues to mean 
even in our sophisticated twentieth century.

Monday, December 24th Luke 1:57-80 


“Thou shalt go before the face of the Lord to 
prepare His ways” (v.76). 
FOR a royal visit to a city in ancient times men were 
employed to clear the roads and smooth the way to 
provide easy access. John ever acknowledged that this 
was his mission in relation to Christ as prophesied in 
Isaiah 40:3,4).We may all share in this mission and by 
personal witness prepare the way for the Lord to come 
into the hearts of men and women. Conversion may 
come as a crisis experience in an evangelistic service, 
but an examination of the experiences of most people 
would reveal that the crisis only followed faithful 
_ witness, personal interest and earnest praying by 
others who showed concern for them. 


Tuesday, December 25th Luke 2:1-20 
“And when they had seen it, they made known 
abroad”’ (v.17). 
THE essence of Christmas is the joy of sharing what 
we have with others. The shepherds returned to their 
earthly occupation with the thrill of their experience 
filling their hearts with joy and their lips with praise 
(v.20). Not content with their personal joy, they 
shared it with everyone whom they met. If we have 
experienced the joy of finding “the Saviour. . Christ 
the Lord’’,it should be our desire and delight to “make 
it known abroad”’. 


Wednesday, December 26th Luke 2:21-40 
“Lord, now lettest Thou Thy servant depart in 
peace”’ (v.29). 


“DEPART” is literally “loose away” and was used 
for unfastening the moorings of a vessel ready for 
a voyage. Simeon has no fear of death, but the pros- 
pect is so pleasing that he cries, “Lord, loose me from 
this world and let me go”. Paul uses a similar ex- 
pression in Philippians 1:20, where he expresses a 
desire to “depart to be with Christ”; the word he uses 
means “to pull up the anchor”. This is the true view 
of death for believers, for we go to be “with Christ, 
which is far better’’. 


Thursday , December 27th Luke 2:41-52 
“Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, and in 

favour with God and man”’ (v.52). 

HERE is the perfect development of the Child Jesus. 


“Wisdom”, here is mental development, “stature” 
physical development and “‘in favour with God”’ spirit- 
ual development. The State today with its education 
programme and its National Health service does much 
for the mental and physical development of our chil- 
dren, but the responsibility for their spiritual develop- 
ment rests with the parents. May God help all Christian 
parents to be faithful in this most essential duty. 


Friday , December 28th Titus 1:1-16 
“Titus, mine own son after the common faith” 
(v.4). 
PAUL’S calling Titus his son indicates that he was 
responsible for his conversion. What pleasure Paul 
must have had in seeing his convert so developing in 
spiritual things that he was able to delegate authority 
to him in church government, teaching and discipline. 
He acknowledged him as his equal: “‘my brother” 
(2 Corinthians 2:13); “my partner” (2 Corinthians 8: 
23); and ‘“‘of the same spirit”? (2 Corinthians 12:18). 
The aim of every preacher should be to get his con- 
verts to share in the work of the kingdom and of every 
convert to be able to accept such responsibilities. 


Saturday, December 29th Titus 2:1-15 
“Adorn the doctrine of God our Saviour in all 
things” (v.10). 
THIS message, addressed to slaves, is an appeal for them 
to allow the grace of God to be seen in their daily 
occupation. By giving faithful, obedient, honest and 
efficient service to their masters, they witnessed to the 
power of the gospel. ““Adornment” is “outward array”, 
but it can be an evidence of what is in the heart. The 
world does not see what we do in church nor hear 
what we pray, but it does see what we are in our daily 
work and in our relationships with others. Seek to 
adorn the doctrine! 


Sunday, December 30th Titus 3:1-15 

“Maintain good works for necessary uses” (v.14). 
BECAUSE good works cannot secure our salvation - 
(v.5), we are not exempted from performing them. 
Good works can be an evidence of our salvation and 
are the fruit of the life of God within us. “And let 
our people learn to practise fine deeds that they may 
be able to supply all necessary needs” (Barclay’s trans- 
lation).We live ina very needy world and our Christian 
compassion should urge us to do whatever we can to 
bring help to those who need it.

Editorial 


“IN HAPPY NEW YEAR!” — as | write these words they sound trite, 
for the prospects are not bright. Indeed the B.B.C. news programme 
compere this very morning said that he had found one cheerful item 
“amid the encircling gloom”, all the other comments being regarding 
Northern Ireland’s troubles, the rail go-slow, oil shortages, Israel versus 
Syria, and the electricity cuts and voltage reductions. ‘‘Encircling 
gloom” was too apt a description for comfort! 

One of my colleagues drew my attention to an expression used in 
Parliament the day before, to the effect that it was impossible to call 
for a Dunkirk spirit in a casino society. Certainly the nation’s grim ' 
mood at the moment would seem to indicate something of a lack of 
fighting spirit and an overplus of fear, perhaps of the loss of creature 
comforts. 

For the Christian, however, this must be part and parcel of his out- 
look, that is, that he recognises the problems which must attach them- 
selves to the world order because of sin. This world is not his home and 
he realises that the fact that men in general reject the written Word and 
the living Word must bring sad consequences. The current interest in 
the last war has surely only shown how futile are men’s efforts to bring 
about an equitable, peace-loving society for the world. The so-called 
Western powers have lived too long on cheap raw materials, often at the 
expense of the folk from whose countries they were obtained. If 
nations like Britain and America at the same time broadcast their afflu- 
ence via news, radio and television, they must not be surprised if 
peoples who have gone from the camel to the jet, from the drum to 
television in one generation, now that they have seen the opulence (by 
their standards) of ordinary people in the West, want similar conditions 
immediately. From the human standpoint, who can blame them? 

We cannot help but return to a familiar theme, perhaps the most 
important one of the day. That is that we need revival. Doctors are 
always anxious to diagnose the cause of a disease. They treat symptoms 
only, when they cannot really get at the root problem behind the mal- 
ady. Such piecemeal treatment must fail, for it does not overcome the 
true power behind the infection. We are anxious to make clear that the 
trouble with all of us is sin, not just sins, but sin. Only the blood of 
Jesus can cleanse it away.

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IN February my Sparkbrook Assembly will be 
celebrating. Forty years ago George Jeffreys turned 
the key to open the permanent building which, with 
‘about £10,000 worth of recent improvements, still 
hums with activity as we proclaim the truths of 
Pentecost. 

The particular truth which drew the original (and 
often sensation-seeking) crowds was that God works 
miracles today. The Principal (as we called him) had 
brought his opponents out in force over this issue. The 
1930s were still profoundly affected by the crude 
mechanistic views of the universe by which the 
Victorian agnostics and scientists had disproved God 
for ever in their smug minds. Science could explain 
everything — or would soon: what blind faith! Then 
came the Pentecostal evangelists .. . ! 

I’ve just watched, in 1973, a young man break 
steel objects and set going watches with parts missing 
simply by concentrating his thought upon them. 
Spoons were bent on tables 200 miles away where the 
broadcasts were received. The most exhaustive tests 
have obliged scientists toadmit that they haveno way to 
explain it. For that matter many Christians don’t 
know how to explain it either. Is it God, Satan, 
psychokenesis or some other reality? I think that 
I could suggest what is happening, but that is not my 
present subject. 

In 1974 there must be very few people surviving 
the age of complete disbelief in some kind of super- 
nature. There’s more in creation than meets the eye. 

This has made possible the success of the appeal of 
deep meditation, witchcraft, spiritualism, astrology 
and horoscopes, mind reading, palmistry, healers, and 
general occultism. Indirectly it has created conditions 
favourable to the spread of organisations exploiting 
a multitide of “departures from the faith” either total, 
or partial. 

This situation has, however, strangely not brought 
any apparent rush into Christian churches, not even 
those which teach a supernatural form of Christianity. 
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What's “in the Air” 
for 1974? 


The thoughts of the President-Elect on his forthcoming year in office

Why? 

The reason is disturbing. People may be open to 
new doctrines and theories whether they include super- 
naturalismor not, but they want to show their rejection 
of the disciplines of the Christian life-way.The attempt 
to get what Christianity offers — the knowledge of God 
and peace — by other means than the orthodox manner 
common in Christendom for 2000 years, isa form of 
rebellion. Motivated by truculent attitudes towards 
Church truth, thousands turn toward Yogi, Transcend- 
entalism, and even the exercises of yoga. It has prod- 
uced the flourishing devotees of violence, karate, aikido, 
and tai-chi ch’uan, all of which like to demonstrate 
their success in using the unseen powers of the universe 
without resort to Christian belief. 

Far from the interest in the occult giving us hope 
that the tide will swing towards Christ, it is a greater 
evidence of the determination of multitudes to have 
nothing to do with Him and to find spiritual power by 
other means. It is an expression of freedom without 
responsibility. 

Therefore the message to communicate — if we can 
— is the old-fashioned one of repentance. Ephesians 
2 (in the French version) reads that “‘we are the sons 
of the rebellion”. What has to be repented of is not 
merely drunkenness or loose attitudes towards morals, 
but a hearty dislike for submission to Jesus Christ. 
Everybody who breaks British law (and who doesn’t?) 
is not a rebel, but there are sworn revolutionaries and 
agitators completely opposed to the British way of life. 
In the world of spiritual response, we are all opposed 
to the authority of Christ until we repent, yield to His 
will, and accept His pardon and forgiveness through 
the blood of the cross. 

Pentecostals are thorough-going subjects of Christ. 
There must be no parley or dialogue with Christ-reject- 
ors, no compromise of half-friendship with those who 
talk of being in tune with the infinite or discovering 
their oneness with all things and God in the depths 
of their being. This is all grossest sin, because it is 


man’s final attempt to reach God without Christ or 
His cross, or even without a moral change of heart. 

Once this Christless supernaturalism becomes a 
general feature of society, man will have reached the 
final stages of lawlessness. Israel also reached out in 
her apostasy for the wonderful superstitions of pagan 
gods, and then judgment fell. Modern Syncretism — 
one religion comprised of all religions — as a return to 
the Roman Pantheon. 

We know what will happen when the times of false 
miracles come, if possible deceiving the very elect; 
Christ will come also. The last days will not be un- 


supernatural, but full of the supernatural. Pentecostals 
must maintain their witness to the faith once delivered 
to the saints,in which God is known through a crucified 
Christ, and the manifestation of the unseen realm is 
looked for through the gifts of the Holy Spirit — the 
HOLY Spirit, for many other spirits are gone forth 
into the world. 

What is “‘in the air’ for 1974? The prince of the 
power of the air — still. Let us prepare to stand against 
his last great onslaught and we shall overcome by the 
word of our testimony and by the blood of the Lamb. 
In 1974 these words become peculiarly significant.

In their presentation 
of the gospel Ron Jonesand Len Mageetouch old chords 
and are living examples that Christ is relevant to 
modern youth. The days were spent in visiting schools 
and in accepting any other openings that we were able 
to make.

BURSTING! 


Ted Spender writes on 
the work of Elim Bible College 


FOLLOWING one of his early. military successes 
David named the battlefield “Bursting” (2 Samuel 
5:20, Living Bible), because, he said, the Lord had 
burst through his enemies like a raging flood. The 
sensation of bursting aptly describes the past year at 
E.B.C. and the present situation. Every department 
has seen tremendous expansion. 

The theology school saw a record number of stud- 
ents graduate, a record number stay for the second 
year and another record number of students began the 
course. Sixty-eight students are now in this school. 


Accommodation is at such a premium, that, at one 
time, one young married couple were camping in the 
Principal’s own caravan, and now and again the studio 
becomes a dormitory. 

Student ministry has also increased, parties going 
as far as to Whitehaven in the North to Brussels and 
Paris in the South (we joined the E.E.C., too!) and to 
over sixty other centres in between.Two of our young 
men spent the summer in youth camps in Canada and 
a newly-formed singing group plans to visit the States 
next April. A new development was the production of 
the presentation “Crux” by Neil Martin. This has al- 
ready been given at Barking, Kensington, Eltham, Wat- 
ford, Eastbourne and Yeovil, and has brought several 
decisions. Many enquiries have come in and a number 
of venues are planned for next year. 

The language school has also swelled in numbers. 
Since January Ist, over 160 students have attended at 
different times. Many more applicants could not be 
given places. Those who came represented Finland, 
Sweden, Denmark, Hungary, West Germany, Swit- 
zerland, France, Italy, Belgium, Austria, Yugoslavia, 
Iran, Portuguese Guinea, Japan, Hong Kong, Peru and 
Mexico. We are happy that our prayer times are en- 
tiched by so many other languages, but also that a 
number of these students who did not know the Lord 
when they came received Him before they left. A high- 
light ofthe year wasaservice round the swimming pool 
in which ten overseas students were baptised. This 
service was shared with a youth camp from Basing- 
stoke Baptist Church. Their pastor, Barney Coombes, 
gave a short message and a number of those young 
people responded to his appeal. 


Our ministry as a conference centre has continued 
to encourage us. Close on 2,000 people have attended 
weekend house parties and holiday weeks. A number 
of university Christian unions and local church groups 
of several denominations make E.B.C. their regular 
annual venue. Quite large groups also came from Bel- 
gium and Germany. We are aware that house parties 
play a big part in bringing many young people to 
Christ and, although we play a more temporal role 


here, we are convinced that preparing meals and wash- 
ing dishes is an important thrust for evangelism. In 
addition to the figure given, over 200 school age chil- 
dren were brought to camps arranged by other evan- 
gelistic organisations on our grounds. 

The Capel Bible Week was another highlight of the 
years. Accommodation was fully booked, and crowds 
of well over 1,500 attended each evening session. 
Miracles of healing were evidenced and many felt a 
tremendous new touch from the Holy Spirit. 

Earlier in the year the Crusade for World Revival 
held a training week here, during which one man who 
had lost the use of a leg was wonderfully healed. 
Having arrived on crutches, he was able to play foot- 
ball before going home! These conference ministries 
mean that E.B.C. has become a part of the personal 
geography of not just the Elim family, but of the much 
wider Christian community at least of the South-East. 
Bookings are heavy and we have been sorry to dis- 
appoint a number of enquirers whose numbers would 
have been too large. 

A vigorous programme of extensions is planned, 
believing that the ministries with which God has bles- 
sed us He would have us to enlarge. Please be with us 
in prayer through the coming year that this expansion 
may go on without our actually reaching bursting 
point.

IT isno meagre task to constrict the activities of twelve 
months into a paltry 1,300 words, but this is the 
commission and if some items are omitted I must 
crave your indulgence. I trust that these thoughts 
will stir acceptable memories and provoke thanksgiving 
to God. 


January set the standard for the year with the Move- 
ment called to a special week of prayer. There are 
many things which we have in this affluent day which 
we could well do without, but the essential which the 
Church cannot jettison, whatever the age, is PRAYER. 
Several New Year conventions surely felt the benefit 
of this concerted intercession. 


February held the occasion when the members of the 
Executive Council and the Evangelistic Committee 
met the District Superintendents at Elim Bible College, 
Capel, to discuss various aspects of how to expand the 
work and reach out for the souls of men and women. 
A plan for presbytery evangelism was mooted and it 
was warmly received in general and the necessity now 
is for the project to get under way. 


March saw many activities including the opening of 
splendid new premises for the churches at Weoley 
Castle, Birmingham, Marton, Blackpool, and St. Helens 
Lancashire. A very profitable visit was made to Head- 
quarters when Pastor L.V.D. Tiller called during his 
furlough from that turbulent centre of historic and 
prophetic significance, Israel. We learned much of 
the current customs, restrictions and prospects of that 
noble, little country and of the problems faced when 
one’s purpose is to introduce God’s nation to its 
Messiah. Towards the close of the month Elim and 
Assemblies of God ministers met in Conference at 
Swanwick in Derbyshire and the benefit of the bibli- 
cal expositions matched the uplift gained through the 
delightful fellowship. New territory was also pene- 
trated by the pioneer campaign in Birkenhead. For 
many years opportunity had been sought to establish 
a work in this Cheshire centre and at last the vision 
has been accomplished. The Elim Assembly is now 
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comfortably housed in what was originally a Welsh 
Presbyterian Church. Another crusade also was in 


progress at Rotherham 
in Yorkshire and there 
Carol Horner received 
her wonderful healing 
from multiple sclerosis. 


April also opened with a week devoted to prayer 
which laid an excellent foundation for the great Easter 
celebrations. It was a delight to see our largest con- 
gregation since the war at the Royal Albert Hall. The 
appearance of D.G. Hathaway, newly released from 
Czechoslovakia, caused quite a stir, but the greatest joy 
came in the response to the gospel message. We had 
our share on the B.B.C. with a broadcast from the City 
Temple, Cardiff and also the London Crusader Choir 
appearing on Sunday Half-hour. 


May, of course, was the month of our annual Con- 
ference at St. Annes, which proved to be the largest 
we have had to date and witnessed baptisms in the 
Spirit, people finding salvation and the real joy of 
Christian fellowship within the Elim family. This 
occasion also saw the introduction of the book writ- 
ten by our President entitled, “The Spirit-filled 
Church”. Campaigns were held in Cannock and 
Grimsby and the “Helps” call went out for the pur- 
chase of the building for the newly-formed assembly 
at Birkenhead. The appeal realised about £2,000. 
The Elim Pentecostal Church in Edinburgh moved its 
abode and took up its new residence in a magnificent 
church building situated centrally on the renowned 
George IV Bridge. 


June saw a marquee erected in the centre of Middleton 
a Lancashire town not far from Manchester. This 
pioneer campaign has resulted in the establishment 
of another Elim church, housed in what was once a 
Gospel Hall. The College Open Day surpassed all ex- 
pectation, the weather was magnificent, the company 
who gathered was the largest ever, the quality of the 
meetings was excellent and the hospitality abundant. 
One of our retired ministers, A.J.K. Magee, passed to 
his eternal reward. 


July followed the quarterly pattern and was launched 
with a week of prayer. Burnham-on-Crouch is a small 
town, known usually for its yachting facilities, but 
now known also for its Elim church opened this 
month. Its formation was the outcome of the initia- 
tive of a group of worthy friends loyal to the Pente- 
costal message. In the Midlands an unusual rally took 
place. Worcester Cathedral was graciously loaned to 
us for the occasion and well over 1,000 people packed 
that ecclesiastical edifice and caused its nave and 
transepts to ring with lusty songs of praise. Another 
-of our retired ministers, W.J. Allen, was called home. 


August was not only holiday month, but canvas 
month for our Movement. Youth camps could be 
found in Maldon, Bridlington, the Isle of Wight, Great 
Harwood and the Gower Coast. Canvas spread beyond 
the camps to envelop crusades in Macclesfield, 
Palmer’s Green, London, and Southport. We hear that 
there has been increase in each of these assemblies and 
hopes are high for the future. 

September welcomed home Dr. and Mrs. Brien from 
Rhodesia for the first furlough in seventeen years. 
They arrived just in time for the Missionary Conven- 
tion in Cheltenham. Vacation Venture was held in 
Jersey, a pioneer tent campaign in Exmouth and a 
crusade in the Town Hall in Alloa, Clackmannanshire. 


Two youth rallies were held, the annual national event 
in London and a northern one in Bradford. 


October brought the final week of the special prayer 
periods for 1973. On the other side of the world, 
Pentecostals from all nations gathered in Seoul, Korea, 
for the tenth World Conference. Bristol City Temple 
celebrated its 21st anniversary and Ashbourne church 
recognised its golden jubilee with a campaign in the 
Town Hall. Tamworth church planned special services 
to commemorate its fiftieth anniversary, but in the 
same month one of its first pastors, who later became 
Elim’s first Secretary-General, E.J. Phillips, was pro- 
moted to higher service — a brother esteemed, an archi- 
tect approved, a gentleman admired and a Christian 
rewarded. : 


The Clapham Church was packed beyond capacity 
for the annual Ordination Service when twelve candi- 
dates were ordained to the ministry. A pioneer rally 
was held in Solihull, the Liverpool Church conducted 
its own local campaign and the Dewsbury Church 
showed initiative by launching out with the gospel 
into nearby Heckmondwike. 


November heard the call for “HELP” on behalf of the 
South Shields church, now eighteen months old and 
looking stronger. During this period the Church had 
been successful in renting some disused Presbyterian 
halls, but now the opportunity had come to purchase 
the whole premises and the Church went forward in 
faith. The challenge of the gospel was carried into the 
new town of Skelmersdale in Lancashire, the Tyne- 
Tees Presbytery ventured into the mining area of 
Boldon, and Belfast, troubled for so long with guerilla 
warfare, heard of the peace of God through the Raven- 
hill Crusade. 


December, as it draws 1973 to a close, witnesses a 
campaign at The Lanes, Brighton. We wish to express 
our gratitude to God for His goodness, even though we 
long for fuller and greater blessing, growth and devel- 
opment at home and overseas. We would place on 
record our appreciation for the magnificent loyalty 
and support that has come from our entire Movement, 
without which nothing of consequence would have 
been achieved. We now take this opportunity of

Little did we realise last Easter that the inter- 
national scene would change so dramatically before 
Easter 1974. Today the apparently impossible has 
happened, in that against that tiny country of Israel, 
with its some 3,000,000 population, whole vast con- 
tinents and countries of the world are lined up. The 
fulfilment of Zechariah’s prophecy that Jerusalem 
would be made a burdensome stone for all nations, 
and that God would gather all nations against Jerusa- 
lem to battle can already be seen in embryo. Surely 
the days are short, the time for service drawing quickly 
to its close. 

Some thousands of us last Easter in the Royal 
Albert Hall stood to indicate that we would lead one 
soul to Christ before Easter 1974. I wonder if you 
who are reading this are among that number, and if 
you have fulfilled your undertaking. If you have not, 
remember time is fast running out. 

We seem rarely to discuss the state of the lost. Yet 
at the back of every saved person’s mind there must 
surely be the thought of the multitudes that are lost. 
It seems easier to create compassion for society’s pre- 
dicament; indeed it seems easier to change society 
than to convert individuals. 

The saving of souls is the most demanding and 
costly of all human activities — not costly in terms of 
cash, but in terms, if we may quote from another con- 
text, of blood and tears and toil and sweat. It would 
seem that what it cost the Son of God to save the lost 
will also be the cost to us if we are faithful to our 
calling. If we think in terms of growth, expansion, of 
rescuing people from social evils, the motive is not 
powerful enough to prompt the necessary sacrifice. 
Jesus Christ came not to change men or to change 
society; He came to save sinners. In the measure that 
we lack the dedication of Jesus we shall lack in soul- 
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Soul-winning

winning. The apostles put into practice all Christ’s 
demands. The new converts immediately following 
Pentecost did likewise, hence; the amazing results. 

Alas, how quickly lack of dedication came in! Paul 
writes to the Philippians about his problems, “All 
seek their own” he writes, “not the things which be 
Jesus Christ’s”. One would hardly imagine such wide- 
spread self-seeking in those days. Paul has to write to 
the Corinthians on their having the best of both 
worlds, this world and the world to come, but the 
apostles were destined to be living sacrifices every day 
and then to prepare for slaughter at the end. : 

We still think that if we pull the right trigger, 
throw the right switch, get the right person, pay the 
right money, these will compensate for lack of personal 
dedication to the task of personal soul-winning. Yet 
the spread of truth has always been by dedicated, 
fired-up individuals; people with vision, people with 
passion, people with a love for Jesus, a love for people 
and a fear of judgment. 

We do not minimise the difficulties of witnessing; 
neither should we exaggerate them. One of the signs 
of the last days, Jesus said, would be that, because 
iniquity would abound, the love of many would wax 
cold. Are we tempted, as so many appear to be, to 
weaken in our witnessing because apathy, cynicism, 
and permissiveness abound? If we succumb to this 
temptation it means, whatever excuse we may make, 
that our love is waxing cold. 

Dedication, vision, passion, love, fire — what aban- 
donment to our calling do these words conjure up! 
Let us pray that God will give us dedication to Him- 
self, a vision of Hell, a passion for mankind, the love 
of Christ to constrain us, and the fire of the Holy 
Ghost within us. 

Our most urgent need today is not oil, not money, 
not methods, not the capture of the media, but the 
acceptance of our own personal responsibility for 
those with whom we come into touch day by day. If 
each of us did his part there would be no need of any 
other method. Alas “methods” are often only a 
means of transferring to someone else the responsibil- 
ity which is ours.

4. We will keep our tongues from speaking what is to 
the discredit of absent persons, whether it be true 
or false, because thus to speak is not doing to 
others as I would that they should do to me (James 
aml 2): 

5. We will read our Bibles more, including at least 
one chapter a day of the inspired Epistles, that our 
knowledge of our personal and relative duties may 
be constantly on the increase (Psalm 119:97; John 
5:39; 2 Peter 3:1, 2). 

6. In hearing the preached word, we will judge our- 
selves rather than the preacher, always remembering 
that God has given us the privilege of hearing the 
gospel, not to amuse us, but to instruct and edify 
us (2 Corinthians 5: 18-20; 1 Thessalonians 5:12,13). 

7. We will pray every day for the outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit onevery church,and for a new anointing 
onthe church to which we belong and upon all man- 
kind (Psalm 34:15; Matthew 6:6). 

8. As often as possible we will attend the weekly 
meetings for prayer and Bible study, by so doing 
to strengthen the fellowship and encourage the 
minister (Matthew 18:19, 20; 2 Thessalonians 3:1; 
1 Timothy 2:8; Hebrews 13:18). 

9. We will seek to persuade all upon whom we have 
any influence to attend the house of God (Romans 
10:14). 

10.We will do all in our power to get people to give 
themselves to Jesus Christ and to join the Church. 
We are assured that there cannot be a good reason 
for not doing so (Matthew 10:32, 33; 12:30; 16: 
24-26; Luke 12:8, 9; 1 Thessalonians 5:11). 

11.That God’s service may be to us perfect freedom, 
we will cherish as our sole motive,in doing or giving, 
grateful love to our Saviour (John 14:21; 1 Corin- 
thians 10:31). 


12. We will seek to strengthen our purpose by the 
recollection that to act upon these, or similar 
resolutions will, at least, add greatly to our own 
spiritual benefit (Job 17:9). 

13.We will refresh our memory as to these resolutions 
at least once a week, seriously examining how far 
we have kept them, and with what promptitude 
and zeal (Proverbs 4:25, 26).

Thoughts from 
the Book of Genesis 


58. Joseph reveals Himself (Genesis 45:1) 
by F. Lavender, Pastor of our Croydon Church 


THE earnest plea of Judah clearly moved Joseph so 
deeply that he was unable to contain his feelings any 
longer,so he revealed his identity to his brothers. They 
were very troubled by his presence and were probably 
afraid, too, because they thought that he would 
surely take his revenge on them. 

Joseph, therefore, tried to set their minds at rest by 
explaining the matter and by showing them how God 
had overruled the evil whichthey had done to him. He 
told them that the famine would get far more severe, 
but that, through Joseph, Jacob and his family would 
be saved. If Joseph had not gone to Egypt, the family 
would have starved, yet he went to Egypt only 
because his brothers sold him as a slave. 

Joseph, his brothers and Jacob himself learned deep 
lessons. From them we realise that the Lord’s dealings 
with us are always faithful and never meaningless. 
Joseph’s obedience to his father seemed to lead him 
into trouble. For years things seemed to go from bad 
to worse, yet he found that the Lord was guiding his 
circumstances. The brothers discovered how great 
are the mercy and grace of God, for He overruled their 
evil and envy in order to bless them. Jacob found 
that the Lord had been leading even in the darkness 
of his heartache. 

Let us not fear our circumstances, difficulties and 
darkness, because the same faithful God is with us and 
will fulfil His purposes for us. The time will come 
when we will know and understand His working. In 
the meantime let us trust Him. 
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I HAVE no recollection of ever having made a New 
Year resolution and the likelihood of such a policy 
must wane even more with passing years. The nearest 
to a resolution, perhaps more a prayer and desire, 
would be to emulate the words of Paul when he wrote: 
“That I may know Him, and the power of His res- 
urrection, and the fellowship of His sufferings, being 
made conformable unto His death” (Philippians 3:10). 
These words have occupied a special place in my life 
for almost forty-two years, though never as a New 
Year resolve nor awaiting an annual renewal. 

I was alone in a railway carriage as the train started 
and I was now breaking the links of home to begin my 
ministry for God. Soon I was reading my copy of 
THE ELIM EVANGEL and found the main article 
with the title: “PAUL’S ASPIRATION”. How 
appropriate and appealling that was to me at the very 
moment when I had one aspiration seemingly — the 
ministry! That the article was written by my first 
Pastor, dear Samuel Gorman, made me even more 
interested. The text was as above and, to express it 
concisely, Paul’s aspiration was to know Christ in all 
His fulness, as the verse indicates. In the empty com- 
partment,I knelt down before the train was out of the 
town boundary, asking God for grace to put Christ 
completely first in my life aspiring to know Him above 
any other aspiration that I might envisage in the new 
life before me asa minister. This has never deteriorated 
to a mere hobby-horse, but remains a first priority. 
It is possible and conceivable to be mistaken or for me 
to misunderstand the motive of my life (and I have 
come so far short even consciously) in relegating all 
else as less important that this even for a minister, but 
I have never felt cause to disbelieve that we are nearer 
what is right in other things, the nearer we are to Christ. 
I think the same thought has been expressed by an- 
other, even if seemingly looking at it from the opposite 
angle: “We cannot be right in the rest, if we do not 
think rightly of Him”’. 

The year now almost ended has sent almost fright- 
ening tremors in many spheres of life, internationally 
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and in our homeland, and the prospects for the year 
before us scarcely appear more promising, though God 
has continued to bless His work in wonderful ways. 
We pray for even greater movings of God. In all 
our ministry,mission and motive for God and to bring 
others to Him, may every aspiration be crowned by ~ 
daily increasingly knowing Christ in our own lives.

THE EAST 


HOW thrilling and fascinating is the thought of the 
East to the Western mind, whether it is the Near 
East, the Middle East or the Far East. We conjure up 
pictures of deserts with caravans of camels, or hun- 
dreds of junks on which Chinese are born, live and die. 
We imagine mysterious happenings in such surround- 
ings. 

When we read the Christmas story we are told of 
the wise men making their long journey to Jerusalem 
because they had seen His star in the East. Lew 
Wallace, in the opening chapters of Ben Hur, captures 
the reader’s imagination as he describes three wise men 
coming each from a different country to a common 
meeting-point to go to Israel. Incidentally, this was 
the only book that Lew Wallace wrote. He had been 
an atheist and was challenged by Robert Ingersoll to 
write a book proving that Jesus Christ had never lived. 
His research not only proved that He had, but Wallace’s 
reading of the four Gospel stories led him to discover 
Jesus as the Saviour of the world, which resulted in his 
being born again. 

The wise men went to much trouble to find the 
Christ Child and great was their joy when they suc- 
ceeded. They gave Him their gifts of gold, frankin- 
cense and myrrh and in so doing met the needs of 
Mary and Jospeh: gold for the journey to Egypt and 
their sojourn there, frankincense to give to the priests 
when the Chila was dedicated, and myrrh for Mary’s 
purification. 

Have you a need this Christmas-time? God owns 
the silver and the gold and the cattle on a thousand 
hills. Pray about your need. He may not send wise 
men from the East to meet your need, but He has a 
thousand ways in which to answer prayer. Don’t wait 
until all other things have failed and then try prayer. 
Try it first! It is amazing how it works!

(Psalm 107:2) 


“IT’S always made a noise since its conversion’, 
complained a housewife speaking over the phone on 
“Tuesday Call’; the B.B.C. radio programme. She was 
referring to her gas radiator which had been converted 
to natural gas. 

I was struck by the remark and instinctively applied 
to the statement a New Testament connotation. Con- 
version is a splended word and simple to understand, 
for it just means to turn about, to have a change of 
heart, yet its effect is profound. The Lord Jesus was 
very forthright when using this word (Matthew 18:3). 
He cut right across the disciples’ rather petty question 
of prestige in the kingdom of heaven by saying, “Verily 
I say unto you, except ye be converted, and become 
as little children, ye shall not enter into the kingdom 
of heaven”’. 

So the need for a complete change of heart and of 
direction in life was urged by the Saviour. I am em- 
phasising it because this aspect of the gospel message 
is neglected by many people. The lack of teaching on 
conversion was brought home to me when attending 
a week of “Living Word” study classes. On the night 
when we studied John 3:1-21, out of a group of eight 
people only four confessed to an experience of con- 
version; the others were equally firm that they knew 
nothing of such a change. 


Having established the meaning of conversion and 
the essential need for everyone to admit that, because 
of personal sin, repentance first and then a change of 
heart and of aim in life must take place, I want to 
bring you back to the noisy, converted gas radiator. 
We may deplore such an annoying piece of apparatus, 
but a bit more noise from converted people would be 
welcome. When giving out invitations to a Christian 
book party in my home, a young housewife and neigh- 
bour was most embarrassed when refusing the invitation 
to attend. She seemed such a nice girl and her excuse 
pathetically lame. I learned later that this neighbour 
is a member of the Exclusive Brethren and apparently 
is forbidden to associate with those of other per-

suasions. What a pity she didn’t open up and tell me 
that she had an experience of conversion. could have 
then explained that my book party was a gospel out- 
reach to get Bibles and Christian literature into non- 
Christian homes,a means of witnessing in my home to 
my unconverted neighbours. I certainly would have 
valued her help and fellowship in prayer. 

A young man was converted at a Salvation Army 
Hall one Sunday night. A week passed by and on Sun- 
day morning the local Salvation Army Officer greeted 
him: “Tell me, how did you get on at work now you 
are a Christian?”. “Fine”, replied the young fellow 
“they haven’t found out yet’. We may laugh at his 
naivety, but the necessity remains that we should show 
by word and deed that we are converted and changed 
by the operation of the Holy Ghost. “For as many as 
are led by the Spirit of God, they are the sons of God” 
and surely, as God’s children converted by His grace, 
we should tell the world that we have found a precious 
Saviour and a bit of noise and fervour to accompany 
our testimony would not go amiss. 

Pastor Joseph Egyir-Paintsil told us at the Con- 
ference missionary rally last May, that when Ghanaian 
Christians meet they do not greet each other with a 
polite “passing of the time of day”, but one shouts 
‘Praise the Lord!’’and the other replies, “Hallelujah!”’. 
“Thus”, he remarked “when one is walking down the 
street, or in the post office a large store or market 
and those greetings are heard, people say ‘That’s one 
of them!”’’. There is no doubt in anyone’s mind as to 
whom these folk belong neither do they mind who 
knows it. 

The lines of the old negro spiritual express the 
thought: “Stand up and shout if you love my Jesus, 
stand up and shout if you love my Lord. I want to 
know, yes I want to know, do you love my Lord?”’.

Loyalty

IT is always good to know what you are talking about 
and this can only be achieved by defining what we are 
talking about. The dictionary definition of loyalty is 
“to render (give) all faithful obedience to his sover- 
eign’’. Jesus gave us His definition of loyalty when He 
said: “Render (give) therefore unto Caesar the things 
which are Casear’s; and unto God the things that are 
God’s”’. 

There are many kinds of loyalties, but they are all 
included in our loyalty to God. If we are loyal to God 
we shall inevitably be loyal in all other respects. It 
will be a part of that outworking of the nature of 
Christ is in us. Obviously, then, the most important 
thing of all is to be loyal to God. Nevertheless loyalty 
to God involves and demands other loyalties. We can- 
not be loyal to God and disloyal to our local assembly 
or to our fellow-believers. We cannot be loyal to God 
and disloyal to His Word and its doctrines. The whole 
emphasis in the Word is upon unconditional loyalty to 
God. All Christians agree on this point. If that be so, 
then why should there be any doubt or argument about 
that same unconditional loyalty to God’s work espec- 
ially in the local setting? 

Marriage is based upon vows of unconditional 
loyalty and an unconditional life of loyalty in the years 
to follow. This basis enables a couple to set up a home 
and train up a family in the right atmosphere and with 
the right outlook. The breaking of that basic loyalty 
for but one unfaithful occasion often leads to the 
breaking up of all that is good and secure in a home 
and thence to disaster for all concerned. Loyalty 
brings security and it follows that this brings peace 
of mind and leads to a happy and fulfilled life. 

John in his First Epistle (2:23) writes to three 
kinds of people — fathers, young men, little children. 
The exhortation to young people is to overcome the 
wicked one. How can this be done? The answer is in 
v.14: “I have written unto you, young men, because 
ye are strong and the word of God abideth in you”. 
From that place of development a young man can go 
on to become a “father” in the local church by a 


progressive knowing of the Lord and His Word. 


Loyalty to the abiding Word in one’s heart leads to a 
place of distinction in God’s family. Paul speaks of 
this in 1 Corinthians 4:15: “For though ye have 
ten thousand instructors in Christ, yet have ye not 
many fathers”. Paul goes on to tell how he had be- 
gotten them through the Gospel and was their spiritual 
father. Loyalty to the Lord and His work is necessary 
to develop a believer so that he can become a spiritual 
father. A spiritual father is not one who can tell you 
how to do it (an instructor), but one who can say as 
does Paul in v.16: “Wherefore I beseech you, be ye 
followers of me”. How can anyone become that kind 
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of person apart from an absolute loyalty to the family 
in the local assembly? Loyalty is absolutely essential 
to spiritual maturity. 

The whole programme of evangelism in any local 
assembly is planned, produced, and performed on the 
assumption that the participants will be there in the 
assembly. It could never be done by those who come 
and go. If Sunday school work is to be done effect- 
ively and with permanent results, it must be done 
systematically and over several years, and this demands 
local stability. Being a church treasurer demands 
absolute loyalty, for a good steward in this respect 
is of great price. This must apply to the pastor, for 
he cannot be flitting around all over the place if he is 
to do the work in the place where God has placed him. 
Loyalty is absolutely essential to local stability. 

The Word of God teaches us that the Lord’s will 
for every city is to set up permanent, powerful assem- 
blies. This is a vital link in the saving of souls and the 
worship of God.Often the grass looks greener on some- 
body else’s patch, but we must beware of the attraction 
of some special event or meeting which distracts from | 
the local testimony. Never think of the local assembly 
but in the highest possible terms, Matthew 18:20 is 
true, whether it be two, 200, or 2,000. In your 
assembly all things are possible because He is there. 
Miracles, Holy Ghost outpouring, souls being saved, 
can all happen to a group who are united in love, ded- 
icated to prayer, and willing to work week by week, 
year by year. Loyalty is essential to a permanent 
testimony. 

Loyalty is often costly. It means sticking to the 
job at all times, in days of drought as well as in days 
of plenty. Remember that it was to the good and 
faithful that our Lord promised entrance into the joy 
of His kingdom and consequently the satisfaction of a 
job well done. 

Be loyal; it pays both on the way and especially in 
the END.

Monday, December 31st Psalm 97:1-12 


“The Lord reigneth”’ (v.1). 

THE psalmist, with spiritual perception and prophetic 
insight, emphasises this glorious theme in his anthem 
for public worship. God reigns majestically in the 
heavenly realms now. He should reign experimentally 
in the lives of all saints. He will reign ultimately when 
every knee shall bow and every tongue confess that 
He is King of Kings. 

“Worship Him” (v.7). This universal call reminds 
us that not all idolatry is confined to heathen temples. 
Golden calves still crumble to powder in His presence 
(v.5). Dagons still fall and smash at His feet and 
colossal empires are lost in the dust of history. “Keep 
yourselves from idols” (John 2:21). 

God is far above all (v.9). Man’s moonshots, space 
probes, and intricate computers, cannot comprehend 
or calculate the measure of His Ascension. 

“Give thanks” (v.12). On this last day of the year 
give thanks for all your yesterdays and in faith for 
your anticipated tomorrows. 


Tuesday, January Ist, 1974 Ephesians 1:1-14 
“Spiritual blessings. . . in Christ” (v.3). 

ACCORDING to the good pleasure of His will (v.5), 
the good treasure of His riches (v.7) and the good 
measure of His grace (“‘in whom we have redemption”’ 
v.7), we have an inheritance (v.11), we have trusted 
(v.13), we are sealed. We have become beneficiaries 
of His eternal bounties, His unsearchable riches, His 

unchanging promises, His immeasurable love, His in- 
comprehensible purposes linked with His immaculate 
personage. The small print of man’s policies can 
craftily deny the promises that they should guarantee, 
but our Guarantor holds the Title Deeds in His nail- 
pierced hands and underwrites them with the seal of 
His glorious name and redemptive Blood. Let us appro- 
priate New Year blessings in Him. 
Wednesday, January 2nd Ephesians 1:15-23 

“My prayers” (v.16). 

PAUL’S new year with Christ commenced in Damascus 
(“Behold he prayeth”). Three days of blindness and 
desperate prayer preceded his miraculous healing and 
Pentecostal anointing. Paul reached a new dimension 
in prayer (v.17), a new revelation and a new vision 
(v.18). He sought the Spirit’s illumination and inter- 
pretation as to what are the hope of His calling, the 
riches of His glory and the greatness of His power. 
True spiritual focus determines the power of our 
prayer. Paul’s great desire for the saints was to com- 
prehend the power of Christ’s resurrection and to 
behold Him as the living Head of the Church (v.22). 


Thursday, January 3rd Ephesians 2:1-10 
“In time past”’ (v.2). 

DOMINATED by the prince of the power of the air, 
disobedient, on the downward path, degraded by the 
desires of the flesh (v.3), dead in trespasses and sins, 
children of darkness are quickened, raised and seated 
in heavenly places (vv.5,6), “made alive” by new birth, 
raised to new standards of His righteousness. Reserved 
seats in the courts of heaven in ages to come (v.7) will 
enable believers to see eternal purposes manifested in 
eternal ages through the eternal Son. We are saved (v. 
8) by grace, through faith, by the gift of God (ex- 
cluding worthless works and boasting). We are His 
workmanship (v.10), created by Him, for Him, His 
instruments ordained to walk in His righteousness, 
reclaimed by His unfathomable love to unlimited re- 
sources. 


Friday, January 4th 

“Without God” (v.12). 
“WITHOUT” means that we were godless, hopeless, 
Christless, lawless, homeless, aliens indeed, but now, 
being “within” (v.13), Christ has removed all barriers — 
national, traditional, prejudicial, personal, sin barriers 
are broken, abolished through His cross (v.16). Made 
nigh (v.18) through Christ, by the Holy Spirit, unto 
the Father (the Trinity is involved) we are fellow- 
citizens of the household of God, a holy temple in the 
Lord, and habitations of the Holy Spirit. This spiritual 
vista opens into a full-orbed panoramic view of what 
Christ has wrought through His cross, obtaining re- 
conciliation, peace, forgiveness, access and the status 
of heavenly citizenship. We are the people of the new 
generation in Christ. 


Ephesians 2:11-22 


Saturday, January 5th Ephesians 3:1-13 
“Dispensation of the grace of God” (v.2). 
THE prisoner (v.1), though restricted in body, is re- 
leased in spirit, and soars into mysteries of the pre- 
historic plan and purposes of divine grace, abounding, 
saving, sufficient, triumphant, enabling and sustaining 
grace to approach the throne in time of need, sovereign 
grace that justifies the sinner and makes him a saint. 
“Unto me” (v.8) — transforming grace turns the rebel 
into a convert, a saint,a disciple, a preacher, an apostle 
and a teacher of the Gentiles, yet divine revelations 
made him assess himself only in the light of the holi- 
ness of God — “‘less than the least’’. Spiritual pride 
has been the downfall of many. God “created all 
things by Jesus Christ” (v.9). We have been re- 
created in Him. Pre-historic truth and mystery are 
good, but to know the pre-historic Person is far better. 


Sunday, January 6th Ephesians 3:14-21 
“What is the breadth, and length and depth, and 

height?” (v.18). 
WE can measure earthquakes, the dimensions of un- 
seen planets, radiation, rainfall, fall-out, altitude, lati- 
tude, in this computerized generation. Who can por-
